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PREFACE. 


During  the  year  following  the  death  of  Dr.  Farrington,  the  editor 
of  this  volume  publisheci  several  of  the  lectures  here  presented,  in  the 
Hahnemannian  Monthly y  North  American  Journal  of  Homoeopathy y  and 
Monthly  Homoeopathic  Beview.  These  were  well  received  by  the  pro- 
fession. Some  of  them  were,  moreover,  translated  and  published  in 
Grerman,  French,  and  Spanish  journals.  A  number  of  physicians 
expressed  their  desire  to  have  the  lectures  appear  in  book  form.  The 
consent  of  Mrs.  Farrington  to  such  publication  was  therefore  obtained, 
the  Doctor's  manuscript  was  placed  at  our  disposal,  and  Dr.  S.  Lilien- 
thal  kindly  consented  to  revise  the  lectures  after  their  completion  in 
manuscript. 

In  order  that  the  work  should  be  thoroughly  representative  of  Dr. 
Farrington,  those  concerned  in  its  preparation  for  the  press  decided 
that  the  author's  style  should  be  closely  followed.  These  lectures  are 
therefore  presented  exactly  as  delivered,  excepting  where  a  change  was 
suggested  by  his  manuscript  or  by  his  published  writings. 

There  have  also  been  incorporated  in  the  volume,  numerous  abstracts 
from  the  comparisons  in  the  "  Studies  in  Materia  Medica,"  published 
in  the  Hahnemannian  Monthly  in  the  years  188.0,  1881,  and  1882. 
These  will  be  found  in  the  lectures  on  Lachesis,  Apis,  Cantharis,  and 
Sepia.  The  lecture  on  Moschus  is  essentially  a  reprint  of  the  study  of 
that  remedy  in  the  Hahnemannian  for  January,  1882.  The  editor 
feels  no  necessity  for  apologizing  for  this  addition  of  the  above-men- 
tioned matter  to  the  lectures  proper,  for,  as  Dr.  Korndoerfer  truly  says 
in  his  memorial  sketch  of  his  deceased  friend,  they  "  belong  to  the 
dasBics  of  our  school."  The  regret  is  that  they  cannot  be  incorporated 
ID  their  entirety. 

The  reader  must  remember  that  in  a  course  consisting  of  seventy- 
Id  be  utterly  impossible  to  include  a  complete

urington.     It  was  his  aim,  therefore,  to  present 
th  matter  as  would  enable  them  to  establish 
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their  knowledge  of  materia  meclica  on  such  a  firm  foundation,  that 
their  post-graduate  study  of  that  sciencey  would  be  a  comparatively 
easy  task.  How  well  he  succeeded  in  his  object  can  be  attested  by  the 
many  physicians  whose  fortune  it  was  to  receive  instruction  from 
his  lips. 

It  should  be  said  of  Dr.  Farrington's  manuscript,  that  it  gave 
marked  evidence  of  constant  study.  Interlineations  and  notes  of  refer- 
ence were  frequently  added.  Erasures  were  few,  for  what  he  therein 
recorded  was  only  placed  there  after  having  been  thoroughly  confirmed 
by  the  clinical  experience  of  himself,  or  of  some  other  competent 
observer.  Fully  did  he  realize  the  importance  to  homoeoi)athy,  of  a 
materia  medica  which  should  be,  in  all  respects,  perfect.

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PROFESSOR  E.  A.  FARRINGTON,  M.D.

The  subject  of  this  sketch,  Dr.  Ernest  A.  Farrington,  was  born 
January  1st,  1847,  at  Williamsburg,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  and  died  at 
Philadelphia,  December  1 7tb,  1885.  During  bis  early  years,  his  family 
removed  to  Philadelphia,  at  which  place  he  received  his  education,  and 
rapidly  rose  to  eminence  in  his  profession. 

Having  already,  during  his  early  childhood,  given  evidence  of  ex- 
ceptional intellectual  ability,  he  passed  through  his  school  life  with  the 
highest  commendation  of  his  teachers.   . 

After  his  entrance  to  tlie  High  School,  he  seemed  to  develop  an  intel- 
lectual capacity  rarely  witnessed  in  one  so  young.  He  grasped  and 
utilized  facts  with  such  vigor  that  his  teachers  looked  upon  him  as  ^ 
quite  a  phenomenal  boy.  Of^en  have  I  heard  his  teachers,  professors 
of  the  High  School,  remark  upon  his  aptness,  clearness  of  thought,  and 
remarkable  proficiency  in  the  various  studies  embraced  in  th^  curricu- 
lum of  the  sdiool. 

It  may  here  be  worthy  of  passing  note,  that,  during  his  entire 
school  and  student  life,  he  endeared  himself  to  his  teachers,  not  less  by 
his  genial  manners,  than  by  his  remarkable  intellectual  qualities. 

Having  completed  the  prescribed  course  at  the  High  School,  he  made 
a  most  brilliant  examination  and  was  graduated,  not  only  at  the  head 
of  his  class,  but  with  the  highest  average  to  that  time  attained  by  any 
graduate  of  the  institution. 

During  the  following  summer,  he  visited  his  birthplace,  spending  the 
summer  there  and  in  New  York  city.  Early  in  the  fall  he  retamed 
to  Philadelphia,  there  to  resume  his  favorite  occupation,  study.

10  IN  MEMORIAM. 

Under  the  preceptorship  of  his  brother,  H.  W.  Farrington,  M.D., 
he,  in  the  fall  of  1866,  matriculated  in  the  Homoeopathic  Medical 
College  of  Pennsylvania. 

Here,  again,  the  characteristics  of  his  early  life  became  the  remark 
of  his  fellow-students,  and  it  was  not  long  before  he  was  looked  upon 
.  as  one  of  the  brightest  students  of  his  class.  His  quickness  of  percep- 
tion, his  ready  memory,  his  devotion  to  study,  and  conscientious  estimate 
of  the  responsibilities  of  his  calling,  marked  him  as  one  of  the  most 
promising  students  of  our  school.  Coupled  with  all  this,  was  an  un- 
usually strong  religious  bent  of  mind.  His  religious  views  were,  how- 
ever, of  that  happy  type  which  but  illuminate  life's  ways,  never  casting 
shadows  of  doubt  or  gloom.  His  highest  aim  was  to  do  right  because 
it  was  right;  that  he  accomplished  this,  all  who  knew  him  will  attest. 

When  the  Hahnemann  Medical  College  of  Philadelphia  was  char- 
tered, in  1867,  it  became  a  question  of  serious  import  to  him  a3  to 
whether  he  should  continue  in  the  College  with  which  he  was  con- 
nected or  join  the  new  institution.  After  lengthened  consideration,  he 
decided  to  sever  his  relationship  with  the  old  College.  He  became  the 
second  matriculant  of  the  Hahnemann  Medical  College  of  Philadelphia. 
Here,  again,  he  won  unstinted  praise,  and  graduated  March,  1868, 
having  enforced  the  full  conviction  upon  the  minds  of  all,  both  Faculty 
and  class,  that  he  had  no  superior  in  the  class  of  "  '68."  To  the  honor 
of  all,  let  it  be  said  that  envy  never  tainted  the  commendation  of  one ; 
every  graduate  delighted  to  accord  to  him  his  full  meed  of  praise. 
*  He  entered  practice  immediately  after  his  graduation,  establishing 
himself  at  the  residence  of  his  father,  1616  Mount  Vernon  Street. 
His  arduous  labors  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge,  during  the  years  of 
college-life,  followed  by  even  greater  efforts  during  his  ^rly  practice, 
made  perceptible  inroads  upon  his  otherwise  strong  constitution  ;  this 
led  him,  during  the  summer  of  1869,  to  take  a  short  European  trip, 
from  which  he  returned  much  improved  in  health.  He. reentered  prac- 
tice with  renewed  vigor,  and  speedily  succeeded  in  securing  a  large  and 
appreciative  clientele. 

On  t|ie  13th  of  September,  1871,  he  consummated  in  marriage  an 
engagement  which  had  for  some  time  existed  with  Miss  Elizabeth 
Aitkin,  of  Philadelphia,  an  event  which  brought  more  than  usual  joy, 
as  in  his  wife  he  found  a  most  congenial  and  helpful  spirit,  both  as  to 
his  professional  and  religious  life.  Four  children,  three  boys  and  one 
girl,  have  blessed  this  union. 

Dr.  Farrington  was  essentially  a  teacher  among  men.     Already  we 
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find  him,  in  the  sj)ring  of  I8fj9,  filling  a  lecturer's  appolnlnicnt  a.^ 
teacher  of  Forensic  Medicine  in  the  spring  course  of  ll»e  Iluliueniunn 
Me<lical  College.  These  lectures  proved  to  be  so  aatisfactory  lliat  the 
Faculty,  on  the  resignation  of  the  Professor  of  Forensic  Metliciiie,  after 
the  session  of  1869—70,  elected  him  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Within  two 
years,  the  chair  of  Pathology  and  Diagnosis  becoming  vacant,  he  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  same,  and  in  1874,  upon  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Guernsey,  then  Professor  of  INIateria  Medica,  he  was  called  to  fill  that 
most  important  chair. 

His  ambition  was  now  about  to  realize  the  attainment  of  its  highest 
aim.  This  had  really  been  his  true  field  of  labor — here  his  dee|3e6t 
6tu<lie8  were  made  ;  here,  w^as,  indeeil,  his  lifewdrk. 

Possessed  of  superior  analytical  powers,  be  never  felt  satisfied  to 
accept  a  view  or  theory  save  it  were  demonstrably  true  ;  he,  therefore, 
U)a<le  deep  and  thorough  research  and  study  upon  every  question  in- 
volved in  the  subject  of  homceoj>athy ;  the  law,  dosage,  and  potency 
questions,  all  were  subjects  of  much  interest,  but  above  all,  his  delight 
lay  in  the  study  of  the  Materia  Medica. 

His  daily  association  with  Hering  quickened  this  his  natural  desire, 
ajid  he  was  soon  recognized  by  that  master  spirit  of  our  8ch<K)l  rt**  one 
well  fitted  to  a  place  in  the  highest  rank  among  the  expounders  of  that 
most  intricate  science,  Materia  Medica.  Hering  delighted  to  bay, 
"  When  I  am  gone,  Farrington'must  finish  my  Materia  Medica." 

His  labors  io  this  direction  were  not  restricted  to  simply  reviewing«)ld 
provings,  but  were  roundetl  out  unto  fulness  by  personally  supervising 
provlngs  of  both  old  and  new  drugs.  While  he  certainly  p06sc6scd  a 
wonderful  memory  for  symptoms,  the  most  prominent  feature  of  his  twieh- 
ing  may  nevertheless  be  said  to  have  lH?en  his  ability  to  thoroughly 
analyze  the  specific  drug  action,  showing  not  only  the  superficial  but 
also  the  deeper  relationship  of  symptoms. 

Family,  and  class  relatiooshij>s  of  drugs  he  studied  with  deepest 
interest.  In  fact,  bis  "Studies  in  Matoria  .Medica,  P  a  few  of  which 
have  l)een  publishetl  in  the  Hahncmannkm  Monthly,  belong  to  the  cla*- 
sics  of  our  school. 

On  his  election  to  the  chair  of  Materia  Medica,  he  devoted  much  of 
his  time  to  the  development  of  a  method  which,  while  full  and  com- 
prehensive, would  at  the  same  time  present  a  simplicity  which  would 
enable  every  student  to  intelligently  study  this  most  difficult  subject 

He  infused  such  new  life  into  this  usually  prosy  subject,  that  it  soon 
became  the  favorite  hour  with  many,  and  to  all  au  hour  of  interest  and 
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profit.  To  the  earnest  student  it  iMJciime  rather  a  reereatioii  tliaii  a  tiisk, 
Hiaunalyticiil  mind  carrietl  the  student  through  labjrinthsof  .symjitorus 
and  nmzes  of  nnjilatitlej*,  with  such  clear  and  concise  directions  as  to  the 
way,  that  tlie  thoughtful  student  mi^ht  ever  after  feel  able  to  travei*se 
the  same  alone. 

His  writings  all  bear  the  impress  of  a  raaster  mind.  Already  iu 
1871,  scarcely  three  years  subsequent  to  liis  graduation,  we  fiod  him 
dealing  with  the  philosophical  elucidation  of  drug  }>re8eribing,  in  Ian* 
gnuge  indicating  depth  of  knowletlge  rarely  found  even  among  our 
oldest  practitioners.  In  illustration,  permit  a  short  quotation  from  his 
report  of  a  case  published  in  the  IIuhK^mamtian  Monih/tf,  Aprils  1871 : 

"It  18  a  singular  fact  that  all  of  the  tribe  of  Seneeionideae,  Ord. 
Com|KtsitJe,  which  we  have  proved  (Cina,  Artera.  vulg.,  Chara.,  Tana- 
cet,  Arnic,  Senecio  grac.)  have  relief  from  some  form  of  motior^ 

"The  Artemmti  tMiA7«7*w  resembles  the  Cina  in  nervous  troubles,  but, 
as  it  is  in* conjunctive  relationship,  it  cannot  l>e  used  immediutely  before 
or  after  Cina.  Asa  disjunctive  relative,  and  hence  one  that  follows 
well,*6'iV/c<?a  corresponds  to  the  somnambulistic  slate,  and  *S7//mr,  Kux 
rom.  and  Oamt.,  to  the  irritation  of  the  solar  plexus  giving  rise  to  spasm. 

"The  Absinthium  (wormwood),  amitlier  memljer  of  the  Artemisiie, 
when  drutik  in  brandy  (a  faruous  drink  used  to  stimulate  the  brain  by 
actors,  etc.),  I  have  seen  protluce  the  delirium  embriosorum,  which  was 
only  relieved  hy  pacing  the  floor^  showing  again  the  general  relief  from 
motion." 

Thus  we  find  him,  as  a  beginner  in  years,  treating  the  Materia  Metlica 
as  by  the  hand  of  a  raaster.  The  literature  of  our  school  has  been 
greatly  enriched  by  his  pen;  for,  though  he  did  not  strive  to  gratify 
ambition  in  giving  to  the  profession  massive  volumes,  he  performed  that 
which  he  felt  duty  to  demand,  i.e.,  gave  of  his  time  in  work  not  only 
U{>on  his  lectures,  but  also  to  societies,  and  in  our  journal  literature. 

The  American  Joun\al  of  HoiiXfEopathic  Materia  Mcdica^  the  Jlahnc- 
mannian  MonUily^  the  North  Agi^nca n  Journal  qfllomteopathi/,  and  other 
journals,  have  each  receivetl  valuable  articles  from  hi^?  pen.  His 
Studies  in  Materia  Medica  alone,  published  in  the  J/ahminamiian 
Monthly^  aggregate  about  two  hundred  pages,  and  his  comparisons,  pub- 
lished as  an  apjK'ndix  to  the  American  Journal  of  Honuvopathio  Materia 
Midica  from  1873  to  1875,  embrace  over  150  pages  more.  His  other 
articles  were  numerous  and  instructive. 

Dr.  Farrington  was  a  homceojxithist  by  c<")nviction.  With  him  it 
was  not  a  light  thing  to  be  a  physician,  and  he  could  only  practice  that 
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which  he  could  see  to  be  true.  Expediencies,  for  the  sake  of  gaining 
the  ^clat  of  tliose  who,  through  want  of  knowle<Jge,  grant  unstinting 
praise  to  pleasant  error,  had  no  attraction  for  him.  He  preferred  to  sac- 
rifice practice  and  to  sustain  his  own  sense  of  doing  right,  rather  than 
gain  financial  success  by  pandering  to  the  ignorance  of  wealtl),  where  it 
demanded  dejiarture  from  the  law  of  cure  in  an  experimental  treatment 
of  disease. 

The  influence  which  such  a  mind  must  exert  upon  a  proles.-ion  can-* 
not  be  overestimated.  Essentially  scientific  in  its  bent,  progressive  in 
its  character,  earnest  in  its  labors,  logical  in  its  reasonings,  and  philo- 
sophical in  its  judgments,  the  -results  reached,  even  most  per-sistent  op- 
ponents were  compelled  to  receive  with  respect.  ^Vhile  thus  a  true  and 
most  consistent  homoeopath,  he  necessarily  became  identified  with  every 
movement  which  might  tend  toward  the  advancement  of  learning. 
Esj)ecially  did  he  desire  to  see  medical  education  brought  to  a  fur  higher 
levelthau  has  ever  been  attained  in  this  country. 

Dr.  Farrington  was  also  an  active  participant  in  our  County  Society 
work.  On  the  floor  during  debate,  he  was  listened  to  with  that  atten- 
tion which  ability  only  can  command.  In  the  Chair,  which  for  three 
fucces^ive  years  he  occupied,  he  presideil  with  dignity  and  justice. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  the  State  Society  and  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Homieopalhy,  which  latter  he  joineil  iu  1872.  For  many 
years  he  was  a  member  of  its  "  Committee  on  Drug  Provings,"  during 
which  lime  he  waa  also  identified  with  its  Bureau  of  iSIaleria  Mtnlifa. 
At  the  time  of  his  decease,  he  was  ehairman  of  that  bureau.  In  1884 
the  Institute  appointetl  him  a  memlier  of  its  Editorial  Consulting  Com- 
mittee on  the  new  **  Cyclopteilia  of  Drug  Pathogenesy,"  etc. 

k)  December,  1879,  when  the  Hatmeviannian  Monthly  yit^  purchased 
by  the  Hahnemann  Club  of  Philadelphia,  he  was  selected  by  his  ool- 
leaguefl  of  the  Club  as  the  sole  «lit«>r  i^'  the  journal,  but  on  account  of 
impairment  of  health  and  multiplicity  of  duties  he  felt  im|)elled  to  de- 
cline the  charge;  though  later,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  Club, 
Bupplementeil  by  that  of  the  General  Eklitor,  he  accepted  the  |>osition  of 
Contributing  Etlitor,  which  position  he  tilled  until  the  time  of  hisdt^th ; 
in  fact,  his  last  article,  a  book  review,  was  written  but  a  few  weeks  prior 
to  his  decease. 

Thus  we  find  him  throughout  his  life  striving  io  accomplish  the 
work  which  he  valued  so  highly.  No  laljor  teemed  too  great,  no  effort 
too  severe,  so  long  as  it  tended  to  promote  the  advance  towanl  tliat  stand- 
ard to  which  he  felt  tlie  profeBsion  should  asjiire.     An  earnest  advocate 
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of  iitgiser  edacatioD  in  general,  he  e^^pwlally  longed  for  the  time  when 
tJie  profcffioiol  standard  should  be  placed  at  its  highest. 

Dr.  Farrtogtoo  was  not  leas  esteemed  for  his  generous  friendship 
thsD  for  bia  professional  ability.  He  was  noticeably  a  man  of  strong 
ooBTietions  nevertheless,  with,  such  characteristic  breadtti  of  tliought 
aod  liberality  of  mind,  that  he  never  allowed  the  .strongest  antagonism 
io  fdeotifio  views  to  chill  a  friendship  once  formed. 

His  genial  manners  rendered  him  a  most  delightful  companion,  as 
all  who  ever  had  the  oppoptunity  to  enjoy  social  intercoui'se  with  him 
will  heartily  attest 

His  la.st  illness  began  about  the  14th  of  December,  1884,  prior  to 
which  time  he  bad  contracted  a  cold  to  which  he  gtive  slight  heed. 
Subwquently,  owing  ta  necessary  exposure  in  the  performance  of  his 
professional  duties,  laryngitis  set  in  ;  he,  nevertheless,  delivered  several 
lectures  after  the  throat  symptoms  had  as.«onie<l  decided  severity. 
During  a  lecture  prior  tD  the  Christmas  holidays,  aphonia  ttyok  the  place 
of  the  existing  hoarseness,  rendering  further  lecturing  impossilvle. 

It  became  necessary  for  him  to  secure  a  substitute  during  the  month 
of  January,  1885,  but  feeling  much  improved,  he  iiisisterl  upon  resuming 
lectnn's  during  the  month  of  February.  He  contfmiefl  his  duties  in 
the  College  until  after  the  Spring  examination.  During  this  time  the 
disease  invadetl  the  bronchia,  developing  into  a  severe  bronchitis;  this, 
however,  yielded  partially  during  the  latter  part  of  March  and  April. 
At  this  time  the  most  careful  physical  examination  did  not  reveal  the 
8light<«t  sign  of  lung  involvement.  He  now  felt  convinced  that  a  trip 
to  Europe  would  materially  advance  his  recovery.  He  therefore  sailed 
f\">r  Euroj>e,  accompanied  by  his  wife,  on  the  9th  day  of  May.  On  the 
31st  of  May  he  wrote  from  Paris:  "  I  am  about  the  samcj  as  yet, .but 
live  in  hope."  Under  the  advice  of  Dr.  Herrraanu,  of  Paris,  he  con- 
cluded to  "goto  Baden-Weilor,  a  beautiful  little  town  in  the  Black  - 
Forest,  noted  for  its  mild  climate,  nioyntninous  s<"enery,  and  restful 
8un*ounding8."  Here  again  disappointment  came  to  him  in  that  a  wet 
season  set  in,  which  continue*!  until  his  departure,  although  he  remained 
for  several  weeks,  hoping  for  a  favorable  change.  A  stay  of  several 
weeks  at  Brighton,  England,  higljly  recommended  by  several  English 
physicians,  afforded  no  relief  Much  discouraged  he  finally  sailal  for 
home.     Disappointment  and  injurj'  alone  had  resulted  from  his  journey. 

He  now  began  to  feel  that  !iis  race  wjis  nearly  run;  that  the  great 
work  in  which  he  had  engaged  must  be  laid  aside,  and  hopes  long  enter- 
tained must  be  al)andoned.     The  first  realization  brought  a  feeling  of 
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bitter  dIsappoiDtment,  which,  however,  speedily  gave  place  to  a  calm 
conviction  that  the  Lord's  way  was  best.  His  mind  seemed  at  perfect 
ease,  and  though  he  made  fruitless  efforts  to  obtain  relief,  he  maintained 
an  unwavering  confidence  in  the  law  of  cure.  Some  of  his  lay  friends, 
seeing  that  homeeopathy  must  fail,  strongly  urged  him  to  seek  the  advice 
of  a  prominent  allopathist;  this  he  positively  refused,  afterwards  re-- 
marking  tp  the 'writer,  ''If  I  must  die,  I  want  to  die  a  Christian.'' 
His  faith  in  the  law  was  unbounded ;  he  believed  it  divine  in  origin,  and 
therefore  wholly  true. 

In  religious  faith* he  was  a  Swedenborgian,  holding  devoutly  to  the 
views  of  that  great  expounder  of  Grod's  law.  In  his  church  life,  as  in 
his  professional,  he  showed  that  zeal  and  learning  which  soon  made  him 
a  light  among  his  brethren.  He  was  loved  and  esteemed  by  his  church 
as  but  few  laymen  at  his  age  are  loved.  Conscientious,  zealous  and 
learned,  he  seemed  destined  to  be  a  leader  among  men.  He  was  early 
called  to  his  work  on  earth — tliat  work  he  faithfully  performed.  Early 
the  call  came  to  his  work  on  high — confidently  he  entered  tliereon. 
Seeking  higher  planes  of  usefulness  here,  he  looked  forward  to  his  higher 
field  of  labor  there,  in  pleasurable  anticipation.  A  good  man  has 
been  called  away.     May  his  living  example  inspire  many  to  emulation. 
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To-day  we  are  to  begin  our  study  of  Materia  Medica.  At  the  out- 
set, it  will  be  necessary  to  give  a  rambling  review  of  the  subject.  Before 
you  begin  the  study  of  the  details  of  a  science,  you  must  understand 
the  construction  of  that  science  or  art.  Were  it  not  for  these  under- 
lying laws  which  string  together  the  Materia  Medica  into  one  consistent 
whole,  you  would  have  no  need  for  lectures  on  the  subject.  The  ten 
volumes  of  the  Encydopcedia  of  Materia  Medica^  issued  by  Dr.  Allen, 
of  New  York,  contain  over  nine  thousand  pages.  These  do  not  in- 
clude clinical  symptoms,  which  would  make  several  thousand  more. 
Then  recollect,  each  physician  discovers  something  new  each  year,  and 
so  a  great  mass  of  knowledge  i^  accumulated  by  a  sort  of  compound 
multiplication.  You  can,  therefore,  well  understand  why  the  student 
might  l)e  startled  at  the  idea  of  attempting  to  master  such  a  conglom- 
eration. Nor  could  he  master  it,  were  he  to  attempt  to  do  so  by  memory 
alone.  Man's  mind  is  composed  of  more  than  memory.  Memory  is 
the  impression  made  on  the  mind  by  a  fact.  Beoollection  is  another 
qualification  of  the  mind,  wjiich  enables  one  to  call  up  the  facts  which 
have  been  memorized.  It  is  understood  that  nothing  which  we  take 
into  the  memory  is  ever  e£&ced.  It  remains  there  forever.  It  may  be 
covered  with  figurative  cobwebs  and  never  brought  to  light,  unless  the 
mind  is  so  drilled  or  so  orderly  arranged  that  it  may  be  recalled  when 
occasion  requires.  The  mind  should  be  so  drilled  and  its  various 
faculties  so  trained,  that,  when  an  external  thing  occurs  similar  to  an 
internal  fact,  t.6.,a  fact  memorized,  at  once  that  external  thing  awakens 
into  recollection  the  fact  or  facts  bearing  on  that  subject.  This  is  very 
apt  to  be  so  with  our  feelings,  perhaps,  more  naturally  than  with  our 
intellects,  because  the  latter  require  more  cultivation.    Many  of  us  are 
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80  strong  emotionally  that  we  may  call  up  an  emotion  without  any  evi- 
dent effort  of  tlie  will  or  any  direction  of  the  uutlerstanding.  Let  me 
give  you  an  example.  A  man,  on  one  occasion,  was  driving  along  a 
ctnmtry  road,  and  ran  over  a  dog  and  horribly  mangled  the  jM)or  animal. 
This  made  him  feel  very  sick.  The  event  was  apparently  forgotten. 
Several  years  later,  he  was  driving  along  the  same  road,  never  thinking 
of  the  incident,  until  he  came  to  the  sjKit  where  the  actMtleiit  lia[i[)ened, 
when  immediately  the  same  sensation  of  Mickness  occured.  Tlien,  the 
impression  which  was  made  on  bis  mind  was  recalled  and  at  once 
awakened  the  emotions.  Thus  must  be  tlje  intellectual  mind  of  the 
man  who  would  master  the  science  of  raetlicino.  He  must  see  his  pa- 
tient; and  when  he  sees  his  patient,  it  awakens  in  his  mind  the  picture 
of  the  remedy.  This  has  been  termed  instinct,  but  it  is  not.  To  do 
this,  he  must  study  persistently.  You  see  a  physician  old  in  years, 
come  into  a  sick-room.  At  once  he  says,  tins  patient  ueeils  Sulphur. 
How  did  he  know  that?  It  was  not  second  sight  on  his  part;  but 
through  thirty  or  forty  years' ejfperience  he  had  been  studying  Sulphur, 
iiad  Ijeeii  forming  in  his  mind  images  of  Sulphur,  and  living  ideas  of 
Sulphur.  The  moment  he  sees  these  in  his  patient,  (hat  moment  he 
recollects  Sulphur.  If  he  had  not  the  idea  of  that  remedy  in  his  mind, 
he  could  not  see  it  in  his  patient.  Now,  1  ask  of  you  not  to  try  to  jump 
over  these  years  that  must  pass  between  the  beginning  and  the  ending 
of  the  art  of  medicine,  and  do  not  make  yourselves  prophets  before 
your  times.  ^ 

In  order  to  bring  some  system  out  of  this  chaos  of  Matt^ria  Medica, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  adopt  some  plan  of  study.  What  is  that  plan  is 
ftsked  by  every  student;  one  teacher  answers  in  one  way,  another  in 
another.  The  method  may  not  Ixi  correct  and  yet  its  results  may  be 
good!  It  does  well  enough  for  a  scaflblding  by  which  you  erect  your 
building,  after  which  the  scaffolding  is  removed  and  the  building  re- 
mains. Some  method  must  Ix^  adopted  and  that  retained  to  the  end. 
In  analyzing  the  method  which  I  have  chosen  to  adopt,  it  may  be  well 
to  begin  at  the  beginning  and  carry  you  on  until  you  may  see  what 
plan  I  propose  for  your  adoption.  It  may  not  Ijc  clear  at  once.  An 
abstract  thing  is  not  at  once  grasped  by  the  mind.  It  requires  to  oome 
up  time  after  time.  What  seems  difficult  at  first,  is  plain  enough  after 
a  while, 

lo  tlic  first  place,  I  will  begin  by  suggesting  an  analysis  of  the  drug. 
We  pnsume  now  that  you  have  heard  of  some  one  substance  which  has 
been  a  popular  remedy  in  your  part  of  the  country  for  yours.     You 
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think  that  it  ought  to  be  provetl.  You  prcjcecd  to  get  the  ncccseary 
material.  First,  you  procure  your  Hrug.  You  prepare  its  tincture  and 
then  you  potentize  it.  Now  it  is  a  priii^'iplo  of  homaN)pathy  to  whifh 
there  is  no  exception,  that  you  gliall  In^rii  the  ncrion  of  a  drug  on  (he 
healthy  organism  before  you  use  it.in  practice.  That  is  a  rule  whieh 
you  cjinnot  neglect.  You  cannot  be  tof>  carefid,  otherwise  yon  throw 
yourself  into  confusion,  doubt  and  empiricism  and  help  to  fill  the 
Mat4*ria  Medica  with  "  bosh,"  of  whieh  t])ere  is  enotigh  already  there. 

What  yon  want  to  know  i«j  exactly  what  this  medicine  will  do.  What 
would  you  think  of  a  machinist  who  undertook  to  build  a  machine 
when  be  did  not  know  how  the  parts  fitted  together?  what  would  you 
think  of  a  physician  who  does  not  know  the  use  of  thq  tools  he  i<  about 
to  employ  ?  You  now  intend  to  try  the  effects  of  this  drug  on  some 
healthy  person  or  persons.  Will  it  pnxluce  alterations  in  the  function 
or  tlie  outrttion  of  tlie  Ixxly  or  of  its  organs?  If  so  a  symptom  or 
symptomi*  will  Im?  the  resuh.  Symptoms,  then,  are  indications  of  altera- 
tions in  the  functions  or  the  nutrition  of  a  part  or  of  parts  of  the  boely. 
I  have  been  aoctised  of  stepping  down  from  the  lofty  heights  .of  pure 
hooi  '     and  dressing  myself  in  physiologi«d  livery.     The  state- 

m«Mi  i^'aiast  me  is  that  we  cannot  know  what  changes  are  taking 

place  except  through  symptoms,  therefore  if  one  begins  to  talk  about 
altered  tissue,  he  at  once  jwllutes  homceopathy.  This  is  true  and  it  is 
false.  It  is  true  if  you  take  this  altered  tissue  alone.  It  is  not  true  if 
you  regard  this  altered  tissue  as  a  manifestation  of  the  change  in  the 
vital  force.  I  cannot  see  how  there  can  be  a  symptom  which  is  not  at 
least  the  result  of  a  change  of  function.  I  do  not  mean  that  you  must 
give  Bryonia  because  it  acts  on  Berous  membranes  ;  I  do  not  mean  that 
you  must  give  Aconite  because  it  p^odu<^es  drj^  skin,  heat,  etc.  I  do 
not  say  that  you  shall  give  Belladonna  because  it  produces  hypeneraia 
of  the  brain  and  dilatation  of  die  pupil  ;  but  I  do  say  that  those  dnigs 
produce  these  effects,  and  if  these  effects  are  not  alterations  in  function 
what  are  they  ?  We  can  know  changes  in  the  vital  forces  onfy  by  results, 
and  these  results  are  symptoms. 

Now  you  get  symptoms  in  your  provings.  These  symptoms  you  will 
find  to  be  embraced  under  two  grand  classes,  subjective  and  objective. 
The  subjective  symptoms  are  those  which  the  prover  himself  ex  |^rion<*es 
and  which  he  has  to  expreas  to'yon  in  certain  language.  The  objective 
Are  those  which  apply  directly  to  your  senses.  They  are  such  its  vdu 
may  see,  hear,  touch,  ta^te  or  smell.  For  instance,  if  you  give  the  drug 
W€are  speaking  of  and  the  prover  says  he  feels  a  pain  over  the  right 
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eye,  that  is  a  subjective  symptom.  Yon  cannot  see  it,  toucli  it,  ta.ste  it 
or  feel  it.  It  does  not  apply  to  your  senses.  You  know  what  pain  is; 
you  have  experienced  it ;  you  cau  appreciate  it  in  your  own  mind. 
But  if  a  boil  is  produced  by  this  medicine,  if  there  is  a  cloudy  deposit 
in  the  urine,  or  if  there  are  mucous  rales  or  harj^b  sounds  in  the  lungs, 
if  the  heart  itself  is  altered  in  ite  action,  if  a  wart  appears  on  the  hkin, 
or  if  sweat  breaks  out,  you  have  an  elective  symptom.  Now  what 
will  lie  the  alteration  in  function  which  these  objective  and  subjective 
eyu»ptoms  express?  They  are  decrease  of  function,  increase  of  func- 
tion and  alteration  of  function.  If  this  drug  jiroduces  photophobia, 
there  is  increase  of  function;  if,  on  the  otlier  baud,  it  causes  blindness 
so  great  that  the  patient  can  gaze  at  the  sun,  there  is  decrease  of  func- 
tion; whereas  if  it  produces  cloudiness  of  the  cornea  or  visions  of  bright 
iitars,  tliei-e  ia  an  alteration  of  function.  Tlie  prover  may  have  increased 
urination,  decreased  urination  or  brick-dust  sediment  in  the  urine,  this 
last  being  an  alteration  of  function.  So  wlien  we  come  to  speak  of 
a  drug  and  to  tell  you  what  its  effect  on  the  system  is,  we  will  liave 
these  tJiree  classes  with  which  to  ileal,  increase,  alteration  and  decrease. 
You  go  on  culled ing  these  symptoms,  both  subjective  and  objective. 
If  you  are  skilled  in  the  analysis  of  the  excreta  of  the  botly,you  should 
make  useof  ytuir  knowledge  todetermine  the  eliminnlion  of  urates,  phos- 
phates etc.  Tliese  are  facts  and,  in  their  places,  are  invaluable.  I 
would  have  you  mind  this  ex|>ressiou,  m  their  place  valuable,  out  of 
place  iHtlucIess  and  even  hnrmfiU.  An  increase  in  the  eliminatiou  of 
urea  would  weigh  nothing  in  the  balance,  against  the  mental  state. 
All  synjptoms  of  the  Materia  Medipi  are  not  of  the  same  value.  They 
are  relative  in  value. 

We  include  all  the  symptoms  that  we  can  olieerve.  Then  what  have 
we?  A  mass  of  symptoms  seeming  to  have  no  connection  at  all.  They 
come  from  a  human  organism  that  is  all  or<k'r  and  perfection  and  all 
the  iMirts  of  which  work  in  perfect  harmony.  When  even  one  of  these 
parts  is  out  of  order,  there  must  be  a  certain  clue  to  string  these  cflTects  to- 
g«*therand  picture  a  formof  discjisc  and  when  you  get  this  form  ofilisease, 
what  have  you?  A  pathologiad  state.  1  hope  that  no  di[)loma  will 
be  granted  to  any  man  in  this  claas  who  does  not  study  pathology. 
When  you  have  the  changi's  in  toto  that  this  8ul>stfujce  has  made  on  the 
system,  you  have  the  pathology  of  the  case.  You  have  the  totality  of 
the  effects  on  the  system.  This  grand  elfect  of  the  drug  must  be  in  the 
mind  always,  qualifying  the  individual  symptoms  of  the  drug.  You 
may  express  this  as  you  choose.     Some  call  it  the  genus  of  the  drug; 
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others  speak  of  it  as  the  genera!  action  of  the  drug.  This  you  must 
have  in  your  mind  or  the  other  symptoms  are  worthless.  Did  you  not 
do  this,  you  would  be  a  naere  symptoraist,  certainly  a  term  of  reproach. 
You  must  know  what  the  whole  drug  does  or  you  are  not  able  to  ap- 
preciate any  one  part  of  the  drug.  You  can  find  twenty  drugs  with 
precisely  the  same  symptoms.  How  will  you  decide  between  them  ? 
Apparently  they  are  all  identical  but  not  in  their  general  action.  How 
is  this  general  action  found?  By  the  study  of  the  drug  as  a  whole. 
But  here  is  a  place  where  physicians  may  go  too  precipitately  and  fall 
into  pathology.  They  say  that  as  Belladonna  produces  a  picture  of 
scarlatina  and  as  Arsenicum  produces  a  picture  of  cholera  Asiatica  even 
unto  the  growths  found  in  the  excrement,  therefore  these  substances  must 
be  the  remedies  for  these  respective  diseases.  .  Baptisia  produces  a  per- 
fect picture  of  typhoid  fever,  therefore  they  say  Baptisia  must  be  the 
remedy  in  typhoid  fever. 

As  we  carry  out  the  view  I  expressed  a  few  minutes  ago,  when  we 
examine  a  patient  for  disease,  we  proceed  in  exactly  the  same  way  as 
we  do  in  case  of  the  proving.  We  note  the  changes  we  see  and  the 
sensations  the  patient  feels;  we  look  at  his  tongue,  we  examine  his 
urine,  we  put  all  these  together  and  we  make  a  pathological  picture  of 
that  man.  Suppose  you  decide  the  case  to  be  one  of  typhoid  fever. 
That  must  not  be  valued  except  by  -comparison,  showing  how  the 
present  case  differs  from  the  general  disease.  If  the  genus  of  the  case 
under  treatment  suits  the  genus  of  Baptisia,  and,  if  you  give  that 
remedy,  the  patient  will  recover  whether  you  call  his  case  typhoid  fever 
or  mumps.  If  this  is  not  the  case,  Baptisia  will  do  no  good.  If  the 
patient  has  the  Baptisia  symptom,  "  thinks  he  is  double,  or  all  broken 
to  pieces,"  that  drug  will  not  cure  unless  the  genus  of  Baptisia  is  there 
too.  I  may  be  permitted  to  recall  a  remark  of  Carroll  Dunham.  At 
a  certain  consultation  there  was  chosen  for  a  patient,  a  drug  which 
seemed  to  have  many  of  his  symptoms ;  but  when  Dr.  Dunham  w^ai 
asked  for  his  opinion  as  to  whether  that  drug  was  the  similimum,  he 
replied,  **  No,  I  think  not,  for  the  general  character  of  Ignatia  does 
not  correspond  with  the  general  character  of  the  patient  which  does 
corresiwnd  to  Baryta.  You  will  find  his  most  prominent  symptoms 
under  Baryta."  One  physician  decided  for  one  drug,  the  other  for 
another.  Each  went  by  his  study  of  tlie  drug;  one  understood  Ignatia 
in  port,  the  other  by  its  totality. 

It  is  my  duty  to  show  you  this  winter,  the  genus  of  each  drug  and 
the  relations  which  drugs  bear  to  one  another.     I  cannot  hope  to  give 
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you  all  that  is  characteristic  of  each,  but  I  think  that  I  can  give  you 
an  idea  of  its  genus,  and  show  you  how  drugs  are  related  so  that  you 
may  fill  up  the 'interstices  at  leisure.  You  must  acknowledge,  that 
Materia  Medica  is  the  most  important  of  all  branches.  You  cannot 
understand  it  unless  you  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  others. ' 
You  must  learn  symptoms  and  not  mere  words,  and  you  cannot  put 
any  idea  into  them  until  you  know  their  meaning ;  and  unless  you  can 
interpret  symptoms,  you  can  never  learn  the  genus  of  a  drug.

We  want  to  understand  a  drug  as  analyzed  according  to  the  schema 
on  the  board.  We  want  to  see  how  it  affects  the  blood  and  blood- 
vessels, the  lymph  and  lymph  vessels,  the  nervous  system,  including, 
of  course,  the  brain,  spine,  and  sympathetic  nervous  system. 

Again,  this  first  division  tells  us  of  the  nutrition  of  the  body.  The 
second,  the  lymph,  likewise  tells  us  of  nutrition  and  how  well  repair 
is  going  on.  The  muscles,  ligaments,  etc.,  speak  to  tell  you  how  the 
human  machine  may  move;  and  so  you  may  go  through  tlie  entire 
schema. 

You  will  oote  the  deviations  from  the  physiological  under  each  'of 
these  headings.  Under  the  condition  of  the  blood  you  will  note  increase 
as  in  plethora  or  hy{)er8eraia,  decrease  as  in  anaemia  or  ischsemia,  and 
alteration  as  in  chlorosis  or  pyaemia.  The  same  is  true  of  the  lymph, 
which  may  exhibit  plus,  minus,  and  change,  and  so  on  down  the  list. 

When  you  study  the  drug  by  this  analysis,  you  quickly  arrive  at  an 
idea  of  it  as  a  whole,  that  is,  you  get  the  genus  of  the  drug.  But 
when  you  have  done  that,  you  are  not  through  with  your  difficulties. 
You  must  learn  to  tell  one  drug  from  another. 

You  go  into  a  field  and  you  see  two  or  three  hundred  cattle.     They 
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all  look  alike  to  you,  yet  the  man  in  charge  of  thcrti  knows  each  one. 
How  (loos  ho  know  them  ?  He  knows  thera  by  certain  distinctions 
which  he  has  learned  by  farailiarity  with  thera.  So  can  you  know  one 
drug  from  another  by  studying  their  point»«of  differepoe,  *Dnig8  ira- 
jpinge  in  their  reserablanees,  and  separate  in  their  diffcrcnci's.  Thus 
''we  have  .another  form  of  study,  coraparison  of  drugs.  That  is  just  as 
necessary  to  successful  practice  as  i.s  the  first  step,  the  analysis  of  the 
d/ug.  Then  again  there  are  drug«  which  antidote  each  other.  You 
may  have  made  a  mistake.  Your  patient  may  be  t<x>  susceptible  to 
the  action  of  the  remetly,  and  you  require  to  modify  its  effects.  It  was 
only  yesterday  that  I  pres<Til>e<l  Nux  vomica  for  a  cold.  It  relievc<l 
the  patient  of  his  cold  but  he  IxK^me  almosst  crazy  with  headache.  He 
had  had  an  excess  of  Nux  vomica,  so  I  gave  him  Coffca,  and  in  ten 
minutes  his  head  was  better.  This  was  done  by  simply  modifying  the 
efibcte  of  Nux  vomica,  not  by  suppressing  the  symptom. 

Again,  there  are  some  remedies  wluch,  although  they  bear  a  strong 
resemblance  to  each  other,  seem  as  though  they  ought  to  be  concordant 
remedies;  yet  they  are  inimical. 

So  you  study  the  Materia  Medica,  analyzing  one  drug  after  the  other 
until  you  have  analyzed  all.  Then  you  must  arrange  your  remedies 
acironling  to  some  system  in  your  mind,  and  so  l)e  enabled  to  recall 
facts  as  you  need  them.  If  you  only  stu<ly  one  remedy,  eveuy  ciise 
you  see  fits  that  remedy.  If  you  have  studied  Aconite,  every  case  will 
suggest  Aconite.  Thus,  you  must  have  Aconite  by  its  confreres,  sTde 
by  side  in  your  mind,  before  you  can  use  them  succeesfully  in  the  sick 
room.     This  is  done  by  systematizing  your  study. 

Now  then,  you  will  find  that  drugs  hold  cx>rtain  relations  to  each 
'Other.  You  will  find  five  relations.  The  first  I  have  called  the  family 
'relation,  derivefl  from  their  similarity  in  origin.  When  drugs  l)elong 
to  the  same  family  they  must,  of  necessity,  have  a  similar  action.  For 
instance,  the  halogons,  Chlorine,  Iodine,  Bromine,  and  Fluorine  have 
many  similitudes,  l)ecause  they  belong  to  one  family.  S(j,  too,  with 
remedies  derived  from  the  vegetable  kingdom.  Take  for  instance,  the 
family  to  which  Arum  triphyllum  belongs.  There  you  find  drugs 
which  resemble  each  other  from  their  family  origin.  Take  the  Ophid- 
ians, and  you  will  be  perplexed  to  tell  the  differences  between  Lachesis, 
Elap^,  and  Crotalus.  This  resemblance  through  relationship  is  some- 
times so  nearly  identical,  that  these  drugs  do  not  follow  each  other  well. 
Take,  for  example,  Ignatia  and  Nux  vomicn.  Both  come  from  the 
flame  order  of  plants ;  they  do  not  follow  each  other  well,  and  they  do 
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not  antidote  each  other.  Then  we  may  have  drugs  which  present  marked 
similarities  in  action  although  dissimilar  in  origin.  These  are  said  to 
be  "  concordant."  Drugs  which  hold  a  concordant  relation  may  follow 
each  other,  well.,  • 

There  is  another  relation,  that  of  complement ;  that  is,  one  drug 
completes  a  cure  which  the  other  begins,  but  is  unable  to  effeqt.  Such 
a  relation  exists  between  Belladonna  and  Calcarea. 

Next  we  have  the  relation  of  antidote,  of  which  I  spoke  a  few 
moments  ago. 

Lastly,  we  have  the  relation  of  enmity,  one  that  I  am  unable  to 
explain  to  you.  It  is  a  fact  that  certain  drugs,  although  resembling 
each  other' apparently,  will  not  follow  one  another  with  any  satisfaction. 
They  seem  to  mix  up  the  case.  Such  drugs  are  China  and  Psorinum, 
Apis  and  Rhus,  Phosphorus  and  Causticura,  and  Silicea  and  Mercury. 

In  carrying  out  these  various  ideas,  we  must  study  Materia  Medica 
as  a  natural  science,  for  such  it  must  be  intrinsically,  although  it  is  as 
yet  undeveloped  and  unworthy  of  that  dignified  name  in  our  present 
understanding  of  it.  Nature's  laws  in-  no  way  dispute  the  known 
relations  and  actions  of  drugs.  They  rather  harmonize  with  them. 
We  are  now  ready  to  begin  our  study  of  the  Various  drugs  composing 
the  Homoeopathic  Materia  Medica. 

For  this  purpose  I  have  arranged  the  remedies  in  three  grand  divi- 
sions, according  to  the  kingdom  of  nature  from  which  they  are  de- 
rived, viz. : 

1.  Remedies  derived  from  the  animal  kingdom. 

2.  Remedies  derived  from  the  vegetable  kingdom. 

3.  Remedies  derived  from  the  mineral  kingdom. 

There  is  also  a  fourth  class  of  remedies,  the  nosodes  or  disease  pro- 
ducts. 

In  our  next  lecture  we  will  begin  our  study  of  drugs  derived  from 
the  animal  kingdom. 


LECTURE  II. 

ANIMAL  KINGDOM. 

To-day  we  begin  our  study  of  the  medicines  obtained  from  the 
animal  kingdom.  I  desire  to  preface  ray  lecture  on  these  remedies, 
with  a  few  remarks  relating  to  their  properties  in  general.  Many  of 
the  animal  poisons  are  distinguished  by  the  violence  and  intensity  of 
their  action,  and  by  the  decided  alterations  which  they  produce  in  both 
structure  and  function.  The  blood  is  often  changed  in  its  composition 
and  quality,  the  nervous  system  suffers,  and  even  the  lower  tissues  are 
affected.  The  whole  tendency  of  these  remedies  is  to  produce  diseases, 
tohich  are  never  of  a  sthenic  characier,  and  altoaya  of  a  destructive  form, 
tending  thus  to  local  as  well  as  to  general  death  of  the  body.  We,  there- 
fore, look  upon  these  poisons  as  medicines  which  suit  deep-seated  dis- 
eases, such,  for  example,  as  are  accompanied  by  changes  in  the  quality 
of  the  blood ;  such  as  profoundly  affect  the  nervous  centres.  Conse- 
quently they  are  indicated  in  typhoid  fevers,  erysipelatous  inflamma- 
tions, tuberculosis  of  different  organs  and  tissues  of  the  body,  and 
many  of  those  dyscrasise  which  underlie  and  qualify  acute  diseases. 
You  will  find  if  you  devote  time  to  the  study  of  this  portion  of  the 
Materia  Medica,  more  time  than  we  can  spare  or  than  these  lectures 
will  permit,  that  they  are  oflen  necessary  to  arouse  vitality  and  direct 
the  vital  forces  into  a  proper  channel. 

You  will  find,  too,  that  these  animal  poisons  are  apt  to  affect  the 
mind,  especially  the  emotions.  They  arouse  the  lowest  qualities  in 
one's  nature,  and  produce  a  condition  which  is  truly  shocking.  Some 
of  them  arouse  the  filthiest  lust,  the  most  intense  anger,  and  passions 
of  a  kindred  nature.  So  we  may  find  many  of  these  drugs  suitable 
for  persons  affected  with  insanity,  whether  it  be  the  result  of  functional 
or  organic  cerebral  changes ;  whether  or  not  it  be  reflex  from  irregu- 
larities in  bodily  functions. 

You  will  see  by  the  table  which  I  have  placed  on  the  board  that  we 
have  quite  a  number  of  remedies  derived  from  the  animal  kingdom.

I  have,  for  convenience  of  study,  divided  these  animal  substances 
according  to  their  natural  relations.  We  have  first  tlie  Vertebrata. 
Within  this  grand  division  of  the  animal  kingdom  we  note  the  first 
class,  tlie  Marmiialia,  below  this  the  Ophidia  or  great  variety  of  serpents, 
then  the  Pisces  or  fishes,  and,  finally,  the  Batrachia.  In  the  higher 
order  or  Mammalia  we  have  quite  a  list  of  remedies  already ;  but  these 
members  of  the  animal  kingdom  compose  only  a  small  portion  of  it. 
There  are  many  animal  drugs  of  which  we  know  nothing  but  their 
names;  they  have  been  used  by  one  individual  without  any  special 
proving.  This  is  a  field  which  has  not  been  thoroughly  investigated, 
and  one,  too,  the  investigation  of  which,  has  encountered  great  opposi- 
tion. EsjKJcially  has  the  Cimex  lectulariuSf  the  common  bed-bug,  been 
condemned ;  but  this  opposition  has  extended  to  6ther  remedies  of  the 
class.  Prejudice  goes  far.  I  do  not  wish  to  sanction  these  medicines 
any  more  than  they  deserve.     Our  notions,  our  prejudices,  and  our 
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appetites  affect  08  alL  RevicNving  the  Mammalia^  we  note  first  the 
Moschu^^  anil  here  another  and  tfimilar  animal  substance,  the  Cantorcuvi. 
I  mention  these  together  that  yon  may  remember  them  as  two  sub- 
stance* which  act  on  the  nervous  system  somewhat  similarly.  The 
origin  of  Moachus  you  all  know;  Ckudoreum  is  a  similar  product  taken 
from  the  beaver,  ami  is  a  very  useful  medicine  for  patients,  e^jxioially 
women,  who  are  nervoos  and  do  not  react  after  typlioid  fever.  If, 
after  the  fever  had  8|)ent  its  force,  the  patient  remains  irritable,  with 
weak  and  exhausting  sweat,  Cadormrti,  helps  her  at  onoe. 

Next  we  have  here  the  product  fnim  the  animal  which  you  all  know 
I  the  skunk,  Mephitis  piUorius.  This  Mephitis  also  acts  powerfully 
"on  tlie  nervous  system.  If  taken  in  a  low  potency  when  one  is  ex- 
hausted, it  tones  up  the  nervous  system  and  relieves  the  exhaustion. 
}'he  main  use  of  Mephitis^  however,  is  in  whooping-<x>ugh.  It  pro- 
Qoes  a  well-<lescribed  hard  tcough,  with  well-marked  laryngeal  spasm, 
and  a  distinct  whoop.  I  have  found  in  using  this  medicine,  that  it 
often  apjiarently  makes  the  patient  worse,  while  it  really  temla  to 
shorten  the  course  of  the  disease.  When  the  catarrhal  symptoms  are 
Blight  ami"  the  spasmodic  whoop  is  mnrke<1,  Mephitis  is  to  be  selecte<l. 
_The  ctHigh  is  worse  at  night  and  after  lying  down.     Tliere  is  a  sufii>- 

tive  filing;  the  child  cannot  exhale.  It  vomits  its  food,  sometimes 
Ijour?  after  eating.  In  whooping-cough  you  should  compare  with 
Mt'phiti*^  ConilJittm  rubruMj  which  has,  liowever,  smotlicriiig  before 
the  eough,  and  great  exhaustion  afterwards.  The  gasping  progresses 
into  r^te&ted  crowing  inspirations  until  the  child  becomes  black  in  the 
face. 

Drosera  should  aldo  be  thought  of.  This  remedy  has  s^iclls  of  bark- 
ing cough,  which  come  so  frequently  as  not  to  give  the  patient  an 
opportunity  to  recover  the  breath.  They  are  especially  worse  after 
12  P.M.  The  child  holds  each  hy|>ochondrium  during  the  cough  and  if 
9putum  is  not  raised,  vomiting  and  retching  ensue.  The  patient  may- 
have  a  diarrlioea  with  stools  containing  bloody  mucus. 

Mephitis  has  also  been  recommendetl  in  the  asthma  of  drunkards. 
Jt  may  also  be  used  in  the  asthma  of  consumptives  when  Drosera  fails. 
In  tlje  last  named  condition,  you  may  think  also  of  T^wm^a-aud  Siida. 
The  former  of  these  is  to  Ite  given  when  there  is  aggravation  at  2  a.m. 
The  latter  femedy  has  been  recommended  by  Dr.  E,  T,  lilake,  when 
the  trouble  is  asmx^iateil  with  splitting  headache.  Mephitis  seems  to 
have  the  power  of  enabling  the  patient  to  staml  extreme  ooid.  He  feela 
less  chilly  than  usu&l  in  cold  weather.     Washing  in  ice-oold  water 
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causes  a  pleasant  sensation.  Other  symptoms  of  the  drug  which  are 
worthy  of  notice  are  the  following:  Wandering  pains  with  pressure  to 
urinate,  fine  nervous  vibrations  reaching  to  the  bones,  causing  anxiety ; 
awakes  at  night  with  congestions  to  the  legs  (see  Aurum)  j  1^  uneasy 
as  if  they  would  become  insensible;  vivid  fancies  unfitting  him  for 
mental  labor ;  talkative,  as  if  intoxicated ;  violent  pain  in  the  head  after 
a  fulness  which  was  pressing  upwards;  head  dull  and  numb;  head 
feels  enlarged ;  heavine>«  and  pressure  in  the  back  of  the  head  as  from 
a  finger  pressing;  redness  and  injection  of  the  conjunctiva ;  dimness  of 
vision ;  letters  blur  and  run  together. 

Below,  we  have  the  Oleuni  animxile  hippomanes.  This  is  similar  io 
its  origin  to  Castoreum  and.3/o«cAM«.  It  is  the  secretion  of  the  mare, 
which  tends  to  excite  the  passion  of  the  op|)osite  sex. 

Next  we  have  the  Castor  equi,  which  is  the  red  substance  growing  on 
the  inside  of  the  legs  of  the  horse.  The  principal  use  that  has  been 
made  of  this  in  medicine,  has  been  in  sore  nipples  when  they  are  cracked 
and  ragged,  almost  hanging  in  fact. 

Now,  we  come  to  the  milk  preparations.  I  am  not  going  to  uphold 
these.  You  are  to  be  the  judges.  No  editor  of  a  journal,  however 
brilliant  he  may  be,  should  decide  for  you.  Try  them,  that  you  may 
know  them  by  your  own  experience.  I  have  been  making  experiments 
with  them.  The  first  is  Lac  vaccinum  or  cows'  milk  ;  the  next  is  Lae 
defloratum  or  skimmed  milk.  The  latter  has  gained  such  a  foot-hold 
that  less  objection  has  been  made  to  it  than  to  any  of  the  others.  It 
has  been  used  largely  in  the  treatment  of  diabetes.  Patients  are  directed 
to  drink  a  pint  of  milk  morning,  noon  and  night,  while  all  food  con- 
taining  starch  and  sugar  is  prohibited.  The  quantity  of  milk  just  men- 
tioned is  gradually  increased  until  the  patient  consumes  four  or  five  quarts 
daily.  Provings  of  Lac  defloratum  have  been  made.  It  has  cured 
intense  headache,  located  principally  in  the  fore-part  of  the  head.  The 
pains  are  of  a  throbbing  character  and  are  associated  with  nausea,  vom- 
iting and  the  most  obstinate  constipation.  It  is  especially  suitable  in 
amemic  women.  Remember  these  symptoms — ^anaemic  women,  throbbing 
frontal  headache,  nausea,  vomiting  and  ol)stinate  constipation. 

Next  we  come  to  the  dog*s  milk,  Lac  caninum.    Of  this,  I  can  say 
nothing.     It  has  iyeen  used  largely  in  diphtheria  by  a  New  York  physi- 
cian.    KouAyss,  another  of  the  milk  preparations,  is  certainly  no  bum-  * 
bug.     It 'is  prei>ared  j^y  fermentation  from  asses'  milk.     It  is  used     . 
•  largely  on  the  plains  of  Asia.     It  is  claimed  that  it  is  an  excellent  food 
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for  the  weak  and  anffimic  and  e8|Kx?ially  for  the  consumptive.  It  is 
roidlly  digested  and  in  well  tolerated  l)y  weuk  stoiniiclis. 

Next  we  have  two  substtinccs,  Fd  tavri  and  />/  vulpiy  which  have 
been  urh]  in  constipation  and  in  accumulation  of  flatui^  in  (he  intestines. 

Pulmo  ridpls  was  intro<lucctl  by  Grauvogl,  wl»o  acting  according  to 
the  law  of  '*  Sfffimtura  rcrum*'  recommended  Piilvio  vu/jm  in  a-sthnm 
because  f<)xcs  were  long-windetl.     I  give  you  this  without  in<lorsing  it. 

Wc  next  come  to  the  Ophidians.  Here  we  have  tiie  large  class  of 
serjjcnts  the  consideration  of  which  I  will  omit  now,  because  we  will 
take  them  ujf  for  stu<ly  at  our  next  meeting. 

Among  Hie  Pisces  or  fishes,  I  will  mention  only  the  cod-liver  oil 
or  Olrum  jecoris  «W/i.  This  Is  known  as  a  gri'at  remedy  in  wrofuhisis, 
tulxTculosis,  and  debility.  It  is  used,  as  you  know,  by  physiclnna  of 
bothsv'ho<ilsof  practice.  Many  physicians  claim  that  it  acts  physiologi- 
cally. This  is  a  mistake.  It  is  a  medicine.  It  d(X«  not  act  by  tiie  oil 
contained  as  Dr.  Hughes  claims.  If  it  does,  why  is  it  that  other  oils 
do  not  pixnUice  as  good  effects?  It  is  a  compound  drug,  and  contains 
Iodine,  Phosphorus  and  other  substances.  Dr.  Neidhard  of  this  city 
has  made  provings  of  it.  He  gave  the  drug  in  the  lower  potencies  to 
pn)ven*,  until  he  obtained  a  list  of  symptoms  which  he  found  to  be 
characteristic.  I  will  here  give  you  an  outline  of  the  symptoms.  You 
Day  use  it  when  there  are  chills  running  down  the  back,  hoarseness  and 

eness  through  the  chest.  How  many  times  you  will  see  these  sym|>- 
toms  as  the  l)eginning  of  tubercukisis!  There  may  be  sharp  stitching 
jmins  lure  and  there  through  the  chest ;  tlie  patient  complains  of  burn- 
ing pain  iu»spots  or  in  someone  portion  of  the  chest.  Fever  is  particu- 
larly marked  towards  evening  with  burning  of  the  palms  of  the  hand. 
The  cough  is  dry  with  an  expectoration  of  a  somewhat  slimy  mucus 
such  as  we  notice  in  the  initial  stages  of  tuberculosis.  These  are  symp- 
toms which  have  been  noticed  in  the  provings  conducted  by  a  con- 
scientious ol>8erver,  Dr.  Neidhard ;  they  are  symptoms  which,  when 
otvurring  in  the  sick,  have  been  cured  by  the  drug.  When  they  are 
present,  you  may  give  Oieum  jecoris  aselli  either  in  |)otency  or  in  the 
cnule  form,  and  give  it,  too,  on  a  scientific  basis. 

Next  we  come  to  Bujo  mna,  a  variety  of  toad  indigenous  to  South 
America.  The  surface  of  its  body  secretes  an  oily  suUtance  which  has 
tiie  reputation  of  being  poisonous.  The  native  women,  when  tired  of  the 
importunities  of  their  husbands,  mix  this  oily  secretion  into  their,  hua* 
l/rttj<ls'  drinks  for  the  purjiose  of  prmlucing  impotency.  Provings  have 
\Mii't\  made  vi^  Bufoj  and  it  has  been  found  to  produce  a  very  disgusting 
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set  of  symptoms.  It  causes  a  sort  of  imbecility  in  which  the  person 
loses  all  decency.  He  becomes  a  confirmed  mastarbator  and  seeks 
privacy  to  indulge  his  vicious  habit.  ^lasturbation  and  even  sexual 
intercourse  seem  to  cause  convulsions  which  simulate  those  of  epilepsy.  - 
The  aura  that  begins  the  epileptic  paroxysms  starts  from  the  genital 
organs.  The  patient  may  even  be  thrown  into  violent  convulsions  dar- 
ing coitus.  That  form  of  epilepsy  for  which  Bufo  has  done  the  most 
is  that  which  occurs  from  over  sexual  excitement  or  else  seems  to  start 
from  the  solar  plexus.  These  symptoms  are  oAen  preceded  by  a  singu- 
lar irritability  of  the  mind  dunng  which  the  patient  talk^ incoherently 
and  is  then  vexed  because  his  gibberish  is  not  understood.  The  con- 
vulsions themselves,  are  usually  followed  by  profound  sleep.  Some 
years  ago,  Dr.  Wm.  Payne  cured  a  case  of  peritonitis  with  this  remedy 
in  which  there  were  repeated  convulsions,  finally  followed  by  stupor, 
unconsciousness,  cold  limbs,  xx)pious  sweat,  etc.  I  have  recently  success- 
fully treated  a  woman  with  this  drug,  the  indications  being  spasms, 
with  suppurating  blisters  on  the  skin,  in  the  throat,  and  in  the  vagina. 
The  abdomen  was  exceedingly  sensitive,  feeling  to  her  as  if  the  same 
sort  of  sores  were  also  in  the  bowels. 

We  may  here  institute  comparisons  between  Bufo  and  its  concordant 
remedies.  Indigo  is  indicated  in  epileptiform  spasms  which  seem  to  be 
reflex  from  the  irritation  of  worms.  It  is  often  useful  in  children* 
when  they  are  aroused  at  night  with  this  horrible  itching  at  the  anus.  But 
it  never  does  any  good  unless  the  patient  is  low-spirited  or  sad  or  timid. 
If  he  is  vehement  or  excitable,  recourse  must  be  had  to  a  vehement 
remedy  like  Nux  vomica  or  Bufo. 

Artemisia  rufgarisis  an  excellent  remedy  in  epilepsy,  especially  when 
it  has  been  caused  by  fright  or  some  exciting  mental  emotion.  The 
attacks  are  repeated .  one  after  the  other,  and  are  followed  by  profound 
sleep. 

I  may  say  that  Bufo  rana  seems  to  cure  blisters  on  the  skin,  such 
blisters  sls  are  termed  bullse.  These  rupture,  leaving  a  raw  surface  from 
which  there  oozes  an  excoriating  ichorous  fluid.. 

From  the  J/o//uj»ca,  we  obtain  two  remedies,  Sepi<FSHceu8  nnd  Murex. 
These  I  will  leave  for  the  present,  as  I  shall  have  more  to  say  of  them 
by  and  by. 

Fn>m  the  Badiaia,  we  obtain  four  medicines,  the  first  of  which  for 
mention  is  the  CoralUum  rubrum  or  red  coral.  It  has  several  uses,  but 
I  shall  only  mention  two.  CoralUum  rubrum  is  useful  in  a  combination 
of  tifjJkilis  and  psora.    There  arc  smooth  spots  on  the  surface  of  the 
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body,  mostly  on  the  palms  of  the  hands.  At  first  they  are  of  a  coral- 
red  hue,  but  they  finally  become  darker  and  assume  the  w<_'ll-kiJown 
copper-color  characteristic  of  syphilis,  CoraUhnn  is  :i1«jm  nsvi\\\  for 
chancres  when  they  have  this  ooral-red  hae. 

The  wh<x>ping-cough  oVCoraUinm'nthrum  h:i-s  Ix-^eii  slykil  tlie  niin- 
utc-g^n  cough,  the  paroxysms,  as  already  descrilKxl,  coming;  vef)'  close 
together.  During  the  day,  the  cough  is  short,  quick,  and  ringing  in 
character;  when  night  comes,  decided  paroxysms  of  whooping  appear. 
These  seem  to  ta^e  the  child's  breath  completely  away,  so  that  when  they 
have  ceased,  befalls  back  completely  exhausted.  In  thi;?  whooping-cough 
it  is  similar  to  Meph\liSf  which  I  have  already  descril>ed  to  you. 

Spongia  we  shall  speak  of  along  with  the  Halogens^  Bromine,  Iodine, 
etc. 

Medusa  or  the  je]ly-6sh  has  eflecta  which  are  nearly  identical  with 
those  of  Vrilca  ureiia.  It  produces  a  nettle-rash. and  also  has  some 
slight  action  on  tlie  kidneys.  , 

BadiagOj  the  fresh-water  sponge  of  Russia,  has  two  principal  points 
of  attack,  the  first  of  which  is  on  the  lymphatic  glands.  It  causes 
an  enlarg(;ment  of  these  with  induration.  It  has  been  successfully  used 
in  indurated  buboes,  especially  when  they  have  been  maltreated.  Here 
it  is  similar  to  Carbo  animalijs.  It  also  has  an  action  on  the  heart. 
It  is  of  service  in  palpitation  of  that  organ  causetl  by  any  pleasant  ex- 
citement ;  it  is  thus  similar  fo  Coffea  and  Fhosphorus.  It  is  not  indi- 
cated in  organic  heart  diseases. 

Niti'Ue  qfamyl  is  likewise  indicated  in  functional  cardiac  affections. 
It  acta  paralyzingly  on  the  vaso-motor  nerves.  It  is  useful  in  conger 
tions  to  various  parts  of  the  botly,  to  tlje  head  or  to  the  chest.  The 
face  becomes  flu-shed  and  even  puflled  and  re<l.  Respiration  is  greatly 
oppressed.  The  heart  beats  more  fre<juenlly  but  loses  in  force.  A  c<in- 
strictive  sensation  about  the  heart  is  experienced.  The  patient  must  sit 
up.  The  urine  ordinarily  contains  a  small  quantity  of  albumen.  So 
Buscei^tible  is  thfe  person,  that  the  opening  of  a  di>or  cau^^es  flushing. 
NUriie  of  amyl  is  indicated  in  flashes  of  heat  at  change  of  life.         , 

Next  we  come  t^  the  Articutata,  insects  whose  bodies  are  in  segments, 
the  wasps,  tiees,  etc.  We  have  iu  this  group  a  great  many  remedies, 
some  of  which  have  been  placed  on  the  board.  To  the  Hemiptera  be- 
long the  C0CCU8  ttacti  and  the  Cimts, 

Coccus  cacti  is  a  little  iniiect  infesting  the  cacti  of  South  America. 
The  principal  use  of  the  drug  is  in  whooping-cough  with  morning  ag- 
gravation.   The  child  awakens  in  the  morning  and  is  immediately  seized

with  a  paroxysm  of  whooping-coiigh,  ceding  in  vomiting  of  clear 
ropy  mucus,  hanging  in  great  long  strings  from  the  mouth.  That  is  a 
symptom  which  you  «11  should  remember.  I  can  assure  you  that  it  is 
a  positive  one,  for  with  this  condition  present,  Coccus  cacti  has,  when 
administered  in  the  beginning,  cut  short  the  whole  disease.  Still  further, 
Coccu8*cacti  affects  the  chest.  The  apices  (Jf  the  lungs  are  sore,  and  the 
patient  coughs  up  this  ropy  mucus. 

Kali  bichromicum  and  Senega  are  concordant  remedies  of  Coccus  cacti 
in  these  conditions.  Kali  bichromicum  has  a  dry  barking  cough,  worse 
in  the  morning.  The  expectoration  is  stringy,  but  it  is  yellow  in  color — 
not  clear,  as  under  Coccus  cacti. 

Senega  is  useful  jn  chubby  children.  It  has  t^ugh  expectoration 
which  is  clear  like  the  white  of  an  egg,  but  the  cough  is  worse  towards 
evening.  The  expectoration  is  difficult  to  raise.  If  the  child  is  old 
enough,  it  will  complain  of  a  crushing  weight  on  the  chest. 

Cimex  is  a  remedy  that  I  have  never  ijsed.  It  has  been  recommended 
in  intermittent  fever. 

From  the  Hymenopteraj  we  obtain  such  important  remedies  as  Apia 
meUificay  T '^e^)a  and  Formica.     This  order  we  must  leave  for  the  present. 

The  order  Coleoptera  gives  us  Cantharis;  this  we  will  have  to  leave, 
for  a  future  lecture.  From  this  order  we  also  obtain  the  Doryphora 
decem-lineata  or  potato  bug.  This  is  highly  poisonous,  and  has  been  used 
successfully  in  inflammations  of  a  low  grade,  for  instance,  gonorrhoeal 
inflammation  when  the  parts  are  purple  or  dark  red. 

Under  the  order  Orthoptera,  we  have  one  remedy  mentioned,  the 
Blatta  or  cockroach.  This  is  the  last  agony  of  all.  Journals  have  con- 
tained many  accounts  of  cases  of  dropsy  cured  with  it.  Lastly  we  have 
the  ArachnUJay  or  spiders,  the  consideration  of  which  we  shall  leave  for 
a  future  lecture. 
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In  considering  the  remedies  dcrive<l  from  the  animal  king<1ora,  first 
I  shall  speak,  in  cxten^Oy  of  the  large  family,  formally  calleil  OphUVianSy 
or  snakes  pro|M?r.  Of  those  we  iise  in  raetiif  ine,  we  have  first  the  Laoh- 
«M  trigonocephalm.  This  was  proved  hy  Dr.  Hering,  sixty  years  ago. 
Next  we  have  the  OroUdns  horrkha.  There  is  also  a  South  Anierioao 
species,  proved  by  Dr.  Muir,  the  Crotalm  casmvella^  This  has  a  few 
symptoms  which  will  not  yield  to  the  nd ministration  of  the  other  spe- 
cifs.  Then  there  are  tlje  Naja  trijiufliavs,  one  variety  of  the  cobra, 
and  the  Elaps  ooruUinriMy  so  called  from  the  shape  of  the  scales  on  the 
buck,  which  liftve  tMjmething  the  ap|>earance  of  coral.  Lastly  there  is 
the  Biithrops  ianceolaiuM,  a  reenedy  which,  for  a  year  or  more,  1  have 
vainly  tried  to  procure.  It  oaiises  symptoms  similar  to  that  peouriar 
condition  known  as  aphasia.  Of  these  poisons,  the  first  four  are  com- 
monly used  in  medicine. 

To  get  an  idea  of  a  class  of  medicines  derived  from  one  source  or 
similar  j^onroes,  it  iawell  to  study  them  in  a  group,  and  see  what  symp- 
toms they  have  in  common.  The  poison  of  the  snake  is  generally  held 
in  a  little  sac  behind  the  fangs.  On  the  under  surface  of  the  fungs  is  a 
small  gnwve.  Into  which  empties  a  little  tube  that  conveys  tlie  |xii8on 
from  the  gland.  When  they  are  not  in  use,  they  lie  back  on  the  roof 
of  the  mouth.  If  the  animal  is  excited,  it  opens  its  mouth,  the  fangs 
are  pushed  forwards,  and  at  the  same  time,  by  muscular  action,  etc.,  a 
drop  of  the  p**ison  runs  down  the  canal,  and  into  the  punctured  wound. 
Now,  what  folhn^'s?  That  de|)€nd8  on  various  causes.  The  jwison  is 
more  jMitcnt  at  some  times  than  at  others.  The  more  angry  tJie  serfient 
10,  the  more  active  is  its  venom.  If,  in  inflicting  the  wound,  the  fang 
passes  through  the  clothing,  some  of  the  poLson  may  thus  be  absorbed. 
Again,  the  power  of  resistance  of  the  individual  has  some  effect. 

You  may  divide  the  effects  of  the  snake-poison  into  three  sorts: 
First,  that  which  may  be  compared  to  tbe  action  of  a  stroke  of  lightning 
or  a  d<»!€  of  Prussic  acid.  Immediately  after  the  bite,  the  patient  starts 
up  with  a  look  of  anguish  on  his  face,  and  thendrope  dead.  This  rep- 
renents  the  full,  unmodified,  lightning  rapidity  of  the  poison.     In  the 
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eecood  form,  oomiuoQly,  the  part  bitteu  swells  and  turns,  not  a  bright  red, 
but  rapidly  to  a  dark  purplish  color,  the  blooil  bwomes  fluid,  and  the 
patient  exhibits  symptoms  like  those  characteristic  of  septiciemta.  The 
heart-beat  increases  in  rapidity,  but  lessens  in  tone  and  strengtii.  The 
patient  becomes  pro6trat6d,  and  covered  with  a  cold,  claiomy  sweat. 
Dark  spots  ap{>ear  on  the  body,  where  the  blood  settles  into  ecchymoses ; 
the  patient  becomes  depressed  from  weakness  (»f  the  nervous  system,  or 
from  poverty  of  the  blood,  and  then  sinks  into  a  typhoid  state,  and  dies. 
Or  there  follow  nervous  phenomena.  The  patient  is  seized  with  ver- 
tigo. Dark  8i>ot8  appear  before  the  eyes;  bliuduess ;  a  peculiar  tremor 
all  over  the  body;  face  besotted;  dyspnoea,  or  even  stertor.  Or  it 
ma^  asefume  a  slower  form.  After  the  vertigo  or  trembling,  the 
patient  remains  weak,  and  the  place  of  poisoning  becomes  dark  or  gan- 
grenous. All  the  discharges,  the  sweat,  the  urine  and  the  f»ces,  are 
ofiensi ve.  Dysenteric  sy f u ploms  of  a  typhoid  character  show  themsel  ves. 
The  patient  goes  into  a  low  state,  and  finally  dies.  These  are  all  phases 
of  one  action  of  the  drug,  tlie  power  of  the  drug  to  affect  the  blood  and 
the  nerves.  A  small  dose  of  Lcuchems  may  make  the  prover  feel  as  if 
he  could  study  without  fatigue.  He  grows  loquacious,  jumping  from 
subject  to  subjwt.  There  is  nervous  excitement.  A  story,  for  instance, 
excites  him  unduly.  Anecdotes  move  him  to  tears.  Quickly  the  op- 
poeite  state  appears.  The  nervous' symptoms  change  to  prostmtion,  or 
even  complete  paralysis.  Nerves  especially  affected  by  the  snake-poisons 
seem  to  be  the  pneuraogastric  and  spinal  accessory;  consequently,  you 
exj)cct  to  6nd,  as  eminejitly  chanicteristic,  symptoms  of  the  larynx,  of 
the  respiration,  and  of  the  heart.  All  of  the  Opiiidia  cause  choking,  con- 
strictive sensation  coming  from  irritation  of  the  pueumogastric.  All  of 
them  have  dyspnoea  and  heart-symptoms. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  snake-poisons  coagulate  the  blootl ;  but 
BOOD  the  blood  is  so  far  decom{H)sed  that  it  has  no  longer  the  power  to 
thicken.  It  becomes  liquid,  dark,  and  oozes  from  every  orifice  of  the 
body.  Thus  are  hcemorrhages  produced,  which  are  characteristic.  They 
are  most  noted  under  iMchcaievm^^  Orotalna  ;  less  in  ElAps,  least  in  Naja. 
You  already  see  in  what  class  of  diseases  you  will  find  these  poisons 
curative;  in  low  grades  of  inflammation,  in  carbuncle,  gangrene,  ady- 
namic states,  fevers  of  typhoid  type,  etc. 

They  produce  a  staining  of  the  skin  yellow.  This  is  not  jaundice, 
and  mu»t  not  l)e  confuted  with  that  affcrtion.  It  comes  from  tlie  blood, 
and  i^  <luc  to  the  de^-omppsition  of  that  fluid,  and  not  to  the  staining  of 
the  skin  with  bile.    This  is  most  marked'  in  the  Crotalus.     Again^  you 
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may  find  that  the  skin  is  dry  and  harsh,  as  if  there  was  no  vitality  in  it, 
or  it  may  be  clammy,  more  characteristic  of  Lachesis.  The  discharges 
are  foetid,  even  the  formed  fecal  stools  of  Lachesis  are  horribly  offensive. 
As  the  heart  is  weakened  by  all,  we  find  as  characteristic,  running 
through  them  all,  weak  heart,  cold  feet,  and  trembling-^not  the  trem- 
bling of  mere  nervousness,  it  is  the  trembling  of  weakness  from  blood- 
poisoning.  The  cold  feet  are  not 'indicative  of  congestion,  as  you  find 
under  Belladonna.     They  are  attendants  upon  a  weakened  heart. 

The  heart  symptoms  of  Naja  greatly  resemble  those  of  Lachesis,  but  its 
cardiac  symptoms  point  more  markedly  to  the  reniote  effects  of  cardiac 
valvular  lesions;  those  of  Lachesis  more  to  the  incipiency  of  rheu- 
matic disease  of  the  heart.  In  Naja,  there  is  a  well  marked  frontal  and 
temporal  headache  with  the  cardiac  symptoms ;  the  heart  beats  tumult- 
uously.  The  patient  awakes  gasping  for  breath.  Naja  causes  more 
nervous  phenomena  than  any  of  the  snake-poisons. 

Under  Belladonna  the  head  is  hot,  and  the  feet  are  cold,  because  the 
blood  is  surged  toward  the  head.  Under  the  snake-poisons,  the  feet  are 
cold,  because  the  heart  is  too  weak  to  force  the  blood  to  the  periphery. 

All  of  the  snake-poisons  cause  inflammation  of  the  cellular  tissue.  Ac- 
cordingly, we  find  them  valuable,  when  cellulitis  arises  in  the  course  of 
typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  etc. 

In  diphtheria,  Crotalus  has  had  more  clinical  experience  in  the  per- 
sistent epistaxis. 

Efaps  claims  attention  in  cases  of  haemoptysis,  when  the  blood  dis- 
charged is  dark  in  color,  'especially  when  the  right  lung  is  affected. 

Antidotes  for  these  poisons  are  numerous.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
alcohol  is  a  powerful  antagonist  to  the  snake-venom.  It  is  remarkable 
how  much  alcohol  can  be  swallowed  by  persons  bitten  by  serpents, 
without  the  manifestation  of  the  usual  physiological  effects.  Whiskey 
or  brandy  can  be  used  and  in  large  quantities,  until  it  produces  its  own 
effects.  Dr.  Hering  recommends  radiating  heat  &s  an  antidote.  The 
part  bitten  should  be  held  close  to  a  hot  fire.  Ammonia  and  perman- 
ganate of  potash  have  been  recommended  as  antidotes,  and  cures  have 
been  claimed  for  each. 

Lachesis. 

Now  let  us  consider  Lachesis,  First  of  all,  in  order  that  you  may 
comprehend  the  subject,  I  wish  to  refer  to  those  symptoms  which  are 
universal.  We  notice  that  Lachesis  is  especially  suitable  to  j^ersous  who 
have  a  peculiar  sensitiveness  of  the  surface  of  the  body.     £ven  if  the 
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patient  la  lying  in  a  stupor,  and  you  touch  him,  as  when  joa  try  to  feel 
hu  pul.«!e,  he  will  show  tliat  he  is  disturbed  thereby.  Hard  rubbing  or 
prc«Hure  may  cause  no  trouble  at  all.  Dr.  Hering,  who  first  proved 
Lach^jfM,  crmld  never  tolerate  tight  clothing  about  his  neck.  He  always 
wore  his  cr>]Iars  loose.  He  noticed  that  during  the  proving,  this  8ym{>- 
tom  annoyerl  him  more  than  usual,  so  he  faithfully  made  note  of  the 
orx»rrence,Jmt  did  not  place  much  value  on  it.  Since  then,  the  symptom 
has  been  wnfirmed  many  times  in  practice,  and  has  been  found  true,  Dot 
only  a«§  a  h>cal  symptom  of  the  neck,  but  as  a  symptom  of  the  body  uni- 
versal ly.  The  explanation  seems  to  be  that  there  is  an  irritation  of  the 
{leripheral  nerves,  and  l)ecause  of  this,  the  patient  cannot  bear  touch  or 
slight  prewure.  It  is  no  evidence  of  inflammation,  and  must  not  be 
crinfoun<ler]  with  the  inflammatory  soreness  of  Aconite^  Amicay  or 
JielUulonrta.  Tliis  sensitiveness  also  difl*er8  from  that  of  ^pU  which  has 
a  bruis^^l  sore  fi.fling  more  acute  than  that  of  Arnica.  It  also  differs 
from  the  wjusitiveness  of  Nax  vomica  and  Lycopodium  which  have  it 
alx>ut  the  waist  only  after  a  meal. 

.  Next  we  find  that  the  drug  is  prone  to  affect  the  left  side  of  the  body. 
IIom<eof)aths  have  l>een  criticised  for  attributing  to  drugs  the  power  of 
af.ling  c»n  one  side  of  the  Ixxly  in  preference  to  another.  The  simple 
fa<;t  that  diwiase  chooses  Hides  ought  to  be  enough  to  lead  one  to  believe 
that  dnijp*  may  do  the  same.  The  left  side  of  the  body  is  more  apt  to 
1^  affer.'t4HJ  by  drugs  having  a  depressing  action,  because  that  side  of  the 
UxJy  is  the  weaker. 

Another  i)e<'nliarity  of  Lcichesin  arising,  probably,  from  its  action 
on  the  pneumogastric  nerves,  is  its  influence  on  sleep.  This  is  a  uni- 
versal sytnptom,  that  the  patient  is  worse  from  sleep;  he  sleeps  into  an 
nf/(jrarai'nm.  This  latter  is  more  marked  than  the  former.  If  it  is 
true  that  the  liachesis  has  an  influence  on  the  centres  of  respiration,  and 
is  a  weakening  drug,  we  can  understand  why  sleep  should  aggravate. 
During  our  waking  hours,  we  have  some  control  over  respiration. 
During  hlntp,  this  voluntary  control  is  lost.  It  is  when  this  change  takes 
plac-C!  that  the  weakening  effe<.'t  of  Lachesis  is  asserted. 

I>achesiH  is  a  very  valuable  remedy  at  the  climaxis,  for  the  reason 
that  the  woman  has  exiiauhted  herself  by  frequent  pregnancies  and  hard 
work.  In  tiiis  worn-out  condition  there  occurs  a  sudden  cessation  of  the 
menses.  Non-appearing  discharges  make  the  Lachesis  patient  worse. 
Perha)>s,  before  the  climaxis,  she  was  worse  before  than  during  the  flow. 
The  pulse  is  trembling.  There  are  the  peculiar  headache,  and  the  an- 
noying hyniptoms  of  the  mind,  showing  that  the  Lachesis  here  presents 
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no  exception  to  the  rule  that  it  actA  on  debilitated  and  weakene<{ 
persons. 

Now,  let  u»  consider  some  of  the  symptoms  of  liachesis  in  detail : 
First,  as  to  the  mental  Bymptonas.  The  patient  id  nervout*,  anxious, 
loquaciouA,jumpin^from  subjeet  to  subject;  eonietimes  with  fear  of  being 
poi9<»ne<l.  Interesnng  Btories  excite  immoderately  and  even  intenj*ify 
the  iMKJily  symptoms.  He  refnses  the  me<licine  you  otH'r.  Soinetiuies 
theanxicty  assumes  a  ])ecnliar  ty{)e,  and  he  imagines  that  he  ie  dead  and 
preparations  are  Iteing  made  for  the  funeral.  The  htrpmcity  may  be  ao- 
tf»mpani«!  with  sleepineas  and  yet  inability  to  sleep.  Ideas  rhoae  ea<h 
other  M  rapidly  through  the  mind,  he  cannot  write  them  down.  Ho 
sits  up  late  at  night,  mental  activity  then  being  unusually  incrca^e<l. 
IJut  this  stage  of  excitement  is  commingled  with  ani»ther,  which  so<»n 
entirely  sufiersedes  it.  The  mind  is  weakene<l.  The  jiatient  is  able  to 
think  only  with  diflficulty.  He  has  to  think  how  wortb  are  «(>elkHl. 
Sulphur  and  lA/copodium  alflo  have  this  symptom.  Like  ThrritJion  and 
{>erha|t8  Monchus,  there  is  vertigo,  worse  on  closing  the  eyes ;  or  the 
vertigo  may  be  worse  on  sitting  or  lying  down.  In  this  vertigo,  faint- 
ing, etc.,  you  may  compare  TherUHon.  Here,  too,  the  diz/incss  is  wonie 
with  eyes  cIowhI  ;  but  a  distinctive  feature  you  will  tiud  is  that  vertigo, 
I)ainJ»,  and  nausea  are  intensely  aggravated  by  noise.  Both  i-emedi*^ 
have  sun  pains.  ArsrniCf  Ifyilroajanic  acid,  DujUaliH^  Vcnijruvi  a/h.^ 
Cntnphorj  you  should  ct»injmrc  in  vertigo  and  fainting  from  cardiac 
weakness. 

LciurwxrtiKiis  or  Ilydrocyauic  add  is  neeilcd  in  long-lasting  faints; 
there  seems  to  Ix;  no  reactive  |)ower ;  the  face  is  pale  blue,  the  surface 
cold.  *lf  fluids  are  forcetl  down  the  throat,  they  roll  audibly  into  the 
stomach.  If  the  syncope  is  attendant  upon  some  poison  in  the  system, 
as  K-arlatina,  the  symptoms  are  similar,  the  eruption  being  livid,  and 
when  pressed,  regains  its  color  very  slowly. 

Digiialh  also  rivals  the  Ophidians  in  syncope,  with  the  antecedent  dim 
vision;  the  pulse  is  generally  very  slow,  and  the  patient  often  complains 
of  nausea  and  <leathly  weakness  in  the  epigastrium. 

Camphor  and  Vfratrum  alburn  display  coldness  and  cold  sweaty  skio  ; 
in  the  latter  remedy,  the  f<»rehead  is'<x»ld  and  sweaty.  The  face  may 
be  red  while  lying,  but  if  raised,  it  turns  [>ale  and  the  patient  faints j 
the  pulse  is  thready. 

Camphf/r  has  icy  surface,  sudden  sinking,  as  in  Lnurocemsus,  and 
although  so  cold,  he  throws  oflT  clothing  so  soon  as  he  i.s  strong  enough  to 
moT^,  even  though  he  be  still  unconscious. 
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In  ill-efiects  of  the  heat  of  the  sun,  compare  Olonoinef  Belladonna, 
Camphor y  Nairum  oarb.j  «nd  Theridion  (see  above).  The  first  twoy 
with  bloated  red  face^  paralytic  weakness  (Glon.),  unconsdiousnees,  etc., 
resemble  Lachesis  ;  but  the  latter  displays  the  effects  of  heat  upon  one 
already  exhausted.  All  the  Ophidians  are  intolerant  of  warm,  relaxing 
weather,  and  so  we  find  many  ailments  returning  in  Spring  and  Summer. 
In  the  Lachesis  case,  the  patient  may  be  an  inebriate  or  one  prostrated 
by  mental  fatigue.  The  sun's  heat  makes  him  languid,  dizzy,  faint,  or,  if 
congestions  ensue,  the  face  is  dark  red,  and  looks  at  the  same  time  sunken 
and  cadaverous ;  the  extremities  are  cold.  Here  Camphor  maybe  de- 
manded if  vitality  is  ebbing  away,  the  fainting  spells  growing  worse, 
and  the  body  icy  cold  and  bathed  in  cold  sweat.  Both  Lachesis  and 
Natrum  carb.  are  useful  when  hot  weather  fatigues,  in  which  case  you 
should  compare,  also,  Selenium  and  Natrum  mur. 

Returning  now,  after  this  digression,  to  the  mental  symptoms  of  Lach- 
esis, we  find  that  the  delirium  is  of  a  low,  muttering  type.  At  other 
times,  the  patient  seems  to  be  going  deeper  and  deeper  into  a  torpid  state, 
with  coolness  of  the  extremities,  trembling  of  the  hands  and  body. 
When  asked  to  protrude  the  tongue,  it  comes  out  tremblingly,  or  catches 
in  the  teeth,  or,  if  he  does  get  it  out,  it  is  trembling,  and  is  usually 
coated  dark  brown,  sometimes  with  little  blisters  on  the  tip.  The  lips 
crack  and  ooze  dark  blood.  Loquacity  is  commonly  followed  by  depres- 
sion, and  by  weakness  which  amounts  to  a  typhoid  state;  then  he  is 
delirious,  the  delirium  not  being  of  the  violent  Belladonna  type.  The 
typhoid  tyi)e  is  shown  by  the  dark  coating  on  the  tongue ;  the  paralytic 
state  of  the  brain  by  the  diflSculty  in  protruding  the  tongue  and  its 
catching  on  the  teeth. 

These  symptoms  show  Lachesis  to  be  an  invaluable  remedy  in  typhoid 
fever,  and  in  fact  in  all  diseases  of  a  typhoid  type.  The  loquacity  just 
referred  to  is  particularly  characteristic.  Another  mental  state  which 
these  typhoid  patients  may  have  as  indicating  Lachesis,  is  that  they  feel 
as  if  they  were  under  the  influence  of  some  overwhelming  power. 
Diarrhoja  is  usually  present  and  is  characterized  by  the  horribly  offen- 
sive odor  to  the  stools.  That  is  a  characteristic  of  Lachesis  which  will 
also  aid  you  in  diphtheria  or  scarlatina.  Even  when  the  stools  are 
formed  and  in  every  way  natural  in  other  respects,  they  give  forth  thfs 
horrible  odor.  Lachesis  may  also  be  indicated  late  in  the  course  of 
typhoid  fever  when  the  patient  lies  in  a  stupor  with  dropping  of  the 
lower  jaw,  and  other  symptoms  indicative  of  impending  paralysis  of  the 
brain. 
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I>et  me  now  speak  of  some  of  the  concordant  remedies  of  LacheeiB 
in  the^  conditions.  In  the  loquacity  just  mentioned,  Lacbesis  should  be 
compared  with  Stramonium  and  Agariais, 

Stramonium  you  will  distinguish  from  Lachesis  by  the  red  face  and 
the  other  evidences  of  great  sensorial  excitement. 

MrphitiHy  Adra  raoemosa  and  Parin  quadrifoIlan\so  produce  loquac- 
ity.    Under  Mcphiiis  it  is  as  if  one  were  drunk. 

Under  Actra  racemosay  the  loquacity  is  usually  associated  with  men- 
iBtrual  suppression,  with  puerperal  mania  or  as  a  part  of  delirium  tremens. 
'  Xoehesis  is  also  useful  iii this  last  condition  I  have  named.  Actea  cures 
wild  imaginings  of  rats,  etc.,  sleeplessness,  wild  craved  feeling  about 
the  head,  incessant  talking  ^vith  continual  change  of  subject,  the  j)atient 
must  move  about.  I^achesis  has  more  marked  trembling  of  the  hands, 
diarrhoea  and  great  exhaustion  with  the  loquacity  and  hallucinations. 

Pfirix  (fuath-ifolia  causes  a  garrulity  which  is  much  like  that  produced 
by.tca,  a  sort  of  vivacity  with  love  of  prattling. 

In  these  typhoid  tj^es  of  fever,  you  may  compare  Lachesis  with 
Opium^  Ift/oM(*jfamu8^  Ai'Tiicay  Li/copodium,  and  Rhits  toxicodendron. 
Opium  is  inditrated  in  typhoid  fever  \ni\\  this  threatening  paralysis  of 
pthe  brain,  but  the  symptoms  under  it,  refer  to  a  very  different  condition 
from  that  of  Lachesis.  The  symptoms  which  indicate  Opium  in  addi- 
tion to  this  dropping  of  the  lower  jaw  are,  unconsciousness,  stertorous 
breathing,  and  a  dark  or  brownish-red  hue  of  the  face.  The  darker 
red  the  face,  the  more  is  Opium  indicated.  With  Lachesis,  the  cerebral 
Zoondition  is  due  to  the  effect  of  the  typhoid  poison  on  the  brain.  Witli 
'opium,  it  is  a  secondary  effect  of  the  intense  congestion  of  that  organ. 

//yo*ry«m»M  is  perha|>s  more  similar  to  Lachesis  tlian  is  Opium.  Here 
we  find  the  lower  jaw  dropped,  the  patient  is  weak  and  trembling  and 
there  i»  twitching  of  the  muscles.  This  last  is  a  necessary  symptom  of 
Hyoftc^amus.  Here  too,  tliere  is  snoring  breathing  as  in  Opium,  with 
involuntary  stool  and  great  prostration. 

Arnica  is  also  indicated  when  there  is  great  congestion  of  the  brain. 
The  (uktieut  lies  in  a  stupor  with  fower  jaw  droj)pod  and  eyes  fixed. 
The  face  is  dark-red  and  stool  and  urine  are  passed  involuntarily.  In 
addition  to  these  symptoms  and  separating  it  from  the  drugs  just  men- 
Uoned,  you  find  here  and  there  on  the  botly,  dark  ajwls  irregular  in 
outline  and  having  a  blark  and  blue  api)earance,ecchymoae8a8  they  are 
ctlldd. 

Lycopodium  is  the  complement  of  Lacheaia  and  is,  therefore,  more  apt 
to  bo  indicated  after  it  than  any  remedy  I  have  mentioned.    The  symp- 
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tOOW  which  indicate  Lyoopodiam  are  these :  The  patiojit  lies  iu  a  stu- 
por with  lower  jaw  <)rop})ed,  and  rattling  breathing.  There  i?  a  rate liug 
of  phlegm  in  the  throat  during  both  inspiration  and  expiration  apd  the 
eyes  are  fixed  and  set  and  are  swimming  in  tears.  Lyco|XKlium  is  the 
most  important  remedy  we  have  in  im})ending  paralysis  of  the  braio  ; 
by  that  I  mean  to  say,  that  it  is  the  most  frequently  indicated. 

Leaving  the  mental  symptoms  of  LacheBis  and  the  indicaKions  of  it 
and  its  analogiicH  in  typhoid  fever,  we  will  next  consider  its  head  symp- 
toms. We  find  that  it  produces  a  headache  worse  iu  or  ovej  the  left  eye, 
of  a  throbbing  character,  with  sharj)  jmins,  yery  severe,  winch  may 
come  at  the  climaxis,  or  aa  the  acoompauiraent  of  an  ordiniiry  cold,  re- 
lieved as  soon  as  the  coryza  appears.  There  is  a  univertial  characteristic ; 
80  aocm  as  a  discharge  is  established  t\\e  patient  feels  better.  I  have  re- 
lieved dystucnorrliuja  with  Lachesis  when  there  was  a  headache  preoed^ 
ing  the  dy ttincnorrhocji  but  relieved  so  soon  as  the  flow  wan  cstaMibhcd*' 

In  catarrhal  and  rheumatic  headaches  you  may  compare  MacuriuSf 
Cinchona,  PuhatUla^  Brytmia,  and  Qclsrmium.  • 

Cinchona  relievos  headache  from  suppressed  coryza  when  the  \vlid.  la^ 
worse  from  the  least  draught  of  air. 

J)/'i/oiiia  and  Pu/sfitiUa  come  into  use  when  the  checked  catarrhal 
secretion  is  thick  yellow  und  green  respectively. 

Gi-hiCfnium  when  motility  is  lessened,  and  the  patient  is  drowsy  with 
neuralgic  pains  fiom  occiput  to  forehead  aud  face. 

The  headache  may  alwo  arise  from  disordei"ed  stomach  or  bowels  ;  or"' 
may  he.  an  accompaniment  of  fevei's,  and  of  diseases  of  zymotic  i>rigiu. 
The  patient  has  an  upward  tendency  of  the  blooil,  with  throbbing  in 
the  head,  tlark  redness  of  the  face,  puffed  face,  confusion  of  tlie  mind, 
all  the  way  frt»m  simple coufusitui  to  alnsolute  stupor,  often  acccunpauied, 
too,  with  partial  blindness,  j>alpitatton  of  the  heart,  and  fainting.  The 
jMiinH  aUmt  the  head  are  briefly  as  follows:  sharp  sticking  which  seer 
to  concentrate  at  the  root  of  the  nose.  At  other  times,  the  pains  go  troral 
the  xygfiina  to  the  ear.  This  direction  of  the  pains  is  characteristic. 
As  a  parallel  of  this  shooting  pain  from  zygoma  to  the  ear,  we  have 
pains  from  the  head,  going  down  Uirough  and  into  the  eyes.  These  all 
are  characteristic  pains  of  Lachesis.  There  is  an  additional  i>ne  that  I 
will  now  mention,  whi<h  is  probably  ol  rheumatic  origin;  |>ainsin  the 
bead,  going  down  into  the  shoulders  and  ucck  of  the  afllcctcd  side,  and 
often  accompanied  with  slight  stilfncss  of  the  neck,  either  catarrhal  or 
rheumatic. 

You  may  have  Lachesis  indicated  in  more  severe  forma  of  head  trouble ; 
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for  instance,  in  inflammation  of  the  raembmnesof  the  brain  ;  sharp  pains 
in  the  head,  making  the  patient  scroam  out;  tongue  showing  papillce; 
strawberry  tongue;  patient  rolls  the  head  from  hide  to  side,  and  bores 
it  into  the  pillow.  Particularly  useful  ia  this  when  an  exanthera,  sogr- 
latina  or  erysi|>elas,  haa  not  develojx-d  or  has  been  repercuswed.  The 
patient  ia  at  first  verj'  drowsy,  but  unable  to  sleep;  trembling  or  j^alpi- 
tation  of  the  heart.  Soon  etupor  ensues,  and  he  becomes  heavy  and 
sleepy,  and  you  can  rouse  him  with  difficulty. 

«  In  intense  head  pains  as  in  meningitis  you  should  reraenlt)er  the  rela- 
tion between  Belladonna  and  Lachesis,  the  difference  between  these  drugs 

^being  rather  one  of  degree.  Both  are  suited  to  meningitisYrora  erj-sipe- 
laa,  to  scarlatina,  apoplexy,  etc. ;  but  the  former  represents  the  initial 
stages  of  these  diseases  or  states  io  which,  even  though  there  Ite  &tu[M;ir, 
still  there  are  evidences  of  irritation  and  not  wholly  of  depresijiion. 
Thu<;,  the«patient  often  starts  from  his  heavy  sleep,  cries  out,  grinds  tlie 
teeth,  awakens  frightened,  etc.  His  pulse  is  usually  strong  and  the  sur- 
face coDg^tions  are  bright  red,  or  if  more  intense,  deep  red,  and  livid. 
If  there  is  an  eruption,  as  in  scarlatina,  it  is  red,  even  if  sparse,  and 
vitality  is  not  so  low  that  the  extremities  are  cool,  the  rash  bluish,  and 
the  cellular  tissue  infiltrated  and  threatening  an  unhealthy  suppuration, 
as  in  the  snake-poison.  Often,  howevej*,  after  the  use  of  Belladonna  we 
find  evidence  of  cerebral  exhaustion,  or  blood-poisoning,  ol  imi)ending 
paralysis,  in  which  case  Lachesis  may  be  required.  The  patient  Ftill 
cries  out  in  sleep  or  awakens  frightened,  the  tongue  still  shows  elevated 
papillie,  the  head  is  hot,  and  the  face  is  red;  but  the  pulse  is  quicker 
and  more  feeble,  the  feet  are  cool,  the  surface  heat  is  irregularly  dis- 
tributed ;  the  mind  is  more  befogged  and  drowsiness  is  stealthily  creeping 
00,  tlie  inflamed  i>art  or  the  pseudo-membrane  or  the  eruption,  as  the 
OBsc  may  be,  is  becoming  more  purplish, — these  indicate  the  change. 

Considering  the  action  of  Lachesis  on  the  special  senses,  we  find  the 
eyes  to  be  aflecte<J  by  tlie  drug.  Dimness  of  vision  is  caused  by  it; 
dark  spots  appear  Ix'fore  tlie  eyes;  sight  suddenly  seems  to  fade  away  ; 
feeling  of  faintness  and  palpitation  of  the  heart;  with  these,  nervous 
trembling.  Lachesis  is  one  of  the  leading  remedies  for  dim  sight  as  an 
evidence  of  heart  disease  and  vertigo.  We  may  also  use  it  with  good 
eflect  for  what  we  ujay  term  retinal  apoplexy.  There  it  acts  very  well 
in  causing  an  ahdorption  of  the  blood.  • 

The  nearest  remedies  to  JUtchejfis  in  this  condition  of  the  retina,  are 
OrotaluSj  Pfuutjihoruit  and  Aniiea, 
Scrofulous  ophtlialmia  calls  for  Lachesis  when  the  symptoms  are  de- 
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cukdly  worse  after  sleep.  There  are  great  photophobia  and  pains  of 
a  burning,  stitching, shooting  character,  extending  to  tJje  temples,  top  of 
tlie  head  and  occiput.  There  are  also  itching  and  stinging  in  the  eyes 
and  lids  worse  from  touch.  Vision  k  misty'with  black  flickerings  be- 
fore the  eyes. 

Crotahta  may  also  be  called  for  in  keratitis  when  there  are  cutting 
pains  around  the  eyes,  lids  swollen  in  the  morniriga,  ciliary  neuralgia 
with  these  cuttings,  worse  at  menses. 

In  diseaisfe  of  the  ear,  Laehesis  may  be  remedial  for  roaring  and  sing» 
ing  in  the  eaifs,  and  dilTerent  sorts  of  tinnitus  annum,  which  are  relieved 
by  putting  the  finger  in  the  ear  and  working  it.  This  shows  that  the. 
tinnitus  is  not  congestive,  but  of  catarrhal  origin.  The  wax  is  altered 
in  quality  and  becomes  {>asty  and  offensive.  There  is  swelling  between 
the  ear  and  mastoid  process  with  throbl)ing  pain  and  stiffness.  You 
may  liere  compare  Nitric  acidy  Oipdcumy  Aui'um,  Hcpar,  and  SUicea. 

Elaps  and  Qolalus  like  Lachesis  have  an  action  on  the  ears.  The 
former  pro<luces  a  catarrh  with  black  cerumen  in  the  etirs,  tinnitus  au- 
riura  and  otorrhcea.  In  Elaps,  the  dischai^e  is  yellow-green,  liquid 
and  bloody.  Only  Lachesis  seems  to  have  the  Eustachian  stoppage 
better  from  shaking  the  finger  in  the  meatus. 

CrutalM  causes  a  stufftxl  feeling  in  the  ears,  worse  in  the  right,  aaso- 
ciateil  with  a  feeling  as  if  hot  ear  wax  was  trickling  out 

The  face  in  the  Lachesis  patient  varies,  of  course,  with  the  condition 
that  obtains  in  the  system  at  the  time.  In  many  of  the  diseases  in  which 
tJje  remedy  is  indicated,  the  face  has  an  earthy  pallor.  In  exanthematic 
diseases  it  is  apt  in  be  bloateil  or  puffe<l ;  bluish-red;  if  the  eruption 
comes  out,  it  comes  out  sparsely  and  is  of  a  dark  color. 

Its  expression  is  anxious  and  painful  with  the  stupor;  the  face  t8 dis- 
figured, Itwks  as  alWa  debauch ;  there  are  blue  circles  around  the  eyes. 
With  abdominal  troubles  as  in  ague,  the  face  is  earthy  gray, 

Lachesis  also  has  convulsions  of  the  face  ;  lockjaw  ;  distortion  of  the 
face;  stretching  the  body  backwards;  screaming;  feet  cold  and  itching. 

For  swollen  face,  you  may  compare :  Apis,  Billadonna,  ^r«cntc,  Ly- 
copodiumf  UyoseyainuSf  Rhus  tcyx.j  Puliaiilh,  Stramoniumy  Kali  carb, 
and  Pho»plionui. 

For  sickly,  pale  or  earthy  complexion  :  ArMniir^  Bufo^  Lycopodtum^ 
Carbo  vcg.y  lihiui  tox..  Cinchona,  PhoKphorwt  and  Phoaj/horio  acid. 

Blue  about  the  eyes:  Araenic^  Oujirum,  PhoaphoruSf  Secede  cor- 
nutum  and  VfT(Urum  album. 
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Debiuiched  look :  Baptma^  Ili/oaeyamus,  Carbo  veg,,  Nux  vomica, 
Suljfhurf  Opium f  Ntix  moschaia. 

lo  fiiciul  couvulsioris,  compare :  Ntix  vomicay  Hyosci/amus,  BelUvlonna^ 
Hydrocynnic  arid^  Lycopodium,  Oicutfij  Camphor ,  Phytolacca,  Arseni- 
cum, 

Apix,  ArstTtic  uud  Kali  carb.  agree  iu  ]»uflSng  of  the  face  even  witli- 
out  any  reilnoss.  In  tlie  first,  there  is  also  snmrting  of  tlie  eyelids,  and 
a  seuaatiim  of  stitTness.  In  the  scconil,  it  is  noticed  about  tlie  eyes, 
land  forelicad  (also  Natrum  ars.).  Kali  carb.  has  the  well-known 
HEBflf  the  upper  lids,  and  also  sudden  swelling  of  the  cheeks. 
The  expreeHion^  oomplexioD,  etc,  of  Arsenic  are  very  similar  to  those 
of  the  snake- poisons.  The  anxiety  and  pain  are  marked  by  more  reat- 
lessnes  and  irritability,  fear  of  death,  etc.,  and  the  sunken  face  is  more 
completely  Hippocratic,  with  pointed  features,  sunken  eyes  acd  cold 
sweat.  When  yellow  or  earthy,  it  is  cachectic.  i{^  trismic  symptoms 
arc  present,  the  (latient  will  be  found  lying  pale,  and  as  if  dead,  though 
yet  warm.  Suddenly,  be  arouses  and  go«  into  severe  convulsions  only 
again  to  relapse  into  this  sort  of  cataleptic  rigidity.  The  eyes  are  partly 
open  with  gum  on  the  conjunctiva.  • 

Lycopodmm  has  pale  or  yellow  face,  deeply  furrowed,  looking  eloi> 
gated.  Theconvulsive  movements  are  unique.  All  through  the  provinga 
of  this  remedy,  you  will  note  an  alternation  of  contraction  and  expan- 
sion. And  iu  the  face,  you  note:  tongue  pushed  out  and  withdn^wii, 
spasmodic  trembling  of  the  facial  muscles,  angles  of  mouth  alternately 
drawn  upland  relaxed,  alte  nasi  alternately  expanded  and  contnicted. 
The  eyes  may  be  partly  open  and  covered  with  mucus, — a  bad  symptom, 
generally  being  indicative  <5f  brain  exhaustion. 

Phosphorus  has  a  pale  fiice  but  it  is  distinguished  by  its  ashy  amemic 
appearance.  This  should  be  reraemliered,  since  this  remedy,  Uke  the 
Ophidia,  has  puffy  face,  sunken  face,  blueness  around  the  eyes  and  blue 
lips. 

Hyoscynmtts  is  very  similar  to  Laehesis  in  facial  expression  and  in 
U»e  convulsive  phenomena.  It  has  a  mai-ked  stupid,  drunken  look ; 
Um>  fflioe  is  distorted  and  blue ;  or  swollen  and  brown-red ;  starting ; 
twitchings  of  single  groups  of  muscles  are  noted.  Hunger  appears  be- 
fore: the  attacks. 

8irQm(niium  is  readily  distinguished  by  its  swollen,  turgid  face,  fright 
on  awakening,  renewal  of  sjia^ms  from  light,  and  the  contracted,  gloomy 
expression,  with  wrinkling  of  the  forehead. 

Bydroeyanie  acid  closely  agrees  in  convulsive  symptoms  and  in  the 
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color  of  tlie  face.  Like  ElaiM,  it  has  fluids  roll  audibly  into  th~ 
etoniach ;  but  the  latter  has  it  more  as  a  spasmodic  contraction  of  the 
sphincters,  followed  by  sudden  relaxation.  In  convulsions,  the  surface, 
ill  the  acid,  is?  ])ale-blue  and  the  muscle?  of  the  face,  jaw  and  back  are 
affected.  Suddenly  a  shock  is  feh  which  passes  like  lightning  from 
head  to  foot  and  then  comes  the  spasm.  Here,  the  remedy  is  more  like 
Cicuta  and  Ildlehorn^  than  Lachesis.  But  Cicuta  ha>',  like  the  snake- 
|>oison8,  great  clifTiculty  in  breathing  from  s]i;vsm,  and,  more  than  any 
remeily,  it  produces  staring ;  the  sjutsm  is  followed  by  dispro^wrtion- 
ately  severe  weakness. 

Camphor  is  readily  distinguished  from  lachesis  by  the  coldness,  and 
by  the  withdrawing  of  the  Up,  showing  the  teeth. 

Lachc«ia  is  iudicate<l  in  erynipehis  of  the  face.  Characteristically,  the 
disease  ^vill  l^e  most  marked  on  the  left  side.  The  face  at  first  may  l)€ 
quite  bright  r«l,  buf  it  soon  take?  on  a  dark  bhiish  hue.  There  is  con- 
siderable infiltration  into  tlie  cellular  tissue,  so  that  we  have  puffinessof 
the  eye  of  the  affectetl  side.  Now  the  characteristic  bhii:^lj  f;ice,  is  the 
accompanying  weakness.  Even  from  the  beginning,  when  the  skin  is 
yet  red,  tlie  pulse,  though  accelerated,  is  weak,  the  feet  are  apt  to  be  cool, 
and  the  head  Is  affected  sympathetically,  so  that  the  patient  readily  be- 
comes drowsy,  with  muttering  delirium  or  tlie  opposite  condition  of 
pftcudo-excitement;  the  loquacity,  which  I  have  already  mentioned,  ob- 
tains. 

You  must  now  distinguish  this  erysipelas  of  Lachesis  from  the  reme- 
dio6  that  are  akin  to  it ;  among  these  i»  Belladonna,  In  \{s  jarly  symjv 
toms,  Belladonna  bears  no  resemblance  to  Lachesis.  But  in  the  course 
of  the  disease,  when  the  inflammation  is  so'intense  that  the  blonted  face 
gn)ws  bhii*h  red,  threatening  gangrene,  or  when  the  brain  Ixx^mies  af- 
fected, differentiation  is  necessary.  Here,  both  have  hot  head  and  cold 
ffnaif  delirium,  dry  tongue,  etc.  But  Lachesis  suits  when  the  cerebnd 
sj'raptoras  fail  to  yield  to  Belladonna ;  when  the  excitement  gives  way 
to  mattering  stujior,  tite  pulse  is  weak  and  rapid,  and  the  cool  surface  of 
the  limbe  is  plainly  due  to  fading  vitality  rather  than  to  the  upward 
tendency  of  the  blood.     Orotalu%  holds  the  same  relation  to  Belladonna, 

Apitt  nwUlfica  itt  indicateil  in  cryHipelas  when  the  affected  parts  exhibit 
a  tendency  to  Ijec^ome  oe<lematous.  li'  the  face  is  involvwl,  the  eye-lids 
protrude  like  sacs  of  water.  The  face  is  iwually  of  a  piokiah  hue  or  it 
may  Iw  dark  purpli&h,  but  it  never  has  the  deep  bluish-bluck  hue  of 
Lnche^is. 
Altliough  there  may  l>e  a  similar  destructive  tendency  the  oondi- 
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lion  of  nervous  irritation  produced  by  the  bee-poison  is  very  different 
from  that  of  any  of  its  congeners.  It  is  a  fidgety,  nervous  utate,  a 
fretted  feeling,  which  deprives  the  patient  of  sleep,  though  he  feel  nleepy. 

Bhuit toxicodendron  uj  suited  to  the  vesicular  form  of  erysipelas.  The 
paticfnt  iy  drowsy  as  under  Ijachesis,  little  bliaters  form  on  and  about 
the  face,  and  the  face  is  dark  red,  not  the  bluish-black  of  the  Laclieeis 
Dor  the  purple  of  the  intensified  ^1;>(^  case. 

If  vesicles  form  in  the  Lachesis  case^  they  quickly  fill  with  pus. 
Speaking  relatively,  Rhus  pn^ducee  more  vesication  and  burning-sting- 
ing itching;  Lachesis,  more  bluish  red  infiammatlou  with  gangrenous 
tendency. 

Euphorbiunij  since  it  causes  gangrene  with  erysipelas,  anxiety  as  from 
l>oison,  apprehensiveness,  dim  vision,  etc.^  deserves  your  notice.  The 
right  chi*ek  is  of  a  livid,  or  dark  red  hue ;  vesicles  form  as  large  as  peas, 
and  are  filled  with  a  yellow  liquid.  The  pains  are  boring,  gnawing,  and 
digging  in  character  and  extend  irom  the  gum  into  the  ear,  with  itching 
MSul  crttAvling,  when  pains  are  relieved. 

LfurheBis  may  be  iudicatetl  in  prosopalgia  when  the  pain  is  worse  on 
tlte  left  side  and  when  tliere  are  tearing  pains  above  the  orbit  and  dig- 
ging and  screwing  pains  around  tlie  malar  bone.  Delirium  ap[»ear8  as 
•000  OS  the  eyes  are  closetl. 

The  teeth  decay  and  crumble.     The  gums  are  swollen  and  bluish 
Witb  lbrt»bbing  pains.    Lachi-^jis  may  bo  su(x,^essfully  usetl  in  periotlrmtitLs 
'  aod'lfcftcessesat  the  root  of  a  tilltil  tooth,  as  may  ulso  Mercuriuji,  ILpar 
and  SiHreit. 

Of  the  allied  remedies  iu  to<jtlmche  none  is  so  similar  as  Men'urluSf 
whicl>,  like  Ltwthesis,  relieves  when  the  gum  is  inflamed,  ami  the  t«K>th 
deiuyed,  with  abfjcesri  at  the  root.  It  is  said  to  have  a  direct  action  on 
the  dentine.  Tlie  {>aiu9  are  tearing  and  pulsating,  and  shoot  into  the 
face  and  ears.  In  Lachesis  the  gum  is  swollen,  and  at  the  same  time 
dark  red  and  livid  ;  or,  it  is  tense  and  hot,  and  looks  as  if  il  would 
crack.  Mercurius  is  markedly  worse  from  warmth  of  bed.  Inches! 
often  follows  the  latter,  or  is  needed  at  once,  if  the  patient  has  l>een  pre- 
Ttooaly  salivated.     Only  Mercurius  has  dirty  gums,  with  white  eilges. 

In  sore  mouth,  aphtha?,  etc,  Lachesis  should  be  compared  with  B<tp- 
iUttfirUric  aeidj  Muriatic  acid ,  Arsenict  aud  Apis  ;  while  Mercurius 
Q^nqpres  more  with  Carbo  vcg.^  Staphieagria,  Kali  chlor.,  loifinc,  !<ul' 
phurio  aeid,  Nitric  acid 

Bap(i»ia  has  blood  oozinj^  from  the  gums,  which  look  dark  ntl  ur 
Ottr^ilr.  Milivatinii,  f'ptnr.  (tfl'msive  stools,  and  thus  far  is  precisely  like 
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Lacbcsis.  Both,  too,  are  iudicated  in  the  Btomacace  attending  tlie  last 
stages  of  phthisis.  Decide  by  general  differences  and  also  by  the  tongue, 
which  in  the  former,  is  yellow  or  brown  doMvii  the  centre,  with  red,  shin- 
ing e<lge8.  In  the  latter,  it  Is  re<l,  dry,  and  glistening,  especially  at  the 
tip,  and  has  its  sides  and  tip  covered  with  blisters. 

Nitric  acid  causes  an  acrid  saliva,  the  pains  in  the  raouth  are  pricking 
in  character  as  from  a  splinter,  the  aphthse  and  gums  are  usually  whitish  ; 
raw  places,  with  shooting  pains. 

Muriatic  acid  presents  deep,  bluish  ulcers,  with  dark  edges,  mucous 
membrane  denuded  in  places,  which  latter  are  dotted  with  aphthre. 

Arsenic  looks  very  much  like  Lachesis,  with  Hviil,  blee<ling  gums, 
edges  of  tongue  blistered  or  ulcerating  diarrhoea.  TJie  burning  is  more 
intense,  and  is  associated  with  restlessness,  compelling  motion  in  spite 
of  the  weakness.  In  gangreiia  orifs  it  causes  more  acute  pain,  and 
heat  in  the  mouth  ;  both  have  bluish  or  black  sloughing  ulcers.  Arsenic 
has  more  mental  irritability. 

Api-n  has  blisters  marking  the  bortler  of  the  tongue,  or  in  clusters. 
The  mouth  is  usually  rosy-red,  swollen,  and  there  are  marked  stiuging 
pains;  the  margin  of  the  tongue  feels  scalded,  as  does  the  mouth  gener- 
ally. 

Octrboveff.f  Staphisa/p^a,  Sutphurie  add  agree  more  with  Mercurius; 
the  gums  are  white,  B|K)Dgy,  ulcerated,  rather  than  livid.  Siaphiaagria 
may  cause  sores,  which  look  bluish-red  or  yellow  ;  especially  is  it  needed 
after  abuse  of  Mercury  or  in  syphilitic  cases,  when  the  general  de- 
bility is  marked  with  sunken  face,  blue  around  the  eyes,  etc.  Sulphnrio 
acid  requires  great  debility,  yellowish  white  gums,  yellow  skin,  the  pa- 
tient is  nervous,  an<l  hasty,  and  constantly  complains  of  trembling, 
which,  however,  is  not  oliserved  by  otliers. 

SaUcylic  acid  causes  the  common  canker  sores,  with  burning  soreness 
and  ftetid  breath. 

Lycoj>odiwa  product*  these  sores  near  the  frsennm  of  the  tongue,  La- 
chcsis  at  the  tip,  and  Nitric  acid,  Phytolacca,  Natrum  hypochlor,,  on  the 
inner  side  of  t  be  cheeks, 

Phijicitaeca  has  some  systematic  resemblance  to  Inchests  here  as  well 
as  in  the  throat  (see  next  lecture).  Both  cause  great  weakness,  dim 
viAinn,  sunken  face,  blue  around  the  eyes,  stire  mouth,  tongne  blistered 
along  the  etlges,  tip  of  tongue  red,  roof  of  raouth  sore,  profuse  saliva. 
The  pokje-root  may  be  distinguished  by  the  great  pain  at  tJ»e  root  of 
the  tongue  when  swallowing.  These  pains  are  a  part  of  the  tired 
aching  and  sorcnesB  which  are  geDeral  over  the  body. 
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HeBeborus  produces  c&nker  in  the  mouth^butthe  sores  are  yellow- 
ish, with  raised  edges.  ^ 

Beturning  to  the  snlgect  of  decayed  teeth,  it  may  be  noted  that^rco- 
soU  cures  pains  from  teeth  to  left  side  of  face ;  teeth  decay  rapidly,  gums 
bleed,  the  blood  being  dark ;  but  the  accompanying  facial  pains  are 
burning,  and  the  patient  is  excitable,  nervous,  even,  as  in  children, 
thrown  into  convulsions. 

Thuja  causes  a  decay  just  at  the  border  of  the  gums,  leaving  the 
crown  apparently  sound.  Gums  dark  red  in  streaks.  Teeth  turn  yel- 
low and  crumble.

Lachesis  (continued). 

Next  we  take  the  action  of  Lachesis  on  nose,  throat  ainl  chest,  eo  far 
as  catarrhs  are  concerned.  Lachesis  produces  Da.sal  catarrh,  watery  dis- 
charge from  the  nose,  which  is  often  precaled  by  throbbing  headache, 
worw  in  the  left  temple  and  forehead,  which  is  relieved  as  the  coryza 
estahlislics  itself.  Accompanying  this  coryza  are  sometimes  vesicles 
about  the  nose,  redness,  puffiness  of  the  face  and  lids,  creeping  chills 
over  the  body,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  and  great  relaxation  of  the  whole 
system ;  hence  it  is  suitable  for  a  cold,  which  is  apt  to  occur  in  relaxing 
weather,  consequejitly  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  Lachesis  may  also  be 
nsetl  in  oziena  of  mercurial  or  syjjhilitic  origin.  Here  you  may  com- 
pare Kafi  bichrovucum  which  follows  Lachesis  well ;  and  also  Nitric 
acidf  Merciirin^,  and  Lac  Caninum.  The  last  named  drug  cures  syph- 
ilitic ouena  and  angina  when  tlie  comers  of  the  mouth  and  alae  nasi  are 
crackefl. 

The  cold  may  extend  to  the  throat,  and  then  we  will  find  that  the  ton- 
sils are  enlarged,  particularly  the  left,  or,  in  the  sick,  with  tendency 
from  the  left  to  the  right  tousil.  The  throat,  when  examined,  exhibits 
a  bluish-red  hue,  not  bright  or  rosy-red,  the  patient  complains  of  fre- 
quent sense  of  constriction,  as  though  the  thrrtat  was  suddenly  closing 
up,  or  a  sensation  as  though  there  was  a  lump  in  the  throat  which  he 
must  constantly  swallow,  but  which  as  often  returns.  The  throat  ex- 
ternally is  exceedingly  sensitive  to  touch.  Unless  the  tonsils  are  going 
on  to  suppuration,  he  will  be  better  by  swallowing  solids,  while  liquids 
and  empty  swallpMring  increase  the  annoyance  and  pains.  I  except 
suppurating  tonsils  because,  when  they  are  large  and  stop  up  the  fauces, 
notliing  can  be  swallowed  ;  then  tlie  attempt  to  take  anything  is  followed 
by  aViolent  ejection  of  tlie  same  through  either  the  mouth  or  the  nose. 
But  with  the  ordinary  catarrhal  sore  throat,  when  the  tonsils  are  not 
parenchyraatously  swollen,  the  swallowing  of  food  often  relieves  the 
irritation  for  awhile. 

The  «)ld  may  travel  farther  down  and  involve  the  bronchial  tubes, 
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vhen  a  diflfercnt  classof  symptoms  may  develop.  The  patient  may  suffer 
from  tickling,  irritating  cough,  which  is  especially  apt  to  come  on  as 
he  dro|>A  off  to  sleep,  arousing  him  as  if  he  was  choking.  He  win  bear 
notliing  to  touch  the  larynx  or  throat,  so  that  he  loosens  his  neck-baud. 
These,  briefly,  are  the  catarrhal  symptoms  of  Lachesis. 

But  supptiee,  while  we  are  considering  this  locality,  we  look  to  more 
serious  aflections  which  may  manifest  themselves  in  these  parts,  diph- 
theria for  example.  Lacfiesis  may  be  indicated  in  diphtheria  of  one  or  all 
of  these  parts.  Symptoms  for  which  you  will  be  called  upon  to  prescribe 
it,  are  mostly  those  that  I  have  already  given  you,  with  these  points 
ID  addition  :  The  discharge  from  the  nose  is  tliin,  sanions,  and  excori- 
ating, a  really  dangerous  objective  symptom.  The  throat  is,  if  anything, 
a  darker  red  than  in  the  catarrlial  state.  The  membrane  is  more  on  the 
left  tonsil,  or  has  an  inclination  to  go  from  the  lefl  to  the  right.  It 
early  develops  that  gangrenous  state  which  obtains  in  diphtheria,  with 
die  attendant  fcetid  breath,  and  the  increased  danger  of  systemic  infeo- 
rtion.  The  tissues  surrounding  the  throat  are  often  infiltrated  so  that 
you  have  swelling  of  the  glands  about  the  net^k,  and  also  of  the  cellular 
•  tissue.  The  swellir)g  may  be  so  great  that  the  neck  becomes  even  with 
r  the  chin  and  sternnra.  The  lymphatic  glands  are  swollen  too,  and  have 
a  dark-purplish  hue  and  threaten  suppuration.  When  pus  does  form,  it 
is  not  a  laudable  pus.  The  child  is  drowsy,  even  though  feverish,  the 
heart,  though  beating  more  rapidly  than  natural,  is  evidently  greatly 
weakened,  as  shown  by  the  fecbleness'of  the  pulse  and  coolness  of  the 
extremities.  This  is  the  kind  of  diphtheria  from  which  you  can  hope 
much  from  the  use  of  Lachesis.  The  diphtheria  may  travel  down  the 
larj'nx,  and  the  remedy  still  \^  indicated.  You  must  not  infer  from 
what  I  have  said  that  Ijathesis  is  the  remedy  for  laryngeal  diphtheria ; 
but  when  it  has  the  characteristic  symptoms  wlrich  I  mention,  it  may 
\ye  neeilf*! ;  the  patient  arouses  from  sleep  smothering,  and  has  u  diph- 
tlieritic,  croupy  cough. 

CrotahtH  and  Naja  like  Lachesis  have  relieved  in  diphtheria.  The 
former  has  been  selected  when  the  epistaxis  is  persistent ;  blood  oozes 
from  the  mouth,  not  merely  coming  from  the  posterior  nares  but  escaping 
from  the  mucous  membranes  of  the  nasal  cavity. 

Naja  has  helped  in  casesjust  like  Lachesis  when  the  larynx  is  invaded; 

the  patient  gra^  at  the  throat,  with  sensation  of  choking,  fauces  dark 

red,  fcetid  breath,  short  hoarse  cough,  with  raw  feeling  in  larynx  and 

upper  i>art  of  trachea. 

LaA  faninum  is  very  similar  to  Lachesis  in  diphtheria.    So  is  Lyoo^ 
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podtam.     The  latter  remedy  has  aggravation  of  the  symptoms  lroni| 
four  to  eight  P.M,     The  right  side  is  mostly  afftsc-tcd.     The  child  awakesi 
from  sleep  frightened  or  cross  and  angry.     Apis  is  to  be  distinguished 
by  the  oxlema  of  the  throat,  the  stinging  pains,  the  blisters  on  the  border 
of  the  tongue  ete. 

Again,  you  may  find  Lachesis  of  great  service  in  affections  of  the  lungs. 
We  may  use  it  in  asthma  when  there  are  present  one  or  more  of  these  J 
few  symptoms.  The  patient  arouses  from  sleep  witli  the  asthmatic  par- ' 
oxysm  and  cannot  bear  the  least  pressure  about  the  neck  or  chest,  finally 
he  coughs  up  a  quantity  of  watery  phlegm  wifh  great  relief.  This  last 
is  a  neglected  characteristic  of  Lachesis  in  asthma.  I  have  succeeded 
with  it  in  relieving  an  asthmatic  for  months. 

In  pneumonia,  Lachesis  may  be  useful  liut  not  in  tJie  early  stages  of 
the  disease.  There  is  nothing  in  the  provings  of  Lachesis  to  suggest 
that  it  will  be  useful  in  pneumonia.  It  does  not  cause  tlje  engorgement 
of  the  lungs,  the  fever  or  the  fibrinous  deposit.  But  it  may  be  indicated 
in  the  later  stages  of  the  affection  when  it  assumes  a  typhoid  form,  espe- 
cially when  an  abscess  forms  in  the  kings.  Bruin  symptoms  such  as  low 
muttering  delirium,  and  hallucinations,  appear.  The  sputum  is  frothy, 
mixed  with  blood,  and  purulent,  and  the  patient  is  bathed  in  a  profuse 
sweat. 

Sulphur  is  perhaps  the  l>etter  remedy  to  prevent  suppuration  when 
there  are  no  typhoid  symptoms,  but  l>e  careful  how  you  give  Sulphur, 
if  tuberculosis  has  been  deveIo|>ed  by  pneumonia.  To  do  so,  is  almost 
like  giving  a  person  running  down  hill,  another  push.  It  will  only 
hasten  the  end. 

In  chest  affections,  EUipa  is  sometimes  pf  great  service.  It  however' 
affects  more  the  right  than  the  left  lung,  in  which  the  morning  pain  is 
severe  enough  to  prevent  the  j>atient's  getting  up.  Both  apices  are  di»- 
eeaed.  There  is  a  feeling  of  coldness  in  the  chest  after  drinking.  The 
oongh  IB  accompanied  with  intense  pains  in  tlieciicst,  worse  in  the  right 
apex  aa  if  it  were  torn  out,  and  the  sputum  consists  of  black  blood.  It 
also  cauflea  a  sensation  as  if  the  heart  were  l)eing  squeezed. 

You  may  ose  Lachesis  in  phthisis,  not  to  cure,  but  to  relievo. 
Remember  it  when,  in  the  course  of  typhoid  fever  or  pneumonia^i 
tulxTck'S  have  beeji  de|x>8ited  in  one  or  the  other  lung.  You  may  use 
it  in  the  advanced  stiiges  of  tuberculosis  of  tlie  lungs  w4ien  the  patient 
has  «  retching  cough,  which  arouses  him  from  sleep,  and  which  ends 
in  «xj>cclonition  of  lough,  greenish  mut-o-purulent  matter,  which  is 
gagged  and  vomited  rather  than  clearly  expectorated ;  when  tlie  patient 
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sweats  in  every  nap,  die  sweat  being  the  most  copious  about  the  neck, 
shoolders,  and  chest ;  and  when  the  strength  is  greatly  reduced  and  the 
poise  indicates  extreme  prostration. 

Next  we  turn  our  attention  to  the  alimentary  canal  from  the  mouth 
down.  I  referred  to  th^  tongue  in  speaking  of  the  typhoid  condition. 
Lnohesis  is  useful  for  weakness  of  digestion,  in  patient*  who,  from  some 
vicious  habits,  from  abuse  of  mercury,  or  of  quinine,  or  of  alcohol, 
hfLvh  their  stomachs  so  exhausted,  that  even  the  plainest  food  causes 
indigestion.  Acids  especially  disagree,  although  the  plainest  food  will 
cause  heavy  feeh'ng  after  eiiting.  Sometimes  a  gnawing  pain  is  refieved 
while  eating  or  immediately  after,  but  soon  heavy,  dragging  feelings 
and  other  symptoraaof  indigestion  show  themselves.  Among  the  crav- 
ings is  that  for  oysters,  which  may  sometimes  not  disagree. 

*Thc  liver  is  affected  by  Lachesis,  Like  all  the  snake-poisons,  it  causes 
jaundice*  The  usual  symptoms  are  present ;  even  when  al>scesses  form, 
it  may  be  useful  by  reason  of  the  tenderness  on  pressure,  intolerance  of 
clothing,  and  deep  throbbing  on  the  right  side. 

The  bowel  symptoms  are  not  numerous,  though  they  are  important. 
We  find  diarrhrea  caused  by  the  drug,  watery  offensive  stools,  but  more 
often  constipation,  with  the  peculiarity  of  the  stools  already  raentioneil. 
Es|)ecially  ma^tit  be  used  in  chronic  diarrhoea  with  great  dehility  and 
•gjiravation  in  spring  weather.  The  tongue  is  smooth,  red  and  shining. 
{Kali  bi.  has  exactly  the  same  kind  of  tongue, )  The  al>domcu  is  bloated. 
Tlie  patient  is  ^orse  from  winea  or  acids.  The  patient  is  very  sen- 
sitive to  touch  about  the  waist. 

In  this  form  of  dyspepsia,  it  is  very  similar  to  HejMir.  The  latter 
remedy,  however,  has  marked  relief  of  the  symptoms  from  the  use  of 
condiments. 

Under  Hepar  the  plainest  food  disagrees.  The  cravings  are  unique. 
As  if  know^ing  instinctively  what  will  "tone  up"  the  stomach,  the  jm- 
ti«»nt  longs  for  condiments  or  wine.  Eating  relieves  the  relaxed  feeling, 
•  but  food  annoys  so  soon  as  the  digestive  process  begins  its  slow  and 
imjierfect  work.  The  boweb  move  very  sluggishly,  even  when  the 
stools  aro  sofl. 

OfficAwa,  too,  enfeebles  digestion  and  induces  great  \veakn«'ss  and 
Imipior  after  meals.  It  also  has  a  craving  for  coffee-lx-ans.  Fruits 
induce  diarrha^i  with  abdominal  fermentation.  Both  cause  fulness  after 
eating;  but  only  Cinchona  has  sense  of  fulness  to  hurting,  with  little  or 
no  relief  from  belching.     Bitter  eructations,  bitter  ta,ste,  belong  to  each  ; 
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the  latter  has  the  altered  taste  after  swallowing,  food  retaining  its  normal 
taste  while  being  masticatetl. 

The  discharges  from  the  bowels  are  offensive^  as  is  the  flatus  ;  yellow 
watery  stooli*,  undigested.  But  the  marked  aggravation  at  night,  after 
a  meal,  and  the  resulting  prostration,  are  not  qt  ail  like  Lachesis.  In 
dysentery,  etc.,  when  putrid  or  gangrenous  changes  occur,  the  choice  is 
more  difficult.  Both  have  cadaverous-smelling  discharges  of  a  chocolate 
color,  with  coldness  and  great  debility.  And  although  the  CincHona 
h  far  preferable  if  the  disease  is  of  malarial  origin,  such  a  complication 
does  not  oontraindicate  the  snake-poison.  The  apparently  ch^se  similarity 
is  also  enhanced  by  the  nervous  excitability  in  Ixtth.  Light  touch  is 
distressing,  the  epigastrium  is  sensitive,  and  clothing  annoys  in  each 
remedy.  •  But  this  in  Cinchona  is  an  increased  general  sensibility,  while 
in  Lache?«is  there  is  general  torjwr,  with  hyperasthesia  of  the  cutaneous 
nerves.  Tlie  former  is  suitable  when  the  offensive  discharges  follow  a 
severe,  rapidly  exhausting  inflammation ;  or,  when  the  frequency  and 
quantity  of  tlie  evacuations  have  greatly  reduced  the  vitality,  thus 
favoring  retrogressive  changes.  If  symptoms  of  hectic  are  present,  the 
choice  is  rendered  more  certain.  In  addition,  we  may  also  refer  to  the 
well-known  ansemic  symptoms  df  Cinchona,  paleness,  ringing  in  the 
eirs,  easy  fainting,  etc.,  which  show  at  once  how  it  affeA  the  blood. 

Mtreuriun  presents  many  points  of  similarity  with  Lxichesia.  The 
latter  frequently  follows  the  former,  and  also  antidotes  its  abuse.  There 
are  loss  of  appetite,  coated  tongue,  nnui*ea,  with  oppression,  and  cpigas- • 
trie  tenderness.  Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  products  a  deadly' 
fttintncss.  The  stomach  hangs  heavily,  even  after  a  light  meal  of  food 
of  onlinary  digestibility.  The  sensitiveness  of  the  stomach  to  the 
clothing  is  a  pail  of  a  symptom  which  is  comj)leteil  by  a  similar  lender- 
ncM  over  both  hypochondria,  with  fulness  and  upward  pressure  from 
the  ab<lomen.  The  patient  cannot  lie  on  the  right  side.  If  hypoi'hon- 
driacal,  he  is  suspiciou-^,  anxious,  and  restless  at  night,  with  vascular 
erelhirtm  and  sweat.  In  fact  this  erethism  is  directly  contrary  to  the 
torpid  Lachesis. 

In  alxlominal  inflammations  with  suppuration,  as  in  typhlitis,  both 
remedies  are  uneful  and  follow  each  other  well.  Mercwiiut  has  ittj  cver- 
preoent  perspiration  without  relief;  stools  slimy,  or  much  straining, 
with  or  without  stool.  Lachesis  follows  when  the  symptoms  thrcatrti 
a  typlioid  condition.  The  jmtient  can  lie  only  on  the  back  with  the 
kofXB  drawn  up ;  if  he  turns  on  to  the  left  side,  a  ball  seems  to  roll 
over  in  the  abdomen.  • 
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In  rectum  and  anus,  Mercurius  has  more  p^rsiatent  tenesmni* ;  protni- 

Dn  of  the  rectum,  which  looks  inflamed  and  blackish  ;  Lachi^is,  more 
smodic  tenesmus,  with  constriction  of  the  anus,  which  tightly  con- 
stricts the  prola})sed  rectum.  Both  have  chronic  constipation.  The 
former  induces  much  straining,  with  tenacious  or  crumbling  stn<jls; 
cliilliness  during  defecation. 

Arnenwnm  intensifies  the  gastric  and  systemic  weakness,  to  which  we 
referred  in  the  remedies  just  eonsiderefl.  While  it  is  true  tliat  the  |vit>cnt 
does  not  fully  realize  his  want  of  strength,  and  hence  does  not  so  much 
care  to  lie  quietly,  yet  nevertheless,  his  actual  amount  of  vitality  is 
8enott**ly  reduced.  In  a  word,  he  is  excessively  weak,  without  fccjlingso 
fatigued.  Any  exertion  produces  fainting.  Taste  is  lost  or  is  bitter, 
sour,  and  putrid.  Stomach  feels  swollen  as  if  full  of  water.  Craving  for 
acids  and  for  cotfee ;  the  latter,  as  in  Lachesis,  agrees  with  the  pationt. 
There  are  l»urning  feelings,  red  rough  tongtie,  an<l  anxiety  and  ilistrcsts 
after  eating,  as  subacute  gastritis,  which  no  reme<ly  letter  piclurt**. 
Nausea  is  fretjuent  and  often  periodical  (12  p.m.),  and  is  acL'otuj»auied 
with  great  prostration.  The  vomiting  is  of  many  kinds,  i)ut  is  distit 
guished  from  the  bilious,  slimy  or  bloody  emesis  of  Lncliesis  by  itv 
irregnlar  convulsive  character,  indicative  of  gastric  irritability.  Lachn^is 
Is  adapte<l  to  the  nervous  weakness  and  trembling  of  drunkanls ;  spasms 
of  the  stomach,  spasmodic  constrictions,  relieved  temporarily  by  eating' ; 
vomiting  of  bile  or  mucus;  Arsenic  to  burning  ix^riotlicttl  paias,  willi 
sour  acrid  vomit,  violent  thirst,  but  vomits  the  water. 

Cndmitim  ftulj)k.  to  nausea,  yellowish  oij  black  vomit,  «alti-Hh  mnoiJ 
belching,  crold  sweat  of  the  face,  burning,  cutting  in  the  stomach ;  griping 
in  the  lower  fmrt  of  the  bowels,  cramps  after  beer.  Both  induce  marked 
..^Hensitiveness  to  touch  upon  stomach  or  alnlonjen,  spots  of  burning  Siire- 
BQBB  here  and  there  over  the  swollen  abdomen  (jwritonitis) ;  offensive, 
bloody  chocolate-colored  discbarges,  as  in  dysentery,  with  constriction 
in  the  bowels,  cutting  pains  in  bowels.  But  in  Arsenic,  there  is  more 
lamenting  with  agonized  expression  ;  restless  moving  despite  the  \^m9. 
The  constriction  of  the  intestines  is  torturing,  the  patient  dcclaics  he 
cannot  stand  it,  and  rolls  about  in  agony,  despairing  of  his  life.  The 
extreme  tenderness  of  the  pit  of  the  stomach  denotes  a  more  positive 
stale  of  acute  inflammation  than  I^achesis  causes. 

In  the  vomiting  of  yellow- fever,  I^ch^is  has  in  addition,  brown 
OOttiDg  on  the  ti-eth,  alxlominol  tenderness. 

Anenio  has  also  spasmodic  protrusion  of  the  rectum,  very jviinfn! ; 
tCMBnittS  witli  burning;  haemorrhoids,  especially  in  drunkards;  tltey

protrude  at  stool  with  burniog.     Alvine  disdjarges  are  offensive,  dark, ' 
Bometimes  involuntary,  with  great  weakness  and  coldness.     But  Lat^hesis 
has  less  tenesmus  recti,*  the  distress  there  being  attributable  to  a  constric- 
tion of  the  anus  not  found  in  the  other  drug.     Arsenic,  moreover,  causes 
more  acridity  of  the  stools,  with  rawness  and  excoriations  of  the  anus. 

All  that  I  have  here  stated  might  be  tersely  described  as  a  difference 
between  two  drugs,  of  whicJi  one  causes  intense  irritability  and  acute 
inflammation  of  tissue,  mental  anguish  and  extreme  prostration ;  tlie 
other,  torpidity,  with  the  loss  of  vitality,  but  associated  with  nervous 
eJtcitability,  constrictions,  and  cutaneous  hypenesthesia.  Still,  some 
minds  require  more  attention  to  detail ;  and  every  one  attains  general 
mental  impressions  more  aceuratoly  if  they  are  formed  with  due  atten- 
tion to  particulars. 

When  there  is  ulceration  of  the  bowels,  tendency  to  sloughing,  with 
offensive,  puruleut,  or  bloody  discharges,  tlic  two  remedies  are  very 
nearly  allied.  Vitality  is  at  a  very  low  ebb,  blood  oozes  from  the  cracked 
lips  and  tongue,  and  the  extremities  are  cold.  But  even  here,  the  best 
distinctions  are  the  mental  irritability  of  Arsenic,  and  the  intoltr.iiirf  of 
pressure  of  Lachesis. 

Cai'bo  veyeUtbllis  resembles  Lachesis  in  weak  digestion,  complaints  of 
drunkards,  flatulent  asthma,  constriction  of  the  cesophagus,  annoyance 
from  clothing  about  the  waist,  offensive,  bhxKly,  decomposed,  puruleut 
stools,  collapse,  etc. 

There  is  craving  for  coffee,  but  it  does  not  relieve.  Milk  disagrees 
in  both  remedies;  but  only  the  snake- poison  has  craving  for  it.  The 
Carbo  veg.  has  aggravation  from  fats,  tainted  meats,  or  fish,  oysters, 
foods  causing  flatulency,  ices,  vinegar,  and  sour  cabbage — the  latter 
principally  on  account  of  the  flatulency  it  causes.  Eructations  are  sour, 
rancid.  Both  drugs  have  relief  from  flatulent  distension  from  belching, 
but  Lachesis  has  an  ill  feeling  in  addition,  which  is  relieved.  Both 
drugs  experience  freer  breatliing  after  belching.  In  Carbo  veg.  this  is 
expressed  as  the  lessening  of  a  t(;^sioQ  aud  upvyard  drawing  which  marks 
the  costal  attachments  of  the  diaphragm;  in  Lachesis,  there  is  a  relief 
after  eructations,  which  seem  to  auflbcate  him.  They  come  rapidly,  and 
inihK«  the  ever-present  Lachesis  constriction  of  the  throat.  The 
latter  remedy  also  has  empty  eructations,  which  intensify  the  pains. 

Curbo  veg.  has  heaviness,  fulness,  sleepiness,  after  eating,  with  fulness 
of  the  alMJomeu  almost  to  bursting.  Burning  in  the  stomach  is  also 
increased.  This  heaviueas  is  very  characteristic  and  is  noted  likewise 
ill  the  abdomen,  which  seems  to  hang  heavily ;  also  in  the  head,  which 


feels  as  heavy  as  leatl.  The  burning  is  attended  with  a  creeping  feeling 
up  to  the  throat.  In  I^chesiA,  the  fulneBS  and  pressure  is  as  from  a 
load^  and  the  sense  of  repletion  induces  lowness  of  spirits.  There  is, 
too,  a  feeling  as  if  a  lump  was  accumulating  in  the  stomach  and  also 
in  tlie  bowels;  burning,  with  hard  abtlominal  distension,  and  a  feeling 
as  if  a  stone  was  descending;  he  must  stiind  still  or  step  cautiously. 
This  lumping  is  presumably  a  part  of  the  Lachesis  constriction,  which 
we  have  so  often  designated  as  highly  characteristic.  In  Carbo  veg. 
the  flatus  is  more  rancid,  putrid,  or  when  passed  per  anum,  burning, 
moist,  offensive.  Its  incarceration  with  burning  is  a  cause  of  many  of 
the  symptoms,  and  is  more  in  quantity  than  in  the  snake-poison.  It 
also  causes  a  bearing  down  upon  bladder  and  sacral  region.  Lachcsis 
relieves  a  gnawing  gastralgia,  when  eating,  lessens  the  pain  ;  Carbo  veg, 
cures  when  there  are  burning,  with  a  contractive  cramp  bending  him 
double;  the  p^ins  are  paroxysmal  and  take  his  breath.  The  burning 
spreads  up  to  the  chest  and  down  into  the  abdomen,  seemingly  fallowing 
the  syraimthetic. 

Tenesmus  recti  is  rooet  prominent  in  the  Carbo  veg.,  anal  constriction 
in  the  Ijachesis.  It  is  this  latter  symptom  which  explains,  as  we  have 
before  oliservetl,  the  ineffectual  urging  to  stool ;  while  in  Carbo  veg.  the 
urging  is  fruitless  on  account  of  the  pressure  of  flatus.  Both  have 
hluish,  protruding  piles,  as  after  debauchery.  This  constriction  distin- 
guishes them  as  do  also  tlie  headache  and  diarrhoea.  In  each  there  is 
throbbing  headache;  but  Carbo  veg.  has  more  of  the  heaviness,  and  the 
diarrhoea  is  thin. 

In  typhoid  torms,  whether  the  specific  fever,  oras  a  sequel  to  peritonitis, 
dysentery,  etc.,  the  Carbo  veg.  causes  tJie  more  perfect  picture  of  collapse, 
while  in  Lachesis  the  cardiac  debility,  drowsiness,  cool  extremities,  etc., 
indicate  failing  vitality,  but  not  so  near  death  as  the  following  symptoms 
belonging  to  tlie  former:  Tympany ;  legs  cold,  especially  to  the  knees  ; 
pulse  filiform  ;  breath  cool ;  absence  of  discharges  from  the  bowels;  or, 
involuntary,  putrid,  bloo<ly,  purulent  diarrhcca. 

In  hernia,  Carbo  veg.  haa  anxiety,  as  in  Arsenic,  but  with  uneasiness 
niiber  than  restless  change  of  place ;  and  it  resembles  Lachesis  in  the 
anoioyaoce  of  tlie  clothing,  foulness  of  parts  if  strangulated,  etc.  There 
18,  however,  more  meteorism  and  fcetid  flatus. 

GraphUenhBBABxlety,  melancholy;  tip  of  tongue  blistered;  feeling 

'  a  lump  in  the  left  side  of  the  throat,  over  which  the  food  seems 
!««  with  difBculty ;  on  empty  d^lutition,  a  constrictive  retching 
from  QBBophagus  up  to  larynx ;  must  loosen  the  clothing  aft^r  eating  ; 
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gastralgia,  relieved  by  eating;  chronic  gastritis,* especially  after  abuse 
of  alcoholic  drinks.  Sensation  of  a  lump  in  the  stomach ;  flatulent 
distension  of  the  abdomeni  with  congestion  to  the  head ;  fcetid  flatus. 
Suflr«K*iitivc  spells  arousing  from  sleep,  must  jump  out  of  bed  ;  com^>elied 
to  eat  something.     Offensive  stools. 

But  this  remedy  causes  more  flatulency  than  Lachesis.  The  gastralgio 
pains  are  burning  and  griping;  and  the  feeling  of  a  lump  in  the  stomacl 
is  accompanied  with  a  constant  beating;  the  heartburn  is  rancid.  TbrfJ 
suffocative  spells  are  usually  worse  after  12  p.h.  instead  of  during  or 
afker  a  sleep  at  any  time.  And  the  constriction  noticed  on  falling  asleep 
is  of  the  chest  instead  of  the  larynx.  The  offensive  movements  from 
the  bowels  are  half  digested,  dark  and  pappy,  indicating  the  imperfect 
digestion  which  is  so  characteristic  of  this  remedy. 

There  is  some  resemblance  in  the  constitutional  symptoms  of  Graph- 
ites  and  Lachesis,  since  both  are  needed  at  times  in  tlie  phlegmatic. 
But  the  former  has  as  a  distinguishing  group :  fat,  cold,  and  costive  ; 
Bkin  herpetic,  rough,  and  disposed  to  crack  and  ooze  a  glutinous  fluid. 

Aside,  then,  from  a  few  resemblances  to  the  snake-poison,  Graphites 
belongs  more  with  Arsenic,  Nux  vom.,  and  Lycopodium.  The  first  two 
it  resembles  in  gastritis  and  gastralgia ;  the  latter,  in  flatulency. 

Sulp/mrio  acid  somewhat  resembles  the  snake-jxiisons,  esi)ecially  in 
the  ailments  of  drunkards.  Its  corrosive  effects,  however,  are  distinc- 
tively prominent,  as  shown  in  the  violent  inflammation  of  the  alimentary 
canal.  But  the  nervous  system  is  so  involved  that  several  symptoms 
look  like  those  of  Lachesis;  as  epigastrium  sensitive,  constrictive  feel- 
ing in  the  Iwwels,  griping,  cutting,  twisting,  with  faintlike  nausea; 
trembling,  pale  face,  apprehensiveuess ;  fluttering  pulse;  cramps  in  the 
pharynx;  he  cannbt  swallow;  CQSophageal  stricture;  great  weakness, 
etc.     Both  likewise  crave  brandy. 

The  acid  acts  well  when  the  patient  is  weak,  emaciated,  complains  of 
trembling,  but  it  is  more  subjective  than  objective.  He  is  anxious  and 
restless,  must  do  everything  Imrriedly.  The  face  is  pale,  and  sometimes 
presents  dry,  shrivelled  spots,  especially  when  the  hsemorrhoids  are 
worw.  Eructations  are  sour.  The  stomach  feels  relaxed  and  cold. 
Wine  may  palliate  and  spirituous  liquors  aggravate  as  in  Lachesis. 
But  the  i»eculiarity  of  the  Acid  is,  that  the  stomach  rejects  ci^ld  water, 
unless  it  is  mixed  with  brandy.  The  abdominal  muscles  are  spasmodi-., 
cally  retracted.  Stools  are  yellow,  like  Lachesis,  but  present  a  chopf 
appeMnntre,  and  are  stringy.  The  watery  diarrhoea  is  very  offensive. 
Piles  are  moist,  burn,  and  may  prevent  defecation. 


ZAC^BBIB. 


As  the  acid  caiiises  croupous  formations,  it  should  be  remembered 
with  Laoliesis  when  the  stools  indicate  such  a  condition  in  the  intestine. 

The  acid  also  resembles  Elaps :  drtuks  chill  the  stomach.  But  only 
the  former  has  the  relief  from  the  admixture  of  spirit. 

Colchicum  deserves  mention  here,  especially  since,  like  Laehesis,  it 
causes  coldness  or  cold  feeling  in  the  stomach  (Eln/is),  intolerance  of 
pressure  ofclothinir  (in  provings,  but  not  confirmed),  burning  in  stomach, 
vomiting  and  purging,  spomis:  of  apkinder  ant,  urging  to  stool,  ofleusive 
flatus,  olfensive  diarrluxn,  sensitiveness  to  least  touch,  very  much  ex- 
hausted, slow  breathing,  feeble  pulse.  But  there  is  generally  present 
nausea,  worse  from  the  smell  of  food ;  if  the  patient  sits  or  lies  very 
quietly,  the  vomiting  is  suppr€*ssed  (like  Veralrum).  Senses  too  acute; 
a  bright  light,  touch,  or  Mrong  odorts  irritate  him  (like  Niix  row.). 
Vomiting  aud  purging  as  iu  cholera  morbus ;  the  sphincter  ani  contracts 
after  each  stool,  with  fruitless  urging.  The  similarity,  then,  exists 
chiefly  in  the  sensitiveness  to  touch  and  constrictions  of  sphinctere  witli 
weakness,  otiier  symptoms  being  so  different  as  to  render  a  choice  easy. 
(See  also  l>elow.) 

In  cholera,  I.«achesis  has  been  employed  when  the  vomiting  was  re- 
newed by  the  least  motion,  and  tlie  nausea  was  attended  with  a  great 
flow  of  saliva.  As  Colchicum  has  precisely  the  same  syinptom><,  other 
indications  must  decide. 

In  reflex  irritation,  as  convulsions;  with  variegated,  slimy  stools  in 
teething  children,  and  rolling  of  the  head,  Colchicum  resembles  Podo- 
phyUnm,  • 

Belladonna,  Lachceis,  Rhus  tox.,  and  Baptisia,  con^itute  a  group 
serviceable  in  peritonitis,  enteritis,  etc. 

Betiadtmna  difft-rs  from  all  in  the  character  of  the  inflammation.  It 
is  only  when  the  affection  becomes  asthenic  that  the  otliers  are  nce<led. 
«Lficliesis  follows  Belladonna  when,  especially  in  children  with  inflamma- 
tory diarrhcBa,  constipation  suddenly  sets  in  with  abdominal  swelling 
mod  tendcnieos,  |>articulurlyat  one  spot.  Or,  if  suppuration  ensues  and 
Mercunns  fails.    Or,  ugain^  if  gangrene  threatens. 

Rhus  tox.  fequiresdnnvsiness,  the  fever  remaining  high  or  increasing  ; 
rwtlewncj^s  ;  tongue  dry,  parched,  brown,  with  red  triangular  tip ; 
diarrhoea  kH my,  watery  or  putrid,  yellowish-brown  and  bhxKly,  involun- 
liry  during  sleep;  generally  it  is  accompanied  with  tearing  down  the 
^  (higlifi,  while  Lachesis  has  painful  stiffness  from  loins  into  thighs.  In 
typhlitis,  in  which  affection  either  may  follow  Belladonna,  Rhus  tox.  has 
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relief  from  pressing  the  swelling  gently  from  below  upwards ;  Lachesis, 

intolerance  of  touch. 

lo  periproctitis,  Rhas  tox.  ma?  be  needed  if  the  inflammation  is  of 
traumatic  origin ;  Locbesis,  if  an  abscess  forms  and  falls  to  poioti  the 
feurrouruling  tissues  present  a  purplish  hue. 

Cbichicum  compares  with  Laehesis  when  tlie  prostration  is  extreme, 
with  coma,  hot  alxlomeu  and  oold  extremities;  tliready  pulse ;  if  raised, 
the  head  lalls  back  anil  the  jaw  drops ;  the  face  w  hippocratic,  the 
tongue  is  protruded  with  diflBcuky,  and  the  bowels  move  involuntarily. 
But  the  tympany  in  more  marked  in  tlje  former  ;  and  the  stools  contain 
white  flakes  or  shreds ;  the  tongue  is  either  thickly  coated  brown,  or  it 
is  bright  red,  except  at  the  root,  where  it  is  coated.  According  to 
provings  and  cases  of  poisoning,  Colchicum  does  not  cause  tieasitive 
abdomen  below  the  epigastrium.. 

Arnica  develops  a  profound  stufXJr,  with  blowing  respiration,  dry 
tongue,  brown  down  the  middle,  distended  abdomen,  and  involuntary 
fflEces  and  urine.  It  nuiy  be  distinguished  by  the  ecchyraoses,  and  the 
bruised  aching,  inducing  restlessness,  which  latter  is  relieved  if  the  pa- 
tient's clothing  is  smoothed  down  and  his  position  changed. 

Among  the  remedies  causing  constriction  of  the  anus,  the  following 
are  worthy  of  noti(«.* :  Bellad.,  Caustic,  Nitric  ac,  Nat.  mur.,  Ignat., 
Kali  bich..  Opium,  Plumbum,  Mezereum,  Coccul. 

The  first  has:  pressing  and  urging  towarti  anus  and  genitals,  alter- 
nating with  contmctions  of  the  anus ;  spasmodic  constriction  of  anus  as 
io  dysentery. 

The  second,^  Cdusticum,  causes  fruitless  urging  to  stool,  with  anxiety 
and  red  face. 

iVt/TM;  acwi  causes  sticking  in  the  rectum  as  from  a  splinter;  the 
constriction  occurs  during  stool  and  lasts  for  hours  afterwards;  the 
rectum  feels  as  if  torn. 

Natrum  mur.  has  sensation  of  contraction  in  the  rectum  duringstool, 
the  feeoesteartheanusj  frequent  ineffectual  urging;  spasmodic  ooustric- 
tion  of  the  anus. 

Ljmdia  induces  a  proctalgia ;  contraction,  with  cutting,  shooting 
pains ;  contraction  of  anus  worse  after  stool.  Symptoms  are  inconsistent, 
irregular,  fitful  as  in  hysteria. 

Kali  hklu  has  sensation  of  a  plug,  similar  to  Laehesis;  diarrhcea,  of 
a  brown,  frothy  water,  spurting  out  in  the  early  morning  and  followeil 
by  tenesmus  ani.  •

Opiumj  anus  is  spasmodically  closed  during  the  colic,  with  obstinate 
constipation.     Plumbum  is  very  similar. 

But  all  these  are  readily  distinguished  by  the  characteristic  symptoms 
of  Lachesis :  tormenting  urging  in  the  rectum  but  on  account  of  con- 
striction of  tde  anus  it  becomes  so  (minful  he  must  desist  Protruded 
piles,  with  constricted  anus. 

Much  nearer,  and  indeed  almost  identical  here,  is  Mezermm;  after 
the  Stool,  the  anus  is  constricted  around  the  protruded  rectum.  In  other 
respects,  however,  the  two  remedies  are  widely  different 

Kcdi  bichromicum  must  also  be  remembered  as  a  relative  of  Lachesis 

» in  dysentery.     Both  have  red,  cracked,  smooth  tongue ;  blackish  stools ; 

hence  in  severe  or  typhoid  cases  and  further,  they  follow  each  other 

well.     The  offensive  odor  of  the  discharges  distinguishes  the  latter; 

the  jelly-like  mucus,  sometimes  stringy,  the  former. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  Cocculua  is  tenesmus  recti  after*  stool,  with 
faintness,  and  yet  peristalsis  is  lessened.     (Compare  Ignatia.)    • 

So  characteristic  is  this  offensiveness  of  the  faecal  movements  in  La- 
chesis that  it  becomes  highly  indicative  of  the  drug  in  low  forms  of 
disease.  You  may  confidently  give  Lachesis  when  this  sort  of  stool 
exists.  The  rectum  and  anus  are  affected  so  that  there  is  constant 
tormenting  urging  in  the  rectum,  but  not  for  stool.  It  is  merely  a 
spasmodic  condition  of  the  bowels  with  an  unduly  irritable  sphincter. 
Another  symptom  is,  the  patient  is  desirous  of  straining  at  stool,  but 
cannot  do  it  for  pain  in  the  sphincter  ani ;  the  rectum  protrudes  and  is 
held  by  the  constricted  sphincter  ;.  afler  stool  there  is  often  a  sensation 
in  the  rectum  as  from  the  beating  of  little  hammers.  These  symptoms 
are  common  enough  in  dyspeptics,  particularly  in  those  who  have 
abused  alcohol.  •  '        • 

In  peritonitis,  Lachesis  is  indicated  late  when  the  fever  still  continues 
and  is  worse  after  1  p.m.  and  at  night  The  slightest  touch  to  the  sur- 
face of  the  body  is  intolerable.  Typhoid  symptoms  complicate  the  case^ 
It  may  even  be  indicated  when  there  is  typhlitis  after  the  formation 
of  pus.  It  follows,  particularly.  Belladonna,  Bryonia  or  Mercurius 
eorrosivus.  It  is  also  similar  to  Bhus  tox.  but  .it  has  more  typhoid 
symptoms  than  has  that  remedy  and  so  comes  in  later  in  the  case. 


LECTURE  V. 
THE  OPHIDIA. 

Lachesis  (continued). 

Lachesis  causes  in  the  male  an  increased  lasciviousness  with  dimi- 
nution  of  the  physical  powers.     The  mind  is  a  prey  to  all  sort^  of  • 
allurements,  but  erections  and  emissions  are  imperfect. 

Upon  the  female  organs,  Lachesis  acts  very  powerfully.  It  seems 
to  have  special  affinity  for  the  ovaries,  particularly  the  left  ovary ; 
ovaritis,  ovaralgia,  tumor,  may  be  relieved,  when  there  are  tenderness 
to  pressure  of  the  clothing  and  other  characteristic  symptoms  of  the 
drug.  Menses  scanty,  feeble,  blood  lumpy,  black,  and  very  offensive; 
pains  in  the  hips,  bearing  down  in  the  left  ovary, — all  better  when  thie 
flow  is  established.     The  uterus  is  intolerant  of  the  least  pressure. 

Lachesis  may  be  used  in  puerperal  metritis,  especially  when  the 
lochial  discharge  is  foetid.  The  face  is  purple  and  the  patient  ui^n- 
Bcious. 

It  may  even  be  indicated  in  ovarian  tumors  when  the  disease  shows 
a  tendency  to  extend  from  left  to  right,  even  when  suppuration  has 
taken  place.  It  is  especially  called  for  after  Hepar  or  Mercurivs  when 
there  is  great  adynamia. 

In  syphilis,  Lachesis  is  called  for  as  an  antidote  to  Mercury  or  when 
the  chancre  l)ecome8  gangreifous.  Its  characteristics  are  its  peculiar 
sore  throat,  the  blue  slirroundings  of  the  ulcers,  nightly  bone-pains, 
violent  headache,  and  the  phagedenic  chancre. 

The  syphilitic  ulcers  on  the  legs  are  flat  and  have  blue  surround- 
ings ;  caries  of  the  tibia ;  the  parts  are  sensitive  and  livid ;  ulcers  in  the 
throat ;  Iwne-pains  at  night ;  all  after  abuse  of  Mercury.. 

The  bluish  ulcers  ally  it  with  :  Hepar ^  Amfcdiday  Lycopod.^  Siliceaf 
Artfcnic  The  pimples,  blisters,  or  pustules  surrounding  the  uloers 
ally  it  with:  ArseniCy  PhosphoniSf  Lycopodiunif  Mercuriua,  Hepar^ 
Silicea,  etc.  The  burning  in  the  areola,  with :  ArsmiCf  Lycopodium, 
Mcrcuriusj  Silicea.  The.oflensive  pus,  with  :  Arsenic,  Asafcelida,  Lyco- 
podiumy  Silicea,  Sulphi^r,  Hepar.  The  ulcers  being  flat,  with :  Araehie, 
Asqfaiida,  l/yffopodium,  Mercurius, .  Silicea,  Phosphoric  acid,  etc     If 
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thoy  l)ecome  black  or  gangrenous,  with  :  Ar»eniCf  Secale  <?.,  SiHcea^  Plum 
bum^  Carho  veg,,  EuphnrUa^  MtLs'tatie  (wid.  But  Lachesis  has  the 
hitrning  most  market!  when  the  ulcer  is  touehed.  The  surrounrling 
skin  is  mottled.  Uleers  on  the  h*gs  tend  to  spread  superficially  (rather 
than  deeply,  a«,  for  example,  in  Kail  hick.),  the  discharge  is  scanty, 
ami  the  strength  is  failing.  Dark  blisters  yurround  the  ulcers  and  the 
skin  around  i-^  dead.  Sometimen  ihe  discharge  ceasen,  the  patient  is 
stupid,  cold,  the  leg  becomes  oedematoua,  and  a  bluish-retl  swelling 
along  the  course  of  the  veins,  nhows  that  phleliitis  exii='t«.  All  tiiis  IfMiks 
like  Arsenic,  Carho  veg.^  liu/o,  Secaie  c,  CSnchona,  etc.  But  Ai-senic 
preM'nts  more  vascular  excitement  and  nervous  irritability  with  the 
prfJPtration.  Carbo  veg.  induces  still  greater  prostration  than  Ivachefei-. 
cold  sweat,  cool  breath,  collap«>e. .  The  ulcer  has  a  cadaverous  otlor. 
In  mild  cases  thqre  is  no  resemblance  at  all  Iwtwcen  the  two;  for  the 
Carbo  veg.  causes  much  burning,  rawness  in  the  folds  of  the  skin  ;  bor- 
ders of  ulcer  hard,  but  not  oversensitive,  as  in  Lachesis. 

Ilfpar  should  Ix^  rcmernberi^ti  as  a  concordant  of  Lachesis,  and  espe- 
cially l>ecati9e  it  is  so  useful  after  abuse  of  niercurinls.  The  areola  of 
the  ulcer  is  very  sensitive,  but  there  is  a  sore,  bruised  feeling  along 
with  hyperser.thesia.  And  although  the  suppurating  |>art  may  turn 
bluish,  and  tlic  patient  experience  weakness,  yet  there  are  no  evidences 
of  loss  of  vitality  and  gangrene,  such  aa  suggest  the  later  indicated 
drug,  Lachtsiiu  * 

Lffcopodium  is  a  complement  of  the  snake-poison.     If  syphilitic 
ulcers  appear  in  the  throat,  they  are  dark  grayish-yellow,  worse  on  the 
right  side.     The  forehead  exhibits  a  copi^ry  eruption  and  the*  face  is 
sallow,  often  furrowed,  but   lacks  the  small  je<l  bloml vessels,  which 
shine  through  the  yellow  skin,  in   I^achesis.     Chancres  are  indolciu 
Condylomata  are  i>etliculatetl.     Ulcers   on   the   legs   refuse   to  hca' 
with  tejiring  burning,  worse  at  night;  they  are  made  worse  by  poul 
tir«  or  by  any  attempt  to  dress  them.   The  pus  is  often  golden-yellow. 

yHii'-  <:•  M  it  seem  similar  in  phagedenic  chancre,  ultvrs  on 

the  tibia,  etc.,  may  easily  be  distinguished  by  the  irregular  edges  of  the 
ulocr,  which  also  presents  exulx'rant,  easily-bleetling  granulations ;  and 
it»  mouth  and  throat  symptoms,  by  the  cracks  of  die  commis?.ures  of 
the  ItftH,  sensation  of  a  splinter  in  the  throat,  etc. 

Kitfi  u)4ltttHjn  exhibits  quite  a  different  train  of  symptoms  from  I^a- 
^csim:  Gnawing,  Iforing  bone-pains  ;  throbbing  and  burning  in  na?;! I 
•od  frootal  Iwnes  ;  greenish -yellow,  excoriating  oztena;  papules  ukn 
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atiQg  and  leaving  Hears;,  rupia  ;  char 


ith  hard  edges  and  curJy 


incres  witli  liarcl  edges  and  cur 
pus;  ulcew  deep-eating ;  violent  headache,  much  more  severe  than  in 
the  snake-poison,. and  causing  hard  lumps  on  the  head.  Tendency  to 
interstitial  iiifiki'ation  of  soft  tissues  imd  alscof  bones,  thus  more  ex- 
tended than  with  Larhesis,  which  inHltratea  only  the  soft  tissues. 

In  the  uterine  and  ovarian, symptoms  of  Lachesis,  your  attention  ta 
directed  to  the  following  comparisons: 

Plathiu  has  profuse,  dark  menses,  instead  of  scanty  ;  and  the  hauteur 
is  much  more  pronotinccd.  The  nymjihomaiiia  is  aecompanietl  witii 
titillation  and  tingling  of  the  genitals  or  with  vaginismus.  In  ovarian 
aff'ections,  this  drug  has  relieved  after  Lachesis  failed ;  as  in  suppuration 
of  the  ovary,  the  pus  having  been  evacuate<l  under  the  actiou  of  the 
hitter.     The  pains  are  burning,  with  (Tiolent  bearing  down. 

Falliulium,  has  relieved  induration  and  swelling  of .  the  right  ovary, 
as  has  liiichesis.  Mentally  the  two  are  widely  dit!erent.  The  former 
develops  au  egotism,  which  manifests  itself  in  the  patient's  concern  for 
the  good  opinion  of  other*;  consequently  lier  pride  is  often  injured. 
Mental  emotions  aggravate  the  ovarian  pains,  as  in  the  suake-[K)is«m, 
but  in  a  different  way.  The  Lachesis  patient  is  ecstatic  or  at  least  ex- 
citable; tlie  relating  of  stories  moves  her  to  tears.  The  Palladium 
patient  is  easily  agitated  in  society ;  a  lively  conversation  or  some 
evening  entertainment  increases  her  pains  and  tries  her  mentally  and 
iHxlily. 

In  ovarian  affections,  Apis  stands  cliTsely  allie<l  to  Lachesis.  But  it 
acts  more  on  the  right  ovary  than  on  the  left.  There  is  a  bruised,  si>re 
feeling,  or  stinging,  burning.  At  other  times  the  pains  are  descrHxHl 
a%  lancinating. 

In  prolapsus  uteri  or  during  the  menses,  the  bearing  down  seems  to 
be  in  the  right  ovary;  pUins  followed  by  a  scanty  dark  mucus. 

Both  have  pains  from  left  to  right  ovary;  but  in   Apis  this  is  ex-" 
jKjricnccd   while  stretching.     There  is  also  a  .strained  feeling  in  the 
ovarian  regio%  very  characteristic.     The  paius  may  ascend  in  eitJier ; 
but  in  Apis  they  are  in  the  right  ovary  with  pain  also  io  the  left  pec- 
toral region,  and  cough. 

Mentally  there  is  considerable  similarity.  (See  Mind.)  Both  have 
jealousy,  with  talkativeno^  and  increased  sexual  desire;  resUeasnen, 
with  bustling  manners. 

Amenic  affects  the  ovaries  and  uterus,  and  has  metrorrhagia  of  dark 
blood ;  increased  sexual  desire.  But  this  powerful  agent  affects  more 
the  right  ovary,  with  marke<l  burning,  tensive  pains  and  restleasneMi 
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which  is  somewhat  relieved  by  constantly  moving  the  feet ;  menstrual 
colic,  l>etter  from  warm  applications. 

.  Lycoftodium  reverses  the  Lachesis  direction  of  pains,  shooting  from 
right  to  left.     Its  gastro-cntcric  symptoms  are  aW  al\vay8  present. 

Graphites  also  afifects  more  the  left  ovar)',  and  also  relieves  when 
pains  in  the  right  ovarian  region  are  followed  by  a  discharge  from  the 
vagina,  but  constitution'ally  this  drug  and  Laohesis  differ. 

A  marked  symptom  of  Lachesie  is  the  relief  of  j>ain  when  the  blood 
flows.  Compare:  Monchusj  drawing,  pulling  at  beginning  of  menses, 
ceasing  with  the  menstrual  flow.  Ztncum,  relief  of  boring  in  left 
ovary  (just  like  Lachesis). 

PUitina  and  Avimonium  carb.  have  paiife  continue  with  the  flow ; 
the  former  even  with  a  profuse  discharge ;  the  latter  with  flow  between 
{Miins. 

Now,  the  heart,  circulation  and  fevers.  Lachesis,  as  I  have  already 
iotimated,  affects  the  circulation  markedly  ;  it  causes  flushing  of  heat, 
as  at  the  climaxis,  rush  of  blood  headward,  with  coolness  of  the  feet, 
palpitation  of  the  heart,  with  fcelinp;  of  constriction  about  the  heart  as 
if  tightly  held*  in  cords.  These  latter  symptoms,  with  the  oi)pre8sion8 
of  the  chest,  the  dyspnoea  on  awakening,  inability  to  lie  down,  have  led 
to  the  use  of  Lachesis  in  hydrothorui  and  hydropericardium  when 
def»endent  on  organic  disease  of  the  heart. 

Lachesis  is  indicated  in  general  dropsy  when  the  urine  is  dark,  almost 
blackish  and  contains  albumen,  and  the  skin  over  the  cedematous  parts 
is  dark  bluish-black.  I  remember  a  man,  sixty  years  of  age,  who  had 
just  tMs  sort  of  drojTsy,  and  continued  to  live  for  six  months  under  the 
action  of  Lachesis,  and  whose  death,  when  it  came,  was  painless.  It  is 
tspecifllly  useful  in  the  ascites  after  scarlatina  and  the  ascites  of  drunk- 
ards when  the  above  symptoms  are  present. 

In  renal  and  vesical  affections,  Lachesis  is  to  be  selected  more  by  the 
general  than  by  the  local  symptoms.  For  instance,  in  albuminuria  or 
morbus  Brightii,  the  respiratory  symptoms,  aggravation  after  sleep,  and 
blue  surface  are  more  characteristic  than  the  urinary  symptoms.  In 
cystitis  the  drug  is  indicated  when  the  offensive  mucus  introduces  the 
amversal  characteristic  of  tendency  to  putrescence.  And  the  more  this 
ofT  "  -s  of  the  urine  is  disproportionately  intense,  when  compared 
wi  i,ie  of  the  vesical  retention  of  the  mucus,  the  more  likely  is 

Ladicsis  the  remedy. 

Li  hflBmaturia,  the  drug,  like  its  powerful  rival  Ooto/i«,  is  called  for 
when  the  symptoms  tx.'car  its  an  evidence  of  blood  degeneration  as  in 
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low  fevers ;  hence  there  is  the  characteristic  deposit  ol*  disintegrateil 
blood-cells,  of  fibrin,  etc.,  presenting  the  appearance  of  charred  straw. 
In  albuminuria  after  scarlatina,  there  is  dropsy  from  delayed  desquama- 
tion, and  the  urine  is  black  or  contains  black  spots.  This  spotted  ap- 
pearance i«  precisely  likp  Hclleborm.  Other  remedies  causing  black 
.ariiHG  are  Cokhicuray  Natrum  mur.f  Qirbolio  acid  and  DUjUaliA.  ApU, 
Avxmomum  bcnz.^  Arsenicunif  Benzoic  acid,  Arnica,  Opium,  Onbo  rej/., 
Kali  c«r6.and  Tercbintkina  produce  dark  turbid  urine.  Only  LAchcsi!^, 
however,  has  the  foaming  urine  and  the  general  characteristics  already 
referred  to. 

HcUcborus  is  to  be  distinguished  by  the  sensorial  apathy,  muscular 
weakness,  pale  puffed  face  and  jelly-like  mucous  diarrh<Ka,  which 
accompany  its  dropsy.  The  patient  may  breathe  better  when  lying 
do.wh,  which  \a  the  converse  of  Lachesis  and  Arsenicum. 

Dif/italia  with  blackish,  scanty  turbid  urine,  faintness  from  weak 
heart  with  bluish  face,  looks  very  much  like  Lachesia  here.  In  the 
latter  there  is  more  laryngeal  constriclion,  as  well  as  oppression  and 
constriction  of  the  chast;  in  the  former,  the  suffocative  constriction  is 
as  if  the  internal  parts  of  the  chest  had  grown  together.  Digitalis 
has  also  sinking  or  faintness  at  tjie  stomach  as  if  life  was  becoming  ex- 
tinct. 

Terebinthina  has  urine  smoky  and  turbid,  <3epoaiting  a  sediment  like 
coflTee-grounds.  It  is  often  indicated  io  dropsy  after. scarlatina.  The 
sediment  contains  disintegrated  blood  corpuscles.  Usematuria,  dyspnoeji. 
The  patient  must  be  propped  up  in  bed.  There  is  great  drowsiness. 
The  tongue  is  dry  and  glossy.  Clinitrally,  Terebinthina  has  proved 
useful  in  the  early  stages  of  renal  llisease,  when  congestion  predomi- 
nates ;  that  is,  before  renal  casts  appear  in  any  great  quantity.  It  causes 
more  intense  burning  and  pain  in  the  back  than  Lachesis,  and  the  urine 
may  have  a  violet  odor.  In  typhoid  fevers,  both  renal  and  alvine  dis- 
charges resemble  those  of  Lachesis.  Fcetid  stools,  hiemorrhagt«  from 
the  bowels,  caused  by  ulceration ;  the  blood  is  dark,  sooty  and  looka 
like  cotfce-grounds.  Fastid  urine;  disintegrated  blood  in  the  urine. 
In  addition,  Terebinthina  causes  stupor,  dry,  smooth,  glos>sy  tOngue 
and  great  weakness.  But  it  is  distinguished  by  a  preponderance  of 
tympanitis,  with  burning  which  is  accompanied  with  a  emoothing  of 
the  tongue,  as  if  it  had  lost  its  papillee. 

ApiM  simulates  Lachesis  in  post-scarlatinal  dropsy ;  for  both  reme- 
dies have  albuminuria,  scanty  urine  which  is  dark  fmni  decijmposed 
blotxl,  and  dyspncea*     But  Apis  usually  requires  thirstle^ue^s,  pale 
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waxen  skin  and  an  eruption  here  or  there  resembling  nettle-rosb,  red 
piroplefi  or  an  ery8i)>eIatoiis  rosy  ap[)earance  of  the  anasarooiis  limbs. 
In  cased  of  renal  diflea«)e  the  unne  may  be  scanty  and  allmrainoos  with- 
out blood,  the  remedy  being  required  on  account  of  its  well-dt'fiiie<l 
heart  symptoms,  or  its  mental  restlensneas,  etc.  Thus  far  it  needs  no 
differentiation  here.  But  if  the  urine  is  dark,  turbid,  bKHitl-mixctl, 
de{)ositing  a  coffee-like  sediment,  if  there  is  orthopnoea  with  cnUl  leg>*, 
bronchial  catarrh,  great  difficulty  in  breathing  until  phlegm  is  raised, 
spasmodic  constriction  of  the  InrjMix,  tlie  choice  may  demnnd  further 
comparison.  Aracnicum  cures  when  the  urine  look's  like  dark  dung- 
water,  renal  ca^^ts  are  abundant.  The  dyspn<Ba  is  noticed  more  when 
the  jiatient  attempts  to  lie  down  in  the  evening  aud  agjiin  arousing  him 
after  12  P.M.;  it  is  relieved  by  theex|)ectonition  of  mucus.  In  Lacljesis 
the  dyspnoea  is  worse  when,  after  lying  down,  he  drops  off  to  sleep ; 
relief  follows  the  hawking  loose  or  coughing  up  of  a  small  amount  of 
thick  adliercnt  mucus,  and  there  is  far  more  annoyanw  from  the  con- 
tact of  the  clothing  tlian  there  is  with  Arsenicum.  In  the  latter,  tin 
clothing  is  torn  loose  lest  its  pressure  smother  the  patient ;  in  the  former, 
is  addeil  a  cutaneous  hy{>erwi5thesia. 
i  Colchirum  tenses  an  intense  congestion  of  the  raucous  membrane  of 
the  stomach  and  bowels,  and  aim  of  the  kidneys.  The  urine  is  dark, 
torlnd,  bloody  and  as  black  as  ink,  containing  albumen.  Dro|>sy.  But 
it  IS  readily  distinguishetl  from  Lachesis  by  the  prominence  of  the  irri- 
tation of  the  sphincter  vesicte  with  tenesmus  of  the  bladder  after  urina- 
tion. It  is  especially  indicated  in  gouty  patients,  who  at  the  same  time 
ntfltr  from  a  nervous  weakness,  whk:h  is  combined  with  hyper-seusitivc- 
oem.  If  this  latter  symptom  seems  to  resemble  Lach««is,  we  mjiy 
readily  distinguish  by  tlie  general  effects  of  Colchicum ;  oversensitive- 
nesm  to  touch  (except  perhaps  the  tympanitic  abdomen),  senses  too  acute, 
opecially  over -affected  by  strong  odors ;  gastric  symptoms  are  promi- 
nent; mental  lalrar  fatigues,  causing  inalnlity  to  6x  the  thoughts  or  tn 
think  connectedly  ;  headache,  skin  of  scalp  feels  tense;  coated  tonu^iii , 
i;  great  weakness,  yet  easily  irritatwl  by  external  iuiprcjv^iuns. 
i  A  peculiarity  of  Colchicum  is  that  if  there  arc  copious  salivation  ami 
urinary  secretion,  the  stools  are  scanty  and  attended  with  tenesmus,  and 
rior  iKTM. 

I  need  not  dwell  upon. the  fevers  of  Lachesis,  because  I  mentioned 
tiiein  in  B])eakiug  of  the  men;al  fiymptoms  of  the  drug.  I  may,  however, 
i|ieak  of  the  intermittent  fever,  it  being  indicated  in  cases  which  recur 
in  the  spring  time  in  spite  of  the  use  of  quinine  in  the  fall.    The  chill 
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wmes  on  at  one  or  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ;  during  the  chill  ant 
here  is  a  symptom  which  is  characteristic,  the  patient  feels  that  he 
must  have  clothing  piled  on  him,  not  so  ranch  to  keep  him  warm  as  to 
keep  him  still.  (Desire  to  be  held  is  also  under  GeL^einium).  The  fever 
is  chai-acterized  by  burning  pongency,  by  the  oppression  of  the  chest  and 
the  heart,  and  by  the  associated  drowsiness  or  loquacity. 

Carbo  v€g,j  lik6  LachesiS)  has  annual  return  of  the  paroxysms, 
Ioqua<'ity  during  hot  stage,  thirstlessness  during  the  fever,  oppressed 
breath inyj-  The  patient  is  very  weak  from  protracted  disease  and  abuse  of 
quinine.  But  the  thirst  is  most  during,  not  before  the  chill ;  the  chill 
is  often  accompanied  with  cold  breath,  coldness  of  the  knees,  even  when 
wrapped  up  in  bed.  Flushes  of  burning  heat  in  the  evening  attacks, 
without  thirst.  Fiatuleocy,  One-sided  chills,  left  side  generally. 
Collapse  more  marked. 

Capsiciuii  agrees?  in  :•  thirst  before  chilt ;  desires  warmth  ;  chill  t>cgins 
in  the  back ;  irregular,* intermittent  pulse.  But  with  the  red  pepper 
the  chill  commenees  in  the  back,  and  spreads  thence;  the  thirst  con- 
tinues into  the  chill,  and  drinking  aggravates  (see  Elaps).  The  [Kitient 
is  relieved  by  hot  api>lications,  as  byjugs  of  hot  water  to  the  back. 

Menijnntheii  is  preferable  when  the  disease  manifests  itself  as  ooldnees 
of  the  tip  of  the  nose,  ear-lobes,  and  tips  of  fingers  and  toes.  Feet  to 
knees  icy  i^Kl.  Hands  and  feet  icy  cold,  rest  of  the  body  warm. 
When  Laehesis  is  called  for  in  such  irregular  ca^es,  with  cold  nose,  etc., 
the  livid  hkin  and  great  weakness,  as  shown  by  the  filiform  pulse,  are 
sufficiently  distinctive. 

Agi*eelng  more  accurately  are  the  following,  all  of  which  produce 
weak  or  tbrrfwly  pulse,  coldness  or  blueness  of  the  skin,  and  of  course, 
•the  greatest  prostration :  Carbo  veg.  (see  above). 

Veratrum  album ;  but  the  chill  is  associated  with  thirst;  and  (if 
internal)  runs  downwanl,  not  upward.  8kio  blue,  cold,  inelastic; 
hands  blue;  face,  mouth  and  tongue  cold;  breathing  oppressed  and 
labored  ;  heart  weak.  Heat  has  no  palliative  effect  ;^old,  clammy  sweat, 
worse  on  the  forehead. 

ArveniCf  external  heat  relieves ;  mouth  and  tongue  cold ;  face  blue ; 
single  {>artB  of  the  surface  blue.  Anxious  restlessness  despite  the  great 
debility  ;  cold,  clammy  sweat.     Suffocative  attacks  of  breathing. 

OuHphor^  icy-c<»ld  surface,  but  hot  internally,  so  he  throws  off  the 
clothing;  fjice  deathly  pale;  limbs  blue;  generally  hot  breath. 
Spiwnw ;  or,  if  conscious,  voice  altered.     Sopor  follows. 

Btfdrwtfanio  acidy  marble  coldness  of  the  whole  botly.    Pulse  feeble 
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or  imperceptible.  Long-lasting  faints.  Drinks  roll  audibly  down  the 
Oosophagas.  Clutches  at  the  heart  as  if  in  distress.  Spasms,  efijjecially 
niu«it'lGs  of  back  and  jaw  are  stiff'. 

HtilfboruSf  muscles  relaxed;  suddenly  he-falls,  with  coldness,  cold 
sweat  on  the  forehead ;  slow  pulse.  Horrible  convulsions,  with  ex- 
treme coldness.     Rheumatic  pains  in  the  kne^ 

DigiialiSf  like  the  snake-poison,  weakens  the  heart.  The  skin,  ia 
very  cold.  Copious  fweat,  but  heart  symptoms  are'  not  relieved. 
Pulse  intermits  evoiy  ;id,  6th,  or  7tli  beat;  very  slow  pulse.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  Lachesis  has  oppression  of  the  chest,  wnth  cold  feet. 
As  the  latter  becomes  warmer,  the  oppression  lessens. 

l/c  c,  cold  surface;  sunken,  pale  face  and  blue  lips.     Will  not 

"covered.  Tingling  in  the  limbs;  holds  the  hands  with  the  fingers 
widely  spread  a|)art.     Cokf,  clammy  sweat     Speech  feeble,  stuttering. 

Hyo9cyamu«  resembles  La^chesis  in  chill  up  the  back,  objective  cold 
nesBofthe  bocly,  convulsion?,  delirium.  But  the  chill  is  worse  at 
night,  and  spreads  from  the  feet  to  tlie  spine,  and  thence  to  neck.  The 
lowering  of  tlie  temj>erature  is  accompanied  with  slow  arterial  action, 
drowsiness,  or  with  delirious  and  excited  talk,  picks  at  the  bed-cloth- 
ing, fwirs  l^eiug  ^xjiaoned,  hallucinations,  fibrillar  twitchings,  etc, 

lAirhnanthts,  like  Lachesis,  causes  glistening  eyes  during  the  chill, 
icy  coldness  of  the  Inxly,  relieved  by  warmth.  But  only  the  former  has 
brilliant  eyes,  circumscribed  red  cheeks,  with  the  fever  and  delirium. 

Lycopodium  follows  Lachesis,  It  is  needed  in  fevers  when  the 
patient  becomes  drowsy  or  stupid  ;  coldness,  as  if  lying  on  ice.  One 
foot  wnrm,  the  other  ooid — an  irajwrtant  symptom.  Feels  as  if  the 
blood  ceases  to  circulate. 

Id  intermittent  fever  t)ie  chill  begins  in  the  back,  as  in  I^achesis.  It 
is  worse  from  4  to  8  p.m.,  or  at  7  P.M. ;  liands  and  feet  numb  and  icy 
cold.  Sour  eructations  or  vomit  are  almost  invariably  present,  esj^e- 
cially  between  chill  and  heat.     Thirst  mostly  after  the  sweat.    Desires 

iJy  hot  drinks, 

^  Api9  here,  as  *in  many  other  instances,  favors  the  snake-poison. 
Both  are. suited  to  old  or  to  maltreated  cases ;  afternoon  chill,  oppres- 
the  chest,  nose  cold,  pulse  tlnttering,  skin  of  hands  and  arms 
ad  geneml  appearance  of  oollai>se.  But  the  bee-jwison  has 
aggravation  from  heat,  Lache^iia  not;  the  former  has  much  more 
tnarked  the  oppression  of  the  chest,  with  consequent  smothering.  The 
tongue  is  retl,  raw,  and  covered  on  tip  and  borders  with  vesicles. 
Tliiwt  during  and  not  before  chill.     Urticaria. 
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Oitprum  corabine-s  cojdnoss  with  convulsive  pliGiiomena.  lov  ooui- 
ncss  of  the  whole  btxly.  Severe  cramps  in  the  oxtremitit*,  with  cohl 
sweat,  hhie  surface;  also  collapse.  Urine  suppres^^ed.  Employe<l 
siKxv'&sruIly  in  the  cold  stage  of  cholera,  ailer  Camphor;  but  also  use- 
ful in  other  forms  of  collapse.  For  instance,  it  has  aiitldof.d  snukr-bite^^ 
with  cramps,  delirium,  ^d  finally,  torpor. 

Lachesis  may  also  be  indicatefl  in  scarlet  fever,  but  not  in  the  Syden-" 
ham  variety  of  the  disease,  but  in  those  forms  which  have  a  malignant 
tendency.  The  child  is  drowsy  and  falls  readily  into  a  heavy  sle«?p. 
The  rash  comes  out  very  imperfectly  or  very  slowly,  and  has  a  dark 
purple  hue.  It  may  be  interspersed  with  a  mih'ary  rash.  It  is  a|^t  to 
be  con>pli(tited  with  a  membranous  deposit  in  the  thrfiat  having  the  char- 
acter I  have  already  describetl  to  yoU  when  speaking  of  the  remedy  in 
diphtheria.  The  cellular  tissue  of  (he  throat  is  inflamed,  and  threatona 
suppuration.  The  cervical  glands  are  swollen.  On  looking  into  the 
tliroat,  you  find  it  to  be  dark  red  with  a  dirty  white  deposit  on  tlie 
tonsils,  esjiecially  the  left.  The  tongue  is  coated  dirty  yellow  at  the 
ba»e,  and  the  rc<l  pjipithe  show  prominently  through  this  coating.  The 
pulse  is  wwk  and  the  surface  of  the  body  cool.  There  is  apt  to  be 
dark  blood  oozing  from  the  mouth  and  nose. 

Tlie  majority  of  physicians  make  a  mistake  in  instituting  their  treat- 
ment of  scarlatina.  A  mistake  in  the  Wginning  means  one  of  two 
things,  a  long,  te<lious  illness,  or  a  short  one  ending  with  death.  The 
mistake  made  is  to  give  Bdladonna  in  every  case.  Let  us  look  for  a 
moment  at  the  differences  Ixitween  BcUadonna  and  IjacheM^,  Both 
remedies  have  the  strawberry  tongue,  the  throbbing  headache,  the  red 
face  and  the  high  fever.  Belladonna  is  only  indicateil  in  the  sthenic 
type  when  there  is  an  active  delirium.  The  throat  is  bright  red  iu 
color.  The  pulse  is  full  and,  bounding.  The  rash  is  bright  red  aod 
smooth. 

The  general  symptoms  of  Lachesis  have  been  so  far  included  in  what 
has  been  said  that  they  need  not  be  dwelt  u{X)n.  In  carbuncle  and  in 
ciincer,  however,  we  think  of  it  when  the  surface  is  swollen  around 
the  carbuncle,  and  pus  forms  very  slowly.  Lachesis,  given  imder 
these  circumstances,  increases  the  quantity  and  improves  tne  quality  of 
the  pus.     The  patient's  strength  will  improve  greatly. 

In  malignant  pustule,  Lachesis  may  be  used,  but  you  should  accom- 
pany the  remedy  with  brandy.     That  is  an  experience  of  Dr.  Dunham. 

I  will  next  say  a  few  words  reapecting  the  modalities  of  I^achiisis, 
Modalities,  as  you  know,  express  the  mode  or  manner  by  which  8ym|)- 
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tonv  are  qualifial.  They  are  therefore  important  ia  tl»e  study  of  ifnigs 
and  especially  in  difforeutiating  allied  remcHliea,  Two  mcilicines,  for 
instance,  may  induce  supraorbital  pains  of  a  shooting  cliaracter.  B»it 
if  one  has  the  pains  modified  by  pressure,  the  other  by  sleep,  we  are 
thus  enabled  to  distinguish  them  in  practice.  Molalities  then  qualify 
symptoms,  and  are*  as  essi'ntial  as  adjvetives  to  nouns.  Care  must  be 
exert^isetl,  however,  that  they  l>e  not  sul>stitute<l  for  the  symptoms  they 
modify.  Too  ofleu  we  see  cases  re|>orted,  the  only  hfftDa?o|>athie  resem- 
blance between  which  and  the  remedy  eelectcd  is  a  mere  molality ;  as, 
for  instance,  worse  after  sleep. 

The  modalities  of  Lachesis,  then,  are  as  follows : 

irorw.— During  sleep,  especially  the  throat  symptoms,  choking, 
which  art)U8es  him;  worse  after  sleep,  especially  in  tlic  morning. 

Time  of  daxfi — Generally  worse  from  noon  until  12  P.M.  Still  there 
afa^ONne  pn>minent  s}'mptoras  aggravated  in  the  niornini]^  and  forenoon. 
Tlwfe  partly  owing  to  the  bad  effects  of  awaking,  though  as  some 
•  sj'mptoms  appear  later  in  the  morning,  we  may  ascTibe  them  to  causes 
then  at  work.  For  instance  the  patient  has  vertigo  on  awaking,  yet 
this  returns* on  closing  the  eyes,  at  1 1  A.M.  Headache  in  the  left  frontnl 
eminence  in  the  nioniing.  Weakness  in  the  morning  on  rising.  Finger 
lips  numb.    On  sitting  up  quickly  in  the  morning,  breatliing  becomes 

pw,  difEcult  and  whistling. 

■"In  tlie  evening  and  before  12  p.m.,  we  find  tlie  following  es|ie<.MaI 
exacerbations:  Throat  sensitive ;  craves  oysters ;  diarrhcca;  dry,  hack- 
ing cough.  Chill  beginning  some  time  between  noon  and  2  P.M.,  but 
fever  is  marked  evening  and  nighty  worse  before  12  P.M. 

Temperature^  tteaiher^  tie, — Worae  in  the  cold  air,  from  change  of 
lenjpeniture  and  in  the  warmth  of  the  bed  (see  below  under  Moti<Mi, 
vtc).  Worse  fron>  getting  wet,  wet  weather,  windy  weather.  Worse 
before  a  thunderstorfn.  Wor«e  from  eun.  Worse  in  the  spring.  Better 
oHen  from  warmth,  wrapping  up,  near  the  stove,  etc.  Excessively  cold 
or  excessively  warm  weather  causes  debility. 

Motion ^  Restf  Potfiiion,  etc. — Woi'se  on  and  after  rising  from  bed  ; 
worse  while  sitting  an<J  better  after  rising  from  a  seat;  better  lying  in 
IjwI  on  the  painless  side,  but  worse  from  warmth  of  be<l  (.see  above 
under  Temiwratun")  and  from  lying  on  the  painful  side.  Some  symp- 
UtTOH  are  letter  from  moving,  but  not  if  continued  long. 

TowcA,  Prrtusurcy  Injunrjfy  rtc. — Almost  invariably  worse  from  toiii-h, 
Jiowevcr  hlight.     U^'ful  for  the  bad  elTects  of  injuries,  as  penetrating 
with  much  hiemorrhage  or  gangrene.. 


LECTUKE   VI. 

ARA.CHNIDA. 

Of  the  Arachnida  or  spider  poisons  used  in  medicine,  I  shall  call 
your  attention  to  the  following : 

1.  Mygale  lasiodora. 

2.  Lycosa  tarentula. 

3.  Tarentula  Cubensis. 

4.  Aranea  diadenia.  •    .       * 
^.  Aranea  scinencia. 

6.  Theridion  curassavicum. 

The  action  of  the  drugs  in  this  group  is  a  two-fold  one ;  they  all 
poison  the  blood,  and  they  all  act  prominently  on  the  nervous  system  % 
producing  spasmodic  diseases,  as  chorea  and  hysteria.    Among  other 
nervous  symptoms  produced  by  them,  are  anxiety,  trembling,  great  rest- 
lessness, overscnsitiveness  and  nervous  prostration. 

Most  of  the  spider  poisons  develop  a  constitutional  state  or  dyscrasia, 
rendering  them  useful  in  chronic  and  deep-seated  diseases. 

Taking  up  the  study  of  these  drugs  seriatim^  we  come  first  to  the 

Mygale  Lasiodora. 

The  Mygale  lasiodora  is  a  large  black  spider,  native  in  the  island  of 
Cuba.  It  was  first  proved  by  Dr.  Houard,  of  this  city.  It.  is  one  of 
our  best  remedies  for  uncomplicated  cases  of  chorea.  The  patient  is 
apt  to  be  low-spirited  and  depressed.  She  complains  of  dull  pain  in 
the  foreh<»d.  She  has  constant  twitching  of  the  muscles  of  the  face. 
The  head  is  often  jerked  to  one  side,  usually  to  the  right.  There  are 
also  twitchings  and  jerkings  of  the  muscles  of  one  arm  and  leg,  usually 
the  right.  Control  over  the  muscles  is  lost.  The  patient  attempts  to 
put  the  hand  up  to  the  head,  when  the  hand  is  violently  jerked  back- 
ward.    An  effort  to  talk  is  made,  and  words  are  jerked  out. 

I  can  recall  one  case  of  chorea  in  which,  under  the  use  of  this  remedy, 
the  convulsive  symptoms  were  speedily  rembved  and  the  patient,  a  little 
girl,  remained  well  for  several  years.  Dr.  J.  G.  Houard,  to  whom  I 
just  referred  as  havjng  proved  this  drug,  has  given  me  the  foHowing 
symptoms  indicating  its  use :  The  muscles  of  the  face  twitch,  the  moath 
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and  eyes  o|)cn  and  close  iu  rapid  ^ucoeBsion  ;  cannot  put  the  hand  to  the 
face;  it  is  arrested  midway  and  jerked  down.  Gait  unsteady  ;  l<^  in 
motion  wliile  fitting  and  dragged  while  attempting  to  walk  ;  con-staut 
motion  of  the  whole  body. 

The  most  similar  remedy  to  Mygale  in  chorea  is  Againcua  *  which 
also  has  tliese  angular  choreic  movements.  But  as  a  di6tinctive  symp- 
tom, we  have  itching  of  the  eye-lids  or  of  different  parts  of  the  Ixxly,  as 
if  they  had  been  frost-bitten.  The  eyelids  are  in  constant  motion. 
The  spine  is  sensitive  to  touch. 

Cimieifuya  racemoaa  is  to  be  employed  in  chorea  when  the  move- 
ments affect  mostly  the  leil  side  and  when  the  disease  is  associated  with 
myalgia  or  rheumatic  ailments,  or  occufs  reflwtly  as  a  result  of  uterine 
displacements. 

TareiUvJa  is  indicated  in  chorea  afiecting  the  right  arm  and  right  Ic^. 
The  movements  exist  even  at  night. 

Ignotia  is  called  for  in  chorea  of  emotional  origin. 

Zizia  m&y  be  used  in  cases  in  which  the  choreic  movements  continue 
during  sleep. 

The  StratMmium  chorea  is  diaracterized  by  the  following  symptoms : 
Features  continually  eJianging;  now  he  laughs  and  now  appears 
astoninhed ;  tongue  protruded  rapidly ;  heat!  thrown  alternately  back- 
f ,  wards  and  forwards  ;  spasmoilic  twisting  of  the  spine  and  whole  body  ; 
the  extremities  are  in  constant  motion,  though  not  always  jerked,  for 
sometimes  their  motion  is  rotatory,  gyratory,  even  graceful.  The 
muscles  of  the  whole  body  are  in  constant  motion.  There  may  even  bt- 
stammering.  If  the  mind  is  affectetl,  the  patient  is  easily  frightened  ; 
he  awakes  from  sleep  as  if  terrified ;  or  he  of\en  assumes  an  attitude  of 
prayer,  with  fervent  expression  and  clasped  hands.  He  frequently  lifts 
the  head  from  the  pillow. 

Returning  now  to  Mygale,  I  give  you  the  following  symptoms  addi- 
tional to  tliose  already  described,  that  have  been  producetl  by  the  drug: 
Delirious  talk  about  business,  restlessness  all  night;  fear  of  duath; 
FlliipondeQcy,  with  anxious  exprcssiun ;  nausea,  with  strong  palpitation 
of  the  heart,  dimness  of  sight,  general  weakness;  tremulousness  of  the 

♦  Bjr  a  rerv  ingenioiiH  seiection  of  Agaricus,  by  Dr.  Korwlojrfer,  in  the  wise  of  a 
tvcwytftr  old  child,  wIjo  had  evident  meningitis,  and  who  was  not  relieved  bv  Apisn, 
Sttl|^.,  etc,  ihe  rolling  of  the  head  ceased,  alarming  forewarning*  of  imWility  happily 
Taniahed,  and  the  patient  fully  recovered.  I  uj«eil  the  drug  in  a  case  of  typhoid,  in 
whlrh  th»  child  rolled  her  head  and  bit  her  night-gown.  Some  improvement  followeii. 
TarealnU  was  then  given,  with  slight  aggravation,  followed  by  labting  improvement. 
The  uro  should  be  i-emembered  in  imi>ending  imbecility.  E.  A.  F. 
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whole  iMxly  in  the  evening;  severe  chill,  thirty  minute:?,  tlicn  fever, 
with  trembling;  pain  in  the  head  in  the  morning,  worse  in  tlie  eyts 
and  from  temple  to  temple. 

There  is  a  very  novel  use  that  may  be  made  of  Mygalc.  This  remedy, 
after  having  been  given  to  a  boy  for  some  time,  producetl,  during  the 
spasmodic  syrnptoras,  violent  erections  of  the  penis.  Unforlunatelyi 
llie  penis,  when  erect,  was  curved,  not  straiglit,  and  consivjuontly  Uie 
patient  suffered  great  pain.  Dr.  Williamson,  by  whom  this  observa- 
tion was  made,  was  then  led. to  the  use  of  the"  remedy  in  chordce,  with 
Fur<;e8S.  He  used  it  iu  a  low  \)otency.  It  has  since  been  used  high 
with  equal  success. 

Lycosa  Tarentula. 

In  poisoning  by  the  bite  of  the  Tarcntula,  the  symptoms  are  strik- 
ingly similar  to  those  of  the  Opludia.  The  bitten  part  beconies 
swollen  and  discolored,  the  lymphatic  glaiids  are  enlarged.  By  convey- 
ance of  the  polstm  to  the  nei-k,  the  cellular  tissue  there  is  ^Iftfcteil, 
giving  rise  to  a  swelling  of  a  dark  red  or  purplish  hue.  Choking 
seems  imminent  when  cpistaxis  with  discharge  of  dark  clots  appears 
and  relieves  tlie  symptoms.  Evidence  of  <f  rcbral  congf^tion  is  given 
Viy  the  violently  throbbing  carotid  arteries.  But  with  all  these  symptoms, 
there  is  a  pa<e,  earthy  hue  to  the  face.  The  fauces  appear  swollen  and 
purplish,  and  there  is  a  difficulty  of  swallowing  which  Is  of  a  paralytic 
origin.  The  jmtieut  has  burning  thirst  fur  large  draughts  of  water. 
The  stools  are  dark  and  fa^tid,  and  the  urine  scanty  and  voided  with 
difficulty.  Thus  far,  there  is  but  little  to  aid  us  in  distinguishing  the 
condition  from  a  Ijachesis  case.  But  there  are  added  other  symptoms, 
nervous  phenomena  which  typify  the  drug.  Nervous  8ym[itoms  are 
present  in  all  the  spider  jwisons,  but  Tarentula  applies,  more  thjtn  otljer 
members  of  the  group,  to  hysteria.  There  is  marked  spinal  irritation, 
and  what  I  have  found  to  be  very  characteristic  is  great  excitability  of 
jlie  terminations  of  the  nerves.  The  patient  keejw  the  hands  in  constant 
motion,  trying  to  work  off  this  over-excitability.  The  playing  of  a 
lively  piece  of  music  excites  her,  and  starts  her  to  acting  like  one  crazy. 
When  there  are  no  observers,  she  has  no  hysterical  attacks.  As  soon* 
as  attention  is  directed  to  her,  she  begins  to  twitch,  etc.  When  she  has 
headache,  it  is  better  from  boring  the  head  into  the  pillow.  Rubbing 
aeejns  to  rtUieve. 

Tarentala  seems  to  act  on  the  uterus  and  ovaries.  It  is  palliative  in 
enlargement  of  these  organs.     There  Is  pain  in  the  uterine  region,  usso- 
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iit4sd  with  oonstrictive  headache.  There  is  also  burning  pain  in  ihe 
hyjjogn.'^trriim  and  hips,  with  sensation  as  of  a  great  weight  in  the  j>elvis. 
The  nien:H«  are  profuse,  <lnd  are  followed  by  pruritus  vulvro.  The 
patient  feels  sore  and  bruised  all  over,  particularly  when  moving  about. 

Khe  loog>*  for  sleep,  but  is  so  nervous  that  she  cannot  sleep. 
Now  let  us  study  for  a  moment  the  oonconlant  remedies  of  Tarentula ; 
nd  first  Kali  hroifuxtum.  We  have  no  remedy  in  the  materia  medica 
which  has  so  many  reflex  symptoms  as  Kali  bromatum.  Any  little  irri- 
tation, such  as  dentition  or  indigestion  in  children,  may  bring  on 
convulsions.  The  symptom,  however,  to  which  I  >vish  to  attract  par- 
ticular attention  is  periifberal  irritation,  with  relief  from  motion  or 
using  the  part  affectefl. 

CYociof  deserves  mention  because  of  the  hysterical  state  it  is  capable 

of  exciting,  together   with   choreic  symptoms.     It   causes  jumping, 

dancing,  laughing,  desire  to  kiss  everybody,  contractions  of  single  groups 

of  muscles.     She  is  angry,  and  then  suddenly  repents  ;  or,  angry  and 

talkative,  laughing  alternately.     As  in  Tarentula,  music  affects  her. 

H&iring  one  sing,  she  begins  involuntarily  to  join  in  ;  but  there  is  not 

^wthe  subsequent  relief  from  music  which  is  noticed  in  the  spider-poison. 

^^    Adea  rac-emotia  resembles   the  spiders  in   producing  sleeplessness, 

^■estlessness,  trembling  and  fear  of  death  ;  and  too,  these  evidences  of 

^^fcervousness  are  often,  in  the  Actea,  as  in  Tarentula,  reflex  from  uterine 

^Paffections.     The  former  has  :     After  going  to  bed,  jerking,  commencing 

on  the  side  on-  which  she  is  lying,  compf'lling  change  of  position,  ner- 

LTOUS  shuddering  and   nervous  chills.     Mentally  the    two  drugs  differ. 

Ictea  causes  nervousness,  she  feels  as  if  the  top  of  the  head  would  fly 

[iff;  delirium  with  jumping  from  subject  to  subject ;  sees  strange  objects; 

At  apprehensivfeoe^*,  as  a  concomitant  of  uterine  irritation ;  pains 

ting  into  the  eye-lmll,  through  to  the  occiput.   Feels  grieved,  troubled, 

rith  sighing;  next  day,  tremulous  joy,  mirth,  and  pla)^ulness. 

The  hcAil  symptom  of  Actea  i^*  not  quite  the  same  as  that  of  Tlieridiony 

ionder  wliich  remedy,  the  |>atient*8  head  feefs  as  if  she  could  lift  it  off. 
I  HyofK'yamus  is  useful  in  well-marked  local  jerkings  and  twitehings 
Df  aete  of  musi^les.  The  patient  is  sleepless  and  nervous ;  or  soba  and 
Cries  in  sleep.  The  head  falls  from  side  to  side.  Talkativeness ;  she 
laoghs  at  everything  in  a  silly  manner.  Stuttering.  Mental  excite- 
loeot ;  slie  is  nervous,  suspicious,  troublesome,  but  not  maniacal. 

Caudicum  bears  some  resemblance  in   causing  restless  moving  at 

bight;  she  can  find  no  quiet  position.     Intolerable  uneasiness  in  the 

nhe  in  tiic  evening.     Anxiety  and  timidity  in  the  evening.    Tremb- 
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ling.  Uneasy  St  night ;  she  awakes  from  a  short  sleep,  anxious,  scar 
allowing  her  to  remain  in  one  place  ten  mimites ;  she  is  obliged  to 
turn  her  head  involuntarily  from  one  side  tcf  the  other,  until,  exhausted, 
she  falls  asleep.  During  sleep,  she  lias  many  motions  with  her  arma 
and  1^.  She  jerks,  mostly  the  right  side  of  the  Ixxly.  Convulsive 
motions  of  mouth  and  eyes,  with  sleeplessness  and  restlessness,  after  , 
repelle<l  eruptions.  It  is  especially  suited  to  rheumatic  patient)?,  or  to 
those  who  also  suffer  from  paretic  afl'ectious,  especially  of  one  side  of 
the  face  or  of  the  tongue;  the  mouth,  in  consequence,  is  distorted. 

Belladonna  produces  a  botlily  inquietude,  indicating  it  in  chorea. 
The  patient  is  obliged  to  move  to  and  fro,  especially  to  move  the  hands 
and  feet;  cannot  stay  long  in  any  position.  The  pjetlomiuant  jerking 
is  backwards,  although  this  may  alternate  with  a  forwanl  bending. 
There  is  a  boring  of  the  head  in  the  pillow,  not  mere  rubbing  against 
the  pillow,  as  in  Tarentula.  BL-lladonim  also  has  constrictions,  hypcrffis- 
thesia,  mania,  with  laughing,  dancing,  wild  crying,  etc.  But  it  is  dis- 
tinguished by  the  intensity  of  its  symptoms  j  there  are  violent  congestions, 
throbbing  of  the  carotids,  wild  look,  dilated  pupils  and  injected  eyes. 

In  hysterical  states  Ignaiia^  though  agreeing  in  many  respects  with 
Tarentula,  has  a  wel!H:lefine<l  individuality  of  its  own.  The  nervous 
system  is  over-impresslonable,  incoordinate  in  function  and  contradictory 
in  action.  The  patient  is  extremely  susceptible  to  emotional  influences. 
Fear  and  grief  affect  her  seriously  ;  the  least  contradiction  offends ;  she 
is  readily  chagrined,  and  so  is  often  reduced  to  grief  and  tears  by  the 
slightest  causes.  Her  mental  states,  however,  are  not  usually  exhibited 
in  violence  and  rage.  On  the  contrary,  she  nurses  her  troubles  in  seclu- 
sion and  silence,  and  broods  over  them  until  they  prey  upon  her  whole 
SjBtem.  She  thus  grows  more  and  more  nervous,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
more  and  more  weakened.  The  heart  beats  nervously,  w  ith  variable 
pulse;  she  frequently  sighs  heavily  and  deeply  ;  suffers  from  gouenew 
at  the  stomach,  with  qualmishness  and  flat  taste  in  the  mouth  ;  feeling 
of  a  lump  in  the  throat,  8>^elling  sympathetimlly  with  the  intensity  of 
her  mental  disturbances.  Sleeplessness  or  violent  startings  of  the 
limbs.  Grief,  fright,  disappointed  love  or  some  otlier  similar  causes, 
may  develop  hysterical  or  choreic  |>aroxysms.  The  mooiis  change  with 
wonderful  rapidity  ;  now  she  laughs  and  jt>kc<,  when,  quickly,  she  bursts 
into  tears.  Her  nianner  Iraoomes  hurrie<l,  so  that  everything  is  performed 
hastily,  au^  hence  imperfectly  and  awkwardly.  She  is  afflicted  with 
intense  headaches.  These  are  characterised  by  a  predominance  of  pres* 
sure;  the  {laio  goes  to  the  eye,  which  feels  as  if  pressed  out;  or,  to 
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the  root  .of  the  nose;  or  again,  it  is  confined  to  one  smalT  spot,  like  a 
nail  preonng ;  hence  the  name,  claviis  hy«^tericus.  At  the  height  of  the 
paroxysm,  she  becomes  reBtless  and  cliilly,  and  often  deacribes  a  pecu- 
liar perversion  of  vision  ;  she  sees  fiery  zigzags  when  looking  out  of  the 
lino  of  vii-ion  (see  Th^rklion).  Finally,  a  profuse  flow  of  oolorleas  urine 
terminates  the  attac;^. 

While,  then,  both   remedies  induce  sadness,  indifference,  profound 
I  melancholy  and  hysterical  states,  only  Ignatia  has  the  introverted  state 
minil ;  only  Tarentula,  the  cunning  attempts  to  feign  paroxysms 

wild  dancing. 
Platina  should  not  be  confounded  with  the  spider-poisons  here,  because 
[it  develo|)s  adififerent  form  of  hysteria.  True,  there  are  present  deranged 
coordination   of  functions,   anxiety,   trembling,  fear  of  death,  which 
seems  to  the  ftatient  to  be  imminent;  also  alternation  of  depression  with 
gayetyand  laughter;  Bcxual  excitement  and  convulsions.     But  the  pa- 
tient assumes  a  hauteHr^  a  self-exaltation,  which  is  fomgn  to  the  other 
I  drugs  considered.     Her  mental  disturbances  develop  into  a  condition  of 
self-esteem  during  which  .nhe  looks  disdainfully  down  on  all  around  her. 
jHer  paroxysms  of  laughter  are  not  only  loud  and  Ivoisterous  but  ill- 
I  timed,  coming  on  even  under  circumstances  of  a  sad  nature.     The  hcad- 
[,aches  are  of  constrictive  character,  as  in  Tarentula;  but  there  is,. in 
lition,  a  squeezing,  cramplike  pain,  with  numbness,  and  the  pains 
Jnally  increase  and  as  gradually  decrease. 
Indurated  uterus  belongs  to  the  symptoms  of  both. 
PaUadium  is  readily  distinguished  by  its  unique  mental  phenomena. 
The  {>atient  is  not  haughty,  but  she  is  irritable^  an<l  i-*i,  unfortunately, 
given  to  strong  and  violent  language.     Music,  society,  or  animateil 
conversation  excites   her,   and    prwluces   pains  in    the   right  ovary ; 
the  following  day  she  feels  correspondingly  use<l  up.     Her  egotism  is 
jdigiplaycd  in  a  fondness  for  the  good  opinion  of  others,  hence  she  ia 
[continually  getting   "slighted."    The  uterine  symptoms  are  churac- 
Itericed  by  a  wwikness,  as  if  the  womb  were  sinking;  empty  feeling  in 
[the  groins,  as  if  eviscerated. 

Mo9chui  refH-ats  the  scolding  of  Palladium  ;  but  the  patient  keeps  it 
I  tip  until  her  lips  turn  blue,  her  eyes  stare,  and  she  falls  in  a  swoon  to 
(the  floor.  She  suflcrs  from  sudden  suffocation  from  closure  of  the 
glottis  or  cramp  of  the  chest ;  palpitation.  She  also  has  faint  spells, 
Utmulotisnessnf  the  whole  body;  coldness  of  the  body,  hysterical  head- 
ache, with  fainting  spells,  copious  pale  urine;  fear  of  death,  like 
Platinft  and  Tarentula,  but  with  pale  face  and  fainting  ;  she  talks  only 
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of  approachmg  death.     Vertigo,  nausea,  dim  vision.     Vertigo,  olijt 
turn  in  a  circle.     (  Musk    relieves  when  Tlieridion  produces  vertig«»  ^ 
worse  when  eyes  were  closed.)     Headache,  as  from  a  weight  pressing 
here  or  there  on  the  head. 

An  olt-obscrved  symptom  with  the  nervous  is  fidgetiness  of  the  legs, 
at  times  preventing  sleep.  In  addition  to  Tarentula,  the  followiug 
remedies  may  be  studied  in  this  relation. 

Zinc  induces  moving  of  tlie  feet  for  hours  after  retiring,  even  con- 
tinuing in  sleep. 

Asafaitdd  has  several  times  relieved  restlessness,  as  has  also  Amyxio- 
Ilium  Cfirb,  ;  Aden  roc,  has  already  been  mentioned. 

ArseniCj  so  useful  in  stublwrn  cases  of  chorea,  has  the  following: 
Uneasiness  in  the  legs;  has  to  change  the  j^ositiou  of  his  feet  all  the  time, 
or  to  walk  about  for  i-elief. 

Mephitis  has  relieved  uneasiness  in  the  legs,  as  if  they  would  become 
insensible. 

Sticla  pulmonaria  has  pHxIuoetl  a  sensation  as  though  the  legs  were 
floating  iu  tlie  air.  One  prover  became  so  lively,  that  she  lay  down  on 
a  lounge  and  begun  to  kick,  ^claiming  that  she  felt  as  if  she  wanted 
to  fly  away.  This  excitability  reminds  us  of  the  desire  which  Tarentula 
causes  to  jump.  [Compare  Stranioniumf  Agaricmy  Cieuia,  Natt'um  mur., 
which  latter  has :  jumping  high  up,  reganllesa  of  near  objects.  Jlyos- 
cyamxui  and  Orociw.] 

Asarum  induces  a  feeling  as  if  the  body  was  hovering  in  the  air.  It 
also  causes  shivering  and  coldness  from  any  emotion.  But  it  offers  no 
essential  similarities  with  Tarentula,  though  it  does  ofter  some  slight 
resemblance  to  Tl^eridion.  For  it  so  affects  the  nerves  that,  like  the 
lattcf,  noises  bce<ime  intolerable.  Still  the  distinction  is  evident.  Asaruiu 
is  80  sensitive,  that  oi>  merely  thinking  of  the  scratching  of  silk,  and, 
nervous-like,  the  imtientis  continually  imiJelletl  to  this  thought,  a  thrill 
run!,  through  her. 

Although  I  have  tabulatetl  several  drugs  as  bearing  symptomatic  re- 
semblance to  the  Spiders,  only  the  following  hold  any  intimate  rela- 
tionship : 

Ignatia,  Moschus,  Actea  rac,  Agaricus,  Stramonium,  Belladonna, 
Magnesia  Mur.  (the  latter  in  uterine  cramps). 


Tarentula  Cubensis. 

The  Tarentula  Oulxjnsis,  the  hairy  spider,  causes  a  perfect  picture  of 
carbuncle  even  to  the  sloughing.     It  may  1)8  used  effectually  when 
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there  are  great  prostration  and  diarrbcea  with   intermitting  fever  of 
;  evening  exac-crbation.     In  relieving  the  atrotn'ons  pains  accompanying 
this  condition,  it  acts  almost  like  magic.     It  should  therefore  Ije  com- 
pared with  LacIicaiSf  Anthracinumf  and  SiUc^a. 

Aranea  Diadema. 

Aranea  was  saggested  by  Grauvogl  as  one  of  the  remedies  for  what 
he  called  the  hydrogenoid  constitution,  this  being  a  constitution  which 
could  not  tolerate  moisture.  Under  Aranea,  all  the  symptoms  are  wopie 
during  damp  weather  or  from  dwelling  in  damp  localities.  EsjK^cially 
»  this  true  with  what  we  may  call  chronic  intermittent  fever,  for  which 
Aranea  is  the  remedy  when  the  symptoms  are  aggravated  during  every 
change  to  damp  weather.  The  patient  may  feel  very  comfortable  on  a 
sunny  day,  but  as  soon  as  it  l)eoomes  damp  then  he  gets  sick.  During 
tliis  aggravation,  he  complains  of  chilliness,  followed  by  little  or  no 
fever.  The  chill  is  apt  to  be  typical,  occurring  at  the  same  hour  every 
other  day,  every  week,  or  at  some  regular  period.  You  find  also  that 
the  spleen  is  enlarged  and  the  patient  is  subject  to  htemorrhages.  The 
lit  may  or  may  not  have  l)een  previously  treated  with  quinine. 
inc^naand  Chinlnum  aulphuntnim  arc  Iwth  very  similar  to  Aranea 
[diadema  in  tlie  [leriodical  return  of  symptoms.  They  are  both  in- 
dii^ated  io'caseti  of  swollen  spleen,  and  of  ague  from  living  in  damp 
plaoen,  etc 

CWron,  of  which  it  haa  been  asserted  that  it  will  relieve  the  bite  of 
the  nittlcsnake  and  modify  hydrophobia,  may  also  1>g  reji^rded  as  an 
ogue  of  Aranea  diadema  and  of  the  spitier  |)oi8on9  generally.  It  is 
to  act  best  in  nervous,  excitable  and  even  voluptuous  patients,  espeo- 
fJally  females.  The  febrile  and  neuralgic  symj)toms  return  with  clock- 
like  regularity.  It  is  used  in  ague  contracted  in  warm  countries,  or  in 
low,  marehy  land,  in  which  latter  r^|iect  it  offers  some  similarity  to. 
Aranea.  But  the  former  remedy  has  won  favor  mainly  in  hot  climates, 
while  the  latter  works  well  in  chills  contracti-d  in  cold  and  wet  hx»li- 
ties.  The  chill  pperloniinates,  hciit  licing  slight  or  wanting.  In 
Cedron,  on  the  contrary,  there  is  congestion  to  the  head,  flying  heat  in 
the  face  alternating  with  chill,  and  dry  heat,  with  full,  quick  puly?. 

Aranea  al.«K»  cures  diarrlx^,  arid  these  i>atients  are  often  troubled 
Willi  this  disorder.     The  stools  are  watery,  and  are  ass^jciated  with  great 
ibling  In  the  lx)wels,  as  if  considenible  fermentation  were  going  on 
in.     Tlie  slet'p  is  restless,  and  the  patient,  on  awaking,  has  a  siym|)- 
tom  which  i«  quite  common  to  all  medicines  that  afl'cct  the  cerebro- 
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spinal  nerves,  and  tiiat  is,  some  part  of  the  bof^j/feefs  eta  if  it  were  sxcoUaii, 
F6r  example,  on  awaking  from  sleep,  the  arms  or  hands  feel  as  if  they 
were  enormously  large,  far  larger  than  natural. 

Aranea  is  useful  in  toothache,  espec^ially  worse  in  damp  weatlier, 
and  also  as  soon  as  the  patient  gets  into  bed.  Here  it  reminds  you  of 
Mercurius. 

There  is  a  symptom  of  Aranea  which  I  have  not  had  the  opportunity 
of  observing  in  practice,  and  that  is  numbness  of  the  parts  supplied  by 
the  uhiar  nerve. 

Aranea  also  attacks  the  bones.  It  is  especially  indicated  in  disease 
of  the  08  calcis,  when  the  patient  complains  of  boring,  digging  pain  in 
that  bone.  This  may  be  due  to  a  simple  periostitis,  or  it  may  be  asso- 
ciatetl  with  caries.  Sometimes  there  is  a  sensation  as  if  the  bones  felt 
like  ice.     This  is  purely  subjective. 

Theridion  Cubassavicum. 

Th^ridion  eoraparea  with  the  Tarentula,  in  headache,  nervousness, 
hysteria.  According  to  prnvings,  tliere  is  a  similar  restless,  busy  state  ; 
he  desires  to  oot^upy  himself,  though  he  finds  pk-iisure  in  nothing.  But 
there  is  a  strong  distinctive  characteristic  in  the  sensitiveness  to  noise. 
This  (jualifies  the  vertigo,  headache,  and  even  the  gastric  ailments. 
Vertigo  and  nausea,  woree  when  the  eyes  are  closed,  from  motion  and 
from  noise.  Every  sound  penetrates  the  teeth.  Every  penetrating 
sound  and  reverbenition  penetrates  through  the  whole  body.  Head- 
aclie  worse  if  others  walk  over  the  floor.  We  hove  relieved  mo^*t  in- 
tense headache  with  the  Theridion,  wlieo  this  hypersensitiveness  was 
present,  as  well  as  nausea  and  aggravation  from  motion.  The  general 
acx.'ompaniments  are  true  spider-etlccts :  wciikncss,  tremblit^,  coldness 
and  anxiety.  Hysteria,  too,  has  yielded  to  the  Theridion  ;  time  passes 
too  quickly  ;  hilarity  ;  talkativeuta>s ;  feels  as  if  her  head  did  not  belong 
to  her,  as  if  she  could  lift  it  off.  Luminous  vibrations  before  the  eyes. 
Seuwitive  to  light;  if  she  l(x)k8  into  the  light,  dark  vibrations  are  pro- 
duced ;  double  vision.  Faints  after  every  exertion.  Anxiety  about 
the  heart,  with  sharp  pains  through  the  left  chest,  or  to  the  left  shouKler. 
Biles  the  point  of  the  tongue  during  slwp, — all  with  weakness,  dull iness; 
or  easily  excited,  cold  sweat.  Nausei  and  vanishing  of  thoughts,  greatly 
intensifiwl  by  closing  the  eyes. 

Theridion  is  very  similar  to  Spigelia^  which  has  sharp  neuralgic 
|>ainfl  over  the  left  eye.  Under  Spigelia,  however,  the  pain  comes  up 
from  the  nape  of  the  neck,  and  over  the  head,  then  settling  over  Uie 
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left  eye.  The  Spigelia  sick  headache  is  very  apt  id  follow  the  sun,  be- 
ginning  in  the  morning,  reaching  its  acrae  at  noon,  and  gradually  eul)- 
8iding  at  sunset.  The  antidote  to  Theridion  when  it  causes  this  headache 
uMoschus, 

Another  use  you  may  make  of  Theridion  is  la  the  sea-sickness  of 
nervous  women.  They  shut  their  eyes  to  get  rid  of  the  motion  of  the 
vessel,. an<l  they  grow  deathly  sick. 

The  spine  is  very  irritable.  We  have  what  is  known  as  spinal  irri- 
tation. Examination  reveals  great  sensitiveness  between  the  vertebrae. 
So  great  is  this  hyperesthesia  that  the  patient* sits  sideways  in  a  chair, 
in  order  to  avoid  pressure  of  the  back  of  the  chair  against  the  spine. 

A  rather  peculiar  employment  of  Theridion,  but  one  which  I  think 
I  have  had  occasion  to  confirm,  is  its  use  in  phthisis  jiorida.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  drug  tends  to  stay  and,  in  some  cases,  stop  the  fearful 
progress  of  this  fatal  affection.  One  symptom  I  know  is  gocKl,  violeirt 
stitches  high  up  in  the  left  chest  through  to  the  back.  Dr.  Baruch 
succeeded  in  rtMnoving  this  symptom  with  the  Theridion  after  other 
physicians  had  utterly  failed. 

Myrtus  communis  and  Pix  liqutda  vie  with  Theridion-in  pains  in  the 
upper  left  chest.  The  first  has  |>ain  through  to  the  shoulderblade,  a 
symptom  which  it  often  relieves  even  in  consum])tives.  Pix  selects  a 
spot  at  the  third  left  costal  cartilage,  where  it  joins  with  tlie  rib.  [If 
it  fails,  consult  Anisum  etellatum,  which  affects  either  side  at  the  third 
rib.]  RAlcs,  through  the  lungs  and  muco-purulent  sputum,  are  further 
symptoms  of  the  tar. 

Dr.  Baruch  has  also  made  use  of  Theridion  in  scrofulous  diseases  of 
bonoB,  particularly  after  Sulphur,  Calcarea,  Lycopodium  and  the  ordi- 
naiy  remedies  have  failed.  1  think  that  it  may  even  cure  ozaena  with 
oarie8  since  it  attacks  the  bones  and  so  often  removes  the  following: 
Discliarge  from  the  nose, yellowish  or  yellowish-green,  thick  and  offen- 
sive. 


LECTURE  VII. 


CANTHARIS. 


The  remedy  which  I  propose  to  bring  before  you  for  study  to-<lay 
is  dmihanSf  the  so-called  Spanish  fly.  It  is  my  purpose  to  s{>eak  of 
the  more  important  symptoniB  produced  by  the  drug,  comparing  it 
superficially  with  quite  a  niimljer  of  others  having  effects  similar  to  it. 
First  of  all,  for  sake  of  completeness,  let  me  give  you  notes  on  two  other 
drugs,  tlie  Lytta  vittata  and  the  Canlharis  stt'ygosa.  The  firs^of  theae 
is  the  potato-fly,  not  the  potato-bug,  the  pharraacojKBJal  name  of  which 
is  Doryphora.  The  potato-fly  acts  much  like  Ciintharis  when  applied 
to  the  skin/  It  produces  first  a  dermatitis,  which  is  soon  followed  by 
the  formation  of  vesicles.  The  affected  parts  become  red ,  al most  erysipel- 
atous in  appearance.  The  vesicles  finally  rupture,  leaving  au  ulcerated 
surface.     Finally,  death  of  the  part  may  ensue. 

The  Canilmria  siri/f/osa  is  a  species  of  Cantliaris,  which  infests  the 
cotton  plant.     This,  too,  has  vesication  for  its  characteristic. 

There  are  other  varieties  of  this  Cantharis,  among  which  are  the  C, 
oinerea,  C,  rruirginaia,  C  atrata,  C.  nuttaUi  and  MylabU  cichorii  d 
Phalaferia  ;  these  la^t  two  being  iraportetl  from  China. 

Cantharis  or  Spanish  fly  has  long  been  used  by  allopaths  as  a  counter- 
irritant ;  when  applied  to  any  part  of  the  surfiue  of  the  body,  it  excites 
a  violent  inflammation.  This  inflammatiou  1)egins,  of  course,  with 
erythema,  nipidly  advancing  to  vesication.  Ttie  blisters  thus  formed 
are  filled  with  a  yellowish-white  serum.  As  the  inflammation  pro- 
gresses, they  enlarge,  and  their  contents  assume  a  purulent  character. 
Finally,  death  of  the  part  ensues,  presuming,  of  course,  that  the  appli- 
cation is  continued  long  enough.  At  other  times,  large  blisters  termed 
bulUe  may  form.  These  are  sometimes  as  large  as  a  silver  half-dollar. 
They  are  raised  alwve  the  surface,  and  are  filled  with  a  fluid  which  is 
excoriating.  This  irriiatmg  property  of  CanUiaris  is  the  foundation^ 
stone  of  (he  trhole  protnriff.  The  pains  incident  to  this  kind  of  inflam- 
mation are,  of  course,  very  severe.  They  are  of  a  burning  character. 
At  times  when  the  nerves  seem  to  be  implicated  in  the  inflammatory 
procei^,  there  will  be  sharp  lancinating  pains  along  the  course  of  the 
nerve. 
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1  Cantharis  is  not  the  only  drug  tlmt  has  these  highly  irritating 
etiet'ts  when  applied  to  the  skin  or  taken  internally. 

ThiLS  from  external  use  the  following  will,  sooner  or  later,  cause 
vAioleB  to  develop  on  the  skin  :  Varieties  of  Catitharis,  Fonnica  ;  varie- 
ties of  Rhxia^  AnacarfHum  orUntale  et  oeeiflcntulc ;  Ranunculous  plants, 
as  CUnxailn^  Ranunculus  bulb. ^  Ranunculus  icderaliiSj  PulgalUln,Aconite^ 
CktUkay  HelUhoruSy  Actea  ftpio.,  Araces,  especially  Arum  mac.y  Anna 
tri.,  Catadium  ;  Pix,  Terebinthina,  Thujas  Nuxjiu/lanSj  Chininum  »ulph.  ; 
several  gjyecies of  plumbago;  Allium  sat.;  Euphorbious  plants,  particu- 
larly Crotoniig.f  Hura^  Euphorbia  coroL,  Euphorbium  ofic.,  Muncinellaf 
SinapiSf  Piper  nigruvif  Capsicum,  Mczereum,  Thapsia  garganicn,  Chloral, 
Cotuia  marvla,  Dt'oaera,  Podophyllum,  Chimaphila,  Oleander ^  Chelido- 
nium,  OocMearia  arm,,  Veratnim  album,  Camphor,  Picric  acid,  Ammo- 
nium caudicum,  Calcarea  camiica,  Sulphur,  Sulphuric  acid,  Kali 
mdphidc,  Nitric  acid,  Arsenic  preparations,  Carbolic  acid,  Mercury, 
Cuprum  arsenicosum,  Antimonium  tart.,  etc 

Rhtis  tox,  and  .Anacardium  cause  vesication,  with  much  redness  of 
the  skin  and  infiltration.  The  latter  adds  loss  of  apj>elite  and  other 
gastric  symptoms  as  essential  concomitants.  The  former  causes  red 
skin  and  numerous  vesicles  surrounded  with  a  red  rim  from  infiltration. 
A  well-defined  advance-lioe  of  inflammation  marks  the  progress  of  the 
disease.  The  predominant  sensations  are  itching  or  tingling ;  while  in 
Cantharis  burning  and  smarting  as  from  salt  are  leading  sensations. 
The  latter,  in  some  cases,  when  topically  employed,  induces  an  ecjsema- 
tous  eniption  around  the  plaster,  and  in  others  the  vesioate<l  surface 
aasumes  a  soft,  pultaceous,  almost  gangrenous  apiK?arance  ;.but  the  skin 
is  not  the  reddish-brown  of  Rhus. 

Oroton  tiglium  gives  rise  to  myriads  of  small,  terribly  itching  vehicles 
I  a  refl  base.  When  the  genitals  are  attacked,  there  is  pain  on  urina- 
ting, and  some  of  the  blisters  become  large,  others  break,  leaving  a  red, 
jrface.  Tlie  vesicles  may  jlevelop  into  pnstules,  which  finally 
nd  form  grayish  crusts. 
Hura  Bratfiliensis,  a  near  relative  of*  the  former,  also  produces  red 
licles.  Both  of  these  remedies  cause  a  tension  of  the  skin,  a  hide- 
Kind  fettling,  which  is  best  confirmed,  in  Croton ;  but  Hura  carries 
this  feature  into  its  vesication,  for  the  blisters  become  so  tense  that,  on 
opening,  their  seroiw  contents  fairly  buret  forth.  A  characteristic  of 
this  remedy  is  a  sensation  as  of  a  splbter  under  the  thumb-nails.  The 
eruption  prefers  projecting  portions  of  bone,  as  the  skin  oyer  the  malar 
booea. 
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Formica  locally  applied  sets  up  inflararaatory  redness,  willi  itching' 
and  burning.  Blight  exudation  and  desquamation.     The  urine  is  al lu- 
minous and  bloodv,  and  there  is  much  urging  to  urinate. 

demath  cri*pa  is  food  for  the  Spanish  fly.  The  Oematia  erecki  *e 
know  irritates  the  skin  to  the  production  of  burning  vesicles,  which 
pustulate  and  discharge  a  yellowish  corrosive  ichor.  Urine  is  discharged 
in  drops,  or  intermittingly,  from  a  narrowed  urethra.       • 

Ranunculus  bulbosiu  ami  Ranuncuh«i<c<'leratm  net  simWurly,  In  the 
former,  the  vesicles  may  become  blue-black,  or  they  may  discharge 
secretion,  which  becomes  horny.  The  latter  raises  blisters,  which  leave 
a  raw  surface  with  acrid  discharge,  and  resembles  Cantharis  in  pemj>hi- 
gus.  In  blueness,  Ranunculus  bulbosus  rather  resembles  Zaic^csis  ; 
the  latter  causes  deep-seated  bluish  blisters  (which  appear  after  scratch- 
ing).    In  horny  crusts,, it  resembles  Antimonium  cru^ium. 

The  several  species  of  8purge  have  caused  vesication.  And  the 
\^riety  called  Euphorbium  qficinarum  has  been  employed  in  vesicular 
cr}*sij)elas ;  red  cheeks,  covere<l  with  yellow  vesicles  as  large  as  peas 
(from  an  application  of  the  juice);  violent  fever.  Like  the  Hura,  this 
plant  and  the  Euphorbium  cyparissias  have  an  affinity  for  the  malar 
region.  Cantharis  attacks  the  su  rfaoe  of  tlje  nose  (like  Graph.)  Eupkor^ 
bia  pepUis  also  attacks  the  noee,  as  well  as  cheeks. 

Mancindla  is  so  irritating,  that  even  the  water  dropping  on  the  skin 
from  the  leaves  may  raise  blisters ;  but  the  accompanying  erjthema  far 
exceeds  that  of  Cantharis.  It  resembles  the  blush  of  scarlatina,  and 
has  been  used  in  ttiat  disease. 

Tliapaia  yarganica^  an  uml)elliferou8  plant,  closely  resembles  Croton. 
It,  however,  causes  more  pustules,  and  these  fill  rapidly  with  pus. 

Mezereum  develops  nameroiis  small  vesicles,  with  intolerable  itching ; 
but  the  secretion  quickly  forms  into  thick,  high  scabs,  from  beneath 
which,  an  acrid  pus  oozes. 

Oapmounif  Camphor,  TerehinUiinay  Pix  and  Piptr  nigrum  vesicate 
very  slowly.    Several  of  them  are  used  rather  as  rubefacients.     The 
first  may  be  distingnishefl  by  the  fact  that  the  blisters  api)ear  on  surfaces 
which  have  been  wet  with  sweat,  and  the  sensation  is  a  pungent  burn-- 
log,  while  in  the  fly  it  is  a  smarting  burning  as  from  salt. 

CfampAor,  topically,  causes  an  erysipelatous  dermatitis  with   brigh 
rednefB,  and,  eventually,  blisters  (from   concentrated  solution),     W^ 
generally  think  of  it  when  there  has  been  a  retrocession  of  skin  dis 
with  itH  well-Jcnown  symptoms  of  collapse  and  convulsions. 

Pix  and  Tcrebintfiina  cause  violent  itching,  especially  the  former^ 
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The  skin  l>oromes  cracked  under  Pix,  with  sleeplessness,  and  bleeding 
when  scratc!»etl. 

Potash  preparations  luvor  njore^  papular  than  a  vesicular  truptiou, 
the  latter  form  bting  mediate  Ixjtween  the  papule  and  the  pustule. 
Kali  Miiiphide  and  KaU  nttricum  develop  papular  vesicles  when  locally 
applied.  KaU  hromntum  causei  vesicles  about  the  hair  follicles  (from 
internal  use).  Kali  birhrqmicum  induces  au  eruption,  whic!>  j>resents  a 
vesicle  with  depresse<l  centre;  it  euppurates^  and  on  healing  leaves  a 
cicatrijc.  Kali  hydriodicum  caunes  papulirr  vesicles  (from  internal  use) ; 
the  resulting  resico-pustules  contain  minute  quantities  of  iodiiu,  Xniie 
of  thcscy  therefore,  resembles  the  superficial  blister  of  the  fly, 

Oiloral  fs  capable  of  producing  several  forms  of  eruption.  Ilo  vesi- 
cles are  ?iurroundod  with  a  marked  capillary  hypertemia. 

Chlninum  eulphuncuin  has  caused  an  erythematous  ap|>eanmce  strongly 
resembling  scarlet  fever;  but  it  also  forms  confluent  vesicles,  which 
uUrerate  or  dry'iuto  crusts.     Pemphigus,  also,  may  appear. 

In  pemphigus,  Cautharis  compares  with  Causticum^  Rhus,  liannn- 
eidus  seelcraivsy  etc.  The  following  have  induced  this  form  of  eruption, 
and  deser\'e  a  trial :  Qdiha,  NUrw  acid,  Copaiva,  Suljjhuric  acidj  Cldv- 
inum  enljJturicum,  Carboneum  oxygen. 

Ill  CaUha,  the  bull®  are  surrounded  by  a  ring,  and  itch  a  great  deal. 
On  the  third  day  they  are  transformed  into  crusts. 

OijKtira  affects  mucous  membranes,  then  the  stomach  and  Iwwels. 
and  later,  the  skin.     A  red,  miliary  rash  forms  on  a  red  base;  an 

•ia  ;  pemphigus,  with  excessive  offensive  discharge. 

Carboneum  oxygen  is  prone  to  excite  vesication  along  the  course  of 
nerves  (sciatic,  trigeminus,  etc.),  and  hence  resembles  her|>cfl  ztister — a 
disease  which  Cantharis  has  occasionally  cured.  It  also  causes  "  large 
and  small  vesicles  of  pemphigus.'* 

Cantharis  has  a  tnost  remarkable  affinity  for  the  urinary  organs. 
Marked  sympl<»ms  of  the  kidneys  and  bladder  may  even  result  from 
tlie  use  of  the  drug  externally.  The  same  is  true  when  tlie  drug  is 
taken  internally.  liCl  us  n*iW  look  at  some  of  its  symptoms.  We  find 
dull  aching  pains  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys.  At  other  times  violent 
cui  '  '  N  ruing  pains  extend  from  the  kidneys  down  either  ureter  to 
tli«  The  parts  externally  over  the  region  of  the  kidneys  are 

tery  sensitive  to  touch.  There  is  persistent  and  violent  urging  to 
tirinate.  Often,  too,  tlicse  cutting  pains  extend  along  the  H|Hrmafic 
cords  to  the  testicles  and  down  the  penis ;  attendee!  by  drawing  up  of 
the  tiisttclea.     At  other  times,  there  is  irritation  in  the  glaos  penis,  ex- 
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hibited  in  children  by  frequent  pulling  at  that  organ.  This  pain  in 
the  glans  nema  may  not  be  of  an  acute  nature,  but  may  be  simply  an 
onengy,  uncomfortable  sensation.  When  in  children,  you  notice  tJiis 
symptom,  Cantharis  is  generally  indicated;  at  other  times,  you  maj 
think  also  of  3Icrcurius  solubilis ;  of  course,  the  symptom  may  be  a* 
habit  which  the  child  has  been  allowed  to  practice.  That,  of  course, 
does  not  call  for  these  remedies. 

Coming  to  the  bladder  itself,  we  find  here,  too,  extreme  superficial 
eenHitiveuess  over  .the  hypogastrium  (especially  when  the  bladtlcr  is 
distended  with  urine),  and  almost  unbesmible  tenesmus  vesicae.  Some- 
times the  patient  will  have  the  desire  to  urinate  every  two  or  three 
minutes.  The  urine  does  not  pass  freely  or  copiously,  but  dribble:* 
away  in  drops,  with  burning,  cutting  pains,  almost  setting  the  teetii  on 
edge.  Tlie  jniics  could  not  be  worse  if  the  urine  were  molten  lcad«J 
This  burning  and  urging  continue  after  urination,  so  that  the  \m 
sufferer  is  really  in  constant  torture.  Exacerbations  come  on  every 
few  minutes  as  endeavors  to  urinate  become  too  urgent  to  resist.  Th^ 
urine  itself  shows,  changes  in  its  composition.  Blood  is  more  or  leoM 
thoronghiy  mixed  with  it,  according  to  the  part  of  the  urinary  tract 
from  which  the  ha?raorrhage  proceeds.  The  urine,  however,  is  of  a 
deep  retl  color,  independently  of  its  containing  blood,  and  def>osits  a 
sediment  of  mucus.  Fibrinous  casts  of  the  lining  membranes  of  the 
parts  through  which  it  passes,  the  tubules  of  the  kidney,  the  ureters 
and  the  bladder,  are  observed  under  the  microscope. 

This  is  the  picture  of  the  effects  of  Cantharis  as  they  attain  their 
maximum.  From  these  extreme  symptoms,  you  have  all  grades  of 
severity  down  to  the  slightest  irritation  at  the  neck  of  the  bladder,  with 
aggravation  after  micturition. 

Sometimes  we  find  an  urethritis  with  the  urinary  symptoms  I  have 
already  mentioned,  and  a  gonorrhoea!  discharge  of  mucus  or  of  puru- 
lent matter. 

Now  these  symptoms  characterize  Cantharis,  and  indicate  it  in  quite 
a  variety  of  affections.  You  would  expect  it  to  l^e  of  use  in  inflaroma- 
tiou  of  the  kidneys ;  particularly  in  acute  inflammation  of  one  or  the 
other  of  these  organs  rather  than  in  chronic  Briglit's  disease. 

We  find,  too,  that  Cantharis  is  a  valuable  rcme<ly  in  the  |)fi^Bage  of 
renal  calculi,  especially  when  the  pains  are  very  violent.  It  has  been 
stated  in  controversy  that  it  was  nonsense  to  talk  alxnit  relieving 
the  |mins  from  the  passage  of  renal  calculi  by  honioeo|)athic  medication. 
The  ureter  is  a  narrow  tube  and  the  stone  is  fretjuently  large,  and  it  is 
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that  this  cannot  be  passed  without  pain.    This  ib  a  mistake.     The 
Tntliwited  reraedy  raaj  so  lessen  loinil  irritability,  that  the  pain  attendant 
on  the  passage  of  renal  calculi  may  be  greatly  mo<litie<l. 

Oft^,  you  find  Cantharis  indicated  in  gravel  in  children,  when  they 
have  this  irritation  extending  down  the  penis,  with  almost  constant 
pulling  at  that  organ. 

Cdntharis  you  will  find  indicated  in  acute  cystitis  more  frequently 
than  all  other  remedies  put  U^^igether. 

It  is  also  indicate<l  in  haimaturia  of  inflammatory  T)rigin. 

It  also  has  a  secondary  action  producing  retention  of  urine,  an  effect 
due  to  the  ses^erity  of  the  preexisting  symptoms. 

In  gonorrhoea,  Cantharis  is  indicated  when  tkeroiji  most  inhniw  irrita- 
linn,  not  a  simple  discharge  with  the  necessary  burning  smarting  aud 
tingling,  etc,  Chordee  is  present.  There  is  marked  sexual  erethism. 
It  is  also  indicated  in  cases  in  which  the  disorder  has  been  suppressed 
by  tJie  use  of  injections,  and  the  disease  involves  the  neck  of  the 
bladder. 

Now,  a  word  in  relation  to  the  remedies  acting  on  the  urinary  organs 
in  a  manner  similar  to  Cantharis. 

Cannabh  eativa  is  very  similar  to  Cantharis  in  its  urethral  phe- 
nomena. It  has  the  same  yellow  purulent  discharge  from  the  urethra. 
There  seems  to  be  more  burning  and  smarting  under  Cannabis,  while 
there  is  more  tenesmus  under  Cantharis.     The  glans  penis  is  dark  red 

nd  swollen.  *  Chordee  may  be  present.     Cannabis  sativa  may  be  in- 

"^icated  in  simple  acute  nephritis,  but  it  is  not  likely  to  be  of  much  use 

in  Bright'*  disease  of  the  kidneys.     It  has,  however,  drawing  pain  in 

tlie  rt^iou  of  the  kidneys,  extending  into  the  iiieuinal  glands,  with 

nnxious  nauseous  sensation  in  the  epigastrium. 

Cantiabis  indica  is  much  uscd*in  Asiatic  countries.  It  produces  the 
most  wonderful  mental  phenomena,  far  exceeding  Opium  in  its  effect^ 
The  two  central  points  of  the  mental  phenomena  of  this  Cannabis  indica 
are  ilelusions  as  to  distance,  and  as  to  time.  Time  and  s|>ace  seem  to  be 
iitly  extended.  For  example,  the  patient  tells  you  that  he  is  hungry, 
that  be  has  eaten  nothing  for  six  months,  when  the  dishes  from  which  he 
has  just  partaken  arc  yet  by  his  liedside ;  or,  on  looking  out  the  window 
he  tells  you  that  objects,  but  a  few  feet  off,  are  many  yanls  distant.  But 
It  is  tlie  urinary  symptoms  of  Cannabis  indica  that  conccrna  us  more 
particularly  just  now.  It  is  very  similar  to  Cantharis,  and  is  said  to 
be  even  su|H.'rior  to  that  drug  for  gonorrha3a  when  the  chortlee  is  well 
rked.     In  nnal  disease,  Cannabis  is  indicated  when  unemia  sets  in, 
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attended  by  severe  lieadache,  with  a  seDsation  as  if  the  vertex   \ns 
openhig  and  shutting.     li"  delirium  appears,  it  is  associateil  with  the_ 
delusions  respecting  time  and  space  just  referred  to. 

Equindum  hyemule  is  a  plant  growing  io  water.  It  contains  a  large* 
quantity  of  silicic  acid.  It  acts  very  similarly  to  Cantharis  on  the  kid- 
neys and  bladder.  There  are,  however,  less  escape  of  blood  and  lesa 
tenesmus  vcsicie  than  may  be  found  under  Cantharis.  The  urrne  is 
less  scalding  and  does  not  contain  so  many  fibrinous  flakes.  Cantharis  la 
not  called  for  as  often  as  Equisetum,  when  there  is  an  excess  of  mucus 
in  the  urine.  The  bladder  is  tender  and  sore,  with  severe  dull  pain, 
which  does  not  lessen  after  urination.  There  is  constant  desire  to 
urinate,  sometimes  wjth  a  feeling  of  distension  in  the  bladder  and  with 
profuse  urination.  During  urination,  a  burning  pain  is  felt  in  the 
urethra.  Ei^uisetum  has  won  most  favor  in  enuresis.  It  has  proved 
curative  in  these  cases  even  when  vesical  irritation  is  marked,  especially 
in  womeu,  and  the  urine  contains  blood  and  albumen, 

Linaria  is  another  drug  which  has  produced  and  cured  enuresis  with 
frequent  painful  urging  to  urinate,  causing  the  patient  to  rise  at  night. 

Eupatoriwni  purpureiim  is  similar  to  the  Eqidselum  in  vesical  irrita- 
bility of  women,  for  which  condition  it  is  used  by  Dr.  Richard  Hughe?, 
of  England.  It  causes  frequent  and  painful  urging  with  eith»r  txL-cs- 
sive  or  scanty  flow  of  high-colored  urine  containing  mucus. 

PctroM^'finum,  one  variety  of  the  paisley,  is  a  very  haudy  remetly 
when  indicatetl.  It  is  indicated  by  the  sudden  urging  to  urinate.  In 
the  case  of  a  child,  it  will  be  suddenly  seized  with  the  desire  <o  urinate. 
If  he  cannot  lje  gratified  immediately,  he  will  jump  up  and  down  with 
pain.  You  will  find  Petroselinum  useful  in  gonorrhoea  with  this 
sudden  urging  and%trangury.  Cannabis^  Cantharis  and  Mcrcurins 
have  all  that  sudden  urging  to  urinate^  but  it  is  strongest  under  Petro- 
selinum. 

Oematia  erecla  is  to  be  selected  when  there  is  mucus  in  the  urine, 
but  not  pus;  when  the  urine  flows  by  fits  and  starts,  or  the  patient  has 
to  wait  a  long  time  before  his  efforts  to  urinate  are  successful,  with  in- 
tense pains  along  the  urethra  at  the  glans  penis.  Clematis  is  to  be 
thought  of  in  the  beginning  of  inflammatory  stricture.  It  will  cure  the 
trouble  then,  but  not  when  it  has  become  fully  developed. 

Conium  is  useful  in  urethral  and  bladder  diseases,  when  there  is  pus 
in  the  urine.  Otherwise  it  is  like  Clematis.  It  has  "  passage  of  the 
urine  by  fits  and  starts." 

Dotyphora  is  indicale<l  in  urethritis  in  children  under  ten  years  of 
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age,  when  the  trouble  has  been  provoked  by  local  irritation.    In  those 
cases,  think  also  of  Hjfosnfamm, 

Capdciim  is  Bometimes  useful  in  gonorrbica,  especially  in  fat  persons 
of  lax  fibre  and  of  rather  indolent  disi>osition.  The  discharge  is  of  a 
thick  yellow  character.  The  |\T,tient  complains  of  fine  stinging  pains 
in  the  meatus  urinarins^  and  stitches  in  the  urethra  l)ct\vcen  the  acts  of 
micturition. 

CopaiiHi  &nd  Cubeba  have  been  so  abused  by  allopathf*  that  1  think 
we  are  too  apt  to  neglect  them.  Oojpatm  causes  a  urethritis  with  burn- 
ing at  the  neck  of  thebladder  and  in  the  urethra.  The  discharge  is  of 
a  milky  color  and  of  corrosive  character.  The  meatus  urinarius  is 
tumid  and  inflamed. 

Cub(6a  causes  cutting  and  constriction  after  micturition.  The  dis- 
charge is  of  a  mucous  nature.  Both  Cojxiiva  and  Cubrba  are  useful 
in  the  irritation  attending  thickening  of  the  lining  membrane  of  the 
bladder.     Neither  remeily  has  as  violent  an  action  as  has  Cantharis. 

Thuja  gives  us  symptoms  of  continued  or  oft-repeated  gonorrhcea. 
The  patient  has  continued  desire  to  urinate.  The  urging  is  violent, 
yet  he  pa;ases  only  a  few  drops  of  bloody  urine  at  a  timej  or,  if  these 
do  not  pass,  there  is  intense  itching.  The  urethral  discharge  is  thin 
and  green.  Warty  excrescences  appear  on  the  genitals  an<l  alxiut  the 
anus.  At  night  there  are  painful  erections  which  drive  away  sleep.  In 
Cantharis  the  erections  prevent  urination ;  this  is  not  the  ca.se  in  Thuji 
wArffcnfum  nilricum  follows  Cannabis  in  gonorrhcea  when  the  dis- 

becomes  purulent  and  the  urethra  feels  sore  aiyl  swollen. 
iJIercuriws  eolubUi^t  and  corrosinis  follow  when  the  discharge  becomes 
worse  at  night  and  is  green  and  purulent.  The  cf)rrosive  mercury  causes 
the  more  violent  tenesmus,  burning  and  swelling,  hent-e  it  is  very  similar 
toOuitharis.  The  meatus  urinarius  is  very  red.  3Xtrc'iinus  eolubilis 
bos  more  burning  between  micturition  than  has  Cantharis. 

0iimapJula,  too,  has  been  found  useful  in  such  cases.  It  produces 
fret^uent  urination  at  night  with  increasing  debility. 

Id  irritatioQ  of  the  neck  of  the  bladder,  you  may  use  quite  a  number 
of  rcme«lies,  some  of  which  I  shall  mention: 

Erigeroriy  with  or  without  bloot^ly  urine. 

Ptilmtiila  is  indicated  when  micturition  is  followed  by  cutting  pains 
and  there  are  pressure  and  soreness  over  the  pubes. 

Under  ^errum  phos,  the  symptoms  are  woree  the  longer  the  patieht 

mds,  and  better  after  urination. 
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The  Dlffitalbi  patient  finds  relief  on  lying  down,  as  that  positioa 
relieveg  much  of  the  pressure  from  the  neck  of  the  bladder. 

This  brings  to  my  mind  BerberU  vulgarU.  This  suits  when  there  is 
kidney  affection,  with  sharp  stitching  pains  radiatfng  from  the  renal 
region  in  all  directions,  particularly  downward  and  forward,  tilling  the 
whole  pelvig  with  pain.  There  are  pains  in  the  loins  and  in  the  hiiw. 
TJ»e  urine  when  passeil  is  more  slimy  than  is  the  Pareira  brava  urine, 
and  defKHits  copiously  a  loamy  setliment  having  a  yellowish  turbid 
apjKuranc*.  Berberis  is  an  excellent  remedy  in  case  of  stone  in  the 
pelvis  of  the  kidney  or  in  the  ureter.  Now^  you  see  the  difference  be- 
tween the  two  rcraetlies.  Pareira  has  pain  going  down  the  thighs, 
Berberif*  only  in  the  hips  and  loins. 

You  may  expect  to  be  called  upon  to  use  Camphor  when  strangury, 
retention  of  urine,  etc.,  have  resulted  from  the  abuse  of  Cantliaris. 

In  stime  cases  Kali  nitrJcum  may  be  substituted  for  Camphor  when 
renal  symptoms  have  been  pnxluced  by  Cantharis. 

ApiSf  too,  is  stated  to  Iiave  relieve*]  the  cystitis  caused  by  the  Spanish 

%•  ■ 

Aconite  frequently  suits  the  incipiency  of  renal  and  cystic  affections, 
which,  unmodified,  progress  into  a  Cantharis  conilition.  The  urging 
to  urinate,  the  .dysuria  and  'haem^turia  are  accompanied  by  an  anxious 
restlessness  and  high  fever  altogether  different  from  the  expression  of 
Cftntharis. 

Just  as  Cantharis  acts  on  the  tissues,  prmlocing  inflammation,  so  does 
it  excite  the  brain.  Thus  we  find  the  patient  violent  at  times,  with 
paroxysms  of  rage,  tearing  clothing  and  biting  at  any  one  who  ap- 
proaches him.  He  barks  like  a  dog.  The  slightest  touch  aggravates  the 
symptoms,  as  does  also  any  dazzling  object  as  a  l(X)king-glass  or  glass 
of  water.     These  symptoms  greatly  resemble  those  of  hy<lrophobia. 

They  also  |>oint  to  Cantharis  as  a  remedy  useful  in  puer|>ei':il  c«)nvul- 
sioos  and  inflammation  of  the  brain.  The  eyes  are  bright,  the  pupils 
widely  dilated,  and  the  face  is  pale  or  yellowish,  and  bears  au  expre^ 
•ion  of  deep-seated  suffering. 

These  symptoms  indicative  of  inflammatory  action  in  and  arlxiut  the 
brain,  find  their  nearest  concordant  in  BMidonna,  which  has  the  ma» 
jority  if  not  all  the  symptoms  above  raentionetl.  The  intolerance  of 
water  even  is  present  nnder  Belladonna.  The  difference  between  the 
two  remedies  is  found  in  the  expression  of  the  face,  Belladonna  having 
a  bright  red  face  with  throbbing  carotids ;  Cantharis  usually  exhibiting 
a  ftusa  that  b pale, yellow,  and  wrinkled,  with  a  constant  frowu  and  ex-

presslon  of  extreme  suffering.  Almost  always  when  Cantharis  is  the 
remedy  you  find  dysuria  present. 

Camphor  and  Arsenicum  are  also  nearly  related  to  Cantharlfl.  In 
all  three  of  the  drugs  the  anxiety,  reBtlessneas,  and  the  suffering  face 
indicate  the  Feverity  of  the  disease  or  Biuking  of  the  vital  fi)roes. 

Arsenicum  closely  resembles  Cantharis  in  violent  indanimations,  with 
inteune  burning,  agony,  thirst,  and  sulisequent  collapse.   The  two  drugs 

my  also  meet  in  uneraia.  Arsenicum,  however,  lacks  the  sexual 
trythism,  and  its  delirium  is  associated  with  a  tendency  to  self-mutila- 
tion or  to  suicide.  The  patient  exhibits  fear  of  death,  restlessness  often 
alternates  with  the  stupor. 

Camphor,  like  Cantharis,  causes  delirium,  convulsions,  sexual  maaia, 
priapism,  strangury,  internal  burning  with  external  coldness,  hyper- 
leraia  or  inflammation  of  internal  part^,  as  brain,  stomach,  bladder,  etc. 
The  widness,  and  sinking  of  vital  forces  in  Camphor,  are  usually  re- 
garded a*  its  most  characteristic  effect,  the  symptoms  of  excitement 
being  reactionary.     In  Cantharis,  on  the  contrary,  the  principal  effects 

I  those  of  excitement,  coldness  expressinjj  the  result  of  its  prolonged 
continued  action.  Practically,  you  may  decide  for  Camphor  when 
delirium,  mania,  or  convulsions  exist  with  coldness  and  extreme  pros- 
tration, esj^ecially  if  caused  by  a  suppressed  eruption. 

On  the  mucous  surfaces,  we  find  Cantharis  causes  just  as  violent  an 
inflammation  as  it  does  on  the  skin.  We  find  it  indicated  in  inflamma- 
tion of  ti»e  throat  of  a  diphtheritic  character,  accompanied  by  severe 
burning  and  raw  feeling  in  the  throat,  great  constriction  of  the  throat 
and  larynx,  this  constriction  amounting  almost  to  suflbcation  on  any 
attempt  to  swallow  water.  By  the  way,  even  the  bladder-symptoms 
are  aggravated  by  water.  It  seems  as  if  tlie  sight  of  water  brings  almut 
a  ct>zk»lri<'tion  of  the  sphincter  muscles.  Cantharis  has  been  usetl  very 
BUooeMifully  in  diphtheria  with  these  throat  symptoms  and  the  dysuria 
pre«ent,  and  when  the  debility  is  very  marked. 

While  Btllatiotma  has  constriction  of  the  throat,  worse  from  swal- 
lowing liquids  and  intense  inflummation  of  the  throat,  it  lacks  *the 
burning,  vesication,  etc.,  so  cliaracteristic  of  the  Spanish  fly. 

Much  more  nearly  related  to  Cantharis  in  its  throat  symptoms  are 
Mtreuritui  corroitivMi,  Araaiic^  Arum  iriphyUum,  Dijhibachitij  and 
bapneum. 

On  the  alimentary  tract^  we  find  Cantharis  producing  inflammation 
of  the  stomach  with  tJie  same  character  to  the  symptonw  already 
awQtionvtl,  rawness,  great  thirst  with  aversion  to  drinks  and  vomiting.

A   CLINICAL   MATERIA   MBDICA. 


It  is  of  use  in  dysentery.  The  discharges  are  bloody  and 
and  are  mixed  with  flakes  that  look  like  scrapings  of  the  intestines. 
These,  I  believe,  are  not  really  portions  of  the  bowel  or  pieces  of  the 
mucous  lining,  bat  are  fibrinous  formations,  resulting  from  the  inflam- 
mation. Tenesmus  is  marked  and  is  almost  always  associated  with 
dysuria.  The  pains  iq  the  abdomeji  are  colic-like,  doubling  the  patieot 
up.     They  are  of  a  cutting,  burning  or  lancinating  character. 

In  dysentery,  Cantharis  has  several  concordant  remedies.  One  of 
these  is  ColoqpUhj  which  has  colicky  pains,  doubling  the  patient  u|^ 
The  stools  are  bloody  and  slimy,  and  are  made  worse  by  any  attempt 
to  eat  or  drink.  They  also  contain  the  so-called  scrajiings  of  the  intes- 
tines. Cohcynth  differs  from  Cantharis  in  this ;  these  colicky  pains 
under  Colocyntb  cease  after  stool,  and  the  patient  is  relieved  by  bending 
double  and  by  pressing  firmly  against  the  abdomen.  Looking  at  the 
two  remedies  from  a  pathological  gtand-|M)iot,  Cantharis  has  more 
inflammation  and  Colocynth  more  nervous  ^mptoms. 

Another  remedy  very  similar  to  Caatharis  is  Colchicum.  This 
remedy  has  tympanitic  distension  of  the  abdomen.  The  discharges 
from  the  bowels  are  composed  of  white  jelly-like  lumps,  and  are 
folio we<l  by  violent  tenesmus  and  constriction  of  the  anus,  tormenting 
the  patient  more  than  the  urging  during  stool. 

Another  concordant  remedy  is  Qipsicum,  which  is  good  for  dysentery 
occurring  in  moist  weather.  It  is  best  indicated  in  stout  flabby  person*. 
The  pains  and  other  symptoms  are  increased  by  the  slightest  draft  of 
eitlicr  warm  or  cold  air.  The  drinking  of  water  causes  shuddering 
and  increases  the  pains. 

Sulphur  you  will  find  best  adaptetl  to  chronic  or  jiersistent  cases; 
especially  when  the  tenesmus  continues  from  one  evacuation  to  another, 
(here  it  is  like  Nux)^  or  when  the  blood  and  tenesmus  have  abated,  but 
the  stools  are  still  slimy,  with  frefpient  sudden  urging. 

Zincum  mifphuricum  has  several  times  cured  subacute  cases  of  dysen- 
tery. The  pains  are  referred  to  the  sides  of  the  abdomen,  probably  in 
the  colon. 

Kaii  bichromicum  follows  Cantharis  when,  though  the  "scrapings" 
continue,  the  discharges  become  more  jelly  like. 

We  have  yet  to  speak  of  Canlharis  iu  its  action  on  the  sexual  organs. 
Cantharis  inflames  tlie  sexual  appetite,  producing  a  violent  almost  insa- 
tiable desire  for  coitus,  with  erection  so  violent  and  so  persistent  as  to 
amount  to  priapism.  Even  sexual  intercourse  does  not  always  reduce 
tJie  erections.    These  symptoms  indicate  the  drug  in  chordee  during 
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the  coarse  of  gonorrhoea.  They  also  point  to  its  use  for  uncontrollable 
passion,  whether  the  result  of  mental  disease  or  not. 

This  priapism  of  Cantharis  should  not  be  confounded  with  that  of 
a  new  drug,  Piorio  acid^  Under  this  remedy  the  priapism  is  associ- 
ated with  spinal  disease,  as  myelitis,  meningitis  or  locomotor  ataxia. 
Erections  are  violent,  the  penis  is  distended  almost  to  bursting. 

Cantharis  also  acts  on  the  female  genital  organs,  producing  nympho- 
mania, for  which  condition  it  may  be  one  of  the  remedies. 

We  may  also  make  use  of  Cantharis  in  labor.  The  drug  has  the 
property  of  expelling  moles  and  other  foreign  materials  from  the 
atercA.  We  may  make  use  of  this  effect  in  cases  of  ^retained  placenta, 
dther  after  labor  at  full  term  or  afler  a  miscarriage. 

Cantharis  is  a  useful  remedy  .in  erysipelas,  especially  when  of  the 
vesicular  form.  The  erysipelatous  inflammation  b^ns  on  the  nose, 
either  with  or  without  vesicles.  It  then  spreads  to  one  or  the  other 
cheek,  with  formation  of  vesicles  which  break  and  discharge  an  excori- 
ating fluid.  ,  ^ 

OraphiteB  also  has  erysipelas,  commencing  on  the  nose.  It  is  better 
adapted  to  the  chronic  disease. 

Cantharis  should  be  remembered  as  of  use  in  burns  about  the  face 
when  blisters  form,  and  cosmoline  is  offensive  to  the  patient 

In  bums  you  may  compare  Cantharis  lotion  with  Sapo  soda,  Soda 
6ioar6.,  AraeniOf  and  OatMio  acid, — the  last  named  when  the  affected 
parts  ulcerate. 


LECTURE  VIII. 

HYMENOPTERA. 

From  the  order  Hyraenoptera,  we  derive  Apis  melUJicaf  Venpa^Crahro, 
Formioa  rufa^  and  Bombits.  The  local  effects  of  the  poifiona  from 
these  insects  are  well  known.  Ti^e  .skin  becomes  red  and  Hwolien,  with 
burning  pain  ;  finally  even  sloughing  may  ensue.  In  susccptiblb  pcr- 
soas,  or  after  the  inception  of  considerable  quantities  of  the  poison, 
general  symptoms  may  develop,  such  as  fainting,  pmslnition,  rhills, 
and  coldness;  great  restlessness,  or  insensibility,  and  even  death  may 
result. 

The  stings  of  neuter  and  female  ants  {Fonniea,  not  Tirmiies^  which 
latter  are  neuropterous)  contain  a  poison,  the  chief  ingredient  of  which 
is  called  Formi«>  acid.  This  highly  irritating  acid  is  also  found  in  the 
glands  attached  to  the  hairs  of  stinging  nettles,  in  some  caterpillars  and 
in  old  oil  of  turpentine. 

Apis  Mellifica, 

For  this  remedy,  we  have  two  names,  according  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  preparation  is  made.  It  is  cither  Apis  uuUificaj  the  honey- 
bearing  bee,  or  Aptum  virus,  the  poison  of  bees.  The  original  prepar- 
ations of  the  remedy  were  made  in  this  manner:  A  large  white  dish 
was  placed  under  a  bell  jar,  in  which  there  was  a  perforation  through 
which  a  stick  was  inserted.  Several  hundred  bees  were  then  placed 
beneath  llic  jar.  The  stick  was  then  moved  about,  and,  irritating  the 
beeB^  caused  them  to  sting  the  Jar  and  the  dish.  After  a  while,  the 
bees  were  alloweil  to  escape,  and  on  the  bell  jar  and  plate  were  seen 
numerons  specks.  Alcohol  was  jwured  over  these,  and  thus  we  obtained 
a  powerful  extract  of  the  poison  of  the  bee.  This  is  Apiuni  virus. 
SuWquently  the  whole  bee  was  usefl.  Triturations  were  made  of  the 
entire  insect.  Thus  we  obtain  Apis  meUiJica.  The  symptoms  of  the 
two  preparations  have  not  lK?en  separate<l.  Apis  mtUifica  is  a  compani- 
tively  new  remedy,  and  is  an  invahiable  ac<}uisitiou  to  our  materia 
medi(*a.  In  order  to  understand  its  symptomatology,  let  us  look  at  its 
toxicology.  Take,  if  you  choose,  a  sting  on  tKe  hand  or  finger  aa  an 
illustration.     Just  ai\cr  the  sting,  which  causes  a  sharp  sticking 
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burning  pain,  there  commences,  quite  promptly,  swelling  of  the  part, 
which  swelling  at  the  start  is  extremely  sore.  The  part  feels  as  if  it 
bad  been  bruised  or  pounded.  The  swelling  at  fin*t  is  of  a  rosy  pinkish 
bue.  It  spreads  very  rapidly  ;  the  pains  become  intense.  They  are  of 
a  burning,  stinging,  or  shooting  character,  seldom  throbbing.  Heat  of 
the  part  increases  with  the  burning  and  stinging  pains.  Tliis  may  end 
very  speedily  in  resolution  or  it  may  go  on.  If  it  pursue  the  latter 
course,  you  will  notice  that  this  redness,  this  rosy  appearance  becomes 
more  intease,  in  fact  assumes  an  erysipelatous  appearance.  Still  later,  < 
it  changes  its  color  and  takes  on  a  pale  but  bluish  hue,  the  swelling  pits 
on  pressure  showing  that  the  parts  are  oklematous.  AAer  a  while,  if 
the  condition  of  the  system  is  such  as  to  permit,  gangrene  of  the  part 
tak(«  place.  The  inflammation  produced  by  Apis  is  not  then  of  a  sthenic 
type.  It  is  not,  for  instance,  such  as  would  be  cured  by  AoonUe,  quick, 
sudden  swelling  of  the  part  coming  on  rapidly  and  ending  in  resolution ; 
not  such  as  would  be  cured  by  Bdktdormaj  bright  red  swelling  with 
throbbing  pains,  but  ending  either  in  resolutioD  or  suppuration ;  but  it 
is  such  as  gcx*s  on  to  destruction  of  tissue.  In  one  case  where  the  sting 
was  on  the  hand,  the  patient  suffered  also  from  a  carbuncle  on  the  back 
of  the  neck. 

Apis  attacks  the  vital  forces  as  is  shown  by  the  following  character- 
istics of' the  drug:  The  |)atient  feels  strangely  as  if  alx)ut  to  die  and 
yet  there  is  no  fear  of  death,  thus  differing  from  Aconite  and  Arsenimtvi; 
the  brain  is  tired  as  if  gone  to  sleep;  prostration  even  to  faintness  as 
after  eiertion  ;  the  b<xly  feels  bruis«l ;  nervous  trembling;  great  pros* 
tration  as  in  diphtheria,  even  in  the  beginning  of  the  disease;  delirium 
low  and  muttering;  sensorial  apathy;  a  happy  expression;  tongue  can 
hiirdly  Ije  protrudetl ;  face  expressive  of  anxiety  as  from  visceral  dis- 
ease; I068  of  consciousness  cs|H.'cially  in  eruptive  diseases;  the  mind  is 
weakened;  awkwardness,  lets  fall  what  she  is  carrying  and  laughs  in 
a  wily  manner  at  the  mishap. 

Apis,  may  be  employed  in  states  of  mind  resembling  hysteria.  The 
fidgetiness,  restlessness,  excitability,  and  ill-timeil  laughing,  together 
with  fickleness  at  work,  have  led  to  its  successful  use  for  nervous  girls. 
In  addition,  it  luis  been  observed  that  they  are  awkward,  dropping 
things,  and  then  laughing  in  a  silly  way  at  their  clumsiness.  The 
•exual  paseion  is  too  active,  and  they  are  prone  to  jealousy. 

The  confusion  of  mind  and  unconsciousness  just  noted  indicate  the 
remedy  in  severe  adynamic  forms  of  disease,  such  as  malignant  scarla- 
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tina,  diplitlieria,  typhoid  fever,  etc     Also  a  complete  stupor  atVr  apo- 
plexy is  said  to  have  yielded  to  it  when  Opium  failed. 

In  scarlatina,  the  fever  runs  high,  and  the  attending  restleasneaa 
one  of  nervous  agitation.  Month  and  throat  are  very  red,  with  hiifitera 
on  the  borders  of  the  tongue;  and  swollen  puffy  fauces;  burning  sting- 
ing, and  a  scalded,  raw  feeling  in  raouth  and  throat.  The-skin  pricks 
as  from  neefUes,  the  rash  being  interspersed  with  a  miliary  eruption. 
There  is  always  puffiness  of  some  part  of  the  surface.  Pmstration  is 
►  early.     Urine  scanty  or  suppressetl.     High  fever  and  drowsiness. 

Id  typhoid  fever  the  delirium  is  of  the  muttering  kind.     The  weak- 
ness is  80  great  that  the  tongue  is  protrude<l  with  difficulty,  and  the 
mus<.ilesare  so  relaxed  tJiat  the  patient  slides  down  in  beil.     The  tongue' 
is  blistered,  dry,  cracked,  and  even  ulcerated.     Very  important  is  the 
soreness  of  the  swollen  abdomen  to  touch. 

In  meningitis  or  in  meningeal  irritation,  Apis  holds  a  prominent 
position  as  a  curative  agent.  It  is  often  the  remedy,  no  matter  what 
the  ailment,  when  shrill  outcries  in  sleep  lead  to  the  suspicion  of  cerebral 
irritation.  Such  cases  frequently  l>egin  with  the  nervous  fidgetiness  so 
characteristic  of  the  bee-poison,  and  advance  to  more  serious  conditions.! 
In  tulK-n-ular  meningitis,  or  in  acute  cerebral  effusions,  a  suppressed  or 
undcveloi>ed  eruption  is  a  good  guide  to  the  choice  of  Apis. 

We  may  profitably  compare  Apis  here  with :  Belladomiaf  Hdlebonu^ ' 
ArBenicwniy  Bryanmy  ZnCf  Stifphury  Cuprum,  QUmoine^  Lachesia,  RhuH, 
HyoKcyamusiy  Natrum  mur.^  Bovista,  etc. 

BeUiU-ionna  is  doubtlfss  frequently  employed  when  Apis  would  suit 
better.     A  little  care,  however,  will  enable  the  practitioner  to  distinguish 
the  fidgety  nervousness  of  the  latter  from  the  more  intense  cerebral  irri- 
tation of  the  former.     The  congestions  of  the  former  are  more  violent, 
with  throbbing  of  the  carotids,  injected  red  eyes;  and  a  drowsineBBy:! 
broken  by  starts  and  frightened  outfcries.     The  adynamia  is  much  le 
than  in  the  Apis.     If  the  disease  is  scarlatina,  the  rash  is  smooth  and] 
bright  red,  not  miliary.     The  skin  is  hot  and  the  face  red,  or  in  somt  j 
oases  i>ale;  but  not  pale  and  oxleraatous  as  in   Apis.     The  cervical' 
glands  may  be  swollen,  but  there  is  not  the  cellular  infiltration,  with  an 
erj'sipelatous  blush  as  in  the  bee-poison. 

If  there  is  meningeal  irritation,  Belladonna  is  needed  when  the 
symptoms  are  intense ;  Apis  when  the  nervous  agitation  pretlominates, 
with  the  shrill  cry,  which  betokens  stabbing-piercing  pains  or  excite- 
ment.    In  meningitis,  Belladonna  is  deoreasingly  indicated  as  the  symp- 
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toma  of  effiision  increase;  while  Apis  is  increasingly  indicated,  so  long 
as  syniptoriis  of  irritation  obtain  and  the  cephalic  cry  is  marked. 

Ucilcborns  clairng  precedence  when  the  irritation  of  Apis  gives  place 
to  mental  torpor,  with  want  of  reaction.  The  forehead  is  wrinkled, 
the  pupils  diluted,  and  the  lower  jaw  tends  to  drop;  the  sopor  is  com- 
plete. Autotnatic  motions  of  one  arm  and  one  leg ; ^forehead  is  batlicd 
in  cx)ld  sweat.  It  may  bring  about  reaction  so  that  another  remedy 
will  cnre.  In  typhoid  fever,  they  differ  widely.  Apis  though  it  has 
great  weakness,  apathy,  and  stupor,  has  a  dry  blistered  tongue  and  ex- 
quisite soreness  of  the  abdomen.  Helleborus  iias  complete  sensorial 
apatiiy,  dark,  soaty  nostrils,  slow  pulse,  no  response  to  touch  or  pressure. 

Bryonia  bears  some  slight  resemblances,  especially  as,  J  ike  Apis,  it 
may  be  needed  for  cerebral  etFu!*ions  following  suppressed  exanthemata. 
But  the  sensorium  is  benumbed,  though  the  senses  aft  not  so  perverted 
as  in  either  Apis  or  Helleborus.  There  is  a  constant  chewing  motion  ; 
focc  dark  red,  lips  parched  ;  when  offered  drink,  it  is  taken  hastily  and 
impatiently.  If  the  child  is  moved,  it  screams  with  pain.  Later,  when 
the  sensorial  depression  amounts  to  sopor,  Helleborus  follows  well,  even 
if  the  chewing  motion  and  hasty  drinking  continue.  Apis  follows,  if 
80por  ensues  with  a  more  shrill  cephalic  cry  than  in  either  of  the  other 
i«iiiedies. 

Cuprum  compares  with  Apis  when  meningitis  results  from  a  suj)- 
preKed.exauthem;  but  tlie  symptoms  are  quite  diverse.  Copper  causes 
loud  screaming,  followed  by  violent  convulsions ;  the  thumbs  are  clenched 
aod  the  face  is  pale,  with  blue  lips;  eyelwills  constantly  rotating.  If 
ooovulsions  occur  in  the  Apis  case,  they  are  less  violent,  consisting  of 
reatkeBness  and  twitching  of  one-half  of  the  body;  the  other,  being 
lame,  trembling. 

Much  more  closely  related  in  suppressed  eruptions,  \%  Sulphur.  The 
tvo  follow  each  other  welJ. 

Qhnoine^  like  Api»,  has  the  cephalic  cry,  sensation  as  if  the  head  was 
eDormou.sly  expander],  etc.  Spasmodic  vomiting  of  cerebral  origyi  is 
moat  prominent  in  tiie  former,  a«l8  also  intense  congestion  and  throb- 
bing. 

Zhumm  produoea  cerebral  irritation  ;  child  awakes  with  fear,  rolls  the 
head ;  rries  out  and  starts  in  sleep.  Constant  fidgety  motion  of  tlie 
feet  Anaemic  children,  too  enervated  to  develop  an  exanthem.  In 
typhoid  stAtee,  tlie  prostration  is  very  great,  with  impending  cere- 
bcmi  paralyuB.     Unconsciousness,  blue  hands  and  (eetj  witli  coldnei^s, 
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weak  pulse,  lower  jaw  dropped.  Here  the  Oxide  has  been  successfully 
employed. 

RJius  tox,f  though  incompatible  with  Apis,  has  many  similar  symp- 
toms. In  scarlatina,  for  instanccj  both  suit  in  adynamia,  swollen  throat, 
erysit>elatons  inflammatioa  of  the  skin  of  the  neck,  miliary  rash,  drow- 
siness, oedema.  In  Rhus,  however,  the  eruption  is  darker,  the  erysipelas 
dusky  red,  and  there  is  great  bodily  restlessness — not  the  fidgetiness  of 
Apis. 

Arsenicum  is  similar  to  Apis  in  many  respects.  Both  have  anxious 
change  of  place,  fear  of  death,  restlessness ;  great  weakness.  (See  al«o 
in  several  instances  anon.)  But  although  irritability  of  mind  is  in  both, 
it  is  more  an  anxiety  and  fear  in  Arsenic:  more  a  nervous  reistlessncas 
in  Apis. 

If  they  meet  iif  cerebral  aflTections,  as  possibly  they  may,  e^ipecially 
in  hydroceplialoid,  Arsenic  is  to  be  selected  by  hot  skin,  pale  and  hot 
face.  Cliild  lies  in  a  stupor,  suddenly  it  twists  its  mouth  and  a  jerk 
goes  through  the  body ;  or  the  child  lies  as  if  dead,  with  half-o|)en  eyes, 
gum  on  the  eonjunctivre,  and  no  response  to  touch  of  the  eyelids. 

Jltfoscijamtis  and  Lachesis  are  similar  in  jealousy. 

Natrum  mur.j  Bovista,  Laches.,  Aetkusa^  Iffnatittf  NtLX  vom.f  have 
awkwardness;  the  first  is  most  similar. 

I  have  already  hinted  that  Apis  might  be  of  use  in  dropsies.  The 
symptoms  calling  for  it  are  briefly  these.  In  general  dropsies,  wc  find 
it  indicated  by  the  {peculiar  appearances  of  the  surface  of  tiie  b<jdy. 
There  is  a  sort  of  waxen  hue  to  the  skin ;  the  skin  has  a  tr.ins[>arent 
look,  with  a  whitish  or  perhaps  a  slightly  yellowish  tinge.  The  urine 
is  scanty,  and  there  is  almost  always  absence  of  thirst.  The  cljaracter- 
istic  symptoms  are  the  transparency  of  the  skin  and  the  thirstlessncss. 
How  aa  to  cause.  Apis  is  esijccially  useful  in  dropsies  of  renal  origin, 
whether  the  result  of  scarlatina  or  not.  The  urine  is  scanty  and  highly 
albuminous^  and  cootains  casts  of  the  uriniferous  tubules.  Thei^  is  a 
swelling  about  the  eye-lid«.  The  surface  of  the  body  feels  sore  and 
bruised ;  in  some  cases,  the  pain  is  of  a  burning  character.  If  the  dropsy 
is  of  cardiac  origin,  the  feet  are  ceilematouH,  esi)ecially  after  walking. 
This  is  attended  with  almost  intolerable  soreness  and  burning. 

Even  when  the  dro[)sy  has  invaded  the  chest  and  we  have  hydrotho- 
rax,  Apis  may  be  the  remedy,  e8{)ecially  when  the  trouble  is  of  cardiac 
origin.  The  patient  is  unable  to  lie  down.  He  has  the  same  constric- 
tive feeling  about  the  chest  that  we  Hnd  under  Lachesia.  4Ie  \\2a  a  dry 
cough  which  seems  to  stjirt  from  some  place  in  the  trachea  or  larynx, 
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nsually  the  trachea,  the  cough  not  ceasing  antil  a  small  qaantity  of 
phlegm  is  loosened.  Thus  far  the  remedy  is  exactly  like  Lachesis. 
But  Apis  has  in  addition  to  these  symptoms  a  mental  symptom  which 
comes  from  the  chest,  and  that  is  a  constant  feeling  as  though  he 
could  not  live.  It  is  not  that  feeling  of  dyspnoea,  but  it  seems  to  be  a 
sort  of  anguish  of  mind  that  the  patient  cannot  understand  how  it  would 
be  possible  for  him  to  get  another  breath,  so  great  is  this  suffocative 
feeling.  Of^en  associated  with  these  chest  symptoms,  the  patient  has  a 
strange  feeling  as  though  he  was  going  to  die,  but  to  distinguish  it  from 
Aconite  in  febrile  states  and  Arsenic  in  hydrothorax,  Acre  is  no  fear  of 
death. 

In  pleuritis  with  exudation.  Apis  is  one  of  the  best  remedies  we  have 
to  bring  about  absorption  of  this  fluid.  Apis  and  Sulphur  will  cure 
the  majority  of  these  cases. 

Apis  also  acts  on  the  synovial  membranes,  giving  you  a  perfect  pict- 
ure of  synovitis,  particularly  when  it  affects  the  knee.  It  is  indicated 
when  there  are  sharp,  lancinating,  stinging  pains  shooting  through  the 
joint,  with  aggravation  from  the  slightest  motion. 

Bryonia  affects  the  joints  and  their  synovial  membranes :  but  the 
pains  are  more  stitching,  with  tension;  better  from  warmth  of  bed, 
Apis  being  better  from  cold  applications. 

Iodine  is  useful  in  dropsy  of  the  knee,  and  has  followed  Apis  well, 
especially  in  scrofulous  chihlren  (Compve  also  Kali  iod.). 

We  have  still  another  form  of  dropsy  in  which  Apis  is  a  remedy, 
that  is,  dropsy  of  the  brain,  what  used  to  be  called  hydrocephalus.  It 
is  not  80  often  indicated  in  the.  true  hydrocephalus,  that  is  when  from 
some  mechanical  cause  there  is  inflammation  set  up  in  the  membranes 
of  the  brain,  followed  by  accumulation  of  serum  in  the  brain ;  but  it  is 
in  tubercular  meningitis  in  which  this  remedy  is  useful.  Apis  is  here 
indicated  in  the  first  stage.  The  symptoms  which  call  for  it,are*these: 
The  child  bores  its  head  backwards  into  the  pillow,  and  rolls  it  from 
side  to  side ;  every  little  while  the  child  arouses  from  sleep,  with  a  shrill, 
piercing  cry.  This  peculiar  shriek  is  due  to  pain.  In  addition  to  this 
cry,  the  child  is  usually  convulsed ;  ofie  side  of  the  body  is  convulsed, 
and  the  other  lies  as  if  paralyzed.  Strabismus  shows  itself.  The  pulse 
is  rapid  and  weak,  and  the  urine  is  scanty.  Now  there  is  no  remedy 
which  can  do  any  good  in  this  stage  if  Apis  does  not.  In  some  cases, 
there  js  a  peculiarity  of  Apis  which  I  should  mention,  and  that  is  slow- 
ness of  action.    Sometimes  you  will  have  to  wait  three  or  four  days 
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before  you  notice  any  effects  from  its  administration.     The  favorable 
action  of  the  remedy  is  first  shown  by  increast'd  flow  of  urine. 

In  dropsies,  Apia  may  be  compared  first  of  all  with  Arsenicum 
albuvij  which  has  the  same  transparency  of  the  skin,  and  is  also  of  use 
in  dropsies  of  renal,  cardiac,  or  hepatic  origin.  Tiic  ditferenccs  between 
the  two  remedies  are  these:  First,  Arsenicum  has  intolerable  thirst, 
usually  drinking  but  small  quantities  at  a  time,  Ijecause  water  annoys 
tlie  sto.raach.  Killing  and  drinking  cause  vomiting.  I  have  seen  cases  ' 
in  wbicii  even  a  single  tea.s|>oonful  of  medicine  provoked  vomiting. 
The  patient  exhibits  marked  restlessness. 

Another  remedy  ffir  comparison  is  Apocynmn  cannabinum.  This  is 
much  used  in  the  West  for  general  dropsies,  for  swelling  of  any  part 
of  the  body,  ascites,  hydrotliorax,  etc.,  usually  without  any  organic 
disease  as  a  cause.  The  patient  cannot  tolerate  any  foo<^l.  Food  or 
water  is  immetliately  ejected.  There  is  a  sunken,  gone,  exliausted  feel- 
ing at  the  pit  of  tlie  stomach.  , 

The  next  remedy  similar  to  Apis  is  Acetic  acid.  This  is  useful  in 
droiisiea  when  the  face  anti  the  liml>s  too  have  this  waxen  or  alabat>tcr 
ap|K?araiK*.  It  is  eft|>ecially  indicateil  when  the  lower  parts  of  the  body, 
the  alxlomen  and  limbs,  are  swollen;  hence  it  is  useful  in  ascites. 
Thus  tar,  it  is  similar  to  Apis.  But  it  iias  thii*st,  which  Apis  has  not 
and  there  is  almost  always  gastric  disturbance  present,  sour  belcliing, 
water-brash  and  diarrhiea.  Acetic  acid  is  an  undeservetlly  neglected 
remedy  in  dropsy.  Yon  see  liow  it  stands  lietween  Apis  and  Arsenii-un^. 
It  di tiers  Jrom  both  of  these  remedies  in  the  prej^onderance  of  gastric 
^mptoms. 

Now,  in  hydrocephalu.s,  the  most  similar  remedy  to  Apis  in  the  stage 
of  ejtudation  is  Sulphur.  Sulphur  is  indicated  more  on  general  princi- 
ples than  for  its  particular  affinity  for  the  meninges.  Tubercular 
meningitis  cannot  occur  in  an  otherwise  healthy  child.  There  must  \ie 
a  diathesis  at  the  bottom  of  the  trouble.  Sulphur  hul^KS  in  the  same 
stage  as  Apis  when  Apis  fails  to  bring  alwut  a  reaction,  particularly 
when  the  child  is  scrofulous  and  has  other  Sulphur  symptoms.  The 
child  lies  in  a  stupor,  wfth  cold  sweat  on  the  forehead,  with  jerking  of 
the  limbB,  imrticularly  of  the  legs,  with  spasms  of  the  big  toes  and 
^metime»  of  the  thumbs  also.  The  urine  is  suppressed.  Sulphur  is 
all  the  moi'e  indicated  if  there  had  been  a  retrocession  of  some  eruption 
before  the  disease  had  displayed  itself. 

HtllcLorua  is  also  similar  to  Apis  in  hydrocephalus.  Apis  is  useful 
while  there  is  still  some  Irritation  of  the  brain  as  indicate  by  the 
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cephalic  cry.  Hellebore  is  indicated  when  torpor  predominates,  when 
the  child  lies  wholly  unconvscious.  The  eyes  do  not  react  to  light. 
The  urine  is  suppressed.  There  is  automatic  motion  of  one  side 
of  the  body.  You  will-  notice,  too,  a  peculiar  corrugation  of  the 
muscles  of  the  forehead,  particularly  the  occipito-frontalis.  In  milder 
cases  before  the  stupor  is  profound,  you  will  find  llelleborus  indicated 
by  these  symptoms ;  This  corrugation  of  the  muscles  of  the  forehead  is 
present,  together  with  a  constant  chewing  motion  of  the  mouth.  The 
child  seems  to  have  no  wants.  It  asks  for  nothing;  yet,  when  given 
water,  it  drinks  with  avidity, 

Nyw,  a  word  respecting  the  differepces  between  Belladonna  and  Apis. 
Belladonna  is  not  usually  indicated  in  tubercular  meningitis.  It  is  the 
remedy  above  all  others  for  the  simple  meningitis  but  not  for  the  tuber- 
cular form  •of  the  disease.  Belladonna  is  the  very  essence  of  acutenees 
in  its  symptomatology.  Every  symptom  appears  suddenly  and  with 
great  intensity.  Tubercular  meningitis  is  a  slowly  developed  disease. 
However,  if  the  premonitory  symptoms  are  violent,  you  may  use  Bel- 
ladonna in  tubercular  meningitis  in  the  stage  of  hypeneroia  with  acute 
pains,  restless,  tossing  i|lx>ut,  crj'ing  out  in  sleep,  and  boring  the  head 
into  the  pillow,  but  it  ceases  to  be  the  remedy  when  the  exudation  is 
established.  The  range  of  Belladonna  is  at  an  end  when  tliat  of  Apia 
begins. 

There  is  another  remedy  which  sometimes  comes  in  between  Bella- 
donna and  Apis,  and  that  is  Bryonia^  which  acts  op  serous  membranes, 
ctusing  copious  exudation.  It  is  indicated  after  Belladonna.  The  child 
beoones  more  stupid  from  increased  pressure  on  the  brain.  The  face 
suddenly  flushes  up  and  then  pales  off,  usually  a  bad  symptom.  The 
chiUl  cries  out,  particularly  when  move*!  in  the  least;  this  is  a  charac- 
ft'ristic  symptom ,  The  child  is  stupid,  the  aMoraen  distended,  and  the 
tongue  is  usually  coated  white  down  the  middle.  So  much  for  Apis 
and  its  concordant  remedies  in  dropsies. 

The  next  use  we  may  make  of  Apis  is  in  erjrsipelas.  It  is  useful 
in  erysipelas,  particularly  of  the  face  when  it  commences  under  the 
right  eye  or  about  the  eye  and  spreads  thence  across  the  face  to  the  lefk 
side,  the  parts  qtiickly  becoming  cedematous  and  at  first  assuming  a 
pinkish  rosy  hue.  The  soreness  beooroes  more  severe,  and  buniing 
stinging  pains  follow.  There  is  high  fever  with  dry  skin  and  usually 
thifiit.  Xow,  if  the  disease  is  not  checked,  and  the  face  assunwjs  a  pur- 
pliali  livid  hue,  Apis  may  be  indicated  in  phlegraonouserysipelas,  which 
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dips  deeply  in  the  connective  tissue  and  ends  in  the  destruction  of  the 
part.     The  concordant  remedies  of  Apis  in  erysij^elas  are  several. 

First  of  all,  Belladonna.  The  difference  lies  in  this:  Bellmlonna  U 
indicated  in  bright  red  swelling  of  the  face  (tlie  smooth  form  of  ery- 
sipelas). There  is  not  much  tendency  to  oedema  or  to  the  formation  of 
vesicles.  The  pains  are  almost  always  acute  with  throbbing  in  the 
affected  parts.  The  brain  almost  always  sympathizes  markedly,  giving 
you  throbbing  in  the  head,  visions  as  soon  as  the  {)atient chiscs  his  eyea^ 
The  patient  jerks  in  his  sleep.     The  pulse  is  full  and  hard. 

Another  remedy,  and  one,  too,  more  similar  to  Apis  than  the  Bella- 
donna, is  Rhus  tox.  You  should  be  particular  in  differentiating  tiiese 
remedies,  because  they  are  inimical,  and  one  cannot  be  given  after  the 
other.  Under  Rhus  tox.  the  color  of  the  face  is  dark  red,  and  not  the 
bright  red  of  Belladonna  nor  tbe*rosy  or  purplish  livid  hue  of  Apia 
There  b  almost  always  a  ibrmation  of  blisters,  wiiich  burn  and  stmg^H 
and  which  are  distinguished  from  those  of  Apis  by  the  preponderance 
of  it^'hing.  Under  Rhus  tox.  the  disease  usually  travels  from  left  to 
right  when  attacking  the  face. 

Lacheeia  may  be  similar  to  Apis  in  some  cases  jvhen  the  face  is  bluish. 
But  the  other  symptoms  will  enable  you  to  decide. 

Apis  may  be  of  use  in  urticaria,  when  there  suddenly  appear  on  the 
surface  of  the  body  long  pinkish  white  blotches  raised  above  the  skin. 
The  itching,  burning,  and  stinging  are  almost  intolerable.  They  maj 
come  ns  a  result  of  cold  or  during  the  course  of  intermittent  fever. 

Here  Apis  is  similar  to  ArsenkiLin,  which  also  produces  hives,  and  to 
TJrtica  nrem.  This  last  remedy  is  indicated  in  hives  when  they  are 
in  not  so  large  welts  as  in  Apis.  The  itching  and  burning  are  intoler- 
able. It  is  especially  indicated  when  the  disease  has  Ijeen  pnxluccd  by 
eating  shellfish. 

Trrebinthiiw  is  also  useful  in  urticaria  after  eating  shellfish. 

Kali  bromnium  is  indicated  when  the  hives  occur  with  nervous  dia- . 
eaflea. 

lihuj*  (jox.  when  they  are  an  acoompaniment  of  ague  or  rheumatism. 

BovUia  when  they  are  attende<l  with  diarrhoea,  the  stools  being  fol- 
lowed by  tenesmus  and  burning. 

Pulsatilla  comes  in  when  the  hives  are  of  gastric  or  uterine  origio. 

CkUearea  odreanim  is  es|>ecia11y  suited  to  chronic  cases;  and  /Septa  is 
indicated  wlien  the  troublo  id  worse  in  the  open  air.  (Also  Rtt/mtx 
eritpuM.) 
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Apis  may  also  be  used  in  variola  when  there  are  intense  itching  and 

swelling. 

Apia  may  be  used  in  rheumatism,  whether  it  is  of  articular  or  mus- 
cular origin.  It  is  more  frequently  indicated  in  articular  or  what  ie 
commonly  called  acute  inflammatory  rheumatism.  You  will  find  the 
affected  parts  feeling  very  stiff  and  exceedingly  sore  to  any  pressure, 
and  often  with  a  sensation  of  numbness.  The  joint  or  joints  affected  are 
swollen  and  give  the  patient  a  kind  of  "streteheil-tight  feeling,"  The 
(Telling  is  rather  pale  red  in  color,  and  there  is  often  some  fluctuation 
about  the  joint.    There  are  burning,  stinging  pains,  worse  on  any  motion. 

The  paralytic  weakness  of  Apis  is  that  form  which  is  so  common  a 
result  of  animal  jwisons,  and  compares  with  the  sudden  and  violent 
effMs  oi^  certain  vegetables  and  minerals.  It  has  often  been  successfully 
employed  in  paral^-Ris  following  devitalizing  affections,  such  as  diph- 
theria, typhoid  fever,  and  also  when  meningeal  effusions  remain  after 
inflammations.  In  all  such  cases,  suppressed  or  preexisting  exanthemata 
constitute  a  leading  indication  for  the  bee-poison,  and  the  reappearance 
of  skin  symptoms  calls  for  its  discontinuance,  so  long  as  the  improve- 
ment thus  instituted  lasts.     Sulphur  U  a  great  aid  here. 

In  these  cases  of  prostration  the  patient  is  either  nervous,  restless,  and 
overeeusitive,  or  hot  and  drowsy,  whether  thirsty  or  not. 

Apis  is  useful  in  febrile  conditions.  It  produces  an  intermitting  type 
of  fever,  and  it  may,  therefore,  be  used  in  intermittent  fever.  It  is  par- 
ticularly useful  when  the  chill  comes  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
There  may  be  thirst  or  there  may  not.  But  there  is  oppression  about 
the  chest,  with  a  feeling  as  if  it  was  too  full,  which  it  really  is,  there 
being  congestion  of  the  thoracic  viscera.  This  chill  is  followed  by  burn- 
ing heat  of  the  whole  body,  with  increase  of  this  oppressive  feeling  of 
the  chest.  The  heat  is  followed  by  sweat  which  may,  however,  be  im- 
perfect. There  is  never  any  thirst  during  the  sweat.  That  is  charao- 
teristic.  During  the  ap>Texia  many  cliaractcristic  symptoms  are  present. 
The  patient  often  complains  of  pains  under  the  ribs  on  either  side.  The 
feet  are  swollen  and  oedematous,  the  skin  is  sallow  or  waxen,  the  urine 
is  scanty  and  urticaria  is  present.  So  you  see  that  it  is  indicated  in 
ratlier  severe  forms  of  the  affection,  wheq  excessive  use  of  quinine  has 
spoiled  U»e  case^  and  in  chronic  f*>rais  which  have  undermined  the  gen- 
eral healtlj  and  profluced  disease  of  the  liver,  spleen,  etc. 

The  most  similar  concordant  to  Apis  here  is  Natrnm  wiur.  This  is 
indicated  in  exactly  the  same  tyjie  of  intermittent  fever  as  Apis,  the 
difference  between  tlie  two  remedies  lies  in  the  time  of  appearance  of 
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the  chill,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  the  case  of  Natrum  raur.,  and 
at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  in  the  case  of  Apis. 

In  typhoid  types  of  fever,  Apis  is  sometimes  indicated.  We  select  it 
first  of  all  by  the  mental  state.  The  delirium  is  not  of  an  active  type; 
the  patient  lies  in  a  stupor,  with  muttering;  the  face  is  either  flushed 
red,  or,  more  frequently,  pale  and  waxen — at  other  times  there  is  a 
happy  expression  to  the  face.  The  skin  in  this  type  of  fever  we  will 
6iid  to  be  burning  hot  in  some  places  while  in  others  it  is  unnaturally 
oool;  the  cutaneous  surface  is  almost  always  dry;  should  there  be  any 
flweat  it  is  almost  always  of  a  transient  character;  the  prostration  ie  so 
^reat  that  the  patient  slides  down  in  bed,  he  cannot  exercise  suificieDt 
muscular  force  to  retain  his  position  on  the  pillow.  The  tongue  is  dry 
and  red,  and  like  that  of  Lacli^sis,  it  catches  on  the  teeth  when  the 
attomjit  is  made  to  protrude  it,  and  trembles;  you  often  find,  too,  that 
there  may  be  a  whitish  or  darker  coating  on  the  dorsum  of  tlie  tongue, 
while  the  edges,  especially  about  the  tip,  will  be  red  and  ooveired  with 
little  blisters  and  vesicles. 

In  these  cases  Apis  resembles  Muriatic  acid,  which  has  this  prostra- 
tion, but  it  has  the  characteristic  acid  diathesis. 

In  scarlatina,  A  pis,  aa  you  may  have  already  anticipated  from  what  I 
have  said  of  the  remedy,  may  be  indicated.  It  is  not  often  the  remedy 
in  the  Sydenham  variety  of  the  disease,  in  which  Belladonna  is  so  fre- 
quently indicated.  But  it  is  of  use  where  the  eruption  is  interspersed 
with  a  miliary  rasji.  Here,  too,  we  find  the  same  defective  effort  on 
the  part  of  nature  to  get  up  a  fever.  The  botly  is  very  hot  in  some 
places  and  oool  in  others.  The  rash  is  deep-red  ip  color,  very  much 
like  that  of  Belladonna,  but  differing  from  that  remetly,  you  renjember, 
in  the  presence  of  this  miliary  eruption  which  Belladonna  does  not  pro- 
duce. The  child  is  drowsy,  sleeping  moat  of  the  time,  or  he  is  drowsy 
but  cantjot  sleep.  This  symptom  you  must  remember,  bccauw  it  ia 
identic^al  thus  far  with  one  of  Belladonna.  Associated  with  thi>^  sleepy 
or  wakeful  state  the  patient  is  fidgety  and  restless.  You  notice,  too,  that 
he  is  |>eevish,  and  manifests  every  symptom  of  being  very  irritable. 

This  restless  state  of  Apis  must  be  distinguishe<^l  from  those  of  Hhus 
iox,  and  Belladonna.  In  Rhus  tox.  it  is  a  general  restless  state  of  the 
whole  b<j<ly,  and  mind  too.  .The  patient  lies  first  on  one  side  of  the 
body  and  then  move«  to  the  other.  This  is  not  associated  with  the 
Arsenic  anxiety.  The  general  feeling  is  a  desire  to  move  about.  lo 
Apis  It  oomos  from  a  general  nervous  feelijig. 

The  inability  to  go  to  sleep  in  Belladonna  comes  from  inflammaiia 
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or  ooDgestion  of  the  brain.  The  hypwriemia  gives  yon  this  drowsy 
state,  and  the  brain  is  so  exhauatc><l  that  the  p;itient  CAnqot  go  to  sleep. 

In  addition  to  the  symptoms  already  nientione<l  for  scarlatina,  we 
have  Apis  further  indicated  when  the  condition  advances  to  eifunion  of 
serum  about  the  braio.  The  throat  symptoms  are  unim;)ortant.  You 
pflen  find  diphtheritic  |)atche8  on  Uie  tonsils.     The  throat  inside  is 

»llcn  and  rosy-red,  while  externally  it  is  engorged,  with  erj'sipclatous 
blush  to  it.  Apis  may  also  be  used  late  in  the  disease  for  the  sequelie, 
that  is,  when  the  kidneys  beoftme  affected  and  dro])sy  api)ears  with 
alburoinnria. 

Again,  we  find  Apis  indicated  in  diphtheria,  and  I  think  that  the 
remeily  is  indicated  in  the  genuine  dis^ease.  From  the  very  l)eginning 
the  child  is  thoroughly  prostrated.  There  is  not  much  fever;  in  fact 
there  is  a  suspicious  absence  of  heat.  The  pulse  is  rapid  but  not  strong. 
At  tirst  you  find  the  throat  having  a  varnished  appearance,  as  tfjough 
tlie  tonsils  and  fauces  particularly  were  coated  with  a  glossy  red  varnish. 
The  membrane  forms  on  either  tonsil,  oftener  on  the  right  than  on 
the  left,  and  it  is  thick»  looking  like  wash-leather.  The  tongue  is  often 
swollen  so  that  the  child  can  scarcely  swallow.  If  the  child  Isold 
enough,  he  will  complain  of  a  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  throat  which 
sitatcs  swallowing,  but  makes  it  very  difficult.    The  explanation 

this  is  found  in  the  next  symptom,  that  is  the  uvula  is  swollen  aud 
iematous,  consequently  there  is  a  feeling  of  fulness.  If  you  examine 
the  throat  thoroughly  you  wiU  find  the  rim  of  the  glottis  swollen,  red 
and  cptlematons,  making^  the  breathing  very  difficiflt  Breathing  is 
labored  owing  to  the  narrowing  of  the  entrance  of  the  larynx.  In 
M>me  of  these  cases  the  breath  is  very  foetid,  while  in  others  there  is  little 

no  fcBtor.     In  still  other  cases  you  will  fin<l  as  characteristic  of  Apis 

f*  red  rash  over  the  surface  of  the  body  and  this  rash  at  first  makes  you 

Uiink  you  have  a  case  of  scarlatina.     We  find  the  exteraal  throat 

•wollen  and  erysijielatous.     Now,  there  are  several  remedies  similar  to 

Apis  in  diphtheria.     One  of  them  is  Arsenic. 

Aramteum  is  indicatetj  in  rather  severe  cases  of  diphtheria,  as  you 
might  expect,  when  the  throat  is  very  much  swollen,  inside  and  outside, 
when  the  membrane  has  a  dark  hue,  and  there  is  great  footor.  There  is 
thin  excoriating  discharge  from  the  nose.  The  thrrmt  is  cedematous, 
joift  as  it  is  io  Apis ;  the  patient  is  restless,  especially  after  midnight ; 
the  urine  is  qpanty,  and  the  bowels  are  either  constipated  or  else  there 
ii  offensive  water)'  diarrhcea. 

In  still  other  cases,  when,  despite  the  dark  purplish  hue  of  the  throat. 
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and  the  great  swelling  and  great  pro-stration,  there  is  not  much  pain,] 
Natrum  nrsenioosum  h  the  remedy.     Here,  the  uvula  liangs  down  like 
a  sac  of  water. 

Still  another  remedy  ts  Kali  pcnnnngan.  This  remedy,  which  is 
seldom  used  in  the  high  potencies,  is  indicated  when  the  throat  inside 
and  outside  is  swollen,  the  membrane  in  the  throat  is  horribly  offensive, 
the  throat  oedematons,  and  thin  discharge  from  the  nose.  The  great 
characteristic  is  the  extreme  fcetor. 

Apis  causes  an  irritation  of  the  mficous  lining  of  the  larynx  and 
tracliea,  and  also  soreness  in  the  chest-walls. 

It  has  been  found  most  URcfol  when  laryngeal  symptoms  accompany 
eryftii)elafl,  oe<Iema  of  the  throat,  glottis,  or  larynx,  or  siipjiresion  of  erup- 
tions ;  less  often  in  simple  laryngitis  or  laryngeal  catarrh. 

Difiicult  breathing,  and  especially  the  unique  symptom,  "  he  dt^es  not 
see  how  he  can  get  another  bi*euth,"  has  letl  to  the  successful  employ- 
ment of  the  drug  in  hydrothorax,  hydropericardiura,  oedema  pulnionuni 
and  aMhma. 

The  hmcinating,  darting  pains,  palpitation,  orthopnoea,  etc,  have 
rendered  Apis  valuable  in  cardiac  inflammations  and  drojisy.  Essential 
symptoms  seem  to  be,  cedema  or  sudden  mucous  swelling,  dyspncea, 
and  iiudden,  lancinating,  or  stinging  pains;  restlessness  and  anxiety. 
Compare:  Lach^AiSf  ArseniCf  Sulphur,  Bdladomia,  Kalioarb,^  Spigelian 
DiffUaliSf  Asparagus^  Apocynuvi  cannabin. 

Arsenic  has  many  resembJaoces.  So  aj>parently  alike  are  the  restless- 
ness, changing  of*  place,  and  dyspnoea,  that  the  two  are  often  misap- 
plied, the  one  for  the  other.  The  best  distinction  lies  in  the  fidgety  rest- 
lessness peculiar  to  Apis.  If  dropsy  obtains,  both  may  be  nt*eded  in 
pale,  tensely  swollen  limbs,  but  A[»i8  often  has  a  retlness,  itching  or 
ery8i|>elatous  condition  present,  as  well  as  thirstlessness. 

Belkidotma  is  too  often  mistaken  for  Apis  in  hu-yngeal  affect ion?^ 
The  latter  has  the  most  cetlematous  swelling,  with  consequent  dyspmea; 
the  former  most  spasmodic  constriction. 

In  canliac  affections  ArHmic,  Apocynum  cannnbinum,  DigiialiA^  and 
Aip<ir<tguSf  bear  some  similarities  with  Apis,  esjiecially  with  great  de- 
bility and  dropsy.  Apocynum  cuntiabinum  is  needed  when  the  pulse  is 
small  and  weak,  heart  beat  irregular,  now  weak,  now  stronger ;  sinking 
at  tJie  epigastrium.  Asparagus  suil.s  in  the  aged,  with  weak  pul^e  and 
[uiin  al>out  the  left  acromion.  Digila/in  causes  a  doughy  appearance  of 
the  skin  ;  pulse  slow  or  weak,  quickening  with  every  bodily  movement; 
gone,  deathly  sick  feeling  at  the  epigastrium,  soon  after  eating. 
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The  cough  of  Apis  is  a  not  uncommon  symptora,  when  this  remetly 
18  neeiled.  It  resembles  more  or  less,  Laehe^Sy  Carbo  veg.j  liuniex, 
Brlliidonnay  ChamomilUij  Crotalim  horrid  us,  Nicx  vomica,  Bryonia,  Ig^ 
natia,  Arsenic,  Hyoscyamus, 

lAidi€9i«y  Nwr,  Bryonia,  and  Sfyoscyaimis  agree  in  adherent  mucus. 

But  Lache^ia  has  intolerance  of  touch,  even  of  clothing,  al)Out  neck, 
a  «ymj)tom  not  marked  in  Apis,  except  with  the  sense  of  suffocation. 

Ruinex  lias  a  teasing,  i^ersistent  cough,  aggravated  by  cool  air,  or  by 
anything  which  increases  the  volume  or  rapidity  of  the  inspired  air. 

Chanwmiila  d  i  ffcrs  men  tal  ly . 

Nux  vomica  cures  cough  from  adherent  mucus  high  up  in  the  trachea; 
but  there  is  a  rough,  scra{)ed  feeling  in  the  throat. 

Bryonia  adds  epigastric  irritation  to  the  $u[)rasternal,  and  the  pains 
in  the  trachea  and  chest- walls  are  sharp,  stitching,  as  well  as  bruised, 
aching. 

Ignalia  induces  a  nervous  cough,  and  the  more  the  patient  coughs, 
the  more  annoying  is  the  irritation. 

Arsenic  causes  more  a  burning  tickling  in  the  fossa  ;  but  since  it  so 
often  concurs  with  Apis,  it  should  be  compared  witli  the  latter,  e«pec.ially 
when  cough  accompanies  dropsy,  heart  disease,  etc.  Arsenic,  then,  is 
really  a  concomitant. 

BtHadonna  may  be  misapplied  for  Apis,  but  we  ought  to  be  able  to 
distinguish  the  former  by  its  greater  constriction  of  the  throat,  and 
deeper  inflammatory  reclness. 

Carbo  veg.  agrees  in  hoarseness,  rawness,  and  tickling  cough,  but  the 
irritation  is  as  from  vapor  of  sulphur. 

Now,  the  action  of  Apis  on  the  genital  organs.  Apis  is  often  indi- 
fiiilod  in  diseases  of  the  female  organs.  Nearly  all  the  provers  experienced 
•fmptoms  referable  to  the  uterus  and  ovaries.  It  must  be  given  cau- 
tiously during  pr^nancy,  because  if  given  in  low  potency  and  frequent 
doan  it  may  bring  about  a  miscarriage  es|>ecially  before  or  at  the  thinl 
month,  because  Apis  produces  bearing  down  in  the  uterus.  We  may 
QM  it  in  amenorrhoea  when  we  have  congestion  to  the  head  as  a  result, 
with  Waring  down  in  the  uterine  region  without  the  appearance  of  the 
mecuws.  Particularly  is  it  indicated  in  girls ^t  the  age  of  puberty,  when 
they  are  somewhat  hysterical  with  this  amenorrhcea ;  they  are  nervous 
and  awkward,  it  is  not  a  natural  awkwardness  but  one  that  comes  fmm 
tnoodrdination  of  the  muscles.  Witli  these  symptoms  there  is  flushing 
of  the  face. 

We  may  also  use  Apis  in  affections  of  the  ovaries,  especially  of  the 
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right.  It  holds  the  same  relation  to  the  right  ovary  as  Lachcsta  does 
to  the  left.  It  is  indicated  in  ovaritis  witli  extreme  soreness  in  the  right 
inguinal  region,'  together  with  burning  or  stinging  sensations,  and  some 
tumefaction  directed  either  over  the  pelvis  or  more  characteristically 
through  the  rectum  or  vagina. 

In  ovarian  cysts,  Apis  la  an  excellent  remetly  to  control  the  trouble, 
especially  in  the  incipient  stages*  We  have  here,  in  addition  to  the 
burning  and'  stinging  pains,  numbuess  down  the  thigh  and  over  the 
riglit  side  of  the  body,  feeling  of  tightness  across  the  chest,  with  cough. 
This  is  not  a  symptom  of  king  disease,  but  is  reflex  from  the  uterus. 

Now  there  is  a  combination  of  honey  with  salt,  known  as  J/c/  cvm 
BoJc,  This  was  for  years  a  popular  remetly  in  Germany  for  bladder 
troubles  and  for  diseases  peculiar  to  women.  I  Imvo  used  this  remedy 
in  prolapisus  uteri  and  even  in  chronic  metritis,  especially  when  associ- 
ated with  suh-involution  and  inflammation  of  the  cervix.  The  special 
symptom  which  leads  you  to  tlie  remedy  is  a  feeling  of  sorenese  across 
the  hypogastrinm  from  ilium  to  ilium. 

Apis  may  be  of  use  in  diseases  of  the  eyes.  I  have  had  several  cases 
of  asthenopia  cured  by  this  remedy  when  reading  causes  smarting  in  the 
eyes,  with  lachrymation  and  itching  of  the  eye-lids  and  some  'burning 
and  stinging.  Apis  is  also  a  remedy  for  staphyloma,  whether  of  the 
cornea  or  sclerotic.  In  external  diseases  of  the  eye^  Apis  is  not  with- 
out value.  The  eyes  are  over  sensitive  to  light.  The  conjunctiva  is 
reddened  or  puffy  and  ehemosed.  Still  this  swelling  of  the  palficbral 
conjunctiva  under  Apis  is  more  from  congestion  than  from  a  true  che- 
mosis  as  under  Rhus  tox.j  which  is  very  similar,  especially  in  cedematons 
swelling  of  lids  ;  chemosis  ;  hot,  gushing  lachrymation  ;  ensipcla-s.  But 
Apis  has  less  tendency  to  the  formation  of  pus — a  symptom  highly  char- 
acteristic of  Rhus.  In  the  former  the  pains  are  slinging,  the  time  of 
exacerbation  is  evening,  and  cold  water  relieves  the  inflametl  lids.  If 
erysipelatous,  the  lids  are  a  blue-retl,  looking  watery  as  if  semi-tranB|)arent. 
In  the  latter,  the  pains  are  worse  at  night,  particularly  after  midnight, 
warmth  relieves ;  the  erysi|>elatoas  lids  are  of  a  dusky  red,  and  tiigether 
with  the  cheeks  are  stuiMiMi  with  small  watery  vesicles.  The*  paina 
are  usually  drawing,  tearing  ;  though  in  erysii>elas  they  may  be  burn- 
ing, stinging,  but  with  more  itching  than  the  bee-poison.  The  eyelids 
often  feel  heavy  and  stiff. 

Arsenic  c^jmpares  with  Apis  in  hot  tears,  violent  pains,  OMlcmatons 
lids.  But  the  lachrymation  is  more  acrid.  The  (Edematous  lids  are 
pale,  not  blue-red.     The  palf>ebral  conjunctiva  and  edges  of  lids  are 
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very  red.  The  restlessness  is  more  pronounced.  Relief  is  usually  ob- 
tained from  warm  applications,  though  the  scrofulous  patient  can  open 
lis  eyes  in  the  open  cool  air,  but  not  in  the  room,  even* if  dark.  Worse 
at  And  after  12  p.m. 

To  return  to  the  eye  symptoms  of  Apis,  the  lids  are  swollen,  red  and 
oedematous.  There  is  burning  of  the  tarsi,  with  agglutination  of  the 
lids.  Sudden  and  very  severe  pains  shoot  through  the  eyes,  and  these 
are  relieved  by  the  application  of  cold  water.  The  eyes  are  generally 
worse  in  the  first  part  of  the  night.  Apis  is  often  indicated  in  scrofu- 
lous ophthalmia,  in  which  affection  it  is  often  followed  by  Kali  bichro- 
micum. 

It  nq^  only  remains  for  me  to  speak  of  the  intestinal  symptoms  of 
Apis.  It  may  be  of  value  in  diarrhoea,  such,  for  instance,  as  comes  on 
during  the  course  of  typhoid  fever  or  scarlatina,  or  as  the  result  of  the 
debilitating  influence  of  continued  heat. 

You  will  find  it  useful  in  the  diarrhoea  of  children  who  are  very 
much  debilitated.  There  is  generally  present  irritability  of  the  brain, 
with  the  condition  known  as  hydrocephaloid.  The  symptoms  are  much 
like  those  indicating  Apis  in  hydrocephalus.  The  child  wakens  up  with 
a  scream.  The  stools  are  thin,  watery,  yellow  in  color  and  usually 
worse  in  the  morning.  At  every  motion  of  the  body  the  bowels  move 
as  though  the  anus  had  no  power.  The  stools  may  or  may  not  be  offen- 
sive. 

It  differs  from  Bryonia^  which  has  morning  diarrhoea  worse  from 
motion  ;  in  that  under  Apis,  the  motion  aggravates,  not  because  of  its 
general  effects,  but  because  the  amis  is  so  uncertain. 

In  bad  cases  you  will  find  the  urine  scanty. 

Apis  may  also  be  thought  of  in  panaritium.  The  finger  swells 
rapidly  with  tense  glossy-red  surface  and  Violent  burning,  stinging 
pains. 

In  this  respect,  Apis  is  very  similar  to  Sulphur^  and  may  be  followed 
by  Sulphur  when  its  action  is  imperfect. 

Apis  is  antidoted  by  Plantain  and  Lackms  and  is  complementary  to 
Natrum  mur. 

Ledum  was  proposed  by  Teste  as  an  antidote  for  stings  of  insects. 
Dr.  Drysdale  has  cured  nightly  jtching  of  the  feet  with  it. 

In  closing  let  me  ask  you  to  remember  the  relation  of  Apis  to  AraeniCy 
Acetic  addy  Belladonnay  Rhus  and  Sulphur.  Remember  also  its  inim- 
ical relation  to  Bhus  tox. 


LECTUKE  IX. 


MOSCHUS. 


The  order  of  Rurainantia  furnishes  us  with  an  article  called  Musk, 
which  is  obtained  from  the  3Ioschus  moschifcrtuif  or  mu^k-deer.  It  is 
found  in  a  sac  just  back  of  the  umbilicus,  and  probably  consi6t£  of  a 
secretion  from  the  preputial  follicles. 

The  second  word,  "  raoschiferus,"  fs  a  necessary  quii1ificatit>D,  since 
several  of  the  mu8k-<leer,  as  the  traguliis  Javanieus  and  the  merainna 
Indica,  are-uoprovided  with  the  runsk-bt?aring  pouch. 

So  penetrating  is  the  odor  of  this  substance  that  it  is  with  great 
difficulty  removed  from  a  room,  even  afler  extensive  cleansing  and  al- 
terations. 

Mo8cf\m  is  of  some  value  in  nervous  affections,  and  also  in  several 
grave  forms  of  disease.  Injectetl  into  the  veins  of  animals,  it  has  pro- 
ducer! narcotism  with  ranscular  spasm,  hlo^xly  stools  and  finall/ death. 
Wood  regards  its  action  on  man  as  feeble  and  uncertain,  though  he 
admits  its  clinical  worth  when  the  nervous  system  is  exhausteil,  with 
accompanying  restlessness,  etc  Ringer  regjinls  it  as  ill  adaptc<]  to 
medicine  on  account  of  its  sickening  mlor.  Bartholow,  F'lint,  Ham- 
tnond,  and  Rosenthal,  do  not  use  it  in  hysteria.  German  writers,  Jolly, 
for  instance,  admit  a  temporary  benefit Trom  its  use  in  hysteria.  Like 
gome  American  authorities,  they  employ  it  more  confidently  in  pneu- 
monia and  in  spasmus  glottidis.  Trousseau,  with  characteristic  con- 
servatism, rejects  the  overdrawn  laudations  of  older  writers,  and  pro- 
ceeds in  his  own  unique  fashion  to  define  its  accurate  applicjition  to 
diseases. 

In  our  own  school,  precise  prescribing  has  had  its  influence  in  more 
clearly  defining  the  |K>wer8  of  Musk,  and  in  thus  limiting  its  action 
within  rea'jonable  boumls.  The  experiments  of  Joerg  and  Sunderlin, 
which  Allen  has  seen  fit  to  incorjiorate  in  the  Encyvhjxtdia,  are  coo- 
flidered  by  some  to  be  contradictory.  iStill  tliey  are  not  opjweed  to 
other  provings  ubtaineil  with  potencies  or  by  inhalation,  and  so  are  oC ^ 
value  and  deserve  to  be  retained. 

Homoeopath ically  employed,  Moschus  is  of  use  in  various  affeotinni 
when  the  nervous  symptoms  [>redominate.     The  disease,  in  conseqtuotv,

does  not  follow  its  normal '  course,  but  remains  uncured  or  develops 
serious  symptoms,  indicating  nervous  exhaustion.  It  is  also  sometimes 
called  for  in  hysteria  and  hypochondriasis. 

Moschus  then,  produces  numerous  symptoms  referable  to  the  nervous 
system.    The  following  are  esj>ecially  worthy  of  note : 

Excited  as  from  alcohol;  pulse  full  and  more  frequent;  temperature 
slightly  elevated ;  congestion  to  thiB  brain ;  raves,  speaks  rapidly  and 
confusedly;  scolds  until  lips  are  blue,  fkce  pale,  and  she  falls  unconsci- 
ous; anxiety,  starts  at  any  noise;  anxious  about  death.  Anxiety,  with 
.  fainting;  faints,  with  coldness,  pale  face,  full  unconsciousness;  hysteria; 
delirium  as  from  alcohol ;  sleeplessness ;  muscular  twitching ;  ataxia ; 
face  wears  an  expression  of  surprise;  convulsions,  more  tonic  than 
clonic 

Hysteria,  especially  for  the  paroxysm,  even  if  insensible.  Cries  one 
moment  and  bursts  into  uncontrollable  laughter  the  next. 

Accompaniments :  Palpitation  of  the  heart,  as  from  anxious  expecta- 
tion. Nervous,  busy,  but  weak,  soon  drops  things.  Tremulous  nerv- 
ousness. Fainting  spells,  with  pale  face  and  coldness.  Sleepy  during 
the  day.*  Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  staring  eyes.  Dizzy, 
unsteadiness  as  of  something  rapidly  moving  up  and  down.  Vertigo. 
Headaches  and  pains  in  the  back  and  limbs,  which  are  expressed  ny  a 
sensation  of  tension,  stiffness,  pressure  on  drawing.  The  muscles  and 
skin  are  tightly  drawn  (tonic  spasm).  She  frequently  complains  of 
nausea,  and  there  is  cramping  about  the  navel,  or  a  jerk-like  clawing. 
Uneasiness  in  the  legs,  worse  while  she  is  sitting.  Great  tympanitis, 
with  fainting.  Copious  watery  urine.  Spasmus  glottidis.  The  menses 
are  too  early  and  too  profuse,  preceded  by  the  tense,  drawing  sensations, 
and  also  a  drawing  and  dragging  towards  the  genitals.  Sexual  desire' 
is  increased  with  local  titillation. 

Sudden  sensation  in  the  upper  part  of  the  larynx,  as  if  it  closed 
upon  the  breath.  A  kind  of  cramp  in  the  lung,  beginning  with  an 
inclination  to  cough,  gradually  increasing  and  making  him  perfectly 
desperate.    Suffocative  constriction  in  the  chest. 

The  most  important  hysterical  symptoms  of  Musk  are :  Attacks  even 
to  fainting  or  unconsciousness ;  coldness  of  the  surface ;  pale  face ;  suf- 
focative paroxysms;  scolding  until  she  falls  unconscious. 

Compare  Ckistoreumf  Nux  moschath,  Asafoetida,  AmmoniaCf  Valerian, 
Ignatia,  Magnesia  muriaiica. 

Camphor  antidotes  many  of  its  symptoms,  especially  if  unconscious- 
ness  and  coldness  are  present. 
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CoMoreum  is  derived  from  the  preputial  sacs  of  the  beaver.  Like 
Musk  it  causes  nervousness,  twitching,  and  derange<l  menses.  But  it 
is  more  adapted  to  the  nervous  syniptoiua  which  precede  fully  developed 
hysteria.  It  suits  Women  who  suffer  from  irritable  weakness,  abduminal 
symptoms  predominating. 

Charge,  for  example,  employs  it  for  women  who,  during  convalescence 
from  a  prostrating  disease,  as  typhoid  fever,  sutfer  from  spasmodic  affec- 
tions, twitching  of  niu8clos,  ^with  extreme  exhaustion.  The  want  of 
nervous  reaction,  therefore,  tends  to  un<luly  prolong  convalescence,  and 
Castoreum,  by  strengthening  the  nerves,  hastens  recovery. 

Trousseau  employs  this  remedy  for  nervous  colics  with  pallor,  cold 
Bwait,  and  sudden  loea  of  strength,  caused  by  emotions,  chilling  the 
feet,  etc.  Also  for  amenorrhcea,  with  painful  tympany;  tlie  menstrual 
blood,  owing  to  uterine  tenesmus,  escapes  only  in  drops.  Teste  agrees 
with  him,  in  the  main. 

The  provings  develop  a  train  of  symptoms  quite  consistent  with  these 
clinical  effects.  The  woman  is  nervous,  apprehensive  and  sad,  growing 
fitful  during  the  menst^s.  Tearing  pains,  better  from  pressure  or  rubbing. 
Tearing  pressure  in  different  parts  during  menses. 

Abdomen  distended  with  flatulence;  dragging  in  the  groins,  inclina- 
tion to  stwl  during  menses.     Cutting  about  the  navel. 

Stools  of  blo^idy  mucus;  or  of  whitish  water,  with  burning  in  the 
anus.  Green  mucous  stools,  which  seem  to  burn  one.  ,  Cutting  colic 
before  st<x>I,  better  from  pressure  or  bending  double. 

A  Spanish  physician  has  confirmed  the  modality  of  Castoreum,  relief 
of  })ains  from  pressure.  And  we  may  profit  from  French  and  Spauii^h 
authorities  in  their  treatment  of  nervous  affections,  since  from  national 
peculiarities  they  have  ample  opportunities  to  treat  such  cases. 

The  similarities  between  Musk  and  Castoreum  are  rather  in  the  kind 
of  affections  in  which  they  arc  indicatwl  tliau  in  special  symptoms.  Still, 
Trousseau  places  them  together  in  nervous  attacks,  when  tlje  aura  stai'ts 
from  the  aUlominal  viscera.  But  only  the  Musk  has  clearly  develoj>ed 
Lyst^Tical  attacks,  with  pulmonary  and  laryngeal  spasms  and  unoon- 
Bcipusncss.  • 

And  we  may  say,  in  passmg,  only  Castoreum  has  cured  watery  or 
green  mucoufi  stools  in  delicate,  nervous  children,  who  weakeq  under 
summer  heat  or  during  dentition,  and  who  will  not  rally  under  tlie 
usual  remedies. 

AW  moschaia  exerts  a  very  novel  influence  u|)on  the  mind.  The 
atate  varios  from  a  bewilderment,  iu  which  the  surroundingn  are  strange, 
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drausy,  or  fancifalj  to  a  condition  of  absent-mindeilneflS)  sleepim^Sj  and 
finally  deep  stupor,  with  losa  of  motion  and  Bensation.  Mental  states 
may  alternate.  At  one  time  she  laughs  as  if  everything  partook  of 
the  ludicrous.  She  jests  even  about  serious  subjects.  Suddenly  her 
mood  changes  tosadnesp,  with  weeping  and  loud  crying;  or  her  expres- 
sion grows  stupi'd,  all  ideas  vanish,  and  she  appears  as  if  overwhelmed 
with  sleep.  There  are,  likewise,  errors  of  perception ;  a  momentary 
unoonsciousoess  she  regards  as  having  been  of  long  duration.     Hei» 

ods  look  too  large.     Objects  gradually  diminish  in  size  as  she  looks 

then)  6tea«lily,  The  bo<lily  functions  come  under  the  same  influence; 
great  weakness  an'd  bruised  feeling  of  small  of  back  and  1^ ;  knees 
feel  as  after  a  long  journey ;  prostration ;  tendency  to  faint ;  oppressed 
breathing,  rush  of  blood  to  the  heart,  skin  cold  and  dry.  So  relaxed 
that  pulse  and  breath  are  acaroely  discernible.  Head  drops  forward, 
the  chin  resting  on  the  breast.  Head  .rolls  about  as  if  bulky.  Bowels 
enormously  distendal  with  wind,  as  from  weak  digefttion.  -Even  soft 
stools  are  evacuated  with  difficulty.  It  is  this  mental  and  Ixnlily  atony 
vhich  has  lo<l  to  the  excellent  cures  made  with  Nux  moschata,  not  only 
In  hysterical  weakness,  but  in  typhoid  and  cholera  .infantum.  The 
hysteroHFpasnifxlic  symptoms  of  the  drug  are  iutimately  commingled 
with  the  alwvc  symptoms;  head  jerked  forward;  jaws  clenched;  heart 
as  if  graA|)ed;  sudden  oppression  of  the  heart,  with  choking  sensation; 
tonic,  followe<l-by  clonic  spaam  ;  unconsciousness  or  fainting. 

Aooompaniments  are :  Great  dryness  of  the  mouth  and  throat,  which, 
with  her  tendency  to  magnify,  she  complains  of  extremely.  The  least 
emotional  excitement  renews  the  symptoms,  increases  the  distension  of 
the  abdomen,  etc.  Skin  dry  and  cool,  no  disposition  to  sweat.  Palpi- 
tation of  the  heart ;  pulse  and  heart-beat  changeable. 

Valeriana  is  so  abused  as  an  antispasmodic  that  homoeopath icians 
art  too  apt  to  neglect  it.  But  it  occupies  its  definite  place  in  the  treat- 
IMDt  of  hysteria,  differing  from  Mymk^  Amfcdida^  and  all  other 
"nervines."  It  is  not  so  much  adapted  -to  hysterical  spasms,  with 
unconsciousness,  like  the  drugs  already  considered,  as  it  is  to  a  general 
fltnte  of  nervous  and  vascular  excitement.  Both  mind  and  body  arc  in 
a  oomlition  of  irritation.  The  patient  is  lively,  joyous,  talking  rapidly, 
with  rapid  cha.Hing  of  thought  aAer  thought.  Sometin^es  she  imagines 
■be  \»  Ixstct  with  dangers,  or  surrounding  objects  seem  strange.  She 
nfkn  from  headache,  giddiness  and  restlessness.  Her  muscular  organ- 
is  so  irritateil  that  she  cannot  keep  quiet,  she  must  move.  The  same 
state  influeDces  her  pains.    The  provings  show  twinging,  drawing, 
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cramp-like,  stinging,  or  darting-tearing  pains,  all  worse  when  she  sits 
and  better  when  she  walks.  The  circulation,  too,  is  excited ;  her  head 
feels  full  to  bursting;  constant  heat  and  uneasiness;  dry  heat  in  the 
evening  while  sitting,  flushes  of  heat  She  ia  wide  awake  ana  restless 
all  night,  falling  into  a  dreamy  sleep  towartls  raorniog.  Digestion  is 
disturbt'd.  Before-dinner  she  has  a  taste  as  of  foetid  tallow,  while  early 
in  the  morning,  on  awaking,  the  taj^te  is  flat,  slimy.  Nausea,  aa  if  a 
•thread  was  hanging  in  the  throat,  arising  from  the  region  of  the  umbili- 
cus, and  gradually  rising  to  the  fauces.     Bloated  abdomen. 

From  the  order  of  Umbellifer®  ^e  derive  two, gums,  wlilch  have 
been  many  times  used  in  nervous  affections.  We  refer  to  Gum  ammonia/!, 
and,  especially,  to  Asafaiula. 

The  latter  acts  most  prominently  upon  the  abdominal  ganglia,  and 
thence  u|>on  the  whole  nervous  nystem  Its  mast  characteristic  effectB 
are  as  follows :  Reversing  of  the  peristaltic  action  in  the  bowels,  stomach, 
and  prticularly  up  to  the  throat;  eructations  rancid,  with  profuse  saliva, 
greasy  taste;  head  feels  dull,  oompreesed;  burning  in  the  stomach  and 
GBsophaguH;  enormous  meteorism  of  the  stomach;  stools  (vapescent, 
browu,  offensive;  8pasmo<1ic  tightness  of  the  chcist,  as  if  the  lungs 
could  not  be  fully  expanded  ;  oppression  to  an  agonizing  degree;  heart 
congested  and  distended,  with  small  pulse.  Drawing,  tightness,  here 
and  tJiere;  pulse  small,  contrao(i»tl,  witlj  shivering  in  the  luuilwr  region. 
Pre»ure  in  various  places,  usualjy  from  within  to  without.  Cutting, 
labor-like  distress  in  the  region  of  the  uterus.  Urine  brown,  of  pungent 
odor.  Later,  a^^  the  jjatient  weakens,  there  are  malaitie,  yawning,  nhud- 
deriug  from  time  to  time,  vertigo,  and  vanishing  of  sight ;  o»»ld  ssveat. 

Clinically,  it  haa  been  determined  that  ^Vsafcetida  ifl  suited  to  the 
nervous,  when  their  condition  is  the  direct  sequel  of  the  checkiug  of 
habitual  dificbarges,  such  as  tiie  external  healing  of  running  ulcers, 
sodden  suppression  of  a  diarrhcea,  etc.  Also  after  abuse  of  mercury, 
when  not  only  is  the  patient  nervous,  but  there  are  likewise  affe<;tions 
of  the  bones  and  i)€ri<^teum,  such  as  caries.  There  are  extnjjrae  sensi- 
tiveness in  the  region  of  the  carious  ulcer,  and  severe  |>ains  at  night. 
Women  are  wjnietimes  hdj)ed  by  Asafcetida  when  an  habitual  expector- 
ation is  checkotl  and  hysterical  symptoms,  together  with  opj>ress.ion  of 
the  chest,  follo^.  Here  the  drug  displays  a  family  rcsemblanoe  to 
Ammoniac,  which  has  frequently  been  given  for  such  a  condition  of  the 
langH. 

Musk  and  Asafcvtida  agree  in  producing  globus  h^i^terieus,  »itanm  of 
the  che«t,  and  palpitation.    The  former  is  bi>.st  adapted  to  a  full-fledged 
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hysteric  spasm,  with  fainting  or  uncoqsciousneBS.  The  latter  has  more 
offensive  dlttchargos,  and  the  gloV)U3  is  part  of  an  extensive  reverse  peris- 
talsis. Fainting  is  not  noted  (except  in  one  case^  when  the  intensity  of 
the  pain  caused  it).    Tympany  is  also  well  marked. 

Moffnesia  mnriatiea  resembles  the  last  remedy  and  also  Musk.  Like 
other  Magnesia  preparations  it  affwts  the  stomach  and.bowtlH  and  the 
nervous  system.  Thus  the  Carbonate  and  Phosphate  arc  indicated  in 
neuralgia,  esiiecially  in  cases  subject  to  repeated  attacks  by  reason  of 
nervous  debility.  The  Muriate,  however,  has  been  provcil  to  be  emi- 
nently useful  in  hysteria.  We  observe  prominent  alxlominal  symptoms ; 
nausea,  with  accumulation  of  water  in  the  mouth;  liver  enlargeil, 
tongue  large,  flabby  and  yellow;  she  must  hurry  to  stool,  which  is 
crumbly,  as  if  burnt;  and,  as  if  to  show  a  combination  of  alKlorainal 
and  nervous  symptoms,  there  are  rumbling  in  the  abdomen,  with  drag- 
ging, griping,  cutting;  tension,  and  then  pains,  as  if  the  bowels  were  cut 
to  pieces ;  rising  into  the  throat  like  a  ball,  almost  taking  her  breatli ; 
relieved  by  eructations. 

^'latus  therefore  collects  in  the  stomach  and  abdomen,  causing  reflex 
spasmodic  symptoms  tJirough  irritated  nerves. 

This  is  still  further  confirmed  by  the  following:  Attack  of  faintneas 
during  dinner,  anxious  with  nausea  and  (lale  face,  trembling  of  the 
body,  rellevetl  by  eructations.  Or,  again,  sud<len  heaviness  on  the 
chest  during  dinner,  nausea,  water  in  the  mouth;  heat  mounted  to  the 
face ;  seemed  as  if  eructations  or  vomiting  would  relieve  her. 

Illusions  of  fancy  have  been  observed.  Very  important  is  the  head- 
ache; griping  and  raging  in  both  temples,  feels  as  if  would  b«xx)me 
dixzy,  and  loss  of  consciousness,  disappearing  on  pressing  the  head  with 
both  hands.     Headache  relieved  by  wrapping  up  the  bead. 

The  menstrual  flow  is  black,  clotted,  with  pains  in  the  back  while 
walking  itnd  in  the  thighs  when  sitting.  Uterine  spasms,  with  tension 
in  the  groins  (Hale  thinks  in  the  broad  ligaments);  cutting  in  the  lower 
sl)domen;  stitches  in  the  groin;  pressive  sensation  in  the  lower  abdomen 
during  menses.  Cramps  in  the  abdomen,  with  pressure  upon  rectum 
and  genitaU. 

Palpitation  of  the  heart,  not  as  in  Musk,  "as  from  anxious  expecta- 
on;"  but,  nevertheless,  non-organic,  for  it  comes  on  while  sitting  and 
oo  rising  from  a  seat,  disap{3earing  on  moving  about.    This  has  been 
timee  confirmed. 

Briefly,  by  way  of  summary:  Moechus,  eacited,  scolding,  f:uuting; 
ooldneM ;  spaam  of  glottis  and  lungs. 
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*  Castoreuniy  exhausted,  pains  letter  from  pressure;  menstrual  colic 
with  pallor  and  cold  sweat. 

Nux  moschata,  errors  of  perception,  drowsy;  faints;  enormous  tym- 
pany; oppression  of  heart  to  throat;  skin  dry,  cool. 

Valcrmnay  nerves  irritated,  cannot  keep  still ;  tearings,  cramps,  better 
when  moving;  jtaste  of  tallow  or  slimy. 

Asafodiday  reverse  peristalsis,  rancid  eructations,  offensive  flatus; 
tightness  of  the  chest ;  checked  discharges. 

Magnesia  muriaiica,  faints  at  dinner,  relief  from  eructations ;  head 
better  from  pressure  and  wrapping  up;  palpitation  better  on  moving 
about ;  stools  crumble. 

Mo8chu8  has  been  employed  by  allopathic  physicians,  when,  in  the 
course  of  pneumonia,  a  purely  nervous  delirium  obtains.  The  brain  is 
violently  excited,  patient  talks  nonsense  with  furious  vivacity.  (Trous- 
seau.) 

We  need  remedies  for  just  such  cases,  remedies  which  will  calm  the 
irritable  weak  nerves,  and  permit  the  disease  to  proceed,  in  its  normal 
course*.  m 

The  following  may  prove  beneficial  in  diseases  embarrassed  by  a  con- 
dition of  non-reaction  from  irritable  weakness :  Mmky  Ambra  griseOy 
Asafcdiday  Valerianay  Castoreuniy  Coffeay  Scutellaria j  Ci/pnpedium,Q>ca, 
Zinc  ox.y  Chinay  Camphor y  Agarious,  Tarentula. 


LECTURE  X. 


SEPIA. 


BEijOKorNG  to  the  Molluscff  is  an  animal  called  the  Sepia,  or  cjftfle- 
fi?h,  A  hard  calcareous  substance  belonging  to  the  cuttle-fish  it»,  you 
all  know,  used  for  the  feeding  of  "birds.  The  animal  itself  ])osM!sses  a 
little  sac  or  pouch  which  contains  a  dank  brown,  almost  black  fluid. 
When  pursued   by  larger  fish,  it  ejects  this  fluid,  thus  clouding  the 

iWater  and  protecting  it<?elf  from  its  foe.  This  was  for  a  long  time 
supposed  to  l)e  the  only  use  of  this  fluid.     It  waa  supposed  to  f)e 

.entirely  inert  when  taken  into  the  human  system.  Since  Hahnemann's 
experiments  have  shown  the  fallacy  of  this  belief,  it  is  safe  to  suppose 
tliat  the  cuttle-fish  uses  it  also  to  kill  the  smaller  fry  upon  which  it 
itself  preys.  The  name  Sepia  is  the  common  term  used  to  designate  this 
remedy  in  our  materia  medica,»the  juice  just  referred  to  being  the  part 
employed.  This  juice  is  very  much  used  by  artists.  The  history  of  the 
intnxluction  of  tliis  substance  into  our  materia  medica  is  as  follows : 
Ilahnenmun  had  a  friend  who  was  an  artist,  who  became  so  ill  that  he 
was  scarcely  able  to  attend  to  his  duties.  Despite  Hahneraaim's  most 
careful  attention,  he  grew  no  better.  One  day,  when  in  his  friend's 
studio,  Ilahnemann  observed  him  using  the  pigment  made  from  the 
Sepia,  and  he  noticed  also  that  the  brush  used  was  frequently  moistened 
in  the  artistes  mouth.     Immediately,  the  possibility  of  this  being  the 

ytauii«  of  the  illness  flashed  across  Hahnemann's  mind.  He  suggested 
be  idea  to  the  artist,  who  declarwl  positively  that  the  Sepia  paint  was 
tllbliitely  innoouous.  At  the  physician's  suggestion,  however,  the 
tDoittening  of  die  brush  in  the  mouth  was  abandoned  and  the  artistes 
oheicure  illness  shortly  passed  away.  Ilahnemann  then  instituted  prov- 
ings  with  the  Sepia;  succus.     All  the  symptoms  observed  by  him  have 

l«ince  been  confirmed.  In  1874,  the  American  Institute  of  Homoeop- 
«thy,  acting  utider  the  notion  that  our  old  remedies  should  \ye  reproved, 
iKTformcd  this  task  for  Sepia,    There  were  made  some  twenty-five  prov- 

ilngii^  of  the  drug  in  from  the  third  to  the  two-hundredth  potencies. 

|Tlii«c  were  reported  at  the  meeting  of  the  Association  in  1875.  They 
stify  to  iJte  fact  that  the  provings  left  us  by  Hahnemann  cannot  bo 
improvetl  u{N)n.

A   CLINICAL   MATERIA    MEDICA. 


Sepia  is  a  remetly  of  inestimable  value.  It  acts  es|>ecially  on  the 
female  organism,  although  it  also  has  an  action  on  the  male.  It  is  par- 
ticularly a<lapto(l  to  delicate  females  with  nither  fine  skin,  sensitive  to 
all  impreysions,  usually  with  dark  hair,  aithrmejh  not  necessarily  «);  the 
face  is  apt  to  he  sallow,  and  the  eyes  surrooiidetl  by  dark  rings. 

It  acts  upon  the  vitiil  forces  as  well  as  upon  the  organic  sulMtnnoes 
of  the  botiy.  It  very  soon  improsHcs  the  circulation,  which  Ixxiomes 
more  and  more  disturbed  as  the  proving*  pn^gresses.  Even  as  early  as 
ilie  fourth  hour  there  are  developed  fius^hes  of  heat  nm\  ebullitions. 
These  flushes  end  in  sweat,  witli  weak,  faint  feeling.  Any  motion  or 
exertion  is  followed  by  hot  spells  and  iYee  sweats. 

Hand  in  hand  with  this  orgasm  is  an  erethism  of  the  nervous  system, 
causing  restlessness,  anxiety,  etc. 

These  two  sets  of  symptoms  indicate  the  disturbing  influence  of  the 
drug  upon  the  nervous  system  of  animal  life,  and  also  upon  the  vaso-^ 
motor  nerves.     Thence  arise  headaches,  various  local  congestions,  etc. 

Quickly  following  these  symptoms  are  those  marked  by  relaxation  of 
tissues  and  nervous  weaknesses.  The  prover  becomes  languid,  pros- 
trated, faint.  The  joints  feel  weak  a&  if  they  would  easily  become 
dtalocated.  The  viscera  drag,  and  thus  originate  the  well-known 
goneness,  etc.  Venous  congestions  still  continue,  and,  indecil,  from 
vaso- motor  weakness,  increase.  The  prolapsed  uterus  becomes  more 
and  more  engorged,  the  portal  stasis  augments,  and  the  liver  is  heavy 
and  sluggish.  The  bloodvessels  are  full,  and  the-  limbs,  hence,  feel 
sore,  bruised  and  tired.  The  general  depressing  influence  U|Mm  the 
vital  |x)wer8  is  further  displayed  in  great  weakness,  faintntss,  tremb- 
ling. Linilie  feel  heavy  as  if  paralyzed;  stiffness  and  unwieldiuess  of 
the  legs,  es|)ecially  after  sleep. 

The  Bphinctere,  as  well  as  all  structures  depending  for  power  upon 
non-striatc<l  muscles,  are  weak.  Hence  the  rectum  ])rolapsefT,  evacu- 
ations of  bowels  and  bladder  are  tardy  and  sluggish,  «'tr. :  and  wt  Ma  ro 
is  no  complete  paralysis. 

Organic  changes  are  produced  aa  exhibited  in  the  complexion,  which 
18  yellow,  earthy;  in  the  secretions,  which  are  offensive,  s<jur,  excoriat- 
ing, etc, ;  in  the  condition  of  the  skin,  which  has  offensive  exhalations, 
and  16  disix)8ed  to  eruptions,  discoloration^  desquamation,  ulcers,  etc. 

Among  the  conditions  which  modify  the  Sepia  case,  none  is  so  im- 
portant as  the  effect  of  motion.     Two  or  three  provers  experienced 
decided  relief  of  the  symptoms  (one  prover  excepting  horseback  riding)* 
from  violent  exercise.     But  many  syroptoma  are  made  worse  from  ex- 
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erlion ;  how,  then,  are  we  to  discriminate?  Since  many  of  the  symptoms 
rise  from  lax  tissues,  with  torpidity,  and,  above  all,  with  surcharged 
eins,  exercise,  by  favormg  the  return  of  blood  to  the  heart,  relieves. 
The  aggravation  from  horseback  riding  or  from  the  motion  of  a  ship, 
since  it  jars  the  sensitive  parts  and  even  tends  to  increase  venous  fulness, 
oeoessarily  augments  tlic  troubles.  But  the  headache,  faint,  exhausted 
condition,  the  i>jicr«>lumbar  pains,  and  often,  too,  the  prolapsus  uteri, 
are  naturally  intensi(ie<l  by  walking. 

Briefly,  it  has  Inum  found  that  S<;pia  acts  well  in  men,  or,  more  often, 
in  women  who  are  piitfed  or  fiabl>y,  less  frequently  emaciateil ;  who  have 
a  yellow,  or  dirty  yellow-bruwn  blotched  skin ;  who  <ye  inclined  to 
sweat,  especially  about  the  genitals,  armpits  and  K'lck,  suBer  with  hot 
flashes,  headaches  in  the  morning,  awaken  stiff  and  tired,  and  are  the 
sabjects  of  diseafles  of  the  Bexual  organs.  The  man  has  sexual  erethism, 
but  without  energy ;  and  coitus  imhices  great  exhaustion  (neunwMihenia). 
The  woman  is  erethistic,  with  hysteria,  or  with  prola)i6ed  uterus,  palpi- 
tation, orgasm  of  blood,  faintuess,  etc.  In  both  cases,  there  may  l)e 
portil  stasis,  with  irapi>rfectly  acting  liver,  with  atonic  ^^vspeptiia, 
sluggish  bowels,  uric  acid  de|w>sit  in  the  urine,  and  attending  evidences 
of  impttiml  digestion  and  assimilation.  The  general  attitude  is  never 
one  of  strength  and  healthful  ease,  but  rather  of  lax  connective  tissue, 
languor,  and  easily  produced  j)aresis. 

It  is  to  be  further  remembered  that  the  Sepia  symptoms  are  notably 
worse  in  the  forenoon  and  evening,  the  afternoon  bringing  a  time  of 
general  mitigation.     Of  this  fact  there  are  numerous  confirmations. 
•      We  are  prepared  to  review  the  symptoms  in  detail,  and  determine  if 
they  sustain  the  assertions  thus  far  made. 

To  understand  the  symptomatology  of  so  large  a  medicine  as  Sepia, 
It  having  in  its  pathogenesis  some  two  thousand  symptoms  of  more  or 
lew  imf>ortance,  we  will  consider  the  action  of  the  sul)stanoe  as  it  affects 
the  various  tissues.  First  of  all  the  blood.  Sepia  causes  great  disturb- 
ance in  the  circulatioi*-;  many  of  its  symptoms  seem  to  dei)etid  Uf>on 
venous  congestion,  and  this  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  portal  circu- 
lation. Reviewing  some  of  the  symptoms  based  on  this  jmthological 
oomlition,  we  find,  tla^^hes  of  ht^t  which  seem  to  begin  alxtut  the  trunk 
and  go  upward  ti>  the  head,  with  anxiety,  and,  of  course,  an  opjiressetl 
feeling,  ending  in  pei>*piration ;  throbbing  all  over  the  body,  jmrticu- 
larly  til  thr  rpigwstriura,  in  the  hepatic  region,  in  the  uterine  region, 
ajj<l  in  the  small  of  the  back.  This  symptom  is  very  common  in  hys- 
Icrift  and  in  chlorut^is.     Noee-blcH^I,  epistaxis  ao  called,  either  from  me- 
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room. 


ohanical  causes  as  a  blow  or  fall,  from  being  in  a 
preased  roensos.  Throbbing  pain  in  tlie  uterus,  tha  uterus  when  ex- 
amined hi  found  to  be  swolleo,  engorged  with  bloody  sensitive  to  thti 
touch,  an(f  as  we  shall  see  when  spealting  of  the  local  symptoras,  dis- 
placed. The  hands  are  hot,  and  the  feet  are  cold ;  or,  a^^  soon  as  the 
feet  become  hot  the  hands  become  cold.  This  is  an  excellent  indicating 
symptom  for  Sepia. 

Now  we  look  at  the  symptoms  of  the  skin.  Again^  we  find  its  action 
owing  to  the  defective  venous  circulation.  We  knovy  that  when  the 
vaso-motor  nerves  are  inactive,  the  skin  is  more  liable  to  the  effecrts  of 
irritation,  and,  particularly  to  her|>etic  eruptions,  and  it  is  particularly 
hcr|>etic  eruptions  which  Sepia  cures.  Little  vesicles  form,  particularly 
about  the  elbow  and  knee  joints.  Uloera  may  form  about  the  joints, 
particularly  about  the  joints  of  the  fingers.  Under  Sepia  these  are 
generally  painless.  There  are  only  two  other  remedie?  that  I  know 
of  that  have  this  symptom,  and  they  are  Borax  and  Mezereum.  Sepio 
has  l>een  suggested  as  a  remedy  in, herpes  circinata. 

Sepia  ;a1so  causes  yellow-brown  sjiot^,  itching,  redness,  vesicles,  hu- 
midity and  rawness,  ecaling,  pustules.  The  warm  room  makes  the 
urticaria  patient  leel  comfortable;  but  the  warmth  of  the  bed  aggra- 
vates the  pricking  of  the  skin. 

Sepia  stands  well  in  the  treatment  of  psoriasis,  though  inferior  to 
Arsenic  and  Arsenicum  iodatnm. 

These  yellow-brov\rn  spots  have  also  been  removed  by  Li/copodiunif 
Nuj:  vomicUf  and  Sulphur,  Curare  is  used  by  Dr.  Baruch,  of  New 
York. 

Besides  Se|)in,  Calcarca  ostr..  Baryta  carb.,  and  Tdlurxnmj  have  Tieen 
rocommended  for  ringworm.  Baryta  carh,  has  never  bwn  guccessful 
in  my  hands. 

TeWirium  is  useful  for  rirjgworms  which  seem  to  come  in  clusters. 

lu  scabies  Sepia  is  indicated  after  Sul])bur,  when  pustules  intcrsjierse 
the  itch  vesicles. 

Sepia  hits  a  marked  action  on  the  connective  tissue,  weakening  it,  and 
thui*  j>r<Mlucing  a  great  variety  of  synjptoms.  Thas,  there  is  weakness 
of  the  joints,  which  give  out  reailily  when  walking;  weakneas  about 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  which  is  not  relieved  by  eating.  This  effect  of 
Sepia  may  l)C  utilized  in  cases  tn  which  the  jointa  are  reaiUIy  disltKiiti.il. 

Now,  taking  up  the  organs  senatuiiy  we  find  Sepia  to  have  a  marki^l 
action  on  the  mind.  It  prothK-es  a  mental  state  which  is  quite  charuo 
teriatic,  and  which  ought  to  be  present  when  Sepia  is  die  remedy.     The 
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patieot,  usually  a  woman,  is  low-spirited,  sad,  and  cries  readily.  This 
sadness  is  usually  associated  witb  irritability.  It  will  not  do  to  find 
feult  with  the  Sepia  woman.  At  other  times  she  manifests  a  condition 
of  perfect  indifference.  She  does  not  care  for  her  household  affairs  or 
even  for  her  own  family. 

This  mental- state  of  Sepia  is  to  be  di.stip^ui.sheil  from  that  of  Puf- 
mtUhf  Nalrtim  mnr,  and  Cmisiicum.  PtihatlUa^  however,  is  the  nearest 
analogue.  Both  it  and  Sepia  develop  a  state  of  weeping,  anxiety  with' 
ebullitions,  peevish  ill-humor,  solicitude  about  health,  etc.  But  only 
Pulssatilla  has  the  mild,  yielding,  clinging  di.sposition  seeking  consola- 
tion; but  it  lacks  the  angry  irritability  and  the  cool  indifference  of 
Sepia. 

Natrum  muriaticum  is  complementary;  to  Sepia ;  they  agree  in  causing 
weeping  ukhxI,  depression  of  spirits,  |)ersi8tent  recalling  of  |Mist  uu- 
pleasautneBH,  irritability,  indilference,  loss  of  memory,  and  alternation 
of  meDtal  states.  The  former  has  prominently,  "woi*9e  from  ccjnsola- 
tioo/*  CliDically,  we  may  say  the  same  for  Sepia.  Both  remedies,  ttK>, 
have  ailmeutfi  aggravated  by  vexation  or  anger.  The  two  are  evidently 
Bimilar  in  causing  weak  and  irritable  nerves,  but  their  compleujental 
relation  consists  in  the  fact  that  Sepia  causes  the  most  vaR-ular  erethism ; 
beooe  it  is  that  under  Sepia,  disturbed  feelings  induce  congestion  to  the 
chest  and  head,  animated  conversation  causes  hot  face,  and  sweats  follow 
exdtenient.  In  Natrum  mur.,  the  symptoms  \w\ni  more  to  nervous 
excitement  or  weakness  alone,  hence  emotions  induce  tense  headache, 
animattni  talking  and  drawing  up  the  spine,  and  unpleasnnt  tlKJUghts 
cause  sadness,  paralytic  weakness,  or  irritability  without  el)ullitious.  If 
hyptxhrondriacal,  it  is  a  state  of  melancholy  from  mental  depression, 
caiii»ed  by  inert  bowels;  while  in  Sepia  the  same  state  de{)ends  also  ujion 
portal  stasis,  and  therefore  is  more  persistent  and  associated  with  more 
irritable  tem|ier.  Natrum  mur.  maybe  ad  led  for  when  the*  mental 
state  depends  u|K)n  uterine  disease  or  menstrual  irregularity,  but  this 
will  only  he  a  prolapsus,  never  the  uterine  engorgement  of  Sepia.  The 
indifference  of  Natrum  mur.  is  born  of  hopelessness  and  mental  languor; 
while  tliat  of  Sepia  includes  an  undisguised  aversion  to  those  nearest 
and- naturally  dearest. 

CauMicuiu  induces  sadness,  especially  before  the  menses.  The  face  is 
>x*]low;  but  the  anxiety  is  more  a  timid,  fearful  state.  She  is  fall  of 
forebodings.  She  dreads  the  possibility  of  accidents  to  herself  and 
others. 

IaUuvh  tigrinum  stands  very  near  to  Scpia«     It  affects  the  circulation, 
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particularly  the  venous,  and  as  reflex  from  iiterloe  and  ovarian  irrita- 
tion, there  are,  nervous  irritability,  must  be  busy,  yet  canpot  do  much; 
hurried  manner.  Depressed,  full  of  apprehension  of  incurable  disease, 
of  accidents,  etc.     Feela  that  she  will  go  crazy,  weeping  mood. 

There  is,  however,  an  essential  diSerence  in  this,  that  the  Lilium 
patient  finds  relief  in  diverting  her  mind  by  busying  herself;  wliile 
the  Sepia  patient  has  many  nervous  symptoms  relieved  by  violent  ex- 
ercise. It  is,  in  the  former  case,  a  sexual  erethism  which  is  thus  re- 
lieved ;  in  the  latter,  relief  is  general  by  favoring  venous  circulation, 
nervous  erethism  being  but  slight,  and  being  associated  with  lessened 
venereal  paj^ion. 

Heptir  develops  a  raoo<l  which  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  oon- 
etder:  Sadness,  unpleasant  eveots  return  to  mind;  sad  evenings,  eveu 
to  tlioughts  of  suicide;  peevi*h;  the  slightest  thing  make:?  him  break 
out  into  violence;  he  does  not  wish  to  see  the  members  of  his  own 
family. 

But  this  latter  condition  is  not  quite  the  indifference  of  Sc![Ma.  It 
arises  more  from  a  contmry  mood.  And,  further,  only  Hepar  has  sm-h 
violent  outbursts  of  passion. 

Ptaiina  is  similar  in  \iR  depre.ssfj<l  mocHls.  **  Indifference;  he  d«)cs  not 
Beem  to  <^re  whether  his  absent  wife  dies  or  not.'*  But  the  digression 
is  into  haughtiness;  or  into  anxiety,  with  fear  of  imminent  death;  or 
into  that  contracted  mental  state,  akin  to  the  feeling  of  i>ei'sonal  superi- 
ority, in  which  "everything  seems  too  narrow;  with  weeping  mood." 
And,  Ixtjidcs,  as  we  shall  see  anon,  the  uterine  symptoms  differ  ma- 
terially. , 

Ijct  us  now  consider  the  head  symptoms  of  Sep'a.  There  isa  disease 
of  the  head  chilled  hemicrania,  for  which  Sepia  is  one  .of  our  main  rem- 
edies. The  symptoms  which  indicate  it  here  arc  the  following:  Pains 
over  one  eye  (it  may  be  either)  of  a  throbbir^g  character,  deep,  stitching 
pains  which  seem  to  be  in  the  membranes  of  the  brain,  and  thcs^  jwiius 
almost  always  shoot  upwards  or  from  within  outwards.  The  patient 
can  bear  neither  light,  noise  or  raotioo.  Usually,  with  women,  there 
are  soreness  of  tJie  face  and  disturbance  of  uterine  position  or  of  men- 
struation. We  find,  too,  that  the  patient  may  have  a  jerking  of  the 
head  bark  wards  and  forwards.  This  has  been  utilized  in  nervous 
women  (with  hysteria  for  instance),  and  also  in  children  with  o|ien  fon- 
.  tanelles.  In  tliis  case  you  should  not  give  Sulphnr,  CVi/carm,  or  remedies 
of  tJiat  type.  Sepia  is  also  useful  in  arthritic  headaches,  esiKHHally 
when,  like  tboee  of  Ntuc  vomica^  they  are  worse  in  the  morning,  with 
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nausoft  and  vomiting.     The  liver  is  of  course  affected,  and  the  urine  is 
loaded  with  uric  acid. 

In  benucrania  you  may  compare  Sepia  with  Belladonna^  Sanguinariaf 
Ji'is  versicolors  Patnatillaj  Niix  vomica  and  TherUlion. 

BeUmltmna  is  to  be  nelccted  in  hemicronia  when  there  Is  violent 
hypenemia^  with  throbbing  carotids,  red  face,  intolerance  of  the  least 
jar,  light,  or  noise.  It  i;*  indicated  you  will  see  in  plethoric  patients, 
and  oot  in  the  cachectic  aft  with  Sepia. 

Santjuinaria  protluces  a  right-sided  headache,  the  pains  coming  ovfer 
from  the  occiput.  They  increase  and  dc<:reitsc  with  the  ojurs^e  of  the 
gun,  reaching  their  acme  at  raid-day.  The  paroxysms  end  with  profuse- 
urination  (a»  in  *S'i//(v?/7,  Gehcmium  and  Veratrum  album).  They  rt'cur 
every  seven  days.  Sunguinaria  also  haH  a  menstrual  headache  which 
Attenfb  a  profuse  flow.  In  Sepia  the  menses  are  scanty.  In  S:ingui- 
uaria  the  \ta\m  ai-e  on  the  right  side ;  in  Sepia  they  may  <xxnir  nn  either. 

\5ou  will  use  Ins  versicolor  in  hemicrania  when  the  attack  liegins 
with  blurring  of  Highland  the  paroxysms  are  attended  with  sour,  watery 
vomiting.  The  pains  involve  the  infra-orbital  and  dental  nerves,  with 
stupid  or  stunning  headache. 

J*ulMttilla  is  very  similar  to  Sepia.  Both  are  indicated  with  scanty 
menders,  bursting,  thnibbing  or  boring,  stitching  pains  on  one  side  of  the 
head,  oWuration  of  eight,  white  tongue,  nausea  and  vomiting.  Pul- 
satilla has  the  on«t  vouiittng,  thickly-furred  tongue  with  clammy  month 
and  relief  from  or)ld  air.  The  jwiins  are  shifting  in  character,  and  are 
Mtociated  with  chillint^st*.  They  are  worse  in  the  evening.  In  Sepia, 
the  pains  recur  in  s^hocks  or  Hashes,  with  proportionate  increase  of  heat 
m  the  head;  the  blurring  of  sight  is  associated  with  heavy  eyelids;  ami 
the  face,  though  ret!  with  headache  in  either  remedy,  is  ordinarily  yel- 
low with  Sepia  and  pale  with  Pulsatilla. 

Nux  vonnea  is  more  suited  to  men  than  is  Sepia.  It  cures  a  drawing, 
^^HlllBpieeliDg  as  of  a  nail  driven  into  the  head,  or  &n  if  the  bruin  were 
mUkeA  to  pieces  The  lace  is  pale  sallow,  or  sallow  on  a  red  groimd. 
The  attacks  commenc-e  early  in  the  morning,  and  generally  increase  to 
a  fnntic  degree.  As  under  Sepia,  the  exciting  causes  may  be  hiemor- 
rboids,  abdominal  plethora,  or  bniin  fatigife.  Id  general,  however,  the 
two  drugs  are  very  diflferent. 

Arsenicum  album  will  cause  a  throbbing,  stupefying  headache  over 
the  left  eye.  In  this  particular  it  re^'mbjes  Sepia;  but  the  prostration 
and  rebtlensneBs  of  the  two  drugs  are  very  diflerent,  a.s  is  also  the  inten- 
tly of  the  aogry  irritability,  even  to  swearing,  which  Arsenicum  in- 
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duces.  The  Arsenic  headaciie  cAwjitionally  derives  a  temporary  relief 
from  tlie  application  of  cold  water  to  the  head. 

Theridion  has,  more  accurately  speaking,  flickering  before  the  eyes^ 
then  blurring.  The  nausea  of  this  r<-'me<ly  is  made  worse  by  closing 
tlie  eyes,  and  als<i  by  noise.  The  effect  of  noise  is  more  intense  than  io 
Sepia.  It  seems  to  intensify  the  pains,  ami,  as  it  were,  ])euetrates  to  the 
teeth,  so  sensitive  are  the  nerves  to  this  sort  of  vibration. 

Sepia  is  very  useful  in  disea.ses  of  the  eyes.  You  will  find  it  indi- 
cated in  asthenopia  attending  uterine  disea.ses.  You  may  differentiate 
Sepia  from  other  remedies  by  the  time  of  its  a;trgravation,  the  patient 
generally  being  worse  in  the  evening;  in  tlie  ruuniing  and  afterno<.)U 
she  is  quite  free  from  symptoms. 

In  conjunctivitis  you  will  find  Sepia  indicated  when  the  inflamma- 
tion is  of  a  sluggish  type,  occurring  generally  in  scrofulous  children. 
The  symptoms  are  subacute.  There  is  muco-purulent  discharge  in  the 
morning.  The  eyes  feel  comparatively  comfortable  during  the  day, 
while  in  the  evening  there  is  an  annoying  dryness  of  the  eyes. 

The  ix'nmining  eye-symptoms  of  Sepia  we  may  suramariae  as  foIloMrs: 
Cataract;  trachoma;  scaly  lids;  pustular  lids  with  eruptions  on  the 
face;  eyes  irritable  to  light,  lids  close  in  spite  of  him;  eyelids  droop; 
aching,  sticking  pains,  worse  by  rubbing.  Cau.«*es:  Uterine  or  liver 
diseases,  scrofula,  tea-drinking.  Worse  morning  and  evening,  in  hot 
weather,  better  from  cold  washing,  and  in  the  afternoon. 

I  have  for  yean*  employed  Sepia  in  blurring  of  sight,  etc.,  with  pru- 
]a|)8us  uteri.  (See  also,  Norton's  Opkthatmic  Therapeutics.)  I  have 
likewise  found  it  efficient  in  asthenopia,  ass^K^iatetl  with  exhaustion  de- 
pendent upon  loss  of  semen,  wtiether  of  voluntar)'  or  of  involuntary 
occurrence.  In  these  respects  the  drug  is  similar  to  Natrummur,, 
Lillum  tiff.,  Jaborandiy  Kali  carb.  The  fii*st  of  these  superadds  muii- 
cular  weakness  (internal  recti),  stiff  sensation  in  the  musc^b-s  of  the 
eye»  on  moving  them,  etc.  There  is  running  together  of  letters  or 
stitches,  luit  not  the  sudden  vanishing  of  sight  S4j  marke<l  in  Sepia, 

Lilium  tiffrinum  causes  smarting  of  the  eyes;  blurring  with  heat  in 
the  eyelids  and  eyes;  sharp  pains  over  the  left  eye,  thus  symptomatica! ly 
rtsembling  Sc-piu.  It  has  also  burning,  smarting  iu  the  eyes  after  read- 
ing, better  in  the  open  air,  like  Pulsatilla.  Spasm  of  accommodatioiL 
(Stu«ly  Jahoruntli,) 

CycUimen  antl  i*idg<dilla  may  also  be  of>nsidered  with  Sepia  in  sudden 
vanishing  of  sight;  the  fjrst  with  |>rofuse  and  dark  menses,  tiie  seoood 
with  st^-anly  dark  flow.     But  the  Cyclaiuen   blindness  aci':om{»anie8  ft 
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semMateral  headache  of  the  left  temple,  with  pale  face,  nausea  referred 
to  the  throat,  and  weak  digestion. 

Under  PufsutUIa,  which  you  may  also  use  in  conjnnrlivitis,  there  is 
a  dit^harge  of  mucopun,  hut  it  ih  bland  and  is  worse  at  night,  with 
agglutination  of  the  lids  in  the  morning.  There  are  fine  granulations 
on  the  lids.     The  patient  i»  subject  to  fe|>eated  highly-inflainctl  styes. 

Graphites  you  may  employ  when  the  canthi  crack  and  l)lccd,  and  the 
edges  of  the  lids  are  pale  and  swoHen  as  well  as  scaly. 

Thuja  is  indicated  in  eye  affections  of  tea-drinkerw.  Brown,  bran- 
like  scales  accumulate  about  the  cilia,  and  there  are  little  tar^il  tumors 
like  warts. 

iVwaj  vomica  will  be  called  for  in  eye  affections  associated  with  liver 
diseasai.  The  symptoms  are  worse  in  the  morning,  and  some  of  them 
are  relieved  by  wld  bathirtg. 

' Nati'um  mur.j  like  Sepia,  is  indicated  in  eye  affections  reflex  from 
uterine  disease;  the  lids  droop.  But  under  Natrum  mur,  there  is  more 
s(Htsmodic  closure  of  the  lids  in  tronjunrtivitis,  the  disi^harges  are  thin 
and  acTid;  there  are  cracks  in  the  canthi  and  also  in  the  corners  of  the 
mouth;  |T«int«  over  the  eye's  worst?  when  looking  down. 

Alnmimi  likewise  luts  fnlling  of  the  lids,  dryness,  burning, dim  sight ; 
but  Alumina  has  aggravation  iu  the  evening  and  at  night.  The  inner 
canthi  are  affected. 

Next,  the  action  of  Sepia  on  the  alxlominal  organs:  We  find  it 
indicated  in  the  form  of  dyspepsia  mentioned  a  few  minutes  ago,  and 
also  in  the  dys|>ei)ftia  incitlent  to  uterine  diseases,  when  it  is  associated 
with  a  gone,  empty  feeling  in  the  iepigastriura  or  the  alxlomen,  with 
8our  or  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  and  with  longing  for  acids,  pickles, 
the  gratification  of  the  api>etite  for  which  seems  to  relieve  these  symp- 
toms. The  tongue  is  c<xiterl  white,  the  l>oweIs  are  usually  con8ti|Mited, 
the  stools  being  hard,  dry,  and  insufficient,  or  even  if  not  indurated, 
ezfielled  with  difficulty.  The  abdomen  is  swollen,  and  distended 
'urith  flatusj  and  there  is  almost  always  soreness  in  the  he|>atic  region. 
On  making  a  physical  exploration,  you  find  the  liver  enlarged,  not  from 
fatty  or  amyloid  degeneration,  but  from  congestion. 

Hiemorrlioitls  are  also  an  indication  for  3epia  when  there  is  bleeding 
at  stool,  with  a  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  rectum  as  though  it  were  dis- 
tended with  some  foreign  material,  which  seems  to  excite  an  urging  to 
ftool.  The  urine  has  a  peculiar  foetid  odor,  and  is  very  turbid.  When 
standing,  it  depifsitn  a  lithic  acid  sediment,  wIm<1>  t>llieres  quite  tena- 
ctouitly  to  the  side  of  the  vessel. 
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Lyeopodium  is  a  very  worthy  rival  of  Sepia  in  the  condition  just 
described.  The  distinction  between  the  two  remedies  may  be  given  you 
in  a  very  few  words. 

A  sensation  of  emptiness  in  the  epigastrium  is  more  characteristic 
of  Sepia;  repletion  after  witing,  of  liycopixliiim.  Imlertl,  witli  the  last- 
narae<l,  the  repletion  overshadows  the  other  symptoms,  often  existing 
without  any  alterations  in  the  apjwarance  of  the  tongue.  Sour  taste 
and  sour  or  burning  eructati«)n8  an^,  however,  very  common.  The  ab- 
domen is  in  a  state  of  ferment.  After  eating,  the  circulation  is  di»- 
turliecl,  with  irresistible  drowsiness.  The  urine  c«)ntain8  a  so<liment  of 
free  red  sand.  The  bowels  are  constipate^!  wiih  urging  and  constric- 
tion of  the  anus.  The  urine,  however,  is  not  ho  offensive  as  under 
Sepia.  • 

»S'M/y)/)i«/'  resembles  the  Sepia  in  many  res|3ect8.  Both  are  suited  in 
torpid  oases  witli  defective  reaction.  There  are  al>lominal  plethora, 
oong(«^te<l  liver,  piles,  constipation  Jtungeraljout  11  a.m.;  bitter  or  sour 
taste;  ernt-tatJons,  sour  or  tasting  like  bad  eggs;  fulness  from  little  food, 
etc.  In  Sulphur  the  face  is  more  blotchc<l,  rwl,  and  at  times  spotted. 
Saliva  nausciites  him.  He  vomits  fuotl.  He  craves  brandy  or  beer  and 
Bweets,  but  the  latter  disagree.  He  experient^es  hunger  at  11  a.m.; 
while  in  Sopia  it  is  more  of  a  gone,  faint  feeling.  The  coustipatitm  is 
altendcti  with  iuetfe<rtual  urging  like  Nux  vomica. 

For  gorjc,  empty  feeling  in  the  epigastrium,  comj)are  8cpi:i  with 
CtiJmren  ogtrenrwin,  Coccnlnnj  Kail  carb.y  Sfnnnuin,  If/tiatia,  Carho 
an,,  SarmjMriUa^  NlccoUm^  Oleamler^  Ipecac.^  Then,  Staphimffriaf 
AoUa  rac,  and  Hydrastis, 

Oocculus  hiis  the  weakness  extending  all  over  the  abdomen  and  chest. 
It  tires  her  to  talk.  The  feeling  is  renewe*!  by  over-exertion  and  es- 
pecially by  lofls  of  sleep. 

Kali  oai'b.  has  empty  feeling  l>efore  eating,  out  of  proportion  to  the 
feeling  of  vacuity  causetl  by  hunger,  with  untlue  bloating  after  eating, 
especially  after  soup  in  small  quantity. 

Under  Stannujiif  the  sensation  continues  after  eating,  and  exteuil-i  all 
over  the  chest. 

With  It/natiny  it  is  attended  by  sighing. 

Untler  Carljo  animatiSf  it  arises  from  loss  of  vital  fluids. 

Sarsa^Mirilla  has  it  associated  with  rumbling  in  the  abdomen. 

Niecvlumf  without  desire  for  foo<l. 

OlfUfider,  with  sensation  of  distended  abdomen ;  the  chest  feels  empty 
and  ii)ld. 
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Adea  racemoaa  is  excellent  when,  with  the  faint,  empty  feeling  in 
the  epigastrium,  there  is  a  trembling,  wavy  sensation  proceeding  from 
the  stomach  over  the  body. 

Hydrastis  relieve?  when  there  is  sinking  sensation,  palpitation  of  the 
heart,  and  mucus-coated  stools. 

Thea  produces  a  gone,  faint  feeling;  sick  headache  radiating  from  one 
point,  and  pains  in  the  left  ovary. 


LECTURE  XL 


SEPIA— ( Continued). 


Let  us  resume  our  study  of  Sepia.  Going  still  lower  in  the  abtlo- 
nipn,  we  find  it  exhiliiting  a  very  marked  action  on  the  uterine  organ**, 
wuiMtng,  as  I  mentioned  the  other  tlay,  engorgement  of  the  uterus 
with  di.splacement.  In  a  well-advanced  Sepia  case  the  uterus  is  en- 
larged and  the  cervix  is  indurate<l.  The  organ  is  either  prolapf^  or 
retrovertetl.  Leucx)rrbaea  ia  a  very  prominent  symptom,  the  discharge 
being  of  a  yellowish-green  color  and  somewhat  offensive.  With  thf.'se 
ohjective  symptoms  we  find  bearing-down  pains  in  the  alKloraeu  and  in 
the  small  of  the  back.  This  is  so  extensive  at  times  that  it  seems  to 
interfere  with  breathing.  Sometimes  the  patient  feels  as  if  everything 
would  be  forced  out  through  the  vulva.  This  feeling  seems  to  Ik?  relieved 
by  sitting  with  the  limbs  crossed.  With  the  bearing  down  there  is  as- 
sociated a  backache,  referable  to  the  lumbar  or  sacral  region.  It  is 
decitledly  worse  when  the  i>atient  is  standing  or  walking.  There  are 
burning  pains  in  the  uterus,  and  sometimes  pains  of  a  sharp  character 
shooting  upwafds,  or  there  may  be  a  sensation  as  if  the  uterus  was 
clutche*!  by  a  hand  {Cadn>t  and  Lillum  have  this  symptom  also)  The 
menses  are  usually  late  and  scanty,  although  exceptionally  they  may  Ihj 
early  and  profuse. 

The  mo«t  similar  remedy  to  Sepia  is  LUium  tigrmum,  for  the  prov- 
ing? of  which  we  are  indebted  to  Dr.  William  Payne,  of  Bath,  Maine. 
He  was  led  to  make  the  provings  after  learning  that  the  Bowers  of  this 
plant  ha<l  causcfl  convulsions  iu  a  child.  He  thought  that  it  might 
prove  to  be  a  valuable  renmly  in  the  convulsions  of  children.  In  his 
provings  he  was  assisted  by  Dr.  Dunham  and  a  number  of  ladies.  He 
observe*!  convulsions  in  the  course  of  the  provings,  but  in  almost  every 
instance  there  was  some  alteration  in  the  functions  of  the  uterus  and 
ovaries  noticed.  Lilium  tigrinum  uterine  symptoms  are  those  which 
often  follow  pregnancy  and  lalK3r,  It  is  indicated  in  cases  of  subiuvo> 
lution  and  labor.  The  uterus  does  not  regain  its  normal  size  after 
oonfini'tneiit.  When  the  patient  rises  to  walk,  the  uterus  falls  by  its  own 
weight.  The  patient  o«>mplains  of  heavy,  dragging  sensation,  prind- 
{laliy  in  the  hy|K)gastric  region.    She  feels  the  need  of  some  supjMvrt  to 
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hold  the  alxlomlnal  organs  up.  This  is  very  .similar  to  Sepia.  In  Sepia 
the  woman  sits  with  her  legs  crosseil,  thus  giving  an  artiticinl  support 
to  the  uterus.  The  Icucorrhflea,  too,  is  quite  similar.  Under  Sepia  it  is 
yHlowi.-^h-green,  somewhat  fcetid,  and  often  excoriating.  Un«ler  Lilium 
I  tJiink  the  most  eharacteristie  leu<M>rrlKea  is  watery,  yellowish,  or  yel- 
lowish-brown, and  excoriating.  This  excoriating  property  of* Lilium 
U  quite  characteristic.  The  provers  of  Lilium  had  in  two  civ-^es  pn->- 
la|3sus,  and  in  one,  retroversion  of  the  uterus.  TIjere  is  urging  to  uri- 
nate under  Lilium:  the  urine  when  it  passes  causes  burning  and  smart- 
ing, the  same  kind  of  feeling  at  the  meatus  urinarius  as  the  leucorrhoia 
causes  at  the  vulva.  Then,  too,  you  will  tind  urging  to  stool ;  morning 
dittrrha»a,  hurrying  the  patient  out  of  bed,  the  stool  being  yellow, 
pap^cent.and  causing  an  excoriating  feeling  at  the  anus.  Here  Lilium 
rulis  against  Sulphur,  which  has  characteristicjilly  early  morning  diar- 
rhcea.  The  Lilium  symptoms  are  usually  worse  in  the  afternoon,  while 
those  of  Sepia  have  remission  at  that  time  of  the  day. 

Lilium  has  some  chest  symptoms  whi<'h  are  worthy  of  note.  Patients 
exjH?rience  a  full,  crowded  feeling  in  the  chest,  as  though  there  were 
too  much  blood  there;  they  want  the  windows  ojien,  as  fresh  air  gives 
them  relief.  This  oppression  of  the  ciiest  is  caused  by  venous  stasis. 
With  this  feeling  of  oppression  there  is  a  taste  as  of  blo<Hl  in  the  mouth, 
reminding  one  of  Pulsatilla  and  Hamamelis,  both  of  which  have  that 
Bymptom.  There  is  a  feeling  as  of  a  rivet  or  a  bullet  in  the  mammary 
r»*giod  ;  also  a  feeling  of  coldness  about  the  heart.  Natrum  mur.  cures 
this  Jast  symptom  when  it  appears  during  mental  exertion;  •Lilium, 
when  it  occurs  as  a  result  of  uterine  disease.  Dr.  Richard  Hughes  re- 
|M)rts  a  case  with  that  symptom  which  he  cured  with  Petroleum. 

**//t7o>iia8,'' according  to  Dunham,  "produces  profound  melancholy, 
deep,  undefined  depression,  with  wnsation  of  soreness  and  weight  in  the 
womb,  *a  consciousness  of  a  womb,'  Lilium  dulls  the  intellect,  pro- 
duces a  sensation  of  iiurry,  witl*  inability,  and  ilistress  \)ai^ed  on  an 
apprehension  of  having  some  fatal  or  serious  malady.'*  And,  further, 
Helonias  is  an  excellent  reme<ly  when  tJiere  is  a  tired,  aching  feeling, 
an<l  Nome  burning  in  the  l»ack  and  legs.  This  is  common  enough  with 
women,  and  no.rcmetly,  unless  it  ia  Picric  acid^  relieves  more  promptly. 
The  debility  of  Helonias  is  the  result  of  impaired  nutrition.  Experi- 
ments* have  clearly  demonstrated  the  fact  that  there  results  from  its 
ik4e  a  diminution  of  re<l  corpuscles,  and  a  general  im[)overishment  of 
the  bbnid. 
.StUphur  U  often  needed  to  aid  Sepia  in  a  chronic  ea-se.     The  oomple- 
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meiitary  relutlon  lies  in  the  common  power  of  the  two  drugs;  u^  correct 
abdominal  cont^cstJon  and  other  vascular  irregularities.  Sometimes, 
when  tlie  latter  \h  in  u,>*e,  a  forenoon  "  goneness"  beconles  markt?<J  as  an 
eleven  o*clock  faint,  hungry  feeling.  Or,  flushesof  heat  persist.  Again, 
a  one-Hided  lieadache  persistently  returns  and  weakens  the  (uitient.  Piles 
grow  worse.  The  l>earing  down  bc«)moj*  continuous,  with  a  weak  feel- 
ing in  the  genitals.  Then  Sulphur  is  Buhstituted,  and  improvement  is 
at  once  noticed.  After  a  while,  however,  the  sym|»tomn  whift  pointe<lly 
Sepia-ward;  ami  so  the  two  alternate.  Several  such  ca.ses  have  been 
observed.  One  patient  from  the  West  was  entirely  cured  with  these 
two  drugs,  and  remains  well.    She  had  been  an  invalid  for  years. 

MureXj  a  mollusc!,  bears  a  family  re>!eml)lanee  to  Sepia.  Provings 
are,  a^  yet,  meagre.  But  clinit-al  exj)eri«>nw  has  confirmed  some  of  the 
symptoms.  Dr.  Dunham,  and  after  him,  Dr.  B.  F.  Betts,  have  miide 
comparisons  Ixitweeu  Murex  and  Sepia  which  are  sufficient  guiiUs  in 
their  dilferentiation. 

Murex,  like  its  relative,  causes  uterine  congestion,  epigastric  "gone- 
neas,"  cystic  irritation,  muBcuIar  debility,  and  mental  depression. 

It  dilfers,  however,  in  that  it  causes  sexual  excitement;  "clesireBO 
violent  as  to  fatigue  the  rea.son;"  "venereal  desire  renewed  by  the 
Blightcst  touch." 

8e<:retious  are  moi'e  copious  than  is  usual  with  Sepia.  Thus  menses 
are  profuse  instead  of  scanty.  Copious  urination  at  night;  urine  pale; 
wakes  with  a  start,  and  a  violent  desire  to  urinate.  This  is  not  bo  marked 
in  Sepia.     Both,  however,  have  intermittent  menses.  • 

Both  remetlies  are  useful  in  the  affections  of  the  cervix:  Murex  when 
there  is  a  sensation  of  soreness,  or  "a  feeling  as  though  something  was 
pressing  on  a  sore  spot  in  the  pelvis" — (Betts).  Lancinating  pains  up- 
wards to  aWomen  or  thorax;  thick,  green  or  blootly  leueorrluea.  Mu- 
rex agrees  rather  with  Li  Hum  and  Platina  in  sexual  erethism,  and 
with  KrcnsoU  in  urinary  symptoms. 

Clinically  it  has  been  used  for  polyuria,  with  frequent  urging  at 
night.  Kreottote  has:  Sudden  urging,  cannot  get  out  of  bed  quick  enough ; 
urinates  with  great  haste,  and  paf«es  a  large  amount ;  urine  oi!*ensive* 

Kreosote,  moreover,  bears  some  relation  to  Sepia..  Both  have  inter- 
mittent menstrual  flow,  dragging  downwards  in  the  back,  and  prewure 
outward  in  the  genitals;  painful  coitus;  vomiting  of  pregnancy;  urine 
deposits  a  red  sediment,  and  is  turbid  and  otfl^nsive. 

But  the  menses  are  usually  copious.  They  are  aocoro|>auied  with 
idomewhat  different  rctlex  symptoms  from  those  belonging  to  Sepia; 
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Dotahly,  difficult  hearing,  with  hiimminjjnntl  roarinii;  in  the  hoiul.  The 
drugging  in  the  hack  is  rt;lieve<l  hy  motion,  not  iiggnivjitoil  as  in  Stjj)iu, 
and  the  leucorrhoea  is  more  irritating,  acrid;  it  exooriates  the  parts 
over  which  it  flows.  Sometimes  it  is  yellow,  when  it  has  the  otlor  of 
frah  green  orjrn. 

This  acridity  of  leucorrhoea  marks  clearly  the  divergence  of  Kreosote 
from  Sepia,  at*  well  as  from  Murex.  This  I«l  to  the  employmcjU  of  the 
driig  in  cancerous  and  other  ulcerations  of  the  cervix  uteri.  .\nd  we 
DOW  choofte  it  when  there  are  burning,  sensitiveness, and  tumefaction  of 
the  cervix,  with  bloo<ly  ichorous  disdiarges;  sensitiveness  to  touch  or 
to  cciitus;  -and  a  putridity,  which  is  foreign  to  the  other  remedies  men- 
tioned. 

Siannum  reBembles  Sepia  in  simple  prolui^us  uteri  et  vtigime,  with 
"goneness,"  bearing  down,  melancholy.  But  its  characteristic  is  falling 
of  the  uterus  and  vagina  during  hard  stool.  Dr.  Hughes  writes  ap' 
provingly  of  its  use  in  relieving  the  sensation  of  bearing  down  so 
common  with  womaukind,  and  adds:  "  I  have  been  quite  astonishetl  at 
its  power  over  prohipsu"*.  It  seems  to  strengthen  the  uterine  ligaments." 
{Pharmaeodynamic/tf  4th  edition.) 

Nitx  vomica  agrees  with  Sepia  in  causing  portal  stasis,  uterine  conges- 
tion, biemorrhoids ;  urging  to  stool;  backache,  worse  from  motion; 
awaken  at  3  a.m.  But  Nux  produces  a  peculiar  irritability  of  tissues, 
rendering  the  patient  over-susceptible,  while  the  functions  are  |>erforme<l 
fitfully,  spasmotlitaiUy,  and  inharmoniously.  Gastric  symptoms  pre- 
dominate, and  they  are  just  those  which  result  in  b  nervous  person,  from 
aba?«  of  stimulants,  highly  seasone<i  footl,  etc.  Thus,  after  a  meal  the 
clothing  feels  uncomfortable;  retching  prc<loniinatcs over  actual  vomit- 
ing. There  are  nausea,  weakness,  and  u  fuint  feeling  after  eating,  as  if 
produced  by  a  strong  purgative;  but  never  the  "goneness"  of  Sepia  or 
Murex.  There  is  fre<|uent  but  ineffectual  urging  to  stool,  nut  inertia 
of  the  rectum.  Menses  are  too  early,  though  not  very  profuse,  and  are 
accompanied  with  more  spasmodic  (lains  and  spasmodic  movements  in 
tJie  abdomen  than  is  Sepia,  but  with  k^ss  steady  bearing  <lo\vn  and  drag- 
ging. Nnx  has  one  symptom,  common  after  lat*rate<l  {x'rincnni,  viz, : 
internal  swelling  and  burning  of  the  vagina  like  a  prolapsus. 

AtotM  acts  on  the  liver,  increases  the  bile,  causes  griping  in  the  ImiwcIs, 
and  diarrhopa.  Its  action  on  the  bowels  and  uterus  reminds  as  of  8«*piu, 
for  it  induoeii  a  determination  of  blood  to  titese  parts,  with  repletion  of 
the  vein*  and  consequent  irritation.     But  the  relaxation,  which  i^  ex- 
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presse<l  in  S^pia  by  <lrjin;trjng  and  " goneness,"  with  wciikneHS  of  the 
Bpliinc'ters,  is  under  Al<>es  <le<')are(l  as  a  more  cf>mplete  atony,  a  paresis. 

It  IB  .expres*»e<l  as  lienviness,  weight,  with  dragging  down.  This 
heaviness  Ix'long?*  to  the  |)elvis,  uterus,  perineum,  rectum,  eacnil  region 
and  the  h>wer  l>owe)s.  In  fact,  it  is  quite  universal,  even  characterizing 
the  lieadache;  dull  headache  across  alx>ve  th^  forehead,  with  heavinesa 
in  the  eyes  and  nausea — must  make  the  eyes  small  with  the  pain — weight 
on  the  vertex.  That  the  headnches  l)elnng  to  Ixjwel  and  titerine  a&ec- 
tions,  is  prov«/d  by  the  fact  tliat  ti>ey  alternate  with  symptoms  of  the 
latter  (like  Poflophylhm). 

Coiijileil  with  l^eavine^sand  congestion,  is  a  weakness  of  the"sphincter». 
The  patient  feels  a  lack  of  confidence  in  th^ra  ;  fears  lest  stools  will 
es<?ape  with  flatus — faeces  and  urine  will  pa»?  together — every  time  she 
imsses  urine,  a  feeling  as  if  some  thin  stool  would  escape — sudden  urging 
in  the  morning. 

Aloes,  then,  is  needed  when  with  uterine  congestion  and  ])n>lapsns, 
there  are  heaviness  in  the  abdomen  and  back,  uncertain  control  of  the 
ret'tum.  The  woman  frequently  suflTers  from  \oosq  ho\s\i\%.  Without 
any  warning,  she  feels  faint,  with  a  sensation  as  if  she  was  al>Hit  to  have 
iliarrluea.  If  the  bowels  move,  thert?  is  more  wind  than  substance,  and 
she  l)c«*omes  prostrated  and  coverefl  with«  clammy  sweat.  If  she  has 
haMnorrhoi<ls,  they  pnitrude,  and  are  relieve<l  by  cold  applications. 

Podophyllum  suggests  itself  just  liere.  It,  too,  acts  on  the  liver, 
causes  diarrhcea  and  prolapsus  of  the  uterasand  rectum  ;  hollow  feeling 
in  the  epigastrium  ;  pains  io  the  ovaries  (  right)  and  down  the  anterior 
crural  nerve.  Burning  in  hypogastrium  and  sacral  region,  with  retijrded 
menses. 

Its  prolapsus  uteri  is,  however,  near  akin  to  that  of  Slanyntm,  bear- 
ing down  as  if  the  genittds  would  come  out  during  stool,  in  Stannum, 
however,  it  is  recorded  as  occurring  during  hard  stool  j  so  Potlophyllutn 
causes  the  most  relaxation  in  the  |Xilvic  region. 

Podophyllum,  it  would  seem,  atfects  first  the  stomach  and  liver,  and 
then  uterine  and  rectal  symptoms  deveK»p.  We  find  it,  therefore,  most 
effective  when  its  gastric  symptoms  concur  with  iis  uterine.  While  it 
resembles  Sepia  in  t^ausing  U-ariiig  d(»wn  in  the  hyi>ogastric  and  siieral 
regions,  relieved  by  lying  down,  aching  in  the  ovaries,  it  ditleni  iii 
gastro- hepatic  symptoms;  tulness,  weight,  ami  dragging  about  the 
liver,  sorencHS,  Utter  from  rubl)ing.  Diarrluea  only  early  in  the  morn, 
ing  or  during  the.  day;  sometimes  the  |)a>vuiges  ai'e  wholly  fecal,  but 
ari'toofretjuent.     Watery, gushing  diarrh<ea,  from  3  a.m.  into  the  fore- 
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noon.  Prolapsus  ani  before  stool.  After  etool  weak,  faint  feeling  in 
the  aMometi,  weak  rectum  and  prolapsus  of  the  same.  This  weakness 
resembles  Aloes.  It  is  the  paresis  of  a  violent  purgative,  not  the  general 
relaxation  of  Sepia. 

Puli*alil/a  nigricans  is  very  nearly  related  to  Sepia.  It  cures  scanty, 
late  menses,  bearing  down,  uterine  cramp  ;  backache  ;  fainting ;  hemi- 
crania,  clavus.  Suitable  for  women  who  are  irresolute,  yielding,  lachry- 
mose; or,  silent,  peevish,  nothing  pleases.  Anxiety,  which  seems  to 
come  from  the  epigastrium  or  fmm  the  heart,  with  qoalrai^hness. 
Anxiety  as  if  in  a  hot  atmosphere,  also  at  ni^ht,  as  from  heat.  Faint, 
must  have  air.  Chilly,  yet  generally  better  in  tbe  open  air ;  chilly  with 
the  pains ;  anaemia  ;  cblorosis. 

Tbe  uterine  pains  of  Pulsatilla  are  cutting,  pressing  with  weighty 
feeling,  converging  toward  the  pudenda.  The  weighty  sensation  is 
oompare<i  to  tJiat  of  a  stone,  and  is  ol)8erve<l  in,  the  hypogastric  and 
aacral  regions.  Constrictive,  colicky,  cramping  pains  predominate ; 
actual  liearing  down  is  not  so  marke<l.  Hence,  we  employ  it  so  frequently 
in  delayecl  menses  and  in  labor.  It  acts  fitfully ;  hence  the  uterine 
pains  oome  by  fits  and  starts,  as  does  the  menstrual  (low;  labor-pains 
are  spasmodic,  irregular,  and  finally  stop  with  complete  inertia.  Thus 
th^re  is  want  of  power  from  the  very  beginning,  shown  in  the  fitful 
character  of  the  oootraotions^  and  finally  in  their  utter  faihire.  Sepia 
oauses  more  bearing  down  with  the  cramp.  If  indicated  in  labor,  it 
is  when  an  indurated  and  unyielding  cervix  retanls  the  progress.  And 
then  there  may  l)e  s|>asmo<lio  contractions  of  the  os  and  upward-shoot- 
ing pains.  H*e  it  favors  Gtls^mium  and  Cdloarea;  while  Pulsatilla 
favors  OaulophyUum  and  Scenic. 

In  temperament^  Pulsiitilla  is  tearful,  mild;  or  peevish,  whimsical, 
oross;  Sepia  is  tearful,  depressed,  but  easily  irritated  and  excited;  or 
indifferent. 

Ab  already  intimate<l,  Sepia  is  of  use  in  a  congested  or  indurated  state 
of  tbe  cervix  uteri,  with  soreness  and  burning.  Awum,  Aurum  mur.f 
Auntm  mur,  natronaL  are  similar.  But  though  gold  causes  hy|>enemia, 
it  acts  quite  differently  from  Sepia.  On  studying,  its  effects,  one  ia 
impressed  with  the  prominence  of  two  sets  of  associated  symptoms; 
namely,  nervous  excitation  and  vascular  irritation.  And  yet  the  first 
no  more  represents  innervation,  than  the  second  df>es  true  plethora. 
They  indicate  irritable  weakness.  Hepatic,  renal  find  uterine  congestion 
appeu*  to  arise  secondarily  to  a  cardiac  irritation  with  hypera^mia. 

Tbe  prolonged  action  of  gold  develops  a  fever  not  unlike  that  of

mercury,  with  profuse  swetit,  salivatiou,  and  copious  urine.  There  is, 
too,  a  tendency  to  an  overgrowth  of  fibrous  tissue,  whence  result  cir- 
rhoses.  The  glands,  at  first  stimulated,  eventually  become  enlarged 
and  indurated.  The  periosteum  is  diseased,  and  finally  the  bones  be- 
come carious. 

In  keeping  with  these  changes  are  its  characteristic  symptoms.  Under 
its  influence  the  emotions  become  greatly  affected ;  easily  enraged  by 
triflrng  contradiction  ;  cheerfulness  ;  but  the  most  {persistent  slate  is  one 
of  melancholy  and  disgust  for  life,  with  tendency  to  suicide.  She 
imagines  she  has  lost  the  affections  of  her  friends;  the  fates  are  against 
her;  she  is  no  longer  fit  for  this  world,  and  she  longs  to  die.  She  is 
seized  with  precordial  anxiety  and  tremulous  tearfulness.  Rush  of 
blood  to  the  chest  wlien  walking  fast  or  for  a  long  time,  with  bursting 
fulness.  Bruised  pain  in  the  uterine  region.  Over-sensitive  to  pain, 
nervous,  tremulous,  agitated.  Uterus  congested  and  prolapsed  by  its 
very  weight.     Sexual  desire  increased. 

While  then  there  are  congestions,  prolapsus,  and  melancholy,  as  in 
Sepia  and  Murex,  the  course  of  the  symptoms  is  different,  and  especially 
are  the  mental  symptoms  different.  In  Aurum  there  is  melancholy 
with  depression,  because  of  supjKised  loss  of  friendship ;  in  Sepia  there 
is  indifference  to  friends.  Anxiety  in  the  former  is  prascordlai,  mlist 
move  from  place  to  place  {'ds  m  Arseuio  ),  a  mere  noise  makes  her 
anxious.  Anxiety  in  the  latter  oome.s,  it  is  true,  with  disturbed  circulation, 
but  it  is  not  esiiecially  cardiac,  and  is  accompanied  with  flushes  of  heaL 
Both  province  weariness  of  life,  with  desire  to  die,  even  with  suicidal 
tendency ;  Aurum,  because  she  has  \^t  the  affections  of  her  frieu<ls 
(Talcott) ;  Sepia,  from  sheer  loathing  of  life. 

.  Plalina  favors  on  the  one  side  gold,  and  on  the  other  Sepia.  All 
three  have  weariness  of  life.  Platina,  however,  has  with  this  a  great 
dread  of  death,  which  the  patient  believes  near  at  hand.  As  with  Au- 
rum the  Platina  patient  feels  as  if  she  was  alone,  but  she  has  a  })eculiar 
state  of  the  mind,  which  finds  a  pliysical  parallel  in  her  power  of  vision. 
She  is  out  of  sorts  with  the  world,  for  every  thing  seems  too  narrow. 
Things  in  her  own  home  look  strange  on  her  return  aAer  a  short 
ulisence.  Persons  are  looked  down  upum  as  pitiful,  insignificant,  and 
very  inferior  to  her.  And  similarly,  objects  about  her  look  to  be  mmtUar 
Uuin  natural. 

Neither  Aurum  nor  Sepia  compares  with  Platina  in  tlic  pKmounced 
oymphomaniaand  voluptuous  irritation  of  the  genitaJfl.  The  meuhtrual 
flow  io  tlie  latter  i&  profuse  and  clotted  instead  of  scanty. 
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Platinaand  Sepia  have  uterine  crnnip^  but  in  the  latter  it  ischttching, 
as  if  suddenly  seized  and  then  relaxed ;  in  the  former  it  is  a  decided 
cramping  followed  by  nnmbness — a  symptom  which  is  universal  in  this 
remedy. 

Ckirbo  animalia  has  proved  itself  equals  if  not  superior,  to  Sepia  in 
indurations  of  the  cervix,  with  burning  tearing  pain  acrres  the  pubcs. 
There  are  labor-like  piiins  in  the  pelvis  and  sacrum;  leucorrluua  stains 
yellow ;  menses  are  followed  by  great  weakness,  she  can  hanlly  speak  ; 
"goneness,"  not  better  from  eating.  Desire  to  be  alone ;  she  avoids  all 
conversation ;  anxiety  and  orgasm.  The  carljKins  act  on  tlie  veins, 
favor  offensive  flatus,  offensive  discharges  and  excoriations,  which  latter 
«re  8ui)erfi('ial  and  irregular  in  outline.  Inflammations  are  sluggish, 
but  tend  to  suppuration  or  death  of  the  parts,  with  burning  pains, 
great  wejikness,  collapse. 

Corbo  vcg,  has  caused  l)earing  down  in  the  rectum  and  vagina  ;  the  os 
18  unusually  oi>en;  weight  in  the  uterns  and  right  ovary;  menaes  have 
a  dronig  odor  ;  leucorrhcoa  excoriates ;  genitals  are  sore  in  places,  smart, 
itch,  bum,  are  aphthous.  Anxiety  with  distended  veins;  a  wretched, 
nervous  feeling  in  the  uterus,  which  culminates  in  tlie  thighs;  nervous, 
fidgety*.    Mental  ileprestiion  before  the  menses. 

The  carbons,  then,  would  come  into  use  when  induration  or  ulcera- 
tion is  present,  with  "  venosity,"  offensive  excoriating  discharges,  and 
with  gastric  disturlmnccs,  characterized  by  an  accumulation  and  passage. 
of  offensive  flatus. 

Carlx)  veg.  may  cure  varicose  veins  of  the  genitals,  with  blueness  and 
burning — bluish  tumors  {Carbo  anima/h  being  preferable  if  they  are 
indurated) — ulcers,  fistuhe,  vaginal  tlischarg^s,  when  these  are  excoriat- 
ing, thin,  and  ichorous  ;  while  in  Sepia  they  are  less  excoriating  and  are 
thicker.  Buniing  across  the  sacrum,  dragging  from  alxlomen  to  small 
of  the  l)ack.  Burning  pain  deep  in  the  i^elvis,  increasing  and  decreas- 
ing ( Iveadam). 

Carbo  animcUis  causes  violent  pressing  in  the  back,  groins,  and  thighs 
daring  the  menses,  with  unsuccessful  urging  to  eructate.  It  is  dlstin- 
gniahed  from  Sepia  by  a  throbbing  headache,  which  follows  the  menses. 
It  aim  has  oopper-coloreil  acne  on  the  face. 

GraphiicB  is  an  impure  carbon  which  contains  traces  of  iron.  It 
combines  the  offensive  secretions,  flatulency,  and  skin  symptoms  of  the 
carbons,  with  ameinia. 

According  to  Dunham  the  onset  of  the  menses  is  accompanied  with 
«  variety  of  aoceesory  symptoms,  as  with  Sepia. 
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The  remedy  is  not  often  quoted  for  prolapsus  uteri,  but  it  certainly 
18  needed  when  there  Is  a  feeling  as  if  the  womb  would  presa  out  the 
vagina ;  heavy  load  in  the  abdomen ;  lancinating-like  electric  bhoclcs 
down  the  thighs  (Lcadam). 

The  leucorrhoea  is  profuse,  coming  in  gushes,  and  is  excoriating. 
The  remetly  affect?  the  ovaries  more  decidetlly  than  does  Sepia ;  left 
ovary  indurated,  swollen,  pains  when  the  parts  arc  touched. 

Like  Sepia  i^  causes  the  nip]>le8  to  inflame  and  cmck.  It  ia  very 
useful  to  soften  or  remove  cicatricial  tissue  in  the  mammae  (like  Phyto- 
lacca). 

But  GraphUea  is  best  adaptal  to  women  who  ai*e  anaemic,  though 
obese,  who  are  constantly  cold,  oon.stii>ate<l,  and  subject  to  a  ri^ugh, 
herpetic  condition  of  the  akin.  Eruptions  are  moist,  and  sweat  is  ofiTen- 
sive  as  in  Sepia,  but  only  Grajihitea  luis  tlie  glueyness  of  the  secretioDs 
well-marked.  The  skin  grows  hard,  cracka  and  bleeds.  There  is  leas 
desquamation  than  in  Sepia. 

GrnphUcs,  by  virtue  of  its  effect  upon  cicatricial  tissue  and  indurations, 
ought  to  prove  useful  in  softening  the  cervix  when,  as  is  often  the  case, 
a  laceration  has  remained  unhealed,  acting  as  a  source  of  irritation. 

Nafrum  airbonicum  and  other  s^nla  salts  are  coiuplerueiitary  to 
Sepia. 

The  carbonate  is  needed  when  there  is  bearing  down  as  if  all  w(Juld 
jcome  out ;  melancholy,  apprehensive  ;  over-sensitive  to  mu&ic.  Back- 
ache very  like  Sepia ;  heaviness,  worse  sitting,  l)etter  moving,  bruised 
pain  over  the  back  at  niglit,  tension,  boring  from  tip  of  left  scapula 
through.     Skin  dry,  rough.  • 

Clinically,  it  has  served  when  the  cervix  is  enlarged,  with  ill-shaped 
OS.  Dr.  Belts  has  succeeded  with  it  in  congenital  defective  growth  of 
the  anterior  vaginal  wall  an<l  thi^  ill-shape<l  os. 

NiUrum  munaticum  is  suited  to  anicinic  women,  with  thin  worn  face 
and  general  emaciation.  They  are  melancholic,  easily  angered,  suffer 
from  nervous  weakness,  with  |>aIpitation,  trembling,  anxiety,  and  pre- 
dominant chilliness;  inclined  to  sweat;  sweat  in  the  axilla?  with  chilli' 
ness  over  the  back ;  prolapsus  uteri ;  cramp-^,  scanty  menses,  uriue  with 
red  sediment;  painful  coitus.  It  therefore  resembles  both  Pulsatilla 
and  Sepia.  But  consolation  aggravate>  (Pulsatilla  is  easily  pacified, 
seeks  otnsolution)  ;  headaches  txiugestive,  pseudo-plethoric,  with  burst- 
ing pains,  worse  from  the  least  motion,  even  of  the  eyeballs;  mucH>ufl 
membranes  smart  as  with  Si'pia,  but  there  is  an  abnormal  dryiK^J^ ;  thu^, 
tongue  feels  dry,  eyelids  are  dry,  rectum  dry,  smarts,  etc.     With  this 
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there  is  a  teiiTlency  to  eroeions,  with  smarting'barning  ;  thus  tlie  tongue 
is  sore  and  ulcerated;  gums  sore  and  bleed.  Skin  unnaturally  dry. 
The  prolajwus  uteri  is  worse  in  the  morning,  must  sit  down  to  prevent 
it,  with  Ixw'knche,  which  is  relieve*!  by  lying  on  the  back.  Tension  in 
the  hyiK)ga«tric  and  inguinal  regions  as-  if  the  skin  was  tight  {Apis), 
Ijeuc<»rrlKea  greenish,  with  smarting  and  feeling  of  dryness.*  Cutting 
in  the  urethm,  which  is  most  marked  after  urination.  Menses  scanty,  or 
iicanty  a  day  or  two  and  then  copious. 

Xatrum  hi/pocJihro8Um  varies  the  case.  According  to  the  prover,  Dr. 
R.  T,  Ctmper,  it  is  useful  in  debilitate<l  persons,  of  lax  fibre  and  rather 
sluggish,  mentally  and  bodily.  This  debility  is  'aocomjianieil  with 
emaciation,  nervous  exhaustion  and  other  evidence*!  t>f  deep  sealed 
changfij  in  the  organism.  There  are  vertigo  to  falling,  with  aching 
acroHs  the  forehead  and  uterine  liearing  down;  swimming  feeling  as  if  the 
top  of  the  cranium  were  al)out  to  float  off.  Pains  across  the  forehead  an<l 
eyes  or  on  vertex,  with  uterine  symptoms.  Brain  feels  panilyzeil,  also 
the  lirolw,  fingers  numb;  fainting  spells.  Tongue  large,  takes  priut  of 
teeth  ;  flatulency,  costive,  bloateil  after  menls^  flatulent  u^thma — alt  in- 
dicating alxlominal  plethora. 

These  symptoms  are  met  with  in  connection  with  uterine  diseases. 
Menses  clotte<l,  black  ;  sleepiness,  dark  circles  around  the  eyes.  liear- 
ingdown  in  the  uterus,  which  may  be  congested,  enlarged  and  sensitive; 
ocKifitant  oozUif;  of  bi<KMl,  worse  from  any  exertion.  Womb  feels  as  if 
it  o|>ened  and  shut;  thus  not  precisely  the  clutching  and  relaxing  of 
Sepia.  Feelb"  as  if  the  womb  was  pushtxl  up  when  she  sits  down  (a 
symfjtom  of  Ferrum  itxl.  also).  Swelling  low  down  in  the  aUlomen, 
going  up  to  the  chest,  causing  dyspncea,  worse  after  eating.  A  weight 
seems  to  fall  from  across  the  pit  of  th'e  chest  to  the  aUloraen,  with 
aching  on  the  top  of  the  head.  Swelling  in  the  left  ovarian  region  at  time 
of  menses.  It  seemed  to  catlike  the  prt)lap8e<l  uteriLs  to  rise  into  Us  place, 
reminding  one  of  the  experiments  of  Dr.  Jackson  with  Sepia.  Pruritus. 
Weak  feeling  alH)ut  the  chest.  Easily  overpowered  with  heat.  This 
latter  is  also  in  Sepia  as  well  HAXatrum  mur.  and  Natrum  carb. 

Aotea  racemoaa  ia  invaluable  in  the  treatment  of  women.  It  is  es{)e> 
cially  adapted  to  those  who  are  pre<lisposetl  to  muscular  rheumatism 
and  myalgia.  It  auisi>»»  hy|>cnemia  of  the  brain  and  coril,  and  even 
inflammation  in  the  cervical  and  dorsal  spine.  Hence  comes  its  occipital 
pfiim«,  lightning-like  [wiins,  (lelirium,  etc.  (see  below).  It  here  rewem- 
bh^  Aimitihr^  Abrofanum^  Gff.srmium  ;  the  last  of  which  remedies,  liow- 
evcr,  lias  more  drowsiness  and  muscular  paresis  with  less  excitement. 
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Sepia,  too,  causers  fulness  of  the  spinal  vessels,  but  less  niarke<]  than  Aetea, 
more  papsive,  more  torpid.  Sensory  nerves,  in  Actea,  are  excited,  whiles 
at  the  sanje  time,  like  the  motor  nervi*8  und  the  iniiscles,  tliey  are  weak. 
The  heart  nets  feebly  and  nervously,  the  ptilse  is  either  very  quick  and 
feeble  or  too  bIow  and  intermitting.  With  tliis  there  is  Run ty  urine, 
de[>ositinj5  a  red  or  yellow  sediment.  There  is  a  general  feeling  of  uneasi- 
ness, re-Htk-ssnes-sand  fidgets  ;  or  tremorH,  nervous  chills.  The  muselcw  feel 
sore,  bruised,  stiU';  severe  myalgie  pains,  with  numb  feeling.  Pains 
violent,  dart  like  lightning.  l*]iiHi()8  recommends  it  even  for  ana^rca 
with  tlie  alMjve  condition  «»f  heart  and  urinary  secretion,  "even  when 
Digitalis  faile*!.'' 

Aetea,  then,  is  preeminently  a  remedy  for  "  irritable  weakness." 
As  with  Sepia,  there  are  nervousness,  restlessness,  melancholy,  scanty 
menses  wJih  bearing  down,  etc.  But  Actea  produces  a  more  decidwl 
nervous  excitement,  amounting  to  delirium,  with  hallucinations  of  rats, 
etc.;  it  develops  an  overwhelming  appreheusivencss,  with  no  apparent 
eau^e,  but  which  cannot  ha  overcome,  reducing  the  patient  to  dt2*pair. 
In  her  excited  state  she  feels  as  if  the  top  of  her  head  was  Hying 
off  and  she  would  go  crazy.  She  becomes  suspicious,  irritable  and  is 
dizzy  as  if  intoxicated.  All  these  symptoms  form  a  part  of  the  general 
nervous  state,  which  de[)end8  upon  an  irritated  condition  of  the  utenis 
and  ovaries;  or  is,  at  least,  perpetuated  thereby.  And  the  disturbe<I 
state  of  the  uterus  seems  to  be  basetl  on  a  rheumatic  diathesis.  She 
sutlers  more  from  neuralgia  than  the  Sepia  j^^Kitient;  dull  aching  from 
occiput  to  vertex;  aching  sorenesa  in  the  eyeballs,  sharj)  pains  thence 
to  the  vertex,  with  reil,  etmgestetl  eyes — all  assoc^iatexl  with  llexeil  or 
irritable  uterus.  Very  important,  tiK>,  are  neuralgic  pains  in  and  al)OUt 
the  latter  organ  ;  uterus  sensitive  to  touch,  pains  shoot  across  from  side 
to  side;  bearing  down,  with  tightness  around  the  hips,  menses  stranty, 
pain  «)ntinues  after  tlow  begins.  The  epigastric  faintness  is  not  quite 
the  "goneness"  of  Sepia.  It  is  accompanied  with  nervousness,  tremors, 
waves  sprca<Ilng  thence  all  over,  feeling  as  if  frigiitened.  Sepia  may 
Ix'  nce<lc<l  in  asthenopia,  reflex  from  the  uterus;  Actea  rather  in  hy|)er- 
festhesia  of  the  retina  or  in  ciliary  neuralgia,  refWx  from  tlie  uterus. 
Both  are  very  useful  at  the  climacteric;  vSepia  tor  the  tlushes  of  heat; 
Acteji,  according  to  Hughes,  for  irritability,  pain  at  the  vertex,  and 
sinking  at  tiic  »t<»mach. 

Kati /trrocifaniilum  has  relieved  bearing  down;  pus-like  leuoorrhoja, 
profuse  bi].l  not  irritating ;  sadness  even  to  tears.     Sinking  eeosation  at 
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the  epigastrium.  Passive  uterine  ha?morrhaj?e  with  oonseqnent  debility 
(BclJ,  McClatchey). 

fiat  these  effects  ought  not  to  be  confoiinderl  with  those  of  Sepia, 
For  the  drag  is  an  intend  poison,  acting  on  the  muscles  and  heart,  etc. 
The  gastric  sinking  is  connected  with  weakened  heart,  the  beats  of  which 
become  diminished  in  Dunil>er  dud  force,  with  consefjuent  coldness,  sink- 
ing, vertigo,  numbness,  and  tremors.  The  remedy,  then,  suits  the  de- 
bilitated when  the  heart  fails.  It  is  closely  allied  to  Kali  carb.  in  weak 
heart. 

Cal'xirea  ostrcarum  causes  a  pressure  in  the  lower  abdomen  on  physi- 
cttl  exertion.  Bearing  down,  worse  standing;  aching  in  the  thigha. 
Sore  pain,  tension,  worse  holding  oneself  erect  or  bending  backwartls. 
Stinging  in  the  cervix,  stitches.  But  the  menses  are  profuse  and  too 
early,  and  the  general  symptoms  are,  as  is  well  known,  very  differeut 
from  thoee  of  Sepia. 

Oatearta  pliogphoncn  (like  Phonphoriis)  pnxluces  a  weak  linking 
feeling  in  the  hypogastrium ;  empty  sinking  sensation  at  the  epigas- 
triDm.  Prolapsus  is  worse  during  stool  or  micturition,  with  sense  of 
weakness  and  distress.  Aching  in  the  uterus.  Cutting  through  to 
flacrum.  Cream-like  leucorrlniea.  Burning  in  the  vagina,  with  pain 
on  boUi  sides  of  the  bladder  and  uterus;  burning  like  fire  up  into  the 
chest.     Flushes  of  heat,  anxiety,  faintness,  debility';  she  sweats  easily. 

But  the  menses  are  profuse  aud  there  is  sexual  excitement.  She  is 
weak  aud  emaciated,  consumptive;  sutlers  from  ])artial  profuse  sweats; 
but  they  are  not  offensive  as  in  Sepia.  Every  exposure  increases  her 
chenmatic  pains  and,  with  these,  her  distress  at  the  uterus. 

Among  the  remaining  remedies  I  may  briefly  refer  to  the  following: 

MitcheUa,  cervix  engorged,  dark  red,  swollen.  This  is  associated 
with  an  irritation  at  the  neck  of  the  bladder,  with  urging  to  urinate. 
There  are,  however,  no  general  resemblances  to  Sepia.  The  remedy  h 
nUher  to  be  classed  with  Eupatorium  purpureum,  v^icaHrritabiliiy  in 
women  (Hughes) — Hylrocotyky  irritation  of  the  neck  of  the  bladder; 
cscrvix  uteri  red,  with  heat  and  itching  of  the  vagina  (confirmed  by  Dr. 
Mitchell) —  Ve^pa^  nicer  around  the  db;  Apis^  dysuria. 

Sepia  ought  not  to  be  confounded  with  Secede  c.  and  Vsiihigo ;  for 
althongh  tiie  three  cause  bearing  down,  cong^Jtion,  aching  distress,  and 
proIa[ieua  uteri,  the  conditions  are  quite  different.  The  laitt  two  act  on 
the  muflcular  coat  of  the  bloodvessels  and  ia voluntary  muscular  fibres 
io  geoenL  Secondarily,  from  undue  relaxation,  they  favor  tumefac- 
tk»8,  pooHve  hemorrhages.    Their  "bearing  dowu'^  is  prolonged, 
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1) larked  (like  Cauhphyllum).  UMilago  haa  relieved  uterine  hajmorrhage ; 
al^o  voraiting  of  bloixl  in  a  lady  with  uterine  disease ;  passive  flow  of 
blood ;  tlie  exiimiiiin^  finger  detects  a  soft,  patulous  cervix,  and  is 
Htaiued  with  blood  (Woodbury). 

Vifjiirnuia  oiJijJits  has  caused  and  cured  paiuf?,  coming  as  in  Sepia, 
around  the  pelvis  to  the  uterine  region,  also  "goneness,"  empty  feeling 
at  the  stomach  ;  bearing  down  ;  "  nervousness."  But  the  bearing  dowu 
is  luueh  more  violent,  ami  culminates  in  the  uterus  in  intense  cramp; 
tluw  favoring  Cdnlophylhim^  Actea  rac.f  Seoaley  e:U^^  rather  than  Sepia* 

Inula  and  Hcdtouui  have  been  prove<l,  but  clinit-al  exf>erienoo  is 
wauling.  Like  Sepia,  they  cause  uterine  jjains  and  bearing  dowu; 
the  Brnt,  dragging  in  the  genitals,  backache,  urging  to  stool  and  to  mic- 
turition  ;  the  stHX)nd,  bearing  down  with  gre:it  weakness  in  the  legs. 

Sepia,  in  a  few  inntancea,  has  relieved  choreic-like  symptoms ;  sudden 
jerking  of  the  head  l)ack wards  and  forwards;  twisting  in  the  stomach 
and  then  a  rising  to  the  thnxit.  Among  similar  rerao<lic8  we  should 
not  forget  t*j  iuclu<le  Zizia.  It  caust«  an  inci'ease  of  bl<x>d  in  the  uterus, 
backache,  smarting,  burning  in  the  back  ;  s]>Rsmodic  movements  of  the 
fac;«  and  limbs.  The  mind  is  nt  first  exhilarated,  then  depresses],  and 
finally  a  state  of  indifferenw  obtains.  The  most  marked  characteristic, 
however,  is  restless,  choreic  movements,  worse  during  sleep. 

When  prola|>sus  uteri"  is  a  symptom  of  general  defective  nutrition, 
with  little  or  no  local  congestion,  Sepitbyiclds  to  AidriSf  Oaul    '    " 
A  hies  Onwilensis,  Lac  dejhratam,  Qilcurea  phos,,  NiUrum  mur.,  . 
Nair,  hypoelilor. 

In  threatened  abortion  Sepia  is  indicate<l  not  so  much  by  the  jiain^ 
as  by  the  evidence  of  disturbed  circulation.  Tiiis,  together  with  irri- 
table nerves  and  laxness  of  tissue,  makes  up  the  cause  of  the  imi>ending 
catastrophe.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  are,  or  there  have  been,  ful- 
neas  and  pressure  of  bloo<l  to  the  head  and  chest,  feeling  of  heaviness 
in  the  abilomen,  piles;  fiushes  of  heat,  with  faintness  and  momentary 
attacks  of  blindness — observed  especially  when  the  patient  was  in  a 
warm  or  close  room,  kneeling  as  in  chureh,  when  steadily  using  the 
eyes,  etc.  A  common  attendant, clearly  expre&sive  of  the  nature  of  the 
S<»pia  casi»,  is  the  excellent  keynote  of  Dr.  H.  N.  Guernsey;  sense  of 
weight  in  the  anus  like  a  heavy  ball. 

This  last  symptom  is  unique,  differing  materially  from  the  urging  of 
Kux  and  Sulphur,  the  prossure  of  Lilium,  and  the  fulness  and  weight 
of  Aloes.  The  latter  has  also  sensation  of  a  j>lug  wedged  in  between 
sym})hyKis  pubis  and  oei  c<Krygis. 


LECTUKE  XIT. 


NOSODES. 


Tiirs  class  of  remedies,  as  I  have  already  intimated  in  my  in(ro<luc- 
tory  lecture,  consists  of  disease  prwiucts.  Many  of  them  have  been 
demonstrated  to  possess  medicinal  properties,  hence  they  are  useful  in 
the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  human  frame.  The  field  here  is  cer- 
tainly an  immense  one.  As  yet,  we  hardly  know  the  coramcn<«raent 
of  onr  lal)ore  in  this  direction.  I  think  that  the  time  will  come,  when 
the  medicines  composing  this  group,  will  prove  themselves  to  be  of 
immense  service  in  the  treatment  of  chronic  disease.  Some  of  the 
Doeodes  ha\*e  been  derived  from  the  diseases  of  animals,  others  from 
those  of  plants. 

Gn-at  objections  have  been  made  to  the  nos(xles  as  remedies  in  homcpo- 
pathic  pnictice.  It  is  well  that  you  should  understand  the  prejudices 
which  you  will  meet,  both  among  the  laity  and  in  the  profession. 
Objection  has  been  made  to  Psorinum,  which  you  know  is  obtained! 
from  the  itch  eruption  and  also  to  Si/philinum,  the  syphilitic  poison,  on 
the  ground  that  they  are  nasty^aod  filthy.  This  objetrtion  is  certainly 
absurd,  because  nobmly  would  for  one  minute  entertain  the  idea  of 
administering  these  substances  in  a  low  potency ;  and  this  being  the 
c«»e,  no  one  will  maintain  that  there  is  anything  nasty  or  disagreeable 
to  one's  feelings  in  administering  to  a  patient  Psorinum  in  the  two 
hundredth  attenuation. 

Another  objection  that  has  been  raised  against  tlie  nosodes,  and  one 
which  certainly  does  carrj'some  weight  with  it,  is,  that  these  substances 
do  not  cure,  but  that  they  interfere  with  the  progress  of  homoeopathy  by 
confusing  it  with  isopathy.  So  then  it  Ls  said  by  prominent  physicians 
within  our  ranks,  if  in  a  case  of  scrofula,  you  give  Psorinum,  your 
practice  is  not  homoDopatliic  but  isopathic.  I  say  that  there  is  here  some 
ground  for  discussion,  and  I  hope  that  you  will  take  part  in  the  inves- 
t^tioQ  of  this  8ubjc<'t.  In  the  meanwhile,  we  have  to  fall  back  on 
•tlie  tribunal  before  which  all  prescriptions  must  go,  and  that  is  experi- 
ence. Homox>{>athy  is  not  an  inductive  science,  in  that  it  did  not  arise 
from  a  natural  process  of  thought.  Hahnemann  began  by  experiment- 
ii^.    We  may  reason  as  much  as  we  will,  but  we  must  always  keep  in 
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view  the  facts  of  the  case.  Now,  I  do  not  know  how  far  I  would  like 
to  go  into  these  nosodes.  Correctly  applied,  they  are  not  isopathic 
remedies.  What  I  call  pure  isopathy  is  the  practice  proposed  by  Dr. 
8.  Swan,  of  New  York,  For  example,  if  a  patient  is  so  constituted 
that  ije cannot  eat  strawberries  without  being  made  ill  thereby,  he  poten- 
tizes  tlte  strawberry  and  admiui8tei*s  it  to  the  patient  and  claims  that 
thus  the  idiosyncrasy  is  destroyed.  Isojmthy  rests  on  the  bold  asser- 
tion that  what  causes  diseaae,  will  cure  it  whai  administered  in  a  high 
potency.  The  use  of  the  ooeodes  in  homoeopathic  practice  is  different, 
because  in  this  case  we  start  with  an  experimental  fact.  We  have  taken 
these  substances,  proved  them  on  tlie  tuutlthy,  and  have  administered 
them  at  the  bedside.  We  have  found  them  efficacious,  therefore  we 
have  the  same  right  to  claim  them  as  medicines  as  we  have  any  molec- 
ular substance.  We  will  now  proceed  with  their  symptomatology, 
beginning  first  with 

PSORINUM. 

Psorinnm  has  been  proved  sufficiently  to  enable  us  to  use  it  snccess- 
fully  in  the  treatment  of  disease.  We  find  it  especially  indicated  in 
constitutions  which  are  psoric  (to  use  Hahnemann's  word),  in  those  who 
are  subject  to  glandular  and  cutaneous  affections,  and  who  do  not  react 
to  the  apparently  well-chosen  remedy.  For  example,  tlj(\  renie<ly  suited 
to  your  case  is  Pulsatilla.  The  symptoms  seem  to  call  for  it.  The 
prescription  is  in  accord  with  every  rulp^f  "  Institutes,"  and  yet  relief  is 
but  transient.  In  such  cases,  you  know  that  there  is  some  dyscrada 
underlying  the  diseaae,  and  this  must  be  removed  or  modified  before 
you  can  hope  to  suooesafully  cope  with  the  disease.  Again,  you  are  treat- 
ing  a  ease  of  scarlatina;  your  prescriptions  avail  nothing,  and  the  little 
one  dies.  Many  of  these  cases  would  be  stived  if  we  investigated  this 
branch  of  our  materia  medica  more  thoroughly.  The  various  oonatitu- 
tions  or  dyscrasia  underlying  chronic  and  acute  affections  are,  indeed, 
very  numerous.  As  yet,  we  do- not  know  them  all.  We  do  know  that 
one  of  them  comes  in  gonorrhoea,  a  disease  which  is  frightfully  com- 
mon, so  that  the  constitution  arising  from  this  disease  is  rapidly  on  the 
increase.  Now  I  want  to  tell  you  why  it  is  so.  It  is  because  allo- 
pathic physicians,  and  many  homoeopaths  as  well,  do  not  properly 
cure  it.  I  do  not  believe  gonorrhoea  to  bt;  a  local  disease.  If  it  is  not 
properly  cured,  a  constitutional  ^loison  whidi  may  be  transmitted  to  the 
children  is  develo|)ed.  I  know,  from  years  of  experiment  and  obser- 
vation, that  gonorrhoea  is  a  si^rious  difficulty,  and  one,  too,  that  compli- 
catee  many  cases  that  we  have  to  treat.     The  same  is  true  of  sypbiiia 
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io  a  modified  degree.  Gonorrhoea  seems  to  attack  the  nobler  tissues, 
the  lungs,  the  heart,  and  the  nervous  system,  all  of  which  are  reached 
by  syphilis  only  after  the  lafwe  of  years. 

To  return  from  this  digression :  Pmrinum  is  to  be  thought  of  in  cases 
imilar  to  Sulphur,  where  there  is  a  decided  psoric  taint,  and  the  well- 
choeen  remedy  refuses  to  act.     Lfet  as  look  at  some  of  the  symptoms, 

nd  60  note  the  way  that  Psorinura  affects  the  tissues.  It  causes  an  erup- 
tion on  tJie  skiu,  aud  this  Is  usually  of  an  herpetic  character,  and  is 
aooomi^nled  by  great  itching.  This  itching  is  intolerably  worse  as  soon 
as  the  patient  gets  warm  in  bed.  By  and  by,  you  will  observe  ihat  the 
skin  hibj  a  dirty,  dingy  look,  as  though  the  jjatient  had  never  washed 
himself  (which  may  ;iot  be  the  case).  In  some  places  the  skin  haa  a 
ooane  htok  as  though  bathed  in  oil.  The  sebaceous  glands  secrete  in 
excess.  The  eruption  is  especially  noticed  in  children  about  the  scalp. 
It  may  involve  the  whole  scalp,  but  it  is  found  oliaracteristically  from 
the  scalp  down  either  side  of  the  fiice,  involving  the  cheeks  and  ears, 
]ike  tinea  capitis,  which  it  is,  in  fact.  This  eruj)tion  is,  at  times,  moist, 
and  coses  a  matter  which  is  quite  offensive.  At  other  times  it  is  dry, 
furfuraceous,  as  it  is  then  called.    There  is  usually  associated  with  these 

(in  symptoms  an  otorrhcea  which  is  thin,  ichorous,  and  horribly  offen- 
ive,  having  an  odor  like  that  of  rotten  meat.*  Ulcers  appciir  on  the 
legs,  usually  about  the  tibia  or  around  the  ankles  or  other  joints.   These 

i '    "-  have  but  this  to  characteFize  them,  tfu^y  are  nlmc  to  fieal;  they  arc 
■nt,     I  may  also  observe  here,  that  the  herpetic  and  itching  erup- 
just  referred  to  are  more  apt  to  api)ear  in  the  bends  of  joints,  in 
f  U  of  the  elbows,  and  in  the  popliteal  spaces.     The  child  is 

^i  ;  laciated.  The  entire  surface  of  the  body  emits  an  offensive 
odor,  which  persists  despite  the  most  careful  washing.  This  comes  from 
the  condition  of  the  skin  and  from  the  defeotive  action  of  the  cutaneous 
glands.  They  do  not  proj)erly  eliminate,  and  consequently  the  discharges 
renyun  and  undergo  decompasition  and  give  off  this  odor,  which  can 
neivir  be  cured  until  the  child's  skin  is  cured. 

In  summer  time,  these  children  are  very  apt  to  have  cholera  infantum. 
There  is  no  remedy  that  replaces  Psorinum  in  its  range  of  symptoms 
.in  this  disease.  The  children  are  apt  to  be  nervous  and  restless  at  night 

\  a  pr- -   "•  symptom  to  tlie  cholera  infantum.    They  awake  at  night 

I  if  I  1,  o*r  they  cry  out  during  sleep;  then,  two  or  tliree  nights 

afterwards,  they  begin  with  diarrhoea ;  the  stools  are  profuse  and  watery, 
dark  brown  or  even  black  in  color,  very  offensive,  almost  putrid  in  odor, 
and  an*  worse  at  nigliL 
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We  also  find  Ptforinum  indicated  in  the  bad  efiecte  of  suppreawd 
itch.  This  disease  is  prodaced,  you  know,  by  the  itch  iosGct.  Yoa  are 
justified  ia  using  as  a  local  application  any  thing  that  will  kill  ihe  in- 
aect  but  not  suppress  the  disease.  Such  an  application  you  have  in 
Oil  of  iavender,  which  kills  both  the  insects  and  their  ova.  When  itch 
has  been  suppressed,  Psorinura  is  an  excellent  remedy  to  redevelop  it; 
osaally,  too,  it  will  core  the  disease  after  its  redevelopment. 

Psoriuum  is  also  useful  when  piLstules  or  boils  remain  after  itch 
has  been  cured  by  some  other  remedy. 

There  is  another  use  which  may  be  made  of  Psorinnm  whioh  I  have 
not  mentioned,  but  which  is  as  important  as  any  others.  SumetimeB, 
after  acute  or  violent  diseases,  we  find  the  patient  greatly  prmstrated. 
For  instance,  after  typhoid  fever;  he  is  depressed  in  mind,  weak  in 
body,  low-tipirite<J,  hopeless  of  recovery,  and  yet  you  know  that  tliere 
is  no  absolute  certainty  that  the  patient  cannot  get  well,  that  there  are 
DO  organic  changes  remaining.  He  has  weakening  night-sweats.  In 
such  cases,  P6orinum  is  your  remedy. 

In  such  cases,  you  may  also  think  of  China  or  Cinchona  which  is 
an  excellent  remedy  for  rapid  exhaastion  following  acute  diseases,  es-, 
pccially  when  there  has  been  loss  of  blood,  protracted  or  profuse  diar- 
rhoBa,  or  profuse  sweat.  *  It  is  similar  to  Pborinum  in  the  night-sweat; 
but  the  latter  is  the  remetly  when  there  is  the  mental  Htate  just  ilit«oribed 
— this  des{>air  of  rei^very. 

Lanroc^ra^iis  is  to  Ik;  thought  of  when  there  is  lack  of  reaction,  es- 
pecially in  chest  troul)les. 

Oapaicum  is  indicated  in  lack  of  reaction  occurring  in  persons  of  lax 
fibre. 

Opium  Is  a  very  superior  remedy  in  these  cases,  when  the  patient  ia 
stupid  and  drowsy. 

Valerian  and  Amhra  griaea  are  to  be  used  in  nervous  aflfections  when 
the  ap|>arently  well-chosen  remedy  fails. 

Carbo  vfg.  is  indicated  in  cases  of  abdominal  disease  when  there  is 
great  coldness  of  the  body.     The  breath  is  cold  ;  the  pulse  is  rapid. 

P>«orinum  is  very  similar,  as  you  see,  to  Sulphur.  It  complements 
that  remedy.     It  is  inimical  to  LachenSf  and  is  untiduted  by  C>>^i'^ 

A5fimA  GniSEA. 

Ambra  griaea  is  supiwsetl  to  1^  a  diseaae-pnyluct  derivetl  from  the 
wlmle.  It  has  a  decided  medicinal  action.  Like  all  sulx^tances  having 
a  Strung  odor,  it  acts  prominently  u[>on  the  nervous  system.     Unless 
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there  are  8orae  nervoos  symptoms  present  in  a  case,  you  can  harrlly 
ex|iect  it  to  do  good  service.  Arabra  affects  the  cerebro-spinal  nervous 
system,  causing  spasmcxlic  symptoms  here  and  there  over  the  body.  The 
muscles  of  the  face  twitch.  It  may  also  be  used  in  sleeplessness  arising 
from  worriment  of  mind,  as  from  business  troubles.  The  patient  may, 
in  these  cases,  retire  to  beil  feeling  tolerably  tired,  yet  so  soon  as  the 
head  touches  the  pillow  he  becomes  wakeful.  Such  a  case  a/?  that 
frequently  yields  to  Ambra.  This  remetly  is  particularly  indicated  in 
tliin,  spare  men,  who  have  a  decidedly  nervous  temperament,  in  whom 
nervousness  pretlominates  at  the  expense  of  nutrition.  It  is  particularly 
indicated  for  the  nervous  a^mplaintsof  old  p<^iple,  especially  when  they 
are  forgetful  and  cannot  remember  the  simplest  fact.  Vertigo  comes 
on  when  the  patient  moves  aV>out,  and  the  legs  are  unsteady;  he  totters 
when  he  walks.  He  has  numbness  of  the  feet  and  tingling  in  the  limbs. 
The  limljs  go  to  sleep  readily.  These  symptoms  show  you  that  there  is 
either  functional  or  organic  weakness  of  tl»e  cerebro-spinal  nervous 
system.  We  may  even  use  the  drug  in  cases  of  softeuing  of  the  brain 
and  spine,  whether  of  senile  origin  or  not. 

There  is  anotlier  use  we  may  make  of  Ambra  grisea.  It  is  a  very 
quick  acting  remedy.  We  may,  therefore,  give  it  in  nervous  <liseases 
when  there  is  defective  reaction.  We  have  already  learned  of  a  similar 
oae  of  Paorinum;  under  the  latter  remedy,  the  defective  reaction  arises 
from  constitutional  taint.  But  here  under  Ambra  grisea,  it  arises  from 
nervous  weakne#«.     We  find  many  such  cases,  particularly  among  men. 

We  may  use  Ambra  for  cough,  when  it  is  worse  when  strangers  are 
in  (he  room,  or  un»ler  any  otiicr  circnimstances  which  would  ten<l  to 
excite  the  nervous  system.  It  is  then  a  cough  that  is  reflex  from  mental 
infltiences.     In  this  case,  it  is  exactly  similar  to  Phosphorus. 

Anv|>ra  is  also  indi*^ted  for  cough,  whether  whwiping-cough  or  not, 
when  the  cough  is  followed  by  eructation  of  wind  from  the  stomach. 
There  are  not  many  remedies  that  will  cure  that  symptom.  Ambra 
grixea  is  one  and  the  best,  another  is  Su/phuric  acid  and  a  thinl  is 
Vrratrum  a/bum.  We  may  use  Ambra  in  asthma  when  it  is  accompanied 
by  cardiac  symptoms,  oppression  of  breathing,  and  a  feeling  as  of  a  load 
or  lump  in  the  left  chest  and  fluttering  in  the  region  of  the  heart.  This 
€om«  probably  from  a  ctmstriciive  feeling  there,  not  as  if  a  hand  were 
gnutpiog  the  heart,  but  as  though  something  were  in  the  left  side  of  the 
4lbeat  squeezed  up  in  a  lump.  It  is  usually  accompanied  by  palpitation 
of  the  hcarL 

Ambra  grisea  acta  markedly  on  the  female  genital  organs,  its  action 
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hlere  being  quite  important  and  unique.  It  causes  atony  of  the  uterus. 
Tiie  menses  are  regular  as  to  time  or  they  come  a  few  days  too  early, 
but  they  are  very  profuse,  and  are  aooonipanied  by  nose-bleed  and  by 
increase  in  the  varioose*veius  on  the  legs  (that  is  if  the  patient  has  such 
a  condition  of  the  veins  of  the  legs).  There  is  a  discharge  of  blood 
between  the  periods.  Any  little  excitement  or  extra  effort  at  straining 
at  stool  brings  on  a  vaginal  discharge  of  blood,  showing  you  how 
engorged  is  the  uterus  and  how  relaxed  and  weak  the  tissues,  to  permit 
of  this  oozing.  The  leucorrhoea  consists  principally  of  mucus  which 
has  a  bluish  or  bluish-gray  tinge  to  it. 

•  You  may  also  use  Ambra  during  lying-in,  especially  when  the  con- 
stipation is  severe.  It  is  suited  to  those  nervous  women  who  are  thin 
and  scrawny-looking,  when  there  are  great  anxiety  and  restlessness  asso- 
ciated with  this  constipation,  and  who  have  special  difficulty  in  having 
a  stool  when  the  nurse  or  any  one  else  is  in  the  room  at  the  time. 
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Secale  C50RNCTUM  18  alj=o  spolcen  of  as'thc  "spurnxl-rye."  Ergot, 
•  term  borrowed  frotn  the  Frendi,  is  the  name  of  tl)e  drug  iu  the  old 
Bchool  ph||irmacoi)ceia.  The  drug  is  not  obtained  from  llie  rve  itt*elf, 
but  from  a  fungous  growth  which  attacks  the  gnMD^  probably,  wheu  it 
is  very  young. 

Secale  cobuitum,  or  Ergot,  has  long  been  used  in  the  dominant  school 

00  account  of  its  well-known  property  of  producing  contraction  of  non- 
etriatwl  muscular  fibre  when  given  in  appreciable  doees.  Esjiecially 
does  it  exert  tliis  action  on  those  involuntiiry  muscular  fibres  that  have 
a  circular  or  transverse  direction.  I  believe  that  it  does  this  thi-ough 
on  influence  exerted  over  the  vaso-motor  nerves,  and  tliat  it  is  owing  to 
this  that  all  its  symptoms  are  explainable.  In  the  first  place,  the  symp- 
toms of  Secale  may  be  divided  into  two  f^tHf  thot<e  Veferred  to  the  cir- 
culation, and  thoBe  referred  directly  to  the  nervous  system.  We  will 
consider  the  last-named  finst.  We  find  Ergot  producing  convulsions, 
and  these  convulsions  are  |»eculiar  and  con.stitutc  a  prominent  symptom 
of  ergotism,  a  condition  of  chronic   poisoning   prtxiuoed   by  Ergot. 

.Ergotism  is  not  at  all  uncommon  on  the  continent  of  Euroj>e,  e«H|)eci- 
lUy  in  some  of  the  provinces  of  Germany,  where  the  farmers*  grow 
■a  much  rye  as  we  in  America,  grow  wheat.  Rye  being  tlie  main  grain, 
Ergot  jM)isi)ning  is  frequent.  Of  late  years,  by  exercising  more  care, 
the  numlicr  of  cases  of  ei^tism  has  lessened.  Let  us  now  return  from 
this  little  digression  and  describe  the  character  of  these  convulsions. 

Xi  times  the  lx»dy  is  rigid  and  at  others  the  rigidity  alternates  with 
relaxation,  |jarticu!arly  is  tliis  noticed  in  the  fingers.  The  hands  arc 
clenched,  or  cIr;  tlie  fingers  are  spread  wide  a{vart.  The  facial  muscles 
twitch.  The  muscular  twitching  commences  in  the  face  and  spreads 
over  the  whole  body.  The  alxlomen  is  drawn  in  by  the  contraction  of 
the  mosculi  ri-cti  abdominales.     There  is  retention  of  urine—remember, 

1  do  not  say  «Uf)preasion — from  sjiasmodic  contraction  of  the  neck  of 
the  bladder.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  spasmodic  retching  but  not  much 
absolute  vomiting.     The  stomach  is  violently  eoutractetl. 

Coming  now  to  the  action  of  Secale  on  tlie  circulation,  that  is  on  .the 
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bloo<]vo:^Bel3,  we  find  that  the  syra]>torns  referred  to  disonlered  circula- 
tion  are  traceable  to  the  action  on  the  involuntary  muscular  fibres.  We 
iind  the  first  effect  to  be  one  of  contraction,  while  the  secondary  action 
of  the  drug  is  to  produce  a  dilatation.  We  find  the  fingers  look  bluish- 
black  as  though  the  blood  had  settled  there.  The  skin  is  wrinkled  and 
dry.  After  awhile^  there  will  follow  a  sloughing  of  a  whole  or  part 
of  the  limb.  Now,  the  explanation  of  this  is  a<  follows:  There  hafl 
been  a  prolonged  contraction  of  the  capillarieji  interfering  with  the  cir- 
culation, and  bringing  about  a  stasis  of  bk>od.  Thus  Uxral  nutrition  \a 
dcrangoti  and  the  part  in  consequence  dies.  This  action  of  iiJecale  has 
led  to  its  use  in  dry  gangrene,  especially  of  the  toes  in  old  |K?ople. 

Corning  next  to  the  uterus  as  a  muscular  f»rgan  containing  non- 
etriatetJ  muscular  fibres,  we  find  that  Ergot  pixnluces  mar kecfcon traction 
of  this  vi.scus,  acting  more  on  the  pregnant  than  on  the  non-pn'gnant 
oterus,  more  upon  the  uterus  of  parous  than  of  nulliparous  women. 
The  more  the  uterine  muscular  fibres  are  multiplied,  the  more  powerful 
is  the  action  of  Ergot  What  symptoms  does  the  drug  prcHluc*? 
You  know  that  it  has  been  used  to  bring  on  contraction  of  tlie  uterus, 
to  cause  alwrtion,  to  hasten  the  exiHilsion  of  the  foetus  when  alwrtion 
is  inevitable,  to  increase  labor-pains,  to  expel  the  after-birth,  nnd  in 
fact  whenever  it  is  desirable  to  create  uterine  contractions.  Its  charac- 
teristic symptoms  are  these :  The  uterine  pains  are  prolonge<l  but  ineffec- 
tual. That  is  one  symptom.  Another  which  you  will  sometime  notice 
in  cases  of  retained  placenta,  is  hour-gla.s8  contraction  of  thr  uterus. 
This  peculiar  contraction  prevents  the  expulsion  of  the  ])]acenta.  You 
may  liy  the  aid  of  tlie  hand  remove  the  ailer-birth  ;  but  a  sure  plan  is 
to  give  a  few  doses  of  Secale. 

We  may  also  use  Secale  in  thin  and  scrawny  women,  whose  skins 
are  shrivelled,  dry,  and  har«h,  and  whose  faces  are  sallow  and  who  in 
labor  are  weak.  The  labor-pains  seem  to  be  entirely  wanting.  The 
uterus  is  as  flabby  as  though  it  were  raucous  membrane  only  and  not  a 
ronscular  organ.  At  other  times  the  woman  will  complain  of  bearing 
down  in  the  sacral  region,  a  sort  of  prolonged  urging  feeling  in  the 
abdomen. 

Ergot  has  an  influence  on  the  blood  in  another  way.  It  seems  to 
lessen  the  coagulating  function  of  that  fluid.  Hence  it  will  cause  lucm- 
orrhagps,  the  flow  of  blood  being  dark,  thin,  and-  i>erBistc!it.  It  may 
come  from  the  uterus  or  from  any  of  the  cavities  of  the  body.  You 
may  give  it  in  uterine  luemorrhage  when  the  flow  is  pat«ive,  dark  in 
color  and,  It  may  be,  offensive.     The  woman  may  be  reductnl  to  euch 
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an  extent  that  she  lies  unconscious  and  ckiIcI.  Before  she  goes  into  this 
I]noon£(^iou8  state  she  complains  of  tingling  all  over  the  IkhIv,  and  she 
requests  her  attendants  to  rub  the  lirabs.  Formication  is  the  best  word 
to  <lfcscribe  this  tingling  sensation  nnder  Secale,  She  holds  her  fingers 
spread  asunder.  That  symptom  seems  to  bother  her  evey  more  than 
the  haemorrhage  itself.  In  such  cases  Secale  is  the  remedy,  e8i>ecially  if 
the  constitution  is  favorable  to  it. 

Again,  we  may  use  iSe«de  in  retained  placenta  when  it  arises,  not 
from  hour-glass  oontraction  of  the  uterus,  but  after  miscarriage,  es- 
ipeeially  that  oocurriug  during  the  early  months  of  prognamy.  The 
discharge  corresponding  to  the  Iwhia  is  otlensive.  The  patient  is  cold 
am!  often  aln^^t  pulseless  from  loss  of  bloiKl ;  the  uterine  contractions 
are  ver)'  imj>erfe«t,  or  else  there  is  prolonged  tonic  contraction.  In  such 
cases,  Secale  is  further  indicated  by  mental  symptoms.  The  |>!itient  has 
mania,  during  which  she  laughs,  clli|)s  ber  hands  over  her  he^id,  in  fact, 
seems  to  be  beside  herself. 

Secale  acts  very  prominently  on  the  gastro-enteric  organ?".  •  It  pro- 
duces a  picture  very  much  like  thut  of  cholera.  It  is  useful  in  cholera 
infantum,  cholera  morbus,  and  cholera  Asiatica.  It  is  indicate*!  when 
the  patient  is  cold  and  almost  pulseless,  with  spasmodic  twitching  of  the 
rtnus<*lcs  iu  various  parts  of  the  body;  especially  is  this  spreading  astin- 
der  of  the  fingers  noticed.  The  eyes  are  sunken,  and  the  features 
oinched.     There  is  a  great  deal  of  sjiasmodic  retching,  although  not* 

ch  vomiting.  The  surface  of  the  body  is  harsh,  shrivelletl,  and  dry, 
as  though  there  was  no  moisture  led  in  the  system.  The  urine  is  sup- 
pressetl.  There  is  tingling  or  formication  all  over  the  body.  The  stools 
are  profuse  and  watery,  and  are  ejected  with  great  violence.  The  pa- 
tient though  cold,  cannot  bear  to  be  covered. 

In  clK)lera  infantum  Secale  is  indicated  by  profuse  undigesttnl  sto<jls, 
which  are  watery  and  very  offensive,  "and  are  discharged  by  fits  and 
starts,  and  are  followed  by  intense  prostration.  Now,  Secale  must  be 
se{)arated  fpcjm  the  remedies  that  are  similar  to  it,  or  you  cannot  use  it 
to  the  best  advantage. 

It  has  lieen  observed  that  in  the  case  of  a  manufactory  in  which  sub- 
8tMoe»  containing  arsenifc  were  made,  that  the  fumes  of  the  arsenic 
dotroycd  all  the  surrounding  vegetation  with  the  exception  of  the  rye; 
•ad  Uie  r^re  g^rew  more  luxuriantly  under  the  fumes  of  this  factory  than 
it  did  ordioartly.  Wlien  we  come  to  study  the  medicinal  effects  of  Seoale 
and  ArtteniCf  we  find  that  they  have  many  symptoms  in  common ;  both 
prf«!iiin>  ^Iirivelliog  up  of  the  system,  both  produce  gangrene,  both  pro- 
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duce  choleraic  symptoms,  ami  they  follow  each  other  well.  Wo  may^ 
make  a  few  distinctions  which  are  all  sufficient,  and  which  are  mainly 
these:  In  the  first  place,  the  Arsenicum  gangrene,  and  almost  all  of  its 
other  symptoms,  are  woi*fte  from  cold  and  better  from  warmth.  The 
patient  wants  to  be  wrapped  up  warmly.  The  Secale  patient  finds 
relief  from  cold.  The  same  is  true  of  ulcers.  If  you  have  an  indo- 
lent ulcer,  discharging  an  ichorous  offensive  pua,  you  almast  always 
tliink  of  Arsenicum.  Yet  Secale  may  be  the  remedy.  The  di^itiuction 
again  is  this:  Arsenicum  has  relief  by  warmtli,  Secale  by  cold. 

In  cholera,  both  remedies  have  profase,  offensive,  watery  stools, 
which  are  very  exhausting.  Arsenical m  lacks  that  tingling  which  is 
almost  always  present  when  Secale  is  the  romc<ly.  Ar^nieuni  has  ftiore 
restlessness,  anxiety,  anxious  tossing  about  and  irritabiljty  of  fibre.  The 
patient  wants  to  be  warmly  wrap|>ed  up;  while  the  Secale  patient  wants 
to  be  cool.  # 

During  the  stage  of  collapse,  Secale  is  indi<tited  by  the  symptoms  I 
have  nieitioned.  Here,  it  Is  very  similar  to  Carbo  vtg.  The  latter 
remedy  is  indicated  when  the  prtistratiou  is  so  great  tiiat  the  |>atient  lies 
quiet,  too  weak  to  move,  wth  passive  hajraorrhagtf  from  the  nose,  and, 
perhaps,  from  the  bowels  as  welK  The  body  is  cold,  chnracteristically 
so,  from  the  feet  to  the  knet^s.  The  pulse  is  rapid,  almost  threadlike, 
and  the  breath  is  cold.  In  such  alarming  cases  Carbo  veg.  may  sorae- 
•times  save. 

Another  remedy  is  Camphory  which  is  to  be  us^l  in  prcferenoe  lo 
Secale,  Arsenic,  or  Carbo  veg.  in  cholera,  when  the  system  is  over- 
whelmed by  the  suddenness  or  violence  of  the  poison,  before  there  is  any 
vomiting  or  diarrhcea,  and  when  the  prostration  is  intense.  The  b<Kly 
is  as  cold  a^  ice.  The  voice  is  squeaky  or  huttky.  Camphor  iu  here 
used  in  the  mother  tincture,  a  few  dro{)a  in  water,  and  a  dose  every 
fifteen  minutes  until  the  reactioir  takes  place,  when  some  other  remedy 
is  indicated. 

Verairum  album  resembles  Secale  in  the  coldness  and  blaeness  of  the 
surface,  with  profuse  watery  stools;  but  it  diftors  in  one  symptom, 
and  that  is,  the  cold  sweat  on  tlie  forehead.  None  of  the  remediw  just 
mentioned  have  this  symptom  except  Arsenictim,  and  under  tiiat  rem^y 
the  restlessness  is  greater  than  under  Veratrum,  while  the  cold  sweat 
on  the  forehead  is  less  marked. 

In  the  uterine  symptoms,  haemorrhages,  etc,  we  have  to  remember 
some  remedies*  that  are  closely  allied  t4)  Secale.  I  may  incidentally 
mention  Carbo  veg.  here  as  a  remedy  similar  to  Secale  in  persistent 
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epistaxiti.  On  the  flow  goes,  day  after  day,  apparently  not  leBsening  in 
the  least,  the  blood  being  dark  and  non-coagulable.  You  mustdiBtin- 
gui^h  between  the  two  renio<lie.s  by  their  other  characteristic  sj'mptoma, 

V«iilafjo  ia  to  be  reraenibered  as  a  comjuinion  of  Secalo.  It  is  a  fungiia 
whirh  grows  on  corn.  It  is  similar  in  action  to  Ergot.  Careful  chemical 
aJMLlysi:^  shows  that  it  contains  Ergotin  just  as  does  Senale.  Ustilago  may 
be  tised  in  hjcraorrhages  somewhat  different  in  character  h^m  those  of 
Socale.  The  biemorrhages  in  which  it  is  the  most  effective  are  thoee  from 
the  utent^,  when  the  flow  is  bright  red,  partly  fluid,  and  partly  clotted. 
With  this  condition  present,  you  may  use  Ustilago,  whether  it  occur 
at  climaxis  or  during  labor  or  abortion,  or  ijienstruation.  This  remedy 
does  not  act  on  the  uterus  exactly,  the  same  as  does  Secale.  It  causes 
passive  congestion  of  the  uterus.  It  is  especially  indicateil  when  the 
i^light  manipulation  necessary  for  a  digital  examination  causes  oozing  of 
blood.  Another  condition  for  which  it  is  the  remedy  is  raenorrhagia  from 
retn»flexion  of  the  uterus.  I  have  generally  u&e<i  it  in  the  sixth  po- 
tency. It  seems  to  tone  up  the  uterus  so  that  that  org:in  lo^es  its  soft 
gjKingy  feeling  to  the  examining  finger.  The  circulation  through  the 
Uterus  is  improved  and  bleeding  takes  place  less  readily. 

We  have  two  or  three  other  remedies  u.seful  iu  these  case?  of  engorged 
Uterus,  and  a.s  this  is  so  difficult  to  cure  I  will  give  them  to  you  here. 

One  of  them  is  BovlMay  the  puff-ball.  When  this  plant  is  mature, 
the  envelope  of  the  ball  bursts  and  there  is  ejected  from  the  cavity  a 
brownish  piwder  which  consists  of  the  spores  of  the  plant.  This,  when 
applied  to  the  skin,  produces  an  eruption  much  resembling  her|>es,  and 
which  bleetls  readily.  Bovista  affects  the  circulation  in  a  very  [MX'uliar 
way.  It  seems  U)  profluce  a  relaxation  of  tlie  entire  capillary  system. 
Whether  it  acts  through  the  bloo<],  or  through  the  nervous  system,  I 
am  unable  to  discover.  iThis  relaxation  of  the  capillaries  favors  the 
iMBmorrliagic  diathesis.  On  account  of  this  unique  action  of  Bovista, 
we  find  it  useful  in  epistaxis.  Whether  the  hemorrhage  be  associated 
with  meujitrual  irregularity  or  whether  it  arises  from  traumatism,  Bo- 
vista  may  Ik.*  tJie  remedy. 

Wt*  find  it  iMeful  in  uterine  haemorrhage  when  the  uterus  is  engorged 
^Kfin  it  i»  similar  to  t's^'A/z/o and  .Stv.vr/t),  particularly  when  there  is  flow 
of  blood  Initween  the  menstrual  |»erioils  from  any  little  over-exertion ; 
here  it  is  exactly  like  Avibra  gt'vsca.  The  menstrual  flow  of  Bovista 
haa  ihia  to  ohamcterize  it:  The  flow  occurs  chufly  or  only  at  night  or 
early  in  Ukc  morning.  It  would  seem  that  the  exercise  during  the  <lay, 
by  favoring  die  circulation,  tends  to  diminish  the  uterine  congestion. 
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Another  peculiarity  of  the  Bovista,  which  I  miglit  as  well  mention 
here,  is  a  puffy  condition  of  the  surface  of  the  body.  A  lady,  for  in- 
stance, holding  her  scissors  notices  that  a  deep  crease  i«  maile  in  the 
thumb  and  finger  by  the  instrument,  showing  that  there  is  a  slight 
oetlematous  condition  produced  by  the  sluggish  passage  of  the  blood 
through  the  veins. 

The  Bovista  also  produces  some  symptoms  of  suffocation.  It  is  used, 
for  instance,  in  some  «)untrie8  to  stupefy  Ijecs  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
collection  of  honey.  The  symptoms  of  asphyxia  are  very  much  like 
those  producctl  by  the  fumes  of  charcoal,  so  Bovista  haa  been  used  aa 
an  antidote  to  the  eJTectH  of  charcoal  fumes. 

Arnica  is  another  antidote  to  charcoal  furaes. 

You  muMt  rememlK»r  all  these  symj)t«i»m8  of  Buvista,  and  also  ancUhcr 
group  likewise  i]e[>endent  upon  the  ciR'ulatlon,  and  that  h,  the  heart 
feels  enormously  large,  with  oppression  of  the  chest  and  palpitation 
a  iter  a  meal  and  also  during  menstruation.  Associated  with  the  heart 
disease,  and  also  with  the  derange<l  menses,  is  a  headache  deep  in  the 
brain,  with  a  feeling  as  though  tlie  head  were  enormously  large  or 
swollen. 

Another  remedy  is  MiicJieila,  which  may  be  used  in  t^ase  of  engorged 
uterus  when  the  flow  is  not  so  passive  as  in  the  case  of  the  reraedieR 
already  montionod.  The  blood  is  brighter  in  color  and  the  hfemorrhage 
is  associated  with  dysuria. 

The  next  remedy  that  I  want  to  mention  as  similar  to  Secale  iQ 
hieraorrhages  is  Trillium  pendulum.  This  remedy  is  useful  in  an  entirely 
different  tyjie  of  hseraorrhage  from  that  calling  for  the  former.  It  is 
indicate*]  when  the  flow  of  blo^xl  is  bright  i*e<:l  and  profuse,  and  is 
attended  with  a  faint  feeling  at  the  epigastrium,  coldness  of  the  extremi- 
ties, and  rapid  and  feeble  pulse.  It  is  more. closely  allied  to  Cinchona 
than  to  any  of  the  remedies  thus  far  mentioned.  It  is  indicated  more 
by  the  active  acute  hseraorrhage  than  by  the  chronic  slow  oozing  calling 
for  Secale. 

Hamamciis  is  likewise  indicated  in  hiemorrhage.  It  acts  principlly 
on  the  veins.  It  is  called  for  when  there  is  hammering  headache,  ei5|>e- 
cially  about  the  temples.  The  patient  exhibits  no  alarm  or  anxiety 
concerning  the  haemorrhage.  The  flow  is  dark  and  rather  fiossive. 
There  is  a  feeling  of  soreness  in  the  affected  part.  The  patient  is 
greatly  exhausted  by^the  flow  of  blood, 

Eri^on  Caiuidemui  is  indlcatetl  for  hsemorrhages  from  the  uterus 
■nodated  with  painful  urination.     How  can  you  distinguish  it  from 
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Mitchella  ?  The  Erigeron  haemorrhage  comes  in  fits  and  starts ;  it  comes 
with  a  sudden  gush  and  then  it  stops  again. 

Sometimes  the  cavity  remaining  after  the  extraction  of  a  tooth  bleeds 
persistently.  If  you  clean  outTthat  cavity  so  as  to  remove  the  clot,  and 
apply  to  it  a  piece  of  cotton  soaked  in  tincture  of  Trillium,  you  will 
often  check  that  haemorrhage  even  when  other  styptics  fail.  The  Erig- 
eron I  have  never  used  in  that  way  and  cannot,  therefore,  tell  what 
effect  it  would  havt.  I  have  used  Trillium  in  the  same  way  in  nose- 
bleed. 

I  would  like  to  mention  here  Ferrum  phosphoricum.  It  acts  upon 
the  circulation  very  much  as  does  Hamamelis.  It  is  an  excellent 
remedy  in  that  stage  of  inflammation  that  we  describe  as  "  dilatation 
of  the  bloodvessels."  Given  then,  it  prevents  further  extension  of  the 
disease.  Thus  in  engorgement  of  the  lungs,  it  prevents  the  subsequent 
pneumonia.  The  chest  feels  sore  and  bruised,  the  pulse  is  full  and 
round,  but  not  rope-like  as  under  Aconite.  The  expectoration  is  scanty 
and  blood-streaked.  Whenever  the  discharge  contains  blood  and  you 
have  not  the  sthenic  fever  that  belongs  to  Aconite,  you  may  depend 
upon  Ferrum  phos.  Sometimes  in  the  summer  complaint  of  children, 
the  bloodvessels  ©f  the  abdomen  become  greatly  distended.  The  diar- 
rhoea which  shows  itself,  is  somewhat  watery  and  contains  mucus  and 
blood.  There  may  be  a  little  urging  to  stool  but  no  tenesmus.  If 
tenesmus  appears,  Ferrum  phos.  ceases  to  be  the  remedy.  If  your  case 
advances  to  the  production  of  pus  or  muco-pus,  Ferrum  phos.  can  do 
00  good. 

You  can  also  use  Ferrum  phos.  in  the  beginning  of  hydrocephaloid ; 
when  in  one  of  these  violent  attacks  of  summer  complaint  the  child 
becomes  drowsjr  and  heavy,  its  eyes  suffused  with  blood  and  a  full  sof\ 
pulse.     It  has  not  the  hard  tense  pulse  of  Aconite  or  Belladonna. 
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I  HAVE  now  reviewed  the  mnjonty  of  the  medicines  derived  from- 
the  animal  kingdom,  and  alw  the  moflt  important  of  those  from  the 
not^odes.  We  next  come  to  the  second  grand  division  in  imtnral 
history,  the  vegetable  kingdom.  The  vegetable  kingdom  offt-rs  us 
many  varieties  of  medicinal  substances,  some  of  great  practical  utility 
and  others  having  but  a  Iimite<l  split-ro  of  usefulness.  Drugs  obtained 
from  this  kingdom  owe  their  iiUHiicina!  eflectij  to  the  juices  which  tliey 
contain,  or  to  certain  properties  which  reside  in  the  roota,  in  the  flowers, 
or  in  the  seeds.  You  may  obtain  the  medicinal  qualities  of  a  plant 
from  various  parts  of  it,  and  thcj^e  qualities  may  vary  with  the  part. 
It  is  said,  for  instance,  of  Belladonna  that  one  part  of  the  plant  gives 
us  more  of  the  acrid  qualities  of  the  drug,  while  another  gives  more 
of  the  narcotic  properties.  We  must  then  be  careful  \m  making  a  prov- 
ing of  vegetable  drugs  that  we  are  certain  of  the  part  of  the  plant  we 
are  using;  and  in  publishing  our  proving  of  the  same,  we  should  state 
the  part  used,  or  whether  it  was  one  alone  or  all  of  the  parts  ctimbinctl. 

A  study  of  the  vegetable  kingdom  involves  somewhat  that  of  the 
mineral,  because  many  of  the  medicinal  properties  of  the  former  owe 
their  existence  to  substances  derived  from  the  mineral  kingdom  con- 
tainetl  in  llie  remedy.  The  principal  effects  of  some  of  the  grasBes  are 
the  result  of  the  large  quantity  of  Silicea  they  contain.  Ninety-nine 
one-hundredths  of  the  effects  of  Laurocerasus  come  from  its  Prussio 
acid.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Amygdala  jwrsic^.  Now  these  sub- 
stances derived  from  the  mineral  kingdom  and  contained  in  the  vege- 
table kingdom,  become  more  active  than  in  tlie  mineral  kingdom ;  that 
is  to  say,  a  given  chemical,  if  made  in  the  lal>oratory,  would  not  present 
aa  marked  me<licinal  virtues  as  the  same  obtained  from  a  plant.  The 
above  remarks  also  apply  to  the  animal  and  vegetable  kingdoms. 
Substances  existing  in  the  animal  kingilom  and  found  also  in  the  vege- 
table, are  far  more  active  in  the  former.  Thus  the  Colonulo  potato- 
bug  which  feitls  on  potato-plants  and  derives  frrmi  thence  Solanine, 
presents  more  powerfully  the  symptoms  of  the  latter,  than  does  the 
Solaniuc  itself.     • 
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We  shall  study  the  remedies  derived  from  the  vegetable  kingdom 
accnrding  to  the  classification  of  botanists.  There  are  some  incongrui- 
ties in  the  botany  of  to-<lay ;  for  instance,  in  the  leguminous  order  of 
pluQts  from  which  we  get  peas  and  beans,  from  which  man  may  obtain 
nourishment,  is  also  placed  the  LathyruSy  which  has  very  p<iisonous 
properties.  Because  there  is  an  outward  resemblance  between  the 
Lathy rus  and  sweet-pea,  it  seems  not  a  little  iucougruous  to  put  them 
together,  when  their  efifects  are  so  opposite. 

The  five  relations  of  drugs,  which  I  have  already  mentioned,  apply 
here  as  in  the  animal  kingdom.  There  is  this  to  be  remcm,l>ere<l,  that 
BuJ)6tan<H»  having  the  same  origin,  generally  do  not  follow  each  other 
well.  For  example,  if  you  have  given  Ignatia,  it  is  not  well  to  follow 
with  Nux  vomica,  and  vice  versay  because  they  both  contain  Strychnia. 
Though  they  have  many  symptoms  in  common,  tiiey  act  too  much  in 
the  same  line.  Another  example  may  be  noted  in  Glonoin  and  wine. 
When  Glonoin  was  proved,  it  was  found  to  have  a  decided  acti(*ti'  on 
the  pulse.  All  the  symptoms  were  aggravated  when  the  provers  took 
wine.  Wine  produces  an  excitement  very  similar  to  that  of  Glonoin  but 
its  action  seems  to  be  in  the  same  direction,  consequently,  it  intensities 
the  effects  of  the  latter. 

But  the  different  orders,  sub-orders  and  classes  into  which  Ix^tanists 
<livide  plant*,  are  so  extensive  and  cover  such  vague  resemblances, 
that  we  cannot  confine  ourselves  strictly  to  this  rule  and,  taking  tlie 
drugs  in  a  large  order  of  plants,  say  that  they  cannot  follow  each 
otJuT  well.  Take  the  Ranunculaceie,  from  which  we  olitain  Pulsatilla, 
Aconite,  Helleborus,  and  Staphisagria.  Now  the  resemblances  between 
these  four  drugs,  are  not  such  that  they  cannot  follow  each  other  with- 
oat  injury.  If  we  find,  then,  from  our  study  of  the  symptomatology 
of  the  drugs  that  there  are  no  resemblances  between  tljem,  the  rule 
does  not  apply.  The  rule  would  not  apply  to  the  Anacardiacise  with 
Anacardium  and  Rhus  tox.  These  drugs  bear  a  family  resemblance, 
bat  iheir  |K)ints  of  divergence  are  so  great,  that  one  dnig  may  act  as  an 
antidote  to  the  other.  The  rule  would  apply  to  Ignatia  and  Nux 
Tomica,  and  to  Pulsatilla  nuttalliana  and  Pulsatilla  pnetensis.  I  will 
DOW  take  up  the  consideration  of  tlie  individual  drugs  derived  from  the 
vegetable  kingtlom. 

Apocynaceje. 

Jn  the  order  of  Apocynaceie  are  a  numl>ei;of  plants,  which  we  use 
M  OMdidnes.     Among  these  may  be  mentioned  Apocynum  cannabinum, 
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anil  androsemifolium,  Gelsemiiim  sempervirenHjVinca  minor, OleaDder, 
Nux  vomica,  Ignatia,  Woorari,  Alstonia  st^holaris,  and  Spigelia.  By 
some  authorities  Gelsemiura,  Nux  vomica,  Ignatia,  Curare  and  Spigelia 
have  iK-en  included  in  auother  order,  the  Loyaniacca:,  This  order  of 
plants  is  very  poisonous ;  some  of  them  may  even  cause  death. 

Apocynum  Cannabinum. 

Apocynum  cannabinum  was  said  by  Pliny  to  be  fatal  to  dogs  and  from 
this  circumstance,  its  name  was  derived.  It  has  a  tough  fibre,  like 
hemp,  which  has  been  used  for  cordage. 

Ap<x:ynum  canuabinum  has  a  marked  effect  in  increasing  the  flow  pf 
urine.  It  is  not  sufficieut,  however,  in  the  present  course,  to  study  the 
drug  simply  as  a  diuretic,  because  it  has  such  a  decided  action  on  the 
vital  forces  that  it  demands  an  extended  notice.  It  depresses  the  vital 
forces  greatly  as  evidenced  in  the  relaxed  sphincters,  loss  of  muscular 
power,  etc.  Tliis  Ions  of  power  is  an  iiiiporlant  geueral  symptom  since 
it  qualifies,  as  we  shall  see  presently,  the  cardiac,  renal  and  intestinal 
symptoms. 

In  the  last  few  years,  Apoo)Tiuni  has  come  into  very  extensive  use  in 
the  treatment  of  many  forms  of  dropsy.  When  I  give  you  a  succinct 
resume  of  its  symptoms,  you  will  see  that  its  indi8<'riminate  use  in 
dropsical  conditions  is  by  no  means  strictly  homa^ojmthic. 

When  indicatwl,  Ap<icynum  demands  that  the  following  symptoms 
be  present:  Bewilderment  and  heaviness  of  the  head  ;  drowsineas  and 
debility  or  diHturbed  restleas  sleep.  The  functions  are  sluggish.  The 
pulse  is  slow.  The  bowels  are  constipated  although  the  fasces  are  not 
hard.  The  kidneys  are  torpid,  or  else  the  urine  is  copious  ^nd  almost 
involuntary  from  relaxed  sphincters.*  The  nose  and  throat  arc  filled 
with  tliick  yellow  mucus  on  awakening.  Sense  of  oppression  at  the 
epigastrium  and  chest,  can  hardly  get  breath  to  speak,  even  after  lighter 
meab  than  usual.  The  patient  has  a  sense  of  oppression  in  the  chest; 
he  must  take  frequent  deep  inspirations.  There  are  also  fluttering  of 
the  heart,  and  dartings  and  prostrated  feeling  in  the  cardiac  region. 
The  pulse  is  irregular,  intermitteut  and  at  times  feeble,  then  slow.  The 
heart  beats  regularly,  then  flutters  and  becomes  feeble,  then  slow  and 
labored,  now  and  then  losing  a  b«at. 

Here  you  may  compare  several  remedies :  and  first,  Anenicum.  This 
remedy  has  the  same  thirst  and  the  same  sinking  at  the  epigastriam  aa 
has  AjKx^ynum,  but  it  is  indi<uitcd  in  more  advanced  caaes,  and  the  pa- 
tient always  presents  more  irritability  of  til)re. 
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I  showed  you  the  distinctions  between  Aput^  Acetic  acid  and  Apocy- 
nuin  when  I  lectured  on  Apis. 

HeUeborxt*  and  Difjitalis  are  similar  to  Aix)cynura  in  causing  torpidity, 
slow  pulse,  etc.  But  I  think  the  Apocynum,  as  a  rule,  is  the  preferable 
remedy  as  Digitalis  often  proves  to  be  treacherous, 

Apocynum  al»o  has  some  action  on  the  joints,  producing  a  rheumatic 
condition.     The  joints  feel  stiff,  especially  ofi  moving  in  the  morning. 

You  will  recall,  too,  that  I  mentioned  Apocynum  as  a  remedy  in  hy- 
drocephalus; the  head  is  large;  there  is  bulging  of  the  frontal  bone; 
the  fontanellesare  wide  open  ;  there  is  squinting,  and,  in  extreme  cases, 
the  patient  is  blind  ;  one  side  is  paralyzed.  The  case  much  resembles 
Apis^  but  lacks  the  cephah'c  cry.  It  w  indicated  in  more  advanced 
cases  than  Apis.  One  or  two  cases  have  been  cured  by  the  continued 
oae  of  the  remedy. 

There  is  a  diarrhoea  which  may  call  for  Apoo|pum.  The  stools  are 
copious,  yellow,  watery,  or  brownish,  and  sometimes  contain  undigested 
food.  They  are  discharged  wifU  an  expulsive  force  like  a  cork  from  a 
bottle.  The  sphincter  ani  is  so  weak  that  stools  escape  unbidden  or  while 
the  imtient  is  passing  6atus.  After  stool,  he  feels  weak  or  has  an  "  all- 
gone  feeling"  in  the  aWoraen.  The  face  is  pale  and  covered  with  a 
cold  sweat. 

Aloes  has  a  similar  weakening  effect  on  the  sphincter  ani,  and  the 
great  prostration  after  stool ;  but  the  stools  under  this  remedy  contain  a 
jelly-tih'  mncuttj  and  there  is  a  colic  which  is  relieved  by  bending 
double. 

Gamboge  has  stool  preceded  by  excessive  cutting  about  the  navel. 
Tlie  st«X)l  is  expelled  "all  at  once"  after  considerable  ui*ging,  and  is 
followed  by  feeling  of  great  relief. 

Apocynum  also  has  hajmorrhoids,  which  are  associated  with  a  feeling 
as  if  a  wedge  was  being  hammered  into  the  anus. 

Oleander  Nerium. 

The  Oleander  nerium  is  a  native  of  Palestine,  but  it  is  also  found 
ild  in  Southern  Europe  and  is  much  cultivated  in  gardens  and  hot- 
everywhere  ;  it  thrives  especially  in  damp  places.  As  a  plant 
it  ik  highly  ornamental  with  its  large  rose-colored  flowers.  It  is,  how- 
evsr,  very  |)oisonous,  causing  a  decided  prostration  of  the  nervous 
system  with  symptoms  of  narcosis.  Do  not  fail  to  remember  this  de- 
praaing  character  of  the  drug.  It  produces  weak  memory,  forgetful- 
oaa.     Not  only  does  it  have  this  effect,  but  it  also  produces  slown«»  of 
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perception.  The  patient  lias  great  difficulty  in  catching  the  meaning  of 
your  remark.  Along  with  these  mental  symptoms,  is  a  vertigo,  which 
is  the  result  of  weakness.  Everything  points  to  depression  of  the  sen- 
soriura.  Oleander  is  an  important  remedy,  when  the  symptoms  just 
mentioned  are  forerunners  of  paralysis. 

Onoe  I  succeeded  in  curing  a  case  of  headache  with  Oleander.  It 
was  some  years  ago.  The  patient  was  a  young  lady.  The  headache 
was  relieved  by  forcibly  looking  cross-eyed.  Looking  up  the  materia 
medica,  I  found  that  Oleander  had  pain  in  the  head  relieved  from  look- 
ing sideways.     That  was  why  I  prescribed  the  remetly. 

Studying  the  action  of  Oleander  on  the  abdominal  orgiin*^,  we  find 
emptiness  and  goneness  in  tlie  pit  of  the  stomach,  even  afler  eating,  re- 
lieved by  taking  brandy.  You  will  find  this  symptom  indicating 
Oleander  io  very  weak  women  who  have  infants  at  the  breast  Imme- 
diately after  nursing,  t^e  jwtient  is  seized  with  tremor,  and  is  so  weak 
that  she  is  scarcely  able  to  walk  across  the  room. 

Carho  anhnatis  is  also  suited  to  this  condition. 

Oleander  is  useful  in  diarrhoea.  The  stools  are  thin  and  contain 
undigested  food,  the  characteristic  symptoms  being,  the  patient  pasMS 
undigested  the  fowl  lie' had  eiiten  the  day  before.  This  symptom  yon 
may  notice  m  children  with  cholera  infantum  and  marasmus.  Another 
symptom  calling  for  Oleander  in  infants  and  children  is,  "  every  time 
they  pass  wind  they  soil  their  diapers." 

Here  you  must  study  Oleander  in  conjunction  with  Ferrum^  Argetd- 
cum^  Argadtim  nUricumy  and  Oiiichona.  Ferrum  has  diarrhcoa  with 
stool  containing  undigested  food.  This  stool  is  unattended  by  pain, 
and  is  apt  to  occur  during  a  meal. 

Araenicum  is  indicated  in  diarrhoea  caused  by  chilling  the  stomach  by 
the  ingestion  of  cold  substances.  The  stools  are  of  a  yellow  c«3lor  and 
are  attendetl  with  pain  of  a  burning  character.  The  patient  is  worse 
after  midnight  than  at  any  other  time.     There  is  great  thirst. 

Argentum  nitricum  is  indicated  in  diarrhoea  in  which  the  bowels  move 
as  soon  as  the  patient  drinks. 

Cinchona  is  useful  in  diarrhoea  with  watery  evacuations  containing 
nndigested  food  ;  the  diarrhoea  is  very  debilitating ;  stools  may  eaoa{)e 
involuntarily  after  a  meal.   It  is  caused  or  made  worse  by  eating  fruits. 

Apis  vieUijica  is  a  good  remedy  in  cholera  infantum  with  wide  open 
anus  and  involuntai^  escape  of  fasoes. 

PhosphorvM  and  Aloea  also  have  involuntary  escape  of  fwces  ;  ihe 
symptom  may  best  be  expressed  as  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  sphincter 
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ZDi,  With  PhoRphorus  fsBoes  pofis  as  soon  as  they  enter  the  reotuiO)  as 
if  the  anus  stood  0{}en. 

la  paralysis,  Oleander  is  indicated  when  the  disease  invades  one  or 
the  other  limb,  is  {minless,  and  usually  preceded  by  vertigo.  1  thjnk 
that  Oleander,  like  Gelseraium,  is  indicated  only  in  functional  paralysis. 
I  do  not  believe  that  it  will  cure  jvaralyais  of  central  origin.  It  goes 
farther  than  the  Gelsemium,  however,  in  implicating  the  sensory  as 
well  as  the  mptor  nerves. 

Oleander  also  has  an  action  on  the  skin.  It  produces  a  very  sensitive 
bIud,  60  tliat  very  slight  friction  causes  soreness  and  chafing,  especially 
about  the  neck  or  between  the  scrotum  and  the  thighs. "  It  produces  an 
eruption  on  the  scalp  and  back  of  the  ears,  simulating  that  of  crusta 
lactea,  oozing  a  fluid  and  breeding  vermin.  It  is  just  as  important  a 
remedy  in  this  disease  as  Sulphur ^  Mezereum^  Viola  tricolor ^  etc.  The 
distinction  which  you  may  make  lies  in  the  other  symptoms;  ».<r.,  if  the 
characteristic  gastro-enteric  symptoms  are  present,  Oleander  will  be  the 
remedy. 

For  symptoms  produced  by  acute  poisoning  with  this  remedy,  Cam^ 
phor  is  the  best  antidote.  For  the  chronic  symptoms,  particularly  if 
there  is  any  cutaneous  disoi^er.  Sulphur  is  probably  the  best  remedy, 
because  it  is  the  most  similar.  Of  the  value  of  this  last  suggestion  I 
am  not  positive.    1  merely  offer  it  to  you  for  what  it  is  worth. 

•  VrjfCA  Minor. 

This  is  one  variety  of  the  periwinkle.  This  Vinca  minor  contains  a 
bitter  and  astriagent  principle  making  it'of  service  as  a  tonic,  to  use  old- 
achool  language,  and  also  as  a  styptic  to  control  haemorrhage.  These 
properties  it  retains  in  potencies.  For  instance,  it  may  be  used  for 
profuse  menstruation  or  menorrhagia,  when  the  blood  flows  in  one  con- 
tinaoue  stream  without  interruption,  associated  of  course  with  great  de- 
bility. I  find  that  Dr.  Richard  Hughes  in  his  Manual  of  PliamuioO' 
iiynamicA  speaks  of  three  cases  of  post-climacteric  haemorrhage,  all  of 
which  were  improved  by  Vlnca  minor.  In  one  a  permanent  cure  re- 
salted  ;  in  the  other  two  there  was  a  return  of  the  hemorrhage,  and  in 
one  of  tliese  the  trouble  was  due  tq  carcinoma. 

Vinca  minor  produces,  like  its  relative,  Oleander,  an  offensive  smell- 
ing eruption  on  the  scalp  and  face,  and  behind  the  ears,  and  breeding 
vermin.  It  develops  a  crust  which  allows  the  discharge  to  remain  be- 
neatli,  and  deoomposition  furnishes  pabulum  for  the  vermm ;  tiie  hair 
fidis  out  and  is  replaced  by  gray  hair. 
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Viiica  minor  is  also  useful  in  plica  polonica^  a  condition  in.wl]icb  the 
iiair  is  matted  togetlier. 

In  these  skin  symptoms  you  may  compare  Vinca  minor  with  several 
remedies,  and  first  with  Viofa  tricolor.  This  is  usefnl  in  crusta  lactea, 
when  the  exudation  is  very  copious;  like  Vinca,  it  mats  the  hair  to- 
gether, but  there  is  this  peculiarity  which  always  enables  you  to  distin- 
guish between  the  two,  that  is,  Viola  has  very  strong-smelling  urine, 
which  has  been  aptly  compared  to  cat's  urine,  so  strong  is  its  odor. 
You  may  think  of  it  when  persistent  eczema  is  accompanied  with  dis- 
turbance in  the  urinary  organs,  either  too  .copious  urination  or  sudden 
oesBation  of  the  secretion  of  urine. 

Another  remedy  is  ArcUum  lappa,  which  is  useful  for  moist  offensive 
eruption,  forming  grayish-white  crusts,  especially  when  the  glands  are 
swollen;  tJie  axillary  glands  even  suppurate. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Nuxjuglana  for  crusta  lactea  or  tinea  favosa 
with  sorenees  on  and  behind  the  &lts  {Graphites  also  has  this  symptom) ; 
the  scalp  is  red  and  itches  violently.  Scabs  appear  on  the  arms  and  in 
the  axilla  (also  Arsenieum  toe/.). 

Staphitagria  is  a  good  remedy  for  an  oozing  foetid  eruption ;  the  hair 
falls  out.  The  eruption  is  worse  on  the  occiputv  Scratching  seems  to 
change  the  place  of  itching.  It  is  particularly  indicatixl  for  sickly  chil- 
dren with  pale  face  and  dark  rings  around  the  eyes.  They  are  easily 
angered  just  as  under  ChamonUlla.  It  is  especially  indicated  after  the 
abuse  of  mercury.  »  • 

Usiilago  has  caused,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  reported  to  have  cured, 
a  filthy  eruption  of  the  scalp,  jn  which  part  of  the  hair  came  out  while 
the  rest  was  all  matted.  A  watery  serum  oozed  continually  from  the 
eruption. 
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Gelbemium  semper\irens  is  a  ycllow-floworinp^  plant  iinllj^enous 
to  the  South.  It  is  ao  evergreen,  and  puts  forth  its  fraj^rant  flowers 
among  the  earliest  in  spring.  It  is  highly  poiflonoiis;  especially  active 
in  this  respect  is  the  bark  of  the  roots.  During  our  late  civil  war  this 
pinnt  was  largely  used  in  the  South  as  a  substitute  for  Opium  as  a  nar- 
cotic. 

To  accjuire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  Gelsemium  will  not  tax  yoti 
much.  Its  sphere  of  action  is  well  defined.  In  poisoning  cases  we  find 
that  the  prominent  and  universal  symptom  is  paralysis  of  the  motor 
nerves.  The  mind  at  first  is  clear,  or  there  may  be  a  slightly  stupefied 
condition  as  in  case  of  one  intoxicated,  a  sluggishness  in  thought  and 
in  emotion.  Still  later  in  the  toxic  effects  of  the  drug  yon  will  note  that 
the  sphincters  become  relaxed;  the  anus  remains  open,  permitting  the  es- 
c:ipe  of  faeces.  Urine  escapes  freely  and  involuntarily.  Later,  respiration 
becomes  labored,  as  tliough  the  cnnscles  had  not  the  power  to  lift  the 
chest.  Finally,  the  heart-muscle  gives  out,  and  the  patient  dies.  Look- 
ing, then,  at  these  symptoms  as  presenting  in  a  nutshell  the  action  of 
this  drug,  we  find  that  it  is  a  depreswant.  It  acts  upon  the  cerebro- 
spitial  BTStem,  particularly  upon  the  anterior  cf)lumns  of  the  cord.  We 
altfoseethat,  by  producing  this  sluggishness  of  thought,  this  stupid  state 
of  the  mind,  it  must  have  an  action  on  the  vascular  system.  It  is 
through  the  vaso-raotor  nerves  that  it  produces  pai4?ive  congestion,  and 
I  would  like  to  say  that  this  congestion  may  l)e  either  venous  or  arterial. 
PiMnve  congestion  is  generally  of  venous  origin ;  but  under  Gelsemium 
this  paanvQ  hypenemia  refers  to  lx)th  arteries  and  veins.  In  addition 
to  this  nervoofl  action  of  the  drug,  it  has  something  of  an  affinity  for 
the  mnooas  surfaces,  giving  rise  to  ciitarrhal  inflammations.  It  is  not 
diflUnlt  with  this  outline  of  the  drug  to  fill  in  the  characteristics. 

We  find  that,  in  obedience  to  its  paralytic  action,  it  causes  diplopia, 
Thi*  double  vision,  when  Gelsemium  is  the  remedy,  comes  ftom  (xireeis 
of  the  ftiusdes  of  the  eye. 

Plosui,  or  paralysis  of  the  upper  lid,  calls  for  Gelsemium  when  it  is 
witli  thick  speech  and  sutTased  redness  of  the  face.    The  eye- 
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balls  feci  sore,  tliis  soreiieas  being  worse  on  moving  the  eyes.    In  ihi8 
last  symptom  it  is  similar  to  Bryonia. 

In  ptoeis  we  jnay  compare  Gelaemiura  with  Cauaiicum,  Rhus  toaribo- 
dcndroUf  iSepia,  and  Knlmia.  Rhus  tox.  Is  aseful  in  ptosis,  or,  in  fact, 
in  paralysis  of  any  of  the  ocular  muscles,  when  the  disease  occurs  in 
rheumatic  patients  as  a  result  of  getting  wet. 

Sepia  is  indicated  in  ptosis  when  the  disease  is  associated  with  men- 
strual irregularities. 

Kalmia  is  also  useful  in  ptosis  of  rheumatic  origin,  when  attended 
with  sensation  of  stiffness  in  the  lids. 

CaHdicunij  in  ptosis  of  rheumatic  subjects. 

Returning  now  to  Gelsemium,  we  find  that  there  is  difficulty  in  awal- 
lowing,  dysphagia,  as  it  is  called.  This  symptom  is  diie  to  defect  in 
the  niuticlefi  of  deglutition. 

Aphonia,  or  want  of  voice,  may  be  present;  the  jwtient  may  be  able 
to  whisper,  but  he  can  scarcely  utter  any  sounds  on  account  of  tLo 
paretic  state  of  the  laryngeal  muscles.  This  symptom  is  frequently 
observed  in  hysterical  women  a^ter  emotion,  eBpecially  after  emotions  of 
a  depressing  character.  Paralysis  after  emotion  is  notod  under  other 
drugs;  for  example,  under  Natmm  mur.^  which  haj?,  "the  arm  almost 
loses  its  power  after  a  fit  of  anger." 

The  heart  is  affected  by  Gelsemiuni;  the  patient,  on  going  to  sleep, 
i.«*  suddenly  aroused  with  the  feeling  that  the  heart  will  stop  beating. 
He  feels  that  the  heart  would  cease  to  beat  if  he  did  not  move  al>ouL 
Here  the  heart-muscle  it^  in  a  weakened  state,  and  there  is  a  sort  of 
instinct  on  the  part  of  the  person  to  move  about  to  stimulate  it  to  act. 

Digitalis  ha.*,  a  symptom  just  the  reverse  of  that  of  Gelsemium  above 
mentioned,  namely,  the  patient  fears  tliat  the  heart  will  cease  Ideating 
if  he  makes  any  motion. 

GrimkMa  robiuita  has  great  weakness  of  the  heart  antl  luugs.  Wlu-n 
the  patient  drops  oflf  to  sleep  he  wakes  up  suddenly  with  a  seu^tion  as 
if  the  respiration  had  ceased. 

In  p(jst-diphtheritic  paralysis,  Gelsemium  is  our  most  valuable  remwly. 
In  one  very  severe  case  of  this  disease  under  my  care,  Gelsemium  eflfec- 
ted  a  |)erfect  cure.  The  child  did  not  have  sufficient  strength  to  hold 
herself  up.  The  spine  in  the  upper  cervical  region  was  bent  baekwanb. 
One  side  of  the  body  was  |)araIyxecL  In  attempting  to  walk,  the  child 
would  shuffle  along  as  though  she  had  no  wntrol  over  the  muscles.  If 
ahe  attempted  to  turn  around,  she  would  fall.  The  speech  was  thick  and 
heavy,  as  though  the  tongue  were  too  large  for  the  mouth.     Thea*  was 
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Fmarkcd  strahii^iuus.     Sensation  waa  nearly  |>erfi'(t.     I  orJenxi  the  pa- 
^ticnt  to  be  8trip{>etl  twice  a  day,  and  laid  on  the  be<l,  and  well  nibbwl. 
I  gave  her  Gelfiemium  internally.     Under  the  use  of  this  remedy,  she 
njjule  a  fH-rrect  rcco%^ery. 

I  doubt  if  Gelsemiura  will  cure  paralysis  of  organic  origin,  when 
there  are  alterations  in  the  brain,  the  spinal  cord,  or  the  peripheral  nerves 
theraselves. 

Gelsemiom  is  aseful  in  some  cases  of  headache. 

I  said  a  few  monsentsi  ago,  that  Gelsemiura  causes  a  passive  oongcstion 
and  by  that  I  mean,  not  a  violent,  sodden  afflux  of  blood  to  a  part,  but 
that  condition  of  the  bloodvessels  in  which  they  are  diluted,  just  such  a 
condition  as  I  mentionetl,  the  other  day,  under  ^crrttm  phos.  The 
headache  begins  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  passes  up  over  tiie  head,  and  k 
settles  down  over  the  eyes.  It  is  usually  worse  in  the  morning,  and  is  » 
accompanied  by  stiff  neck.  The  patient  cannot  think  dVcctivcly  or  fix 
bis  attention.  He  becomes  listless  and  stupid ;  dizziness  with  blurred 
sight  and  heaviness  of  the  head.  These  symptoms  are  alleviatixi  by  the 
discimrgc  of  watery-looking  urine. 

(Metim  animaU  has  cured  megrim  with  polyuria,  the  urine  being  per- 
tiipctly  clear.  The  face  is  a  suffused  rwl.  The  eyes  grt>w  heavy  and 
bloodshot.  There  is  great  difficulty  in  lifting  the  up|)er  lids ;  often,  too, 
the  s)>ecch  is  tRick,  as  though  the  tongue  were  unwieldy.  Altogether, 
the  face  has  the  appearance  of  one  under  tji\e  influence  of  liquor. 
Thought,  too,  is  slow,  so  that  the  patient  answers  questions  either  slowly 
or  imperfectly. 

This  condition  is  accompanied  by  a  pulse  which  is  ftill  and  round, 
which  seems  to  6ow  under  the  fingers  like  a  current  of  water.  It  is 
exactly  like  the  Aconite  pulse,  except  that  it  lacks  tone,  t.r,  the  hard, 
unyielding  pulse  that  Aconite  has. 

Here,  then,  you  have  symptoms  which  suggest  Gelsemiura  in  a  variety 
of  diseases.  How  useful  it  ought  to  be  in  the  congestive  stage  of  spotted 
fever !  This  remedy  has,  in  addition  to  the  symptoms  already  mentioneil, 
anotlier  which  is  characteristic  of  s|>otted  fever;  that  is,  depression. 
Tbe  system  seems  to  be  laboring  under  some  poison  which  it  cannot 
oreroome.  So,  yoa  have  every  indication  here  for  the  use  of  this  drug 
in  that  dreaded  disease.  When  the  case  advances  to  active  inflamma- 
tion, when  there  is  effusion,  Gelsemium  Hteps  out  and  gives  place  to  other 
remedies. 

In  addition  to  the  form  of  headache  above  described,  there  is  another 
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which  is  anBociatGcl  with  a  feeling  as  though  there  were  a  baud  nrounJ 
the  head,  or  acroRs  the  forehead. 

Now  for  the  fever  Gelseruiuni  produces.  Gelsemium  causes  a  fever 
which  ifl  remitting  or  intermitting  in  its  type.  You  will  find  it  a 
valuable  remedy  io  the  remitting  types  of  fever  in  children.  You  find 
the  patient  drowsy  and  toasing  about  the  bed  in  agony.  (You  cannot 
give  Aconite  in  those  casefl,  unless  the  mental  symptoms  of  that  remedy 
are  present.)  The  face  is  retl ;  it  has  this  suffused  redness,  of  which  I 
spoke  a  few  minutes  ago.  When  the  child  is  aroused  from  tliis  drowsy 
state,  it  is  peevish,  irritable,  nervous,  or  somewhat  excitable,  but  never 
has  the  violent  tossing  about  of  Aconite.  In  extreme  cases,  the  drow- 
siness may  give  place  to  convulsive  motion.  The  muscles  of  the  face 
twitch ;  the  child  becomes  rigid,  as  though  it  were  al)out  to  have  a  coo- 
valsion.  There  is  usually  not  very  much  thirst,  but  there  is  great 
prostration,  so  that  the  child  seems  too  weak  to  move.  Every  part  of 
the  l>ody  seems  be  so  sore  that  he  cries  out  if  you  move  him.  These 
symptoms  will  remit  and,  possibly,  the  next  morning,  slight  jierspiration 
will  show  itself.     The  next  afternoon  the  symptoms  return  as  before. 

In  intermittent  tyj>es  of  fever  you  may  select  Gelsemium  in  the  be- 
ginning. The  chill  runs  up  the  back  or  starts  from  the  feet  and  extends 
upwnrtls.  It  is  sometimes  associated  with  copious  urination  and  with 
bruiscil  aching  feeling  all  over  the  body.  The  patient  wants  to  l>e  held 
60  that  he  will  not  shake  so  much.  Then  comes  the  fever  with  the 
aymptoms  that  I  have  already  mentioned.  Sometimes,  there  is  irrita- 
bility exhibited.  The  |>aiieut  can  liear  neither  noise  or  light.  The 
sweat  is  slight  or  partial  but  it  relieves  all  the  pains.  The  tongtie  is 
coateii  white  or  yellow.  Speech  is  thick.  The  bowels  are  constipated 
and  the  stools  are  yellow.  It  is  especially  indicated  in  intermittent  fever 
of  non- malarial  origin. 

In  adults,  we  find  Grelsemium  the  remeily  in  bilious  fever»  |iiartica« 
larly  bilious  remittent  fever.  The  reason  that  it  is  useful  in  biliow 
fever  is  that  it  causes  a  passive  oongesdon  of  the  liver.  The  blood  fiows 
aluggishly  through  the  liver.  This  is  not  the  same  portal  stasis  that 
yon  find  under  Nux  wwuca,  but  it  is  a  laxy  flow  of  blood.  Thos  the 
liver  beoomcs  oveidiaiged  with  blood,  the  bile  cannot  be  propcrl/ 
awrsCcdf  and  yoa  have  a  bilious  type  of  fever. 

la  ^hoid  (ever  Gelsemium  is  indicated,  particularly  in  the  initial 
■tagas;  when,  during  the  first  week,  the  patient  feeU  sore  and  broiaed 
all  over,  as  if  he  had  been  pounded.  He  dreads  to  move.  He  bat 
More  than  that,  he  has  lost  muscular  power.    He  is  drowsy. 
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and  hwi  this  same  suffused  red  face.  In  these  cases,  Gelsemiura  will 
8o  modify  the  course  of  the  fever  that  the  patient  will  pass  through  it 
with  comparatively  mild  symptoms. 

We  may  find  Gelsemium  indicated  in  catarrhs  exr'ite<l  by  warm,  moist, 
elaxing  weather,  with  excoriating  discharge  from  tlie  nose,  making  the 
nostrils  and  wings  of  the  nose  raw  and  sore.  There  are  frequent  sneez- 
ing and  sore  throat,  the  tonsils  being  red  and  somewhat  tumefied,  with 
difficulty  in  swallowing.  I  would  remind  you  in  passing  that  this  difB- 
culty  in  swallowing  is  not  what  it  is  under  Belladonna.  Under  'this 
latter  remedy  the  difficulty  comes  from  the  extent  of  the  swelling,  and 
also  from  spasmodic  contraction  of  tlie  fauces,  owing  to  the  hypertestlie- 
da  of  the  nerves.  The  minute  water  touches  the  throat  it  is  expelled 
through  tlie  nose.  With  Gelsemium,  the  dysphagia  is  the  result  of 
the  paretic  atate  of  the  muscles,  or  the  patient  was  miiscularly  weak 
when  he  caught  cold.  With  this  cold  you  will  find  dry,  teasing,  tick- 
liog  cough,  with  very  little  expectoration.  You  find  general  prostra- 
tion, and  odeo,  too,  neuralgia  of  the  hce. 

In  prosopalgia,  Gelsemium  may  be  of  use  when  the  disease  affects 
ooe  side,  and  is  intermitting  in  its  type.  The  seventh  pair  of  nerves  is 
involved,  and  the  patient  makes  all  sorts  of  grimaces. 

Gelsemium  has  some  slight  action  on  the  skin.  It  produces  an  itch- 
ing and  redness  of  that  tissue,  this  ilching  being  violent  enough  to  pre- 
vent the  patient  from  falling  asleep.  A  little  eruption  consisting  of 
small  pimples,  and  somewhat  resembling  that  of  measles,  may  appear. 
Gebemiiun  may,  therefore,  be  used  in  measles  in  tlie  bc>ginning,  when 
fever  is  a  prominent  symptom,  and  we  have  present  the  ooryza  of  the 
remedy ;  watery  discharge  from  the  nose,  excoriating  the  wings  of  the 
Doaeaiid  the  opper  lip.  There  is  apt  to  be  associated  with  this,  a  hard, 
harking,  croupy  ccAgh,  and  hoarseness. 

Aconite f  other  things  being  equal,  is  the  best  remedy  we  have  for  the 
beginning  of  measles.  If  you  find  a  case  that  you  presume  is  going  to 
h%  iiieaBlee>,  with  fever,  restlessness,  photophobia,  ooryza,  sneezing,  and 
hani,  cmn[»y  cough,  you  are  justified  in  giving  Aconite. 

JSUsatilla  is  not  the  remedy  if  there  be  any  fever. 

When  moisture  breaks  out  with  the  fever,  BeUa^Mina  is  more  likely 
I  lie  the  rcmetly. 

If  thefts  is;  drowsy  state  and  suffused  face  you  may  give  Gelsemium 
Id  tlie  b^inning  of  eruptive  disease,  even  if  there*  be  convulsions 
present. 

^t  '^*   T  want  to  speak  of  the  action  of  Gelsemium  on  the  genitjil 
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organs.  On  tbe  male  organs,  Gelsemiurn  produces  a  condilion  v^ 
Dearly  approaching  impotence,  frequent  involuntary  emissions  at  night, 
w?lh  relaxation  of  the  organs,  no  lascivious  dreams,  and  often  cold 
sweat  on  the  scrotum.  The  orguns  are  relaxed.  'It  is  indicated  espe- 
cially in  those  cases  which  arise  from  masturbation. 

I  would  have  you  note  here  another  remedy,  namely,  Dioscorea, 
This  is  excellent  for  what  we  may  term  atonic  seminal  emissions  ;  when 
there  is  a  passive  state,  two  or  three  dreams  in  a  night  with  emissions  of 
semen.  The  day  following  the  emissions,  the  i>atient  feels  weak,  particu- 
larly about  tbe  knees.  In  these  cases,  I  know  of  no  remedy  like  Dlos- 
oorea.     I  usually  give  it  first  in  the  r2th,  afterwards  in  the  30th. 

Calad'mm  scguinum  is  indicated  for  the  had  effec-ts  of  sexual  excefines, 
when  wet  dreams  occur  without  any  lasciviousness,  or  any  sexual  excite- 
ment whatever. 

Agnu»  cashis  is  the  remedy  for  spermatorrhcca  in  old  sinners. 

Other  TcmedieB  which  may  be  compared  with  Gelsemiurn  in  its  action 
on  the  male  organs  are  Digitcdis,  Phosphorus,  Nux  vomica,  Oatoarta 
osfr.f  Lycopodium^  and  Camphor. 

Sepia,  Selenium  and  Conium  produce  a  similar  seminal  weakneBs 
with  erethism  and  easy  emissions. 

In  gonorrhcBa,  G^^lsemium  is  indicated  in  tlie  beginning  when  there 
is  marked  urethral  soreness.  THere  are  also  burnings  at  tlie  meatus 
and  along  the  line  of  the  urethra.  The  discharge  as  yet  is  slight,  not 
having  become  purulent.  The  disease  may  have  been  sapprebsed,  and, 
as  a  result,  is  complicatecl  with  epididymitis.  In  gonorrhoeal  rheuma- 
tism, it  may  be  a  useful  remedy. 

In  diseases  of  the  female  organs,  Gelsemiurn  is  an  invaluable  remi.^Iy. 
First  of  all,  we  find  it  useful  in  rigid  os  uteri.  You  must  not  i:t>ri- 
found  this  condition  with  tbe  more  common  spaftn  of  the  oe,  which 
calls  for  Belladonna.  Often  we  find  in  labor,  after  it  has  lasteil  several 
hours,  that  there  has  been  tardy  dilatation  of  the  os.  The  examining 
finger  finds  the  os  unyielding,  hard  and  thick.  This  rigid  oe  calls  for 
Gelsemiurn. 

^Vnother  condition,  exactly  opposite  to  this,  calls  fon  Gelsemiurn, 
namely,  complete  atony  of  the  uterus.  The  neck  of  the  uterus  is  as 
soft  as  putty.  It  is  perfeclly  flabby.  The  body  of  the  uterus  does  bot 
contract  at  all.  The  bag  of  waters  bulges  freely  from  the  os.  There 
is  no  attempt  wliatever  at  expulsion.  In  such  cases,  give  a  few  doses 
of  Grelsemium. 

In  the  premonitory  stages  of  puerperal  convulsions  Gelsemiurn  is  an 
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admirable  remedy.  Album iiiuria  may  be  present.  The  patient  ia 
tiBuallj  drowsy, and  has  twitching  of  diflerent  parts  of  the  boily.  The  . 
08  is  eitbor  rigid,  as  I  first  mentioned,  or  else  ever^nhing  is  perfectly 
inactive;  tlie  pulse  is  full  and  large,  but  soft.  Pain  seems  to  go  right 
through  the  stomach,  and  then  backwards;  sharp  cutting  pains  that 
seem  to  go  right  through  the  neck  of  the  uterus,  and  then  upwards. 
With  these  pains,  the  face  flushes. 

Gelsemium  may  also  be  used  m  the  non-pr^nant  state.  The  uterus 
is  markedly  anteflexed  and  feels  as  if  squeezed  by  a  hand.  Now  thei^ 
uterine  ^^ymptomsa^e  associated  with  a  fmntal  liead.iehe  and  dim  vision. 
The  head  feels  enormously  enlarged,  witlj  a  wild  confused  feeling  in  it. 
These  symptoms  alternate  with  sharp  labor-like  pains  in  the  uterus 
extending  to  the  hips  and  back,  and  even  down  the  thighs,  (jclsemium 
18  often  UH.>ful  in  neuralgic  and  congestive  dysmcnorrhcea  when  bearing 
down  coexists. 

Caulophytlum  is  similar  to  Grelsemium  in  dysmenorrhoKi  and  follows 
it  well. 

Adea  raoemoaa  has  headaches  reflex  from  uterine  irritation. 

Gelsemium  is  useful  for  the  effects  of  emotions,  particularly  after 

ght  or  fear.  A  suddenly-api>earing  diarrhoea  coming  on  from  the 
efflfectfl  of  excitement  calls  for  Gelsemium.  The  stuols  are  copious, 
yellow  and  papescent.     The  tongue  is  coated  white  or  yellowish. 

Other  remedies  coming  into  play  in  cases  of  diarrha?a  arising,  from 
emotional  influenoes  are  Opium,  Veratrum  aU>\im,  Argeiitum  nitrlcum^ 
an^  PulsaHOa. 

Opium  10  cases  coming  on  as  a  result  of  fright. 

Vsratrum  album  in  diarrhcea  after  fright,  associated  with  cold  sweat 
on  the  forehead. 

AryaUum  nitricum  when  diarrhcea  follows  great  excitement,  especi- 
llly  when  the  imagination  has  been  played  upon. 

P\if;saliUa  in  diarrhcea  from  fright,  when  tlie  stix>ls  are  greenish, 
yellow  and  slimy,  or  very  changeable. 

Gebemium  may  even  avert  an  impending  abortion  from  depressing 
ODOtions. 

Oonium,  Phyaoaiifpruif  and  Tabaocum  intensify  tlie  action  of  Gel- 
mnium.  « 

Gdsemium  is  aotidoted  by  stimulants,  Beliadonna^  DigitaliSf  etc. 
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Ntrx  VOMICA  13  a  drug  that  waa  known  as  early  as  1540,  A.D.,  in 
which  year,  one  Valerius  G>rdus  wrote  a  remarkably  accurate  de«crip- 
tion  of  it.  The  fruit  of  the  tree  is  about  the  size  of  an  orange  and 
contains  a  bitter  gelatinous  pulp.  ■  This  pulp,  it  is  said,  is  eaten  by 
some  of  the  birds  of  India,  although  it  is  well  known  to  contain  Strychnia. 
The  Nux  itself  is  the  seed  deprived  of  the  pulp  and  shell.  These  seeds 
are  disk-shaped,  and  are  about  one  inch  in  diameter  and  one-quarter  of 
an  inch  tliick.  Their  surface  is  satiny  by  reason  of  a  thick  covering 
of  ad  pressed  radiating  hairs. 

You  will  recall  that  I  have  already  mentioned  that  Ignatia  and  Nux 
vomica  both  contain  as  active  principles  two  alkaloids  known  as  Strifchnia 
and  Brucia;  the  Brucia  being  in  much  smaller  quantities  than  the  other 
and  present  more  in  the  bark  of  the  tree  than  in  the  nut  itself.  Its 
properties  are  somewhat  similar  to  those  of  Strychnia.  Botli  alkaloids 
are  combined  with  an  acid  known  as  Igasurlc  acid^  which  is  identical 
with  the  Malic  acid  found  in  apples  and  pears.  Strychnia,  the  principal 
alkaloid  of  Ignatia  and  Nux  vomica,  has  a  well -described  symptoma- 
tology, being  a  poison  not  uncommonly  used  for  suicidal  and  homicidal 
purposes,  and  also  for  the  extermination  of  the  lower  animals,  cat^:, 
rats,  etc.  Strychnia  causes  restlessness,  trembling  of  the  limbs,  stitl- 
neas  of  the  neck  and  jaws.  The  throat  is  constricted  similar  to  what 
we  find  under  -Belladonna.  ^Sometimes  there  are  tetanic  convulsions 
with  opL'ithotouos.  These  tetanic  convulsions  differ  from  those  of  true 
tetanus  only  in  the  fact  that  the  muscles  relax  between  the  parozysRis. 
The  tcm|M.>rature  of  the  IkkIv  is  not  so  high  as  in  true  tetanus;  and 
trismus  comes  late  iu  Strychnia  poisoning.  Tbcae  Strychnia  convuU 
sions  are  re-cxcited  by  any  impressions  made  on  the  senses,  particularly 
by  the  slightest  touch,  while  rubbing  relieves  the  patient.  In  very  large 
or  in  ofi-rcpeated'  copses,  Strychnia  causes  paralysis  of  afferent  nerves. 
Finally,  collapse  ensues  as  the  result  of  exhaustion  of  the  motor 
oentres.  I  give  you  these  symptoms  of  Strychnia  for  two  purpoeee. 
One  a  that  you  may  be  familiar  with  them  iu  order  to  recognize  them 
io  oaae  one  of  your  patients  is  unfortunate  enough  to  be  poisoned  with 
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the  drug.  The  other  is  that  you  may  the  better  understand  the  action 
of  Nux  vomica,  for  Strychnia  being  its  principal  ingredient,  you  will 
find  nnining  al!  through  its  symptomatology  this  over-impression- 
ability ;  by  this  I  mean  that  everything  impresses  the  patient  exces- 
sively. External  impressions,  as  sounds,  odors  and  noises,  excite  him, 
and  that  over- irritability,  I  say,  is  characteristic  of  the  drug. 

Strj'chnine  resembles  Picrotoxine^  Veratriaj  CiciUa  viro8a,  Thebain€f 
Hydrocyame  acid^  Belladonna^  StramoniuMf  AconiiCt  Physo^iigrruif  Paa- 
mflarOy  Curare,  Camphor ,  and  f'hytolaccaf  but  especially  are  its  effects 
like  traumatic  tetanus. 

Picrotoxine,  according  to  Bartholow,  is  synergistic  with  Strychnia ; 
hnt  respiration  is  accelerated,  not  so  much  from  spasm  of  the  respiratory 
muscles  as  from  spasm  of  the  glottis ;  and  there  is  less  susceptibility  to 
slight  touch.  Gubler  asserts  .that  Picrotoxine  produces  more  choreic 
symptoms. 

VVra/Wa  causes  incoordination  by  producing  relaxation  of  some  fibres 
with  contraction  of  others;  that  is,  following  prolonged  contraction  of 
mascles  comes  a  state  of  partial  relaxation  with  fibrillary  contractions. 
Herein  it  somewhat  resembles  Strychnia;  but  it  differs  widely  in  purg- 
ing and  vomiting,  and  in  general  paralysis  occurring,  pot/rom  exhaus- 
tioDt  but  from  direct  devitalizing  of  the  muscles. 

Ththaine  causes  tetanus*,  but  may  be  distinguished  by  its  hypnotic 
symptoms.  It  is  said  to  be  the  most  poisonous  of  the  active  principles 
of  Opium. 

PKjftodigma  can  be  confused  with  Strychnia  only  in  a  limited  range 
of  aymptomfl.  It  Increases  the  irritability  of  the  sensory  nerves  and 
also  caoaeB  tetanic  spasms  of  involuntary  muscles.  But  in  the  main,  it 
varies  widely  from  Strychnia,  causing  spinal  paralysis  and  diminished 
reflex  action.  When,  therefore^  such  symptoms  as  constriction  of  the 
throat,  cram{)s  in  stomach  and  bowels,  tenesmus  recti,  stiff  spine  and 
1«ig^  tight  feeling  io  and  about  the  eyeballs,  suggest  a  similarity  with 
Strychnia,  such  consentaneous  evidences  of  spinal  paralysis  as  the  fol- 
lowing will  perve  for  differentiation  :  trembling,  feeble,  can  hardly  walk, 
eao  with  difficulty  make  the  muscles  obey  the  will  (hence  like  GeUem- 
ium,  Commn)f  unsteady  when  walking  with  the  eyes  closed.  In 
Strjchniay  death  results  from  as())iyxia  uiused  by  tetanic  spasm  of  the 
•respinitory  musdes ;  in  Physostigma,  from  paralysis.  The  pupils,  too, 
diAr ;  the  former  causes  dilatation ;  the  latter  contraction  with  defective 
aaxMnmodatiou  and  twitching  of  the  eyelids. 

If,  now,  the  remote  effects  of  Strychnia  are  to  be  considered — such 
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eflTects  as  follow  severe  but  not  fatal  poisoning,  or  such  symptoms  as  are 
fre(piently  produce<l  by  potencies — we  may  still  discriminate  by  tbe 
characteristic  irritability,  which  is  more  marked  in  Strychnia ;  every- 
thing makes  too  strong  an  impression ;  faints  from  odors ;  muscular 
tremors  with  excitement;  desire  for  coitus,  but  during  an  emission  he 
becomes  impotent,  etc. 

CurarCf  even  if  it  does  contain  Strychnia,  acts  quite  differently  from 
the  latter.  It  destroys  the  irritability  of  the  end-organs  of  the  nerves 
of  muscles,  leaving  the  muscles  thems^ves  -intact.  Reflex  action  is 
diminished  or  destroyed,  and  respiration  is  paralyzed.  Sensation  is  not 
materially  altered.  Owing  to  paralysis  of  the  extremities  of  the  vagus, 
the  heart's  action  is  accelerated,  but  blood-pressure  is  not  increased.  In 
fact,  from  paralysis  of  vaso-motor  termini,  the  bloodvessels  dilate,  less- 
ening resistance  to  the  blood  currents.  Increased  peristalsis  is  not  dm' 
to  spasm  but  to  paralysis  of  the  inhibitory  splanchnic. 

Wo  have  no  very  trustworthy  provings  of  Curare.  Still  Baruch  itua 
used  it  for  so-called  "  liver-spots;"  and  Dr.  Paul  Pitet  recorils  several 
interesting  cures  of  muscular  weakness,  embarnissed  respiration  from 
deficient  iK)wer,  immobility  with  fixed  gaze  on  awaking,  and  in  eczema 
of  infants,  worse  on  the  face  and  behin(3  the  ears;  8crot\douH  children 
(  WoMs  Homceop,  Convention,  vol.  i.). 

It  has  also  been  used  for  Gatale|)sy,  with  spasms  of  the  lower  jaw,  by 
Baruch,  I  think. 

Phytolacca  dilfers  essentially  from  Strychnia  in  its  acrid- narcotic 
proi^erties,  as  well  as  in  its  tardy  gastro-intestinal  irritation  and  col- 
la{)sc.  Still,  the  convulsive  symptoms  are  somewhat  similar;  limbs 
stiff,  hands  firndy  shut,  feet  extended  and  toes  flexed,  teeth  clenched 
and  li()s  everted,  opisthotonos;  chin  drawn  to  sternum. 

Passifora  inonmniu  has  not  l^een  proved,  but  it  has  cured  cases  of 
tetanus  in  hot  countries,  where,  unhappily,  they  are  Ijut  too  common. 
Dr.  Arcliibald  Boiyne,  of  Barbadoes,  W.  I.,  rejwrts  two  cures  with  the 
e  and  Ix  (Hahn.  Monihly,  May,  1881), 

Avfjmstura  is  placed  among  aromatic  bitters  and  called  a  tonic.  But 
it  is  more  than  this.  It  causes  drawing,  tension,  and  stiffbees  of  muscles 
and  joints,  with  bruisctl,  sore  feeling,  as  after  a  blow.  This  tension  is 
marked  enough  in  the  temporal  and  masseter  muscles  to  suggest  trismus. 
The  drug  ai^)  atlects  the  lx)nea.  There  are  points  of  rfscmblam*  be- 
tween Angustura  and  another  of  the  Rutaceae,  the  Ruta  ffravetUmt, 
Injury  to  pei-iosteum  fr«juently  suggests  the  latter;  and  it  is  quite 
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probable  that  injury  witli  incipient  muscular  contrtictions  may  ue«l  the 
former. 

Dr.  Ilering,  who  was  fully  aware  of  the  confusion  of  Angustura 
with  Strychnia,  neverlhelesQ,  rejwrted  a  cure  of  tetanus  with  the  former, 
and  printed  the  symptoms  thereof  in  his  Guiding  Symptonxs,  Dr. 
Hubbard  reports  a  cure  made  with  Angustura  [Med.  Investigator ^ 
April,  1870).  *  * 

That  Angustura  vera  acts  on  the  bones  has  been  fully  confirmed. 
^Et;idi  used  it  when  the  long  bones  were  affected  {see  Raue^g  PouUiohgy). 
Dr.  C.  tj.  Raue  writes  me  that  the  preparation  with  which  he  cured 
podarthrocace  w^as  unquestionably  the  vera.  It  was  Jenichen's,  and 
this  manufa^'turer  carefully  distinguished  l^etween  Angustura  vera  and 
Angtistura  fal^  or  Nucis  vomicce  cortex  sew  Brucea  antidysenterica. 

Dr.  Aug.  Korudoerfer  used  Jcnichen's  2"  for  necrosis  of  the  lower 
jaw.  One  side  of  the  jaw  had  been  successfully  excised ;  but  the  disease 
made  its  appearance  in  the  other  side;  the  cure  was  cx)mplete. 

Of  the  general  characteristics  of  Angustura  we  may  refer  to  irrita- 
tion from  a  slight  offence  (with  caries).  Craving  for  coffee  (clinical,  but 
coufirracd  by  Dunham,  Bcenninghausen,  and  ^ICgidi).  Tenesmus  recti, 
with  soft  8t(x>l ;  urging  to  urinate,  with  copious  flow  (see  case  of  Dr. 
Edonindson's,  lltthn.  Morithly,  October,  1^76).  I  cannot,  then,  quite 
agree  witb  Dr.  Hughes,  who  asserts  that  Angustura  has  no  recognized 
therapeutical  place. 

Aconitf,  in  one  of  its  manifesiations,  causes  a  general  tension  of 
^es  and  vessels,  diaracterized  by  the  well-known  anxiety,  heat,  etc. 
Hughes'  Phannacodyixamice).  It  also  induces  trismus,  stiffness  of 
the  limbs,  and  even  opiHthotonos.  We  see  now  why  Reynol  could  use 
it  sucocasi'ully  iu  trismus  of  horses  (Trousseau's  TherapeutieSf  vol.  ii.); 
and,  further,  why  it  is  recommended  in  the  begiDning  of  traumatic 
letaous. 

It  does  not,  however,  like  Strychnia,  cause  increased  reflex  excita- 
bility. There  is  present  rather  a  diminution  or  perversion  of  seoai- 
bility,  expresHcd  by  tingling  and  numbness. 

Id  impending  tetanus,  we  certainly  have  eiHcient  preventives  of  the 
full-fledged  disease :  AooniUf  fever,  anxiety,  tension  of  muscles,  tingling 
and  nambneas;  Vemtrum  rtViW^r,  Hifprncum,  excruciating  pain  in  the 
wouod ;  Belladcmna,  CHcuta,  6'i7i«a,  and  possibly  AngusturOf  if  the 
wouud  is  BU{)purating  or  iuis  suddenly  oeaaed  to  discharge  pua. 

Ifyirocyanie  q/sid  was  first  recommended  in  tetanus  by  Begin  ;  and 
Dr.  Mughe»,  in  bia»paper  on  that  acid  read  at  the  World's  Convention 
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in  1876,  cites  poisoDJng  cases  which  prove  its  hom(Bopathicity  to  epi- 
lepsy and  to  tetanus.  The  relation  of  the  acid  to  this  latter  disease  is 
more  fully  brought  out  in  Dr.  Hughes's  Pharma^offifnamic^,  \\\wrv  wa 
read:  " Ilydrocyanic  acid  causes  tetanus;  (here  is  not,  as  with  Strych- 
niai  evidence  of  increased  reflex  excitability  ;  but,  as  with  Aconite  and 
Cicuta,  persistent  tonic  spasm ;  this  it  prwluces  by  diipect  action  upon 
the  spinal  cord." 

It  seems  especially  useful  when  the  tetanic  symptoms  show  themselves 
mostly  in  the  mufw^les  of  face,  jaws,  and  back  ;  there  are  trismus,  risus 
sartloniL'us  and  embarrassed  respiration,  with  lividity  and  frolhftig  at  the 
mouth.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Barnard  reports  two  cases  of  Irauiu.itit'  tetanus 
relieved  with  this  acid.  In  each  instance  only  the  sjiosins  of  face,  jaws, 
and  chest  lessened,  other  remedies  being  needed  for  the  ronmining  symp- 
toms (see  N,  E.  Med.  Oazeite,  October,  1882).  This  allinity  of  Hydro- 
cyanic acid  for  the  upper  part  of  the  bixly  does  not  contraindic^ate  the 
medicine  in  opisthotonos  and  general  tetanic  rigidity,  for  under  its 
baneful  influence  both  trunk  and  extremities  are  thrown  into  spasm. 
In  one  ca^,  spasms  commenced  in  the  toes  and  spread  over  the  body. 
But  the  acid  undoubtedly  affects  tlie  meilullaoblongjita  most  powerfully, 
and  consctpiently  lungs,  heart,  and  larj'nx  suffer  though  the  par  vaga. 
It  betirs  but  little  resemblqjioe  to  Strychnia,  but  is  similar  to  Cicuia^ 
Ijtwhfitk,  and  Nicotine. 

Lac/ujiUi  has  relieved  when,  with  trismus  and  spasm  of  tlie  larynx, 
there  is  blucncss  from  asphyxia  and  the  patient  sleeps  into  the  paroxysm. 

Cicuia  virosa  contains  a  volatile  alkaloitl  termed  Cieutina,  which  aa 
yet  has  not  been  isolated.  According  to  Boehm,  this  plant  causes  vom- 
iting, diarrhoea,  and  tetanoid  convulsions,  and  in  man  also  syncope  and 
strabismus.  The  volatile  oil  which  it  contains  is  said  to  be  identical 
with  oil  of  cumin,  and  is  non-poisonous.  But  an  alcoholic  resinous  ex- 
tract containing,  according  to  Trojanowski,  Cicutoxin,  auiscs  in  frogs 
alteniate  tonic  and  clonic  spasms.  The  respiration  is  hurried^  the 
inspiratory  so  far  exceeding  the  expiratory  act  that  the  animal  become 
dbtended  with  air.  In  mammals,  the  tirst  efiPect  is  profuse  salivation, 
4|uivering  of  muscles,  and  then  spasms.  The  breathing  grows  very 
rapid,  and  then  suddenly  convulsions  develop.  Respiration,  as»  with 
Strychnia,  is  suspended  by  contractions  of  tlie  respiratory  muscles.  If. 
irritated,  spasms  return ;  after  the  paroxysms  subside,  the  animal  lies 
completely  exhausted. 

Now  these  views  of  the  action  of  Cicuta  embody  characteristics  which 
Jiave  for  years  guided  the  homoeopathist  in  the  choice  of  tliis  |K)wcrfol 
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ren»e<ly ;  sudtlen  rigidity,  then  jerks  and  violent  distortion,  follower] 
by  uitrr  proefration.  Tonic  spaAm  renewed  by  toucli.  Great  oj/jtrat^ 
Kion  of  hrrnth'mg.  Lock -jaw,  taoe  dark  red  ;  froth  at  the  mouth.  Opis- 
thotonos.   LoM  of  cormiioiume^.  * 

The  seizure  in  the  Ciciita  case  la  more  epileptiform  than  in  tlie 
Strychnia,  and  there  is  generally  loss  of  consciousness.  Reflex  excita- 
bility is  less  markefl  in  the  former.  The  exhaustion  of  Cicuta  h 
equalled  only  by  ChtHmum  ars. 

Tabanim  and  NicoUnum  cause:  Head  drawn  back,  with  rigidity  of 
muscles  of  neck  and  back  ;  contraction  of  eyelids  and  masseter  mu«cle8; 
'hi.N^ing  respiration  from  wpasm  of  laryngeal  and  bronchial  rnusck*; 
alternate  tonic  and  clouio  spasms,  followed  by  general  relaxation  and 
t  '  '  -' ;  retraction  of  the  abdominal  rausch's;  contractions  of  parts 
J-  -  ,  with    involuntary  muscles,  as  intestines,  ureters,  etc.;   these 

contractions  are  accompanied  with  intense  pains,  nausea,  cold  sweat,  and 
speedy  collapse,  with  aH|»hyxia. 

Tobacco,  then,  acts  upon  tfie  spine,  especially  upon  the  meiiulla  ob- 
longata; and  also  ui>on  the  alnlominal  ganglia.  Its  tetanic  symptoms 
with  asphyxia  resemble  those  of  Prussic  acid  rather  than  those  of  Strych- 
nia. A  characteristic  difference  between  Tobacco  and  Nux  is  well 
brought  out  in  their  respective  applications  to  renal  colic:  Pain  down 
the  right  ureter  into  the  genitals  and  leg,  nausea,  vomiting,  Nux. 
Pains  down  the  ureter  with  deathly  sickness  aiul  cold  Kwcuiy  Talwcura. 

Vtratnim  album  causes  convulsions,  with  S(>asm  of  the  glottis  and 

constriction  of  the  chest  amounting  almost  to  suffocation;  the  hands 

and  feet  are  drawn  inward,  and  the  pupils  are  contracted.     You  distin- 

'gubh  it  from  Strychnia  in  this;  under  Veratrum album  it  is  secondary 

to  exhausting  diseases  and  never  primary,  a8  under  Str}-chnia. 

Stranumiuvij  like  Strychnia,  causes  tetanic  convulsions  which  are 
worse  from  touch  or  from  light;  the  distinction  lies  principally  here: 
With  Stramonium  there  is  almost  always  mania  present,  while  under 
SUychoia  the  mind  is  clear  to  the  last  houre  of  life. 

Camphor  and  Phytohvccti  arc  very  similar  to  Strychnia  in  tetanic 
Bpaams.  Both  of  these  have  showing  of  the  teeth  from  drawing-up 
of  the  cx>mcrs  of  tlie  mouth.  Camphor  is  indicated  in  tetanic  spasms 
with  the  evex-present  deathly  coldness. 

Phrffohoca  is  callcil  for  when  there  are  clenching  of  the  hands  and 
flexing  of  the  toirs ;  the  lij>s  are  everted,  and  there  is  alternate  spasm  and 
rsJAXution  of  the  fiu.'ial  muscles. 

lo  studying  Nux  vomica,  you  will  remember  these  prefatory  remarks. 
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Next  let  me  say  that  Nux  vomica  in  c^f>m piemen tary  to  Sulphur.  By 
that  I  mean,  that  very  frequently  after  Nux  vomica  has  done  as  ratieh 
as  its  symptoms  will  allow  it  to  ilo,  the  remaining  j^ymptoms  often  find 
iu  Sulphur  the  remedy  that  will  ctnnplete  the  cure.  • 
.  Now,  let  me  give  you  the  Nux  vomica  temperament.  It  does  not 
necessarily  follow  that  you  must  not  use  Nux  if  the  constitution  is  not 
what  I  am  going  to  describe ;  but  it  does  follow  that  it  acts  Iwtter  in 
the  constitution  about  to  l>e  mentioned.  Nux  vomica  suits  b^t  for 
rather  thin,  spare  patients.  It  does  not  seem  to  act  so  well  on  the  fleshy. 
Kspe<Mally  is  it  indicated  if  the  patient  is  rather  irascible,  and  quick 
and  active  in  his  motions.  He  ha.s  a  nervous  tem[>erament.  The  fa<H? 
is  rather  sallow  or  yellowish.  There  is  a  sort  of  false  plethora  that 
gives  the  patient  at  times  red  cheeks  on  the  yellow  Ixickground.  Gen- 
erally, too,  you  will  tind  that  the  patient  suffers  from  any  strain  on  the 
mind,  particularly,  if  this  overtaxing  of  the  mental  powers  is  intensified 
or  rendered  more  injurious  by  sedentary  habits.  Thus  you  find  the  drug 
of  great*  value  for  those  who  deprive  themselves  of  sleep  and  exercise 
in  pursuance  of  their  studies.  You  will  find  it  frequently  indicate*!  in 
ministers  who  take  very  little  exercise, and  who  have  l)ecome  dyspeptic. 
They  have  headache  and  are  tired  in  the  morning  when  they  awake. 
The  Nux  patient  frequently  lies  awake  at  night ;  his  mind  is  so  vyought 
Dp  that  he  cannot  sleep.  Thoughts  run  through  the  mind  in  confu- 
.  sion.  He  falls  asleep  long  after  midnight,  and  then  awakes  in  the  early 
morning,  at  four  or  five  o'clock  perhajis.  He  falls  asleep  again,  and 
when  he  awakes  once  more,  he  feels  terribly  used  up,  as  if  he  had  been 
on  a  spree,  and  his  sleep  had  done  him  no  good.  ^  He  has  bitter  taste 
in  the  mouth ;  the  tongue  is  coated  ;  he  complains  of  dull  headache, 
and  in  fact  of  every  symptom  that  |>oints  to  wearing  out  of  the  system 
from  overwork.  This,  then,  is  the  kind  of  patient  in  which  you  will  fiod 
Nux  the  most  etieutive. 

The  Nux  patient,  you  will  find,  has  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with  the 
digestive  organs.  He  suffers  from  headache.  This  headache  is  situated 
either  in  the  occiput  or  over  one  or  the  other  eye,  usually  the  left. 
When  it  is  situatetl  over  the  eye,  it  begins  usually  in'the  morning,  and 
increases  all  day  until  night,  and  is  aeoompauied  generally  by  sour 
titste  in  the  mouth  (less  fretjuently  by  .a  bitter  taste),  by  accumulation 
of  tlatus  and  by  annoying  retching.  This  may  be  associated  with 
vomiting  of  food  and  of  sour  matters;  but  the  prominent  feature  of  the 
vomiting  is  the  violent  retching,  often  more  or  less  ineffectual,  showing 
you  the  irritiited  condition  of  tJie  stomach.     He  has  this  peculiarity  of 
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U^p,  awaking  early,  at  three  or  four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  aod  then 
I  fiilling  asleep  once  more,  awakes  agam  feeling  worse  than  at  first.    The 
bowels  are  ooDstipated;  and  this  constipation  consists,  characteristically, 
in  ineffectual  urging  to  stool.    Thus  you  see  that  it  is  not  due  to  atony^ 
of  the  rectum^  but  to  irregular,  fitful  action.    He  suffers,  also,  from  gaa- 
tralgia,  which  is  usually  made  worse  by  eating.     It  is  sometimes  worse, 
however,  when  the  stomach  Is  empty.    The  pain  starts  in  the  epigas^ 
trium,  and  radiates  in  various  directions,  inlo  the  back,  etc.     The'jMir- 
oxysms  are  very  apt  to  recur  peri<xlimlly  every  morning,  and  are  often 
aasociafced  with  vomiting  of  sour  matters  and  ineffectual  urgiqg  to  stool. 
The  pains  themselves  are  of  a  griping,  clawing  character,  as  though  a 
hand  were  scraping  the  inside  of  the  stomaeh  ;  and  they  are  often  relieved 
by  hot  drinks.     Now,  you  will  notice  that  the  symptoms  I  have  men- 
-tioncil  for  Nux  vomica,  if  mentioned  in  pathological  language,  would 
Fliave  to  be  put  under  the  terra  gastric  irritability.     The  nerves  are  in 
mch  a  state  of  hy  peri  rri  tat  ion  that  food  causes  spasmodic  action  of  the 
Lstoraach  and  ejection  of  its  contents.    This,  you  will  notice,  is  patho- 
logically similar  to  the  condition  of  the  rectum. 

In  this  extreme  gastric  irritability,  we  find  Nux  vomica  and  two  or 
three  other  reraeflies  which  we  cannot  get  along  well  without.  You  are 
treating  a  patient  who  has  been  prostrated  by  disease ;  as  soon  as  he 
swallows  food,  up  it  comes  again.  Nux  is  here  one  of  the  remedies, 
ixirtictilarly  in  children  who  are  very  excitable,  and  in  men  when  tliey 
have  indulged  in  excessive  eating  or  in  debauchery. 

In  other  cases,  where  there  is  much  burning  in  the  stomach  with  the 
violent  ejection  of  food.  Bismuth  is  the  remedy.  The  SubnUrote  of  Bi^ 
muih  is  the  remedy  for  pure  gastralgia,  that  which  is  not  associated  with 
any  catarrh,  or  with  any  of  the  symptoms  of  indigestion.  The  epi- 
gastric pains  may  be  burning,  griping,  or  lancinating,  and  associated 
with  dull  {uiin  in  the  back,  and  sixisraodic  vomiting. 

Another  form  of  stomach  trouble  to  which  Nux  is  applicable  is  a 
dyApepsia  in  which  there  Ls  marked  aggravation  about  an  hour  or  so 
after  eating.  The  patient  complains  of  great  hunger  about  twenty-four 
hours  or  so  before  the  attack  comes  on.  In  these  cases,  he  craves  meats, 
gravies,  and  fat  foods.  He  has  violent  thirst,  and  water  distresses  the 
stomach  ami  causes  distension  of  that  organ  ;  the  patient,  after  even  a 
light  meal,  is  obliged  to  loosen  his  clothing. 

In  still  other  cases,  we  find  Arsenicum  tlic  remedy,  when  in  addition 
to  the  buruiog  pains,  we  have  the  intolerable  restlessness  and  anxiety, 
thint,  etc.     It  produces  a  perfect  picture  of  subacute  gastritis. 
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Stiil  another  remedy  more  valuable  than  any  yet  mentioned  is  Kreo- 
6ote.  Kreosote  is  a  remedy  fur  this  irritable  weakness  of  the  stomach. 
Food  cannot  be  digested.  But  I  thiuk  its  distinctive  character  lies  in 
4his  fact,  that  though  the  stomach  retain  the  food  several  liours,  it 
finally  tjects  it  undigestetl. 

In  gastric  symptoms  following  debauchery,  Nux  sometimes  fails  and 
sometimes  is  contraindicated  by  temperament.  In  tlie  former  case  Carlo 
veg.  is  a  good  remedy. 

Pulsatilla  is  preferable  to  Nux  vomica  when  the  symptoms  have  re- 
sulted from  a  mixe<i  diet,  such  as  meat^*,  pastry,  ice  cream,  ete.,e?^pecially 
if  the  temperament  agrees. 

In  constipation,  Nux  is  similar  to  several  renie<lir.M.  Li/ropodium  iia>i 
constipation  with  iueiTci'tual  urging  to  Ht(Mjl,  Init  under  this  remedy  the 
iDcifectual  urging  is  caused  by  constriction  of  the  rectum  i^nd  auus. 

Carbo  veg.  has  urging  to  stool  similar  to  Nux  vomira,  but  it  is  re- 
lieved by  the  passage  of  flatus,  showing  that  that  was  the  cause  of  the 
urging. 

Under  Opium,  Bryoimi,  and  Alumina  the  constipntion  is  unattended 
by  urging  to  stool.  Opium  has  constipation  from  inactivity  of  tlie 
bowels;  the  stool  consists  of  hard,  round,  black  Iwl Is. 

The  Brifonia  constipntion  results  from  dryness  of  the  alimentary  trad. 
The  stools  are  large,  dry,  and  hard. 

Markeil  inactivity  of  the  rectum  characterizes  Alumina,  Even  a«oft 
Btool  requires  great  eflbrt  for  its  evacuation. 

Nux  vomica  has  a  marked  action  on  the  liver.  It  is  particularly  in- 
dicated in  liver  affections  in  those  who  have  indulgetl  to  excess  in  alco- 
holic liquors,  highly-seasoned  food,  or  have  abused  themselves  with 
drastic  purgatives.  Nux  is  one  of  the  licst  reme<lics  Wf  have  to  coun- 
teract the  effect  of  allopathic  dosing.  You  will  frequently  find  it 
necessary  in  taking  charge  of  a  case  that  has  been  under  old  school 
treatment  to  Administer  Nux  lieforc  you  cau  make  head  and  tail  of  the 
case.  The  liver  you  will  often  find  in  these  cases  swollen  and  hai\l 
and  sensitive  to  the  pressure  of  the  clothing.  There  is  often  colic  attend* 
ing  these  gastric  and  bilituis  troubles.  This  colic  may  come  fnmi  accu- 
wuhitiou  of  flatus  which  presses  uj>  towards  the  chest,  pnxlucing 
lno<^nvenience  in  breathing ;  or  downward  u|>ou  the  rectum  and  blaJider, 
developing  both  urging  to  stool  and  urination.  Or  it  may  be  ha^mor- 
rhoidal  colic  liy  this  1  mean,  al>dominal  pains  which  follow  the  sudden 
iitop(Hige  of  a  hiemorrhoidal  flow.  Thfc  pjitiojjt  has'  been  for  yean 
subject  to  piles,  with  bleeding  at  stool.     If  from  some  cause,  this  flow  is 
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suddenly  checked  and  headache  or  colic  results,  Nux  will  help  him. 
If  the  liver  is  enlarged,  you  must  give  Nux  in  repeated  doges,  and  you 
will  oflen  be  gratified  at  finding  the  liver  resume  its  natural  proportions. 
If  it  does  not,  then  you  have  to  fall  back  on  SaJphur^  Sepia  or  Magnesia 
nmr* 

Nux  vomica  is  also  useful  in  jaundice  provoked  by  violent  anger, 
by  abuse  of  quinine,  or  by  too  high  living.  The  patient  ha^i  attacks 
of  faintnes8,  after  which  he  feels  very  sick  or  weak. 

Nux  may  also  be  indicated  in  the  enlarged  liver  of  drunkards. 

Chamomilla  maybe  employed  in  jaundice  resulting  from  a  fit  of 
anger. 

Bryonia  is  useful  io  jaundice  when  the  case  has  been  spoiled  by  the 
abuse  of  calomel. 

Cktrfluus  ynarianus  is  indicated  in  jaundice  with  dull  headache,  bitter 
taste  in  the  mouth,  tongue  white,  espcdally  in  the  middle  with  the  tips 
and  etlges  red.  There  is  nausea  with  vomiting  of  an  acid  green  fluid. 
The  stools  are  bilious,  and  the  urine  golden  yellow.  There  is  an  un- 
comfortable fulness  in  the  region  of  the  liver. 

In  hieraorrhoids,  Nux  may  be  useful  when  there  is  itching,  keeping 
the  patient  awake  at  night,  and  frequently  so  severe  as  to  compel  the 
iwtient  to  sit  in  a  tub  of  cold  water  for  relief.  There  is  frequent  inef- 
fectual urging  to  stool.  There  is  bleeding  from  the  piles.  Unless  Nux 
is  thoroughly  indicated,  it  should  not  be  prescribed,  for  while,  in  such 
OBses,  it  may  cure  the  piles,  it  will  excite  some  other  trouble  more  un- 
bearable than  the  one  it  has  relieved. 

The  analogues  of  Nux  in  hiemorrhoids  are  several ;  First,  .^E»cuiiL8 
hip}>f>coMffiuuvi.  This  is  a  wonderful  remedy  in  abdominal  plethora. 
You  will  find  it  indimted  when  tliere  is  throbbing  deep  in  the  abdomen, 
ptrticularly  in  the  hypogastric  region.  The  heemorrhoids,  which  may 
or  may  not  bleed,  are  accompanied  by  a  feeling  of  dryness  in  the  rectum, 
as  though  little  bticksor  splinters  were  pricking  the  folds  of  the  mucous 
membrane.  Tlmt  is  the  key-note  for  .^laculus.  .£sculus  also  has  weak 
feeling  at  the  sacro-iliac  symphysis,  as  though  tlie  legs  were  about  to 
give  out. 

The  next  remedy  that  I  will  mention  in  this  connection  is  Aloea, 
This  remedy  has  abdominal  pleth<tni  and  flatulence  like  Nius  and 
Sulphur,  and  haemorrhoids  like  NiiXy  Suiphur  and  yEseulus.  But  it 
differs  fi*oin  these  remedies  in  that  it  acts  almost  entirely  on  the  rectum, 
producing  catarrh  of  the  rectum.  The  stools  are  accompanied  by  an 
immeiiao  expulsion  of  tiatus.     The  hsmorrhoida  protrude  like  a  bunch 
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of  grapes  and  arc  greatlj  relieved  by  cold  water.  There  Is  also  a  sort 
of  uncertaiuty  about  Uie  rectum,  sbown  in  a  feeling  as  if  the  bowels 
were  about  to  be  moved.  Aloes  also  cures  a  headache  which,  like  that 
of  Nux  vomica,  is  situated  over  the  eyes.  It  i^  attended  by  a  sensation 
as  though  a  weight  were  pressing  the  eyelids  down.  Relief  comes  from 
partially  closing  the  eyelids. 

Cotlinaonta  is  indicated  in  hemorrhoids  when  there  isasensation  as  of 
sticks  in  the  rectum.  Constipatioti  h  usual.  The  bowels  are  more  apt 
to  move  in  the  evening.  Colliusonia  is  also  useful  in  prolapsus  uteri 
complicated  with  hceraorrhoids.  It  is  just  as  frequently  indicated  in 
this  condition  as  is  PodophyUum  in  prolapsus  uteri  with  diarrhcea 
and  prolapsus  recti.  We  find  that  CollinHonia  has  a  symptom  like  one 
of  Opium;  dry  balls  of  fiecal  matter  are  piussed  from  the  rectum,  but 
they  differ  from  those  of  Opium  in  that  they  are  of  a  light  color. 

HatiiameKs  is  called  for  in  haemorrhoids  wlicn  there  is  considerable 
haemorrhage  with  markctl  Horeness  of  the  atleotc^l  parts.  The  Irack  feels 
as  if  it  would  break. 

Nux  vomica  may  be  used  in  diarrhoia  coming  on  after  a  debauch. 
The  patient  is  usually  worse  in  the  morning.  The  stools  arc  papcecent 
or  watery,  and  are  characterized  by  being  scanty  and  often  acamipanied 
by  urging,  thus  keeping  up  the  cluiracter  of  Ntix  vomica.  The  patient 
retches  in  the  morning,  vomiting  |>erhaps  a  little  froth  or  sour  fluid. 
He  craves  liquor,  of  course,  but  so  irritable  is  his  stomach  that  be 
vomits  it  as  soon  as  it  ia  taken.  Such  persona  seem  to  be  particularly 
intolerant  of  milk. 

Wc  may  give  Nux  in  dysentery  when  there  is  frequent  urging  to 
stool,  this  urging  ceasing  as  soon  as  the  bowels  move.  The  stools  are 
bloody,  slimy  and  watery  and  also  scanty.  The  patient  is  worse  in  the 
morning.  Nux  is  indicated  by  these  symptoms,  whether  the  disease  is 
the  result  of  cold,  or  whether  it  comes  from  the  suppression  of  a  secre- 
tion, ««  the  i>erspiration. 

Mrrcuriits  is  distinguished  from  Nux  in  dysentery  in  that  the  urging 
to  stool  does  not  cease  with  the  evacuation,  no  matter  how  free  that 
may  be. 

Another  concordant  remedy  in  dysentery  is  Aloes.  This  drug  is 
useful  in  dysentery  when  there  is  griping  pain  in  the  hypogastrium 
before  stool,  being  here  very  much  like  Nux  vomica.  The  stool  con- 
sists of  blood  and  mucus  coming  out  in  jelly-like  masses.  The  griping 
may  or  may  not  cease  after  stool.  In  addition,  we  may  have  an  extra- 
onlinary  amount  of  mucus  ex[)elled. 
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Let  me  speak  of  the  Ui*e  of  Nux  in  incarceratotl  hernia,  whether  in- 
guinal orumbilieal,  and  I  will  have  done  with  its  aUlonilnal  symptoms. 
Nox  is  indic-atftl  when  the  patient  complains  of  a  feeling  of  weakness  in 
the  abdomen  on  rising  in  the  morning. 

lAfcopodium  may  be  used  for  right-sided  inguinal  hernia. 

Cooculus  indicuscomcB  into  play  in  umbilical  hernia  after  Nux  vom- 
ica has  failed. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  action  of  Nux  on  the  diSercnt  otgans,  for 
instance,  the  eyes, — we  find  it  indicated  in  many  eye  die^eases.  In  the 
first  place,  you  may  give  it  in  ordinary  conjunctivitis,  particularly  when 
it  ia  worse  in  the  morning.  This  period  of  aggravation  is  so  well  marked 
that  it  liecomea  characteristic  of  the  drug.  There  is  agglutination  of 
tlie  lids  and  photophobia  in  the  morning.  These  symptoms  maj'  also 
indirate  the  drug  in  scrofulous  ophthalmia  and  in  blepharnf^asmus. 

In  spasms  of  the  eyelids,  Agaiicm  is  generally  tlie  best  remedy. 

It  may  also  be  indicated  when  the  deeper  structures  of  the  eye  are 
involved.  For  instance,  it  may  be  given  in  that  dread  disease,  atrophy 
of  the  retina,  whether  it  come  from  choroido-retinitis  or  not. 

We  find  it  indicated,  too,  in  another  condition  of  the  retina,  that  is 
hyperiesthcsia  of  the  retina.  It  is  indicaled  by  the  intolerance  of  light, 
Worse  in  the  morning;  the  least  attempt  to  use  tlie  eyes  is  followed  by 
intense  pains  and  simsraodic  motion  of  the  diiferent  ocular  muscles ; 
with  this,  there  may  be  excoriating  lachiymation. 

Another  condition  in  which  you  find  it  indicateti  is,  iu  ecchymoses  of 
the  sclerotic,  when  a  certain  amount  of  blood  is  effused  beneath  the 
conjunctiva.  These  often  follow  debauchery  or  sitting  up  late  at  night 
to  study,  in  |^rs<:>ns  subject  to  dyspepsia. 

If  these  ecchymoses  are  of  traumatic  origin,  then  we  are  to  think  of 
Ltfluvif  Arnica  and  Uamamclis. 

Now  for  Nux  vomica  in  catarrhs.  Nux  is  suited  to  the  initial  stages 
of  the  onlinary  eorv'za,  particularly  when  it  has  been  caused  by  dry, 
cold  weather,  or  by  sitting  in  cold  places,  espeefhlly  from  sitting  on 
oold  8te|>a.  The  trouble  is  associated  with  sneezing,  and  stufied-up 
eaMalioa  in  the  nose.  The  nose  seems  to  l)e  dry,  tiiere  lieing  no  dis- 
charge to  speak  of;  the  eyes  water,  and  there  is  a  scraping  rawness  in 
the  throat.  Sometimes  these  catarrhal  ■ymptoms  seem  to  be  worse  iu 
a  warm  room  and  are  relieve<l  by  the  open  air. 

Now  this  rawness  ditlirs  from  that  of  Mtrcuriua.  It  is  not  a  sore, 
raw  feeling  as  if  the  akin  were  olf,  so  much  as  it  is  a  rough,  scraping 
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seueation.     Mercurius  then  is  useful  in  corjza,  with  rawneas  and  sore- 
ness  of  ihe  nose  and  tliroat,  with  aggravation  in  damp  weather. 

Pulmi'dhi  \&  the  remedy  for  a  *'  ripe"  cold,  in  which  the  discharge  is 
green  and  hiand.  If  Pulsatilla  is  prescribed  in  the  beginning,  it  usually 
spoils  (he  trjt-s^B. 

\(j  despite  the  u^eof  Nux,  the  cold  travels  downwards  and  Involves 
the  che6t,  I  have  found  Phospkottis  to  follow  well. 

There  is  an  epistaxis  curable  by  Nux  vomica.  It  occurs  in  |>ersons 
of  a  hiemonhoida]  disiKwitJon.  It  Is  usually  preoetled  by  headache 
with  r«d  cheeks.  It  usually  comes  on  at  night  during  sleep,  although 
it  may  occur  at  any  time. 

Nnx  may  alho  be  used  in  Eustacliian  catarrh.  There  is  itching  and 
tingling  along  the  Eustachiau  tube,  and  this  induces  a  frequent  desire 
to  swallow. 

You  will  sometimes  find  symptoms  of  the  mouth  suggesting  Nux  as 
a  remedy.  Ulcers  form  on  the  lips,  which  burn  and  have  sticking  pains 
in  tbem.  Ulcers  also  api)ear  in  the  mouth.  The  stomacace  of  Kux 
vomica  is  of  gastric  origin. 

The  cough  of  Nux  vomica  is  not  very  characteristic;  but  you  may 
employ  it  in  cough  of  nervou8*origin,  for  instance  in  cx)ugh8  which  are 
provoked  by  mental  work.  It  may  also  be  used  in  coughs  of  gastric 
origin ;  at\er  eating,  the  patient  suffers  from  cough.  This  is  usually 
aooompauied  by  soreness  in  the  hypogastrium. 

In  disea.ses  of  the  chest,  we  do  not  find  Nux  indicated  very  often; 
Btill  it  is  sometimes  useful  in  asthma.  'This  asthma  is  u>*ually  not  the 
pure  nervous  astlima,  but  it  is  that  which  arises  from  gastric  disturb- 
aoce.  It  is  associated  with  a  feeling  of  fulness  and  oppjpsion  in  the 
ptomach,  particularly  manifested  after  a  hearty  meal  during  which  the 
patient  must  loosen  all  the  clothing  ab<)Ut  the  hy^xjchondria.  The 
alxlomen  is  distended  with  flatus.  Belching  relieves  this  asthmatic 
state.  The  symptoms  are  always  increased  by  cold  air  or  any  exertion, 
particularly  iwoendiuf  a  height. 

Th(»re  is  a  drug  analogous  to  Nux  vomica  which  is  often  overlooked 
by  members  of  our  school,  and  that  is  Ziufjihrr.  Zingilnr  or  ginger 
ha^  a  tonic  effect  on  the  stomach  unless  it  is  overused.  It  is  not  a  safe 
article  of  food  to  be  indulged  m  by  childrt^n,  or  by  those  who  have  any 
kidney  affcrtii>n,  as  it  rather  favors  tiie  development  of  morbus  Brightii. 
As  a  medicine,  Zingiber  may  be  used  in  asthma  of  gastric  origin.  The 
attacks  come  on  in  the  night  towards  morning.     The  patient  has  to- sit 
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up  to  breathe.     Despite  the  severity  of  the  paroxysms,  there  seema  to 
l>e  no  anxiety. 

Carbo  rcg.  and  Lt/Gopoilium  may  be  used  in  asthma  from  abdominal 
irritation  with  marked  flatulence. 

In  hiemoptysis  or  blinxJ-tipitting,  Nux  vomica  is  indicated  when  the 
trouble  results  from  deliauchery.  The  attack  appears  after  a  drunken 
spree  or  after  some  violent  emotion^  as  anger.  It  may  also  result  from 
suppressed  hsemorrhoidal  flow. 

Nux  vomica  is  a  useful  remedy  in  diseases  of  the  geni to- urinary 
organs.  It  b  indicated  Jn  renal  colic,  when  one  or  the  other  Jtidney, 
Ufcoally  the  right,  however,  is  the  seat  of  the  disease.  The  pains  extend 
into  the  genital  organs  and  down  the  leg.  They  are  usually  a.s-50ciatcil 
with  intense  backache.  We  must  here  difterentiate  Nux  from  a  tew 
other  remedies,  LifcopoiUum,  Cantharisj  and  Berberis. 

One  of  the  best  remedies  iluring  the  j)aroxysm8  is  Canthariti,  which 
relieves  the  patient  by  lessening  the  amount  of  IcK^al  irritation  and  so 
permits  nature  to  get  rid  of  the  stone  with  less  suflering  to  the  patient. 

In  the  passage  of  gall-stones,  I  find  that  Ether,  externally  and  inter- 
nally, is  very  good.     It  here  acts  better  than  Chhrojorm. 

Belladonna  is  another  remedy  for  biliary  calculi.  The  pains  are  of 
u  sharp,  shooting  character  ;  they  come  suddenly  and  radiate  in  various 
directions  from  the  centiul  point  of  irritation.  The  patient  becomes 
feverish  and  excitable. 

BerbiTtn  is  an  excellent  remedy  for  biliary  as  well  as  renal  calculi. 
The  (uiius  are  of  a  shooting  character.  The  patient  cannot  make  tlie 
eligbtcst  motion,  and  must  sit  bent  over  to  the  right  side  to  take  the 
pain  fn)m  tlie  sore  region.  If,  in  addition,  he  complains  of  sharp 
darting  pains  following  the  direction  of  the  ureter  and  extending  into 
llie  h^,  there  is  no  remedy  like  Berberis.  You  find  in  the  urine  a 
reddish  deposit,  oouslsting  of  mucus,  epithelium,  and  lithatest 

The  remedy  to  |)ermanently  cure  biliary  calculi  is  Cinchona.  Tliis 
has  been  highly  recommended  by  Dr.  Thayer,  of  Boston.  Unless  some 
aymptom  or  symptoms  call  you  s{)ecifically  to  another  drug,  put  your 
4iatient  on  a  course  of  Cinchona  and  have  him  continue  it  for  a  number 
of  months. 

We  find  Nux  indicated  In  basmaturia,  when  it  is  traceable  to  the 
nme  causes  as  the  liromoptysis. 

Nuji  vomica  is  indicated  also  in  afiections  of  the  bladder,  particularly 
in  fltnwgury  with  painful  urging  to  urinate,  with  passage  of  otdy  a  few 
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drops  at  a  time,  causing  burniog  and  acalding  aad  other  uncomfortable 
sensations. 

Sometimes  I  have  noticed  that  after  gonorrhoea  has  been  curwl  so  far 
as  the  discharge  is  concerned,  the  patient  still  complains  of  irritation  far 
back  in  the  urethra,  probably  in  the  prostate,  causing  an  uncomfort- 
able feeling  which  the  patient  refers  to  the  rof^t  of  the  penis.  With 
this  urging  to  urinate,  there  is  urging  to  stool.  In  gonorrhoea,  Xux  is 
useful  after  the  abuse  of  Cubebs  or  Copaiva,  when  the  discharge  is 
thin. 

Nnx  is  useful  in  sexual  excesses,  especially  for  the  bad  effects  of  early 
masturbation.  It  is  one  of  a  group  of  remcxlies  used  in  these  cases  ever 
since  the  "days  of  Halmemann.  This  group  consists  of  Xiix  vomica^ 
Sulphur,  CctJc(irea  and  Lt/copodium.  Nux  is  to  be  given  when  the 
patient  has  headache,  frequent  involuntary  emissionfl  at  niglil,ChpeoialIy 
towards  morning;  he  complains  of  backache  and  tliffieulty  in  walking. 
Do  not  re|>eat  your  wedit'ine  too  often,  and  when  the  im])rovemeut 
ceases  under  Nux,  you  will  almost  always  find  that  Sulphur  will  be  the 
next  remedy  which  will  give  the  patient  any  relief. 

Calcarea  usually  follows  Nux  and  Sulphur,  particularly  when  night 
sweats  follow  every  emission;  or,  after  marriage,  every  coitus  is  fol- 
lowed by  weakness  of  mind  and  body. 

Lycopodium  is  indicatcil  stilt  later,  when  the  case  has  gone  on  to 
complete  impotency  ;  when  the  erections  are  either  absent  or  imperfect. 
The  genitals  are  cold  and  somewhat  shrivelled. 

Staphimgria  is  called  for  in  the  bad  effects  of  masturbation,  particu- 
larly if  there  is  great  emaciation,  with  dark  rings  about  the  eyes,  sallow 
face,  and  well-marked  peevishness  and  shyness. 

There  is  still  another  reme<ly  which  I  would  mention  in  tlii^  connec- 
tion, and  that  is  KobalL  This  is  an  excellent  remedy  for  buckudie  in 
the  lumbar  region,  following  seminal  emissions  whether  voluntary  or 
invpluntary ;  this  backache  being  particularly  worse  while  sitting. 

Nux  is  indicated  in  quite  a  variety  of  diseases  of  the  female  sexual 
organs.  We  6nd  that  it  is  a  remedy  which  has  cansed  and  ther^ore 
can  cure  prolapsus  uteri.  It  is  to  he  used  when  the  disease  is  of  recent 
origin,  and  luis  re»ulte<l  from  a  sudden  wrenching  of  the  Ixxly.  These 
symptoms  are  oAen  associated  with  constipation  with  ineffectual  urging 
to  .Htool.  If  Nux  does  not  entirely  cure,  the  best  remedy  to  follow  it  ia 
8epi(u 

Irbe  meuscd,  under  Nux  vomica,  are  almost  always  profuse,  and  gen- 
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illy  dark  in  color.  The  patient  has  frequent  fainting  spells  about  the 
time  of  the  menses,  es{>eQialIy  when  in  a  warm  room. 

During  pregnancy,  Nux  is  a  useful  remedy  for  the  morning  sickness. 
The  patient  rises  in  the  morning  feeling  haggard  and  sick  at  the  stomach. 
The  more  retching  predominates  over  vomiting,  the  more  can  we  expect 
of»Nux  vomica.  Jaundice,  even,  may  be  present.  The  skin  is  sallow, 
the  bowels  are  oonstipated,  and  the  appetite  is  loet.  Still  later,  the 
patient  complains  of  groat  pressure  upward^!,  as  though  she  could  not 
breathe. 

During  labor,  Nux  is  the  remedy  when  the  constipation  calls  for  it. 
The  labor-pains  may  be  very  spasmodic  and  severe ;  the  woman  has  a 
constant  inclination  to  stool  and  urine.  This  symptom,  when  Nux  is 
the  remeily,  is  not  due  to  mechanical  causes,  such  as  the  pressure  uf  the 
child'a  head,  but  it  is  purely  of  reflex  origin.  Frequently,  you  will 
find  fainting  during  the  pains,  or,  the  pains  are  in  the  back  and  descend 
thence  to  the  buttocks  and  thighs.  We  may  also  give  Nux  when  the 
labor  pains  nearly  or  entirely  crease,  exactly  as  in  PuiaatUla.  The  tem- 
perament of  the  patient  will  enable  you  to  decide  between  the  two. 

Now,  the  action  of  Nux  vomica  on  the  spine:  It  produces,  as  we 
have  seen  when  speaking  of  Strychnia,  irritation  of  the  motor  centres 
and  efferent  nervc«.  The  backache  cured  by  Nux  is  that  located  iu  the 
lumbar  region.  It  is  usually  worse  at  night  when  lying  in  bed,  and  tli< 
patient  cannot  turn  over  without  sitting  up.  It  is  thus  useful  in  lum- 
bago. The  longer  he  lies  in  bed  in  the  morning,  the  more  does  his 
back  ache. 

It  ia  also  indicated  in  torticollis,  arising  from  cold  and  due  to  spinal 
disease. 

In  spinal  irritation,  you  may  use  Nux  when  the  backache  just  de- 
scribed is  present  in  asswiation  with  the  following  symptoms:  Sudden 
loss  of  jwwer  in  the  legs  in  the  raoruiog ;  the  hand!  and  feet  go  to  sleep 
easily;  stifTne^  and  tension  in  the  hollow  of  the  knees;  the  clothing 
about  the  waist  feels  too  tight ;  sensation  as  of  a  band  about  the  waist ; 
desire  to  lie  down  ;  numbness  and  formication  along  tlie  spine  and  iu 
the  extremities.  These  symptoms  also  indicate  Nux  in  myelitis,  and 
in  the  early  stages  of  locomotor  ataxia,  es|>ecially  when  the  trouble  has 
oocurrf^l  from  ex|>osure  to  cold  or  from  sexual  excesses. 

PhyHodiyina  has  a  symptomatology  almost  typical  of  spinal  irritation. 
Every  nerve  of  spinal  origin  is  irritated  under  this  drug.  The  pressure 
of  the  finger  Ix'tween  the  vertebrae  causes  the  patient  to  wince.     Phy- 
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BCHtigma  causes  rigidity  of  the  miucles  from  meningeal  irritation.  It 
finally  (levelo|>s  trismus  and  tetanus. 

BelladonTui' ia  the  best  remedy  for  stiff-Deck  of  rheumatic  or  catarrhal 
origin. 

AmbraffHsea  likeXnx  vomica  is  suited  to  thin,  "dried  up/'  nervous 
subjects.  It  has  marked  numbness  of  the  skin.  Various  parts  of  tlie 
iMxly  go  to  sleep  readily.  There  are  also  stiffness  in  the  snmll  of  the 
Ixick  aflter  sitting,  and  tension  in  the  lumbar  muscles  worse  on  awaking. 
Even  the  scrotura  and  penis  feel  numb.  Such  patients  as  complain  of 
these  symptoms  are  apt  to  be  excessively  nervous  and  weak.  In  eom- 
pDuy,  they  are  easily  embarrassed  and  speak  and  act  hastily.  They  are 
driven  by  nervousness  to  an  impetuous  desire  to  talk,  but  quickly  give 
out  ( like  CoccuIuSf  Veratnum  albam^  Calcarea  ostnmraniy  Alumina^ 
StUphur  and  Kali  carb.).     Conversation  and  exercise  fatigue  quickly. 

Afiarum  Earopcum  is  suited  to  yet  another  style  of  nervousnevt.  It  is 
especially  &uito<l  to  irritable  females,  who  are  so  excee<lingly  sensitive 
that  even  the  thowjht  of  any  one  scratching  silk  or  making  some  similar 
noise  causes  an  aggravation  of  their  symptoms. 

Oadoremn  is  indicated  when  females  are  nervous  and  do  not  react 
after  sickness.  Hence,  it  may  be  used  after  typh(H»l,  esj)ccially  when 
the  patients  are  subject  to  headaches  which  leave  the  head  very  sensitive 
to  touch.  These  are  attend e«l  by  tingling,  creeping  sensations  which 
are  relieved  by  sleep. 

Nux  is  useful  in  rheumatism  when  it  involves  the  larger  joints  and 
muscles.  It  is  especially  indicatetl  in  rheumatism  of  the  trunk.  The 
swelling  in  the  joints  is  usually  rather  pale.  The  symptom.s  are  almost 
always  worse  towards  morning. 

Cerebral  softening  may  be  averted  by  Nux  vomica.  Especially  is  this 
remedy  to  be  f bought  of,  when  sedcntiiry  habits  and  mental  effort  have 
operated  as  well  as  iutemjieratioe  to  produce  the  disease;  eq>ecially,too, 
in  i)ersons  who  have  been  living  too  high.  The  memor\'  is  fickle,  head- 
ache comes  with  every  attempt  to  exert  the  mind.  He  has  vertigo 
when  he  awakens  in  the  morning,  and  his  gait  is  vacillating. 

Phosphorus  is  the  remedy  which  most  frequently  follows  Nux  in  tliis 
amdition. 

There  is  a  new  remedy  which  I  would  here  like  to  mention,  and  that 
ia  Picric  ueid.  This  is  a  violent  poison.  It  is  to  be  thought  of  when, 
after  every  severe  mental  effort,  the  patient  suffers  from  intense  head- 
ache of  throbbing  character,  and  felt  more  particularly  at  the  base  of 
the  brain.    Often,  too,  there  is  congestion  of  the  spine  with  increase  of 
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sexilal  excitement,  so  that  erections  become  almost  violent  enough  to  be 
termed  priapism. 

Next,  we  will  look  at  Nux  vomica  in  typhoid  fevers.  In  the  selec- 
tion of  Xux  in  such  cases,  you  are  guided  by  the  gastric  and  bilious 
symptoms,  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  especially  in  the  morning,  nausea, 
vomiting  of  bile,  and  characteristic  constipation  of  the  drug.  The 
weakness  which  necessarily  belongs  to  the  typhoid  state  is  expresi^ed 
under  Nux  by  strong  inclination  to  lie  down.  The  nights  are  passed 
in  nervous,  excited  sleep;  slight  noises  cause  him  to  start.  He  dreams 
a  great  deal  at  night.     He  may  even  be  delirious. 

Xux  vomica  is  useful  in  intermittent  tyiKS  of  fever,  when  the  chill 
is  preceded  or  accompanied  by  blueness  of  the  finger-nails;  g«l>ing  and 
yawning  are  well  marked.  There  is  always  aching  in  the  liml)s  and  in 
the  back ;  this  is  followed  by  fever,  and  that  by  sweat.  During  the 
apyrexia  we  have  prominent  gastric  and  bilious  symptoms. 

A  peculiarity  qf  Nux  well  worthy  of  mention  is,  that  it  seems  to  in- 
tensify the  action  of  Sepia^  The  same  relation  exijjts  between  Sepia  and 
Lilium  tigrinum,  and  Sulphur  and  Mercury.  Nux  vomica  is  inimical 
to  Zinc, 

The  Nux  patient  is  always  better  after  an  uninterrupted  slet^p.  Led 
by  this  symptom.  Dr.  P.  P.  Wells  cured  his  friend  Dr.  Dunham  of 
diphtheria  with  Nux,  a  characteristic  symptom  of  the  ca^^e  Ijeing  marked 
relief  from  a  nap.  When  the  sleep  is  disturbetl,  the  Nux  patient  is 
always  worse.     Early  in  the  evening  he  is  irresistibly  drowsy. 

Nux  acts  best  when  given  in  tlie  evening.  According  to  Hahnemann, 
sensitive  persons  should  not  take  it  fasting  in  the  morning  or  on  first 
awaking  because  its  most  powerful  sym])toms  are  then  called  out. 
Neitlier  should  it  be  taken  just  before  or  aflera  meal  or  when  the  mind 
is  on  a  strain. 
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IQNATIA  AMARA. 


Ignatia  AMABA,or,  mope  properly  speaking,  Strychnos  upwlia,  is  a 
lai^  climbing  shrub  growing  in  the  Philippine  iHJandsand  in  Cochin- 
China.  The  fruit  is  spherical  or  ovoid,  about  four  inches  in  diameter. 
Its  shell  is  smooth  and  brittle,  and  incloses  some  twenty  or  thirty  seeils. 
Its  namt?  i«  ntlribiitcd  to  the  Jesuits,  who  called  it  St.  Ignatius'  Injan, 
in  honor  of  its  virtues.  Thou^i^h  chemically  and  botanically  similar  to 
Nux,tlie  Ignutia  differs  materially  from  that  remedy  in  symptoma- 
tology, and  that  to«j  despite  strong  family  resemblances. 

Ignatia  is  preeminently  a  spinal  remedy,  as  is  also  Nux  vomica. 
Like  Nux  vomli^,  It  seems  to  intensify  the  impressionability  of  all  the 
senses,  perhaps  even  more  than  that  remedy  does.  Under  Nux,  this 
over-excitability  is  exhibited  by  anger,  vehemence  and  irascibility;  in 
Ignatia,  by  melancholy  with  tendency  to  weeping.  Now,  while  there 
is  this  melancholy  with  the  tearful  mood,  yet  the  patient  smothers  bis 
or  her  grief.  Tlie  Ignatia  patients  nurse  their  sorrows,  keep  them  from 
others;  while  with  Xux  vomica,  the  patients  are  vehement  and  angry  ; 
they  strike  any  one  who  may  oppose  them ;  they  are  so  overbearing 
that  one  can  scarcely  live  with  them.  You  must  separate  this  melan- 
choly mood  of  Ignatia  from  that  of  Pulsatilla. 

The  Piihatilla  woman  is  tearful,  sad,  and  melancholy  like  Ignatia, 
but  there  is  not  that  introspective  mood  that  there  is  in  the  Ignutia 
patienti  She  makes  her  grief  kno\vn  to  ever}'  one  who  comes  near  her. 
She  seeks  sympathy.     She  Is  timid  and  yielding  in  her  dis|K>silion. 

We  Hnd  Ignatia  indicated  in  nervous  women  who  are  laboring  under 
grief,  es|>ecially  when  of  recent  origin,  particularly  if  the  |>atient  dwells 
upon  her  troubles  in  secret.  Such  cases  then,  find  relief  in  Ignatia,  if 
not  of  long  standing. 

Por  the  chronic  or  long-lasting  effects  of  grief,  we  have  Phoxpltoria 
add.  Often  where  this  remedy  ia  indicated,  the  patient  complains  of 
night  sweats,  not  from  organic  disease,  but  from  sheer  exhanstion.  She 
has  little  or  no  appetite,  and  complains  of  a  sensation  as  of  heavy  pres- 
sure on  the  top  of  the  head,  as  though  a  great  load  lay  there. 

Ignatia  we  find  then  to  be  useful  for  the  consequences  of  grief,  and 
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also,  by  reason  of  this  great  sensitiveness  to  external  impressions  which 
it  produces,  we  find  it  indicated  in  hysteria,  especially  when  the  patient 
alternately  laughs  and  cries,  in  other  words,  exhibits  a  chaiigeal^le  mood. 
The  fzice  flushes  at  every  emotion.  Sometimes  the  laughing  hecomes 
sjiasmotlic  and  ends  in  screams  and  even  spasms  of  the  chest  with  bhie- 
ness  of  the  faee.  We  have  also  globus  hystericus  or  feeling  as  if  a  ball 
were  rising  into  the  throat.  This  is  oft»n  relieretJ  by  belching,  while 
drinking  water  caases  an  aggravation  of  the  convulsive  action  in  the 
throat.  The  palient  may  fall  into  a  half  unconscious  state,  with  thumbs 
clenched  and  face  blue  as  we  find  under  C\tpnim.  Finally  a  sigh  and 
a  long-drawn  breath  announce  the  retuni  to  consciousness.  Now  let 
us  consider  some  of  the  concordant  remedies  of  Ignatia  in  these  hys- 
terical states. 

Plaiina  is  in<licated  in  hysterical  women  with  marked  mania. 

HifOiicyamm  is  called  for  when  the  mental  condition  of  the  patient 
exhibits  marked  jealousy.  She  is  full  of  suspicions.  She  foars  that 
she  will  be  jwisoned,  and  may  on  that  account  refuse  all  food  and 
medJcine. 

ABnffiiida,  like  Ignatia,  has  the  globus  hystericus ;  flatus  accumulates 
iji  the  aUlomen  and,  pn.ssing  up  against  the  lungs,  produces  oppressiim 
of  breathing.  It  is  ep|)eeially  useful  in  hysterical  convulsions  after 
snppression  of  discharges. 

Moschus  is  particularly  suited  when  the  patient  faints  readily.  She 
sits  down  to  her  meals  ami  faints  d<.*ad  away  from  the  little  extra  amount 
of  food  taken  into  the  stomach.  She  also  has  violent  spasms  of  the 
che*5t  in  which  it  would  seem  that  she  must  almost  die.  She  turns  blue 
io  the  fut-e  and  foams  at  the  mouth.  She  may  be  of  scolding  disposi- 
lioo  and  even  this  causes  fainting. 

Vnlrrktn  is  useful  in  these  hynterical  women,  when  the  slightest 
exertion  causes  violent  headache.  They  often  complain  of  a  sensation 
M  if  a  string  were  hanging  down  into  the  throat.  In  the  latter  part 
of  the  evening,  they  exhibit  a  tendency  to  flushes  of  heat.  The  slightest 
pain  causes  fainting.  They  complain  of  a  warm  sensation  rising  from 
the  throat  into  the  stomach  with  the  globus  hystericus.  You  will  often 
l»%'e  to  use  Valerian  for  pains  which  simulate  those  of  rheumatism  in 
the  limljs.  They  are  worse  while  the  patient  sits  and  better  when  she 
walks  al)out. 

Nut  moschata  is  indicated  in  hysteria,  asstx'iatcii  with  frequent  emo- 
tional changes  and  enormous  bloating  of  the  abdomeu,  after  a  slight 
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meal.     The  patient  complains  of  excessive  dryness  of  the  mouth  even' 
when  that  cavity  exhibits  the  normal  degree  of  moisture. 

BeJiadonmi  is  indic-ated  iu  hysterical  states,  when  the  patient  is  bois- 
terous and  wild,  with  red  face,  etc 

The  ValeriancUe  of  zirua  I  have  used  for  a  common  symptom  of  hyster- 
ical jiersons  and  of  nervous  persons  gejjerally,  and  that  is,  what  has-been 
termed  the  fidgets.  They  cannot  sit  still,  or  they  must  keep  the  legs 
in  constant  motion.  I  have  used  it  and  I  do  uotYemeraber  to  have 
failed  to  cure  in  a  single  instance.  Thl'^  uneasiness  of  the  feet  is  not 
an  uncommon  symptom  in  old  cases  of  uterine  disease;  I  usually  give 
the  remetly  in  the  second  or  thinl  potency. 

The  headache  of  Ignatia  is  usually  situated  in  one  spot  in  the  head, 
just  as  though  a  nail  were  being  driven  into  the  spot  Any  little  menial 
work,  or  in  fact  any  work  that  is  irksome  or  more  severe  than  usual, 
any  sti-ong  odor  whether  pleasant  or  otherwise,  any  emotion  which 
would  be  borne  without  trouble  by  one  whose  nervous  system  is  in  a 
natural  state,  may  bring  oo  tins  headache.  The  attack  often  end^  with 
vomiting.  These  headaches  are  often  periodical,  returning  every  two 
days.  They  often  terminate  with  a  copious  6ow  of  pale,  limpid  urine. 
Several  other  remedies  have  this  last-named  symptom,  iieadache,  r«»lieved 
by  copious  urination.  They  are:  Aconite,  GeLieimumfSUicettf&u\i  ^'  - 
atruin  album. 

The  {Htwer  of  Ignatia  to  produce  increased  excitability,  renders  ii 
useful  in<sp:t8ms,  not  only  of  hysterical  origin,  but  al^  in  those  occur- 
ring in  delicate  women,  who  are  not  hysteriisil,  and  also  in  children. 
The  spasms  are  excited  by  emotions,  such  a.s  fright  or  fear,  e.^.,  tlie 
child  after  puniathment  has  a  convulsion.  Then,  too,  when  the  cliiU! 
goes  to  sleep,  tliere  is  whimpering,  iu  tlie  sleep.  This,  t*J0,  Ignatia 
cures.  Under  ordinary  circumstances  the  child  will  get  over  the 
trouble  without  any  treatment;  but  if  the  child  is  an  extremely  deli- 
cate one,  or  if  the  trouble  occurs  during  the  period  of  dentition,  or 
there  is  some  reason  for  fearing  convulsions  or  hydrocephalus,  Ignatia 
nviy  prevent  a  great  deal  of  trouble.  During  the  convulsions,  when 
Ignatia  is  the  remedy,  you  will  find  the  face  pale,  or  else  at  times 
flushed  up,  but  usually  deathly  pale.  There  is  twitching  of  individual 
muscles,  those  about  the  eyelids  or  the  mouth,  and  the  child  stiffens  out 
£s|)ecially  is  Ignatia  the  remedy  when  the  convulsions  have  appeared 
after  grief,  fright,  or  some  violent  emotion. 

Nervous  womeu  in  labor  may  require  Ignatia  for  spasms.  Tho^ 
81>asm%  however,  are  to  be  distinguished  from  those  calling  for  Beiln- 
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donna f  Sframoniumf  etc.,  by  the  absence  of  fever  or  severe  congestion, 
tiid  from  Jlyoecyamus  by  the  unconsciousness  or  mania  which  the  latter 

In  these  convulsions  produced  by  emotions,  unless  you  have  perfectly 
in  your  mind  the  distinction  between  several  remedies,  you  may  not 
make  as  prompt  a  cure  as  you  ought.  Opium,  like  Ignatia,  is  a  remedy 
for  the  sudden  eflecta  of  emotions.  It  does  little  or  no  good  for  the 
protracted  ^effects.  It,  too,  is  worse  after  punishment,  fright,  or  fear. 
The  body  ^tifiens  out,  and  the  mouth  and  the  muscles  of  the  face  twitch. 
Thus  far,  It  is  exactly  like  Ignatia.  The  distinction  lies  in  tliis  par- 
ticular: Under  Opium,  the  face  is  dark  red,  and  bloated.  The  s|>asm8 
are  usually  associatetl  with  loud  screams,  more  frequently  so  than  under 
Ignatia. 

GUmoin  protluces  sudden  violent  congestions  to  the  head  an  does 
Opium.  Like  Opium  and  Ignatia,  it  may  be  used  for  the  sudden 
eflects  of  violent  emotions.  In  the  convulsions,  the  fingers  are  spread 
asander  and  extended,  a  symptom  which  you  also  find  under  Secale, 

Veratnim  album  also  suits  tor  convulsions  after  sudden  violent  emo- 
tions. But  you  find  the  face  cold  and  blue,  with  cold  sweat  on  the 
fareheod. 

Hyoscyamm  hiis  sudden  starting  and  twitching  of  tlie  muscles,  more 
BO  than  Ignatia;  one  arm  will  twitc^h  and  then  the  other.  The  motions 
are  all  angular.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  frothing  about  the  mouth. 
The  patient  seems  to  be  wild. 

Belladonna  i^  probably  more  frequently  indicated  than  any  other 
remedy  for  convulsions  following  violent  emotions,  anger,  etc.,  with 
bright  red  face,  wild  straining  eyes,  hot  head,  and  spasms  of  the  glottis. 

Opium  is  probably  the  b«t  remedy  when,  from  fright  of  the  wet-nurse, 
the  child  gets  retention  of  urine. 

CSiprum  is  indicated  in  convulsions  where  the  fingers  are  clenched. 

bcre  is  marked  blueuess  of  the  face  and   mouth.     Any  attempt  to 

ftllow  fluids  causes  gurgling  in  the  throat, 

Chamomilla  is  useful  in  convulsions  of  children  after  any  emotion. 
It  is  easily  distinguished  from  Ignatia  by  the  petulant  angry  disposition 
of  the  child.  One  cheek  is  red  and  the  other  pale,  and  there  is  hot 
■wcKt  about  the  face  and  head. 

There  is  a  sore  throat  curable  by  Ignatia.  The  patient  complains  of 
a  MDeatJoo  as  though  there  was  a  plug  in  the  throat,  worse  when  not 
•wallowing.     Examining  tlie  tonsils,  you  find  them  studded  with  small 
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superficial  ulcere  having  a  yellowish- white  color.  Tliere  is  a  oonstricfed 
feeling  about  the  throat  with  a  great  deal  of  nervousness  and  inaonania. 

Iffnaiia  may  be  used  in  chills  and  fever  when  there  is  thinst  during 
the  chill  and  when  ttie  warmth  of  the  stove  or  artificial  heat  relieves  the 
chill.  That  is  not  a  comraon  symptom.  This  is  very  ditTorent  from 
Nux  vomicaf  which  finds  no  relief  from  covering  up  or  from  tlic  heat  of 
the  stove. 

The  action  of  Ignatia  on  the  genital  organs  must  als(»  he  mentiaiu*<l, 
as  we  tiud  it  indicated  in  dysmenorrlicea,  associated  with  what  is  termed 
menstrual  colic,  that  is  when  there  is  a  great  deal  of  bearing  down  in 
the  hypogastric  region.  The  patient  exhibits  hysterical  symptoms. 
Tiie  pains  are  of  labor-like  character,  and  are  seemingly  relieved  by 
pressure,  by  lying  down,  and  by  change  of  position.  The  menses  are 
dark. 

The  nearest  remedies  here  are,  first,  Cocctihis  indicus.  This  has 
uterine  spasms  and  dark  menstrual  flow  ;  but  the  baekai'he  always  en- 
ables you  to  differentiate  this  drug  from  others.  It  has  a  weak,  I&me 
feeling  in  the  small  of  the  back,  as  though  the  patient  were  about  to  be 
paralyzed-  The  limbs  tremble  when  the  patient  begins  to  walk.  In 
addition  to  this,  she  often  complains  of  a  feeling  of  emptiness,  or  hollovr- 
iiess  in  various  cavities  of  the  body,  especially  in  the  chest  and  abtlomen. 

Pulmtilia  is  at  times  to  be  used  for  this  menstrual  colic,  particularly 
when  the  menses  are  dark  in  color  and  delayed.  The  flow  is  usually 
fitful.  The  patient  is  apt  to  be  chilly ;  and  the  more  severe  are  ihe 
pains,  the  more  chilly  does  the  patient  become.  « 

CfianioniUta  is  a  thlnl  drug  similar  to  Ignatia  in  uterine  spasma.  It 
is  indicatcil  by  the  mental  symptoms.  The  patient  is  very  cross,  oan 
scarcely  answer  any  one  civilly. 

I  would  like  you  to  remeral>er  also  Magnesia  mur.,  which  is  indicated 
in  uterine  spasms  accompanying  induration  of  the  ut^ue,  whether  of  a 
scirrhous  nature  or  not. 

Adea  racemoaa  is  called  for  in  uterine  spasms  when  the  pains  fly 
across  the  hy]>oga.strium  from  side  to  side. 

In  disorders  of  digestion  Ignatia  isu.^ful  when  the  patient  complains 
of  the  presence  of  a  bitter  or  sour-tasting  mucus  in  the  mouth  and  ci»- 
pious  salivation.  Ue  has  marked  aversion  to  certain  foods.*  Food  may 
bo  rcgiirgitatwl.     Gastralgia  is  present.'    He  has  hiccough.  tcrf 

by  eating  and   smoking;   and^  es{)ec:ially  in   children,    b;  as. 

There  is  an  empty,  gone  feeling  at  the  epigastrium,  with  qualmishncM. 
Id  some  cases  there  is  empty  retching  relieved  by  eating.     The  patieot 
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▼oiDits  at  night  the  food  taken  in  the  evening.  The  bowels  are  dis- 
ordered. 

Ilyoacifamits  is  one  of  our  best  remedies  for  hiccough  occurring  afW 
operatioufl  on  the  abdomen. 

Stramonium  and  Veratrum  album  for  hiccough  after  hot  drinks,  and 
Anenicum  and  Pulsaiilla  after  cold  drinks. 

Ttucrium  manim  verum  is  useful  in  hiccough  after  nursing. 

Ignatia  is  useful  in  prolapsus  ani,  which  may  or  may  not  l)e  accom- 
panied with  hemorrhoids.  You  have  as  a  characteristic  symptom  sharp 
stabbing  pains  shooting  up  into  the  ret^tum.  This  prolapsus  ani  may 
annoy  the  patient,  eveq  if-  there  is  soft  stool.  There  is  constriction  at 
the  anus,  aggravated  after  stool,  and  better  while  sitting. 

Ignatia  produces  quite  a  variety  of  symptoms  referable  to  the  eye, 
making  it  a  useful  remedy  in  several  diseases  of  that  organ.  Like 
Agttrieus^  it  has  nictitation  of  the  eye-lids,  with  spasmodic  action  of  die 
facia!  muscles.  There  are  neuralgic  pains  about  the  eyes.  These  are 
exceedingly  severe  and  are  often  associated  with  the  globxis  hystericus^ 
Ignatia  may  also  be  used  in  phlyctenular  ophthalmia,  when  there  is  intense 
photophobia  and  a  feeling  of  sand  in  the  eyes. 

The  tfX)thache  of  Ignatia  is  worse  between  than  during  acts  of  eating. 
Now  this  is  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  throat  symptoms  of  the  drug  ; 
that  is,  there  is  a  feeling  as  of  a  lump  in  the  throat  which  is  not  felt 
dwringhxii  between  the  acts  of  deglutition.  The  lump  (?)  may  feel  sore 
while  swallowing  but  it  is  felt  more  markedly  between  acts  of  degluti- 
tion. This  symptom  has  led  to  the  selection  of  Ignatia  in  aphthous 
flore-throat  (the  tonsils  being  swollen  and  studded  with  white  flat 
patches),  and  even  in  diphtheria. 

Zincum  holds  a  very  peculiar  relation  to  Ignatia  and  Nux  vomica. 
It  follows  Ignatia  well  while  it  is  inimical  to  Nux  vomica. 


CtJRARE. 

Corare  acts  on  the  periphery  of  the  motor  nerves,  hence  it  produces 
paimlysis  of  motion  without  any  disturbance  of  sensation.  When  taken 
intcniaUy  it  causes  violent  symptoms,  sudden  vertigo  associated  with 
great  weakness  of  the  legs.  Sooner  or  later  this  is  followed  by  vomiting 
of  bile.  Some  time  ago  I  treated  a  man  with  cirrhotic  liver.  Every 
norntttg,  at  ten  or  eleven  o'clock,  he  had  an  attack  of  bilious  vomiting. 
Thb  prtHYtleti  a  chill.  Nothing  seemed  to  stop  it  But  as  he  had  this 
dtoy  feeling  just  mentioned  I  finally  gave  him  Curare  500,  and  that 
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stopped  tlie  vomiting  'after  it  had  lasted  two  or  three  weeks.  The  mao 
lived  two  or  three  mouths  after  that. 

Dr.  Pitet,  of  Paris,  recommend^  Curare  for  the  dyspDoea  of  emphy- 
sema when  the  patient  seems  to  be  pretty  far  gone.  He  administers  the 
drug  in  the  3d  or  6th  potency. 

Closely  allied  to  Nux  vomica,  and  the  class  of  remedies  which  we 
will  take  up  next  week,  are  certain  remedies  derived  from  the  order 


JUGLANDACE^E. 

All  the  Juglaudacete  seem  to  produce  a  condition  of  the  blood  in 
which  that  fluid  becomes  dark  and  pitch-like  in  tjolor.  They  all  cause 
haemorrhages. 

Juglans  rcgia^  or  tlie  walnut,  is  useful  for  menses  coming  too  soon^ 
and  composed  of  nothing  but  black  coagula. 

They  all  cause  cutaneous  eruptions.  The  most  iraportiint  here  is  the 
Juglans  dnereaf  sometimes  ca^le<i  the  Juglan«  cathartica. 

This  Juglans  einerea  is  one  of  the  best  remedies  in  occipital  headache. 
The  pains  are  of  a  sharp,  shooting  character ;  with  this  .symptom,  you 
may  use  the  remedy  in  diseases  of  the  brain  or  spinal  cord. 

Juglans  oinerea  also  causes  jaundice,  just  like  Nux  vomioaf  with 
stitching  pains  about  the  liver,  pain  under  the  right  scapula  (also  Cfi^li- 
(Ionium  and  Bryonia)^  the  |Kitient  wakes  at  three  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  cannot  go  to  sleep,  and  often  those  symptoms  are  associated  with 
the  occipital  headache  just  described.  The  stoolsara  bilious,  or  yellow- 
ish-green, burning  the  anus,  and  associated  with  tenesmus. 

In  dropsy  of  the  chest  Juglans  einerea  is  useful  when  there  are  red 
8{>ot8  on  the  skin,  looking  very  much  like  flea-bites. 


LECTURE  XVni. 


ARACE^. 


The  order  of  plant  we  jslmll  study  to-day  is  the  AracecB^  or,  more  cor- 
rectly 8})eakiDg,  the  AroUIea:.  The  plants  in  this  groyp  all  contain  in 
Ljnore  or  less  quantity,  an  acrid  principle  in  theirjoices.  The  Diffenba- 
ehin,  when  taken  into  the  mouth,  produces  a  perfectly  frightful  storaa- 
caoe;  the  mouth  is  covered  with  a  yellowish-white  membrana;  ulcers 
form  in  and  about  the  mouth.  This  drug  ^vas  proved  by  one  of  the 
students  of  this  College,  Since  then,  it  has  been  used  in  the  treatment 
of  violent  forms  of  stomacacc. 

We  have  as  members  of  this  order  to  consider,  Arum  tnphylhuij 
Arum  firacontium^  Cnhultum  aegyiinum^  rothos  faiiduSy  ^coru«  (of  which 
we  know  but  Jitile  or  nothing),  and  the  Diffenfmchia,

Arum  Triphyllum. 

• 

The  so-called  "Jack  in  the  pulpit"  is  the  first  drug  in  the  order  for 
our  consideration.  This  drug  has  an  interesting  history.  Some  tweuty- 
five  years  ago,  there  appeared  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever,  in  the  coui^eo 
of  which,  nearly  every  cose  that  was  not  promptly  cured  in  the  begin- 
ning died.  The  percentage  of  losses  under  honictopathic  as  well  as 
under  other  systems  of  treatment,  was  truly  frig'htful.  The  reason  for 
thb  was,  we  bad  no  remedy  which  covered  tlie  symptoms  of  the  epi- 
demic. In  a  poor  family,  living  in  a  small  street,  thfre  were  6ve 
childreD  eick  with  this  epidemic  form  of  scarlatina.     The  physician 
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who  wah  called  to  attend  them,  had  lost  so  many  cases  under  the  UHual 
remedies,  that  he  thought  it  Uhcless  t6  have  recourse  to  thos^c.  He 
tliought  it  Ix'tter  to  try  sometliing  new.  Arum  triphylliini  had  only 
l>een  experimented  with,  to  a  certain  degree,  but  still  it  had  l^een  known 
to  produce  cerfain  symptoms  which  led  him  to  the  selection  of  tlie  drug, 
which  he  administei*ed  in  a  low  potency.  All  the  cases  recovered.  It 
was  afterwards  prescribed  in  other  cases  during  the  same  epidemic,  with 
marked  success.  From  that  time  to  this,  Arum  tripliyllum  has  been 
looked  upon  as  a  valuable  drug  in  the  treatment  of  diphtheria,  malig- 
nant forms  of  scarlet  fever,  and  also  other  fevers  having  a  typhoid  fortii. 

In  scarlatina,  we  may  use  Arum  triphyllum  when  these  symptoms 
are  present:  There  is  an  excoriating  discharge  from  tfe  nose  and 
mouth  making  the  nose  and  upjier  lip  raw  and  sore.  The  tongue 
swells;  its  papillee  are  large  and  red,  giving  it  that  rough  feeling  com- 
parable to  the  cat's  tongue.  The  throat  is  very  sore,  and  tlie  tonsils  are 
very  much  swollen.  Often,  too,  there  is  a  dry  cough  which  hurts  the 
child  so  much  that  he  cringes  under  it  and  will  involuntarily  put  the 
hands  to  the  throat  as  if  to  modify  the  pain.  The  discharge  from  the 
mouth,  too,  makes  the  lips  and  surrounding  parts  of  the  face  sore, 
cracked  and  bleeding,  the  saliva  itself  being  very  acrid ;  scabs  form ; 
the  child  will  not  open  its  mouth.  He  is  excitable  and  irritable  in 
mind  as  well  as  in  borly.  Thus,  you  see  that  Arum  triphyllum  is  an 
exceedingly  irritating  drug.  The  child  is  restless,  t4:)sses  alx»ut,  is  crosj 
and  sleepless  at  night.  The  eruption  may  come  out  very  well  and 
.there  may  be  double  desquamation.  At  other  times,  the  rash  is  dark 
and  imperfectly  developed ;  the  child  picks  and  bores  its  fingers  into 
its  nose,  or  nervously  picks  at  one  spot  till  it  bleeds.  In  mild  cases, 
the  urine  may  be  quite  profuse,  or  if  it  is  not,  the  appearance  of  pro- 
fuse urination  is  a  sign  that  the  remedy  is  acting  well.  In  very  bad 
cases,  however,  those  in  which  the  malignancy  shows  itself  in  both  the 
internal  and  external  symptoms,  you  will  find  develoi>ed  a  {jcrfect 
picture  of  uraemia,  during  which,  the  child  tosses  about  the  bed  uncon- 
wious  and  has  this  involuntary  picking  at  one  spot  or  boring  the  finger 
into  the  nose ;  and  tlie  urine  is  completely  8upi)reased.  The  brain  is 
very  much  irritates),  as  shown  by  the  restless  tossing  about  and  the 
boring  of  tlie  head  info  the  pillow.  In  such  a  case.  Arum  triphyllum 
may  save  the  patient,  although,  at  the  best,  the  case  is  an  exceedingly 
doubtful  one. 

I  haye  never  seen  inflammation  of  the  brain  yield  to  Arum  triphyllum, 
Qtiless  some  one  or  more  of  these  symptoms  were  present;  cither  irri- 
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(ation  al>out  the  throat,  moiitb,  or  nose,  or  else  this  peculiar  picking  or 
boring  at  the  uose  or  at  one  8i>ot  till  it  bleeds.  I  think  that  it  would 
be  indiciited  only  when  the  cerebral  ioHammation  canie  from  the  gup- 
pre»»iou  of  some* violently  acting  poison,  such  as  we  find  present  in 
iscarlatiua  or  diphtheria.  Nor  would  I  think  of  giving  Arum  in 
'urceraia  if  it  arase  in  the  course  of  ordinary  Bright's  disease.  I  do 
not  think  it  would  be  the  remedy  unless  the  symptoms  already  referred 
to  are  present. 

Arum  triphyllum  has  a  marked  effect  on  the  larynx.  It  prodi^oes  a 
hoarscoeBs  which  is  characterized  by  a  lack  of  control  over  the  vocal 
cx)rds.  If  the  sp(»aker  attempts  to  raise  his  voice  it  suddenly  goes  off 
with  a  squeak.  With  tljis  symptom  you  may  use  Arum  iu  clergyman's 
sore  thrtjat. 

Possibly  the  most  similar  remetly  here  in  this  hoarseness,  and  in  this 
uncertainty  of  voice  is  Graphites,  which  is  an  excellent  remedy  to  give 
siugcre  when  they  cannot  control  their  vocal  cords ;  when  they  get  hoarse 
8S  soon  as  they  begin  to  sing  and  the  voice  cracks. 

Another  remedy  is  Selenium.  The  patient  gets  hoarse  as  sodn  as  he 
begins  to  sing. 

Now  let  us  study  for  a  few  moments  the  analogues  of  Arum  triphyl- 
lum; and  first  of  all  we  will  consider 

NUric  acid.  This  was  formerly  the  only  remedy  we  had  for  scarla- 
tina maligna.  It  has  that  excoriating  discharge  from  the  nose.  No 
remedy  has  it  more  marked,  not  even  the  Arum.  The  discharge  from 
the  Bose  makes  the  nostrils  and  lips  sore.  This  is  attended  with  great 
prostration.  The  throat  is  extremely  sore  and  is  covered  with  mem- 
brane. This  membrane  is  of  a  diphtheritic  character,  and  is  either 
dark  and  offensive  or  eke  yellowish- white.  The  mouth  (whether  the 
disease  be  diphtheria  or  scarlatina)  is  studded  with  ulcers,  ulcers  which 
appear  pnnci|)ally  on  the  inside  of  the  cheeks,  on  the  li[w  and  on  the 
borders  of  the  tongue.  This  ulceration  is  acct)mpanicHl  by  salivation, 
the  saliva  usually  being  watery  and  very  acrid,  and  not  thick  and  ropy. 
The  pulse  frequently  intermits  every  third  or  fifth  beat.  This  is  a  very 
bad  symptom.  Nitric  acid  is  also  preferable  to  any  of  the  other  reme- 
dies in  diphtheria  with  these  excoriating  discbarges  when  the  disease 
•dvauces  and  affects  the  stomach  (whether  or  not  the  membrane  iu 
tliese  OBSOS  spreads  to  the  stomach,  I  cannot  say);  when  with  great 
piwttatioo  and  membrane  iu  the  throat  and  nose,  there  is  distrcsis  and 
noeasiocss  referred  to  the  stomach,  with  total  rejection  of  aU  food. 

Jfuriaiic  acid  b  still  another  remedy  iu  these  malignant  cases  of  scar- 
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latina  and  diphtheria.  Under  this  remedy  there  is  the  most  intense 
profitration.  The  patient  seems  to  have  scarcely  life  enough  to  move. 
He  is  worse  at  about  ten  or  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  mouth 
is  studded  with  ulcers  having  a  black  or  dark  base  and  dipping  deep  in. 
They  tend  to  perforate  the  parts  on  which  they  are  situate<3.  Often, 
too,  with  the  Muriatic  acid,  you  have  the  intermittent  pulse  of  Nitric 
acid,  but  in  addition  to  that,  involuntary  stool  and  urine. 

In  addition  to  Nitric  acid  and  Muriatic  acid  in  eases  having  these 
dangerous  groups  of  symptoms  you  will  think  of  Alcohol.  You  will 
remember  that  Grauvogl  found  that  diphtheritic  membmne  was  dis- 
solved and  its  growths  destroyed  by  several  substances,  one  of  them 
being  Alcohol.  So  this  substance  has  become  a  remedy  for  diph- 
theria. Alcohol  in  the  form  of  brandy  and  wa\er  tends  not  only  to  de- 
stroy the  growth,  but  also  aids  in  conutemeting  the  terrible  prtwtration. 

Lycopodium  is  similar  to  Arum  triphyllum  in  scarlatina  and  in 
diphtheria.  It  has  a  similar  discharge  from  the  nose,  usually  associated, 
however,  with  dull,  throbbing  headache  at  the  root  of  the  nose  or  over 
the  eyes.  The  noee  is  so  stuftkl  up  that  the  child  cannot  breathe  at 
night.  The  patient  bores  and  picks  at  the  nose  ju.st  as  under  ^\jruni 
triphyllum.  You  will  find  in  the  Lyci^lJodiura  case  that  the  diphtlie- 
ritic  deposit  travels  from  the  right  to  the  left.  The  patient  is  always 
worse  from  sleep  even  after  a  short  nap.  He  suddenly  awakens  from 
sleep,  crying  out  as  if  frightened  ;  nothing  can  be  done  to  pacify  him. 
He  is  irritable  an<l  peevish.  In  still  worse  cases  calling  for  Lycopo- 
dinm,  you  will  find  the  child  unconscious  and  in  a  deep  sleep.  The 
lower  jaw  drops,  the  urine  is  scanty  or  even  suppressed,  and  what  aoee 
pass  stains  the  bedding  or  clothing  red  and  de|)osit^  a  red  sand.  The 
breathing  is  rapid  and  rather  rattling  and  a  little  on  the  snoring. 
Every  symptom  points  to  impending  paralysis  of  the  brain. 

Ammrmium  causticum  was  first  suggested  by  Dr.  J.  P.  Dake  for 
diphtheria  appearing  in  the  nasal  cavities  with  a  burning,  excoriating 
discharge  from  the  nose  and  great  prostration.  The  symptoms  above 
mentioned  led  Dr.  Dake  to  use  the  remedy  in  an  epidemic  which  ap- 
peared in  Naahville,  Tennessee. 

Lastly,  let  me  mention  AUanihua.  The  history  of  this  drug  is  as 
follows:  Dr.  P.  P.  Wells,  of  Brooklyn,  had  two  cases  of  jKtisoning  in 
children.  As  he  states  it,  it  would  certainly  seem  that  he  ha<l  to  treat 
malignant  cases  of  scarlatina ;  but  there  being  no  such  epidemic  about 
at  the  time,  he  looked  for  other  caus-KS,  and  found  that  they  had  Ijcen 
chewing  the  blossoms  of  the  Ailanthus.    This  told  him  at  once  that  the 
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Ailanthus  would  probably  become  a  remedy  in  s^carlatina.  He  made 
provings  of  the  drug,  and  found  that  tlie  proving  only  confirmed  what 
hf  had  already  learned  from  these  poisoning  cases.  Since  then  this 
remetly  has  Ixien  used  many  times  and  successfully  too.  A  year  ago  I 
attended  a  poor  child  with  scarlatina.  The  child  lay  in  a  stupor  with 
mouth  wide  open.  The  throat  was  swollen,  the  nose  stuffed  up,  and 
what  little  rash  there  was  out  on  the  body  was  dark  and  mixeil  with 
dark  bluish  spots.  I  gave  Lycopodium  without  any  benefit  whatever. 
The  child  grew  worse  instead  of  better.  I  then  thought  of  Ailaiithus, 
aod  gave  it  in  the  sixth  potency,  with  the  result  of  completely  curing  the 
cbtld.  I  believe  that  the  patient  would  have  dietl  had  it  not  been  for 
the •Ailanthiia.  Wherein  does  Ailanthus  resemble  Arum  trij)hyllum? 
It  reaembles  it  in  the  acridity  of  the  discharges.  Tliere  are  excoriating 
discharges  from  the  raouth  and  nose,  making  the  Ii|i8  sore.  We  find  a 
similar  swelling  of  the  throat,  both  inside  and  outside.  So  far  as  theses 
fiopcrficial  symptoms  are  concerned,  you  have  identical  cases.  But  there 
is  a  great  difiference  to  be  recognized  in  the  other  symptoms.  Tlie  Ail- 
anthus  patient  becomes  drowsy  and  lies  in  a  stupor,  hence  it  is  indicated 
when  there  is  torpidity  rather  tJian  the  restless  tossing  about  as  under 
Arum  triphyllum.  The  Aflanthus  rash  cf>mes  out  imperfectly ;  it  is 
dark  red  or  bluish,  and  is  mixed  with  petechiae. 

Some  little  time  f^,  some  members  of  the  class  requested  that  I 
would  speak  of  the  remedies  useful  in  diphtheria;  so,  while  I  am  oo 
the  subjocrt  of  Arum  and  its  analogues  in  this  afiection,  I  will  take  the 
opjwrtunity  to  accede  in  part  to  that  request. 

Bojtfmn  (Incioriaf  you  know,  has  long  enjoyed  a  great  reputation  in 
typhoid  fever.  It  has  lately  been  used  in  diphtheria,  and  in  scarlatina 
stso  when  the  child  is  very  much  prostrated  and  lies  in  a  half-stupid 
state  almost  like  one  intoxicated.  The  face  is  dark  red  and  has  a  be- 
srrfted  look,  an<l  the  diR'harges  from  the  mouth  and  nose  are  horribly 
O0eufiive;  so  much  so,  indeed,  that  one  might  suppose  that  gangrene  of 
the  affected  parts  had  taken  place. 

JVtus  tox.  we  find  indicated  in  pretty  severe  cases,  when  the  membrane 
i»  dark  in  color  and  bloody  saliva  runs  out  of  the  mouth  during  sleep. 
These  symptoms  are  associated  with  infianimation  of  the  glands  about 
Ibe  neck,  with  a  dark,  ery8i|)elatous  hue. 

Fhytolacca  decandra  we  find  useful  when,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
dneaae,  tliere  are  creeps  and  chills  and  backache.  The  patient  is  weak, 
and  feels  faint  when  ha  sits  up  in  bed.    On  looking  into  the  tiiroatyou 
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find  it  (lark  rod,  almost  purple.  There  is  great  burning  iu  the  throat, 
with  aggravation  from  hot  drinks. 

Amygdala  amara^  when  there  are  sharp,  lancinating  pains  through 
the  swollen  tonsils.  The  palate  and  fauces  have  a  dark  red  hue,  and 
ihe  patient  is  very  much  prostrated. 

Naja  tripiulians  is  to  be  administered  when  there  is  impending  par- 
alysis of  the  heart.  The  patient  is  blue.  He  awakens  from  sleep 
gasping.  The  pulse  is  intermittent  and  thready.  Dr.  Preston,  of  Norris- 
town,  has  been  very  successful  with  Naja  when  the  symptoms  I  have 
mentioned  were  present. 

Apis  ToeUijlca  is,  I  think,  indicated  in  diphtheria.  From  the  very 
beginning  the  cJiild  is  greatly  prostrated.  There  is  not  much  fever ;'  in 
fact,  there  is  a  suspicious  aljsenee  of  beat.  The  pulse  ranges  from  1 30 
to  140,  and  is  very  weak.  At  first,  you  find  the  throat  having  a  var- 
fcifihed  appearance  as  though  the  tonsils  and  fauces  were  coated  with  a 
glossy  red  varnish.  The  membrane  forms  on  either  tonsil,  oftener  on 
the  right  than  on  the  left,  and  it  is  thick  like  wash-leather.  The  tongue 
Ls  often  swollen.  If  the  child  is  old  enough,  he  will  complain  of  a  sen- 
sation of  fulness  in  tlie  tliroat,  which  necessitates  swallowing  but  mak- 
ing tJie  act  very  difficult.  The  uvula,  in  fact  the  whole  thnmt,  is  <»lc- 
matous  and  swollen.  The  nV/kz  gloUidU  is  swollen,  red,  ami  cedematous, 
making  breathing  difficult.  In  some  of  tliese  cases  the  breath  is  very 
foetid,  while  in  others  it  is  not  so  in  the  least.  In  some  casi-s  there  ap- 
pears a  red  rash  over  the  body;  this  rash  greatly  resembling  that  of 
scarlatina. 

Arsenicum  albuvi  is  called  for  in  rather  severe  cases  of  diphtheria  when 
the  throat  is  very  much  swollen  both  internally  and  ejcternally,  when 
the  membrane  has  a  dark  hue  and  is  very  fcetid.  There  is  a  thin,  ex- 
coriating discharge  from  the  nose.  The  throat  is  (edematous,  just  as  it 
is  under  Apis,  The  patient  is  restless,  e.si)ecially  after  midnight.  The 
urine  is  scanty.  The  bowels  are  constipated,  or  else  there  is  an  oflen- 
sive  watery  diarrhcea, 

Natnim  arsenicosum  is  the  remedy  when  there  is  a  dark  purplish 
hue  to  the  throat,  with  great  swelling  and  great  pnjsfration  and  with- 
out much  pain. 

Kali permang.  is  useful  when  the  membrane  in  the  throat  is  horribly 
offensive.  The  throat  is  oedematous,  and  there  is  a  thin  diM-lmrge  from 
the  nose;  the  main  characteristic  of  the  drug  being  this  extreme 
ftetor. 

Ixwhrsls  is  called  for  when  the  membrane  forms  first  on  the  left  ton- 
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■sll  and  spreads  thence  to  the  right.  How  are  vou  to  distinguish  it  from 
other  drugs  which  act  in  a  similar  manner?  By  the  following  symp- 
toms :  The  symptoms  are  worse  from  empty  swallowing,  and  they  are 
often  relieved  by  eating  or  swallowing  solid  fo^^.  There  is  a  eonstant 
feeling  of  a  lump  on  the  left  side  of  the  throat;  tliisde?eoiKl8  with  eacl^ 
act  of  deglutition,  but  returns  again.  Sometimes,  on  arousing  from  '. 
sleep  there  is  a  feeling  as  if  there  were  needles  in  the  throat,  which  cre- 
ates suffboation.  Sometimes,  when  the  tonsils  are  very  much  swollen, 
Huids  return  through  the  nose.  The  fauces  are  of  a  dark  purplish  color, 
and  there  is  great  prostration.  The  heart  is  weak  in  itsactitin.  There 
is  aggravation  after  sleep,  and  the  throat  is  sensitive  to  the  slightest 
touch. 

BetloAlwma  h  not  a  prominent  remedy  in  diphtheria.  When  you  do 
giye  it  in  this  disease,  make  pure  that  it  is  the  rerae<ly  or  you  will  lose 
▼alual)le  time.  It  may,  however,  be  the  rerae<ly  in  the  early  stages 
when  the  violence  of  the  attack  calls  for  it,  when  there  is  congestion 
of  the  head  before  the  membrane  has  formed. 

Other  remedies  than  those  just  mentioned  are  frequently  indicate<l, 
for  exomple,  Kali  bichrommim,  JocUnCj  BromirWf  Merc.  Lin.^  Merc,  cyan,, 
and  others^    The  indications  for  these  you  will  get  in  future  lectures. 

Caladium  Seoutnum. 

Oaladium  is  indicated  in  stout  pei-sons  of  flabby  fibre  who  are  subject 
to  catarrhal  asthma,  that  is,  asthma  with  the  production  of  mucus  which 
ia  not  readily  raised  but  which,  when  raised,  gives  relief  to  the  patient. 

It  is  a  rcmeily  to  be  remembered  in  s^Kirmatorrhcea  or  iu  seminal 
weakness,  particularly  in  nocturnal  emissions,  when  there  is  complete 
relaxation  ai  the  organs  so  that  emissions  occtir  without  any  dreams,  or 
if  there  be  a  dream,  it  is  eulirely  foreign  to  scjtual  subjects.  S<:»  you  see 
it  ia  indicated  iu  far  advanced  cases  without  erections. 


Draoontium. 

I  bring  this  <lrug  before  you  in  order  to  say  a  few  words  concerning 
the  rerawlies  similar  to  it.  Dracontium  has  never  been  prove<l  iu  the 
high  potencies.  It  produces  symptoms  similar  in  nature  to  those  of 
Arum  triphyllum,  only  it  acts  on  a  lower  portion  of  the  respiratnry 
ap|iaratus  than  does  that  drug.  Arum  produces  a  laryngeal  cough. 
Draoontium  nets  on  the  trachea  and  bronchial  tubes,  giving  rise  to  a 
▼ioleot  attack  of  bronchial  catarrh,  wit6  rapid  &>rmat ion  first  of  watery. 
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bunuDg  discharge,  and  later,  quick  development  of  pus  or  muco-pus, 
hence  it  has  as  symptoms  yellowish  purulent  (li:*charge,  with  great  burn- 
ing and  rawness,  and  other  symptoms  of  violent  inflammation. 

Alongside  of  Draco«tium  1  have  placed  on  the  board  a  list  of  reme- 
dies, some  of  which  may  be  unknown  to  you.  The  Balsam  of  Peru 
must  be  rememlwred  as  an  admirable  remedy  in  bronchial  catarrh  when 
there  is  formation  of  muco-pns.  When  you  place  your  ear  to  the  chest 
you  detei't  loud  rales,  and  the  expectoration  is  thick,  creamy,  and  yellow- 
ish-white. The  Balsam  of  Peru  is  an  excellent  remedy,  even  though 
night  sweats  and  hectic  show  the  disea^jc  to  be  progressing  to  an  alarming 
condition.     This  drug  I  use  in  a'low  potency. 

Next  l>elowI  place  Pix  li(juida^  which  is  notnnlyan  excellent  remedy 
in  bronchial  catarrh  but  also  in  phthisis  pulraonalis.  It  is  indicated  by 
the  expectoration  of  purulent  matter,  offensive  in  odor  and  taste,  and  ac- 
conijianied  by  pain  referred  to  the  left  third  costal  cartilage  (really  in 
the  left  bronchus).  This  pain  may  or  may  not  apparently  go  through 
to  the  back.  In  such  cases  Pix  liquida  is  the  remedy.  It  is  especially 
indicated  in  the  third  stage  of  phthisis. 

Next  to  til  is  I  liave  placed  Guaiacumj  which  is  also  to  Iwi  thought  of 
in  the  late  stage  of  tuberculosis,  when  there  are  pleuritic  pains  referred 
to  the  left  apex,  and  in  addition  offensive  muco-purulent  sputum. 

Eryoflidion  Califoiifiicum  (also  called  Verba  santa)  has  as  yet  a  very 
limited  symptomatology,  but  it  has  been  used  successfully  in  what  we 
may  call  bronchial  phthisis.  The  patient  has  night-sweats,. and  the 
Ixxly  wastes  away.-  There  is  great  intolerance  of  food.  It  is  called  for 
in  phthisis,  the  result  of  frequent  bronchial  catarrhs,  and  also  in  asthma* 
relieved  by  expectoration. 


PoTHoe  FcETmuB, 

Pothos  foetid  us  is  a  remedy  you  ought  to  remember  in  astlima.  It  is 
nueful  for  asthma  that  is  worse  from  any  inhalation  of  dust,  as,  for 
example,  the  inhalation  of  the  dust  in  a  hay-loft. 


lECTUKE  XIX. 


ANACARDIAC^^. 


To-DAV  I  introduce  to  you  for  study  a  gjoup  of  plants  known  as  the 
AnacardiacccR.  This  is  a  very  valuable  order,  from  which  we  obtain 
several  very  useful  raetlicines.  First.  The  Anacardium  orimiale^ 
which  comes  from  the  East.  Second,  The  Anncardium  occidnUaie^ 
the  western  Anacardium  or  cashew  nut,  Thinl.  The  Comocladia  dai- 
tata,  which  is  the  Rhus  common  to  the  southern  parts  of  the  United 
StatfiB  and  Cuba.  Upon  the  blossoms  of  this  plant  bees  feed  in  certain 
^  seaaoiifi  of  the  year.  Thoae  who  partake  of  the  honey  at  such  times,  are 
liable  to  become  affected  with  an  eruption  very  much  resembling  that  of 
eiysipelas.  This  Comot^ladia  is  very  similar  to  Rhus  tox.  Both  reme- 
dies have  pain  with  relief  from  motion  :  both  may  be  called  for  in  ery- 
eifielas ;  both  cause  scarlet  redness  of  the  body,  with  burning  and  itching ; 
l;ioth  prcKluce  weakness,  numbness,  restlessness,  etc.  The  drugs  iliffor 
in  tlieir  eye-symptoms.  Comocladia  has  pains  in  the  right  eye  with  a 
■enaation  aa  if  that  organ  wece  larger  or  was  being  pushed  out  of  the 
bead.  These  eye-symptoms  are  worse  near<a  warm  stove;  while  those 
of  Rhus  are  relieved  by  this  influence.  Apis  has  eye-symptoms  aggra- 
vated froiii  being  near  a  warm  stove.  Comocladia  resembles  Euphor- 
hium  officinarum  in  its  skin-symptoms  even  in  the  red  stripes  on  the 
akin.  Fourth.  Rhus  toxicodendron  or  the  poison  ivy,  \^hich  I  will 
consider  at  length  in  my  next  lecture.  Fifth.  i?Aiw  (/lahnt,  or  the 
common  sumach  ;  it  is  not  so  poisonous  a  variety  of  the  Rhus  as  those 
already  mentioned.  It  has  cured  occipital  headache,  and  als«t  e'pistaxts 
proceeding  from  the  leftside.  Sixth.  Rhtis  ra</uja»M,  which  i»  regardetl 
by  many  as  identical  with  Rhus  tox.  Seventh.  The  Rhus  venenata^ 
an  exceedingly  poisonous  variety.  It  has  a  large  blossom  of  a  dark 
reddish-brown  color.  It  is  quite  a  tree,  growing  sometimes  to  tlie  heigiit 
often  feet  and  very  much  resembling  the  Ailanthus. 

This  whole  order  of  plants  possesses  a  poisonous  influence,  poisoning 
the  blood,  and  developing  an  eruption  on  the  skin  which  is,  at  firs^t, 
vesicular  and  finally  pustular  and  eczematous.  They  may  alno  pri»duie 
an  erythema  ending  in  erysipelas.  Despite  the  similarities  thus  far 
mentionedi  there  are  great  differences  in  their  physiological  action ;  in 
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fact,  these  cliflTerences  may  be  so  great  that,  in  some  points,  tliey  may 
hold  an  opposite  relation  to  each  other.

Auacunlimn  txcrts  a  very  depressing  influon<x»  on  the  -\-i<!ii,  n.r 
only  as  to  the  mind  but  as  to  the  body  as  well.  It  pHwlucfs  u  wcakin'ss 
of  memory ;  this  symptom  we  often  meet  with  as  the  result  of  acute 
diseaises ;  for  example,  the  acute  exanthemata  such  as  Bmall-pox.  The 
eruption  of  Auacardium  ia  analogouH  to  that  of  variola.  Taking  these 
two  symptoms,  loes  of  memory  and  eruptions  simulating  that  of  variola, 
we  find  an  excellent  reaaon  for  preacribing  this  remwly  when  loss  of 
memory  appears  as  one  of  the  sequelae  of  that  disea^.  Anacardium 
may  also  be  UHeful  when  this  disturbance  of  memory  occun  in  old 
pe<^ple,  or  as  the  result  of  softening  of  tlie  brain. 

Ill  addition  to  this  effect  on  the  intellect,  we  find  the  emotional  mind 
very  muth  dinturbwl ;  the  Anacardium  |»aticnt  imagines  that  he  bears 
voices  afar  off  talking  to  him.  Here  it  is  something  like  StrauMnium, 
He  has  a  sensation  as  though  be  had  two  wills— one  commanding  him 
to  do  what  the  other  forbids.  This  is  not  an  uncommon  symptom  in 
typhoid  fever,  in  which  disease  plants  which  poison  the  blood,  as  do 
those  under  consideration,  may  be  exceedingly  useful.  This  feeling,  as 
if  the  patient  had  two  wills,  is  also  found  under  other  remeilies.  Ynu 
will  find  it^  for  example,  under  Lach^is,  which,  you  will  remember, 
has:  "  The  patient  thinks  that  he  is  under  the  control  of  s<»mc  8upcr- 
homao  power."    A  similar  symptom  i.s  al>o  found  undrr  firfltufannn. 
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ttotlier  mental  oonditlon  characterizing  Anacardium,  is  a  proivensity 
to  swear.  Now,  do  Dot  suppose  that  I  recoturaend  Anaeardium  for  the 
cure  of  profanity  when  it  exists  aa  the  result  of  low  morals  ;  far  frora 
il.  When,  however,  the  propensity  to  swear  comes  as  a  result  of  mental 
diseot^,  Anaeardium  may  do  noble  work.  I  once  treatetl  a  minister 
who  exhibited  a  remarkable  penchant  for  profanity  ;  try  as  hard  as  h^ 
would,  he  could  not  help  it.  This  trouble  did  not  affect  him  until  he 
Bufiered  from  a  j)eculiar  headache,  characterized  by  a  sensation  as  if  a 
plug  were  in  the  head.  Anaeardium  made  a  complete  cure  in  his  case. 
Another  remedy  prmlucing  a  disposition  to  swear  is  Nitric  acid ;  but 
have  never  seen  it  do  any  good  in  these  cases,  excepting  after  the 
use  of  mercury.  The  patient  may  imagine  she  has  a  devil  in  her. 
She  has  fixed  ideas  that  her  Ixxly  and  mind  are  separate.  She  imagines 
that  her  chiM  is  not  her  own.  1  als(j  wish  to  C5iil  your  attention  to  a 
symptom  of  the  drug,  on  the  authority  of  Dr.  Talcott,  of  Middletown, 
New  York,  namely,  inclination  to  commit  suicide  by  shooting,  a  symp- 
tom which  you  will  als<f  find  under  Aniimonlum  crudum. 

We  uIk)  find  Anacanlium  a  remedy  for  the  bad  effect*  of  ovef-use  of 
tin?  mind,  for  mental  fatigue,  in  other  words.  Mental  exertion  brings 
00  a  tfjiring  headache,  the  pains  Iwing  situated  mostly  in  the  forehead 
and  back  part  of  the  forehead.  In  other  cases,  the  headache  may  as- 
sume a  diflcrent  pha9e,in  which  the  patient  cx>mplain8  of  a  sensation  as 
though  a  plug  were  in  some  part  of  the  head,  or  of  a  constrictive  sen- 
ntiou  ua  though  a  band  were  tied  about  the  head.  These  headaches 
of  Ana«irdiuni  are  associated  with  great  mental  irritability,  which  is 
not,  however,  always  so  great  as  to  lead  the  patient  to  indulge  in  pro- 
ikoity. 

We  have  alfio  hypochondriasis  developed  by  Anaeardium.  The 
fMlicDt  is  apt  to  l»e  clumsy  and  silly  in  his  behavior,  and  very  mucli 
dtpKmed.  These  symptoms  of  the  mind  frequently  owe  their  origin 
to  ijwstric  symptoms. 

The  gastric  symptoms  of  Anaeardium  are  these,  and  they  are  very 
chamctcristic :  You  will  note  that  the  patient  is  hungry  much  of  the 
lim«;  h<r  feels  Ixttcr  while  eating,  but  worse  after  eating.  He  is  apt 
to  liaw  tMuistipution  ;  there  is  frequent  urging  to  stool,  but  when  an 
■Uesopt  to  move  the  bowels  is  made,  the  desire  for  stool  passes  away. 
Tlie  rectum  ^^eems  |>owerl<AS ;  he  complains  of  a  sensation  as  of  a  plug 
or  of  aooie  foreign  substance  in  the  rectum  ;  this  symptom  is  not  the 
Bwduinidil  result  of  the  retiiincnl  fan^es.  Here  you  notice  again  the 
KOntion  as  of  a  plug  or  mine  foreign  substance  interfering  with  the 
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normal  function  of  the  organ.  Now  these  BrmptoiiH  tJiat  I  liave  men- 
tioned are  more  common  than  we  llnnk.  WJ>en  thev  do  o^«nr,  we  are 
more  apt  to  think  of  NuXf  l^iaiia^  and  Sulphur^  and  forget  Aoa- 
cardium. 

Especially  does  Anacardium  resemble  Nux  in  the  morning  naasea. 
Like  Nux,  the  former  may  be  useful  for  the  morning  sickness  of  preg- 
nancy; the  patient  is  relieve<l  while  eating,  but  the  symptoms  return  soon 
after.  There  is  aim  a  resemblance  in  tlie  mental  symptoms  of  the  two 
drugs.  Wherein  do  they  differ?  There  is  an  essential  difference  in  the 
pathologies  of  the  cases  calling  for  these  remedies,  Wijile  you  will  note 
that  Anacardium  has  urging  to  stool,  it  also  has  in  addition  n  power- 
le«suesH  or  inefficiency  of  the  rectum,  thus  exhibiting  a  paretic  state 
which  does  not  belong  to  Nux  vomica,  the  last-named  drug  being  suitinl 
to  irregular  perihtiiltJc  action  of  the  IkjwcIs.  Then,  too,  that  seii!<ation, 
as  of  a.plug  in  the  rectum,  is  not  found  uudcr  Nux  voinitii. 

Sepia  is  similar  to  Anacardium.  This  remedy  has  urging  as  if  some 
foreign  substance  were  in  the  rectum;  a  constant  full  feeling  in  the 
rectum,  even  after  stool.  In  addition  to  that,  it  has  inactivity  of  ih«? 
rectum,  so  that  even  a  soft  stool  Lb  expelled  with  difficulty.  It  is  truo 
that  these  symp(pnis  of  Sepia  almast  always  i-equire  the  presence  of 
some  uterine  disease  to  make  it  the 'remedy. 

Do  not  forget  the  distinction  I  have  given  you  between  Anacar<1iam 
and  Nux;  I  admonish  you  again,  because  I  know  we  often  give  Nux 
when  we  should  have  given  Anacardium.  • 

A  French  physician  has  recommende<l  Anacardium  as  an  invalu- 
able remedy  in  internal  hamorrhoids.  He  administers  the  drug  in 
the  thirtieth  potency,  several  times  daily,  for  several  weeks.  He 
claims  to  have  made  many  cures;  I  have  not  been  able  to  confirm  bis 
exj»erienoe. 

TJie  same  physician  uses  Lumiuin  a/bum  for  external  piles. 

I^'t  us  now  study  the  action  of  Aujicardium  on  the  skin.  We  find 
it  useful  when  the  face  is  swollen,  particularly  on  the  leA  side,  and  cov> 
ered  with  small  blisters  which  have  a  pock-like  ap|>earaiK'e.  Th<*se 
blisters  are  umbilicate<l ;  they  may  also  occur  on  other  parts  of  the  Uniy. 
They  dischai-gG  a  yellowifth  serum  which  hardens  into  craatB  in  the  open 
air.  The  itching  is  extreme,  so  great,  indeed,  as  to  almost  ciim|>el  the 
patient  to  dig  the  naib  into  the  skin.  These  cutaneous  symptoms  are 
of^n  a(xx)m|)aniccl  by  some  of  these  gastric  symptoms  just  mentioned. 

The  Anacardium  occUlentaie,  or  cashew  nut,  causes  a  vesicular  erup- 
tion on  the  face  usually,  but  on  other  [mrts  of  the  body  also,  and  itcliiug 
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filmost  intolerably,  as  you  might  expect,  and  with  the  formation  of 
ambilicated  pustulee,  as  in  amall-pox.  It  produces  an  ery!»i|ielatoug 
eruption  on  the  face,  and  this  spreads  from  the  left  to  the  right.  Now, 
this  is  in  the  proving.  You  remember  timt  I  Fajd  in  my  lectures  on 
Institntes,  when  in  a  proving  the  symptoms  move  in  one  direction,  that 
the  remetly  producing  the  symptoms  ouglit  to  cure  a  disease  going  in 
the  opposite  direction.  For  instance,  in  the  prating  of  Rhus  the  ery- 
sipelatous inflammation  goes  from  right  to  left,  hence  it  cures  erysipe- 
las going  from  left  to  right.  As  this  Anacanlium  has  symptoms  like 
Rhus,  but  roovLDg  in  an  opposite  direction,  it  may  act  as  an  antidote 
to  Rhus  tox. 

We  will  now  speak  of  the  action  of  Anacardium  orieutale  on  the 
heart.  Anacardium  is  indicated  in  palpitation  of  the  heart,  es|>ecittlly 
in  the  aged,  when  it  complicates  such  slight  difficulties  as  an  ordinary 
ooryza.     This  palpitation  is  often  associated  with  defec-tive  memory. 

We  also  find  it  indicated  in  rheumatic  affections  of  the  |>ericardium, 
in  rheumatic  pericarditis  characterized  by  sharp  stitches  through  the 
oirdiac  region,  these  stitches  l>cing  double,  that  is  to  sjiy,  first  one  stit-cli 
coDies  and  this  is  quickly  followed  by  another,  and  then  there  is  a  long 
iotervah 

Next  we  will  say  a  few  words  alwut  the  action  of  Anacardium  on 
tlie  spine,  ba<'k,  and  limbs.  Anacardium  may  be  selecteil  in  diseases  of 
the  spinal  eord.  The  symptoms  which  indicate  it  here  are,  sensation  as 
though  a  band  were  tiwl  around  the  lio<ly,  a  feeling  as  though  a  plug 
were  stnck  in  the  spine  so  that  any  motion  of  the  Ixxly  gives  rise  to  a 
pAin  as  if  the  plug  were  sticking  still  further  into  the  body.  The  knees, 
particularly,  seem  to  feel  weak  iu  these  spinal  affections.  They  feel  sis 
if  paralyzed.  The  patient  is  scarcely  able  to  walk,  and  iu  addition  has 
a  feeling  as  though  the  knees  were  bandaged  tightly. 

Looking  into  Boeuninghausen's  works, you  will  find  that  Anacardium 
has  an  action  on  tJie  knee-joint.  You  will  find,  t04i,  that  Pulsatilla 
acts  on  the  same  locality.  The  swellingof  Anacardium  is  of  a  chronic 
diaracter,  and  isattendetl  with  a  sensation  as  of  8ul>cutancous  ulceration. 

Anacardium,  you  should  rememl^r,  will  not  be  antidoted  by  Rhus 
tox.,  although,  under  some  circumstances,  it  is  an  antidote  to  this  remeily. 
Bat  it  is  antidoted  by  the  Julians —  also  by  strong  cofiec  without  sugar 
or  milk. 

Next,  wo  come  to  the  different  varieties  of  the  Rhus.  Rhus  toxico- 
daoclroo,  as  I  have  already  intimated,  Vf'iU  be  considered  iu  full  in  my 
next  lecture     I  will  now  say  a  few  words  concerning  Rhus  radicans, 
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and  the  antidotal  treatment  of  Rhus  poisoning.  Rhus  radusans  is 
highly  recommended  for  occipital  headache  associated  with  rheumatic 
stiffness  at  the  nape  of  the  neck. 

Many  antidotes  to  Rhus  poisoning  have  been  suggested.  Oneof  the  best 
is  OroUm  tiglium.  This,  when  applied  locally,  and  also  when  taken  in- 
ternally, produces  an  eruption  almost  identical  with  that  of  Rhus  tox. 
First,  an  erythema,  wilh  decided  inflammation  and  pitting  on  pressure 
appears.  Small  vesicles  form,  very  close  together,  attended  by  almost 
unbearable  itching,  burning,  and  stinging.  The  vesicles  fill  with  a 
yellowish  serum,  and  finally  break  and  form  more  or  less  thick 
crusts. 

Ammonium  carb.  has  also  been  suggested.  It  may  be  used  both  inter- 
nally and  locally.  It  produces  a  fine  red  eruption,  with  great  burning 
and  itching,  and  worse  at  night. 

Western  physicians  have  of  late  been  using  Grindelia  robusta.  It  is 
not  much  used  here. 

Arsenicum  is  to  be  thought  of  when  the  eruption  is  attended  by  fiery, 
burning  pains  in  the  skin,  great  restlessness. 

Chronic  Rhus  poisoning  finds  its  remedy  in  Gh'aphitea. 

This  Grindelia  robusta,  to  which  I  have  referred  so  briefly,  is  a  won- 
derful remedy  by  reason  of  its  action  on  the  pneumogastric  nerves.  It 
seems  to  produce  a  paresis  of  those  nerves,  so  that  when  the  patient 
drops  oif  to  sleep  he  stops  breathing  and,  of  course,  is  aroused  by  the 
desire  for  oxygen.  You  see  that  it  is  allied  here  to  Lachesia  and  Gel- 
semium. 
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The  drug  of  which  I  wish  to  speak  tliis  morning,  is  the  chief  member 
of  the  Anacardiacese,  namely,  the  poieon-ivy  or  Rhus  toxicodendron. 
You  must  remember  it  as  complementary  to  Bryonia,  a  fact  discovered 
by  Hahnemann  in  his  experience  with  an  epidemic  of  war-typhus, 
during  which  he  treated  many  cases,  losing  but  two;  the  success  which 
he  tlien  gained  was  acknowledged  on  all  sides.  Many  Uvea  have  since 
been  saved  by  the  exhibition  of  the^e  two  remedies  in  alternation  ;  t.f., 
aD  ahernatioD  which  consists  in  giving  Bryonia  when  Bryonia  symp- 
toms are  present,  and  Rhus  tox.,  when  the  patient  manifests  symptoms 
calling  for  that  remedy.  This  is  a  legitimate  alternation.  We  must 
also  remember  a  fact  of  which  I  have  spoken  before,  but  which  is  so 
important  that  I  here  reiterate  it,  namely,  that  Rhuntox.  hrars  an  in- 
hnical  relation  to  Apis  mfilljioa.  Although  the  symptoms  of  the  two  are 
superficially  similar,  for  some  reason  which  I  cannot  explain,  tliey  do 
oot  follow  each  other  well. 

We  find  Rhus  tox.  forming  the  centre  of  a  very  large  group  of  medi- 
cines. If  we  were  to  study  them  all  comparatively,  it  would  take 
several  hours.  For  example,  holding  as  it  does  imijortant  typhoid  re- 
lations, it  has  radiating  from  it  many  dnigs  employed  iu  typhoid  states 
of  disease.  Bryonia,  as  I  have  already  said,  stands  close  to  it.  Then 
ire  have  diverging  in  another  radius  Argetncum,  in  still  anotlier  Muriatic 
oeidf  Phonpfionufy  Carbo  tvsy.,  etc.,  with  Baptisia  &nd  quite  a  number  of 
others. 

First  we  will  study  the  a<Stion  of  Rhus  tox.  on  the  circulatory  system. 
We  find  that  it  causes  an  erethism,  an  increase  in  the  circulation  or,  in 
other  wonis,  ebullitions  of  the  blood.  It  acts  on  the  central  organ  of 
tiie  circulation,  the  heart.  Thus  we  find  it  indicatwl  in  untrom plicated 
bypertro])hy  of  that  viscus,  i.e.,  hypertrophy  not  associated  with  valvular 
Uttom.  From  what  cause  ?  From  the  effects  of  over-exertion,  as  may 
firequratly  happen  in  atliletes  and  in  machinists  who  wield  heavy  tools. 
Other  remedies  useful  in  this  condition  are  Arnica  and  Bromium,  These 
remedies,  when  indicated,  must  be  given  persistently  for  days  and  even 
weekn.  until  you  "have  succeeded  in  bringing  about  a  proper  absorption 
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Rhus  tox.

We  also  find  Rhus  iu<li<^itod 
in  palpitation  of  the  heart,  followiDg  over-exertion.  When  Rhus  U>x. 
is  tlie  remcily  in  heart  disease,  you  usually  find  accompanying  the  dis- 
onfer  a  sensation  as  of  numbness  of  the  left  arm  and  shoulder.  The 
patient  experiences  a  weak  Ceeling  in  the  chest,  as  if  the  heart  muscle 
was  tired.  This  is  worse  after  any  exertion.  Palpitation  may  be  felt 
even  when  he  is  sitting  still. 

Aconite  has  tingling  in  the  fingers  in  association  witli  heart  disease. 
The  fingers  feel  as  if  they  were  going  to  sleep.  Anxiety  is  always  pres- 
ent with  this  drug. 

So  too  with  KaJmta,  which  ha;*  the  same  symptom  in  the  left  arm, 
with  cardiac  affections. 

PxihatiUa  has  numbness,  particularly  about  the  elbow,  very  frequently 
with  hypertrophy  or  dilatation  of  the  right  ventricle. 

Aden  racetnosa  has  the  sensation  as  though  the  arm  was  bandaged 
tightly  to  the  bo<ly. 

Phytoiaceaf  however,  affects  the  right  side  of  the  body.  It  has  the 
name  sensation  in  the  right  arm  that  Aconite,  Kuimla  and  lihus  have 
in  the  left. 

Now  the  pulse  of  Rhus  tox.  :  Rhus  prmluces  a  depression  of  the 
syst€*m,  hen(?e,  its  pulse  is  not  apt  to  be  full  and  strong  as  we  find  under 
►  Aconite.  It  is  accelerated,  hut  with  this  acceleration  there  is  apt  to  be 
wcakoees  of  its  beat.  At  other  times,  it  is  irregular  or  even  intermit- 
tent ;  all  these  are  characteristic  of  Rhus  tox.  With  thes^e  different 
kinds  of  pulse,  we  ofbeu  find  the  numbness  of  the  left  arm  which  I  have 
just  mentioned. 

Let  us  next  take  the  typhoid  symptoms  of  Rhus;  by  this  I  mean 
typhoid-like  symptoms,  symptoms  which  indicate  sinking  of  the  vital 
i  such  as  appears  in  diaeanes  oseuraing  a  low  type.  Other  things 
ring  equal,  you  may  rely  on  Rhus  whenever  acute  diseases  take  on  a 
typhoid  form.  You  will  find  that  dysentery  assuming  this  form  may 
call  for  it.  Yon  will  find  the  same  to  be  true  for  peritonitis,  pneumonia, 
ecariatina  and  <liphtheria  under  similar  conditions  and  when  no  other 
rcioedy  is  p««ihvely  indicated.  Rhus  nurst,  therefore,  act  on  the  blood, 
poiM>ning  that  fluid. 

The  t»ymptoms  which  indicate  it  in  typhoid  fever  pro|>cr  are  these  : 
Id  the  fii^t  place,  the  temperament  heljw  you  a  great  deal.  The  pa- 
tient is  of  a  rather  mild  temiwrament.  The  delirium  is  of  a  mild 
baracter,  and  not  violent.  At  times,  it  is  true,  the  |vitient  may  ex- 
llibit  a  dtspositkin  to  jump  out  of  \)ed  or  to  try  to  escajie,  but  when  he 
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\»  raore  or  lose  conscious,  he  manifests  little  petulance  or  irritability.  It 
is  not,  then,  a  violent  anger  that  characterizes  Rhus  tox.  You  will 
notice  that  this  deliriiini  is  associated  with  restlessness,  not  only  mental, 
but  physical  as  well.  The  patient  constantly  tosses  about  the  l>eil.  He 
is  first  lying  on  one  side  of  the  body,  then  on  the  other.  At  one  mo- 
ment he  is  sitting  up,  during  the  next  he  is  lying  down.  You  observe 
then  a  constant  desire  to  move,  an^  it  is  even  possible  that  the  patient 
is  relieved  by  the  change  of  position.  Sometimes  we  find  exceptionally, 
in  the  beginning  of  the  disease,  that  the  patient  wants  to  lie  [>erfectly 
quiet.  This  is  on  account  of  the  great  weakness.  He  feels  perfectly 
prostrated.  He  is  inditfcreut  to  everything.  This  sense  of  debility  is 
entirely  out  of  proportion  to  all  the  other  symptoms.  Sometimes  the 
patient  has  hallucinations.  He  fears  that  he  will  be  poisonetl.  He 
will  not  take  the  medicine  you  leave  him,  or  the  food  and  drink  that 
is  offered  him,  as  he  fears  that  his  attendants  desire  to  poison  him, 
{Hyo8cyamu8  has  this  symptom  even  more  marked  than  Rhus  tox.) 
As  the  stupor  progresses,  the  patient  answers  very  slowly,  as  if  reluc- 
tantly or  else  in  a  petulant  way;  but  he  is  not  violent.  He  has 
violent  headache,  the  pain  of  which  he  compares  to  a  sensation  as  of  a 
boartl  strapped  to  the  forehead.  Tiiis  is  often  associated  with  a  rush 
of  blood  to  the  head,  as  shown  by  sudden  flushing  up  of  the  face.  He 
has  epistaxis,  and  this  relieves  the  headache.  The  blcKxl  that  esca|>ed ' 
is  dark  in  color.  The  typhoid  poison  may  affect  the  lungs  and  pro<luoe 
pneumonia,  with  the  usual  cough  attending  that 'affection,  difficult 
bi*eathing,  rust-colored  sputum;  with  all  these  symptoms  you  fiml  the 
tongue  dark  brown,  and  dry  and  cracked.  The  cracks  gape  consider- 
ably, and  even  bleed  at  times.  Sometimes  the  tongue  and  moutli  are 
covered  with  a  brownish,  tenacious  mucus.  At  other  times  you  find 
the  tongue  taking  the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  Now,  let  me  beg  of  you 
not  to  give  Mercurius.  Mercurius  has  very  little  application  to  typhoid 
fever;  it  will  spoil  your  case  unless  decided  icteroid  symptoms  are 
present.  The  tip  of  the  tongue  (I  am  again  8|)eaking  of  Rhus)  very 
often  has  a  triangular  red  teat.  There  is  disturbance  of  the  stomach 
and  l>owels.  The  patient  has  diarrhcBa  with  yellowish-brown  stools  of 
a  cadaverous  odor.  Stools  may  come  in  voli/htarily  during  aleej).  The 
urine  cHcajjcs  involuntarily,  and  sometimes  leaves  a  redilish  stain.  The 
patient  complains  of  tearing  pains  in  the  limbs  with  almost  intolerable 
backache.  If  he  falls  asleep  he  is  restless,  and  he  dreams  oi  roaming 
over  fields  and  undertaking  arduous  labors.  Sometimes  (like  Bryonia) 
he  dreanifl  of  the  busioesB  of  the  day. 
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vlwrum,  Canstietim,  and  Aunim  mur,,  also  have  this  restlessness  of 
the  li III  1)9,  worse  at  uight.  The  surface  of  the  body  is  dry  and  hot, 
and  often  redder  than  natural.  Sometimes  red  spots  will  be  found  on 
the  i?kin.  If  he  has  sweat,  it  is  copious  and  sou r-!*mt'l ling,  and  ia  ac- 
companied by  a  miliary  rash.  The  abdomen  is  tympanitic ;  and  it  is 
especially  sensitive  over  two  important  points,  the  right  iliac  region  and 
the  region  of  the  eph^n,  which  organ,  by  the  way,  is  swollen.  Finally, 
the  st(^)Is  bci^^mc  stranty  and  greenish  and  are  unattended  by  tenesmus. 
In  women  a  uterine  haemorrhage  may  appear,  but  this  gives  no  relief 
to  the  symptoms.  Symptoms  of  pulmonary  congestion  appear,  R&les 
are  heard  all  through  the  chest.  Especially  is  the  trouble  marked  in 
the  lower  lobes  of  the  lungs.  The  cough  is  at  first  dry,  and  then  be- 
comes more  frequent  and  loose  with  expectoration  of  bloofl-streaked 
sputa.  These,  then,  are  the  main  symptoms  which  lead  you  to  prefer 
Rhus  in  the  treatment  of  typlioid  fevers.  Very  briefly  let  me  show 
you  how  it  may  be  distinguishe<l  from  its  concordant  remeclies;  and 
6rst,  I  will  8j>cak  of  some  of  the  remedies  that  may  follow  Rhus  tox. 

Pht>»phorvJt  follows  Rhus  well  when  the  pneumonic  symptoms  have 
faiUxi  to  yield  to  that  remedy,  and  when  the  diarrhoea  continues.  The 
6ttK>ls  are  yellow  and  blood -streake<l,  sometimes  looking  like ''flesh- 
water." 

Arunicum  is  to  follow  Rhus  in  the  erethistic  form  of  typhoid  fever. 
Notwithstanding  the  terrible  prostration,  the  patient  is  still  irritable 
and  anxious,  even  to  the  last  hours  of  life.  The  profound  weakne^ 
continues,  the  mouth  grows  blacker  and  the  diarrhoea  persists,  not- 
withstanding Rhus.  Here  let  pie  give  you  a  word  of  caution.  Begin- 
ners are  apt  to  give  Ar>*enicum  too  soon.  If  this  is  done,  they  only 
hasten  the  troubles  that  they  are  endeavoring  to  prevent.  Arsenic  is 
an  excellent  remedy  when  indicated,  a  horrible  one  when  misused.  I, 
therefore,  say  do  not  give  it  early  in  the  course  of  typhoid  affections, 
unless  the  symptoms  clearly  call  for  it.  Like  Rhus,  Arsenicum  has 
n-stleseness,  prostration  and  prominent  abdominal  symptoms.  Thirst 
is  intense.  Pains  are  of  a  burning  character.  The  stools  are  dark 
brown,  offensive  and  bloody,  and  more  frequent  after  midnight. 

Muriatic  acid  is  also  useful  in  the  erethistic  form.  It  has  many 
fjrtoptoms  in  common  with  Rhus.  It  is  to  be  preferred  when  the  de- 
eomposition  is  still  more  evident ;  the  ]>rostration  is  great,  the  patient 
being  80  weak  that  he  slides  down  toward  tlie  foot  of  the  bed.  The 
alool  and  urine  es^-ape  involuntarily. 

But  we  also  find  Rhus  similar  to  remedies  which  suit  the  torpid  form 
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of  the  dir^wf.  FuremuHt  in  this  li«t  is  Carlo  re//.  TLc*  Rims  patient 
ol'teu  ruiH  iiilo  a  Curlnj  wg.  atiiie,  in  which  case  he  lies  j>erfe(^lly  torpid, 
without  sign  of  reuction.  The  limb«  are  coltJ,  esj)€cially  tlie  legs  fninj 
the  feet  to  the  knce.'^,  anti  are  covcretl  with  a  cold  swe-at.  Tlie  pulse 
is  rapid  and  with  little  volume.  The  disR-harges  from  the  bowels  are 
horribly  offensive. 

Still  another  i*emedy  is  Baplma.  Thin  is  indicate<l  when  we  have, 
us  under  Rhus  t«ix.,  brown  or  blackiif^h  coated  tongue,  and  well-marked 
fever.  The  face  presents  a  dark  red,  be»otted  ap|K«ran(*e,  like  that  of 
one  intoxunted.  •  The  discharges  from  the  bowels  are  dark,  fluid  and 
very  offensive.  The  patient  is  drowsy  and  stupid ;  he  goes  to  sleep 
while  answering  questions  ;  or  he  Is  resiles*.,  tossing  about  the  l)€d  with 
the  illusion  that  he  is  double,  or  is  8oattcre<l  al>out,  and  he  must  try  to 
get  himself  together  again.  He  complains  of  the  bod  feeling  too  hard. 
The  tongue  is  often  studded  with  aphthous  ulcers. 

Arnica  and  Bapti»ia  both  have  a  drowsy,  stupid  state,  the  patient 
complains  of  tJie  beii  feeling  too  hanl,  and  goes  to  sleep  while  answer- 
ing questions.  But,  under  Arnica,  tliere  is  complete  apathy ;  ecchy- 
nioscs  and  l)ed-9ores  appear  on  the  Ixxly.  Arnica  also  has  involuntary 
gtool  and  urine;  and,  if  the  lungs  arc  affected,  the  sputa  are  blooly. 

Phospftorio  acid  follows  well  after  Rhus  when  there  is  increasetl  de- 
bility or  prostration  with  perfect  apathy.  The  stools  arc  bloody  and 
ftliniy.     Nose-bleed,  when  it  occurs,  brings  no  relief. 

Taraxa<:um  should  also  lie  borne  in  mind.  Bcenuiughausen's  son 
was  taken  with  typhoid  fever  and  was  attended  by  his  father.  Among 
his  symptoms  was  the  rcstle^ness  I  mentione<l  as  characteristic  of  Wius 
tox.,  yet  that  remedy  gave  no  relief.  Looking  up  the  materia  medica, 
B<cnniughausen  found  that  Taraxacum  had  this  same  restlessness  of  the 
limbs  and  with  tearing  pains,  and  in  addition  it  also  had  a  symptom 
which  was  present  in  his  son's  case^  mapped  tongue.  He  gave  Ta- 
raxacum with  prompt  result. 

The  indication^  for  Bryonia  in  typhoid  states  I  will  defer  until  next 
month,  when  I  lecture  on  that  drug  in  detail. 

Ne.xt  we  see  disturbanccii  in  the  circulation  produc-ed  by  Rhns  exhib- 
ited in  another  form  of  fever,  namely,  intermittent  fever.  Rhus  is 
suitable  for  intermittent  tyj>es  of  fever  when  the  chill  begins  in  one 
leg,  usually  in  the  thigh.  In  some  ciises  it  starts  between  tlie  Mtapulie. 
(It  is  very  important  to  always  note  the  point  at  which  the  chill  starts 
in  this  disease.  Under  Natrum  mur.  and  Euj/atoriunif  it  Ix'gins  iu  the 
sninll  of  the  back;  under  (iehemlumy  it  runs  up  the  spine)     During 
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tin  Thei^g  a  dry,  teasing  cougli,  wIj'kIi  symptom  yon  will  also 
find  nn<lcr  Cinchona  and  i<ulphur.  Along  with  the  eiternal  chill  there 
is  internal  heat.  Thirst  is  absent.  Often,  too,  we  find  skin  symptoms, 
AS  nrtiiiiria  and  fever  Misters,  the  latter  lx?ing  situated  about  the  mouth.* 
The  sweat  Is  very  general,  excepting  about  the  face.  • 

We  now  come  to  the  study  of  the  action  of  Rhus  on  the  fibrous 
tissues.  Allow  me  to  include  under  this  tissue  the  aponeuroses  and 
teJidons  of  muk^les,  the  ligaments  alx)ut  joints  and  the  connective  tissue. 
Xo  remedy  ha>?  a  more  profound  action  on  the  fibrous  tissues  than  has 
Bhu8  tox.  First  of  all,  I  will  speak  of  its  action  on  the  tendons  of 
muficJc8.  We  find  Rhus  useful  whenever  these  tendons  are  inflamed, 
urbether  it  he  from  over-exertion  or  from  a  sudden  wrenching,  as  in  the 
case  of  a  sprain.  We  find,  also,  that  we  may  give  Rhus  in  many  affeo- 
tions  uri.sing  froili  over-exertion.  For  example,  if  a  musiciiui  from 
prolongetl  jx-rfortning  on  wind  instruments  suffeiis  from  pulmonary 
ha»morrhage8,  Rhus  will  be  his  i-emetly.  If  from  violent  exertion  a 
patient  is  seizwl  with  paralysis,  his  trouble  may  yield  to  Rhus  tox. 

Let  me  here  s[jeak  of  a  few  other  remedies  applicable  to  the  bad 
fffecia  of  over-exertion,  in  order  that  yoa  may  dificrentiate  them  from 
the  drug  which  is  the  subject  of  this  lecture. 

Arniat  acts  more  on  the  muscular  tissue  tlian  on  tlie  ligaments. 
Hence,  we  would  find  it  indicated  when,  as  a  result  of  long  exertion, 
there  is  a  gR-at  soreness  of  the  muscles.  The  patient  feels  as  if  he 
had  l>e<*n  |vmuded.  It  has  not  that  stmined  feeling  of  Rhus.  When 
a  joint  is  rlenrly  sprained,  Aiiiica  is  not  the  best  remedy,  unless  there 
19  ooiuddemble  intiammation  of  the  soft  parts  other  than  tlie  ligaments. 

Artrnirum  is  to  be  thought  of  for  the  effects  of  over-exertion,  par- 
ticularly if  that  exertion  consists  in  climbing  steep  hills  and  mountains. 
Here  you  have  the  effects  of  l^reatJung  rarefied  air  as  well  as  those  of 
the  exertion. 

The  general  characteristic,  however,  which  helps  you  to  decide  for 
Riius  in  all  these  cases  is  this :  The  patient  has  relief  of  his  symptoma 
by  continued  motion^  ichile  he  experiences  aggravation  on  beginning  to 
mote.  The  rc&wikfor  this  symptom  is  that  the  fibrous  tissues  become 
limbered  up  as  the  patient  continues  to  move. 

I  may  say  tliat  tlicre  is  somewhat  of  an  exception  to  this  character- 
Mcr,  and  that  is  in  that  painful  disease  known  as  lumbago.  I  find 
that  in  the  bq^inning  of  this  atVc'tion  Rhus  is  the  remeily,  whether  the 
patient  is  better  from  motion  or  not.  The  symptoms  calling  for  Rhus 
are  great  pains  on  attempting  to  rise,  stiff  neck  of  rheumatic  origin 
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from  Bitting  in  a  draught,  rheumatic  \ys\nB  in  the  interscapular  r^ion, 
better  from  warmth  and  worse  from  cold.     There  may  also  be  eouMtric- 
tive  pains  in  the  dorsal  muscles^  relieved  from  bending  l)ack wards. 
•    Sulphur  &\»o  has  rheumatic  pains  with  stiffness  in  the  lumbar  r^ion, 
with  sudden  loss  of  power  on  attempting  to  move. 

PciroUum  and  Ruta  are  useful  when  these  rheumatic  pains  io  the 
back  are  worse  in  the  morning  before  rising. 

Under  tSiaphisagna,  the  lumbar  pains  compel  the  patient  to  get  up 
early. 

Kalicarb.  has  sharp  pains  in  the  lumbar  region,  worse  at  3  a.m.,  and 
compelling  the  patient  to  get  up  and  walk  about.  The  pains  shoot 
down  the  buttocks. 

Ledum  has  pain  in  the  back,  which  may  be  compared  to  a  feeling  of 
stiffoess  after  sitting  still  for  a  long  time.  There  is  a  crampy  pain  over 
the  hips  in  the  evenings.     In  the  morning  the  feet  are  stiff  and  rigid. 

Valerian  causes,  and  therefore  will  cure,  violent  drawing,  darting, 
jerking  pains  in  the  limbs,  which  appear  suddenly.  They  are  worse 
from  sitting  and  lietter  from  motion.  The  patient  also  has  a  strained 
feeling  in  the  lumbar  region^  subject  to  the  same  modality  as  the  pains 
in  the  liml>s. 

In  rheumatism,  Rhus  is  indicated,  not  so  much  in  the  inflammatory 
form  as  in  the  rheumatic  diathesis,  when  the  characteristic  modality 
just  mentioned  is  present,  and  wlien  there  is  aggravation  during  damp 
weather,  or  from  dwelling  in  damp  places.  Another  peculiarity  of 
Rhus  is  that  prominent  projections  of  bones  are  sore  to  the  touch,  aft 
for  example,  the  cheek-bones.  This  shows  you  tliat  Rhus  aflWts  the 
periosteum.  Still  another  characteristic  is  that  the  patient  cannot  bear 
the  least  exposure  to  cool  air. 

Rhus  may  also  be  used  for  either  horse  or  man  when  the  patient,  from 
exercise,  has  become  warm  and  has  been  in  a  free  i>erBpiration,  which 
was  checked  by  niin  or  dampness. 

In  these  various  rheumatic  affections,  I  wish  you  to  compare,  first, 
Aruicardium,  which  has  a  stiff  neck,  worse  from  beginning  to  move. 

Couium  lias  worse  from  l>eginniug  to  move,  but  relief  from  continued 
motion. 

Under  Lifcojyodium  and  PalmiiUa  the  relief  is  from  slow  motion. 

Farum  has  neuralgic  and  rheumatic  pains,  relieved  by  slowly  mov- 
ing al)out  at  night. 

Khtut  radimtis  also  has  the  drawing,  tearing  pains  in  the  legs.     It 
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hwAlso  rljeumatic  pains  in  the  back  of  the  head.  It  is  useful  in  pleu- 
rodyrjia  or  false  pleurisy,  when  the  pains  go  into  the  shoulders. 

Kalmia  Uttifolia  has  tearing  pains  down  the  legs,  without  any  swell- 
ing, without  fever,  but  with  great  weakness.  You  see  that  it  here 
resembles  Colchicunu 

Rhododetidron  has  great  susceptibility  to  changes  in  the  weather, 
particularly  to  changes  to  cold  winter  weather,  and  to  electric  changes 
in  the  atmosphere.  The  rheumatic  pains  in  the  limbs,  like  those  of 
Rlius  tox.,  are  worse  during  rest.  Rho<1odendron  is  partictilarly  useful 
in  chronic  rheumatism,  affecting  the  smaller  joints.  It  is  one  of  the 
best  remedies  for  what  has  been  termed  gout,  when  there  is  a  fibrous 
deposit  iu  tine  great-toe  joint,  and  not  the  usual  deposits  of  urate  of 
soda. 

Ledum  is  an  invalqAble  remedy  in  gout  and  in  rheumatism  affecting 
the  smaller  joints.  The  pains  characteristically  travel  upwards.  There 
are  nodes  about  the  joints.  In  gout.  Ledum  is  useful  when  the  pains 
are  worse  from  the  warmth  of  the  bed ;  when  there  is  an  oedematous 
condition  of  the  feet;  when  Colchicum  has  been  abused,  and  the  patient 
has  l)ecomc  greatly  retlucetl  iu  strength  by  this  asthenic  remedy.  You 
will  find  that  both  Ledum  and  Colchicum  cause  acute  tearing  pains  in 
the  joints,  with  great  weakness  of  the  limbs,  and  numbness  and  coldness 
of  tJie  surface. 

You  note  from  the  schema  on  the  board  that  Rhus  has  an  action  on 
the  cellular  tissue.  It  is  useful  in  cellulitis,  in  that  accompanying  diph- 
tiieria,  in  orbital  cellulitis  with  the  forniatioi^  <5f  pus.  Herein  lies  a 
positive  distinction  between  Rhus  and  Apis,  which  never  produces  cellu- 
litis with  abscess. 

In  carbuncle,  another  form  of  connective  tissue  inflammati»m,  Rhus 
is  indicated  in  the  beginning,  when  the  pains  are  intense  and  the  ailected 
parts  are  dark  reii.  If  given  early,  Rhus  may  abort  the  whole  trouble. 
If  not,  you  may  have  to  resort  later  to  Araenicum,  Carbo  veg.^  or  even 
Afdhracinum, 

Rhus  has  a  most  remarkable  action  on  the  skin.  It  produoea  an 
erythema,  this  rapidly  progressing  to. vesication,  of\en  aooompanied 
with  oedema  and  with  the  final  formation  of  pus  and  scabs.  The 
cntaneoas  surface  about  the  eruption  is  red  and  angry-looking. 

Rhus  is  indirated  in  eczema.  If  the  face  is  attat^kecl,  there  is  cadema 
of  the  loose  cellular  tissue  alwut  the  eyelids,  with  pains  which  we  may 
deoomlnate  banting,  itching,  and  tingling,  to  make  a  nice  distinction, 
between  it  and  Apis,  which  has  burning  and  stinging  pains. 
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Rhus  i^ives  us  also  a  perfect  picture  of  vesicular  erysijKilas. 
Btnicttrres  for  which  this  drug  has  a  special  affinity,  are  the  ecalp  and 
the  skin  of  the  face,  and  the  genital  organs.  The  atlected  parts  are 
dark  red,  and  the  inflammation  (in  the  sick)  travels  from  letl  to  right. 

The  ery8i|>elas  of  Apis  travels  from  right  to  left  ;  tl»e  affected  part* 
are  roay-re<l,  pinkish,  or  dark  purple.  Thiret  is  absent.  Apis  requires 
the  presence  of  o&dema. 

In  scarlatina,  Rhus  is  indicated,  especially  in  the  aflynamic  forma, 
and  should  very  quickly  supplant  Belladonna  when  those  nymptoma 
appear:  The  child  grows  drowsy  and  restless.  The  tongue  is  red  and 
Bometimes  smooth,  a  very  unusual  symptom  in  scarlatina.  The  fauces 
are  dark  red  aud  have  a  peculiar  o&dematous  apparanoe.  The  cervical 
glands  are  enlarged,  and  there  may  be  enlargement  of  the  left  parotid. 
There  may  even  \ye  irajicnding  suppuration  of  the^  parts.  The  cellular 
tissue  al)0Ut  the  neck  is  inHamed|So  that  the  cutaneous  surface  here  has 
a  dark  red  or  bluish  erysijwlatous  hue.  If  the  child  is  delirioua,  the 
delirium  is  always  mild.  The  eruption  docs  not  come  out  fully,  but 
when  it  does  ap})ear,  it  is  of  a  dark  color,  and  is  apt  to  be  miliary. 
Rhus,  you  see,  thus  acts  on  the  vital  forces.  It  depresses  thescnsorium, 
as  shown  by  the  drowsiness  and  mild  delirium.  The  secretions  are 
alteretl,  l)ecoming  acrid.  Not  only  the  cervical  glands,  but  the  glands 
in  all  p:irt.s  of  the  body  may  Ixjcome  enlarged,  and  especially  those  of 
the  axilla.     The  body  is  cmaciat<Hl,  and  the  imtient  grows  weaker. 

Lachegis  and  AUanihm  follow  Rhus  well  in  this  condition,  but  they 
give  an  even  more  adyn^ic  picture.  Ailanthus  is  esiKHMally  indicatetl 
when  the  skin  is  covered  with  a  scanty  dark  bluish  rash.  The  throat 
inside-is  swollen.  The  cellular  tissue  of  the  neck  is  infiltrated.  There 
is  excoriating  nasal  discharge.     The  child  is  drowsy  and  ntupid. 

Arum  iriphyUum  is  similar  to  Ailanthus  lo  that  it  has  the  excoriating 
coryza.  The  corners  of  the  mouth  are  sore,  cracked  and  bleeding. 
The  saliva  even  is  acrid.  The  child  is  irritable  and  restless.  (Sec  loc- 
tare  on  Aracem) 

Belladonna  also  ha?  this  enlargement  and  induration  of  the  axillary 
glands,  but  it  is  not  oflen  thought  of  in  this  condition.  It  is  especially 
useful  for  this  symptom  occurring  in  females  at  the  climaxis. 

In  variola,  you  will  find  Rhus  indicated  when  the  pustules  turn  black 
from  effusion  of  blood  within,  and  when  there  is  diarrluBa  with  dark 
blotnly  8t<K>l8. 

In  ecrema  you  should  compare  witli  Rhus,  Mezfreum^  o^pecially  in 
scrofulous  cases  when  hard,  thick  crusts  form,  and  these  craok  and  oom 
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piously  of  pan.  Itching  is  most  intense  at  iiigbt  when  (he  patient  i!^ 
warfniy  wrappetl  np.  Sometime  pimples  surround  the  main  Bcat  of 
the  iJiswtse. 

JVW  juf/lam  is  one  of  our  very  best  rerae<lies  in  tinea  favowi,  es[>e- 
dally  when  it  ocx*urs  on  the  scalp  and  lieliind  the  ears.  Itching  is 
intense  at  night,  ao  that  the  patient  has  diflficulty  in  sleeping.  Sc^ibs 
appear  on  the  arms  and  in  the  axilla. 

lo  scarlatina,  compare  Ckiicarea  mtrcurum.  The  jwrotid  glands 
become  affected,     l^he  rash  receiles,  leaving  the  face  puffed  and  pale. 

We  next  study  the  action  of  Rhus  on  the  mucous  raerabnines.  It 
produces  a  copious  corywi  with  redness  and  oe<Iema  of  the  throat  It 
is  indicated  in  influenza  with  severe  aching  of  all  the  b«ines,  sneezing 
and  coughing.  The  cough  is  dry  in  character, aiid  is  worse  from  es'en- 
ing  until  midnight  {3fcz<r€Hm  has  the  same  rawlality  with  the  cough), 
and  from  uncovering  the  body.  Ea|>ecially  is  Rhusi  in(licate<l  when  the 
trouble  arises  from  exposure  to  dampness. 

In  diarrhcea  calling  for  Rhus,  the  stools  consist  of  blood  and  slime 
mixed  with  reddish-yellow  mucus.  Thus  you  see  that  it  is  of  a  dysen- 
teric character. 

With  this  character  to  the  stool,  Rhus  is  indicatetl  in  dysentery  when 
Clien;  are  tearing  pains  down  the  thighs  during  defecation. 

In  other  alHlominal  in6ammatIoo9  assuming  a  typhoid  type,  Rhus 
may  J>e  indiwite*!  as  I  have  already  said,  whether  that  affection  be  peri- 
tonitis, enteritis,  typhlitis,  perityphlitis,  or  metritis.  In  diseases  of  the 
puerjieral  state,  Rhus  is  a  capital  remecly  when  the  symptoms  are  of  a 
typhoid  type. 

There  is  a  colic  curable  by  Rhus.  It  may  or  may  not  \\o  of  rheu- 
inatic  origio.  This  colic  ia  relieved  by  bending  double  and  mofiuf/ 
about.  It  thus  differs  from  Colocynth,  which  has  relief  from  bending 
double. 

Now,  the  head  symptoms  of  Rhus.  There  is  a  form  of  vertigo, 
cnmmou  with  old  [)eople,  which  oomes  on  as  soon  as  the  patient  rises 
from  iutitting  posture.  It  is  aaeociated  with  heavy  feelings  in  the  limb^. 
It  is  doabtJoBB  indicative  of  some  senile  changes  in  the  brain.  RIuh 
toz.  10  one  of  tb*  remedies  whicli  can  palliate  this  condition.  Somc- 
timw  they  have  a  swashing  feeling  in  the  brain  when  moving  about. 
In  this  swashing  feeling  in  the  brain,  compare  with  Rhus  the  follow^ 
ing:  (^nchonoL,  Sulphuric  addf  Belladonna^  Spigdiaf  nod  Carbo  ani- 
malu. 

fihna  is  of  value  in  many  affections  of  the  eye.  We  find  it  useful  in 
scrofulous  ophthalmia  when  phlyctenules  form  on  and  about  the  cornea. 
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Most  intense  photophobia  is  present.  The  tyelids,  which  are  also  in- 
volved in  the  inflammatory  process,  are  spasinLMlically  closed.  W  you 
force  the  lids  apart,  there  will  gush  forth  a  yellow  pus.  The  jiains  in 
the  eyes  are  worse  at  night. 

You  may  altro  uae  it  in  conjunctivitis  caused  by  getting  wet  (aldo 
Odd.  ost.). 

Rhus  n^ay  also  be  used  in  iritis  wiien  either  of  rlieiiraatic  or  trau- 
matic origin.  Tlie  iutlaniination  may  extend  to  and  involve  the  choroid, 
and  Btill  Rhus  will  l)e  the  remedy.  Pains  shoot  through  the  eyes  to 
the  back  of  the  htwl,  and  are  worse  at  night.  On  ojiening  the  eyes, 
there  h  a  profuse  flow  of  Uol  tears.  In  some  cases,  the  iuflanimatiou 
may  go  on  to  8U]>pumtion. 

In  glau<x)«na,  Rhus  ha«  sometimes  proved  useful. 

Jn  orbital  cellulitis,  Rhus  is  almost  a  specific  It  should  always 
be  given  in  cases  in  which  the  symptoms  indicate  no  other  remedy. 

It  is  also  one  of  the  best  remedies^  we  have  for  ptoeLs  in  rheumatic 
patients  after  exposure  to  dampness. 

Cau^licum  is  here  the  nearest  concordant  remedy  of  Rhus.,  but  you 
must  also  think  of  Gelsemium,  Sepia,  and  Ka/mia  in  this  symptom.  The 
last-named  remedy  has  sensation  of  stiflTness  in  the  eyelids  and  in  the 
muscles  about  the  eyes, 

A  local  symptom  of  the  face  calling  for  Rhus  in  rheumatic  (MtientH 
is  pain  in  the  maxillary  joints  as  if  the  jaw  would  break.  Every  time 
the  patient  makes  a  chewing  motion  with  the  mouth  the  jaw  cracks. 
Kasy  dislocation  of  the  iufenor  maxilla  calls  for  Rhus.  ItpicUia  and 
Pt'trohmm  are  here  similar. 

In  toothache,  Rhus  may  be  indicated  when  the  pains  are  made  worse 
by  cold  and  relieved  by  warm  applications.  There  is  an  exception  to 
this,  however,  ie.,  m  jumping  t<>othache,  when  (he  pain  is  momentarily 
relieved  by  the  application  of  the  cold  hand.  The  teeth  feel  loose,  or 
as  if  they  were  too  long.     The  gums  are  s«ire  and  feel  as  if  ulcerated. 

In  various  forma  of  paralysis,  Rhus  may  be  indicated  especially  in 
rheumatic  patients  when  the  trouble  has  come  on  from  over-exer^on  or 
exposure  to  wet,  as  from  lying  on  the  damp  ground.  In  the  latter  case, 
the  trouble  probably  finds  its  origin  iu  a  rheumatic  iu^mmation  of  the 
meninges  of  the  cord. 

If,  however,  the  exposure  to  wet  excites  a  myelitis.  Dulcamara  is  the 
reme<ly. 

Rhus  may  also  be  used  in  the  acute  spinal  paralysis  of  infants. 

In  these  different  forms  of  paralysis,  6W^/j«r  holds  a  complementary 
relation  to  Rhus.

The  Dext  order  of  plants  coming  up  for  our  consideration  is  the 
OomposUcB,  a  very  large  order  from  which  we  obtain  quite  a  number  of 
drugs,  namely  Amicaf  Chamomillay  Cina,  Eupatorium  perfoliaium  and 
purpureum,  Artemisia  tmlgaris.  Absinthium,  Millefolium,  Taraxacum, 
and  Calendula,

We  will  now  proceed  to  study  the  first  one  of  these. 

Arnica  Montana. 

Arnica  montana  is  commonly  called  leopard's  bane.  The  tincture  of 
Arnica  montana  should  be  prepiared  from  the  roots  of  the  plant  rather 
than  from  the  powers,  because  the  latter  are  infested'  by  a  little  insect, 
the  bodieB  of  which,  together  with  the  eggs,  considerably  modify  the 
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aotinn  ol"  lliu  pure  drug  and  of  coui-se  add  symptoms  whicli  aru  JorLigii 
to  ibe  genuine  fflfects  of  Arnica.  We  also  find  an  essential  oil  in  the  low- 
ers diOeringfiODiewhat  from  that  found  in  the  roots.  I  hardly  know  why 
the  plant  has  been  called  the  leopard's  Imne,  for  it  is. hardly  poisonous. 
While  there  hav9  l>een  a  few  cases  of  death  resulting  from  its  extrav- 
agant use,  mo6t  of  the  cases  have  been  traced  to  preparations  in  which 
the  flowers  were  uaetl,  so  that  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the  fatal  rasult  waa 
due  to  the  insects.  The  species  which  is  officinal  in  our  materia  medica, 
the  Arnica  moniana,  does  not  grow  iu  this  country,  but  is  indigenous  to 
Europe.  Its  essential  oil  contains  an  imperfectly  known  alkaloid  called 
Arnichif  and  a  starchy  substance  known  as  Inulhi. 

"To  properly  understand  Arnica  as  a  whole,  you  must  know  that  it 
affects  the  bloodvessels.  Exactly  how  it  does  this,  I  can  hardly  tell 
you  a.H  it  is  not  clearly  defined  iri  my  own  raind  ;  but  the  results  I  can 
tell  you.  It  so  afl'ects  the  bloodvessels,  particularly  the  crapiilaries,  that 
dilatation  of  the  smaller  bloodvessels  and  extravasation  of  blood  becomes 
possible.  This  weakeniog  of  tKe  capillary  walls,  which  admits  of  this 
extravasation  of  blood,  explains  the  application  of  Arnica  to  trauma. 
It  also  explains  the  application  of  the  drug  to  tyj)hoid  conditions.  Now 
keep  this  before  your  minds,  that  Arnica  so  altera  tlie  capillaries  that 
blood  may  ooze  through  tJieir  walls,  and  you  will  understand  its  gym|>- 
toms.  There  seems  to  be  a  venous  stasis  producing  an  extravostition  of 
blood.     This  form  of  oozing  cannot  ocx^ur  from  a  healthy  vessel. 

Arnica  is  applicable  to  both  the  acute  and  chronic  eQV<cts  of  injuris. 
The  acute  injuries  for  which  it  ia  useful  are  the  following:  Simple 
bruises  in  which  there  are  well-marked  eccbymoses;  concussions  of  the 
brain  or  spine  or  both.  We  have  no  remedy  which  equals  Arnica  in 
the^e  last-named  cases.  Even  cbmpression  of  the  brain  comes  within  the 
range  of  Arnica,  whether  this  coqjpression  be  the  result  of  a  displaced 
fragment  of  bone  in  cranial  fracture,  or  the  result  of  effasion  of  blooii 
within  the  cranial  cavity.  Arnica  cannot,  of  course,  cure  in  Ihe  former 
of  these  cas^ ;  an  operation  is  demanded  in  order  to  obtain  permanent 
relief.  You  may  use  Arnica  in  injuries  of  the  muscles  from  a  strain  or 
•  from  a  8u<lden  wrench,  as  in  case  of  heavy  lifting,  and  in  hsemorrhagea 
of  mechanical  origin.  Fractures  of  the  bones  may  call  for  the  use  of 
Arnica  both  externally  and  internally  to  relieve  the  swelling  and  tume- 
faction of  the  limb,  and  also  to  relieve  the  twitching  of  muscles,  a  rtfli  v 
symptom  of  the  fracture. 

In  chronic  effects  of  injury,  we  may  use  Arnica  when  diacaacB  which 
may  even  be  entirely  foreign  in  their  appearance  to  the  ordinary  ejrnp* 
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tomatolojiiy  of  tlio  <liug  may  )h-*  traced  to  a  traumatic  origin.  No  matter 
what  that  tliscoiie  may  be,  whether  of  the  brain,  eye'*,  lungs  or  nerves, 
if  injury  is  tJie  exciting  cause,  tlie  administration  of  Arni<-a  is  proper. 

Again,  as  Ai^iica  undoubtetliy  acts  on  the  muscular  tissiue  itself,  we 
may  use  it  for  the  consequences  of  diseases  in  the  muscle,  for  instance 
when  one  has  Ijeen  working  very  laboriously,  and  in  consequence,  the 
whole  body  feels  sore  and  bruised  as  if  pounded  ;  or  again,  when  heavy 
work  may  have  caused  hy|)ertrophy  of  the  heart.  This  last-named  is 
not  strictly  a  disease  but  it  ends  in  disease.  The  heart  is  a  muscle  that 
grows  under  tJie  stimulus  of  exercise  as  much  as  d(xw  the  biceps  of  the 
arm.  As  a  result  of  the  cardiac  hypertrophy,  the  patient  comj»lj\in«  of 
swelling  of  the  hands  on  any  exertion.  The  hand  becomes  redder  than 
i#tural  and  swells  when  the  arm  is  permitted  to  hang  down.  The  pulse 
rou  find  to  \ye  full  and  strong.  When  the  heart  has  rcachcil  this  stage 
of  hy|K!rtrophv,  there  are  local  symptoms  in  addition  to  those  mentiuned. 
The  heart  feels  as  though  tightly  grasped  with  the  hand.  The  whole 
chest  feels  sore  and  bruised  and  he  cannot  bear  his  clothing  to  touch  it. 

This  will  at  once  suggest  to  you  Caciue,  which  has  that  constriction 
about  the  heart.  Cactus,  however,  does  not  have  a  traumatic  origin  for 
its  symptoms. 

The  sensitivenGai«of  the  chest  suggests  Lachcsia ;  but  it  is  a  differ- 
ent symptom  under  Ardica,  which  has  not  that  sensitiveness  of  the 
|>eripherieB  of  the  nerves  as  it  is  under  Lachesis,  but  it  is  a  true  sore> 
oeas  from  fulness  of  the  bloodvessels. 

Other  remedies  to  be  compared  with  Arnica  in  this  hyiwctrophy  of 
tlie  heart  are : 

JihH9  toT.y  e:«i>e<:Mally  if  there  is  a  rheumatic  diathesis. 

Ar»rmrum^  if  it  has  resulted  from  climbing  high  places. 

Brommr  has  also  been  successfully  used  in  this  condition. 

Now  let  me  give  you  the  typhoid  symptoms  of  Arnica,  %vhich  although 
very  different  from  those  just  mentioned,  depend  upon  a  similar  condi- 
tion of  blot>dv^'?els. 

The  chang**  in  the  blo^xivessels  by  the  typhoid  poison,  favor  the  for- 
mation of  ecchymoses  here  and  there  over  the  body.  There  is  also  a 
|)iissive  congestion  of  the  brain.  This  is  shown  by  drowsiness  and 
indifference  to  tho^e  about  him  and  to  his  condition.  The  patient  falls 
aiileep  while  answering  questions  just  as  we  find  in  Baptisia.  With 
these  symptoms,  you  almost  always  find  the  head  hot  and  the  body  not 
'hot.  I  put  it  that  way  for  brief.  The  symptom  in  the  materia  mcdica 
tmA»y  the  hcoid  is  hot  and  tlie  body  cool,  or  at  least  not  hot,  implying 
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that  there  is  a  difference  in  temperjiture  between  the  lioiul  and  the  re^t 
of  the  Ixxly.  That  ayraptom  has  been  so  often  eonfirme<l  lliat  it  is  well 
for  you  to  remember  it.  The  patient  complains  of  a  bruised  feeling 
all  over  the  b<Kly,  so  tiiat  th(j  bed  feei»  too  hard  to  him.  He  is  restless 
and  tosses  about  the  bed  to  find  a  soft  spot  on  which  to  rent ;  and  yet 
the  fault  is  not  with  the  be<I,  it  is  with  himself.  Suggillations  appear 
on  the  back  from  hypostasis.  The  hings  Ijeconie  affected  ;  and  here,  too, 
the  same  character  of  Arnica  shows  itsel  f.  There  is  a  cough  with  expec- 
toration of  mucus  and  blood.  If  the  [ratient  is  still  conscious  enough, 
he  will  complain  of  sore  bruised  feeling  in  the  walls  of  the  chest.  As 
the  case  pntgresses  still  further,  Arnica  may  yet  l>e  called  for,  when  the 
pressure  of  the  blow!  in  the  brain  is  sufficient  to  vavim  apopkvtic  symp- 
toms. The  l»reathing  becomes  heavy  and  even  stertorous.  The  lo\^ 
jaw  droj)S.  Petechia  appear  on  the  skin  and  both  stool  and  uriue  are 
p!isse<l  involuntarily,  the  patient  of  course  being  in  a  stnpor.  These 
are  the  typhoid  symptoms  of  Arnica. 

Now  for  the  muscular  symptoms.  Arnica  develo|is  a  true  myalgia. 
The  pains  occur  in  the  muscles  of  any  part  of  the  body.  They  are  of 
traumatic  origin  or  tJiey  come  from  over-exertion  and  are  aocomfMuiied  by 
this  sore  bruisetl  feeling,  which  is  so  necessary  to  the  choice  of  the  drug. 

In  rheumatism,  you  may  employ  Arnica,  not  for  true  intlammatory 
rheumatism,  but  for  the  local  rheumatism  which  occurs  in  winter  weather 
and  which  geems  to  lie  the  combined  effect  often  of  exposure*to  <lamp- 
ness  and  cold  aud  strain  on  the  muscles  from  over-exertion.  The 
affected  parts  feel  spre  and  bruised.  Any  motion,  of  couree,  aggravates 
this  sensation.  There  are  shjirp  shooting  pains  which  run  down  from 
the  elbow  to  the  forearm  or  which  shoot  through  the  legs  and  feet.  The 
feet  often  swell  and  feel  sore  and  bruised. 

In  qases  of  injuries,  the  drugs  to  be  thought  of  in  connection  with 
Arnica  are  these:  First,  Bhtis  tox.,  which  as  I  have  already  tt)ld  you 
more  than  once,  is  preferable  to  Arnica  when  the  ligaments  of  a  joint, 
rather  tlian  the  soft  parts,  are  involved  id  an  injury.  It  acts  on  the 
fibrous  structures.  Arnica  is  suited  more  to  the  tumefaction  of  the  other 
tissues. 

Caleruiula  is  to  be  thought  of  when  the  injury  causes  a  torn  or  ragged 
wound,  |x»8sibly  with  loss  of  substance.  Calendula  removes  the  inflam- 
matory condition  of  the  part  and  so  permits  of  healthy  gnuiulation. 

Ihj}}erictim  is  to  be  substituted  for  Arnic-a  when  the  nerves  have  beeo 
injured  along  with  the  other  soft  parts.  Nothing  efpjals  Hypericum  in 
cose  of  mashed  6nger.     It  relieves  the  pain  an<l  promotes  healing.     It 
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en  follows  Arnit^  in  (toiicussi?>n  of  the  spine.  Dr.  Lufllara  of  Chicago 
is  very  partial  to  Hypericum  in  this  trouble  with  the  spinul  cord.  He 
has  relieved  some  severe  cases  with  it. 

Another  drug  yet  is  SfaphUagria.  This  is  the  rerne<ly  for  smooth 
clean  cut*,  such  as  are  made  by  tJie  surgeon's  knife,  and  hence  it  is  called 
for  in  symptoms  which  are  traceable  to  surgical  operations.  Even  if 
the  symptoms  which  follow  are  not  apparently  connected  with  the  symp- 
tomatology of  Staphisagria,  you  may  eafjcct,  when  they  arise  from  this 
cause,  to  obtain  relief  by  its  administration. 

Leiium  is  useful  after  Arnica  when  the  latter  remedy  fails  to  relieve 
tlie  soreness.  It  is  also  suited  to  injuries  inflicted  by  pointed  instru- 
ments, therefore  in  punctureil  wounds. 

Symphi/him  oficmaU  is  the  proper  remedy  for  bone  injures.  For 
example,  when  a  blow  on  the  eyes  injures  the  orbital  j)lates  of  the  frontal 
bone.  It  may  also  be  administeretl  in  case  of  irritable  stump  after 
amputation  ;  and  also  for  irritability  of  bone  at  point  of  fracture. 

•  If  the  latter  condition  is  the  result  of  impaired  nutrition,  Colcarea 
phos.  should  be  prescribctl. 

Arni(;a  may  be  used  as  a  preventive  of  pyajmia.  It  is  thought  by 
some  physicians,  that  this  remedy  promotes  the  evacuation  of  })us,  that 
it  promotes  the  apjicarance  of  ^lus  on  the  surface  of  a  sore.  With  the 
object  of  preventing  pyaemia,  some  surgeons  use  Arnica  aftfer  operations, 
applying  it  hx^lly  and  giving  it  internally  at  the  same  time, 

Tfjis  pro{>erty  of  Arnica  to  prevent  pyffimia  lies  at  the  foundation  of 
thestereoiy|Hxl  pmcnec  among  physicians  of  giving  this  drug  to  women 
after  delivery.  It  tends  to  relieve  the  soreness  following  parturition 
and  pnimotes  pro|>er  coutniction  of  the  uterus  and  expulsion  tj^  eoagula 
aixl  of  any  portions  of  the  membranes  that  may  have  been  retained. 

Arnica  has  an  action  on  tlie  skin,  producing  crops  of  boils  all  over 
the  iKidy.  They  Ijegin  with  soreness  and  go  on  to  suppuration,  and  are 
followed  by  another  crop.  It  may  also  be  usetl  in  Ixiils  and  abecesses 
which  have  {mrtially  matured. but  which  instead  of  discharging,  shrivel 
up  by  reason  of  absorption  of  tlie  contained  pus.  Arnica  given  inter- 
nally and  applied  externally  redevelops  the  abscess. 

Further,  in  connection  with  the  action  of  Arnica,  I  would  call  your 
attention  to  the  effects  of  the  drug  on  the  gnstrL»-intestinal  iracL  We 
find  it  indicated  in  dyspepsia,  when,  after  a  meal,  there  is  imiM?nding 
apoplectic  congestion  of  the  brain  with  throbbing  headache  and  drowsi- 
nen;  and  al«o,  when  there  is  some  difficulty  in  the  digestion  of  food  ; 
there  are  foul  !)rcflth,  slimy  yellow  coating  of  (he  tongue,  eructation  of 
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gaa  tanting  like  rotten  eggs,  tympanitic  'dLstCDsion  of  the  abdomen  and 
foul-smqiliug  Btools. 

Arnica  may  be  called  for  in  cliolera  infantum,  diarrhoea,  or  dysen- 
tcry ;  the  stools  have  a  foul  odor  and  are  slimy,  bloo^ly,  and  even  puru- 
lent, and  are  accompanied  by  j^reat  ur^iiijLij  and  Htraininjr  to  stixd.  The 
dy8[x»ptic  symptoms  just  mentionetl  will  Imj  |>resent,  antl  there  are  sharp, 
stitching  paioi*  throu^Ii  the  abdominal  walls.  The  patient  la  thirsty, 
and  yet  he  does  not  know  wIijH  he  wants  to  drink. 

1  Bhonld  like,  in  closing,  to  mention  the  use  of  ArniL*  in  whooping- 
cough.  It  is  indicated  in  children  who  have  a  violent  tickling  cough, 
which  seenifl  to  be  excited  whenever  the  child  l)ecomes  angry.  The 
child  loses  its  breath  when  it  cries.  Before  a  paroxysm  it  begins  to 
cry.  Why?  The  lungs  and  trachea  are  aore.  The  little  sufferer  knows 
what  is  coming  and  dreads  it ;  that  is  the  interpretation  of  the  symptom. 
Th^  expectonition  is  frothy,  slimy,  and  always?  mixed  with  blootl. 

In  compression  of  the  brain  from  apoplectic  extravasation  of  blood, 
Arnica  may  be  uschI  wlien  associated  with  tits  hemiplegia,  there  is  nn 
aching  soreness  all  over  the  body.     Bcd-sorea  form  very  readily. 


Abtemisia  Vulgaris. 

• 

ArtanmO'VulgariSf  another  member  of  the  order  Composita?,  is  a  very 
serviceable  remedy  in  epilepsy,  when  the  attacks  have  been  brought  on 
by  violent  emotions,  and  especially  by  fright;  when  the  attacks  come 
in  c^asely  repeated  seizures,  that  is  to  say,  when  tliere  are  several  con- 
vulsions coming  close  together,  and  then  a  long  interval  of  rest.  The 
paroxysms  are  usually  followed  by  sleep.  Again,  Artemisia  vulgaris 
eeems  to  be  of  some  use  in  that  form  of  epilepsy  known  b^  "  ie  pfiit 
mal."  The  patient  is  walking  in  the  street,  when,  suddenly,  he  8toj>s, 
stares  into  vacancy,  mumbles  a  few  words  |K>ssibly,  regains  a  normal 
condition,  and  then  goes  his  way  totally  unconscious  of  anything  un- 
usual having  elapsed. 

Art<?misia  has,  like  other  meml^ers  of  the  order  (Otwa  more  promi- 
nently than  any  of  the  others),  an  effect  on  the  eye.  We  fiitd  under 
tlie  drug  this  symptom:  "Colored  light  pn^luces  dizzine^;'*  for  ex- 
ample, when  seated  near  a  stained-glass  window  the  patient  becomes 
dizzy.  In  addition  to  this,  it  caus«  a  well-developed  asthenopia  of 
this  kind  :  On  attempting  to  use  the  eyes  tlie  patient  ex|>eriences  pain 
in  them,  together  with  blurring  of  the  vision,  the  latter  symptom  l>eing 
momcnturilv  n<li<'ved  l>y  rubbing  the  eyes.     This  is  r:i>iily  i'X(>luin«il  : 
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tiie  asthenopia  is  due  to  a  muscular  defect  and  error  of  accornm<xlation. 
By  rubbiDg  the  eyes,  the  accommodation  is  temporarily  restored. 


Absinthium. 

Abeinthium,  another  form  of  wormwood,  ia  of  interest  to  you  not 
only  ass.  medicine  but  also  because  you  will  meet  with  cases  of  its  abuse 
in  those  who  indulge  in  it  as  a  drink.  The  first  effect  of  Absinthe  is 
aD  exhilaration  of  the  mind  which  is  of  course  followed  by  damaging 
results,  among  which  is  a  horrible  delirium.  In  this  delirium,  tlie 
patient  is  obliged  to  walk  about.  You  will  note  tiiis  symptom  running 
tiirough  all  the  remedies  of  the  order.  Chamomilla  and  Cina  have 
relief  from  moving  about ;  and  Artemisia  has  desire  to  move  about ; 
and  here  under  Absinthium,  the  patient  walks  about  in  dii-tress,  seeing 
all  florts  of  visions.  The  use  we  may  make  of  Absinthium  is  in  the 
sleeplessness  of  typhoid  fever  when  there  is  congestion  at  the  base  of 
the  brain. 

Millefolium 

18  of  interest  to  you  as  being  a  remedy  in  hemorrhages  from  the  lungs 
or  bowels,  of  mechanical  origin.    The  flow  of  blood  is  usually  bright 

It  18  difltioguished  from  Accniie  by  the  absence  of  anxiety. 

Taraxacum, 

or  the  ordinary  dandelion,  is  a  decided  Fiver  remedy.  If  given  long 
enough,  it  will  produce  a  free  flow  of  bile  from  the  bowels.  The  symp- 
toms to  guide  you  in  its  selection  are  tliese :  The  tongue  is  mapped, 
there  are  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  chilliness  aAer  eating  or  drinking, 
paio  and  soreness  in  the  region  of  the  liver  aud  bilious  diarrhoea.  The 
use  of  this  drug  in  typhoid  fever  was  mentionetl  in  a  recent  lecture. 

EirpATORiTJM  Perpouatum, 

or  the  bone-sot,  is  a  popular  remedy  in  malarial  districts  for  chills 
and  fever.  In  this  disease  it  is  indicated  by  the  following  symptoms : 
The  chill  l>egins  from  seven  to  nine  a-m.  with  thirst.  It  first  apj)eapa 
in  the  Ixick  and  is  accompanied  by  aching  in  the  limbs  as  though  every 
bone  in  the  body  were  being  broken.  This  ia  followed  by  high  fever 
with  increase  of  the  aching,  and  this  by  sweat  whidi  is  said  by  some 
to  be  scanty  and  by  others  profu8(\     In  some  cflfies,  there  is  a  double 
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periodicity ;  the  chill  comes  in  the  morning  of  oile  day'  and  in  the 
evening  of  the  next. 

Eiipatorium  purpureum  has  been  used  for  chill  beginning  in  the  back. 
I  ^o  not  know  of  any  symptoms  distinguishing  it  from  Eupatorium 
perfoliatum.  Tou  may  also  think  of  Eupatorium  perfoliatum  in  in- 
fluenza with  hoar^ness  worse  in  the  morning,  and  cough  with  extreme 
soreness  along  the  trachea  and  even  to  the  finest  ramifications  of  the 
bronchial  tubes.  With  this,  there  will  be  the  ordinary  symptoms,  ach- 
ing all  through  the  body,  etc. 

Artemisia  Abrotanum. 

Artemisia  abrotanum  is  suited  to  suddenly  appearing  cases  of  spinal 
inflammation  and  to  chronic  myelitifC     There  are  sudden  aching  pains 
.  in  the  back  which  are  relieved  by  motion,  and  numbness  and  paralysis. 
It  is  especially  called  for  in  rheumatic  patients. 


LECTURE  XXII. 


CINA  AND  CHAMOMILLA, 


Clna. 

The  rofxliciDul  virtues  of  Ci'na  are  largely  althongh  not  entirely  due 
to  &  poisonous  active  principle  which  it  contains)  that  active  principle 
16  Santonintf  the  central  jwint  of  action  of  which  is  on  the  abdominal 
ganglia,  whence  are  reflected  nervous  impressions  to  all  other  parts  of 
the  body,  but  principally  to  the  brain  and  spine.  .  As  a  result  of  this 
primary  action  on  the  abdominal  ganglia,  we  have  as  reflex  symptoms, 
convulsive  twitchings  and  jerkingsof  the  limbs  and  even  violent  spftsnas, 
these  l^atter  usually  being  of  a  tonic  character.  Strabismus  also  is  proeent. 
Under  the  influence  of  Ciua,  the  face  is  pah*,  and  by  the  way,  it  eoatinuea 
80,  even  if  there  be  fever.  Ipecacuanha  and  Bryonia  also  have  th  is  symp- 
tom partially.  With  the  pale  face  of  Ciua,  there  are  usually  associated 
dark  rings  alx>ut  the  eyes.  The  pupils  are  dilatwl.  The  child  griuda 
its  tec*th  during  sleep.  It  also  picks  or  bores  at  the  nose  with  tiie  linger. 
The  sleep  is  restless  and  attendetl  by  crying  out.  This  is  the  general 
action  of  Ciua.  You  now  know  what  you  may  expect  of  the  drug. 
TaJciug  dicae  symptoms  into  account,  we  are  knl  to  the  use  of  Cina  for 
the  presence  of  worms  in  the  alimentary  imct.  The  most  careful  analysis 
of  clinical  experience  has  demon5trate<l  that  Cina  is  most  powerful  for 
the  elimination  of  threatl-worms.  This  sickly  appcjirance  of  the  face, 
the  blue  rings  al>out  the  eyes,  and  the  grinding  of  tlie  teeth  associated 
with  canine  hunger,  give  a  perfect  picture  for  the  drug.  Cina  so  far 
corrects  the  abdominal  organs  and  so  fhr  tones  up  the  abdominal  ganglia, 
that  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  alintentary  tract  (>gur3  forth  a  normal 
secretion,  so  that  the  worms  no  longer  having  a  proper  pabulum  op 
which  to  subsist,  die  and  are  expelled.     This,  then,  is  the  use  of  Cina. 

In  the  oxyuris,  those  little  worms  which  appear  about  the  anna  and 
get  into  the  rectum,  Cina  is  of  no  avail,  becau^  the  symptome  caused 
by  them  are  not  the  symptoms  of  Clna.  For  these,  we  have  another 
group  of  remedies. 

Aconite  When  the  child  is  feverish  and  cannot  sleep. 

When  the  child  is  simply  much  excited,  you  may  give  l^atla. 

Iruliffo  is  the  best  remedy  when  ciinvulsions  result  from  the  worms. 
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If  all  these  Hiil,  think  of  Qua.sMia. 

Caladium  ftff/uhium  is  the  Ix-st  remedy  when  the  worms,  in  little  girls, 
travel  over  the  perineum  and  get  into  the  vagina.  The  irritation  thpy 
produce,  may  thus  excite  masturbation. 

We  may  also  make  use  of  Cina  in  affections  of  the  eyes,  C8|)ecially  in 
asthenopia  from  defective  accoenmmlation.  When  the  patient  attempts 
to  read,  his  eyes  begin  to  ache,  the  letters  become  blurretl  atnl  a  cloud 
comes  over  the  eye-sight.'  Relief  is  obtiiined"  by  rubbing  the  eye«. 
The  same  condition,  I  have  already  told  you,  is  found  under  Arternufia 
tndgaria, 

A  very  |Hiculiar  effect  on  the  eye  protluced  by*Santonine  is,  that  objects 
look  yellow. 

Cina  beiiig  a  spasmodic  remedy,  we  expect  it  to  be  useful  in  whoop- 
ing-cough, in  which  disease,  it  is  indicated  when  the  i>aroxyflm8  come 
regularly  through  night  or  day  ainl  are  aocorapanieti  by  tonic  oonvui- 
sions.  Just  aAer  a  paroxysm,  a  gurgling  sound  is  heard.  Cina  may 
ateo  1)6  used  in  cough  reflex  from  the  irritation  of  worms. 

As  a  Concomitant  of  all  these  conditions,  we  find  the  temperament 
of  Cina.  It  is  indicated  in  children  who  are  irritabl^i  nervous  and 
peevish.     They  are  obstinate  and  permit  no  one  to  approach  them. 

Cina  seems  to  have  some  effect  on  the  bladder,  producing  wetting  of 
the  bed  at  night.  The  urine  is  white  and  turbid  and  sometimes  has  a 
very  strong  odor. 

Cina  is  not  of\cn  used  in  intermittent  fever,  but  it  is  sometimes  indi- 
cated by  thirst  during  the  chill  and  occasionally  during  the  fever  also. 
Pule  face  is  present  even  during  the  hot  stage.  There  are  al«o  vomiting, 
canine  hunger,  and  clean  tongue. 

Like  many  of  ^he  other  meml)ers  of  the  order  Compositas,  the  Cina 
patient  finds  relief  from  moving  about 

Chamomilla  Matricaria. 

•  The  Chamomilla  of- the  homooopathic  materia  medica  is  the  German 
variety,  the  Chamomilla  matriairia.  The  drug  acts  bost  apparently 
upon  patients  with  a  morbidly  sensitive  nervous  system.  It  is  like 
Coffea,  Jgnatia  and  Belladonna  then,  in  so  far  as  it  lessens  nervous 
excitability. 

Slight  impressions  produce  distress  and  anguish  of  mind ;  pains  often 
result  in  fainting.  Here  it  is  similar  to  TWma»,/fc/x7r  and  I'cmtrum 
ttlfjum.  It  is  esi)ecially  applicable  Uj  these  »>ympt09Js  when  they  appear 
a(W  longKKJUtinued  use  of  narcotics. 
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Id  every  disease  in  which  Chamomilla  is  imlit-ated,  we  notice  this  pe- 
culiar excitability.  The  patient,  whether  it  be  child  or  adult,  a  womau 
in  labor  or  with  toothache,  is  cross  and  excitable.  Unless  this  mental 
state  h  prtjsent,  Chamomilla  will  most  likely  fail  you. 

When  violent  emotions,  as  anger,  aflect  the  viscera,  as,  for  example, 
the  liver  with  jaundice,  you  may  think  of  the  drug  under  considera- 
tion.    In  this  condition  it  stands  related  to  a  few  drugs. 

Staphimjria  is  indicated  in  children  when  colic  follows  a  fit  of  anger. 

Bryonia  has  gastro-enteric  symptoms  after  anger.  Under  this 
Xiemedy,  however,  the  symptoms  are  associated  with  .chilliness,  under 
CSbamoniUla  with  heat;  under  Bryonia  the  face  is  dark  red,  under 
Cbtmomilla  it  is  hot.  The  Bryonia  tongue  is  coatetl  white,  that  t)f 
Chamomilla  yellow. 

Continuing  the  nervous  symptoms  of  Chamomilla,  we  find  the  drug 
useful  for  ins<jninia  of  chiUlreu,  when  they  start  during  sleep  and  the 
muscles  of  the  face  and  hands  twitch.  With  tltese  symptoms  there  is 
apt  to  be  colic ;  the  face  is  red,  especially  one  cheek,  and  the  head  and 
scalp  are  bathed  in  a  hot  sweat.  A  wortl  of  explanation  is  here  neces- 
sAry :  Sometiwres,  during  au  attack  of  fever  in  a  child,  the  cheek  on 
which  it  lies  becomes  red;  now  that  is  not  a  Chamomilla  symptom. 
These  nervous  8ymy>toma  of  Chamomilla  are  generally  reflex  from  tlie 
abdomen.  There  is  very  little  evidence  of  delirium  in  these  cases.  When 
brain  complications  are  present  Chamomilla  oeades  to  be  the  remedy, 
aad  Belladonna  comes  in. 

When,  durirfg  dentition,  Chamomilla  fails,  BelUuionna  is  the  remedy, 
because  it  is  suited  to  a  farther  advanced  state. 

This  same  nervous  state  of  Chamomilla  may  l)e  applied  to  the  use 
of  the  drug  in  rheumatism.  Rheumatic  pains  drive  the  patient  out  of 
bod  and  compel  him  to  walk  about.  He  is  tliirsty,  hot,  and  almost 
beside  himself  with  anguish. 

The  analogous  remedies  here  are  Rhiw,  which  lacks  the  excitement 
of  Chamomilla ;  Ferrum  metaUictim,  which  has  rheumatism  better  from 
moving  about  slowly  ;  Veratnim  album,  whic4i  has  maddening  pains, 
compelling  the  jmtient  to  walk  about.  With  the  latter  remedy  there  is 
not  the  feverishness  and  excitement  which  characteriKC  Chamomilla. 

Chamomilla  also  acts  on  mucous  membranes,  caasing  symptoms  of 

-catarrh.     It  is  indicated  in  the  catarrhs  of  children,  when  the  uoso  is 

"  »U>p{>ed  up,"  and  yet  there  is  a  dropping  of  hot,  watery  mucus  from 

the  tKMtrils ;  there  are  sneezing,  and  inability  to  sleep,  and  with  these 

a  dry  tcaaing  cough,  which  keeps  the  child  awake,  or  may  even  occur 
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chiriii^  ijle<^p ;  or  tlierc  is  rattling  cough,  as  though  the  bronchi  were 
full  of  mucus.  Especially  is  Cliamorailla  useful  in  colds  brought  on 
by  cold  windy  days, 

A'ux  vomica  is  also  indicated  in  catarrhs,  when  there  is  a  "  stopped- 
up"  feeling  in  the  nose,  but  there  is  no  secretiou  whatever. 

Samburu^  is  indicated  in  catarrh,  when  the  child  starts  up  suddenly 
as  if  Huflwiiting. 

SticUi  suits  a  hard,  dry,  barking  cough  ;  the  nose  is  *'  stuffeii  up  " 
and  dry  ;  the  real  condition  is  this,  the  nasal  setTetion  dries  so  rapidfy' 
that  it  cannot  be  discharged. 

Chamomilla  has  a  number  of  gastric  symptoms.  It  is  useful  in  bilious- 
ness  prcxlucfd  by  anger.  We  find  it  al.*o  indicated  in  gastralgia, 
especially  when  the  food  eaten  seems  to  lie  like  a  load  in  the  stomach. 
There  h  distension  of  the'hypx'homlria  ;  the  tongue  is  coated  yellowish- 
while,  and  there  is  a  bitter  taste  in  tlie  mouth  ;  there  are  colicky  pains 
in  the  alxlomen,  which  are  relieved  by  drinking  a  cup  of  coffee. 

Chamomilla-  protbices  a  diarrhoea  with  hot,  yellowish-green  stool 
looking  like  ohopf>ed  eggs,  and  often  mixed  with  bile,  causing  soreness 
at  the  aiuiHi,  and  having  an  odor  of  sulphtirettcd-hydrogeD ;  it  is  es- 
l^ally  worse  towards  evening;  it  is  apt  to  occur  during  dentition. 

Chamomilla  is  here  frequently  followed  by  Sulfthu)\  betvinse  both 
reme<lieH  produce  the  same  stools  with  soreness  of  the  stumach.  If  there 
is  mueh  tenesmus  with  these  symptoms  Mrrcunua  is  the  reme<ly. 

If  the  stool  is  worse  in  the  morning,  and  comes  with  a  gn*«h,  .wc 
ehouUl  think  of  Pvdopht/Ilum. 

Chamomilla  is  an  invaluable  remedy  in  the  lying-iu  rt>om;  it  is* 
indicated  when  lal>t^r  jmins  begin  in  the  back  and  pass  ofl*  down  the 
inner  side  of  the  thighs.  There  is  great  nervous  excitemeiit ;  the  lal»or 
seems  to  be  exceedingly  [rninful ;  after  the  labor  is  over,  the  lix^hiul  How 
seems  to  be  dark  and  too  profuse^  and  the  after-pains  are  violetit  and 
intoleriil)le. 

Chamomilla  way  l>e  used  in  threatening  abortion  caused  by.  anger, 
when  the  pains  are  of  the  character  just  described,  and  there  is  a  flow 
of  dark  blood. 

Vihurmun  is  useful  in  threatening  miscarriage  when  these  pains  come 
ilown  the  lower  part  of  the  alxlomen  and  go  into  the  thighs.  It  will 
stop  the  pains,  even  if  it  cannot  prevent  the  miscarriage 
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Melanthaces.

From  the  Melanthacea  we  obtain  the  following  medicines :  Veratrum 
albuMf  Vemfntm  r/nc/e,  SabmUlJaf  and  Colchicuni.  Of  these  drugs, 
I  may  say  that  I  am  pretty  well  persuaded  that  the  Veratrum  album 
and  Veratnim  viride  are  pretty  well  understood,  and  are,  therefore,  not 
easily  misapplied.  I  am  also  well  persuadeil  that  Colchicuni  iia.s  not 
the  place  in  practice  it  deserves.  True,  it  comes  to  us  from  the  allo- 
pathic school  as  a  remedy  highly  recommended  for  gout.  We  ought 
not,  however,  from  the  exorbitant  use  of  the  drug  by  that  school  to 
go  to  the  opposite  extreme,  and  neglect  it  as  a  remedy  altogetlier. 

COLCHICTJM. 

The  symptoms  of  Colchicuni  I  have  arranged  under  four  headings. 
The  first,  the  nerves,  includes  typhoid  conditions  and  debility.  You 
must  know  that  the  drug  tends  to  produce  great  prostration,  and  from 
this  arises  the  great  danger  in  administering  it  in  large  doses  as  a  rou- 
tine remedy  in  gout  and  rheumatism.  While  the  paroxysms  of  pain 
may  be  relieved  thereby,  there  is  apt  to  be  induced  a  condition  of  de- 
bility which  runs  the  patient  into  other  and  new  dangers.  Let  us  see 
how  we  can  use  this  effect  of  the  drug  under  our  law  of  cure.  We  find 
it  indicated  in  debility,  particularly  in  debility  following  loss  of  sleep; 
for  instance,  when  one  does  not  retire  as  early  as  usual  in  the  evening,  so 
that  he  is  deprived  of  a  portion  of  his  accastomed  sleep  and  he  awakens 
the  next  morning  feeling  tired  and  languid ;  he  can  hardly  drag  one 
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leg  after  the  other ;  tlie  appetite  is  gone;  tliere  are  bad  tas^te  in  ihc 
rnoutli  and  even  naiis^'  The  debility,  then,  start*  from  or  involves 
digestion  aa  a  resolt  of  loss  of  sleep.  You  can  see  how  close  this  comes 
to  the  Nux  vomica  condition.  The  debility,  however,  is  greater  even  than 
that  of  Nux  voraipa.  There  seems,  at  times,  to  be  a  dislike  of  all  foods; 
the  odor  of  food  cooking  makes  the  patient  feel  sick ;  he  becomes  irri- 
table; every  little  external  impression  annoys  him  ;  here  it  is  preciaeljr 
like  Niix  vomica. 

As  another  form  of  debility  or  debilitating  fever,  we  find  Colchicum 
indicated  at  times  in  typhoid  fever.  Now,  the  position  of  Colchicum 
in  t)"phoid  fever  is  Iwtween  Aremicujn  and  Cinchona.  First,  we  find 
that  the  patient's  intellect  is  beclouded.  Although  his  mind  is  befogged, 
he  etill  answers  your  questions  correctly,  showing  you  that  he  is  not  in 
a  complete  stupor.  Unless  questioned  concerning  it,  he  says  nothing 
alKjut  his  ccindition,  which  does  not  st:em  dangerous  to  him.  There  is 
not  that  fearfulness,  that  dread  of  death,  whicli  characterizes  some  otljer 
drugs  indicate<l  in  typhoid  fevers.  The  puj)ils  are  widely  dilated  and 
very  imperfectly  sensitive  to  light.  There  is  a  cold  sweat  on. the  fore- 
head ;  here  you  will  at  once  note  a  resemblance  to.  Verojtntm  album. 
When  the  patient  attempts  to  raise  the  head  from  the  pillow,  it  falls 
back  again  and  the  mouth  opens  wide.  You  tlmssee  how  weak  are  the 
muscles  in  the  Colchicum  case.  The  face  has  a  cadaverous  ap|>earance. 
The  features  are  sharp  and  pointed,  the  nose  looks  as  though  it  had 
been  pinched  or  tightly  squeezed,  and  the  nostrils  are  dry  and  even 
black.  The  tongue  is  heaVy  and  stiff,  and  is  protruded  with  difficulty. 
In  extreme  cases,  it  is  bluish,  particularly  pt  the  base.  Ther*  is  almost 
.complete  loss  of  speech,  and  the  breath  is  cold.  There  are  often  nausea 
and  vomiting,  (he  latter  being  attended  with  considerable  retelling. 
These  symptoms  are  associated  with  restlessness  and  cramps  in  the  leg*. 
Coming  to  the  alxlominal  region,  we  find  the  Ixxly  hot  while  the  extrem- 
ities are  cold.  Tympanites  is  exceedingly  well  marked.  Stools  are 
watery  and  frequent  and  escape  involuntarily.  These  are  the  symptoms 
which  lead  you  to  Colchicum  in  typhoid  states.  They  greatly  resemble 
those  calling  for  Arstmictim  and  Cinchona.  They  resemble  Arsenicum 
in  the  intensity  of  the  debility  and  Cinchona  in4he  tympanitic  condi- 
tion. Colchicum  seems  to  stand  between  the  two,  combining  the  rest- 
lessness and  debility  of  Arsenic  with  the  tympany  of  Cinchona.  You 
will  notice  that  tbe  Colchicum  symptoms  are  principally  alxiominal. 
Some  of  tliem  suggest  Veratrum  album.     You  must  therefore  place 
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this  remedy  in  your  mind,  by  the  side  of  Colchicura  that  you  may  make 
the  twcoasary  distinction  between  the  two, 

Onrbovcgdabilua'm  allied  to  Colehicuni  in  the  coldnGSS  of  the  breath, 
in  the  tympany  and  iii*ihe  great  prostration.  But  Carl)o  veg.  seemfito 
suit  when  there  is  giving  out  of  the  vital  forces.  The  patient  lies  cold 
and  almost  pulseless.  The  pulse  feels  much  like  aslight  ripple  beneath 
the  examining  finger  ;  there  i&  no  decided  pulstition.  The  feet  and  the 
legs  below  the  knees  are  cold,  or  there  may  be  coldness  of  the  knees  and 
feet,  the  parts  between  them  not  being'cold.  Then  the  watery  stool  is 
not  80  chnracteristic  of  Carbo  veg.,  the  discharges  being  either  absent  or 
if  present,  <hirk  brown  and  horribly  offensive. 

Next  we  come  to  the  aMominal  symptoms.  The  tympany  and  the 
diarrhoKwhave  been  mentioned  already.  In  addition  to  these  symptoms 
we  Irnve  others  which  i*trongly  point  to  the  drug  as  a  passible  remedy  in 
cholera.  There  are  nausea  and  vomiting,  the  nausea  seeming  to  be  pro- 
voked by  the  smell  of  food.  Whenever  the  patient  sit3  up,  the  nausea 
and  vomiting  become  worse.  The  matters  vomitetl  are  watery  and 
bilious.  When  dysenteric  symptoms  arc  present,  the  stools  are  frequent, 
watery  and  bloody,  and  contain  shreds  winch  were  formerly  supposed  to 
be  portions  of  the  lining  membrane  of  the  bowel,  but  which  are  now 
known  to'be  a  plastic  formation  from  exudation.  Tenesmus  is  violent 
and  is  followed  by  spasm  of  the  sphinuter  ani.  If  you  have  a  case  of 
dysentery  with  these  symptoms,  Colchicum  will  help  you  out.  If  there 
b  tympany  also,  all  the  more  is  it  indicated,  lieing  then  far  preferable  to 
Cantharis,  3fercuriu8  or  any  other  remedy  in  our  materia  medica. 

The  third  heading  on  the  Ixmrd  is  "  Fibrous  tissues."  This  brings  us 
to  the  consideration  of  Colchicura  in  rheuftiatisra  arml  gout.  Now  Col- 
chicum has  a  special  affinity  for  the  fibrous  tissues.  I  include  under 
this  term,  the  tendons  and  aponeuroses  of  muscles,  ligaments  of  joints 
and  even  the  periosteum.  The  swelling  produced  by  it  is  either  dark 
red  or  pale  in  color  with  no  particular  tendency  to  suppuration,  and  ex- 
tremely sensitive  to  touch,  and  with  a  strong  tendency  to  shift  from 
joint  to  joint.  In  rheumatism  proper,  Colchicum  is  indicated  when  it 
b^ins  in  one  joint  and  travels  thence  to  another,  or  in  one  side  of  the 
body  and  then  tlies  to  the  other.  The  pains  are  worse  in  the  evening. 
The  joint  is  extremely  sensitive  to  tlie  slightest -motion.  The  urine  is 
dark  nxl  and  scanty,  just  such  as  you  would  expect  to  find  in  gout  or 
rheumati>«m.  You  will  find  such  patients  exceedingly  irritable.  Every 
little  external  impression  as  light,  noise  or  strong  odors  annoys  them, 
and  pain  aeemn  to  be  unbearable.    The  only  difference  between  tbeae 
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Bymptomfl  and  those  of  gout  is  that  in  the  latter,  the  great-toe  is  in- 
volved ond  that  the  paroxysms  occur  in  the  night. 

Sometimes  we  have  metastasis  of  rhenraatisra  or  gout  to  the  chest. 
Even  then  Colclucnm  may  be  the  remedy.  In  valvular  hirart  rjisease 
or  pericarditis  following  rheumatism,  it  is  indicated  by  violent  cutting 
and  stinging  pains  in  the  chest,  particularly  about  the  heart,  with  great 
oppression  and  dyspnoea.  There  is  also  the  sensation  as  if  the  chest 
were  being  squeezetl  by  a  tight  ban<lage.  Colchicura  stands  almost 
alone  in  gout  and  rheumatism.  There  are  no  remedies  similar  to  it  in 
action  here. 

Coichicum  is  sometimes  indicated  in  dropsy  with  suppression  of 
urine.  The  dropsy  is  particularly  liable  to  appear  as  hydrothorax. 
What  urine  does  pass,  contains  blood  and  is  almost  as  black  as  ink,  and 
is  loadeil  with  albumen.  Hence  yon  see  that  it  is  indicated  in  dropsy 
dc^>ending  upon  Briglit's  disease.  Here  it  resembles  <pjile  clcwely, 
Lachesis,  which  also  has  this  black  urine. 

It  also  resembles  Terebinthina  which  causes  congestion  of  the  kiilneys 
with  rupture  of  the  fine  capillaries  and  consequent  pouring  out  of  blood 
into  the  {)elvis  of  the  kidneys.  The  urine  contains  tuhe^casts.  It*  is 
smoky  in  appearance  and  has  a  dirty  pinkish  deposit. 

Thus  you  have  seen  when  Coichicum  may  l)e  used  in  rheumatism, 
when  in  typhoid  fever  and  when  in  simple  debility.  The  prostration 
which  I  spoke  of  as  following  the  protracted  use  of  Coichicum  may 
be  utilizer!  in  this- way  ;  when  after  frequent  acute  attanks  of  g<iut,  the 
patient  ^>c<'onles  greatly  weakened.  In  atlcctions  of  the  ht'art,  Colrhicnm 
is  closely  allietl  to  Spiffelia. 

AVhen  Coichicum  has  been  abused,  Spigdia  ia  the  remedy  to  be  used 
as  an  antidote. 

Veratrum  Album. 

Veratrum  album  is  not  a  difficult  remedy  to  understand.  It  has  been 
used  since  the  <liiys  of  Halinemann  for  cholera  Asiatica,  cholera  morbus 
and  other  aUlomiual  atfections.  Its  symptoms  in  this  relation,  are  well 
known,  but  uuless  you  are  careful  yon  will  nq^lect  an  equally  important 
use  of  the  drug,  and  that  is  in  mental  symptoms.  In  |K»isoning  with 
Veratrum,  there  are  very  few  symptoms  referable  to  the  brain.  It 
seems  to  act  prominently  on  the  alHlominal  organs,  acting  probably 
through  the  splanchnic  uervee.  When  these  nerves  are  paralyzwl,  the 
blootlvessels  become  over-charge*!  with  blood  and  pour  forth  their  serum. 
I  n  tliis  r^[ject,  it  is  similar  to  EUiieriuvx.  The  prostration,  the  coldness 
and  the  terrible  sinking  sensation  that  belong  to  Veratrum  all  start  from 
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these ntrve^.  But  Veratrura  may  affect  the  braiu  as  well.  Even  then, 
the  symptoms  are  not  unlikely  to  be  asstx-iateil  with  coldness,  weak- 
wm,  etc. 

We  may  have  Veratrura  album  indicated  in  delirium.  That  you 
shouhl  iioliit}  particularly,  as,  in  this  respect,  it  l)econies  (rlosely  allied 
apparently. to  BdUuhnua,  The  delirium  is  associate*!  with  restlessness, 
with  desire  to  cut  and  tear  the  clothing,  loquacity,  antl  rapid  earnest 
loud  talking  ;  he  strikes  those  alxuit  him  ;  anxiety ;  frightened  at  imagi- 
nary things;  laflciviousnesti ;  low<lne«  in  talk;  he  apringB  out  of  betl 
aixl  rashes  about  the  room  as  if  thereby  to  obtain  relief.  Thua  far  the 
symptomH  are  such  that  you  can  with  difficulty  only,  distinguish  them 
from  th(*se  of  Bclhuionna  and  Stramoniuni.  The  distinction  lies  here: 
Vcratrnm  album  has  coidness  of  (he  mrfiice  of  the  body  wth  cold  tftreat 
on  thr  forrhrad.  Sometimes  the  face  is  red  and  the  lips  are  blue,  and 
there  is  tingling  through  the  limlw. 

Veratrura  album  is  also  suitable  for  women  when  they  seem  to  have 
abnormal  mental  impressions  arising  from  disturliance  in  the  sexual 
'sphere;  in  nymphomania,  for  instance.  The  patient  is  lewd  to  an  ex- 
treme She  nishes  about  the  room  endeavoring  to  kiss  every  one.  These 
attacks  are  esj)ei'ially  prone  to  appear  before  each  menstrual  period. 
She  is  ctms^tantly  framing  lies  of  the  most  outrageous  chanicter. 

Veratrura  is  also  to  be  thought  of  when  after  fright,  there  is  grea^ 
coldness  of  the  body  with  diarrhcea.  Gclsifnium  also  has  diarrhcea  after 
fright.  Under  Veratrum,  it  is  associated  with  coldness  and  prostra- 
tion. 

Now  for  some  of  the  abdominal  symptoms.  Veratrum  album  is  in- 
dicated in  affections  of  the  bowels,  in  cholera  morbus,  cholera  infantum 
Aod  cholera  Asiatica  and  in  intussusception  of  the  bowels.  The  stools 
to  the  diarrhoea  calling  for  Veratrum  are  proftise,  watery  and  greenish, 
oootali  iL'times  little  flakes  that  look  likespinach.     At  time^,  too, 

they  n:  IV  and  are  always  associated  with  sharp  cutting  pains  in 

the  abdomen  and  often  too,  with  cramps  in  the  limbs.  There  is  great 
veakAeM  and  almost  fainting  with  every  eff'ort  at  sttwl.  There  is  very 
little  vomiting.     Cold  sweat  on  the  forehead  is  present. 

In  the  various  choleraic  affections,  Veratrum  is  indicated  by  the  fol- 
lomng  nymptonw:  Vomiting  and  purging  at  the  same  time,  colicky 
pains  through  the  abdomen  with  cramps,  esj)e(.*ialty  in  the  calves  of  the 
kga,  pn»fu."*e  watery  stools,  ricewater  aUwh  as  they  are  called.  The|i 
ire  attended  with  great  prostration  and  cold  sweat  c'S})ecially  on  the  fore- 
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head.     It  is  useleas  to  give  Veratrum  in  choleraic  affections  unliK  there 
b  pain.     The  patient  is  worse  at  night.     Emaciation  is  rapid. 

The  first  remedy  to  consider  here  in  its  relation  with  Veratrum  album 
is  Qjmphor,  Like  the  former  remedy,  it  produces  coldness  and  symp-  ^ 
toms  of  collapse.  Camphor  is  better  suited  to  cholera  when  the  dis- 
charges are  scanty  and  the  nausea  marked.  Sometimes,  the  upper  lip 
will  be  drawn  upwards,  showing  the  teeth,  making  the  nauseous  expres- 
sion of  the  face  more  hideous.  The  entire  bo<]y  is  cold.  The  voice  is 
Bqueaky  or  high-pitched.  ^ 

Jatropha  cui'cas  produces  an  even  closer  picture  of  cholera  than  does 
Veratrum,  It  causes  vomiting  of  ropy  albuminous  matters  with  purg- 
ing. 

PodophyUum  resembles  Veratrum  album  in  that  it  produces  a  perfect 
picture  of  cholera  morbus.  It  is  especially  indicated,  when  the  caae  is 
characterized  by  alienee  of  pain.  Hereiji,  it  is  very  dillerent  from 
Veratrum.  The  attacks  genenjiy  come  on  during  the  summer.  The 
Ptools  are  watery  and  come  out  with  a  gush  and  a  splutter  like  water 
from  a  hydrant.  There  is  marked  loathing  of  food.  The  bowels  are 
more  apt  to  move  after  midnight  and  towards  morning.  The  stixjls  are 
very  liable  to  change  color. 

There  is  a  remedy  which  is  I  think  better  sijite*^  to  the  summer  com- 
plaint of  children  than  is  Veratrum.  I  refer  to  /rwr  versicolor.  It 
produces  marked  inflammatory  symptoms,  with  exooriated  raw  feeling 
at  the  anus.  The  patient  is  worse  at  two  or  three  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. Thereare  nausea  and  sour  and  sometimes  bilious  vomiting.  The 
stools  are  either  watery  or  are  yellowish-green  and  mixed  with  bile  or 
oily  particles. 

PulmiUla  is  called  for  in  an  after-midnight  diarrhoea  caused  by  a  diet 
of  pastry,  etc. ;  or  by  eating  ice-cream  immediately  after  a  meal. 

CroioH  tiglium  comes  in  when  the  movement-*  are  yellowish  or  yel- 
lowish-green, f>ouring  out  with  a  rush  or  splutter,  like  water  from  a 
hydrant.     They  are  provoked  by  every  attempt  to  cat  or  drink. 

Ehiterium  is  the  remedy  for  profuse  watery  Btools  when  they  are  of 
an  olive-green  color. 

I  have  often  found  Veratrum  album  useful  for  cardiac  debility  follow- 
ing acute  diseases,  when  the  heart  muscle  becomes  so  weak  that  the 
pulse  is  thread-like.  The  patidnl  faints  on  moving.  On  lying  down, 
tile  face  is  rod,  on  sittin^up,  it  turns  deathly  palo.  Often  you  will  find 
the  hands  cold  and  clammy. 
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Verathum  Viride. 

augh  the  name  of  this  drug  is  similar  to  that  just  considered, 
you  raust  not  reason  thereby,  that  it  produces  the  same  symptoms. 
Veratrum  viride  produces  congestion  of  the  base  of  the  brain  and  of  the 
apper  portion  of  the  spinal  cord.  It  thus  interferes  with  the  function 
of  the  pneuraogastric  ner\'es.  At  first,  it  seems  to  produce  engorge- 
ment of  the  lungs,  just  such  as  we  witness  in  the  beginning  of  pneu- 
monia. This  is  associated  with  a  hi^h  d^ee  of  arterial  excitement. 
If  these  symptoms  go  on  unchecked,  we  have  dizziness  and  faintuess  on 
attempting  to  sit  up,  nausea,  cold  sweat  and  orthopncea,  and  in  fact  every 
aymptom  of  paralysis  of  the  heart  from  over-exertion  of  that  organ. 
Thus  you  will  see  that  Veratrum  viride  comes  in  as  an  invaluable  remedy 
in  thoec  violent  conations  which  precede  pneumonia.  It  may  even 
al>ort  the  whole  disease. 

Veratrum  viride  also  produces  cesophagitis,  in  which  disease  it  may 
be  indicated  even  when  the  disorder  has  arincD  from  traumatic  causes. 
It  ia  called  for  by  the  difficulty  of  swallowing  and  the  fiery  burning 
]>ains  in  the  oeaophagus. 

In  chorea  it  is  also  indicated,  when,  in  addition  to  the  choreic  twitch- 
ings^  there  is  violent  congestion  of  the  nerve  centres.  Given  in  a  low 
potency,  it  relieves  tlie  congestion  and  therefore  the  nervous  disturb- 
anoeB. 

We  may  even  dei)end  on  Veratrum  virrde  in  puerperal  convulsions. 
The  cerebral  congestion  is  profound.  The  patient  lies  in  a  condition 
like  that  of  apoplexy.  Between  the  convulsions,  she  is  not  conscious 
but  lies  in  a  deep  sleep.  The  face  is  red,  the  eyes  ai^  injected  and'there 
18  violent  convulsive  twitching. 

In  some  caao,  OeUemium  helps  when  there  is  a  dull,  drfjwsy  state  of 
mind. 

Sabadilla. 

Like  Veratrum  album,  S<ibftdilla  is  a  useful  remedy  on  account  of 
its  mental  symptoms.  It  may  be  used  with  success  in  cases  of  imag- 
inary disea-ne.  For  example,  the  patient  imagines  that  she  is  pregnant 
when  she  is  merely  swollen  from  flatus  ;  or,  that  she  has  some  horrible 
throat  disease  which  will  surely  end  fatally. 

Thuja  has  the  symptom,  imagines  herself  double  or  treble,  or  that 
die  is  made  of  glaaa.  and  is  in  constant  fear  of  being  touched  lei^t  she 
be  broken. 

Sabadilla  is  useful  in  influenza.     There  are  violent  spasmodic  sneez- 
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ing  and  lachrjmation  on  going  into  the  open  air;  the  throat  also  is 
affected,  giving  you  a  perfect  picture  of  tonsillitis.  The  difficulty  begins 
on  the  left  side,  jind  extends  to  the  right ;  the  pain  is  worse  on  empty 
swallowing.  Sometimes  there  is  a  sensation  as  of  a  thread  or  string  in 
the  throat,  or  else  a  sense  of  constriction  in  the  throat  as  if  it  was  tied 
by  a  string. 

We  may  also  make  use  of  Sabadilla  in  worms,  when  there  are 
natisea  and  vomiting  associated  with  a  peculiar  colic  as  though  the 
bowels  were  being  whirled  around  like  a  wheel. 


LECTURE  XXIV. 

MENISPERMACE^. 

The  3feni8permac€ce  is  not  a  very  large  order  of  plants,  there  being 
derived  from  it  but  one  remedy  that  we  shall  consider  in  this  course  of 
lectures.  That  remedy  is  the  Cocculus  indicus.  The  name  given  to 
the  order  has  been  derived  from  the  shape  of  the  seeds. 

CoocuLUS  Indic?us. 

Cocculus  indicus  owes  its  properties  to  an  active  principle  called 
PicrUoxinCf  this  term  being  derived  from  two  words  meaning  when 
combined,' "  bitter  poison."  You  will  notice  by  the  schedule  on  the 
board  that  I  have  arranged  the  symptomatology  of  the  remedy  under 
two  heads,  first  the  nerves,  and  secondly,  the  organs  in  general.

Cerebro-spinal.

Now,  whatever  individual  -characteristics  you  may  have  for  a  drug 
in  an  individual  case,  these  characteristics  should  agree  with  the  general 
effects  of  the  drug ;  otherwise,  you  are  making  a  partial  selection.  To 
illustrate :  Under  Belladonna,  you  know  of  the  symptom,  "  sleepy,  but 
cannot  get  to  sleep ;"  that  is  characteristic  of  the  remedy.  But  we  find 
the  same  symptom  under  Cinchona,  Ferrum,  and  Apis.  How  are  you 
to  distinguish  between  them  ?  By  taking  the  general  effect  of  Bella- 
donna as  a  groundwork,  into'which  the  particulars  must  fit. 

Now,  we  shall  find  under  Cocculus  symptoms  tliat  are  under  many 
other  drugs,  but  in  no  other  drug  do  they  hold  the  same  relation  as 
they  do  here.  What,  then,  is  the  general  effect  of  Cocculus  indicus  ? 
This  effect  is  the  well-known  action  of  the  drug  on  the  cerebro-spinal 
system,  it  having  very  little  influence  on  the  nerves  and  the  ganglionic 
system.  How  can  you  find  this  out  ?  Not  very  easily,  I  confess,  but 
yet  this  has  been  done,  by  studying  the  drug  as  a  whole,  by  endeavor- 
ing to  discover,  by  means  of  physiology,  pathology,  or  any  other  science 
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thai  bears  on  the  subject,  on  what  portions  of  the  bo<ly  it  acts,  what 
functions  it  alters,  and  what  tissues  it  changes.  Then  you  liave  a  strong 
basis  on  which  to  build  your  syraptomatohigy. 

Cooculus  acte  on  the  cerebro-spinal  system,  producing  gniat  debility 
of  these  organs ;  the  action  of  the  drug  on  the  brain  itself  I  will 
explain  to  you  when  I  come  to  speak  of  its  use  in  typhoid  fever. 
We  will  now  consider  the  remedy  as  it  affects  the  spinal  cord.  It 
causes  a  paralytic  weakness  of  the  spine,  and  especially  of  its  motor 
nerves  ;  thus  we  find  it  a  certain  or  frequent  remedy  in  paralysis  orig- 
inating in  disease  of  the  spinal  cord.  Especially  is  it  indicattd  in  the 
beginning  of  the  trouble,  whether  it  results  from  functional  or  from 
severe  organic  disease  of  the  cord ;  whether  the  disease  Ihj  spinal  irrita- 
tion from  lose  of  seminal  fluid,  softening  of  the  spinal* conl,  or  loco- 
motor ataxia.  It  is  especially  indicated  in  these  cases  when  the  lumbar 
region  of  the  spine  is  affected ;  there  is  weakneae  in  tlie  small  of  the 
back,  as  if  paralyzed  ;  the  small  of  the  back  gives  out  when  walking. 
There  is  weakness  of  the  legs ;  and  by  legs  I  mean  the  entire  lower 
extremities;  the  knees  give  out  when  walking;  the  soles  of  the  fi'et 
feel  as  if  they  were  asleep ;  the  thighs  ache  as  if  they  had  been  i»ound«l ; 
first  one  hand  then  the  other  goes  to  sleep  ;  sometimes  the  whole  arm 
falls  asleep,  and  the  hand  feels  as  if  swollen.  These  symptoms  lie  at  the 
foundation  of  the  symptomatology  of  the  whole  drug;  they^iU  seem 
to  depend  ujwn  spinal  weakness.  We  find  these  symptonjs  common 
enough  in  women  with  menstrual  difficulties,  when  the  back  gives  out 
in  the  morning,  after  venereal  excesses,  and  also  fmra  h^ss  of  sleep. 

There  is  a  concomitant  symptom  which  you  almost  always  find  asso- 
ciated with  those  just  mentioned,  and  that  is  a  feeling  of  hollowness  in 
some  one  of  the  cavities  of  the  body,  either  in  the  head,  chest,  or  ab- 
domen. It  is  more  than  a  weakness;  it  is  an  absolute  feeling  as  though 
the  parts  were  hollow.     Talking  tires  these  patients  very  much. 

The  debility  of  Cooculus  is  of  spinal  origin.  Especially  is  it  apt  to 
follow  loss  of  sleep;  the  jmtient  cannot  *it  up  tven  one  or  two  hours 
later  than  usual  in  the  evening  without  feeling  languid  and  cxhausteil 
throughout  tJie  entire  day  following. 

Let  me  next  enumerate  the  typhoid  symptoms  of  Cocculus ;  under 
this  heading  I  shall  speak  of  those  of  the  brain.  You  wouM  not  expect 
Cocculus  to  be  indicated  in  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  when  the  changes  in 
or  ulceration  of  Peyer's  patches  were  marko«i,  or  where  there  were  pro- 
fuse diarrhoea,  pneumonia,  and  similar  compliciitiona.  Uut  in  the 
nervous  ty|)e  of  the  fever,  when  the  cerebro-spinal  system  is  bearing 
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the  brnnt  of  the  diaiease,  Cocculus  becomes  one  of  the  remedies  that  will 
help  us  through  the  case.  The  symptoms  indicating  it  are  the  following: 
The  patient  complains  of  great  vertigo,  and  this  is  made  worse  when 
sitting,  or  when  attempting  to  change  from  a  reclining  to  a  sitting  pos- 
ture. It  is  often  associated  with  nausea,  inclination  to  vomit,  and  even 
fainting.  Bryonia  also  has  tJiis  symptom.  So  far  as  th»  s>'roptom 
itself  is  concerned,  there  is  no  difference  between  Bryonia  and  Cocculus, 
yet,  if  yoo  examine  the  case  thoroughly,  you  will  6nd  that  in  Cocculus 
it  is  weakness  of  the  cerebro-spinal  nerves  that  gives  origin  to  tho 
tjmptom.  There  is  great  confusion  of  the  mind  ;  a  sort  of  bewildcrctl. 
heavy  state  might  better  explain  what  I  mean.  It  require?*  a  great 
effort  to  speak  plainly.  In  some  cases  they  cannot  find  the  words  they 
vish,  to  convey  their  meaning.  Generally,  such  patients  lie  quietly 
wrapped  in  thought ;  the  eyelids  are  heavy,  as  though  they  could  hardly 
be  lifted.  Here  is  a  symptom  reminding  you  of  Gelsemium.  If  the 
pstieot  is  still  conscious  enough  to  describe  to  you  bis  condition,  he 
will  complain  of  a  feeling  of  tightness  of  the  brain,  as  though  every 
nerve  io  the  head  were  being  drawn  up  tightly.  At  other  times,  he 
has  this  empty,  hollow,  vacant  feeling  in  the  head.  Any  attempt  to 
move  the  patient  produces  faintness  or  even  fainting  away.  The  tongue 
b  usually  coated  white  or  yellow;  there  is  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth. 
The  abdomen  is  greatly  distended  and  tympanitic ;  this  tympanites 
under  Cixk-oIus  is  not  the  same  as  under  G'ncAona,  Carbo  vtg,,  Colchi- 
cum,  Sulphur f  or  even  Lycopodium. 

There  are  several  origins  of  tympanites.  It  may  come  from  the 
bloodvessels,  from  the  air  swallo^^'cd  with  the  food,  from  changes  in  the 
f<x)d  itself,  and  also  from  its  retention.  The  latter  condition  is  the  cause 
of  the  tympany  under  Cocculus  indicus.  It  is  not  to  be  tliought  of  as 
a  remeiiy  when  flatus  results  from  decomposition  of  food.  That  calls 
for  Carbo  tr/;.  Cocculus  has  considerable  oppression  of  the  lungs,  this 
being  of  nervous  origin.  It  is  usually  referred  by  the  patient  to  the 
walls  of  the  chest.  The  patients  are  sleepless,  or  at  least  business 
'  tboiighta  crowd  on  the  mind  and  keep  them  in  a  half- waking  state,  here 
again  resembling  Bryonia,  These  arc  the  symptoms  whiih  had  you 
to  Cocculus  indicus  in  typhoid  states. 

The  next  division  for  consideration  is  **  Spasms."  CoccuiiLa  indiciiM 
18  oseful  in  s|)asmodic  affeciions  when  the  patient  is  greatly  debilitateil 
as  to  the  ccrebro-spioal  nervous  system.  Irritable  ^eakneirs  is  the  con- 
dition which  gives  rise  to  the  spasms,  for  which  Cocculus  is  the  remedy. 
It  is  especially  useful  when  spasmodic  symptoms  ensue  as  a  result  of 
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prolonged  Io«w  of  sleep.  This  condition  we  meet  with  more  frequently 
ID  women  than  we  do  with  men.  The  former  are  also  more  i>uhjeot  to 
spinal  weakne--^.  You  may  al^o  use  Cocculus  for  spasms  after  suppressed 
nicnMc^s.  The  even  are  usually  cloeed  during  these  convulsions,  and 
there  is  rapid  o8oillation  of  the  eyeballs  lieneath  the  close<l  lids.  But 
the  woman  must  be  of  a  weak,  nervous  teiuperament,  or  C*>ccuhw  isde- 
creasingly  indicated. 

Under  the  heading  "  Organs  "  we  Htill  have  a  word  to  my  about  Coc- 
culus. First,  a*i  to  the  headache.  Some  years  ago  there  was  an  epidemic 
of  spotted  fever  in  this  city.  During  that  epidemic  many  chtldreD 
died,  especially  in  its  earlier  days.  After  a  wl»ile  there  was  discovered 
a  symptom  characteriHtic  of  the  epidemic,  and  that  was  intense  headache 
io  the  oa-ipital  region,  in  the  lower  part  of  the  back  of  the  head,  and  in 
the  na{>e  of  the  neck.  The  intense  headache  was  manifested  in  various 
ways.  Chililren  in  a  stupor  wt)uld  manifest  it  by  turning  the  head 
back,  so  as  to  relieve  the  tension  on  the  membranes  of  the  brain ;  others, 
who  were  conscious,  would  put  their  hands  to  the  back  of  the  head ; 
while  still  others  c(jmplaine<l  of  pain  in  the  back  of  the  head,  as  if  the 
part  were  alternately  opening  and  closing.  That  symptom  was  under 
Cowulus.  There  were  very  few  fatal  tustss  after  Cocculus  was  used. 
Ow'ipital  headaches  are  hard  to  cui-e.  Cocculus  is  a  good  remedy. 
Gchrmium  is  another.  In  the  latter  there  is  passive  arterial  tvngestion, 
by  which  I  mean  that  the  arterial  bloml  flows  freely  to  a  part,  the  pulse 
being  full  and  round,  and  not  hard  and  tense,  as  under  Bclladoima  or 
Aconik.     There  is  often  thick  speech,  too,  with  Gelsemium. 

Still  another  remedy  for  occipital  headache  is  the  Jn^lam  oaihariioaf 
sometimes  called  Juz/Uins  cinerea,  or  the  butternut.  This  I  oonsider  to 
be  the  best  remedy  for  sharp  pains  in  the  occi[>ital  region. 

We  have  already  anticipate<l  some  of  the  symptoms  of  Cocculus  per- 
taining to  the  female  genital  organs.  Still  there  are  others.  The 
menses  are  either  profuse,  and  coming  too  often  and  witli  a  gush,  and 
very  debilitating,  or  they  are  tardy  in  their  api>earance, and  the  patient 
suflers  each  month  from  what  has  bei'U  termed  menstrual  colic.  We 
have  a  little  group  of  remedies,  of  which  C<x'culus  is  one,  fi»r  this  con- 
dition. The  others  are  PulsafiUa  and  Chamomiila,  First  let  me  de- 
ecrilx*  the  e-yraptoms  of  Cocculus.  This  remedy  is  indicated  by  a  colie, 
in  which  the  {>ain  is  as  if  there  were  sharp  stones  rubbing  agaiubt  each 
other  in  the  alxlonten.  There  is  very  often  with  this  colic  exoessive 
distension  of  the  abdomen  from  accumulation  of  flatus.  The  colic  ia 
especially  liable  to  c<^me  on  at  night  and  awaken  the  patient.     It  is  re- 
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lieved  by  belching,  but  returns  again  from  the  re-accumulation  of  flatus. 
The  patient  is,  of  course,  irritable. 

Under  Chamomilla  the  menstrual  flow  is  very  dark.  The  mental 
symptoms  described^  to  you  in  my  lecture  on  that  drug  are  necessarily 
present. 

PuhcdiUa  has  scanty  menstrual  flow,  coming  by  fits  and  starts,  grip- 
ing pains  doubling  the  patient  up;  but  the  disposition  is  mild  and 
tearful. 

Cyclamen  is  similar  to  Pulsatilla.  It  has  chilliness  with  the  pains  ; 
crying,  tearful  mood ;  dyspepsia,  made  worse  by  eating  fat  food  and 
pastry ;  scanty  menses ;  menstrual  colic.  But  we  make  the  distinction 
here :  Cyclamen  does  not  have  relief  in  the  cool  air  or  in  a  cool  room, 
and  in  many  cases  Cyclamen  has  thirst.  The  re^mblance  between  Coo- 
cuius  and  Cyclamen  is  that  both  remedies  suit  a  depressed  condition  of 
the  cerebro-spinal  nervous  system.  Those  of  Cyclamen  are  these :  The 
patient  feels  dizzy ;  b  weak  from  any  motion  ;  is  highly  anaemic ;  and 
usually  worse  when  sitting  up.  These  symptoms  are  usually  associated 
with  dimness  of  vision.  We  also  find  under  Cyclamen  this  flatulent 
colic,  arising  of  wind  in  the  bowels,  coming  on  at  night,  and  only  re- 
lieved by  getting  up  and  walking  about.  Compare  also,  in  menstrual 
colic,  Ignaiia  and  Nux  vomica. 


LECTURE  XXV. 


PAPAVBRACB^. 


We  now  proceed  to  study  the  Papaveracecc,  an  order  of  plants  from 
whioh  we  obtain  Opium,  Sanguinaria  Canadensis,  and  Chclidonium 
majus.  As  an  order,  they  act  on  the  circulation  of  the  blood,  tending 
to  produce  narcosis  of  a  greater  or  leas  degree  by  exciting  a  fulneas  of 
the  bloodVefisels  of  the  brain.  The  effect  thus  produced  on  the  sen- 
Borium  ranges  all  the  way  from  sleepiness  to  stupor.  Thifl,  you  know, 
is  eminently  true  of  Opium,  and,  to  a  less  degree,  of  Sanguinaria  and 
Chelidouium.    We  will  now  take  up  the  study  of  these  drugs  aeriatim. 

Opium- 

Brain.     Emotions, 
Spasms.     Paralysis. 
Marasmus. 
Opium,  i   Constipation.     Bladdfr, 
Sleep. 
ChetA.    Lungs.    Heart. 
Defective  reaction. 

Opium  is  obtained,  as  you  probably  know,  from  the  unripe  capsules 
of  the  poppy  plant,  Papaver  sotnniferum.  The  unripe  capsules  are 
usually  employed  in  its  manufacture,  because  they  give  the  most  soporific 
effect  In  some  reapects,  Opium  is  the  most  remarkable  drug  in  our 
materia  medica.  You  know  that  many  drugs  owe  their  medicinal  ac- 
tion to  the  active  principles  which  they  contain.  Thus,  Belladonna 
owes  its  action  to  Atropine,  Stramonium  its  to  Solanine,  Nux  vomica  its 
to  Strychnine,  etc.,  but  Opium  seems  to  contain  an  endless  number  of 
these,  and  yet  each  succeeding  year  seems  to  add  to  the  list.  Let  me 
enumerate  tiiem — they  are  as  follows :

These  various  alkaloids  are  derived  from  Opium,  by  more  or  leas 
complicated  processes.  They  all  have  more  or  leas  narcotic  properties 
akin  to  those  of  Opium  itself.  The  action  of  some  of  these  alkaloids  is 
well-known,  while  of  the  action  of  others  we  are  as  yet  ignorant*. 

Morphia  (used  principally  in  the  form  of  the  sulphate)  is  probably 
the  Ix-st  understood  of  thc?e.  It  is  largely  used  by  old-school  physicians 
in  hypotlermic  medioiition  for  the  relief  of  pain.  But  we  may  make  use 
of  it  aj(  a  homoeopathic  remedy.  In  such  violent  diseases  as  cancer  Mor- 
phia has  been  successfully  given  for  one  of  its  secondary  symptoras, 
extreme  susceptibility  to  pain;  pains  are  so  \nolent  as  to  threaten  con- 
vulsions, or  cause  twiU^hing  and  jerking  of  the  limbs.  Under  these 
circumstances  Morphia  is  a  horoceopathic  remedy.  It  does  not  cure,  but 
relieves  the  paius,  not  as  an  opiate  by  stupefying  the  patient,  but  accord- 
ing to  the  law  of  homceopathy. 

Morphia  lias  the  property  of  producing  tympany.  This  is  a  very 
important  fact  f<ir  you  to  bear  in  mind,  a.^  you  ma^find  it  necessary  to 
diflerentiate  incipient  peritonitis  from  Morphia  effects. 

Codeine f  another  of  these  alkaloids,  is  a  useful  drug  in  the  treatment 
of  phthisis.  It  is  indicated  in  that  dry,  teasing  cough  which  annoys 
the  patient  night  and  day. 

Furthermore  Codeine  has  caused  and  curetl  twitching  of  the  muscles, 
«ipecially  of  the  eyelids.  This  is  a  very  annoying  8)'mptom ;  it  issome- 
titnes  relieved  by  Oociw. 

Apomorphia  causes  and  cures  vomiting.  Now  this  vomiting  is  not 
of  the  kind  for  which  you  give  IptmCf  Taiiar  emetic^  Lobelia,  etc  It 
18  a  reflex  vomiting  usually  from  the  bniin.  Afxiraorphia  protluc€S 
vomiting  if  injected  hypoderrairnily,  lung  before  it  can  have  any  local 
action  on  the  stomach.  You  may  utilize  this  effect  of  the  drug  in 
vomiting  of  cerebral  origin,  and  also  in  that  annoying  disease  from 
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which  many  p<>opk'  aufTer,  and  fur  which  tliey  ^ot  little  sympathy,  ftea- 
sickuoss.  In  these  ca-sow  of  cerebral  vomiting  you  may  aUo  think  of 
BeUadonnay  Glonoin^  and  lihtustox. 

There  are  eeveral  otherH  of  thtse  alkah»ids  of  which  we  have  Bome 
provings,  but  nothing  that  has  been  definitely  described.  There  are, 
also,  numerous  preparations  made  from  Opium  ;  tJiese  are  largely  used 
in  allopathic  practic;  we  have  nothing,  however,  to  do  with  them, 
except  to  undo  the  mischief  they  pro<luce.  The  various  preparations 
of  Opium  enter  into  the  composition  of  cough-mixtures  and  8<j<jthing- 
6}TUps,  nsed  largely  iu  popular  practice.  Their  effects  are  dccidcnlly 
pernicious,  esjie^Mally  in  children.  A  prominent  old-sclio<il  authority 
says  tliat  tJie  use  of  soothing-syrup  for  children  is  deciilcdly  reprehcn- 
fiible.  •  It  stunts  their  growth,  makes  them  irritable  and  cross,  and  in- 
terferes sadly  with  the  brain  development.  .  iV'wjt:  romica  is  one  of  the 
antidVjles  in  ctuscs  of  injury  from  auiHlyne  preparulions.  Still  U'ller, 
perhajis,  as  an  antidote,  is  CfuinwinUla^  which  is  suited  when  opiates 
have  been  given  for  some  lime,  and  have  produced  their  stH»undary 
efiecLs;  the  little  one  is  wakeful ;  sliglit  |»ains  are  unlN-arable.  When 
ibis  condition  Is  present,  Chamomilla  is  your  remedy,  witetlier  the  pa- 
tient be  child  or  adult. 

No  drug  is  more  fi*eely  abused  by  botli  allopath  and  homceoixith  (!) 
tlian  is  the  one  we  are  studying  to-day.  I  would  that  1  liarl  both  op|>or- 
tunity  and  ability  to  convince  the  practitioner  ot  the  oltl  schc»ol  of  mwli- 
cine  of  the  alteunlity  of  his  indiscriminate  use  of  opiates,  and  I  a>uld 
ho|X5  still  more  earnestly  to  dissuade  homoeopathicians  from  hiding  their 
ignorance  under  the  ancxlyne  effects  of  an  ocxatuionally  interpolated  d(*e 
of  mor|ihine  or  lamlanura.  The  one  class  ignorant  of  any  other  means 
of  assuaging  pains,  and  the  other  class  too  lazy  to  study  their  canes,  geek 
relief  for  their  patients  in  anodynes.  Call  them  to  task  for  their  un- 
scientific practice  and  they  meet  you  with  the  remark,  '*  My  duty  is  to 
relieve  tlie  sick."  Let  me  rejoin,  **  At  any  cost?  Must  you  do  what  you 
know  to  be  wrong?"  "No,  but  how  do  you  make  it  out  wrong?" 
Let  me  n*ply  by  a  brief  resume  of  the  mmhis  oprramli  of  Oj»inm,  and 
then  if  this  question  is  not  answered  1  make  no  further  objectious  to 
anodynes. 

In  small  doses,  Opium  has  primarily  a  transient  exhilarating  effecL 
It  seems,  however,  to  affect  tl>e  emotional  more  than  the  intellectual 
sphere.  The  mind  feels  as  if  floating  in  the  air,  unincumbereil  by  the 
laws  of  space  and  gravity.  The  imagination  has  full  play.  If  now 
the  dose  is  increased,  either  in  «iuantity  or  by  frecjueut  repetition,  tiiere 
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toifnwfi  ft  »I*»epy  Btftte,  This  sletj)  varies  nil  the  way  fVom  a  i>leasant 
feeh'ng  of  easy  drowsiness  to  the  most  profound  stupor.  This  narcotic 
and  anodyne  efieet  of  Opium  is  the  result  of  the  increasetl  circulation 
nf  hlo<3<l  in  the  l»rain.  This  it  does,  not  only  hy  increasinj^  tfie  amount 
of  blo4Ml  supplied  to  tlie  brain  but  also  hy  interfering  with  its  return 
to  tlie -heart.  Let  me  dij^ress  for  a  few  moments  and  speak  of  the 
physiological  explanation  of  sleep.  Hammond  has  fliiowu  that  during 
this  state,  the  fpiantity  of  bhxxl  circulating  in  the  cranial  cavity  is  greatly 
diminished.  If  you  give  Opium  to  pwKlucc  sleep,  what  do  you  do? 
Do  you  pnxluce  an  anwrnia  of  the  brain  ?  No,  juf^t  the  reverse.  I  ask 
you  then  is  the  administration  of  opiates  for  their  anodyne  effect?  at  all 
rational? 

Returning  to  the  effects  of  Opium,  the  face  becomes  deep  red  and 
swollen  from  the  distension  of  the  bloodvessels.  The  more  profound  tho 
stujwr,  the  darker  ret!  is  the  face.  It  may  even  l>ecome  of  a  brownish 
hnc.  The  pupils  become  contracted.  The  pulse  is  full  and  slow. 
Respiration  is  deep  and  as  the  stupor  grows  in  intensity,  it  Ixx-omes 
heavier  and  finally  stertorous.  What  is  the  meaning  of  this  stertor  ?  It 
means  that  as  the  poisonous  effects  of  Opium  incRUse,  a  paretic  and 
finally  a  paralytic  condition  of  tJie  muscles  of  the  uvula  and  cheeks 
appears.  These  parts,  thus  l>eing  thoroughly  relaxed,  flap  Ijock  and 
forth  with  each  respiration.  The  pulse  is  full,  njund  and  sl^J^V',  showing 
you  that  the  heart  is  acting  with  the  full  volume  of  blood  but  not  with 
its  usual  siH-ed.  As  the  csise  gtns  on  hour  after  hour,  you  Bmt  a  picture 
of  complete  |>aralysis  developed.  The  practi(^l  application  of  this  I 
will  give  you  when  speaking  of  typhoid  fever.  The  sphincters  lose 
their  control  so  tfiat  there  is  iuvohintary  escape  of  urine  and  fsoes. 
The  lower  jaw  drops  and  finally  death  ensuep. 

In  these  fatal  cases,  autopsies  show  the  cerebral  convolutions  to  be 
HiHtlM,  the  vessels  of  the  cerebro-spinal  axis  engorged  with  bloo<l,  and 
iflttrtdn  of  serum  beneath  the  arachnoid  and  in  the  ventricles  of  the 

bmin. 

Tljese  are  tho  symptoms  of  acute  Opium  p^jisoning. 

Now  these  phenomena  depend  u|m>ii  the  action  of  Opium  on  the  nerves. 
From  irritation  comes  the  first  brief  excitation.  From  the  subsequent 
paralyzing  action  c«^tme  the  drowsiness,  musiuilar  relaxation  and  coma. 
From  the  beginning,  the  cerebral  veasels  are  surcharged  with  bhxxl  and 
this  gradual  ly  increases  until  sopor  ensues.  Now,  gentlemen,  let  me  ask, 
is  it  rational  practice  to  assuage  pain  with  a  substance  which  paralyses 
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aDcl  SO  relieves  by  taking  away  not  the  disease  BUT  the  ABILITY  TO  FEEL, 

THE  OfJNSC^IOUSNE&S  OF  SUFFERING  ? 

What  are  the  effects  produced  by  the  hal/itual  iLse  of  the  drug  ?  The 
first  rffect  is  one  that  I  have  already  described  to  you,  one  of  dreamy 
imaginative  activity  of  the  emotioual  mind.  Later,  as  the  use  of  tlie 
drug  is  continued  every  tissue  of  the  body  becomes  affected.  The  skin 
grows  dry  and  salh)W  and  hangs  in  foldii ;  the  limbe  emaciate  ;  and  the 
intellect  becomes  dulled. 

The  best  antidote  to  Opium  is  strong  black  coffee  given  repeatedly 
until  there  is  aome  sign  of  reaction.  In  addition  to  that  you  should 
use  electricity.  You  should  also  remove  any  of  the  poison  that  may  l>e 
ID  the  stomach  by  means  of  an  emetic  or  the  stomach-pump,  and  you 
should  force  the  patient  to  walk  about  to  prevent  stupor. 

Opium  haa  been  so  for  dt^s^oribed  that  you  can  readily  see  in  what 
clashes  of  disease  it  is  indirtited. 

You  see  the  picture  of  Opium  in  typhoid  fever  with  pnjfound  cere- 
bral congestion  resulting  in  paralysis  of  the  brain,  dropping  of  the 
lower  jaw  and  stertorous  breathing.  Often  when  Opium  is  called  for 
in  this  disease,  tlie  body  is  bathed  in  a  hot  sweat.  This  sweat  is  not 
critical.  It  is  of  bad  omen.  It  is  a  symptom  of  approaching  death  in 
that  it  is  a  result  of  paralysis  -of  the  sweat  glandiv  This  Hymj)ii>m  U 
also  found  under  Slravionium. 

In  typhoid  fever  with  threatening  paralysis  of  the  brain,  you  should 
remember'  LdchmiHy  the  Hym|>tom9  of  uhich  I  described  to  you  when 
lecturing  on  that  drug ;  aim  Hijomyamus  vvhjch  has  the  stertorous  breatli- 
ing,  but  there  are  differences  as  you  will  learn  in  a  future  lecture. 

Id  one  case  where  a  profound  coma  failed  to  yield  to  Opium,  Ajfrn 
restored  the  patient. 

Opium  must  be  considered  in  the  treatment  of  apoplexy.  It  is  quite 
natural  to  suppose  that  a  reme<]y  producing  such  fulness  of  the'cere- 
bral  bloodvessels,  might  readily  in  {>erBous  predisposed  cause  their  rup- 
ture and  the  consequent  symptoms  of  extravasation  of  blood  into  the 
cerebral  tul)»^tanoe. 

Opium  ih  to  be  thought  of  by  the  color  of  the  face,  by  the  stertorous 
breatbing,  and  by  tetanic  rigidity  of  the  body.  Especially  is  it  indicated 
in  the  apoplexy  of  drunkards. 

Opium  follows  Belladonna  in  apoplexy. 

In  a{>oplexy  occurriug  in  drunkards,  you  should  als<3  think  of  BaryUi 
oarb.  and  Lachcm. 
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Aniu^  suits  in  apoplexy  when  the  pulse  is  full  and  strong,  the 
paralysis  is  worse  on  the  left  side  and  there  is  stertorous  breathing. 

Apis  is  called  for  when  the  coma  fails  to  yield  to  Opium. 

For  apoplexy  with  convulsions,  think  of  BeUadofma,  HyoscyamuB, 
LacfiesiSf  and  Opium. 

For  apoplexy  followed  by  paralysis,  Amuxit  Belladonna^  Lachena, 
Nttx  vomica  and  Rhus. 

When  followed  by  idiocy,  Hellehorus. 

Opium  is  useful  in  mania  a  potu  or  delirium  tremens.  Especially 
is  it  indicated  in  "  old  sinners,**  in  those  whose  long  lives  of  excess  have 
thoroughly  destroyed  their  constitutions;  in  those  who  have  had  the 
disease  time  after  time.  It  takes  but  a  small  quantity  of  liquor  to  throw 
them  again  into  the  delirium.  The  face  wears  a  constant  expression  of 
fright  or  terror.  They  have  visions  of  animals  springing  up  from  various 
parts  of  the  room.  If  they  succeed  in  obtaining  sleep,  it  is  of  the  ster- 
torous character  already  referred  to. 

There  are  several  remedies  which,  if  given  so<in  enough,  will  enable 
you  to  carry  your  {witients  with  delirium  tremens  safely  through  the 
attack.  I  have  already  mentioned  Opium  ;  another  is  Lacheais,  espe- 
cially is  this  indicated  when  the  patients  have  visions  of  snakes  and 
other  hideous  objects,  sensation  in  the  throat  as  if  choking,  and  spring- 
ing out  of  sleep  suddenly  as  if  from  a  dream. 

Another  remedy  is  Sfravumiumj  to  which  you  will  be  guided  by  the 
violence  of  tlic  symptoms.  The  patient  starts  up  from  sleep  in  perfect 
horror,  with  visions  of  animals  coming  towards  him  from  every  comer 
of  the  room ;  he  makes  efforts  to  escape ;  his  face  is  bright  red. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Oamiabis  indica,  or  the  hashisch.  This  is 
one  of  tlje  best.  It  has  thus  far  been  given  only  in  low  potency.  The 
symptoms  which  seem  to  characterize  it  are,  errors  of  perception  as  to 
space,  and  as  to  time. 

In  other  cases,  we  have  to  nse  Arsenic  when  there  is  fear  of  death 
and  the  patient  will  not  i)ermit  himself  to  be  left  alone. 

A  remedy  often  forgotten,  but  useful,  nevertheless,  is  Caiearea  outre' 
arum.  The  minute  tlie  {mtient  closes  his  eyes  he  sees  visions  compelling 
him  to  open  them  again  in  affright. 

You  may  use  Opium  in  cholera  infantum  when  the  face  is  red  or 
pale,  and  is  at<80ciate<l  with  fatally  advancing  stupor;  the  pupils  react 
aitfaer  not  at  all  to  light  or  else  very  sluggishly.  The  disease  seems  to 
iMgin  by  involving  the  brain;  as  yet  there  is  neither  diarrhcea  nor  vom- 
iliaig ;  the  child  appears  as  if  it  had  been  drugged.    Opium  adminis-

tered  in  a  case  like  this  will  restore  the  patient  to  conBcioiiflncas.  Diar- 
rhcca  sets  in,  and  the  disease  proceeds  naturally  to  recovery.  This 
remedy  may  also  be  given  when  there  is  lack  of  vitality  and  the  well- 
selectc-d  remedy  refuses  to  act.  The  iMitlcnt  is  either  shiggiish  or  drowsy. 
It  is  just  as  useful  in  these  cases  as  Carlo  vcy.^  Sulphur ^  Valtritm,  Am- 
hra  grUca^  Pifonnum,  or  any  of  the  other  drugs  fallwl  for  in  defective 
reaction.  In  still  other  cases  of  cholera  infantum,  Opium  is  indicated 
when,  after  the  diarrhcea  has  lasted  awhile,  stupor  sets  in. 

There  is  a  remedy  which  I  wish  to  give  you  here,  but  with  some 
caution,  because  it  is  what  has  been  termed  a  breech-presentation,  that 
is,  it  was  used  clinically  before  provings  of  it  were  made.  That 
remedy  is  Ferrum  phos.  It  is  calletl  for  in  cholera  infantum  when  the 
discharges  from  the  bowels  are  frequent ;  within  twenty-four  hours  tlie 
child  is  greatly  reduced,  and  falls  into  a  stupor,  with  re<l  face,  dilated 
pupils,  rolling  of  the  head,  and  soft,  full-flowing  pulse.  We  know  that 
Iron  has  that  kind  of  a  pulse ;  we  know  that  congestion  Ijclongs  to  all 
the  preparations  of  Iron.  In  one  of  my  cases  witli  the  above  symptoms, 
Belladonna  and  Sulphur  were  each  given  in  turn,  Imt  faile*!.  I  then 
gave  Ferrum  phos.,  and  in  twelve  hours  the  child  returned  to  eoQSciou&- 
ness,  and  is  alive  to-day. 

You  may  also  use  Oi>ium  in  suppuration  of  the  lungs  occurring  in 
those  greatly  addicted  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors ;  breathing  is 
labored,  and  is  attended  with  rattling  and  snoring.  Cough  is  very 
difficult,  and  is  attended  wilh  smothering  spells;  the  face  becomes  bbi*^ 
during  the  cough. 

Another  affection  of  the  lungs  occurring  in  drunkards,  namely, 
hiemoptysis,  calls  for  Opium  when  the  chest  is  hot  and  the  limbs  are 
cold ;  the  cough  is  violent,  and  is  attended  with  an  exiiectoration  of 
frothy  mucus  and  blood  ;  the  patient  is  drowsy  with  the  cough. 

Antimonium  iartaricum  also  has  cough  with  drowsino-ss  and  gaping. 

We  tind  Opium  sometimeHi  indicate<l  in  spasms,  especially  when  they 
occur  as  the  immediate  result  of  fright  or  anger  ^  or,  when  a  nursing 
infant  has  a  convulsion  after  its  wet-nurse  has  been  frightened  ;  tlie 
bo*ly  is  in  a  condition  of  tetanic  rigidity;  the  8|>asm  id  ushered  in  with 
a  loud  shriek;  there  is  foaming  at  the  mouth;  the  face  becomos  dark 
red,  or  even  purple,  and  the  body  is  often  bathed  ia  a  hot  sweat ;  deep, 
snoring  slwp  follows  the  s|)a8m. 

Opium  causes  and  cures  constipation;  a  constii>ation  in  which  there 
is  inertia  of  the  rectum  and  the  entire  intestinal  tract;  then;  ia  no  in- 
^liuatiou  whatever  for  the  bowels  to  move;  thus  the  bowela  become 
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impACted  with  fipces;  flatus  accumulatcfl  in  the  upper  portion  of  tlic 
inteBttnes  and  presses  upwards  against  the  difst.  This  symptora  is  very 
oommon  after  diseases  that  are  debilitating  or  long  lasting.  In  such 
cases  I  have  l)een  in  the  habit  of  giving  Opium  in  repeated  dose.s  until 
oolieky  pains  are  produced;  this  indicates  restoration  of  peristaltic  ac- 
tion of  the  bowels.  I  then  order  an  injection  of  cocoa-nut  oil  or  soap 
and  water  to  soften  down  the  fiecal  nia-sses,  when  an  easy  evaciiHtion  <tf 
the  bowels  follows.  The  Opium  stool  in  its  complete  pictui*e  oouHistii 
of  little  hartl,  dry,  black  balls.  This  form  of  constipation  reminds  us 
of  that  uf  Aiuminaj  Plutiibum  and  Bri/onia. 

Bryonia  has  constipation  with  inertia  of  the  rectum  ;  the  stools  are 
large  and  dry. 

Pluffihuvi  closely  resembles  Oplura,  but  there  U  some  sj^asmodic  con- 
gtriction  of  the  anus;  the  stool  consist)?  of  hanl  black  balls. 

Alumina  has  inertia  of  the  rectum,  but  usually  attended  with  soft 
faoes. 

In  tympanites  ^r  aociunulation  of  flatus,  compare  Opium  with  Tcrc- 
binthiua,  L\/cop<xliumf  C<irbo  vcg.,  Cok'hicum,  and  Raphamu. 

The  chamcteristic  symptom  calling  for  the  last-named  rcmeciy  iu 
tym{mnit<*s  is  that  the  patient  passes  flatus  neither  upwanls  nor  «lown- 
wartis  for  days. 

Opium  may  be  used  in  bladder  troubles,  especially  in  retention  of 
urine.  It  is  indicatecl  when  this  retention  has  resulte<l  from  iViglit, 
and  when  it  follows  parturition.  This  last-named  pymptoia  I  have 
twice  confirmeil. 

In  this  retention  of  urine  after  labor,  compare  with  Opium,  Hyosry^ 
<untM,  C<a»«/ic»tm,  and  Ar»€nic\im. 

In  suppression  of  urine  you  may.  think  o£  Stramonium,  Zitu/ibrr, 
Ltfeopodium,  and  FidaaiiUa. 

The  power  of  Opium  to  cause  shrivelling  of  every  fibre  of  the  bcwly, 
suggestfl  it8  use  in  maRismus  in  children.  The  patient  is  wrinkled  and 
looka  like  a  little  dried-up  old  man ;  the  chanurteristic Opium  stU{Njr  is 
present. 

When  the  above-named  condition  has  Ixsen  prwluoed  by  Opium, 
Sulphur,  Argentum  riiiricum,  or  Saraajxirilla  may  be  used  as  an  anti- 
dote.  Muriaiie  add  is  the  remedy  for  the  continued  muscular  debility 
fol lowing  the  nse  of  Opium. 

We  may  find  Opium  indicated  in  that  very  dangeroua  condition, 

injndati«»n  of  the  l>owela.    There  are  violent  colicky  pains  and  vom- 
;  of  matters  having  a  fiecal  odor. 
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In  colic  it  may  be  given  when  there  is  great  tympany ;  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  belching  without  relief. 

Sometimes  we  find  Opium  useful  in  metrorrhagia,  whether  after 
labor  or  not.  The  patient  is  restless ;  the  sheets  feel  hot  to  her ;  she  U 
sleepy,  but  cannot  sleep. 

In  fevers  other  than  typhoid,  it  may  be  given  when  the  chill  is  ao- 
com()anied  by  heat  of  the  head  and  great  drowsiness ;  the  body  is  burn- 
ing hot,  even  when  covered  with  a  copious  sweat. 

Puerperal  fever  sometimes  calls  for  Opium,  especially  when  caused 
by  fright.  There  is  overexcitement  of  all  the  senses ;  even  distant 
sounds  annoy  the  patient ;  the  discharge  from  the  uterus  is  very  foetid. 
The  case  approaches  a  condition  of  stupor. 

In  haemorrhage  from  the  uterus,  compare  BeUadonnay  which  has  a 
flow  of  bright  blood  feeling  hot  to  both  physician  and  patient. 

Hyoscyamv^  also  has  this.  But  under  this  remedy  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  spasmodic  jerking  of  the  body. 

You  will  see  from  what  I  have  said  that  Opium  is  an  invaluable 
remedy  for  the  bad  effects  of  fright,  whether  that  emotion  produces 
convulsions  or  diarrhoea. 

'GeUemiumj  Pulsatilla j  and  Veratrumj  you  will  recall  as  being  useful 
in  diarrhoea  after  fright. 

For  the  chronic  effects  of  fright,  you  should  remember  Natrum  mu- 
riaticum,  Silicea,  and  Phosphone  add. 

Opium,  like  Bovista  and  Arnica,  is  useful  for  the  bad  effect  of  in- 
halation of  charcoal  vapors. 

In  spasms  of  the  lungs,  compare  Moschus  and  Ipecac.     * 

Drosera  is  likewise  indicated  in  the  spasmodic  cough  of  consump- 
tives, coming  on  in  the  evening,  4)erhaps  again  after  midnight.  Every 
effort  to  raise  a  little  phlegm  ends  in  retching  and  vomiting. 


LECTURE  XXVI. 

SANQtJINABIA  AND  CHELIDONIUM. 

Before  proceeding  with  our  study  of  Sanguinaria,  I  will  say  that 
there  is  a  variety  of  the  poppy  plant  which  grows  in  Mexico  called 
the  Argemone  Mexicana.  It  is  used  in  Mexico  in  much  the  same 
manner  as  we  use  Opium.  It  also  causes  cutaneous  eruptions  and  has 
been  used  in  the  expulsion  of  tape-worm.  The  juice  of  the  plant 
when  collected  and  dried  has  much  the  appearance  of  gamboge.  I  men- 
(iou  this,  not  because  it  is  a  matter  of  importance  but  as  a  piece  of  in- 
formation that  may  in  time  prove  beneficial. 

We  will  now  take  up  the  study  of  another  member  of  the  Papaver- 
aoese,  the  Sanguinaria  Canadensis j  or  blood-root.  This  is  a  plant  which 
is  readily  recognized  by  the  character  of  its  root,  which,  when  cut,  is 
red,  and  exudes  a  fluid  having  the  appearance  of  blood,  hence  the  plant 
has  been  aptly  named  "  blood-root."  The  seeds  of  Sanguinaria  are 
somewhat  narcotic.  You  can  see  a  resemblance  between  it  and  Opium, 
not  in  the  completeness  of  its  symptomatology,  but  a  family  resem- 
blance sufBcient  to  place  it  by, the  side  of  Opium,  yet  having  differences 
80  great  that  there  can  be  no  danger  of  confounding  the  two  ^ftugs.  In 
extreme  narcosis  from  Sanguinaria,  we  find  languor  and  torpor,  dilated 
pupils,  with  disordered  vision  and  irregular 'pulse.  The  symptoms  are 
not  unlike  those  which  follow  poisoning  with  Stramonium.  In  studying 
the  drug  we  may  save  all  unnecessary  multiplication  of  symptoms  by 
attention  to  the  following  schemse:

Sangu^aria  is  in  the  first  place  an  irfftaiit,  whether  taken  into  the 
mouth,  applied  to  the  skin,  or  when  carried  by  the  blood  to  other  tis- 
sues. For  the  primary  and  most  important  effect  of  t!ie  drug,  then,  we 
have  irritation  of  tissue.  For  instance,  the  brain  is  irritated  by  San- 
guinaria.  This  is  mentioned  first  because  of  the  predominant  impor- 
tance of  all  mental  symptoms,  be  they  emotional  or  be  they  intellectual. 
Anxiety  is  almost  always  present  with  the  Sanguinaria  symjitoras. 
This  anxiety  however  is  not  an  isolated  symptom.  It  appears  qualify- 
ing the  headaches,  the  gastric  difficulties,  the  heart  and  chest  symptoms, 
and  in  fact  all  the  ailments  in  which  Sanguinaria  is  applicable.  Like 
almost  all  anxiety,  it  is  acoompanied  by  irregularities  or  disturbances  in 
the  circulation.  There  is  alsa  an  irritability  of  temper  which  makes 
the  patient  morose,  irritable,  peevish  or  excitable.  Then  we  note  also 
that  the  ears  are  irritated  by  the  drug.  Primarily,  this  irritation  comes 
from  the  irritating  action  on  the  circulation.  It  causes  increased  red- 
ness of  tlie  external  ear,  with  humming  and  roaring  in  the  ears  from 
increased  circulation  of  blood  through  the  aural  structures.     It  also 
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Jnow  ft  hy|>erexcitation  of  the  auditory  nerves  with  the  following 
symptoais  as  chiiracteristic :  Paiuful  sensitiveness,  especially  to  Sadden 
sounds ;  seusatton  as  if  the  patient  were  in  a  railroad  car  or  in  some 
vehicle  which  was  moving  and  jarring  her,  with  a  feeling  as  if  all  about 
her  were  talking  rapidly  and  confusedly  ;  the  patient  desires  to  Ijc  held 
in  order  to  remove  this  nervous  vibratory  sensation  through  the  Vjody, 
Thus  you  see  the  primary  irritating  effect  on  the  ear  reflected  through 
the  entire  nervous  system  producing  these  symptoms,  whicli  by  the  way, 
are  not  uncommon  in  women  about  climaxis.  Sanguinaria  is  equal  to 
Qltmoin  in  theee  cases. 

This  desire  to  be  held  reminds  one  of  Ge/j<cmium,  which  has  heart 
disease  with  tremor  of  the  whole  boily  and  desire  to  be  held  still. 

Next  we  come  to  the  nasal  symptoms.  The  sense  of  smell  is  usually 
increascnl ;  hence  we  notice  a  peculiar  susci^ptibility  to  odofe,  which 
causes  the  patient  to  feel  faint.  This  is  not  an  uncommot^  symptom  in 
'•  rose-oold/'  It  also  belongs  t^  hysteria,  and  places  Sanguinaria  by 
the  side  of  Phosphonts^  Igixatiaf  ValcriaUj  Nux  votm43a  and  similar  reme- 
dies 

Next  we  come  to  the  disturbances  in  the  circulation.  We  find  these 
first  exhibited  in  the  vertigo,  there  being  a  rush  of  blood  to  the  head 
with  this  dizziness ;' the  patient  feels  sick  and  faint  as  if  she  would  fall 
vfheu  she  attempts  to  rise  from  a  sitting  posture. 

Then,  too,  we  have  the  circulatory  disturbances  represented  in  the 
^  sick -headache,  and  Sanguinaria  has  no  equal  in  sick-headaohc,  espe- 
'  cially  in  that  form  which  is  so  common  in  this  country  as  to  receive  the 
name  of  *'  American  sick-headache."  The  patient  suffer?  from  rush  of 
blood  to  the  head,  and  this  cHU<^e8  faintne^s  and  decided  nausea,  the 
naosea  even  continuing  until  vomiting  set»  in.  The  pains,  which  are  of 
a  violent  character,  begin  in  the  occipital  region,  spread  thence  over  the 
bead,  and  settle  over  the  right  eye.  They  are  of  a  sharp  lancinating 
character,  and  at  times  throbbing.  At  the  height  of  the  disease,  the 
patient  can  bear  neither  sounds  nor  odors.  Mark  the  effect  on  the  audi- 
tory and  olfactory  nerves.  She  can  not  bear  anyone  to  walk  across  the 
fl«x>r,  for  the  slightest  jar  annoys  her.  ^\js  the  headache  reaches  its  acme, 
nausea  and  vomiting  ensue,  the  vomited  matters  consisting  of  food  and 
bile.  The  patient  is  forced  to  remain  quiet  in  a  darkened  room.  The 
only  respite  she  has,  is  when  sleep  comes  to  relieve  her.  Sometimes 
tiie  pain  is  so  violent  that  the  patient  g«xs  out  of  her  mind,  or  she  i^ceks 
relief  by  pressing  against  her  head  with  h^r  hands  or  by  pressing  the 
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head  against  the  pillow.    This  is  tho  Sunguinaria  siek-hMnlarhe  in' 
completeness.     Not  only  doen  tiie  reiue<ly  palliate  biit  it  curis. 

Studying  Sangninaria  with  its  concordant  rera«iies,  you  will  6nd 
coming  into  your  mind  most  prominently  Belladonna  as  affwlinythe 
right  side,  as  having  throbbing  pains,  cerebral  congestion  and  intoler- 
ance of  light  and  noise.  You  see  that  the  two  remedies ai-e  very  similar. 
Practically  sj>«iking,  Sanguinaria  is  the  more  useful  of  the  two  in  the 
gastric  form.  In  Belladonna,  you  almost  always  find  cold  feet  with  the 
hot  head,  which  may  not  necessarily  be  present  under  Siinguinaria. 
Then  again,  the  Belladonna  patient  is  not  relieved  by  lying  down,  but 
by  sitting  prop|K?d  up,  while  iSangninaria  has  relief  from  lying  down. 
Then  Belladonna  has  not  so  characteristically  as  Sanguinaria,  the  direc- 
tion of  the  pains ;  that  is,  the  "  pain  coming  from  the  occiput  over  the 
head,  etcf*  is  not  quite  so  prominent  under  Belladonna  as  it  is  under 
Sanguinaria.^ 

MdUoitiSj  one  variety  of  the  clover,  protluces  a  most  violent  cerebral 
congestion  with  headache,  which  drives  the  patient  almost  frantic.  It 
really  seenis  to  the  patient  that  the  brain  would  burst  through  the  fore- 
head. The  throbbing  pain  is  almost  as  violent  as  it  is  under  Glonoin. 
In  one  proving  of  this  drug,  a  lady  had  this  congestive  headache  with 
prolapsus  uteri  and  violent  palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Still  another  drug  closely  allied  to  Sangninaria  is  IrUt  versicolor. 
This  drug  is  useful  for  sick-headaches,  particularly  when  they  are  peri- 
odical in  their  ap|)€arance,  recurring  for  instance  every  Sunday.  This 
ifl  because  the  strain  of  the  preceding  sis;  days  has  been  relievwl  and 
now  the  patient  feels  the  eflects  of  the  strain  and  has  this  sick-hcad- 
achc-  It  is  especially  suited  to  school  teachers,  college  professors, 
etudents,  etc.  The  jxiins  are  intense  and  of  a  throbbing  chararter  and 
supraorbital.  They  often  affect  tlie  ej^es  and  cause  temporary  blindness. 
At  the  height  of  the  headache,  vomiting  often  ensues,  the  vomited 
matters  Ixjing  bitter  or  sour  or  both. 

I  wish  also  to  mention  PaulUnm  sorbilis.  This  has  some  little  his- 
tory. A  number  of  years  ago  there  apix'ared  a  specific,  in  the  form  of 
pills,  for  sick-headache,  the  principal  ingredient  of  .which  was  tliis 
Pttulllnia.  It  proved  itself  to  be  an  efficacious  remedy.  The  objection 
I  have  to  the  drug  is  that  it  must  be  given  in  large  dfises,  conw»quently 
I  do  not  think  that  it  has  a  true  symptomatic  relation  to  the  ailment 
fur  which  it  was  recommended.  Its  active  principle  is  said  to  lie  iden- 
tical with  Caffeine  and  Theino. 

Continuing  oQr  study  of  the  effects  of  Sanguinaria  on  tlie  cin^ulation, 
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we  find  it  sometinu-s  indicated  for  b»morrIiage8,  not  very  frequently  it 
18  tnje,  yet  when  ihe  Bvmptoms  call  for  it  you  should  bear  it  in  raind. 
It  is  especially  indicated  in  metrorrhagia  occurring  at  cliroaxi^.  The 
blood  ia  bright  red,  clotted  and  frtx|uintly  offenfiive.  Especially  is  it 
to  be  used  when  the  metrorrhagia  \i<  accompanied  by  the  form  of  sick- 
headache  which  I  have  already  descrilx^d,  and  by  fluhhing  of  the  face 
and  flushcft  of  heat  which  are  incident  to  diange  of  life  in  women.  The 
face  becomes  scarlet.  This  high  color  passcB  off  with  mointtire  and  faint, 
wvak,  sick  feeling.  Here  then  you  must  place  Sanguinaria  with  Ohnoinf 
Ntfriif.  of  Amyl  and  Laehemft.  The  menstrual  flow  of  Sanguinaria  is 
bright  red,  clotted  and  offensive,  later,  becoming  dark  and  losing  its 
[  offvngiveness. 

Still  another  fa<'t  which  illustrates  tliese  frr^ularities  of  the  circula- 
tion, is  the  application  of  Sanguinaria  to  phthisis  florida.  In  detailing 
to  you  the  symptoms  calling  for  this  remedy  in  phthisis  florida,  I  will 
ftlso  mention  the  character  of  the  cough  and  also  the  application  of  the 
drug  in  pneumonia,  because  the  symptoms  in  each  case  are  similar 
although  Ix'longing  to  different  diseases.  You  find  the  patient  sufliring 
fn)ra  hectic  fever.  The  fever  usually  comes  at  about  two  or  four  o'clock 
io  the  afternoon,  the  cheeks  have  a  bright  circumsoribe<l  flush.  The 
cough  is  usually  dry  at  first,  and  seems  to  be  exciteil  by  tickling  or 
crawling  in  the  larynx  and  upper  portion  of  the  chAt,  probably  in  the 
trachea^  and  jierhaps  in  the  beginning  of  the  bronchial  tulles.  There  is 
a  great  deal  of  burning  and  fulne**  in  the  upper  part  of  the  chest,  aa  if 
it  were  too  full  of  blootl,  which  it  really  is.  The  patient  complains  of 
sharp  atitching  pains,  cs{)ecially  about  the  right  lung  and  in  the  region 
of  the  nipple.  vThese  pains  are  in  all  prt>l>:ibility  myalgic.  The  mua* 
cIqb  of  the  chest  are,  of  course,  sore  with  this  pain.  There  is  also  great 
dyspncaa.  Thus  early  in  the  disezise,  Sanguinaria  by  calming  the  cir- 
culation, by  removing  the  congebt?on  of  the  chest,  by  les&ening  the  hectic 
fever,  will  save  your  patient  from  what  would  end  fatally  in  a  few 
months. 

When  pn^^onionia  i-alls  for  Sanguinaria,  we  have  in  additinn  to  the 
tyuptoniH  alivaily  mentioned,  rust-colore<l  sputum  with  the  cough  {ju%t 
tt  ywk  find  tn  the  stage  of  red  hepatization),  a  very  distressing  amount 
of  dyspncoa,  and  the  hands  and  feet  burning  hot,  or  else  just  tlie  reverse, 
oojcl,  SomotinK^,  even  before  the  amount  of  hepatization  will  awount 
for  ii,  you  Imve  failure  of  the  heart's  action.  The  heart  Ijecomes  weak 
and  irregular  t»  its  action.     There  is  a  weak,  faint  feeling  about  the 
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heart.  The  paUfut  is  tuim.  Ho  is  covoral  \vitb  sweat  aud  liu  suOcrs 
froQi  nausea. 

Localized  congestions  are  frequent  enough  in  the  symptomatology  of 
Sanguinaria.  You  have  seen  Jiow  it  causes  cerebral  congestion,  circum- 
floril)€tI  redness  of  the  chwlcH,  etc.  You  may  ako  use  it  for  a  teasing 
cough  com|ielliug  the  patient  to  eit  up  at  night.  The  cough  c€ast^s  so 
eoon  as  tlie  |)atient  jxasses  flatus  by  the  lK)weIs.  Connected  with  this  form 
of  cold,  there  is  a  feeling  as  of  a  warm  current  running  from  the  cheat 
to  the  stomach.  The  disease  may  be  transferred  from  the  cheBt  to  the 
abdomen,  the  whole  difficulty  ending  in  diarrhoea. 

Sanguinaria  resembles  several  drugs  in  pneumonia.  It  bears  a  resem- 
blance to  Veratntm  vlridc  in  the  engorgement  of  the  lungs  and  in  the 
intensity  of  tlie  symptoms.  Veratrura  viride  has,  more  marked  than 
Sanguinaria,  arterial  ejtcitement.  As  yet,  hepatization  has  not  taken 
phic-c.  VeratrufU  virido  given  then  lower?  the  pulse,  reduces  the  con- 
gestion and  modifies  the  pneumonia.  It  also  resembles  Sanguinaria 
when  the  engorgement  is  so  profound  as  to  threaten  the  death  of  the 
patient.  The  pulse  becomes  rapid  and  quivering,  the  face  livid,  and 
every  ftymptom  of  approaching  paralysis  of  the  lungs  is  present.  When 
hepatization  has  taken  place,  Venitrum  viride  is  not  indicatetl. 

Photfphonts  resembles  Sanguinaria  in  pneumonia.  Its  symptoms,  I 
will  mention  when  I  lecture  on  that  drug, 

Anlimonium  tartanciim  resembles  Sanguinaria  when  the  face  becomes 
livid,  the  blood  is  surchargetl  with  carbon,  rattling  cough,  etc. 

8u!phur  resembles  Sanguinaria  during  tlie  stage  of  ruaolution  whcD 
tlie  hepatized  lung  does  not  break  down  properly,  and  tlie  sputum  be- 
comes purulenL  In  these  cases,  either  remedy  is  indicate*],  Sanguinaria 
being  preferable  when  the  expectoration  is  very  oflensive,  even  to  the 
patient  himself. 

Returning  to  Sanguinaria  and  reviewing  its  action  on  the  mucous 
membranes,  we  find  that  it  has  a  highly  irritating  effect  causing  at  first 
extreme  dryneas,  whether  it  be  the  conjunctiva,  the  mucous  membrane 
of  the  moutli,  noee  or  any  other  mucous  surface.  Alternating  with  this 
dryneGB  and  indicating  the  drug  in  another  phase  of  the  c^ise,  is  rawness 
with  burning,as  though  the  mucous  membrane  was  denuded  of  its  epithe- 
lium. This  is  common  enough  in  catarrhs.  You  find  the'nose  sore  and 
mw  with  fluent  excoriating  ooryza.  The  cough  is  as  I  have  described, 
and  seems  to  depend  upon  this  dryness  or  irritation  of  the  mucous 
8urf:ice8. 

\Vhen  the  laryngeal  mucous  membrane  is  aflected,  we  have  very  dis- 
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tressmg  pyniptoms.  There  is  aphonia  and,  in  additicm,  a  feeling  of  swell- 
ing in  the  tljroat  as  though  the  patient  would  chyke.  Saiiguiuaria  is 
indicated  in  laryngeal  catarrh,  whether  it  be  from  phthiifis  or  from  simple 
cold  or  expwure. 

The  croup  for  which  we  may  use  Sanguinaria,  is  one  in  which  there 
may  be  a  formation  of  pseudo-membrane  with  dryness,  burning  and 
ewolleu  feeling  in  the  throat,  and  metallic  croupy  cough  which  cannot 
Ije  churueterized  by  any  other  words  than  wheezing- whistling.  It  is 
too  shrill  to  be  only  "wheezing,"  and  it  is  too  moist  to  be  "  whistling" 
alone.  If  it  is  associated  with  the  dryness  and  burning,  and  some  of 
the  other  catarrhal  symptoms,  Senguinaria  will  quickly  cure  the  entire 
affection. 

Sometimes,  we  have  ulceration  of  the  mucous  surfaces  with  tJie  quali- 
fying symptoms  already  mentioned. 

Another  efl'ect  on  the  mucous  surfaces  is  the  formation  of  polypi. 

These  may  he  found  in  the  nose  or  in  any  other  {)art  of  tlie  body.     San- 

[tlitiaria  is  t-siwcially  useful  for  muct^us  |>olypi  when  they  blee*l  prt>fusely. 

Vhen  occurring  in  the  nose,  they  are  asb*xiated  with  the  form  of  coryzoL 

already  referred  to.     There  is  also  profu.se  salivation,  showing  that  the 

drug  irritates  the  salivary  glands. 

Tlie  hkin  is  alno  aft'ectetl  under  Sanguiuaria.  It  pnxlueos  acne  on 
tlie  face,  particularly  in  women  who  have  scanty  menstruation  and  are 
subject  to  irregular  distribution  of  blo<xl. 

I^Astly,  we  find  tlie  drug  affecting  the  mui^  its,  mihiming  them  and 
giving  a  picture  of  acute  mu.scular  rheumatism.  The  pain's  are  erratic, 
sharp  and  stitching,  with  great  soreness  and  stiffness  of  the  muscles, 
esptx.'ially  those  of  the  back  and  neck.  Sanguiuaria  exhibits  a  special 
affinity  for  the  right  deltoid  muscle.  The  pains  are  inten.se.  Sanguiuaria 
holds  the  same  relation  to  the  right  deltoid  that  Ferrum  does  to  the 
left.

I  Vill  be  brief  in  my  remarks  on  Cheli<lonium  as  we  have  not  the 
time  to  exhaustively  treat  of  the  drug.  It  is  a  unique  remedy,  possess- 
ing points  of  similarity  with  its  congeners,  Snnguinaria  and  Opium^  and 
al^o  to  Nils,  Mercuriu^,  Phosjkhoruf^^  and  Knii  vnrb.  The  plant  yields 
an  acrid,  yellow  bitter  juice,  which  when  appliwl  locally  producei?  iuflum* 
mation  and  even  v^ication.  The  principal  value  of  Chelidonium  lie« 
in  its  action  on  the  liver,  lungs  and  kidneys.  It  may  be  indicated  in 
many  aflections  of  the  first-named  organ  from  a  simple  congewtioii  to  a 
positive  inflammation.  It  producer  pains  in  the  right  hyptxjhondrium 
all  the  May  from  a  simple  soreness  to  the  most  aggravating  variety  of 
sharp  stitching  pains,  which  shoot  from  tlie  liver  down  into  the  Htomach, 
or  down  into  the  back  from  the  po&terior  asiK-ct  of  the  liver.  There  is 
marked  pain  under  the  angle  of  the  right  shoulder-blade.  That  i»  the 
key-note  for  the  drug  in  hepatic  disease.  In  addition  to  this,  you  have 
tlie  usual  hepatic  symptoms,  swelling  of  the  liver,  chilU,  fever,  jaundice, 
yellow-coated  tongue,  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  tongue  taking  the  im- 
print of  the  teeth,  as  you  find  under  Mercury,  an<l  desire  or. craving  for 
milk  which  exceptionally  agrees.  There  is  usually  also  a  craving  for 
acids  and  for  sour  things,  as  pickles  and  vinegar.  The  stools  are  char- 
acteristicaHy  profuse  bright  yellow  and  diarrhoeic,  or  they  may  l>e  clayey. 
These  are  the  symptoms  of  Chelidonium  and  they  are  very  definite. 
Let  me  tell  you  bow  to  apply  them.  You  may  u.se  tJie  drug  in  simple 
biliousness,  in  hepatic  congestion  or  inflammation,  and  also  in  pneumo- 
nia with  bilious  symptoms,  in  what  has  been  termed  bilious  pneumonia. 
The  symptoms  indicating  it  in  the  Utter  affijction  I  will  give  you  pn»- 
eotly. 

This  pain  under  the  angle  of  the  right  scapula  of  Chelidonium,  liringa 
to  mind  pains  of  a  similar  character  found  umler  other  remedies. 
Chenopodium  has  dull  pain  lower  tlian  the  angle  of  the  right  scapala 
and  nearer  the  spinal  column. 

Jianu7iculu8  biilboaxis  has  pain  along  the  whole  inner  edge  of  the  ]ef\ 
eoapula  at  times  extending  below  its  inferior  angle  and  through  the  left 
chest. 
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LofM-Iia  tfyphUUtcn  has  pain  under,  not  below,  the  inner  border  of  the 
left  WAiKila,  worst*  after  weeping. 

Angiudnra  has  sharp  cutting  pain  from  just  beneath  the  right  scapula 
to  tJie  breast,  near  the  nrpple. 

Bryonia  is  very  similar  to  Chelidoniura  in  hepatic  affoctions.  Both 
remedies  have  sharp  stitching  |>ains,  both  have  paiu  under  the  right 
slioulder  blade,  both  have  bitter  taste  in  the  raouth  and  yellow -coated 
tongue  and  both  have  swelling  of  the  liver.  But  Bryonia  diflTers  in  its 
stool  which  is  either  hard,  dry  and  browii  or,  if  looee,  it  is  papescent 
and  profuse  and  associated  with  a  colic  very  much  like  that  ef  Colo- 
cynth.     Sometimes  the  stools  have  an  odor  of  old  cheese. 

Lyco}>odininy  which  bears  some  resemblance  to  Chelidonium,  is  easily 
differentiate*!,  es{>ecially  in  the  rumbling  of  flatus  in  the  left  hypochon- 
driuui,  in  the  sour  rather  than  the  bitter  taste,  in  the  sour  vomiting,  in 
the  fulsomeness  after  partaking  of  small  quantities  of  food,  and  in  the 
character  of  the  pains,  which  are  dull  and  aj'hing  under  Lycopodiura, 
and  sharp  and  lancinating  under  Chelidonium. 

You  may  use  Chelidonium  in  neuralgia  of  the  face.  The  pains  go 
fVom  the  right  cheek  bone  into  the  teeth  or  into  the  eye,  or  the  pain  may 
be  located  in  the  supra-orbital  nerves.  This  neuralgia  will  not  yield  to 
Chelidonium,  however,  unless  you  have  some  of  the  hepatic  symptoms 
of  the  drug  present.  It  is  a  neuralgia  dependent  on  disorder  of  the 
liver,  and  not  an  idiopathic  prosopalgia. 

Chelidonium  is  useful,  as  I  have  already  intimated,  in  bilious  pneu- 
monia. It  is  also  indicntod  in  tlie  capillary  bronchitis  of  chihlren  when 
these  hepatic  symptoms  are  present.  The  face  in  these  cases,  is  apt  to 
I  be  deep  red.  There  is  great  oppression  of  the  chest  as  shown  by  the 
'efforts  to  breathe  and  die  fan-like  expansion  of  the  al»  nasi  (a  Lycopo- 
diom  symptom  by  the  way)  one  hot  and  one  oold  foot  (another  Lyoo- 
podium  symptom).  The  cough  is  usually  loose  and  rattling.  The 
expectoration  is  not  easily  raised. 

Mercuritu  is  sometimes  indicated  in  bilious  pneumonia.  It  differs 
from  Chelidonium  in  the  character  of  the  stool  n)ore  than  in  anything 
else.  The  Mercury  stool  is  slimy  and  is  attended  with  great  tenesmus 
botli  before,  during  and  after  the  stool,  while  in  Chelidonium  it  is  quite 
free  The  Mercurius  expectoration  is  apt  to  be  blood-streake<l,  and 
there  are  sharp  |)ains  shooting  through  the  lower  |)ortion  of  the  right 
lung  to  the  liock.  •That  hist  symptom  may  be  in  Chelidonium  too. 

Kaii  carh,  is  a  remedy  often  forgotten  in  pneumonia.    It  is  not  iu- 
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dicated  in  the  begioniog,  but  later,  when  there  is  copious  exudation  into 
the  lungs,  with  great  rattling  of  mucus  during  the  cough.  The  symp- 
toms are  worse  towards  two  or  three  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  ex- 
pectoration contains  little  globules  of  pus.  Th'ere  may  even  be  cyanotic 
symptoms  with  puffiness  over  either  eyelid.

To-day  we  begin  our  study  of  the  Oucurbitncree.  This  order  gives 
OS  some  six  or  eight  drugs  and  al-^o  some  wliblj  substances.  Among 
the  latter,  are  the  ^vater-melon,  canteloupe,  and  cucumber.  The  .seeds 
of  some  of  these,  have  diuretic  projyertieB,  and  those  of  tlie  water-melon 
have  been  used  as  a  cure  for  worms. 

Of  the  medicinal  substances  obtained  from  this  order  we  may  say 
that  they  all  act  prominently  on  the  alimentary  tract.  They  seem  to 
have  in  common,  a  cathartic  action.  They  prolmbly  act  paralyzingly 
on  the  vaso-motor  nerves  of  tJie  abdomen.  They  produce  griping 
paioSy  gushing  watery  diarrhoea.  This  last  symptom  is  most  prominent 
under  Elaterium. 

Let  OS  DOW  enumerate  these  medicines.  Fifth  on  the  list  is  the 
'Momordica  bahamum^  of  tliis  we  have  but  one  characteristic  symptom 
and  that  is  accumulation  of  flatus  in  the  splenic  flexure  of  the  colon. 
It  is  a  very  convenient  thing  to  know  this.  For  instance,  if  during 
ibe  course  of  a  more  or  less  chronic  disease,  this  one  symptom  liecoraes 
very  annoying  and  you  do  not  want  to  destroy  the  action  of  the  drug 
you  are  giving,  you  simply  interpolate  a  dose  of  Momordica^  which  re- 
povee  the  symptom  and  enables  you  (o  go  on  with  the  treatment  as 
before. 

Elaieriumy  another  member  of  the  order,  has  been  used  principally 
in  oor  8ch<x>l  of  medicine,  in  a  peculiar  form  of  diarrhtea.  Like  all  the 
CucurbitttceiD,  it  acts  powerfully  on  the  alimentAry  tract,  producing  a 
ioddeo  and  eoormous  effusion  of  serum  into  the  bowels.  Thus  it  caus*^ 
a  wi»t»*rv  i1i!irrh/i^-i  the  stools  flowing  out  very  profusely.     The  charac- 
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teristic  symptom  of  tlie  drug  and  llie  one  wliifli  will  leud  you  to  hs 
selection  iu  cholera  infaDttira,  ia  watery  htools  of  an  ulive  giLfii  color 
coming  out  with  a  gush.  Thu^i  you  see  it  is  comparable  with  Orolon 
liglmm^  llodojthtfUum  and  Veratrum  filbum  aud  remedie-i  of  that  type. 

It  is  rea^iily  distinguished  from  Croton  t'ujlium,  whicli  is  aduptoij  to 
a  profuse  yellow  watery  stool,  which  ia  provoked  every  time  the  patient 
eats  or  drinks. 

PoihphyUum  has  as  you  all  know,  the  morning  aggravation  to  dis- 
tinguish it. 

The  remaining  medicines  belonging  to  the  Oucurbitaceffl  are  the  Cit" 
nUfn8  or  water-melon ;  the  Ciwurbita  or  squash,  the  fieeda  of  which  afl 
well  as  those  of  the  pumpkin  have  been  unotl  for  ta?nia ;  the  Chlocyiiih 
and  the  Bryonia  alba;  the  last  two  named  being  drugs  of  great  impor- 
tance; we  will  therefore  procee<l  to  their  consideration,  in  extmao. 


COLOCYNTHIS  CUCUMIS.

This  is  the  bitter  cucumber,  tt  is  not  indigenous  to  this  connlry  bnl 
IS  imiKjrted  from  Syria  and  Turkey.  In  shape,  it  is  something  like  an 
orange  or  lemon  with  the  rind  dried.  Its  pulp  is  dry  and  menibnm- 
ous. 

Like  the  other  members  of  this  group,  Colwynth  cau.^'s  violent  in- 
testinal irritation  with  profuse  watery  evacuations.  If  a  very  large 
dose  of  the  drug  be  taken,  death  may  result  fropi  its  action.  Homcao- 
pathically,  Colwyuth  is  a  valuable  drug,  although  in  a  limiteil  but  well 
defioetl  line.  It  is  useful  in  ueuralgiic  afleeting  the  ganglionic  and  sen- 
sory nerves.  In  its  neurotic  symptoms  it  is  closely  allied  to  Dioaoorea 
viUoita, 

I  will  now  give  yon  briefly  the  symptoms  of  Colocyntb.  You  wfl 
find  it  useful  for  nervous  phenomena  which  follow  violent  emotions,  as 
anger  and  indignation.  As  a  result  of  these  emotional  influenofs,  the 
patient  suffers  from  colic,  vomiting  and  diarrhcca.  I  have  been  wont 
to  term  this  colic  which  Colocynth  cures,  a  nervous  colic,  because  it  is 
dependent  on  irritation  of  the  nervous  system  rather  than  oo  any  in- 
flammatory  condition.     The  drug  may,  however,  be  used  in  enteritis, 
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Dit*(ritis  ami  fn'qnently  in  dysentery.  But  its  acticm  is  not  to  <lirertly 
reduce  the  inflammatory  condition,  but  indireftlvTv  its  -.u-ium  on  tJie 
nervous  sptem. 

In  the  had  effects  of  anger,  Coloeynth  is  elosely  aJlitfl  to  CJi^inouulla 
ad  Siaph iaaffi'ia  and,  more  remotely ,  to  Ca icsticum.  It  re^etn blS  Cliarao- 
lilk  in  the  violence  of  its  emotions.  Both  drugs  may  be  used  in  chil- 
dren when  violent  emotions  produce  cramps  and  even  bilious  stools, 
^hamoniilln  differ?  from  Coloeynth  in  the  violence  of  its  congestive 
jrmptoms,  hot  sweat  on  the  head,  etc.  The  characterintic  Chamomilla 
temperament  also  helps  you  to  decide, 

Staphiiiagria  is  sometimes  to  be  sulteiituted  for  Coloeynth  in  the  effects 
of  violent  emotion  in  women  and  children  when  the  violent  alxJominal 
crumps  fail  to  yield  to  tlmt  remedy. 

The  colicky  pains  of  Coloeynth  are  very  characteristic  and  are  among 
the  first  symptom!^  of  the  materia  medica  which  the  student  memorizes. 
They  consist  of  griping  {mins  in  the  abdomen  forcing  the  jtaiient  to  bend 
'  for  reliefs  with  the  hands  pressed  firmly  against  the  abdomen. 
DOietimes,  they  may  be  attended  with  cramjxs  in  other  localities  than 
the  abdomen.  They  may  or  may  not  be  associated  with  stool.  A  move- 
ment of  the  bowels  usnally  relieves  the  pains.  A  colic  with  the  char- 
ter of  pain  just  described  often  occurs  during  the  course  of  dysentery, 
I  which  disease  C<»locynth  is  called  for  when  the  stools  consist  of  blood 
and  slime  and  shreds.  The  discharges  are  provoked  at  any  attempt  to 
eat  or  drink.  Sometimes,  the  colicky  pains  continue  after  stool,  but 
they  usually  lessen  for  awhile  at  least.  In  this  symptom,  Coloc%Tith  is 
exactly  opposite  to  Mercurius  and  similar  to  Nilc  vomica. 

I  must  say  here  that  coffee  lessens  the  remedial  action  of  Coloeynth 
10  colic.  - 

You  should  compare  Aconite  with  Coloeynth  in  these  abdominal 
|)ains. 

Vmtfrum  album  has  abdominal  pains  forcing  the  patient  to  bend 
double,  but  he  must  walk  about  for  relief.  He  also  has  c»)ld  sweat  on 
tlu*  forehead.     It  is  especially  suitable  In  ileus  or  intussusception  of  the 

U)\Vvl8.  • 

The  colic  of  Bovista  flnda  relief  from  bending  double  after  eating. 
The  urine  ts  red. 

Otrfm*  tiff  Hum  has  these  j^ins  with  profuse  watery  diarrh<£a.  The 
■tooli  are  yellowish,  brownish  or  green  in  color,  and  profuike,  coming 
out  with  a  gush  as  water  from  the  hydrant.  They  are  aggravated  aAer 
ntindi^  or  eating« 
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Til©  eharaetAT  of  the  pain  in  the  colic  of  CoKvrnth  mar  be  tnusA- 
ferred  elMwbere.  I  remeraber  once  caring  a  laiiy  of  ovari&n  colic  from 
whidi  abe  lad  coffered  for  three  ye^irs,  with  Colocynth.  The  pains  were 
gripiog  iiiid  were  relieved  by  bending  double.  There  were  no  organic 
ckangeik# 

Two  c!we»  of  ovarian  tumor  have  been  reported  as  cured  by  Colo- 
cyntli  SM ministered  on  this  Bymptom.  * 

In  that  {minful  affection,  sciatica,  Colocynth  is  one  of  our  best  reme- 
dies, when  the  pains  in  the  affected  part  are  of  a  sharp  shooting  char« 
acter,  and  extend  down  the  course  of  the  sciatic  nerve,  to  the  feet.  At 
timot,  they  may  he  of  a  bunung,  cramping  or  b«>ring  character.  The 
attac'ks  of  pain  are  followed  by  numbness  of  the  whole  limb  and  par- 
tial paralyniH.  If  the  case  is  of  lon^  continuance,  the  nutrition  of  the 
limb  is  defective.  Sometimes  tlie  cramps  in  the  leg  are  »o  severe  that 
the  patient  feels  as  if  the  whole  leg  were  fastened  down  by  iron  bands, 
80  •evere  is  this  cramp.     The  pains  are  usually  worse  at  night. 

Qnaphalium  is  very  similar  to  Colocynth  in  sciatica.  It  hit?  intense 
neuralgic  jMiins  along  the  course  of  the  sciatic  nerve,  alternating  with 
numbness. 

In  craraps  of  the  muscles  you  should  compare  Colocynth,  Niuc  romici^ 
Veratruin  album  and  Chotos  terrepina. 

Colocynth  may  be  used  in  an  affection  in  which  it  is  very  much 
neglected,  and  that  is  in  arthritic  headache  and  ophthalmia.  Bryonia 
aeemsto  be  preferable  in  rheumaiio  headache  and  oplithalmia  when  indi- 
cated by  the  symptoms  to  be  enumerated  in  my  next  lecture,  Colocynth 
applies  more  to  gout.  The  pains  whether  it  be  headache  or  ophthalmia 
are  the  samej  boring  pain  in  the  head  or  eyes,  relieved  by  lianl,  6no 
prenure.  In  the  case  of  the  ophthalmia,  there  is  a  profuse  flow  of 
^crid  tears.    • 

In  rheumatism,  Colocynth  may  be  useful  especially  for  the  sdffoeas 
of  the  joints  following  the  acute  disease. 

If,  however,  there  are  concretions  in  the  joints,  you  should  think  of 
CaiuHcum  and  Gnaiaoum.

There  are  three  species  of  the  Bryonia;  so  nearly  identical  are  they, 
that  Allen  has  classed  them  under  one  heading  in  his  Encyclopeedia. 
It  is  one  of  the  oldest  remedies  in  the  homoeopathic  materia  medica,and 
is  one  of  the  best  proved.  It  is  a  polychrest,  suitable  to  many  kinds  of 
disease.  To  give  you  all  its  symptoms,  even  all  its  characteristic  symp- 
toms, would  take  two  or  three  hours  of  steady  hard  work.  I  will 
endeavor  in  the  hour  before  us  to  so  far  explain  the  action  of  Bryonia 
that  you  may  be  able  to  apply  the  drug  and,  as  I  have  often  said  before, 
supply  the  deficiencies  at  leisure. 

We  find  Bryonia  indicated  first  of  all  in  changes  in  the  blood;  in 
changes  affecting  its  quantity,  its  quality  and  its  circulation.  For  ex- 
ample, it  is  indicated  in  febrile  conditions ;  in  fevers  of  an  intermitting* 
type  although  not  frequently ;  in  those  of  a  remitting  type,  very  often ; 
sometimes  too  in  synochal  fever;  and  also  in  rheumatic,  gastric,  bilious, 
traumatic  and  typhoid  fevers.  The  symptoms  which  characterize  its 
fevers  are  in  general  these :  There  is  an  increased  action  of  the  heart, 
giving  rise  to  a  frequent  hard  tense  pulse,  very  much  as  you  find  under 
AoomU,  There  is  actually  an  increase  in  the  force  and  power  of  the 
heart's  action.  This  action  is  augmented  by  any  movement  of  the  body, 
consequently  the  patient  is  an^ous  to  keep  perfectly  quiet  Then  you 
find  that  there  is  almost  always  intense  headache  with  these  fevers. 
This  is  Qsoally  of  a  dull  throbbing  character  or  there  may  be  sharp 
stabbing  pains  in  the  head.    This  is  almost  always  associated  with  sharp 
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pains  in  or  over  the  eyes.  All  of  these  parts  are  exquisitely  sensitive 
to  the  least  motion.  The  patient  will  avoid  moving  the  eyes,  for  instance, 
bwause  it  aggravates  the  pain.  The  lea«*t  attempt  to  raise  the  head  fn>ro 
the  pillow  causes  a  feeling  of  faintness  and  nausea.  The  mouth  is  very 
dry  and  the  tongue  is  coated  in  the  milder  forms  of  fever  as,  for  instance, 
in  the  gynochal  fever  or  in  the  light  gastric  tyi>e  of  fever.  The  coat- 
ing on  the  tongue  is  white  and  is  especially  marked  down  the  middle. 
The  edges  of  the  tongue  may  be  perfectly  clean.  As  the  fever  grows 
in  intensity,  it  approadtes  more  a  typhoid  type.  Bilious  symptoms  pre- 
dominate. This  white  tongue  becomes  yellowislt  and  is  aasociatetl  with 
a  decidedly  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth.  There  are  splitting  headache, 
tenderness  over  the  epigastrium,  with  stitches,  soreness  or  tenderoesB  in 
the  right  hypochondriura.  As  the  typhoid  symptoms  increase,  the 
tongue  becomes  more  and  more  dry,  but  still  maintains  ita  coating.  If 
the  fever  is  of  an  intermitting  type,  you  will  always  find  the  chill  mixed 
with  heat,  that  is  during  the  chill,  the  head  is  hot,  the  cheeks  are  a  deep 
red  and  there  is  decide*!  thirst,  which  is  gf.>ncrally  for  large  quantities  of, 
water  at  long  intervals.  In  some  cases,  it  may  be  a  continuous  thirst 
The  pulse  is  hard,  frequent  and  tense.  The  sweat  is  provoked  by  the 
least  esertion  and  has  either  a  sour  or  an  oily  otior. 

In  typlipid  fever,  Bryonia  is  indicated  in  the  early  stages  and  by  the 
following  symptoms :  There  is  some  confusion  of  the  mind  ;  the  senso- 
rium  is  depressed  but  there  are  no  perversions  of  the  senses.  During 
sleep  there  is  delirium  which  is  usually  of  a  mild  character.  On  clos- 
ing his  eyes  for  sleep,  he  thinks  he  sees  persons  who  are  not  jrrt'^enr. 
On  opening  them,  he  is  surprised  to  find  that  he  is  mistaken. 

Sometimes  this  delirium  is  accompanied  or  precedctl  by  irriuibilily. 
The  speech  is  hasty, as  you  find  under  Belladonna.  As  the  disea^*  in- 
*  creases,  some  little  heaviness  almost  approo^'liing  stui>or  accompanies 
sleep.  Tlje  patient  has  dreams,  which  have  for  their  subject  the  occu- 
pation of  the  day.  Frequently  with  this  delirium,  the  patient  Buflers 
from  an  agonizing  headache.  This  is  usually  frontal.  If  the  patient 
is  able  to  describe  it  to  you,  he  will  tell  you  that  his  head  feels  as  if  it 
woaid  burst.  No  better  term  than  '^splitting  headache ''  could  be  used 
to  deBcribe  it.  It  is  congestive  in  its  character.  The  face  is  usually 
flushed  and  of  a  d^-cp  re<l  color.  This  is  intenslfie*!  like  all  the  other 
symptoms  of  the  drug,  by  any  motion  of  the  head  and  is  often  accom- 
panied by  nosc-blw-cl.  The  epistaxis  is  particularly  liable  to  oonie  on 
lit  three  or  four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  is  frequently  precctlcd  by 
aflOme  of  fulness  in  the  head.     In  very  severe  cases,  you  will  notice 
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that  the  patieut  puts  his  hand  to  his  head  aa  if  there  were  some  paio 
there,  and  bis  faoe  is  expressive  of  {laiD.  Yet  so  stupid  Is  he.  that  he 
makes  no  oomplaiot  other  than  that  expressed  by  tliesf  automatic  move^ 
ments.  Another  symptom  to  be  noted  in  these  typhoid  fevers,  is  the 
pdryneas  of  the  mucous  membranes,  especially  those  of  the  moutli  and 
fttomacb.  This  is  the  result  of  deficient  secretion.  In  no  cases,  is  the 
condition  more  apparent  than  in  typhoid  states.  The  mouth  is  dry,  aa 
I  have  already  intimated,  and  yet  there  may  be  no  thirst.  If  there  is 
tliirst  it  seems  to  have  the  character  I  mentioned  in  speaking  of  inter- 
mittent fever.  The  patient  drinks  large  quantities  but  not  very  fre- 
quently. After  drinking  water  or  while  attempting  to  sit  up,  the  ])atient 
has  a  deathly  nauseated  feeling  and  sometimes  even  vomits.  At  other 
timcss  he  complains  of  a  heavy  pressure  in  the  stomach,  as  if  a  stone 
were  lying  there.  This  symptom  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  same  patho- 
logical condition  we  found  in  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth. 
The  secretion  of  gastric  juice  is  deficient,  consequently  food  lies  undi- 
gested in  the  stomach.  The  bowels  are  usually  constipated  when  Bryonia 
is  called  for.  When  they  do  move,  the  stools  are  large,  hard  and  dry 
and  eitlier  brown  or  black  in  color.  They  are  expelled  with  difficulty 
owing  to  the  atony  of  the  rectum.  Sometimes,  in  well-advanco<l  cases 
of  typhoid  fever,  you  will  find  soft,  mushy  stools,  calling  for  Bryonia. 
There  is  a  symptom  which  sometimes  aax>mpanies  typhoid  fever  at  about 
the  end  of  tlie  first  week  of  the  fully  developed  fever, and  that  Is  a  form 
of  delirium  in  which  the  patient  expresses  a  continual  ^'deaire  to  go 
bome.^'  He  imagines  that  he  is  not  at  home  and  longs  to  be  taken  there 
ID  order  to  be  properly  cared  for.  This  symptom  is  a  strong  indication 
for  Bryonia  and'  frequently  disappears  after  two  or  tliree  doses  of  the 
remedy. 

In  these  febrile  conditions,  it  is  neoeesary  to  place  Bryonia  in  its  proper 
relations  with  its  concordant  remi<dies.  First  of  all  ^oont^.  Aconite 
bears  an  intimate  relation  with  Bryonia  in  all  these  types  of  fever  ex- 
cept gastric,  intermittent  and  typhoid  fevers.  Aconite  has  not  in  it8 
totality  any  special  relation  to  any  of  these,  however  incorrectly  it  may 
be  given  to*  Itasscn  the  temjwraturc.  The  symptomatology  of  Aconite  is 
Opposed  in  every  resi)ect  to  that  of  typhoid  fever.  In  gastric  fever,  it 
nay  be  given  in  the  beginning  when  there  is  the  full  pulse,  hot  and 
diy  ftkin  and  rcHtlessnesss,  indicating  that  drug ;  but  as  the  fever  ad\-ance8, 
it  ia  then  not  iodicateil  unle^  there  are  bilious  complications.  Then  it 
is  on  all  sufficient  remedy.  The  distinctions  that  you  are  to  make  be- 
tween Aconite  and  Bryonia  are  aa  follows :  In  the  first  place,  they  hold 
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the  relation  of  Aconiteand  Bryonia  and  not  Bryonia  and  Aeouito;  thnt 
is  to  say  Aconite  is  given  earlier  in  the  case  than  is  Bryonia,  Aconite 
BUita  the  hyperaemia,  the  congestion  or  even  the  chill  which  precedeft  an 
inflammatory  fever.  Brj^onia  is  indicated  later  when  Aconite  fails. 
The  mental  symptoms  of  the  two  drugs  are  so  distinct  that  you  ought 
not  to  confuse  them.  Aconite  demands  that  the  mind  he  ejccited,  that 
the  patient  berestless^  tossing  about  the  bed,  full  of  fears.  He  imagines 
that  he  is  going  to  die.  The  Bryonia  patient  may  suffer  just  as  naucb 
as  the  one  to  whom  you  would  give  Aconite,  but  he  is  perfectly  quiet. 
He  is  quiet  because  motion  aggravates  his  symptoms.  Elarly  in  typhoid 
fever  and  sometimes  in  rheumatic  you  may  have  Br\'onia  indicated  by 
this  symptom.  The  patient  is  restless  and  tosses  about  the  U*d  impelled 
l>y  nervousness,  and  yet  he  is  made  worse  by  the  motion. 

Still  another  remetly  to  l»e  thoyght  of  in  connection  with  Bryonia  in 
these  fevers  is  Belladonna,  and  particularly  in  the  beginnitjg  of  typhoid 
fever.  Now  there  is  really  nothing  in  the  symptomatology  of  Bella- 
donna which  would  call  for  it  in  a  well-advanced  case  of  typhoid  type 
of  fever.  Only  io  the  beginning  could  you  confuse  it  with  Bryonia. 
In  the  first  place  it  has  erethism.  Here  you  distinguish  it  by  its  delirium, 
which  is  of  a  violent  character.  The  patient  jerks  his  limbs  and  starta 
daring  sleep.  He  springs  up  from  sleep  in  affright.  As  s<x)n  as  lie 
closes  his  eyes,  he  sees  all  sorts  of  objects  and  people,  which  disap})ear  aa 
soon  as  the  eyes  are  opened.  Belladonna  then  has  more  cerebral  erethbra, 
and  more  violence  in  its  delirium  than  has  Brj^onia.  Willi  the  Bella- 
donna headache  thexe  are  throbbing  pains,  and  the  jmtiout  may  be 
obliged  to  sit  up  rather  than  keep  perfectly  quiet  in  order  to  obtain 
relief 

Another  remedy  to  be  compared  with  Bryom'a  is  Rhtis  tax.  This  is 
often  indicated  in  typhoid  fever.  You  all  know  the  historic  fact  that 
Hahnemann  during  one  of  the  war  epidemics  of  typhus  cured  many 
casi«  with  these  two  remedies.  Since  the  days  of  Hahnemann,  this  uae 
of  these  remedies  has  become  universal.  Remember,  however,  tliat 
they  are  not  specifics.  Each  epidemic  may  so  change  in  character  as  to 
require  other  remedies.  Rhus  tox.  is  indicated  when  there  is  marked 
restlessness.  The  patient  first  lying  on  one  side,  changes  to  the  other. 
For  a  few  moments,  he  feels  better  in  his  new  position.  Then  his  side 
begins  to  ache  and  Ijack  he  turns  again.  Like  Bryonia,  it  has  now- 
bleed,  which  nose-blee<l  relieves  the  patient's  symptoms,  and  the  headache 
1  described  to  you  last  month  as  '*  a  ecnsation  as  though  a  iKmrii  were 
strapped  tightly  across  the  forehead."  •  There  are  rheamatio  aching  pains 
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tl»rougli  the  jointe  ami  muscles  of  the  lirabe.  The  tongue  dlflrere  from 
tlmt  of  Hr^'otaia.  It  is  brown  aod  dry  aud  even  cracked,  and  has  a  red 
tip.  That  is  also  an  excellent  indication  for  Sulphur.  Wit}i  Rhas 
tox.,  there  is  frequently  diarrhoea  from  the  very  beginning.  Bryonia 
usually  has  constipation. 

I  just  referred  to  the  symptom  under  Bellctdonmi — "  The  patient  sees 
penoDS  and  objects  on  closing  the  eyee^  these  disapear  as  soon  as  the 
eyes  are  opeoed.^'  Both  Calcarea  ostrcarum  and  Cinchona  have  this 
symptom*  Under  the  latter  remedy,  however,  it  does  not  occur  in 
typhoid  fever,  but  after  hremorrhage. 

Next,  I  wish  to  talk  about  the  action  of  Bryonia  on  serous  meoibranea. 
Bryonia  acts  powerfully  on  these,  producing  inflammation.  Hence  we 
are  called  upoa^^  prescTibe  it  when  the  meninges  of  the  brain  aud 
spinal  cord,  the  pleura  antllthe  peritoneum,  and  the  synovial  membranes 
are  inflamed.  The  indications  for  Bryonia  in  these  serous  inflamma- 
tions are  jiarticularly  to  be  looked  for  after  exudation  has  taken  place. 
There  are  sharp  stitching  pains,  worse  from  any  motion.  The  fever 
may  still  be  high  or  it  may  have  been  partially  subdueil  by  die  remedy 
which  preceded. 

Comjmring  Aconite  with  Bryonia  once  more,  you  will  see  the  same 
rule  applicable  here  as  before,  Bryonia  is  indicated  after  and  not  be- 
fore Aconite.     Take  for  purpose  of  illustration  a  typical  case  of  pleu- 
risj*.     In  the  beginning  of  the  disease  when  fever  is  high  yon  select 
Aconite,  but  just  so  soon  as  the  fever  commences  to  decrease,  and  aa^  -, . 
effusion  begins,  as  indicated  by  the  friction  soupds.  Aconite  ceases  tti\  f\ 
be  of  any  benefit  and  Bryonia  comes  in  as  an  all  sufficient  remeily.     It^^ 
is  customary  with  some  physicians  to  give  Aconite  for  the  i^ver  and 
Bryonia  for  the  pleuritic  trouble.    But  this  is  useless.    Bryonia  is 
adapted  to  the  whole  case.     It  has  not  the  same  restlessness  which  de- 
mands Aconite.    The  patient  is  quiet  and  id  full  of  pain.     He  lies  on 
the  affected  side.   '  Why  ?     Because  by  tlie  pressure  thus  exerteii  on  the 
ribs,  he  moves  the  affected  parts  le«8  than  he  would  were  he  lying  on 
theaouud  side.  /    M 

When  the  meninges  of  the  brain  are  affected,  Bryonia  is  a  valuable 
drag,  bat  here,  except  in  some  rare  eases,  it  follows  Belladonna  rather 
tban  Aconite.  Belladonna  oeases  to  be  the  remedy  in  meningitis, 
wb^iber  tnbcrcular  or  otherwise,  when  effiLMion  within  the  ventricles  or 
beneath  the  membranes  commences.  It  then  giv^  place  to  Sulphur  in 
tome  OBWV,  Apis  in  others  and  Bryonia  in  still  others.  Bryonia  is 
indicated  when  meningitis  follows  the  suppz-ession  of  some  eruption,  as

that  of  scarlatina  or  measles.  The  chlld^s  face  is  re«l,  or  else  it  is  red 
and  pale  alternately.  The  child  screams  out  j^uddejily  as  if  it  was  in 
great  pain,  which  it  really  is.  These  pains  are  of  a  shar[)  latjcinating 
character  and  are  esj>ecially  manifested  on  moving  the  child.  There  is 
marked  squinting  with  one  or  both  eyes.  The  bowels  arc  u*4uaIlycon- 
stipatetl,  the  abdomea  distended  and  the  child  has  well-marked  senso^ 
rial  depression  which  seems  to  border  on  stupor.  If  you  arouse  the 
child  and  offer  him  drink,  he  takes  it  impetuously  or  hastily,  just  as 
under  Belladonna.     The  latter  remedy  has  more  rolling  of  the  head. 

For  sake  of  convenience  we  will  next  study  the  catarrhs  of  Bryonia 
and  the  effects  of  the  drug  on  the  lung  structure.  We  find  15ryonia 
indicated  In  nasal  catarrh  when  there  is  either  great  dryness  of  the 
mucous  membrane  of  the  noseor^more  frequently),w(^  the  dit^hargo 
is  thick  and  yellow.  It  is  also  indicated  wWen  the  discharge  has  been 
of  the  character  just  indicated  and  has  been  suddenly  suppressed.  As 
a  result,  there  is  dull  throbbing  headache  just  over  the  frontal  sinuses. 
Lachcsis  is  also  useful  for  suppressed  coryza.  But  it  has  not  so  marked 
the  aggra\'ation  from  motion  ;  nor  has  it  that  yellow  discharge-  The 
treatment  of  colds  is  a  severe  test  of  the  skill  of  a  physician.  If  you 
can  successfully  treat  them  you  will  well  understand  homoeopathy. 
They  are  the  most  difficult  class  of  cases  we  have  to  contentl  with. 
There  are  two  reasons  for  this.  One  is  the  patients  are  constantly  ex- 
posed, and  the  other  is  that  they  are  not  watched  sufficiently  closely.  If 
yoQ  afe  given  the  opportunity  to  watch  the  cases  carefully,  so  that  you 
may  prescribe  aa  the  indications  change,  you  will  cure  promptly. 

We  may  also  use  Bryonia  in  pneum<Miia.  The  type  of  the  disea^*  in 
which  it  is  indicate<l  is  in  the  true  crou]>ous  form.  Just  as  we  found 
Bryonia  indicated  in  pleurisy  with  effusion,  so  is  it  of  use  in  pneumonia 
after  the  croupous  exudation  has  taken  place.  Usually  when  it  is 
called  for  there  i^also  some  pleuritis,  hence  it  is  applicable  to  pleuro- 
pneumonia. It  is  not  indicated  in  the  beginning  of  rite  di^^ease  because 
the  exudation  docs  not  occur  in  that  stage.  It  is^ndicated  after  Aconite, 
with  the  following  easily  under8t6od  condition.  The  fever  still  con- 
tinues, but  the  skin  is  not  so  hot,  the  face  so  red  and  the  patient  so  rest- 
leae  as  when  Aconite  was  indicated.  The  patient  is  more  paciBc,  and 
his  face  and  whole  demeanor  are  expressive  of  anxiety.  I  would  have  you 
discriminate  between  this  condition  and  that  calling  for  Aconite.  It  is 
not  80  much  the  mental  anxiety  that  Aconite  pictures  as  it  is  an  expres- 
sion of  pulmonary  oppression.  That  you  viiuit  remember.  The  cough 
which  under  Aconite  was  of  a  dry  teasing  character,  with  frothy  sputa, 
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rjKrhaps  still  remaiDS  troublesome  but  it  is  looser  and  more  moist. 
*Thcre  is  very  little  exi)ectoralioD  yet  but  what  little  there  is,  is  either 
yellowish  or  streaked  with  blood.  Owing  to  the  accompanying  iutlam- 
Diation  of  the  pleura,  sharp  pleuritic  §titches  are  felt  iu  the  cheat. 
They  are  worse  on  the  left  side.  The  patient  complains  of  heavy  pres- 
sure just  over  the  sternum.  The  pulse  is  full,  hard  and  tense.  The 
urine  is  dark  red  and  scanty. 

Still  another  remedy  that  ought  to  be  thought  of  along  with  Bryonia 
in  pneumonia  is  Antimonium  tartaricwn.  It  is  indicated  in  pneumonia 
ulhat  begins  as  a  brondiitis  and  extends  downwards.  It  is  especially 
^tuited  to  cases  that  begin  on  tlie  right  t^ide,  and  that  have  these  sharp 
stitching  pains,  high  fever,  great  oppression  of  the  chest,  as  in  Bryonia. 
But  it  is  called  for  more  in  catarrhal  thau  iu  croupous  pneumonia. 
Mucous  ralea  are  heard  distinctly  in  the  chent. 

You  should  also  recall  Saiigutnarla  and  Cheiidonium. 

Several  other  remedies  Ihan  Bryouia  have  these  pains  in  the  chest 
walls.  GauUheria  has  pleurodynia  with  pain  in  the  anterior  mediaa* 
tinam. 

Ranunculus  bulbomu  is  decidedly  the  best  remedy  for  intercostal 
rheainatism  ;  it  has  sharp,  stitching  pains  and  a  sore  »pol  in  the  cliest, 
and  the^  are  worse  from  any  motion  or  even  breathing. 

Arnica  is  sometimes  of  use  when  the  sore  and  bruised  feeling  of  the 
che«t  preilominates. 

Rhw  ratJicaiis  is  called  for  in  pleurodynia  when  the  pains  shoot  into 
the  shouhler. 

Sffuga  acts  best  iu  fat  persons  of  lax  fibre.  It  is  useful  in  cold  when 
there  are  much  pain  and  soreness  in  the  thoracic  walls,  and  much  mu- 
cus within.  There  is  hiwirseness  ;  the  throat  is  so  dry  and  sensitive  that 
it  hurts  the  patient  to  talk  ;  the  cough  often  ends  with  sneezing, 

Rumcx  erUpun  has  sharp,  stitching  or  stinging  pains  through  the 
leA  lung;  it  is  indicated  more  in  the  early  stages  of  phthisis.  When 
the  imtient  turns  tlie  lei\  side  feels  sore. 

TrifoltHm  prataise  has  hoarseness  and  choking  spells  at  night  with 
tlie  cough.  The  neck  is  stitf ;  tliere  are  cramps  in  die  steruo-cleido- 
Buwtoid  muscles  which  are  relieved  by  beat  and  friction. 

In  bnmchttis  Bryonia  is  indicated  with  tliis  same  pressure  over  tlie 
•teitiuu) ;  the  dyspnoea  is  great ;  the  cough  is  dry  and  seems  to  start 
rrom  Uie  stomach,  ^metimes  a  little  tenacious  blood-streaked  sputuoi 
ift  raiaed.    The  cough  ia  worse  after  a  meal,  when  it  may  even  end  in 
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vomiting.  During  the  ooiigh  the  patient  presses  his  hand  against  hia 
side  to  relieve  the  stitching  pains. 

Returning  now  to  the  action  of  Bryonia  on  the  serous  inembraneB, 
we  find  it  producing  synovitis.  The  affected  joint  is  i)ale  red  and  tenae. 
Tliere  ia,  of  course,  effusion  into  the  synovial  aac.  There  are  sharp, 
stitching  pains,  aggravated  by  any  motion.  Bryonia  ia  indicated  in 
these  cases  whether  the  synovitis  be  of  rheumatic  or  traumatic  origin. 

The  nearest  concordant  remedy  to  Bryonia  here  is  Apis,  which  is  an 
excellent  remedy  for  synovitis,  particularly  of  the  knee-joint.  Sharp, 
lancinating,  and  stinging  pains,  and  effusion  into  the  joint,  are  further 
indications  for  the  remedy.  Apis  seems  to  be  preferable  to  Bryonia 
when  this  synovitis  is  of  scrofnloos  origin,  or  at  least  appears  in  a 
scrofulous  constitution.  Apis  also  has  another  kind  of  inflammation, 
which  ends  in  thickening  of  the  serous  sac  and  of  the  tissues  and  car- 
tilages about  the  joints,  giving  you  the  well-known  white  swelling. 

You  should  also  remember  Su/phur  in  Ihese  cases.  This  remwly 
supplements  Bryonia  and  Apis,  and  urges  thera  on  when  they  fail  to 
do  tlieir  work. 

We  come  next  to  the  study  of  Bryonia  in  its  action  on  the  muscular 
system.  It  is  one  of  the  few  drugs  which  produce  a  pos'itive  inflam- 
mation of  the  muscular  substance  ;  consequently,  you  exj>ect  to  find  the 
drug  of  use  in  muscular  rheumatism.  The  muscles  are  sore  to  the 
touch,  and  at  times  swollen,  and,  as  you  might  expect,  there  is  aggra- 
vation of  the  pains  from  the  slightest  motion. 

Bryonia  may  also  be  indicated  in  articular  rheumatism.  We  find 
tliat  the  fever  is  not  very  violent,  and  the  pains  and  swelling  either  shift 
not  at  all  or  else  very  slowly.  The  local  inflammation  is  violent ;  that  is 
characteristic  of  Bryonia.  The  parts  are  very  hot,  and  dark  or  pale 
reil.  The  pulse  in  these  cases  is  full  and  strong,  and  the  tongue  is 
either  uniformly  white  or,  more  characteristically,  dry  and  while  down 
the  centre.  The  bowels  are  constipated.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say 
that  the  pains  are  worse  from  motion. 

The  difference  between  Bryonia  and  Rhus  is  principally  this :  Rhus 
i*  suitable  for  rheumatism  after  exposure  to  wet,  especially  when  one 
is  overheated  and  |>er8piring.  Then,  too,  the  Rhus  patient  finds  relief 
from  moving  about.  Rhus  attacks  the  fibrous  tiasueB,  the  sheatlis  of 
the  raiL-^cles,  Bryonia  the  muscular  tissue  itself. 

The  difference  between  Ledum  and  Bryonia  may  be  described  in  this 
way :  Ledum  is  useful  for  rheumatic  or  gouty  inflammation  of  the  great 
toe ;  instead  o(  tending  to  copious  effusion  the  effusion  i^  scanty,  and 
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wtnis  to  banlcn  into  nodoaitiefl.  Id  hot  swelling  of  the  hip-joint  Ledum 
should  be  rcni€nil)erGd  as  more  suooe^^rul  than  Bryonia. 

AcUa  »picala  has  a  special  affiDity  for  the  smaller  joints.  It  has  this 
chamctifristic :  The  patient  goes  out  feeling  tolerably  comfortable,  but 
•s  be  walks  the  joints  ache  and  even  swell. 

f Tofa  ofhr<Ua  has  a  specific  action  on  the  right  wrist. 

CauhphtfUum  is  especially  suited  to  rheumatism  of  the  phalangeal 
and  metacarpal  joints,  particularly  in  females. 

In  Cofehicum  we  have  marked  aggravation  in  the  evening;  the 
affected  joints  are  swollen  and  dark  red.  It  is  especially  useful  for 
weaik  debilitated  persons.  The  urine  is  scanty  and  red,  and  huroH  in 
paasing  along  the  urethra;  the  pains  are  of  a  tearing  or  jerking  char- 
acter. The  pains  are  superficial  in  summer  and  deep  in  winter.  Bry- 
onia has  great  oppression  under  the  sternum,  worse  from  motion  ;  sliarp 
stitches  in  the  cardiac  region,  pericardial  effusion,  with  strong  pulse. 
Colchicum  has  pericardial  effusion,  fulness  and  oppression  while  lying 
on  the  left  side,  compelling  him  to  turn  over.  The  pulse  is  small, 
weak,  and  accelerated.  The  Colchicum  pains  appear  about  the  neck 
and  shoulders,  or,  in  a  small  part  of  the  body  at  a  time,  and  then  shift 
quickly. 

Ouaiaeum  is  aseful  in  chronic  forms  of  rheumatism  when  the  joints 
have  become  distorted  by  the  concretions.  It  is  also  indicated  in  pleurisy 
during  the  second  stage  of  phthisis  with  muco-purulent  sputum. 

Next  we  will  study  the  alimentary  canal.  We  have  already  8|K)ken 
of  its  use  here  so  frequently  that  its  symptoms  require  but  a  j>as8ing 
notice.  There  are  the  dryness  of  the  raucous  lining  throughout;  the 
^white  coating  of  the  tongue,  the  characteristic  thirst,  a  feeling  as  though 
\  stone  or  heavy  weight  were  lying  clogged  in  the  stomach,  the  hard, 
dry,  brown  stool,  passed  with  difficulty  owing  to  the  hardness  of  the 
fttcal  matter,  atony  of  tlje  rectum,  and  intolerance  of  v€^table  food. 
The  symptoms  arc  all  worse  in  summer.  It  seems  tlmt  the  Bryonia 
patient  cannot  tolerate  the  heat  of  the  sun.  The  liver  also  is  affected. 
We  find  it  congested,  or  even  iufiamed.  The  gastric  8yraptom.«i  just 
mentioned  complicate  the  case.  The  peritoneum  covering  the  liver  is 
inflamed,  consequently  there  are  sharp  stitches  in  the  right  hypochon* 
drium,  worse  from  any  motion  and  better  when  lying  on  the  right  side. 
In  jaundice  from  duodenal  catarrh,  you  may  give  Bryonia,  especially 
when  the  trouble  has  been  brought  on  by  a  fit  of  anger.  Although  the 
jMUier-  ^  hot,  he  complains  of  feeling  chilly. 

C7t^....^ a  is  an  admirable  remedy  for  very  similar  symptoms  to 
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Bryonia ;  sharp  pains  in  the  region  of  tlie  liver,  shooting  in  every  dirM^ 
tion,  up  into  the  chest,  down  into  the  abdomen ;  well-marked  pain 
under  the  scapula, even  going  thrmigh  the  chest  like  a  rivet;  and  diar- 
rhoea with  either  clay -col  orcil  or  yellowish  stools.  It  differs  from  Bry- 
onia particularly  in  the  character  of  the  stool. 

Bryonia  is  also  similar  to  Kali  oar6.,  which  is  indicated  in  bilious 
affections  when  there  are  these  sharp  pains  in  the  right  hypcKjhondrium, 
shooting  up  into  the  chest,  often  there  is  sharp  pain,  coming  from  the' 
lower  lobe  of  the  right  lung.  The  difference  between  these  pains  and 
those  of  Bryonia  is  that  these  are  not  necessarily  made  worse  by  motion. 

Yucca  fihimeiitoad  is  an  admirable  remotely  for  biliousness,  with  pain 
going  through  the  upper  portion  of  the  liver  to  the  back.  There  is  bad 
taste  in  the  mouth  ;  the  stools  are  diarrhceic  and  contain  an  excess  of 
bile.    A  great  deal  of  Hatus  passes  by  the  rectum. 

Chamom'dln^  like  Bryonia, is  indicated  in  biliousness  following  anger. 
With  Bryonia  there  is  apt  to  be  chilliness  with  the  anger ;  with  Cham- 
omilla  the  patient  gets  hot  and  sweats. 

Bej'bcrhi  vnlgaria  also  has  sharp,  stitching  pains  in  the  regioh  of  the 
liver;  but  the  pains  shoot  downwards  from  the  tenth  rib  to  the  um- 
bilicus. 

The  bowels,  I  have  said,  are  usually  constipatctl  under  Bryonia,  but 
in  some  cases  the  reverse  condition  obtains.  Bryonia  is  indicated  in 
diarrhoea  when  the  attacks  are  provoked  by  indulgence  in  vegetal»le 
foods  or  stowed  fruits,  and  also  by  getting  overheatc<l  in  the  summer 
time.  The  movements  are  especially  worse  in  the  morning  after  rising 
when  beginning  to  mov^e  around,  thus  distinguishing  it  from  Sulphur 
and  making  it  akin  to  Natrum  sulj>h.  In  other  cases,  the  patient  is 
seized  with  sudden  griping  pains,  doubling  him  Op,  with  copious  pasty 
stools.  Sometimes  the  stools  are  dark  green,  from  admixture  of  bile. 
They  liave  the  mlor  of  old  cheese. 

We  next  come  to  the  action  of  Bryonia  on  the  different  organs.  The 
mental  symjjtoms  have  been  pretty  thoroughly  described  to  you  in 
speaking  of  typhoid  fever.  "  I  will  merely  say  here  that  the  patients 
are  irritable  and  easily  angered.  This  is  present  with  tlic  bilious  symp- 
toms, with  the  headache,  and  with  the  dyapepeia,  in  fact,  it  is  charac- 
teristic of  the  remedy. 

The  heatlache  of  Bryonia,  I  have  also  told  you,  is  worse  from  any 
motioo;  even  a  movement  of  the  eyeballs  aggravates  the  pain.  The 
pain  begins  in  the  occiput,  or  else  in  the  forehead  going  back  into  the 
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occiput.     It  is  worse  when  awaking  in  the  morning,  and  after  violent 
fits  of  ang**r. 

The  nearest  renaedy  that  we  have  to  Bryonia  here  is  Geheiniumj  which 
has  headache  with  this  soreness  of  the  eyes  on  moving  them. 

Natrum  mur,  has  hmdaclje,  with   beating  as  fi-om  little  hammers, 
with  aggravation  on  moving  the  head  and  eyes. 

With  the  occipital  headache  of  Bryonia  we  should  also  comjwire 
p€(rolrum,  which  haa  throbbing  occipital  headache;  and    ^ 

Juglana  cKiifuirtica  for  occipital  headache  with  pains  of  a  sharp  char- 
acter. 

Carbo  vtg»  and  Nux  vomica  have  occipital  paina  with  bilious  attacks. 

On  the  external  head,  we  find  Bryonia  developing  an  oily  perspira- 
tion with  a  sour  odor. 

A  similar  symptom  referred  to  the  face  is  fouud  under  Natrum  mur, 

Brj'onia  is  a  valuable  reme<ly  in  diseases  of  the  eyes,  not  when  the 
external  coats  of  the  eye  are  affected,  however.  It  is  to  be  thought  of 
for  metastasis  of  rheumatism  to  the  eyes.  The  pains  arc  violent  and 
shoot  through  the  eye-ball  into  the  back  of  the  head,  or  up  toward  tlie 
vertex.  It  is  aggravated  by  any  motion  of  the  head  or  eyea.  There  is 
also  a  sensation  of  tension  as  if  the  eyeballs  had  been  put  on  a  stretch. 
Kow  you  know  from  what  I  have  said,  that  Br>'onia  is  indicated  in  in- 
flammation of  the  serous  membranes  with  effusion.  Bryonia  ought 
both  symptomatically  and  pathologically  be  a  remedy  in  glaucoma. 
The  tension  of  the  eyeball  is  greatly  increased.  Hot  tears  flow  from 
tiie  eyes.     Photophobia  and  diminution  of  vision  are  present. 

The  tootha<'he  of  Bryonia  is  of  rheumatic  origin  and  comes  from 
«»ld.  You  will  frequently  find  it  in  teeth  showing  no  signs  of  decay. 
We  are  therefore  led  to  presume  that  it  is  the  nerve  that  is  affected. 
More  than  one  tooth  may  be  involved  and  relief  is  momentarily  obtain- 
ed  by  firm  pressure  of  the  head  against  the  pillow,  or  by  tlie  ap])l)cation 
of  cold. 

Toothache  in  children  from  decayed  teeth,  with  relief  from  the  ap- 
plication of  cold  water  finds  its  best  remedy  in  O^ea, 

KreojioU  has  neuralgia  of  the  face  with  burning  pains  increased  by 
motion  and  by  talking,  especially  in  nervous  irritable  persons  wboee 
teeth  decay  rapidly. 

The  characteristic  urine  of  Br^'onia  is  dark  red  without  any  deposit. 
The  changes  in  its  appearance  are  due  to  excess  of  coloring  matters. 

BrjroDia  has  some  action  on  the  female  genital  organs.  It  is  indicated 
hi  mcoatrual  difficulties  when  the  flow  is  dark  red  and  profuse,  bat 
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more  especially  when  it  has  l>een  suppressed  auJ  we  have  what  hafltiMi 
termed  viairious  meostruation. 

Here  you  should  compare  Pulsatilla  and  Phosphorusj  especially  if 
the  suppression  of  the  flow  proiluces  htemopytisis  or  hteroatemcsis. 

Senecio  if  the  patient  has  cough  with  bloo<Iy  expectoration. 

Hamameluf  and  UstUago  and  Millefolium  for  heematemesis. 

Bryonia  is  indicated  in  the  lying-in  chamber.  For  years,  I  have 
been  accustogied  to  using  Bryonia  for  the  so-called  milk  fever.  I  con- 
sider it  indicated  more  than  any  one  remedy  because  the  symptoms  are 
thase  of  Bryonia.  There  is  not  very  marl^ed  fever,  there  is  this  tension 
of  the  breast  with  headache,  tearing  in  the  limbs  and  tlie  patient  is 
weary  and  wants  to  keep  still. 

In  threatening  mammary  abscess,  Bryonia  is  indicated  when  there  are 
sharp  stitching  pains,  tension  of  the  breast,  and  pale  red  color  to  the 
swelling. 

In  incipient  mammary  abscess  you  should  eom|mre  first  of  all  Bella" 
dotmaj  which  is  useful  when  the  symptoms  are  violent ;  redneas  shoots 
out  iu  radii  from  tlie  central  point  of  the  inflammation. 

Phytolacca  is  an  excellent  remedy  when  from  the  beginning  the  breasts 
show  a  tendency  to  cake.  Especially  is  Phytolacca  the  remedy  when 
fiuppui-ation  is  inevitable.  When  the  child  nurses  pain  goes  from  the 
nipple  all  over  the  l)ody. 

PheUandrium  arpuiiieum  is  an  excellent  remedy  when  pains  ooum 
along  the  milk  ducts  l>etween  the  acts  of  nursing. 

Croton  tiglium^  when  there  is  pain  from  the  nipple  through  to  the 
back  when  the  child  nurses,  as  though  it  were  being  pulled  by  a  string. 
Bryonia  is  to  be  remembered  in  measles.  Here  it  is  indicated  princi- 
pally by  the  tardy  appearance  of  the  rash.  There  is  a  hard  dry  cough 
which  makes  the  child  cry.  The  child  doubles  up  as  if  to  resist  the 
tearing  pain  which  the  effort  at  coughing  causes.  There  may  be  little 
or  no  expectoration.  The  eyes  are  inflamed.  In  other  cases,  the  erup- 
tion suddenly  disapi)earB  when  cerebral  symptoms  appear.  The  child 
is  drowsy.  Its  face  js  ]Kile  and  there  is  twitching  of  the  muscles  of  the 
face,  eyes  and  mouth.  Any  motion  causes  the  child  to  scream  with 
pain.  In  other  cases  instead  of  these  cerebral  symptoms  you  have  in- 
flammatory diseases  of  the  chest,  bronchitis  or  even  pneumonia. 

In  scarlatina,  Bryonia  is  not  often  indicated,  but  when  it  is,  you  find 
some  one  or  all  of  these  symptoms  to  guide  you.  The  rash  has  not  tlui 
smooth  character  observed  under  Belladonna.  It  is  interspersed  with  a 
OJ 11  jury  nish.     The  eruption  eoraes  out  imperfectly  and  the  chest, and 
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cerebral  symptoms  just  mentioned  are  present.  Now  while  all  the 
senses  are  benumbed  in  these  cases  there  are  no  absolute  halhici nations  of 
the  senses  as  under  Belladonna,  the  patients  do  not  hear  voices  talking 
to  them  as  under  Anacardium ;  they  do  not  awaken  from  sleep  cling- 
ing to  those  about  them,  as  with  Stramonium  or  Cuprum. 

When  an  eruption  has  been  suppressed  and  the  brain  affected  in  con- 
sequence, you  may  also  look  to  Cuprum,  which  is  the  remedy  when  the 
symptoms  are  violent.  The  child  starts  up  during  sleep.  There  are 
decided  perversion  of  the  senses,  and  the  spasms  characteristic  of  Cup- 
rum. 

Zincum  is  to  be  preferred  if  the  child  is  too  weak  to- develop  an  erup- 
tion. The  eruption  comes  out  sparingly.  The  surface  of  the  body  is 
rather  cool.  The  child  lies  in  a  stupor,  grating  its  teeth,  it  starts  up 
during  sleep.  Squinting  and  rolling  of  the  eyes  are  observed,  and  there 
is  marked  fidgetiness  of  the  feet. 

Ipecae.  is  to  be  thought  of  when  the  chest  is  affected  from  the  reces- 
sion of  the  rash  of  measles,  when  there  is  difficulty  in  breathing,  cough, 
etc 

Tartar  emetic  ought  to  be  given  in  preference  to  Bryonia  when  the 
disease  is  variola.

The  large  order  of  Coniferse  or  cone-bearing  plants  is  the  subject  for 
our  study  to-day.  From  this  order  we  obtain  the  different  varieties  of 
pine,  hemlock,  and  spruce  from  which  the  different  prepvatioos  of 
turpentine  have  been  obtained.  '  The  principal  remedies  of  this  group, 
you  will  sec  in  the  schedule  on  the  board.  They  are  the  Abies  nigra, 
or  black  spruce ;  the  Sabina  juniperus,  one  form  of  the  juniper  from 
which  the  oil  of  savin,  a  well-known  remedy  for  the  production  of 
abortion,  has  been  taken ;  the  Pinus  sylvestriSf  a  variety  of  the  pine ; 
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TiUthinlhina,  or  tarpeBtine,  obtained  from  many  of  the  pines;  Pix 
liguMia,  or  pitch  ;  and  Thuja  ocddentaii^,  the  arbor  vit«  or  the  tree  of 

life. 

Abies  nioba. 

I  cannot  forbear  mentioning  a  symptom  of  this  Abica  tiigm,  a  pymp- 
torn,  too,  tliai  has  been  frequently  confirmed.  I  refer  to  tl>e  ap[)lica- 
tion  of.  the  drug  in  dyspepsia  when  the  patient  complains  of  a  feeling 
US  though  he  had  swallowed  some  indigestible  suljstance  which  had 
stuck  at  the  cardiac  extremity  of  the  stomach.  That  id  the  main  symp- 
tom and  the  keynote  of  the  drug.  There  are  also  present,  the  low 
•8pintedne»,  the  hypochondriasis,  and  the  constipation  incident  to 
dyepej^sia. 

SaBINA    JUNIPERU8. 

I  am  also  obliged  to  slight  Sabina  juniperwi  for  want  of  time.  You 
know  of  it  as  a  remedy  in  the  treatment  of  uterine  dij^ea-^e,  and  as  a 
remetly  to  prevent  impending  abortion,  especially  at  the  third  month. 
The  symptoms  indicating  it  here,  you  will  learn  from  the  Profeesor  of 
Gynaecolc^,  Dr.  Betts.  1  shall  only  say  in  brief  that  they  are:  Pain 
which  commences  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  goes  around  and  through 
the  pubes,  drawing-aeliing  pains  which  are  so  common  in  alx»rtion,  and 
pftinfi  which  run  through  from  sacrum  to  pubis.  This'last  symptom 
IS  very  characteristic  of  Sabina.  In  addition  to  these  painn,  there  is  a 
bright  red  clotteil  flow  of  blood,*  increasing  witJi  every  motion.  You 
may  also  use  Sabina  in  post-partum  haemorrhage  when  the  placenta  is 
retained  and  the  symptoms  just  mentioned  are  present. 

Terebinthina. 

Tert^binthina,  or  turpentine,  is  a  drug  that  has  been  much  abused  by 
old<sch<>r>l  pliysicians,  therefore  it  has  been  greatly  neglectetl  by  homoeo- 
paths. In  tlie  revulsion  fnjm  the  misconception  of  the  old-school  physi- 
cians, we  often  avoid  a  drug  altogether.  All  that  I  have  time  to  say 
oomcerning  Terebinthina,  U  that  its  main  action  is  on  the  kidneys 
and  bladder.  When  you  find  metritis,  peritonitis,  typhoid  fever,  or 
scarlatina,  or,  in  fact,  any  serious  disease  of  low  type,  with  the  follow- 
ing kidney  symptoms,  Terebinthina  comes  in  as  your  remedy :  Dull 
pains  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys,  burning  in  the  kidneys,  pains  ex- 
tioding  from  the  kidneys  down  .through  the  ureters;  burning  during 
micturition,  strangury,  albuminous  urine, and  very  chanicteristieally  the 
tiriiM  w  dark  cloudy  and  smoky  looking,  as  (hough  it  ^*ontaincd  de- 
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composed  blood,  which  it  really  does.  The  real  pathological  oondinoSI 
of  the  kidneys  in  this  case,  is  not  one  of  acute  Bright'^  disease,  nor  one 
of  crou()ouB  formation  in  the  kidneys,  but  one  of  renal  congestion, 
with  oozing  of  blood  into  the  j>elvi9  of  the  kidney.  When  the  abcjve 
urinary  eymptoms  are  present,  you  may  give  Terebinthina  with  con- 
fidence,  no  matter  what  the  patient's  disease  may  be, 

Terebinthina  often  acts  powerfully  on  mucous  membranes.  It  pro- 
duces  burning  in  the  air-passages,  with  thin  expectoration,  very  difficult 
of  detachment. 

PiX  Lli^niDA. 

Pix  liquida  has  but  two  symptoma  worthy  of  note.  Oile  proceeils 
from  its  action  on  the  lungs.  You  may  give  it  with  confidence  in 
suppurative  processes  affecting  the  left  lung,  with  pain  at  the  thin!  I<*ft 
costal  cartilage. 

Ani-sum  iitellntum  has  the  same  pain,  but  here  it  is  referretl  to  the 
right  third  costal  cartilage.  The  above'syroptoms  of  Pix  and  Anijdim. 
have  stood  the  test  of 'experience  over  and  over  again. 

Pix  liquidii  also  causes  an  eruption,  especially  on  the  dorsum  of  the 
hands,  itching  intolerably  at  night,  and  bleetling  when  scnitchinl. 


Thuja  oociDEjrrALis. 

The  remainder  of  the  hour  we  will  devote  to  Thuja  oocidentalL^,  tlie 
last  member  of  this  group,  and  we  will  have  ample  time  to  consider  it 
fully.  The  history  of  the  introduction  of  this  drug  is  a  little  hovel. 
Hahnemann  rcqeived  in  his  office  on  one  occasion  a  patient  who  ix>m- 
plained  of  some  symptoms  about  the  genital  organs,  which  were,  to 
say  the  least,  suspicious.  There  was  a  thick  purulent  disu^harge  from 
the  urethra,  with  burning  on  urinating.  There  were  alsosmall  pimples', 
attended  with  itching,  about  the  glans  penis,  and  some  swelling  of  the 
parts.  Hahnemann  charged  his  patient  with  having  contracted  gonor- 
rhoea. This  was  stoutly  denied  by  the  patient,  who,  by  the  way,  was 
a  theological  student.  However,  on  the  principle  prevailing  in  every 
court  to  consider  a  man  innocent  until  he  has  been  proved  guilty, 
Hahnemann  determined  to  give  the  young  man  no  medicine,  and 
directed  him  to  report  in  three  days.  At  the  end  of  that  time  he  came 
back  well,  Hahnemann  was  puzzled.  He  questioned  the  (latient 
closely,  but  found  no  cause.  The  young  gentleman  remembered,  how- 
ever, that  as  he  sauntered  through  a  garden  a  few  days  before,  he  picJcetl 
some  leaves  of  the  arbor  vita)  and  cheweil  them.     This  led  Hahnemann 
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to  investigate  the  properties  of  Thuja,  when  hfe  dificovere<!  that  the 
tlioological  student  imd  toUl  the  truth. 

However,  Thuja  must  not  be  immolated  in  sycosis,  because  it  has 
other  interesting  actions  on  the  system,  especially  upon  the  nervous 
aystem.  While  you  must  remember  that  tliese  nervous  phenomena 
may  rent  on  a  sycotic  basis,  you  should  also  know  tliat  they  may  exist 
.without  the  presence  of  any  such  taint.  GrauvogI  tells  us  of  the 
bydrogenoid  conetitution  in  which  the  poison  of  gonorrhoea  acts  most 
virulently.  If  one  with  this  constitution  contracts  the  disease,  he  is 
more  apt  to  retain  the  constitutional  taint.  This  constitution  may  even 
exist  indej)endent  of  a  sycotic  taint.  In  its  victims  vaccination  is 
most  injurious.  When  you  find  a  j>atient  suffering  from  vaccination, 
the  virus  being  pure,  you  may  set  that  patient  down  as  l^elonging  to 
the  hydrogenoid  coustitution.  We  have  two  antidotes  to  these  bad 
efieots  of  vaccination,  Silieeaf  which  suits  almost  any  of  the  symptoms, 
even  convulsions,  and  Thuja^  especially  if  diarrhoea  results  and  the 
vaccine  pustules  are  very  large.  It  was  on  account  of  this  last-named 
symptom  that  Bcenninghausen  recommended  Thuja  in  variola.  He 
gave  it  just  so  soon  as  the  vesicles  began  to  turn  into  pustules,  and  he 
claimed  to  have  thereby  prevented  scarring. 

But  to  return  to  a  study  of  the  action  of  Thuja  on  the  nervous 
tsystem.   The  {)atient  exhibits  a  manner  which  is  hurried  and  impatient. 

le  talks  hurriedly.    His  movements  are  unijatumlly  active  and  hurried. 

ii8  temper  is  easily  aroused.  Even  trifles  make  him  angry  and  ex- 
cited. Some  of  the  gentler  emotions  are  awakened.  For  instance, 
music  causes  weeping  and  trembling  about  the  feet.  There  is  a  form 
of  insanity  or  mania  in  which  you  will  find  Thuja  the  only  remedy, 
and  that  is  one  in  which  tliere  is  the  fixed  idea  in  the  patient's  mind, 
thiit  he  is  made  of  some  brittle  substance,  and  he  will  not  permit  him- 
self to  Ih*  Approached  for  fear  that  he  will  be  broken.  This  is  not  the 
Antimonium  (Tudurn  condition.  It  is  not  an  irritability  of  mind  tJiat 
drives  any  one  and  every  one  away,  will  not  permit  one's  self  to  be 
even  Ux>ked  at,  but  it  is  a  symptom  that  comes  from  some  fixed  ilelu- 
noo  aa  to  his  bodily  comiKJsition. 

Another  singular  characteristic  of  Thuja  is  one  that  was  first  met 
with  ID  an  old  maid.  She  experienced  a  sensation  as  though  a  living 
child  wore  in  the  abdomen.  This  symptom  has  suggested  the  use  of 
Th^ja  in  peeudo^yesia. 

With  theae  symptoms  of  the  nervous  system  indicating  tlie  drug  in 
melancholia,  and  other  forms  of  insanity,  we  find  that  there  are  many 
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disturbances  in  the  'circulation,  ebullition  of  blood,  iu  other  worda. 
Still  further  &s  illustrating  the  action  of  tliis  drug  on  the  nervous 
system,  we  find  various  forms  of  neuralgia  occurring.  Thus  it  ia 
indicated  in  the  form  of  headache  known  as  clavu8,  in  which  the 
patient  has  a  sensation  as  though  a  nail  were  being  driven  into  the 
vertex,  or  into  one  or  the  other  of  the  frontal  eminencea.  Thuja  maj 
also  be  used  in  neuralgia,  affecting  either  head  or  face  or  both.  The 
pains  are  of  an  intense  stabbing  character,  and  are  well-nigh  unbear- 
able. If  the  patient  sits  up  these  pains  almost  drive  him  to  destruc- 
tion ;  thejjT  may  even  produce  unconsciousness.  He,  therefore,  maintaine 
the  horizontal  posture.  The  paius  seem  to  begin  alx)ut  the  face,  aboot 
the  malar  bones  and  eyes,  and  go  back  towards  the  head.  It  is  a 
neuralgia  which  reminds  us  of  that  of  Spigelia,  but  which  we  distin- 
guish from  that  of  tlie  last-named  remedy  by  the  dire<'tiou  of  the 
symptoms.  In  Spigelia  the  pains  begin  in  the  back  of  the  head  and 
come  forward. 

After  detailing  to  you  these  unique  nervous  symptoms,  I  pass  to 
state  the  application  of  the  drug  to  sycosis.  Remember  that  these 
nervous  phenomena  may  or  may  not  have  a  sycotic  basis.  Thuja  is  a 
remedy  which  tends  to  alter  the  sycotic  constitution,  to  change  the  soil 
on  which  this  poison  grows.  There  are  two  elements  which  nmke  up 
disease,  they  are  the  elements  of  the  disease  itself,  and  those  of  the 
constitution  in  which  it  grows.  The  sycotic  constitution  to  which  1 
have  referred,  modifies  every  subsequent  disease,  and  that,  too,  whether 
tliere  be  any  urethral  discharge  or  not. 

In  gonorrhcea,  you  may  use  Thuja  when  the  discharge  i8  thin  and 
greenisli,  and  there  is  scalding- pain  during  urination.  After  urination, 
there  is  a  sensation  ae  if  there  were  a  drop  of  urine  remaining  behind. 
Warts  or  condylomata  api)ear  on  the  genitals,  at  the  anus,  nlxmt  the 
perineum  and  upon  mucous  surfaces.  I  have  treated  one  case  in  which 
the  wart  formed  on  the  centre  of  the  tongue.  This  was  speedily  curetl 
by  Thuja.  These  warts  may  have  a  seeily  look,  or  they  may  be  of  a 
cauliflower  shape.  Cauliflower  excrescences  are  especially  apt  to  grow 
from  the  oer\'ix  uteri.  In  other  cases,  these  warts  are  moist  and  oo»e 
a  glutinous  fluid.  Sometimes,  we  fiud  ulcers  alx>ut  the  genitals  and 
those  l)ear  very  much  the  appearance  of  chancroids.  They  have  a  dirty 
yellow  base  with  hard  edges.  Very  ciiaracteristic  are  such  ulceus  if  they 
seem  to  have  originated  from  warts.  Sometimes,  we  note  deep  Hasurea, 
or  furrows  about  the  anus,  on  the  perineum,  scrotum  or  glnns  penis. 
These  are  quite  deep  and  are  covered  with  pus.     There  is  sweet  soiell- 
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^bout  the  e<?nital  organs.  The  (•^tlcli'H  are  often  involved, 
one  or  the  other  of  these  organs,  being  druwn  up  in  conw^qnence  of  con- 
traction of  the  creraaster  muscle.  The  testicle  is  swollen  and  aches  as 
if  hrniscd.  There  may  l^e  balanorrhcea,  that  is  purulent  inflammation 
of  the  inser  surface  of  the  prepuce,  and  of  the  sulcus  back  of  the  corona 
glandis. 

In  the  female  organs,  we  find  the  cauliflower  excrescenses  which  I 
have  already  mentione<l,  fungus  growths  of  venereal  origin  ab<Mit  the 
genitals,  condylomata  with  tiiick  green  leu(5orrhQea  corresponding  to  the 
thin  gret'nish-yelJow  gleet  of  the  male. 

A^n  if  a  gonorrhoea  be  checked  by  injection,  by  cold  or  by  any 
other  influence,  con^'titutional  symptoms  may  arise  which  call  for  Thuja. 
Ef*j>ocially'i8  this  remedy  indicateil  if  the  complication  be  articular 
rheumatism,  or  prostatitis.  The  hair  bectimes  dry  and  splits  at  the  ends, 
the  scalp  scaly  ami  covered  with  dry  scurf. 

Thuja  is  even  the  remedy  when  irilisappears,  especially  when  accora- 
panieil  by  condylomata  on  the  iris.  The  eyelids  are  inflamed  and  have 
a  warty  took  also. 

Osiena  may  \ye  an  additional  complication.  When  Thuja  is  indicated 
the  di!!iK?harge  is  thick  and  green. 

Another  very  common  symptom   indicative  of  a  sycfjtic  taint,  for 

bich  you  may  use  Thuja,  is  decay  at  the  root  of  the  teeth,  the  crowns 
^  the  teeth   being  apparently  normal.     Other  symptoms  worthy  of 
mention  are  pustules,  which  have  considerable  resemblance  to  those  of 
Tartnr  an^iCf  and  chillinesB  during  urination,  nervousness  and  rest- 
lessness during  both  night  and  day. 

I  pro|K»se  now  to  devote  the  remaining  moments  of  the  hour  to  the 
(»nsidemtion  of  the  remedies  similar  to  Thuja  in  the  above  mentioned 
conditions.  One  of  the  nearest  allies  to  Thuja  is  Pnlitatil/af  in  that  it 
has  oza^na  with  thick  greenish  discharge.  In  gleet,  also,  the  reme*lie« 
have  the  same  discharge,  it  being  thicker  under  Pulsatilla.  Then,  too, 
gonorrhoeal  rheumatism,  orchitis  and  prostatitis,  are  just  as  characteristic 
of  Pulsatilla  as  of  Thuja. 

Kali  biehrcmimm  is  useful  in  0£iBna  occurring  in  sycotic constitutions, 
the  discharge  being  yellowish  or  more  oAen  greenish.  The  nose  feels 
nnoaturally  dry.  Dark  greenish  plugs  are  hawked  up  from  the  post- 
Ottd  apace. 

Nitric  acid  reBemblee  Thuja  in  the  condylomata  or  warta.     It  is  also 

4lf  use  in  ulcers,  when  they  are  ragged  in  outline,  and  in  enlarged  ton- 

"«!«,  whfthcr  theee  afifectiona  be  of  syphilitic  or  of  gimorrhoeal  ollgin. 
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Nitric  acid  also  has  moist  fissure  at  the  anus  which  is  present,  sh  yoa 
know,  under  Thnju^  balanorrhcea  and  thin  grccninh  leucorrbcea.  Nitric 
acid  has,  however,  to  distinguish  it  from  Thuja,  more  aching  paine  in 
the  )x)nes,  esjiecially  in  those  localities  devoid  of  muscular-tissue  cover- 
ing as  along  the  tibia,  and  over  the  sternum  and  cranium. 

Staphisaffria  suits  long  filiform  condylomata.  The  system  generally 
is  depraved  as  shown  in  the  sallowness  of  the  face,  the  dark  rings  al)out 
the  eyes,  the  spong)'  gums,  the  yellowish  white  skin,  and  the  great  de- 
bility. It  is  especially  indicated  when  there  has  been  previous  mercu- 
rialization.     There  is  generully  induration  of  one  or  the  other  testicle. 

I  would  like  to  mention  here  Jacaranda,  This  is  a  South  Americ:in 
plant  that  waa  first  proved  by  Muir.  It  is  an  excellent  remedy  for 
balanorrhcea,  and  for  ral  chancroid  or  chancroid-like  sores  al)out  the 
penis.     It  has  been  proved  conclusively  to  be  a  good  remedy. 

CoraUium  rubrum  is  an  excellent  remedy  for  chancre-like  sores  that 
are  very  red. 

Mercuriiis  resembles  Thuja  in  the  iritis,  in  the  baianorrhiea,  and  in 
the  green  urethral  discharge  and  in  the  rheumatism.  The  difference 
lies  here :  In  Mercurius,  sweating  aggravates  the  symptoms,  as  docs 
also  the  warmth  of  the  bed.  Thuja  has  this  symptom  which'  is  not 
often  met  with,  but  which  saved  a  life  for  Bcenninghauscn,  namely 
uncovered  parts  of  the  Ixxly  only,  sweat. 

Sahlna  is  useful  fof  condylomata  which  itch  and  burn,  especially  in 
women. 

Euphrasia  is  called  for  when  the  condylomata  are  lai^e  and  look  like 
a  cock's  comb. 

Chinabarw  is  an  excellent  remedy  when  there  is  a  combination  of 
syphilis  and  sycosis.  The  fig  warts  are  apt  to  be  fan-shaped.  There  is 
ft  gi*eat  deal  of  itching,  especially  about  the  joints. 

The  complement  of  Thuja  in  these  sycotic  troubles  is  Ntitnun 
9tUph. 

iSarmpariUa  is  indicate*!  when  a  sycotic  eruption  consisting  of  little 
spots  8cai*oely  raised  above  the  skin,  often  scaling  a  little,  but  hx^kiug 
like  the  roseola  of  syphilis,  and  itching  intolerably,  and  worse  in  tiie 
spring;  also  when  a  moist  eruption  ap{)ears  on  the  scalp,  the  pus  from 
which  causes  inflammation  of  any  [nirt  which  it  touches.  Sycc»tic  head* 
ache  is  found  under  Sareaparilla.  The  pain  begins  in  the  back  of  the 
head,  and  comes  forward  and  settles  at  the  root  of  the  nose,  with  swell- 
ing of  the  nose;  moist  eruption  alK>ut  the  genitals,  or  between  the  scro- 
tum'and  the  thighs. 
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Pftrotenm  also  has  this  la«ft  named  aymptora ;  and  in  addition  another, 
naruelv  ;  membranous  shreds  about  tlie  anus. 


EUPHORBIACILE, 

The  Euphorbiaccse  as  an  order  contain  an  acrid  principle  which  in 
some  cases  is  oily  in  character^  in  others  resinous ;  in  case  it  is  the  latter, 
it  escapes  from  the  plant  as  a  milky  juice  drying;  into  a  gum.  These 
oils  or  gtims  have  two  properties.  If  ap|>lietl  to  the  skin,  they  produce 
redness  and  vesication.  The  veeiclea  fill  with  yellowish- white  wrura 
and  may  even  suppurate  and  form  ficaJ>s  of  a  honey  color.  They  all 
act  more  or  less  intensely  as  purgatives,  pixxlucing  a  watery  diarrhoM, 
aasociated  with  colic,  tenesmus,  datulenoc,  burning,  nausea  and  vomit* 
ing.  The  medicines  we  derive  from  this  onler  are  the  Cn>ton  tigiiura, 
Jatropha  curcas,  Yucca  filamentosa,  Eupfiorbium  ofScinarum,  £uphor> 
bis  corollata,  Mercurialis  perennis,  Hip(>omane  mancinella  and  Ricinns 
communis. 

CraUm  tigUxtm  produces  a  diarrhoea  Vith  yellowish  watery  stool  pour- 
ing out  like  water  from  a  hydrant,  often  aswwiated  with  nausea  and 
vomiting.  This  nausea  is  of  a  very  aggravating  character,  and  is 
attended  by  faintness  and  loss  of  sight.  Colic  appears  and  is  better 
from  warm  drinks.    The  stool  returns  with  any  efiTort  to  eat  or  drink. 

The  nearest  analogue  to  Croton  tig.  is  Jatropha  curwa,  which  pro- 
duf^-s  a  perfect  picture  of  cholera  Asiatics,  with  great  prositration  and 
simultaneous  vomiting  and  purging.  The  vomited  matters  look  like 
n«v water  or  the  white  of  an  egg.  There  are  also  cramps  in  the  calves 
and  coldness  of  the  btnly. 

The  next  similar  drug  is  die  Euphorbia  coroJlaUi.  This  produces 
vomiting  and  purging,  just  like  the  previous  remedy,  with  cold  sweat 
all  over  the  body.  It  has,  more  marked  than  the  other  members  of 
tliis  group,  a  peculiar  mental  state — the  patient  wants  to  die. 

Qvkxirilla  has  its  alxlomlnal  symptoms  relieved  by  warm  drinks. 
Bat  it  seems  to  be  useful  in  a  dif!»^rent  class  of  cases  from  the  foregoing 
remediea.  We  use  it  when  there  are  knotty  stools  covered  with  mucu^, 
and  aasooiated  with  colic  and  burning  just  like  the  others.  This  remedy 
alao  has  frequent  pale  red  haemorrhages  from  the  bowels.  These  hiem- 
orrhagcs  do  not  consist  of  a  simple  oozing  of  blood,  such  as  often  follows 
a  stnol  when  liicmorrhoids  are  present,  nor  is  it  a  hemorrhage  from  the 
bowcla  from  bepatio  disease,  but  it  comes  from  disease  of  the  blood- 
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Yucca  JUamenioaa  has  a  predomiuance  of  the  bilious  pymptoms  nver 
the  gastric  aod  iotestinal.  It  has  frontal  or  temporal  headache,  fre- 
quent fiuebing  of  the  face,  yellow  or  sallow  face,  and  tongue  ««iled 
yellow  or  yellowish-white,  and  takihg  the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  There 
are  also  dull  aching  about  the  ceiitre  of  the  liver,  jjoor  appetite,  dL*- 
tended  abdomen  which  is  sensitive  to  the  touch,  colic  or  colicky  pains, 
tenesmus  with  frequent  passage  of  flatus,  frequent  watery  or  yellowish- 
brown  stools. 

Now  let  us  study  the  action  of  these  remedies  on  the  skin.  When 
Oroton  tiglium  is  applied  to  the  skin  it  produces  an  erythema,  which  is 
soon  followed  by  a  gruu^  of  vehicles  which  are  almost  ct^nfluent,  and 
which  burn  and  itch  most  intolerably.  If  the  action  of  the  drug  va 
allowed  to  continue,  these  vesicles  ft»rm  a  yellowish  scab  much  resem- 
bling that  of  milk-crust,  in  which  disease  it  may  be  indicated,  eepeclally 
when  the  bowel-symptoms  suit. 

Uippomane  vianmnelia  was  first  proved  by  Dr.  Muir.  Its  power  of 
producing  vesicles  has  been  utilized  in  scarlet  fever.  Its  symptoms  are 
these:  Delirium;  sore-throat,  with  inability  to  swallow  on  account  of 
the  constriction  in  the  throat  aud  cesophagus ;  burning  of  the  eyes,  made 
worse  by  closing  the  lids. 

Yiicca  produces  an  erythematous  redness  of  the  skin.  In  two  provers 
it  produced  a  burning  and  swelling  of  the  prepuce,  with  redness  of  the 
meatus  nrinarius.  An  examination  of  allopathic  text-books  will  show 
you  that  Yucca  has  been  recommended  for  gonorrhoea. 

Euphorhium  officmarum  diffejs  somewhat  from  the  tithers.  Like 
them,  it  produces  an  erythematous  and  vesicular  eruption.  Its  chief 
value,  however,  arises  from  its  action  on  the  bones.  It  is  used  in  difr- 
eases  of  these  structures  with  burniug  pain,  especially  after  the  abuse 
of  mercury, 

Ricinm  communis  has  the  efiect  of  increasing  the  quantity  of  milk 
in  nursing  women. 

It  Is  here  similar  to  Urilca  ureng,  which  is  an  excellent  remedy  for 
absence  of  milk  after  confinement. 

Ca-stor  oil,  when  abused,  is  antidoted  by  two  medicines,  according  lo 
tlie  res|)ective  characteristics,  Bryonia  and  Nux  I'omioa  ;  Bryonia  from 
a  specific  relation  to  the  symptoms  of  Kicinus,  and  Nux  from  its  rela- 
tion to  drastic  remedies  in  general.

To-day  we  have  on  the  board  the  Banuncvlacece,  an  order  of  plants 
containing  many  medicines.  It  receives  its  name  from  the  different 
varieties  of  the  butter-cup.  As  a  whole,  the  order  seems  to  possess  an 
acridity,  and  some  of  its  members  are  slightly  narcotic.  From  this 
order  we  obtain  Aconite,  Actea  racemosa,  Actea  spicata,  Radix  coptidis, 
Ranunculus  bulbosus,  Ranunculus  soeleratus,  Hepatica,  Pulsatilla, 
Hydrastis  Canadensis,  Clematis  erecta,  Staphisagria,  Helleborus,  and 
Pseonia.  We  will  have  time  to  study  only  the  principal  of  these.  We 
will  first  consider  Aconite. 


AOONTTUM  NaPELLUS. 

Aconitum  napellus  is  the  monkshood.  Aconite  itself,  means  without 
dust.  The  plant  has  been  so  named  from  the  botanical  fact  that  it  grows 
on  dry  rocks,  with  scarcely  enough  earth  about  to  enable  it  to  take  root. 
This  shows  the  hardiness  of  the  plant  It  is  called  the  monkshood 
because  of  the  shape  of  the  flowers,  which  turn  over  and  give  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  hood  thrown  over  the  head.  Aconitum  napellus  contains 
an  active  principle  called  Aoomiiney  crystalline  in  some  instances  and 
amorphous  in  others.  In  the  root  of  the  Aconitum  napellus  is  another 
principle  called  NapeUvne,    Aconitine  is  also  contained  in  one  variety 
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of  tlie  Stiiphisagria,  the  larkspur.  It  is  also  said  that  Helicborus  con- 
tains AcoriUic  acid.  I  have  heard,  but  with  how  much  truth  I  cannot 
say,  that  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Persia  eat  the  tops  of  the  Aconitam 
ferox.  It  is  also  asserted  (this,  too,  I  cannot  vouch  for)  that  in  some 
parfs  of  Switzerland,  AcMjnite  is  grown  in  rows  along  the  streets,  and  the 
tops  are  cut  oif  and  used  as  greens.  This  illustrates  the  fact  that  phmts 
alter  their  properties  from  domestication. 

When  taken  in  poisonous  doses,  Aconite  acts  as  a  depressant  to  the 
oerebix>-spinal  nervous  system.  It  protluces  a  sensation  of  numbness 
attended  with  pricking  and  tingling  in  the  extremities,  and  even  com- 
plete anaesthesia.  At  first  the  emotions  are  not  at  all  impaired.  It 
also  affects  the  circulatory  system.  After  the  first  sensation  of  diflfused 
warmth  is  experienced  tlierc  follows  an  intense  internal  heat  and  profuae 
hot  sweat.  At  other  times,  the  skin  becomes  covered  with  a  miliary  raoh 
which  itches  intensely.  TliEj  pulse  and  respiration  are  greatly  accele- 
rated. Secondarily,  the  surface  of  the  body  becomes  cool,  with  cold 
clammy  sweat,  the  pulse  grows  feeble,  and  death  ends  the  scene. 

In  [Kiisoning  by  Coccuius  imlicm,  coasciousness'  is  early  disturbed. 
This  drug,  moreover,  produces  a  complete  motor  and  not  sensory 
paralysis,      r 

Aconite  produces  two  different  sets  of  symptoms,  entirely  distinct  in 
their  character,  and  as  separate  as  though  the  drug  were  comjxjsed  of 
two  substances,  each  developing  its  own  symptoms.  The  sct^uid  set  of 
symptoms,  that  which  is  most  thoroughly  know^n,  is  (he  tendency  of 
Aconite  to  develop  fever  and  inflammation.  This  it  does  through  its 
action  on  the  sympathetic  nervous  system.  We  find  it  indicated  in 
genuine  inflammatory  fever,  in  what  is  called  synochal  fever,  otherwise 
termed  sthenic  fever.  All  these  terras  apply  to  a  fever  w^hich  has  about 
it  no  quality  of  weakness  or  asthenia.  The  symptoms  of  the  fevers 
calling  for  Aconite  are  these :  There  are  usually  dry  heat  of  the  skin, 
and  full,  hard,  bounding  pulse.  This  fever  is  usually  associated  with 
anxiety.  The  mental  symptoms  and  those  which  are  local,  Hahnemann 
has  told  us,  are  the  true  guiding  symptoms  in  the  selection  of  Aconite. 
It  cannot  l)e  the  remedy  unless  there  is  present  anxiety,  restlessness  and 
fear  of  death.  The  sweat  which  follows  this  fever  is  usually  critical 
and  gives  relief  to  all  the  symptoms.  It  is  profuse,  warm  or  even  hot. 
It  has  been  proven  that  Aconite  does  not  produce  any  alteration  in  the 
quality  of  the  blood,  hence  yon  cannot  expect  it  to  be  indicated  in  any 
form  of  fever  in  which  there  is  a  poison  in  the  blood,  destroying  that 
fluid  or  impairing  its  corpuscles,  altering  its  plasma  or  in  any  way  cbang- 
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\ng  its  qnality.  The  type  of  the  Aconite  fever  is  sthenic  and  continaous 
and  not  intermittent  or  remittent.  It  to  no  symptom  in  its  pathogenesis 
which  i)oint8  to  intermittency.  Beginning  with  the  initial  chill  or  chills, 
the  dry  heat  follows  and  continues  until  sweat  brings  relief.  Then  the 
fever  is  over  so  far  as  Aconite  is  concerned.  It  has  no  typical  return 
of  these  febrile  attacks.  Hence  you  cannot  give  Aconite  in  intermittent 
fever.  Then  again,  it  must  be  boroe  in  mind,  tliat  sometimes  the  fever 
is  not  the  disea.se  itself,  but  a  gymptora  which  is  necessary  for  the  proper 
development  of  the  disease.  You  should  no  more  attempt  to  lop  off 
this  fever  by  the  administration  of  Aconite,  than  you  would  lop  off  one 
^  I  in  any  other  disease.     When,  then,  fever  is  only  a  symptom, 

-liould  not  be  given  to  control  it.  Take  scarlatina  for  instance. 
The  fever  here  may  run  high,  the  skin  may  be  hot  and  dry  and  the  pulse 
hard.  Suj)erficially,  Aconite  ap|)ears  to  be  indicated,  yet  you  know, 
with  the  other  symptoms  present,  backache,  vomiting,  sore-throat  and 
the  existence  of  other  cases  of  the  disease  in  the  neighborhood,  that  scar- 
latina is  developing.  Yon  know  by  removing  this  fever,  you  take  away 
a  symptom  which  is  necessary  for  the  projier  development  of  the  rash 
belonging  to  the  disease.  Therefore  Aconite  is  seldom  to  be  thought  of 
in  scarlatina.  There  may  be  exceptional  cases  when  the  fever  is  dispro- 
portionately severe  and  the  characteristic  mental  symptoms  are  present, 
in  which  dise  you  may  administer  it,  but  nine  cases  out  of  ten  would 
only  be  8|K)iled  by  the  atlministration  of  Aconite. 

Agtiin  a  mistake  is  made  in  giving  Aconite  in  typhoid  types  of  fever 
to  diminibh  the  pulse  and  control  the  temperature.  Aconite  has  no  re- 
lation whatever  to  typhoid  fever.  It  is  here  given  from  mere  sj'mptom 
pnu.>tioe  and  not  through  any  knowledge  of  pathology'  and  symptoma- 
tology. Let  me  beg  of  you  not  to  commence  this  pnictice;  it  will  only 
lead  yon  to  alternation. 

In  traumatic  or  inflammator}-  fevers,  Aconite  must  give  way  to  other 
remedies  unless  this  restlessness  or  anxiety  is  present.  One  of  these 
remedies  is  Bryonia^  which  has  full  hard  pulse,  increased  action  of  the 
htUty  dry  skin  and  aggravation  of  all  the  symptoms  by  motion.  The 
pctient  lies  |>erfectly  quiet.     He  Is  not  at  all  restless. 

It  is  im|M)rtant  that  you  distinguish  between  AconUef  Oelsemiwni  and 
ApiK  in  febrile  states.  I  will  therefore  give  you  in  detail,  the  symptoms 
and  cx>ndi lions  which  make  the  selection  of  one  or  the  other  of  tliese 
remedies  certain.  If  I  repeat  what  has  already  been  said,  the  repeti- 
tion will  only  serve  to  inipreas  the  distinction  between  these  remedies 
the  more  firmly  in  your  minds.    Aconite  typifies  the  synochal  fever ; 
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Gel^eraiura  tl»e  remittent  or  intermittent;  Apis  the  intermittent  or 
typhoid.  Aconite  causes  decided  chill,  followed  by  dry,  hot  skin  and 
full,  hard,  bounding  pulse ;  later  follows  warm,  profuse,  critical  sweat, 
with  relief.  Gelseraiura  causes  partial  chill,  beginning  in  the  hands  or 
running  up  and  down  the  spine;  followed  by  general  heat,  most  decided 
about  the  head  and  face.  Sweat  is  gradual  and  moderate,  but  always 
gives  relief.  Apis  causes  a  chill,  which  is  followed  by  burning  heat  all 
over,  or  some  places  are  hot  and  some  cool.  Heat  is  felt  particularly  in 
the  alnlomen.  Skin  is  hot  and  dry,  or  alternately  dry  and  moist.  Sweat 
is  absent  or  breaks  out  in  spells,  soon  drying  off.  Under  Act>nite  the 
pulse  is,  as  state*!,  full,  hard,  bounding.  Under  Gelsemliim  it  is  full, 
flowing,  but  not  hard.  Under  Apis  it  is  accelerated,  full  and  ntrong,  or 
fluttering,  wiry  and  frequent.  Aconite  presup[)ose8  that  the  bluod  is  not 
qualitatively  altered.  Gelsemium  admits  of  any  change  which  may  favor 
depression.  Apis  tends  towards  toxsmia,  with  a  typhoid  type.  Aconite, 
therefore,  is  the  remedy  only  when  the  fever  is  sthenic;  such  as  arises  from 
ex|M)sure  to  dry,  cold  winds;  from  exposure  after  overheating;  from 
cooling  suddenly  when  warm  and  sweating,  etc.  In  bilious  fever,  it  ia 
indicated  in  the  early  stages  when  of  the  sthenic  type,  especially  beoaim 
it  acts  on  the  liver.  It  is  also  the  remedy  in  inflammatory  fever,  whether 
traumatic  or  not,  the  type  agreeing ;  particularly  in  full-blo<xled,  robust 
individuals,  who  readily  suffer  from  sudden  active  cong<»stionB.  It 
bears  no  relation  to  the  intermitting  type  of  fever;  and  when  given 
during  such  a  fever,  acta  only  by  subduing  the  heart's  action,  and  never 
curatively,  hence  never  homceopathically.  Neither  does  it  hold  any 
relation  to  typhoid  fever.  Gelsemiura  is  the  reraeciy  when  the  fever 
develops  under  circumstances  which  favor  a  paresis  of  motor  nerves  of 
both  voluntary  and  involuntary  muscles.  It  correspijnds  to  that  stage 
in  which  the  bloodveesels  are  dilated  and  full,  but  lack  the  firmness  and 
resistance  of  a  fully  developed  sthenic  inflammation.  Such  a  form  of 
fever  is  accomi)auied  by  languor,  muscular  weaknea*,  desire  for  absolute 
rest,  and  drowsinew.  Under  such  conditions,  congestions  might  still 
be  arterial,  as  under  Aconite,  but  they  exhibit  a  passivity  which  is  suf- 
ficiently characteristic.  The  pulse  is  full,  flowing,  but  not  hani.  So 
Gelsemium  maybe  indicated  in  bilious  fevers,  the  liver  being  i^assivcly 
congested.  Again,  it  applies  In  typhoid  forms,  but  never  after  the 
languor,  and  drowsiness  l>elonging  to  relaxation,  and  ooose«|uent  pas- 
sive congestion  of  the  brain  ^lai^s  into  groit  prostration  and  stupor. 
Apis  has  an  apparent  re^mblauoe  to  the  sthenic  fever  of  Aconite  in  its 
hot  akin,  strong  pulse,  etc,  and  this  is  esjKicially  so  in  the  beginning  of 
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erysfpelatous  inflammations,  or,  still  more,  in  inflatnmniation  of  serous 
or  synovial  membranes.  But  the  tendency  of  the  Apis  is  typhoid- 
ward  or  towards  cfliisions;  Aconite  never  either.  Thus  Aeonite  may  suit 
the  fever  attending  the  initiation  of  a  meningitis,  pleuritis  or  synovitis ; 
but  its  jwwer  ceases  when  tlie  cri  encephalique,  dysjvnoja  and  dull  jjor- 
ciiasion,  or  puffy,  doughy  swelling  about  the  joint,  as  the  case  may  be, 
announces  effiision.  In  its  intermittent  form  of  fever,  Apis  bears  no 
nsemblance  to  either  Aconite  or  Gelsemium.  Even  in  a  rheumatic 
type  io  which  A(X)nite  and  Apis  both  appear,  the  resemblance  is  only 
sapcrficial;  for  Apis  either  deveIo{)s  an  erysipelatous  inflammation, 
or  CBitsce  bumingHStinging  pain  and  an  exquisite  soreness,  all  refer- 
able to  the  bloodvessels.  In  its  lower  forms  Apis  deserts  Aconite  and 
completely  supersedes  Gelsemium.  It  is  indicated  in  genuine  scarlatina, 
in  diphtheria  and  in  typhoid  fever.  There  is  a  tendency  to  defibrina- 
tion of  the  blood,  and  lastly  to  decomposition  of  the  fluids.  In  such 
cases,  the  anxious  restlessness  of  Aconite  and  the  irritability  or  drowsi- 
ness of  Gelsemium  are  replaced  by  a  fldgety  restlessness  and  stupefaction. 
The  excitement  and  delirium  of  Aconite  and  the  semi-conscious  mutter- 
ing of  Gelsemium  are  changed  into  a  low  muttering  delirium  and  un- 
consciousness. Arranging  the  respective  symptoms  according  to  the 
requirements  of  tlie  Organon,  we  liave  each  remedy  characterized  as 
follows:  Aconite  anguish,  despair,  restless  tossing  about  during  tlio 
fever ;  fears  he  will  die  ;  throws  off"  the  clothes ;  pulse  full,  hard,  bound- 
ing ;  skin  hot,  dnk\  All  emls  in  copious  sweats.  Gelsemium,  irritable, 
sensitive;  children  sometimes  wakeful,  nervous,  even  threatened  with 
convulsions,  or  drowsy,  eyelids  heavy,  look  as  If  intoxicated  ;  want  to 
remain  perfectly  quieL  Chill  up  and  down  the  back,  followed  by  fever 
with  increased  drowsiness ;  pulse  full,  flowing.  Sweat  motlerate,  gradual, 
but  giving  relief.  Apis  mclliflca,  fidgety  restleasncss ;  wants  to  sleep 
but  so  ncr\'ous  cannot;  or,  low,  muttering  delirium;  sopor.  Chill 
begins  in  the  knci's  or  alxlomeu,  three  P.M. ;  heat,  with  dry  skin  or 
OCURsionnl  transient  s^hjUs  of  sweating ;  desire  t4.)  uncover ;  great  oppres- 
sion of  the  chest ;  skin  hot  in  some  places  and  cool  in  others.  Pulse 
arcelerated  and  strong;  or,  as  debility  shows  itself,  wiry  and  frequent ; 
intermittent,  imjieroeptible. 

BrUadomw,  comes  in  as  another  concordant  remedy  to  Aconite, 
belladonna,  as  we  shall  see  in  the  future,  does  not  act  primarily  on  the 
Vtso-moter  nerves'or  sympathetic  ganglia,  hence  it  does  not  control  the 
calibre  of  the  bloodvessels.  It  acts  primarily  on  tlie  ciTcbro-spinal 
nervous  system,  bence  we  find  it  indicated  in  fevers  which  begin  with 
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symptoms  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord.  We  find  it  indicated  in  fever 
which  begins  with  the  Aconite  type,  but  which  by  extension,  has  in- 
volved the  brain.  Thus  we  often  find  Belladonna  following  Aconite 
well.  Belladonna  requires  that  brain  symptoms  such  as  starting  from 
sleep,  throbbing  headache,  hot  head  and  cold  body  and  extremities  l*^ 
present. 

Veratrum  rnride  takes  the  place  of  Aconite  in  fever  marking  the  onset 
of  pnenmonia,  when  there  is  gi*eat  arterial  excitement.  The  breathing 
is  labored  and  difficult. 

When  synochal  fever  fails  to  yield  to  Aconite,  the  best  remedy  then 
is  Sulphur.  The  symptoms  that  will  lead  you  to  tlie  selection  of  this 
remedy  are  tbese:  Despite  fhe  administration  of  Aoonite,  the  dry  beat 
{)ersist8.  Either  no  |)€rspiration  shows  itself  or  if  any,  it  ia  simply 
transient.  The  patient,  at  first  sleepless  and  restless,  becomes  drowsy 
and  answers  questions  slowly  or  permits  an  interval  to  clap»^  Ijetween 
your  questions  and  his  reply.  The  tongue  becomes  dry  and  the  speech 
a  little  thick.  The  patient  gives  evidence  of  falling  into  a  typhoid  state 
owing  to  the  continued  exhaustion  from  this  heat 

Ferrum  phoepfioricum,  of  which  I  have  already  spoken  more  tlian 
once,  should  be  distinguished  from  Aconite.  It  acts  upon  the  blood- 
vessels, producing  a  sort  of  serai-paretic  state,  in  which  they  l)ccome 
dilated  as  in  the  second  stage  of  inflammation.  The  pulse  is  full  and 
rather  soft,  and  not  hard  or  tense  as  with  Awnite.  It  is  indicated  in 
congestions  of  any  part  of  the  body  when  the  discharges  from  that 
part  are  blood-streaked.  This  may  be  applied  to  dysentery,  to  haemop- 
tysis, and  to  secondary  pneumonia. 

Arsenicum  albumy  like  Aconite,  causes  intense  fever,  with  anxiety, 
fear  of  death,  and  restlessness;  but  the  fever  and  inflamrnafion  of 
Arsenic  are  such  as  belong  to  intense  local  disease,  to  tuflamroation 
progressing  to  the  destruction  of  the  part,  to  fever  of  a  typhoid  type 
with  potrid  discharges,  etc. 

Aoonite  may  be  used  in  inflammatory  aflections  of  the  brain.  Yoa 
must,  however,  distinguish  between  an  idiopathic  cerebral  inflammation 
and  one  arising  from  deep-seated  disease.  Aconite  can  have  but  little 
influence  over  tubercular  meningitis.  But  in  meningitis  or  cerebral 
congestion  from  lying  with  tJie  head  ex])OBed  to  the  direct  rays  of  the 
sun,  especially  when  at»leep,  it  is  the  remedy,  here  being  superior  to 
either  Glonoin  or  Belladonna.  It  may  also  be  used  when  cerebral  coo- 
gestion  results  from  a  fit  of  anger. 

Aconite  may  further  be  indicated  in  sunstroke  when  the  great  heat 
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\bi^  a  paralyzing  »?fltr{  on  the  circulation.  At  first  the  heart  works 
liK^dir.  It  tlieu  begii)i«  to  lo&e  ltd  force  and  l)eat  from  120  to  130  beats 
per  minute. 

You  may  use  Aconite  in  aflectione  of  the  eyes,  in  conjunctivitis 
following  fkurgical  o{>eratioDs,  or  resulting  from  a  foreign  body  in  the 
eye.  It  is  also  indicated  in  inflammatory  affections  of  the  eyes,  arising 
from  exposure  to  dry  cold  winds.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  heat  and 
burning  iu  the  eye.  The  eye  feels  as  if  full  of  sand,  and  is  exoeed- 
iogly  sensitive.  The  pains  are  so  iotenso  that  the  patient  wishes  to 
die;  he  declares  that  he  cannot  stand  them.  The  eye-bail  feels  as  if 
forced  out  of  the  orbit,  and  aches;  this  aching  is  worse  whea  the 
affected  jmrt  is  moved  or  touched.  Photophobia  is  intense.  The  pupils 
are  contracted,  and  there  is  a  blue  circle  around  the  cornea,  and  violent 
aching  in  the  balls  as  in  epis<Oeritis.  Even  glaucoma  may  demand 
Aconite  when,  in  addition  t#  the  symptoms  al)Ove  cnumemte<l,  there 
are  pains  extending  down  the  face  as  in  tic  douloureux,  especially  after 
exjKisure  to  intense  cold  or  to  cold  winds  or  in  rheumatic  patients.  If, 
however,  Aconite  does  not  relieve  promptly,  you  must  resort  to  other 
measures  at  once^  as  tliis  disease  may  destroy  sight  in  an  incredibly 
short  time. 

Sulphur  is  indicated  in  conjunctivitis  from  irritation  of  foreign  bodies 
wbeb  Aconite  fails. 

JSpigeHa  ha.s  many  pains  similar  to  those  of  Aconite,  especially  in  the 
left  eye ;  but  its  inflammation  is  leas  general  than  in  the  case  of  Aconite. 

The  other  action  of  Aconite  is  very  different  from  that  already  con- 
sidered. .These  symptoms  belong  more  to  the  oerebro-spinal  nervous 
fiystem.  First,  we  will  speak  of  the  symptoms  of  the  mind  itself.  We 
ffind  Aconite  useful  for  mental  disease  or  hysteria  when  there  is  par- 
ticular aversion  to  excitement,  especially  to  busy  streets.  The  patients 
^dare  not  croes  these  streets  because  of  fear  that  something  will  happen 
)o  them.  This  symptom  is  perfectly  normal  under  some  circumstances, 
but  when  extreme  denotes  over-excitement  of  the  brain,  common  enough 
in  hysterical  |>atients.  They  are  anxious.  They  show  an  intolerance 
of  muwic.  They  can  bear  no  sounds,  so  sensitive  are  the  ears.  They 
imagine  tlmt  some  (Murt  of  the  body  is  deformed,  e.  g.,  a  limb  displaced, 
li{tA  too  thick,  features  ditttorteil,  iimij^ine  they  do  all  their  thinking 
from  tlie  stomach.  Sometimes  j^uch  patients  during  attacks  of  illnesB 
have  '*  spells  **  in  which  they  predict  the  hour  of  death.  You  may  some- 
times note  this  symptom  in  puer))eral  fever^  Chffea  also  has  the  symp- 
tom, predicts  the  hour  of  deatii. 
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Farther  than  this  Aconite  causes  jwralysis;  a  paralysis  which  may 
easily  be  remeiiibere<l  from  two  or  three  subjective  Bymptoms;  jiaralysis 
accompanied  by  coldness,  numbness,  and  tingling.  Unless  there  is 
tingling  in  the  aflected  part  we  seldom  find  Aconite  indicated.  Even 
paralysis  of  both  legs,  jwiraplegia,  may  yield  to  Aconite  with  this  char- 
acteristic coldness  of  the  limbs  and  tingling.  We  may  also  nse  Aconite 
In  various  forms  of  local  palsies,  as  facial  paralysis,  when  associated 
with  the  above-meiitione^l  symptoms,  and  when  traceable  to  exposure 
to  dry  cold  winds. 

Cannabis  indica  and  StaphUajria  should  be  remembered  in  paralysis, 
with  tingling  in  the  affected  parts;  and  Rhuit  fox.,  S\iff,hnr,  and  Gium- 
ticum  in  paralysis  from  cold. 

The  neuralgia  for  which  Aconite  is  the  remedy,  is  causcnl  by  exixjs- 
ure  to  dry  wld  winds.  R*ipecially  is  it  indicate<l  when  there  is  violent 
congestion  of  the  affected  part,  which  i^  usually  the  face.  The  fiwse 
will  be  n^  and  swollen.  The  jiains  drive  the  patient  almost  to  despair. 
There  is  usually  tingling  in  the  affected  part.  You  may  here  comjmrc 
Spiffflln,  which  is  useful  in  left-sided  prosopalgia,  with  si'vcre  burning' 
sticking  pains.  The  patient  exhibits  intense  excitement  and  great 
intolerance  of  the  pains. 

Co/chicum  is  likewise  indicated  in  left-sided  prosopalgia.  The  paiDS 
are  ass«>ciated  with  a  paralytic  weakness  of  the  muscles,  but  lack  the 
severity  of  those  of  Spigelia. 

Aconite  is  a  very  important  remedy  in  the  treatment  of  affections  of 
the  heart  The  symptoms  indicating  it  in  these  cases  are  numerous 
and  im{>ortant,  and  necessarily  so,  since  Aconite  so  disturbs  the  blood- 
flow,  and  also  exerts  a  special  action  on  tlie  heart  and  its  nerves.  There 
are  congestions  to  both  heart  and  lungs,  palpitation  with  anxiety, 
canliac  oppression,  and  even  syncope.  The  palpitation  is  worse  when 
walking.  I^iincinating  stitches  occur  and  prevent  the  {>atient  from 
assuming  an  erect  posture  or  taking  a  deep  inspiration.  Attacks  of 
intense  pain  extend  from  the  heart  down  the  lefl  arm  and  are  asao- 
ciated  with  numbness  and  tingling  in  the  fingers. 

In  hypertrophy  of  the  heart  Awjnite  is  indicated  by  this  numbneBi 
and  tingling  tn  the  fingers.  It  is  in  uncomplicated  hy|)ertrophy  of  the 
heart  only  that  you  should  give  this  remedy.  In  hy|)ertrt)phy  from 
valvular  disease  it  may  do  great  harm.  You  should  here  compare 
Accmite  with  Arnica,  Aurumf  Rhus  tox.,  and  Caclua  grandiflorus. 
Kalmia  and  lihus  also  have  numbness  and  tingling  in  the  left  arm 
with  heart  disease. 
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Aconite  may  be  used  in  the  first  stages  of  pneumonia  when  the  fever 

is  high  and  htw  been  preceded  by  a  chill.     Symptoms  of  engorgement 

of  the  hings  are  present.     The  cough  is  usually  banl  and  dry  and 

ither  painful.     At  most,  tlie  exiMH'toration  ia  serous  or  watery,  and 

[ft  little  l»l(H>d-Htreuked,  but  not  thick  and  blooil-streaked.     The  patient 

ii  neemirtly  full  of  anxiety. 

Bnfonm  comes  in  to  take  the  place  of  Aconite,  especially  when 
hepatization  has  commenced.  The  cough  is  still  hard  and  painful,  and 
is  aflBociate<l  with  thicker  expectoratioo.  The  anguish  is  now  traceable 
to  oppression  of  breathing  and  not  to  the  fever  ;  the  patient  prefers  to 
lie  still  rather  than  to  Inr  tossed  about.  Ac<jnite  may  also  be  indicated 
in  pleurisy,  in  the  very  beginning  before  there  is  any  exudation;  when 
there  are  sharp  stitches  on  either  side  of  the  chest ;  when  there  are 
diills,  folio  we<l  by  febrile  action;  when  the  whole  trouble  has 'arisen 
from  a  checked  perspiration  or  confinement  from  the  fresh  air. 

In  croup,  whether  catarrhal  or  membranous,  you  should  give  Aconite 
when  the  trouble  has  arisen  from  exptisare  to  dry  cold  northwest  winds. 
"The  patient  is  aroused  from  sleep  with  long  suffocative  attacks.  The 
oongh  is  of  a  hard,  dry,  Ijarking  character,  and  may  be  heard  all  over 
the  house.  There  are  great  difficulty  of  breathing,  anxiety,  and  liigh 
fever. 

Spongia  is  to  be  used  when  the  breathing  becomes  "  sawing."  The 
cough  is  still  barking,  harsh,  and  rasping.  It  is  especially  indicated 
in  light  complexioned  blue-eyed  children,  especially  if  the  trouble  Is 
worse  before  midnight. 

Hepar  should  be  giveu  if  the  cough  is  worse  towards  morning,  luid 
isaaBOoiated  with  rattling  of  mucus. 

8embut%i8  is  called  for  when  there  is  spasm  of  the  glottis.  The 
breathing  b  of  a  wheezing  crowing  character,  and  is  worse  afler  mid- 
night and  from  lying  with  the  head  low. 

In  hfemoptyeis  calling  for  Aconite  the  blood  is  bright  red.  The 
titNible  is  always  ussociated  with  anxiety  and  with  fever.  In  hsemop- 
tysis  yon  may  compare  with  Aconite  the  following  : 

MitUfoHunVy  which  has  haemoptysis,  with  profuse  flow  of  bright  red 
blood,  but  without  fever. 

Ledum  for  hsemoptyiiis  of  drunkards  or  persons  of  a  rheumatic  con- 
ttHntion.     The  blmxl  is  bright  red  and  foamy. 

•  Cbcfut  grandiflorua  for  hfemoptysis  with  strong  throbbing  of  the 
fanrt     It  has,  however,  less  anxiety  and  less  fever  tliau  h.<is  Aconite. 
Aconite  is  frequently  of  use  in  abdominal  diseases,  (specially  in  in- 
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flammatory  afTections  of  these  parte.  Tims  you  may  give  it  in  infiam- 
matory  colic,  tlie  pains  from  which,  force  the  patient  to  bend  double!, 
yet  are  not  relieved  by  any  i>o8ition.     (Compare  Cotocynth,) 

This  symptom  is  invahiable  in  the  beginning  of  inflammatory  pro> 
cessos  within  the  abdomen,  and  also  in  some  cases  of  ovarian  dy^mcuor- 
rhceiu 

Aconite  may  be  used  in  dysentery,  especially  when  the  disease  occura 
in  the  autumn  when  warm  days  are  followe<;l  by  cold  nights.  In  this  dis- 
ease, Aconite  is  followed  very  well  by  Mci'curius. 

The  diarrhcBa  of  Aconite  is  of  inflammatory  origin.  The  stools  are 
watery,  slimy  and  bloody.  It  usually  appears  in  summer  as  the  result 
of  indulgence  in  cold  drinks  or  from  che<^kcd  perspiration. 

Cholera  Infantum  calls  for  Aconite  when  the  stools  look  like  chopped 
spinach,  and  the  intJamraatory  symptoms  alreu<ly  mentioned,  are 
present. 

You  should  also  remember  Aconite  in  incarcerated  hernia  when  in- 
flaromatiou  has  started  up  in  the  strangulated  lx>wel,  with  burning 
pain  in  the  affected  part.  There  are  also  vomiting  of  bile,  great  anxiety 
and  cold  sweat. 

Coming  now  to  the  genital  organs,  we  sometimes  find  Aconite  indi- 
cated in  dysraenorrhcea  which  hm  been  supposed  to  result  from  thick- 
ening of  the  peritoneum  over  the  ovaries.  The  characteristic  oolic, 
which  I  described  a  few  minutes  ago,  is  present. 

During  pregnancy,  Aconite  may  be  administered  for  certain  mental 
symptoms,  such  as  fear  of  death,  excitable  temperament,  etc.  It  may 
also  Ije  used  for  impending  abortion  causetl  by  anger. 

During  lal>or  itself  it  may  be  given  when  the  pains  are  unnaturally 
violent  and  frequent  The  patient  complains  that  she  cannot  breathe, 
that  she  cannot  bear  the  pains.  She  is  restless  and  anxious  and  the 
body  is  covered  with  a  hot  sweat. 

In  the  milk-fever.  Aconite  is  to  be  given  when  the  mammary  glands 
are  hot  and  swollen,  and  the  skin  hot  and  dry.  These  symptoms  are 
associated  with  restlessness  and  anxiety. 

Suppreasion  of  the  lochia  is  an  indication  for  Aconite,  when  caosed 
by  some  violent  emotion,  and  when  associated  with  high  fever,  thirst 
and  anxiety.  The  inammse  are  lax  and  the  alxlomen  distended  and 
sensitive  to  touch. 

Aconite  is  not  often  indicated  in  pueri^eral  fevers  l>ecause  they  are 
generully  of  septic  origin,  but  for  one  form  of  child-bed  fever  it  is  the 
only  remetly  ca|juble  of  subduing  the  whole  affair  within  a  few  houw. 
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The  narse,  perhaps,  has  carelessly  exposed  the  patient  ailer  a  hard 
labor,  has  bathed  her  with  too  cold  water  or  thoughtlessly  changed  her 
clothing  without  the  necessary  precautions ;  then  you  may  give  Aconite, 
the  symptoms,  of  course,  agreeing. 

While  Aconite  is  not  called  for  in  scarlatina,  still  it  may  be  used  in 
that  disease,  when  after  the  stage  of  desquamation,  the  child-  catches 
cold  and  acute  Bright's  disease  results.  The  child  starts  up  from  sleep 
in  perfect  agony,  with  cftld  sweat  on  the  forehead  and  with  cold  limbs. 
Dropsy  is  also  present. 

In  acute  coryza  you  find  Aconite  indicated  when  the  trodble  has 
arisen  from  the  usual  Aconite  causes,  when  the  nasal  mucous  membrane 
is  dry  and  hot,  and  when  there  is  most*  violent  throbbing  headache. 
The  patient  feels  better  when  in  the  open  air.  The  muscles  all  over 
the  body  feel  sore  so  that  sneezing  forces  him  to  support  his  chest. 

In  skin  diseases.  Aconite  is  sometimes  indicated.  Though  not  a 
remedy  for  scarlatina,  it  is  for  scarlet-rash  with  high  fever. 

In  measles,  it  is  early  called  for,  when  with  the  fever  there  are  red 
eyes,  restlessness,  dry  barking  cough  and  itching  and  burning  of  the 
surface.*  • 

Sulphur  is  the  proper  remedy  when  Aconite  has  been  abused. 
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LECTURE  XXXI. 

ACTEA  RACEMOSA. 
RANUNCULUS  BULBOSUS  AND  RANUNCULUS  SCEL, 


AcTEA  RaCEMOSA. 

We  have  in  the  homoDopathic  materia  ixKMlica,  two  varieties  of  the 
Acteat  A ctra  raccmosa  and  Actea  spiocUa.  The  last  naracil  of  these 
may  be  disrniaaed  in  a  very  few  words.  It  acts  upon  the  Joints,  esj>e- 
cially  u|M>n  the  smaller  joints  as  those  of  the  hands  and  feet.  It  is  use- 
ful in  rheumatism  affecting  these  jwirts  especially  if  the  hands  and  wrists 
are  involve*!. 

Actea  racemoaa  acts  upon  the  cerebro-spinal  nervous  system  and 
especially  on  the  motor  nerves.  It  seems  to  have  a  decided  influence 
over  the  nerves  distributed  to  muscles,  producing  a  perfect  picture  of 
myalgia. 

Actea  racemosa  is  also  valuable  by  reason  of  its  reflex  nervous  symp- 
toms. It  has  neuralgia  of  any  part  of  the  bo*ly  as  a  reflex  symptom 
from  uterine  or  ovarian  disease.  One  of  its  most  important  symptoms 
arising  from  this  cause  is  a  sensation  of  heat  on  the  top  of  the  head  just 
back  of  the  centre.  Other  symptoms  which  you  may  note  about  the 
head  an*  fei'ling  as  if  the  top  of  the  head  would  fly  off,  sharp  lancinat- 
ing and  neuralgiform  paius  iu  and  over  the  eyes,  supra-orbital  pains 
shooting  up  to  the  top  of  the  h<i»d.  These  symptoms  indicate  Actea 
racemosa  in  some  of  the  disca-ses  |>eculiar  to  women  and  in  diseases  of  thi> 
eye  proper.  In  any  disease  of  the  eye  when  pains  nf  the  ulxjye>naru»xl 
character  are  present,  Actea  is  one  of  the  first  reme<lios  to  be  thought  of. 

Spiyelia  has  similar  pains.  Under  this  remedy,  the  nouml^ia  comes 
and  goes  with  the  sun,  that  is  it  reaches  its  height  at  noon  and  sulwidea 
in  i\\^  evening.  The  Actea  pain  is  worse  at  night  rather  thati  during 
the  day.  The  Spigelia  pain  begins  in  the  back  of  the  head  and  comes 
forwanls  and  settles  over  one  or  the  other  eye.  This  reraetly  also  has  a 
sensation  as  if  the  eye-lwill  was  enormously  large.  When,  however, 
this  last-named  symptom  is  traceable  to  uterine  displacement,  Actea  is 
preferable. 

Cetlron  is  au  invaluable  remedy  in  neuralgiform  affootiona  when  the 
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ptlDB  involve  the  supra-orbital  nerve  and  the  eyes  »ntl  are  worse  on  the 
left  side.  The  eye  burus  as  if  it  were  on  fire.  The  pains  recur  regu- 
larly at  the  same  hour  eaeh  day. 

Another  remedy  to  be  mentioned  in  this  connection  i;*  Kalmia  Inttfofifty 
which  has  supra-orbital  neuralgia  wor^ie  on  the  right  side. 

Actea  may  also  be  used  for  headache  attended  by  a  feeling  as  if  the 
patient  were  going  crazy.  Especially  is  it  of  value  when  uteriue  symp- 
ton^s  are  present. 

It  is  also  called  for  when  there  is  pain  in  the  left  infra-manimary 
region  when  de{>endent  upon  uterine  disturbances. 

We  conie  now  to  the  action  of  Actea  on  the  female  sexual  organs.  It 
is  indicateil  in  lal>or  or  in  threatene<l  miscarriage  when  the  pains  &y 
acrofls  the'a()domeu  from  side  to  side  {Lt/copodiunij  from  right  to  lejlt  j 
7/>f(Y/i^.,  fnmi  loft  to  right  and  associated  with  nausea).  The  pains  seem 
to  liouble  the  patient  up.  It  may  also  be  used  in  the  early  months  of 
pregnancy  for  those  pains  in  the  abdominal  walls  which  so  distress  the 
MienL 

When  there  is  a  great  deal  of  soreness  in  the  abdomen,  the  local  ap- 
plication of  a  solution  of  Hamamdis  is  a  good  reme<ly. 

The  labor  pains  seem  to  be  associated  with  fainting  spells  or  with 
crying  out  in  agony,  so  severe  are  they. 

In  after-pains  it  is  only  useful  when  they  are  intense,  when  the 
patient  is  exceedingly  sensitive  and  cannot  tolerate  them,  and  when  they 
are  worse  in  the  groin. 

Actea  n»ay  also  be  used  in  puer|>eral  mania.  The  patient  declares 
that  she  will  go  crazy  and  her  every  action  apparently  indicates  that  she 
is  keepiujt:  her  worth  She  is  suspicious.  Her  talk  is  nonseasical,  and 
yet  «he  het- ms  to  be  constrious  of  what  she  is  doing,  and  she  says  she 
cannot  lielp  it*  Sometimes  she  has  visions  of  rats,  etc.  These  symp- 
toms may  also  indicate  tlie  drug  in  delirium  tremena. 

Here  you  may  compare  Lachemsj  which  has  "awakening  from  sleep 
and  springing  from  bed  not  only  with  superhuman  strength  but  in 
gT«t  terror." 

Also  ArBcnicum^  which  often  follows  Lachesis  when  the  patient  is 
afraid  to  be  left  alone. 

Oilcarea  ontrearumf  visions  of  rats  and  mice  as  aoon  as  the  {)atient 
doses  his  eyes. 

Another  symptom  that  we  find  indicating  Actea  in  lalior  is  "  rigora 
or  nervous  chills"  in  the  first  stage  of  labor.  Qelsemmm  is  also  useful 
in  this  uondition. 
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Actea  racemosa  does  not  cause  phthisis,  yet  it  may  l)e  one  of 
first  remedies  that  we  may  use,  wheji  the  disease  is  not  of  hereditary 
origin,  especially  if  the  trouble  has  been  brought  on  by  exposure  or 
in  any  case  in  which  the  well-defined  cough  of  Actea  h  pre«?Dt,  and 
that  is  a  dry,  teasing  cough,  worse  at  night,  with  little  or  no  sputum 
and  usually  a.ssoeiated  with  pleurrxlynia. 

In  pleurodynia  associated  with  tuberculosis  you  will  find  Ouaicusum 
to  be  a  remedy  that  rarely  fails. 

You  may  use  Actea  in  angina  pectoris  when  the  pains  radiate  all 
over  the  chest  and  are  associated  with  cerebral  congestion  and  uncon- 
sciousness. The  face  is  livid  and  the  arm  feels  as  if  l)ound  tightly  to 
die  body. 

Another  use  that  we  may  make  of  Actea  is  in  that  condition  known 
as  spinal  irritation.  Especially  is  it  indicated  when  the  up\v*T  and 
lower  cervical  vertebrte,  |>articular]y  the  latter,  are  sensitive  to  pressure; 
hence  the  {)atient  will  not  lean  back  in  her  chair  because  of  the  un- 
eaaineas  which  it  produces.  This  symptom  of  Actea  is  usually  reflex 
from  uterine  irritation. 

Now  we  have  several  remedies  similar  to  Actea  in  spinal  irritation. 
One  of  these  is  Natnim  mur.,  which  also  produces  sensitiveness  l)ctween 
the  vertebra.  The  main  distinction  between  it  and  Actea  is  that  under 
it  the  patient  finds  relief  from  lying  flat  on  the  back,  and  that,  too,  even 
when  there  i«  a  uterine  displacement.  Another  indication  calling  for 
Natrum  nuir.  is  a  partial  paralysis  from  weakness  of  the  8pine.  Es- 
pecially is  it  indicated  when  these  symptoms  ariwe  from  grief,  auger,  etc. 

FhyHostignuiy  or  the  Calabar  bean,  develops  a  perfect  picture  of  spinal 
irritation.  It  produces  all  sorts  of  burning  and  twinging  sensatiooa 
referable  to  the  spinal  column,  with  numbness  of  the  feet  and  hands 
and  other  parts  of  the  body,  orampy  pains  in  the  hands,  sudden  jerking 
of  tlie  limljs  on  dropping  oflF  to  sleep.  The  muscles  of  the  back  become 
rigid  ami  even  a  tetanic  condition  may  ensue. 

Agaricus  mvacarivs  produces  a  perfect  picture  of  spinal  irritAtioUi 
witli  well-marked  tingling  or  formication  in  the  back,  with  itching  or 
burning  of  the  skin  as  if  frostbitten,  twitching  of  the  rausclej*,  espe- 
cially of  the  eyelid:!,  and  sensations  in  different  parts  of  the  botly  as  if 
needles  of  ice  were  being  thrust  into  the  skin. 

This  spinal  irritation  may  develop  a  partial  |»aralysis,  in  which  cjum: 
we  have  two  remedies  to  fall  back  upon.  One  of  these  is  Zincnm  mrtaU 
Ucum^  This  produces  a  perfect  picture  of  irritable  spine  with  aching 
in  the  back  at  about  the  last  dorsal  vertebra,  which  is  worse  from  sit' 
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Dg  than  from  either  walking  or  lying.  Along  with  this  it  prwluces 
cness  of  the  legs,  esjjecially  at  noon  when  the  |)atient  is  hungry. 
You  shoulil  also  remember  that  the  spinal  symptoms  of  Ztiie  are  made 
worse  by  wine. 

The  second  remedy  is  0>ocuJus  indieiis.  This  we  use  in  feraaleB 
with  weak  spine  when  there  is  paralytic  aching  in  the  small  of  the  back. 
The  patient  feels  as  if  she  could  scarcely  walk.  Along  with  these 
symptoms  there  is  also  an  empty,  gon^  feeling  in  the  abdomen,  whioh 
feels  as  if  hollow  or  empty. 

Among  men  we  do  not  find  these  symptoms  preuent  except  as  a  result 
of  sexual  excesses,  in  which  case  Nux  vomica  is  the  remedy. 

KobtiU  is  of  use  for  spinal  irritation  from  sexual  excesses  when  this 
symptom  is  preeentt  Backache  worse  when  sitting,  with  weakness  in 
the  1<^

We  have  two  varieties  of  the  Ranunculus  to  consider  to>day.  These 
( the  Ranuneujhis  bulboftufi  and  tlie  Ranunculus  gcderahui.     Now  both 

*  these  plants  possess  a  juice  or  sap  which  is  exceedingly  irritating  to 
the  skin.  When  applied  locally,  it  produces  erythema  followed  later  by 
an  eruption  which  at  tirst  is  vesicular  in  its  character  and  attendetl  by 
buraing,  smarting  and  itching.  If  the  symptoms  continue  by  reason 
of  the  intensity  of  tJie  action  of  the  drug,  ulceration  and  even  gangrene 
of  the  parts  follow,  the  gangrene  being  associated  with  fever  and  deli- 
tium.  This  is  an  extreme  picture,  yet  it  is  one  which  may  follow  the 
prolonged  use  of  some  of  the  species  of  the  Ranunculus  plants. 

We  shall  now  consider  the  Ranune^^ua  buIbosu8f  and  first  as  to  its 
an  on  serous  membranes.     We  may  think  of  Ranunculus  bulbceus 

I  inflanunation  of  serous  menlbrunes,  ^xirticularly  of  the  pk-uru  or 
peritooeum,  when  there  are  acute  stabbing  pains  in  the  chest  in  the 
cow  of  pleuritU^,  and  accompanied  by  an  effusion  of  fiernm  iutu  one 
or  the  other  cavity,  according  as  it  is  one  or  the  other  membrune  in- 
flaihed.  Accompanying  this  effusion  we  find  great  anxiety,  dyspnoea 
and  di^trem,  cauaed  partly  by  the  accumulation  of  fluid  and  |iartly  by 
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the  anxiety  from  the  paios  themselves.  Now  these  are  symptoms  not 
commonly  known  among  physicians,  yet  you  will  fintl  thut  here  Ita- 
nunculua  will  serve  you  ba  well  as  Apis,  Bryonia^  or  Sulphurj  or  even 
better  than  these,  if  the  chanietef  of  the  pains  just  He*eril>eil  i^  present. 

The  seeond  heading  in  the  schema  on  the  Ixard  ia  "  MustJi^."  We 
6od  Ranunculus  acting  here  as  a  curative  agejit.  It  is  ^pe<'iallr  indi- 
cated in  rheumatism  of  the  muscles,  particularly  in  musc^les  alKtut  the 
trunk.  Intercostal  rheumatism  yields  far  more  quickly  to  thin  drug 
than  to  any  other.  There  is  usually  a  great  deal  of  sorejiess  to  toud), 
and  the  muscles  have  a  bruised  feeling  as  if  they  had  becu  |K)undc*l. 
1  know  that  Aconite,  Arnica  or  Bryonia  is  often  given  when  Uauun- 
cuius  is  indicated. 

AcoutU  may  be  the  remedy  in  pleurodynia  when  there  is  high  fe\'er 
(whirh  is  not  often),  especially  if  you  can  trace  the  trouble  to  exiKKsure 
to  colli  after  l)eing  overheated. 

Ranunculus  bulbosus  may  also  be  used  in  the  case  of  persons  who 
are  subject  to  stitches  about  the  chest  in  every  change  of  wciither. 

Again,  it  may  be  used  for  sore  spots  remaining  in  and  alK)ul  the 
chest  after  pneumonia.  The  characteristic  sensjition  attending  the 
Ranunculus  soreness  is  a  feeling  of  subcutaneous  ujwrution,  whi<^h  is 
purely  subjei-tive.     This  symptom  is  also  characteristic  of  PiUfiaiilla. 

Again,  Ranunculus  may  be  used  for  ])ain3  about  the  lungs  fn»m  ad- 
htsions  after  pleurisy. 

The  rheumatic  |)aina  of  Ranunculus  are  worse  in  daiup  wc;»thcr  an<l 
particularly  from  a  change  of  weather  or  change  of  temjHTature.  Even  a 
rheumatic  headache  having  this  aggravation,  may  (aill  for  lianunculas. 

We  may  also  find  it  iudimted  in  diaphragmitis  when  there  are  sharp 
shooting  pains  from  the  hviKxrhonilriu  an«l  cpItMstrium  through  to  the 
back. 

Another  remetly  that  I  have  fouml  of  service  in  this  latter  dir<    -« 
is  Cactus  f/raiufiJtoruSy  which  is  an  excellent  remedy  for  sharp  |)aiiL^  lu 
the  diaphragm,  particularly  if  tliere  is  a  feeling  as  though  a  baud  were 
tied  around  the  waist  just  marking  out  the  attachments  of  the  dia* 
phragm  to  tiie  borders  of  the  ribs  below. 

Next  you  siiuuld  remember  Ranuncdlus  bulbosus  as  a  remedy  for 
the  had  eflecLs  of  excesses  in  drink,  in  hiccough  aud  even  in  epilepti- 
form  attacks  and  delirium  tremens. 

Lastly,  wc  come  to  the  action  of  the  drug  on  the  skin.  Eauunculufl 
bulbosus  is  useful  in  herpes  zoster  or  zona.  Vesicles  appear  ou  the 
skiu  uud  are  filled  with  serum  mid  burn.    Sometimes  these  vesicleB  have 
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a  blultili-blnck  appearance.  Especially  is  Ranunculus  Indicated  when 
the  trouble  follows  the  course*  of  the  supra-orhital  or  intercwtal  nervee 
and  is  followed  hy  sharp  stitching  pains.  Here  you  may  com|»are 
lihts  tox.,  ArBenicum  and  Mczcraim. 

Hanunculus  may  also  produw  pemphigus.  Large  blisters  form 
which  bur^t  and  leave  raw  surfaces. 

Agnin,  you  may  use  Ranunculus  in  eczema,  attended  by  thickening 
of  the  skin  and  the  formation  of  hard  liorny  scalie. 

Here  it  is  similar  to  Antimonium  crudum,  which  also  ba.«'  horny  ex- 
crescence or  callosities  on  the  jsol«<  of  the  feet. 

The  ulcers  which  Ranunculus  causes  are  flat  and  are  attended  with 
a  great  deal  of  stinging  pain.     The  discharge  is  ichorous. 

Lastly,  the  action  of  RanuncuUi^i  on  mucous  membranes.  It  is  one 
of  the  renie<h'es  which  are  useful  iu  liay  fever.  You  will  find  that 
there  is  smarting  in  the  eyes;  the  eyelids  bum  and  feel  sore;  the  nos^e 
is  stuffed  up,  es'jjecially  towartls  evening,  with  pressure  at  the  root  of 
the  nose  and  tingling  and  crawling  sensation  within  its  cavity.  Some- 
times this  sensation  attacks  the  |K>sterior  nai-es,  causing  the  patient  to 
hawk  and  swallow,  and  endeavor  in  every  way  to  scratch  th^  affecte<l 
i»art.  Arsenicum  and  SUicea  &ho  have  this  symptom.  You  will 
notice,  too,*tliat  there  is  with  this  hay  fever,  hoarseoess,  and  very  likely 
sharp  stitching  puius  in  anil  about  the  chest,  general  muscular  sorem«s«. 
The  neck  of  the  bladder  may  be  atfei'ted,  producing  some  burning  in 
passing  water. 

SiUphur  does  not  follow  Ranunculus  well.

RanuncvJua  scclerafua  is  more  irritating  in  its  action  than  is  the  Ra- 
nunculus bu  I  bosus.  In  its  action' on  the  skin,  it  produces  a  vesicular 
eruption  with  tl)in  yellow  acrid  discharge,  something  like  the  Ranun- 
culus bulbosus.  It  also  develops  more  markedly,  large  isolated  blisters. 
When  these  burst  an  uh^r  is  formed,  the  discharge  from  which  is  very 
tcrid,  making  the  surrounding  parts  sore. 

In  stomacaoe  and  sometimes  even  in  diphtheria  or  in  typhoid  fever, 
jroa  will  find  Ranunculus  K-eleratus  indicated  by  the  presence  of  de- 
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Doded  patches  on  the  tongue,  the  remainder  of  the  organ  being  coated. 
Thos  we  have  the  condition  known  as  mapped  tongne.  NcUrum  mur. 
has  this  symptom  and  so  have  Anenieum,  Bhus  tax.,  and  Tcuraxacum, 
bat  none  of  the^  remedies  have  the  same  amoont  of  burning  and  raw- 
ness that  Ranancnlus  sceleratos  has.  The  acridity  of  the  drag  differ- 
entiates it  from  all  others. 

Like  RanoDculos  balbosos  the  Ranancnlus  sceleratos  may  be  indi- 
cated in  ordinary  catarrhs  with  sneezing,  fluent  coryza,  pains  in  joints, 
and  burning  on  urination.

I  PBOPOffE  considering  first,  to-day,  Helleborus  niger.  This  is  also 
termed  the  Christmas  rose,  because  it  blossoms  in  midwinter.  It  h:is  a 
dnrk  brown  root,  wbieb  contains  two.active  principles,  llelleborin  and 
yUelleboreiny  and  an  aci<i  suppoaetl  to  be  Aronitic  acid.  The  latter  is 
«aid  to  be  the  poisonous  constituent  of  the  plant.  It  is  an  active  cai-diac 
fK>ison,  and  also  causes  violent  purging,  vomiting,  abdominal  pjiins, 
and  finally  collapse.  T^is  purgative  action  reminds  one  of  Vcratrtitn 
aBntmy  and  the  collapse,  of  Cnmphor^  Ckirbo  rry.,  Otina^  etc.  Veratrum 
oSmm  has  not  the  apatlty  of  Hellebore ;  Carbo  teg.  has  cold  feet  am! 
cold  knees,  rarely  unwnsciousnese ;  Camphor  has  most  prominently  tlie 
ooldneae,  sometimes  with  an  internal  feeling  of  heat,  impelling  the  pa- 
tient to  throw  ofl'lhe  clothes.  The  Ildlcboria  is  either  inoperative,  or, 
ai^-ording  to  some  authors,  exerts  a  narootic  influence,  and  produces 
paresis  of  both  sensation  and  motion. 

The  actiqp  of  Helleborus  has  been  marked  out  for  you  on  the  boanl. 
It  acts  on  the  sensorium  blunting  it,  producing  sopor;  also  typluml 
symptoms,  paralysis  of  muscles,  collapse,  and  lastly  dropsies-  Befi^re 
going  any  further,  I  wish  to  say  that  by  collapse  I  mean,  not  a  simple 
WCftkncBB,  but  a  condition  in  which  there  is  a  positive  diminution  of 
temperature,  so  that  the  thermometer  insletul  of  roistering  98 4°  reg- 
iMters  96°,  or  thereabouts,  according  to  the  intensity  of  the  collajx9e. 

In  its  action  on  the  sensorium  we  find  that  it  blunts  or  depresses  aen- 
torial  activity.  This  condition  is  exhibited  in  a  variety  of  s^;mptom9; 
for  tnataooe,  we  note  diminished  power  of  the  mind  over  the  body ;  the 
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patient  is  slow  in  answering  queistions,  a-s  tliougli  ho  did  not  corapre- 
liend  wlmt  was  aaked  of  hira ;  he  sees  imperfectly,  or  docs  uot  seem 
to  comprehend  what  he  sees;  hearing  is  imperfect;  taste  la  aliocat,  or 
nearly  so;  he  has  the  desire  to  work  or  to  oecupy  liimself,  but  Incks 
tlie  niiiikrular  strength  to  do  sn.  So  you  see  that  all  the  senses  are  Ik?- 
uumlKHl  by  the  action  of  Helleborus,  Even  what  has  been  termed  tJie 
nui!*t:ular  sense  is  affected  by  it.  Muscles  do  not  obey  tlie  will  readily 
unless  the  miod  is  strongly  exerted.  If,  for  instance,  the  patient  la 
holding  aijylliing  in  his  hand  and  you  speak  to  him,  and  so  divert  his 
mind,  the  nuiscle^  in  action  relax  and  he  drops  what  he  is  holding. 
The  heart  muscle,  even,  does  not  escape  these  paretic  effecb*,  s»i  we  liave 
slow  action  of  that  organ.  The  patient  feels  a  heaviness  or  weight  over 
the  entire  bo^y.  There  is  a  pressing  headache  of  a  stupefying  char< 
acter.  Sometimes  there  is  a  sensation  as  tliough  the  contents,  of  the 
head  were  bulging  at  the  forclieu<l  and  eyes.  Thus,  you  see  that 
Bellailouna  ts  not  the  only  remedy  that  has  tliis  sensation  as  tboa^^b 
the  bniu)  were  ln-ing  pushed  thmugh  the  foreheiid.  The  face  is  expres- 
sive of  the  stupidity  under  whicii  tbe  patient  is  laboring. 

We  may  find  Hellel)ore  indicated  in  typhoid  fever,  or  in  other  con- 
ditions in  which  this  sensorial  depression,  with  the  symptoms  already 
enumertited,  is  present.  In  these  cases  you  will  also  note  the  following 
ftvmptoms:  There  is  a  dark  soot  about  the  nostrils;  the  nostrils  arc 
dry;  the  tongue  is  yellow  and  dry,  with  re<l  edges;  the  breath  is  hor- 
ril)ly  offensive;  drinks  roll  audibly  into  the  stomach.  The  fever  ac- 
companying these  symptoms  is  moat  marked  in  the  afternoon,  from  4  to 
8  P.M.  The  face  is  at  times  pale  and  almost  cold,  and  the  pulse  faint, 
wesik,  and  almost  imperceptible.  There  is  also  meaningless  picking  at 
the  lips  or  clothing. 

In  this  sensorial  depression  Helleborus  is  similar  to PiujupKoric acid^ 
tilled  KpirifM  of  jiit/r,  and  Ojiinm.  Like  Phoapfioric  acid^  it  has  sen- 
sorial depression,  apathy,  and  perfect  indiflerence.  The  ()atitiiit  is  wholly 
indifferent  as  to  his  fate;  he  cares  not  whether  he  lives  or  dies.  The 
diilerence  between  the  two  drugs  is  this:  Umler  Phosphoric  acid  there 
i«  drowsiness  from  which  the  patient  is  easily  aroused,  and  then  is  per- 
fe<tly  conscious;  this  is  uot  the  case  with  Helleborus,  which  has  con- 
ditions more  nearly  approaching  the  stujior  of  Opium.  Phosphoric 
ucid  lacks  the  complete  muscular  relaxation  belonging  to  Ilclleborua. 
It  also  has  not  so  markeil  black  soot  about  the  nitstrila. 

Swed  i^tirlts  of  nitre  is  a  remedy  recommended  by  Hahnemann  in 
thoisc  C9W»  of  typhoid  fever  when  the  keynote  to  the  whole  case  ifl  sen- 
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iN>rial  npatliy,  tliere  being,  of  course,  no  other  Bvraptoms  prenent  to 
iiKruute  any  other  reme<iy.  The  |>aticnt  seeiHH  to  l)e  in  a  sort  of  torpor, 
fnmi  whirli  he  may  by  exertion  be  aroused,  but  he  falls  immediately 
hu<!k  into  the  same  intliflerence.  In  these  casc^  Hahnemann  dissolved 
a  ft'w  dn>ps  of  the  crude  <lrug  in  a  glass  half-full  of  water  and  admin- 
istLTfd  it  every  two  or  thre<3  hours  until  reaction  was  raanifedted  or 
some  other  drug  itidit^ted.  You  will  find  that  8weet  spirits  of  nitre 
and  Phosphoric  acid  differ  from  IIellelM>rus  in  degree  only,  Sweet  sjiirits 
of  nitre  having  the  apathy  the  lightest,  Phosphorio  acid  come-s  next, 
while  Hellelx)rus  has  it  most  marked. 

OjHum^  the  la*t  drug  on  the  list,  you  will  recognize  at  onr«  as  (similar 
to  HeUeborus.  The  cerebral  conge-^tion  is  more  profound  under  the 
Opium.  The  breathing  is  loud  aud  stertorous.  This  symptom  is  not 
marked  in  Hellelwrus,  Then,  too,  the  face  is  dark  or  brownish-re<3, 
or  often  l>lue.  Under  ITelleborus  the  face  is  pale,  and  often  c<^»ld  or 
colder  than  natural,  and,  at  times,  livid  and  covered  with  a  cold  sweat. 
The  pulsi*e  will  help  you  to  discriminate  between  these  two  remedies,  it 
being  full  and  slow  under  Opium,  aud  small,  weak,  and  almost  imper- 
ceptible under  Helleborus. 

Amiai  is  also  to  l>e  thought  of  as  a  reme*ly  prwlucing  this  drowsy 
Btiipid  state. 

Htfflroctfanic  eicid  and  Cina  also  have  the  symptom,  "  drinks  roll 
audibly  into  the  stomactb."  Cioa  has  it  in  whooping-cough.  But  when 
it  occurs  in  approaching  paralysis  of  the  lungs  and  brain,  Hydrocyanic 
acid  is  t\w  best  remedy. 

In  muscular  exhaustion  you  may  compare  Helleborus  with  Mnrintio 
ac'vly  Opium,  GchaniutHy  Saponin^  Co»«um,  Otrnrr,  and  Kn/i  carb. 

Next,  we  Hn<l  Helleborus  called  for  in  meningitis  when  exudation 
has  taken  place.  You  have  present  all  or  some  of  the  symptoms  of 
wn^rial  apathy  already  mentioned],  showing  you  the  depressed  condi- 
tion of  the  system.  In  addition  you  have  shooting  pains  in  the  head. 
If  the  (latient  is  a  child  it  will,  of  cour^,  be  unable  to  describe  to  you 
this  last  symptom,  but  you  will  notice  by  the  sudden  scre:iming  or 
crying  out  that  it  has  these  sharp,  slitKiting  fNiins.  The  child  bores  its 
bead  into  the  pillow;  the  head  is  hot,  and  the  forehead  wrinkled  from 
contract ii>n  of  the  corrugator  sujtercilii.  There  is  automatic  motion  of 
one  arm  an«l  one  ftx^t.  This  automatic  motion  may  recur  at  regular 
intervals,  I  rememljer  one  ease  in  which,  every  tliree  minutes,  the 
rhild's  bea<l  was  jerked  to  one  side,  the  arm  tlm>WD  up  over  the  bead; 
it  wouhl  next  utter  a  half-pitiful  cry,  aud  then  <piiet  down  again.    Re- 
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turning  to  the  symplomrt  of  HollolKjrns;  tlio  eyohal  la  are  drawn  upwards 
so  that  you  can  scarcely  see  the  cornea;  tlie  luce  fliislifs  np,  and  then 
gradually  jwiles  off.  When  offered  a  <lrink  of  water  the  child  seijsea  the 
proffered  glass  with  avidity,  as  thougli  U  were  thirsty ;  thiw  it  does,  not 
only  on  aooount  of  the  thirst,  but  also  becau**  of  the  uervouautes.  The 
bowels  are  usually  constipated,  or,  if  there  is  any  stool,  it  is  dark, 
scanty,  and  jcliylike.  The  urine  is  dark,  scanty,  and  loaded  with  al- 
bumen. 

The  nearest  remedy  to  Helleborus  in  tubercular  meningitis  is  Apia. 
This  has  symptoms  of  irritability  more  marked  than  under  Helleborus, 
which  has,  characteristically,  sensorial  depression.  In  Apis  we  ofteo 
find  spasms  of  the  flexors,  so  that  the  big  toes  are  drawn  upwards. 
This  has  not  been  noticed  under  Helleboru!}. 

Digitalis  is  very  similar  to  Helleborus  in  these  dropsies  of  the  brain, 
in  that  both  remedies  cause  great  depression  of  the  sensoriura,  both  are 
suited  to  post-scarlatinal  dropsy,  and  both  cause  meningitis  with  effu- 
sion. Digitalis  is  to  be  chosen  by  the  scanty,  albuminous  nrine,  and 
by  its  characteristically  slow  pulse,  which  may  be  even  slower  than  the 
beating  of  the  heart.  In  addition  to  these  symptoms  tliere  may  be  a 
cold  sweat  on  the  surface  of  the  body. 

Zincum  is  useful  in  cases  where  one  of  the  exanthemata  has  been 
checked,  or  has  not  been  developed  prof>erly.  The  child  is  so  enervated 
that  it  has  not  suiEcient  strength  to  develop  an  eruption.  It  arouses 
from  sleep  as  if  in  fear ;  it  has  constant  fidgety  motion  of  the  feet. 

Other  forms  of  dropsy  in  which  Hellelwnis  is  indicated  are  general 
dropsy  or  anasarca,  and  especially  ascites.  Here  you  may  give  Helle- 
borus when  the  trouble  has  arisen  from  post-scarlatinal  nephritis.  The 
urine  is  dark  and  scanty,  or  smoky  from  the  admixture  of  dtx-oni posed 
bloo<l.  On  standing  it  deposits  a  sediment  looking  like  coffee-grounds. 
The  stool  contains  jellylike  mucus,  and  is  passed  with  much  stmining. 

The  nearest  reraetly  here  is  Terebintltiua,  which  cures  ilro|»sy  de- 
pendent on  congestion  of  the  kidneys,  as  indicated  by  dull  aching  in 
the  renal  region  and  by  the  smoky-looking  urine. 

As  illustrative  further  of  the  doprciision  of  Helleborus,  I  may  men- 
tion its  successful  employment  by  me  in  a  case  of  shock  from  n  blow 
on  the  head.  Arnica  had  failwl,  and  the  patient  became  dmwsy;  one 
pupil  was  larger  than  the  other;  the  patient  ani^wered  questions  slowly 
as  if  comprehension  w:is  imperfect ;  one  leg  was  draggeil  in  walking. 
The  pulse  was  scsircely  fifty  {>er  minute.  The  patient  was  worse  fn>m 
4  to  «  P.M.

Staphi^agria  is  iDdicated  in  the  first  place  in  patients  wbo  api)ear 
pale,  and  are  woni  out  aad  exhausted,  especially  as  regards  tiicir  nervous 
.  Both  brain  and  spinal-cord  are  weakene<l  under  its  influence. 
[ie  fiux  is  rather  sunken,  the  nose  is  peaked  and  pointe<l  anti  the  eyes 
are  sunken  and  surrounded  by  blue  rings.  Mentally,  the  Stapbisagria 
patient  as  a  child  is  rather  impetuous  and  irritable,  reminding  one 
strongly  of  Chamomilla.  As  an  adult,  the  Stapbit^ria  patient  is 
hypochondriacal.  There  may  be  one  of  several  causes  producing  this 
last-namefl  mental  state  when  this  remedy  is  indicated.  Fint,  sexual 
Koest^e^.  We  find  it  called  for  in  these  hyjK»chondriacal  moods  after 
elf^abuse,  and  also  when  this  mental  st.ite  occurs  in  young  men  and 
young  women  as  a  result  of  permitting  the  mind  to  dwell  too  much  on 
sexual  subjects.  Owing  to  his  bad  liabit  the  boy  l>ecoraes  apatJielic 
and  gloomy,  and  has  this  very  complexion  and  sunken  face  that  I  have 
detcribed.  He  rather  prefers  solitude  and  is  shy  of  the  opposite  sex. 
I»rally,  there  is  to  be  noted  an  irritability  of  the  prostatic  i>oriJon  of 
the  urelhnL  This  state  of  affairs  is  seldom  the  result  of  excessive  sexual 
interooarse. 

PioHna  was  recommended  by  Grauvogl  as  a  drug  capable  of  curing 
sms  or  convulsions,  emaciation  and  that  train  of  symptoms  following 
epubic  abuse  of  the  sexual  organs. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Caladium,  which  is  to  be  thought  of  when 
masturbation  the  glans  j>cnis  is  as  flabby  as  a  rag.  The  prepuce 
1  it  is  withdrawn  behind  the  glans  penis  remains  there,  not  havnng 
oontractility  enough  to  replace  itself.  Noctnmal  emissions  occur  either 
without  dreams  or  with  dreams  that  are  foreign  to  the  nature  of  sexual 
BDbjects. 

Other  remedies  indicated  in  this  condition  are  Dioacorea  and  Gfl- 
Bemium ;  and  that  well-known  group  to  which  I  have  alrea^Iy  referred 
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in  a  previous  lecture,  Nux  vomiea^  /^n/jJiur,  Cnharea  rmfrmr^tm  antl 
Lycopod'mm.  Among  the  new  remedies  Bromide  of  Poin»sium  or  Kali 
bromatum  Los  been  suggested.  I  have  seen  it  do  good  wlicii  there  was 
mental  depression  and  weakness  of  the  Ic^  after  self-alnise. 

In  the  female,  in  whom  masturbation  is  not  so  oomtnon,  we  find 
ovarian  symptoms  resulting  from  the  habit.  Staphisjigrta  becomes  the 
remedy  when  these  organs  are  in  a  state  of  irritability,  especially  in 
nervous  excitable  women.  It  may  als^^  be  used  in  women  of  this  class 
when  these  symptoms  occur  in  the  prolftngetl  absence  of  their  hus- 
bands. 

Still  other  mental  symptoms  belonging  to  Staphisngriaiirui  ^ymptoma 
too  of  a  different  type  from  thoN?  just  mentionetl,  are  the  following: 
Easily  excited  to  anger,  sensitive  to  the  least  impression,  takes  offence 
^at  ever)^  little  meant  or  unmcint  insult. 

We  have  Staphisagria  indicated  in  what  I  have  already  termed  a 
mental  colic,  that  is,  crampy  pains  in  the  abdomen  following  a  fit  of 
anger,  just  as  we  found  present  under  Chnrnomilla  and  Cofocpith. 

Chamomtlla  is  called  for  in  these  cases  by  tlie  association  with  tljc 
colic,  of  hot  face,  red  cheeks  and  hot  prspiration ;  and  ColocyntK,  by 
the  severe  pains  causing  the  patient  to  double  up  for  relief.  Stapbta> 
agria  is  here  conjplementary  to  Colocynth,  stepping  in  to  complete  the 
cure  when  Colotynth  is  insufficient. 

We  also  find  Sta|>hisi\gria  indicated  in  diseases  of  the  skin  and  of  the 
bones.  This  dnig  has  long  Ijeen  nse<l  as  a  local  wash  to  destroy  liir  or 
vermin.  You  may  use  Staphisagria  internally  when  there  appwirs  on 
the  skin  an  eczematous  eruption.  This  may  occur  on  the  head,  fat«  or 
any  other  part  of  the  body,  but  especially  on  the  forujor  two.  This 
eruption  is  usually  dry  and  formed  of  very  thick  scalw  and  itches 
violently,  this  last  being  an  indication  for  the  local  application  of 
Staphiwigria.  The  j>eculiarity  of  this  itching  is  that  when  scratching 
stops  it  in  one  place  it  goes  to  another.  At  other  times  these  fit^al)s  are 
moist  and  are  yellowish  in  color  and  very  offensive,  even  breeding  lice. 
Thus  you  see  Staphisagria  is  suited  to  crusta  lactea  or  eczema  cai)iti9. 

Again,  tJiis  drug  may  be  indicated  in  children  who  are  weak  and 
broken  down  as  the  result  of  a  syphilitic  or  sycotic  inherit.ance.  In 
such  children,  you  almost  always  find  the  teeth  decaying  rapidly. 
Scarcely  are  the  milk-teeth  full  grown,  than  they  l>ooome  black  in 
creBBCs  or  spots  and  crumble  away.  In  this  respect,  Staphisagria  rivals 
Kreosoie,  than  which  there  is  no  remedy  serves  better  for  the  premature 
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decay  of  the  milk  teeth,  when  iliey  first  become  yellow,  then  dark  and 
flnallf  decAj. 

Next  to  these  remedies  you  may  think  of  Antimonium  crut^Mm,  and 
in  other  cases  still,  Chamomilla  and  Coffea. 

In  the  Staphiflagria  jmtient,  the  gums  are  unhealthy,  swollen,  spongy 
and  bleed  easily  when  touched  by  the  food  or  by  the  finger,  this  con- 
dition Ix'ing  associated  with  painful  swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands. 
It  is  especially  indicated  after  the  abuse  of  mercury. 

Staphisagria  is  useful  in  children  suffering  from  influmrantion  of  the 
eyee,  particularly  of  the  lids  with  hardened  8ty(,«. 

For  those  little  cystic  tumors  which  form  in  the  eye-lids  midway  l>©- 
tween  the  inner  and  outer  surfaces.  Graphites  is  the  proper  remedy. 

Those  Staphisagria  children  have  an  <x*xematous  eruption  on  iheeare. 
Yellow  scabs  form  about  the  ears.  The  exudation  from  these  is  bloody 
and  seems  to  cause  rawness  of  the  skin.  Still  further,  we  find  Staphis- 
agria affecting  the  bones.  It  causes  swelling  of  the  periosteum  with 
subsequent  suppuration. 

It  also  produces  on  the  skin  fig-warts  or  condylomata:*  These  are 
usually  pedicjilatetl.  This  symptom  places  Staphisa<;ria  among  the 
Bycc»tic  remedies.  Thus  we  find  it  quite  the  companion  of  Thuja, 
cing  preferable  to  that  remetly  when  there  arc  present  the  form  of 
eruption  already  mentioned,  the  crumbling  of  the  teeth  and  the  peflicu** 
Iate<l  condylomata. 

In  some  cases  we  find  it  indicated  in  syphilitic  ulceration  after  the 
abuse  of  mercury,  the  discharge  l>eing  thin  and  acrid.  An  examina- 
tion with  the  prol>e  reveals  disease*!  bone  beneath. 

We  have  several  remedies  similar  to  Staphisagria  in  bone  affections, 
whether  of  syphilitic  or  scrofulous  origin.  One  of  them  is  SiiJlmgin, 
This  is  of  great  use  in  syphilitic  afiections  of  the  long  bones,  such  as 
^tlic  femur,  tibia,  humerus,  etc.,  in  periostitis  or  in  ostitis,  the  jwins 
cing  worse  at  night' and  in  damp  weather.  In  addition  to  this,  you 
almoist  always  find  ao  excoriating  coryza,  the  well-known  syphilitic 
oznna. 

Another  remedy  is  Mercuriu*.  Still  another  is  Kali  hydHadicumf 
especially  when  there  is  a  combination  of  syphilis  and  mercury  in  the 
esse. 

Strvntia  is  suited  more  to  the  scrofulous  constitution.  It  is  indiaited 
in  oeteilis,  particularly  of  the  femur,  with  ulcers  discharging  more  or 
lew  broken-ilown  bone.     With  the  Iwne  trouble  there  is  aj)t  to  \)t  a 
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profuse  exhausting  diarrhoea  aloioat  such  as  would  corue  wttii  beotio 
fever. 

Another  remedy  is  the  Chloride  of  Gohl  and  Plaihmm  which  is  nsefal 
for  either  caries  or  necrosis. 

Still  another  is  GOtyiburg  ScdU  which  owes  its  eSectiveoen  la  the 
carbonate  of  lithia  it  contains.  It  is  useful  in  caries  of  the  vectebn» 
and  of  tlie  hip-joint. 

Another  use  of  Staphisagria  is  found  in  its  application  to  gooL  It 
is  not  so  useful  for  the  acute  paroxysms  as  it  is  when  gout  beoomes 
ej'steraic ;  when  nrate  of  soda  instead  of  being  eliminated  by  the  kidneya 
b  de{K)6ited  in  the  various  joints  and  organs  of  the  body,  produdng 
arthritic  nodes. 

It  is  also  iniiicatetl  in  artliritic  ophthalmia.  The  eyes  bam  and  f(*ol 
very  dry,  notwithstanding  which  there  are  smarting  and  profuse  Uu*i)ry- 
mation.     The  pains  go  from  the  eyes  into  tlie  teeth. 

In  these  gouty  affections  of  the  eyes,  CotocyrUh  is  also  a  good  remedy. 

Upon  the  stomach  and  bowels  Staphisagria  acts,  seeming  to  produce 
a  relaxatioif  of  the  stomach  so  tl)at  that  organ  appears  to  hang  down 
flabby  and  weak.  This  same  symptom  you  will  find  under  Ipecaeuanhiu 
There  is  a  desire  for  brandy,  wine  or  something  stimulating.  Sucli  pa- 
tients are  subject  to  colic,  which  greatly  resembles  tljat  of  Colocynth. 

You  must  also  remember  Staphisagria  as  a  remedy  in  oolie  following 
operations  about  the  abdomen. 

In  diarrhoea  it  is  indicated  when,  in  children,  the  disorder  is  asso- 
ciated with  a  peculiar  form  of  stomacace ;  the  tongue  and  gums  are 
white  and  spongy,  while  there  are  cutting  pains  before  and  after  stool, 
with  a  great  deal  of  tenesmus  of  the  rectum  during  stool,  and  escape  of 
flatus  which  is  usually  hot  and  smells  like  rotten  eggs  (here  being  si  mi* 
hir  to  Ouimomilla),  stool  being  renewed  by  any  attempt  to  take  food  or 
dHnk. 

On  the  female  organs,  Stjiphisagria  causes  prolapsiis  atcri,  and  thia 
prolapsus  is  almost  always  associated  with  a  flabby  condition  of  the 
stomach.  The  whole  abdomen — contents  and  parictes — feels  as  if  it 
woald  drop,  so  relaxed  is  it  If  you  investigate  thoroughly^  yoa  will 
And  that  disappointed  love  or  permitting  the  mind  to  dwell  on  sexual 
subjects  has  favored  this  relaxation.  The  leucorrhtca  which  aooompanies 
tht8  condition  is  yellow  and  excoriating.

To-day  we  have  to  study  Pulsatilla.  The  species  which  I  shall 
consider  is  the  Pulsatilla  of  Hahnemann,  the  PtUmiiUa  pralmiaia  and 
not  tlie  American  plant,  the  PaUatilla  nuUaUlana.  There  is  some  little 
difi«ren(*e  in  action  between  the  two  drugs.  Tiie  '^pralcnsia'^  has  been 
heticT  proved.  The  concordant  remedies  of  this  drug  are  almost  with- 
oot  numljer.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  it  is  a  wtll-proved  remedy 
and  one,  too,  that  is  often  indicated.  Its  complementary  remeilies  are 
Suiphuric  acid  and  Li/cojiodium. 

Its  antidotes  are  ChamomiUa,  Voffca,  IgnaVui  and  Nux  vomica. 

The  relation  of  Pulsatilla  to  Sulphuric  acid  calls  for  particular  note. 
The  latter  remedy  follcAvs  the  former  in  gastric  troubles.  Pulsatilla 
also  had  an  antidotal  effect  to  Sulphuric  acid.  When  this  acid  has 
been  used  for  the  cure  of  the  appetite  for  liquor,  Pulsatilla  has  been 
propOBCil  as  the  remedy  best  suited  for  the  diarrhcea  which  ensues. 

Pulsatilla  pmtensis  is  a  pretty  little  flower  belonging  to  the  anemone. 
U  has  bceii  called  the  wind-flower,  and  its  name  is  in  keeping  with  its 
jrmptonis,  as  tliey  are  as  fickle  as  the  wind.  Changeableness  of  the 
syniptonis  is  characteristic  of  the  drug.  This  is  especially  marked  in 
the  hemorrhages,  which  now  seemingly  »top  and  in  a  few  huut^  return. 
It  ia  also  true  of  the  diarrlKcn,  the  stools  eouliuually  changing  (heir 
appearance — at  one  time  being  green,  at  another  mixed  with  yellow,  and 
at  »till  another  slimy. 

80,  too,  are  tlie  mental  symptoms  of  the  aame  fickle  nature,  the 
patient  now  being  irritable,  then  tearful  and  again,  mild  and  pleasant. 
Tbew  are  illostrations  of  the  comparisons  that  I  have  stated. 
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Pulsatilla  seemd  to  be  princiyally  adapted  to  the  female  (ir^ratiism, 
although  it  also  aiTects  men  as  well  as  women.  It  is  one  of  thohc  reme- 
dies which  we  are  apt  to  select  by  the  predominanoe  of  the  mental 
symptoms.  It  ia  es^pecially  indicated  in  patients  of  a  mild,  tearful  dis- 
position, having  a  rather  slow,  phlegmatic  teraperamenL  They  are 
never  irascible,  although  at  times  peevish  Thus  in  iJie  case  of  a  child 
with  gastric  ailment,  Pulsatilla  may  be  used  wjien  it  is  peevish,  pale, 
chilly,  it  18  satisfied  with  nothing.  That  is  not  the  Nux  t*omiea 
condition,  nor  18  it  like  ChamomWaf  both  of  which  remedies  have  <]e- 
cidcdly  more  violence  with  their  anger. 

The  Pulsatilla  woman  is  tearful,  easily  discouraged.  Sometime^ 
is  full  of  anxiety,  with  forebodings  of  some  ini[>en«ling  disaster.  1 
anxiety  comes  from  the  epigastrium  and  is  very  likely  associated  with 
indigestion.  It  is  often  accompanied  with  chattering  of  the  teeth,  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart  and  flushes  of  heat.  These  are  the  main  mental 
symptoms  of  Pulsatilla.  They  are  present  mor^or  le»  in  every  dis- 
ease in  which  it  is  the  remedy. 

In  these  mental  symptoms  you  should  compare  Sepia^  which,  yon 
will  recall  has  a  similar  mental  state;  but  it  differs  from  Pulsatilla  in 
the  presence  of  irritability  and  anger.  There  is  also  indifference  to  hc^ 
household  affairs,  to  which  she  was  formerly  attentive. 

Natrum  muri(Uiciim  also  has  tearful  disposition  similarto  that  of  Pal- 
satilla,  but  with  this  difference:  Consolation  under  Natrum  mur.  ag- 
gravates, while  under  Pulsatilla  the  patient  seeks  consolation.     * 

Stannum  likewise  has  this  tearful  disposition.  The  |Mitient  is  very 
much  discourajged  or  is  tearful  over  his  chest  symptoms.  He  fears  that 
he  will  go  into  a  decline. 

The  IgmUia  patient  is  sad,  but  she  hides  her  grief  from  others. 

Es|>ecially  is  Pulsatilla  called  for  in  chlorotic  or  ao»mic  women, 
when  they  complain  always  of  a  feeling  of  chill,  and  despite  this  chilli- 
ness, they  find  relief  for  many  of  their  symptoms  in  the  o^)en  air.  They 
cannot  tolerate  the  close  room.  The  pains  from  which  they  suffer  seem 
to  be  accompanied  by  chilliness.  This  chilliness  is  more  marked  the 
more  decided  are  the  pains.  The  mental  symptoms  already  mentioned 
are  present.  Especially  is  Pulsatilla  the  remaly  when  chlorosis  has 
been  complicated  by  the  abuse  of  iron  or  quinine.  Chlorosis,  coming 
to  you  from  allo|iathic  hands  after  the  failure  of  iron  and  quinine,  show- 
ing you  that  these  remedies  are  not  suitable  to  the  case,  will  find  iti 
first  if  not  its  only  remedy  in  Pulsatilla,  You  will  frequently  find  this 
hint  of  service  to  you  in  practice,  not  only  in  chlorosis,  but  in  other 
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as  well  when  they  arise  not  so  much  from  local  tUsoftfic  as 
ftom  9,  general  defective  state  of  nutrition.  The  whole  system  is  worn 
out.  Every  tissue  is  relaxed.  She  suffers  from  changes  of  ijosition  in 
the  oterus.  The  menses  are  late  and  «canty,  dark,  clotted  or  changeable 
in  character.  Pulsatilla  does  not  always  cure  after  abuse  of  iron.  But 
it  stands  in  the  same  relation  to  this  substance  that  JV»t.r  I'omica  does  to 
the  abuse  of  drastic  purgatives,  and  Cwnphor  to  Caiiikaride^. 

To  understand  how  these  phenomena  of  Pulsatilla  are  caused,  whether 
in  women  where  they  are  most  fnxiuently  met  with,  or  exceptionally  in 
men,  you  mu«t  remember  that  tlie  drug  acts  upon  the  vascular  system, 
ei^iecially  uj>on  the  right  heart,  and  upon  the  veins  and  capillaries. 
Thus  we  find  that  whatever  weakens  the  venous  jmrtion  of  the  circula- 
tion, whatever  retards  the  return  of  bhxxl  to  the  heart,  must  of  course 
3Voke  just  the  class  of  symptoms  for  which  Pulsatilla  may  be  indi- 

rcDtod^    We  know,  for  instance,  that  a  warm,  close  room  will  provoke 
these  symptoms.     If  you  should  sit  in  a  close  room  or  in  one  whose 
:jperaturc  is  too  high,  the  veins  would  become  tortuous  and  there 

f  would  be  some  oppression  about  the  chest  and  retardation  of  the  heart's 
action.  These  same  symptoms  occurring  in  disease  suggest  Pulsa- 
tilla. It  acts  on  the  right  heart  more  than  on  the  left,  consequently, 
despite  the  chilliness  which  arises  from  the  anaBraia,  the  open  air  acts 
as  a  stimulus  to  the  venous  circulation  which  improves  the  symptoms 
depending  npon  the  sluggish  flow  of  blood. 

You  ^vilI  6nd  many  symptoms  throughout  the  entire  body  calling 
for  Pulsatilla  when  there  is  this  disturbance  in  the  venous  circulation. 
You  will  find  in  the  chest  a  feeling  of  soreness  referred  to  either  sub 
Jttvicular  region,  to  the  apex  of  one  or  the  other  lung,  soreness  which 

rl»  tVlt  when  the  patient  lies  on  that  side  or  presses  against  the  Iftl  chest. 
Till*  sonness  seems  to  involve  the  muscular  structures  about  the  shoul- 
der and  even  down  the  arm  of  the  aflTected  side.  This  symptom  indi- 
CAt€fi  venous  congestion,  or,  at  least,  sluggiAli  circulation  through  the 
opper  {)art  of  the  left  lung.  It  has  been  a  valuable  symptom  to  me 
and  to  many  physicians  in  the  incipiency  of  tuberculosis,  especially  in 
women  of  the  Pulsatilla  temperament.  Along  with  this  soreness  in  the 
long  there  may  be  some  cough  with  expectoration.  Although  there 
may  lie  no  sym[)toms  indicating  the  positive  existence  of  tubercular 
infiltration  we  will  have  other  symptoms  indicating  the  onset  of  the 
disease.     Pulsatilla  has  ffcveral  times  relieved  these  cases. 

TheUi  too,  we  have  Pulsatilla  indicated  in  varicoae  veias,  whether 
ODcmrtng  on  the  limbs  or  about  the  testicle  (varioooele).    The  affected 
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j>arLs  are  bluish  and  annoy  the  patient  by  the  soreness  and  stinging 
pains  ill  tliera. 

The  lepistaxia  when  Pulfiatilla  is  indicated  is  of  a  passive  character. 
The  flow  curaes  stea<lily,  but  it  is  not  bright  red  or  does  not  come  in 
gUJihcs  as  it  does  in  epistaxis  dt'j)endent  upon  arterial  leHions.  It  oft«*n 
occurs  vicariously,  taking  tlie  place  of  the  niensea.  The  same  is  true 
of  the  blood-spitting  or  haemoptysis,  which  is  either  associated  with  this 
soreness  or  passive  congestion  of  the  chest  or  is  dependent  uimn  f*up- 
pressed  menstruation. 

Id  these  venous  symptoms  Pulsatilla  has  an  important  analogue, 
namely,  HamamcJUf  which  vies  with  it  here.  Before  Hamamelis  was 
proved,  Pulsatilla  was  the  only  remedy  we  could  depeud  u}M)n  in  the 
class  of  symptoms  enumerated.  IJamamelis  is  the  preferable  drug  in 
varicose  veins  unless  constitutional  symptoms  call  for  Pulsatilla,  wjie- 
cially  in  the  case  of  varicocele.  Varicocele  has  been  cure<l  by  Uama- 
melis  applied  externally  and  taken  internally.  The  great  ciianictcristic 
of  this  drug,  and  that  which  makes  its  choice  certain,  is  soreness  of  tlje 
affected  part.  It  is  a  soreness  which  is  not  exactly  the  bruisc<l  fwling 
of  Arnica;  it  is  not  the  sensitive  soreness  of  LachesU;  nor  the  stinging 
soreness  of  Apis;  but  it  is  that  sore  feeling  which  belongs  to  rrnoiut  eon- 
geslion.  You  may  apply  Hamaraelis  successfully  in  any  cx)ndition  in 
whidi  that  is  present.  I  have  often  made  use  of  the  dnig  in  preg- 
nancy, when  varicose  veins  ap|>eared  over  the  alxlomen,  and  when  tlie 
patient  could  not  make  any  motion  without  experiencing  a  bniisc<l  w.)ro 
feeling.  Hamamelis  is  not  the  panacea  which  druggists  would  have 
us  believe.  It  does  not  cure  everything,  sprains,  scalds,  etc.,  bat  it- 
docs  cure  the  cla-ss  of  symptoms  I  have  mentioned.  Another  wncor- 
dant  i*emetly  of  Pulsatilla  is  Lilium  tigrinum,  which,  like  the  former, 
affects  the  right  heart,  producing  engorgement  of  the  veins,  relief  in 
the  open  air,  scanty  menses,  and  taste  of  blood  in  the  mouth.  Btit  it 
differs  from  Pulsatilla  in  the  decided  tendency  to  prolajjsus  uteri,  with 
l>earing  down,  relieved  by  supporting  the  abdomen,  or  by  crOKsing  the 
limbs.  Also  when  Liliuiu  is  indicated,  there  is  present  a  sharp  {xiin, 
extending  from  the  left  nipple  through  the  ciiest  to  the  back. 

Another  analogue  is  Sepia^  which  has  many  of  the  Pulsatilla  symp- 
toms. It,  too,  is  indicated  in  aniemia  and  chlorosis,  and  it  also  has  this 
mild  tearful  temperament,  but  there  isaditference  in  the  mental  symp- 
toms. With  Sepia  tJiere  may  be  irritability  or  vehemence  at  times. 
The  Sepia  {mticut  has  complete  aversion  to  her  usual  household  duties. 
Let  us  now  consider  tlie  action  of  Pulsatilla  on  mucous  menibnu)o^ 
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This  is  easily  rcmcmlKTcd.  It  produces  a  ratarrlial  intlamniaiion  nf 
the  mucous  membranes,  and  this  ends  ia  the  prodtiotion  of  bland 
yellow  or  jrellowi^^greeD  mucus.  Now  yon  have  an  indication  which 
you  may  apply  to  any  mucojjgi  niembrnne. 

Conjunctivitis  calls  for  Pulsatilla  when  the  discharge  is  thick,  yellow 
or  yellowish -green,  and  bland  ;  hence,  it  is  not  indicated  in  the  begin- 
ning, but  during  the  oounfe  of  the  matured  disease.  It  is  an  invalu- 
able remedy  in  the  ophthalmia  after  measles  and  in  purulent  oph  thai  una, 
tnd  in  ophthalmia  neonatorum  or  the  ophthalmia  of  the  new  iMirn, 
whetlier  these  troubles  are  of  gonorrhtcal  origin  or  not,  when  the  dis- 
charge ift  of  the  character  just  described.  Iti^  analogue  here  is  Argmhtm 
fUbicum,  which  !»a8  the  same  symptoms  precisely,  only  more  uiarkiHl. 
It  is  to  be  used  after  the  failure  of  Pulsatilla. 

Merenrius  corrogivua  is  suggeeted  in  cases  which,  despite  Argentum 
nitricum,  threaten  to  ulcerate  and  perforate  the  cornea. 

These  are  not  by  any  means  the  only  eye  symptoms  of  Pulsatilla. 
pTaGflOgge  S.  Norton,  of  New  York,  published  in  the  Hahnemannian 
JKmH%p  some  years  ago,  a  pajtcr  on  the  uses  of  this  remedy  in  diseases 
©f  the  eye.  This  {>aper  covered  some  six  or  eight  pages.  In  addition 
lo  the  conjunctival  inflammation  just  noticed,  Pulsatilla  enures:  OK'Sfu- 
ration  of  vision,  with  vertigo  and  nausea,  diplopia,  i^tarry  apparitions, 
circles  of  fire,  etc.  (these  generally  being  reflex  symptoms) ;  pustules 
OD  the  cornea,  with  very  little  dread  of  light,  but  with  lat'hryniation, 
worse  iu  the  o|>en  air;  pressing-stinging  pains  in  the  eye ;  lids  swollen; 
styos,  relieved  when  in  the  open  air;  margin  of  lids  inflamed  and 
iwollen,  but  not  excoriated. 

Pulsatilla  is  also  an  excellent  remedy  in  small  central  comerfl  iilcers, 
Vlth  no  vascular  supply,  esixjcially  when  occurring  in  scrofulous 
lubjeets.  It  may  still  further  be  used  in  lachrymation  from  disease  of 
the  lachrymal  duct  when  the  symptoms  just  enumerate*!  are  projeut. 

Pulsatilla  also  affects  the  nasal  raucous  membrane,  and  develo]>s 
qrroptoms  which  indicate  it  in  the  advanced  stages  of  a  cold.  It  sliould 
r*' f  '  ■  .  n  in  the  beginning  of  a  cold  unless  the  temperament  and 
on  ;  I'iomA  decide,  because  the  sneezing  and  the  sen)us  excoriating 
discharge  are  not  characteristic  Pulsatilla  symptoms.  But  when  you 
find  a  nasal  catarrh  "ripene<l,"  that  is,  when  the  na«al  discharge  is  thick, 
mooo-purolent,  yellowish  or  yellowish-green,  and  not  excoriating  in 
Ibo  lesat,  you  have  a  perfect  picture  of  Pulsatilla. 

In  chronic  nasal  catarrh  you  may  give  Pulsatilla  if  the  discljurge  is 
of  tbi«  character.     You  must  give  the  dnig  frequently  and  persistently, 
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in  order  to  cure.  Jn  addition  to  lUe  bviupfonis  alr«uly  cnumei 
there  is  still  another,  namely,  loas  of  tawte  and  Hrarll.  Thexe  i*  a 
remedy  known  as  Cyclamen,  which  ia  very  similar  to  Pulsatilla  in  ita 
^mptomatology.  It  ^eemn  to  be  suited  to  nasal  catarrh  when  there 
are  Ion  of  taste  and  amell,  and  this  thick  discharge  just  like  that  of 
Pulsatilla ;  but  it  has,  in  addition^  spasmodic  sneezing. 

Prtithorum  aedoides  is  useful  in  the  incipiency  of  eoryza  when  ila-v 
is  rawness  in  the  nose  and  throat.  The  patient  complains  of  u  cou^tant 
wet  feeling  in  the  nose,  but  without  coi^'za.  I^ater,  there  is  a  formation 
of  tJiick  purulent  discharge,  just  as  in  Pulsatilla. 

Spigelia  is  one  of  our  best  remedies  for  catarrh  of  the  poetertor  narecL 
The  symptoms  indicating  it  are  profuse  discharge  of  mucus  through 
the  posterior  nares;  nasal  mucus  passes  off  only  thrc»ugh  the  posterior 
narea.  This  drug  has  accomplished  some  good  cures  in  the  hands  of 
Dr.  Aug.  Korndojrfer. 

Hydrastis  is  also  suited  to  post-nasal  catarrh.  The  discharge  is  of  a 
thin  watery  character,  and  is  attended  with  a  great  deal  of  burning  and 
rawne^s^  together  with  a  sensation  as  of  a  hair  in  the  nostrils. 

Pulsatilla  is  an  invaluable  remedy  in  9|ffection  of  the  ears.  In  otitis 
externa  you  may  use  it  when  the  external  ear  is  hot,  re<l,  and  swollen, 
and  there  are  darting,  tearing,  pulsating  pains,  wliirli  are  w(>i>e  at 
night. 

In  otitis  merlia  it  is  also  useful  when  there  is  a  profuse  thick  yellowish 
or  yellowi»h-green  discharge  from  the  car. 

Pulsatilla  is  one  of  our  leading  remedies  in  catarrhal  otitis.  There 
is  deafness,  with  a  feeling  as  if  the  ears  were  stoppetl  up,  with  rushing 
noises  in  the  ears,  isochronous  with  the  puhse.  S'dicea  is  the  nettrest 
remec^ly  to  Pulsatilla  in  catarrhal  otorrhcea. 

Belladonna  and  3Iercuriits  have  a  deeper  action  than  Pulssitilln, 
acting  on  the  cellular  tissues. 

Chamomilla  is  siiuilar  to  Pulsatilla  in  the  ear  syroptODM,  Init  (be 
pains  arc  more  violent,  and  are  attended  with  red  cheeks;  the  patient 
cannot  bear  pain. 

Phiixturjo  Dutjor  is  to  be  thought  of  when  earache  is  associated  with 
toothache. 

Ttiiurhim  causes  catarrh  of  the  middle  ear,  which  may  even  invr'I\  t- 
the  internal  ear  or  the  brain,  or  even  penetrate  into  the  cells  of  the 
mastoid  process  and  establish  an  abscess  there.  Pus  forma  in  the 
middle  car,  and  finally,  ])crforating  the  membrana  tympani,  SBoaprs 
externally. 
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In  catarrh  of  the  throat  jou  will  find  Pulsatilla  sometimes,  though 
not  fre<]uentl}*,  the  remedy.  It  would  here  be  indicated  by  the  appear- 
ance of  the  parts.  There  are  a  markcil  retlneaa  of  the  tonsils  and  a 
varicose  condition  of  the  bloodvessels  of  the  parts,  and  the  fauces  have 
a  dark  red  or  purplish  hue.  Tiiere  are  also  stinging  pains  in  the  throat 
(here  reminding  you  of  Apis),  worse  usually  from  swallowing  saliva 
or  after  eating  fooil. 

I^eaving  the  pharynx  we  next  come  to  the  stomach,  of  which  organ 
Pulsatilla  produces  a  catarrh.  It  is  indicated  in  this  disease  when  the 
toogae  is  coated  with  a  thick  rough  white  fur.  The  mouth  is  dry,  and 
yet  there  is  not  much  thirst,  thirstlessness  being  a  characteristic  of  the 
remedy.  There  are  also  nausea,  and  sometimes  vomiting,  the  vomited 
matters  consi«^ting  cither  of  food  or  mucus,  and  also  of  bHe.  The  food 
vomited  may  have  been  that  eaten  a  long  time  before,  thus  showing  the 
weak  digestion  of  the  remedy.  A  feeling  of  Alness  and  heaviness  in 
the  stomach  after  eating,  sometimea  associated  with  a  feeling  of  rawness 
in  the  stomach  as  from  ulceration.  This  last  is  merely  a  sulijective 
symptom  and  is  a  common  sensation  in  Pulsatilla.  Usually  there  ia 
diarrhoea,  with  slimy  or  watery  stools,  and  worse  after  midnight 
Attending  these  g:astric  symptoms  is  heartburn,  and  not  very  often 
vater-bra&h.  When  water-brash  calls  for  Pulsatilla  there  is  a  putrid 
taste  in  the  mouth  in  the  morning,  l)etter  afler  drinking.  The  patient 
craves  lemonade.  He  may  complain  that  his  mouth  is  dry,  yet  it  seenw 
to  contain  plenty  of  mucus.  Other  symptoms  experienced  are  feeling 
of  weight  in  the  epigastrium  an  hour  after  eating,  relieved  by  gating 
again  ;  feeling  in  the  (esophagus  as  if  food  wjis  lying  there  (also  China, 
Abiets);  throbbing  in  tlie  epigjistriura ;  much  flatulence,  which  moves 
about,  causing  pinching  jiains  and  rumbling,  worse  on  awaking  or  just 

fter  supper.     Now  these  are  the  symptoms  calling  for  this  remedy  in 
stric  mtnrrh.     What  are  the  exciting  causes  ?     First  of  all  and  most 

D)]X>rtAnt,  it  is  ailled  for  when  the  trouble  has  arisen  after  partaking 
of  fatly   footi  or  of  pastry.     It  is  also  indicated  in  gastric  catarrh 
^•rising  from  a  mixe<l  diet,  as  turkey,  vegetables,  coffee,  etc. ;  also  after 

billing  the  stomach  with  ice-cream  or  ice-water,  especially  if  the 
stomach  is  warm.  In  still  other  cases  it  may  be  indicated  after  getting 
wet,  especially  after  getting  the  feet  wet  when  suppression  of  the  menses 
eosuea. 

It  will  1)6  well  for  you  if  now  I  differentiate  this  remedy  from  others 
commonly  uaed  in  these  d>^iH'ptic  symptoms.  But  let  me  say  tirst  that 
Other  remedies  beaides  Pult>atilla,  having  aggravation  from  eailuir  fatty 
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foods  are  Ipecac.^  Thuja  and  Octrbo  vrg,  Arsenioum  and  Oirho  veg, 
have  aggravation  from  eating  ice-cream,  and  Nux  vomica  and  Ij}ttac,^ 
from  partaking  of  a  mixed  diet,  or  aggravation  from  eating  at  night; 
you  may  thinic  alfio  of  Cinchona;  for  desire  for  lemonade,  of  Cydamfn^ 
Sabina  and  Belladonna;  for  nausea  at  the  thought  or  Bmell  of  fond, 
particularly  if  rich  or  fat,  of  Sepia  and  Chlchicum ;  for  vomiting  of  food 
long  after  eating,  Kremoie. 

Bryonia  we  know  produces  a  catarrh  of  the  stomach  with  white 
coated  tongue,  putrid  taste  in  the  mouth  and  a  feeling  as  of  a  heavy 
load  in  the  stomacli.  It  may  also  be  indicated  in  gastric  catarrh 
brought  on  by  chilling  (he  stomach,  although  it  is  more  suitable  whea 
the  trouble  has  been  brought  on  by  the  heat  of  summer  weather.  Brjr- 
onin  usually,  tio.wever,  has  const! jjation  as  an  accompanyin};  symptom, 
or  if  it  has  diarrhani,  it  has  not  this  yellowish-green  or  waarj*  atool. 
Instead  of  this,  the  stools  are  papescent  and  have  a  putrid  or  old  cheese 
odor. 

Nux  vomica  resembles  Pulsatilla.  Both  are  serviceable  in  catarrh  of 
the  stomach  arising  from  over-eating  or  from  a  mixed  diet.  Especially 
is  Nux  indicated  after  indulgence  in  alcoholic  drink.  Dn-ness  of  the 
mouth  with  *little  or  no  thirst  and  uncomfortable  'feeling  about  the 
stomach,  are  also  found  under  Nux  vomica.  The  bowels  are  constipated. 
While  heartburn  is  characteristic  of  Pulsatilla,  water-bnish  is  char- 
acteristic of  Nux  vomica;  of  course  this  last  statement  is  only  comi>ani- 
tively  speaking. 

An^ifnonium  crudum  resembles  Pulsatilla,  but  the  tongue  under  this 
reme«1y  is  coated  white  as  though  it  had  been  whitewashed.  Vomit- 
ing predominates  over  the  other  symptoms.  A  slight  quantity  of  f<x)d 
excites  nausea  and  vomiting.     It  is  an  e;ccellent  remeily  in  children. 

Ipecacuanha  is  a  first'<'Iass  remedy  in  these  gastric  catarrhs  caused 
by  chilling  the  stomach  with  ice-water  or  by  eating  pastry,  confection- 
ery or  other  indigestible  substances.  Usually  the  tongue  is  clean.  It 
seldom  has  the  thick  coating  belonging  to  Pulsatilla  or  Autimonium 
crudum.     Nausea  predominates  over  every  other  symptom. 

Arseniciun  is  com[)lementary  to  Pulsatilla  when  gastric  catarrh  ariao 
from  chilling  the  stomach  with  ice-cream  or  ice- water. 

I  mentioned  for  Pulsatilla,  the  sensation  as  of  a  stone  in  the  epigas- 
trium. You  will  find  a  similar  symptom  under  Abies  nigra^  which  bad 
been  sucoeasfully  used  in  gastric  troubles  when  the  patient  expericftoes 
after  eating,  a  sensation  as  of  a  hard-boiled  egg  io  the  st'^mach.  In 
symptoms  of  the  bowels  you  may  use  PubatilU,  in  oonstipatioo  oc- 
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curring  in  pregnant  woraen  or  following  the  abuse  of  Cinchona  and  ita 
pri'parations.     The  »to<>l(i  are  hirge.  • 

Yoa  may  also  use  it  for  diarrhwa  when  the  stools  are  of  a  greoniih- 
jellow  or  of  a  chan^-nble  color.  It  is  npually  «iU8cd  hy  partaking  of 
a  raixe<l  diet  late  the  «iy;ht  l>efore.  The  [Mitienl  is  worse  after  mid- 
night. 

Here  you  should  compare  7mr«*»ux>/or,  whieh  is  one  of  the  l)est 
remedies  we  Ijavc  for  cholera  morbus,  coming  preferably  at  two  or  three 
oMock  in  the  morning  with  vomiting  of  food  and  sour  and  bilioue 
matters  and  purging  at  the  same  time.  ,  Itdifierafrom  Veratrum  album 
in  the  absence  of  coldness  and  symptoms  of  collapse. 

In  c}'8titia  or  catarrh  of  the  bladder  we  find  Pulsatilla  indicated 
wh^n  there  is  frequent  urging  to  urinate  from  pressure  on  the  bla«ldcr 
as  if  the  bladder  were  too  full.  There  is  pain  in  the  urethra.  The 
urine  itself  is  often  turbid  from  the  admixture  of  mucus.  Clinically  wc 
have  not  found  Pulsatilla  a  first-class  remedy  in  cystitis,  but  we  have 
found  it  almof*i  always  the  remedy  in  cystic  symptoms  aocomijanying 
pregnancy.  It  yields  to  CanthariSj  Equisetum  and  Ikdcamani  \u  cys- 
titis. 

Gonorrhoea  calls  for  Pulsatilla  when  the  discharge  is  thick  and  muco- 
puntlent  and  yellowish  or  yellowish-green.  There  are  usually  |>ains  in 
the  groins  when  this  drug  is  indicated  and«I  have  noticed  tt>o,  going 
•icrosB  the  hypogaslrium  from  side  to  side.  That  synjpttmi  has  some- 
times been  produced  by  Pulsatilla.  After  giving  it  a  fev^  times  in  these 
casn^  the  patient  returns  complaining  of  this  aching  across  the  stomach. 
This  symptom  oocurring  thus,  calls  for  the  lengthening  of  the  intervals 
between  the  doses  or  else  for  its  stoppage  altogether. 

In  suppression  of  gonorrhoea  Pulsatilla  is  indicated  if  orchitis,  or 
imther  epididymitis,  ensues.  The  testicle  is  retracted.  It  is  enlarged, 
very  sensitive  to  the  touch  and  dark  red.  There  are  sharp  dragging 
pains  following  the  cohrse  of  the  spermatic  conl.  Unless  dome  other 
■jrmptoros  contraindicate  it,  Pulsatilla  will  restore  the  discharge  and  re- 
lieve the  distressing  pain,  but  the  patient  must  be  kept  quiet  and  tlie 
acrotum  must  be  supported  in  a  suspensory.  In  some  cases,  I  have 
used  hot  water  locally  as  an  adjuvant.  While  it  seems  to  increase  the 
flwelUng,  it  relieves  the  pain.  • 

In  some  cases,  there  appi'ars  to  Ik*  an  absence  of  symptoms  of  a  sub- 
jective character.  All  you  can  observe  is  this,  the  testicle  is  swollen 
and  exquisitely  sore  to  the  touch.  The  gonorrh(Bal  discharge  has  al- 
most if  not  entirely  ceased.     In  thoM  cases  IlamamelU  is  your  remedy. 
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QcmatisU  an  excellent  remedy  for  gonorrhosal  orchitis  \vlj«'n  ui»t  i 
tide  i.s  indurated  and  I»a2}  bard  as  a  stone. 

dtiiododendron  is  also  a  useful  remedy  when  the  orchitis  become 
chronic  and  the  testicle  is  indurated  exactly  as  under  Clematis.  Under 
Rhodo<lendron,  however,  the  testicle  tends  to  atrophy.  There  is  also  a 
feeling  in  the  gland  as  if  it  were  being  crushed. 

In  induration  of  the  testicle  you  may  compare  at  your  leisure  Co- 
niwnf  Aritkn^  Staphmigrlay  Spongiaf  Awum^  besides  the  remedies 
already  mentioned.  You  may  give  Oxalic  acid  yfhen  there  are  terrible 
neuralgic  pains  in  the  sj>ermatic,eords,  worse  from  the  slightest  motion. 

MercurhiA  is  called  for  when  the  glands  are  swollen  and  when  what 
little  discharge  remains,  is  greenish  and  when  there  is  phimosis. 

Pulsatilla  is  of  use  in  enlargement  of  the  prostate.  It  is  in<licate<l 
by  the  mei'hanical  symptom,  **fieces  when  they  escapei  are  large  and 
flat." 

Hydrocele,  especially  the  congenital  form,  may  yield  to  Pulsatilla. 

Next  let  us  study  Pulsatilla  in  its  relation  to  the  synovial  membranes. 
Pulsatilla  has  not  an  affinity  for  the  true  serous  membranes,  as  we  found 
under  Aconite  and  Bryonia^  but  it  acts  on  the  synovial  sacs  which  are 
slightly  different  from  the  pure  serous  membranes.  Pulsatilla  you  find 
indicated  in  rheumatism  of  the  joints,  and  in  gi)Uty,  gouorrhoeal,  and 
traumatic  synovitis.  Thejoint  is,  of  course,  swollen,  and  the  jiains  are 
of  a  sharp  stinging  character  and  are  accompanied  by  a  feeling  of  sore- 
ness or  of  subcutaneous  ulceration  about  the  affected  joint.  The  pains 
in  these  joint  inflammations  are  usually  erratic,  now  here  and  now  there« 
The  tearing  pains  in  the  joint,  force  the  patient  to  move  the  affected 
part  Pressure  relieves.  These  teainng  pains  often  extend  down  the 
limb  and  are  accompanied  by  jerking,  probably  through  irritation  of 
the  muscular  nerves,  and  are  relieved  by  slowly  moving  abodt.  I  dwell 
upon  these  pains  because  they  so  frequently  call  for  Pulsatilla.  They 
are  usually  worse  from  warmth  and  are  relieved  by  cold.  They  are 
worse  in  the  evening. 

Pulsatilla  really  rivals  ^pw  in  synovitis,  but  the  latter  drug  ha£  more 
effusion  than  the  former,  and  is  indicated  when  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
oedema  about  the  joints 

In  rheumatism  with  erratic  pains  you  mayoompare  Kali  bichromicunif 
Sulphur ,  and  Bryonia, 

Knii  bichromicitm  is  called  for  in  gonorrhoea!  rheumatism.  The  paio.** 
are  better  in  a  %varm  Toom. 

By  reason  of  its  action  on  the  digestive  organs  Pulsatilla  bccomoB  of 
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valtie  in  gout  or  in  the  gouty  diathe'sis,  especially  wlien  the  trouble  has 
been  brought  on  by  iudigestion.  U  the  disease  persists  despite  its  use, 
Coichicum  follows  it  well. 

Now  let  us  consider  the  action  of  Pulsatilla  on  the  \-arious  organs. 
We  have  already  studied  the  mental  symptoms  of  the  drug.  We  have 
yet  to  speak  of  its  headaches.  These  we  may  summarize  as  being  mastly 
frontal  and  supra-orbital.  They  are  generally  of  uterine,  neuralgic, 
rheumatic  or  gastric  origin.  They  are  aggravated  by  mental  exertion 
and  by  warmtJi.  They  are  usually  worse  in  the  evening,  although  the 
gastric  symptoms  are  worse  in  the  morning.  When  of  rheumatic  origin, 
the  pains  are  sharp  and  seem  to  go  from  the  head  into  the  face  and  almost 
drive  the  patient  mad,  so  severe  are  they.  In  other  cases,  they  may  be 
errutic,  wandering  from  one  part  of  the  head  to  the  other. 

In  some  cases,  the  headache  accompanies  menstrual  suppresision.  The 
head  is  hot.  The  pain  in  the  head  is  better  in  the  open  :iir  and  i^  oAen 
accom{)anied  by  nose-bleed. 

In  these  headaches,  you  should  compare  Pulsatilla  with  the  follow- 
ing: 

Hanunculua  buibomut,  headache  on  the  vertex  as  if  preeecd  asunder, 
worse  in  the  evening  and  on  going  from  cold  to  warm  air  and  vice 

lianuuculua  ecderaius,  gnawing  in  the  vertex  in  a  small  sjmt. 

Cooculus  tndicuBf  ])ain  in  tJie  occiput  aa  if  it  was  opening  and  shut- 
ting. 

Spigtliaf  sensation  as  if  the  head  was  open  along  the  vertex. 

Carbo  animaliat  feeling  in  the  vertex  as  if  pressed  asunder;  must  hold 
it  togvt]ier. 

Vtratrwfi  a/6i(m,  pressure  on  tlie  vertex,  with  pain  in  stomach,  head 
relieved  by  pressing  the  vertex,  and  aggravated  by  motion. 

Alrrtyanfhrjff  compressive  headache  in  vertex  and  sensation  when 
ascending  strp*  as  if  a  weight  pressed  on  the  brain,  witlj  cold  hands 
and  feet. 

PhtHamlriuniy  pain  as  from  a  weight  on  the  top  of  the  head,  with 
aching  and  burning  in  the  temples  and  above  the  eyes,  which  are  con- 
gested; eyes  water ;  can  bear  neither  light  nor  sound. 

The  eye  symptoms  and  some  of  tJiose  of  the  ears,  have  already  been 

cotisidered.     We  will  now  proceed  with  those  of  the  latter  organ  that 

[atill  remain.     Pulsatilla  has  long  been  known  as  a  remedy  for  otitis 

tHirtia  oc  inflammation  of  the  external  auditory  meatus.    The  pains 

are  very  severe,  as  indeeil  they  must  be  from  the  confined  nature  of  the 
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cnnal,  eurroiinded  as  it  is  by  bone.  The  external  ear  is  swollen  and 
re<i.  The  j)ain8  are  usually  worse  at  night.  The  trouble  may  end  with 
otorrhoea,  which  has  the  character  already  described. 

We  come  next  to  the  action  of  Pulsatilla  on  the  female  orp;anism. 
It  is  here  that  Pulsatilla  has  won  its  laurels.  We  find  it  indicated  in 
young  girls  at  the  age  oC  puberty  when  the  menstrual  flow  has  either 
not  eslablishixl  itsolf  normally  or  even  not  at  all.  It  is  especially  at  this 
time  that  you  may  find  this  sorenesss  of  the  apices  of  the  lungs  calling 
for  Pulsatilla,  and  you  know  well  that  unless  you  remove  this  symptom 
and  establish  the  menstrual  flow,  your  patient  will  have  mme  form  of 
phthisis.  When  the  menses  are  establishetl  they  are  apt  to  be  too  late 
and  too  scanty.  The  flow  is  fitful  in  its  character,  now  coming  on  and 
now  stopping,  now  appiiring  as  dark  clottetl  blood,  and  again  as  an 
almost  colork«8  watery  flow.  It  is  preceded  by  uienstrual  colic.  The 
pains  are  of  a  crarapy  griping  character,  and  so  severe  that  the  patient 
can  hardly  l)ear  them.  She  almost  smothers  if  the  room  is  closed.  She 
has  the  Pulsatilla  temi)erament  well-marked.  Amenorrhcea  may  call 
for  Pulsatilla  whejj  occurring  during  the  ordinary  |icrio<l  of  menstrua* 
tiou,  when  it  occurs  as  a  result  of  wet  feet,  and  when  ni>se-bleed  acta 
vicariously  for  the  menses.  In  some  of  these  cases,  a  single  dose  will 
bring  on  the  menstrual  flow,  while  in  others  you  are  obligetl  to  give  the 
drug  repeatedly. 

During  pregnancy,  you  may  find  use  for  Pulsatilla.  Sorcmjv  nf  the 
uterus  and  of  the  abdominal  walls,  may  call  f«»r  i(  as  well  us  fr.r  Unmn- 
melU, 

Then  again  it  may  correct  malpositions  of  the  fcetus  iu  utero. 

Now  I  know  that  in  making  this  statement,  I  am  venturing  on  de- 
batiible  ground.  Now,  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  Pulsatilla  will  make 
the  fcetus  turn  around.  But  I  do  mean  to  say  that  Pulsatilla  will  act 
on  the  musc'ular  walls  of  the  uterus,  and  stimulate  their  growth.  Some^ 
times  the  uterus  in  its  growth  during  pregnancy,  develojis  more  on  one 
ftide  than  another.  Hence  there  is  irregularity  in  its  development,  and 
the  ftetus  must  assume  an  irregular  position.  Pulsatilla  by  altering  the 
growth  of  the  uterus,  permits  the  ftetus  to  a'^surae  its  proper  position. 

During  labor,  Pulsatilla  is  called  for  when  the  pains  are  slow,  weak 
and  inefle<'tual.  Then  again  we  may  find  the  pains  spasmodic  and 
Irregular,  and  they  may  even  excite  fainting,  as  in  Nttx  vomica.  The 
patient  feels  as  if  smothering  and  calls  on  yon  to  ojien  the  windows 

Again  you  may  have  it  onlled  fi»r  after  labor  when  the  plac<^nta  pl'- 
niains  adherent.     In  these  cases,  it  will  not  only  bring  abour  r.-ii-iK*'  nf 
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Ihe  placenta,  but  It  will  so  tone  up  the  uterus  as  to  avoid  poet-partum 
bsBmorrhage.     Cantfuiria  is  also  useful  in  this  condition. 

Pulsatilla  may  alHO  be  used  for  after-pains,  the  temiwraraent  agree- 
ing. 

These  paios,  however,  call  raore  frequently  for  OiamomUla  and  Xan- 
Ouxcyttum,    This  last  remefly  in  |)articular  is  a  good  one. 

Cv^prum  is  a  good  remedy  for  severe  crarapy  after-j»aius  in  women 
who  have  lx)rn  many  children. 

Pulsatilla  may  also  be  useful  for  scanty  or  suppressed  lochia. 

It  may  also  be  indicated  as  frequently  as  Hmnamdis  in  phlegmasia 
alba  dolen8,or  milk  leg. 

The  mammary  glands  are  affected  by  Pulsatilla  both  before,  during, 
and  after  pregnancy.  It  is  indicated  when  mechanical  irritation,  as  from 
carrying  school-books,  excites  the  flow  of  milk.  After  labor  you  may 
still  give  this  remedy  when  the  breast  is  swollen  and  painful  and  the 
flow  of  milk  scanty  or  ab!>eut,  the  patient  being  gloomy  and  le-arful. 

In  this  connection  I  may  mention  several  remedies  that  arc  more 
important.  I  think  that  Uriica  urcna  is  the  best  remedy  for  non-ap- 
peaianoe  of  the  milk  without  any  other  symptoms,  there  being  no 
apparent  reason  for  the  agalactia. 

Still  another  remedy  is  liicinla  communia  or  csistor  oil.  This  has 
when  useil  external ly,^eveloj»ed  milk.  It  may  also  be  successful  when 
given  internally  in  low  potency. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Affnua  castun  which  is  useful  when  the  mind 
is  greatly  depressed. 

CQUiiticum  ifl  called  for  in  women  of  a  rheumatic  diathesis.  The 
face  is  usually  sallow  and  tlie  {vatient  gloomy  and  depressed. 

Now  Pulsatilla  in  its  relation  to  diseases  of  women  has  a  great  many 
allies.  First  of  all  we  may  mention  Aotea  rctcaiKmi  or  Cimieifuga. 
This  remedy  resembles  J^llHatilla  because  it  acts  on  .the  iiterus.  Both 
remedieci  favor  normal  labor.  Here  Actea  is  probably  the  superior  of 
the  two.  It  also  resembles  Pul^atilla  in  its  action  during  lulK>r,  being 
indicated  for  labor  pains  which  are  very  distressing.  The  symptoms, 
however,  arc  not  intermittent,  but  rather  continuous.  As  to  tempera- 
meot,  we  tind  Actca  ra(.vm«>sti  diflKrring  from  Pulsatilla.  For  instance, 
it  i»  indicatcti  in  a  high  degree  of  nervousness,  both  during  labor,  and 
out  of  labor,  during  which  the  woman  has  a  horribly  ap])reheuHive 
mood.  Sho  has  a  drcail  or  fear  of  something  about  to  hapjien,  ai)d 
(hi*  haunts  htT  from  day  to  day.  At  other  times  she  has  a  dread 
of  undertaking  anything,  even  ordinary  work.     Actea  raoemo6a  is  alao 
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indicated  in  any  deviation  from  normal  in  the  jKifeition  of  the  uterus 
when  there  are  sharp  cutting  pains  across  the  hyj>ognstrium  from  side 
to  wde.  It  18  also  to  be  used  for  neuralgias  reflex  from  uterine  irrita- 
tion and  that,  too,  whether  it  be  the  nerves  of  the  head,  chest  or  limbs 
that  are  involved. 

Another  remedy  to  be  compared  with  Pulsatilla  is  Caulophyltum, 
This  is  a  remedy  that  we  have  not  had  many  year^,  and  yet  it  so  useful 
that  we  would  not  now  be  able  to  get  along  without  it.  Its  main  char- 
acteristic is  intermittency  of  pains.  If  they  are  neuralgic  and  reflex 
from  uterine  disorder,  they  are  intermittent  in  character.  They  are 
usually  sharp  and  crampy,  and  appear  in  bladder,  groins  and  lower 
extremities.  During  labor  Caulophyllura  is  indicate*!  when  there  is 
extreme  uterine  atony.  The  pains  may  be  as  severe  as  ever,  yet  there 
is  apparently  no  expulsive  ef!5:»rt.  It  is  often  indicated  in  nervous 
women  in  whom  pain  seems  to  be  intolerable.  The  |)ains  are  sjwiimjHlic 
and  fly  about  from  place  to  place,  now  in  the  groins,  tlien  in  the  abdo- 
men, and  next  in  the  chest,  but  not  going  in  the  dJre<'tion  of  the  normal 
jMiins.  The  patient  seems  to  be  exhausted.  There  is  great  exhaustion 
of  the  whole  system.  She  can  scarcely  speak  at  times,  so  weak  is  the 
voice.  These  are  symptoms  which  call  for  CauIophyUum.  It  has 
been  used  here  by  most  physicians  in  the  low  potcncias,  although  all 
potencies  may  be  used.  It  may  also  be  indicated  during  the  last  week* 
of  pregnancy  when  the  patient  suffers  from  false  labor  pains,  these 
consisting  of  painful  bearing-down  sensations  in  the  hypogflstrium, 
I  have  known  a  single  dose  to  stop  them  after  they  had  la»le<l  ft»r 
hours. 

I  have  next  to  speak  of  Heloniag  dioiea,  or  the  false  unicorn,  one  of 
the  order  of  Liliaceae.  This  is  one  of  tlie  new  remedies  and  it  is  one 
which  has  proven  itself  worthy  of  a  place  by  the  side  of  the  well-tried 
Pulsatilla.  It  is  serviceable  in  females  who  are  run  down  as  to  their 
nervous  system  ;  who  are  easily  fatigued  by  any  work  and  who  com- 
plain of  a  tired  backache,  this  tired  feeling  extending  into  the  limbsi 
They  seem  to  feel  better  when  they  are  working  than  they  did  when 
they  commence*!  to  work.  Now  this  is  not  the  /V/ima  tox.  condition. 
It  is  not  due  to  a  limbering  up  of  stiff  joints  as  under  the  latter  remedy. 
The  reason  for  the  symptom  is,  that  some  of  the  languor  pojaMS  off  as 
the  patient  continues  her  labors.  The  backache  is  usually  8ituate<]  in  the 
lumbar  region  just  over  thesite  of  kidneys,  or  it  mayappear  lower  down 
and  afiect  the  sacral  region.  Pain  in  either  of  these  aituationa  may 
aooompany  uterine  di8turl>ance8.    You   will  find  also  that  Ilelooias 
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B  useful  for  suppression  of  the  menses  (here  it  is  quite  akin  to  Puba- 
tilla),  when  the  kiilneys  are  eongestcil.  It  seems  a-s  if  the  moutlily 
oongestion,  instetid  of  venting  itself  as  it  should  through  the  uterine 
venels,  has  extendwl  to  Ihe  kidneys, giving  rise  to  alhumiuuria-  The 
urine  is  f»canty  and  turbid.  Then,  again,  you  find  Ilelnnias  called  for 
•fter  eonfinement,  when  there  is  a  tendency  to  prolapus  and  other 
nm]po«(itions  of  the  uterus.  The  patient  complains  of  heaviness  and 
dragging  io  the  pelvic  region.  There  is  a  sensitiveness  which  has  been 
expressed  as  **  conaciousness  of  the  existence  of  a  womb."  You  know 
that  we  are  not  conscious  of  our  internal  organs.  They  move  and  per- 
form their  respective  functions  without  any  sensation.  The  minute 
your  sensations  tell  you  that  you  have  a  stomach  or  liver,  that  minute 
you  begin  to  have  disease  there.  Accomiianying  these  symptoms  of 
prolapsus  and  of  uterine  over-sensitiveness,  you  will  notice  too  long- 
lasting  hx-hia,  if  I  may  use  that  term.  To  be  more  exact,  I  should 
say  that  there  is  a  sanguineous  discharge,  which  continues  for  weeks 
after  confinement.  I  can  recall  a  case  which  I  treated  last  winter.  Tt 
was  that  of  a  lady  who  gave  birth  to  a  very  large  child,  and  suffered 
ofterwartlft  from  prolapsus  uteri.  I  gave  her  several  reme*lics  without 
relieving  her,  so  that  at  the  end  of  three  months,  she  was  still  uncurwl. 
About  this  time  she  began  to  complain  of  tightness  across  the  chest, 
with  cough  and  some  little  l)loody  sputum.  Her  mother  l)efi»re  her 
liad  died  of  phthisis  af\er  giving  birth  to  twins,  so  I  feare<l  serious  lung 
affection.  Phosphorus  did  no  good  ;  Nux  did  no  good.  1  studinl  up 
the  case  more  thoroughly.  She  told  me  that  she  felt  as  though  there 
were  a  heavy  weight  over  the  chest  on  the  sternum  and  a  fet-liog  aa 
though  the  chest  had  U-^n  gripi>e<l  in  a  vice  with  that S43re  fet- '^  li 

follows.     This  annoye<l  her  when  she  awakened  at  night.      1  -t 

symptoms  were  symptoms  that  had  been  noticed  in  the  male  provers  of 
HeJonias.  However,  I  gave  that  drug,  which  entirely  removed  that 
symptom  and  the  prolapsus.  Then,  again,  with  the  Helonias  you  fre- 
quently find  a  tendency  to  inflammation  of  the  vulva  and  vagina  with 
formation  of  pus.  You  may  also  use  it  in  ulceration  of  the  cervix 
uteri.  With  llils,  tJiere  is  a  leucorrhcea  which  has  a  bad  <xlor,  and 
cveiy  little  ei^ertiun  tends  to  pro<luce  a  flow  of  blood.  With  these 
symptoiDA  there  is  almost  always  persistent  itching  aUiut  the  genitals 
with  or  without  the  formation  of  blisters  or  sores.  During  labor  itself 
we  know  little  or  nothing  ct)ncerning  the  value  of  Hcl<»nias. 

A  drug  to  be  placed  by  the  side  of  Helonias  is  Setttoio  aureus.   Thia 
dmg  caoaefi  inflammation  of  mucous  membranes,  so  tliat  you  find  it 
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iiMffut  whrn  tlitTf  Ik  tcMulency  to  catarrh  of  the  nose,  throat  and  lungs, 
{Hirticulurty  in  womwi.  It  Is  especially  suited  for  nervous,  excitable 
womttn  who  wufTvr  much  from  sleeplessness,  traceaole  to  uterine  irrita- 
tion, ah  from  prolajwM;  or  flexion  of  the  uterus.  The  patient  suffers 
froni  M!iinty  nu'iiMtruution,  and  she  is  apt  to  be  tiiarfui.  There  is  dry 
teasing  cou^h,  with  stitdiing  pains  in  the  ohcst  and  blood-streaked 
Hputuro.  The  bliwhler  nympathizes  with  tite  uterine  disease.  There  is 
mucli  pain  a(  the  ntrk  of  the  bladder  causing  pain,  burning  and  dysu- 
ria.  AtU»r  the  onset  of  the  menstrual  flow  ihe  chest  and  cystic  syrap- 
tonis  Itecome  m<M]if]iHl  ur  cease,  thus  showing  how  intimately  they  are 
related  to  the  irregularity  in  the  menstrual  effort. 

Another  drug  is  the  AM  tin  Javinosa,  This  one  of  the  most  hitter 
j«ul»stnnce»  known.  It  is  closely  allied  to  Senecio  and  IleloniaA.  In 
nllt>|tathio  {mrlam'c  it  is  a  tonic.  It  is  cs{>ectally  useful  in  wumen  who 
lu.atldilion  to  the  uterine  trouble  and  leucorrhoea,  have  extreme  con- 
•t!(mtioo,  great  effort  being  required  to  effect  ao  evacuation  from  the 
lx»wels.  There  ia  great  accumulation  of  frothy  saliva.  There  must 
also  l*c  mentioned  for  Alctris  as  a  remedy,  weakness  of  digestion;  food 
difititKMs  the  iwtient  and  lies  hetvily  in  the  stomach. 

(y»Aimm  18  very  similar  to  Pulsjitilla.  They  are  both  suited  to 
ohlorotio  ami  ana>mic  women,  and  they  both  have  some  trouble  villi 
the  iligi<f«tion,  and  intolerance  of  fatty  foo(.ls.  The  meofitma)  oolic  and 
Irregularities  are  almost  identical  in  the  t\ro  drags.  The  same  kiod  of 
melaticlioly  i»  commoD  to  both.  Cydam«Q  may  be  dislitigiiisbed  froai 
Pteh«itilla  by  these  symptonui:  Gfotrally,  bat  noialmys^  there  b  more 
thirst  with  tlie  Cydamcn  patient.  The  PokatiUa  patient  feek  better 
in  tha  opan  air,  the  Cj^fawien  dos  not  The  Cydaoieo  patienta  suffer 
horn  a  pcniliar  kind  of  dehility  or  toirpidity,  both  of  mind  and  hodf, 
with  laofvor.  They  cannot  think.  Thrj  are  hetter  when  axoosed 
ukI  Ibived  to  cxaraktL  When  tk^  get  op  in  tha  mraieig  ibej  led  ao 
bcavT  and  ku^id  thai  tiNy  M  ae  thongh  thef  eeold  aoweei/  gp 
ikNii^  th«  day*a  dotna.  hot  erhea  thej  oooe  g|M  lo  work  they  go  os 
lelHdhly  w«U  lunil  Bi(^  tiaa.

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It  yet  remains  for  roe  to  spi-ak  of  Hydrastis  Canadaisis.  Tliis  is  a 
'*fCii»e«ly  wliicli  act8  eveu  more  iKiwerfully  on  nmeous  meinljiane^  than 
does  Pul4»atilla.  It  clauses  eutarrh  of  the  mucous tmeiubraues  of  the 
nose,  **tomach,  Ijowels,  Madder,  uterus  and  vagina,  the  discliargc,  how- 
ever, Ix'ing  moreaerid  than  it  is  under  Pul^atilhijand  of  a  thiek  yellow  or 
bIoo<ly  appearance ;  in  uterine  affections  Hy<lrastis  is  indicated  for  pro- 
ln()h-iis  uteri  with  uU^ration  of  the  cervix.  The  leucorrhoea  is  watery  at 
tinittJ,  antl  at  other  times  thick,  yeUow  and  excoriating;  this  condition 
being  associnted  with  g<ine,  weak  feeling  at  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and 
well-marked  palpitation  of  the  heart.  The  tongue  is  moist,  ami  ooatetl 
of  a  dirty  yellow  color  and  takes  the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  The  face  is 
fiallow,  and  the  eyes  are  sunken  and  surrounded  by  dark  rings.  The 
bowels  are  apt  to  be  constipated,  the  stools  being  coated  with  mucus  or 
intermixed  with  mucus. 

I^^itly,  Liliuin  tirfrinunx^  which  helps  in  uterine  complaints  when 
there  are  sharp  |>ains  acrot^  the  abdomen  from  one  ilium  to  the  other, 
but  in  addition  there  are  markc<l  Ixiaring-down  pains,  making  the  pa- 
tient cross  her  limlis.  She  pla<.«s  her  hand  over  tJie  vulva  to  support 
the  viscera, 

Pulsatilla  cures  a  fever  with  these  symptoms.  The  head  is  hot  and 
the  Tips  are  dry.  The  patient  is  constantly  licking  his  lips  to  moisten 
ihwn,  yet  he  does  not  wish  to  drink.  It  may  also  be  usetl  in  intermit- 
tent fever  after  the  abuse  of  quinine  when  thirst  appears  at  two  or  three 
o'cliK'k  in  tiie  afternoon;  then  comes  chill  without  thirst,  and  anxiety 
ond  oj)pression  from  venous  congestion  of  the  chest.  The  patient  is 
sleepy  yet  she  cannot  sleep.  Sometimes  one  hand  is  hot  and  the  other 
cotd. 

Pulsatilla  is  indicated  in  measles.  I  think  that  it  is  often  given  in  the 
yrrong  place.  It  is  indicateil  when  the  catarrhal  symptoms  are  promi- 
nent and  we  have  coryza  and  profuse  lachrymatioo.  The  cough  is 
usually  dry  at  night  and  loose  in  the  day  time.  The  child  sits  up  in 
be<i  to  cough.  It  may  also  be  used  when  tliere  is  earache.  Do  not 
give  Pulsiitilla  in  the  beginning  when  the  fever  is  high.  You  should 
begin  the  ca«e  with  Aconite  or  (hlmmium.  The  eruption  may  come 
out  to  itji  full  extent  or  it  may  have  a  dark  appearance. 

Kali  bichrmnicuin  is  t()  bo  ujmhI  when  instead  of  simple  catarrh  of  the 
eycH  you  luive  pustules  develoj)etl  on  tiie  cornea.  The  throat  is  swollen 
Attd  paini)  go  from  tlie  throat  into  the  ears,  the  salivary  glands  are 
swollen,  and  there  is  catarrhal  deafness. 

In   utniralgia,  Pulsatilla  is  indicated  when  tiie  pains  are  jerking, 
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erratic  and  paroxysmal  and  as  they  continue  they  liecome  more  and 
more  unbearable. 

Spinal  irritation  ^s  also  an  indication  for  the  drug.  The  neck,  and 
in  fact  the  whole  body,  feels  as  stiff  as  a  "board.  The  small  of  the  Iwick 
feels  as  if  tightly  bandaged.  There  are  pains  in  the  sacral  region, 
worse  on  sitting  and  when  bending  backwards.  The  joints  feel  weak, 
as  if  they  would  btcohie  readily  dislocated.  Rest  relieves  these  symp- 
tonfis,  hence  the  patient  is  better  after  sleep. 

In  backache,  worse  from  sitting,  you  may  think  of  Zincum,  KobaU, 
Sepia  and  Cannabis  indica. 

The  sleep  symptoms  of  Pulsatilla  are  very  characteristic.  The  sleep 
is  restless  with  frequent  waking  and  troubled  dreams;  on  waking  the 
patient  is  dull  and  listless. 

In  sleep  symptoms  Pulsatilla  and  Nux  vomica  differ  very  much. 
While  the  former  is  wide  awake  and  full  of  ideas  in  the  evening,  Nux 
is  sleepy  in  the  evening.  The  Nux  patient  awakes  at  three  or  four 
o'clock  in  the  morning  feeling  rested.  He  then  goes  to  sleep  again  and 
awakes  at  the  usual  time  feeling  a  great  deal  worse. 

Cocculus  has  sleeplessness  from  pure  mental  activity.  Sickness  fol- 
lows very  slight  deprivation  of  sleep. 

Sulphur  has  "slightest  noise  at  night  a%vakens  the  patient"

To-day,  gentlemen,  we  have  before  us  an  order  of  plqjits  from  which 
we  derive  three  very  valuable  drugs,  Cinchonay  Ipecacuanha  and  Coffea, 
This  order  also  gives  us  Gambier  (a  drug  not  used  in  our  materia 
medica)  and  Mitchella,  besides  several  dyes,  as  the  famous  Madder 
and  Galium. 

From  the  fact  that  these  dyes  are  red,  the  order  derives  its  name.- 
The  first  one  on  the  board  is  the  Cinchona,  frequently,  although  im- 
properly called  China  in  our  nomenclature.     We  will  now  proceed 
with  its  consideration:

Cinchona.  " 
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Cinchona  is  certainly  a  wonderful  drug,  wonderful  in  the  many 
varieties  of  ita  s|)ecies,  wonderful  in  ila  ct)nipobition  and  wonderful  in 
its  effects.  It  also  has  an  historical  value  to  homccopathitit«  as  being 
the  drug  which  led  Hahnemann  to  the  dibcovcry  of  Oie  law  of  cure,  and 
enabled  him  to  establish  homaxriuilhy  an  a  fixed  wrienceT  It  is  not  a 
little  singular  that  the  natives  of  Peru,  especially  in  the  esirly  days, 
would  not  permit  the  Cinchona  trcv  to  be  touche<l,  as  they  belicve<l  it 
to  be  jK)isouou8  and  under  the  charge  of  special  gods.  They  were 
therefore  not  a  little  astonished  when  Europeans  became  engageil  in 
the  occupation  of  stripping  the  bark  from  the  trees  and  exporting  it  to 
Eui-ope,  The  Cinchona  industry  has  now  grown  to  such  an  enoriuouii 
extent  as  to  demand  certain  restrictions  in  its  gatliering  and  exporta- 
tion lest  the  species  become  extinct.  New  trees  are  being  eutitinually 
plautetl,  so  that  there  is  no  danger  of  extermination  of  the  drug. 

There  are  several  varieties  of  the  Cinchona  bark  of  which,  however, 
I  can  mention  but  three,  namely,  tlie  pale  l^ark,  the  Calinaya  or  yellow 
Uirk  and  lastly  the  reil  bark,  or  Cinchona  rubni.  There  are  some  thirty 
or  forty  other  species  known. 

A  physician  in  the  West,  the  value  of  whose  experiments  I  am  io- 
clined  to  doubt,  claims  to  have  discovered  in  Cinchona  rubra  a  certiiiu 
S|>ecific  against  intemperance,  or  the  thirst  for  liquor.  He  give*  tlie 
bark  in  appreciable  doses  and  claims  that  in  a  time  varying  from  one 
to  four  weeks  it  will  cure  the  most  coufirmed  inebriate  of  his  i>eruicio«M 
ap|>etile. 

In  publishing  the  accounts  of  his  observations  in  tlie  journals,  he 
says  that  he  was  led  to  his  discovery  on  treating  an  "old  sot"  who  had 
never  known  a  sober  day  until  he  had  chills  and  fever,  which  was  cured 
by  red  bark. 

Cinchona  contains,  as  you  will  notice  by  this  sdiedule  on  the  board, 
quite  a  number  of  alkaloids  or  active  principles: 

Cinchonine,  CajHj^XjO. 

Cinchouidine. 

Quinine,  CjoH,^NjO,. 

Quinidine.

Besides  these  there  are  many  others.  They  differ  from  each  other  in 
chemic^al  composition  only  in  the  amounts  of  carbon,  hydrogen,  oitrogen 
and  oxygen  they  contain. 
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Tt  now  remaine  for  as  to  study  the  general  effects  of  Cinchona  before 
!  proceetl  with  our  con.«i<ieration  of  its  symptoniatolog;y. 
It  has  been  <ietcrniineil  that  a  solution  of  Quinine  of  one  part  to 
ten  thoiwand  tictn  destructively  on  infusoria.  Thns  it  will  destroy  the 
poisons  that  propa irate  many  of  •  the  contagious  diseases,  aa  puerperal 
fever,  scarlatina,  etc.  The  use  you  may  make  of  this  property  is  this: 
When  going  from  one  caaeof  puerperal  disfease  to  another,  you  may 
bathe  your  hair  and  whiskers  in  a  solution  of  Quinine  in  bay-rum. 
This  will  destroy  all  danger  of  carrying  contagion  and  will  not  prove 
a  source  of  annoyance  to  yourselves.  On  the  contrary,  it  will  aid  the 
growth  of  the  hair  and  beard. 

Quinine  also  has  a  destructive  effect  on  amceboid  motion,  which  form 
of  motion  has  been  obscrveKi  in  the  white  cijrpuscles  of  the  blood,  or 
leucocytes.  This  U  one  reason  why  allopathic  physicians  have  use<l  it 
to  prevent  inflammation.  Quinine  also  retards  change  of  tissue.  That 
b  one  explanation  of  its  tonic  effect.  You  will  see  that  this  pn»nrrty 
of  retanling  waste  is  still  more  marked  in  Coffea, 

Quinine  also  aGt8U{K)n  the  heart  substance,  weakening  that  structure. 
Thus  there  is  impaired  circulation. 

Another  effect  of  Quinine  when  experimented  with  by  subctitaneous 
injections  ia  that  large  quautitiee  destroy  the  ozonizing  powers  of  the 
blood. 

It  also  tends  to  act  on  the  spleen,  producing  congestion,  inflammation 

enlargement  of  that  viscns. 
There  is  still  one  other  property  of  Quinine  which  it  may  l)e  well  to 
remember,  and  that  is  its  power  of  alwliahing  reflex  action  when  taken 
in  large  quantities. 

Now  let  me  give  you  the  symptoms  of  cinchonisra,  that  is,  the  symp- 
toms which  follow  the  excensive  use  of  Cinchona.  Yon  will  liud  quite 
prominent  among  all  the  other  symptoms  an  increase  of  appetite  fmm 
timulation  of  dige!*tion.  8oon  nausea  and  vomiting  show  iht^mselveB 
|nd  even  diarrha^a  may  be  added  to  the  gastric  disturUinces.  Then 
the  bead  becomes  affccte<l.  Tliere  is  a  peculiar  sensitiveness  to  external 
impressions,  to  noises,  to  bright  lights  or  to  anything  that  U  apt  to 
remler  the  patient  irritable.  There  is  experienced  a  |>eculiar  form  of 
headache,  which  is  characterize<l  by  dull  aching  and  at  other  times  by 
throbbing  in  the  head.  There  arc  well-marked  ringing  or  n^aritig 
sounds  in  the  cars,  a  very  characteristic  effect  of  Cinchona.  Vertigo 
still  further  coroplicateB  the  case.  If  the  use  of  the  drug  is  still  jht- 
atttod  In,  deafness  follows. 
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In  otljer  caises  thtit^-  .ijn^tan*  a  sort  of  Cinchona  intoxicstion  vrhidi  w 
not  unlike  that  produceii  by  alcohol.  This  is  f«»llovred  br  Jclirium, 
dihited  papilflythen  complete  stapor  with  difficalt  reBptratioo  and  finally 
csonvolsions,  these  oonvabiooa  araing  from  antemia  of  the  nerve  oeotra 
and  not  from  oongeAtioa  as  is  the  case  with  Belladoona.  In  extmoe 
cases,  collapse  and  death  from  paralysis  of  the  heart  eud  the  patient's 
life.  Thesei,  then^  are  the  general  efiects  of  Cinchona,  when  that  drug 
is  giren  persistently  in  increasing  doses  and  at  short  intervala. 
may  vary  in  seventy  from  a  simple  riugiog  in  the  ears  lo  all  the  sym| 
toms  of  complete  poisoning. 

Hahnemann  has  taught  us  that  the  amemia  whicfi  the  Cinchona 
eaiises  renders  it  useful  only  when  debility  or  anaemia  oomea  from  loss 
of  fiatds.  In  the  allopathic  school  it  i*  u^  in  all  form*  of  debility, 
gtren  either  alone  or  io  oombination  with  in3n  or  shem*^  vrioe.  But,  as 
I  itave  said  befoi«,  we  have  learned  from  Hnhnemann  that  it  is  only 
nse/ot  in  the  aacfuia  which  results  from  loss  of  fluids  Heiioe,  we  may 
use  it  for  the  results  of  hemorrhage,  whether  it  be  from  the  mooth, 
langs,  or  nteros.  You  may  nse  it  when  loog-la-uing  diarrhoea  has  et- 
hamtied  the  patient.  It  may  even  be  used  when  the  condition  has 
proeeeded  farther  than  a  simple  debit ity,  and  that  horrible  disease 
loMnrn  as  hydrooephaloid  has  developed. 

In  such  eases,  when  Cinchona  is  the  remedy,  the  child  has  these 
fijnptooia:  After  vwieot  or  long-hsttog  cholera  infanton,  it  .beeooMS 
drowey^  the  pupils  may  be  quite  large,  the  breathing  is  very  impid  and 
superficial ;  the  diarrhaea  may  have  ceased,  or  the  movements  may  be 
involuntary ;'  the  surftee  of  the  body  is  mther  uooly  especially  the 
prominent  featnrea  aboat  the  face ;  thus,  the  ears,  nose,  and  chin  are 
Qold.  f  o  jost  such  CBsea  ^  this,  Ciodmoa  will,  if  there  is  any  vitality 
remaining,  restore  the  paticDt  to  health. 

If  it  sboald  fail,  yea  may  still  Call  bmk  oo  Oikamj 
similar  Ixu  more  dceply-actiagdnig.  ' 

In  Applying  Cinchona  to  the  debility  resulting  from  sezoal  ezoemci, 
lenKmljcr  that  it  is  ooly  caralive  for  the  debility  resulting  frcMO  the 
excessive  loss  of  seoMo.  If  thetr  ar(>  mugtitutional  tronblefi  it  is  wurai 
than  oseleas.

JPfioiqihorug  is  preferably  indicated  in  prostration  which  is  very  8udd<-n 
la  its  onset,  when  tl)^  iierv<iU8  syAtem  »  exhausted.  •  Hence,  we  may 
eometiuies  liave  to  UfW  llii*  (h*ng  in  quite  a  variety  of  diseases,  in  sc:ir- 
faktitia,  in  niea-sleH^n  diphtheria,  and,  in  fact,  in  any  di.neaso  in  which 
the  nervous  8y»tera  secma  to  have  sustained  a  sudden  shock  or  blo\N 
TIjis  is  not  a  Cinchona  case,  reraember. 

Phosphoric  ticid  is  somewhat  ditlerent  from  Phosphorus  again.  It 
ti  to  be  thought  of  in  debility  of  nervous  origin,  when  it  is  not  con- 
nected with*  any  pain  except,  i)erhap8,  a  simple  burning  in  the  npino 
or  in  the  limbs.  The  mind  is  rather  apathetic,  and  the  patient  is  in- 
clinwl  to  be  drowsy  and  sleepy.  The  characteristic  of  this  sleepiness 
\»  that  he  is  easily  aroused  from  it  and  is  wide  awake. 

j^^um  is  good  when  the  brain  becomes  affected  in  the  course  of 
ner\*ous  diseases,  scarlatina,  or  summer  complaint  of  infants.  Especially 
ifl  it  useful  in  scarlatina  when  the  child  has  not  sufficient  strength  to 
develop  an  eruption. 

You  may  use  Cinchona  for  htemorrhagr^?,  and  here  you  can  scarcely 
do  without  the  drug.  The  hajmorrhage  may  come  from  any  orifice  of 
(he  body  ;  the  blood  is  apt  to  be  dark  and  clotted  ;  the  flow  is  so  pro- 
fuse as  to  have  almost  prwluccil  exsanguificatiou  of  tJie  IkhIv;  there 
is  ccildnesB  of  the  face,  in  fact,  of  tlie  whole  body,  and  xl\e  features  arc 
collapsed;  there  is  gapping  for  breath;  the  patient  demands  to  be 
fanned.  Now,  this  fanning  i;^  desired,  nut  for  the  purpose  of  cooling 
the  patient,  but  is  called  for  because  of  the  iustinctivo  demand  for  more 
oxygen,  which  the  fanning  produces  by  changing  the  strata  of  air  in- 
haled. Cinchona  is  fre<jncntly  called  for  iu  anOe-  and  post-partum 
hiemorrhagcs ;  in  such  cases  you  do  not  give  it  in  a  single  dose,  but 
repeatedly  at  short  intervals  until  the  consequences  of  the  hecmorrhago 
have  l>ccn  removal. 

There  is  another  condition  in  which  I  would  recommend  Cinchona, 
and  that  is,  when  retained  placenta  is  atteudetl  by  h«.Mnorrhagi:.  Pul- 
taHUa  docs  uo  gmnl.  I  know  that  it  has  been  reconniiended  in  these 
eaNB  to  take  away  the  after-birth  by  manual  interference,  but  it  has 
bixn  my  practiw  to  administer  Cinchona  until  the  tonicity  of  the  uterns 
b  rettorod  and  then  remove  the  placenta. 

The  DeAreRt  reme<ly  to  Cinchona  iu  these  symptoms  is  Ip^'cacxtanha^ 
which  is  u»eful  when  there  is  profuse  bright  red  How  of  bliKxl,  usually 
ftooouiNiuied  by  nauttea,  and  sometimes  by  very  hard,  labortxl  breathing. 
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Sometimes  there  is  coldness  of  the  surface  of  the  skin,  which  is  covt 
with  cold  sweat.     It  is  one  of  our  best  remedies  in  tlux  litetnopiysii*  of 
incipient  phthisis. 

Belfadonna  is  nseful  when  the  hemorrhage  is  of  bright  blo<Kl,  coag> 
ulutiiig  rapidly,  and  feeling  hot  to  the  parts  over  whicfi  it  flows. 

Tri/liuin  ccjntrols  hajrnorrhage  wlien  the  flow  is  cfflier  bright  red  or 
dark,  and  occurs  in  women  who  AixmI  after  every  lalwr. 

Mith'foHmn  is  suitetl  for  a  profuse,  bright  red  flow ;  it  is  mnch  like 
Aconite,  but  it  lacks  the  restleasnoaa  and  anxiety  of  that  reme<ly. 

Snblna  is  to  be  used  when  the  flow  is  bright  red,  and  is  attended 
with  pain  extending  from  the  pnl)es  through  to  the  6:icrum. 

Carbo  vcr/dabiliJi  is  to  Imj  given  when  there  is  a  eontinaoua  paRsive 
hremorrhage.  The  patient  wants  to  be  fanned.  The  skin  is  cool  and 
bluish,  and  tlvc  pulse  rapid  and  weak. 

Secaie  is  said  to  be  best  atlapted  to  thin  scrawny  women.  Th%flotr 
of  b!o(Kl  is  ]vissive;  it  is  attended  with  tingling  in  the  limbs.  Altbimgh 
the  surface  of  the  body  is  cold,  the  patient  persistently  ^expresses  hw 
desire  to  be  uncoveretl. 

Erigrron  is  said  to  l>e  useful  in  profuse  hromorrhage  similar  to  that 
of  Snbinu,  but  associated  with  irritation  of  the  bladder  and  rt-vtum. 

IlammnrlU  is  suite<l  to  passive  venous  htrmorrhagcft,  especially  when 
the  part  from  which  the  flow  rif  blorMl  ]iro(^'(Hls  feels  sore  an«l  bruised. 

Acalypha  indica  is  useful  in  hiemoptysis  after  fits  of  dry  coughing. 

You  may  also  compare  I^htm,  Vhic^i  minor,  and  Cinnamomnm, 

After  rcjietion  has  been  established  after  hfemorrhage,  you  may  still 
give  Cinchona  if  there  is  headmhc  with  violent  throbbing  of  the  carotid 
arteries.  This  is  not  a  Bellfulonna  symptom.  It  is  here  an  indication 
of  amemia,  whereas  under  Belladonna  this  ^vni^ifoTn  I^  liwlL-iflv*-  nf 
hyperscmia. 

You  may  have  to  use  Cinchona  to  cure  astlienopia,  but  only  when 
it  occurs  as  the  result  of  haemorrhage  or  loss  of  fluids.  An  exam- 
ination with  the  ophthalmoscope  shows  the  disk  to  be  pale  and  antemicr. 
The  pupils  are  apt  to  be  <lilated  j  the  eyes  ache  on  attempting  to  use 
them,  as  in  reading  or  writing,  and  objects  blur. 

AVe  now  mme  to  the  study  of  the  action  of  Cinchona  on  the  digestive 
organs.  It  is  very  useful  for  dyspepsia,  occurring  especially  ttf>cr  loss 
of  fltiids.  Digestion  is  so  weak  that  the  stomach  caiiuot  tolenitc  any 
food  at  all.  Sliould  the  patient's  supper  come  to  him  later  than  u^mal, 
he  is  sure  to  suffer  in  consecii^ence.  The  stomach  is  distended  with  flatus 
but  belohiog  relieves  only  momentarily.    The  least  food  or  drink  takeu 
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infrt^ascs  this  symptom,  so  that  lie  f«*els  full  after  taking  but  a  small 
quantity,  as  though  he  had  eaten  an  enormous  meal.  He  complains 
often  after  eating  of  a  ttensation  as  of  a  lump  in  mid-sternum,  as  though 
fcxKi  were  lying  there.  This  is  situated  higher  up  than  is  the  "hard- 
boih><]  <'gg"  sensation  f>f  Abies  nigra.  Pulsatilla  also  has  the  same  sen- 
sation in  the  same  lo<*nlity. 

You  may  also  use  Cinchona  in  the  gastric  tmuhles  of.  children  who 
are  coiitinually  asking  for  dainties.  Substantial  kind.s  of  fixwl  they  will 
jiot  touch.  On  awaking  in  the  morning  they  are  cross  and  irritable. 
They  have  a  bad  taste  in  the  mouth  and  a  white-coated  tongue. 

Cinchona  is  useful  In  some  diseases  of  (he  bowels,  especially  when 
|4tfiS(K'iated  with  marked  tympany.  The  ab«lomen  is  enormoussly  dis- 
ended  ;  when  you  percuss  it,  it  gives  forth  a  sound  almost  like  that  from 
striking  the  tense  head  of  a  drum.  It  is  particularly  when  this  tym- 
pany tKHMirs  early  in  the  disea*ie  that  Cinchona  docs  good;  then  this 
gymptotu  Nhows  early  debility.  Later  in  the  course  of  lhedisea.'»e,  wlien 
it  rct«ulls  frtim  decomposition,  Cinchona  is  leaa  valuable,  and  you  must 
resort  to  such  reme<lies  as  Trrchinthina,  CoU'hicumy  etc. 

The  diarrhtea  of  Cincliona  Is  very  characteristic.  The  stool  is  licn- 
teric  in  eharaoler.  It  is  either  worse  at  night  or  after  eating.  This  is 
n(tcn4lc<l  with  rapid  exhaustion  and  ctnaciation.  In  a[i|>earance,  the 
8t<M»ls  may  be  yellow,  watery,  or  brown,  and  very  offljusive.  Cinchona 
is  one  of  our  best  remcilies  for  diarrhcca  ocx!urring  in  hot  weather  after 
eating  fruits. 

The  nearest  allies  to  the  drug  here  are  Ferruvi^  Ar»ttiicipn,  PhoH- 
phurie  ncid^  Oltnndcr^  Iria  virtficolory  and  Podophtjilnm. 

Arttrnieum  and  Ferrnm  both  have  prfifuse  lienteric  diarrhoea,  coming 
on  during  or  after  eating. 

PhotiphoHc  tmd  differs  from  Cinchona  in  that,  while  the  stools  are 
frequent  and  copious,  they^re  not  attended  with  much  debility. 

/m  ret*ki('ofor  is  indicalet.1  in  summer  diarrhoea.  The  stools  are  eo- 
pioibi  and  are  a.ss<H^iateil  with  vomiting.  The  patient  is  worse  at  about 
two  or  three  o'clock  in  the  morning.  It  differs  from  Veralrum  nlhum 
iu  til'  of  coldneea. 

/''  ^  _,  tu  is  to  be  used  for  profuse  gitshing  diarrlKca,  coojing  on 
in  the  morning,  or  more  during  the  day  than  at  night.   The  stools  may 

ntain  undigested  food  and  often,  in  children,  deposit  a  mealy  seili- 

The  Oleander  diarrhcea  is  also  lienteric.  The  patient  pasaes  in  his 
stool  the  food  which  he  had  eaten  the  day  before. 
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Cinchona,  as  yoa  all  know,  is  a  valuable  rcmctly  in  the  tpcatmoiit  nf 
chills  and  fever,  particularly  for  that  form  of  intermittent  fever  wliicJj 
arises  from  marsh  miasm.  It  is  useful  either  in  fevers  of  the  tertian  or 
of  the  quartan  type.  The  chill  and  heat  are  usually  unaceompatiitHl  by 
thirst,  but  there  is  thirst  either  before  or  after  the  chill.  During;  the 
chill  the  patient  sits  as  near  as  possible  to  the  fire  or  svmps  himself  up 
warmly  in  blankets;  but  the  warmth  thus  obtained  does  him  no  good. 
The  chill  is  followed  by  lonj^-lasting  heat,  during  whi^h  the  i>sitient 
desires  to  uncover.  lie  is  then  usually  without  thirst.  His  face  is 
fiery  red,  and  he  is  often  delirious.  The  sweat  which  follows  is  profu«w 
and  debilitating.  The  apyrexia  is  by  no  means  free  from  symptoins. 
The  face  is  sallow,  dingy-yellow,  from  bilious  complications,  the  spleen 
is  enlarged,  and  there  are  aching  sore  feeling  in  the  splenic  region,  aod 
total  los8  of  appetite  or  canine  hunger.  The  feet  l^ecome  QHlematous 
ofleu  from  disturbance  in  the  composition  of  the  blood,  but  mostly 
from  interference  in  the  hepatic  and  splenic  einrulations.  Sleep  is 
greatly  disturbtKl,  and  the  patient,  so  soon  as  he  olosea  hia  eyes,  aoas 
figures,  etc.,  before  him.  • 

The  Sufithnte  of  Quinine  has  these  samevsyhiptoms,  with  this  in  addi- 
tion, the  chills  recur  with  clock-like  regularity.  But  l)oth  dnigs  may 
be  indicated  in  an  antcponing  tyi>e  of  fever.  Cinchona  and  its  prejia- 
rations  have  Ijeen  so  nuirli  abusexl  in  the  treatment  of  intermittent  fever 
tliat  it  is  necessary  to  carefully  differentiate  them  from  their  ooocordaot 
reme<lies. 

First  of  all  Cbmug  florida.  This  has  Bleepineaa  long  before  tbe 
chill;  the  patient  feels  chilly,  but  is  warm  to  the  tonch;  tiie  beat  is 
associated  with  tlrowsine^s,  and  is  followt^l  by  jirofuse  sweat. 

Meni/rtnthoi  is  excel  lent  when  the  chill  predominates,  with  icy  cold- 
ness of  the  tips  of  the  fingers ;  in  fact,  all  {M^ripheral  [^arts  of  the  body^ 
get  cold.  ^ 

In  Capsicum  the  chill  begins  in  the  back,  jvith  thirst.  The  patient 
feels  betttfr  from  heat  applied  to  the  back  and  from  wrapping  up,  just 
os.ander  Ignatia. 

Eupatorium  perfoliatum  is  useful  when  the  chill  comes  in  the  raorn- 
ing,  or  in  the  morning  of  6ne  day  and  the  aflennwn  of  the  next ;  bat 
usually,  however,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  chill  is  oflen 
preeciled  !»y  thirst  and  bitter  vomiting.  The  drinking  of  water  makes 
the  patient  chilly.     Tl)u  fever  is  usually  followed  by  very  si i>^ht .sweat. 

Lac}i4>^^  may  be  used  after  the  abuse  of  Quiuioe,  when  tlic  ohilla 
return  in  the  spring. 
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Eucalyptus  IB  a  remedy  which  haa  l>ccn  highly  recommendal  in 
malarial  fevers,  but  I  must  say  to  you  that  I  know  little  or  nothing 
about  it. 

Ipecacuanha  is  Ufleful  in  intermittent  fever  when  the  ty|)e  has  been 
spoiled  by  Quinine.  You  can  obtain  no  clearly  defined  picture  of  the 
case.  Everything  is  confused.  Ipecacuanha  seems  to  have  the  property 
of  developing  the  symptoms  and  of  curing  the  case,  or  it  provides  you 
with  suificient  iata  to  enable  you  to  select  the  appropriate  remedy. 
The  chiu-acteristic  symptom  ef  Ipecacuanht\.during  the  paroxysm  is  short 
chill,  followed  by  long  fever.  Usually  we  find  gastric  symptoms,  with 
a  preponderance  of  nausea.  Another  remedy  which  may  be  utilized 
for  the  removal  of  tlie  Imd  effects  of  Qumiue  is  ArseniciLm,  It  is  called 
for  when  the  paroxysms  occur  more  or  less  periodically.  Thirst  is 
great.  The  spleen  is  swollen.  Dropsical  symptoms  appear.  Parox- 
ysms of  neuralgia  appear  in  the  face,  and  re<:tir  quite  regularly.  Ar- 
flenicum  may  be  Indicated  when  almost  any  form  of  disease  assumes 
the  malarial  iy|>e.  Id  tlieae  cases  you  will  find  the  ordinary  remedies 
of  DO  value  whatever. 

Still  soother  remedy  in  severe  cases  is  Oir6o  veg.  This  is  efi[)ecially 
of  service  after  the  abuse  of  Quinine,  when  there  is  thirst  during  the 
chill ;  when  the  hotly  is  icy-oold,  and  especially  is  this  coldness  noticed 
from  the  knees  down;  and  when  there  is  lack  of  reaction.  You  will 
be  surprised  to  see  how  nicely  an  apparently  hopeless  case  will  rally 
nnder  one  or  the  other  of  thetse  remedies. 

There  is  a  constitution  developed  by  the  mareh  miasm  for  which  it 
18  neqpssary  to  use  deeply  acting  remedies.  Foremost  among  these 
,  atuids  A  "  idema.     This  drug  is  suited  to  persons  who  may  not 

have  anj^  tyi>e  of  fever,  biit  who  suffer  atWery  cold  or  damp 

change  in  tlie  weather.  The  symptoms  seem  to  be  ill-defined.  At  one 
time  they  feel  dysjieptic,  at  another  they  ache  all  over;  but  in  all  cases 
the  constitutional  taint  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  whole  trouble.  Aranoa 
diadema  will  so  change  the  ty|>e  of  constitution  that  the  patient  will 
escape  any  further  injury  when  exposed  to  dampness. 

In  some  cases  you  will  have  to  use  Fen'um  as  an  antidote  to  Quinine, 
especially  when  we  have  the  masked  aniemia  peculiar  to  this  drug. 
The  face  is  easily  Bushed,  and  the  bloodvessels  throb.  The  spleen  i^ 
enhu)^^,  and  drojwical  symptoms  are  manifested  mostly  about  the  feet 

Cinchona,  to  return  to  that  drug,  is  also  of  essential  service  in  the 
treatment  of  hectic  types  of  fever,  such  types  of  fever  as  indicate  a 
long-lasting  suppomtive  process.    The  surgeon  is  called  upon  to  em^ 
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ploy  this  drug  very  frequently  when,  after  emptying  an  ahecesw,  syrap- 
toms  of  hectic  fever  develop.  The  cheeks  are  rod.  The  patient  is 
excessively  nervous,  the  nervous  irritability  hR'ing  grcjitly  dispropor- 
tionate to  the  patient's  strength.  He  is  so  greatly  prowtnated  by  the 
fever  that  he  can  scarcely  raise  his  head.  Diarrhcea  adds  to  his  weak- 
ness. Copious  night-sweats  also  exhaust  hira.  Along  with  Cinchona 
in  this  connection,  you  must  place  in  your  mind  its  analogues,  which 
are  chiefly  Arsenicum  and  Carbo  veg.  You  will  often  mwt  with  a 
severe  case  in  which  Cinchona  runs  its  course,  and  no  longer  produces 
improvement.  You  will  then  have  to  select  Arsenicum  or  Carbo  v^., 
aoforilitjg  to  the  symptoms  of  the  case. 

Oarbo  veg.,  as  well  as  Cinchona,  is  to  be  remembered  as  a  remedy  to 
prevent  collajise,  which  follows  the  opening  of  a  cold  al»s<'eiis,  such  as 
occurs  iu  sjiinal  caries.  The  symptoms  of  the  two  remedies  are  almost 
identical,  and  your  choice  between  them  may  be  difficult  unless  yon 
find  other  symptoms  in  the  case  pointing  distinctly  to  one  or  the  other 
drug. 

Another  form  of  suppurative  trouble  in  which  you  may  use  Cin- 
chona, is  in  suppuration  of  the  lungs,  particularly  in  druukanls,  when 
the  trouble  is  associated  with  hectic  fever. 

You  may  also  be  called  u|>oii  to  use  Cinchona  in  disorganized  states, 
eitlier  of  the  external  tissues  or  of  tlie  lung  substance ;  in  the  case  of 
the  latter  l>eing  indicated  by  the  hectic  symptoms  and  by  the  foetid 
breath.     Here  Cinctuina  vies  with  Arsenicum,  Secale,  and  Lache^is. 

Do  not  confound  the  fcetid  breath  just  mentioned  with  that  arising 
from  certain  forma  of  bronchitis,  in  which  the  sputum  h  retained  a 
long  time  and  undergoes  decomposition  in  the  lungs.  While  the  patient 
is  breathing  quietly  you  can  notice  no  extraordinary  odor.  As  soon  as 
he  gives  a  deep  cough  the  breath  becomes  horribly  offensive.  This 
kind  of  cough  calls  for  Capsuniuif  and,  perhaps  next  in  importance,  for 
Saiiguinaria  Canadensis. 

You  will  find  Cinchona  often  indicated  in  inflammatory  rheumatism, 
not  in  the  beginning  of  the  disease,  but  later  when  the  fever  has  become 
intermittent  in  its  character.  The  joints  still  remain  swollen.  The 
characteristic  pains  in  these  oases  are  jerking  and  preseing.  The  patient 
will  not  i)ermit  you  to  approach,  crying  out  with  pain  if  you  touch  the 
ufl'f<'te«l  parts,  so  exquisitely  sensitive  is  the  surface. 

Cinchona  is  also  a  neuralgic  remedy.  It  is  especially  suited  to  neu- 
ralgia of  tlie  infraorbital  nerve  on  either  si<le  when  the  symptoms  are 
typical  in  their  return,  and  when  the  slightest  touch  or  draught  of  oold 
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air  makes  the  patient  worse.  If  the  neuralgia  is  of  malarial  origin 
Cinchona  is  increasingly  indicated. 

You  may  here  compare  Cedron,  which  is  applicable  to  malarial 
neuralgia,  usually  supraorbital,  when  the  attacks  return  with  clock-like 
regularity. 

In  jaundice  you  should  use  Cinchona  when  the  surface  of  the  body 
and  the  sclerotica  are  yellowish.  The  liver  is  swollen  and  sensitive  to 
the  touch,  and  there  is  a  feeling  in  the  right  hypochondrium  as  of  sub- 
cutaneous ulceration.  The  stools  are  whitish,  and  are  accompanied  by 
foetid  flatus,  or  else  there  is  diarrhoea.  It  is  es{)ecially  indicated  in 
jaundice  arising  from  sexual  excc.*rses,  from  loss  of  animal  fluids,  from 
abuse  of  alcohol,  and  from  gastro-duodenal  catarrh. 

The  antidotes  to  Cinchona  are  Arseixicumj  Ipecac.^  Carlo  veg., 
LachemSy  Pulsatillay  FerruMf  and  Verairum  album.  The  indications 
for  most  of  these  have  already  been  given  you. 
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Ipecacuanha  cephaelis  is  a  small  shrub  growiug  in  Brazil.  It 
is  bitter,  acrid,  and  nauseous,  and  possesses  a  peculiar  odor,  which,  in 
some,  excites  sneezing,  and  even  asthma.  In  many  cases  the  conjunc- 
tiva are  injected,  with  puffiness  under  the  eyes,  profuse  coryza,  and  ten- 
sion over  the  eyes. 

Ipecacuanha  contains  as  its  active  principle  a  substaRce  called  Emdin, 
which  gives  to  the  drug  its  proi>erty  of  producing  vomiting.  It  also 
contains  an  acid,  called  Ipecacuanbic  acid,  and  a  small  quantity  of  a 
foetid  volatile  oil.  This  latter  constituent  probably  has  something  to 
do  with  the  action  of  the  drug  on  the  pneumogastric  nerve,  and  ita 
consequent  use  in  the  treatment  of  asthma.  Ipecjicuanha  is  easily 
studied.  It  acts  upon  tlie  neryes  (especially  the  pneumogastric)  and 
mucous  membranes.  It  has  been  employed  by  allojHithic  physicians 
as  an  antispasmodic  in  asthma,  and  in  pulmonary  catarrlis.  In  the 
latter  class  of  troubles  it  is  used  to  provoke  vomiting,  and,  of  coursn, 
gives  temporary  relief. 

Of  the  mucous  membranes  it  seems  to  have  a  special  affitjity  for 
those  lining  the  bronchial  tul>efl  and  alimentary  canal.  One  of  the 
most  prominent  features  of  this  drug  is  its  property  of  producing 
nausea,  and  subsequently  vomiting.  So  prominent  is  this  symptom, 
that  you  will  find  it  present  in  almost  all  the  ca/H2s  in  which  Ipeca- 
cuanha is  required. 

Thus  you  will  Had  I()eoaeuanha  indicated  in  headaobes.  These  are 
of  rheumatic  origin.     The  characteristic  sensation  is  a  pain  as  if  the 
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head  or  lx)ncs  of  the  head  were  bruised  or  crushed,  this  feeling  seerainj; 
to  go  down  into  the  root  of  the  tongue.  This  headaelie  is  atroiiipanied 
by  Dausftt  and  vomiting.  It  may  also  be  iise<l  in  unilateral* siek-hcad- 
achefi,  with  deathly  nausea.  In  thcBe  cai^es,  tiie  face  is  usually  pale, 
blue  rings  surround  the  eyos,  and  the  expression  alxiut  the  mouth 
betrays  the  intensity  of  the  nausea.  Now  these  eymptoms  are  not  so 
DeoeBsarily  prej^ent  in  the  adult  aa  they  are  in  the  child.  You  see  the 
oornera  of  the  child's  mouth  drawn,  and  a  line  which  extemls  from 
the  alie  of  the  noge  to  the  comers  of  the  mouth,  giving  to  the  child  an 
expresBion  of  nausea,  and  at  once  suggesting  to  your  mind  such  reme- 
dies aa  Ipecacuanliit ^  Antimomii'm  tartancuin,  and  A'^huaa  cynaphim. 

In  that  bursting  ht^adacheof  Ij)ecacuanha  compare  Verairinn  albunVy 
which  has  that  bruiHe<l  feeling  here  and  there  in  the  brsiin.  There 
18  still  another  drug  \vhich  ha*  that  symptom,  and  that  is  FteUa. 

The  gastric  symptoms  of  Ipecacuanha  in  addition  to  those  already 
mentioned,  are  such. as  would  call  for  the  exhibition  of  this  drug  after 
indulgence  in  rich  food,  ai*  pastr}',  pork,  fruiJn,  candy,  ice-cream,  etc. 

These  gastric  symptoms  which  I  have  ju.st  given  you  for  Ijiecacuanha 
should  be  compared  with  those  of  three  other  remedies,  the  most  imjx>r- 
tant  of  which  is  Pulsatilla.  You  will  at  on<^  re<HignIze  the  similarities 
between  the  two  drugs.  They  are  b<»th  useful  for  gastric  disturbancTS 
caused  by  indulgence  in  mixed  diet,  pastry,  ice-cream,  pork,  fatty  food, 
etc.  Pulsatilla  may  l)e  considered  the  better  remedy  of  the  two,  when  the 
stomach  yet  contains  the  food  which  disagrees,  while  IpecjKuanha  is  better 
when  the  stomach  is  empty  and  the  eflet^ts  of  the  indulgence  only,  re- 
main. The  best  distinction  between  the  two  reme<lies,  however,  lies  in  ' 
the  condition  of  the  tongue.  In  Ipecacuanha,  the  tongue  is  clean  or 
only  slightly  coate<l,  whereas  in  Pulsatilla,  the  tongue  is  almost  always 
foul,  white  or  yellow  with  a  very  disagreeable  taste  in  the  mouth. 
,  Arttmicum  must  followor  supplant  Ipecacuanha  when  an  actual  catarrh 
of  the  stonuu'h  Una  been  protlureil  by  indigestible  fotxl,  especially  after 
sudden  chilling  of  tlie  stomach  with  ice-cream  or  ice-water.  There  are 
vomiting,  burning  pains  in  the  slomacli,  diarrhcea,  restlessness,  etc. 

Antimonium  crudum,  likt>  I^H.vatuanha,  is  suitable  for  gastric  catarrh, 
following  a  mixed  diet  of  pastry,  etc.  The  tongue  \&  thickly  coated 
white  as  if  it  had  been  white washcHl. 

I|>etacuanha  may  even  l>e  indicated  when,  in  the  case  of  children, 
iDdulgence  in  rich  food  ha.s  produced  convulsions. 

Colic  may  occur  and  this  is  of  a  griping  character.  Either  the  pain 
is  situated  about  the  umbilicus  as  though  a  hand  were  tightly  clutching 
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tlio  inli?t«tine8 ;  or  tlio  c*olio  consUts  of  cutting  paius  wliicb  shoot  acn^ns 
the  aixJomen  from  left  to  right.  The  stools  are  either  green  a»  in  diar- 
rhrra  of  infants  «>r  they  are  yellow  and  liquid,  and  covcrcil  with  ninrua 
and  l>l«Hjd.  Sometimes,  they  have  u  fern>entc<l  apjvcaranw  and  look 
like  riiola>*ses.  That  is  as  goo<l  a  comparison  as  I  can  give  you  ;  the 
Btool  looks  just  like  molasses  when  it  is  frothy.  At  oilier  times,  the 
6t<x)ls  are  black  from  admixture  of  bile.  Some  of  these  diarrha?as  are 
ass<K'iated  with  tenesmus,  indicating  catarrh  of  the  lining  membrane  of 
the  lx)wels. 

Ij>e<racuanha  you  will  find  frequently  indicmtetl  in  the  coinnjcrKtiocnl 
of  cholera  infantum.  You  find  present  pallor  of  the  face  with  the  bluti 
rings  around  the  eyes,  the  fontanel les  are  still  open,  showing  tlefe«tivc 
nutrition  ;  the  child  may  have  nose-blee<]  with  the  pale  face ;  it  is  ilrowsy 
with  starting  and  jerking  of  the  mut>cle5  during  sleep.  The  child  la 
subject  to  frequent  attacks  of  nose-bleed.  The  condition  already  sima- 
latos  that  of  hydroccphaloid.  You  must  not  tliink  because  Ipecaciianha 
is  wetlded  so  closely  to  stomach  symptoms,  tliat  it  cannot  be  iudicatetl 
iu  this  reflex  cerebral  state.  You  will  find  nausea  and  even  vomiting 
asually  present.  The  child  eats  or  drinks  and  vomits  what  it  has  taken 
almost  imtuediately  afterwards.  Particularly  is  Ipecacuanha  indicjiteil 
in  these  cases  as  a  remedy  preceding  the  exhibition  6f  ' Amruicum. 
Arsenicum  is  complementary  to  Ipecacuanha  in  these  abdominal  aflec- 
tions. 

In  some  of  these  cases  of  gastro-intestinal  troubles  in  children  it  will 
be  your  misfortune  to  fiave  I{3ecacuanha  and  the  other  reniediea  jtiat 
mentioned  to  fail.  Then  it  will  Ik*  well  f«tr  you  to  l>car  in  mind  the 
following  remetlies,  which,  though  infrcfpiently  indicated,  may  prove 
themselves  to  be  of  inestimable  value. 

CEnothera  bifnuis^  the  evening  primrose,  c»>mnion  in  fields  and  wai^te 
places,  is  an  invaluable  remedy  in  exliaustin>;,  watery  diarrh<£a.  It 
does  not  act,  aa  has  been  suggested,  as  an  astringent,  by  ita  tannic  aoid, 
but  is  a  genuine  homoeopathic  remedy,  prmlucing  and  curing  diarrhcea. 
The  evacuations  are  without  etlort,  and  are  at5cum|)anied  by  nervooa 
exhaustion,  and  oven  with  incipient  hydr(K?ephaloid. 

Gnaphalium  causes  a  watery,  oflfensive  morning  diarrhoea,  which 
repeaU)  it^lf  often  during  the  day.  The  provei-s  were  children,  and 
well  have  they  portrayed  a  very  common  group  of  cholera  infantum 
symptoms.  They  had  rumbling  in  the  b<jwelfl,  colicky  pains,  and  were, 
at  the  t^ame  time,  crona  and  irritable.  The  urine  was  scanty,  and  the 
apt>etite  and  ta^te  w^re  lost.     A  writer  iu  tJie  Uonwsopnih  used  this  drug 
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viery  successfully  last  summer,  and  Dr.  Hale  refers  to  it  iu  his  Tliera- 
peutics. 

Geranium  mactdatum  is  also  a  successful  baby's  remedy.  Dr.  Hale 
devotes  eight  pages  to  Geranium  and  other  astringents,  dividing  their 
actign  aocon^ing  to  his  rule  of  primary  and  secondary  symptoms,  and 
deducing  thence  two  propositions  for  use  in  practice.  The  provings, 
brief  though  they  are,  help  us  in  the  choice  of  the  drug :  constant  de- 
sire to  go  to  stool,  with  inability  for  some  time  fo  pass  any  fiecjil  matter, 
then  the  bowels  move  without  pain  or  effort.  Mouth  dry,  tip  of  tongue 
burning.     Allopaths  use  it  as  an  astringent. 

PaiiUinia  HorfjlUs  has  been  suggested  for  diarrhoea  which  is  green  and 
profuse,  but  cxlorless. 

Oputitia  comes  to  us  reoomraended  by  so  careful  an  observer — Dr. 
Burdick — that,  although  I  have  not  used  it,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  pre- 
sent it  anew.  Naus<*a  from  stonfech  to  bowels ;  feels  as  if  the  bowels 
were  settled  down  into  the  lower  aUlomen  (confirmetl  in  adults).  Id 
infants  we  may  |)erha|>s  k)ok  to  this  drug  when  tiie  lower  j»art  o^  tHe 
abdomen  is  the  scat  of  disease,  as  this  seems  to  be  its  characteristic  seat 
of  attack. 

Nuphar  hUeiim  causes  a  yellow  diarrhoea,  worse  in  ihe  morning,  either 
with  colic  or  painless.  It  has  been  been  employed  for  diarrh<e;i  during 
typhoid,  and  indeed  seems  to  cause  nervous  weakness.  Whether  it  will 
be  of  service  for  infants  remains  to  be  seen.  We  should  look  to  it  when 
Gaml)oge,  Chelidonium,  etc,,  fail,  and  when  exhaustion  is  a  prominent 
attendant. 

Kali  bromaium  has  been  several  times  given  successfully  in  cholera 
infantum  when  there  were  great  prostration,  cool  surface  and  symptoms 
of  hydrocephuloid.  Compare  Cinchona  (incipient  hydroccphaloid,  fol- 
lowing prolonged  or  oft-repeated  diarrhoeic  discharge),  Calcarea  phoe., 
Oarbo  veg.,  Yeratrura  album,  Camphor,  etc. 

Another  effect  of  IiKX-acuanha  and  one  which  is  just  as  characteristic 
as  its  action  on  the  bowels,  is  its  action  on  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
respirator)^  tract.  Thus  it  may  be  used  in  coryza.  The  nose  feels  as 
if  stuffed  up,  often  there  is  epistaxis,  loss  of  smell,  nausea  and  some 
catarrh  of  the  bronchial  mucous  membrane. 

You  may  c<irapare  here  Allium  ccpa,  which  is  an  excellent  remefly  for 
simple  nasal  catarrh  when  the  nasal  secretion  is  watery  an<l  acrid.  Lach- 
rymation  is  mild.  There  are,  rough  raw  feeling  in  the  throat  and  cough 
provoked  by  tickling  in  the  larynx.  I  may  say  in  qualifying  these 
tyroptoms  of  Allium,  that  although  it  quickly  stops  the  nasal  L-atarrh, 
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it  aeetzifl  to  drive  the  trouble  to  the  chest.  Phoaphoma  Beema  to  slop 
thi»  action  of  Ck'pa. 

Euphrasia  is  verisimilar  to  Ccpn  in  dsuulI  catarrh.  Here,  however, 
we  have  excoriating  Iturhrymation  an«I  blantl  niwal  discharge. 

Arsenicum  follows  Ipecacuanha,  in  the  catarrhs  of  fat,  chubbvchiltlreiL 

Affecting  prominently,  a»  Ipecacuanha  does,  the  pneumognstric  nerves, 
we  would  expect  it  to  Ik;  useful  in  afftvtions  which  involve  these  nervea, 
aa  asthma,  in  which  disease  it  is  indicated  when  tliere  is  a  sensation  as 
of  oonstriction  of  the  chest  worse  from  the  leo^t  motion.  The  patient 
coughs  and  you  hear  the  rattling  of  mucus  in  the  cht^t,  yet  none  is  ex- 
pectorated. Especially  will  you  find  this  kind  of  asthma  calling  for 
I|K^t"acuanha  in  stout  persons  of  lax  fibre,  either  adult  or  diild,  and  who 
are  especially  sensitive  to  a  warm  moist  atmosphere. 

Very  similar  to  Ipecacuanha  in  asthma  is  Arsenicum^  which  often 
follows  it  well  either  in  catarrhal  or  nervous  asthma. 

Cuprum  is  also  useful  in  asthma  when  the  spaamo<lic  element  pre- 
dominates. The  face  gets  blue ;  there  is  constriction  of  the  throat ;  tiie 
patient  almost  goes  into  convulsions. 

Anollier  drug  closely  allied  to  Ipecacuanha  is  Lobelia  inflata.  This 
has  with  thr  asthma,  a  weak  sensation  in  the  epigastrium,  sprwuling  up 
into  the  chest,  nausea,  profuse  salivation,  and  a  feeling  as  of  a  lump  in 
the  stomach. 

Ipecacuanha  is  one  of  the  best  remedies  we  have  for  capillary  bron- 
chitis of  infants,  especially  if  caused  by  the  kind  of  weather  I  have 
described.  There  is  a  great  accumulation  of  mucus  in  the  chest.  The 
examining  ear  hears  rales  all  through  the  chest,  both  anteriorly  and 
jwftteriorly.  The  cough  ia  spasmodic  and  usually  attended  with  vomit- 
ing of  phlegm.  There  may  be  fever  and  Ipecacuanha  still  Ije  indicated. 
The  child  may  have  great  difficulty  in  breathing  from  the  great  aocu ma- 
latioij  of  mucuB  in  the  cheat.  In  such  cases,  I  have  use<i  the  remwly 
in  all  ixjtcncie?,  that  is  to  say  from  the  third  to  the  twenty-thousjindth, 
and  I  have  been  well  satisfied  with  its  action.  When  Ipecacuanha  is 
indic:Ucil  the  stage  for  giving  Aconite  has  passed,  because  exudation 
has  lx»gun.  If  you  adhere  to  the  principles  of  homoeopathy,  you  will 
not  give  Aconite  and  Ipecacuanha  in  alternation.  Afler  giving  Ipecac- 
uanha, you  will  notice  tliat  the  mucus  does  not  adhere  so  firmly  to  the 
walls  of  the  bronchial  tubes,  but  it  becomes  less  tenacious  and  i»  raised 
more  readily. 

Let  me  warn  you  that  there  are  two  or  three  changes,  wliich  will  call 
for  ooncordiuit  rcmetlies.     One  of  these  changes  calls  for  AiUinxoiuum 
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•  tnrtnnmm,  and  that  is  when  the  cough  grows  less  and  less  frequent,  the 
quantity  of  mucus  in  the  chest  not  diminishing  in  amount.  The  in- 
fn.'quency  ofthe  cough  is  not  a  good  symptom  although  the  mother  will 
think  m.  The  client  is  so  611ed  with  mucus  that  the  child  ctmuot  cough. 
He  grows  more  and  more  drowsy.  In  giving  Antioionium  tartaricum 
in  these  cases,  give  it  in  frequent  doses  until  the  cough  increase*^ 

Another  change  calls  for  Phospkorinij  and  that  is  when  the  inflamma- 
tory symptonip  increase  and  the  substance  of  the  lungs  is  involved  and 
pneumonia  obtains.  Then  I{H?cacuanha  ceases  to  be  the  remedy.  Any 
one  who  practices  in  the  colder  parts  of  the  country  will  find  these 
catarrhs  frequent,  and  with  Aconite,  Ipecacuanha,  Antiraonium  bir- 
taricum  and  Phi^phorus,  he  can  manage  the  great  majority  of  liis 
case?. 

Still  other  rcmodies  may  be  neeikKl.  In  some  cases,  Antimouium 
tartaricum,  though  apparently  well  indicated,  fails  to  control  the  symp- 
tfoms.  Then  we  may  have  recourse  to  SulphuVf  which  produces  in  the 
healthy,  catarrh  of  the  bronchial  mucous  membrane  with  loud  mlcs  all 
through  the  chest,  especially  in  the  lel\  lung.  Iv^'pccially  is  it  indicated 
when  there  is  atelectasis.  In  just  such  cases,  I  have  used  Sulphur  with 
eua^ess. 

Another  remedy  is  Terebinthina,  which  1  have  used  when  the  child 
was  drowsy  and  the  lungs  seem  to  be  all  clogged  up.  The  urine  is  apt 
to  be  scanty  and  almost  dark  from  the  admixture  of  blood.  Terebin- 
thina  must  be  giveu  re|>eatedly. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Li/ropodium,  which  affects  more  the  right  lung. 
Loud  rales  are  heard  all  through  the  a|)*ected  part.  £x()ectoration  is 
yellowish  and  thick. 

We  may  be  called  upon  to  give  Ipecacuanha  frequently  in  whooping- 
cough,  ihi.s  by  virtue  of  the  spasratHlio  character  of  the  cough  and  the 
action  of  the  drug  on  the  pneumogaatric  nerve.  You  will  find  in  addi- 
tion to  the  symptoms  already  mentioned,  that  there  are  spahmodic  con- 
vuUive  symptoms  present.  During  the  cough,  tlie  child  stifiens  and 
becomes  rigid  (from  tonic  si>asm  of  the  extensor  muscles),  loses  its  breath 
and  turns  pale  or  blue  in  the  face.  Finally  it  becomes  relaxed  and 
vomits  phlegm  which  of  course  relieves.  While  Ipecacuanha  Ls  of  ex- 
cellent service  here,  you  are  reminded  of  two  other  drugs  which  are 
similar. 

One  of  these  is  Ciruit  which  I  must  ask  of  you  to  remember  as  being 
something  more  than  a  mere  worm  remedy.  This  remedy  is  useful  in 
whooping-cough  with  the  same  kind  of  rigidity  that  I  have  described 
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for  IiMraiouanlia  but  there  is  in  addition  a  clucking  sound  down  tbo 
(Bsophngtis  as  the  child  ^«>e.s  out  of  iht-  paroxysm.  U*  in  acMitiun  to  this 
symptom,  you  also  have  grinding  of  the  teetii,  Cina  is  oertainly  a  l)etttf 
n'm«j<ly  than  Ij^ecacuanha. 

Cnprnni  is  the  complement  of  Ipecacuanha  in  spasmodic  aflixlioDS 
and  ill  whooping-cough.  It  is  especially  indioatetl  in  eon vulsiond  from 
worms  and  during  the  course  of  whooping-cough.  Spasms  of  the  dexora 
pretiominate. 

In  fevers,  we  may  use  Ipecacuanha  especially  in  tJiose  of  an  inter- 
mittent  type.  As  I  said  in  ray  lecture  on  Ciucljonn,  it  is  one  of  the 
best  drugH  to  give  when  your  case  is  completely  mixed  up.  It  is  par- 
ticularly indicated  when  there  is  a  sliort  chill  ft>lIowed  by  long  l'e\'^ 
with  nausea  and  vomiting,  esi>ecially  after  the  abu-^e  of  quinine. 

I|>e«icuanha  is  an  excellent  drug  for  haimaturia,  for  hajraorrhagc 
from  the  kidneys  when  the  trouble  is  attende<l  with  nausea,  oppresnion 
of  the  chtiMt,  hard  breathing  and  cutting  [lains  in  the  alxlomen. 

In  some  cases,  those  who  work  in  I|)ecacuauha  are  aif^t^ted  wjiu  a 
violent  inflammation  of  the  conjunctiva.  Now  this  fact  Iwl  Jousset  to 
apply  the  drug  in  the  treatment  of  o]>hthalmia,  and  he  claims  many 
BUCcflBses  from  it  in  the  intense  conjunctivitis  of  scr<ifuli>us  cIiiMren. 
There  aJ'e  tearing  pains  in  auduljout  the  eyes  and  copious  Iachrymuli<<n. 
Tears  gunh  ibrth  every  time  the  lids  are  separated. 

In  cloMing  let  me  give  you  the  Ipe<.'ucuauha  tempeniment.  Studied 
as  a  hom<-eopathic  remetly,  you  will  tind  itindimted  in  patients  who  are 
full  of  desires  they  know  not  for  what.  As.  a  child,  it  cries  and 
screams.  Children  are  continually  crying  and  screaming.  Adulu  are 
irritable  and  morose,  holding  everything  in  contempt. 

Ml»inuih  seems  to  hinder  the  action  of  Ipec^acuanha. 

Opiuvi  increases  its  action  on  the  bronchial  mucous  membrane. 

COFFEA  ArABICUM. 

Ooffiea  is  extensively  used  as  a  beverage.     Its  active  principle  U  Cb/- 

/rinir,  which  is  identical  chemically  with  several  others,  its  7 

active  principle  of  tea,  and  Oaaranlnt^  the  active  principle  of  1 ;; 

9orhitU,  This  CaDeine  has  been  found  to  retard  waste  of  tissue  as 
shown  liy  the  diminution  of  the  amount  of  urea  excreted.  It  U  mona 
than  likely  then  that  Catleine  is  useful  when  there  is  an  extra  ilrain  on 
the  system,  particularly  after  one  has  been  working  hard  in  hot  weather 
at  which  time  we  have  two  sources  of  loss  of  vitality,  one  the  heat  and 
the  other  the  fatigue  from  lalior.     Then  a  cup  of  coflee  is  a  very  good 
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thing.  So  tcjo  it  may  be  used  after  loss  of  sleep  when  waste  is  greater 
tlian  it  is  after  labor.  Other  things  being  equal,  coffee  is  not  so  useful 
for  the  young  as  for  the  olch  Take  a  man  in  aetive  business  life  or  one 
who  works  hard  all  day,  or  an  elderly  man  in  whom  waste  is  oat  of 
proportion  to  repair,  coffee  is  a  remedy  to  retard  the  waste.  This  is 
the  reason,  I  doubt  not,  why  it  is  almost  instinctive  on  the  putt  of 
workmen  to  fall  back  (»n  coffee  as  a  beverage,  because  it  gives  them 
what  their  fooil  will  not,  a  certain  amount  of  strength  and  an  antidote 
to  the  wear  and  tear  of  lal)or. 

What  are  the  eSects  of  Caffeine  on  the  system  ?  These  beara  certain 
resemblance  to  Strj'chnia,  for  it  seems  to  excite  reflex  action  and  if  per- 
sistently given,  tetanus  as  well.  It  proiluces  sudden  starling  from  the 
slightest  touch  of  the  surface  of  the  body  (just  like  Strychnia),  and  in- 
creased susceptibility  to  all  external  impressions.  Tins  increased  '*  ex- 
cito-motor  "  action  ex})lains  many  of  its  symptoms.  Violent  emotions, 
whether  of  pleasure  or  of  pain,  jiroduce  sy  mptoniH.  Patients  ex|>erienee 
gud«len  joy  and  they  are  at  once  sick  from  the  excitement.  They 
awaken  at  night,  without  any  desire  whatever  to  return  to  sleep. 

Coffee  also  prwluces  an  ei^static  state  of  mind.  Here  it  tinJft  a  con- 
cordant remedy  in  Oypripedium.  Esjjecially  is  the  latter  remedy  indi- 
cated in  children  who  awaken  at  night  from  sleep  and  are  unnaturally 
bright  and  playful,  and  evince  no  desire  to  go  to  sici'p  nguin.  Such 
symptoms  are  often  preliminary  to  some  brain  affection,  which  the  timely 
use  of  Cypri|)e<lium  may  avert. 

Aptjpleclic  congestion  may  be  cured  by  Coffea,  particularly  if  an  ex- 
citcil  state  of  the  mind  has  been  the  cause  of  the  excessive  fulnt^^  of  the 
cerebral  bloodveeBels.  Bo  too,  an  animated  conversation  in  which  the 
party  intei-ested  becomes  greatly  warmed  up  and  has  cenA>ral  c»)ngesiion, 
will  call  for  Coffea.  This  reme<ly  is  only  of  value,  however,  in  the  be- 
gmning  of  these  cases,  when  it  is  all-sutBcient.  But  if  the  trouble  goes 
on  to  effusion  (not  intlammatorj'  effusion,  but  effusion  of  serum  by  ooz- 
ing through  the  distended  ca|»illaries),  then  you  must  have  recourte  to 
SelfadouTuif  Bryonia  or  some  remetly  more  adapted  to  effusion  than  is 
CoOes. 

Then  too  we  have  in  Coffea,  a  remedy  in  eruptive  diseases,  when  the 
eruption  kee()s  the  patient  awake  on  account  of  the  excessive  itching 
and  burning  of  the  skin  ;  the  patient  scratches  even  until  the  {uirts 
bleed.  This  symptom  is  due,  in  the  Coffea  cast-,  t<>  the  hv^MTM-ti-^Itive- 
ness  of  the  skin. 

Then  too  we  may  notice  a  fear  of  death,  allying  Coffc&  with  Ai'oniiCj 
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this  fear  of  rlt^ath   Ix-Jng  usually  present  with  the  severe  puin?. 
pain  in  the  Coffea  patient  is  intolerable.     He  cannot  bear  even  a  slijjbt 
pain,  which  causes  great  complaint  and  crying  and  whining. 

Coffea  ifl  often  indieakHl  in  the  toothache  of  children  and  of  nerv(«»a 
people.  S<»metirac8,  you  will  be  led  to  give  Chamomilla  in  these  cases. 
You  find  the  mental  symptoms  indicating  that  drug,  yet  it  does  no 
good  or  it  afTordrt  but  parlial  relief.  You  may  give  Chamomilla  when 
tlie  face  h  I'ed,  when  the  child  cq^uot  Ijcar  the  least  f»ain  and  is  crrjss 
and  irritnlile,  and  when  cold  water  in  the  mouth  relieves  for  au  instant. 
But  if  cold  water  relieves  ])ermanently,  Coilea  is  the  remedy. 

The  senftes  are  all  too  acute  under  Coflca,  not  only  the  sense  of  touch 
but  that  of  sight  also.  Under  the  stimulating  influence  of  this  remedy 
the  patient  may  see  a  fine  print  with  a  degree  of  distinctness  altogether 
unnatural.     Distant  noises  seem  to  Ik?  magnified. 

But  there  is  an  opposite  to  this  condition  j)rtKluced  by  Coflea  and 
thb  opposite  embraces  those  symptoms  coming  from  its  secondary  action 
or  one  of  depression.  We  find  it  acting  on  the  carculation  in  this  way: 
At  first,  it  seems  to  increase  the  frequency  of  the  pulse,  showing  that 
there  ia  increased  action  of  the  heart.  Now,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  this  increased  frequency  of  the  pnlse  is  not  attende<i  with  an  in- 
crease of  force  as  under  Aconite^  Bryonia  and  Baptisia.  So-you  see  that 
the  stimidation  is  not  genuine.  On  the  contrary,  it  weakens  the  heart 
muscle.  So  that  after  awhile,  if  this  drug  be  given  long  enough  or  if 
coffee  be  indulged  in  as  a  beverage  to  excess,  the  heart  exhibits  a  ten- 
dency to  dilate. 

We  find  Cofifea  also  indicated  in  diarrhoua,  particularly  that  occurring 
among  housewives,  those  who  have  a  great  deal  of  care  and  trouble  ia 
the  management  of  the  household. 

Then  remember  also  the  use  of  Coffea  for  fatigue  arising  from  long 
journeys  and  csjx*c*mlly  during  a  heated  term. 

And  this  reminds  me  to  speak  to  you  of  the  similarity  between  the 
effects  of  Aconite  and  those  of  protractetl  heat.  The  effect  on  the  cir- 
culation is  nearly  the  same  in  either  oise.  At  first  the  pulse  is  incnrhsed 
and  finally  tht;  heart  nnis<.'lc  weakens.  At  last,  there  are  lan^iiT, 
drowsiness  and  even  stu{>or. 

As  analogous  to  CoflTea,  I  would  like  to  mention  two  or  three  othvr 
drugs  that  have  recently  been  proved.  Piper  mcfhytdicum^  also  called 
KacQ'kava  and  Awa-4tamoaf  is  largely  used  in  Polynesia  as  a  Ix-'vemgc 
It  has  also  been  proved  as  a  medicine.  Itsefl'cctssi'em  to  be  something 
like  those  of  coffee,  as  it  produces  at  first  a  feeling  of  buoyancy  or 
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tension,  as  though  every  nerve  were  "  strting-up  "  to  its  highest  pitch. 
The  prover  feels  that  he  can  work  hard -without  fatigue.  If  these  ef- 
fects reach  their  extremes,  there  is  a  feeling  of  mental  tension  as  though 
the  head  were  large,  almost  full  to  bursting.  There  is  dizziness  also, 
dizziness  on  closing  the  eyes  or  on  directing  the  attention  to  any  object. 
The  vessels  of  the  brain  and  particularly  those  about  the  base  of  the 
brain  feel  full  as  if  ligated  (that  is  the  symptom  given  in  the  language 
of  the  prover).  Thus  far  you  see  it  is  something  similar  to  Coffea. 
But  the  reverse  effects  quickly  follow  the  use  of  Pi()er,  and  this  reverse 
is  characterized  by  what  we  may  call  brain-fag.  The  brain  feels  tired 
on  awakening,  as  though  one  had  been  out  late  at  night  and  had  lost 
cond(derable  sleep  or  as  one  feels  after  a  hard  night's  study.  There  is 
heavy  dull  aching  in  the  head  which  is  worse  from  either  reading,  think- 
ing or  any  other  use  of  the  mind.*  The  mental  symptoms,  be  they  those 
of  excitement  or  of  depression,  are  relieved  by  diversion  of  the  mind. 
Further  than  this,  Piper  seems  to  produce  convulsions,  and  it  has  cured 
them.  Th% spasms  simulate  those  of  catalei)sy.  The  mind  is  tired 
and  yields  to  the  least  pressure.  There  is  over-sensitiveness  to  all  ex- 
ternal impressions.

From  this  ordor  of  plantM,  we  obtain  Digiialh,  Gratlola,  Lrptamha 
virginiciiy  Euijhra»ia,  Verbascum  and  Linaria,  We  have  not  ^jany 
symptoras  for  each  of  these  drugs,  and  those  that  are  known  are  suflB- 
ciently  distinct  to  be  easily  remembered.  The  most  important  member 
of  the  group  is  the 

Digitalis  Purpurea. 

Digitalis  contains  among  other  ingredients  two  subetancea,  one  known, 
as  Digitaliuj  the  other  aa  Digitoxin.     The  latter  is  found  in   larger 
quantity  than  tlie  former.     Bigitalin  has  l)eeu  proved  be|)arately  from 
the  Digitalis.     Its  symptomatology,  however,  is,  like  all  other  alkaloids, 
very  nearly  identical  with  that  of  the  original  drug. 

Digitalis  produces  among  other  symptoms,  very  early  in  the  proving 
or  in  poisoning  cases,  the  mo8t  distre^ing  nausea  and  vomiting.  This 
emesis  is  often  a(xx)mj>unied  by  a  deathly  faint,  sinking  sensation  at  the 
pit  of  the  stomach.  The  surface  of  the  body  is  often  cold,  and  some- 
times covered  more  or  lese  with  cold  sweat.  The  puUc  is  irregular. 
Tlu^se  early  symptoms  of  Digitalis  remind  yon  of  several  other  drugs, 
notably,  A  nfimonium  tartaricum,  Tabacum  and  Lobelia.  It  is  quite  likely 
that  iMtlh  the  latter  drugs  and  DIgitalie  cause  this  nausea  and  vomiting 
by  affecting  the  base  of  the  brain,  acting  tliere  U|)on  the  pncumoga»tric 
oerves  as  they  leave  their  origin.  Such  symptoms  as  this  ileathly 
naaaeaaiid  vomiting  might  suggest  Digitalis  in  the  vomiting  ati>''ii!uit 
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upon  cerebral  disease,  with  meningitis,  for  instance,  whether  tbe  men- 
inges of  the  cerebrum  alone,  or  of  tlie  cerebrum  and  cord  combined,  are 
involved  in  the  inflammation. 

It  may  even  be  used  in  the  nausea  and  vomiting  of  pregnancy,  and 
in  the  incipiency  of  abortion.  One  of  the  provers,  a  pregnant  woman, 
took  an  overdose  of  Digitalis  and  in  consequence  was  seized  with  this 
same  deathly  nausea  and  a  flow  of  blood  from  the  vagina. 

We  may  aUo  study  Digitalis  in  its  action  on  the  heart.  Through 
irritation  of  the  pneumogastnc  nerves,  we  have  inhibition  of  the  heart's 
action.  As  a  consequence  of  this  eflect  of  the  tlnig,  the  pulse  beoomes 
slow.  Arterial  tension  is  greatly  increased,  probtibly  owing  to  the 
action  of  the  drug  on  the  vaso-motor  centre,  which  is  Kup[)<>ged  to  be  at 
the  base  of  the  brain  ;  the  pulse  is  therefore  primarily  strong.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  effect  of  the  drug  on  nervous  structure,  we  must  remember 
it  also  affects  muscular  tissue,  both  of  the  striatal  and  non-striated  varie- 
ties^ Thus  it  causes  weakneps  of  the  cardiac  tissues.  This  weakness 
varies  all  the  way  in  intensity  from  a  simple  weakness  to  a  complete 
paralysis  of  the  muscular  fibre.  C'Onsequently,  we  may  very  soon  have 
added  to  these  other  symptoms,  weakness  of  tlie  pulse.  Every  little 
extra  exertion,  such  as  that  incurred  while  rising  from  a  sitting  to  a 
standing  posture,  increases  the  rapidity  of  the  pulse,  but  the  force  of 
the  beat  b  diminisiied.  This  quick  pulse  may  become  irregular,  and 
even  intermittent.  With  this  view,  then,  of  the  physiological  action 
of  the  drug,  you  may  understand  the  following  symptoms  of  the  heart 
and  respiration  connected  therewith. 

But  first  let  me  here  give  you  a  word  of  caution  respecting  the  use 
of  Digitalis  in  heart  affections.  The  tendency  of  this  drug,  like  that 
of  Laciiesis  and  Arsenicum,  is  downwards.  You  mast  not  use  it, 
therefore,  indiscriminately  or  carelessly,  but  only  when  you  are  guided 
to  its  selection  by  the  symptoms  of  the  case,  or  you  will  certainly  make 
your  patient  worse.  In  organic  diseases  of  the  heart,  Digitalis  must 
be  used  with  extreme  caution,  because  it  may  hasten  the  period  when 
nature  is  no  longer  able  to  compensate  for  the  interference  in  tlie  circu- 
lation by  hypertrophy  of  the  heart  muscle.  Nature  thus  may  be  com- 
pelled to  give  out.  Then  the  heart  yields  to  the  pressure  of  the  blood 
within  its  cavities  and  begins  to  dilate ;  and  then  we  will  have  Ihe 
train  of  symptoms  which  I  will  shortly  give  you  as  belonging  to  Digi- 
talis. This  warning  is  j>articularly  applicable  to  the  use  of  the  drug 
in  large  doses.     Given  thus  it  may  relieve  for  a  time,  but  it  only 
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hastens  the  fatal  end.     With  this  word  of  warning  I  now  procLLnl  to 
give  you  in  detail  the  heart  symptoms  of  Digitalis. . 

The  heart  feels  as  though  it  stood  still,  and  this  sensation  is  attended 
with  great  anxiety.  There  is  a  sort  of  indescribable  uneasiness  in  the 
canliao  region  which  may  be  expressed  as  a  sense  of  oppre^ion  or  as 
tightness  about  the  heart,  or  only  as  an  uneasy  feeling  with  weakoen 
and  numbneas  in  the  left  arm.  There  is  a  feeling  of  goneness  or  sink- 
ing at  the  epigastrium.  This  is  sometimes  relieved  by  eating,  but  often 
comes  on  worse  after  eating,  particularly  after  breakfast.  There  are 
sharp  sticking  pains  in  the  region  of  the  heart.  Sometimes  there  is 
choking  when  trying  to  swallow,  from  reflex  spasm  of  the  glottis.  The 
pulse  is  alow,  often  slower  than  the  beating  of  the  heart.  In  tliese 
oases,  the  heart  beats  so  imperfectly  that  some  of  its  pnlse  waves  are 
not  transmitted  appreciably  to  the  radial  artery  at  the  wrist.  Any 
movement,  such  as  rising  from  a  chair,  getting  out  of  IknI,  or  increas- 
ing the  B{>eed  in  walking,  incj^eases  the  rapidity  of  the  pulse  but  causes 
no  increase  in  the  force  of  its  beat  The  irregular  distribution  of  the 
blood  owing  to  these  alterations  in  tlie  heart's  functions  is  exhibited 
in  quite  a  variety  of  symptoms.  In  extreme  cases,  for  instanoe,  we 
find  even  cyanosis,  which  suggests  Digitalis  as  a  possible  remwiy  for 
cyanosis  neonatorum.  The  child  turns  blu^  and  falls  into  a  syncope 
on  the  slightest  motion,  or  else  it  becomes  deathly  sick,  as  you  see  from 
the  expression  of  the  face  and  from  the  involuntary  gagging.  If  you 
can  feel  the  pulse,  you  will  Rnd  it  irregular  both  in  rhythm  and 
volume  J  the  surface  of  the  body  is  cool.  The  borders  of  the  lips  arc 
blue  or  purple.  The  child  is  blue  around  tlie  eyes.  The  veins  where- 
ever  they  show  through  the  skin  are  seen  to  be  dark. 

Other  and  more  common  illustrations  of  the  irregular  distribution  of 
the  blood  may  be  shown  in  the  sleep.  The  patient's  sleep  is  uncom- 
fortable and  rcetlefiSi  He  dreams  a  great  deal ;  he  starts  up  from  sleep 
dreaming  that  he  is  falling  from  a  great  heighL  Sometimes,  he 
•wakens  with  an  anxious  oj  distressed  feeling,  which  he  may  be  unable 
to  l<K*ate,  but  which  pnx'eeds  from  the  cardiac  affection.  Mentally, 
the  Digitalis  patient,  besides  being  anxious,  has  those  gloomy  forebod- 
ings incident  to  heart  disease.  He  has  an  apprehensive  feeling,  ill- 
defined  it  is  true,  yet  none  the  less  terrible.  He  i»  apt  to  be  sad  and 
deprcsseil  as  well  as  anxious.  The  respiration  is  of  course  changwl  by 
this  action  of  the  heart.  We  frequently  find  breathing  dwp,  sighing 
and  slower  than  normal.  This  symptom  is  almost  pathognomonic  of 
heart  affection.     There  is  often  a  desire  to  take  a  deep  bnalh,  but  an 
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attempt  to  do  so  only  seems  to  result  in  half-tilling  the  lungs,  which  do 
not  expand  to  their  full  capacity.  Often  this  is  attended  with  dry 
cough,  which  seems  to  be  excited  by  deep  insjiiration.  The  decjjer 
they  attempt  to  breathe,  the  more  likely  are  they  to  cough.  This  is  a 
bronchial  symptom  altogether,  and  comes  on  from  over-filling  of  the 
blcKxlvessels  there.  Suffocative  spells  with  painful  constriction  of  the 
chest,  as  if  internal  parts  of  the  chest  were  grown  together,  are  not 
uncommon.  Sometimes,  these  force  the  patient  to  sit  up  in  order  that 
he  may  breathe.  With  these  cartliac  symptoms  you  will  find  Digitalis 
iixlicated  in  several  varieties  of  diseases  starting  remotely  from  the 
heart,  and  yet  depending  either  directly  or  indirectly  upon  the  diseoae 
I  of  that  organ. 

In  almoc^t  all  the  affections  in  which  Digitalis  may  be  used  there  is 
present  some  one  of  tln^e  forms  of  pulse,  cither  a  slow  pulse  or  a  feeble 
pulse  becoming  irregular  or  quick. 

For  instance,  dropsy  may  be  developed  and  may  call  for  Digital!?. 
This  dropsy  is  not  of  renal  origin.  You  would  hardly  think  of  Digi- 
talis in  droi)sy  resulting  |<rimarily  from  liver  or  kidney  dispense,  but  in 
that  form  occurring  primarily  from  cardiac  debility,  it  is  at  times  an 
invaluable  remedy. 

Digitalis  may  be  used  with  profit  in  a  number  of  forms  of  dro|K«y. 
You  may  give  it  in  anasarca  when  the  surface  of  the  body  is  bluish, 
rather  than  of  the  alabaster-like  appearance  characteristic  of  renal 
dropsies.  Lot^l  drf>psies,  too,  are  present.  Thus  you  find  Digitalis 
indicated  in  hydro|)ericardium,  and  even  iu  hydrothonix  and  ascite*, 
if  they  are  connected  with  heart  disea.se.  In  drofwics  of  the  chest  there 
is  a  remedy  that  is  often  forgotten,  and  that  in  the  Sulphate  of  Mercury 
tyr  Mercurius  sufphuncuH.  Especially  is  this  renuxly  useful  when  the 
chest  dropsy  occurs  from  heart  or  liver  disease.  When  it  acts  well  it 
produces  a  profuse  watery  diarrha3a  with  great  relief  to  the  patient.  A 
very  common  form  of  dropsy  calling  for  Digitalis,  is  infiltration  of  the 
tiasues  of  the  scrotum  and  itenis.  We  may  even  use  Digitalis  in  hydro- 
cele when  the  cardiac  symptoms  calling  for  that  remedy  are  present. 
The  urine  is  ot^en  suppressed  or  very  scanty.  This  deficiency  in  the 
renal  secretion  ^lejwnds  upon  disordered  circulation,  and  not  upon 
primary  disease  of  the  kidneys.  This  urine  may  be  dark  red,  or  it 
may  be  albuminous. 

Then,  too,  we  find  Digitalis  causing  some  liver  symptoms  which  are 
worthy  of  notice.  But  here,  too,  I  hardly  think  that  Digitalis  has  a 
direct  action  on  t|ie  hefrntic  cells,  affecting  the  secretion  of  bile;  but

in  jaundice  in  which  the  primary  trouble  is  a  c^ardiac  disease  of  tne 
type  already  mentioned,  with  ashy  white  stools,  Digitalis  certninly  acts 
admirably. 

The  liver  is  somewhat  enlarged  and  feels  sore,  a»  if  bruised.  Objec- 
tively examined,  it  is  found  to  be  somewhat  indunit*xl.  With  this 
synij)tom  we  have  jaundice.  The  taste  is  bitter,  or  at  other  times, 
sweetish.  The  tongue  may  be  perfectly  clean,  or  at  other  times  may 
be  whitish-yellow.  The  pulse  is  slow,  even  slower  than  the  beiitiog  of 
the  heart.  Drowsiness  may  supervene  and  even  increase  to  stupor. 
The  Mtools  are  of  the  character  above  mentioned.  The  urine  is  high 
coloreti  from  admixture  of  bile  pigment.  This  jaundice  calling  for 
Digitalis  is  not  such  as  follows  rc'tention  of  bile  or  as  that  caused  l»y 
catarrh  of  the  duodenum  or  by  some  obstruction  of  the  biliary  ducts, 
but  it  is  «lne  to  an  actual  functional  imperfection  of  the  liver,  that  organ 
not  taking  trom  the  blood  the  elements  which  go  to  form  the  bile. 

A  remedy  which  here  compares  favorably  with  Digitalis  is  Jl/i/rtca 
cenferaj  which  has  the  following  symptoms  :  First,  despondency,  that 
state  of  mind  depending  upon  the  disordered  condition  of  the  liver. 
Tlie  s);mptoms  of  Myrica  are  similar  to  those  of  Digitalis,  because  the 
origin  of  the  jaundice  is  somewhat  similar;  because  in  each  case  the 
jaun«lice  is  due  to  the  tm|)erfect  formation  of  bile  in  the  liver,  and 
not  to  obstruction  in  the  flow.  But  the  two  remedies  are  very  different 
in  their  aljS4dute  effects  on  the  system.  With  the  Digitalis,  thejauD- 
dice  is  traced  back  to  the  condition  of  the  heart.  With  Myrica,  the 
case  seems  to  be  functional  rather  than  organic.  For  some  reason  the 
bile  is  not  properly  formed,  and  therefore  its  elements  remain  in  the 
blood.  The  heart  is  aflwted  secon<larily,  slowness  of  the  pulse  thus 
being  produceil.  The  symptoms  calling  for  Myrica  are  these:  Des-' 
jMHidency,  dull  heavy  headache,  worse  in  the  morning ;  the  eye*  and 
sclerotic  have  a  dirty,  dingy,  yellowish  hue,  the  lids  themselves  being 
abnorn»ally  nil;  the  tongue  is  coated  a  dirty  yellow.  The  patient  is 
weak  and  drowsy,  and  complains  of  muscular  soreness  and  aching  in 
the  limits.  The  pulse  is  slow.  The  urine  is  dark  and  turbid.  You 
recognise  at  once  the  resemblance  to  Digitalis;  but  it  is  more  su()erfi- 
cial  in  its  action  than  is  that  remedy,  and  would  not  be  suitable  fur  g<» 
violent  a  case. 

In  heart  affections  you  may  compare  Digitalis  with  quite  a  nnmlier 
of  rerueilies,  notably,  with  A'a/m/a,  Arifruicuin^  Jfclkborm  and  (hnium, 

Kalmia  latifolta  is  a  drug  which  iKdongn  to  the  order  Erlenceie,  along 
with  Rh(xl<Hiendron  and  Ledum paluetre  &nd  other  remedies.  It  is  a  valu* 
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aM(?  remofly  iCTRenmatisru  when  it  aff^vtstheoJiest.  Tliepaitis  in  tlie 
Kalfuia  affection  of  tho  heart  are  Hharp,  taking  away  the  ln*ealh;  the 
patient  at  most  BufTocatGS)  bo  severe  are  the  pains.  The  pains  slioot 
do%rn  into  theaMomen  or  stomach  ;  the  pulse  IjcingHlow,  alraofit  its  slow 
as  lliat  calling  for  Digitalis.  Kiilmia  is  ts|>ecia]ly  useful  when  gout  or 
rheumatism  shifts  from  the  joints  to  the  heart,  esix?cially  after  exterual 
applications  to  the  joints.  I  refer  here  especially  to  the  applications  to 
tho  joints,  of  sul>stanci^  tliut  are  not  homceopathic  to  the  case.  If  you 
were  giving  ^;*n/ca  internally  and  applying  it  locally,  and  if  it  were 
the  indicateil  remedy,  there  wouKl  be  no  danger  of  metastasis.  But  if 
some  one  apply  tincture  of  Aconite  to  the  affected  joint  there  would  be 
danger  of  the  inflammation  travelling  to  some  more  vital  part.  The 
Kalmia  rheumatism,  like  that  of  Ledum^  almost  always  travels  up- 
wards. 

Iltiithorua  is  similar  to  Digitalis  in  the  slowness  of  the  pulse.  The 
respiration  is  also  slow  and  tlie  temperature  of  the  body  is  greatly 
diminisliwl,  often  l>eing  as  low  as  95*^  or  96°  F.  There  is  generally 
cerebral  disease. 

Spigelia  also  must  be  compared  with  Digitalis.  It  has  the  following 
symptoms:  Sharp  pain  shootipg  through  the  heart  to  the  back,  or 
radiating  from  the  heart  and  down  the  arm  or  over  the  cht^t  an<l  down 
the  spine;  great  oppression  or  anxiety  about  the  hwirt;  palpitation  of 
the  heart  worse  Irom  any  movement  of  the  arm  or  bo<ly ;  thrilling  or 
purring  sensation  is  felt  over  the  cardiac  region  (this  is  just  *uch  a 
thrill  as  you  feel  when  stroking  a  cat*s  back  when  tlie  animal  is  purr- 
ing) ;  blowing  sound  over  the  heart.  You  will  find  Spigelia  indicated 
when  these  heart  symptoms  accompany  other  aflections,  for  instance 
m'urulgiu,  particularly  if  it  affects  the  left  side  of  the  fjice,  comujcncing 
in  tJie  occiput  and  settling  over  and  in  the  left  eye.  That  is  the  Spigelia 
headache.  Its  aggravuti«)n  follows  the  course  of  the  sun.  It  com- 
menres  in  the  morning,  reaches  its  acme  at  noon  and  diminishes  towards 
night  You  may  also  use  it  in  ciliary  neuralgia  with  these  accom|>any- 
ing  8)Tupathetic  symptoms  of  the  heart.  Sharp  pain  shoots  through 
the  eye-ball  and  radiates  in  all  directions,  alrat»st  driving  the  patient 
mad.  At  other  times  there  is  a  sensation  as  if  the  eye  were  being 
squeezed  in  a  vice  or  as  if  it  were  enormously  enlargtnl  and  was  being 
pushed  out  of  the  heail.  It  is  one  of  the  chief  remedies  to  be  tliought 
of  in  iritis  with  excessive  jmin.  I  wish  also  to  mention  a  symptom  for 
Spigelia  that  the  late  Dr.  Jacob  Jeanes  confirmed  many  times,  and  lliat 
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U  murmitunt  pulse.     He  prescribed  this  remedy  as  an  ' 
ill  many  varieties  of  di^eaac,  when  the  pulse  atwumed  this  <:  i 

It  will  Qot  be  unprofitable  for  ua  next  to  study  the  action  of  Digitalis 
ou  the  brain.  It  causes  Bympt/)ms  which  are  very  much  like  tlutt^  of 
,  meningitis,  even  meningitis  with  effubion,  or  hydrocephalus,  and  also 
in  cei-ebro-spiual  meningitis.  The  symptoms  from  which  you  trill 
have  to  decide  are  these:  There  is  throbbing  headache  which  is  referred 
to  the  forepart  of  the  head;  delirium,  which  may. be  so  violent  aB  to 
simulate  mania;  decided  errors  in  vision :  bright  balls  of  fire  appear  in 
tlie  field  of  vision,  or,  like  Sanioninty  objects  appear  of  various  colon, 
as  blue  or  green.  Still  later,  as  the  trouble  progresseu,  mental  con- 
fusion increases  and  amaurotic  congestion  of  the  retina  takes  place;  thir 
pupils  become  dilated  and  fail  to  respond  to  light  and  finally  coma 
appears.  There  is  great  general  prostration  with  coldness  of  tlie  body, 
which  is  covcretl  with  a  cold  sweat.  Even  in  these  forms  of  oerebnil 
disease,  when  Digitalis  is  to  be  your  remedy,  the  pulse  comes  in  as  your 
chief  guide.  If  the  symptom  bujfting  in  the  ears,  whiih,  by  the  way, 
I  forgot  to  mention  as  l>elonging  to  Cinchona, shouM  suggest  O'noA^ma, 
I  entrejit  you  not  to  give  it  after  Digitalis,  for  Hahnemann  tells  tts 
that,  although  there  is  a  similarity  in  the  cerebral  symptoms  and  in  the 
weakness,  yet  tlie  drugs  are  inimical. 

Lastly  we  will  speak  of  the  action  of  Digitalis  on  the  uretlira  and 
genital  organs.  Digitalis  prtvduocs  au  irritation  of  the  bladder  particu- 
larly about  its  neck,  this  being  catarrhal  in  origin.  The  symptoms  are, 
strangury  and  frequent  urging  to  urinate  while  the  patient  is  up.  The 
patient  may  also  have  frequent  urging  to  urinate  at  night  The  urethra 
fe  infianicd  so  that  we  have  Imniing  in  the  urethra  with  purulent  dis- 
clmrgr*,  thick  in  character  and  bright  yellow  in  color.  Now  if  you 
combine  these  symptoms  with  another  one,  namely,  that  the  glaus  penis 
becomes  inttunicd  with  copious  secretion  of  thick  pus  over  its  surface, 
you  have  a  jKirfect  picture  of  Digitalis  in  gonorrhoea.  This  form  of 
the  trouble,  Digitalis  will  cure  whether  the  pulse  be  slow  or  fast,  soft 
or  weak,  or  what  not.  Often,  too,  when  Digitalis  is  indicated  in  this 
trouble,  you  wilt  find  the  prepuce  putfcd  up  nud  infiltrated  with  scrum. 
Let  me  aay  in  passing  that  if  the  prepuce  becomes  indurated,  DigitJilis 
will  do  nogootl,  but  SuJphnr  will. 

The  nearest  reme<ly  to  Digitalis  in  gonorrhcea  is  Mercurixm.  This 
IS  a  good  remedy  for  gonitrrhoMi  associated  with  infiammation  of  the 
prepuce,  but  with  less  OHlema  and  more  dai'k  purplish  swelling  of  the 
parts  with  phimosis  or  pantphimosis. 
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Jlercuriua  corrosiviis  is  good  in  these  coses  when  theglans  hjia  a  dark 
red  or  gangrenoiifl  appearance. 

In  the  l)eginning  of  these  cases  of  paraphimosis,  we  may  give  Colo' 
ci/nthf  which  will  sometimes  relieve  tlie  8\iasm  and  enable  the  prepuce 
to  be  drawn  forwards  over  the  glans. 

PdroseUnum  \s  to  be  thought  of  aa  an  intercurrent  remedy > in  gonor- 
rhcBiil  affections  when  the  neck  of  the  bladder  is  involved  and  there  is 
sudden  urgent  desire  to  urinate.  It  seems  as  if  the  iiatient  could 
hanlly  retain  his  urine  until  he  gets  to  a  convenient  place. 

Digitalis  also  produces  violent  erections,  even  chordee.*    It  is  one  of 
our  best  remedies  for  involuntary  seminal  emissions  during  sleep,  with-  , 
out  dreams  even.     The  emissions  are  followed  by  great  weakness, 

LiNARIA  .VULGARIS. 

This  drug  produces  fainting.  It  may  be  serviceable  in  fainting  of 
cardiac  origin.  The  "  patient  faints  dead  away  witliout  apj)areot  cause." 
Linaria  has  repeatedly  produced  that  symptom.  It  is  true  that  there 
is  some  difficulty  in  confirming  such  a  symptom  as  this,  becau.*"  in 
most  cases  the  patient  quickly  returns  to  consciousness  without  recourse 
to  any  remedy.  But  if  a  patient  who  is  subject  to  attacks  of  fainting 
of  this  kihd  is  not  only  relieved  but  is  cured  by  taking  this  drug,  you 
know  that  this  is  the  result  of  the  remedy. 


Verbascum. 

Verbascum  is  to  be  thought  of  as  a  remedy  for  catarrhs  or  colds, 
when  tJiey  are  associated  with  neuralgia  of  the  face  which  appears  quite 
periodically,  generally  twice  a  day,  the  same  hour  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon  of  each  day.  There  is  considerable  coryza  and  lachryma* 
tion. 

Verbascum  has  a  peculiar  cough  which  is  decidedly  a  cough  of  the 
laiynx  and  trachea,  a  cough  that  could  not  occur  other  than  from  dis- 
ease in  a  hard  unyielding  tube,  as  the  larynx  and  trachea.  The  cough 
is  hard,  hamh  and  Ijarking  and  is  associated  with  hoarseness,  the  voice 
itself  being  deep  and  hard,  *'  a  sort  of  ba^so  prof  undo"  It  bears  some 
resemblance  to  Droaeraf  Spon(/ia  and  Sulphur. 

Gratiola. 

Grotiola  is  useful  in  diarrhoBU.  It  produces  and  cures  a  profuse 
yellowish,  gushing,  watery  diarrhoea  as  though  it  were  rushing  from 
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the  hydrant.  This  dlarrhcEa  is  very  common  in  summer  and  st*<eo 
have  as  its  exciting  cause  excessive  drinking  of  water,  wliether  it  Iw  coM 
or  not.  You  see  that  it  is  conconlant  with  Croton  tiglium^  Ehlrrium^ 
Podophyllum,  and  a  few  other  drugs. 

Leptaxdra  Vibginica. 

Lfpfandra  virffinica  is  a  drug  which  acts  prominently  upon  the  liver. 
Locally,  we  find  dull  aching  in  the  right  hyjxx'hondriuni  in  the  region 
of  the  gall-bladder  and  also  posteriorly,  in  the  posterior  portion  of  the 
liver.  This  aching  is  often  accompanied  by  soreness.  At  other  times 
the  congestion  is  great  enough  to  produce  burning  distress  m  and  abont 
the  liver.  This  often  spreads  to  the  stomach  and  abdomen.  As  aocora- 
panying  symptoms,  we  find  drowsiness  and  despondency  which  belong 
to  liver  affections  of  this  character,  and  also  diarrhoea  in  which  the 
stools  are  black,  almost  as  black  as  pitch.  These  stools  are  aocom- 
jianied  by  burning,  distressing,  colicky  pain  at  the  umbilicus.  In  other 
cases,  we  have  vomiting  of  bile  with  this  burning  distreiss  and  ooca- 
sionally  clay-colored  stools.  The  tongue  is  coated  yellow  or  more 
fre<|ueiilly  black,  or  dark  brown  and  black  down  the  middle.  Wjtii 
these  symptoms  present,  it  may  be  indicated  in  bilious  and  typhoid 
fevers. 

The  main  distinction  between  Leptandra  and  Mercurius  is  tliis: 
Mereuriun  almost  always  has,  characteristically,  tenesmus  continuing 
after  stool.  Leptandra  has  not  this  symptom  although  it  may  have 
griping  colicky  pains  after  stool. 


Euphrasia  Officinalis. 

Euphrasia  is  particularly  of  use  to  us  as  a  medicine  acting  on  mncooi) 
membraneo,  especially  the  conjunctiva  and  the  nasal  mucous  membnue. 
It  has  long  been  known  as  a  remedy  in  affections  of  the  eyes.  Fiist 
it  produces  an  inflammation  of  the  eyelids,  a  blepharitis.  The  eyelids 
become  rctldened  and  injectc<l,  particularly  on  their  inner  purfiuie. 
They  become  pulfc<l,  dark  reii  or  rod  at  least,  ulceration  tak<»  place, 
giving  us  a  discharge  which  is  thick  and  excoriating.  The  t^'ars  them- 
selv*-^  are  profuse  and  exairiate  the  cheeks.  There  is  marketl  photo- 
phobia ;  the  patient  cannot  bear  sunlight,  but  even  more  objectionable 
to  him  is  artificial  light.  It  has  Ijeen  urged  by  some  physicians  that  it 
is  "splitting  hairs"  in  attempting  to  diflerentiate  betwwn  aggravation 
from  sunlight  and  that  from  artificial  light.     I  cannot  sec  where  thia 


ohjectioD  has  any  force,  for  sunlight  and  artificial  light  are  very  different 
in  their  compositions. 

Belladonna  has  aggravation  from  artificial  light,  and  AconiU  from 
sunlitrht. 

In  conjunctivitis,  Euphrasia  is  sometimes  indicated  in  scrofulous  cases 
by  these  symptoms:  Little  blisters  or  phlyctenulpe  form  on  or  near  the 
cornea ;  the  discharges  from  the  eyes  are  acrid  and  purulent  and  a  film 
of  mucus  seems  to  collect  over  the  cornea,  causing  a  dilficulty  in  vision. 
This  blurred  sight  is  relieved  by  wiping  the  eye  or  by  winking. 

Wefind  Euphrasia  also  indicated  in  conjunctivitis  of  tratiniatic  origin, 
and  when  the  above  symptoms  are  present.  Arnica,  which  is  more  of  a 
remedy  for  bruises,  has  no  applioation  to  this  acrid  diwharge  or  to  the 
formation  of  these  little  blisters;  so  when  these  form  after  an  injury, 
Euphrasia  is  the  preferable  drug. 

Although  Euphrasia  affects  the  superficial  structures  of  the  eye 
priDcipally,  we  find  it  indicated  in  rheumatic  iritis.  If  you  ejcamine 
the  eye,  you  find  that  the  iris  reacts  very  tardily  to  light,  and  the 
aqueous  humor  is  cloudy  from  the  admixture  of  the  prtxlucts  of  ioflam- 
tnation.  The  pains  are  burning,  stinging,  shooting  in  character,  are 
worse  at  night,  and  are  attended  with  this  acrid  lachrymation. 

Now  the  coryza  of  Euphrasia:  This  drug  is  indieate<l  in  coryza 
which  is  perfectly  bland  with  lachrymation  which  is  excoriating.  Now 
let  us  look  at  the  position  which  Euphrasia  holds  with  its  concordant 
remedies. 

First  of  all,  beginning  with  the  eye  symptoms,  we  fiud  it  a  close 
ally  of  Mereiirim  solubilis.  Both  remedies  have  this  well-marked 
blepharitis  and  conjunctivitis  coming  from  cold.  The  symptoms  of 
Mercurius,  which  differentiate  it  from  the  other  reme<ly,  arc  these:  The 
discharge  under  Mercurius  is  thinner  than  under  Euphrasia ;  tlien,  too, 
Mercurius  hiLs  marked  aggravation  from  the  heat  of  the  fire. 

Next  wc  fiml  Euphrasia  similar  to  Arscnienm.  Rjth  have  the  acrid 
diacbarge,  and  the  formation  of  phlyctenulro  on  the  cornea,  and  both  are 
indicated  in  s<Tofulous cases.  But  Arsenicum  has  more  raarkwl  burning 
— burning  like  fire,  especially  after  midnight.  This  symptom  is  not 
always  relieved  by  the  application  of  hot  water,  but  frequently  so. 
Nor  have  we  in  Euphrasia  the  marked  restlessness  we  have  in  Arsen- 
icum. 

•  Another  similar  drug  is  Bhus  toxicodendron,  which  has  profuse 
gushing  tears,  excoriating  tlie  check  ;  profuse  purulent  discharge  from 
the  eyes.    But  the  pus  is  thinner  under  Rims  tiian  it  is  under  Euphrasia. 
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Khus  attacks  more  the  right  eye,  Euphrasia  either  eye.  Rhus  has 
pains  in  the  rheumatic  iritis,  darting  from  the  eye  through  to  the  occi- 
put, with  a  great  deal  of  restlessness  and  agony  and  tossing  about  at 
night. 

Now  the  coryzaf:  We  are  accustomed  to  associate  Euphrasia  with 
Cepa.  We  make  this  differentiation  between  the  remedies  :  Cepa  lias 
excoriating  coryza  and  bland  lachrymation ;  Euphrasia,  bland  coryza 
and  acrid  laohrymation. 

There  is  still  one  other  application  we  may  make  of  Euphrasia,  and 
that  is  in  paralysis  of  the  third  pair  of  nerves,  causing  ptosis,  esiKXjially 
when  caused  by  catching  cold,  in  rheumatic  patients. 

The  allies  here  are  Rhus  and  Caudicumy  both  of  which  have  exactly 
the  same  symptom.  This  gives  you  \ery  nearly  the  precise  }>osition  of 
Euphrasia  in  the  treatment  of  catarrh  of  the  eyes  and  of  the  no»e. 

The  next  use  we  may  make  of  the  drug,  is  its  application  to  the 
treatment  of  condylomata.  It  is  useful  in  broad  flat  condylomata  of 
the  anus,  of  course  of  sycotic  origin.  Usually  there  is  some  oozing  of 
moisture  about  them.  . 


LECTUKE  XXXVII. 

BAPnSIA  TINCTORIA. 


Baptisia  tinct. 


^  Gelsem. 
Rhus  t.,  Bry. 

Am.,  Mur.  ac,  Lacli.,  Ars. 
Ailanthus. 


I  HAVE  selected  for  our  study  to-day  a  menil)er  of  the  leguminous 
plants,  Baptma  tinctoria,  or  the  wild  indigo.  It  is  a  drug  which  has 
a  short  history,  but  one  that  is  exceedingly  interesting.  Our  journals 
are  replete  with  glowing  accounts  of  cures  of  typhoid  conditions  made 
with  it.  Baptisia  causes,  in  general,  the  changes  in  the  blood,  l)oth 
quantitative  and  qualitative,  which  are  exhibited  in  typhoid  fever.  The 
ofiensive  exhalations,  the  mental  and  nervous  phenomena  which  it  de- 
velops, are  characteristic  of  this  disease.  Baptisia  is  suitable  to  all  stages 
of  typhoid,  early  or  late.  Its  symptoms  I  will  divide  into  two  classes: 
those  which  would  indicate  the  remedy  early  in  typhoid  affections,  and, 
secondly,  those  which  call  for  it  late.  Of  course,  it  is  not  necessary 
that  all  the  following  symptoms  be  present  in  any  one  case,  to  make 
the  drug  the  remedy.  I  am  about  to  give  you  the  characteristic  symp- 
toms of  the  remedy ;  without  several  of  these  be  present  it  would  not 
be  proper  to  give  Baptisia.  These  symptoms  are  as  follows:  Excite- 
ment of  the  brain,  just  such  as  precedes  delirium;  wild,  wandering 
feeling,  patient  cannot  conGne  his  mind  to  any  one  subject ;  restlessness, 
constant  desire  to  move  from  place  to  place,  and  disturl)ed  sleep.  The 
patient  awakens  at  two  or  three  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  then  is  so 
restless  that  he  tosses  alwut,  unable  to  sleep  any  longer.  During  sleep 
his  dreams  are  of  the  most  extravagant  character.  He  dreams  that  he 
is  chained  to  the  bed,  or  that  he  is  swimming  a  river  or  undergoing 
some  such  ordeal  as  makes  a  great  demand  on  his  strength.  He  may 
suffer  from  nightmare,  from  which  he  awakens  with  a  sensation  as 
though  the  room  was  insufferably  hot,  making  breathing  almost  im- 
possible. If  he  still  has  strength  he  goes  to  the  open  window  to  get  air. 
Now  this  is  not  a  true  asthma;  it  is  not  due  to  a  s|)asm(Klic  contraction 
of  tlie  bronchioles  or  air-cells.     There  is  a  fulness  of  the  chest,  giving 
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tbi*  opprcsswi  feeling^.  Oue  provcr  <le.s^'ril>Lil  the  syuiplom  nuT  :i^  a 
true  difficulty  of  bi-eathing,  but  as  a  fooling  as  though  he  had  uoC 
strength  to  lift  his  chest.  The  patient  makes  frequent  errors  as  to  hb 
own  person,  supposing  at  times  tliat  he  is  doidde  or  that  hi*  t>ody  ia 
scattered  about,  and  that  he  must  toss  about  the  betl  to  oollet't  tlie  pieces. 
Now  these  evidences  of  nervous  excitement  are  accoinpunietl  by  exces- 
sive prostration;  tlie  l>ack  and  limbs  ache;  the  back  feels  stiff;  the 
patient  feels  tired  and  bruised  all  over;  lje  eomplain.s  of  the  bed  feeling 
too  hard ;  this  makes  him  restless,  and  be  tosses  about  the  bed  to  find 
a  softer  spot ;  weakness  progresses  so  far  that  he  Ix^oorjies  unable  to 
walk ;  he  suffers  from  an  indescribable  weak  or  faint  feeling,  with  or 
without  vertigo;  the  face  is  hot  and  flushed  and  luis  a  heavy,  bewotted 
look,  as  in  the  case  of  one  intoxicated.  The  eye.%  also,  are  heavy  and 
stupid  in  appearance.  The  tongue  is  at  first  white  or  slightly  yellowish  ; 
frequently,  too,  the  papiihe  are  r:iiso<l  and  project  thmugh  this  whitiflh 
or  yellow  coating.  The  edges  of  the  tongue  are  of  a  deep  red  color; 
there  is  a  dull,  heavy  headache,  with  the  sensation  as  if  the  head  would 
be  prestiod  in  ;  sometimes  the  pressure  in  the  forehead  seemw  to  go  down 
into  the  root  of  the  nose.  Again,  the  patient  complains  of  a  seuHatioo 
which  he  «Iescril)es  **as  though  the  skin  of  the  forehead  were  being 
puUcil  back  towanls  the  occiput."  This  is  evidently  <lue  to  tonic  con- 
traction of  the  occipito-frontalis  muscle.  At  other  times  tlie  patient 
simply  describes  the  **ensation  as  though  the  skin  of  the  forehead  were 
tense,  or  tight,  or  drawn.  These  symptoms  of  the  head  are  often  aciooni» 
panied  with  numb,  tingling  feeling  in  the  forehead  or  scalp.  .At  other 
times  the  head  feels  enormously  large.  The  typhoid  fever  is  very  char- 
acteristic of  Baptisia,  it  being  one  of  the  few  remedies  which  actually 
produce  this  type  of  fever.  There  is  always  an  increase  of  tem|)er.iture. 
The  pulse  is  usually  accelerated  in  direct  proportion  to  the  intensity  of 
the  fever.  Even  in  the  early  stages  of  ty|>hoid  fever,  you  may  find 
Baptisia  iudicaletl  by  the  aUlominal  »ymptoms,  slight  sensitiveness  io 
the  ileo^twcal  region,  and  yellow  putrescent  stools.  These  then  are  the 
symptoms  c-alling  for  the  early  exhibition  of  Baptisia  in  typhoid  fever, 
I  can  say  confidently  that  if  you  si'lei-t  the  dnig  on  its  homceopalhio 
indications  as  just  nutline<1  you  will  succeed  in  aborting  a  large  perccnt- 
ttgt?  of  typhoid  states.  I  say  this  despite  the*  assertions  of  many  othef 
physicians  wlu)  have  argued  to  the  contrary.  The  properly-selected 
drug  wiU  alx)rt  typhoi<l  fever.  The  disease  nee<l  not  run  its  counw,  na 
prominent  old  8chi>ol  authorities  claim  it  must  noceasarily  do.    Yoa 
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recognize  that  Baptism  is  suited  to  true  typhoid  fever,  particularly  when 
associated  with  nervou.H  phenomena. 

Later  in  the  course  of  the  ditiease,  during  the  second  or  third  week, 
you  will  find  Baptisia  indicateil  when  the  prostration  is  profound.  The 
patient  is  in  a  stupor.  He  falls  asleep  while  answering  questions.  His 
face  is  now  dark  red  in  color  and  has,  more  marked  tliau  ever,  this 
heavy,  dark,  besotted  look.  The  tongue  has  changed  its  yellow  or 
white  coating  to  one  which  has  a  browu  streak  do^v1l  the  centre,  the 
edges  of  the  organ  still  remaining  red.  All  the  exhalations  and  dis- 
charges from  the  patient  are  ejcceedingly  oflFensive.  The  teeth  abe  ix>v- 
ered  with  sordes  having  an  oflensive  odor.  The  breath  is  ftetid.  The 
8tof)ls  arc  yellowish  or  dark,  and  are  horribly  putrid.  The  urine  and 
sweat  are  both  oflTensive.  So  you  see  Baptisia  applies  to  cases  in  which 
there  is  an  evident  decomposition  of  vital  fluids  and  rapid  disintegration 
of  tissue. 

To  give  Baptisia  its  legitimate  position  among  other  typhoid  reme- 
dies, it  will  be  necessary  to  compare  it  with  those  nearest  like  it  in 
^mptomatology.  The  lirst  of  these  remedies  to  which  I  shall  call  your 
attention  is  GeL<nniinn.  This  usually  precedes  Baptisia  when  there  are 
inalaise,  and  muscular  soreness,  and  the  patient  sutTers  from  chills  and 
crawls,  which  go  down  the  back.  This  is  on  the  6rst  day,  renieinl>er. 
In  the  afternoon  comes  the  fever  with  acceleratetl  pulse,  this  pulse  being 
full  and  flowing,  not  tense  and  not  resisting  as  under  Aconite.  The 
fever  is  usually  associated  with  drowsiness;  the  face  is  uniformly  suf- 
fused retl,  and  there  may  cv£n  be  prostration  thus  early  in  the  wise. 
Gelseraium  causes  pains  of  the  motor  nerves,  hence  there  must  be  weak- 
ness of  the  muscles.  By  the  next  afternoon  you  may  change  to  Bap- 
tisia, if  the  fever  rises  in  the  afternoon,  despite  Gelsemium,  and  when 
tlie  above-mentionetl  symptoms  of  Biiptisia  develop.  The  reas<in  why 
1  dwell  on  the  relations  of  the  two  drugs  is  because  of  the  great  simi- 
larity in  their  symptoms.  Both  of  them  liave  this  intense  raus<'ular 
sox-eness  and  prostration  ;  both  have  drowsiness  and  nervous  excitement, 
with  prostration ;  both  of  them  have  this  feeling  of  expansion,  as  though 
the  head  or  some  part  of  the  boily  were  enormously  enlarged  ;  and  lx>th 
of  them  have  the  afternoon  exacerbation  of  the  fever.  The  relation 
between  the  two  drugs  is  one  of  degree,  one  of  intensity.  Gelsemium 
Is  the  milder  acting  drug  of  the  two. 

Another  reme<ly  which  is  not  unlike  Baptisia  is  Hhus  iox.  Like 
BaptiHia,  Rhus  has  rcstleBAnem,  brown  tongue  and  sorenciis  of  the  mus- 
cles.    I  must  confess  that  the  distinction  between  the  two  remedies  is 
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not  always  easy.  Formerly  Rhus  held  undispufe<l  sway  in  almost  all 
dL<e£L<es  which  threatene<i  to  assume  a  typhoid  type,  wliether  tlie  disease 
was  diphtherin,  wrarhitina,  peritonitis  or  pneumonia.  Now  this  honor 
is  shnreti  with  Baptisia.  The  main  differences  l)etween  the  drugs, 
bri»'fly  givon,  are  these:  Rhus  has  restlessness^  claused  more  by  rheuma- 
toid jMiIns  iharj  by  muscular  soreness  alone.  The  tongue,  under  Rhus, 
has  a  re<l,  triangular  tip,  which  is  not  noticed  under  Baptisia.  Delirium 
is  of  a  muttering  character  under  Rhus,  unaccompanied,  ?o  fur  as  I 
know,  by  these  delusions  respci-'ting  personal  identity.  Neither  arc  the 
putriil  discharges  of*  Rhus  tox.  quite  so  oflcnsiive  as  those  of  Baptiiiia. 
If  diarrh<ea  progi-esses  to  a  severe  type  under  Rhus  the  st(H»W  are 
watery,  sometimes  bloody,  and  involuntary.  The  pneumonic  symp- 
toms which  often  complicate  typhoid  fever  are  more  prominent  under 
Rhus. 

Armc'r  I  Kiims  a  relationship  to  Baptisia.  It  is  similar  to  the  latter 
remwly  in  tlie  stupor,  in  the  intolerance  of  the  bed  (the  patient  com- 
plaining that  it  feels  too  hard),  and  in  the  falling  asleep  while  answer- 
ing fpiostiouj^  Arnica,  I  think,  suits  more  when  there  is  tendency  to 
ajviplectic  ct^mgestion,  when  the  stu|K)r  is  so  profound  that  both  hIooI 
and  urine  are  passeti  involuntarily.  The  intensity  of  the  involvement 
of  the  brain  is  shown  by  the  loud,  snorini;  respiration.  Then,  t<H»,  in 
Arnica  we  find  suggillations,  sometimes  callwl  ecchyraoses. 

Lachefiis  also  comes  forward  as  similar  to  Baptisia.  You  will  reo<»g- 
nize  the  resemblances  between  the  remedies  in  the  offensiveness  of  the 
discharges,  in  the  putridity  of  the  exhalations  and  in  the  exw^wive 
pnistmlion.  I  think  I  have  seen  apparently  hopeless  cases  reaet  under 
the  l>enign  inliuence  of  this  remedy.  A-s  an  animal  jwison  I  think  it  is 
adeej)er  |>enetrating  remedy  tlian  Baptisia,  and,  in  consequence,  sluudd 
be  csdletl  for  in  worse  cases.  It  may  Ijc  di^^tinguiMlied  by  the  following 
symptoms:  Trembling  of  the  tongue  when  attempting  to  protrude  it, 
or  it  catches  on  the  teeth  during  the  act.  When  he  succeetls  in  getting 
it  out  it  hangs  there  tremblingly,  and  he  may  not  even  have  sense 
enungh  to  take  it  in  again.  Iltemorrhages  are  fre<]uent  in  the  l^chejiis 
|Hitient.  Bloo<l  may  esca|»e  from  almost  every  orifice  of  the  body.  The 
li|is  crack  and  ooze  a  dark  or  black i^h  blood.  Dark  blood  escA(>et 
from  the  bowels.  This,  after  standing  awhile,  de]H)sits  a  sediment 
which  \***tka  like  charred  straw.  In  S4n'ere  cases  there  is  marked  intol- 
erance to  light  pressure.  Even  when  the  sensorium  appears  to  be  |»er- 
feclly  l)ennmbe<l  the  patient  resists  the  slightest  touch  about  the  nei^k. 
In  still  worse  casea,  you  have  to  se{>arate  it  from  Baptisia  when  there 
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18  approaching  cerebral  paralysis,  dropping  of  the  lower  jaw  and  invol- 
antary  putrid  discharges. 

Muriatic  acid  bears  some  resemblance  to  Baptisia  in  the  great  pros- 
tration, in  the  decomposition  of  fluids  and  in  the  low  form  of  delirium^ 
But  it  seems  to  me  that  the  general  character  of  its  symptoms  is  not 
sufficiently  similar  to  those  of  the  other  remedy  to  make  a  distinction 
difficult.  The  Muriatic  acid  weakness  is  so  great  that  the  patient  is 
unable  to  make  the  sh'ght  exertion  required  to  maintain  the  head  on  the 
pillow,  he  therefore  slides  down  to  the  foot  of  the  bed. 

Now  a  word  about  Baptisia  in  other  diseases  than  typhoid  fevers.  In 
such  affections  it  is  indicated  by  the  symptoms  already  mentioned.  In 
dysentery  you  will  give  it  when  the  discharges  are  offensive,  and  contain 
blood,  and  are  attended  by  tenesmus,  but  with  a  significant  absence  of 
pain,  showing  an  alarming  depression  of  vitality. 

Baptisia  has  proved  itself  one  of  our  best  remedies  in  diphtheria, 
when  it  has  assumed  a  typhoid  type.  Some  of  the  sympto^ms  already 
mentioned  will  be  present.  The  mouth  is  excessively  putrid.  The 
membrane  is  dark  and  exhibits  a  gangrenous  tendency.  Sometimes, 
early  in  the  disease,  you  will  observe  this  characteristic :  The  patient 
can  only  swallow  liquids.  Give  him  milk  and  he  will  drink  it.  Give 
him  solid  food  and  he  rejects  it  at  once. 

AUanthvs  is  to  be  compared  with  Baptisia  in  typhoid  conditions, 
scarlatina  and  diphtheria.  It  produces  an  even  more  profound  stupor 
than  the  latter  rem^y.  There  is  a  well-marked,  excoriating,  watery 
discharge  from  the  nose,  making  the  upper  lip  sore.  The  rash,  if  any 
exist,  is  of  a  livid  purplish  hue,  thus  denoting  the  poisoned  state  of  the 
blood. 

I  hope  now  with  this  lecture  you  may  be  able  to  properly  place  G«l- 
semium,  Baptisia,  Rhus  tox.  and  Lachesis  in  your  mind  as  so  many 
distinct  pictures,  which  are  to  be  brought  up  in  times  of  necessity  to  be 
used  according  to  their  symptoms  and  their  applications. 
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lielladonna,

Tub  drugs  cx)mpo8iDg  this  group  of  remedies  present  great  similari' 
ties  in  their  respective  symptomatologies.  The  first  three  remedies  on 
the  above  list  are  continually  in  use,  even  in  an  average  practice. 
There  is  scarcely  a  symptom  of  one  of  tliem  wliich  cannot  be  found 
almost  the  same  in  one  of  the  others.  The  resemblances  are,  iu  fact, 
perplexingly  similar.  I  have  arranged  the  remedit.'S  on  the  board,  not 
botanically,  but  rather  acx.^rtling  to  their  medicinal  relations.  For 
instance,  the  first  four  on  the  list  attack  prominently  the  brain,  and 
have  narcotic  properties;  they  are,  therefore,  placed  iu  one  group. 

Then  wo  have  Tabacum,  which  also  has  narcotic  properties*,  but 
which  acts  also  on  other  parts  of  the  body  than  the  brain.  Then  next 
comes  I}uframara,  which  contains  a  small  quantity  of  S4»lani»e,  and  In 
only  slightly  narcotic.  A  large  quantity  of  this  drug  would  be  re- 
quired to  develop  the  soporific  cfiects  which  can  be  obtained  from  Stra- 
monium or  Ilyoscyamus.  Then  lastly  we  have  Capsicum^  which  is 
decidedly  irritant  or  acrid.  Placed  on  the  skin  it  acts  as  a  blister  or 
counter  irritant.  It  has  possibly  some  narcotic  effecte,  but  it  diffen 
almost  entirely  from  the  otJier  members  of  tlie  group.  The  resem- 
blanct.^  U'twecu  tlic  fii"st  three  named  are  so  great,  and  arc  so  n«*arly 
**  idan"  that  it  is  not  well  to  follow  one  with  the  other.  There  are 
0ome  8ymptoms  of  Belladonna  and  Uyoscyamus  which  are  op|>obite, 
uotso  much  in  tlie  phraseology  by  which  they  are  e.^pre?iseil,  for  tliey 
may  rea^l  almost  exactly  alike;  but  they  are  results  acting  in  op])o^tc 
directions,  consequently  they  sometimes  serve  to  antidote  each  other. 
£ti>i)eeiatly  is  tins  true  of  the  skin  symptoms. 
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Belladonna. 

Belladonna  or  the  deadly  nightBhade  was  known  to  the  medical 
world  as  early  as  1500  A.  D.  The  A'^enetians  named  the  plant  *^  herba 
bclla  donnOf"  from  the  cli-curastance  that  the  ladlea  uned  it  in  distilled 
water  as  a  cosmetic.  The  plant,  e8j>ecially  the  leaves,  yields  the  well- 
known  Atropine,  as  well  as  Asparagine,  and  also  Ume  and  other  alka- 
line substances.  The  root  too  contains  Atropine,  ultlmugh  in  variable 
pro]K>rtions.  Belladonna  is  intensely  poisonous  to  man,  though  herbiv- 
orous animals  may  eat  it  with  impunity. 

Studied  as  a  {K>i@on  Belladonna  <^uses  the  following  symptoms :  Eyes 
dry  and  injected ;  face  red,  turgid,  and  hot ;  skin  scarlet  or  studded 
with  papillfG,  all  but,  identical  with  those  in  scarlatina ;  violont  con- 
gestions, especially  to  the  head;  mouth  and  throat  distressingly  dry; 
tills  last  sensation  extends  downwards,  compelling  frequent  swallowing, 
and  suflbcative  spasms  of  fauces  and  glottis.  Thirst  is  violent,  yet 
water  Aggravates;  vertigo,  confusion,  hallucination,  and  finally  stupor. 
The  pupils  are  so  much  dilated  as  to  nearly  obscure  tlie  iris.  Jactita- 
tion of  the  muscles ;  convulsions.  Such  poisoning  cases  are  not  un- 
common io  Europe,  where  the  plant  is  native,  and  where  its  berries 
have  been  mistaken  for  cherries.  In  this  w^uutiy,  too,  it  has  been 
accidentally  taken,  and  employed  also  in  attempts  at  suicide.  To  auti- 
tlote  it,  \ise  the  stomach  pump,  emetics  of  hot  mtistard  water,  and 
strong  coffee  without  milk  or  sugar. 

Belladonna  as  a  homceopathic  remedy  is  almost  as  old  as  the  ar$ 
itself.  Our  symptomatology  from  provings  and  poisoning  cases  enables 
us  to  employ  the  drug  with  mathematical  certainty,  so  far  as  its  selec- 
tion is  concerned.  But  like  all  jxtlychrests,  it  is  abused  by  hurried  and 
careless  practitioners,  aud  so  is  often  given  when  its  resemblances  to  the 
oases  under  treatment  are  quite  superficial  and  partial. 

Belladonna  has  so  often  come  up  in  tlie  preceding  lectures  of  this 
course  in  comparing  it  with  other  drugs  that  you  are  already  somewhat 
familiar  with  it.  For  this  reason  many  of  the  symptoms  of  the  drug 
may  be  jiaseed  over  in  hurried  review.  But  first  of  all  let  me  tell  you 
something  of  the  general  character  of  Belladonna.  It  seems  to  be 
best  suited  to  persons  of  a  plethoric  habit  who  are  subject  to  conges- 
tions, especially  to  the  head  more  than  to  any  other  part  of  the  body, 
who  are  rather  fle^shy  and  phleguiatic,  something  akiu  to  Calcarm 
(Mtrinnimy  without  the  pallor  of  that  remedy.  They  are  pleasant  and 
jglly  enough  when  well,  but  they  become  exceedingly  irritable  aud 
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ovprl)cnnn^  when  sick.  This  pleasant  smMability  which  seern«  t<>  make 
them  so  comjmnionable,  seems  to  he  converte<I  into  the  o|)p<ji«itc  rtmdi- 
tion  when  they  are  afflicted  by  illnew.  Belladonna,  when  it  is  to  be 
«se<l  fr»r  children,  demands  that  there  must  be  some  wrebnil  symptoms 
present.  There  must  be  some  irritation  of  the  brain,  as  shown  by 
jerking  of  the  limbs,  irritability  making  the  child  fret,  or  abwlute 
meningeal  inflammation. 

The  character  of  the  diaeases  in  which  Belladonna  is  indicated  is 
acute,  sudden  and  violent-  The  very  rapidity  of  the  onset  of  the 
trouble  should  at  once  suggest  Belladonna.  For  example,  a  child  is 
perfectly  well  on  going  to  bed,  A  few  hour?  afterwards  it  is  arousetl 
with  violent  symptoms,  jerking  of  the  limbs,  irritation  of  the  brain, 
and  screaming  out  during  sleep.  All  these  symptoms  suggest  liella- 
donna. 

80  too  in  inflammations,  if  they  are  violent  and  come  suddenly,  and 
are  almost  overwhelming  in  their  intensity.  Belladonna  is  again  sug- 
gested. We  may  think  of  it  in  abscess,  whether  this  be  an  al»sice*s  of 
the  tonsil,  a  boil,  or  any  other  kind  of  abscess  when  pus  d('Veln(»s  with 
lightning-like  rapidity.  Hence  we  find  it  indicated  in  phlogmonoua 
erysi|)elns,  which  quickly  goes  on  to  suppuration.  The  affected  parts 
become  greatly  swollen.  Pus  works  its  way  through  the  tissues 'between 
the  various  muscles.  The  very  suddenness  of  the  atta<"k  suggests 
Belladonna.  Th6  pains  are  quite  consistent  with  this  character  of  tlie 
drug.  They  come  suddenly  and  last  a  greater  or  less  length  of  time, 
and  tlien  cea.se  as  suddenly  as  they  began.  So  much  for  the  general 
character  of  Bella<Ionna. 

The  action  of  Bella<lonna  on  the  brain  must  be  understo<»d  before 
we  can  proceed  farther.  It  does  not  seem  to  me,  reviewing  the  symp- 
toms of  the  drug,  that  Belladonna  cauf^cA  so  much  a  positive  inflamma- 
tion of  the  meninges  as  it  does  develop  the  colhUeral  symptoms  of  tJie 
iDilammation.  Thus  Aconiie  causes  an  absolute  inflammation  of  the 
meninges  with  an  increase  of  exudation ;  then  again,  BtifOfiia  causes 
an  inflammation,  with  an  exudation  of  leucocytes  and  bh>o«l  plasma, 
constituting  complete  inflammation.  BeUadonua  seems  rather  to  pro- 
voke oongestion.  The  surcharged  bloodvessels  seem  to  have  ruptured, 
and  have  produced  little  reddish  spots  or  ecchymoses  in  the  tissQes, 
exciting  thus  a  congestive  irritation  of  the  brain  beneath  the  membrane. 
What  exudation  does  follow  this  congestive  irritation  is  that  of  serum, 
and  is  just  the  kind  of  exudation  that  always  results  from  venous  con- 
gestion.    It  is  not  the  inflammatory  exudation,  rich  in  plasma,  whicli 
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is  pictured  under  Bryojiiaf  Apis^  and  Suiphuff  but  not  under  Bella- 
donna. Still  Belladonna  prrvduces  so  many  collateral  symptoms  of 
cerebnil  irritation,  that  we  find  its  use  indijipensal»le  in  this  condition. 
What  are  the  particular  symptoms  which  indicate  it?  They  are  these: 
Congestion  of  the  head.  This  may  in  its  milder  form  consist  of  a 
simple  feeling  of  heat  about  the  head,  the  feet  being  cold.  At  other 
times  and  in  more  violent  forms  we  find  the  face  red  and  the  whites  of 
the  eyes  somewhat  injected.  The  patient  complains  of  a  severe  throl»- 
bing  headache.  He  may  be  either  drowsy  or  very  wakeful.  Fre- 
quently these  latter  symptoms  alternate,  that  is,  at  times  the  patient  is 
drowsy  and  falls  into  a  heavy  slumber,  and  is  aroused  from  this  start  letl, 
crying  out,  or  giving  some  evidence  of  cerebral  irritation,  such  as  jerking 
of  the  limbs  and  twitching  of  individual  muscles,  and,  as  this  furni  of 
irritation  advances,  we  find  the  eyes  re<l,  the  whites  or  the  eyes  looking 
almast  like  raw  beef.  The  carotid  arterite  throb  so  violently  that  their 
pulsations  are  visible  to  the  unaided  eye.  This  congestion  jiroceeils  to 
an  inilammatory  irritation.  We  find  intense  throbbing  in  tlie  head, 
with  sharp  shooting  puin*^,  making  the  patient  scream  or  cringe,  so 
violent  are  they.  These  pains  come  almost  like  a  flash,  and  disap|)car 
as  Buddenly  as  they  came.  At  first  the  patient  cannot  sleep.  He  is  iu 
this  unfortunate  predicament,  he  is  sleepy,  yet  he  cannot  sleep.  Aa  the 
symptoms  advance,  especially  iu  children,  there  is  boring  of  the  hexid 
into  the  pillows,  the  head  is  thrown  backwanls  and  there  is  rolling  of 
the  hcud  from  side  to  si<le.  Some  64|uint  is  noticed.  The  pupils  are 
dilatc<l.  There  is  grinding  of  the  twth.  The  face  is  now  bright  red 
or  else  the  congestion  is  so  violent  as  to  make  it  almast  purple.  If 
the  patient  is  a  child  whose  fontanelle  has  not  yet  closed^  you  can  feel 
it  tense  and  bulging  up  above  the  convexity  of  the  skull,  and  throb- 
bing and  thutiiping  with  each  puls;ition  of  the  heart.  Convulsions 
often  ensue,  particularly  in  children,  and  these  convulsions  are  very 
violent,  tlistorting  the  bo<ly  in  every  conceivable  manner,  opisthotonos 
pretldidnating.  The  urine  is  either  scanty  or  suppresseil.  Now  the 
various  symptoms,  subjective  and  objective,  which  belong  to  this  con- 
dition are  these:  First,  there  is  jerking  in  sleep,  or  even  when  awake. 
On  closing  bis  eyes  the  patient  is  very  apt  to  see  abnormal  visions. 
These  usually  disappear  on  opening  the  eyes.  At  other  times  he  has 
a  sensation  as  though  he  was  falling.  Thus  the  patient,  if  a  child, 
suddenly  arouses  from  sleep,  clutches  at  the  air,  and  trembles  as  if  from 
fear.     Sometimes  tliia  symptom  is  owing  to  dreams,  at  other  times  to 
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eevere  pain  in  the  head,  which,  by  its  severity,  alarms  the  child  and 
awakens  it,  and  at  fitiil  otliern,  to  this  sensation,  &n  if  it  were /ailing. 

Sometimes  we  find  the  patients  with  this  cerebral  irritation  lying  in 
a  8tu|>or.  They  can  scarcely  be  aroused,  an<l  when  aroused  they  are 
always  violent,  tossing  about,  striking  thoee  near  them,  tearing  their 
clothes,  all  evidences  of  excitement,  which,  if  ni)t  actually  due  to  in- 
flammation, approach  to  that  condition. 

In  inflammation  of  the  brain  or  its  membranes  Belladonna  mn-t 
give  place  to  other  drugs  when  exudation  takes  place,  whether  there  bo 
a  simple  or  a  tuliercular  meningitis  present.  There  is  very  little  rela- 
tion between  B^'Uadonna  and  tulwrcular  meningitis.  TuWrcular  men- 
ingitis is  slow  in  its  course.  Thus  we  have  !>uggested  at  omxi  S^tlphur, 
Cnlmrea^  Apis,  and  deeper  and  slower  acting  remedies  than  Bella- 
donna. Then  ajjain,  when  exudation  has  taken  place,  as  indicated  by 
the  persistence  of  this  rolling  of  the  head  and  sudden  shrieking,  we 
know  that  we  must  resort  to  other  remciHes,  principally  to  Apis, 
Brycmiaf  too,  often  comes  in  after  Belladonna,  when  the  face  is  flushed 
re«l  or  is  alternately  red  and  pale.  The  sliglitc'Ht  attempt  to  move  the 
child  mak6s  it  shriek  with  pain.  The  pupils  do  not  react  readily  to 
light.  The  child  has  thb  chewing  njotion  of  the  mouth  as  though  it 
were  chewing  or  sucking.  The  resemblances  between  the  two  remcdiw 
are  so  great  as  to  make  a  selection  often  perplexing.  B<>th  reme<li*.^ 
have  haste  in  drinking  water,  both  have  crying  out  with  pain,  both 
have  aggravation  fmm  motion,  and  Iwth  have  constijwtion.  At  times 
you  will  find  it  very  difficult  to  distinguish  l)etween  the  two. 

To  8e|>arate  Belladonna  from  Acoriite  is  easier.  The  fevers  caunKxl  by 
the  two  drugs  are  distinguished  in  the  following  manner:  B^-'llaiKmna 
does  not  produce  fever  primarily  from  it?  action  on  the  symp:ith<^tic 
nervous  system;  Aconite  does  do  that.  Belladonna  acts  secondarily 
on  the  syniputhetic  and  primarily  on  the  ccrcbro-spin-jl  nervous  system, 
hence  is  of  us^e  only  when  that  system  is  involved,  which  in  children 
occurs  very  early  in  the  case.  In  adults  it  is  apt  to  commonoi  as  a 
fever,  cerebral  symptoms  ensuing ;  thus  Belladonna  becomes  the  remedy. 
In  the  l>cginning  of  fever,  Aconite  is  preferable  when  there  is  this  vio- 
lent anguish  of  mind,  with  restlessness,  to!?sing  about,  fear  of  death, 
dry,  hot  skin,  full,  bounding  pulse,  some  hallucinations,  some  crying 
out  in  sleep,  and  some  muttering  or  foolish  talk  which  belongs  to  the 
fever.  These  cerebral  symptoms  result  from  the  high  temperature  and 
not  from  direct  inflammation  of  the  brain.  But  sujipose  this  case  goes 
on  until  the  brain  becomes  involved.    The  skin  becomes  bo  hot  that  it 
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burns  the  examining  hand,  or  if  you  raise  the  be<J-elolh4!S  ihero 
'  seems  to  come  forth  a  hot  steam  from  the  patient.  That  is  the  kind  of 
heat  thitt  belongs  to  Belladonna.  At  otlier  timeH,  along  with  tliis  heat 
there  is  hot  sweat  (whieh  is  not  so  characteristic  of  Aconite),  particu- 
larly about  the  head  and  face.  Looking  at  the  patient,  you  see  the 
sweat  standing  out  iu  beads  on  the  forehead,  and  it  is  hot.  Then,  too, 
to  enalile  us  to  distinguish  still  further,  we  have,  prominently,  the»e 
cerebral  symptoms;  jerking  in  sleep,  hallucinations,  visions,  and  court- 
ing death  rather  than  fearing  it.  This  is  often  the  case  iu  rheumatic 
fever.  The  whole  system  seems  to  be  involved,  pro<lucing  general 
fever  with  ]mn\  in  the  joints  flying  about  from  place  to  place.  This 
fever  is  almost  always  associated  with  profuse  »our  bweat,  which  give« 
no  relief  whatever.  The  patient  seems  to  soak  everytJiing  aliout  him 
with  the  sweat,  and  ttie  more  he  sweats  the  moi*e  he  does  not  seem  to 
get  any  better.     Aconite  does  no  gf>o*i  here  but  Belladonna  does. 

When  the  fever  has  somewhat  subsided,  and  the  sweat  still  continues, 
3fcrcunus  is  the  proper  remedy  to  follow. 

In  typhoid  types  of  fever  Belladonna  is  indicated  sometimes  in  the 
beginning  of  the  disease.  It  is  indicated  in  the  stage  of  excitement 
when  the  congestion  of  the  brain  predominate*'.  AVe  find  furious  de- 
lirium, with  strreaming  out  and  violent  ellorls  to  escape  from  the  had  or 
the  house.  The  face  is  red,  either  a  bright  or  deep  red,  bordering  on 
the  purple  ;  the  pupils  are  dilated  and  the  eves  injected.  The  patient  is 
full  of  fear,  imagining  that  all  sorts  of  accidents  are  al>out  to  happen  to 
him.  •The  urine  is  scanty,  and  when  passed  it  is  ufi»ually  a  bright  deep- 
yellow,  with  or  without  sediment.  The  feet  are  apt  to  be  cold.  The 
patient  now  falls  into  a  heavy  snoring  sleep  ;  this  sleep  is  not  quiet,  for 
there  is  apt  to  be  associatal  with  it  some  evidi-nce  v(  cerebral  irri- 
tation, as  jerking  of  muscles,  twitching  of  limbs,  and  crying  out. 
No  matter  how  profound  is  this  sleep,  it  is  never  a  perfectly  quiet  stu- 
|)or;  if  it  is.  Belladonna  is  not  the  remetly.  You  will  see  from  this 
that  Belladonna  is  indicated  not  from  any  changes  in  the  brain  caus^^d 
by  the  poisonc<l  blood,  but  from  changes  resulting  from  congestion  or 
inflammation.  When  the  disease  has  gone  so  far  as  to  caune  alterations 
in  the  fluids  of  the  body,  Belladonna  is  decreasingly  indicated  as  thc^ 
changes  advance.  Then  you  should  have  recourse  to  such  remedies  as 
Uyoscyamusy  Ilhiis  (ox.f  I^chesis,  and  many  others. 

Sfjnietimrs,  wc  have  a  condition  differing  from  the  one  already  de- 
stTibed,  and  yet  Belladonna  may  be  the  remedy.  .Tliis  condition  is 
oAen  perplexing.   The  face  is  pale  instead  of  red.   Now  this  indication 
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is  just  as  characteristic  of  Belladonna  as  is  the  reil  face.  It  is  usually 
associatetl  with  irritation  of  the  brain  and  starting  in  sleep.  It  occurv 
usually  in  summer  complaint,  during  dentition,  and  in  colic  and  vimilar 
diseases. 

The  pulse  is  either  full  and  hard,  as  under  Aconite,  or  it  is  slow.  It 
i:S  slow  when  the  cerebral  congestion  is  suffieently  great  to  cause  some 
pressure  on  the  brain.  Here  again  you  find  an  illustration  of  the  alter- 
nating effeets  of  Belladonna.  The  pulse  may  be  rapid  for  awhile,  and 
th«n  it  will  become  slow,  and  so  it  alternates. 

We  have  already  seen  how  Belladonna  may  be  indir'ut<'<l  in  inllam- 
mation  of  the  brain.  It  is  also  a  valuable  remofly  in  inllatnmafiou  of 
other  parts  of  the  body.  For  instance,  we  find  it  to  be  the  best,  though 
by  no  means  the  only  remedy  we  have  in  otitis  media,  or  inflammation 
of  the  middle  ear.  This  disease  will  perplex  you  at  limt*«*.  The.sym|>- 
toms  ai*e  very  severe.  The  child  puts  its  hands  to  its  head,  and  you  utay 
erroneously  presume  the  trouble  to  be  there.  The  jmins  are  digging, 
boring,  and  tearing  in  character,  and  are  necessarily  so  on  a(\K>unt  of 
the  anatomical  relations  of  the  parts  affecletl.  Tlu-y  come  etiddenly, 
and  are  very  violent.  They  seem  to  shoot  into  the  otlier  ear,  or  into  the 
head,  with  buzzing  and  roaring  in  the  ears.  Now  if  you  examine  the  ear, 
yon  will  tind  the  membrana  tympani  bulging  outwards,  its  bliM)dve:»sels 
very  much  injected,  in  fact,  it  presents  a  highly  inflametl  apiK'urance. 
There  is  rapid  formation  of  pus,  which  seeks  to  e-scape  either  by  burst- 
ing the  membrane,  by  the  Eustachian  tube,  or  through  some  internal 
part,  lu  case  it  takes  the  latter  course,  it  proiluces  alarming  if  n»t  fatal 
syntptoms.  It  is  your  duty  to  recognize  this  disease  early,  at  wliieh 
time  you  will  have  a  chance  of  siiving  the  ear.  Belladonna  is  believeil 
to  be  our  best  remedy  for  the  disease  in  its  early  stages;  later,  we  have 
other  remedies  indicated,  aM  Tlcpfir  and  Ti'ffurium. 

Tdlnrium  causes  inflammation  of  the  middle  ear,  with  rupture  of 
the  membrana  tympani,  and  pouring  out  of  pus,  which  may,  at  first, 
\h*  laudable,  but  afterwards  becomes  very  oflensive,  having  an  odor  like 
tliat  of  herring-brine. 

In  inflammations  of  the  eyes,  as  in  conjunctivitis  or  sclerotitis,  we 
find  Belladonna  indicated  by  the  suddenueai  of  tl)e  pains,  by  the  sad- 
dennem  of  the  attack,  and  by  the  violence  of  the  symptoms.  There  is 
^reat  intolerance  of  light.  The  eye  feels  as  if  enormously  swollen. 
Th«  cotijunctiva  is  bright  re<l.  These  symptoms  give  you  a  i)erfect 
picture  for  IWIladonna.  It  seems  to  attack  the  right  eye  more  than  the 
left.     It  iu  the  intense  congtstion  which  guides  us  in  the  eye-aflTcctions 
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of  Belliulonim;  and  the  same  remark  applies  equally  to  neuralgias  in 
and  alxnit  the  eye, 

SpU/t'Ua  has  mauy  eye-jwins  like  those  of  Belladonna,  but  they  are 
left-8ide<l  and  hick  the  intense  congestion. 

Amj/l  nifritc  is  similar  to  Belladonnnj  being  indicated  when  the  eyes 
and  face  are  red. 

Pariti  (juadnfoUa  is  exoellent  when  there  are  pains  as  if  the  eyes 
were  drawn  back. by  strings;  the  eyelxills  feel  top  large  (like  Spigelia). 

Pruniis  has  a  crushing  paiu,  or  sensation  as  if  the  eyes  were  pressed 
asunder,  or  sharp  piercing  pains  through  and  around  the  eye. 

Belladonna  pro«laces  inilamniation  of  the  throat.  The  tongue  in 
such  cases  is  usually  bright  red,  the  papillte  are  enlarged  or  elevated, 
giving  it  a  resemblance  to  the  strawberry  (and  hence  it  has  been  called 
the  strawberry  tongue).  At  times,  you  tind  the  tongue  coated  with  a 
thin  white  layer  on  the  dorsum,  with  the  enlargetl  red  papillw  showing 
through  this  layer  of  white.  But  as  the  case  advances  this  coating  peels 
off,  leaving  a  bright  red,  highly -inflamed  tongue^  The  throat  is  a 
prominent  point  of  attack  in  the  Belladonna  proving.  The  inthimraa- 
tion  which  it  develops  there  is  of  a  very  common  kind.  Looking  into 
the  throat,  you  tind  the  fauces  inflamed  and  bright  red ;  the  tonsils 
enlargetl,  particularly  the  right,  with  tendency  of  the  disease  to  extend 
towards  the  left.  All  these  symptoms  have  the  same  rapidity  of  prog- 
ress that  we  noticed  with  the  Belladonna  symptoms  elsewhere.  There 
is  great  contraction  of  tJie  fauces  and  glottin,  so  that  any  attempt  to 
swallow  is  followed  by  sudden  constriction  of  the  throat  and  ejection 
of  the  food  through  the  nose  and  mouth.  The  patient  makes  an  attempt 
to  drink,  and  the  moment  the  water  touches  the  fauces  it  is  ejected,  and 
escapes  in  any  way  it  can.  The  patient  seems  to  be  worse  from  swal- 
lowing fluids,  more  so,  in  fact,  than  from  either  saliva  Qr  solids.  The 
t(»nsila  rapidly  suppurate;  the  glands  in  the  neck,  externally,  are  com- 
monly involved,  and  are  to  be  felt  as  hard  but  very  sensitive  kernels  in 
the  neck.  Sometimes,  you  find  a  pearly-white  exudate  on  the  fauces, 
which  is  seen  to  be  mucus  and  not  tibrin.  There  is,  therefore,  strictly 
6{>eaking,  no  resemblance  between  the  Belladonna  inflammation  and  that 
characteristic  of  diphtheria  or  membranous  croup,  so  that  when  Bella- 
donna is  administeretl  in  diphtheria  it  must  be  indicated  on  other 
symptoms  than  those  belonging  to  the  membrane.  The  genenil  char- 
acter of  diphtheria  is  that  of  blood-poisoning,  while  Belladonna  does 
Dot  poJHon  the  blood.  When  you  give  Belladonna  in  diphtheria,  there- 
fore, be  certsiiu  that  it  is  t)je  remc«ly  or  you  will  lose  valuable  time.    It 
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may,  CKx.*a*!iionalIy,  he  the  remedy  in  the  early  stages  when  the  violcu.x 
of  the  attack  calls  for  it. 

Let  me  here  remiad  you  that  Lycopodium  affects  the  right  tonnil, 
that  it  produces  high  temperature,  crying  out  during  sleep,  and  awaking 
from  sleep  cross  and  irritable.  Thepo  syniptomH  we  found  under  Bella- 
donna also ;  so  be  sure  when  you  give  the  latter  remedy  that  Lycopo- 
dium is  not  the  one  that  is  indicated. 

Then,  ajfain,you  sl^uld  think  of  Apis.  Apis  is  a  magnificent  remedy 
ifi  diphtheria.  The  exudate  is  more  on  the  right  tonsil  ;  the  throat  is 
bright  red  and  rosy ;  the  tongue  i.s  re<l,  and  the  fever  is  very  high  ;  the 
skin  dry  and  hot,  the  pulse  accelerated,  and  the  patient  very  n.'stless. 

But,  in  tonsillitis  or  quinsy,  Belladonna  stands  at  the  head  of  the 
list  of  remedies.  Here  it  far  exceeds  Apis  in  therapeutic  value,  because 
it  attacks  the  (wircnchyma  of  the  organ.  The  inflammation  caused  by 
Apis  is  superficial,  only  involving  the  mucous  surface.  In  throat  dis- 
eases Belladonna  forms  an  interesting  little  group  with  Hepar^  Mer^ 
curiufiy  Sificea,  niu}^Si(lphur. 

When,  aOer  the  exhibition  of  Belladonna,  and  in  spite  of  that  rem- 
edy, pus  forms,  as  indicate*!  by  the  rigors  and  chills,  and  the  sharp, 
lancinating  pains  with  throbbing,  yon  should  change  from  that  riMuedy 
to  Hepnr.     Even  then,  yoy  may  Ix?  able  to  prevent  ali^.-e^. 

Change  to  Mercurius  if  pus  has  already  forme<3  and  the  tonsil  ii 
enlargc<l  and  encroaches  on  ncighlxiring  parts,  and  the  breathing  is 
labored.  You  notice  that  pus  has  shown  itsilf ;  Mcrcurius  given  low, 
and  repeatedly,  will  cause  quick  breaking  of  this  aljscess,  and  thus 
will  relieve  all  these  symptoms.  If  you  give  Mercurius  at  first  you 
will  greatly  lengthen  the  course  of  your  case. 

Sometimes  you  must  have  recourse  to  Silicea,  when  the  alis<."ess  has 
dis<:'harge<I  and  refuses  to  heal.  Pus  keep  on  forming  and  grows  less 
and  less  laudable,  and  dark  and  fcetid,  and  disagreeaf)le  to  the  taste. 

In  some  of  these  canL's  Silicea  fails;  then  we  will  have  to  interpolate 
a  few  doses  of  Sufphurf  which  genemlly  has  the  desired  effect. 

There  is  another  remedy  that  we  have  used  843mevvhat  in  this  city, 
and  that  is  the  Amyfjflnhi  permca.  This  drug  causes  a  dark  rctl  injei> 
tion  of  the  fauces,  uvula,  and  tonsils,  with  sharp  pains  causing  oonstd- 
erable  difficulty  in  swallowing;  sometimes,  they  are  so  severe  as  to 
make  the  patient  cry  out.  With  these  symptoms  it  n>uy  Ik?  used  iu 
diphtheria.  I  have  myself  cured  cases  of  this  disease  with  Amygdala 
perhitTi  alone,  when  tlnTc  were  present  this  dark  red  color  of  the  throat, 
the  sudden  sharp  jMiins,  and  marked  general  pnjstration.     Amygthili

develops  the  prostratetl,  tire<i  feeling  which  h  incident  to  the  first  days 
of  diphtheria. 

In  iiirtamniations  about  the  abdomen  wo  find  Belladonna  the  remedy  ; 
for  instance,  in  peritonitis,  whether  accompanied  by  metritis  or  not,  aud 
whether  or  not  it  is  of  puerperal  origin.  The  8ymi>toms  which  cjdl  for 
it  are  these:  Comraencing  tympanites;  the  alMJomen  is  swollen  up 
like  a  drum,  and  very  sensitive  to  the  touch,  so  much  so,  in  fact,  that 
the  patient  \rants  all  the  bed-clothini^  removed.  The  lea^t  jarring  in 
the  room  makes  the  patient  worse.  For  in'*tanee,  if  you  sfjould  unex- 
pectedly kick  your  foot  against  the  bed  in  walking  near  him,  you  cause 
him  to  complain  of  pain.  You  will  also  notice  the  pungent  heat  of 
which  I  have  already  spoken  to  you.  The  alxlomen  feels  extremely  hot 
to  your  hand.  On  raising  the  bed-clothes  there  appears  to  issue  fortli 
the  hot  steam  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made.  There  is 
marked  cerebral  irritation.  The  lo<'hiaI  discharge  is  apt  to  be  scanty 
or  suppressed. 

Tilia  Earopea  is  a  drug  that  I  feel  certain  has  not  received  due 
credit  from  the  profession.  It  is  useful  in  puerperal  metritis  when  there 
is  intense  sore  feeling  alwut  the  uterus ;  there  is  also  marke*!  beariug- 
dowo,  with  hot  sweat  which  gives  no  relief. 

A  remedy  very  ct>mmonIy  used  by  allojwiths  is  Ttrebinfhuuu  Xow, 
the  symptoms  which  this  drug  has  actually  producctl  are  the^e:  Bear- 
ing down  in  the  uterine  region,  burning  like  tiro  al)ont  the  hypogas- 
trium,  burning  on  urinating,  the  urine  is  often  cloudy  and  dark,  having 
a  muddy  appearance.  In  these  cases,  the  tongue  is  apt  tc)  be  dry  and 
red. 

For  this  feeling  of  soreness  in  the  uterus,  Dr.  Jeanes  used  a  prepa- 
ration of  honey  with  salt,  Mei  cum  sale.  Ho  use<l  it  in  the  thini  or 
sixth  attenuation.  His  key-note  for  the  selection  of  the  drug  was  feel- 
ing of  soreness  in  the  hy|>ogastric  region  extending  from  ilium  to  ilium. 
This  is  an  important  indication  in  uterine  displacements  ami  in  the 
commencement  of  metritis. 

We  have  next  to  speak  of  the  action  of  Belladonna  on  the  skin.  It 
causes  at  first  an  erythema,  a  bright  scarlet  redness  of  the  sklii ;  tlie 
skin  becomes  exceedingly  sensitive  to  the  touch.  Sometimes,  this  ery- 
thema consists  in  a  uniform  blush  over  the  entire  surface  of  the  l)ody 
8U<'h  as  we  have  in  the  Sydenham  variety  of  scarlatina.  At  other  times 
it  has  an  erysipelatous  appearance,  coming  as  it  <loes  in  streaks  which 
Start  from  some  central  point  and  r&rliate  in  all  directions  from  that 
(K)int,the  color  usually  being  quite  bright,  the  swelling  rapid  with  very 
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quick  involvemcDt  of  the  cellular  tieisue  bcnf?ath  the  skin  and  in  some 
cases,  rapUl  fonnation  of  pus,  which  burrows  deeply  into  the  oellotar 
tissue.  Thus  you  have  a  true  picture  of  phlegmonous  erysipelas.  With 
these  symptoms,  you  do  not  often  find  development  of  vesicles  or  pos- 
tules.  lustead  of  this,  you  find  the  surface  smooth,  e-hining  and  tense. 
Pains  are  violent  and  sharp.  They  are  of  a  lancinating  and  stinging 
character  and  usually  associated  with  a  great  deal  of  throbbing,  particu- 
larly if  the  deeper  parts  are  involved  in  the  inflammation. 

If  the  erysipelaf<  should  attack  the  face,  it  almost  always  l)egin8  on 
the  right  side  with  tendency  towards  the  left.  There  is  ulmoect  alvrays 
a  tendency  to  cerebral  irritation.  The  younger  the  patient,  the  gn-atiT 
is  tliis  tendency  manifested.  Do  not  confound  this  cerebral  irritation 
with  metastasis  of  erysii>elas  to  the  brain.  It  is  a  simple  irritation 
caused  either  by  the  amount  of  fever,  by  the  severity  of  the  paiu,  or  by 
the  poisoning  of  the  blooti,  or  possibly  all  three ;  but  it  in  not  a  true 
metastasis.  If  metastat^is  should  take  place.  Belladonna  may  still  be 
called  for.  If,  however.  Belladonna  fail  in  these  cases,  we  have  other 
remedies ;  for  instance,  Lackcsifiy  when  cerebral  metastasis  fails  to  yield 
to  Belladonna,  the  face  is  of  a  purplish  or  bluish  hue  rather  than  of  the 
bright  or  deep  red  of  Belladonna.  The  patient  is  weaker,  the  pulse 
more  rapid  and  lacking  in  force,  and  tliere  is  more  drowsiness  than  we 
find  under  Iklladonna. 

Still  another  concordant  remedy  is  Orotalua  which  is  quite  similar  to 
the  Lachesis.  So  similar  indeed  that  I  can  not  give  you  any  points  of 
distinction  between  the  two. 

Chiprum  is  to  be  thought  of  for  this  metastasis  if  the  symptoms  are 
S|>asm(Klic  and  violent.  The  patient  is  threatened  with  convulsions. 
There  are  vigorous  contractions  of  the  fleiior  nms<^les. 

Returning  now  to  tiie  erythema  of  belladonna,  we  learn  that  when 
the  condition  becomes  general,  it  suggests  the  employment  of  the  rem- 
edy in  scarlet  fever.  In  this  disease,  it  is  indicated  first  of  all  by  this 
bright  ropiy  hue  of  the  whole  body  ;  secondly,  by  the  irritation  of  the 
brain  and  this  of  au  active  kind,  the  symptoms  ranging  from  a  simple 
^lartiitg  from  sleep  or  twitchiugs  of  imlividual  groups  of  muscles  to  the 
most  violent  delirium  with  shrieking  and  jumping  out  of  bed.  The 
rash  itself  must  be  of  the  smooth  kind.  Belladonna  does  not  cauAe  a 
miliary  rash.  Vomiting  is  violent.  Belladimna  producer  vomiting  just 
AS  severely  as  does  Ipecacuanha,  particularly  is  it  indicated  ij)  oerebrul 
vomiting.  Throat  symptoms  are  prominent.  There  is  bright  red 
fwelling  of  the  throat,  the  tonsils  are  glistening,  the  tongue  haa  tbe 
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atrawbeny  ftp|>earancc,  or  if  it  is  coatei?,  the  coating  is  thin  and  the  ele- 
vated papilltB  show  through.  The  pulse  is  full,  strong  and  accelerated, 
and  there  is  great  restloBBneeB,  as  jou  might  expect.  You  may  have 
swelling  of  the  glands,  particularly  of  thot^e  about  the  neck.  You  may 
have  suppression  of  urine  or  cojvious  urination.  Either  of  these  condi- 
tions is  incident  to  the  Belladonna  case.  The  drowsiness  or  sleep  is  not 
that  of  clearly  marked  coma.  There  is  not  the  sleepiness  or  stupor  that 
is  developed  by  poisoned  blood,  in  which  condition,  the  brain  is  so  im- 
{>erfectly  sui)plie<l  with  oxygen  that  it  loses  its  activity.  That  is  not 
the  Belladonna  condition.  The  Belladonna  sleep  may  be  profound ;  the 
patient  may  snore  ;  he  may  sleep  **  as  heavy  as  a  log  "  but  that  sleep  is 
not  quiet  and  passive.  Pie  cries  out  in  his  sleep,  the  muscles  twitch, 
the  mouth  is  in  constant  motion  as  if  chewing,  there  is  grinding  of  the 
teeth.  In  fact,  there  are  alm«¥!t  always  present  symptoms,  showing 
tliut  there  is  irritation  of  the  bmin  of  an  active  character.  When  the 
patient  is  aroused  from  sleep,  he  is  violent,  looking  around  the  room 
wildly,  striking  at  tlmee  al)ont  him.  When,  however,  the  disease  from 
its  very  onset  is  of  a  malignant  type  or  when  it  becomes  so  despite  Bel- 
ladonna, yorf  cannot  change  too  soon  from  that  remedy.  You  must  at 
onoe  select  another,  such  for  example  as  LachegU^  JViwt  tox.f  or  Hyos- 
cyamus. 

Lachfsis  has,  in  these  cases,  many  symptoms  similar  to  those  calling 
for  Bctlladonna.  We  find  in  botU  remedies,  crying  out  during  sleep, 
restlessness,  irritability  on  awaking,  strawberry  tongue,  redness  of  the 
whole  surface  of  the  body,  suppressed  urine,  sore  throat  and  vomiting. 
But  wherein  do  they  differ  ?  They  differ  in  the  very  essence  of  the  dis- 
ease. In  the  case  of  Lachesis,  the  disease  is  adynamic  and  the  blood 
poisoning  is  profound.  The  cerebral  symptoms  do  not  develop  to  a 
Belladonna  /wrorc,  but  there  is  more  stupor.  The  skin  has  not  the 
bright  erythematous  hue  of  Belhulonua,  but  it  is  either  pale,  irregular 
and  coming  out  im|>erfectly,  or  it  is  purplish  and  bluish.  The  throat 
shows  you  not  only  enlarged  glands  externally,  but  swelling  of  the  con- 
nective tissue  all  around,  in  the  tissues  about  the  fauces  as  well  as  in 
them.  The  affected  jmrts  are  rather  of  a  purplish  color.  If  there  is 
a  tendency  to  the  formation  of  pus  which  is  not  laudable,  all  the  more 
is  Laq^esis  indicated. 

Rhu»  tox.  often  precedes  Lachesis,  particularly  in  oellnlitis  before  it 
has  assnmed  that  purplish  hue.  The  inflammation  is  of  a  low  type. 
The  rash  is  of  the  miliary  type.  (Also  Hyoacyamtw,  S^ramonwm,  Bry- 
onia and  Lachesis.) 
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Rctarning  again  to  Belladonna,  we  find  sometimes  that  it  fnJts, 
although  tlic  symptoms  seem  to  call  for  it  and  the  case  is  one  of  the 
Sydenham  variety  of  scarlatina.  The  remedies  to  be  tlmught  of  iu  tliia 
msCj  an*  two:  Sufjthur  which,  just  as  strongly  as  Belladonna,  pnxluces 
a  smooth  erythema  of  tlie  entire  surface  of  the  body.  It  may  sometimes 
be  iudi(ut(Hl  in  the  beginning  of  the  case. 

The  otiier  remedy  i»  Culcarea  odrearum^  which  is  complementary  to 
Belladoeiita,  often  corapletingj  what  that  remedy  only  partially  cures. 
So  in  scarlatina,  we  find  it  indioatetl  when  the  rash  comft,'*  out  under 
Belladotma  but  begins  to  pale  off.  The  face  becomes  pale  an<i  bloated. 
The  urine  is  scanty  or  even  suppressed  and  the  brain  aymptoras  HOg- 
gestive  of  Belladonna  may  yet  be  present. 

Another  action  of  Belladonna  on  the  skin  is  the  prodntrtion  of  boila 
or  abecessea.  You  may  give  it  in  mastitis  or  inflammation  of  the  main- 
mai.  It  is  here  indicatetl  by  the  violence  of  tlie  symptoms,  by  the  ra- 
diating redness,  by  the  throbbing  and  tc^ndcncy  toward  suppuration. 
The  same  symptoms  call  for  it  in  abscess  of  any  kind  and  in  any  situa- 
tion. Even  a  bubo  which  is  specific  in  its  character  may  call  f*>r  Bel- 
ladonna if  the  symptoms  are  of  the  violent  character  already  mentioned, 
and  it  will  here  do  good  service  for  the  time  being.  We  also  find  it  the 
remedy  for  boils  that  recur  in  the  spring. 

Bollailonna  may  be  used  successfully  in  the  summer  complaint  of 
very  young  infanta.  We  find  it  to  be  the  reme<ly  when  there  is  crying 
or  screaming  hour  after  hour  without  any  assignable  cau«io.  We  find 
it  also  indlt!ated  in  in<ligt*tion  of  infanta,  aasodated  with  sharp  pains, 
suddenly  acreaming  out  and  bending  backwards,  not  forwards  a«  under 
Oolomfnih,  Sometimes,  the  transverse  colon  is  so  distended  that  it  pro- 
trudealike a  pad  in  the  umbilical  region.  This  'iymptom  sometimes ixxrurs 
in  lead  colic.  Thei^too,  we  find  Belladonna  indictited  in  diarrhoea.  It 
is  particularly  suited  to  a  dysenteric  diarrhoea,-  that  is  a  diarrhoea  from 
cold  with  enteritw,  the  discharges  Ijeing  associated  with  considerable 
tenesmus  (for  you  must  remember  that  Belladonna  has  great  atfinity 
for  sphincter  muscles)  the  discharges  being  slimy  and  bloofly.  In  sum- 
mer ct:»raplai«t,  the  stools  are  yellowish  or  green  and  contain  lumps 
looking  like  chalk,  consisting  no  doubt  of  eascine. 

You  mu^  remember  Belladonna  as  complementary  to  ClutlkmniUa 
in  this  colic  and  diarrhoea  of  infants. 

Now  we  come  to  8|>eak  of  the  action  of  Belladonna  on  the  female 
genital  organa.  It  may  be  UHcd  during  labor  when  the  oa  does  not 
dilate,  when  there  is  a  spasmodic  oonditiou  of  the  cervix.     The  labor

pains  are  violent  and  canse  great  distress,  and  yet  the  child  does  not 
advance.  The  examining  finger  finds  that  the  os  remains  rigid  and 
spasmodic.  A  few  doses  of  Belladonna  will  be  found  to  be  sufficient 
to  correct  the  trouble. 

For  rigidity  of  the  os  uteri  you  may  also  remember  GeUemium,

STEAMONIUM  AND  HYOSOYAMU8. 


Datura  Stramonium. 

Stramonium  differs  somewhat  from  Belladonna.  The  mental  symp- 
toms which  lead  ua  to  the  choice  of  the  remedy  are  these:  The  mania 
or  delirium  is  of  a  wild  character,  the  face  being  of  a  bright  red ;  the 
eyes  have  a  wild  and  suffused  look,  although  they  are  not  as  thomughly 
congested  as  under  Belladonna.  The  hallucinations  terrify  the  patient; 
he  sees  objects  springing  up  from  every  corner  ;  animals  of  every  impofl- 
sible  kind  arise  and  terrify  him.  The  patient,  if  a  child,  cries  for  ita 
mother  when  perhaps  she  is  1^'  it.  The  eyes  are  open  and  the  pupils 
widely  dilated.  If  an  adult,  he  is  decidedly  loquacious  in  hi*>  delirium. 
At  times  he  manifests  a  merry  mood  in  his  loquacity,  and  at  others  he 
has  the  horrors.  One  moment  he  will  be  laughing,  singing  and  mak- 
ing faoes,  and  at  another  praying,  crying  for  help,  etc  He  often  has 
photomania  or  desire  for  light.  He  seems  to  have  a  perfect  fear  of  the 
dark.  Sometimes  he  insists  upon  it  that  he  is  conversing  with  spirits. 
Sometimes  the  mania  assumes  a  silly  character.  He  talks  in  a  foolish 
and  nonsensical  manner  and  laughs  at  his  own  attempts  at  wit.  This 
loquacity  <liffer8  from  that  of  Ldolifsis.  In  Stmmouium  the  loquacity 
ooDsists  of  a  simple  garrulousncss,  whereas  in  Lachesis  it  is  a  simple 
jumping  from  subject  to  subject. 

Agarkiui  seems  to  stand  between  Stramonium  and  Lochesis,  having 
some  similarities  to  both. 

A  condition  simulating  that  of  hydrophobia  sometimes  calls  for  Stra- 
monium. In  this  state  any  bright  object  causes  furious  delirium,  spasm 
of  the  throat  and  horrible  convulsions.  The  delirium,  especially  in 
typhoid  conditions,  is  very  exoesaive  and  seems  to  exhaust  the  patient 
completely. 

The  spasmodic  motions  of  Stramonium  are  characterized  by  graceful- 
nen  rather  than  angularity;  they  are  more  gyratory  than  jerking. 
Especially  is  tliis  condition  noted  in  cases  of  the  exanthemata  with  noo- 
appearance  of  the  eruption  in  young  children.  Stramonium  acts  better 
OD  children  and  young  infanta  than  does  Belladonna.  Take,  for 
uiflteDce,  a  case  of  measles ;  the  rash  does  not  come  out  properly ;  the 
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bild  is  hot ;  it  tosses  a}x}i]t,  crying  out  in  a  frightened  manner  aa 
800D  as  it  falls  asleep;  it  kiio^vs  no  one;  you  notice  that  its  movements, 
though  convulsive,  are  not  jerking  and  angular,  and  the  face  is  bright 
red.     This  is  a  case  for  Stramonium. 

Similar  to  Stramonium  in  these  cases  is  Ciiprumj  which  has,  like  the 
former  reraeily,  aggravation  on  arousing  from  sleep,  and  this  same  terror. 
It  is  characterized  by  the  violence  of  its  symptoms.  The  abnormal 
movements  are  decidedly  angular.  The  face  is  apt  to  be  of  a  bluish 
Dior.  It  is  especially  indicated  when  the  rash  has  been  repercussed 
"and  these  violent  cerebral  symptoms  appear. 

Another  remedy  similar  to  Stramooium  is  Zinc,  This,  too,  has  cry- 
ing out  in  sleep  and  awaking  from  sleep  terrifieti.  There  is  consider- 
able evidence  of  debility,  the  child  being  so  weak  that  it  has  not  suffi- 
cient strength  to  develop  an  eruption. 

Stramonium  is  also  indicated  in  locomotor  ataxia.  Tlie  patient  can- 
not wajk  in  the  dark  or  with  his  eyes  closed.  If  he  attempts  to  do  so 
he  reels  and  staggers.  Mental  abnormalities  aa  to  shape  seem  to  be 
characteristic  of  the  Stramonium  patient.  For  instance,  he  imagines 
that  he  is  very  large,  or  that  one  arm  is  very  large.  Sometimes  he  feels 
as  if  he  were  double  or  that  he  had  three  legs  insteatl  of  two.  These 
errors  as  to  shape  and  size  in  the  Stramonium  patient  remind  you  of 
other  remedies,  particularly  of  Baptma,  which  does  not,  however 
resemble  Stramonium  in  other  symptoms  in  the  least.  It  is  to  be 
remembered  tiiat  both  of  these  remedies  have  these  illusions  as  to  shajte. 
The  Baptisia  patient  feels  that  he  is  double  or,  what  is  more  character- 
istic, that  his  b*>dy  is  scattered  about  and  he  must  try  to  get  the  pieces 
together.  Other  remedies  have  this  symptom  ;  we  find  it  under  Petro- 
leum and  Thuja,  Under  the  latter  remedy  the  patient  imagines  that 
he  is  made  of  glass  and  he  walks  very  carefully  for  fear  that  he  will  be 
broken. 

During  the  delirium  of  the  Stramonium  patient  he  frequently 
attempts  to  escajw,  as  under  all  the  narcotics. 

In  erysipelas,  with  involvement  of  the  bniin,  you  may  find  Sframo- 
nium  rather  tlian  Belladonna  indicated  when  the  disease  assumes  an 
adynamic  type.  The  symptoms  are  verj'  much  like  thase  of  Rhus  tox., 
but  you  distinguish  it  from  the  latter  by  the  violent  cerebral  symptoms, 
the  delirium,  the  restlessness  and  (he  screaming  out  as  if  terrified. 

As  in  all  remerlies  that  irritate  the  brain,  we  find  grinding  of  the 
teeth.  We  may  also  find  stuttering,  which,  by  the  way,  has  been  com- 
pared to  the  simsmotiic  urination  of  chiUlren,  when  the  least  excitement 
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will  cause  them  to  pass  urine  in  little  jets;  in  a  similar  way  are  tlit 
wordn  jerked  out  Particularly  does  the  patient  find  it  diOicult  to  ouin> 
bine  vowels  with  consonuute. 

Au«»ther  remwly  for  stuttering  or  stammering  is  Bovista. 

The  tongue  of  the  Stramonium  patient  is  red  or  whitish  and  eovercd 
>vith  fine  retl  dots,  and  is  <lry  and  parcheil.  In  some  cases  it  is  swollto 
and  hangs  out  of  the  mouth. 

Stramonium  may  excite  a  decideti  nymphomania,  during  which  the 
woman,  though  very  chaste  when  in  her  normal  comJition,  become* 
exceetlingly  lewd  in  her  songs  and  speech.  fc>iie  may  iK-conie  very  vio- 
lent in  her  manner.  Often  these  symptoms  occur  in  women  before 
menMlriintittn,  in  which  case  Stramonium  acts  most  admirably.  The 
menstrual  flow  is  apt  to  be  very  profuse,  showing  that  it  is  the  high 
degree  (►f  congestion  that  produces  the  nymphomania.  There  is  a  strong 
odor  about  these  women  reminding  one  of  the  odor  of  animals  in  tlie 
rutting  season. 

I  would  also  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  diarrhoea  which  Stra^ 
monium  cures.  The  stools  are  very  oflensive,  smelling  almost  like 
oarriou.  They  are  apt  to  be  yellowish.  They  may  or  may  not  be 
dark,  but  the  otfenaiveness  is  the  most  important  symptom. 

Al)Beuce  of  pain  is  ehamcteristic  of  Stramonium  excepting  in  abeoew, 
particularly  when  it  affects  the  left  hip-joint,  iu  which  case  it  may  be 
40  inteuae  ob  to  throw  the  patient  into  convulsions. 

The  antidote  for  Stramunlum  poisoning  is  lemou-juioe. 

Hyobcyamus  Niger. 

Botanictilly  and,  in  a  maisure,  therapeutically,  Ilyoscyamns  b  nmi- 
lar  to  Belladonna.  This  interesting  drug,  though  innocuous  to  sooie 
animals,  is  poisonous  to  fowls,  a'^ul  has  received  the  name  of  henlxine. 

Ilyoscyamus  seems  to  be  esj)ecially  adapted  to  acute  mania,  to  mania 
without  any  evidence  of  absolute  inflammation,  to  mania  which  has  for 
its  key-note  extreme  excitation  of  the  seusoriura.  The  patient,  under 
such  circumstances,  has  many  flexible  notions,  all  arising  from  tln^' 
almormal  impulses.  He  imagines,  for  instance,  that  he  is  about  to  be 
poLwned.  Pofleibly  he  will  refuse  your  medicine,  declaring  iu  angry 
tone«  that  it  will  fwison  him.  Or  he  imagines  that  he  is  pursue*!  by 
some  demon  or  tliat  somebody  is  trying  to  take  his  life.  This  makes 
him  excewlingly  restless.  He  springs  out  of  bed  to  get  away  from  hi)* 
imaginary  foe.  The  sensis,  too,  are  disturbed.  Objects  h>ok  toi>  l.ip^e 
or  t;l«e  arc  of  a  blood-red  color.     Sometimes  objects  ap^tear  as  if  ih*  y 
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were  too  distinct ;  that  is,  Ihey  have  an  uunatural  sharpness  of  outline. 
The  patient  talks  of  subjects  connected  with  everyday  life,  jumping 
from  one  subject  to  another  pretty  much  as  in  Lachesis;  all  this  time 
the  face  is  not  remarkably  re<i,  possibly  it  is  only  slirjlitly  flushed.  The 
pupil»  ore  usually  dilated,  sleep  is  greatly  disturbed,  the  patient  lies 
awake  for  hours.  As  the  mania  advances  he  seems  to  lie  in  a  sort  of 
stupor  and  yet  it  is  not  a  real  stupor,  because  the  slightest  noine  rouses  him 
into  all  these  forms  of  violent  mania.  Every  little  impression  causes  ex- 
citement of  the  sensoriura.  Accompanying  these  symjJtoms  we  find 
chai-aeterlstie  debility,  this  debility  showing  itself  in  the  great  prostra- 
tion on  every  attempt  to  move  or  walk  al>out  and  in  paralysis  of  one 
or  more  muscles  following  the  maniacal  attacks.  As  the  sensorinm 
becomes  more  and  more  depressi'd  he  answere  questions  slowly  or 
else  gives  irrelevant  answers.  Sometimes  he  will  be  in  a  stupor 
from  which  be  can  be  readily  aroused  and  will  answer  your  quesyons 
quite  c<irrectly,  but  he  will  relapse  into  the  stupid  stjite  iinnufliately. 
With  this  there  is  a  sort  of  adynamic  condition  of  the  brain  resulting 
from  this  prolonged  over-excitement,  and  in  this  condition  we  still  find 
delirium,  but  the  patient  is  greatly,  prostrated,  stool  and  urine  paiw  in- 
voluntarily, the  pulse  is  no  longer  full  and  accelerated,  but  is  quick, 
rapid  and  without  volume,  and  irregular.  Stupor  is  now  complete, 
Bordes  appear  on  the  tongue  and  around  the  teeth,  the  lungs  are 
engorged,  not  from  a  pneumonic  process  but  because  of  hypostatic  con- 
gestion. Associated  with  this  we  have  snoring- rattling  during  breath- 
ing. The  mouth  is  open,  the  lower  jaw  dropped,  and  the  patient  lies 
quietly  with  oooasional  twitching  of  groups  of  muscles.  This  condition 
will  soon  be  followe<l  by  detith  unltsti  relief  can  be  obtained.  At  other 
times  we  find  the  delirium  returning  anew  and  the  symptoms  take 
another  form.  The  patients  are  silly  and  laugh  in  a  flippant  nuianer. 
Sometimes,  for  hours  at  a  time,  they  will  have  a  silly,  idiotic  expres- 
sion on  the  face.  Again  they  become  exceedingly  lascivious,  throw  the 
covers  ofl"  and  attempt  to  uncover  the  genital  region.  The  abnormal 
movements  accom|>anying  these  symptoms  are  rather  angular;  tJ»ey 
are  not  at  all  of  the  g}ratory  character  significant  of  the  Stramonium. 

Still  another  form  in  which  the  cerebral  symptoms  of  Ilyoscyamus 
may  appear,  particularly  in  women,  is  jealousy,  and  also  the  effects  of 
powerful  emotions,  as  disap|K>inted  love,  fright  and  other  emotions  that 
are  more  or  less  exciting  and  at  the  same  time  depressing. 

Coming  now  to  inflammation  of  the  brain  or  meninges,  we  find 
Ilyosi^amus  S4jmetimei5  indicated  when  we  have  present  some  of  the 
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symptoms  already  enumerated  and  in  addition  to  these  symptomt^  relief 
from  shaking  the  head  or  sitting  with  the  liead  bent  forward.  Here  it 
is  exactly  opposite  to  Iklladonna.  The  patient  complains  of  pulsating 
waves  through  the  head. 

We  have  a  cough  quite  characteristic  of  Hyoecyamus.  This  cough 
comes  from  elongation  of  the  uvula,  the  result  of  relaxation  or  iniluni- 
roation.  The  uvula  hangs  down  and  rests  on  the  n)ot  of  the  tongue 
causing  irritation  and  the  consequent  cough.  This  cough  is  worse  when 
lying  down,  the  patient  having  nlmtvst  complete  relief  wlien  sitting  up. 
It  is  usually  worse  at  night  and  also  after  eating  and  drinking  and  from 
talking. 

There  are  two  or  three  remedies  to  be  conipared  with  Hyoi!<»yamus 
here.  One  of  them  is  liumcj:  crhpus.  Tliis  is  a  splendid  remetly  for 
tickling  cough  from  an  annoying  tickling  in  the  supra-sternal  foaaa. 
The  patient  wants  to  breathe  warm  air.  Anything  which  disturbs  the 
temi>erature  of  the  respire<1  air  excites  the  tickling  and  hence  the  cough. 
The  tickling  may  extend  down  into  the  chest  and  still  Rumex  be  indi- 
cated. 

There  is  another  remedy  which  has  this  same  symptom  and  one  which 
has  been  confirmed  too.  It  is  Mentha  piperita.  It  is  inferior  to  Humex, 
howc^^er.  I  have  heard  it  said  that  eating  apples  will  relieve  this  kind 
of  cough. 

Hyoscyamus  is  also  to  be  considered  as  a  remedy  for  sleepleflsneBB. 
It  is  useful  in  the  sleeplessness  of  children  when  they  twitch  in  sleep, 
cry  out  and  tremble,  and  awaken  frightened. 

It  is  also  a  valuable  drug  in  convulsions.  It  is  one  pf  the  most  reli- 
able remedies  we  have  for  epileptic  convulsions,  that  is  if  there  is  no 
other  remedy  indicated.  In  the  Hyoscyamus  convulsion,  we  find  the 
patient  twitching  and  jerking.  These  angular  motions  that  I  have 
described  seem  to  l)c  provoked  by  eating.  Es|>ccially  is  this  to  be  noted 
in  children  ;  the  child  will  wake  up  from  slee])  hungry ;  the  face  \a  apt 
to  be  of  a  deep  red  color,  almost  on  the  purple.  There  are  also  froth- 
ing at  the  mouth,  an<l  biting  of  the  ti^ngue.  These  symptoma  are  almobt 
always  followed  by  profound  sleep. 

We  have  Hyoscyamus  indicatc<l  also  in  chorea.  The  patients  are 
very  weak  with  tottering  gait.  They  seem  to  have  abnormal  impree- 
sions  i}{  distances.  They  reach  for  something  that  seems  to  be  ju«t  within 
their  gnisp  when  in  reality,  it  is  on  the  other  side  of  the  nx)m 

Stroimmivm  is  alao  a  remedy  to  be  thought  of  in  chorea,  partuui.^riy 
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if  the  brain  is  affected.  The  child  awakens  from  sleep  with  a  scream. 
It  sings  and  laughs  without  reason. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Vcratrum  viridef  which  is  particularly  indi- 
cated when  there  is  great  congestion  in  the  nervous  centres.  The  pulse 
is  much  over-excited. 

Now  let  me  8|)eak  of  the  fevers  of  Hyoflcyaraua.  I  have  already 
given  you  the  symptoms  which  would  indicate  the  drug  in  typhoid 
fever.  AVe  have  to  see  how  we  may  apply  it  in  the  treatment  of  fevers 
with  skin  Byraptoms^as  scarlatina.  In  scarlatina,  Hyoscyamus  is  iudi- 
dicated  although  not  very  frequently ;  but  yet  it  may  Ix'  called  for  in 
cases  that  have  been  spoiled  by  Belladonna.  The  rash  is  of  a  miliary 
type  and  is  dark  or  dark  red  in  color.  It  is  rather  scanty,  too,  from  par- 
tial repercussion.  There  are  also  picking  at  the  bed-clothes,  crying  out 
in  sleep,  and  stupor,  all  denoting  the  ahirraing  progress  made  by  the 
disease. 

i^amonium  is  indicated  in  scarlatina  when  we  have  violent  symptoms 
present,  something  like  those  we  have  seen  in  Belladonna.  The  face  is 
very  red,  the  rash  seems  to  l>c  scattered  over  the  surface,  the  prostration  is 
excessive,  tlie  skin  is  apt  to  be  very  dry  and  hot  without  as  much  of  the 
hot  sweat  as  we  found  under  Belladonna.  If  sweat  does  come,  it  docs 
not  relieve. 

Now  let  us  compare  the  three  remedies,  Belladonna,  Stramonium 
and  Hyoscyamus,  one  with  the  other.  In  general,  we  find  that  Bella- 
donna causes  more  congestion  or  inBammation  of  the  brain,  Stramo- 
nium congestion  with  more  sensorial  excitement,  and  Hyoscyaraus  more 
nervous  irritation  with  less  congestion  and  inflammation  tlian  either  of 
the  others. 

The  tyi>e  of  the  delirium  in  Bella<lonna  is  wild  ;  there  is  a  desire  to 
escape  ;  the  patient  bites  and  strikes;  the  face  is  red,  and  the  eyes  suf- 
fused with  violent  throbbing  of  the  airotids.  He  either  complains  of 
these  hallucinations  on  closing  the  eyes  or  he  stares  at  one  point  with 
eyes  wide  open.  Then  too,  there  is  sleepiness  with  inability  to  sleep. 
If  there  is  stupor,  it  is  rather  the  result  of  the  congestion  and  inflam- 
mation of  the  brain,  and  is  attentled  with  some  symptoms  of  irritation 
so  that  the  patient  when  aroused  is  violent  or  he  alternates  between  de- 
lirium and  stupor,  there  being  no  evidence  of  serious  bloo<l  changes, 

Hyoscyaraus  has  a  similar  desire  to  esc^jie;  the  patient  attempts  to 
bite  and  strike  those  about  him  ;  he  has  the  same  desire  to  uncover,  but 
he  lacks  the  violent  throbbing  of  the  carotids  and  intensity  of  the  red- 
\  of  the  face  and  suflusion  of  the  eyes.     The  Hyoecyamus  patient 
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liHH  a  particular  aversion  to  light  and  hafl  eB|W!cially  marked  this  fear  of 
being  poisjoned  or  of  being  bctrayetl.  Lying  quietly  in  the  bed,  he 
suddenly  8iti$  up  and  looks  around  as  if  looking  for  some  one  wbom 
he  expectitl  to  see  in  the  room.  At  a  word  from  the  nurse,  he  lies  down 
again  and  goes  off  into  a  sleep.  He  may  expoK>  his  hcxual  organs.  Uis 
wakefulness  Is  very  diflerent  from  that  calling  for  Belladonna.  He  u 
nervous,  whining,  crying  and  twitching. 

Hyoscyamus  is  used  very  extensively  in  insane  ai*yhinia  for  acate 
nou-iuflaramatory  mania.  These  patients  you  6nd  always  weak ;  the 
pulse  otk-n  lacks  volume  ;  they  either  have  no  appetite  whatever  or  else 
an  enormous  ap{>etite.  Eating  is  at  once  followed  by  an  aggravation  of 
the  symptoms.  Alloj»athic  physicians  use  very  largely  the  alkaloid  Hyos- 
cyamia.  This  is  very  similar  to  Kaii  hromatum,  having  the  power  of  ex- 
citing the  sensorinra  without  inflaming  the  brain.  Thus  we  find  Kali 
bromatum  indi«ited  in  the  acute  mania  of  children  when  they  aroiu**? 
from  sleep  with  screams  and  imagine  tJiat  some  one  is  going  to  hurl 
them.  Tlie  jKiticut  may  also  have  tlie  insane  impression  that  he  is  to 
be  murderctl  or  that  his  honor  is  at  stake,  or  that  those  in  his  house  dif^ 
like  him  and  intend  to  hurt  him. 

'  Hyoscyamus  is  particularly  indicated  in  tiicse  cases  if  they  arc  pii<T- 
peral  in  their  origin.  We  also  find  these  symptoms  of  Hyoscyamu.H  in 
typhoid  fevers.  The  tendency  you  will  see  is  to  a  low  type  of  dif*ease ; 
h  is  a  more  adynamic  reme*ly  than  Belladonna. 

Belladonna  may  Ik*  indicated  in  the  beginning  of  the  disease  when 
there  ia  the  wild  and  furious  delirium.  Hyoscyamus  comes  in  later 
when  the  stu|>or  l)ecome8  more  mtfrked ;  when  the  patient  picks  at  the 
be<l-clothe8or  at  his  lingers  in  a  somnolent  sort  of  way,  and  occasionally 
he  will  reach  out  as  if  grasping  for  something  in  the  air.  You  will 
6nd  the  tongue  in  such  cases,  dry  and  red ;  speech,  of  course,  is  difficult ; 
and  as  the  case  progresses,  we  have  the  sordes  on  the  teeth  with  invol- 
untary stofd  and  urine  and  dropping  of  the  lower  jaw.  I  would  like' 
to  say  here  by  way  of  caution  that  although  a  case  for  Hyoscyamus  is 
clearly  ma<le  out  by  these  symptoms,  yet  it  docs  not  always  act.  I 
cannot  tell  you  why,  I  can  see  no  cause  except  lliat  the  «lrug  does  not 
•ct  deep  enough.  In  such  cases,  I  usually  look  up  LachaUy  Lt/cojto- 
tltum^  Muriatic  add  and  Arsenicum. 

Sii-auumium  differs  from  Belladonna  and  Hyoscyamus.  The  patient 
^ees  objects  which  seem  to  rise  in  every  corner  of  the  room  and  move 
towards  him.  He  has  a  mania  for  light  and  company,  which  is  just 
the  op|)osite  to  Belladonna,  is  excessively  lo<juacitMis  ami  l:u»i^h>.  winL'S. 
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swears  and  prays  almost  in  the  same  breath.  The  desire  to  escape  is 
present ;  there  is  sudden  spasmodic  lifting  of  the  head  from  the  pillow 
and  then  dropping  it  again ;  he  awakens  from  sleep  in  fright  and  terror, 
not  knowing  those  around  him ;  the  motions  that  he  makes  are  quite 
graceful  and  easy,  although  they  may  be  violent.  At  timc«,  the  body 
is  bathed  in  a  hot  sweat  which  does  not  give  any  relief  to  the  patient. 
The  desire  to  uncover  is  similar  to  that  of  Hyoscyamus,  but  it  is  more 
an  uncovering  of  the  whole  body  rather  than  of  the  sexual  organs.  The 
tongue  is  often  soft,  taking  the  imprint  of  the  teeth  ;  screaming  in  sleep 
often  with  hiccough  ;  the  face  is  usually  bright  red,  but  not  as  deeply 
congested  as  in  Belladonna. 


LECTUEE  XL. 

TABACUM,  DULCAMARA,  CAPSICUM,  AND  GLONOIN. 

Tabaccm. 

Tabactm  oontaiDS  several  active  tngrediente,  the  most  ira|xirtant  of 
which  is  Niwitine.  Ever  since  smoking  was  an  "art,"  attempts  have 
l>een  made  to  get  rid  of  t\m  Nicotine.  Every  one  ackoowleilges  tliol 
it  has  a  serious  effect  on  the  Ixnly.  There  are  three  groups  of  Bymptoms 
which  may  follow  the  use  of  tohatvo.  The  primary  sym]>tomfl  are  the 
well-known  gastric  symptoms,  nausea  and  vomiting,  with  the  most  h.or- 
rihle  sickness.  The  patient  is  deathly  pale,  does  not  care  whether  he 
lives  or  dies.  Soraetiraes,  cold  sweat  breaks  out  on  the  body.  The 
secondary  efTects  are  more  remote,  coming  months  or  even  years  after 
using  the  weed,  and  these  are  dyspepsia,  and  also  some  symptoms  of  the 
heart. 

These  symptoms  of  the  heart,  I  would  have  you  remember.  If  they 
are  not  t«iuse<l  by  tol>acoo,  Tabacum  will  be  a  very  valuable  remedy  in 
their  cure.  I  refer  es|)ecially  to  dilated  heart  when  these  symptoms 
are  present:  There  are  frequent  pallor  with  lividity  of  the  face,  diar- 
rbcBa  alternating  with  constipation,  palpitation  when  lying  on  the  left 
side,  muscsB  volitantes, tinnitus  aurium  and  dry  c«ugh  which  is  cardiac 
in  its  origin,  paroxysms  of  suffocation  with  tightness  across  the  upper 
part  of  the  chest,  feeble  and  irregular  pul-w,  pains  like  those  of  angina 
pectoris  sh<iot  from  the  heart  down  the  left  arm,  or  up  into  the  neck  and 
involve  different  plexuses  of  nerves.  The  extremities  are  cold  and 
covered  with  a  clammy  sweat  Another  symptom  that  may  come  as  a 
seoondar)'  symptom  of  tobacco,  is  neuralgia  of  the  face.  This  symptom 
when  thus  t-aused  is  curable  by  -.Sepia  as  is  also  the  dyspcj^sin. 

Impotence  also  follows  tolmoco  and  yields  often  to  Lycopodlum, 

The  tertiary  eff*ect8  of  tobacco  include  apoplexy. 

Tolw-^-o  in  its  effect  on  the  gastric  organs  very  much  resembles  Uyflro- 
eyanioacirl^  VWatrum  &nd  Camphor,  For  instance,  we  find  it  indicated 
in  cholera,  when  the  nausea  and  cold  sweat  persist  after  Verafrum, 
Secalc  or  Camphor,  has  8top}K!<l  the  diarrhce.1.  This  nausea  is  aocom- 
{)anied  by  burning  heat  about  tbe  alxlomen,  the  rest  of  the  body  being 
cold.     The  patient  persists  in  uncovering  the  alnloroen. 

I  would  remark  here  diat  tliis  kind  of  aiokaess  soggesta  Tabacum  in 
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renal  colic  or  in  strangulRted  hernia.  There  are  this  deathly  nausea 
and  sickness,  with  slimy  stool,  from  irritation  of  the  bowels. 

The  resemblance  to  Hydrocyanic  acid  m  in  asphyxia.  The  latter 
drug  acts  upon  the  medulla  and  hence  upon  the  heart  through  the 
pneumogAStric  nerves.  Consequently  the  symptoms  you  would  expect 
it  to  produce  are  those  of  the  heart  and  lungs.  We  find  it  pnxluciug 
convulsions  with  drawing  at  the  nape  of  the  neck  from  irritation  at  the 
l>as?e  of  the  brain.  Along  with  this,  respiration  is  irregular  or  gasping 
and  there  is  great  distress  alx)ut  the  heart  with  repeated  weak  *'sjiells," 
and  coldness  and  blueness  of  the  surface  of  the  body.  It  is  well  to 
remember  this  fact  in  ura?inic  convulsions  when  the  medulla  is  affected. 
Hydrocyanic  acid  is  then  our  only  hope. 

TaWcum  is  used  as  an  antidote  to  the  bad  effects  of  Cicuta  virosa. 

The  primary  etfects  of  tobacco  are  generally  relieved  by  Ipecac. 

Nux  vomica  is  indicateil  for  the  bad  taste  in  the  mouth  and  the  head- 
ache worse  in  the  morning  from  excesi?ive  smoking. 

It  is  said  that  Planiago  major  produces  a  distaste  for  tobacco.  I 
have  seen  one  or  two  patients  who  supposed  they  had  a  dislike  to  tobacco 
after  taking  it. 

Dulcamara. 

Dulcamara,  or  the  "  bitter-«weet,"  contains  a  small  quantity  of  Sola- 
nine,  a  much  smaller  quantity  in  fact  than  any  other  meml>er  of  the 
gnjuf).  The  tender  leaves  and  twigs  have  been  used  for  the  prepara- 
tiou  of  the  tincture.  There  have  been  accounts  of  poisoning  from  the 
berries  of  the  Dulcamara.  The  symptoms  thus  produced  are  hard 
griping  pains  in  the  Ixjwels  followed  by  unconscMOusneas  and  spasms. 
These  latter  are  tetanic  and  are  accompanied  by  hot  dry  skin,  trismus, 
loud  rattling  breathing,  and  in  one  case  death. 

The  ordinary  symptoms  produced  by  the  drug  are  not  so  severe.  We 
find  as  the  very  central  point  around  which  all  the  other  symptoms  of 
the  drug  group  this  one:  Aggravation  from  cold  damp  weather  or  from 
changes  from  hot  to  cold  weather,  especially  if  these  changes  are  sudden. 
Thus  we  find  Dulcamara  useful  in  rheumatism  made  worse  by  sudden 
changes  in  the  weather;  twitching  of  tlie  muscles  of  the  eyelids  or 
mouth  whenever  the  weather  becomes  damp;  dry  coryza,  sore-throat 
with  stiffness  of  the  neck,  colic  from  cold  esj)ecially  with  diarrhoea  at 
night;  eurache  when  it  returns  with  every  such  change  in  weather. 

Dulcamara  has  a  marked  iufiueuce  on  the  nervous  system ;  but  here 
again  its  use  in  practice  is  often  based  on  the  above  aggravation.     We 
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have  the  tongue  paralyzetl  in  damp  weather,  witli  iinpairttJ  s|h«'J 
hyiKjnemia  of  the  spinal  wrd  with  tlie  paretic  state  belonging  to  that 
disease  when  eausec!  by  lying  on  clamp  cold  ground  and  intensified  by 
every  return  of  damp  wwthcr.  It  is  also  indicated  in  paralynis  of  the 
bladderaggrnvated  by  damp  weatlier. 

It  is  nibo  of  use  in  incipient  paralysis  of  tlie  lungs  in  old  people; 
especially  if  the  hyruptoms  are  aggravated  by  change  in  the  weatlier. 

Dulcamara  has  a  8|K?oific  influen(3e  on  the  lining  membrane  of  the 
bladder^  caiiHing  aitarrh  of  tliat  t>rgan.  The  urine  Is  very  i>fH'ni*ivc  and 
is  loa<U'<l  with  mucus. 

It  also  exerts  a  marked  action  on  the  skin.  Thus  it  di-velops  a 
bright  rtil  eruj)tIon  ou  the  surface  of  the  Uxly.  Ilere  and  th<*n*,  there 
will  iKf  large  wheals  which  may  be  white  or  red,  and  along  with  the«e 
there  is  usually  burning  and  itching. 

It  is  indicated  in  urticaria  traceable  to  ga.stric  disorder  wlun  lliere  is 
relief  from  cold  air. 

The  complement  of  Dulcamara  is  Baryta  curb.  Thii*  has  i^^niva- 
tion  in  cohl  weather,  especially  in  scrofulous  children. 

Capsicum  Annudm. 

Capsicum  possesses  few,  if  any,  of  the  narcotic  pro|)ertieft  of  the  Sola- 
naoea?,  but  it  has,  highly  marked,  the  irritating  proj>erties  of  the  group. 
It  takes  but  little  of  the  drug  to  produce  this  irritation.  Cafieicum  is 
eliminated  from  the  ^Kxly  through  the  kidneys  producing  strangury 
with  burning  when  i>assing  water.  This  drug  acts  best  iu  persons  of 
lax  fibre,  mther  stout  in  build,  who  do  not  respond  readily  to  medicine, 
because  they  are  of  lax  fibre  and  also  because  of  impaired  digestion. 

The  Capsicum  patient  has  weak  digestion  or  weak  stomach,  hence 
tlie  whole  man  is  weak.  Such  patients  ^  irritable  and  gi»t  angry 
without  any  cause.  This  is  true  of  either  adults  or  children.  They  arc 
wors<.'  from  the  least  dnift  of  air  though  this  air  1x5  warm.  They  are 
clumsy  in  their  motions. 

They  are  subject  to  ehills  a'hd  fever.  The  chill  commencos  in  the 
hat^k.     Although  the  patient  is  thirsty,  yet  drinking  caust«  shivering. 

The  Cajtoicum  patient  is  subject  to  aitarrhal  astlima  with  rml  fane 
and  wclbmarknl  sibilant  rales.  He  coughs,  and  a  suooessful  cough  raisi^n 
phh*gm  which  relieves  the  asthma. 

Cap^ictim  has  a  symptom  of  the  chest  not  often  met  wllh  in  )>racti<v. 
and  that  is  y^^ry  offensive  breath  during  the  a»ugh. 

It  also  has  a  wdll-markcil  action  ou  the  car,  es]MxualIy  on  the  middio 
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ear.  It  is  of  use  in.rupture  of  the  membrana  tympani  from  disease 
when  there  is  soreness  or  inflaramation  of  the  mastoid  process  of  the 
temporal  lx)ue. 

For  al>scessof  the  mastoid  process  the  preferable  remedies  are  j4urum 
and  Nitric  acid. 

For  chronic  supparation  of  the  middle  ear,  you  may  think  of  Silicea. 

Capsicam  is  of  importance  in  diseases  of  the  throat.  It  is  indicated 
in  diphtheria  or  in  gangrene  of  the  thrtiat  when  there  are  burning 
blisters  in  the  roof  of  tlie  mouth  and  wlien  there  is  an  ixlor  from  the 
month  like  that  of  carrion.  The  throat  feels  constricted  as  if  8pai»- 
mtKHcally  closed.  The  patient  is  worse  when  not  swallowing.  lo  ex- 
tivnie  ciiHes  the  |>atient  becomes  greatly  prostrated. 

The  most  similar  remedy  here  is  Cantharis. 

C»p«ioum  is  also  indicated  in  elongation  of  the  uvula.  It  may  be 
used  both  externally  and  internally. 

In  dysentery,  it  is  indicated  when  the  stools  are  frequent  but  small 
and  attended  with  violent  tenesmus  and  burning  in  both  rectum  and 
bladder.  The  stools  are  bloody  and  slimy  and  contain  shaggy  pieces. 
There  is  thirst  and  yet  drinking  causes  shuddering.

Glonoin  is  nitro-glycerine.  It  is  a  very  easy  drug  to  study.  Its 
main  point  of  attack  is  the  JjloocT  It  does  not,  however,  affect  the 
quality  of  the  fluid  so  much  as  it  does  its  circalatiou.  The  key-note  to 
the  whole  symptomatology  of  the  drug  is  exf>re88ed  in  this  one  sen- 
tence :  **A  taulaicy  to  midiien  and  violent  irregukiritiei  of  tlie  circuJation.** 
With  that  for  our  foundation  we  can  ejvsily  work  out  the  other  symp- 
toms. Glonoin  is  a  drug  which  acts  very  quickly  and  very  violently. 
The  symptoms  which  are  traceable  to  the  irregularities  in  the  circula- 
tion are  these :  Very  characteristic,  indeed,  is  a  throbbing  heatbichc. 
The  pain  may  be  in  the  whole  head,  or  it  may  be  in  the  forehead,  vertex, 
ootriput  or  any  one  jwrt  of  the  head.  This  throbbing  is  not  a  mere 
sensation ;  it  is  an  actual  fact.     It  really  seems  that  the  blood veasols

is  the  notion  of  the  drug.  The  tliniM)ing  i* 
gVDchrouous  with  every  impulne  of  the  heart.  The  hlood  S4^'rii.<  to 
eurge-io  one  great  current  up  the  spine  and  into  the  head.  The  hhxx]- 
vessels  externally  become  distended.  The  external  jugulnrs  look  like 
two  tortuous  wrd."*,  the  carotids  throb  violently  and  are  hunl,  len?»e  and 
unyielding  to  pressure.  The  face  is  deep  red.  This  throbbing  la  either 
associated  with  dull  distressing  aching  or  with  sharp  violent  pains. 

We  find  Glon,oiu  applicable  to  sunstroke,  indicated  either  by  the 
symptoms  already  mentioned,  or  by  symptoms  which  show  tiiat  the  pro- 
longc<l  congestion  has  producotl  depressing  effects  upon  the  brain.  The 
face  becomes  rather  pie,  the  pulse,  which  was  at  first  full,  soft  and 
feeble,  and  r«|»i ration  labored.  There  is  not  so  very  mucli  preasat« 
Hbout  tlie  che.Ht  as  about  the  metlulla  oblongata,  thus  interfering  with 
the  nerves  of  respiration.  The  eyes  are  often  fixed.  Tfie  patieut  may 
even  l)e  uncons<'ious.  Glonoin,  then,  we  find  to  l>e  our  lient  remedy  for 
the  effects  of  heat,  whether  the  trouble  arises  from  the  direct  rays  of  the 
8un,  from  hot  weather  or  from  working  in  the  intense  heat  of  a  furnace, 
as  in  the  case  of  foumlrymen  anil  machinissts.  These  cfti'dn  of  the  sun 
or  heat  are  not  confined  to  the  head  alone,  but  may  involve  the  whole 
body.  Thus  wc  note  opprca<*ion  of  breathing,  with  palpitation  of  the 
heart  and  nausea  and  vomiting,  the  tongue  being  white.  Thi-*  nausea  id 
not  gastric  in  origin,  but  oerebrat,  as  under  Rhui  tox.y  BeUmlonna  and 
Apomorpluue,  Thcappwtite  is  g*)ne;  there  is  no  desire  for  fornl;  there 
is  a  horrible  sunken  feeling  in  the  epigastrium,  and  often,  tix>,  diarrhow. 
All  thuHc  symptoms  may  and  do  call  for  Glonoin. 
,  Still  other  cfiects  of  this  congestion  are  found  in  the  eye.  The  eyes 
feel  as  if  too  large  and  protrude  as  though  bursting  out  of  the  head. 
Glonoin  is  indicated  in  eye  diseases  arising  from  cx^nisure  to  very  bright 
light,  as  in  the  case  of  one  obliged  to  work  at  a  desk  beneath  a  hot 
bright  light,  as  a  brighr  Argand  burner.  If  you  should  examine  such 
an  eye  with  the  ophthalmoscope,  you  will  fiml  the  blotxlvestiels  of  the 
retina  distended  or,  in  extreme  cases,  ajioplexy  of  the  retina. 

Still  other  cffcots  of  the  increased  blo4¥l  pressure  under  Glonnin  may 
be  noticwl  in  the  symptoms  of  the  mouth.  For  instance,  there  is  diffi- 
culty in  conversation  from  diminished  power  of  the  tongue,  this  being 
the  result  of  pressure  on  the  brain.  Wine  aggravates  all  these  symp- 
toms. 

Another  effect  of  the  cerebral  congestion  is  convulsions.  Glonoin 
i»  an  admirable  remedy  for  the  convulsions  coming  on  during  lalwr, 
puer|KTal  convulsions.     The  face  is  liright  red  and  puffed,  the  pulse  full 
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and  hfird  and  the  urine  aTbinninons,  The  patient  froths  at  the  mouth  ; 
she  is  unconscious.  The  hands  are  cleneheil,  the  thumbs  Ix'ing  in  ihe 
palms  of  the  hands.  At  other  tiroes,  the  hands  are  stretched  out  i\s 
under  S^cak,  and  the  patient  is  unconscious.  I  thiulc  tliat  Glonoin  is 
one  of  the  best  remedies  we  have  for  the  conjrestive  form  of  puerperal 
convulsions,  that  form  which  is  announced  by  rush  of  blootl  to  the 
bead,  especially  if  there  is  albuminuria.  It  is  also  invaluable  in  con- 
gestion to  the  head  from  suppressed  menses. 

The  mental  symptoms  tmceable  to  this  congestion  are  syncope  or 
sudden  fainting,  the  face  being  pale  or  often  livid,  black  sfwts  befor* 
'  the  eyes,  sudden  onset  of  unoonsciousness,  well-known  streets  seem 
strange  to  the  patient.  This  last  symptom  is  one  decide<lly  dangerous. 
Suppose  a  person  who  is  subject  to  apoplectic  congestion,  is  suddenly 
seized  in  the  streets  with  one  of  these  attacks  and  does  not  know 
where  he  is,  then  Glonoin  is  the  remedy  for  him. 

Another  remedy  is  PdroUmm, 

Sometimes  the  congestion  is  so  great  as  to  make  the  patient  frantic. 
He  tries  to  escape,  to  jump  out  of  the  window.  Glouoin  is  also  useful 
for  the  bod  effects  from  fear.  I  mentionetl  that  briefly  when  speaking 
of  Opium,  There  is  horrible  apprehension  and  also  sometimes  the  fear 
of  being  jioisoned.  This  last  symptom  places  it  alongside  of  Hyoscya' 
mus^  lilnui  tox.y  Bromide  of  Potas^iumf  and  Baptisia. 

Another  use  of  Glonoin  is  its  application  to  trauma.    It  has  l)een  found 

an  excellent  remedy  for  pains  and  other  abnormal  sensati^ms,  following 

late  after  local  injuries.     Long  after  the  reception  of  an  injury  the  part 

pains  or  feels  sore,  or  an  old  scar  breaks  out  again  ;  then  Glonoin  seems 

•  to  relieve. 

It  is  necessary  for  you  to  remember  the  distinctions  between  Bella- 
donna and  Glonoin,  l)ecanse  they  meet  in  the  congestions  and  inflam- 
mations of  the  brain  with  children  and  old  persons.  They  divide  the 
honors  in  these  diseases,  because  ejich  has  a  number  of  confirmed  cures.. 
We  have  the  cri  encephalique  in  Glonoin  which  is  not  so  marked  under 
Belladonna,  so  it  would  seem  that  Glonoin  would  suit  a  worse  case 
than  would  Belladonna.  The  symptoms  which  would  helj)  you  are 
these:  First,  Glonoin;  the  head  syiriptoms  are  worse  by  l)ending  the 
head  backwards;  worse  in  damp  weatjjer;  worse  from  the  application 
of  ct>ld  water,  even  causing  spasms;  better  from  uncovering;  better  in 
the  o|)on  air;  sf^metimesthe  patient  is  obliginl  to  get  uj)  and  walk  about 
despite  the  soreness  that  jarring  i-aus^'s.  A  very  marked  symptom 
which  anticipates  pueri>eral  convulsions  and  which  is  an  early  symptom 
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in  Cf0njp^tu*n  of  the  brain  from  BappresKd  meiHes  and  a  prrHninent 
termptom  in  th«;  lud  eff«r.ift  of  the  beat  of  the  son,  is  a  feeling  m  if  the 
htgad  war;  *:normftat\y  large.  The  head  seeoH  as  if  it  «a$  ezpaadlng. 
AltfKmgh  tJiat  ^rmptom  is  found  nnd«r  Belladonna,  it  is  noc  so  char* 
actcrutic  of  tliat  drag  as  of  Glonoin. 

Now  B<;lb^]onna  lias  relief  from  bending  backwards,  from  sitting  ap 
with  the  hfdwJ  qaieC  Bella^lonna  nsnallj  has  relief  from  covering  the 
h«du],  while  Glonoin  has  relief  from  nnoovering,  although  the  lAtter 
tympUtm  'la  of  less  importance  than  the  others. 

The  lx»ft  antidr/te  to  Glonoin  that  I  know  of,  is  AwnUc 
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Lycopodinm  Clavatum.

Lycopodium  or  club-moss  has  long  been  used  in  legerdemain  and 
also  in  pyrotechnic  displays  for  the  production  of  artificial  lightning. 
In  legerdemain  it  is  used  as  a  coating  to  the  hand,  after  which  that 
member  may  be  dipped  in  water  and  removed  from  thence  perfectly 
dry.  As  a  medicine,  it  was  considered  wholly  inert  by  members  of  the 
allopathic  school  of  practice,  and  was  used  only  as  a  drying  powder 
by  nurses.  In  the  experience  of  some  it  was  found  that  quite  severe 
symptoms  followed  the  use  of  this  powder.  Others,  on  the  contrary, 
used  it  for  months  and  years,  and  positively  declared  it  to  be  inert.  Now 
why  was  this?  The  Cryptogamia,  unlike  other  plants,  have,  instead 
of  seeds,  8|)ore8,  which  are  sometimes  arranged  under  the  leaves,  as  in 
the  case  of  Lycopodium.  Now  these  spores  have  a  hard,  shell-like 
covering,  within  which  we  find  a  small  quantity  of  oily  substanoQ, 
which  is  the  active  part  of  the  spore.  As  long  as  the  Lycopodium  used 
a>n8isted  Af  unbroken  spores  it  was  inert;  when,  however,  these  were 
ruptured,  it  became  active  and  symptoms  followed  its  local  application. 

In  the  preparation  of  Lycopodium,  great  care  should.be  taken  to  see 
that  all  the  spores  are  broken.  When  thus  prepared,  we  have  in  it 
a  truly  valuable  medicine  which  Hahnemann  proved  for  us,  and  one, 
too,  which  we  need  in  practice  almost  every  day.  .  I  love  to  extol  the 
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virtues  of  this  remarkable  drug,  for  Hahnemann  with  his  infallible  7>air, 
rescued  it  from  its  ignominious  use  as  an  infant  powder,  jitul  e]fV:U^-<i 
it  to  the  highest  rank  among  the  anti{>soric4. 

In  order  that  you  may  understand  the  ayraptomatology  of  the.drug, 
I  have  arranged  the  whema  which  you  see  before  you  on  the  board. 

First  of  all,  we  will  study  the  constitution,  that  is  to  say,  the  gen- 
eral character  of  the  drug.  We  find  Lycopotlium  indicated  most  fre- 
quently in  emaciated  persons  who  are  muscularly  weak ;  the  mind, 
however,  is  well  develojied.  Particularly  i.s  this  noticeable  in  children. 
There  is  a  predisjx)sition»to  liver  troubles,  and  also  to  affections  of  the 
lilngs;  the  face  is  often  pule  and  sallow;  the  eyes  being  sunken  and 
surrounded  with  dark  bluish  circles.  Often,  too,  the  face  i&  furroweil 
with  creases  and  wrinkles,  indicating  deep-seated  disease.  The  face 
readily  flushes,  the  cheeks  l>ecome  red.  This  is  often  i^o  in  the  evening 
and  after  eating.  As  to  temperament,  the  Lyco|x>dium  patient  is 
rather  impatient  and  irritable,  easily  getting  angry.  At  other  times, 
siidness  or  ttrarfulness  is  well  marked.  When  sick,  such  paticnta  are 
apt  to  become  donjineering  and  rather  imperious  in  manner ;  or  to  con- 
sider themselves  of  great  importance  and  thoee  about  them  of  noimp  oiv 
tance,  so  they  order  others  about  with  an  angry  vehement  manner.  ,  Aa 
to  the  intellectual  jiart  of  the  mind,  we  find  the  memory  always  weak. 
Thus  we  find  the  drug  often  indicated  when  there  are  frequent  mistakes 
in  speech.     The  patient  forgets  words  or  syllables. 

The  changes  made  in  the  blood  by  Lycopotlium  are  not  nuraerotts. 
In  febrile  states  we  sometimes  find  it  indicated  by  chill  coming  at  three 
or  four  o'clock  every  or  every  other  afternoon ;  this  chill  being  fol- 
lowed by  sweat  without  intervening  heat ;  or  the  case  may  be  character- 
ized by  chill  coming  at  this  hour,  and  sour  vomiting.  There  may  or 
may  not  be  heat. 

The  pulse  in  Lycopotlium  is  not  very  characteristic.  In  the  pruv- 
ings  the  pulse  is  changed  very  lllllc.  except  that  it  is  slightly  iuorLtiscil 
in  frequency  towards  evening. 

Next,  I  have  to  notice  varicose  veins.  Lycopodiura,  by  reason  of 
its  atHion  on  the  liver,  tends  to  produce  swelling  or  enlargement  of  the 
veins,  particularly  those  which  are  more  or  less  imperfectly  supplied 
with  valves ;  so  we  have  varices  characteristic  of  LycojKxlium  ;  varices 
in  the  legs,  particularly  the  rigljt ;  varices  of  the  genital  organs ;  the 
l»l)ia  are  swollen  by  varic^usc  veins  ;  this  latter  condition  occurring  dur- 
ing pregnane^',  being  a  symptom  which  calls  for  LycoiKxlium. 

So,  loo,  we  often 'find  n«vi  modified  by  Lycopodium.     Npw,  do  noi 
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snpjKMe  tlidt  every  n»vns  in  curable  by  me<licine,  for  sncli  is  not  the' 
case.     It  18,  however,  your  duty  to  cure  them   by  medicine  when  you 
can.     For  this  pur|xksc  Lycopodiura  is  one  of  the  remedies.     Still 
another  reme<ly,  and  one,  too,  which   i»  better  tjian  any  other,  and  baa 
al»o  produced  na?vi,  h  Fluoric  acUf, 

So,  too,  carrying  out  a  similar  line  of  symptoms,  you  will  find  Lyco- 
podinra  indicated  in  bleeding  piles,  piles  which  co>itain  an  iramease 
amount  of  blowl,  a  far  greater  quantity  of  blood  than  the  siae  of  the 
vein  involvetl  would  warrant ;  also  in  piles  which  do  not  mature,  but 
Vfhich,  from  partial  absorption  of  their  contents,  remain  as  hard  bluish 
1ump««. 

Then,  again,  in  erectile  tumors  which  have  now  an  increase  and  then 
a  decrease  of  the  amount  of  blood  in  them,  Lycopodiura  may  be  useful. 

Lyo« (podium  must  have  Fome  effect  on  the  blood  or  on  the  nervous 
system  because  of  its  general  use  in  typhoid  states.  It  is  not  in  the 
beginning  of  typhoid  fevers  that  it  becomes  the  remedy,  but  it  is  when 
the  disease  has  gone  on  despite  your  treatment  to  that  state  in  which 
the  symptoms  are  very  alarming.  The  symptoms  which  guide  you  to 
the  selection  of  the  drug  are  these:  First,  in  regular  typhoid  fever  it  is 
indicated  on  about  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  fully-developed  fever, 
when  the  rash  belonging  to  the  fully-develoj>ed  dis<?ase  does  not  appear 
and  the  patient  sinks  into  an  unconscious  state  with  muttering  <]c1irliitii, 
picking  at  the  bed-clothes,  distended  abdomen  with  great  rumbling  of 
flatus,  constipation,  sudden  jerking  of  the  limbs  here  and  there,  invol- 
untary urination  or  retention  of  urine;  if  the  urine  is  pa&seil  in  lutl,  it 
leaveea  reddish  sandy  dei)osit  in  tJ»e  clothing.  These  are  some  of  the 
indinitions  for  LycfjpiKlium  in  typhoid  fevers. 

They  are  very  Kimilar  tu  those  calling  fur  Calcarea  ottrtHirum.  Cal- 
carea  oatrearum  has  been  found  to  be  the  remedy  in  this  stage  of  typhoid 
fever  when  the  nish  does  not  a|>pt'ar.  But  Calcarea  may  have  either 
constipatictn  or»  diarrhcea.  Lycopodiura  always  requires  constijmtion. 
Calcarea  has  more  hallucinations.  The  patient  sees  visions  when  be 
closes  his  eyes;  he  cannot  skvp  ;  although  he  may  be  fully  ctmsclous, 
yet  he  is  continually  frightened  by  some  imaginary  objet^t.  In  su<-h 
cases  Calcarea  develo|i6  the  rash  and  brings  the  patient  out  of  this 
precarious  state. 

•  We  may  have  Lycopodiura  indicated  in  worse  conditions  than  this; 
when  by  reason  of  the  prolonged  temperature  of  the  typhoid  we  have 
im|)ending  paralysis  of  tlie  brain,  it  here  becomes  a  leading  remedy.  The 
patient  lies  in  a  stu[x)r;  the  eyes  do  not  react  to  light,  and  have  a  Bshy 
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look;  the  lower  jaw  is  dropped  and  han^^  down;  the  breathing  i*^ 
snoring  and  rattling;  you  can  hear  mucus  rattle  m  air  gfjcs  in  and  out 
of  the  lungs;  the  urine  is  either  pussed  involuntarily  or  is  suppressed. 
The  pulse  is  intermittent  and  rapid.  In  these  oases  LycoiMxIium  sliould 
be  fjiven,  and  it  will  sjive  the  patient  if  any  reme<ly  can. 

In  these  typhoid  conditions  we  have  an  indication  for  Lyco|Mxlium 
in  the  tongue.  The  tongue  seems  swollen  and  the  patient  can  not  pnv 
trude  it,^op  when  the  patient  dix-s  put  it  out,  it  rolls  from  side  to  side 
like  a  ]>endulura.  Almost  always,  too,  the  tongue  is  dry  and  has 
blisters  on  it.  These  are  symptoms  enough  to  warrant  you  iu  the 
choice  of  Lyco|MKlium. 

In  s<'iirlatiua,  Lycopodlum  is  not  indicated  by  its  power  to  pnxluce  an 
eruption  and  fever  similar  to  those  of  scarlatina ;  it  iscalle*!  ft »r,  rather, 
in  those  (tases  whitvh  do  not  take  a  normal  course  but  which  go  on  to  a 
fatiil  issue  by  reason  of  the  ct)n8titution.  You  are  guided  Itere  by  the 
typhoid  symptoms  just  mentioned  and  also  by  another  byraptom  which 
anticipates  these  and  leads  you  to  Lycopodium  long  before  such  sc'rious 
symptoms  apj>ear.  I  refer  to  the  condition  of  the  child  afU'rsl^?p.  The 
child  wakene  cross  and  irritable,  kicking  the  clothes  off  and  striking  every 
one  al>out  it.  Although  this  symptom  may  seem  insignificant  it  is  not 
so  by  any  means.  Here  it  reseuiblcs  Cujirum,  BelUidonna^  Strnmouinm^ 
and  Zincum^  all  of  which  remedies  have  arousing  from  sleep  as  if  fright- 
ened. The  element  of  irritability  and  the  absence  of  symptoms  char- 
acteristic of  the  other  drugs  lead  you  to  LycojMxlium. 

We  may  make  another  use  of  this  symptom.  Sometimes  children  have 
a  disease  i?alle<l  "gravel,"  in  which  lithic  acid  is  passed  in  hufficiently 
large  quantity  in  the  urine  as  to  auise  pain  on  passing  water.  They 
awake  fmm  sk^ep  screaming  out  with  pain  and  kicking  at  all  around 
them.  Here  Lyco()odium  is  indicated  by  both  the  subjective  and  the 
objective  symptoms. 

Often  too  when  Lycy)podium  is  indicated  in  scarlatinft  you  will  find 
that  one  or  the  other  parotid  gland  is  inflamed  and  discharging  puru- 
lent matter. 

Probably  the  very  best  remedy  in  the  materia  niedica  for  parotitis 
uccompttnying  sctirlatina  is  Rhia  tox.  The  next  best  is  Calcarea  o«ire- 
arum,  and  next  to  that  Lycopodium.  LuicKeM^  \t-  only  indicated  when 
the  swelling  is  purplihh  and  the  pus  iy  not  hiiidablr,  but  thin,  oxtfiri- 
atingand  ichorous. 

In  diphtheria,  Lycopodium  is  to  be  thought  of  when  the  diphtheritic 
deposit  is  most  copious  on  iJie  right  side  of  the  thro^it,  with  a  teuden"" 
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to  spread  towaixls  the  left.  There  U  a  constant  desire  to  swallow, 
amounting  almo»^t  to  ^pasm  of  the  throat,  with  violent  stinging  pains. 
The  patient  is  worse  from  swallowing  drinks,  especially  cold  drinks. 
You  often  find  the  symptoms  jiggraviitcd  from  four  to  eight  r.M.  Gen- 
erally, wlien  Lycopoiliiim  is  the  remedy  in  either  scarlatina  pr  diphthe- 
ria, the  nose  is  invadetl  by  the  disease.  The  patient  cannot  breathe 
\hrongh  his  nose.  The  tonsils  are  very  much  swollen  as  is  also  the 
tongue,  so  that  he  is  oblige«i  to  open  the  mouth  and  protrude  the  tongue 
in  order  to  get  breath.  Sometimes  after  you  have  given  LacheMn^  the 
membrane  goes  to  the  right  side.  Then  Lyoopodium  comes  in  as  a 
substitute. 

Next  we  come  to  the  action  of  Lycopodium  on  the  liver.  Lycopo- 
dium  acts  very  strongly  on  this  organ,  producing  quite  a  number  of 
symptoms.  First  l)eginning  with  the  mouth,  we  find  the  tongue  cositcni, 
«)ur  or  exceptionally  putrid  taste  in  the  morning  on  arising,  violent 
hunger  almost  amounting  to  canine  hunger,  a  few  mouthfuls  of  food 
seem  to  produce  fulsomeness  as  though  the  patient  were  *'  full  up  to  the 
throat,"  quickly  followed  by  hunger  again,  distress  in  the  stomach 
immediately  after  eating,  not  some  little  time  after  like  Nux  vomicaf 
cannot  l>e:ir  the  pressure  of  the  clothing  about  the  waist,  here  l)eing 
somewhat  like  Lachems^  but  it  is  distinguished  from  Liichteis  in  that 
the  latter  has  the  sensitiveness  all  the  time,  but  Lycopodium  only  after 
a  meal.  The  region  of  the  liver  is  very  sensitive  to  touch.  Sometimes 
there  is  a  feeling  of  tension  there,  and  this  feeling  of  tension  is  a  subjec- 
tive symptom  which  leads  you  to  the  choice  of  Lyco|>odium  in  chronic 
hepatitis  when  abftoessea  have  formed.  The  diaphragm  is  very  apt  to 
be  affected  in  this  state.  There  is  a  feeling  as  though  a  c«ird  were  tied 
around  the  waist.  There  is  miirketl  collection  of  flatus.  Possibly  that 
is  the  reason  why  a  email  quantity  of  foctd  fills  the  jxitient  up.  This 
flatulence  tends  upwards  rather  than  downwards;  rumbling  of  wind  io 
the  splenic  flexure  of  the  colon  with  distension  of  that  jiortion  of  the 
intestinakjract.  Momordica  also  has  this.  There  is  great  fermentation 
in  the  intefitines,  this  Ixjing  followed  by  discharge  of  flatus  and  even 
by  diarrhcea.  The  bowels  are  usually  censti{>ated,  however,  with  in- 
effectual urging  to  stool.  After  stool,  there  is  a  feeling  as  of  a  great 
quantity  remaining  unpassed. 

Now  these  symptoms,  eB}>ecially  if  associated  with  ascites,  will  lead 
you  to  the  choice  of^Lycopodium  in  that  disease  known  as  cirrhosis  of 
the  liver. 

Lycopodium  in  these  gastric  and  hepatic  symptoms  has  many  ana>

lugiios,  one  of  whicli  i>s  x\?a-  rotniai.  Nux  may  be  distinj!^uislj(^l  from  it 
l)V  the  tullowing:  Although  Nux  vomica  has  mmr  taste  in  tho  mouth, 
aggravation  in  the  morning  and  fuInoHs  after  eating,  yet  the  immediate 
di-^trL'KH  is  more  prominent  un<k>r  Lyco])odium.  In  the  aotnjmutation 
of  flatuA  of  the  two  remedit*,  Nux  han  more  pressure  down whrIh giving 
frequent  urging  to  stool  and  pressure  on  the  bladder.  Both  remedies 
have  prominently  constipation  with  ineffectual  urging  to  Btool.  The 
difference  between  the  two  remwlJcJi  is  tlii« :  Nux  v«miica  has  thin  in- 
effectual urging  from  it»  fitful  action ;  under  LycoiHjdium  it  arises  from 
contnution  of  the  sphincter  ani. 

Sulphur  is  also  simitar  in  the  accumulation  of  Hatus  and  in  the  sour 
and  bitter  Uiste ;  but  the  characteristic  place  for  the  accumulation  of 
flatus  in  Suljihur  is  in  the  sigmoid  flexure,  and  is  referred  by  the  pa- 
tient to  the  left  groin. 

Ii<ipfianu8  '\8  al!!>o  to  be  thought  of  in  cases  with  accumulation  aoil 
retention  of  flatus.  Dr.  Jas.  B.  Bell  of  Maine^  one  of  our  most  i*miuent 
surgeons*,  performetl  an  o|)eratiou  on  the  abdomen.  The  patient  was 
decidedly  tymfKinitic  and  yet  he  passed  no  flatu^^  whatever  althougli  the 
bowels  moved.  That  symptom  is  under  Raphanus.  Dr.  Bell  gnve 
that  remedy  and  the  pativnt  rec^>vcre<l. 

Next  we  come  to  llie.dropbies  curable  by  Lycopodinm.  We  find  the 
remedy  indicated  in  drojisies  particularly  in  the  lower  half  of  the  body. 
Tlie  upper  part  of  the  UkIv  is  emaciate<l,  the  muscles  of  the  arms  and 
chofit  ui>3  {shrunken,  the  abdomen  is  dlBtended  and  the  legs  swollen  and 
covered  with  ulcere  from  which  serum  continually  oozes.  Now  there 
are  three  remedies  which  may  be  given  when  n leers  form  on  the  legs  in 
drojiwy.  They  are  i?A?«  foa*.,  Lycopoilium  and  Arsenic,  The  cause  of 
the  dropsy  indicating  Lycojxxlium  is  liver  disease.  It  htis  also  been 
used  successfully  for  hydropericardium  in  heart  diseode,  after  tlie  fail- 
ure of  Arsenic. 

We  next  come  to  the  catarrhs  of  Lycopodium.  Lycopodiura  moy 
be  thought  of  in  catarrh  affecting  the  nasal  raucous  surface,  paHicularly 
when  the  nose  is  *'  stuffe^l  up  "  and  the  child  cannot  breathe.  The  child 
starts  up  from  sleep  rubbing  its  nose. 

You  may  also  think  of  it  in  bronchial  catarrh  whetlier  tlie  larger  or 
Bmaller  tulx's  are  involvetl,  when  there  is  accumulation  of  mucus  as  in- 
dicate<l  by  rales,  rattling  breathing,  cough  and  dysnncea. 

It  may  also  Ix*  given  in  hectic  fever  with  suppuration  of  the  lungA^ 
particularly  when  the  right  lung  is  worse  than  the  left. 

It  is  alstj  tiseful  in  pueumunia  when  the  hepatization  is  so  exieu'^i.^ 
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that  the  patient  has  great  difficulty  in  breathing,  and  there  is  alternate 
contraction  and  dilatation  of  the  alee  nasi.  It  may  also  be  employed  in 
typhoid  pneumonia,  the  symptoms  agreeing,  and  also  for  the  bad  effects 
of  maltreated  pneumonia,  particularly  if  suppuration  of  the  lungs  im- 
pends. 

In  diseases  of  the  kidneys  we  find  Lyoopodium  indicated  for  a  trouble 
to  which  I  have  already  referred,  the  presence  of  lithic  acid  in  the  urine, 
and  also  in  renal  colic  affecting  the  right  side.  hM- 

There  is  one  symptom  for  Lyoopodium  tliat  I  would  yet  like  to  add,.     / 
a  symptom  not  uncommon  in  typhoid  fever,  pneumonia,  and  scarlatina,(  ^   f^- 
and  that  is  coldness  of  one  foot  while  the  other  is  warm  or  even  hot 
This  symptom  may  appear  insignificant  on  paper,  but  I  can  assure  you 
that  it  is  of  inestimable  value  in  practice. 

Lyoopodium  is  complenjentiuy  to  Lacheais, 
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THE  UMBBLLIFER^.  THE  BERBBRIDACB^  AND 
SPIGELIA. 

The  UMBEULIPERiE. 

The  Umbel liferae  are  an  order  of  plants  which  have  a  marked  Action 
on  tJie  nervous  system,  developing  in  some  cases  symp^ma  akin  to 
hysteria.  They  also  affect  the  glandular  system,  producing  either 
engorgement  or  atrophy  of  glands.  They  all  act  on  the  mucous  mem- 
branes, producing  catarrh,  and  some  of  tliera  act  upon  the  skin,  develop- 
ing pustular  eruptions.  The  remedies  obtained  from  this  ortler  are  as 
follows: 

Conium  maculatum, 

Cicuta  viroea, 

(Enantlie  crocata, 

Phellandrium  aquaticam, 

PetrowUnum, 

Asafcetida, 

Ammoniacum  gummL 

We  will  now  proceed  to  consider  the  one  first  mentioned  on  t\}\»  list 
Conium  maculatura  acts  as  a  depressor  on  the  cerebro-gpinal  system. 
It  develops  ti  paretic  state  whush  spreads  from  below  upwanls,  the  lower 
part  of  the  body  giving  out  before  the  upper.  When  the  drug  is  taken 
in  poisonous  doses,  we  find  at  first  a  diflScuUy  in  walking  as  though  the 
1(^  could  not  be  moved.  As  the  action  of  the  poison  increases,  other 
and  more  vital  organs  are  involved.  The  lungs  are  attacked  ;  there  b 
dyspnoea ;  the  pulse  is  irregular,  showing  the  fitful  condition  of  the 
heart  muscle.  Up  to  this  time,  the  mind  of  the  patient  is  perfectly 
clear.  Finally  unconsciousness  ensues  and  the  patient  dies  of  cerebro- 
spinal paralysis. 

We  may  ntilijse  Conium  in  those  exhausted  states  of  the  system  re- 
sulting from  old  age.  It  may  also  be  used  after  severe  diseases  as  diph- 
theria ami  typhoid  fever,  and  for  the  soquelfle  of  that  vice  of  vices, 
raasturl>ation.  In  the  paralyses  of  Conium,  sensation  is  but  little 
involved.  Its  analogue  here  is  Gehnnhim,  %vhich  produces^  functional 
motttr  panilysirt  and  is  a  preeminent  remtxly  in  pn^t-diplithcrilii*  fMiralysi*.

In  the  treatment  of  the  effects  of  eejciial  excesses,  we  6nd  Coniiim  of 
great  utility  by  reason  of  its  mental  eymptoras.  It  produces  a  perfect 
picture  of  hy^MX^bondriasis.  The  patient  is  raelancholy.  Conium  may 
also  be  given  when  this  mental  condition  arises  from  celibaoy. 

Zinc  oxide  is  here  very  similar  to  Conium.  The  latter  is  a  depressing 
remedy,  while  the  former  is  irritating  as  well  as  weakening. 

You  may  use  Conium  in  vertigo,  when  it  is  the  result  of  cerebral 
anremia  and  when  it  is  characterized  by  exacerbations  on  turning  over 
in  bed.  It  ;s  often  assocuated  with  a  numb  feeling  in  the  brain  as  if 
that  organ  was  stupefied. 

Acting  as  Conium  does  o|K>n  the  glandular  system,  we  would  expect 
it  to  be  a  scrofulous  reme<ly.  It  is  indicated  in  scrofulous  ophthalmia; 
a  characteristic  symptom  calling  for  it  in  this  tmuble,  being  intense 
photoph«»bia  dispro{>ortionately  severe  to  the  degree  of  inflammation 
present.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  ciliary  neuralgia  and  prosopalgia, 
usually  on  one  side,  and  worse  from  oold,  under  the  influence  of  which 
the  cheek  becomes  of  a  dark  re<l  color  and  swells. 

Conium  affects  the  wax  in  the  ears,  increasing  it  in  quantity  and  mak- 
ing it  a  dark  color,  something  like  chewed-up  paper. 

The  proper  treatment  in  these  cases  is  to  remove  the  accumulation  of 
wax  by  careful  syringing,  and  then  give  Conium  to  prevent  its  forma- 
tion anew. 

Conium  does  not  act  very  prominently  on  the  chest  We  find  it 
useful  in  consumptives  when  they  find  it  impossible  to  expectorate  the 
sputum ;  they  must  swallow  it  again.  It  is  especially  useful  for  torment- 
ing day  cough. 

Conium  weakens  the  heart,  causing  the  pulse  to  be  one  moment  full 
and  regular  and  the  next  soft,  weak,  and  irregular.  This  symptom  is 
not  an  uncommon  indication  for  Conium  in  aged  people. 

The  use  of  Conium  in  glandular  diseases  and  in  malignant  forma  of 
tumors  comes  from  its  power  of  proilucing  enlargement  of  the  glands, 
adenomata.  The  glands  affected  are  of  a  stony  hardness.  These  indu- 
rations are  quite  common  in  the  mamma?,  in  the  testicles,  and  in  the 
uterus.  Usually,  there  is  little  or  no  pain  ;  although,  sometimes^  there 
may  be  darting  pains.  Conium  is  indicated,  perhaps,  in  the  beginning 
of  scirrhus.  It  is  also  indicated  after  contusions  or  bruises  whea  indu- 
ration is  the  result. 

There  is  an  inflammation  of  Conium  which  closely  simulates  that  of 
malignant  disease.  In  the  mouth  it  gives  us  a  picture  of  noma ;  the 
tongue  and  mucous  surfaces  are  swollen,  with  ofiensive  discharge;  the 
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j»rts  lijivr  nn  a-hy,  r;ra\  i-^h  hue,  and  may  even  }ye  gangr^^nons.  There 
18  great  difHculty  iu  -^wallowing,  with  spasm  of  the  throat. 

In  cancer  of  the  stomach,  there  is  vomiting  of  blood,  and  of  a  ^reyi!^) 
black  substance  which  is  made  op  of  decomposed  blood  and  broken- 
down  gangrenous  tissue. 

Conium  is  complementary  to  Nuz  vomica  in  constipation,  especially 
when  there  is  faint  feeling  after  stool. 

Ammoniacum  gummi  is  a  gum  obtained  from  a  very  large  tree  grow- 
ing in  Arabia.  It  has  gained  quite  a  reputation  as  a  cure  for  diseasen 
of  the  eye.  I  have  u'Hjd  it  suooessfuUy  in  ai^thenopia,  when  the  eyei 
smart  and  burn,  especially  if  used  at  night  by  artificial  light  The  eyes 
become  injected,  and  often  throb,  especially  in  the  inner  canthus  of  each 
eye.  It  thus  stands  between  BcUadonna,  which  is  use^l  for  afPeotioos 
of  the  eyes  from  overwork  when  there  is  great  congestion,  and  Ruia^ 
which  is  indicated  for  irritabiHty  of  every  tissue  of  the  eye  from  over- 
work or  from  using  the  eyes  on  fine  work. 

AtafcBtida  is  a  gum  having  a  decided  odor  of  an  alliaceous  kmd.  It 
h  espeoially  nseful  in  two  classes  qf  disease:  First,  in  nervous  diseases 
developing  a  perfect  type  of  hysteria;  it  acts  upon  the  muscular  fibres, 
producing  a  reverse  peri.<)taltic  action  in  the  (Bsopliajgui«  and  iutostinn. 
Thus,  it  causes  a  sensation  as  though  a  ball  started  in  the  stomach  and 
rose  into  the  throat;  this  being  provoked  l)y  over-eating,  by  motion,  or 
by  anything  that  can  excite  the  nerves.  It  produces  a  bursting  feeling, 
upwards,  as  though  everything  in  the  abdomen  was  ooming  out  at  the 
mouth.  This  is  common  in  colic  from  hysteria,  after  belching  of  wind 
of  a  strong  rancid  taste,  and  is  associated  with  an  empty  gone  feelfhg 
in  the  stomach  at  II  a.m. 

The  second  action  of  Asafoetida  is  upon  the  bones..  It  produces 
periosteal  inflammations,  resulting  in  ulcers,  e§>pccially  upon  the  shin 
bones.  A  characteristic  of  these  ulcers  is  an  intolerance  of  all  tlressings. 
All  the  |»arts  around  it  wince  under  the  application  of  even  char^>i«. 

We  find  iVsafcetida  curing  hysteria  arising  from  the  sudden  suppres- 
sion of  discharges. 

*  A«afcDtida  produces  inflamnidtions  of  the  eye.  Thus  it  mny  In?  indi- 
cated in  iritis  after  the  abuse  of  mercury,  especially  when  it  is  of  syph- 
ilitic origin,  with  burning,  throbbing  pains,  and  soreness  «)f  the  l>i»nes 
around  the  eyes.  The  nearest  remedy  here  is  vlwrixm,  which  has  relief 
by  warmth.  Asafcetida  has  relief  from  pressure  on  the  eyeball  itself, 
which  Aurum  has  not. 

JPheilanflrium  aqwitieiim  we  find  In  h*?  indicated  in  headache  wbiob 
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involves  the  nerves  y:'>in^  to  the  eye.     There  h  a  crushing  f'eling  on 
the  top  of  the  head,  with  biiruinj^  of  the  eyes  and  lachrymation, 

Phellanclrium  also  causes  sharp  paina  in  the  course  of  the  lactiferous 
tulicfl. 

Pdrosfiinum  comes  into  use  in  urethral  disease,  especially  in  gonor- 
rhoea when  the  inflammation  has  travelled  back,  and  the  patient  com 
plains  of  [min  at  the  root  of  the  penis.     There  is  a  sudden  irreaiatible 
deiiirc  to  urinate. 

Coniuni  causes  chronic  cystitis,  with  intermittent  urination.  The 
nrine  flows  and  stops.  That  symptom  of  the  drug  I  have  utilized  in 
the  tn-ntment  of  enlargement  of  the  prastate  in  old  people. 

Alihuita  ripuiinum  is  a  frightful  poi>*on,  having  narcotic  properties 
as  well  as  paralyzing  effects.  The  principal  use  we  make  of  the  drug 
arises  from  its  action  on  the  stomach.  It  produces  a  deathly  nausea  and 
sickness,  with  vomiting.  In  the  case  of  a  chiUl  the  vomit  consists  of 
curtlled  milk,  which  is  often  greeu.  After  vomiting,  the  child  falls 
back  exhanstetl  and  goes  to  sleep.  It  awakens  hungry,  it  eats  and  then 
vomits.  The  face  is  pale,  and  there  are  dark  rings  about  the  eyes. 
The  analogue  here  is  AixUmonium  cnulum^  which  differs  from  ^lilthusa 
in  having  a  white-cf»ated  tf>n^ue.  Another  remerly  is  Calcarta  wdreanim 
or  Qifctirea  acdica,  which  has  vomiting  of  curdled  milk,  and  tin*  child 
is  apt  to  have  diarrhoea  with  soyir-smelling  stools. 

CicuUi  virosa,  an<»ther  meml)er  of  the  onler,  when  taken  in  any  quan- 
tity  pr<Klucei*  congestion  at  the  base  of  the  brain  and  in  the  medulla 
oblongata.  At  first,  the  parent  is  rigid,  with  fixtil  staring  eyes,  bluish 
face  and  frothing  at  the  mouth.  Next,  tJiere  passes  a' shock,  or  series 
of  shocks,  from  the  head  through  the  Ixxly.  The  patient  is  often  un- 
conscious, the'  jaws  are  lt>cked,  the  jKilifnt  bites  the  tongue.  These 
•pa/traodic  symptoms  are  foMowed  by  profound  exhaustion.  These 
symptoms  indicate  Ciruta  in  ej>ile|>!«y,  spasms  from  worms,  and  also 
in  some  forms  of  puer|>eral  spasms. 

We  notice,  too,  that  Cicuta,  in  addition  to  these  symptoms,  develops 
phenomena  which  resemble  the  remote  effects  of  ooncu'^ion  of  the 
brain.     The  pupils  are  dilated ;  there  are  also  vertigo  and  headache. 

Cicuta  also  attacks  the  skin,  producing  a  pustular  eruption  with  yel- 
lowish honey-colore<l  scaljs,  particularly  altout  the  mouth,  and  matting 
the  whiskers.  It  has  even  cured  two  cases  of  epithelioma  when  the 
cancerous  gnmth  was  wvered  by  these  honey-colored  scabs. 

Next,  we  will  study  the

Berberis  valgarin  acta  more  on  tbe  kidneya  and  bladder  than  on  aoy 
other  part»  of  the  body;  next  to  these  the  liver,  and  lastly  on  the 
muoooa  mrmbraneii.  It  also  affectn  the  vital  povren  and  daraagea 
nutrition,  ns  shown  by  the  sunken  face  and  ezoeaaive  praatrafioa. 

Firvt  of  all  we  will  consider  the  kidney  symptomH  a<*  the  mfl6timpoi«> 
tant.  Juat  as  I  woiild  ^y  that  1  would  reonmmetid  Dt^italia  for  sereral 
diaeaaea  when  the  heart  («ym{ttom«  deeded  for  it,  so  would  I  reenmmend 
Berberifl  in  certain  afTfctioni,  peritonitis,  metritis,  etc,  when  the  Ber- 
bens  kidney  symptoms  predominated.  We  find  in  the  renal  regkma, 
kicking,  digging,  tearing  pains,  worse  f»om  deep  pressure,  for  they 
are  evidently  in  the  kidneys  themselves.  These  tearing  jiains  extend 
down  the  Iwck  and  into  the  pelvis,  along  the  course  of  the  urvters. 
There  is  u  sort  of  tennive,  pressive  pntn  arrrjw  the  small  of  the  Iwirk  ; 
the  Ixurk  fc«;ls  stiff  and  numb;  pains  of  a  sticking  or  tearing  chanirter 
rndiute  from  ihr  kidnrys  down  into  the  small  of  the  hack.  Anothrr 
symptom  which  seems  to  l)c  (peculiar  to  IkHx'ris,  is  a  l>ubbling  feeling 
aa  if  water  were  coming  up  through  the  skin.  It  is  a  pei^uliar  symp- 
tom and  one  that  may  jwint  very  strongly  to  Bcrlx'ris  as  the  rcnjctly. 

C-onung  m^xl  to  the  bladder,  we  find  very  marked  here  cutting  in  the 
bladder  extending  down  the  urethra,  burning  pain  even  after  urinating. 
The  urine  it-stlf  preswtnts  markeil  characteristics.  We  find  it  yellow, 
turbid  and  (l«i<*iuilcnt.  Sometimes  the  sediment  is  whitii^li,  later  b(xx>m- 
ing  rcil  and  mmly.  Willi  these  urinary  symptoms  are  the  tearing 
|)ains  juMt  mentiouc^I.  Now,  whenever  you  have  these  renal  and  ve!*i- 
cal  symptom**,  you  must  think  of  13erl:>eris,  whether  the  trouble  l)e  in- 
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flammation  of  the  uterus,  of  the  bowels,  of  the  peritoneum^  or  of  any 
other  part  of  the  body.  The  face  is  usually  expressive  of  deep- 
8eate<]  dis«ise,  being  suokeo  and  worn  looking.  General  prostration 
is  great 

Sometimes  the  same  condition  obtains  in  liver  affections.  You  find 
very  characteristically  sticking  pain  under  tlie  lx)rder  of  the  fais^  ribs 
on  the  right  side.  These  pains  seem  to  shoot  from  the  hepatic  region 
down  through  the  abtlomen.  These  symptoms  may  be  indicative  of 
the  presence  of  gall-stones. 

The  stools  of  Berberis  are  accompanied  by  violent  burning  in  the 
anus,  as  if  the  surrounding  part??  were  sore;  frequent  or  constant  de- 
sire for  stool.  These  symptoms  have  suggested  the  use  of  Berberis  in 
fistula  of  the  anus. 

You  may  also  use  Berl>eris  in  complaints  of  females,  when  the  len- 
oorrlKea  or  menstrual  ditBculty  is  associated  with  the  peculiar  urinary 
symptoms  of  the  drug. 

Berberis  ia  to  be  studietl  alongside  of  Parnra  brara.  The  difference 
between  the  two  drugs  is  this:  In  the  latter  drug  the  pains  go  teari^ig 
down  the  thighs,  while  in  the  former  they  seldom  go  further  than  the 
hips. 

When  a  fistula  in  ano  has  l)een  oi>erated  on  and  other  aflections 
follow,  Caicarea  phoa.  is  the  reme<ly. 

We  may  also  use  Berberis  in  diseases  of  the  joints,  when  there  are 
these  tearing  and  burning  pains  and  tliis  bubbling  sensation.  It  is 
also  a  very  useful  drug  in  rheumatism  or  gout,  when  characteristic 
urinary  symptoms  are  present.  This  places  it  by  the  side  of  Lithium 
carb.f  Benzoic  acid,  Caicarea  osfrmrum  and  Lijcopodium. 

Bemoie  acid  is  useful  in  gout  and  in  rheumatism  with  urinary  symp- 
toms, when  the  urine  smells  very  strong,  the  odor  of  the  urine  being 
compared  with  that  of  the  horse. 

Cahnreii  otdreafum  has  very  offensive  urine,  with  a  white  instead  of 
a  turbid  de{>oHit. 

Lycopodium  is  useful  id  rheumatism  or  gout  when  the  urine  con- 
tains a  lithic  acid  deposit. 


PoDOPHYLLtni   PELTATUM. 

Podophyllum  peltatum  is  the  mandrake  or  May-apple;  it  also  is  a 
member  of  the  order  Berberidaoea?.  It  is  a  plant  that  grows  to  the 
height  of  some  two  or  tiiree  feet,  with  leaves  spread  out  like  an  open 
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hand.  It  h  found  mostly  on  the  borders  of  \v«>o<1h.  The  parts  used 
in  nieilicine  are  the  roots  and  the  fruit  of  the  plant.  When  applied 
externally,  Podophyllum  produces  a  rawness  of  the  skin,  resembling 
intertrigo.  If  the  powderetl  plant  gets  into  the  eyes  it  produces  an  in- 
6ammation  of  the  eyes,  and  even  a  perforating  ulcer  of  the  wjrnea. 

The  central  jwint  of  attack  of  the  drug,  iiowever,  \s  in  the  abdomen. 
Shortly  after  jt  is  taken,  there  follow  diorrhrua,  colicky  pains,  the  well- 
known  morning  stool  pouring  out  like  water  from  a  hydrant,  preceded 
by  retching  and  vomiting,  spa?;mod(c  contraction  of  the  stomach  mak- 
ing the  child  st^ream  out ;  diarrbGea  which  makes  us  think  of  Sulphur^ 
DIoscorea,  Jin/ojiia,  Nafrum  8ulph.,  and  a  ft*\v  other  reraetlies. 

In  addition  to  itis  itite^tina]  action  we  iiud  it  acting'ou  the  liver,  and 
here  is  the  main  use  that  is  made  of  the  remedy.  In  the  torpid  or 
chronically  congt^ted  liver,  it  is  indicjite<l.  The  liver  is  swollen  and 
sensitive,  and  friction  over  the  right  hyp<H?ljon<lrium  relievt*  this 
sensation.  The  face  and  sclerotica  l)eoorae  tinged  yellow.  There  is 
bad  taste  in  the  mouth,  evidently  arising  from  the<legeneration  of  foo^l 
in  the  intestinal  tract.  TIte  tongue  is  coated  yellow  or  white,  and 
takes  the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  The  bile  may  become  inspissated  in  the 
gidl  bladder,  forming  gall-stones;  thus  we  find  Poilophyilum  imlicated 
in  that  tormenting  disease,  bilious  colic.  The  stools  are  as  alreaily 
mentioned  ;  or  they  are  constipated  and  clay -colored,  sliowing  the  ab« 
8ei)ce  of  bile.  These  symptoms  of  Poilophyllum  much  resemble  those 
of  Mercurius.  They  have  won  for  the  drug  the  name  of  vegetable 
mercury.     It  is  much  less  injurious,  however,  than  is  mercury. 

Of  the  remedies  producing  the  symptom,  the  tongue  takes  the  im- 
print of  the  teeth,  Mereurius  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list.  Next  to 
that  we  have  Podophyllum,  and  then  Yucca  Jilamentoaa^  and,  tinally, 
RkiMf  Stramonium  and  Arsenicum  metailicum. 

Podophyllum  also  produces  prolapsus  recti  with  the  diarrhoea.  The 
rectum  protrudes  with  each  stool,  especially  in  the  morning.  Podo- 
phyllum also  seems  to  have  4he  power  of  producing  and  curing  pro> 
lapsus  of  tlie  uterus  with  the  attendant  symptoms  of  bearing  down  with 
numbness  in  the  left  ovary,  extending  down  the  thigh,  backache,  and 
often  coexisting  with  these,  prolapsus  recti. 

Afi  concordant  remedies  to  Podophyllum  in  this  prolapsus  wc  have 
Nux  vomica  and  Sepia, 

Poilophyllum  is  a  valuable  remedy  during  dentition.  It  does  not 
seem  to  act  on  the  brain,  yet  it  oausea  reflex  cerebral  irritation,  whether 
this  be  from  the  abdominal  symptoms  alone  or  from  the  teeth.     The 
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Rvmptoras  which  in«!icate  It  in  atldition  to  the  gastric  symploms,  are 
luoauing  and  whining  lUiring  Hleep(not  crying'out  with  a  sharp,  Huddon 
noise,  iti  under  Belhuionna,  but  a  sick  cry);  the  child  grates  it^  teeth ; 
the  head  is  thrown  I  Kick  an<l  rolleti  from  side  to  side. 

Next  we  find  Podophyllum  indicated  in  fevers,  usually  of  a  remittent 
type,  (lartieularly  in  bilious  remittent  fever.  During  the  chill  the  drug 
dt)es  not  produce  many  characterwtic  symptoms ;  but  during  the  fever 
the  patient  is  sleepy  and  soraetiraefl  delirious. 

For  the  remainder  of  the  hour  I  will  speak  of  a  drug  which  is  not 
botanioally  related  to  eitlier  of  the  drugs  I  have  been  speaking  of,  and 
that  is  Spigelia. 

Spigelia   anthelmiktica. 

Spigelia  is  a  member  of  the  order  Loganiaceie.  To  understand 
it  as  a  remedy  is  not  a  diflfieult  thing  to  do,  if  we  start  with  the  idea 
that  it  acts  on  the  nerves  as  a  neuralgic  remedy,  having  as  a  grand 
characteristic,  neuralgia.  Associated  with  these  neuralgic  symptoms 
we  almost  always  find  symptoms  sympathetic  from  the  head,  whether 
these  be  neuralgic  or  not  Mentally,  we  find  the  patient  exhibiting 
fear,  anxiety,  forebo<lings,  as  though  sotuething  was  about  to  happen. 
This  is  a  very  common  symptom  with  nervous  neuralgic  men  and 
women,  especially  those  whose  nerves  are  very  much  weakened. 
Another  symptom  which  sometimes  appears  is  fearfulness  of  pointed 
things  ;  for  instance,  the  patient  is  afraid  of  pins.  There  is  often,  also, 
pnecordial  anguish. 

The  neuralgia  itself,  if  it  involve  the  head,  begins  in  the  occiput 
and  comes  forward  and  settles  over  the  left  eye.  It  may  also  involve 
the  cheeks,  e^iK-cially  the  left.  It  also  has  burning,  jerking,  tearing 
pains',  worse  from  any  noise,  or  from  any  jarring  of  the  body.  They 
lire  usually  worse,  too,  in  change  of  weather,  especially  in  stormy 
weather.  At  the  acme  of  the  j>aiu  there  is  usually  bilious  vomiting. 
The  period  of  exacerlmtion  is  quite  marked.  The  pain  l>egins  in  the 
morning  with  the  sun,  increases  during  the  day,  and  diminisliea  toward 
evening. 

We  often  find  Spigelia  indicated  in  sick-headache  when  the  patient 
can  bear  neither  noi.«e  nor  jarring  of  the  body. 

Spigelia  is  our  mainstay  in  ciliary  neuralgia.  This  may  be  in  either 
eye,  more  frequently,  however,  in  the  left.  The  eye  symptom^  are  the 
following :  There  may  be  photophobia  from  slight  retinitis ;  sharp  stab- 
bing pains  in  tlie  eye,  or  radiating  from  the  eye.     The  supraorbital 
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region  is  tender  to  touch.  ^  The  eye-ball  feela  swollen  as  if  too  large  for 
the  orbit.   Associated  with  these  symptoms  are  lachrymation  and  ootjal 

Three  remedies  are  here  to  be  compared  with  Spigelia.  The  first  of 
them  is  3f€zereum.  This  is  useful  in  ciliary  neuralgia.  The  pains 
radiate  and  shoot  downward.  There  is  a  cold  feeling  in  the  eye  as 
though  a  stream  of  cold  air  was  blowing  on  the  eye.  It  is  especially 
indicated  when  the  bones  are  involved,  especially  afler  the  abuse  of 
mercury. 

Another  remedy  is  Thuja.  This  is  useful  in  ciliary  neuralgia.  Like 
Mezereum  it  has  cold  feeling  in  the  eye,  but  the  pains  take  the  opposite 
direction,  they  go  upward  and  backward. 

Still  another  remedy  to  be  thought  of  is  Cedron, 

Spigelia  is  a  valuable  heart  remedy.  It  is  to  be  thought  of  when 
there  are  sharp  stitching  pains  referred  to  the  left  chest,  and  shooting 
into  the  arm  and  neck ;  when  on  placing  the  hand  over  the  heart  there 
is  a  peculiar  purring  feeling.  The  patient  is  worse  from  the  slightest 
motion  of  hands  or  arms.  He  cannot  lie  down.  The  pulse  is  not 
synchronous  with  the  heart. 

Spigelia  may  be  used  in  worms.  It  causes  the  following  symptoms: 
Strabismus  from  abdominal  irritation,  jerking  over  the  eyes,  paleness 
of  the  face,  with  blue  rings  around  the  eyes.  The  patient  feels  fsunt 
and  nauseated  on  awaking  in  the  morning  when  there  is  hunger, 
which  is  relieved  by  breakfast;  colic  worse  about  the  navel;  stool 
consisting  of  mucus,  faeces,  and  worms. 


LECTURE  XLIII. 

•    MINERAL  KINGDOM. 

I  PROi»asE  now  to  begin  the  study  of  the  drugs  obtained  from  the 
mineral  kingdom.  I  have  placed  on  the  board  {see  next  jxiffe)  for  your 
Btudy  the  elements  with  some  of  their  relations  just  as  we  find  them  in 
chemistry.  They  havo  not  been  arranged  thus  to  suit  the  materia  mcdica. 
This  is  not  an  absolute  arrangement  whirh  cannot  be  altered  without  des- 
troying its  correctnegs.  I  wish  to  explain  here  the  general  idea  of  the 
relation  of  drugs,  and  esjiecially  of  those  belonging  to  the  mineral  king- 
dom. If  you  consult  chemistry  you  will  find  that  the  elements  hold  to 
each  other  an  electrical  relation.  They  hold  to  each  other  a  relation  of 
polarity  as  positive  electric  and  negative  electric.  Certain  of  these  ele- 
ments are  emphatically  negative,  and  others  are  just  as  positively  jiositi  ve. 
Some  of  the  elements,  as  gold,  silver,  etc,  hold  a  middle  relation,  being 
rather  neutral.  These  I  have  placed  at  the  neutral  point  of  the  raaguet. 
The  advantage  of  this  method  of  study  will  be  seen  as  we  proceed. 
The  negative  electrics  are  known  to  be  conductors  of  lights  the  positive 
conductors  of  heat.  The  extreme  effects  in  this  respect  are  noticed  at 
either  pole,  diminishing  as  we  approach  the  curve  of  the  magnet. 
Another  fact  which  is  well  \yorth  knowing,  is  this  general  statement : 
The  electro-negatives  act  on  the  bowels  in  the  morning,  and  the  chest 
in  the  afteni»X)n  ;  that  is,  they  act  upward  on  the  body  during  the  day. 
Exactly  the  opposite  holds  true  with  the  electro-positive.  These  act 
on  the  chest  in  the  morning,  and  on  the  bowels  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
day.  Most  of  you  are  acquainted  with  the  morning  diarrhoea  of  Sul- 
phuTf  which  hurries  the  patient  out  of  bed.  You  know  how  the 
asthma  of  that  remedy  increaAes  in  the  afternoon.  Taking  the  reme- 
dies at  the  other  extreme,  we  have  the  Kali  salts  as  examples;  you 
know  that  they  have  aggravation  of  their  chest  symptoms  io  the  fore- 
noon, and  of  their  bowel  symptoms  in  the  afternoon.  This  is,  of 
courw,  a  very  general  statement,  but  it  may  be  of  great  use  to  you  in 
enabling  you  to  differentiate  between  drugs,  Ijct  me  illustrate.  You 
have  a  case  of  scrofula  and  you  arc  obliged  to  decide  !)etween  Sulphur 
and  some  salt  of  line.  You  will  be  astonished  to  see  how  similar  are 
many  o(  the  symptoms  of  these  two  drugs.     The  very  fact  of  the

diarrhoea  coming  in  the  morning  or  afternoon,  insignificant  a«  it  may 
appear  under  other  circarastanccs,  acts  as  a  symptom  of  (iitfercntiation 
between  these  two  drugs.  Now  in  making  this  statement,  I  do  not 
mean  that  because  Sulphur  prodm^s  a  morning  diarrhce^,  that  it  mu«t 
always  be  the  remedy  when  that  symptom  is  presented  ;  but  I  do  mean 
that  when  you  are  compelled  to  decide  between  two  remedies  having 
opposite  directions  in  action,  this  relation  becomes  of  great  importance. 
As  you  approach  the  remedies  or  chemicals  at  the  neutral  point  of  the 
magnet,  you  find  these  effects  less  and  less  marked,  until,  finally,  they 
are  un noticeable. 

There  is  another  fact  which  we  may  learn  from  this  arrangement  of 
drugs.  You  notice  that  here  we  have  oxygen  and  sulphur.  They 
are  chemical  elements,  which  are  placetl  near  together  in  chemistry,  and 
are  similar  not  only  as  chemicals  but  also  as  medicines.  Next  on  the 
list  we  have  nitrogen,  which  is  used  in  rae<licine  in  the  form  of  Nitric 
acid.  Below  this  we  have  a  list  of  remedies  whieh  constitute  a  group 
in  chemistry  known  as  the  halogens ;  they  consist  of  Fluorine,  Fluoric 
acid,  Iodine,  Bromine,  and  8jK>ng^a.  The  latter  drug  is  placed  here 
not  as  a  chemical  substance,  but  as  a  drug  which  owes  its  medicinal 
properties  to  the  iodine  and  bromine  which  it  contains.  It  is  of  prac- 
tical value  to  remember  these  drugs  in  this  connection,  because  they 
are  not  only  chemically  similar,  but  they  are  also  similar  as  medicines. 
Moreover,  this  grouping  of  remedies  enables  you  to  keep  in  mind  a 
group  of  remetlies  from  which  you  may  choose  one  to  suit  your  case. 
I  have  introduced  cyanogen  here  because  it  holds  important  chemical 
and  medicinal  relations  to  the  halogens.  B^w  we  have  the  carbon 
group,  Carbo  veg.,  Carbo  animalis,  Anthrakokali,  tlie  diamond,  and 
Graphites.  I  have  also  placetl  in  this  group.  Petroleum  and  C\>smo- 
line,  two  oily  substances,  rich  in  carbon,  and  having  many  resemblances 
to  the  pure  carbons.  , 

You  will  find  in  a  future  lecture,  that  I  can  show  you  characteristics 
which  l)elong  to  all  the  carbons.  You  will  say  that  here  is  a  patient 
who  needs  some  prejwration  of  carbon,  which  shall  it  be?  This  you 
determine  in  the  same,  way  as  you  selected  one  of  the  halogens.  Next 
we  have  a  group  composed  of  Phosphorus  and  its  acid  and  Arsenicum. 
Below,  we  have  Tellurium,  Antimoninra  crmlum  and  Antiraoninm 
tartaricnm,  whieh  is  similar  enough  to  the  sulphide  to  be  placed  along 
side  of  it.  This  group  of  drugs  possesses  many  similarities.  Phos- 
phorus and  Arsenic  are  continually  in  the  physician's  mind  plaoed  in 
contrast,  and  it  is  of^en  difficult  for  him  to  decide  which  he  shall  give. 
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The  Aotimoiij  preparations  are  simiUr  in  fom  and  koiooqilioai  with 
So]pliar  and  Seleoium.  There  m  another  fiwC  which  w»  nay  borrow 
from  cheoibtry,  and  that  \»  that  suU^tances  of  simibr  crrstaUino  struct- 
ure have  similar  raaiicinal  effects.  These  rabstaoces  oileo  replace  cadi 
other  in  chetnistry.  I  give  yon  these  facta  eo  that  joa  maj  have  a  m- 
tional  cooceptioo  of  drugs,  not  a»  mere  indi  viduaU,  bat  as  ooosistent  wiUi 
)  < I  with  themselves.    Here  below  we  have  the  noble  metals,  ^old 

Then  we  may  go  up  on  this  gide  tracing  the  drugs  through 
the  game  relation  we  did  on  the  other.  Every  one  knows  bow  closely  r»> 
lated  chemically  and  medicinally  are  Barium  and  Strontium.  Tliif*  rela- 
tion U  very  much  like  that  of  similarity  in  origin.  They  are  not  a|>t  to 
follow  one  another  well.  Here  are  Sulphur  and  Sulphuric  acid ;  BUpiMse 
you  are  going  to  decide  between  them  and  suppose  it  to  be  a  j>erplexing 
ca«*.  You  hay  **  I  will  give  Sulphur  and  if  he  is  not  better  to-morrow, 
I  will  give  Sulphuric  acid.^'  That  is  bad  practice.  It  would  be  much 
better  to  say  that  I  will  give  Sulphur  to-day  an<l  Calcarea  to-morrow. 
Why?  They  are  similar  drugs  but  entirely  foreign  in  their  family  re- 
lations. Why  do  1  dwell  on  these  two  relations  ?  Because  I  want  you  to 
distinguish  Itetween  that  which  is  the  same  and  tliat  which  is  similar. 
Ignatia  and  Xux  vomica  are  too  much  as  though  they  were  the  same 
thing.  Ignutia  and  Zinc  are  concordant  reme<lies  which  are  similar  but 
which  are  not  identical.  You  note  that  I  have  placed  hydrogen  above 
all  the  potash  salts.  You  notice  that  here  is  placed  antoM>ne.  Ozone 
is  negative  oxygen,  and  antozone  is  jxjsitive  oxygen.  Oxone  exists  in 
the  sea-air  and  how  many  times  do  you  send  your  patients  to  the 
sea-shore  for  relief.  JV^e  may  derive  a  hygienic  fact  from  this  state- 
ment; if  I  have  a  patient  who  is  something  of  a  Sulphur  patient,  I 
would  think  that  sea-air  would  do  him  good  iK^uuse  sea-air  is  rich  in 
oxone  and  ozone  in  a  general  way  suits  his  condition.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  he  belongs  more  to  the  "  salt "  class  of  drugs  I  would  not  send 
him  to  the  sea-shore.  I  would  send  him  where  antozone  exists,  as  in 
fogs.  We  will  now  proceed  to  study  the  drugs  derived  from  the  mineral 
kingdom.  The  remainder  of  the  hour,  I  will  devote  to  the  considera- 
tion of  Selenium.  To-morrow,  we  will  study  Jlhat  king  of  rpmodios, 
Sulphur.

It  seems  to  pro- 
duce a  w'e:«kne^  or  general  debility  involving  all  parts  of  the  b(xly. 
This  debility  is  exprensed  by  easy  fatigue  from  any  exertion  or  labor. 
If  the  patient  aits  up  a  little  late  at  night,  or  exerts  his  mind  a  little  too 
much,  he  is  exhausted  the  whole  of  the  next  day  and  Ls  therei>y  unfitted 
for  either  mental  or  physical  wokIc.  Parti<^ularly  is  he  weakeneil  from 
hot  weather.  Il  in  evident  that  the  hot  weather  weakens  him,  for  the 
weakness  increased  with  the  heat  of  the  body,  and  he  becomes  stronger 
as  the  sun  sinks  an<i  the  tem|KTature  with  it.  He  is  sluggish  on  account 
of  this  debility.  He  wants  to  sleep  from  sheer  exhaustion,  and  yet  he  is 
always  worse  after  sleep.  He  cannot  bear  any  nervous  exhaustion,  con- 
sequently hois  made  worse  by  seminal  emissions,  whether  voluntary  or 
involuntary.  As  a  result  of  the  seminal  loss,  there  are  the  next  day  irrita- 
bility, mental  confusion,  ht^adachcj  almost  paralytic  weakness  of  the  spine, 
involuntary  escape  of  prostatic  fluid,  dribbling  of  semen  during  sleep, 
and  after  stool  and  urination.  Now  you  will  notice  at  once  the  resem- 
blance of  the  drug  to  Sulp*hur.  Both  have  bad  effects  of  mental  exhaua- 
tiou  and  )<>»«  of  sleep,  and  l)oth  have  involuntary  emissions  and  prosta- 
torrhcea.  The  dirtinction  lies  in  the  fact  that  Selenium  is  woree  in  the 
relaxation.  Here  you  find  two  substances  suitable  in  similar  conditions, 
and  yet  that  shade  of  difference  is  sufficient  to  enable  you  to  know  which 
one  is  the  more  useful  for  your  case.  Both  have  impotence.  With 
Sulphur  there  is  more  coldness  and  shrivelling  of  tlie  genital  organs. 
With  Selenium  there  is  more  of  this  total  giving  up  or  relaxation,  so 
that  semen  escapes  involuntarily  and  in  dribbles. 

We  may  be  called  uj)on  to  use  Selenium  for  the  sequela  of  tj'phoid 
fever.  When  the  patient  begins  to  walk  about,  there  is  guch  great 
debility  of  the  spine  that  he  fears  that  he  will  be  paralyzed.  Again, 
you  see  the  great  similarity  between  Sulphur  and  Selenium.  Sulphur 
is  invaluable  in  the  exhaustion,  consequent  upon  protracted  diseases. 
This  again  we  have  in  Selenium.  Selenium  does  not  have  such  char- 
acteristic Sulphur  symptoms  as  fiushes  of  heat  on  the  leas-t  motion.  Sul- 
phur has  more  that  gone  weak  feeling  in  the  forenoon,  which  is  not 
marked  under  Selenium. 

We  find  Selenium  also  indicated  in  headache  of  nervous  origin.  The 
pain  is  of  a  stinging  character,  and  is  u^ually  situated  over  the  left  eye 
and  it  is  wurse  from  the  heat  of  the  sun.     Notice  again,  how  hot  weather 
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infliiemies  tlie  Selenium  patient.  The  headaehcB  return  quite  jwricKli- 
cally  every  afternoon,  and  are  increaj^wJ  by  any  strong  o<lor,  an  the  odor 
of  tube-roses,  musk,  etc.  Thi^  headache  is  evidently  nervous  becnufle  it 
is  associated  with  profound  melancholy  and  profuse  flow  of  clear  limpid 
urine.  Youot^eo  find  this  last  symptom  in  hysterical  patients.  Otfinr 
remedies,  however,  have  it  more  marked  than  Selenium. 

Again,  another  indication  of  the  nervou^nefw  of  tliis  headaoh'-  i^  -.  u 
in  the  fact  that  the  patient  is  worse  from  drinking  tea  and  fmiii  certain 
acids,  notably  lemonade.  Even  tamarind-water  aggmvates.  Here  again 
we  tiave  resemblances  to  the  Sulphur,  in  the  periodfcal  return  of  the 
headache.  With  Sulphur,  however,  it  dcx«  not  return  every  afternoon 
but  it  returns  every  week ;  nor  has  this  remedy  the  aggravation  from 
tea  although  it  has  from  coffee. 

You  will  find  both  remedies  indicated  in  the  headache  of  drunkarils 
and  of  tlM>;e  who  have  been  guilty  of  del>auchcry.  The  8ul[>linr  hwid- 
ache  is  worse  from  all  fortn^  of  alcoholic  drinks.  The  Selenium  bead- 
ache  is  sometimes  improved  by  brandy,  as  are  also  the  gastric  symptoms. 
You  will  find  that  the  patient  has  a  longing  for  brandy.  Now  this  is 
not  the  drunkard's  craving.  It  is  the  resiHt  of  a  peculiar  weakness  in 
the  stomach,  in  which  there  is  a  feeling  as  if  the  patient  wantnl  some- 
thing to  stimulate  him,  and  brandy  is  desired  as  it  has  a  tcm^Kirary 
palliating  eflbct.  The  same  symptom  you  find  und^r  Siaphisaffiia  and 
Separ  gxdphnr^  lx>th  of  which  have  that  great  relaxation  and  dragging 
or  want  of  tone  in  the  walls  of  the  stomach  and  consequent  insutHctency 
ID  the  secretion  of  gastric  juice. 

Selenium  is  indicated  in  a  j>eculiar  form  of  constipation.  It  comes 
to  as  well-reconimcndc<l^  but  it  failed  me  in  the  one  case  in  which  I 
used  it.  The  r-onstipntion  for  which  it  is  indicated  is  one  purely  due  to 
atony  of  the  intestinal  tract.  Peristaltic  action  is  almost  nothing,  so 
tJiat  feeces  become  impacted.  The  feeces  are  hard  and  dry  from  absorp- 
tion of  their  moisture  and  require  removal  by  artificial  mean^,  yet  Se- 
lenium is  said  to  tone  up  the  rectum  and  prevent  the  recurrence  of  this 
symptom.  The  same  symptom  is  found  under  Alumina,  Opiums 
Plumbum  and  Bryonia,  but  these  are  proltal)ly  not  liidicatcil  so  otVn 
during  convalescence. 

Another  [peculiarity  of  Selenium  which  qualities  it8  bymptoiun  i>  tlx- 
character  of  the  sleep.  The  jwitient  sleeps  in  cat-naps,  lie  awaktiw 
often  in  the  night  or  is  easily  aroused  by  any  slight  disturbance.  He 
awakens  at  precisely  tlie  same  hour  every  morning,  l»efore  his  usiial 
rising  time,  at  which  time  all  his  prevailing  ctmiplaints  are  worbe.

fere  again  it  reperables  Siilphnr.  These  "cat-naps  "  are  characteristic 
of  Sulpljur.  The  true  Sulj)hur  sleeplessness  is  this :  The  patient  is 
aroused  from  sleep  and  is  then  wide  awake,  and  is  not  ready  to  fall 
asleep  again.  He  has  not  this  jieriodical  hoar  of  awakening  each  mor- 
ning, which  calls  for  Seleniom. 

Another  resemblance  between  the  two  drugs,  you  will  find  in  affec- 
tions of  ihe  skin.  Selenium  is  useful  in  slyn  diseases,  particularly  when 
there  is  itching  in  the  folds  of  the  skin  as  between  the  fingers,  and 
about  the  joints,  particularly  the  ankle  joint.  The  itching  may  also  oc- 
cur in  small  spots  and  is  associated  with  tingling,  here  again  showing 
involvement  of  the  nervous  system.  The  hair  falls  off,  both  that  of 
the  head,  the  eyebrows,  and  whiskers  and  other  parts  of  the  boily.  You 
will  find  on  the  a<*alp  an  eczematf)U8  eruption  which  oozes  a  serous  fluid 
after  scratching.  Here  again  it  bears  a  striking  resemblance  to  Sul- 
phur, but  is  distinguished  from  that  remeily  if  the  patient  k  old  enough 
to  describe  hts  case,  by  this  tingling  in  spots. 

We  s<»metimes  find,  although  not  often,  that  Selenium  like  Sulphur  is 
indicated  in  chronic  atfcctions  of  the  liver.  Especially  is  it  called  for 
in  eiilargement  of  the  liver  with  K>ss  of  ap[>etite,  particularly  in  the 
morning ;  there  is  white  coating  on  the  tongue,  thus  separating  it  at  once 
from  Sulphur,  Then,  too,  when  Sulphur  has  loss  of  appetite,  it  has  in- 
crease of  thirst,  which  is  lacking  in  Selenium.  There  are  sharp  stitching 
pains  in  the  hepatic  region,  worse  on  any  motion  and  worse  on  pres- 
sure. Sensitiveness  of  the  liver  is  found  and  there  is  a  peculiar  fine 
rash  over  the  hepatic  region.  If  that  is  present,  Setenium  is  the  only 
remedy  you  can  think  of  to  suit  your  case. 

Selenium  has  a  very  marked  action  on  the  larynx  and  lungs.  Sev- 
eral animals  were  poisoned  with  Selenium.  It  produt««d  intlammation 
of  the  lining  membrane  of  the  larynx,  congestion  of  the  lungs  with  ex- 
udation into  the  pulmonary  substauce.  Post-mortem  examination 
showed  the  mucous  membrane  to  be  congcste<l,  with  ilark  purplish  spots 
here  and  there  through  it.  Oozing^of  blood  and  frothy  serum  followed 
the  incision  of  the  knife.  I  have  used  Selenium  succeesfully  in  the 
ho^i'scness  of  singers,  particularly  when  the  hoarseness  appears  as  soon 
as  they  begin  to  sing.  It  may  also  be  used  when  hoarseDeas  appears 
after  long  use  of  the  voice.  There  is  fre(juent  necessity  to  clear  the 
throat  by  reason  of  the  accumulation  of  clear  starchy  mucus.  These 
symptoms  are  very  suspicious  of  incipient  tuliercular  lar\'ngitis.  Here 
8«'lenium  is  grouped  with  Arum  tHphyiluviy  Sponf/itif  Caiw/iowm,  Carbo 
vtg.  and  Phosphorus, 
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Arum  triphyUum  has  entirely  different  effects,  bat  it  bears  a  strong 
symptomatic  resemblance  to  Selenium.  It  is  also  useful  for  the  hoarse- 
ness of  singers  and  orators,  but  it  is  especially  indicated  when  the  voice 
suddenly  gives  out  during  use.  For  example,  the  patient  is  talking  in 
a  sort  of  monotone  when  the  voice  suddenly  breaks  and  goes  up  to  a 
higher  key. 

The  antidotes  to  Selenium  are  PvhatiUa  and  IgriaUa.  China  and 
wine  are  inimical  to  it.  The  debility  caused  by  Selenium,  so  says  Hah- 
nemann, is  very  much  increased  by  the  use  of  Cinchona.  Now  the 
emaciation  caused  by  Selenium  is'  very  similar  to  that  of  Cinchona.  We* 
have  debility  and  emaciation  from  loss  of  animal  fluids.  That  is  also 
found  under  Cinchona ;  yet  the  two  drugs  are  inimical. 
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Sulphur  is  an  element  with  which  you  are  all  Aiinillar.  You 
roust  be  careful  if  you  prepare  the  raetliciue  yourself,  that  you  obtain 
it  perfectly  pure.  The  sublimetl  Sulphur  that  you  buy  in  the  shojw,  is 
very  impure.  It  contains  some  of  the  oxygen  acids  of  Sulphur,  some 
Selenium,  and  often,  too,  Arsenic  When  chemiml  substances  are  as80> 
ciated  in  this  way  in  nature,  it  is  a  fact  that  they  must  be  related  me- 
dicinally. There  is  also  a  relation  between  the  plant  and  the  soil  iu 
which  it  grows.  Thus  Belladonna  which  grows  in  litne  earths,  is  re- 
latoil  medicinally  to  Calcarea.  The  Agaricus  will  never  grow  where 
there  is  coal.  You  will  find  no  relation  between  .Vgaricus  and  the 
carbons.  Cistus  Canadensis  grows  where  there  is  mica,  consequently 
you  may  expect  some  relation  between  that  drug  and  Magnesium. 

Sulphur  may  be  said  to  be  tlie  central  remedy  of  our  materia  medica.* 
It  has  well  defined  relations  with  nearly  every  drug  we  use.  The  great 
utility  of  Sulphur,  arises  from  this  |>eculiarity,  it  is  our  mainstay  in  de- 
fective reaction.  When  the  system  refuses  to  resjwnd  to  tlie  well- 
aelected  remedy,  it  matters  not  what  the  disease  may  l>e,  whether  it  is 
a  disea;se  whicli  correspondM  clmracteri-stically  with  the  symptomatology 
of  Sulphur  or  not,  it  will  often  be  the  remedy  to  clear  up  the  case  and 
bring  about  reaction,  and  either  itself  cure  the  case,  or  pave  the  way  for 
aootlier  drug  which  will  cure.  This  quality  of  Sulphur  arises  from  its 
relation  to  what  Hahnemann  called  psora.  Hahnemann  taught  what 
is  practically  true  that  when  a  disease  is  suppressed  (iind  a  jlisease  is 
suppressed  when  it  is  driven   from  the  surface  to  the  interior  of  the 
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body)  there  i»  formed  a  coDstitiition  or  dyscrasia  which  will  nfuTwards 
modify  every  abnormality  from  which  the  patif-tit  may  suffer.  For 
iristaiicCy  an  eruption  on  the  skin  in  dried  op  or  is  driven  in  by  some 
external  cipplicntion.  Afterwards  (it  may  be  somi*  time),  anf»thiT  di»- 
en^e  may  ap|>ear.  Now  tins  does  not  come  necessarily  as  a  i^kin  nffet'tiob. 
Palhologitiilly,  it  may  be  entirely  different  from  it.  For  instants,  tm  tlie 
n«uU  of  ex|>osure  to  cold,  the  patient  contracts  pneumonia.  Thij*  »u})- 
pressed  eru|>tion  so  raodifioa  the  di8ea*e  tiiat  it  \»  not  curable  until  that 
some  crupti<»n  is  ree.stabliahed  on  the  skin.  Then  you  will  be  amazed  to 
we  how  promptly  the  remedy  that  l>ef«ire  refuse<l  to  act,  miw  cures  the 
case.  Many  times  haj*  Sulphur  restoretl  xuch  suppressetl  diseases,  and 
in  this  fact,  lies  it*  wide  application  in  practice.  Particularly  is  it  ap- 
plicable after  the  t^uppres^ion  of  itch. 

Sulphur  is  especially  adapted  to  persons  of  rather  light  complexion 
(although  dark-complexioned  jHiTsons  may  al«>  yield  to  it*  influence), 
who  are  easily  angered.  It  is  one  of  our  mainstays  in  the  treatment  of 
the  negro.  Whether  this  is  owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  scrofula  in 
that  race  or  not,  I  cannot  say.  It  is  alwi  t^uili^l  to  persiKis  who  are 
subject  to  skin  aflections,  particularly  to  those  who  have  han^h,  rough 
skin,  which  very  readily  breaks  out  with  eruptions  of  various  descrip- 
tions, varying  fn»ra  a  simple  erythetuu  to  a  [Mwsitive  eczema.  There  ia 
u|>t  to  lie  also  an  offensive  odor  frcmi  the  liody.  This  odor  may  arne 
partly  from  uncleaulincjis,  for  the  typical  Sulphur  patient  is  not  very 
fond  of  water.  Bathing  aggravates  his  complaiuL«i.  There  is,  more- 
over, a  positive  tlistaste  or  dislike  for  water.  This  |>eculiar  diaagnie- 
able  odor  or  exhalation  from  the  skin  is  not  removed  by  washing,  henoo 
you  must  consider  it  to  he  an  abnormality  arising  from  impure  excre- 
tions from  the  skin.  The  patient  is  rather  of  coarse  fibre.  His  hair  is 
hamh  and  coarbc.  There  is  craving  for  alcoholic  drinks,  esfK-cially 
those  of  the  coarser  ty|>e,  as  beer,  ale,  whiskey,  etc.  The  |HiUent  walks 
rather  htoo[)e<l  from  weakness  of  the  spine.  Then,  too,  as  I  have  alntidy 
aaid,  he  fails  to  react  to  the  apparently  indicated  remedy. 

In  defective  reaction  Sulphur  does  not  stand  alone.  I  have  ainwly 
spoken  of  the  value  of  Pttorinum  in  this  connection.  Cupmvi  kIiouU! 
also  be  thought  of.  We  also  have  Laurocerajnis  in  chwt  affections,  par- 
ticularly in  diseases  of  the  lungs  which  do  not  respond  to  treatment ;  I  a- 
leruui  and  AnUtra grisea  in  nervous  diseases;  and  Carbo  Mt^.,  porticu- 
larly  io  alxiominal  affections  and  in  the  collapse  which  ia  marked  by 
cold  breath,  cold  knees,  etc. 

Now  lot  me  speak  of  the  action  of  Sulphur  on  the  circulation      Tfi 
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almoBt  every  instance  in  which  it  is  the  remedy  you  will  fin<l  derangeil 
circulation.  It  seems  to  act  promiuently  ou  the  venous  circulation, 
producing  a  sort  of  plethora.  But  this  is  not  a  true  plethora.  It  is 
the  result  of  irregularities  in  the  distribution  of  the  blcMxi,  by  which 
certain  parts  of  the  Ixxly  become  congested.  These  congestions,  gen- 
erally speaking,  are  i^uch  as  occur  particularly  fronj  abdominal  troubles, 
especially  fulness  of  the  portal  system,  a  very  common  trouble  nowa- 
days. £s{)ecially  is  Sulphur  indicated  in  plethora  that  has  ari:$en  from 
sudden  cessation  of  an  accustomed  diM;harge,  particularly  a  hiemorrhoidal 
flow.  For  example,  piles  have  suddenly  stopped  bleeding,  and  fulness 
of  the  head,  with  distended  blootlveasels,  fulness  of  the  liver,  etc.,  sJ»ow 
that  congestion  of  these  parts  has  resulted.  Sulphur  will,  in  these 
instances,  ease  the  congestion  and  restore  the  accustomed  discharge. 
Then  you  may  proceed  with  Sulphur  or  witli  some  other  remedy,  acconl- 
ing  to  the  indications  of  the  case,  to  cure  this  abnormal  discharge  in  the 
proper  way. 

The  congestion  of  Uie  head,  for  which  Sulphur  is  indii^tcil,  is  accom- 
panied by  roaring  in  the  ears  (hence  there  is  congestion  about  the  audi- 
tory nerves),  redness  of  the  face,  tliis  symptom  being  worse  in  t!ie  open 
air  and  better  in  the  warm  room.  The  hea<l  feels  heavy  and  full  almost 
to  bursting.     The  patient  feels  worse  when  he  8tix)ps. 

Sulphur  is  frequently  indicated  in  congestion  of  the  chest  witJj  or 
without  hemoptysis.  There  is  great  difficulty  in  breathing.  The 
patient  feels  oppre98e<l  and  wants  all  the  diwrs  and  windows  ojiened. 
These  aymptoms  are  aocom|mnied  with  violent  palpitation  of  the  heart, 
that  organ  trying  to  tx)m|)enaate  for  the  increased  supply  of  blood  to  tlte 
thoracic  cavity. 

If  I  may  be  allowed  to  use  the  expreflsion,  there  is  too  much  blood 
in  the  heart.  The  blood  rushes  into  t)iat  organ  and  is  not  removed  by 
its  contractions  rapidly  enough.  Thb  is  a  very  common  symptom 
indicating  Sulphur,  and  especially  calls  for  it  when  the  patient  is  dis- 
turbe<l  at  night  with  sudden  rush  of  blood  to  the  heart,  with  violent 
{mlpitation,  gasping  for  breath,  feeling  as  if  the  patient  would  suffocate 
if  J'resh  air  is  not  obtained.  These  symptoms  may  also  be  experienced 
during  the  day  from  ascending  a  height  or  from  exercise  where  the 
heart  is  (railed  u{>on  to  do  extra  work.  Oilen  tlie  patient  feels  as  if  the 
heart  was  too  large  for  the  thoracic  cavity. 

As  furtlier  evidence  of  the  irregular  distribution  of  the  bhnxi  in  Sul- 
phar,  we  have  redness  of  the  various  orifici's)  of  the  body.  This  symptom 
is  very  characteristic  of  the  remedy.     The  lips  are  of  a  rich  red  color. 
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Thti fjrniptOfn  often  indimt"-^  S<!l[t)(iir  in  f>iio«im<«!iI:i,  H,;irlai'ni.  -iv-i^n- 
torjr Aod fltuemuL  K<»dD»j>^  of  iht  ear^  may  bo  «uLit«-^l  t*voii  wIj^u  rhe  rest 
of  the  Uxly  m  not  aboormal  Id  oolor.  With  thin  last  tntiicatiuii,  Sal- 
phur  Una  often  prevented  earache  in  children.  With  this  iodicatiiMi  ii  hM 
often  pret'ented  eiysipejaa.  We  also  find  this  redness  along  the  bordeni 
of  the  eyelidfl,  giving  them  an  appearanoe  as  if  they  had  beeo  painted. 
We  6nd  redness  at  the  anus,  with  soreness  of  the  part.  That  symptooi 
is  {wrtiiijlarly  useful  in  the  diarrhaea  of  children.  The  child  smwiM 
with  pain  when  tlie  bowehi  are  moved.  Thtit  symptom  alone  may 
fretjufutly  lead  you  to  decide  that  Sulphur  \&  the  remeily.  The  same 
fyuptoro  ia  also  true  of  the  vulva,  which  is  found  to  be  red. 

Another  and  very  oommon  ezpnwion  of  the  irregularity  in  the  ctr- 
ctilalion  U  flushes  of  heat.  It  is  not  particularly  the  flashes  of  b«at 
that  ocxrur  at  the  climacteric  for  which  Sulphur  ii*  indJ(^te<l,  but  it  is 
the  (biJ^hes  of  heat  which  may  occur  in  any  diM«i«e  and  do  occur  during 
convalcMcenoe.  The  **  flush ''  is  followed  by  more  or  leas  rootfitore, 
wlii<'h  \r\\'t's  rt'Iif f.  To  ite  purely  char:utori>*tic  of  Sulphur,  this  is  often 
aMMH-iiitt^l  with  other  symptoms,  &uch  for  instance  »i8,  .^criHiitiuu  of  heat  on 
tlie  top  of  iIm*  limd.  The  feet  iu  such  cam^M  uta  apt  to  be  t«ld  and  the 
|mtit'nt  wmiplains  of  weak  feeling  iu  the  epigastrium,  thi^  bej'ig  espe- 
cially worx?  in  the  foren<xiu  from  ten  to  twelve.  VVhileyou  often  cure 
fluHhtt*  of  he:it  with  Sulphur  when  ihin  symptom  is  abejcnt,  you  uever 
fail  ifytm  have  this  heat  on  the  top  of  the  head,  uohl  feet,  and  linking 
fifling  ill  the  I'pi^strium.     In  the  flashes  of  he.Ht  at  I'limuxis  you  may 

,  alw)  ihink  of  LucUvig,  JSu/pkuric  acid^  Nitrite  of  Amyl  ami  Kali  hichro- 

\  miaim. 

I  .Another  illustmtion  of  the  action  of  Sulphur  on  the  cinulitl -ti  i-^ 
(iliown  in  the  fever  of  tlie  remedy.  Sulphur  is  not  parti«ulai  1^\  ifxli- 
cated  in  typhoid  or  septic  conditions.  There  in  no  indication  that  Sul- 
phur mukes  changch  in  the  Btructure  of  the  blcKxl  such  ua  belong  to 
scarlatina,  typhoid  fevers  and  to  septic  conditions  generally,  so  that 
from  this  fact  we  could  not  give  Sulphur.  There  are  other  reasons 
than  the  si>ptic  changes  that  enable  us  to  give  Sulphur.  It  i»  indicated 
when  the  fever  is  of  a  remittent  or  oontinui'd  ty|>e.  It  nuiy  be  used 
after  Aconite  for  the  pure  synochal  fever  when,  despite  the  use  of  that 
n'nifdy,  the  dry,  hot  skin  remains  and  there  is  no  rcat^tion  or  no  critifsil 
sweat,  which  will  give  the  necessary  n-lief.  Hour  after  hour,  <hiy  after 
day,  thix  fever  continues ;  hence  itii  name, continuous.  Or  it  may  Ijc  what 
has  been  termetl  a  "continuous  remittent;"  that  is,  there  is  an  exacer- 
bation ea<^h  evening  and  a  slight  fall  towanls  morning,  the  fever  never 
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|way  entirely.  You  may  give  Sulphur  when  this  fever  a]v 
the  typhoid  comlition,  led  by  these  iudiaitiona :  The  patient 
begins  to  be  drowsy  with  his  fever.  His  tongue  is  dry  and  red  at  the 
edges  and  top,  and  he  resfwnds  to  your  questions  very  sluggishly  and 
slowly.  The  patient  is  literally  burning  up  with  the  fever.  The  con- 
sumption of  oxygen  of  the  system  is  prexlucing  these  symptoms.  Sul- 
phur acts  marvellously  in  these  cases. 

Sulphur  may  also  be  indicated  in  intermittent  types  of  fever.  It  is 
not  a  s|>ecific  for  intermittent  or  malarial  fever  and  yet  it  has  periodicity 
in  its  symptoms*  Here  you  must  select  it  from  the  well-known  symp- 
toms, tor(M)r  with  slowness  in  answering  questions,  chills  will  not  stop 
despite  your  well-selected  reme^ly,  particularly  if  the  intermittent  as- 
sumes the  remittent  ty{)€,  or  more  frequently,  if  the  remittent  type  com- 
menoes  and  runs  into  the  intermittent.  It  may  also  l>e  callLtJ  for  in 
malarial  neuralgia  occurring  mostly  in  the  Wu'e  and  recurring  quite 
perio<lically  and  resisting  other  remedies.  Here,  too,  you  must  re- 
member Cinchona  and  Arjsetticum, 

Id  these  fevers  I  would  have  you  place  Sulphur  alongside  of  two 
other  remedies.  These  usually  follow  Sulphur.  In  their  symptom- 
atology they  suit  a  more  advanced  case  than  does  Sulphur.  These  two 
remedies  are  BajAisia  and  Arsenicum.  Haptisia  typifies  a  fever  which 
is  decidedly  typhoid  in  its  tendency.  The  case  is  a  decidedly  worse 
one  than  that  calling  for  Sulphur.  The  torpor  does  not  stop  with  this 
sluggishness  in  responding  to  questions,  hut  it  goes  on  to  stupor, so  that 
the  patient  even  fulls  asleep  while  answering  you.  The  tongue  becomes 
of  a  brown  or  blackish  hue  down  its  centre  and  sordes  form  on  the 
teeth.  The  discharges  from  the  mouth  and  from  the  boweL^  have  an 
offensive  (Klor;  the  face  has  a  besottetl  lt>»k  ;  the  bloo<l  is  actually 
deoomiKJsed  from  septic  poisoning  or  from  the  prolonged  high  tera|^)era-* 
ture. 

Arsenicum  suits  inflammatory  fever  further  advanced  than  that  call- 
ing for  either  Sulphur  or  Aconite.  It  has  some  symptoms  which  remind 
you  of  the  latter  remedy,  notably  restlessness,  full  bounding  pulse,  hot 
dry  skin,  anxiety  and  fear  of  death;  yet  beneath  all  this<e  symptoms, 
there  is  evidence  of  profound  tissue-changes.  The  inflammation  is 
going  on  to  destruction  of  tf|e  parts  involved,  whether  the  disease  be 
typhoid  fever  or  a  simple  inflammatory  affection  from  cold,  as  in  gas- 
tric catarrh.  The  symptoms  are  aggravated  after  midaight ;  there  is 
burning  thirst  with  tendency  to  drink  little  and  often,  or  burning  thirst 
with  refusal  to  drink  water  because  it  aggravates  these  symptoms,  esp&- 
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cially  the  burning  like  coals  of  fire  in  the  part  affected.  With  all  these 
symptoms  the  brain  may  remain  perfectly  clear. 

Next,  we  come  to  the  consideration  of  the  action  of  Sulphur  on  the 
lymphatic  system,  including  under  thiB  head  the  glands  and  the  ve!«elD 
themselves.  Sulphur  is  our  mainstay  ia  scrofula,  which  is,  aa  you 
know,  an  aflfectiou  involving  (his  lymphatic  system.  It  is  the  prince  of 
remedies  here.  It  is  especially  useful  in  the  very  commencement  of 
the  disease,  when  its  first  evidences  are  presented,  particularly  in  pa- 
tients having  the  tumi)erameiit  which  I  have  already  di'scribed  to  you 
as  characteristic  of  the  Sulphur  patient.  The  patient  sweats  about  the 
head  particularly  during  sleep.  There  is  a  marked  tendency  to  erup- 
tions such  as  crusta-lactea,  boils  and,  in  older  children,  ac^ne.  In  tlie 
case  of  children,  the  head  is  large  in  comparison  with  the  rest  of  the 
body.  The  fontanelles,  particularly  the  anterior,  remain  ofx-n  tf»o  long 
frojn  defective  osseous  growth.  There  is  tendency  to  bone  affections, 
to  caries  and  particularly,  in  early  childh«XKl,  to  rickets  and  to  curva- 
tures of  the  spine.  The  child  has  a  voracious  appetite.  This  it  ex- 
presses by  greedily  clutching  at  all  that  is  offered  it,  whether  e<lihle  or 
not,  as  if  it  were  starved  to  death.  There  is  defective  astiiiuilation. 
Glands  are  so  diseased  that  while  suflBcient  fiKxI  i»  taken  into  thesy>steni; 
it  is  not  appropriated  to  the  nourishment  of  the  l}o<ly,  ?o  that  the  child 
is  always  hungry  and  yet  emaciated.  The  child  looks  shrivelletl  and 
dried  up  like  a  little  old  man;  the  skin  hangs  in  folds  and  is  mtbcr 
yellowi*ih,  wrinkle*!  and  flabby.  All  these  are  precious  symptoms  fur 
the  exhibition  of  Sulphur.  You  may  occasionally  have  to  use  Sulphur 
in  tJie  l>eginniog  in  a  sort  of  negative  condition.  You  are  certain  from 
the  majority  of  symptoms  that  you  have  a  case  of  scrofula,  an<l  yet  no 
particular  remedy  apjiears  to  be  indicale<1.  Then  you  should  give  Sul- 
*  phur  which  deveteps  the  symptoms  and  shows  you  what  you  have  to 
contend  with. 

In  marasmus  of  children  you  may  give  Sulphnr  when  many  of  the 
symptoms  already  mentioned  are  present  The  child  is  ravenously 
hungry,  especially  at  11  A.M.  Now,  in  regard  to  this  eleven^oVlock 
hunger,  I  would  say  that  if  you  want  to  uye  Sulphur  successfully  in 
these  cases,  you  must  also  have  tlie^ie  symptoms  present:  Plunger  at  II 
A.M.,  beat  on  top  of  the  head  and  cold  feet.  If  you  have  these  three 
symptoms  present.  Sulphur  never  fails  you.  If  there  is  heat  on  the 
top  of  the  head  alone,  you  must  •think  of  Qih^area  or  PhospKorua, 

Another  affection  of  which  I  wish  to  speiik  under  the  head  of  the 
lymphatic  system  is  tuberculosis,  not  that  I  wish  to  eay  tlmt  scrofula 
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and  tiil>CM*cnloeis  are  identical,  but  that  the  lymphatic  vessels  have  con- 
uidcRibte  to  do  with  the  spread  of  tubercle.  Sulpiiur  is  a  valuable 
drug  in  tuberculonis,  no  matter  what  part  of  the  body  it  may  invade. 
It  ifl  es|>ecially  useful  in  tubercular  hydrocephalufl.  Here  it  has  done 
good  work,  not  in  the  third  stage,  when  the  case  k  uearly  hopeless,  but 
in  tlie  commencement  of  the  pathological  process  when  there  are  violent 
ooovulflions,  sudden  flushing  of  the  face,  the  child  cannot  hold  its  head 
up  from  weakness  of  the  cervical  muscles.  The  child  wants  to  lie  with 
itA  head  low.  That  symptom  expresses  a  great  deal,  because  when  the 
head  is  low,  there  is  Itsss  effort  of  the  neck  required  to  hold  the  head  up. 
The  child  cries  out  in  its  sleep.  Often,  on  falling  off  to  sleep,  there  is 
sudden  jerking  of  one  or  both  legs.  It  cries  out  in  sleep  as  if  frightened. 
The  face  is  red  and  the  pupils  are  dilated.  This  isnot  a  case  for  Bella- 
donmi,  BcUadonna  cannot ^  never  did  and  never  will  cure  tuheretilar 
mcninyiVM.  The  symptoms  tend  to  appear  more  or  leas  periodically. 
Associated  with  these  few  cerebral  symptoms  you  will  have  very  many 
general  symptoms,  some  of  which  I  have  already  mentioned,  an<l  some 
of  which  will  l>e.  When  I  give  you  these  symptoms  in  difFcrent 
groups,  I  do  not  wish  to  convey  the  idea  that  these  symptoms  indicate 
the  drug  only  when  they  occur  in  their  respective  groups. 

In  tuberculosis  affecting  the  lungs,  Sulphur  is  indicated  only  in  the 
beginning.  I  would  here  caution  you  as  to  how  you  use  the  drug.  If 
carelessly  or  wrt)ngly  given,  it  may  precipitate  the  disease  which  it  was 
your  desire  to  cnre.  You  must  not  repeat  your  doses  too  frequently  ; 
and  you  must  never  give  it  unless  you  are  certain  that  it  is  (he  remedy, 
for  the  tendency  of  Sulphur  is  to  arouse  whatever  lies  dormant  in  the 
system.  The  particular  indications  for  Sulphur  are  these  i  The  b(jdy 
feels  too  hot.  The  patient  wants  the  windows  oj>en,  no  matter  how 
cold  the  weather  may  be.  There  are  freqiient  flushes  of  heat,  empty 
feeling  in  the  stomach,  heat  on  top  of  the  head,  cold  feet,  etc.,  |»alpita- 
tion  of  the  heart  on  ascending,  pain  through  the  left  chest  from  tho 
nipple  to  the  back.  Now  you  may,  in  this  condition,  give  Sulphur  as 
high  as  yon  choose,  one,  two  or  three  doses,  and  await  results.  Watch 
your  patient  carefully,  and  in  many  instances  a  cure  will  result,  but  not 
io  all. 

In  tiilierculosis  affecting  the  mesenteric  glands.  Sulphur  is  indicated 
by  the  symptoms  that  I  have  already  mentioned  under  emaciation  and 
•crofula. 

You  may  also  find  Sulphur  indicated  in  hip-joint  diseat«,  aud  in  white* 
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ngrelling,  both  of  which  are  probably  of  tubercular  origin.  You  wui 
be  aided  in  your  selection  of  the  drug  by  the  general  AymptomH. 

In  these  tubercular  troubles  you  may  compre  with  Sulphur,  Cnloarm 
oatreartim^  and  Phosphorus.  Both  of  these  remedies  are  suited  to  scrofu- 
loua  children,  generally  after  Sulphur.  They  are  indicated  more  by-tbe 
general  character  of  the  patient  than  by  the  brain  symptoms  alone.  All 
three  remedies,  aa^ou  know,  have  the  same  imperfect  growth  of  tissue. 
The  Sulphur  patient  is  apt  to  be  thinner  than  the  one  of  Calcarea  08> 
treorum;  but  Calcarea  especially  suits  a  fat,  flabby,  apparently  welU 
nourished  child ;  the  paleness,  and  the  softness  of  flesh  show  you  that 
the  growth  of  fat  has  been  obtained  at  the  expense  of  other  tissues. 
The  sweat  of  the  Sulphur  patrent  ha^  an  oifensive  odor;  with  Calcarea, 
the  sweat  is  on  the  scalp  and  is  cool. 

Caloirea  phosphorica  gives  you  these  avraptoras :  There  is  tendency 
to  emaciation  rather  than  obesity  *  the  abdomen  may  be  large,  but  is 
more  apt  to  be  flabby.  The  fontanelles,  especially  the  posterior,  remain 
open  too  long. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Apis.  You  know  that  Apis  is  one  of  the 
best  remedies  in  tubercular  meningitis.  It  is  very  similar  to  Sulphur. 
Botli  reme<lies  are  indicated  in  cerebral  symptoms  arising  from  the  re- 
percussion bf  some  eruption — Sulphur,  if  it  is  a  chronic  eruption,  and 
Apis,  if  it  is  an  acute  one.  Even  here,  they  collide.  The  best  distinc- 
tion to  make  is  this:  Apis  is  indieatefl  when  there  is  well-marked  cffu- 
eion  on  tlie  brain ;  the  patient  erie.s  witli  a  piercing  shriek.  Then,  again, 
tlie  restlessness  of  the  two  remedies  ought  to  be  compared.  With  Sul- 
phur, the  jMitient  does  not  sleep  at  all,  or  it  starts  up  from  sleep  suddenly, 
or  sleejis  in  cat-naps.  In  Apis,  we  have  this  picture:  The  child  is 
sleepy;  it  suddenly  awakes  from  sleep  with  a  shrill  cry;  it -may  be 
wholly  or  partly  conscious ;  it  is  sleepy,  but  cannot  sleep. 

Sulphur  acts  as  powerfully  on  the  nervous  system  as  it  does  on  tlie 
circulation.  It  affects  the  brain,  priwlucing  first  some  alterations  in  the 
functions  of  that  organ.  For  instance,  it  may  be  useful  in  hysterical 
statf-'S,  when  the  general  symptoms  of  Sulphur  are  present;  when  the 
patient  has  the  insane  idea  that  she  is  very  wealthy ;  she  tears  up  her 
clothes  regardless  of  the  consequences;  she  plays  with  and  examines 
old  soiled  rags  with  pleasure,  evidently  regarding  them  as  objects  of 
beauty.  At  other  times  there  is  profound  melancholy,  with  disposition 
to  do  nothing  at  all ;  she  is  perfectly  listless.  This  is  not  the  imliiTerenoe 
of  Pfiosphoric  rxc»Vf,  but  the  listles**neas  or  torpidity  that  is  very  com- 
mon in  hypochondriasis.     At  other  times,  the  patient  is  affected  with  a 
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religious  mania ;  even  this  mania  is  remarkably  egotistic ;  tlio  patient 
fears  tJiat  she  will  not  be  saved  ;  there  \b  anxiety  about  ono's  own  soul 
with  perfect  indifference  concerning  the  salvation  of  other?.  At  other 
times,  the  patient  is  intolerably  irritable  and  peevish ;  this  is  jmrticularly 
true  with  children. 

Again,  Sulphur  may  be  indicated  in  hydrocephaloid.  I  have  tested  it 
fully  in  this  condition,  and  know  it  to  be  invaluable.  The  hydroceph- 
aloid comes  in  during  the  course  of  cholera  infantum.  The  little  patient 
lies  almost  in  a  stupor.  The  face  is  pale,  and  l3athed  in  a  cold  sweat, 
particularly  the  forehead.  Do  not  mix  the  case  op  with  Veratnim. 
The  eyes  are  half-open,  and  you  find  the  pupil  reacting  very  sUigglfihly 
to  light ;  the  urine  is  suppressed  (a  very  alarming  symptom) ;  the  child 
oocasionally  twitches  or  jerks  one  or  the  other  limb,  and  may  now  and 
then  start  up  from  sleep  with  a  cry.  That  is  a  condition  in  which  you 
will  find  Sulphur  to  act  like  a  charm,  and  that,  whether  the  diarrhoea 
ooDtinuce  or  not.  There  is  no  remedy  which  can  take  its  place.*  There 
is  not  in  the  case  the  violent  rolling  of  the  head,  the  suffused  face,  or 
the  crying  out  of  Belladonna,  nor  is  there  the  cri  encepbalique  l)€long- 
ing  to  Apk,  but  there  is  a  group  of  symptoms  peculiar  to  Sulphur. 

Sulphur  acts  on  the  spine,  producing  several  conditions  there ;  first 
of  all,  it  is  useful  in  spinal  irritation.  On  pressing  between  the  verte- 
bra, you  notice  how  the  patient  winces.  Sulphur  may  also  be  used  in 
spinal  congestion,  when  the  trouble  results  from  suppression  of  the 
menses,  or,  still  more  particularly,  from  the  suppression  of  an  hemor- 
rhoidal flow.  The  back  is  so  sensitive  that  any  sudden  jarring  of  the 
body  causes  sharp  pains  along  tlie  spine ;  there  is  dry  heat,  particularly 
in  the  small  of  the  back,  and  this  is  often  associated  with  cold  feet. 

We  also  find  it  indicated  in  paraplegia,  or  paralysis  of  both  legs. 
Sulphur  has  nroducetl  this,  and  it  can  cure  it.  I  do  not  think  that  Sul- 
phur is  well  indicated  in  far  advanced  cases  resulting  from  either  sclerosis 
or  softening  of  the  cord  or  from  chronic  inflammation  of  its  mcningee ; 
bat  it  has  done  good  work  in  paralysis  of  both  legs  with  total  retention 
of  urine,  and  numbness  extending  up  to  the  umbilicus.  When  the 
urine  is  drawn  by  the  catheter  it  is  found  to  be  turbid  and  highly  offen- 
ftive.  Now  Sulphur  must  be  given  persistently  in  these  cases.  I  must 
say,  that  it  will  not  always  cure,  for  many  cases  are  incurable,  but  it 
will  core  some  cases  in  which  tJie  central  cause  of  the  trouble  is  not 
so  chronic,  and  in  which  the  alterations  in  the  structure  of  the  cord  are 
not  so  profound  but  that  they  can  be  removed. 

Geoerml  weaknoss  of  the  spine,  not  dasBed  under  any  particalat

We  next  ^r>me  to  the  action  of  Solphor  on  the  mocoos  membmies. 
Here  we  will  consider  it»  oae  in  catarrhs  and  pneamooipL  We  find 
Hulpbur  inrlicated  first  of  all  in  conjanctivitis.  It  is  especiallv  nsefal 
vtien  tfie  treble  has  resulted  from  a  fbreign  bodv  in  the  eye,  particii- 
larly  after  Aconite  faib.  It  is  also  useful  in  scrofulous  inflanunatioos 
of  the  eye,  e»tpectally  with  the  characteristic  tendency  of  this  remedy  to 
ooog*«tion.  The  eye&  are  red  and  injected ,  and  there  is  a  feeling  as  of 
a  aplinter  of  gUw  in  tlie  eye.  The  inflammation  is  worse  in  hoC 
weather.  During  the  winter  the  child  is  comparatively  free  from 
trr/ubie.  Tbih  Kympiom  then  in  due  lo  the  relaxing  influence  of  heat. 
The  'rbild  i»  wone  when  near  a  hot  stove.  With  the  above  symptoms 
to  guide  wif  we  may  al»o  use  Sulphur  in  keratitis. 

In  fianal  catarrh  or  ooryza  we  find  Sulphur  indicated  in  those  who 
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are  sulyect  to  catarrhs,  espe<:ially  chronic  catarrh,  wljen  mai)^  form  io 
the  nasal  cavity,  the  nose  bleeds  readily,  and  is  swollen,  the  alro  espe- 
cially are  re<!  and  scabby,  this  retlnesa  at  (he  outlet  of  the  nose  being 
quite  consistent  with  the  Sulphur  condition.  The  nose  is  "stuffed  up'* 
while  in  doors,  but  when  the  {wtient  is  out  in  the  open  air,  breathing  is 
unobstructed. 

Coming  next  to  the  throat  and  lungs,  we  find  Sulphur  indicatetl  in 
laryngitis  and  also  in  bronchial  catarrh.  Hoarseness  is  present,  and 
this  makes  the  voice  very  deep,  a  sort  of  basso  profundo.  In  other 
cases  there  is  aphonia,  which  is  worse  in  the  morning.  The  more 
chronic  the  case  the  more  is  Sulphur  indicated. 

Id  bronchitis,  especially  chronic  bronchitis,  Sulphur  is  indicated 
when  there  seems  to  be  an  enormous  and  persistent  accumulation  of 
thick  muco-pus.  The  patient  suffers  from  spells  of  suffocation,  with 
palpitation  of  the  heart.  He  must  have  the  windows  oj)en.  The 
cough  is  worse  when  he  is  lying  in  a  horizontal  position,  and  may 
then  be  so  violent  as  to  cause  nausea  and  vomiting.  Sulphur  may 
Bometimoa  prevent  pneumonia  by  relieving  the  lungs  of  timt  hypcrftjmia 
which  necessarily  precedes  the  de|>oeit  of  plastic  matter.  If  iu  the  very 
beginuing  you  give  Sulphur  you  will  prevent  the  disease,  providing,  of 
course,  that  remedy  is  indicated.  If  you  are  too  late  to  prevent  it  you 
may  still  use  Sulphur  when  exudation  has  commence<l,  that  is,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  stage  of  solidificration.  Even  then  it  may  mo<lify  the 
course  of  the  disease.  Again,  you  may  give  it  in  torpid  cases  to  bring 
al>out  a  reaction  when  resolution  will  not  take  place  rapidly  enough, 
and  you  fear  tliat  there  will  be  formation  of  tulierclee.  You  may  also 
use  it  in  pneumonia  with  typhoid  tendency,  with  slowness  of  speech, 
dry  tongue,  etc.,  and  also  at  the  later  stage  of  pneumonia  when  the 
lungs  refuse  to  return  to  their  normal  condition  and  you  fear  the 
breaking  down  of  lung  tissue.  You  hear  all  sorts  of  rales.  Expecto- 
ration is  muco- purulent,  the  patient  has  hectic  type  of  fever,  loses  flesh, 
etc.  Sulphur  will  save  the  |mtient.  But  you  should  not  give  it  after 
tubercles  have  formed.  The  proper  remedy  then  is  Lachfsiji.  Sulphur 
ia  indicated  only  in  the  early  stagoB  of  phthisis.  It  Ls  seldom  iudi- 
caled  in  the  advanced  stages.  But  in  the  very  iocipieocy,  w^hen  you 
have  an  increase  of  blotxl  in  the  chest,  beginning  dulness  on  percussion 
iu  the  apex  of  either  lung,  diminished  respiratory  movement  in  the 
upper  portion  of  the  chest,  Sulphur  will,  by  equalizing  the  circulation, 
cure  the  case. 

In  affections  of  the  bowels  we  find  Sulphur  a  very  useful  remedy. 
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You  may  give  it  in  diarrhf^a  when  Uiese  characteristic  symptoms  trc 
present :  The  st*K)l  clmnge^  frequently  in  color;  at  one  time  it  is  yellow, 
at  another  slimy,  and  at  another  watery.  It  may  contain  un<ligtwtLnl 
lood,  ej4j»eciully  in  the  case  of  scrofulous  children.  It  is  particularly 
Worne  iu  the  morning,  driving  the  ])atlent  out  of  bed. 

You  may  also  uae  it  in  dysenter)',  particularly  after  Lhetcnc^^mos  has 
ooued,  and  mucua  and  blood  are  htill  being  di»ohargc<l.  Rts^>ectiug 
this  early  morning  diarrhtea  of  Sidphur,  it  is  necessary  that  you  dia- 
tinguiiUi  several  other  remedies  from  it. 

Iu  the  first  place  Bryonia^  which  is  Uficful  for  early  morning  diar* 
rhcea,  which  comes  on  aii^  soon  vm  the  patient  begins  to  move  about. 

Natruin  tulphur'umm  is  t^^imilar  to  Sulphur,  and  often  requires  to  be 
used  in  scrofulous  cases.  That  also  ha^  diarrha^a  in  the  morning  after 
getting  op  and  moving  about,  but  the  stool  is  associated  with  a  great 
deal  of  tiatu». 

Another  remedy  i^Rumex  crispus,  which  has  exactly  the  same  symp- 
tom aa  Sulphur,  early  morning  diarrhcea,  hurrying  the  patient  out  of 
bed.  But  it  is  indicated  after  catarrlis,  with  the  characteribtic  cough 
of  Ruraex. 

Still  another  remedy  that  is  confused  with  Sulphur  ia  Podophyliutu. 
This  has  early  morning  diarrhcea,  hurrying  the  patient  out  xtf  bed. 
Like  Sulphur  the  Ktools  are  of  a  changeable  color.  It  ditlers  from 
8ijl(»liur  in  that  the  diarrhcea  continues  throuo;h  the  whole  ihy,  although 
worse  at  noon.  Then,  too,  with  Sulpfmr,  you  will  almost  always  find 
the  tendency  to  soreness  and  rawue^  of  the  anus. 

PhoMpfionis  has  morning  diarrha»a,  with  green  painless  stool. 

Dicmcorta  also  has  morning  diarrha»i,  but  it  is  associated  with  gni>- 
ing  colicky  pains,  pretty  much  of  the  same  character  as  those  calling 
for  Colocynth,  but  they  are  apt  to  fly  off  to  otiier  parts  of  the  body. 

I  wihh  now  to  say  a  few  wordt*  about  the  ftkin  fivmptoms  of  Sulphur. 
I  have  referred  to  them  already  in  brief,  so  that  I  am  only  supjderaent- 
ing  what  has  already  been  given  to  you.  You  will  remember  that  the 
skin  is  apt  to  be  harsh,  rough,  coarse,  and  mea.'ily  in  the  genuine  Sul- 
phur patient.  There  is  very  little  tendency  to  {^H>rspiration,  or  if  tlier& 
is  perftpiration,  it  is  only  partial,  and  then  oflensive,  sour,  or  musty. 
There  is  tendency  to  the  formation  of  acne,  principally  on  the  face. 
Pustules  form  liere  and  there  over  the  body,  which  iieal  very  slowly 
indeed.  Freckles  are  spread  plentifully  over  the  face,  hands,  and  arma. 
There  is  also  a  tendency  to  intertrigo  ;  soreness  and  rawneae  appear 
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wherever  there  is  a  fold  of  skin,  in  the  groins,  tnararofc,  or  axillse,  or 
in  the  folds  of  the  neck. 

We  find  Sulphur  indicated  in  that  affection  known  as  itch.  Now 
Hahnemann  was  the  author  of  the  theory  that  if  itch  was  siippreflsed 
hy  external  salves,  as  hy  sulphur  ointment,  tJiat  there  will  ap|>ear  in 
consequence  many  other  diseases.  He  cites  hundreds  of  cuftes  to  prove 
his  assertions.  Some  years  after  this  announcement  a  Coi><it-an  found 
the  little  mrcoptis  hotninc^  hurrowJng  l)eneath  the  skin  ami  laying  its 
eggs  in  the^  burrows.  He  showed  this  to  be  the  cause  of  the  itch  and 
then  thought  he  had  effected  the  complete  destruction  of  the  p^ra 
theory.  But  there  is  another  side  of  the  story.  A  man  who  is  a  victim 
of  the  "itch  "  goes  along  the  street  and  meets  two  friends,  A.  and  15., 
with  both  of  whom  he  shakes  hands,  and  A  contracts  the  disease  while 
B  e«*apcs.  Npw  there  must  he  a  difference  in  the  amstittitions  nf  the.«e 
individuals  or  they  both  would  have  takeu  the  itch  or  both  escajietl  it, 
for  they  were  both  eiposed  to  the  same  extraneous  influences.  A's 
system  must  have  t)een  unsound  or  he  could  not  have  taken  it,  for  the 
itch  insect  cannot  find  a  suitable  dwelling  placH*  in  a  healthy  orguniza- 
tiOD.  80,  after  all,  the  Corsican's  discovery  did  not  ovcrthr^v  Hahne-* 
mann's  psoric  theory;  the  term  psora  is  an  unfortunate  one,  but  it 
serves  to  indicate  the  constitution  which  favors  the  growth  of  the 
aarooptis. 

Sulphur  is  a  valuable  remedy  to  treat  this  affection,  because  the 
Fvmptoms  of  this  disease  l)elong  to  it.  It  has  itrhing  in  the  bends  of 
the  joints  and  between  the  fingers  as  soon  as  the  patient  gets  warm  in 
bed.  The  skin  becomes  n>ugh  and  scaly,  and  little  vesicle&forra.  As  the 
disease  progresses  you  find  occasional  pustules  appearing  here  and  there 
over  the  eruption.  Now  in  order  to  rid  your  j^itient  of  this  sarcoptis, 
wash  the  parts  thoroughly  in  warm  water  with  soap,  and  then  have  him 
rub  the  iskin  thoroughly  with  a  common  crash  towpl.  Then  apply  the 
oil  of  lavender,  which  will  kill  both  the  eggs  and  the  fully-developed 
insect  without  suppressing  the  disease.  Then  you  may  give  Sulphur 
internally.  If  Sulphur  has  been  used  externally  and  the  itch  Buppreseed, 
you  may  have  other  remedies  to  choose  from. 

Give  Mrrourius  when  pu^ulousatideezematous  eruptions  complicate 
the  ca^ie. 

You  may  give  Sepui,  particularly  when  constitutional  symptomg 
appear.  There  are  occasional  large  and  well-formed  pustules  which 
develop  into  ao  impetigo. 
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CaitMiaum  is  especially  tii«fat  when  itch  has  beeo  sappreased  in  uiut- 
metit^  of  either  mercury  or  sulphar. 

I  next  wish  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  action  of  Salphar  oo  Uie 
digestive  apparatus.  Sulphar  is  useful  id  disorders  of  the  Htofincbj 
liver  aod  intestinal  canal.  It  may  be  indicated  in  dys^iepaias  of  mitlj 
varieties.  The  particular  indicatioos  of  the  drug  may  be  set  down  Ml 
these :  First,  in  a  general  way,  you  find  it  indicated  in  patients  who 
sofler  from  abdominal  plethora  or  passive  congestion  of  the  portal  system, 
as  indicated  by  a  sensation  of  tightness  or  fuUess  in  the  abdomen,  witii 
feeling  of  repletion  after  partaking  of  but  a  small  quantity  of  food. 
The  liver  is  congested,  enlarged,  and  sore  on  pressure.  The  bowels  are 
constipated,  with  frequent  ineffectual  urging  to  stool,  and  with  hemor- 
rhoids which  are  the  direct  result  of  this  alxlomiual  plethora.  Constipa- 
Hon  frequently  alternates  with  the  diarrhoea.  In  these  cases  the  diarrhoea 
is  not  apt  to  be  the  early  morning  diarrhoea  of  Sulphur.  Tlii:*  remedy 
may  aJso  be  the  remedy  for  gastric  ailments  arising  from  Uie  suppres- 
aion  of  an  eruption,  whether  that  be  erj-sipetas,  eczema,  itch,  or  the  like. 

L>y sjMi|i?5ia  of  drunkards,  after  excessive  use  of  brandy  and  IxHjr  rather 
than  winei^  sometimes  calls  for  Sulphur.  Here,  too,  you  often  find  the 
enlargwl  or  congested  liver. 

Sulphur  is  also  indicated  in  d^'spepsia  from  farinaceous  food.  It 
eeems  as  if  in  every  case  of  disease  of  the  liver  in  which  Sulphur  is 
indicated,  the  patient  cannot  digest  farinaceous  f<V>d,  which  calls  upon 
the  pancrt^tic  juice  and  bile  as  well  as  upon  the  gastric  jui(«  itself. 
The  patient  vomits  a  great  deal.  He  cannot  take  any  milk.  If  he 
attempts  to  do  so  he  vomits  it  at  once.  That  is  a  common  symptom, 
you  know,  in  drunkards.  The  vomitetl  matters  are  apt  to  be  sour  and 
mixed  with  undigested  footl.  In  addition  to  these  symptoms  you  find 
all  sorts  of  abnormalities  of  appetite.  The  patient  is  hungry  at  ten  or 
eleven  o'clock  in  the  forentwn,  even  after  eating  a  moderate  breakfast. 
He  has  goneness,  faiutness  or  gnawing  feeling  in  the  epigastrium,  a^  if 
he  must  have  food,  or  sink.  When  he  gets  the  food  and  relieves  his 
hunger,  he  begins  to  feel  puffed  up/  He  feels  hea\'y  and  sluggish,  anil 
Ml  low-8piri!e<i  that  hescan?*«ly  cares  to  live.  It  will  be  well  to  re- 
member that  Sulphur  is  indicated  not  so  n^uch  in  the  beginnikig  of  these 
aflections  as  after  Nux  tHjinica.  You  find  alnnkst  exactly  the  name 
symptoms  under  Nux.  When  that  remedy  only  p:irfl:iltv  rrlirvts;. 
Sulphur  (x>mee  in  to  complete  the  cure. 

Lac}iesitt  should  be  used  in  the  enlarged  liver  of  ilrunkurds  when  lite 
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'.  haa  gone  oo  to  a  low  grade  of  symptoms,  especially  if  inflamma- 
tioo  eosoes  ai]d^(b6(*ess  forms  in  the  liver. 

If  the  liver  wastes  away,  seconrlarily  to  the  congestion,  we  must  de- 
pend ufwn  other  remedies,  the  most  important  of  which  are  Phoephorus 
and  Laurocerasvji. 

Next,  a  word  or  two  in  regard  to  Sulphur  in  diseases  of  the  sexual 
oi^ns.  There  is  a  trio  of  medicines,  Kux  vomica ,  iSufphur,  an*!  Oil- 
careOf  which  are  useful  in  cases  of  masturl>ation  and  excessive  venery. 
Beginning  with  Nux  you  note  some  improvement  in  the  |>atieiit ;  by 
and  by,  you  will  find  symptoms  of  Sulphur  presenting  themselves.  If 
Sulphur  fails  after  producing  partial  relief,  Calcarea  completes  the  cure. 
The  symptoms oilling  for  Sulphur  are  these:  You  will  find  the  patient 
weak  and  debilitated,  having  many  of  the  gastric  ailments  that  I  have 
mentioned,  particularly  faintness,  flushes  of  heat,  cold  {eel  and  heat  on 
the  top  of  the  head.  There  is  frequent  in  voluntary'  emissimi  of  semen 
at  night,  exhausting  him  the  next  morning.  The  seminal  flow  is  thin 
and  watery,  and  almost  iiKxlorous,  and  has  lost  all  its  characteristic 
properties,  being  nothing  more  than  a  shadow  of  the  normal  seminal 
secretion.  The  genital  organs  are  relaxed ;  the  scrotum  and  testicles 
hang  flabbily  ;  the  penis  is  cold,  and  erections  are  few  and  far  between. 
If  coitus  is  attempted,  semen  esca|ies  too  soon,  almost  at  the  first  con- 
tact The  patient  suflers  from  backache  and  weakness  of  the  limbs,  so 
that  he  can  scarcely  walk.  He  is,  of  course,  low-spirited  and  hypo- 
chondriacal. 

You  may  find  Sulphur  indicated  in  gonorrhoea,  whether  the  discharge 
be  thick  and  purulent,  or  thin  and  watery,  when  there  are  burning  and 
smarting  during  urination,  and  when  there  is  this  bright  redness  of  the 
lips  of  tJie  mexitus  urinarius.  Sulphur  may  also  !>€  usid  when  phimosis  • 
occurs,  especially  when  there  is  inflammation  and  induration  of  the 
prepuce. 

Sulphur  also  acts  on  the  female  genital  organs.  The  main  symptoms 
it  produces  are  those  which  come  from  congestion  of  these  organs. 
They  are  assijciated  with  flushes  of  beat  and  al»doniinal  plethora  ;  there 
are  bearing  down  and  weight  in  tlie  uterine  region,  a  feeling  of  fulness 
and  heaviness  there,  standing  is  a  very  annoying  position  to  her,  and 
there  is  burning  in  tlie  vagina,  often  in  association  with  pruritus  and 
appearance  of  papules  on  the  mons  veneris. 

The  nearest  remetly  to  Sulphur  here,  is  Aloes,  which  produces  pre- 
cisely the  same  symptoms,  the  same  bearing  down,  the  same  fulness  of 
the  abdomen  from  abdominal  plethora.     Sulphur  has  in  addition  to 
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the  above  symptoms,  aversion  to  washing.  Aloes  acts  more  on  the 
rectum  than  on  any  other  portion  of  the  alimentary  tract  There  is  a 
constant  desire  for  stool.  When  stool  is  expelled  it  is  accompanied  by 
a  great  deal  of  flatus.  The  hamorrhoids  of  Aloes  protrude  like 
bunches  of  grapes,  and  are  always  relieved  by  cold  water. 

In  closing  my  remarks  on  Sulphur,  I  want  to  mention  two  or  three 
uses  you  can  make  of  the  crude  article.  Sulphur  has  in  its  totality  of 
symptoms  a  perfect  picture  of  cholerar  Asiatica.  It  suits  the  incipient 
symptoms.  It  bears  a  resemblance  to  the  course  of  the  disease  and  also 
to  the  subsequent  symptoms.  We  have,  then,  in  Sulphur  a  true  pro^ 
phylactic  of  that  dreaded  epidemic.  It  may  be  used  by  placing  a  little 
flowers  of  sulphur  inside  of  the  stockings.  This  sulphur  is  absorbed, 
as  shown  by  the  exhalation  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen  with  the  sweat. 

Flowers  of  sulphur  burnt  in  a  closed  room  may  be  used  as  a  disin- 
fectant. 


LECTURE  XLV. 

THE  CARBON  GROUP. 

Carbo  animal  is  (contains  phospliate  of  lime). 

Carbo  vegetabilis  (contains  carbonate  of  iH>tash). 

Graphites  (contains  iron). 

Aniline  sulphate. 

Carboneura  (Lampblack). 

Coal  gas. 

Bisulphide  of  Carbon. 


I  INVITE  your  attention  this  morning  to  the  me<licines  obtained  from 
the  cnrlx)n  group.  Carlxm  in  its  purity  is  found  only  in  tlie  dia- 
mond. We  have  it  comparatively  pure,  however,  in  the  lampblack, 
or  Carlx>neura.  Carbtjn  will  necessarily  be  somewhat  different  in  its 
action  according  to  the  source  from  which  we  obtained  it.  Hahne- 
mann used  principally  three  carbons,  Carbo  animalia,  Carbo  vcgdabilU 
and  Graphites,  The  first  he  derived  from  the  animal  kingdom,  the 
second  from  the  vegetable,  while  the  last  was  an  artificial  product  found 
princij>ally  lining  the  interior  of  large  iron  retorts.  Carbo  animaHs  is 
obtained  principally  from  bones.  It  contains  some  phosphate  of  lime. 
Carbo  veg,  contains  some  carbonate  of  potash.  It  is  obtained  princi- 
pally from  a  variety  of  the  beech-tree.  Graphites  is  always  contam- 
inated with  more  or  less  iron.  Hence  you  see  that  these  ape  not  pure 
carbons.  I  have  also  placed  on  the  board,  the  Sulphate  of  .\niline  which 
behaves  like  a  carbon  and  is  a  carbonaceous  cofu|Mnind.  Then  too,  we 
have  Carboneum  and  Carbonic  oxide.  Carbonic  acid  gsm  does  not  seem 
to  possess  active  niwlicinal  properties.  It  is  not  very  poisonous.  Its 
main  deleterious  eflecti?  are  due  to  deprivation  of  oxygen.  Carbonic 
oxide  is  much  more  poisonous,  pi-oducing  death,  not  only  by  ButTix^tion, 
by  displacing  tiie  noetled  oxygen,  but  by  another  remarkable  |»eculiarity. 
It  has  the  prt)perty  or  peculiarity  of  displacing  oxygen  from  the  blood 
and  taking  its  place  there.  You  koow  that  oxygen  Is  carried  along  in 
tlie  bloifd  by  the  red  corpuscles.  Carbonic  oxide  has  the  power  of  sup- 
planting the  oxygen  in  these  structures.     For  a  time,  it  s«)eiUB  to  act  like 
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oxygen,  but  soon  its  poisonous  properties  are  njaaife«te<I  with  all  the 
inevitable  results  of  asphyxia.  Coal  gas,  which  we  obtain  by  slow 
combustion  of  coal,  and  the  ilUinoinating  gas  usecl  in  our  large  cities,  arc 
of  this  character.  They  protluce  serious  effects  when  taken  in  large 
quantities,  especially  when  the  subject  is  deprived  of  the  ordinary  at- 
mosphere. It  is  said  that  this  coal  gas  is  beneficial  in  the  treatment 
of  whooping-cough.  I  have  known  of  but  one  case  thus  treajetl,  and 
that  one  died.  Bisulphide  of  Carbon  which  has  also  been  prove<l  has 
some  valuable  symptoms. 

Now  all  of  the  carbonaceous  substances  have  aorae  properties  io 
oommon.  For  instance  they  all  have  a  tendency  to  relieve  putrescence 
or  putrid  discliarges  or  putrid  exhalations  from  the  Ixnly  and  offensive 
sores.  You  all  know  the  mechanical  properties  of  charcoal,  what  ao 
absorbent  it  is,  and  how  it  can  purify  the  atmosphere  or  substances  that 
are  undergoing  decomposition.  The  animal  charcoal,  which  is  more 
porous^  is  here  more  effectual  than  the  vegetable.  If  yoa  bury  a  dead 
rat  or  mouse  in  charcoal  for  several  months,  ^oti  will  not  find  any  odor 
from  the  animal  at  the  end  of  that  time,  but  only  a  clean  white  sk^eton. 
But  this  projjerty,  I  would  have  you  know,  is  not  entirely  mechanical. 
In  the  potencies,  this  property  may  be  seen  in  the  human  system.  Now 
I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  potentized  charct^al  will  prevent  the  odor 
from  a  dccompo!*ing  animal,  hut  I  do  say  that  in  a  potentized  state,  it 
exerts  similar  effects  on  the  human  system. 

All  the  carbons  act  also  on  the  skin,  producing  excoriations  of  tiie 
skin  and  intertrigo.  They  affect  the  glands  also,  caasing  etdurgemenl 
and  induration  of  the  axillary  and  other  lymphatic  glands,  even  as  io 
the  case  of  Carbo  veg.  and  Carbo  animalis,  canwrous  enhirgcinent  ami 
infiltration.  They  all  affect  the  mucous  membranes,  protluciiig  catarrhs 
of  the  nose,  throat  and  lungs  and  also  of  the  bowels.  They  all  tend  to 
prtxluce  asphyxia.  We  find  this  prominently  in  Carbo  veg,,  less  so  in 
the  Carbo  animalis,  and  very  marked  in  Aniline  and  Carboneum.  Car- 
boneum  may  produce  asphyxia  with  convulsions  simulating  those  of 
epilepsy.  Coal  gas  and  Carbonic  oxide  too  are  calculated  to  prodUice 
dyspnoea  from  deprivation  of  oxygen.  We  find  also  that  all  the  i^r- 
l)on»  act  on  the  veins,  producing  varicose  veins.  We  find  t<x»  that  all 
the  carlxins  tend  to  produce  flatulence.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why 
I  object  to  ttiast  as  an  article  of  dret  for  the  sick.  Toast  when  the  bread 
is  nicely  dried  through  by  gentle  and  continuous  heat  is  very  beneficial, 
but  when  it  is  charred,  it  tends  to  pnxluce  flatulence.  The  flatus  is 
offensive  and  baa  an  odor  like  that  of  rotten  eggs. 
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Carbo  veg.

As  I  have  already  intimated  to  you,  Carbo  veg.  contains  some  car- 
bonate of  {>otasli.  It  is  also  a  fact  worthy  of  gote,  that  Kali  carb.  ia 
complementary  to  Cart>o  veg.  es{>ecially  in  lung  and  throat  affections 
and  also  in  dy^pept^ia.  Carbo  veg.  is  also  com|)lementary  to  Pbofiphorus, 
here  too  in  chest  atfcctionR,  in  the  throat  more  tlmn  anywhere  else  and^ 
too,  in  exces*iive  debility,  particularly  in  the  threatened  paralysis  of  the 
whole  system  as  a  sequel  to  severe  disease.  The  drug  is  antidoted  by 
Araenicum  and  by  Camplior  and  holds  an  inimical  relation  with  Caua- 
ticum.  The  inimii-al  relation  between  Carbo  veg.  and  Causticimi  is  not 
eo  marked  afl  that  Ijetween  the  latter  remedy  and  Phosphorus. 

In  analyzing  the  drug,  we  will  speak  6rst  of  its  effects  on  the  blood. 
We  fijid  Carbo  veg.  indicated  in  affections  in  which  the  bUxnl  Is  de- 
cidedly changed,  its  comp<isition  altered.  There  is  decided  sepsis  or 
blood  poisoning  in  many  of  the  discat^es  in  which  Carbo  veg.  is  the 
reme<ly.  We  find  the  drug  indicated  in  hsemorrhages,  ha?morrhages  too 
of  a  \^'ry  low  type.  Thus  we  give  it  in  epistaxis  or  nose-bleed  when 
the  face  is  jwle  and  sunken  and  almost  hipjKX'ratic.  The  bbixl  flowa 
persistently  for  hours,  perhaps  for  days.  It  is  dark  and  rather  fluid. 
It  is  apt  to  occur  in  old  and  nit  her  debilitated  persons  and  during  the 
course  of  diphtheria.  You  find  nearly  the  same  symptoms  under  Cam- 
phor and  Mtrcu,riu8  cyanatiu. 

We  also  find  Carbo  veg.  indicated  in  hasmorrhages  from  the  lunga, 
not  only  in  hiemoptyais,  but  also  in  bronchorrhagia.  In  these  cases, 
yon  will  find  the  patient  suffering  from  great  anxiety  and  yet  without 
any  particular  n.'StlesMieas.  The  anxiety  is  very  evident  in  the  face 
and  in  the  efforts  at  breathing,  but  there  is  no  particular  restless  tossing 
tlx>ut.  The  patient  complains  of  burning  pain  in  the  chest.  Carbo 
veg.  IB  to  be  used  especially  in  far  advanced  cases  of  lung  degejieration. 
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The  pul.se  in  these  cases  \s  apt  to  be  intermittent  and  thrt^tly.  Ihe 
face  is  pale  and  often  covered  with  cold  sweat.  The  patit-nt  wnritn  to 
be  fanned,  because  fanning  brings  more  air  to  the  lungs. 

These  .same  symptoms  indicate  Carbo  veg.  in  hremorrhages  from  tlio 
utei^is,  whether  metrorrhagia  or  menorrhagia.  Here,  however,  you  find 
burning  pains  marked,  burning  across  the  sacrum  and  lower  portioo  of 
the  spine.  If  the  htemorrhage  continues  any  length  of  time,  you  will 
notice  the  same  trouble  in  the  chest,  with  the  difficulty  in  breathing  above 
mentioned. 

Carbo  veg.,  you  will  find  here,  will  work  hand  in  hand  with  Cin- 
chona and  Arseni<:um.  Arsenicum  is  useful  in  these  persistent  haemor- 
rliages  of  a  low  type,  de|)euding  upon  wme  degeneration  in  the  organ 
affccterl.  Both  it  and  Carbo  Areg.  have  these  violent  burning  pains. 
With  the  Arsenicum,  however,  you  have,  as  a  distinction  which  applies 
all  through,  irritability  of  fibre  and  miud  t«x>,  which  is  not  the.  aise  with 
Carbo  veg.  Carbo  veg.  is  a  torpid  sluggish  reraeily,  while  An^nicum 
has  irritability  with  recess  totting  about,  anxiety,  etc. 

Ipecacuanha  should  also  be  remembered  in  hiemorrhages,  es|K.»cially 
in  hcemorrhages  from  the  lungs  and  uterine  haemorrhages,  when  tlie 
fiatient  takes  long  breaths  as  if  panting.  Unless  there  is  present  a  cx>UI 
stage,  amounting  almost  to  collapse,  you  may  prefer  to  begin  with  it 
rather  than  with  Carbo  veg.  or  Cinchona.       * 

Next,  we  find  Carlw  veg.  useful  in  varicose  veins  which  occur  on 
either  the^  arms  or  legs  or  even  on  the  female  genitil  organs.  Ttuise 
varicose  veins  tend  to  ulceration.  Now,  you  will  find  tlx-ise  varices 
bluish  or  livid,  looking  as  though  the  blood  had  long  remainetl  in  thtrm. 
In  these  varicose  ulcers,  you  will  find  very  similar  symptoms  to  those 
iu  other  ulcere  in  which  Carbo  veg,  is  the  reme<ly ;  burning  j)ains, 
mottled  apiwarance  of  the  skin  around  the  ulcer  rs  though  the  smaller 
capillaries  had  biH.'oine  enlarged.  Ecchymoses  ore  seen  beneatli  the 
skin.     The  ulcere  have  a  decide* I ly  indolent  appearance. 

Carbo  veg.  is  also  useful  in  urcers  other  than  varicose  when  they  are 
of  a  very  low  type.  They  are  flat  ulcers,  tending  rather  to  spread  on 
the  surface  than  to  dip  deeply  into  the  fmrenchyma  of  an  organ.  They 
discharge  not  a  healthy  pus,  but  instead  that  which  is  ichorous,  oorru- 
aive,  thin,  burning  and  offensive  in  character.  The  burning  is  worse 
at  night,  depriving  the  ]Mitient  of  sleep  and  keeping  him  in  torture  the 
whole  night.  Even  in  cancerous  uk«rs,  in  ulcerating  scirrlnt*,  yon  will 
find  Carbo  veg.  useful. 

It  may  also  be  ndministenxl   in  carbuncle,  particularly  wIm  fi   '!i> 
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affected  parts  are  bluish  or  livid,  and  when  the  discharges  are  offeusive 
and  associated  with  burning  jxains.  lu  these  axses,  it  is  not  only  your 
duty  to  give  it  internally,  but  also  to  apply  it  externally  as  a  plaster. 
It  tends  to  prevent  decom|>ositioa  of  fluids,  sweetens  the  sore  and  so 
prevents  jxiisoning  of  the  system.  The  same  is  true  for  gangrene. 
When  carbuncles  or  boils  become  gangrenous,  Carbo  vcg.  may  be  in- 
dicated. In  these  cases,  it  is  distinguished  from  Arsenicum  by  the 
absence  of  this  extreme  restlessoess. 

In  febrile  conditions,  Carbo  veg.  is  useful  for  the  typhoid  and  inter- 
mittent types  of  fever,  for  collapse  during  fever  and  for  yellow  fever. 
It  is  a  preventive  of  yellow  fever  just  as  Sulphur  is  of  cholera.  If  all 
the  ejecta  of  the  patient  are  burial  in  charcoal,  the  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease is  §ure  to  be  prevented.  When  the  disease  is  fully  estxiblishted, 
Carbo  veg.  would  be  of  no  more  use  than  would  Sulphur  during  the 
course  of  cholera.  > 

The  intermittent  type  of  fever  in  which  yoa  may  eftiploy  Carbo  veg. 
is  of  a  low  grade.  The  case  is  one  of  long-standing  and  has  'been 
abused  by  quinine.  There  is  thirst  during  the  chill.  The  feet  are 
icy-cold  up  to  the  knees.  That  is  a  very  characteristic  symptom  of 
Carbo  veg.  {Menyaiithea  is  the  remedy  in  quartan  fever  when  the  legs 
below  the  knees  are  icy-cold.)  When  the  heat  comes,  it  is  in  burning 
flashes.  The  sweat  is  either  sour  or  else  exceedingly  offensive,  from 
alterations  in  the  discharges  of  the  skin.  During  the  apyrexia,  the 
patient  is  pale  and  weak.  Memor)'  is  weak,  the  mind  seems  to  be  be- 
i'ogged.     The  patient  is  dtx;idedly  low  spirited  and  melancholy. 

In  the  hectio  type  of  fever,  Carbo  v^,  is  indicated  by  pretty  much 
the  Bame  symptoms  as  thone  which  I  have  alrea/dy  meutione<I.  It  is 
particularly  useful  for  hectic  fever  dei)endent  upon  long-lasting  suppu- 
ration, whetJier  due  to  abscess  in  tlie  lungs  or  in  the  hip-joint  or  about 
tJie  vertebra*. 

You  know  that  abec^eses  aooompanyiDg  diseases  of  the  spine  may 
have  to  be  opened.  Sometimes,  surgeons  are  afraid  to  do  this  beftre 
they  have  prepared  the  system  for  it,  because  reaction  is  so  slow  that 
the  patient  may  be  made  wor^  by  it,  The  danger  from  opening  these 
alj6cesses  may  be  greatly  lessened  by  the  use  of  Carbo  veg.  or  Cinchona. 

In  collapse  from  various  causes,  you  may  use  Carbo  veg.  There  is 
decide«l  lack  of  animal  heat.  The  nose,  cbeeks  and  extremities  are  cold. 
The  breath  even  may  be  cold.  It  is  indicatetl  in  the  la(e  stages  of 
typhoitl  fever,  after  protracted  loss  of  vital  fluids  as  after  long-lasting 
hemorrhages,  during  cholera  Asiatics,  during  pneumonia  and,  in  fact, 
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in  any  form  of  disease  in  which  tlie^e  symptoms  appear.  Tlie  Kk  •<]  v 
seems  to  be  icy-cold,  especially  about  the  pxtremities,  the  breath  la  c*m.|, 
the  pulse  is  threadlike,  scarcely  perceptible,  and  intermittent.  The  lipid 
may  be  bluish  from  cyanosis.  Breathing  is  very  weak  and  superficial ; 
the  patient  may  be  either  conscious  or  unconscious.  Now,  Carbo  veg, 
in  just  such  cases  comes  in  as  a  savior,  and  rescues  many  a  case  that 
would  otherwise  die. 

There  are  other  remedies  similar  to  Carbo  veg.  in  collapse.  Camphor, 
especially,  is  similar  to  it  in  cholera  Asiatica,  but  it  is  rather  indicated 
in  tlie  beginning  of  cholera  without  any  vomiting  or  diarrhcea,  when  the 
)X)iflon  seems  to  have  depressed  or  shocked  the  nervous  system,  so  that 
tlie  patient  is  icy-cold,  dry,  or  io  a  cold  sweat ;  the  tongue  is  cold.  If 
he  can  «|)eak,  it  is  in  a  squeaky  or  in  a  high-pitched  voice,  or  else  it  is 
a  husky,  tonelei^  voice.  Camphor,  in  such  ca^es,  brings  about  reaction 
very  quickly.  Carbo  veg.  would  be  indicated  jn  the  later  stage,  when 
the  prostration  is*  the  result  of  the  drain  on  the  system  by  the  alviae 
discharges. 

Verairum  album  is  also  similar  to  Carbo  veg.  in  collapse.  It  has 
cramps  in  the  calves  of  the  legs  and  characteristically,  cold  sweat  on  the 
forehewl. 

I  wish  next  to  say  a  word  about  Carbo  veg.  for  its  action  on  gUnds. 
The  glands,  especially  the  ma^imee,  become  indurated.  There  are 
burning  pains  in  the  swollen  glands  with  tendency  to  suppuration. 
When  they  do  suppurate,  the  discharged  pus  is  not  of  a  laudable  char- 
acter. 

We  find  Carbo  veg.  indicated  in  catarrhal  troubles  which  arc  pro- 
voked by  warm  moist  atmosphere,  such  as  we  have  in  this  latitude  with 
southwest  or  southerly  winds.  The  patient  is  wor^  in  the  evening. 
He  has  aphonia  recurring  regularly  each  evening,  associated  with  raw 
feeling  down  the  larynx  and  trachea.  There  is  dry  tickling  cough, 
at  times  quite  spasmodic  in  its  character. 

it  is  here  analogous  to  Phosphorus  and  is  often  preceded  or  followed 
by  that  remedy.  The  Phosphorus  aphonia  is  associated  with  rawoeea 
of  the  larynx  and  is  worse  in  the  evening. 

In  the  morning  aphonia,  Carbo  veg.  is  more  closely  allied  to  Sulphur 
which  haa  loss  of  voice  particularly  in  the  morning. 

Still  another  concordant  remedy  of  Carbo  veg.  is  QtUHticunif  which 
is  suited  to  laryngeal  catarrh  in  singers,  with  rough  hoarse  voice,  and 
aasociated  with  tracheo-bronchial  catarrh  with  rawness  and  burning 
under  the  sternum.    This  is  found  uuder  both  remedies.     The  main 
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differenoe  is  that  Causticum  has  hoareeneas  worse  in  the  morniDg,  and 
Carbo  veg.  in  the  evening.  Causticum  has  aggravation  in  dry  cold 
weather  and  Carbo  veg.  in  a  damp,  warm  atraosphere. 

Anotljer  repiedy  is  Eupaforiurn  jierfoUatum,  which  I  use  for  hoarse- 
ness with  soreness  in  the  larynx,  trachea,  and  bronchial  tubes,  too.  The 
hoarseness  is  worse  in  the  morning,  and  is  apt  to  be  associated  wnth 
pains  all  over  the  body. 

Carbo  veg.  may  also  be  used  in  asthma,  particularly  io  the  astlima 
of  old  people  and  of  people  who  are  very  much  debilitated.  They  look 
during  the  asthmatic  attack  as  if  they  would  die^  so  oppressed  are  they 
for  breath.  They  are  greatly  relieved  Jby  belching  wind.  It  is  es- 
pecially indicated  in  asthma  which  is  reflex  from  accumulation  of  flatus 
io  the  abdomen. 

It  may  also  be  used  in  threiUoniug  paralysis  of  the  lungs  in  tj'phoid 
fever,  after  pneumonia,  and  in  old  people.  The  "  paralytic  catarrh  "  of 
old  people  calls  for  Carbo  veg.  There  are  loose  rattling  r^les  when 
the  |>atient  coughs  or  breathes,  a  markwl  symptom  of  emphysema.  The 
bronchial  tulles  are  greatly  dilated.  In  addition  to  this  you  will  6nd 
coldness,  symptoms  of  collapse,  etc. 

The  nearest  approach  to  Carbo  veg.  in  emphysema  is  Ammonium 
carb.f  which  like  Carlx)  veg,  has  blood  poisoned  hy  carbonic  acid,  giv- 
ing you  the  coldness,  blueness,  etc.,  incident  to  that  condition.     • 

In  threatening  paralysis  of  the  lungs,  we  have  a  great  many  reme- 
dies to  consider,  most  of  which  I  will  reserve  until  we  come  to  speak 
of  Phosphorus,  which  stands  very  close  to  Carbo  veg.  Then,  too,  you 
should  also  remember  Moschas  and  Antimouinra  tartaricum. 

Antimonium  tortancum  applies  when  there  are  loud  rales  heard  io 
the  chest  It  seems  as  if  there  was  an  immense  amount  of  mucus  there. 
The  patient  can  scarcely  raise  any  phlegm.  The  extremities  are  cold 
and  blue  from  the  cyanosis  developed  by  the  blood  poisoning.  The 
patient  soon  becomes  drowsy  and  paases  into  a  stupor  from  which  he 
can  be  aroused,  but  into  whicJi  he  readily  relapses.  You  should  also 
remember  Antimonium  tartaricum  when,  in  the  course  of  lung  affec- 
tions, whether  there  be  bronchiectasia  or  catarrh  on  the  chest  in  chil- 
dren (and  here  it  is 'especially  called  for),  the  cough  ceases  or  becomes 
more  rare  and  yet  there  is  no  diminution  in  the  mucus-production 
itself.  Your  practiced  ear  placed  on  the  chest  dct^ts  just  as  much  op- 
pression of  the  chest,  just  as  copious  an  exudation,  and  just  as  much 
rattling  of  phlegm  in  the  lungs,  and  yet  the  child  docs  not  oougb  so 
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frequently.    The  motlior  thiuks  the  child  is  better.     Bat  ia  reality* 
child  is  worse,  for  the  lungs  are  losing  their  power. 

Carboveg.  is  au  excellent  remedy  for  the  terrible  dyspnoea  of  eh rooic 
aortitis,  especially  when  the  patient  has  become  very  aniBiiiic,  dropsical, 
etc.     Here  you  should  compare  Araenicum^  Cuprum  and  LacharU, 

Still  farther,  I  want  to  speak  of  the  action  of  Cnrbo  veg.  on  t£e 
fitomach  and  bowels.  We  find  it  here,  rivalling  other  well  known 
remedies  in  dy8|)ep»ia  or  indigestion,  and  tho«e  of  a  rather  low  type  too. 
We  find  it  indicated,  too,  for  the  bad  effects  of  debauchery,  for  excessive 
indulgence  in  table  luxuries,  and  for  bad  effects  from  wines  and  liquors 
and  all  kinds  of  dissipation.  ^As  a  result  of  dissijvation  we  may  have 
just  such  symptoms  as  call  for  Carbo  veg, ;  headache,  particularly  in  the 
morning  when  the  patient  awakes  from  sleep,  having  spent  the  Ixet 
part  of  the  night  carousing;  dull  headache  referred  to  the  l>ack  part  of 
the  head,  with  a  great  deal  of  confusion  of  mind.  There  is  humming 
or  buzzit^  in  the  head  as  though  a  hornet^s  nest  bad  taken  its  place 
there.  The  patient  feels  worse  in  the  warm  room.  The  pains  also 
seem  to  go  from  the  occiput  through  the  head  and  into  and  over  the 
eyes,  giving  a  dull  heavy  aching  in  that  n^ion.  There  are  nausea  and 
weakness  referred  to  the  stomach,  usually  a  burning  sort  of  tlistress  re- 
ferred to  the  epigastrium.  He  is  unable  to  take  any  fat  food,  whether 
moat,  gravy,  or  fried  food.  He  cannot  drink  milk  because  it  produces 
flatulence.  The  stomach  feels  heavy  as  if  it  were  dragged  down  after 
eating.  The  abdomen  is  dbtended  with  fljitus.  Both  belcliings  and 
borborygrai  are  offensive.  The  wind  belched  has  a  rancid  taste. 
Sometimes  it  has  a  putrid  taste  and  a  decidedly  offensive  odor  when 
passed  fronj  the  bowels.  He  suffers  from  constipation  with  piles.  The 
piles  get  worse  every  time  he  is  on  a  spree.  Sometimes  they  protrude 
and  are  bluish,  they  are  so  distended  with  blood.  At  other  times,  he 
has  morning  diarrlicea  with  stool  which  is  watery  und  thin  and  accom- 
panied by  a  grt'at  deal  of  struiuiug.  We  find  Carbo  veg.  particularly 
indicated  here  after  the  failure  of  Nux  vomica.  *  The  patient  is  peevish, 
easily  angered.  Vertigo  reflex  from  the  gastric  di8turl>an(^  ia  present 
It  is  esjK'cially  worse  after  a  debauch  and  after  excessive  indulgence  m 
high  living.  It  is  often  associated  with  syncope,  espeoially  at  meala  or 
after  eating. 

The  nearest  concordant  remedy  here  is  Arsenicum.  Both  remedies 
have  bluish  protruding  piles,  both  have  burning  in  the  epigastriam, 
l>oth  have  anxiety,  and  both  have  ailments  after  the  excessive  use  of 
liquors,  and  both  are  suited  for  the  bad  effects  of  ice-cream,  and  ioe- 
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water  in  hot  weather.  The  difference  between  the  remetlies  may  be  ex- 
pressed in  these  few  words  :  Carbo  veg.  is  torpid,  Arsenicum  is  always 
irritable;  of  the  two  remedies,  Carbo  veg.  has  the  bujrning  most  marked 
especially  in  internal  parts,  as  in  the  stomach. 

Ntix  vomica  impinges  on  Carbo  veg.  in  the  bad  effects  of  over-eating 
and  high  living.  As  I  have  already  said,  Carbo  veg.  comes  in  when 
Nux  has  ceased  to  act  The  Nux  toper  is  a  thin,  spare,  yellow,  wiry 
fellow.     That  of  Carbo  veg.  is  sluggish,  stout  and  lazy. 

Next  we  are  to  distinguish  Carbo  veg.  from  Cincfiona.  That  ought 
to  be  easily  done,  because  the  two  dnigs  meet  only  in  the  flatuleut 
dyspepia  and  in  debility.  Cinchona  is  suited  tn  a  peculiar  functional 
debility,  when  the  system  is  devitalized  by  loss  of  animal  fluids.  Carho 
veg.  is  the  better  remedy  when  the  debility  arises  from  organic  caui^es, 
when  we  have  a  picture  of  colIai>se  with  hippocratic  face  aud  coldness 
of  the  body,  particularly  of  the  knees.  This  last  is  an  excellent  indi- 
cating symptom  for  Carbo  veg.  It  may  occur  in  almost  any  disease. 
Both  remedies  produce  great  flatulence.  Cinchona,  however,  does  not 
have  this  rancid  belching  with  burning.  Belching  temporarily  relieves 
the  symptoms. 

Lycopodium  also  typifies  perfectly  this  state  of  tymimnites.  The 
abdomen  is  enormously  distendetl.  The  distinction  to  be  made  between 
it  and  Carbo  veg,  is  this :  Carbo  veg,  produces  more  flatulence  of,  tlie 
bowels,  Lvcopotlium  more  of  the  stomach.  Again,  Carbo  veg.  pro- 
duces rancid  belching  or  else  passage  of  offensive  flatus  with  bitter  taste 
in  the  mouth.  Lycopodium  has  more  of  a  sour  taste  with  its  belefiing. 
Carbo  veg.  may  be  indicated  in  dysentery.  Here  it  is  calle<l  for  in  very 
severe  cases.  There  are  burning  pains  situated  deep  in  the  JllMlomeo, 
usually  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  bends  of  the  colon.  The  abtloraeo 
is  greatly  distended  and  tympanitic.  The  pulse  is  weak  and  inter- 
mittent. The  discharges  from  the  bowels  are  horribly  offensive  and 
brown,  watery  and  slimy  in  appearance.  You  see  what  a  desperate 
case  we  have  here,  one  that  calls  for  great  skill  in  prescribing.  You 
must  distinguish  between  two  other  remedies  and  Carbo  veg.  These 
are  Arsenicum  and  Cinchona. 

Argenirmn  hcl[)s  when  there  is,  as  I  have  said,  that  irritability  of 
fibre.  The  patients  are  just  as  sick  and  just  as  near  death's  door  as  is  the 
Carbo  veg.  j>atient,  btit  Uieyaro  restless,  and  complain  of  burning  thirst 
and  yet  have  an  intolerance  of  water.  The  discharges  from  the  bowels 
are  about  the  same  in  character  under  the  two  remetlies.  Arsenic,  how- 
ever, has  not  such  marked  tympanitic  distension  of  the  abdomen. 
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CmcJuma  and  Carbo  veg.  are  also  similar  in  these  cases.  Both  have 
these  dark  offensive  fluid  discharges,  both  have  the  distension  €xf  the 
abdomen,  both  have  great  weakness  and  hippocratic  face.  With  dn^ 
chona,  however,  the  movements  from  the  bowels  are  provoked  by  every 
attempt  to  eat  or  drink.  Belching  gives  but  temporary  relief.  Again 
the  flatus  is  not  so  offensive  as  with  Carbo  veg.  nor  are  the  burning 
pains  so  marked  as  under  jQarbo  veg.  or  Arsenicum. 


LECTURE  XLVI. 

CARBO  ANIMALI8.  GRAPHITES  AND  PETROLEUM. 

Carbo  Animaus. 

Bromine. 
Sepia,  Natr,  m. 
Carbo  animalis,  i  Silic,  Phoe. 
Badiago.

Carbo  animalls  and  Carbo  veg.  do  not  follow  each  other  well.  They 
are  so  far  inimical  that  one  may  not  be  given  with  benefit  af\er  the 
other.  They  are  too  nearly  the  same.  Carbo  animaJis  contains  some 
phosphate  of  lime.  Carbo  animalis  is  complementary  to  Calcarea  phos- 
phorica  especially  in  affeotionB  of  the  glands. 

Carbo  animalis  is  suited  to  old  persons  and  to  those  who  are  greatly 
.  debilitnte<l  by  dijicase,  particularly  when  there  is  a  prtiloniinanoe  of  what 
is  known  as  venous  plethora.  You  find  such  patients  particularly  in- 
clined to  blueness  of  the  skin.  The  hands  and  feet  readily  become  blue, 
with  distended  veins  showing  through  the  skin.  They  Ijeiwne  ill  from 
very  slight  causes.  The  cheeks  often  get  bluish.  B<jlh  it  and  Carbo 
veg.  are  indicated  in  decomposition  in  certain  parts  of  the  body,  as  in 
gangrene  and  ulceration  of  the  sTjrface  or  of  internal  parts,  with  putrid 
discharges.  Both,  too,  are  indicated  in  weakness  of  the  digestive  organs, 
both  are  indicated  for  the  bad  effects  of  loss  of  luiimal  fluids,  particularly 
during  lactation.  *  '.» 

Now  as  a  general  distinction  between  the  two  drugs,  you  may  te-- 
member  this :  Although  both  drugs  act  on  the  glands,  the  predorSii- 
nanoe  is  in  favor  of  the  Carbo  animalis  for  glandular  affections.  For 
instance,  we  find  it  indicated  in  induration  of  glands,  of  the  axillary 
glands  and  of  the  glands  in  the  groin,  particularly  in  syphilitic  or 
gonorrhoeal  patienta.  Those  buboes  are  hard  like  stone;  Carbo  ani- 
malis is  ospecially  useful  when  these  have  been  opened  too  soon,  and 
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when  there  is  a  gaping  wound  which  ha.^  partly  healed  leaving  the 
eurrouDding  tissues  of  an  almost  stony  hardness. 

Badiago  rivals  Carbo  animalis  in  just  these  cases,  particularly  in  in- 
durated buboes  that  have  been  maltreated. 

Again,  we  find  Carbo  animalis  indicated  in  cancer  more  frequently 
than  Carbo  veg. ;  particularly  is  it  useful  in  cancer  of  the  breast  or  of 
the  uterus.  In  mammary  cancer,  you  have  the  gland  indurated  in 
little  nodes  ;  a  small  circumscribed  portion  of  it  is  as  hard  as  a  stone. 
Later  the  skin  around  the  induration  becomes  bluish  and  mottlwj,  thua 
showing  you  the  characteristic  effect  of  Carbo  animalis  in  producing 
venous  stasis.  The  axillary  glands  on  the  affected  side  become  in- 
durated and  there  are  burning  drawing  pains  thn>ugh  the  mamras. 
In  the  case  of  cancer  of  the  uterus,  there  are  induration  of  the  cervix, 
metrorrhagia,  and  burning  pains  extending  down  the  thighs,  and  thio, 
offensive  vaginal  discbarge. 

In  affections  of  the  digestive  oi^ns,  Carbo  animalis  differs  from 
Carbo  veg.  in  this:  We  find  that  under  C(irb<i  animalis,  there  is  gobe- 
nesB  and  empt}'  feeling  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  not  relieveil  by  eating, 
and  in  this  respect  it  is  very  similar  to  Sepia. 

We  find  these  symptoms  indicating  Carbo  animalis  preferably  to 
Carbo  veg,  in  the  weakness  of  nursing  women ;  we  notice  that  every 
particle  of  food  taken,  distresses  the  stomach,  just  as  we  found  under 
Carbo  veg.,  but  with  Carbo  animalis  there  is  coldness  about  the  stomach 
wliich  is  relieved  by  pressing  firmly  with  the  hand  or  by  friction  over 
the  alKlomen,  thus  showing  you  the  weak  debilitatctl  condition  in  which 
the  patient  is,  who  requires  this  remedy.  Carbo  veg.  has  dragging 
heaviness  about  the  stomach  to  distinguish  it.  Both  remeilies  have 
piles  with  this  weak  digestion,  but  there  is  oozing  of  a  thin  inodorouj 
fluid  from  the  rectum  In  Carbo  animalis  which  does  not  exist  ma'rkedly 
under  Carl)o  veg.  • 

Both  drugs  meet  again  in  affections  of  the  chest.  We  find  them  both 
indicated  in  the  late  stages  of  pneumonia,  bronchitis,  or  of  phthisis 
pulmonalifl,  when  there  is  destruction  of  the  lung  tissue  and  decom- 
position of  the  fiuid  which  is  ex|>ectoratetl.  It  ia  just  here  that  you 
are  mo«t  liable  to  make  a  mistake  in  selecting  one  drug  for  the  other. 
Ou*bo  animalis  has  tliis  symptom  to  distinguish  it,  suffocating  hoarse 
cough  producing  shaking  of  the  brain  as  though  the  brain  were  loose 
in  the  head.  There  is  a  cidd  feeling  in  the  chost.  {Bromine  has  that 
sensation  also.)  Expectoration  is  green,  purulent  and  horribly  offensive, 
and  comes  generally  from  the  right  lung,  in  which,  you  will  find  by 
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examination,  a  cavity.  As  soon  as  die  patient  clofles  his  eyes,  he  feeU 
&8  if  he  were  smothering. 

The  Carbo  veg.  oough  is  spasmodic,  with  deep  rough  voice  or  else 
with  aphonia.  There  is  dccicktl  burning  in  the  chest  and  expectoration 
is  jjrofuse,  particularly  in  the  bronchitis  of  old  people.  It  is  yellow 
and  very  fcetid^  more  so  than  in  Carbo  animalis.  The  patient  has 
dyspnoea,  worse  on  turning  over  in  bed  and  on  dropping  off  to  sleep. 
There  is  a  great  deal  of  rattling  in  the  chest. 

Carbo  animalis  is  more  useful  than  Carbo  veg.  in  constitutional 
syphilis,  and  for  this  reason  :  While  both  maybe  indicated  in  constitu- 
tional or  tertiary  syphilis,  after  the  abuse  of  mercury,  particularly 
when  the  glands  are  affected,  and  there  is  great  emaciation,  Carbo 
animalis  is  indicated  more  by  these  symptoms:  It  has  coppery-red 
blotches  on  the  skin,  particularly  on  the  face.  That  you  know  to  be  the 
characteristic  hue  of  syphilitic  eruptions.  In  this  respect  it  resembles 
Mercuriwt  bin.^  Nitnc  acid,  and  Badiago^  more  than  it  does  Carbo  veg. 

In  debility,  we  find  C«rl>o  veg.  always  .superior  to  Carlx)  animalis. 
We  find  very  few  characteristic  symptoms  indicating  the  latter  as  a 
reme<ly  in  the  last  stages  of  typhoid  fever,  pnearoonia,  and  scarlatina. 
The  only  difficulty  you  will  have  in  deciding  between  the  two  drugs 
will  be  in  .the  debility  attendant  upon  lactation. 

In  affections  of  tlie  ears  we  find  Carlx)  veg.  and  Carbo  animalis 
again  meeting.  Thus,  we  finj  Iwth  drugs  causing  otorrhcea.  The  dis- 
charge is  thin,  ichorous,  bloody,  and  excoriating  in  both  remedies. 
With  Carbo  animalis  there  is  also  associated  a  swelling  of  the  jX'rin^tcum 
behind  the  ears  over  the  mastoid  process.  Here  it  is  similar  to  Nitrto 
aridf  Aurunij  and  Cnpinc^tm.  With  Carbo  vegt  we  find  this  otorrhcea 
partifmlarly  as  a  sequel  to  exanthematous  diseases,  as  measles  and 
scarlatina.  There  is  no  swelling  of  the  periosteum  back  of  tho  car. 
Both  remedies  are  indicated  in  deafness.  .Carbo  animalis  has  (his 
peculiar  symptom  :  They  cannot  tell  whence  sound  comes.  CuHk)  veg. 
is  indicated  in  deafness  when  the  ears  are  too  dry  from  the  abe»ence  of 
the  cerumen  or  wax,  or  when  there  is  discharge  of  offensive  cerumen. 

In  eye  symptoms  we  find  Carbo  animalis  indicated  \%hen  the  {uitient 
is  far-sighted  ;  while  walking  along  the  street  objects  seem  to  him  to  be 
far  off.  The  eyes  eeera  as  if  they  were  loose  in  their  wickets.  This 
feeling  is  due  to  relaxation  in  the  connective  tissue  similar  to  that  found 
in  the  brain.  Old  |)eople  have  dimoeBB  of  sight  on  attempting  to  read, 
butlhis  is  relieved  by  rubbing  the  eyes. 

Carbo  veg.  is  indicated  when  the  jwitient  is  near-sighted  ;  objects  liave 
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to  be  placed  near  to  the  eye  to  be  seen      This  sympUDfu  b  wwhc  alter 
exerting  the  eyes  or  mfter  u^ing  them  stead Uy  for  any  length  of  time.

Graphites  is  not  a  pure  carbon.  Even  the  purest  specimens  of  it 
contain  some  iron.  You  will  note  that  I  have  placed  beneath  it  two 
complements,  namely,  Arsenicum  and  Ferrum.  It  has  many  symptoms 
in  common  with  Ferrum,  acting  eomplementjiry  to  that  drug,  and  many 
more  allying  it  to  Arsenicum. 

It  is  a  relative  of  Ferrum,  principally  in  this  class  of  symptoms, 
partieularly  in  ameniia  or  chlorosis  of  females.  There  are  irregularities 
io  the  distribution  of  the  blood,  and  pallor  of  both  skin  and  macoua 
membranes. 

It  is  cornplenKntary  to  Arsenic  in  niany  of  the  skin  symptom,^,  in 
aflections  of  the  gluudN,  burning  in  internal  |Hirt5,  and  other  symptoms 
akin  to  it.  Besides  t^ese  complementary  remedies.  Graphites  Ims  quite 
a  number  of  concordant  remedies.  It  is  antidote<l  by  Arsenieuin^  and 
io  some  of  its  ga/)tric  l^'mptoms  by  Ntut  vainica,  Arsenicum,  you  thus 
see,  holds  two  relations  to  Graphites ;  one  of  antidote  and  one  of  com- 
plement. It  is  complementary  in  one  series  of  eifecth,  autl  antiiloial 
in  another.  Areenicum«  antidotes  especially  tlie  mental  symptoms  of 
Gntphitcs. 

The  Graphites  patient  is  sad  and  full  of  grief,  particularly  if  a 
female.  She  has  an  anxious,  apprehennive  state  of  mind,  which  oom- 
pels  her  to  move  about  from  place  to  place.  She  has  forelxxlings  of 
some  iinaginaiy  accident  or  mishap  which  is  about  io  take  place ;  it 
makes  her  anxious  and  restlefis;  she  cannot  be  kept  quiet.  It  is  thb 
group  of  symptoms  which  Arsenicum  antidotos.  We  find  this  anxious, 
•  apprehensive  state  of  mind  in  Graphites  to  be  a  very  im{)<)rtant  symp- 
tom. You  all  know  how  important  in  making  a  homoNipathic  preitcrip- 
tioo  tlie  mental   symptoms  arc.     We  find  this  apprehen^iviin^s,  this 
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low-spirited nesB,  qualifying  many  of  the  Graphites  conditions.  We  see 
it  in  the  chhiroeis,  in  the  skin  symptoms^  in  the  inflammations  of  the 
eye,  etc.,  as  you  vdW  discover  later  on. 

We  find  Graphites  acting  best  in  constitutions  in  which  there  is  a  ten- 
dency to  obesity.  This  obesity  I  would  have  you  remember  is  not  a 
healthy,  solid  flesh,  that  belongs  to  a  fuil-bloo<1ed,  strong,  hearty  indi- 
vidual, but  it  is  that  kind  of  fat  which  you  And  under  Oaloarea  osirt- 
anim^  showing  improper  nutrition.  We  find  the  two  remedies  running 
cloee  by  each  other  in  such  fat  but  not  healthy  individuals.  The 
Graphites  constitution  is  also  one  in  which  there  is  deficient  animal  heat, 
owing  to  the  defective  oxygenation  of  the  blood.  These  patients  are 
always  cold,  whether  they  are  in  or  out  of  doors.  In  the  case  of  chlo- 
rofiis,  the  Graphites  patient  has  these  symptoms:  There  is  a  tendency 
to  rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  flushing  of  the  face,  just  exactly 
similar  to  that  which  belongs  to  Fcrnim,  The  patient  feels  a  sudden 
shock  about  i\Q  heart,  and  this  is  followed  by  rash  of  blood  to  the 
head.  She  thinks  she  has  heart  disease.  On  lying  down  at  night, 
the  patient  experiences  throbbing  all  through  the  body.  That  is  not 
due  to  true  plethora.  The  blood  is  decidedly  "  watery,"  and  if  yon 
were  to  examine  it  microeoopically  you  would  find  an  excessive  number 
of  white  blood-corpuscles.  The  menstrual  flow  in  these  cases  is  too  late, 
too  pale,  and  too  scanty.  The  mucous  membranei>  are  apt»to  be  pale,  just 
as  you  find  under  Ferrum.  The  lips  will  be  pale.  The  patient  snfTeia 
from  leucorrhoca,  which  is  watery  and  quite  profuse,  sometimes  excor- 
iating the  parts  over  which  it  flows. 

Now,  you  may  say,  how  are  we  going  to  distinguish  this  from  JW- 
mHlla  f  Like  Graphites,  Pulsatilla  has  late  and  scanty  menses,  with 
pale  or  dark  flow  in  chlorotic  or  ansemic  patients;  also  in  patients  who 
are  apt  to  be  chilly,  and  who  are  low-spirited,  crying  at  every  imaginary 
trouble.  How  will  you  distinguLsh  between  these  remedies  ?  The 
main  distinction  lies  in  this:  The  Graphites  patient  always  has  some 
skin  symptoms  to  aid  us,  Pulsatilla  stsircely  any.  The  Graphites  patient 
has  a  rough,  harsh,  dry  skin,  with  very  little  tendency  to  sweat.  Little 
pimples,  whether  containing  pus  or  not,  appear  on  the  body,  and  are 
apt  to  be  worse  at  the  menstrual  periods.  While  in  Pulsatilla  there  is 
strong  tendency  to  diarrhoea,  in  Graphites  there  is  strong  tendency  to 
constipation.  These  symptoms  are  suflicient  to  always  enable  you  to 
distinguish  between  these  two  closely  allied  remedies. 

Next,  as  moat  important  in  our  study  of  Graphites,  I  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  action  of  the  remedy  on  the  lymphatic  glands,  and 
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also  upon  the  skin.  It  pfoduoes  enlargement  of  the  lymphntie  glamT^ 
of  the  neck  antl  of  the  axil  Ire,  and  also  of  the  inguinal  and  of  the 
mesenteric  glands.  This,  together  with  markwl  skin  symptoms,  calls 
frequently  for  its  use  in  scrofula.  Now,  we  find  it  running  parallel 
with  Oilcarca  osfrcarutny  Sulphur, and  Silic^a  in  scrofulosis,  particularly 
of  children.  AVe  find  the  aMonien  large  and  hard.  The  ('hihlren  thus 
affected  sulTer  from  dittrrha?a,  with  stools  which  are  thin,  offensive,  and 
contain  partially  digeste<l  food. 

In  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  of  a  scrofulous  character,  we  have  no 
remedy,  not  even  Catcnrea^  Sulphur  or  Araenicy  that  excels  Graphites. 
The  cornea  is  apt  to  be  coveretl  with  superficial  ulcers,  or  again,  it 
may  be  inflamed.  There  is  thickening  of  the  eyelids,  particularly 
along  the  edges,  which  are  covered  with  scurf  or  scales.  The  lids  may 
be  agglutinated  or  not,  but  the  grand  characteristic  which  makes  the 
choice  of  Graphites  certain  is  this:  The  blepharitis  is  worse  in  the  an- 
gles of  the  eye,  in  the  canthi.  There  is  tendency  for  tfee  e<lgc«  of  the 
lids  to  crack  and  bleed.  If  that  is  present  you  nce<J  not  hessitate  to  use 
Graphites.  The  thickening  of  the  cartilages  of  the  lids  may  lie  so  great 
as  to  produce  ectropion  or  entropion.  Then,  too,  the  eyelashes  become 
wild,  turn  in  towards  the  ball  of  the  eye  and  irritate  the  conjunctiva. 
Hardenejl  styes  may  apf)car  along  the  edges  of  the  lids.  Graphites 
also  affects  the  vision.  Ijettei?  appear  double  and  run  together.  An 
eczematous  eruption  appears  about  the  eyes,  on  the  cheeks,  on  and  be- 
hind the  ears,  on  the  top  of  the  head  and  down  the  occiput.  It  may 
also  be  scattcretl  here  and  there  over  the  surface  of  the  body,  particu- 
larly in  the  bends  of  the  joints  Behind  the  ears  it  assumes  the  form 
of  intertrigo,  being  moist  and*  sticky.  If  the  child  lies  on  its  car,  the 
ear  will  lye  glued  fast  to  the  head.  Sometimes  you  find  Graphites  indi- 
cated in  phlyctenular  ophthalmia.  Little  vesicles  form  on  the  e^ruea 
and  on  otlier  parta  of  the  eye,  prcKlucing  profuse,  burning  la<hrymation. 
These  t«ire  are  mixed  with  pus,  which  is  thin,  and  excoriatt*  the  cheek 
over  which  it  flows.  The  distrharge  from  the  noee,  which  is  partly 
from  ibe  eye  by  the  way  of  the  puncta  lachrymali,  it  also  thin  and  ex- 
coriating, and  you  find  cracks  and  crusts  around  the  nostrils  quite  in 
harmony  with  the  o<:>n<lition  of  the  Ijordere  of  tl»e  eyelids. 

I  would  now  like  to  mention  briefly  a  few  of  the  distinctions  between 
Graphites  and  its  allioii  remedies.  Pdrolfum  or  ooal  oil  is  similar  to 
Graphites  in  many  of  its  symptoms.  It  has  an  eruption  very  much 
like  that  of  Graphites  and  is  {>artirularly  indicated  when  the  most 
marked  symptom  is  an  intertrigo  behind  the  ears.     If  the  cliild  1s  old 
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eoough  he  will  also  oomplain  of  aching  and  other  painful  symptoms 
in  the  back  of  tlie  head.  The  main  distinction  between  the  two 
remedies  is  that  Graphites  pictures  more  of  a  herpes  and  Petroleum  a 
pore  eczema. 

In  prescribing  Calcarea  ostrearum  the  local  symptoms,  particularly 
those  of  the  eyes,  do  not  help  you  much.  They  are  too  general.  They 
are  just  the  symptoms  of  scrofulous  ophthalmia.  But  you  would  be 
aided  in  your  selection  of  the  drug  by  its  general  symptoms,  sweat  of 
the  head  and  cold,  damp  feet  (which  are  not  prominent  under  Graph- 
ites). You  may  also  remeral>er  that  Calcarea  ostrearum  is  the  best 
remedy  for  the  results  of  scrofulous  ophthalmia,  rather  than  the  acute 
symptoms  themselves.  It  is  best  suited  to  the  opacities  of  the  cornea 
and  the  thickening  of  the  lids. 

Arsenicum  has  the  same  burning,  excoriating  discharge  from  the  eyes 
but  is  dibtinguiBJied  by  this:  The  lids  are  spasmodically  closed.  Other- 
wise the  symptoms  are  provokingly  similar. 

Sulphur  will  help  you  when  the  edges  of  the  lids  are  rediler  than 
natural,  while  under  Graphites  the  edges  of  the  lids  are  paler  than  they 
ought  to  be. 

EiiphroJtUi  is  useful  in  phlyctenular  ophthalmia  with  excoriating 
discharge,  etc.  But  although  the  discharge  is  excoriating  under  Eu- 
phrasia it  is  tliick  and  purulent,  while  it  is  thin  under  Graphites. 

Mo'curius  is  also  useful  iu  scrofulous  cases,  especially  when  the 
l^atient  u^  worse  at  night  and  from  the  heat  and  glare  of  tlie  fire.  Mer- 
cury is  decidedly  preferable  if  syphilis  complicates  scrofulosis. 

Hejxir  is  very  similar  indeed  to  Graphites.  It  is  preferable  wheu 
there  is  throbbing  in  and  about  the  eye.  Now  if  the  child  is  not  old 
enough  to  tell  you  if  there  is  throbbing  in  and  about  tlie  eye,  you  will 
notice  tl\at  there  is  pain  and  you  will  see  evidence  of  the  formation  of 
pus;  for  instance,  suppurating  styes  form  on  the  lids.  Hepar suits  the 
suppurative  process  better  than  does  Graphites.  You  will  also  notice 
that* the  Hepar  child  will  not  allow  anytliing  to  press  on  the  eye,  be- 
cause the  parts  are  so  sensitive. 

Graphites  is  said  to  prevent  the  return  of  erysipelas  when  that  dis- 
ease becomes  constitutional.  The  aSected  parts  feel  hard  and  tough, 
and  if  it  be  the  face  that  is  involveil,  are  very  much  distorted.  There 
are  burning,  stinging  pains,  as  we  found  under  Apis.  It  usually  com- 
mences on  the  right  side  and  goes  to  the  left.  It  is  particuUrly  useful 
when  Iodine  has  been  abused. 

Still  further,  you  must  remember  the  use  of  Graphites  in  the  removal 
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of  cicatrices.  This  remwly  seems  to  have  the  property  of  cauning 
absorption  of  cicatricial  tissue.  It  was  long  ago  noticed  in  workers  in 
graphite,  that  wounds  on  the  hands  hdaled  and  the  cicatrices  disap- 
peared very  rapidly.  Dr.  Guernsey  has  matle  use  of  this  property  of 
the  drug  for  tlie  removal  of  cicatrices  that  form  after  mammary  absoen. 
Professor  Korndoerfer  greatly  relieved  a  child's  eye  by  the  remedy. 
The  child  had  been  operated  on,  and  cicatrices  formed  which  contracted 
more  than  the  surgeon  expected  they  would.  Graphites  so  far  relieved 
the  case  that  the  parts  assumed  their  normal  position. 

We  next  have  to  speak  of  the  action  of  Graphites  on  the  digestive 
oi^gans,  and  here  it  is  allied  particularly  to  the  other  carbons,  Carbo 
v^.  and  Carbo  animalis.  We  find  the  patient  oorapUiining  of  disagree- 
able taste  in  the  mouth  in  the  morning,  as  though  he  had  been  eating 
eggs.  This  symptom  is  more  marked  here  than  in  any  other  carbon. 
The  patient  is  worse  from  all  meats.  This  symptom  you  find  under 
Pulsatilla,  Ferrum,  and,  in  fact  under  all  chlorotic  remedies. 

Things  nauseate  and  disgust  the  patient.  After  eating,  the  stomach 
becomes  distended  witli  wind.  There  is  burning  pain  in  llie  stomach  ; 
also  a  crampy,*colicky  pain — a  real  gastralgia,  in  fact.  The  patient 
wakes  up  at  night  gasping  for  breath;  sudden  dyspnneri,  which  is 
terapordrily  relieved  by  eating.  The  gastralgia  is  also  relieved  by 
eating.  In  this  respect  it  again  resembles  PetroUum^  which  has 
gastralgia  relieved  by  eating.  The  same  syra'ptoms  you  will  also 
find  under  Chelidonium  and  Anacardium.  The  abdomen  is  greatly 
distended  from  flatulence,  and  with  this  distended  alxlomen  we  have 
rush  of  blood  to  the  head.  The  liver  is  apt  to  be  hard  and  en- 
larged, with  extreme  tenderness  to  the  pressure  of  the  clothing  after 
eating.  The  bowels  are  usually  constipateti.  The  chanicteri::itic  stool 
is  thb :  The  stools  arc  covered  with  mucus  or  contain  shreds  of  mucus. 
That  is  a  very  characteristic  symptom  of  tlie  Graphites.  I  think  that 
it  is  also  of  CcuoarilUi.  The  patient  aufierfl  from  haemorrhoids,  which 
burn  and  sting ;  the  anua  is  so  extremely  sore  that  the  patient  iB*verj 
much  annoyed  when  sitting.  Fiasures  form  in  the  anus.  Graphites 
is  here  one  of  our  best  remedies. 

Now  we  have  several  similar  remedies  here.  First,  Lyoopodwm, 
Tliis  has  this  distension  after  eating,  with  great  accumulation  of  flatus, 
but  thin  flatus  is  not  mncid  or  putrid  as  it  is  under  Gninhitcs.  That  is 
a  sufliricnt  distinction  betweeq  the  two  remedies. 

Ag.iin,  we  have  this  list  of  remedies:  Ratanhiay  PiXoniUf  A//  ' 

and  Silicca.     Ratankia  is  an  excellent  remedy  for  fissure  of  tLc  auu^, 
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and  m  to  be  recommended  when  there  is  grent  constriction  of  the  anus. 
Stools  are  foreeii  with  great  effort  and  the  anus  aches  and  bums  for 
hours  aAer  stool. 

Ptvonia  is  also  useful  for  fissures  of  the  anus  with  a  great  deal  of 
oozing,  thus  keeping  the  anus  damp  and  disagreeable  all  the  time. 
This  is  associated  with  great  sorenefls  and  smarting. 

Nili-ic  acid  is  also  a  remedy  for  fissure  of  the  anus,  particularly  when 
there  is  a' feeling  as  if  there  were  splinters  or  sticks  pricking  the  anus. 
Now  Graphites  is  distinguished  from  all  these  by  the  fact  that  they 
have  more  or  less  tenesmus  or  constriction  of  the  anus,  while  Graphites 
has  little  or  none. 

Silicta  is  also  a  remedy  for  fissure  of  the  anas.  The  patient  tries  to 
force  a  stool,  bat  it  will  not  come  out.  The  stool  partly  descends  and 
then  sli|is  back  again. 

Now  the  mucous  membranes:  Graphites  is  useful  in  nasal  catarrh 
when  there  is  extreme  dryness  of  the  nose.  You  often  find  this  in 
scrofulous  cases.  This  alternates  with  the  discharge  of  lumps,  or  clinkers, 
as  they  are  sometimes  called.  At  other  times,  the  discharge  is  very 
offensive  and  bloody.  You  notice  how  the  offensive  character  of  the 
discharge  shows  itself  in  these  carbons.  The  borders  of  the  nostrils  are 
sore  and  Scabby,  and  crack  readily.  Here  you  have  a  resemblance  to 
AnHmonium  ertulumt  to  Calcareaf  and  to  Arum  triphyllum.  The  sense  of 
smell  is  too  acute.  The  patient  t^nnot  Vjear  the  odor  of  flowers.  There 
is  cracking  or  roaring  in  tlie  ears  when  swallowing  or  chewing.  This 
tells  you  that  there  is  catarrh  of  the  Eustachian  tubes.  On  examining 
the  ear  with  the  sj>eculum,  you  will  find  the  raembraua  tympani  not 
perforated,  but  quite  white.  The  ears  are  apt  to  be  too  dry,  and  there  is 
a  lack  of  natural  secretion  (just  as  you  found  under  Carbo  veg.),  with 
hardness  of  hearing,  better  from  riding  in  a  carriage.  It  is  not  the 
riding  that  improves  the  hearing  but  the  noise  made  by  the  carriage. 

Graphites  may  also  be  used  in  chronic  sore  throat  with  sensation  as 
of  a  lump  in  "ihe  throat.  This  is  worse  after  empty  swallowing.  Here 
it  is  similar  to  Su/phur  and  Calcarea  ostrearum. 

The  cough  of  Graphites  is  not  very  characteristic.  It  is  a  dry  cough 
with  a  great  deal  of  strangling,  making  the  face  red  and  the  eyes  water. 
It  is  worse  during  deep  inspiration. 

On  the  male  genital  organs,  Graphites  acts  quite  prominently.  We 
find  it  prtxlucing  uncontrollable  sexual  excitement,  and  violent  erections. 
The  most  im|)ortant  symptom  of  Graphites  is  impotence.  There  is  a 
want  of  sensation  during  coition  with  no  discharge  of  semen. 
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It  also  acts  oo  the  female  organs.  We  find  affections  of  the  left  nviiry 
■^^ith  enlargement  of  that  gland,  and  with  scanty  delayed  aivnsc*,  rhil- 
lioeas,  constipation  and  coexistent  eruptions.  The  uteros  is  diH|ibu«d  ' 
tiDtler  Graphites.  The  os  is  far  back  and  presses  against  tlie  pasterior 
wall  of  tlie  vagina,  hence  the  remedy  in  indioitted  in  anteflexion  ami  m 
anteversiou.  With  thi(«,  there  is  bearing  down  extending  into  the  hypo- 
gaatrium.  The  leuoorrhcea  is  watery  and  profuse,  sometimes  eomin;^  in 
gusbes.  Often,  with  these  symptoms  there  exists  an  ocz^^'imitoua  erup- 
tion about  the  vulva. 

Petroleum. 

This  is  a  highly  carbonaceous  oil  but  it  is  not  a  pyre  carbon.  Medi- 
cinally, it  stands  somewhat  between  Sulphur  and  Phosphonis  on  one 
luimi,and  Graphites  ao({  Carbo  veg.  on  the  other.  We  6nd  that  those 
who  work  in  coal  oil  are  subject  to  eruptions  on  the  skin.  Thus  a  wheal 
appears  across  the  face  or  body  looking  like  a  hive,  and  this  itches  and 
bums.  Then,  again,  a  vesicular  eruption  appears  there  which  develops 
into  a  perfect  picture  of  eczema,  forming  tliick  scalis  and  oozing  pus. 
The  skin  soon  grows  more  harsh  and  dry,  and  there  form  dei'p  cracks 
iknd  fissures  which  blee<i  and  suppurate.  These  symptoms  make  Pe- 
troleum an  excellent  remedy  for  eczema  wherever  it  may  ap{)ear.  Wo 
find  it  useful  inrrhagades,  |)articularly  when  they  occur  in  winter,  when 
the  hands  clijip,  (Stack  and  bum,  and  itch  intolerably.  Sometimes  ulcers 
develop. 

Again,  Petroleum  has  been  used  in  sprains  of  joints,  es(>ccially  in  old 
rheumatic  patients.  It  is  particularly  indicated  in  rheumatism,  when 
tlie  knees  are  stiff,  this  stiffness  l)eiug  associated  with  sharp  sticking 
pains  in  them  and  with  stiffness  of  the  neck  and  cracking  sounds  when 
moving  the  head,  owing  to  roughness  of  the  muscular  fibres. 

Next  we  find  Petroleum  to  be  remeralx^red  in  diseases  of  the  mucous 
membranes.  It  may  be  used  successfully  in  oztena.  Here  the  di.scharge 
is  quite  in  agreement  with  the  character  of  the  eruption?  Scabs  and 
purulent  mucus  are  discharged  from  the  nasal  cavitits;.  The  nose  is 
sore  and  the  nostrils  are  cracked  as  in  (traphites.  The  post-nasal  spaoe 
is  filled  with  purulent  mucus,  causing  hawking  of  phlegm. 

Then,  too,  we  find  the  eyes  affected  under  Petroleum.  It  is  especialljr 
useful  in  ble])haritis  marginalis.  It  is  also  indiealed  in  infiammatioQ 
of  the  lachrymal  canal,  when  suppuration  has  oommeuced  and  a  fistula 
has  formed.  This  tendency  to  the  formation  of  fistula  is  aj^  seen  in 
the  gums. 
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The  oough  of  Petroletim  is  also  to  be  remembered.  It  is  a  dry  teas- 
ing cough  which  comes  on  when  lying  down  at  night.  We  often  find 
that  cough  in  children. 

Next,  we  find  Petroleum  affecting  the  sweat  itself,  producing  profuse 
offensive  sweat  in  the  axilla  ai^  on  the  soles  of  the  feet. 

Tjie  only  chest  symptom  of  Petroleum  is  cold  feeling  about  the  heart. 
This  symptom  is  stcpng  under  Nalrum  mur.f  wliich  has  it  very  well- 
marked,  especially  when  exerting  the  mind.  It  is  also  Tfound  under 
Kali  chloricum,  Oraphites  and  Kcdi  nitricum. 

Next  we  look  to  Petroleum  in  its  action  on  the  stomach  and  bowels. 
It  produces  nausea  and  vertigo  with  vomiting  of  bile,  worse  in  the 
morning,  worse  from  riding  in  a  carriage  and  worse  during  pregnancy. 
Then,  too.  Petroleum  is  useful  in  sea-sickness. 

Petroleum  produces  a  diarrhoea  which  is  somewhat  akin  to  that  of 
Sulphur.  The  stools  are  offensive  and  watery,  and  often  contain  undi- 
gested food.  They  come  early  in  the  morning  and  are  associated  with 
emaciation  of  the  body.  They  differ  from  Sulphur  in  coming  on  also 
during  the  day.  We  have  another  diarrhoea  curable  by  Petroleum,  and 
that  is  a  diarrhoea  with  disordered  stomach  made  worse  by  the  use  of 
cabbage,  sauer-kraut  and  cole-slaw.  There  is  offensive  stool  with  great 
flatwlence,  and  belching  of  gas,  tasting  of  cabbage. 

Petroleum  also  acts  as  a  nervous  remedy.  We  sometimes  find  it  in- 
dicated in  typhoid  fever,  when  there  is  slight  delirium.  It  also  pro- 
.  duces  forgetful ness.  The  patient  loses  her  way  in  well-known  streets. 
If  this  sym])tom  has  been  produced  by  exposure  to  great  heat,  then  you 
should  give  (r/onotn. 

Another  mental  symptom  curable  by  Petroleum  is  she  imagines 
that  she  is  double,  or  that  somebody  is  lying  beside  her.  This  symp- 
tom has  been  utilized  in  this  way :  A  lady  in  childl)ed,  imagined  that 
she  had  had  two  babies,  and  she  was  very  much  concerned  as  to  how 
she  could  take  care  of  them  both.     Petroleum  cured  her. 

Petroleum  has  also  been  used  as  an  antidote  to  lead  poisoning. 
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Bromine.

To-day  wc  begin  the  study  of  the  rliemical  elements  ti.Tme<l  halo- 
gens j  Iodine,  Bromine,  Fluorine  and  Chlorine  are  tlie  elements  in  thin 
group.  Afi  a  group,  the  halogens  may  \ye  remembered  by  this  great 
characteristic  symptom,  they  all  act  u{)on  the  larynx  and  bronchial  tubes, 
and  in  fact  upon  mucous  membranes  generally.  They  are  decidedly 
irritating  to  the  mucous  membranes,  producing  violent  inflammation, 
rawoem  and  excoriation,  as  anybody  can  testify  who  has  once  inhaknl 
the  fumes  of  Chlorine,  Iodine  or  Bromine.  They  all  produce  t»})a8m 
of  the  glottis  and  this  is  most  marked,  has  proved  ni06t  charactcrit^tic 
in  Chlorine,  although  they  all  have  it  They  all  tend  to  prtxlucc  peeudo- 
membranous  formations  on  the  muanis  membranes.  All  excepting 
Chlorine,  tend  to  proiluce  croupous  membranes ;  Chlorine  tends  more 
to  diphtheritic  membrane  tlian  pure  croupous.  All  of  the  halogens  act 
upon  the  glandular  system  protlncing  enlargement,  in<lurationand  even 
abecQSS  in  glands.  Thus  we  tind  them  all  useful  in  scrofulosis,  especially 
Io<liue,  which  Iwids  the  list.  Cyanogen  also  belongs  to  thi^  group  chemi- 
cally, although  it  is  projKTly  considered  as  belonging  to  organic  chem- 
istry. It  has  many  similarities  to  tliese  drugs,  and,  like  Chlorine,  is 
U(»eful  in  diphtlieritic  dep<jeit8.  Thus  we  use  Hydrocyanic  acid  and 
Amygdala  |>ersic7i  (which contains  liydrocyanic  acid) fordiphtheritic  sore- 
tliroat,  and  we  may  use  the  Cyanide  of  Mercury  for  some  of  the  worst 
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forms  of  diphtheria.  The  same  is  true  to  a  less  degree  with  Cyanide 
of  Potassium.  These  general  characteristics  of  the  halogens  lead  you 
at  times  to  say,  "  This  [>atieut  neetls  one  of  the  halogens,  which  bhtill  ii 
be?"  To  answer  that  question  we  most  study  these  four  elements 
separately  and  by  comfmrison. 

I  will  first  call  your  attention  to  Bromine,  Bromine  produces  a 
rather  peculiar  eflect  on  the  mind,  causing  a  sort  of  vertigo,  which  is 
worse  from  running  water.  Moving  mildly  by  the  jmticnt  produces 
this  vertigo.  It  is  assotuatal  with  a  peculiar  anxious  state  of  the  niiud. 
Now  this  anxiety  belongs  to  all  of  tlie  halogens.  It  hartlly  originates 
in  the  mind,  prol>ably  coming  from  some  defect* in  the  body  itself.  It 
is  a  common  symptom  in  heart  and  lung  affections,  and  it  is  probably 
thence  that  the  symptom  springs.  This  anxiety  is  expressed  in  this 
way :  The  patients  expect  to  see  objects  jump  around  tliem  or  they 
*  think  that  somebody  is  about  them,  and  they  turn  around  to  see  if  such 
is  the  case.  This  is  an  effect  of  Bromine,  and  those  of  you  who  are 
familiar  with  Bromide  of  Potassium  will  recognize  whence  it  gets  its 
anxiety.  The  vertigo  is  relieved  by  nose-bleed,  showing  at  once  that 
it  is  congestive  in  character.  Another  symptom  showing  you  that  there 
is  congestion  under  Bromine  is  this:  After  dinner,  there  is  a  sensation 
deep  in  the  brain  as  though  a  fit  of  ajjoplexy  were  impending.  The 
patient  feels  as  if  he  would  lose  his  senses. 

The  Iodine  mental  condition  is  more  marked  than  that  of  Bromine. 
It  is  a  decided  erethism,  during  which  the  patient  is  very  excitable,  and 
restless,  moving  about  from  place  to  place,  now  sitting  here,  now  sitting 
tliere,  he  fears  that  every  little  occurrence  will  end  seriously.  In  his  anx- 
iety, he  shuns  everyone,  even  his  doctor.  He  has  a  great  dread  of 
|ieople.  At  times,  he  becomes  quite  excited  and  delirious,  with  vertigo, 
red  face  and  anxietv. 

Next  the  lymphatic  system.  Like  all  the  other  members  of  this 
group.  Bromine  attacks  the  glands,  and  causes  enlargement  and  indu- 
ration  of  the  glands.  Hence  it  is  called  for  in  scrofulosis.  It  is  par- 
ticalarly  suited  to  scrofulous  patients,  children  usually,  when  the 
parotid  gland  .or  glands  are  indurated,  when  there  is  a  tendency  to 
suppuration  witii  excoriating  discharge,  and  persistent  hanlness  uf  the 
gland  around  the  opening,  and  undue  amount  of  warmth  or  heat  in  the 
gland.  I  have  mer^ely  mentioned  the  |»arotid  gland  for  purpose  of 
illustration.  Bromine  also  affects  the  mammary  gland,  for  cancer  of 
which  it  has  been  a  ^ery  useful  remedy.  You  may  perlia])s  remember 
that  I  told  you  the  other  day,  that  it  was  similar  to  Cai'bo  animalis. 
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Like  CupIk)  animaliM,  it  lias  indumtion  of  tlu^  glundss  in  flic  axilla  witli 
burning  painn.  But  Bromine  -dUo  U&ti  cultin^;  pain^.  'Vlni  hraxHt  Is 
hard  and  on  palpation,  a  dull  siilRJucd  eort  uf  tlirobliing  may  be  felt 
Id  it.  Sometimes,  the  drawing  or  cutting  is  so  marked  that  it  feelA  as 
if  a  string  were  pulling  from  tiie  gland  into  tlie  axilla. 

The  testicles  are  acted  u|)on  by  Bromine.  "We  find  them  Bwollen, 
bard  and  perfectly  smooth.  The  pain  is  worse  from  jarring.  The 
glands  are  unduly  warm  and  hot.  You  will  find  that  glandular  afloc- 
tiotu  yield  to  Bromine  efl})ecially  in  peraous  of  light  compU-xion,  with 
fair  skin  and  light  blue  eyes.  I  mention  this  symptom  here  to  make 
use  of  it  in  a  few  momenta  m  a  symptom  of  comp<irative  value.  I  do 
not  mean  to  say  that  every  scrofulous  child  with  blue  cytw  must  have 
Bromine,  but  I  do  mean  that  this  symptom  is  of  use  to  enable  us  to  dia- 
tinguiwh  Bromine  from  the  other  halogens. 

The  tonsils,  too,  are  affected  in  Bromine.  Thus  we  find  them  deep  red 
and  swollen  and  covered  with  a  network  of  dilated  blood veaaela.  They 
arc  wor»e  when  swallowing  and  are  accompanied  usually  with  swelling 
of  the  glands  externally.  There  is  a  feeling  of  rawness  in  the  throat 
with  this  tonsillitis.  Thisj  too,  as  you  know,  is  common  enough  in  scrof- 
ulous children.  There  ift  a  strong  temptation  to  excise  the  tonsjilx,  but 
this  is  not  gocxl  practice,  for  you  ctin  often  cure  this  trouble  by  internal 
meclication.  In  some  cases,  this  enlargement  of  the  tonsils  may  be 
looked  u|)oo  as  a  forerunner  of  tuberculosis. 

We  find  Bromine  indicate<1  in  enlargi-ment  of  another  glaiul,  namely 
the  thyroid  gland,  and  curing  what  hast  Ix-'cn  termed  brouchocele  or 
goitre. 

We  next  have  Xjo  speak  of  Bromine  in  hn  action  on  raucous  rocm- 
branes.  Beginning  with  the  nose,  we  fintl  that  it  id  useful  in  ci.iryza  or 
in  naaal  catarrh,  when  the  discharge  is  profuse,  watery,  and  exiK>riating. 
The  nofitrils,  alternately,  scimu  to  be  stopfKHl  up:  There  is  a  jMvuliar 
headache  associated  with  (his  coryza,  a  h»ivy  pressure  in  the  forehead 
which  seems  to  be  pushing  the  brain  down  and  ouir  at  the  root  of  the 
nose.  The  nose  is  very  sore  inside  and  also  abound  the  alio.  This  is  a 
deci<ledly  smarting  soreness  just  such  as  yuu  would  expect  the  fumes  of 
Bromine  to  make.  Ijater,  ulcers  form  in  the  no«e,  vwth  the  escape  of 
crustK  or  sc:ibs  which  are  blown  out  and  which  are  always  bloody. 
Every  attempt  to  wipe  the  nose  is  followed  by  a  discharge  of  crust*  and 
blocKl.     This  you  know  is  common  enough  with  scrofulous  children. 

Coming  now  to  the  throat  and  lungs,  we  find  l^rontine  indirated  io 
spasm  of  the  glottis,  sometimts  called  laryngismus  stridulus.     This  is  a 
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very  diffifult  disease  to  cure.  It  is  often  central  ia  its  origin.  It  com- 
mences by  suction  closure  of  the  glottis.  The  child  turns  bjue  in  the 
face,  and  its  body  becomes  convulsed.  One  spell  ceases  only  to  be  fol- 
lower! by  another.  In  the  second  stage,  general  convulsions  appear, 
followed  by  emaciation.  The  trouble  may  be  reflex  from  dentition,  or 
from  indigestion  or  from  enlai^ement  of  the  thymus  gland.  If  it  can 
be  found  to  be  the  result  of  enlargement  of  the  thymus  gland,  evidently 
tlicn  JtHline  would  be  iodicatetl.  When  it  has  been  caused  by  retarded 
dentition,  I  think  that  Calcarea  phosphoricfi  promises  better  than  any> 
thing  else.  Dr.  Dunham  records  a  case  that  had  been  given  up  by  an 
allopathic  physician,  but  knowing  the  symptoms  of  Chlorine,  which 
above  all  otlier  remedies  will  produce  this  spasm  of  the  glottis,  he  gen- 
erated some  Chlorine  and  allowed  the  child  to  inhale  the  fumes,  with 
almost  instantaneous  relief  and  final  cure.  All  the  halogens  are  useful 
in  this  condition,  but  Chlorine  is  here  the  best  of  ihem  all.  Their 
symptoms  diflTer  but  little  so  far  as  the  local  symptoms  are  concerned. 
We  may  also  think  of  S(tmbncu8j  Anfimonium  tartanrum^  BeUa/Ionna, 
LacJumSj  Arseniciun^anil  in  some  cases,  PJiOifphonis, 

Lachettis  is  particularly  indicated  when  the  patient  awakens  from 
sleep  with  it. 

Ir/natia,  whenever  across  word  or  correcting  the  cliild  brings  on  the 
spasm. 

.\notlier  remedy  is  Ouprumf  especially  when  the  spasms  are  general 
and  the  child  clenches  its  thumbs. 

'     Ipeoaouanha  may  be  of  some  use  in  some  oases,  bat  I  have  no  confi- 
dence in  it. 

Nor  have  I  in  San%bucwit  because  under  Sambucus,  I  think  the 
trouble  is  more  in  the  chest,  whereas  witli  Cuprum,  the  halogens,  Cal- 
carea phos.,  Lachttis  and  Belladonna,  the  trouble  is  in  the  larynx 

itR'lf. 

This  spasm  of  the  glottis  oflen  comes  in  the  course  of  croup,  in  which 
disease  Bromine  may  l)e  the  remedy  when  inspiration  seems  to  be  exceed- 
ingly difficult;  the  child  is  suddenly  aroused  from  sleep  as  if  choking. 
These  symptoms  arc  at  least  relieved  by  a  drink  of  water,  which  seems  to 
qtiiet  the  spasmodic  condition.  In  membranous  croup  Bromine  is  indi- 
cated by  the  following  symptoms  in  addition  to  the  s|>asm  already  referred 
to:  The  child  has  at  first  a  deep,  rough  voice,  which,  in  the  evening, 
amounts  almost  to  aphonia.  The  child  cries  with  a  hoarse,  husky  voice. 
The  membrane  seems  to  come  np  from  the  larynx  into  the  throat.  Every 
inspiration  seems  to  provoke  cough,  especially  every  deep  insjiiration. 
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Breathing  is  hoarse,  rapping  and  whistling,  as  though  the  chUd  were 
bri'fvthing  through  a  sponge  or  through  some  loose  metuHic  substance 
which  is  vibrating.  This  is  caused  by  the  vibration  of  membrane  as  it 
is  dpjKHital  more  or  less  uniformly  over  the  interior  of  the  larj'nx. 
Later,  there  is  rattling  in  the  larynx.  When  the  child  cough*  it  seems 
•8  if  the  larynx  were  full  of  loose  mucus. 

Antimonium  tarfaricum  is  very  similar  to  Bromine,  in  croup.  It  has 
rattling  and  wheezing  extending  down  the  trachea  as  well  as  in  the 
larynx. 

Now  I  wish  to  say  a  few  wortls  jibout  other  remedies  in  connection 
with  croup,  especially  concerning  Aconite,  Hepar,  Spongia  and  Kaolin. 
Kaolin  is  a  kind  of  porcelain-clay,  a  combination  of  lime  and  silica,  and 
has  proved  very  useful  in  membmnous  croup.  The  relation  which 
th^e  remedies  hold  is  this  : 

Aconite  is  useful  in  the  beginning  of  croup,  whether  spasmodic, 
catarrhal  or  membranous.  It  is  indicated  by  the  child  suddenly  arous- 
ing from  sleep  as  if  it  were  smothering.  There  is  great  ri5»ilessue88. 
The  skin  is  hot.  There  must  be  some  anxiety  present.  Breatliing  is 
dry.  There  is  no  sound  of  mucus.  Pretty  soon  the  child  seems  better 
and  falls  asleep  and  then  will  be  aroused  again.  Aconite  is  especially 
indicated  in  these  cases  if  these  symptoms  have  followed  exposure  to 
dry,  cold  winds.  Do  not  stop  your  remedy  too  soon.  If  you  do,  while 
the  child  will  be  better  in  the  morning  the  symptoms  will  return  with 
renewed  violence  the  next  night,  and  before  you  know  it  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  larynx  and  trachea  will  take  on  fibrinous  exudation* 
and  you  lose  your  patient. 

You  will  need  to  change  to  Spongia  when  you  have  those  symptoms 
present:  Breathing  during  inspiration  is  hard  and  harsh,  as  though  the 
child  was  breathing  through  a  sponge.  The  cough  luis  a  decidiMlly  hard 
barking,  ringing,  sound.  The  sputum  is  scanty  as  yet.  Spongia  follows 
Aconite,  esi>ecially  after  exposure  to  dry,  cold  winds,  and  in  light-com- 
plexioned  children  with  blue  eyes.  The  symptoms  are  usually  worae 
before  midnight.  Suppose  this  fails  ynu,  then  you  may  have  reoourae 
to  Ilrpdr  frnlpUuris  ailcarea. 

Hejmr  usually  has  its  symptoms  worse  after  midnight  and  towaitla 
morning.  The  cough  has  the  same  harsh,  croupy  soun<l,  but  there  in  a 
great  dwd  of  moisture  with  it.  That  is  the  in<lication  for  Hc|>ar.  It, 
too,  is  worse  from  exposure  to  dry,  cold  winds.  Sometimes  all  then 
drutr*  fail  and  we  have  to  re86rt  to  the  halogens,  especially  to  Bromine 
and  1  inline. 
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I  have  already  given  you  the  symptoms  of  Bromine;  let  nie  tell  y«ni 
bow  to  distinguish  it  from  Iodine.  lotVinc  is  particularly  iiidirated 
after  the  failure  of  Hepar,  when  the  membrane  has  formed  ;  inj^piration 
18  exceedingly  diflScult,  both  from  spasm  of  the  throat  and  oi'cluj^iou  of 
the  lumen  of  the  larynx  by  the  membranous  formation.  Inspiration  \s 
wave-like,  or  in  jerks.  The  cough  is  moist  but  harsh,  jnst  as  you  found 
under  Hepar.  The  voice  is  almost  extinct  from  the  hoarseness.  Tin; 
child  grasjis  its  throat  to  relieve  tiie  pressure,  throws  its  head  far  bark 
80  as  to  straighten  the  route  from  the  mouth  to  the  lungs  and  favor  the 
passage  of  air.  It  !s  [wrticularly  worse  in  the  morning.  Iixline  is 
/especially  adapted  to  dark-complexioned  children  with  dark  hair  and 
eyeB.  This  in  itself  is  a  great  distinction  l>etween  Iodine  and  Bromine. 
That  is  why  I  spoke  of  the  use  of  Bromine  in  Hght-complexioneil  chil- 
flreu,  because  this  fact  has  been  proven  to  be  a  goixl  distinction  Iwtwein 
these  two  drugs,  and  hence,  as  a  comparative  symptom,  is  one  of  great 
value  to  you.  Lxline  is  particularly  adapted  to  cas(«  that  come  from 
damp  weather.  I^ong-continued  damp  cold  wwthcr  will  pnnluce  just 
such  a  cough  as  Iodine  will  cure.  Do  not  change  your  remwly  in  thos»* 
cases  too  often.  Do  not  change  your  remedy  on  account  of  alarming 
symptoms  that  spring  up,  unless  you  are  ceriuin  thai  they  indicate  a 
change. 

Kaolin  has  been  used  successfully  for  membranous  croup  even  when 
the  membrane  dips  down  deep  into  the  trachea.  There  is  extreme 
soreness  of  the  chest.  The  patient  does  not  want  anything  to  touch 
him.  He  will  not  permit  you  to  use  steam  or  hot  cloths,  because  the 
chest  is  so  sore. 

Returning  to  the  study  of  Bromine  we  find  it  useful  in  affections  of 
the  lungs.  It  is  indicated  in  asthma,  when  the  patient  feels  as  if  he 
could  not  get  air  enough  into  his  lungs,  consequently  he  breathes  very 
deeply.  The  explanation  of  this  lies  not  only  in  the  lungs,  but  also  in 
the  constriction  of  the  glottis.  Although  the  patient  expands  his  chest 
well,  air  does  not  go  in  on  account  of  the  narrowness  of  the  opening  in 
the  larynx.  It  is  especially  indicated  in  asthma  coming  on,  at  or  near 
the  seashore. 

We  also  find  Bromine  useful  in  pneumonia,  particularly  when  it 
affects  the  lower  loljc  of  the  right  lung,  hence  lobar  pneumonia.  \Vt 
often  find  nose-bleed  as  a  concomitant  symptom  when  Bromine  is  indi- 
cated in  these  cases.  The  patient  also  haa  the  symptom  just  mentioneti 
aoder  asthma,  **  seems  as  if  he  could  not  get  enough  air  into  tlie  chest ;  ** 
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while  then?  swms  to  be  jtlcntj  of  raucus,  the  patient  does  not  appear  U> 
be  able  to  expectorate  k. 

We  also  find  Bromine  indicated  in  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  parlico- 
Inrly  when  the  tubercular  deposit  is  more  manifest  in  the  right  luog. 
The  patient  «f<it}ers  fre<|Uentl)'  from  eun^eslion  of  the  hnid  and  chest, 
which  is  relieved  by  nose-bleed.  Notice  howofleu  that  symptom  oocnn 
under  Bromine,  There  ia  also  |xiin'in  the  mammary  region  go'ia^  up 
into  the  axilla.  The  eyes  sc^m  to  be  atTected  along  with  the  chebt  syiup- 
toms  giving  rise  to  a  chronic  oonjunetivitis. 

Bromine  produces  a  very  diaracterislio  picture  of  uncomj)licated 
ly|>ertrophy  of  the  heart,  by  which  I  mean,  muscular  enlargement 
without  valvular  lef>ion.  The  patient  finds  it  difficult  to  exert  himself 
on  account  of  the  oppresaioo  about  the  heart  He  has  }>alpitation  when 
he  iK'gins  to  move  and  when  he  gets  up  from  a  sitting  to  a  standing 
poHlure.  The  pulse  is  full,  hard  and  rather  slow,  which  is  just  the  char- 
acter that  belongs  to  an  over-active  enlarged  heart.  It  has  punxl  many 
cases  of  this  hy^K-Ttrophy  of  the  heart  I  think  it  was  Dr.  Thayer,  of 
Boston,  who  cnretl  many  cases  of  this  trouble  with  I^rominc.  It  may 
also  be  used  in  card itic asthma,  especially  when  the  asthmatic  parojcysma 
are  iK'tter  at  Bn\  than  on  land.* 

You  here  find  Bromine  similar  to  AconUCf  but  it  lacks  the  anxiety 
of  that  remedy.  Both  remedies  are  suited  to  uncomplicated  cardiac  hy- 
])ertiophy,  but  Aconite  has  fear  and  anxiety.  The  fiatient  fears  that 
he  will  drop  dead  in  the  street. 

It  is  also  similar  to  Arnica  and  Rhwt  tox,,  both  of  which  remedies 
have  uncomplicated  hyjiertrophy  of  the  heart  from  over-exertion. 

Now  com|)are  Iodine  with  Bromine  in  chest  affect  ions.  Iodine  is  also 
indicated  in  pneumonia,  more  so  {KThnixs  than*Bromine.  It  is  especially 
useful  when  the  disease  loi-alizes  itself,  that  is  when  the  plastic  exuda- 
tion commences.  There  is  a  decided  cough  with  great  dyspnn?a,  diffi- 
culty in  brwithing,  as  though  tlie  chest  would  not  expand  (andhere  the 
trouble  is  situated  in  the  chest  itself),  and  blood-streaked  sputum.  You 
will  find  some  |»ortions  of  the  lungs  beginning  to  solidify.  You  may 
also  give  it  later  in  the  disease,  after  the  stjige  of  hepatization,  in  the 
Stage  of  resolution,  when  instead  of  ab^irptiun  and  expcctomtion  of 

the  exudate,  slow  suppuration  appears  with  heirtic  fever  aud  cmactatioo ;

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ilie  patient  feels  better  in  the  cool  open  air  tlian  he  docs  in  the  warm 
room. 

Phthisis  pulmonalis  sornetiraes  calls  for  Iddine.  You  here,  find  it 
indicated  in  young  jjersons  \vl>o  grow  too  rapidly,  who  are  subject  to 
fret|uent  conj^estion  of  tlie  chest,  who  ar«  rather  emaciate*  1,  and  who 
suffer* from  dry  cough,  which  seems  to  be  excited  by  ti<kling  all  over 
the  chest.  The  patient  cannot  bear  the  warm  room.  Ex pe<.*t oration  is 
tough  and  blooil-streake<l.  There  is  a  wcll-markeil  feeling  of  weakness 
io  the  chesty  particularly  on  going  up  stairs.  Tlie  patient  has  a  very 
good  ap|>etite,  and  is  relievetl  by  eating. 

Tlie  nearetit  remedy  to  Iodine  here  is  Phosphorus,  which  is  also  well 
adapteil  to  phthibis  in  the  rapidly-growing  young. 

Iodine  is  also  indicated  in  enlargement  of  the  heart,  whether  or  not 
accompanied  by  disease  of  the  valvular  structures.  There  is  palpitation 
of  the  heart,  particularly  after  any  maliual  labor.  It  is  suited  espe- 
cially to  dark-complexioned  persons,  with  dark  hair,  etc.  The  heart 
feels  as  if  it  were  Iwirig  w^uee/xnl  by^a  firm  hand.  At  other  times,  there 
is  excessive  weakness  in  the  chest,  with  "  goneness  "  or  exhaustetl  feeling. 
The  {tatienLcan  scarcely  talk  or  breathe,  so  weak  docs  he  feel,  Thia 
shows  that  Iodine  acts  on  the  connective  tissue.  In  valvular  affectious, 
there  is  a  purring  feeling  over  the  heart,  just  such  a  sensation  as  you  get 
when  strokiog  a  cat. 

Spif/elki  has  that  same  purring,  vibrating  feeling  over  the  region  of 
the  heart. 

Now  let  me  give  you  the  difference  between  Iodine  and  Bromine  in 
scrofulous  affections.  Iodine  causes  induration  of  the  glands  more 
marked  than  d<x^  Bromine.  They  are  hard,  large  and  usually  painless. 
There  is  a  cluiractcristic  of  Iodine  which  is  universal,  and  that  charac- 
teristic is  torpidity  and  sluggishness.  The  very  indolence  of  the  disease 
is  suggestive  of  I<xline.  It  also  pro<luces  atrophy  of  the  glands.  The 
mamme^  waste  away  and  the  testicles  dwindle.  We  find  it  indicated  in 
ecrofulosis  of  children,  when  they  emaciate  rapidly  despite  a  ravenous 
appetite.  They  are  hungry  all  the  time.  They  cry  for  their  dinner, 
they  feel  U-tter  while  eating,  and  yet  they  do  not  gain  any  flc-h.  They 
•re  always  l^etter  in  the  open  air  and  worse  from  any  confinement  in 
tlic  warm  room.  The  mesenteric  glands  are  enlarged  and  you  have 
what  b  known  as  tabes  mesenterica.  This  indicates  Iodine,  pariicularly 
when  you  have  these  other  symptoms  present  together  with  excessive 
mental  irritability. 

We  find  Iodine  causing  a  ratlier  singular  diarrhcea.     In  such  cas« 
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tlie  spleen  w  enlarged,  t^uit*"  hard,  and  very  sciisitivt*  to  the  tuiK  li  The 
liver,  tcto,  mast  l)c  tiftected,  iMxrauae  the  stools  are  whitish  ;  sometimeff 
they  are  wheylike.  Thia  laat  eymptora  yoti  will  often  fit»d  cf«Hiecte«i 
with  ol*«!icure  disease  of  the  pancreas.  I^^Mline  has  such  an  affinity  for 
ghiiuliilar  Btructures  that  it,  no  doubt,  att;uks  the  pnucrtas  as  well  as 
other  glands. 

We  also  find  Inline  aflecting  the  ovaries.  It  is  indicated  in  ovarian 
drofisy.  In  such  cases  a^  this,  the  single  fact  that  Iodine  has  helped 
in  ovarian  dropsy,  must  not  lead  you  to  give  Iodine  in  every  case  oi 
that  trouble.  Other  remedies  have  proved  themselves  usefid.  AptM^ 
Cofoctfnih,mid  other  drugs,  have  c\m\\  cases,  and  they  have  sometiinea 
faileil.  If  the  whole  picture  of  the  patient  calls  for  Iodine  it  is  your 
duty  to  give  that  drug,  but  not  unless  such  is  the  case.  It  muAt  be 
given  for  weeks  or  months  before  it  will  bring  about  absorption  of  the 
tumor. 

We  also  find  Iodine  indicatetl  in  caneer  of  the  uterus,  particularly 
with  profuse  haeraorrhagea.  The^  leucorrhoea  is  characteristic,  being 
yellowish  and  very  corrosive.  This,  in  conjunction  with  tlie  other 
Iodine  symptoms,  sallow,  tawny  skin,  ravenous  appetite^ etc.,  makes 
Iodine  the  reme<Iy  which  will  relieve  many  cases  and  cure  some. 

In  this  connection  we  have  other  remedies  to  remember,  antl  notably 
among  these,  HydrastiSj  which  has  cured  epithelioma,  and  may  be  a 
remedy  for  uterine  cancer.  1  have,  however,  had  no  personal  .suc- 
cess with  it.  It  has  been  used  both  externally  and  internally, 
when  indicated  by  symptoms  which  have  already  lx*en  given  you  ia 
another  lecture;  es(>ecially  has  It  marked  goneness  at  the  epigastrium, 
and  palpitation  after  every  motion. 

There  is  a  sutistaDce,  or  remedy,  known  as  Lapis  albus.  It  is  one 
of  Granvogl's  remedies.  He,  at  one  time,  went  to  a  certain  spring, 
the  waters  of  which,  it  was  claimed,  would  cure  tuberculosis,  NTofulotiW, 
and  even  can<5er.  On  examining  the  spring  Gruuvogl  noticed  that  the 
water  hud  gra<lually  worn  a  crevice  in 'the  rocka.  He  took  asvay  a 
piece  of  this  rock  over  which  the  water  was  falling,  and  made  tritura- 
tions of  it.  With  this  he  cured  several  caik^  of  goitre,  and  also  several 
oaaes  of  scnrrhus.  This  rock  has  been  analysed,  but  the  analyses  difiei 
80  that  I  hardly  know  which  one  to  recommend. 

ik>th  Iodine  imd  Bromine  are  of  some  use  in  ulcers.  Iodine,  for 
instance,  is  useful  in  ulcers  rather  of  a  scrofulous  form,  with  spongy 
wigi*,  and  dischai-ges  of  a  blo<Kly,  ichorous,  or  even  purulent  character. 

Now,  Bromine  is  somewhat  similar.     It  is  useful  in  ulcers  which 
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have  a  carrionlike  odor,  with  threatening  gangrene.  The  surrounding 
skin  has  a  greenish-yellow  hue.  That  is  the  form  of  ulcer  to  which 
Bromine  is  especially  adaptetl. 

\V\icn  lotline  has  been  abu«ed,  and  has  produced  symptoms,  Ilcpar 
is  the  propr  antidote. 

Now,  a  few  words  about  Chlorine.  I  do  not  know  muclt  about  it  aa 
a  medicine.  *  It  may  be  given  in  a  crude  form  by  allowing  tlie  gas  to* 
be  absorbed  by  loe-cold  water,  and  thus  it  may  be  prepared  for  the 
cases  to 'be  enumerated.  Chlorine,  and  in  fact  all  its  combinations, 
seem  to  have  a  sf>ecial  affinity  fof  mucous  membranes.  Hence  we  find 
it  indicated  in  catarrhs.  Chlorine  produces  a  watery  discharge  from 
the  nose,  with  thin,  excoriating  coryza,  making  the  nose,  both  inside 
and  about  the  ala>,  sore.  On  examining  the  mouth,  you  find  it,  too, 
jifiTectcd  with  a  low  grade  of  inflammation.  Chlorine  here  produces 
small,  putrid-sraeiyng  ulcers.  These  are  aphthous  in  character.  You 
find  the  mouth  filled  with  yellowish-white  aphthee. 

Chlorine  is  indicated  in  scorbutic  states  of  the  blo<xl ;  and  s<3  are  all 
the  chlorides.  We  find  under  Natrum  raur.  and  Kali  chloricum  the 
same  kind  of  stomacacei  with  excessive  foetor  of  the  breath. 

We  find  Chlorine  also  acting  on  the  nervous  system,  probably  through 
the  bloo(].  It  is  indicated  in  typhoid  conditions;  the  patient  has  a 
fear  of  becoming  crazy,  or  that  he  will  lose  his  senses.  He  is  very 
forgetful ;  he  cannot  remember  names,  etc.  There  is  a  constant  fear 
of  some  impending  disease.  There  is  also,  under  Chlorine,  a  peculiar 
jminful  sensation  in  the  vertex;  this  sensation  passing  .down  the  left 
side  of  the  body.  This  is  a  precursor  of  typhoid  fever.  It  is  worse 
after  eating.     In  such  cases.  Chlorine  will  often  modify  the  fever. 

Chlorine  is  also  indicated  in  impotence.  When  this  impotence  haa 
been  produced  by  inhalations  of  the  fume^  of  Chlorine,  Lycopodium 
is  the  proper  antidote. 

Of  tlie  use  of  Chlorine  in  spasm  of  the  glottis,  I  have  already  spoken.

SpoDgia  is  not  a  chemical  subsUinco.     It  is  derived  from  tlie  animal 
kingdom,  but  because  its  symptoms  are  closely  allied  with  those  of  the 
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hiilogeiifl,  it .  is  convenient  to  etuvly  the  drug  here.  Spongia  contajiia 
iodine^  also  somo  bromine  and  some  calcareous  matter,  and  prohabljr 
other  ingredients  of  minor  iniportancx*.  Spougi^  baa  not  the  aame 
symptoms  as  Iodine.  In  the  first  plaee,  it  is  adapted  to  liglit-com- 
plexioucd  portions  and  it  has  not  the  same  property  of  produeing  pUstic 
or  tibrous  exudates  that  Iodine  has.  It  acts,  however,  on  very  similar 
•  structures  to  th<j»e  influenced  by  the  halogons,  cwpecially  the  glandular 
system  and  mucous  surfuces.  We  find  it  of  service  in  tul^rcul<-i«ji^.  and 
we  shall  find*  it  invaluable  in  the  treatment  of  heart  disease. 

Firht,  let  us  study  its  action  on  th%  glands.  It  is  indicated  ju- 
are  the  halogens  in  indurations  and  enlargement  of  the  glanils.  i  im-. 
we  find  it  indicated  in  goitre.  The  swelling  is  hard  and  large,  one  or 
both  sides  are  swollen  sometimes  even  with  llie  ehin,  and  j>.nrtieularly 
is  this  as84>ciated  with  suffocating  spells  at  night.  This  suffmiatioa 
does  not  come  alone  from  the  size  of  the  goitre,,  because  sonic  very 
small  goitres  give  rise  to  this  symptom  in  a  very  grctit  degree.  I 
would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  goitres  will  vary  in  sire 
at  different  times.  They  will  be  larger  at  one  timetimn  another.  It 
is  said  that  they  increase  and  decrease  with  the  moon.  It  luw,  there- 
fore, Ijeen  suggestetl  that  you  give  Spongia,  or  whatever  dnig  you  select, 
with  the  waning  moon.     In  this  way  you  hurry  its  decline. 

Spongia  acts  iust  as  powerfully  as  the  halogens  on  tlie  testicles,  prc>> 
docing  hardness  amtsw^'clling  of  these  ghuKls.  It  is  particularly  useful 
in  cases  of  maltreated  orchitis  or  inflammation  of  the  testicle  after 
checked  gonorrhtea.  There  is  a  peculiar  sort  of  squeezing  pain  in  the 
testicle  and  cord,  worse  on  any  motion  of  the  Ixxly  or  clothing. 

In  cases  -of  on-hitis,  our  first  remedy  is  not  S|)ongia.  PuUaUl/a 
stands  at  the  hetul  of  the  list,  and  next  to  it,  we  may  rank  IlainamdiM 
or  witch-hazel.  The  latter  drug  should  l>e  used  lM)th  locally  an<l  in- 
ternally. It  relieves  the  intense  soreness  and  enabUs  the  patient  to 
attend  to  his  duties.  Still  another  remeily  is  Ma-curim  MofubUiHf  par- 
ticularly when  what  little  gonorrhoea!  discharge  is  present,  is  yellowish- 
green. 

Still  another  remedy  in  the  very  beginning  is  GcIscmiurA, 

M'hen,  however,  you  have  this  peculiar  screwing-likc,  squeezing  pciio 
in  the  cord  and  testicle,  with  hardness  there,  Spcuigia  oomn  in  as  oae 
of  our  bept  drugs. 

We  find  S{K>ngia  indicated  in  acute  laVyngitis.  This  is  an  alarming 
disease.  We  find  Spongia  indicate*!  after  Aconite  when  there  are  har«h, 
barking  cough  and  suflbcative  spells  during  sleep  arousing  the  |)atient. 
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The  larynx  is  extremely  sensitive  to  the  touch.  Do  not  give  Lachems 
in  tlicso  cases,  for  the  sen-Hitiveness  is  not  due  to  hyperajstliesia  of  the 
cutaneous  nerves,  but  it  is  the  result  of  the  inflamed  condition  of  the 
laryngeal  cartilages.  If  the  patient  turns  his  head,  the  movement  will 
bring  on  a  suffocative  8|>ell. 

Kow  ther^  is  another  remedy  that  I  would*  have  you  remember  in 
this  connection,  and  that  is  Sambucus,  This  is  useful  when  these 
spasms  of  the  larynx  occnr  frequently  during  tlie  course  of  acute 
laryngitis. 

You  will  6nd  the  same  symptoms  that  suggest  Spongia  in  laryngitis, 
also  indicate  it  in  laryngeal  phthisis, 

I  will  not  speak  of  the  application  of  Spongia  to  croup,  because  I 
gave  that  to  you  in  the  early  part  of  this  lecture  when  speaking  of 
Bromine  and  Iodine. 

AVe  come  next  to  the  lungs.  We  find  Spongia  indicated  in  con- 
sumption of  the  lungs,  in  jtrue  tuberculosis.  It  is  especially  called  for 
in  the  beginning  of  the  stage  of  solidification  of  the  lung  tissue.  You 
find  the  apices  of  one  or  bolb  lungs  dull  on  percussion.  The  cough  is 
of  a  Ijard,  ringing,  metallic  character.  It  is  excited  by  deep  breathing 
or  by  talking,  by  dry,  cold  winds,  seldom  by  damp  weather  or  by  any 
little  excitement.  It  is  relieved  for  awhile  by  eating  or  drinking. 
Anaeardium  also  has  this  same  symptom,  eating  relieves  the  cough. 
There  is  a  great  deal  of  congestion  of  the  chest,  especially  when  the 
patient  is  moving  about,  walking  in  the  street  for  instance.  This  is  . 
accompanied  by  sudden  weakness  as  if  the  patient  would  fall.  In  such 
cases,  Spongia  has  cured  when  given  early. 

It  is  well  followed  by  ITejxir  when  the  same  kind  of  cough  con- 
tinues, but  with  rather  more  rattling  of  mucus,  more  proiluctioD  of 
phlegm,  whether  blood -streaked  or  not.  The  symptoms  are  worse 
towards  morning,  while  with  Spongia  they  are  worse  Ixjfore  midnight. 
You  find,  too,  that  the  Spjngia  patient  is  subj^t  to  frequent  flashes  of 
heat  in  these  phthisical  erases,  and  these  return  whenever  he  thinks 
about  them.  He  also  experiences  a  chill  which  usually  commenceft 
across  the  back.  He  shakes  even  when  near  a  warm  stove.  The  heat 
which  follows  is  all  over  the  body  except  the  thighs,  which  remain  numb 
and  chilly. 

8{>ongia  is  useful  in  organic  affections  of  the  heart.  The  patient 
cannot  lie  flat  on  the  l>ack  wilJi  the  head  low  without  bringing  on  a 
Bpell  of  suffocation.     He  is  frequently  aroused  from  sleep  us  il*  smother- 
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'ing.    He  sits  up  in  bed  with  an  anxious  look  and  flushed  face,  and 
rapid,  hard  breathing. 

You  will  find  a  loud,  blowing  sound  over  one  or  the  other  valve. 
Spqpgia  is  particularly  indicated  after  Aconiiel  Here  there  is  the  same 
arousing  from  sleep  with  great  distress,  the  face  is  red  and  there  is 
'prol)ably  great  congestion  of  the  chest.  Aconite  suits  onl^  the  hyper- 
emia that  precedes  endocarditis.  Spongia  comes  in  when  exudation 
has  commenced  and  the  mischief  has  been  already  done.  While  it  does 
not  remove  the  deposit,  it  prevents  the  disease  from  advancing.  In 
treating**heart  cases  do  not  begm  too  soon  with  Lach^siSf  Hydrocyanic 
acid  or  Arseidoum.  Begin  rather  with  Aconite f  Spongia^  Spigelia, 
Bryonia  or  Phosphorus.  Arsenic  and  such  remedies  come  in  later.  If 
you  give  them  too  soon  you  weaken  the  patient.  Unless  you  have  a 
complete  picture  for  the  remedy,  do  not  give  in  the  first  stages  one 
usually  indicated  in  tlie  last  stages  of  a  disease.

There  are  many  of  the  actdft,  many  more  in  fact  flian  have  l.)een  placed 
on  the  boanl.  There  are  not  many  of  them,  however,  with  which  we  are 
thoroughly  accjuainted,  and  there  are  but  few  facts  that  may  be  stated 
with  reference  to  others.  The  very  idea  of  'acid,  you  will  at  once  un- 
derstand, implies  that  they  are  more  or  less  electro-negative.  They  all 
combine  vety  readily  with  the  electra-|)oeitive  substances,  as  potassium 
and  sodium.  You  must  rid  yourself  of  the  impression  that  tlie  terra 
"acid  "  necessarily  implies  that  these  substances  are  sour,  for  all  acids 
ai-e  not  sour  nor  do  all  acids  i-etlden  litmuf*  paj>er.  It  was  formerly 
Bup(K)sed  that  all  acids  contained  oxygen  and  tJjat  oxygen  was  one  of 
their  necessary  ingredienta.  This  has  been  disprovcil,  for  certain  acids 
— as  hydrofluoric  and  muriatic  acids— contain  no  oxygen.  These  acids 
are  derived  from  the  mineral  and  vegetable  kingdoms.  Of  those  derived 
from  the  former,  we  use  in  medicine  Fluoric  and  Muriatic  acids,  which  are 
obtaine<l  from  the  halogens  ;  Nitric  acid,  a  combination  of  nitrogen  and 
oxygen;  Sulphuric  acid,  Phosphoric  acid,  Silicea  or  Silicic  acid,  which 
exists  as  sand  in  nature  and  is  by  no  means  sour.  .So,  too,  the  substance 
which  we  term  Arsenicum  is  an  acid — Arsenious  acid. 

Then  we  have  derivetl  froiri  organic  chemistry  Hydrocyanic  acid, 
Dometiifaes  called  Prusdo  acid.  That,  we  shall  find,  exists  in  a  great 
variety  of  plants.  Then  here  is  Oxalic  acid.  That  you  are  somewhat 
familiar  with.  Many  of  you  who  have  tasted  the  "  sorrel  gniss  "  know 
how  sour  the  leaves  are.  It  is  Oxalic  acid  which  gives  them  their 
acidity.  It  exists  also  in  t^  rhubarb.  Rhubarb,  either  the  medicinal 
or  the  edible  variety,  may  or  may  not  be  poisonous.     When  raised  on

now  gf'uml  it  is  very  apt  to  contain  an  undue  amount  of  Oxalic  a.  m, 
aiul  thus  may  make  some  iiei-s^ims  very  sick.  Malic  anil  Citric  arid  are 
derive<l  from  the  vegetable  kingdom.  Malic  acid  is  found  more  par- 
tiouliirly  in  apples  and  |>ear9  and  also  in  raspberries.  Citric  nci*l  is 
found  chiefly  in  oranges  and  lemons.  Acetic  acid  is  an  organic  acid 
and  is  the  principal  ingredient  of  vinegar.  Lactic  acid  is  derived  from 
sour  milk. 

In  the  firet  place  we  may  say  a  few  words  about  the  acids  in  general 
and  tell  what  characterizes  them  as  a  class.  It  has  been  detcrriiinod  by 
careful  experimentation  with  the  acids  as  a  ela.ss,  that  they  (hrrcaM?  the 
acid  secretions  of  the  body  and  increase  the  alkaline.  If,  for  instjuioo, 
a  quantity  of  acid,  such  as  Citric  acid,  is  taken  into  the  sl(ntm<rh,  it  will 
diminish  the  secretion  of  the  gastric  juice.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will 
increase  the  secretion  of  the  saliva.  The  practical  value  of  this  hi  tit  U 
hygienic  rather  than  therajieutio,  and  yet  in  that  degree  it  is  of  great 
use.  For  instance,  we  know  how  intolerable,  at  times,  thirnt  is  in 
fevers.  Now  this  thii*st  may  be  due,  at  least  in  part,  to  lack  of  se<»re- 
tion  from  the  salivary  glands.  •  The  mouth  is  parchetl  and  dry  ;  the 
tongue  cleaves  to  the  roof*of  the  mouth.  In  such  cases  as  this,  acida* 
lated  drinks,  by  acting  reflexly,  increase  the  flow  of  saliva,  and  will 
give  your  patient  great  relief.  For  instance,  you  may  gJvi]^  h'moiiAde, 
providing,  of  course,  it  is  not  antagonistic  to  your  iodictated  remedy, 
for  there  are  some  medicines  which  Citric  acid  will  antidote  ami  some 
which  will  disagree  with  it.  Again,  if  you  are  giving  Belladonna,  you 
would  not  think  of  using  vinegar,  as  vinegar  retards  the  action  of  that 
drug.  But  when  giving  Belladonna  you  may  use  lem«»nftde,  aa  that 
aids  the  action  of  the  remedy.  Antimonium  cru<lum  %vill  not  tolerate 
acids,  but  you  may  use  tamarind  water.  Now  if  you  (ind  the  mouth 
or  throat  sore  in  fever,  the  "edge"  must  be  taktn  off  tlje  acid  by  the 
ailroixture  of  some  mucilaginous  substance  to  the  drink.  You  may  uae 
gum  Arabic,  but  thiJt  interferes  with  digestion  somewhat,  Irish  moe^ 
Iceland  moss  and  slippery-elm  are  too  metlicinal.  They  all  act  power- 
fully on  the  lungs  and  you  might  induce  medicinal  symptoms  if  you 
employ  them.  Flaxseed  has  some  meiliciiiaF  elTci't,  but  not  sufficient  to 
make  its  use  inappropriate.  Another  substance  which  may  be  used  is 
gelatin,  that  is,  if  you  know  that  it  i^  made  prt)perly.  Some  of  it  is 
.  made  from  the  refuse  of  the  tanner ;  some  from  tish-bones,  and  that  is 
quite  palatable;  but  l)est  of  all  la  that  made  from  calves'  feet.  This 
last  may  Ixi  used  in  water  to  relieve  this  slmrpneai. 

We  find  that  the  acids  may  l>e  useful  in  dyivjiepeia,  not  as  remedies 
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Keir  therapeutic  uses  we  shall  see  presently),  for  we  afflRSw  speaking 
of  their  hygienic  application^  You  may  give  them,  for  instance,  in 
sour  stomach.  You  then  administer  the  acid  before  eating.  Allow 
the  patient  to  drink  lemonade  before  meals  and  you  will  often  find  that 
the  usual  heartburn  and  sour  risings  after  eating  are  thus  diraiuisted. 
Pepsin,  which  is  often  aaed  as  an  adjuvant  in  the  treatment  of  dyspej^ 
sia,  is  perfectly  allowable,  as  it  does  not  interfere  with  the  action  of  any 
medicine  and  is  not  itself  a  medicine,  and  is  often  aided  in  its  action  by 
some  kind  of  acid,  particularly  in  the  digestion  of  nitrogenous  articles 
of  food. 

Vinegar  has  been  used  as  an  antidote  for  intoxication. 

There  is  a  property  of  tlie  Lactic  acid  whicb  is  well  worth  noticing. 
This  is  a  very  corrosive  acid.  It  will  eat  into  every  tissue  of  the  body. 
In  fact,  it  will  dissolve  the  enamel  of  the  teeth,  so  that  great  care  must 
be  usetl  in  its  administration.  M'hcn  prescribed  in  material  doses,  it  is 
usually  administered  through  a  tube,  which  prevents  it  from  touching 
the  teeth.  Dr.  Hering  was  in  the  hal>it  of  recommending  that  the  teeth 
be  washed  occasiooally  with  cream  that  had  become  sour  by  kec]>ing 
twenty-four  hours. 

Muriatic  and  Lactic  acids  favor  digestion.  Some  persons  are  greatly 
relieve<l  by  drinking  sour  milk. 

Sulphuric  acid  must  be  avoided  in  any  form  whatever,  because  it 
tends  to  make  the  food  insoluble  by  combining  with  its  albuminous 
conatituents.  Sulphuric  acid  is  not  use<i  in  dietetics,  except  by  children 
in  the  "  sour-balls,"  which  are  acidulated  almost  exclusively  with  this 
acid. 

Hydrocyanic  acid  certainly  aids  digestion.  There  are  some  persons 
who  have  been  cured  of  dyspepsia  by  eating  peach-kernels,  which  coo- 
tain  this  acid. 

There  is  a  distinction  V>ctween  the  mineral  acids  on  one  side  and  the 
organic  acids  on  the  other.  The  mineral  acids  as  a  class  all  produce  an 
irritability  of  fibre  together  with  weakness  and  prostration.  I  am  now 
speaking  of  their  medicinal  effects.  You  will  find  them  to  produce  an 
irritable  weakness  —  the  pulse  is  weak  and  irritable — whereas  the 
vegetable  acids  produce  weakness  without  irritability.  The  acids,  too, 
as  a  class,  check  hiemorrhages.  This  is  a  quality  that  belongs  to  nearly 
all  of  them.  We  all  know  that  Acetic  acid  is  useful  in  checking  hem- 
orrhage. When  I  have  a  patient  who  is  subject  to  haemorrhage,  I  am 
in  the  habit  of  instructing  the  nurse  in  case  hfieraorrhage  8<?Ls  in  before  1 
can  be  called,  to  dip  u cloth  in  vinegar  and  place  it  over  the  ptibcs.    In 
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many  cases,  this  will  be  successful.  We^ll  know,  too,  tliai  <  uno  acid 
will  pnxlucu  aud  euro  haBtnorrhage.  A  clill<l,  after  catitig  too  frevly  of 
lemons,  had  hsDmorrhages  from  every  orifice  of  the  body,  even  from  the 
conjunctiva.     We  shall  s'i'e  that  Phosphoric,  Sulphuric  arnl   \  !> 

acitls  all  produce  and  all  check  hemorrhages.     It  is  said  th:i  I 

do  this  by  reason  of  their  astriugency.  But  how  can  this  be  m  when 
they  act  favorably  even  in  the  two-liundredth  potency? 

Another  quality  of  the  acids  is  their  tendency  to  produw  p«eudo- 
membrunes.  Thus  we  find  some  of  them  indicated  in  diphtheria ;  Mu- 
riatic, Phosphoric,  Sulphuric,  and  Nitric  acids,  for  instance.  Here  again 
»ujtiou  is  necessary.  As  tlicsc  acidt*,  particularly  the  vegetable  acid^, 
may  cause  croupous  deposits,  do  uot  permit  a  child  convalescing  from 
oroup  to  partake  of  acid  fruits.  AVheu  the  child  is  so  susceptible,  any 
one  of  these  acids  may  tend  to  protluce  this  disease  again. 

We  find  that  all  the  acids  cause  a  |H?culiar  debility.  This  is  not  a 
simple  functional  weakness,  such  as  might  result  from  a  nither  ex- 
hausting diarrhcea,  such  as  you  find  under  Cinchona,  or  such  a  func- 
tional weakness  of  the  nerves  a&  will  be  curable  by  Zinc,  but  it  is  a 
debility  which  arises  from  defective  nutrition,  particularly  from  blood 
diMOse.  Thus  we  find  them  calleil  for  in  very  low  types  of  disesAe, 
disease  in  which  blood  poisoning  is  a  prominent  feature,  in  typhoid 
states  and  in  scarlatina,  particularly  when  of  a  low  ty{)e,  in  oonditiood 
of  exhaustion  from  abuse  of  various  organs  of  the  body.  Thus  dnink> 
ards  who  have  long  been  indulging  in  liquors  to  exoosB  may  U-  rili.  v.hI 
by  Sulphuric,  Phosphoric,  and  Ai-senious  acids. 

We  find  them  indicated,  too,  in  diulM?tes  mellitus.  The  princi|tal 
acids  for  this  condition  are  Phosphoric  aud  Lactic  acids. 

We  find,  too,  that  many  of  the  acids  are  useful  in  scurvy,  particularly 
when  it  haa  arisen  from  a  diet  ofwalty  food  with  deprivation  of  vege- 
tables. So  much  for  our  general  review  of  the  acitls.  We  will  now 
begin  to  speak  of  Hie  acids  in  order,  and  first  of  all,  of  Fluoric  acid.

This  is  a  highly  excoriating  acid,  eating  as  you  know  even  into  glam. 
It  is  to  be  particularly  remembered  from  its  action  on  the  booes  aud  on 
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rilcTn.  It  acts  particularly  upon  the  lower  tissues  of  tlie  IxkIv.  We 
find  it  indicated  in  caries  of  the  bones,  partiouhirly  when  llje  h)ng  l)oues, 
as  the  femur,  humerus,  and  radiua,  are  affectal.  The  discharge?  from 
the  affecte*]  parts  are  thin  and  excoriating.  The  symptoms  are  fre- 
quently relieved  by  cold  applications.  Fluoric  acid  is  frequently  use- 
ful for  caries  of  the  temporal  bones,  and  especially  of  the  mastoid  pro- 
cess, and  that  too,  whether  it  be  the  result  of  syphilis,  or  of  scrofulous 
catarrh  of  the  middle  car. 

We  also  find  it  indicated  in  dental  fistulie.  The  discbargje  is  bloody 
and  has  a  }»altish  disagreeable  taste,  rendering  the  mouth  foul  and  grad- 
ually undermining  the  whole  constitution.  Fluoric  acid  tvill  here  re- 
lieve. There  is  another  remedy  which  has  n«»t  been  thoroughly  proven 
but  which  seems  to  act  l)etter  than  the  Fluoric  acid,  and  that  is  the 
Fluoride  of  Calcium  or  Calcarea  fluorica, 

Cafcfirea  Jluorica  is  esi>ecially  useful  for  osseous  tumors,  and  for  en- 
largement of  bones  with  or  without  caries.  This  summer  a  laily  came 
to  ray  office,  with  what  the  dentist  had  pronounced  to  be  necrasis  of  the 
lower  jaw  on  the  left  side.  The  teeth  had  been  removed  by  him,  but 
the  patient  instead  of  getting  better  grew  worse,  and  there  was  a  con- 
tinual discharge  from  the  cavity.  The  molar  just  back  of  the  one  taken 
out,  had  been  tilled  with  gold,  and  that  I  found  on  examination  to  be 
rough  at  its  root,  and  when  she  would  press  her  jaws  together  tightly, 
there  would  ooze,  apparently  from  its  fangs,  a  fluid  which  was  oJfen- 
sive,  dark  and  b!«xxly,  and  mixed  with  fine  pieces  of  decayed  bone. 
The  gum  around  the  bone  was  purple  aud  offensive  in  itself.  The  den- 
tist had  said  that  a  surgical  ofKiration  was  necessary.  The  first  remedy 
given  was  Silicea,  which  seemed  to  have  some  effect.  This  was  fol- 
loweil  by  Fluoric  acid.  These  two  remedies  are  complementary,  and  you 
will  frequently  find  in  l)one  disease  that  you  will  have  to  give  one  after 
the  other.  Fluoric  acid  is  e9|>ecially  indicates!  when  Silicea  has  been 
abuse*!.  It  is  also  indicated  when  iSilicea  apparently  does  some  good 
but  fails  to  complete  the  cure.  Now  in  the  case  I  have  just  related, 
Fluoric  acid  also  hel|)ed  for  awhile,  but  improvement  again  came  to  a 
stand-still,  and  now  I  noticed  a  swelling  of  the  bone  on  the  outer  sur- 
face. This  le<l  me  to  think  that  Calcarea  fluorica  would  act  better,  and 
I  gave  it  in  the  sixth  trituration.  That  she  has  Ijeen  taking  since  the 
first  of  August.  A  week  ago*  the  discharge  had  entirely  c<.*a«e«l.  The 
tooth  which  had  been  filled  with  gold  was  no  longer  painful.     Pink 
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granulations  were  springing  up  all  over  the  gums.  Tbe  probe  can  no 
longer  detect  bone  which  is  diseased. 

You  will  remember  as  a  distinction  between  Fluoric  acid  and  SiH<*«2i 
in  Ixme  aff'wtious  and  ulcers  that  Fluoric  acid  has  relief  from  rt>ld, 
whereas  Siliciii  cannot  bear  anytliinL'  colil.  Tlie  slightest  draught  i'* 
intolerable. 

We  next  have  to  8(>eak  of  the  action  of  Fluoric  acid  nn  the  akin.  1 1 
Beems  to  produce  a  decided  roughness  and  harshness  of  the  skin,  devel- 
oping cutaneous  eruptions  of  various  kinds.  There  is  itching.  I  do 
not  know  of  any  remetly  that  causes  such  general  and  |M'rsi.stent  itch- 
ing as  does  Fluoric  acid.  There  is  itching  in  small  spots  here  and 
there  over  the  botly.  This  is  worse  from  warmth  and  better  from  a 
cool  place.  You  will  find  under  Fluoric  acid,  that  old  cicatrit«s  will 
become  redder  than  natural  and  itch.  By  and  by,  little  vesicles  will 
form  on  or  near  the  cicatrix,  thus  showing  you  the  affinity  of  Fluoric 
acid  for  this  kind  of  tissue.  Then  little  red  blotchea  appear  on  tlic 
body,  and  you  have  well-marked  tendency  to  desquamati(»u.  No 
remedy  has  this  more  marked  than  Fluoric  acid.  You  will  tiiid  that 
Fluoric  acid  also  attacks  tiie  nails,  causing  them  to  grow  rapidly. 
Thuja  has  the  elTect  of  making  the  nails  grow  soft. 

We  may  use  Fluoric  acid  in  felona,  particularly  iu  bone  felons. 
Here,&4  in  case  of  other  diseases  of  the  bones,  tlie  discharge  is  oflenjaive. 
Here  also  we  may  make  tbe  same  point  of  distinction,  between  it  and 
other  remetiies,  relief  from  cold  applications. 

Fluoric  acid  also  acts  upon  the  muscles.  Here  its  efiTeotB  are  rather 
novel.  It  causes  an  increase  in  muscular  endurance.  Under  its  iufln- 
ence,  a  person  is  able  to  withstand  more  muscular  exercise  than  that  to 
which  he  is  accustomed.  More  than  this,  he  seems  to  be  l>etter  able  to 
withstand  the  heat  of  summer  and  the  cold  of  winter.  Thus  the  drug 
lias  a  genenil  invigorating  or  tonic  eiloct. 

This  same  effect  we  find  under  other  drugs.  We  know  how  Rhos 
tox.  will  enable  |>ersons  to  withstand  muscular  fatigue.  The  same  is 
also  true  of  An*cnicum.  But  the  remedy  that  has  this  proj)crtT  nwre 
than  any  other  I  know  of  is  Coca.  This  interesting  plant  is  osed  by 
tbe  |)eop1e  of  South  America,  particularly  by  those  who  climb  the 
Andes.  It  prevents  all  the  syniptoms  arising  from  the  fatigue  of  the 
journey  and  from  the  disprojKjrtion  Ix'twecn  the  external  and  the  internal 
atmospheric  pressures.  We  may  make  use  of  this  in  persons  who  are 
weak,  particularly  for  old  people,  who  get  out  of  breath  easily  when 
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and  particularly  if  they  cannot  stand  a  rarefied  atmosphere.  In  that 
condition,  Coca  relieves. 

Under  the  influence  of  Fluoric  acid  a  short  sleep  seems  to  refresh. 
This  effect  may  also  be  produced  by  lo\?  potencies  of  Mephitis  piUorius. 

"We  find  that  Fluoric  acid  has  produced,  and  therefore  ought  to  cure, 
varicose  veins.  Little  blue  collections  of  veins  in  small  spots  were 
caused  in  two  or  three  provere  by  Fluoric  acid.  It  may  also  be  of  use 
in  nsevus.  ^ 

Other  remedies  here  are  Hamamelisj  especially  in  acute  cases.  It 
is  often  used  externally  and  internally  in  the  treatment  of  enlarged 
veins.

Now  that  we  have  obtained  an  idea  of  the  acids  in  general,  we  will 
find  Muriatic  acid  a  very  easy  drug  to  study.  The  continued  use  of 
Muriatic  acid  must  give  us  pathological  effects.  Now  this  acid  when 
abused,  produces  pathogenetic  effects  which  present  two  series  of  symp- 
toms for  study.  We  find  its  mental  and  nervous  disturbances  under 
two  stages  or  classes.  Under  the  first  effects  of  the  drug  there  is  con- 
siderable excitement.  The  patient  is  irritable  and  peevish,  and  the 
senses  are  all  too  acute.  Thus  light  hurts  his  eyes,  distant  noises  cause 
buzzing  or  roaring  in  the  ears,  or  aggravating  headache.  Both  smell 
and  taste  arc  abnormally  acute.  The  patient  is  restless  and  changes 
this  ]K)8ition  frequently.  His  mind  is  actively  en^ged  in  visions  in 
reference  to  the  past  and  present  and  even  to  the  future.  The  cheeks 
are  quite  bright  red,  the  tongue  and  mouth  are  apt  to  he  dry,  and  the 
heart-beat  is  quick  and  irritable.  The  heart-stroke,  though  quick 
and  irritable,  lacks  energy  and  force.  If  he  is  at  all  delirious,  it  is 
only  slightly  so.    He  is  sleepy  but  unable  to  sleep,  or  he  tosses  about, 
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dreamy  and  re&tleafl,  all  through  the  night.  Now  th<«e  arc  the  transient 
gymptomb  of  excitement  or  over-exertion  whicli  may  occur  under  the 
influence  of  Muriatic  acid.  You  are  aide  to  trac«  under  these  gymp- 
tonis,  from  beginning  to  end,  a  certain  amount  of  wrmkness.  There  in  an 
appeamnce  of  over-strength,  but  it  is  in  a  weakened  constitution.  Yuu 
know  that  it  is  not  a  true  "  hy|jeraction/'  but  only  an  irritability,  that 
comcB  under  the  bead  of  irritable  weaknesB. 

The  npxt  stage  or  that  of  exhaustion  ha«  several  gra<Ie!s,  of  course. 
Beginning  with  the  mental  symptoms,  we  find  that  the  patient  U  ^pl 
to  be  sad,  and  is  absorbed  in  Balf^  so  as  to  be  taciturn,  rather  introspec- 
tive, sad  and  brocnling.  If  yon  question  him,  you  will  learn  that  lie  M 
anxious  about  something  real  or  imaginary,  llesidaelie  may  now  h|v 
l)ear,  the  feeling  being  as  if  tlie  brain  were  being  torn  or  braised,  or  there 
is  heaviness  as  if  the  ocviput  were  made  of  lead.  The  patient  Ikiijuio* 
unconscious  with  muttering  delirium,  sighs  and  groans  during  sleep, 
the  tongue  grows  more  dry  and  seems  to  have  actually  shrunken  and 
become  narrow  and  pointed  ;  so  dry  is  it  that  when  he  attempts  lo 
talk,  it  rattles  like  a  piece  of  wash-leather  in  his  mouth.  Still  later, 
the  tongue  becomes  paralyze<l,  so  that  he  can  scarcely  move  it  at  all. 
The  heart-beats  are  irregular  and  feeble.  The  ]ndse  intermits,  charac- 
teristically at  every  third  beat.  He  now  becomes  m  weak  that  the 
muscles  refuse  their  office.  He  has  diarrhcra,  which  is  watery  and  is 
accompanied  by  prolapsus  of  the  rectum.  Stool  is  involuntary  when 
straining  to  urinate.  He  slides  down  in  beil.  Ho  actually  has  not 
suftieient  strength  to  keep  his  head  up  on  the  pillow.  There  is  now 
threatening  j)aral)'Mi8  of  the  brain.  This  is  indicated  by  vacant,  staring 
eyes,  dropping  of  the  lower  jaw,  coldness  of  tlie  extremitic'S,  and  this, 
if  not  cheike<l,  is  followed  by  death.  Now  these  are  the  symptoms 
which  call  for  Muriatic  acid,  {>articulariy  in  typhoid  fever. 

The  concurrent  remedies  of  Muriatic  acid  here  are  Rhus^  Jiryonia, 
Apis,  Phosphoric  acid^  Nitric  acid,  and  Arsenicum. 

Bn/onia  resembles  it  in  the  early  stages  of  typhoid  fever.  Both 
have  th.st  nausea  when  sitting  up  in  l)ed,  both  have  dry  tongue  and 
soreness  through  the  body,  but  there  are  quite  a  nural)er  of  other  symi>- 
toma  which  will  enable  you  to  distinguish,  and  which  have  been  men- 
tioned in  the  lecture  on  Bryonia. 

lihiM  tox.,  like  Muriatic  acid,  has  this  restlessness  in  the  beginning. 
The  patient  is  continually  moving  and  tossing  about  the  bed.  He  ran- 
not  sleep  at  night.'  There  is  slight  delirium,  with  muttering.  All 
these  symptoms  arc  under  both  Ulms  and  Muriatic  acid.     Rhus  hMik 
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Dot  HO  much  debility  as  the  latter,  hence  it  is  followed  rather  than  pre- 
ceded by  the  Muriatic  acid. 

Phosphoric  acid  resembles  Muriatic  acid,  but  resembles  it  in  this 
respect:  Phosphoric  acid  has  apathy  and  indiflerence;  a  complt'te 
"don't  care  condition";  iudiflereiit  to  what  may  ha|>|K'n  to  liimself, 
or  to  others.  That  is  not  the  condition  calling  for  Muriatic  acid,  for 
taciturnity  is  not  indifference.  Then  again.  Phosphoric  acid  does  not 
cause  tlie  same  prostration  that  we  find  under  Muriatic  acid.  The 
characteristic  stupor  of  Phosphoric  acid  is  i\\\9 :  The  patient  b  easily 
aroused  from  stupor,  and  is  perfectly  rational  when  aroused,  no  matter 
how  soon  he  may  drop  off  again  to  sleep.  _    • 

ApiH  resembles  Muriatic  acid.  Both  remedies  have  this  dry  and 
shninken  tongue,  both  have  sliding  down  to  the  foot  of  the  be<l,  im- 
pending paralysis  of  the  brain,  etc.  The  Apis  tongue  is  very  chamo- 
teristic,  and  differs  from  that  of  Muriatic  acid.  It  is  covered  with  little 
blisters,  especially  along  the  border.  The  patient  cannot  put  the 
tongue  out ;  it  seems  to  catch  on  the  teeth,  or,  if  he  does  get  it  out,  it 
trembles, 

Ammicum  you  can  readily  distinguish  by  the  symptoms,  which  I 
will  give  you  next  week  when  I  lecture  on  that  <lrug. 

You  should  also  remember  in  this  connection,  Bapiiaioy  which  has  in 
common  with  Muriatic  acid,  this  great  weakness.  Bapttsia,  however, 
has  a  besotted  look  to  the  face ;  the  teeth  are  covered  with  black  sondes, 
and  the  tongue  is  red  on  the  ^^sa  and  yellowish-brown  down  tlie 
centre. 

Now,  a  word  of  caution.  Do  not  mistake  the  symptoms  of  Muri- 
atic acid  for  those  of  Belladonna.  The  novice  is  apt  to  do  it.  For 
instance,  you  notice  the  flushed  face,  the  over-exeitement  of  tlie  senses, 
desire  to  sleep  but  cannot ;  these  are  all  symptoms  of  Belladonna.  But 
try  to  find  the  meaning  of  the  Belladonna  symptoms  and  then  of  those 
of  Muriatic  acid,  and  you  will  find  tliat  they  are  by  no  means  the  same. 
The  Belladonna  symptoms  apply  to  hyperaemia,  and  to  the  beginning 
of  the  disease,  and  not  to  overwhelming  of  the  system  by  disease,  as  in 
Muriatic  acid. 

Next,  I  wisfi  to  refer  to  Muriatic  acid  in  scarlatina.  The  body  ia 
intensely  reel,  looks  like  a  boiled  lolister.  There  is  rush  of  bliMMl  to 
the  head,  with  bright  retl  face  and  with  great  dro\vsines8.  Now  the 
nvih  oomes  out  very  simringly,  and  is  scattered  irregularly  over  the  sur- 
face of  the  body,  and  iDters|)er8Cii  with  |>etechis,  with  bluish  or  purplish 
spots.     The  child  is  very  restless^  throws  off  the  clothes,  and  will  not 
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be  covered.  As  the  pyraptoms  pro^resr*,  tlie  skin  becoiue?*  [>i 
the  feet  decidedly  blue.  Then  you  may  have  aLs)  wjiue  ol*  the  dijih- 
theritie  symptoms  already  referred  to.  Catarrhal  or  even  diphtheritic 
symptoms  may  complicate  the  case.     There  is  thin,  •  %  '  <-.'  ilis. 

charge  from  the  nose,  making  the  upjier  lip  sore.     8"  tg  are 

the  discliarges  from  the  mouth  that  the  muooos  membrane  becooMB 
Jnteuf^ly  red,  and  even  denudec)  of  ite  epithelium.  By  and  by,  yel- 
lowish-gray deposit  forms  in  the  mouth,  and  particularly  in  the  fauces, 
and  ou  the  tonsils,  uvul^,  and  posterior  wall  of  the  pharynx.  One  of 
tlie  provers  had  symptoms  that  made  it  difficult  to  decide  l>etwecn  thoflo 
of  diphtheria  and  those  protluced  by  Muriatic  acid.  The  breath  b©- 
cornea  very  foetid,  and  the  uvula,  oedematous.  Sometimes,  the  latter 
hangs  down  as  thick  as  your  thumb,  and  lies  on  tJie  tongue,  and  caoMB 
the  child  to  gag  and  choke.  These  arc  the  diphtheritic  and 
symptoms,  and  they  may  occur  with  or  without  scarlatina. 

Belladonna  is  apparently,  not  truly,  a  concordant  remedy  here.  These 
gyraptoms  may  cause  you  to  give  BelIa<lonna,  and  incorret-tly  too.  The 
drowsiness  and  disturbed  sleep,  etc.,  of  this  remedy  are  causctl  by  ot>n- 
gestion  of  the  brain,  which  is  not  the  case  under  Aruriatic  acid. 

More  closely  ftlUed  are  Apij^  and  iSuJphur,  whicli  both  prtxluoe  red- 
nes8  of  the  skin  to  a  marked  degree. 

Kali  pcrmanganicum  resembles  Muriatic  acid  in  the  tliroat  symp* 
toms,  especially  in  the  cedematous  uvula.  Other  remc<lic«  having  thia 
symptom  are  Apis^  Natrwn  arHmicoaumf  Mercuriiis  cyanatiut,  Ar»cnlcum 
and  Jlydrocyanic  acid.  This  last  remetly  resembles  Muriatic  acid  in 
its  throat  symptoms,  and  in  the  blueness  of  the  surface,  and  in  the 
presence  of  jjetechiae  in  the  rash. 

»S'M/yi/»uno  acid  resembles  Muriatic  [icid  in  scarlatina  in  that  both 
remedies  have  these  bluish  spots,  grejit  weakuessand  diphtheritic  mem- 
brane. Sulphuric  acid  has  not  relief  from  uncovering.  Then  again, 
tlierc  are  ap|>carauce»  on  the  skin  like  suggillations.  Spots  appear  that 
look  as  though  the  parts  had  been  bruised. 

'  I  have  also  found  Muriatic  acid  useful  in  the  last  stages  of  dropsy 
from  cirrhoeetl  liver.  Of  course,  it  may  be  used  in  any  other  serioa* 
discaM  of  the  liver  in  which  the  symptoms  indicate  it.  The  dropsy 
progreeises  as  it  does  ordinarily  in  cirrhosed  liver.  The  patient  finally 
•  develops  a  typhoid  condition,  and  becomes  drowsy.  Now  these  are 
the  symptoms  for  which  I  have  selected  Muriatic  acid.  It  does  not 
cure;  it  will  only  relieve.  The  patient  is  drowsy,  and  becomes  very 
much  cmueiuted.     The  mouth  is  dry,  or  it  is  aphthous.     The  stools 
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often  watery  and  involuntary.  The  stomach  is  so  weak  and  irritable 
that  no  food  can  be  retained. 

Nitro-muriatie  acid  is  also  to  be  remembered  in  these  cases  of  weak 
digestion.  Its  symptoms  you  will  find  recorded  in  Allen,  and  are  very 
similar  to  those  of  Muriatic  add. 

The  antidotes  to  A^uriatic  acid  are,  Camphor  and  Bryonia  for  the 
dynamic  effects  of  the  drug,  and  alkalies  for  its  acute  poisonous  effects. 

Muriatic  acid  may  also  be  used  for  the  muscular  debility  following 
the  prolonged  use  of  Opidm.

To-day  we  have  to  study  Phosphoric  acid.  This  is  a  combination 
of  oxygen  with  phosphorus.  Phosphoric  acid  produces  weakness  or 
dehility.  Sometimes  it  causes  a  transient  excitement,  but  the  main 
characteristic  of  the  drug  is  this  debility,  which  is  characterized  by 
indifierence  or  apathy,  by  torpidity  of  both  mind  and  body,  by  complete 
sensorial  depression.  The  patient  is  disinclined  to  answer  your  ques- 
tions. His  answers  are  short,  consisting  generally  of,  "  Yes,"  or  *'  No," 
and  are  made  in  a  way  that  show  that  it  is  annoying  to  him  to  speak. 
The  delirium  is  quiet,  not  violent,  but  accom|>anied  with  this  charao 
teristic  depression  of  thesensorium,  and  muttering,  unintelligible  speech. 
He  lies  in  a  stupor,  or  in  a  stupid  sleep,  unconscious  of  all  that  is  going 
on  about  him  ;  but  when  aroused  he  is  fully  conscious.  That  is  cltar- 
acteristic  of  the  Phosphoric  acid.  You  see  it  is  depressing  to  the  sen- 
eorium  and  to  the  body  in  general,  and  yet  these  changes  arc  in  a 
oertaio  sense  superficial.  It  does  not  seem  to  dip  deep  down  into  the 
tissues,  so  to  speak,  and  effect  those  serious  changes  in  them  that  oall . 
for  some  such  drug  as  Lachesis.  You  will  find  the  quality  above 
mentioned  pervading  every  Phosphoric  acid  symptom  I  shall  mentioo. 

So,  you  would  not  expect  to  give  the  drug  in  advanoed  stages  wheo 
the  stupor  is  complete. 

Now  the  symptoms  which  indicate  Phosphoric  acid  in  typhoid  fever 
are  tliese:  Pointed  nose ;  dark  blue  rings  around  the  eyes.  The  |)atient| 
may  suffer  from  nose-bleed,  but  this  nose-bleed,  however,  gives  no  relie 
to  the  symptoms  in  the  early  stages  of  typhoid  fever.  This  is  a  verj 
different  symptom  from  Rhua  iox.^  which  is  similar  to  Phosphoric  acid. 
This  li:is  ej)istaxis  in  the  beginning  of  typhoid  fever,  the  patient  bein^j 
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iievea  oy  me  naemorrhagc.  The  pationt  boros  his  finger  Into  the  nose. 
Now  it  is  not  always  advisable  to  rememJ>er  Ciua,  an«l  feU|>|)Os*e  hec-aufte 
the  i)atieDt  is  picking  at  the  nose  tliat  he  has  worms.  He  may  have 
itfhinjT  of  the  nose.  The  symptom  may  also  come  from  alxlominal 
irritation.  With  Cina,  it  occurs  from  worms  ;  with  PhoHphnric  acid,  it 
is  on  account  of  the  irritation  of  Peyer's  patches,  consequently  yon  will 
find  alxlominal  symptoms  plentiful.  For  instaooe,  the  alxlomen  is 
apt  to  l>e  distended  and  bloate<l.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  gurgling  and 
rumbling  in  the  abdomen.  There  is  often  diarrhoea  with  these  symp- 
toms. The  stools  are  watery,  sometimes  involuntary,  and  contain 
undigested  food.  For  instance,  the  milk  which  you  have  given  your 
]vitient  passes  more  or  less  undigested,  and  there  is  copious  escape  of 
flatus  with  the  stool.  The  tongue  is  dry,  and  may  have  a  dark  red 
streak  down  its  centre ;  but  it  is  apt  to  be  pale  and  clammy,  and  some- 
times covered  over  with  slimy  mucus.  Sometimes  the  patient  l>it<*  the 
tongue  involuntarily  while  asleep  j  this  is  a  spasmodic  motion  ;  while 
the  jaws  corae  together  the  tongue  protrudes.  The  urine  you  will  find 
to  be  highly  albuminous;  it  has  a  milky  apiM?anince,  and  decomposes 
very  rapidly;  you  will  find  it  also  loaded  with  earthy  phosphates. 
These  are  the  main  symptoms  which  would  suggest  the  selection  of 
Phosphoric  acid  in  typhoid  fever. 

The  nearest  remedies  here  are  Ehu^  and  Phosphonui.  Phosphoric 
acid  often  follows  Rhus,  after  the  latter  has  relieved  the  restlessness 
and  the  diarrhoea  persists,  and  the  patient  goes  into  this  quiet  sort  of 
stupor. 

Phosphorus  has  more  dryness  of  tlie  tongue,  more  sensorial  excite- 
ment; all  the  senses  are  irritated;  the  patient  cannot  l>ear  any  noises 
or  odors.  If  diarrhoea  is  present,  the  stools  are  blood-streaked  and  Irn^k 
like  "  flesh-water.*' 

In  this  sensorial  apathy,  you  sliould  also  rememl)er  the  Sweet  spirun 
of  nitre.  The  patient  lies  in  bed,  perfectly  indiUlTcut  to  everyone. 
He  answers  questions  readily  enough,  but  is  apathetic.  That  is  the 
condition  in  which  Hahnemann  gave  Sweet  spirits  of  nitre.  I  have 
found  it  to  succeed  when  Phosphoric  acid  failed. 

Arnica  is  also  to  be  placed  by  the  side  of  Phosphoric  acid.  Like  the 
cid,  it  has  ajmthy  or  indifference.  The  patient  does  not  seem  to  know 
ffhut  he  is  as  sick  as  he  is.  But  the  Arnica  condition  is  a  more  devel- 
oped state.  The  depression  and  stupor  are  more  profound.  He  goes 
to  sleep  when  answering  your  questions,  showing  you  how  overpower- 
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iDg  is  the  stojwr.  Then,  too,  you  have  rlie  petotrhire  or  erthyraosea 
common  to  this  remedy,  ami  still  lator,  involnntJiry  stool  an<l  urine. 

Opium  is,  more  than  Phosphoric  acid,  a  remedy  for  8tui>or,  when  that 
Btujwr  is  progressive.  It  is  only  in  tJie  beginning  of  the  Oj»ium  state 
that  the  patient  can  be  arousetl  from  sleep.  The  8tu|>or  giies  on  until 
DO  amount  of  shaking  can  bring  the  patient  to  conecionsnci^.  Hreathing 
grows  more  and  more  lalx)red  and  stertorous;  the  fa<^,  instead  of  Iwing 
pale,  sunken,  and  hip|>ocratic,  as  in  the  acid,  is  deeper  red,  almost  n 
brownish-red.    The  browner  the  red,  the  more  is  Opium  indicated. 

Another  series  of  symptoms  in  Phoephoric  acid  are  its  emotional 
eymptoms.  Phosphoric  acid  ia  one  of  the  l>e9t  remedies  we  have  for 
tlie  liad  effects  of  grief  and  depressing  emotions,  particularly  for  tho 
chronic  effects  of  disappointed  love.  It  is  here  particularly  indicated 
after  Jrpwtia.  Ignatia  suits  the  acute  symptoms  and  Phosphoric  aokl 
the  chronic 

Phosphoric  acid  is  also  indicatctl  for  homesickness.  From  the  tiTwU 
of  grief,  the  (>ntient  is  sad,  he  often  has  hectic  fever  and  flushing  i)f  the 
face,  especially  in  the  afternoon,  evening  or  toward  night.  He  has 
sweat  towards  evening  and  complains  of  crushing  weight  on  the  vertex. 
That  last  symptom  is  very  characteristic  of  l*h<>Kphoric  acid.  Xow  we 
may  carry  these  indications  further  than  thi^^.  We  all  know  how  tlie 
emotions  affect  the  body,  how  bad  news  afFects  the  digestion,  how 
mother's  milk  is  made  jwispnous  by  some  terrible  emotion.  We  may 
find  in  Phosphoric  acid  a  remedy  for  uterine  and  ovarian  diseascjn  which 
,  ari.He  remotely  from  emotional  causes.  Thus  you  may  use  it  in  pro- 
lapsus uteri  which  seems  to  have  l>een  precipitated  by  depressing  emo- 
tions. If  you  have  other  symptoms  U)  aid  you  in  its  .wlectiou  then  all 
the  more  promptly  will  yow  find  Iwtli  loi-al  and  constitutional  symptoms 
removed  by  its  administration. 

In  homesickness  you  may  also  think  of  Capm'um, 

Natritm  inur.  may  l>e  placi-d  along-side  of  Phosj»horic  acid  for  the 
chronic  eflTects  of  grief  with  the  "  vertex  headache,"  sadness,  weeping, 
emaciation,  etc. 

Next  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  diarrhfca  caused  by 
Phoephoric  acid.  It  is  particularly  indicrated  in  diarrhfwi  which  is  pre- 
ceded by  rumbling  in  the  l)owcls.  The  stools  are  froqu^nt  and  jHjr- 
sistenL  Particularly  is  it  indicutvnl  in*young  persffjns  who  grow  rapidly. 
But  the  diarrhcea,  despite  its  frequency,  <loos  not  proportionately  wtnkeo 
the  iwtient.  The  mother  will  tell  you  that  lier  child  lias  had  diarrhcea 
for  six  weeks  with  a  great  deal  of  rumblingof  flatus,  and  yet  it  doee 
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^ot  seem  to  be  much  weakene^l  thereby.  The  stool  may  contain  undi- 
geeted  food,  and  it  may  follow  a  meal. 

The  dtHtinotion  between  it  andCindiona  liea  in  the  fact  that  the  CV'n- 
chona  diarrhtea  exhausts  the  patient  excessively. 

Then  another  8yiu[)tom  of  Phosphoric  acid  is  that  the  jwticiit,  though 
quite  weak,  is  rested  by  a  very  short  sleep.  1  pi*e6ume  that  thi."*  action 
of  the  acid  is  owing  to  the  stimulating  effect  of  the  Phosphorus  it 
contains. 

Phosphoric  acid  is  suited  more  to  the  remote  effects  of  the  loss  of 
animal  fluids  rather  than  to  the  acute  symptoms.  Thus  we  find  it  indi- 
cate<l  for  the  long-lasting  effects  of  seminal  eraiflflionB,  whether  octrurriug 
during  sleep  or  when  asvake,  with  every  etlbrt  at  stool  or  urination  or 
from  excessive  venery.  The  whole  system  seems  to  be  weakened.  The 
patient  is  dixzy,  feels  as  if  he  would  fall.  There  ia  another  jieculiar 
form  of  dizziness.  On  lying  down  he  feels  that  the  feet  are  going  higher 
up  than  the  head.  The  genitals  are  relaxed.  The  scrotum  and  testicles 
hang  down  flabby  and  relaxetl.  The  penis  has  no  power  of  erection, 
or  erections  are  deficient.  Semen  escapes  too  soon  during  coitus.  The 
patient  complains  of  formication  over  the  scrotum.  The  back  and  1^ 
are  weak  so  that  he  totters  when  he  walks.  Ho  has  little  or  no  absolute 
pain.     There  is  burning  in  the  spine,  which  is  worse  at  night. 

Phosphoric  acid  is  very  similar  to  CV«cAo7ui,  in  fact  it  is  superior  to 
it  in  the  chronic  effects  of  loss  of  seminal  fluid.  Cinchona  Ls  useful  for 
the  acute  eiTecta.  For  instance,  a  man  has  emissions  for  three  or  four 
consecutive  nights  and  is  thus  much  weakened;  tlien  Cinchona  will 
relieve  him  promptly. 

When  you  give  Phosphoric  acid  for  this  relaxed  condition  of  the 
genitals,  give  it  low. 

Phosphoric  acid  also  affects  the  mucous  surfaces.  We  have  to  re- 
member it  particularly  in  chest  affections.  The  cxjugh  arises  from  tick- 
ling in  the  chest,  just  about  at  the  ensiform  cartilage.  It  is  worse  in 
the  evening  after  the  patient  lies  down.  In  the  morning  we  And  ex- 
pectoration, which  is  yellowish  or  muco-purulent  and  usually  tasting 
ealty.  We  may  think  of  it,  although  less  frecjuently  than  of  PhoffhoruSy 
in  cases  of  tuberculosis  when  there  is  great  w^eakness  of  the  chest,  ao 
that  the  patient  cao  hardly  tiilk.  This  weaknta^  seems  to  be  a  cause  of 
dy»pncea.  Every  draught  of  air  gives  him  fresh  cold.  He  wraps  hia 
ch(»t  up  warmly  ;  he  cannot  bear  a  draught  of  air  to  touch  his  chest. 
When  these  symptoms  are  present,  the  acid  is  8U|KTior  to  Phosphorus. 

Next,  the  action  of  Phosphoric  acid  on  the  bones.    You  may  give  it 
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in  -wmfulous  afTwtions  of  children  ;  for  example  in  hip  (lis<>!t«<'^  and 
in  curvature  of  the  spine  from  caries  of  the  vertebra,  whiMv  this 
symptoms  is  present:  If  the  child  is  old  enough  he  will  complnin  of 
n  f«rHng  as  if  the  Ixjnes  wore  being  scraped  with  a  knife.  This  is  fn)m 
inflammation  of  the  periosteum.  It  is  wor^sc  at  night.  This  symptom 
may  occur  after  the  abuse  of  mercury. 

Phosphoric  acid,  like  all  the  mineral  acids,  affects  the  kidneys.  It 
prfKluccs  first  what  we  may  call  polyuria  or  copious  urination.  The 
symptom  as  it  was  proiluced  in  the  prover  was  this:  The  urine  flowed 
80  rapidly  and  so  frequently,  that  it  came  out  as  though  the  urethra  was 
twice  its  natural  size.  You  may  see  in  Phosphoric  acitl  a  |>oasible 
remotly  for  dial)etes  mellitUB.  The  symptoms  which  lead  you  to  it  are 
first  of  all,  this  frequent  and  profuse  urination,  requiring  the  i>atient  to 
rise  often  at  night.  The  urine  is  often  milky  in  appearance.  Some- 
times it  de|)Oftits  jelly-like  masses  particularly  in  catarrh  of  the  bladder. 

I  would  also  like  to  call  your  attention  to  Lactic  acid.  As  a  remedy 
in  diabetes  I  have  used  it  with  great  Kcnefit. 

PiiDephoric  acid  has  been  rea)m mended  for  growing  paius.  Guaiocufn 
is  also  said  to  be  useful  for  these.

Sulphuric  acid  is  indicated  when  the  patient  is  hasty,  quick  and  rest- 
leas  in  his  actions,  sometimes  too,  when  there  is  the  opposite  condition, 
one  of  great  depression,  as  in  typh<)id  states.  He  answers  qut-stions 
slowly  and  with  great  diflSculty,  just  as  does  the  Phosphoric  acid  {tationt. 
You  find  that  there  is  a  general  sensation  of  trembling  in  thcSiilplinnc 
acid  pfltient.  He  feels  as  if  he  were  trembling  from  head  to  frM>t.  The 
face  in  these  conditions  is  rather  peaked  and  is  apt  to  be  pale  with  blue 
rings  around  the  eyes.  Sometimes,  there  is  a  feeling  as  though  white 
of  egg  were  dried  on  the  skin.  The  patient  is  particularly  weak  alM)ut 
the  digestive  organs;  thus  there  is  a  cold,  rclaxetl  feeling  aUnit  the 
stomach,  making  the  |>atiout  long  for  some  strong  or  stimulating  ilrink, 
ts  brandy,  and  this  too  in  i>ersous  who  are  not  addicted  to  drink.     So 
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weak  is  the  stomach  they  vomit  all  food  ;  the  ejected  matters  are  very 


sour. 


You  will  find  Sulphuric  acid  especially  in<licated  for  inebriatea  who 
are  on  their  "  la^it  legs."  They  have  run  down  compktely,  and  have 
long  since  pasAcil  the  Nux  vomica  condition.  You  find  ihent  pule, 
shri veiled-looking,  and  cold  ;  their  stomachs  so  relaxed  as  not  to  be  able 
to  tolerate  any  food.  They  cannot  even  drink  water  unless  it  contains 
whiskey.  The  liver  is  enlarged.  They  have  a  dry  stomach  cough,  the 
act  of  coughing  hurting  the  liver.  The  diarrhcca  is  watery  and  olTcn- 
sive,  and  is  accom|Minied  by  excessive  irritiibility  of  mind.  They  have 
a  quick,  hasty  manner  of  doing  everything.  Piles  annoy  them.  There 
is  always  dampness  or  oozing  of  moisture  from  the  rectum.  These 
piles  burn,  and  are  so  largo  that  they  fill  up  the  rectum.  These  cases 
are  reliev€<l  by  Sulphuric  acid. 

There  is  another  use  we  may  make  dC  Sulphuric  acid,  and  it  is  derived 
from  its  power  of  modifying  the  thirst  for  spirituous  liquors.  You 
should  take  two  or  three  dro|)S  of  the  pure  acid  and  <lissolve  them  in  a 
glass  one-half  full  of  water.  Give  it  to  the  inebriate  every  two  or 
tliree  hours  in  (easpoonful  doses,  and  it  will  overcome  the  physical  crav- 
ing. Give  it  until  lie  gets  well,  even  if  it  produces  a  sore  mouth. 
Should  it  produce  diarrh<ea  PiUaatilki  is  the  projicr  antidote. 

Another  effect  of  Sulphuric  acid  is  its  action  in  aphthous  sore-mouth 
occurring  in  debility  arising  from  protracted  dir^ease,  orin  children  with 
summer  complaint  or  marasmus.  The  mouth  is  filled  with  yellowish 
aphthous  sytots.  There  is  a  profuse  flow  of  saliva.  With  this  there  is 
apt  to  he  vomiting  of  sour  milk  or  sour  mucus.  The  child  smells  sour 
despite  the  m<^t  careful  washing.  The  stool  is  yellowish  or  slimy.  It 
looks  like  choppetl  eggs.  The  child  is  very  apt  to  have  a  cough,  which 
is  very  likely  a  stomach'-cough,  with  belching  of  wind  after  tlie  cough. 

You  may  think  of  Sulphuric  acid  also  in  diphtheria.  The  tonsils 
seem  to  l>e  bright  reil  aud  quite  swollen.  So  swollen  are  they  that 
liquids  escape  through  the  nose.  The  child  is  deathly  imle,so  t>ale  tltat 
it  looks  like  a  corpse.  It  is  inclined  to  drowsiness  or  somnolence.  It 
can  hardly  breathe  or  talk,  or  make  any  iioi.sf,  on  account  of  the 
abimdance  of  membrane. 

Sulphuric  acid  is  also  useful  as  a  trauraatje  rciutMly.  It  may  l>e  used 
for  bruises  of  sc»fl  parts  after  Arnica  ;  iu  l»rui»es  of  glui^ds  after  Co- 
ninm;  iu  injuries  of  bones  after  Hiita.  Piirticularly  may  it  he  used 
when  there  art*  long*lasting  black  aud  blue  spots,  with  soreness  and 
stitTnese.  • 
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Again,  Sulphuric  more  than  any  other  acid  is  useful  in  haemorrhages. 
It  causes  haemorrhage  from  every  orifice  of  the  body,  the  blood  being 
dark  and  thin. 

You  differentiate  Sulphuric  acid  from  Carbo  reg.  in  the  dyspepsia  of 
drunkards  by  the  fact  that  Sulphuric  acid  is  more  a  "  sour  remedy" 
and  Carbo  veg.  a  "  putrid  remedy." 


LECTURE  L. 


NITRIO,  HYDROCYANIC  AND  PICRIC  ACIDS.

Nitric  acid  as  a  chemical  substance  need  scarcely  be  explained  to 
you,  as  you  know  its  properties  so  well.  I,  therefore,  pass  on  to  con- 
sider its  use  as  a  medicine.  You  know  its  effects  on  the  tissues,  stain- 
ing the  skin  a  dUrk  yellowish-brown.  'It  is  a  highly  corrosive  acid, 
eating  into  the  flesh.  Hence  it  has  been  used»for  the  removal  of  warts, 
tumors,  ulcers,  and  exuberant  granulations. 

It  acts  very  powerfully  on  the  mucous  membranes,  and  has  a  par- 
ticular affinity  for  the  outlets  of  mucous  surfaces  where  skin  and  mu- 
cous membrane  join.  Hence  you  will  find  its  symptoms  about  the 
mouth,  lips,  nostrils,  mieatus  urinarius,  and  anus;  in  fact  wherever  skin 
and  mucous  membrane  come  together,  there  has  Nitric  acid  a  promi- 
nent action. 

As  an  illustration,  we  find  it  useful  in  stomacace  or  ulceration  of  the 
mouth.  Now,  keeping  up  the  character  of  the  drug,  this  stomacace 
will  present  its  most  violent  symptoms  about  the  lips.  There  will  be 
blisters  and  vesicles  on  and  around  the  lips  in  connection  with  the  sore- 
mouth.  Ptyalism  will  be  present,  particularly  in  cases  that  have  been 
abused  by  mercury.    Soj  too,  you  will  find  that  the  diarrhoea  is  asso-

elated  with  soreness  and  rawness  of  the  anas.  Even  fissures  may  be 
present,  us  I  have  already  said. 

Tlie  characteristic  discharges  produced  by  Nitric  acid  are  offensive, 
thin  and  excoriating,  and,  if  purulent,  are  of  a  dirty  yeliowish-grcen 
color,  and  not  at  all  laudable. 

The  ulcers  calling  for  Nitric  acid  are  offensive  and  characteristically 
irregular  in  outline,  and  tend  to  dip  deeply.  That  is  a  sulficient  dis- 
tinction from  the  ordinary  preparation  of  Mercurius,  which  pnxluces  a 
superficial  flat  ulcer.  These  ulcers  of  Nitric  acid  are  very  apt  to  be 
filletl  with  profuse  exuberant  granulations.  They  bleed  readily  from 
the  slightest  touch.  Even  the  dressing  that  you  apf>ly  makes  the  ulcer 
bleed.  The  pains  are  of  a  sticking  character,  as  if  splinters  were  sticking 
into  the  affected  parts.  They  are  often  a^ociate<l  with  hurning  pains. 
The  ulcers  are  worse  from  the  apiiHeation  of  cold  water.  Nitric  acid  is 
particularly  indicated  in  syphilitic  ulctei*s  after  abuse  of  mercury,  and 
also  in  those  of  a  scrofuldus  character  after  Calcarea  has  failetl. 

Another  evidence  of  the  offcni^iveness  of  the  exhalations  and  secre- 
tions in  Nitric  acid  is  found  io  the  urine,  which  has  a  strong  otlor,  very 
much  like  that  of  the  horse.  It  probably  contains  an  excess  of  hip- 
puric  acid.  This  symptom  is  most  highly  develope<l  in  Bnizolc  acUL 
So  characteristic  is  it  In  that  drug  that  you  will  tind  it  curing  in  a 
great  variety  of  diseases  when  that  symptom  is  present. 

The  stools,  too,  show  the  putridity  of  Nitric  acid.  They  are  very 
offensive,  and  are  green  io  color,  and  in  cJiildren  contain  lumps  of  casein. 
They  are  also  slimy  from  excess  of  mucus  secretion  an*!  are  associated 
with  much  straining;  the  tenesmus  liere  closely  allien  it  to  Mercurius. 
At  other  times,  particularly  in  scrofulous  children,  the  stools  are  pale 
from  deficiency  of  bile,  and  pasty  and  s<jur  as  well  as  offensive.       • 

Nitric  acid  affects  the  mucous  raemhranes,  producing  ctatiirrhs.  "We 
find  it  indicated  in  coryza,  particularly  when  it  is  assot^'ated  with  some 
malignant  disease,  as  sciirlatina  or  diphtheria.  In  misal  diphtheria,  Nitric 
acid  is  one  of  the  chief  reraetlies.  The  discharge  from  the  nose  is  watery 
and  very  offensive,  excoriating  every  part  which  it  touches.  If  you 
examine  the  nose,  you  will  find  that  there  h  a  well -developed  white 
deposit  there.  Another  symptom  which  is  very  characteristic  as  accom- 
panying these  conditions,  is  intermittent  pulse.  If  the  membrane  is 
also  in  the  throat,  you  will  have  fcetid  mlor  from  the  throat  too.  The 
child  will  complain  of  a  feeling  as  ihough  there  was  a  splinter  sticking 
in  tlie  tlm^at.  This  is  a  general  characteristic  of  Nitric  acid,  a  sen.sa- 
tion  as  of  a  fish-booe,  splinter,  or  piece  of  glass  sticking  in  the  affected 
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part.  This  runs  all  through  the  symptomatology  of  the  remedy.  Yoq 
find  it  in  the  ulcers,  and  you  find  it  in  the  rectum  associated  with  the 
fistulae  and  piles,  and  you  find  it  here  in  the  throat. 

Nitric  acid  is  here  very  similar  to  its  complement,  Arum  tinphyllumf 
which  like  Nitric  acid  causes  this  excoriating  discharge  from  the  nose 
making  the  lips  sore ;  the  corners  of  the  mouth  crack,  the  child  cannot 
open  its  mouth  on  account  of  the  soreness. 

Another  remedy  is  Muriatic  add,  which  has  thin  excoriating  dis- 
charge from  the  nose,  intermittent  pulse  and  loss  of  appetite. 

Another  effect  of  Nitric  acid,  and  one,  too,  in  which  it  has  no  superior, 
is  its  use  to  remove  the  bad  effects  of  mercury.  The  particular  symp- 
toms which  call  for  it  in  this  condition  are  these :  Irritability,  restlessness 
'  and  mental  anxiety.  .  This  irritability  amounts  to  cursing  and  swearing. 
There  are  also  periosteal  pains,  ophthalmia,  inflammation  or  ulceration 
of  the  cornea,  with  tendency  of  the  ulcers  to  perforate,  hardness  of  hear- 
ing from  catarrh  of  the  middle  ear  and  Eustachian  tube,  ptyalism, 
ulcers  in  the  throat,  caries  of  bones,  particularly  of  the  mastoid  process 
of  the  temporal  bone,  dysentery,  etc. 

It  is  particularly  adapted  to  secondary  more  than  to  primary  syphilis, 
and  more  especially  adapted  to  secondary  syphilis  fifter  the  abuse  of 
mercury.  Chancres  have  even  returned  and  are  phagedenic.  There 
is  great  soreness  in  the  bones  at  night,  particularly  in  the  bones  of  the 
head  and  along  the  shins,  and  this  is  worse  from  every  change  in 
the  weather.  On  a  damp  day,  he  will  have  a  boring  pain  in  the  bones. 
Ulcers  appear  in  the  throat  or  on  the  surface  of  the  body,  and  these  are 
characteristically  irregular  in  outline.  Warts  develop,  and  these  are 
almost  always  more  or  less  pediculated.  There  are  yellowish-brown 
spots  or  copper-colored  spots  all  over  the  body.  There  is  great  de- 
bility with  sweat  and  exhaustion. 

When  mercury  has  been  abused,  Hepar  is  probably  the  best  antidote 
we  have.  When  mercurialization  is  conjoined  with  syphilis.  Nitric 
acid  is  the  preferable  remedy. 

Nitric  acid  may  be  needed  in  the  treatment  of  phthisis.  There  are 
sudden  rush  of  blood  to  the  chest,  and  decided  hectic  fever,  which  indicates 
ulceration  of  the  lungs  from  breaking  down  of  tubercles.  The  chest  is 
extremely  sore  to  the  touch.  The  patient  suffers  from  frequent  haemor- 
rhages from  the  lungs,  the  blood  being  bright  red  and  profuse.  There 
is  great  dyspnoea,  so  that  the  patient  cannot  talk  without  getting  out  of 
breath.  There  are  also  morning  hoarseness,  exhausting  phthisical  diar- 
rhoea, worse  in  the  morning,  and  sharp  stitches  through  the  right  chest 
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to  the  scapula.  The  pulse  h  intermittent.  The  least  attempt  at  exertion 
causes  palpitation  oi'  the  heart  and  Jyspncea.  The  sweat  ooraes  particJU- 
larly  at  night  and  towards  morning  and  exhausts  the  patient  very  much. 
The  skin  is  apt  to  be  ctjld  towards  morning.  He  is  chilly  on  getting 
into  l>ed.  Heat  comes  in  flashes,  or  it  is  only  in  the  hands  and  feet. 
The  ekjn  is  of  a  tickling  character  and  seems  to  annoy  him  all  uight. 
You  hear,  on  examination,  loud  rales  all  through  the  chest,  and  the  ex- 
pectoration is  offensive,  blootly  and  decidedly  purulent,  and  of  a  dirty 
green  color,  not  being  yellowish-green  and  laudable  as  you  find  under 
Jjf/copodhan  and  PalmitUla.  Srjmotimesthc  coujjrh  is  lof>se  and  rattling 
in  character.  The  patient  is  usually  of  thin  build  with  dark  hair  and 
eyes. 

Nitric  acid  is  very  often  indicated  in  phthisis  after  Cakarea  ostrearum 
or  Kaii  carb,  Cah^rea  is  es|>ccially  suited  to  leucophlegmatic  patients. 
The  face  is  pale  and  sallow.  There  is  soreness  of  the  chest  which  is 
very  much  aggravated  by  touch  or  pressure.  The  cough  is  loose  and 
rattling.  Biarrhcjea,  if  present,  is  worse  in  the  evening.  Hoarseness, 
though  persistent,  is  painless.  When,  however,  the  Calcarea  condition 
has  run  into  the  acid  debility,  Nitric  acid  is  one  of  the  very  best  reme- 
dies to  follow.  It  does  not  often  cure  but  it  relieves  and  prolongs  life 
for  years. 

Still  another  application  that  we  may  make  of  Nitric  acid  is  in  typhoid 
fever,  particularly  in  the  ulcerative  stage,  that  is  when  Peyers  patches 
have  begun  to  ulcerate.  You  will  find  the  patient  greatly  exhausteiL 
The  characteristic  indications  for  Nitric  acid  are  these :  Stools  are  green, 
slimy  and  offensive,  and  sometimes  purulent,  the  pus  coming  from  these 
ulcers,  and  there  is  profuse  bright  red  hemorrhage  from  the  bowels, 
with  fainting  on  tJie  slightest  motion.  The  tongue  is  either  white  and 
studded  with  vesicles  or  little  sore  spots,  or  it  is  brownish  and  dry. 
We  have  well-marked  pneumonic  complications.  There  seems  to  be 
threatening  paralysis  of  the  lungs,  which  you  know  is  by  no  meiins  an 
uncommon  thing  in  typhoid  fever.  This  incipient  paralysis  of  the  lungs 
is  expres.He<l  by  loud  rattling  of  mucus  in  the  lungs.  The  pulse  in  such 
cases,  you  will  find  to  be  intermitting  at  every  third  beat. 

Now  do  not  forget  Moschus^  Phmphoru8f  Antimonium  tart.,  Arseni- 
cum and  Cuprum  and  other  remedies  that  I  have  mentioned  iu  this 
connection. 

In  hcemorrhage  from  the  bowels  during  typhoid,  you  may  also  re- 
member Alumenf  which  is  useful  when  there  are  large  clots  |>asstxl. 

Arsenicum  is  called  for  iu  this  haemorrhage  from  the  bowels  when  the

flow  consists  of  dark  waterj  blood,  and  is  associated  with  anxiety  and 
restlessness. 

We  find  JSamawe/tg  indicated  when  there  is  a  dark  venous  flow,  with- 
out anxiety.     Sometimes,  the  blood  is  dark  and  pitch-like. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Leptandrttf  which  is  useful  in  typhoid  fever 
with  symptoms  of  a  bilious  character,  when  the  stools  consist  of  black 
blood,  looking  like  pitch.

Hydrocyanic  acid  acts  upon  the  cerebro-spinal  nervous  system,  and 
particularly  upon  the  medulla  and  upper  portion  of  the  spinal  cord. 
It  produces  convulsions  which  are  very  much  like  those  of  the  fully- 
developed  epileptic  attack.  Dr.  Hughes,  of  Brighton,  England,  re- 
commends it  as  a  specific  for  epilepsy.  This,  of  course,  it  is  not.  To 
cure  this  disease,  you  will  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  symp- 
toms of  each  case,  and  prescribe  accordingly. 

Hydrocyanic  acid  also  produces  a  tetanus  which  resembles  very  ihuch 
that  produced  by  Nux  vomica.  The  body  is  stiffened  and  thrown  back, 
cramp  in  the  nape  of  #the  neck  like  Cicuta;  breathing  comes  in  par- 
oxysms, the  jaws  are  set,  there  is  foaming  at  the  mouth,  but  the  face  is 
flushed. 

It  is  also  useful  in  convulsions  during  severe  attacks  of  illness,  when 
the  face  is  blue,  and  the  prostration  is  very  great.  There  are  gasping 
breathing,  clutching  at  the  heart,  and  livid  color  of  the  surface  of  the 
body. 

You  may  also  give  Hydrocyanic  acid  for  very  severe  cases  of  pros- 
tration, with  approaching  paralysis  of  the  brain  and  lungs,  and  when 
there  is  gurgling  from  the  throat  to  the  stomach  when  swallowing. 

In  cholera.  Hydrocyanic  acid  is  to  be  placed  by  the  side  of  Camphor , 
being  indicated  in  marked  collapse  with  sudden  cessation  of  all  dis- 
charges, as  vomiting  and  purging. 

In  scarlatina  it  is  indicated  in  almost  hopeless  cases  of  a  malignant 
type,  in  which  the  rash  is  livid  from  the  very  beginning.  The  feet 
are  almost  always  cold. 
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Hyilrix'yanic  acid  may  be  given  for  the  cough  of  heart  di^zase  when 
it  h  reflex  froiu  organic  clmngcjs  in  the  heart.  It  may  also  be  used  for 
the  dry  tickling*oough  of  consumptives. 

You  may  prefer  Lduroceramis^  for  the  dry,  teasing  cough  of  con- 
sumptives, worse  at  night.  You  may  also  give  it  for  cough  with  ex- 
pectoration which  contains  little  specks  of  blooil  scattei-ed  through  it 

Picric  Acid. 

Picric  acid  causes  at  first  some  congestions.  These  are  soon  followetl 
by  weariness  and  mental  inactivity,  siiowing  how  intensely  the  remedy 
attacks  the  vital  forces.  This  weariness  progresses  from  a  slight  feeU 
ing  of  fatigue  on  motion  to  complete  paralysis.  It  is  accompanied  by 
indifference  and  want  of  will-power  and  desire  to  lie  down  and  rest. 
Animals,  poisoned  with  this  acid,  were  atfecteil  with  panilysis  of  the 
hind  logs,  with  slow  breathing  and  great  mus<'ular  weakness.  At  the 
autopsies  made  on  them,  the  ctirtex  cerebri,  the  oerebellum,  medulla 
oblongata  and  spinal  cord  were  found  reduced  to  a  soft,  pulpy  mass, 
that  was  dark  Ijrowii  in  color,  and  loaded  with  little  shining,  greasy 
particles.  The  urine  was  rich  in  phosphates  and  uric  acid,  and  poor  in 
sulphates  and  urates.  Albumen  and  sugar  were  also  found  in  the  urine. 
The  liver  was  full  of  fat  granules. 

These  symptoms  and  pathologicid  ol>servations  bespeak  the  use  of 
Picric  acid  in  diseasos  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord.  To  give  it,  we 
neetl  not  wait  until  paralysis  has  set  in.  We  may  find  it  useful  in 
typhoid  conditions  and  also  in  conditions  of  br:#n  fag  when  the  mind 
has  been  over-worked.  In  the  latter  affection,  brain  fag,  Picric  acid  is 
one  of  our  best  remedies. 

It  is  also  useful  in  neurasthenia.  Yon  will  find  dull  headache  with 
aggravation  from  the  slightest  attempt  at  using  the  mind.  This  may 
be  in  the  forehead  or  in  a  still  woi'se  place,  in  the  occi|)ut,  and  may  then 
extend  down  the  spine.  The  patient  complains  of  feeling  constantly 
tiretl  and  heavy.  Any  attempt  to  study  brings  on  anew  these  symptoms 
of  the  brain,  and  also  develops  burning  along  the  spine  and  very  great 
weakness  of  the  leg-s  and  back,  with  soreness  of  the  muscles  and  Joints. 
Sometimes  sleep  is  restless  and  disturbed  by  priapismic  erections.  With 
these,  of  course,  there  will  be  frequent  semimd  emissions.  Sometimes 
you  will  find  severe  pains  in  the  neck  and  occiput  going  up  to  the 
supraorbital  notch  or  foramen,  then  extending  down  into  the  eyes. 
Tliere  are  hot  feeling  in  the  lowfer  dorsal  region,  &nd  aching  and  drag- 
ging in  the  lumbar  region,  which  is  worse  from  motion.     Oo  awaking 
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from  a  sleep  the  patient  has  a  tired  aching  in  the  lumbar  region.  The 
legs  are  heavy  and  at  the  same  time,  weak.  With  this  heaviness  of  the 
feet,  he  sometimes  complains  of  dull  frontal  headache.  Sometimes 
he  complains  of  numbness  and  crawling  in  the  legs,  with  trembling 
and  with  pricking,  as  if  from  needles.  He  has  tingling  of  the  lips, 
formication  about  the  head  and  crawling  as  of  ants  over  the  surface. 
The  least  exertion  causes  prostration.  He  also  has  vertigo,  worse  when 
he  stoops,  walks,  or  goes  up-stairs.  He  has  headaches  with  dull  throb- 
bing, heavy,  sharp  pains,  worse  from  study  or  movement  of  the  eyes, 
and  better  from  rest,  the  open  air,  or  binding  the  head  tightly.  The 
pupils  are  dilated.  Sparks  appear  before  fhe  eyes,  which  may  even 
smart  and  burn.  Thick  matter  forms  in  the  canthi.  The  eye  symp- 
toms are  worse  from  artificial  light.  Accompanying  the  congestion  of 
the  head,  is  nose-bleed.  The  nose  is  full  of  mucus.  The  patient  can 
breathe  only  when  the  mouth  is  open.  The  saliva  is  either  frothy  or 
stringy.  The  taste  in  the  mouth  is  like  that  of  the  acid  itself,  sour  and 
bitter.  The  throat  feels  rough  and  scraped,  better  from  eating  and 
worse  from  empty  swallowing  and  worse  after  sleep.  There  is  thick, 
white  mucus  on  the  tonsils.  On  swallowing,  the  throat  feels  so  sore  that 
it  almost  seems  as  if  it  would  split.  Sour  eructations  may  accompany 
the  frontal  headache.  Now  these  gastric  symptoms  may  accompany  the 
brain  fag.  Nausea,  which  is  worse  about  five  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  worse  when  attempting  to  rise.  He  also  complains  of  pressure  and 
weight  about  the  stomach.  He  wants  to  belch  but  does  not  seem  to 
have  the  power  to  do  it.  The  irritating  effect  of  the  drug  is  further 
shown  by  diarrhoea  with  stools  which  are  thin,  yellow  and  sometimes 
oily,  with  a  great  deal  of  burning  and  smarting  at  the  anus  with  pros- 
tration and  unsuccessful  urging  to  stool.  The  kidneys  are  congested. 
The  urine  has  an  abnormally  high  specific  gravity  and  contains  sugar. 
It  is  also  albuminous.  The  conjunctivae  are  yellow,  just  as  you  find  in 
jaundice.  Papules  appear  on  the  face  and  turn  into  small  boils.  The 
feet  are  apt  to  be  cold.  These  then  are  the  main  symptoms  of  Picric 
acid.    Now  let  us  study  those  of  a  few  of  its  related  remedies. 

Phosphorus,  like  Picric  acid,  causes  fatty  changes  in  the  blood,  kid- 
neys, brain  and  spinal  cord.  Both  remedies  meet  in  sexual  excesses  and 
priapism  and  both  may  be  indicated  in  brain  fag ;  both  have  congestive 
vertigo  and  crawling  and  tingling  sensations  here  and  there  over  the 
body.  The  distinction  lies  principally  here :  Phosphorus  causes  more 
irritability  with  the  weakness,  as  displayed  by  oversensitiveness  to  all 
external  impressions.     Phosphorus  also  has  backache,  with  feeling  as  if 
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the  bock  woald  break  on  anj  motion  and  with  boraiDg  spots  in  the 
bttdc,  better  on  robbing. 

Amx  romioa  reaembles  Picric  acid,  somewhat,  in  the  brain  fag  and  in 
the  gMtric  gymptoms,  in  the  soor  emctations,  in  the  aggniTBtion  (owarda 
moroing  and  in  the  ioabilitj  to  study. 

Oxalic  acid,  more  than  Phosphorus,  resembles  Picric  acid  in  the  ex- 
treme picture  of  spinal  softening.  There  are  weakness  about  the  loins 
and  bipH,  of  coarse,  extending  down  the  Ieg9,  and  nnmbness  in  the  back. 
Picric  acid  has  more  heaviness  and  Oxalic  acid  more  nombneas.  The 
Ugs  af«  apt  to  be  bluish  and  cold.  The  patient  complains  of  parDXjnnfl 
of  dyspDcea.  A notber  s v  Aptom  and  one  indicative  of  spinal  meningitist 
18  intense  inflammatory  pain  all  through  the  back.  A  general  symp- 
tom of  Oxalic  acid  is  pains  coming  in  small  spots  and  greatly  aggra- 
Tated  on  tliinking  of  them. 

Another  remedy  closely  related  to  Picric  add  Is  BuJphur,  This 
causes  congestion  of  the  lumbar  spine.  So  intense  is  this  congestion 
that  paraplegia  results.     There  is  retention  of  orineu 

Fhoaphoric  acid  suits  cerebro-spinal  exhaustion  from  over-work. 
The  lesu-t  attempt  to  study  causes  heaviness^  not  only  in  the  head  but  in 
the  limbs.  . 

Arf/erUum  niiricum  has  backache,  worse  when  first  rising  from  a  seat 
and  better  from  moving  about,  with  trembling  weakness  of  the  limbs, 
fear  of  projecting  corners,  etc,  e^. 

Alumina  is  indicated  in  cases  somewhat  like  those  calling  for  Picric 
acid,  but  is  distinguished  by  the  paius  in  the  spine  as  though  a  hot  iron 
had  been  thrust  into  the  part.  The  patient  staggers  when  walking  in 
the  dark.     He  also  has  jminful  feeling  about  the  soles  of  the  feet. 

SUicea  is  quite  similar  to  Picric  acid.  It  is  useful  in  nervous  ex- 
haustion where  the  patient  dreads  any  exertion  either  of  body  or  mind* 
When  he  is  warmed  up  to  his  work  he  can  get  along  pretty  well.  He 
also  has  numbness  in  the  toes,  fingers  and  back,  and  the  constipation 
peculiar  to  Silicea. 

Of  the  remedies  which  cause  violent  erections  yon  may  compare  the 
following:  Caniharijif  PhosphoruSj  Capsicum,  Affancus,  PiifalfiVfa, 
Platinum,  Opium,  Ambra  gvUea,  Zincum,  Fhysostirpna,  Petroedmum 
and  MygaUt 


LECTURE  LI. 

SILIGEA. 

(Asaf.,  Phosphorus,  Coniuiii,  Graphites. 
Sulphur,  Calcarea  ostr.,  Lycopodium. 
Gettysburg  water. 
<Mercurius. 

SiLicEA  in  its  crude  state  is  inert.  It  is  insoluble,  and  hence  has  very 
little  effect  on  the  system.  When  potentized  according  to  the  formula 
of  Hahnemann  it  becomes  one  of  the  most  valuable  drugs  in  our  ma- 
teria medica.  It  is  a  grand  illustration  of  the  efficacy  of  potentiza-f 
tion. 

The  great  and  important  effect  of  Silicea  lies  in  the  nutritive  changes 
which  are  made  by  it.  As  nutritive  changes  are  more  evident  in  the 
growing  child  than  in  the  adult  you  will  find  Silicea  symptoms  appear- 
ing mostly  in  children  from  infancy  up,  not  that  it  is  contraindicated 
in  the  adult,  but  its  use  is  shown  more  evidently  in  the  young.  The 
child  then  is  imperfectly  nouwshed,  not  from  defective  quality  of  nour- 
ishment, but  from  defective  assimilation.  The  head  is  disproportion- 
ately large ;  the  fontanelles,  especially  the  anterior,  are  open ;  the  body 
is  small  and  emaciated,  with  the  exception  of  the  abdomen  which  is 
round  and  plump,  as  is  often  the  case  in  scrofulous  children.  The  head, 
including  the  scalp,  neck  and  face,  is  covered  with  an  offensive  sweat. 
The  face  is  pale,  waxen,  earthy,  or  yellowish.  The  bones  are  poorly 
developed,  as  are  also  the  muscles,  consequently  the  child  is  slow  in 
learning  to  walk.  Silicea  is  especially  adapted  to  rachitic  children. 
The  fibrous  parts  of  the  joints  are  inflamed,  swollen  or  ulcerated.  This 
gives  the  joints,  especially  the  knees,  a  knob-like  appearance. 

Silicea  is  complementary  to  Thujuy  especially  in  nervous  affections 
and  for  the  bad  effects  of  vaccination.  Whatever  we  may  say  in  favor 
of  the  necessity  of  vaccination  we  do  know  that  this  operation  may  be 
followetl  by  unhappy  symptoms,  and  that,  too,  when  the  purest  of  virus 
has  been  used.  Hence  at  times  you  have  to  counteract  the  bad  effects 
that  may  follow  the  operation.  We  know  that  in  Paris  some  30,000 
or  40,000  children  were  vaccinated  after  each  were  given  a  dose  of 
Sulphur,  which  prevented  the  outbreak  of  any  other  disease  than  the 
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vaccinia  itself.  If  such  bad  efikts  a?  erysipela?.  coovoUions  or  diar- 
rhoea should  follow,  then  you  will  give  Silicea,  which  will  care  the  case. 
Thuja  itself  is  complemeDtarv  here,  and  comes  in  very  well  for  diar- 
rhoea following  vaccination,  and  also  when  the  vaccination  fever  is  high. 
Pustules  like  those  of  small-poi,  together  with  a  rash,  appear  all  over 
body. 

You  notice  that,  to  the  right  on  the  boarvl,  I  have  placed  Mercarius, 
prefixed  by  a  "crescendo "  mark.  That  means  that  Merearius  does  not 
follow  well  after  Silicea.  Their  symptomatol'^gie?  are  seemingly  similar, 
and  yet  they  do  not  seem  to  agree,  although  Silicea  will  antidote  some 
of  the  effects  of  mercury,  but,  as  p«>tentizeil  me^licines,  they  do  not 
follow  each  other  well,  hence  you  must  be  careful  in  deciding  between 
the  two  dnig«. 

Fluoric  aci*l  antidptes  the  over-use  of  Silicea  in  bone  affections. 

Hepar  also  antidotes  some  of  the  effects  of  Silicea. 

We  are  now  ready  to  take  up  the  effects  of  the  drug.  First,  on  cel- 
lular tissue.  Silicea  has  long  been  known  as  a  valuable  drug  because 
of  its  afSnity  for  cellular  tissue.  It  produces  inflammation  of  this  vast 
tissue  of  the  botly,  an  inflammation  which  progreses  to  suppuration  and 
suppuration,  t<x>,  which  is  rather  indolent  or  sluggish  in  ty|)e,  not  neces- 
sarily malignant  but  tending  rather  to  perpetuate  itself  and  become 
chronic.  The  case  tends  rather  towards  chronicity  than  towards  reso- 
lution. The  termination  of  the  Silicea  cellulitis  then  is  in  suppuration 
which  is  persistent,  in  ulceration  which  is  also  persistent,  or  in  indura- 
tion. You  may  have  it  iudicatetl  in  any  one  of  these  forms.  I  have 
already  illustrated  this  in  the  application  of  Silicea  to  the  tonsils,  when 
these  glands  suppurate  and  refuse  to  heal.  You  will  see  it  also  in  the 
treatment  of  lx»ils  or  furuncles,  furuncles  which  recur  in  crops  and  which 
do  not  heal  readily,  but  continue  to  discharge  a  rather  thin  watery  and 
even  ichorous  pus,  usually  having  a  foul  otlor,  or  even  thick  pus. 
Silicea  may  frequently  be  suggested  as  a  remetly  to  prevent  boils,  on 
account  of  its  tendency  to  produce  inflammation  of  the  connective  tissue. 

So,  too,  it  would  Ije  suggested  in  that  dread  disease,  carbuncle,  par- 
ticularly when  it  is  situated  between  the  shoulder  and  nape  of  the  neck, 
a  common  site  for  carbuncle. 

Silicea  may  als^)  Ije  used  for  induration.  For  instance,  following  the 
treatment  of  l>oils  and  abscesses,  or  other  inflammations  of  the  kind 
involving  the  |)arenchyma  of  an  organ,  you  may  have  plastic  exuda- 
tion, giving  you  inflammation  with  induration.  This  induration  tends 
to  be  absorbed  under  Silicea. 
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This  effect  places  Silicea  alongside  of  Graphites,  Graphites  being  a 
drug  you  will  remember  which  tends  to  absorb  indurated  surfaces, 
even  going  so  far  as  to  effect  the  obliteration  of  cicatrices. 

The  Fame  has  been  said  of  Phytolaccaj  but  I  think  that  this  lackju** 
confirmation.     It  certainly  lacks  the  i3onfirmation  that  Graphites  has 
had. 

Sometimes  you  will  find  that  Silicea  is  unsuccessful  in  these  indura- 
tions. Then  a  dose  of  Sulphur,  interpolated,  makes  the  Silicea  act 
better. 

In  ulceration  we  find  Silicea  useful.  In  fact  it  may  be  given  with 
good  result  in  all  forms  of  ulcers,  both  benign  and  malignant.  Its 
distinctive  features  are  ulcers  from  bone  diseases,  as  caries  or  necrosis, 
scrofulous  ulcers  which  appear  about  joints,  ulcers  which  appear  in  the . 
back  from  vertebral  caries,  and  ulcers  which  appear  about  the  hip  in 
hip-disease,  particularly  if  connecting  with  fistulie.  The  pus  is  thin 
and  offensive,  and  often  mixed  with  blood  and  sometimes  with  little 
particles  looking  like  cheese,  ^here  is  very  little  tendency  to  heal 
spontaneously.  These  ulcers  are  relieved  by  warm  and  aggravated  by 
cold  applications. 

Silicea  acts  upon  the  bones.  We  find  it  indicated  in  scrofulous 
children  where  the  bones  are  curved ;  where  spinal  curvature  is  present. 
Not  only  is  it  indicated  in  lateral  curvature,  but  where  there  is  caries 
of  the  vertebral  column  itself. 

It  may  also  be  indicated  in  disease  of  the  hip-  or  knee-joint,  when 
the  discharges  are  thin  and  offensive,  and  when  there  are  fistulous 
tracks  opening  into  the  joint.  The  patient  is  of  a  scrofulous  diathesis, 
and  presents  the  constitutioftal  characteristics  that  I  have  already  men- 
tion as  belonging  to  the  Silicea  patient.  In  addition  to  the  symptoms 
there  enumerated,  the  Silicea  patient  may  have  an  offensive  foot  sweat, 
and  this  tends  to  make  the  toes  sore  and  even  raw.  Sometimes  there 
may  be  an  offensive  axillary  sweat.  I  believe  that  the  best  remedy  for 
axillary  sweat  is  Petroleum.  The  child  also  has  tendency  to  swelling 
of  the  glands  which  suppurate.  Now  with  these  symptoms  there  is 
marked  aggravation  from  touch,  a  peculiar  susceptibility  to  touch, 
in  fact.  I  would  here  compare  it  with  Laehesis.  The  patient  does  not 
want  you  to  touch  him.  I  dwell  on  this  symptom  for  two  reasons; 
one  is  that  it  helps  you  to  differentiate  from  the  closely  allied  lime 
salts,  and  the  other,  because  it  illustrates  a  property  of  Silicea  which 
you  will  sec  when  we  come  to  speak  of  its  action  on  the  nerves. 

Let  us  now  stop  to  compare  Silicea  with  its  related  remedies.    Asor-

Often  voa  find  the 
memhraria  tyir.pan:  f«erforated  with  difcharje  ot  pos  thence,  containii^ 
Jittlr  p:*:<:e^  of  b^,.De,  the  result  of  involvenitnt  of  the  mastoid  process 
bv  the  di^fa-re. 

There  U  keratiti-.  e^pceially  with  teudenov  to  the  formatioD  of 
bWij:\i\uv  aVfrr-.  The«e  ulcers  slouch  and  perforate  the  cornea  like 
thurfz  of  yUn'c  af-i^f.  Tljes*  in  the  Si!i«^ea  child  are  not  vascular,  so 
there  i*  not  much  infiltration  of  the  surrounding  tissues.  Hypopyon  is 
present.     The  lids  are  swollen  and  cover^J  with  suppurating  styes. 

The  nf0^  h  affected.  Silicea  is  especially  useful  in  nasal  catarrh 
when  ulcerj  exist  on  the  mucous  membranes,  and  these  discharge  a 
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thin,  bloody  excoriating  matter ;  or  they  may  be  dry,  and  then  there  is 
annoying  dryness  of  the  nose.  It  is  also  useful  when  the  catarrhal 
process  extends  backwards  and  involve  the  outlets  of  the  Eustachian 
tubes,  producing  an  intolerable  itching  and  tingling  in  this  locality. 

We  also  find  Silicea  indicated  in  some  forms  of  hay-asthma,  espe- 
cially that  which  begins  with  itching  and  tingling  in  the  nose  and  vio- 
leut  sneezing  and  excoriating  discharge  from  the  nose. 

Silicea  has  also  an  action  on  the  lungs.  It  produces  hoarseness  and 
roughness  and  dryness,  with  a  tickling  cough  which  seems  to  come 
from  the  supra-sternal  fossa.  (JRumex  crispus  also  has  this  cough.) 
There  is  also  a  feeling  as  if  a  hair  were  lying  in  the  throat,  larynx  or 
trachea.  The  cough  is  excited  by  cold  drinks,  as  under  Rhus  tox.,  by 
the  very  act  of  speaking,  as  in  Phosphorus f  RumeXf  Ambra  griseaj  etc., 
and  worse  at  night  when  lying  down,  just  like  Rumex,  Phosphorus, 
and  Lycopodium.    Sometimes  it  ends  in  the  vomiting  of  mucus. 

Silicea  is  useful  in  tlie  suppurative  stage  of  tuberculosis,  when  the 
cough,  at  first  dry,  becomes  loose,  with  the  expectoration  of  offensive 
muco-pus.  You  will  find  it  of  great  service  in  the  phthisis  mucosa  of 
old  people.  After  great  exertion  the  patient  expectorates  nasty  pus, 
which  is  horribly  offensive.  Silicea  will  not  cure  these  cases.  It  can 
only  palliate. 

Phellandrium  aquaticum  is  an  excellent  remedy  in  the .  last  stages  of 
phthisis  when  the  expectoration  is  terribly  offensive. 

I  would  advise  you  to  remember  Capsicum  for  bronchial  catarrh 
when  the  breath  is  not  offensive  except  during  the  cough.  You  know 
that  the  Capsicum  patient  is  of  lax  fibre  and  cannot  get  up  the  expec- 
toration ;  so  some  of  it  lies  there  and  undergoes  decomposition.  The 
air  of  ordinary  expiration  is  not  offensive,  but  as  soon  as  the  patient 
brings  that  from  the  vety  depths  of  the  lungs,  the  offensive  odor  be- 
comes quite  marked. 

In  tonsillitis,  Silicea  is  indicated  when  the  tonsils  have  suppurated 
and  discharged  and  refuse  to  heal.  Especially  is  it  indicated  when  this 
condition  occurs  in  rachitic  children. 

In  the  Silicea  diarrhoea  the  stools  are  offensive  and  usually  painless 
and  lienteric.  The  child  vomits  its  food.  These  symptoms  are  asso- 
ciated with  the  characteristic  skin  lesions  and  constitutional  peculiarities 
which  go  to  make  up  the  Silicea  child. 

The  constipation  of  Silicea  is  of  this  character.  Stool  partially 
escapes  from  the  rectum  and  tlien  seems  to  slip  back.  I  think  that  this 
symptom  is  easily  explained.    There  is  defective  expulsive  power  on 
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the  fMUt  of  die  nttam.    With  a  gnat  &tal  of  staioiiig  the  stool  is 
partlr  poshed  chnm.    Vi^hea  the  hwingdo'WD  oeaav  thea  it  etips  back. 

Next  yon  have  to  reaKinber  the  actioo  of  SQieea  oo  the  oervoos  sjra- 
tern.  It  has  here  a  rctr  pccnliar  eHeol^  «Ueh  was  poinled  oat  fint  hj 
Dr.  Ihrnham.  It  ctnes  a  teadeoej  to  pvaljaiB  aiid  panlvtio  weak- 
ness. Here,  too,  the  troable  seeois  to  be  doe  to  defective  mttritioo  of 
the  nerveB  thefBtdves,  both  tn  the  fafain  aod  sptaal  oocd.  Then  yoQ 
will  hare  to  reaiember  it  as  a  reoiedj  in  paialjrtic  weakness  aooorapa- 
njing  disease  of  the  spinal  column.  .Often,  with  this  conditioBy  there 
is  the  pecnliar  ooostipation  I  have  jost  described.  With  all  the»  paia- 
Ijtie  tnmbles  there  is  an  orer-saaceptibilitT  to  nervoos  sttnnli.  The 
senses  are  morbidlj  keen.  The  brain  and  spine  cannot  bear  even  an 
oitlinaiy  oocMoasion  or  vibration.  The  mrfiuse  of  the  body  is  tender 
aod  eensttive  to  the  touch.  Cold  aggiavates  the  symptoass  and  heat 
rdievee. 

Silioea  may  be  given  in  eonvalsioos  of  an  epileptic  ckander,  with 
well-marked  atira,  when  it  starts  finom  the  soUr  plexns,  as  in  Bt^o  and 
Nux  romita.  The  attacks  are  also  said  to  eome  in  certain  phases  of  the 
moon.  The  patients  are  worse  from  any  overstnin  of  the  miiMl  or 
emotions. 

The  headache  of  Silicea  is  of  a  oefTons  chazader.  It  b  provoked 
by  any  excessive  meital  exertion.  Then  it  is  osiially  sapnorbital  and 
is  generally  worse  over  the  right  eve.  It  is  worse  from  any  noiw^  mo- 
tion or  concussion,  aod  better  i'tom  wrappii^  the  head  np  warmly.  It 
is  not  the  pressure,  bat  the  warmth,  that  relieves.  Sharp,  tearing 
pains  rise  from  the  spine  into  the  bead.  At  the  height  of  the  pannysin 
there  is  apt  to  be  naosea  and  vomiting  from  sympathetic  involvement 
of  the  stomach. 

Yon  should  here  compare  Mmymthm^  Paris  quadH/oHa  and  i/o^- 
nema  mur.  Menyanthes  was  firet  confirmed  by  Dr.  DnnhaiD.  It 
has  a  peculiar  headache  coming  from  the  nape  of  the  nedc,  over  the 
head.  There  is  a  bursting  pain,  as  if  the  membranes  of  the  brun  were 
tense  and  were  pushing  the  skull  open.  This  is  relieved  by  praasnre 
rather  than  by  warmth, 

Paris  quadrjfolia  has  headache  of  spinal  origin,  which  arises  from 
the  nape  of  the  neck  aod  produces  a  feeling  as  though  the  head  were 
immensely  large. 

Bbroniiana  carb,  produces  headadie  coming  up  from  the  nape  of  the 
neck  and  qireadiog  thence  over  the  head.    It  is  just  exactly  like  the 
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headache  of  Sllicca.  You  will  I^ave  to  distinguish  bjr  the  collateral 
symptoms. 

There  are  other  nervous  symptoms  produced  by  Silicea.  The  patient 
has  vertigo,  which,  like  the  pains,  seems  to  rise  from  the  spine  into  the 
head.  It  also  causes  difficulty  in  balancing.  He  has  a  fear  that  he 
will  fall  and  always  to  the  left.  Speech  is  somewhat  confused.  He 
finds  it  difficult  to  grasp  the  exact  expression  he  wishes,  and  this  even 
in  ordinary  conversation.  Sluggishness  is  a  contraindication  of  Silicea 
in  nervous  conditions.  You  cannot  use  it  in  torpid,  flabby,  nerveless 
persons.  Remember  that  exactly  the  opposite  is  the  case  with  disease 
of  the  lower  tissues. 

Silicea  acts  just  as  powerfully  on  the  spine  as  it  does  on  the  brain, 
causing  general  motor  weakness.  ,  Here,  too,  it  is  attended  with  the 
same  irritability.  The  neck  is  stiff,  causing  headache.  This  stiffness 
of  the  neck  is  not  from  cold,  not  from  rheumatism  of  the  various  mus- 
cles, but  from  spinal  irritation.  The  small  of  the  back  aches  as  if 
beaten  or  pounded.  The  patient  complains  of  pains  about  the  coccyx, 
and  cramps  such  as  one  experiences  after  sitting  a  long  time  or  after 
riding  a  long  time  over  a  rough  road.  The  legs  tremble.  They  weary 
when  one  moves,  particularly  in  the  morning.  '  Loss  of  animal  fluids 
particularly  aggravates  the  symptoms.  For  instance,  sehiinal  emission 
or  coitus  causes,  or  is  followed  by,  bruised  aching  all  over  the  body. 
There  may  also  be  symptoms  of  the  spine  which  indicate  locomotor 
ataxia.  The  fingers  feel  stiff,  with  loss  of  power  in  them.  The  part 
of  the  body  on  which  he  lies,  goes  to  sleep. 

Silicea  is  useful  in  chronic  rheumatism.  It  is  one  of  the  remedies 
on  which  to  depend  in  treating  hereditary  rheumatism.  Particularly 
are  these  pains  in  the  shoulders  and  in  the  joints,  all  of  which  are  worse 
at  night  and  worse  when  uncovering. 

A  related  remedy  here  is  Ledum,  which  has  exactly  the  opposite 
aggravation  to  Silicea.  The  patient  is  worse  from  covering  up.  The 
symptoms  usually  extend  from  the  feet  upwards.

TrA-DAY  we  take  op  for  study  the  last  of  the  acid  remedi«.  I  refer 
to  Arr^nioo;  ar.id,  or  Arsenicum  album.  It  his  quite  a  number  of  <xhi- 
oordant  Tf:mf^l':^  and  quite  a  string  of  antidotes.  Its  complementaiy 
remerjie?  are  PKoJrphoniA  and  Allium  mtir'i. 

Arsenk-om  album  comes  to  us  quite  thoroughly  studied,  both  as  a 
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NITRIC,  HYDBOCYANIC  AND  PICRIC  ACIDS.

Nitric  acid  as  a  chemical  substance  need  scarcely  be  explained  to 
you,  as  you  know  its  properties  so  well.  I,  therefore,  pass  on  to  con- 
sider its  use  as  a  medicine.  You  know  its  effects  on  the  tissues,  stain- 
ing the  skin  a  dark  yellowish-brown.  It  is  a  highly  corrosive  acid, 
eating  into  the  flesh.  Hence  it  has  been  used  for  the  removal  of  warts, 
tumors,  ulcers,  and  exuberant  granulations. 

It  acts  very  powerfully  on  the  mucous  membranes,  and  has  a  par- 
ticular affinity  for  the  outlets  of  mucous  surfaces  where  skin  and  mu- 
cous membrane  join.  Hence  you  will  find  its  symptoms  about  the 
mouth,  lips,  nostrils,  meatus  urinarius,  and  anus;  in  fact  wherever  skin 
and  mucous  membrane  come  together,  there  has  Nitric  acid  a  promi- 
nent action. 

As  an  illustration,  we  find  it  useful  in  stomacace  or  ulceration  of  the 
mouth.  Now,  keeping  up  the  character  of  the  drug,  this  stomacace 
will  present  its  most  violent  symptoms  about  the  lips.  There  will  be 
blisters  and  vesicles  on  and  around  the  lips  in  connection  with  the  sore- 
mouth.  Ptyalism  will  be  present,  particularly  in  cases  that  have  been 
abused  by  mercury.     So,  too,  you  will  find  that  the  diarrhoea  is  asso- 
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onled  with  soreneas  asd  rawoeBB  of  the  axms.    Eren  fesares  may  be 
jmeeot,  as  I  have  alreadj^  said. 

The  cbancteristic  diachai^ges  prodiioed  by  Nitri 
thiD  aod  exooriadng,  and,  if  panileot,  are  of  a  dim 
color,  aod  Dot  at  all  badable 

The  uloera  calling  lor  Nitric  add  are  offensive  and  cbancteristicaUy 
irregular  in  oatJine,  and  tend  to  dip  deeplj.  That  »  a  efficient  ^dis- 
t'lDction  from  the  ordinarj  preparatioa  of  Menearios,  which  prod  aces  a 
aaperficial  flat  oloer.  These  ulcers  of  Nitric  acid  are  very  apt  to  be 
filled  with  profose  exaberant  granulatiocks.  They  bleed  readily  from 
tbe  sligbtest  tooch.  Even  the  dressing  that  yoa  apply  makes  the  nicer 
bleed.  The  pwns  are  of  a  sticking  character,  as  if  spltoters  were  sticking 
into  the  afliseted  parts.  They  are  of^  associated  with  horning  pains. 
The  ulcers  are  worse  from  the  application  of  cold  water.  Nitric  add  b 
particularly  indicated  in  syphilitic  uloers  after  aboae  of  mercury,  and 
alao  in  thoae  of  a  scrofulous  character  afler  Qx/oorea  has  fiuled. 

Another  evidence  of  the  ofiensiveness  of  the  ezhaladoos  and  accre- 
tions io  Nitric  acid  is  found  in  the  urine,  which  has  a  stroi^  odor,  very 
much  like  tliat  of  the  horse.  It  probably  contains  an  excess  of  hip- 
puric  acid.  This  symptom  is  most  highly  developed  in  Bmsoie  add. 
So  characteristic  is  it  io  that  drug  that  you  will  find  it  curing  in  a 
great  variety  of  diseases  when  that  symptom  is  present. 

The  stoolSf  too,  show  the  putridity  of  Nitric  acid.  Th^  are  Teiy 
ofiensive,  and  are  green  in  color,  and  in  children  coutain  lumps  of  casein. 
They  are  also  slimy  from  excess  of  mucus  secretion  and  are  associated 
with  much  straining;  the  tenesmus  here  closely  allies  it  to  Mcrcunns. 
At  other  times,  particularly  in  scrofulous  children,  the  stools  are  pale 
from  deficiency  of  bile,  and  pasty  and  sour  as  well  as  offensive. 

Nitric  acid  afifects  the  mucous  membranes,  producing  catarrhs.  We 
find  it  indicated  io  coryza,  particularly  when  it  is  associated  with  some 
jualigiiaot  disease,  as  scarlatina  or  diphtheria.  In  nasal  diphtheria,  Nitno 
acid  is  one  of  the  chief  remedies.  The  discharge  from  the noee  is  watery 
and  very  ofiensive,  excoriating  every  part  which  it  touches.  If  yoa 
examine  the  nose,  you  will  find  that  there  is  a  well-developed  white 
deposit  there.  Another  symptom  which  is  very  characteristic  as  aooom* 
panying  these  conditions,  is  intermittent  pulse.  If  the  membrane  is 
also  in  the  throat,  you  will  have  foetid  odor  from  the  throat  too.  The 
child  will  complain  of  a  feeling  a^  though  there  was  a  splinter  sticking 
in  the  throat.  This  is  a  general  characteristic  of  Nitric  acid,  a  sensa- 
tion as  of  a  fish-bone,  splinter,  or  piece  of  glass  sticking  in  the  afiected

part.  This  runs  all  through  the  symptomatology  of  the  remedy.  You 
find  it  in  the  ulcers,  and  you  find  it  in  the  rectum  associated  with  the 
fiilulse  and  piles,  and  you  find  it  here  in  the  throat. 

Nitric  acid  is  here  very  similar  to  its  complement,  Arum  triphyllumj 
which  like  Nitric  acid  causes  this  excoriating  discharge  from  the  nose 
making  the  lips  sore;  the  corners  of  the  mouth  cracky  the  child  cannot 
open  its  mouth  on  account  of  the  soreness. 

Another  remedy  is  MuricUic  acid,  which  has  thin  excoriating  dis- 
charge from  the  nose,  intermittent  pulse  and  loss  of  appetite. 

Another  effect  of  Nitric  acid,  and  one,  too,  in  which  it  has  no  superior, 
is  its  use  to  remove  the  bad  effects  of  mercury.  The  particular  symp- 
toms which  call  for  it  in  this  condition  are  these :  Irritability,  restlessness 
and  mental  anxiety.  This  irritability  amounts  to  cursing  and  swearing. 
There  are  also  periosteal  pains,  ophthalmia,  inflammation  or  ulceration 
of  the  cornea,  with  tendency  of  the  ulcers  to  perforate,  hardness  of  hear- 
ing from'  catarrh  of  the  middle  ear  and  Eustachian  tube,  ptyalism, 
ulcers  in  the  throat,  caries  of  bones,  particularly  of  the  mastoid  process 
of  the  temporal  bone,  dysentery,  etc. 

It  is  partictilarly  adapted  to  secondary  more  than  to  primary  syphilis, 
and  more  especially  adapted  to  secondary  syphilis  after  the  abuse  of 
mercury.  Chancres  have  even  returned  and  are  phagedenic.  There 
is  great  soreness  in  the  bones  at  night,  particularly  in  tlie  bones  of  the 
head  and  along  the  shins,  and  this  is  worse  from  every  change  in 
the  weather.  On  a  damp  day,  he  will  have  a  boring  pain  in  the  bones. 
Ulcers  ai)pear  in  the  throat  or  on  the  surface  of  the  body,  and  these  are 
characteristically  irregular  in  outline.  Warts  develop,  and  these  are 
almost  always  more  or  less  pediculated.  There  are  yellowish-brown 
spots  or  copper-colored  spots  all  over  the  body,  There  is  great  de- 
bility with  sweat  and  exhaustion.  ,• 

When  mercury  has  been  abused,  Hepar  is  probably  the  best  antidote 
we  have.  When  mercurialization  is  conjoined  with  syphilis,  Nitric 
acid  is  the  preferable  remedy. 

Nitric  acid  may  be  needed  in  the  treatment  of  phthisis.  There  are 
sudden  rush  of  blood  to  the  chest,  and  decided  hectic  fever,  which  indicates 
ulceration  of  the  lungs  from  breaking  down  of  tubercles.  The  chest  is 
extremely  sore  to  the  touch.  The  patient  suffers  from  frequent  haemor- 
rhages from  the  lungs,  the  blood  being  bright  red  and  profuse.  There 
is  great  dyspnoea,  so  that  the  patient  cannot  talk  without  getting  out  of 
breath.  There  are  also  morning  hoarseness,  exhausting  phthisical  diar- 
rhoea, worse  in  the  morning,  and  sharp  stitches  through  the  right  chest 
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to  tbe  scapala.  The  poise  k  iotermhteot.  Tbe  lesst  attempt  at  exertioa 
causes  palpitatkm  of  the  heart  and  dvspiMea.  The  sweat  cooks  portko^ 
larly  at  night  and  towards  momiii^  and  exhaosC  the  patient  very  maih. 
The  skin  is  apt  to  be  cold  towards  morning.  He  t  chlllr  oo  gettiDg 
into  b&J.  Heat  comes  in  flashes,  or  it  is  oolv  in  the  hands  azid  feet. 
The  ?kin  is  of  a  tickling  character  aD>J  deems  to  annov  him  all  night. 
YoQ  bear,  on  examinati<xir  lood  rales  all  thp>agfa  the  chest,  and  the  ex- 
pectoration is  offensive,  bloodv  and  decidedly  panilent,  aod  of  a  dirtj 
green  orjior,  not  being  yellowish-green  and  laadable  3:s  yoa  find  ander 
LjroffOffium  and  Palsatilla.  SxDetimes  the  ozKigh  is  l<x«e  and  rattlii^ 
in  character.  Tbe  patient  is  osaally  of  thin  boild  with  dark  hair  and 
eyes. 

Nitric  acid  is  very  often  indicated  in  phthisis  after  Oi/car«i  ofAnfonm 
or  Kali  mrh.  Calcarea  is  especially  soitai  to  leacophlegmatic  patients. 
The  face  is  pale  an«3  sallow.  There  is  sorene*  of  the  chest  which  is 
very  much  agorravated  by  tooch  or  preseore.  The  coagh  is  loose  and 
rattling.  Diarrfacea,  if  present,  is  worse  in  the  evening.  HoarseiwaB, 
though  persttent,  is  poinle^.  Wh«i,  however,  the  Calcarea  condition 
has  mn  into  the  acid  debility,  Nitric  acid  is  one  of  the  very  best  reme- 
dies to  follow.  It  does  not  often  cxire  bat  it  relieves  and  prolongs  life 
for  year*. 

Still  another  application  that  we  may  make  of  Nitric  acid  is  in  typhoid 
fever,  particalarly  in  the  ulcerative  stage,  that  is  when  Peyer's  patches 
have  \^r\iu  to  ulcerate.  You  will  find  the  patient  greatly  exhaostefl. 
The  chararteri-rtic  indications  for  Nitric  acid  are  th»:^?e :  Stools  are  green, 
slimv  an«l  o^ea-ive,  and  sometimes  purulent,  the  pus  coming  from  these 
ulcer*,  aii'l  there  is  profuse  bright  red  hjemorrhage  from  the  bowels, 
with  fainting  on  the  slightest  motion.  The  tongue  is  either  white  and 
etu<Jd«jil  with  vesicles  or  little  sore  spots,  or  it  is  brownish  and  dry. 
We  have  well-marked  pneumonic  complications.  There  seems  to  be 
threaten! ncr  {laralysU  of  the  lungs,  which  you  know  is  by  no  means  an 
uncommon  thing  in  typhoid  fever.  This  incipient  paralvsis  of  the  lungs 
is  exprfsr.'^i  by  loud  rattling  of  mucus  in  the  lungs.  The  pulse  in  such 
cases,  vou  will  find  to  be  intermitting  at  every  third  beat. 

Now  do  not  forget  J/^wcAuj?,  Pho^phoni.'t,  Antifnottium  tar/.,  Anmi- 
cum  and  Cuprum  and  other  remedies  that  I  have  mentiooed  in  this 
connection. 

In  hiemf»rrbage  from  the  bowels  during  typhoiil,  you  may  also  re- 
memlier  Alumen,  which  is  useful  when  there  are  large  clots  passetl. 

Arntnicum  is  called  for  in  this  haemorrhage  from  the  bowels  when  the 
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flow  consists  of  dark  watery  blood^  and  is  associated  with  anxiety  and 
restlessness. 

We  find  .flamawe/w  indicated  when  there  is  a  dark  venous  flow,  with- 
out anxiety.     Sometimes,  the  blood  is  dark  and  pitch-like. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Leptandray  which  is  useful  in  typhoid  fever 
with  symptoms  of  a  bilious  character,  when  the  stools  consist  of  black 
blood,  looking  like  pitch.

Hydrocyanic  acid  acts  upon  the  cerebro-spinal  nervous  system,  and 
particularly  upon  the  medulla  and  upper  portion  of  the  spinal  cord. 
It  produces  convulsions  which  are  very  much  like  those  of  the  fully- 
developed  epileptic  attack.  Dr.  Hughes,  of  Brighton,  England,  re- 
commends it  as  a  specific  for  epilepsy.  This,  of  course,  it  is  not.  To 
cure  this  disease,  you  will  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  symp- 
toms of  each  case,  and  prescribe  accordingly. 

Hydrocyanic  acid  also  produces  a  tetanus  which  resembles  very  much 
that  produced  by  Nux  vomica.  The  body  is  stiffened  and  thrown  back, 
cramp  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  like  Oicuta;  breathing  comes  in  par- 
oxysms, the  jaws  are  set,  there  is  foaming  at  the  mouth,  but  the  face  is 
flushed. 

It  is  also  useful  in  convulsions  during- severe  attacks  of  illness,  when 
the  face  is  blue,  and  the  prostration  is  very  great.  There  are  gasping 
breathing,  clutching  at  the  heart,  and  livid  color  of  the  surface  of  the 
body. 

You  may  also  give  Hydrocyanic  acid  for  very  severe  cases  of  pros- 
tration, with  approaching  paralysis  of  the  brain  and  lungs,  and  when 
•there  is  gurgling  from  the  throat  to  the  stomach  when  swallowing. 

In  cholera.  Hydrocyanic  acid  is  to  be  placed  by  the  side  of  Camphor^ 
being  indicated  in  marked  collapse  with  sudden  cessation  of  all  dis- 
charges, as  vomiting  and  purging. 

In  scarlatina  it  is  indicated  in  almost  hopeless  cases  of  a  malignant 
type,  in  which  the  rash  is  livid  from  the  very  beginning.  The  feet 
are  almost  always  cold. 
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Hydrocyanic  acid  may  be  given  for  the  cough  of  heart  diseose  when 
It  is  reflex  from  organic  clianges  id  the  heart.  It  may  also  be  used  for 
the  dry  tickling  coagh  of  consumptivee. 

You  may  prefer  Laurocerams,  for  the  dry,  teasing  cough  of  con- 
sompttves,  worse  at  night.  You  may  also  give  it  for  cough  with  ex- 
pectoration which  contains  little  specks  of  blood  scattered  through  it 

Picric  Acid. 

Picric  acid  causes  at  first  some  congestions.  These  are  soon  followed 
by  wearineiis  and  mental  inacfivity,  showing  how  intensely  the  remedy 
attacks  the  vital  forces.  This  we;\ritfe!?s  progresses  from  a  slight  feel- 
ing of  fatigue  on  motiou  to  complete  paralysis.  It  is  accompanied  by 
iiiJifference  and  want  of  will-power  and  desire  to  lie  down  and  rest. 
Animals,  poisoned  with  this  acid,  were  aflectetl  with  paralysis  of  the* 
hind  \e^t  with  slow  breathing  and  great  muscular  weakness.  At  the. 
autopsies  made  on  them,  the  cortex  cerebri,  the  cerebellum,  medulla 
oblongata  and  spinal  cord  were  found  reduced  to  a  soft,  pulpy  mass, 
that  was  dark  brown  in  color,  and  loaded  with  little  shining,  greasy 
particles.  The  urine  was  rich  in  phosphates  and  uric  acid,  and  poor  in 
sulphates  and  urates.  Albumen  and  sugar  were  also  found  in  the  urine. 
The  liver  was  full  of  fat  granules. 

These  symptoms  and  pathological  observations  bespeak  the  use  of 
Picric  acid  in  diseases  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord.  To  give  it,  we 
nee<l  not  wait  until  paralysis  has  set  in.  We  may  find  it  useful  in 
typhoid  conditions  and  also  in  conditions  of  brain  fag  when  the  mind 
has  been  over- worked.  In  the  latter  aifection,  brain  fag,  Picric  acid  is 
one  of  our  best  remedies. 

It  is  also  useful  in  neurasthenia.  You  will  find  dull  headache  with 
aggravation  from  the  slightest  attempt  at  using  the  mind.  This  may 
be  in  the  forehead  or  in  a  still  worse  place,  in  the  occiput,  and  may  then 
extend  down  the  spine.  The  patient  complains  of  feeling  constantly 
tired  and  heavy.  Any  attempt  to  study  brings  on  anew  these  symptoms 
of  the  brain,  and  also  develops  burning  along  the  spine  and  very  great 
weakness  of  the  legs  and  back,  with  soreness  of  the  muacles  and  joints. 
Sometimes  sleep  is  restless  and  disturl>ed  by  priapismic  erections.  With 
these,  of  course,  there  will  be  frequent  seminal  emissions.  Sometimes 
you  will  find  severe  pains  in  the  neck  and  o<.x:;iput  going  up  to  the 
supraorbital  notch  or  foramen,  then  extending  down  into  the  eyes. 
There  are  hot  feeling  in  the  lower  dorsal  region,  and  aching  and  drag- 
ging ill  the  lumbar  region,  which  is  worse  from  motion.     On  awaking 
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from  a  sleep  the  patient  has  a  tired  aching  in  the  lumbar  region.  The 
legs  are  heavy  and  at  the  same  time,  weak.  With  this  heaviness  of  the 
feet,,  he  sometimes  complains  of  dull  frontal  headache.  Sometimes 
he  complains  of  numbness  and  crawling  in  the  legs,  with  trembling 
and  with  pricking,  as  if  from  needles.  He  has  tingling  of  the  lips, 
formication  about  the  head  and  crawling  as  of  ants  over  the  surface. 
The  least  exertion  causes  prostration.  He  also  has  vertigo,  worse  when 
he  stoops,  walks,  or  goes  up-stairs.  •  Ete  has  headaches  with  4^11  throb- 
bing, heavy,  sharp  pains,  worse  from  study  or  movement  of  the  eyes, 
and  better  from  rest,  the  open  air,  or  binding  the  head  tightly.  The 
pupils  are  dilated.  Sparks  appear  before  the  eyes,  which  may  even 
smart  and  burn.  Thick  matter  forms  in  the  canthi.  The  eye  symp;- 
toms  are  worse  from  artificial  light.  Accompanying  the  congestion  of 
the  head  is  nose-bleed.  The  nose  is  full  of  mucu?.  The  patient  can 
breathe  only  when  the  mouth  is  open.  The  saliva  is  either  frothy  or 
stringy.  The  taste  in  the  mouth  is  like  that  of  the  acid  itself,  sour  and 
bitter.  The  throat  feels  rough  aad  scraped,  better  from  eating  and 
worse  from  empty  swallowing  and  worse  after  sleep.  There  is  thick, 
white  mucus  on  the  tonsils.  On  swallowing,  the  throat  feels  so  sore  that 
it  almost  seems  as  if  it  would  split.  Sour  eructations  may  accompany 
the  frontal  headache.  Now  these  gastric  symptoms  may  accompany  the. 
brain  fag.  Nausea,  which  is  worse  about  five  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  worse  when  attempting  to  rise.  He  also  complains  of  pressure  and 
weight  about  the  stomjich.  He  wants  to  belch  but  does  not  seem  to 
have  the  power  to  do  it.  The  irritating  effect  of  the  drug  is  further 
shown  by  diarrhoea  with  stools  which  are  thin,  yellow  and  sometimes 
oily,  with  a  great  deal  of  burning  and  smarting  at  the  anus  with  pros- 
tration and  unsuccessful  urging  to  stool.  The  kidneys'  are  congested. 
The  urine  has  an  abnormally  high  specific  gravity  and  contains  sugar. 
It  is  also  albuminous.  The  conjunctivae  are  yellow,  just  aa  you  find  in 
jaundice.  Papules  appear  on  the  face  and  turn  into  small  boils.  The 
feet  are  apt  to  be  cold.  These  then  are  the  main  symptoms  of  Picric 
acid.     Now  let  us  study  those  of  a  few  of  its  related  remedies. 

Pho»phoru8y  like  Picric  acid,  causes  fatty  changes  in  the  blood,  kid- 
neys, brain  and  spinal  cord.  Both  remedies  meet  in  sexual  excesses  and 
priapism  and  both  may  be  indicated  in  brain  fag;  both  have  congestive 
vertigo  and  crawling  and  tingling  sensations  here  «nd  there  over  the 
body.  The  distinction  lies  principally  here  :  Phosphorus  causes  more 
irritability  with  the  weakness,  as  displayed  by  oversensitiveness  to  all 
external  impressions.     Phosphorus  also  has  backache,  with  feeling  as  if 
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tlie  back  would  break  on  any  motion  and  with  burDi'Dg  spots  in  the 
back,  better  on  rubbing. 

Nux  vomicu  reserables  Picric  acid,  somewhat,  in  the  brain  fag  and  in 
the  gastric  symptohas,  in  tliesour  eructations,  in  the  aggravation  towards 
morning  and  in  the  inability  to  study. 

Oxalic  acid,  more  than  Phosphoru'^,  resembles  Picric  acid  in  the  ex- 
treme picture  of  spinal  softening.  There  are  weakness  ab<mt  the  loins 
and  hip,  gf  course,  extending  down  the  legs,  and  numbness  in  the  back. 
Picrit'  acid  has  more  heaviness  and  Oxalic  acid  more  numbness.  The 
legs  are  apt  to  be  bluish  and  cold.  The  patient  complains  of  paroxysms 
of  dyspnoja.  Another  symptom  and  one  indicative  of  spinal  meningitis, 
is  intense  inflamraatory  pain  all  through  the  back.  A  general  symp- 
tom of  Oxalic  acid  is  pains  coming  in  small  spots  and  greatly  aggra- 
vated on  thinking  of  them. 

Another  remetly  closely  related  to  Picric  acid  is  Stilphur,  This 
causes  congestion  of  the  lumbar  spine.  So  intense  is  tlils  congestion 
that  paraplegia  results.     There  is  petcntion  of  urine. 

PhosphoriG  acid  suits  cerebro-spinal  exhaustion  from  over-work. 
The  Iciiet  attempt  to  study  causes  heaviness,  not  only  in  the  head  but  in 
the  limbs. 

Argenhim  nitncum  has  backache,  worse  when  first  rising  from  a  seat 
and  better  from  moving  about,  with  trembling  weakness  of  the  limbs, 
fear  of  [projecting  corners,  etc.,  etc. 

Alumina  is  indicated  in  cases  somewhat  like  tjios®  calling  for  Picric 
acid,  but  is  distinguished  by  the  pains  in  the  spine  as  though  a  hot  iron 
had  been  thrust  into  the  part.  The  patient  staggers  when  walking  in 
the  dark.     He  also  lias  |)ainful  feeling  about  the  soles  of  the  feet. 

Silicea  is  quite  similar  to  Picric  acid.  It  is  useful  in  nervous  ex- 
haustion where  the  j>atient  dreads  any  exertion  either  of  body  or  mind. 
When  he  is  warme<l  up  to  his  work  he  can  get  along  pretty  well.  He 
also  has  numbness  in  the  toes,  fingers  and  back,  and  the  constipation 
pec'uliar  to  Silicea. 

Of  the  remedies  which  cause  violent  erections  you  may  compare  the 
folhvwing:  Canfharis,  PhosphoruSy  Capsicum^  Agari^im,  Puhatilkty 
PlaCnntm,  Opiumy  Ambra  ffriaeUf  Ztncum,  Physoatiffina^  Peiroidinuin. 
and  Mijyale.

Silicea  in  its  crude  state  is  inert.  It  is  insoluble,  and  hence  has  very 
little  effect  on  the  system.  When  potentized  according  to  the  formula 
of  Hahnemann  it  becomes  one  of  the  most  valuable  drugs  in  our  ma- 
teria medica.  It  is  a  grand  illustration  of  the  efficacy  of  potentiza- 
tion. 

The  great  and  important  effect  of  Silicea  lies  in  the  nutritive  changes 
which  are  made  by  it.  As  nutritive  changes  are  more  evident  in  the 
growing  child  than  in  the  adult  you  will  find  Silicea  symptoms  appear- 
ing mostly  in  children  from  infancy  up,  not  that  it  is  contraindicated 
0  in  the  adult,  but  its  use  is  shown  more  evidently  in  the  young.  The 
child  then  i^  imperfectly  nourished,  not  from  defective  quality  of  nour- 
ishment, but  from  defective  assimilation.  The  head  is  disproportion- 
ately large ;  the  fontanelles,  especially  the  anterior,  are  open ;  the  body 
is  small  and  emaciated,  with  the  exception  of  the  abdomen  which  is 
round  and  plump,  as  is  often  the  case  in  scrofulous  children.  The  head, 
including  the  scalp,  neck  and  fiace,  is  covered  with  an  offensive  sweat. 
The  face  is  pale,  waxen,  earthy,  or  yellowish.  The  bones  are  poorly 
developed,  as  are  also  the  muscles,  consequently  the  child  is  slow  in 
learning  to  walk.  Silicea  is  especially  adapted  to  rachitic  children. 
The  fibrous  parts  of  the  joints  are  inflamed,«6wollen  or  ulcerated.  This 
gives  the  joints,  especially  the  knees,  a  knob-like  appearance. 

Silicea  is  complementary  to  Thujay  especially  in  nervous  affections 
and  for  the  bad  effects  of  vaccination.  Whatever  we  may  say  in  favor 
of  the  necessity  of  vaccination  we  do  know  that  this  operation  may  be 
followed  by  unhappy  symptoms,  and  that,  too,  when  the  purest  of  virus 
has  been  used.  Hence  at  times  you  have  to  counteract  the  bad  effects 
that  may  follow  the  operation.  We  know  that  in  Paris  some  30,000 
or  40,000  children  were  vaccinated  after  each  were  given  a  dose  of 
Sulphur,  which  prevented  the  outbreak  of  any  other  disease  than  the 
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This  effect  places. Silicea  alongside  of  GraphiteSj  Graphites  being  a 
drug  you  will  remember  which'  tends  to  absorb  indurated  surfaces, 
even  going  so  far  as  to  effect  the  obliteration  of  cicatrices.  • 

The  same  has  been  said  of  Phytolaccaf  but  I  think  that  this  lacks 
confirmation.  It  certainly  lacks  the  confirmation  that  Graphites  has 
had. 

Sometimes  you  will  find  that  Silicea  is  unsuccessful  in  these  indura- 
tions. Then  a  dose  of  Sulphur ,  interpolated,  makes  the  Silicea  act 
better. 

In  ulceration  we  find  Silicea  useful.  In  fact  it  may  be  given  with 
good  result  in  all  forms  of  ulcers,  both  benign  and  malignant.  Its 
distinctive  features  are  ulcers  from  bone  diseases,  as  caries  or  necrosis, 
scrofulous  ulcers  which  appear  about  joints,  ulcers  which  appear  in  the 
back  from  vertebral  caries,  and  ulcers  which  appear  about  the  hip  in 
hip-disease,  particularly  if  connecting  with  fistulse.  The  pus  is  thin 
and  offensive,  and  often  mixed  with  blood  and  sometimes  with  little 
particles  looking  like  cheese.  There  is  very  little  tendency  to  heal 
spontaneously.  These  ulcers  are  relieved  by  warm  and  aggravated  by 
cold  applications. 

Silicea  acts  upon  the  bones.  "We  find  it  indicated  in  scrofulous 
children  where  the  bones  are  curved ;  where  spinal  curvature  is  present. 
Not  only  is  it  indicated  in  lateral  curvature,  but  where  there  is  caries 
of  the  vertebral  column  itself. 

It  may  also  be  indicated  in  disease  of  the  hip-  or  knee-joint,  when 
the  discharges  are  thin  and  offensive,  and  when  there  are  fistulous 
tra«ks  opening  into  the  joint.  The  patient  is  of  a  scrofulous  diathesis, 
and  presents  the  constitutional  characteristics  that  I  have  already  men- 
tion as  belonging  to  the  Silicea  patient.  In  addition  to  the  symptoms 
there  enumerated,  the  Silicea  patient  may  have  an  offensive  foot  sweat, 
and  this  tends  to  make  the  toes  sore  and  even  raw.  Sometimes  there 
may  be  an  offensive  axillary  sweat.  I  believe  that  the  best  remedy  for 
axillary  sweat  is  Petroleum.  The  child  also  has  tendency  to  swelling 
of  the  glands  which  'suppurate.  Now  with  these  symptoms  there  is 
marked  aggravation  from  touch,  a  peculiar  susceptibility  to  touch, 
in  fact.  I  would  here  compare  it  with  Lachesi^.  The  patient  does  not 
want  you  to  touch  him.  I  dwell  on  this  symptom  for  two  reasons; 
one  is  that  it  helps  you  to  differentiate  from  the  closely  allied  lime 
salts,  and  the  other,  because  it  illustrates  a  property  of  Silicea  which 
you  will  see  when  we  come  to  speak  of  its  action  on  the  nerves. 

Let  us  now  stop  to  compare  Silicea  with  its  related  remedies.    Asa- 
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thin,  bloody  excoriating  matter ;  or  they  may  be  dry,  and  then  there  is 
aflnoying  dryness  of  the  nose.  It  is  also  useful  when  the  catarrhal 
process  extends  bapk wards  and  involves  the  outlets  of  the  Eustachian 
tubes,  producing'  an  intolerable  itching  and  tingling  in  this  locality. 

"We  also  find  Silicea  indicated  in  some  forms  of  hay-asthma,  espe- 
cially that  which  begins  with  itching  and  tingling  in  the  nose  aijd  vio- 
lent sneezing  and  excoriating  discharge  from  the  nose. 

Silicea  has  also  an  action  on  the  lungs.  It  produces  h6arseness  and 
roughness  and  dryness,  with  a  tickling  cough  which  seems  to  come 
from  the  supra-sternal  fossa.  (Bumex  crispus  also  has  this  cough.) 
There  is  also  a  feeling  as  if  a  hair  were  lying  in  the  throat,  larynx  or 
trachea.  The  cough  is  excited  by  cold  drinks,  as  under  Rhus  iox.,  by 
the  very  act  of  speaking,  as  in  Phosphorus,  RumeXf  Ambra  grisea,  etc., 
and  worse  at  night  when  lying  down,  just  like  BumeXf  Phosphorus, 
and  Lycopodium.    Sometimes  it  ends  in  tlie  vomiting  of  mucus. 

Silicea  is  useful  in  the  suppurative  stage  of  tuberculosis,  when  the 
cough,  at  first  dry,  becomes  loose,  with  the  expectoration  of  offensive 
muco-pus.  You  will  find  it  of  great  service  in  the  phthisis  mucosa  of 
old  |)eople.  After  great  exertion  the  patient  expectorates  nasty  pus, 
which  is  horribly  offensive.  Silicea  will  not  cure  these  cases.  It  can 
only  j>alliate.  • 

Phellandrium  aquaticum  is  an  excellent  remedy  in  the  last  stages  of 
phthisis  when  the  expectoration  is  terribly  offensive. 

I  would  advise  you  to  remember  Capsicum  for  bronchial  catarrh 
when  the  bseath  is  not  offensive  except  during  the  cough.  You  know 
that  the  Capsicum  patient  is  of  lax  fibre  and  cauuot  get  up  the  expec- 
toration ;  so  some  of  it  lies  there  and  undergo«s  decomposition.  The 
air  of  ordinary  expiration  is  not  offensive,  but  as  soon  as  the  patient 
brings  that  from  the  very  depths  of  the  lungs,  the  offensive  odor  be- 
comes quite  marked. 

In  tonsillitis,  Silicea  is  indicated  when  the  tonsils  have  suppurated 
and  discharge<l  and  refuse  to  heal.  Especially  is  it  indicated  when  this 
condition  occurs  in  rachitic  children. 

In  the  Silicea  diarrhoea  the  stools  are  offensive  and  usually  painless 
and  lienteric.  The  child  vomits  its  food.  These  symptoms  are  asso- 
ciated with  the  characteristic  skin  lesions  and  constitutional  peculiarities 
which  go  to  make  up  the  Silicea  child. 

The  constipation  of  Silicea  is  of  this  character.  Stool  partially 
escapes  from  the  rectum  and  then  seems  to  slip  back.  I  think  that  this 
symptom  is  easily  explained.    There  is  defective  expulsive  power  on 
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the  part  of  the  rectum.     With  a  great  deal  o^  straining  iijo  stuoI  is 
partly  pushed  down.     When  the  bearing  down  ceases  then  it  slips  ba^'k. 

Next  you  have  to  remember  the  action  of  Silicea  on  the  nervous  sys- 
tem. It  has  here  a  very  peculiar  efTect,  which  was  pointed  out  first  by 
Dr.  Dunham.  It  causes  a  tendency  to  paralysis  and  pafralytic  weak- 
ness. Here,  too,  the  trouble  seems  to  bo  due  to  defective  nutrition  of 
the  nerves  themselves,  both  in  the  brain  and  spinal  cord.  Then  you 
will  have  to  remember  it  as  a  remedy  in  paralytic  weakness  accompa- 
nying disease  of  the  spinal  column.  Often,  with  this  condition,  there 
is  the  peculiar  constipation  I  have  just  diiscribetl.  With  all  these  para- 
l^^ic  troubles  there  is  au  over-susoei)til»ility  to  nervous  stimuli.  The 
senses  are  morbidly  keen.  The  brain  and  spine  cannot  bear  even  an 
ordinary  concussion  or  vibration.  The  surface  of  the  body  is  tender 
and  sensitive  to  the  touch.  Cold  aggravates  the  .symptoms  and  heat 
relieves. 

Silicea  may  be  given  in  convulsions  of  an  epileptic  character,  with 
well-marked  aura,  when  it  starts  from  the  solar  plexus,  as  in  Bnfo  and 
Nux  vomica.  The  attacks  are  also  said  to  come  in  certain  phases  of  the 
moon.  The  patients  are  worse  from  any  overstrain  of  the  mind  or 
emotions. 

The  headache  of  Silicea^is  of  a  nervous  character.  It  is  provoked 
by  any  excessive  mental  exertion.  Then  it  is  usually  supraorbital  and 
is  generally  worse  over  the  right  eye.  It  is  worse  from  any  noise,  mo- 
tion or  concussion,  and  hctter  from  wrapping  the  head  up  warmly.  It 
is  not  the  pressure,  but  the  warmth,  that  relieves.  Sharp,  tearing 
pains  rise  from  the  spine  into  the  head.  At  the  height  of  the  paroxysm 
there  is  apt  to  be  nausea  and  vomiting  from  sympathetic  involvement 
of  the  stomach. 

You  should  here  compare  ^lenyanlhcs,  Paris  qiutdnfolia  and  Ma^"^ 
nesia  mni\  Menyanthes  was  first  confirmed  by  Dr.  Dunham.  It 
has  a  peculiar  headache  coming  from  llie  nape  of  the  neck,  over  the 
head.  There  is  a  bursting  pain,  as  if  the  membranes  of  the  brain  were 
tense  and  were  pushing  the  skull  open.  This  is  relieved  by  pre^ure 
rather  than  by  warmth. 

Paris  qitoflri/olia  has  headache  of  spinal  origin,  which' arises  from 
the  najK?  of  the  neck  and  produces  a -feeling  as  though  the  head  were 
immensely  large. 

Stronlimia  curb,  produces  headache  coming  up  from  the  nape  of  the 
neck  and  spreading  thence  over  the  head.     It  is  just  exactly  like  the 
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headache  of  Silicea.  You  wilf  have  to  distinguish  by  the  collateral 
symptoms. 

There  arc  other  nervous  symptoms  produced  by  Silicea.  The  patient 
has  vertigo,  which,  like  the  pains»  seems  to  rise  from  the  spine  into  the 
head.  It  also  causes  difficulty  in  balancing.  He  has  a  fear  that  he 
will  fall  and  always  to  the  left.  Speech  is  somewhat  confused.  "He 
finds  it  difficult  to  grasp  the  exacj  expression  he  wishes,  and  this  even 
in  ordinary  conversation.  Sluggishness  is  a  contraindication  of  Silicea 
in  nervous  conditions.  You  cannot  use  it  in  torpid,  flabby,  nerveless 
persons.  Remember  that  exactly  the  opposite  is  the  case  with  disease 
of  the  lower  tissues. 

Silicea  acts  just  as  powerfully  on  the  spine  as  it  does  on  the  brain, 
causing  general  motor  weakness.  Here,  too,  it  is  attended  with  the 
same  irritability.  The  neck  is  stiff,  causing  headache.  This  stiffness 
of  the  neck  is  not  from  cold,  not  from  rheumatism  of  the  various  mus- 
cles, but  from  spinal  irritation.  The  small  of  the  back  aches  as  if 
beaten  or  pounded.  The  patient  complains  of  pains  about  the  coccyx, 
and  cramps  such  as  one  experiences  after  sitting  a  long  time  or  after 
riding  a  long  time  over  a  rough  road.  The  legs  tremble.  They  weary 
when  one  moves,  particularly  in  the  morning.  Loss  of  animal  fluids 
particularly  aggravates  the  symptoms.  For  instance,  seminal  emission 
or  coitus  causes,  or  is  followed  by,  bruised  aching  all  over  the  body. 
There  may  also  be  symptoms  of  the  spine  which  indicate  locomotor 
ataxia.  The  fingers  feel  stiff,  with  loss  of  power  in  them.  The  part 
of  the  body  on  which  he  lies,  goes  to  sleep. 

Silicea  is  useful  in  chronic  rheumatism.  It  is  one  of  the  remedies 
on  which  to  depend  in  treating  hereditary  rheumatism.  Particularly 
are  these  pains  in  the  shoulders  and  in  the  joints,  all  of  which  are  worse 
at  night  and  worse  when  uncovering. 

A  related  remedy  here  is  Ledum,  which  has  exactly  the  opposite 
aggravation  to  Silicea.  The  patient  is  worse  from  covering  up.  The 
symptoms  usually  extend  from  the  feet  upwards.

To-day  we  take  up  for  study  the  last  of  the  acid  remedies.  I  refer 
to  Arsenious  acid,  or  Arsenicum  album.  It  has  quit€  a  number  of  con- 
cordant remedies  and  quite  a  string  of  antidotes.  Its  complementary 
remedies  are  Phosphorus  and  Allium  saliva. 

Arsenicum  album  comes  to  us  quite  thoroughly  studied,  both  as  a 
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NITRIC,  HYDROCYANIC  AND  PICRIC  ACIDS.

Nrmic  ACID  as  a  chemical  substance  need  scarcely  be  explained  to 
you,  as  you  know  its  properties  so  well.  I,  therefore,  pass  on  to  con- 
sider its  use  as  a  medicine.  You  know  its  eflfects  on  the  tissues,  stain- 
ing the  skin  a  ditrk  yellowish-brown.  'It  is  a  highly  corrosive  acid, 
eating  into  the  flesh.  Hence  it  has  been  used*  for  the  removal  of  warts, 
tumors,  ulcers,  and  exuberant  granulations. 

It  acts  very  powerfully  on  the  mucous  membranes,  and  has  a  par- 
ticular affinity  for  the  outlets  of  mucous  surfaces  where  skin  and  mu- 
cous membrane  join.  Hence  you  will  find  its  symptoms  about  the 
mouth,  lips,  nostrils,  meatus  urinarius,  and  anus;  in  fact  wherever  skin 
and  mucous  membrane  come  together,  there  has  Nitric  acid  a  promi- 
nent action. 

As  an  illustration,  we  find  it  useful  in  stomacace  or  ulceration  of  the 
mouth.  Now,  keeping  up  the  character  of  the  drug,  this  stomacace 
will  present  its  most  violent  symptoms  about  the  lips.  There  will  be 
blisters  and  vesicles  on  and  around  the  lips  in  connection  with  the  sore- 
mouth.  Ptyalism  will  be  present,  jwirticularly  in  cases  that  have  been 
abused  by  mercury.    So,  too,  you  will  find  that  the  diarrhoea  is  asso- 
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ciatt'd  with  sorcuo.'vs  and  rawncsi*  of  the  anus.  Even  hrsiin-  mis  l>e 
prt*seiit,  as  I  have  already  said. 

The  characteristic  discharges  produoetl  by  Nitric  ftcid  are  offensive, 
thin  and  excoriating,  and,  if  purulent,  are  of  a  dirty  yeIlowi»<h-jjroeu 
color,  and  not  at  all  laudable. 

The  ulcere  calling  for  Nitric  acid  are  offensive  and  characteristicaUy 
irregular  in  outline,  and  tend  to  dip  deeply.  That  is  a  sufViritMil  <lid- 
tinttiou  from  the  ordinary  preparation  of  Mercurius,  which  pro*luc<js  a 
8uper6cial  flat  ulcer.  These  ult*r§  of  Nitric  acid  are  very  apt  to  lie 
filled  with  profuise  exuberant  granulationa.  They  ble^^l  readily  fnuu 
the  slightest  touch.  Even  the  dressing  that  you  apply  nmke?«  the  uht^r 
bleed.  The  pains  are  of  a  sticking  character,  as  if  splinters  wert'  sticking 
into  the  affected  parts.  They  are  often  associated  with  burning  \m\t\s. 
The  ulcei"s  are  worse  from  the  application  of  cold  water.  Nitric  acid  is 
particularly  indicatetl  in  syphilitic  ulcers  after  abuse  of  inen-ur}',  luid 
also  ia  those  of  a  scrofuhius  character  at\er  Qilcarea  has  failed. 

Another  evidence  of  the  of1eu?<iveness  of  the  exhalations  and  secre- 
tions in  Nitric  acid  is  found  in  the  urine,  which  has  a  strong  otior,  very 
much  like  that  of  the  horse.  It  probably  contains  an  excH>«*  of  bi|>- 
puric  acid.  This  symptom  is  most  liighly  develoj)eiI  in  Brnznic  n«V/. 
So  characteristic  is  it  in  that  drug  that  you  will  find  it  curing  in  i 
great  variety  of  diseases  when  that  symptom  is  present. 

The  stools,  too,  show  the  putridity  of  Nitric  acid.  They  are  verj- 
offensive,  aud  are  green  in  col<j4%  an«l  iu  children  contain  lumjis  of  ca**in. 
They  are  also  slimy  from  ext-esa  of  mucus  secretion  and  arc  associates! 
with  much  atraiuiug;  the  tenesmus  here  closely  allie*  it  to  Mcrcuritii. 
At  other  times,  jmrticularly  iu  scrofulous  children,  the  stiKils  are  pale 
from  deficiency  of  bile,  and  |wi8ty  aud  sour  as  well  as  offensive.       • 

Nitric  acid  affects  the  mucous  membranes,  producing  catarrhs.  We 
find  it  indicated  in  coryza,  particularly  when  it  is  assfMiati'd  with  some 
malignant  diaoase,  as  scarlatina  or  diphtiieria.  In  n:is;il  diphtheria,  Nitric 
acid  is  one  of  the  chief  remedies.  The  discharge  from  the  nose  ib  watery 
and  very  ofifensive,  excoriating  every  part  which  it  touches.  If  you 
examine  the  noee,  you  will  find  that  there  is  a  well-devclo|jed  white 
de|)08it  there.  Another  symptom  which  itt  very  characteriatio  as  accom- 
panying these  conditions,  is  intermittent  pulse.  If  the  membrane  w 
also  iu  the  throat,  you  will  have  ftetid  odor  from  the  throat  trK>.  Tl»e 
child  will  complain  of  a  feeling  as  though  there  was  a  epliuter  sticking 
in  the  throat.  This  is  a  general  charactoristic  of  Nitric  acid,  a  sensa- 
tion as  of  a  Bsh-boDe,  aplinter,  or  piece  of  glass  sticking  in  the  affected 
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part.  This  runs  all  through  the  Kvmptomatoh»<;^y  of  the  remeiJy.  You 
6ncl  it  in  the  uh^w,  and  you  find  it  in  the  rectum  asjKK-iatcd  with  the 
fistulae  and  piles,  and  you  find  it  here  in  the  tliroat. 

Nitric  acid  is  here  very  tsimilnr  to  its  complement,  Ai'um  irip/n/l/um, 
whicli  like  Nitric  acid  causes  this  excoriating  discharge  from  tlie  no!*e 
aiaking  the  lipa  sore ;  the  corners  of  the  raouth  crack,  the  child  cannot 
open  it8  mouth  on  ac<'onnt  of  the  soreness. 

Another  remedy  i»  MHriatic  acidf  which  has  thin  excoriating  dia- 
charge  from  the  nose,  intermittent  pulse  and  loss  of  appetite. 

Another  eflTcct  of  Nitric  acid,  and  one,  to<>,  in  which  it  hits  no  superior, 
is  its  use  to  remove  the  bad  eflTccts  of  mercury.  The  jmrticular  symp- 
toms which  call  for  it  in  thia  condition  arc  these :  Irritability,  restlessneas 
'  and  mental  anxiety.  •  This  irritability  amounts  to  cursing  and  swearing. 
There  are  also  periostetd  pains,  ophthalmia,  inflammation  or  ulceration 
of  the  eornea,  with  tendency  of  the  ulcers  to  f>erforate,  hanlnesti  of  hear- 
ing from  catarrh  of  the  middle  ear  and  Eustachian  tube,  ptyalisro, 
ulcers  in  the  thnmt,  caries  of  bones,  |>articularly  of  the  mastoid  process 
of  the  tempt)rul  bone,  dysentery,  etc. 

It  is  particularly  adapted  to  secondary  more  than  to  primary  syphilis, 
and  more  especially  adapted  to  secondary  syphilis  after  the  abuse  of 
mercury.  Chancres  have  even  returnwl  and  are  phageilenic.  There 
w  great  soreness  in  the  bones  at  night,  particularly  in  the  bonoH  of  the 
head  and  along  the  shins,  and  this  is  wor^e  from  every  change  in 
the  weather.  On  a  damp  day,  he  will  have  a  boring  ]>{iin  in  the  booes. 
Ulcers  ap))ear  in  the  throat  or  on  the  surface  of  the  Ixxiy,  and  theaeare 
characteristically  irregular  in  outline.  Warts  develop,  and  these  are 
almost  always  more  or  less  pe<liculatc<l.  There  are  yellowish-brown 
apots  or  cop|)er-colored  spots  ali  over  the  bo<ly.  There  is  great  de- 
bility with  sweat  and  exhaustion. 

When  mercury  has  been  abuse*!,  IJepar  is  probably  the  best  antidote 
we  have.  WMien  meRnirialization  is  conjoined  with  syphilis,  Nitric 
acid  is  the  prcfenible  remedy. 

Nitric  aci<l  may  be  needed  in  the  treatment  of  phthisis.  There  are 
sudden  rush  of  blood  to  the  chest,  and  decided  hectic  fever,  which  indicates 
ulceration  of  the  lungs  from  breaking  down  of  tubercles.  The  chest  u 
extremely  sore  to  the  touch.  The  patient  sutfers  from  frequent  hiemor- 
rhnges  from  the  lungs,  the  blootl  being  bright  red  and  profuse.  There 
is  great  dyspncea,  so  that  the  patient  cannot  talk  without  getting  out  of 
breath.  There  are  also  morning  hoarseness,  exhausting  phlhisieal  diar- 
rhcBB,  worse  in  Uie  morning,  and  sharp  stitches  through  the  rigiit  choit 
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to  the  w^pula.  The  pulse  is  intermittent.  The  least  attein[)t  at  exertji "n 
cau8e&  palpitation  of  the  heart  and  dyspncea.  The  sweat  comes  |>ariieu- 
larly  at  night  and  towards  morning  and  exhausts  the  patient  very  much. 
The  ttkin  is  apt  to  be  cold  towards  morning.  He  ik  chilly  on  getting 
into  hed.  Heat  comes  in  flashes,  or  it  is  only  in  the  hands  and  feet. 
The  skin  is  of  a  tickling  character  and  seems  to  annoy  him  all  night. 
You  hear,  on  examination,  loud  rales  all  thron^rh  the  che«t,  and  the  ex- 
jKJctoration  is  offensive,  bloody  and  deciiledly  purulent,  and  of  a  dirty 
green  color,  not  being  yellowish-green  and  laudable  as  you  find  under 
LycofKxltum  and  Pulsatilla.  Sometimes  the  cough  is  loose  ami  rattling 
in  character.  The  patient  is  usually  of  thin  build  with  dark  hair  and 
eyes. 

Nitric  acid  is  very  ofken  indictated  in  phthisis  after  Qtlcarea  oatrcamm 
or  Kali  curb.  Caloarea  Is  esjxjcially  suited  to  leucophlegraatic  patient*. 
The  face  is  pale  and  sallow.  There  is  soreness  of  the  chej^t  which  is 
very  much  aggravated  by  touch  or  pressure.  The  cough  is  loose  and 
rattling.  Diarrhcca,  if  present,  is  worse  in  the  evening.  Hoarsent*>*«», 
though  pertti;?tent,  is  painless.  When,  however,  the  Calcarea  condition 
has  run  into  the  acid  debility.  Nitric  acid  is  one  of  the  very  best  reme- 
dies to  follow.  It  does  not  often  cure  but  it  relieves  and  prolongs  life 
for  yeai'B. 

Still  another  application  that  we  may  make  of  Nitric  acid  is  in  typhoid 
fever,  particularly  in  the  ulcerative  stage,  that  is  when  Pey^'*'''  pateher* 
have  begun  to  ulcerate.  You  will  find  the  patient  greatly  exhaustinl. 
The  characteristic  indications  for  Nitric  acid  arelhcHe:  Stools  are  green, 
Blimy  and  offensive,  and  sometimes  purulent,  the  pusctiming  from  th«* 
ulcers,  and  there  is  profuse  bright  red  haemorrhage  from  the  Iniwel.'^, 
M'ith  fainting  on  the  slightest  motion.  The  tongue  is  either  whiUi'  and 
etudded  with  vesicles  or  little  sore  spots,  or  it  is  brownish  and  dry. 
We  have  well-marked  pneumonic  CH>m plications.  There  seems  to  be 
threatening  paralysis  of  the  lungs,  which  you  know  is  by  no  means  an 
unoommun  thing  in  typhoid  fever.  This  incipient  paralysis  of  the  lungs 
is  expressed  by  loud  rattling  of  mucus  in  the  lungs.  The  pulse  in  such 
cases,  you  will  find  to  lie  intermitting  at  every  third  beat. 

Now  do  not  forget  Mumhusj  Pho^phoruM^  Antimonium  tart.^  Araeni* 
cum  antl  Ctiprum  and  other  remedies  that  I  have  mentioned  in  this 
connection. 

In  htemorrhage  from  the  bowels  during  typhoid,  you  may  also  re- 
liiemlHT  Alumeiiy  which  is  useful  when  there  are  large  clots  {)a<>seil. 

Anfmicrtim  is  called  for  in  this  luBmorrhage  from  the  bowels  when  the 
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flow  consists  of  dark  watery  blood,  and  is  associated  with  anxiety  and 
restlessness. 

We  find  iJamame/ts  indicated  when  there  is  a  dark  venous  flow,  with- 
out anxiety.     Sometimes,  the  blood  is  dark  and  pitch-like. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Leptandray  which  is  useful  in  typhoid  fever 
with  symptoms  of  a  bilious  character,  when  the  stools  consist  of  black 
blood,  looking  like  pitch.

Hydrocyanic  acid  acts  upon  the  cerebro-spinal  nervous  system,  and 
particularly  ujwn  the  medulla  and  upi)er  portion  of  the  spinal  cord. 
It  produces  convulsions  which  are  very  much  like  those  of  the  fully- 
developed  epileptic  attack.  Dr.  Hughes,  of  Brighton,  England,  re- 
commends it  as  a  specific  for  epilepsy.  This,  of  course,  it  is  not.  To 
cure  this  disease,  you  will  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  symp- 
toms of  each  case,  and  prescribe  accordingly. 

Hydrocyanic  acid  also  produces  a  tetanus  which  resembles  very  ihuch 
that  produced  by  Nux  vomica.  The  body  is  stiffened  and  thrown  back, 
cramp  in  the  nape  of«the  neck  like  Cicuia;  breathing  comes  in  par- 
oxysms, the  jaws  are  set,  there  is  foaming  at  the  mouth,  but  the  face  is 
flushed. 

It  is  also  useful  in  convulsions  during  severe  attacks  of  illness,  when 
the  face  is  blue,  and  the  prostration  is  very  great.  There  are  gasping 
breathing,  clutching  at  the  heart,  and  livid  color  of  the  surface  of  the 
body. 

•You  may  also  give  Hydrocyanic  acid  for  very  severe  cases  of  pros- 
tration, with  approaching  paralysis  of  the  brain  and  lungs,  and  when 
there  is  gurgling  from  the  throat  to  the  stomach  when  swallowing. 

In  cholera,  Hydro(»yanic  acid  is  to  be  plac^l  by  the  side  of  Camphor, 
being  indicated  in  marked  collapse  with  sudden  cessation  of  all  dis- 
charges, as  vomiting  and  purging. 

In  scarlatina  it  is  indicated  in  almost  hopeless  cases  of  a  malignant 
type,  in  which  the  rash  is  livid  from  the  very  beginning.  The  feet 
are  almost  always  cold. 
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Hylrocyanic  aolil  m:iy  bo  given  for  the  eiiiigli  ol'  heart  di-'-i^f  whcoi 
it  is  wtdex  from  orgjinic  changes  in  the  lioart.     It  may  aUo  be  iii>o«l  ''•»«• 
the  dry  tickling'cough  of  consumptives. 

Yon  fnay  prefer  La\iroctru(fU»j  for  the  dry,  teas«ing  coiijrh  of  eon- 
Buniptives,  worse  at  night.  You  may  also  give  it  for  oough  with  px- 
pcetoration  which  contaios  little  specks  of  bloo<l  stsittered  tJirough  it. 

Picric  Acm. 

Picric  acid  causes  at  first  some  congestions.  These  are  soon  followed 
by  \reiiriness  and  mental  inactivity,  showing  how  intensely  the  reniedy 
attacks  the  vital  forces.  This  weariness  progresses  from  a  slight  feel- 
ing of  fatigue  on  motion  to  complete  paralysis.  It  is  acct>mpanied  by 
indittereoce  and  want  of  will-power  and  desire  to  lie  down  and  rest. 
Animals,  poisoned  with  this  acid,  were  anectc<l  with  paralysis  of  the 
hind  legs,  with  slow  bm^^thing  and  great  miisoular  weakness.  At  the 
autopsies  made  on  them,  tlie  ct^rtex  cereljri,  the  oercbellum,  meilulla 
oblongata  ami  spinal  cord  were  found  reduced  to  a  soft,  pulpy  mass, 
that  was  dark  brown  in  color,  and  loaded  with  little  shining,  grea^^y 
particles.  The  urine  was  rich  in  phosphate»  and  uric  acid,  and  pr^orin 
sulphates  aud  urates.  Albumen  and  sugar  were  also  found  in  the  urine 
The  liver  was  full  of  fat  granules. 

These  symptoms  and  pathological  observations  bespeak  the  use  of 
Picric  acid  in  diseases  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord.  To  give  it,  we 
neetl  not  wait  until  pandysJs  has  set  in.  We  may  find  it  useful  in 
typljoid  c*)nditions  an<l  also  in  conditions  of  iyvtAw  fag  when  the  mind 
has  been  over-worked.  In  the  latter  afl'ection,  brain  fag,  Picric  acid  U 
one  of  our  best  remcilies. 

It  is  alst»  useful  in  neurasthenia.  You  will  find  dull  heailache  with 
a^ravatiou  from  the  slightest  attempt  at  using  the  mind.  This  may 
be  in  the  furehead  or  in  a  still  worse  place,  in  the  occiput,  and  may  then 
extend  down  the  spine.  The  patient  complains  of  feeling  constantly 
tiitnl  anil  iKtiivy.  Any  attempt  to  study  brings  on  anew  these  symptoms 
of  the  bniin,  and  also  develops  burning  along  U>e  spine  and  very  great 
waikn^-ss  of  the  legs  and  Ijack,  with  soreness  of  the  muscles  and  jttints. 
Sometimes  sleep  is  restless  and  disturbed  by  priapismic  erections.  With 
thoBe,  of  course,  there  will  be  frequent  seminal  emlssiona.  Sometimes 
you  will  find  severe  pains  in  the  neck  and  occiput  going  up  to  tii« 
supraorbital  notch  or  forameu,  tiien  extending  down  into  the  fycA. 
There  are  hot  feeling  in  the  lowfer  dorsal  region,  iind  aching  and  drag- 
ging in  the  lumbar  region,  which  is  worse  from  motion.     On  awaking 
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from  a  sleep  the  patient  has  a  tirwl  aching  in  the  hinihar  region.  The 
legs  are  heavy  and  at  the  ftame  time,  weak.  With  this  heavine!<8  of  the 
feet,  he  eometiraes  complains  of  dull  frontal  headaclie.  SometimeB 
he  complains  of  numbneRS  and  crawling  in  the  legs,  with  trembling 
and  with  pricking,  as  if  from  needles.  He  has  tingling  of  tlie  lips, 
formication  about  the  head  and  crawling  as  of  ants  over  the  surface. 
The  least  exertion  causes  prostrntiuo.  He  also  has  vertigo,  worse  when 
he  stoops,  walks,  or  goes  up-stairs.  He  has  headaches  with  dull  throb- 
bing, heavy,  sharp  pains,  worse  from  study  or  movement  of  the  eyes, 
and  l>etter  frt^m  rest,  the  open  air,  or  binding  the  head  tightly.  The 
pupils  are  dilated.  Sparks  appear  before  flie  eyes,  which  may  even 
smart  and  burn.  Thick  matter  forms  in  the  canthi.  The  eye  symp- 
toms are  worse  from  artificial  light.  Accompanying  the  congestion  of 
the  head  is  nose-bleed.  The  nose  is  full  of  mucus.  The  patient  can 
breathe  only  when  the  mouth  is  ojien.  The  saliva  is  either  frothy  or 
stringy.  The  taste  in  the  mouth  is  like  that  of  the  acid  itnelf,  sour  and 
bitter.  The  throat  feels  rough  and  flcr!i|)ed,  l^etter  from  eating  and 
worse  from  empty  swallowing  and  worse  alter  sleep.  There  is  thick, 
white  mucus  on  the  tonsils.  On  swallowing,  the  throat  feels  so  sore  that 
it  almost  seems  as  if  it  would  split.  Stiur  eructations  may  accompany 
the  fnmtal  headache.  Now  these  ga.stric symptoms  nmy  accompany  the 
brain  fag.  Nausea,  which  is  worse  ab<uit  five  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  worse  when  attempting  to  rise.  Ue  also  complains  of  presRire  and 
weight  about  the  stomach.  He  wants  to  belch  but  docA  not  seem  to 
have  the  power  to  do  it.  The  irritating  effect  of  the  drug  is  further 
shown  by  diarrhoea  with  stools  which  are  thin,  yellow  and  sometimes 
oily,  wth  a  great  deal  of  burning  and  smarting  at  the  anus  with  pros- 
tration and  unsuccessful  urging  to  stool.  The  kidneys  are  congested. 
The  urine  has  an  abnorm.'dly  high  specific  gravity  and  contains  sugar. 
It  is  also  albuminoup.  The  conjunetiva*  are  yellow,  just  as  you  find  in 
jaundice.  Papules  ap{)ear  on  the  face  and  turn  into  small  boils.  The 
feet  are  apt  to  be  cold.  These  tJien  are  the  main  symptoms  of  Picric 
acid.     Now  let  us  study  those  of  a  few  of  its  related  remedies. 

Phosphonuif  like  Picric  acid,  causes  fatty  changes  in  the  blood,  kid- 
neys, brain  and  spinal  cord.  Both  remedies  meet  in  sexual  exoesBes  and 
priapism  and  both  may  be  indicated  in  bmin  fag;  both  have  congestive 
vertigo  and  crawling  and  tingling  sensations  here  and  ihcro  over  the 
body.  The  distinction  lies  principally  here :  Phosphorus  causes  more 
irritability  with  the  weakness,  as  displayed  by  oversensitiveness  to  all 
extcnial  impressions.     Phosphorus  also  has  backache,  with  feeling  as  if 
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the  buck  would  break  on  any  motion  and  with  burning  s|K»tj»  in  tlie 
back,  better  on  rubbing. 

Nux  vtmiica  resembles  Picric  acid,  somewhat,  in  the  brain  fag  and  in 
the  gastric  symptoms,  in  the  sour  eructations,  in  the  aggravation  towards 
morning  and  in  the  inability  to  study. 

Oxalio  acidy  more  than  PhosphoruB,  resembles  Picric  acid  in  the  ex- 
treme picture  of  spinal  softening.  There  are  weakness  about  the  loins 
aod  hips,  of  course,  extending  down  the  legs,  and  numbness  in  the  back. 
Picric  acid  has  more  heaviness  and  Oxalic  acid  more  numbness.  The 
legs  are  apt  to  be  bluish  and  cold.  The  patient  complains  of  punixysms 
ofdyspncea.  Anothersyftptom  and  one  indicative  of  spinal  meningiti*, 
is  intense  inflammatory  pain  all  through  the  back.  A  general  aymp- 
torn  of  Oxalic  acid  is  pains  coming  in  small  spots  and  greatly  aggra- 
vated on  thinking  of  them. 

Another  remetly  closely  related  to  Picric  acid  ia  S^Uphur,  This 
causes  congestion  of  the  lumbar  spine.  So  intense  is  this  congestioo 
that  i)araplegia  reeults.     There  is  retention  of  urine. 

Phosphoric  add  suits  cerebro-spinal  exhaustion  from  over-work. 
The  lea^t  attempt  to  study  causes  beaviuess.  Dot  only  in  the  bead  but  id 
the  liml)s. 

Aryadam  n'dricuin  has  backache,  worse  when  first  rising  from  a  seat 
and  better  I'i'um  moving  about,  with  trembling  weakness  of  the  limbs, 
fear  of  projetilng  corners,  etc.,  e^\ 

Alumina  is  indicated  ia  cases  somewhat  like  thoso  calling  for  Picric 
acid,  but  is  distinguished  by  the  pains  in  the  spine  as  though  a  hot  iron 
had  l)een  thrust  into  the  part.  The  patient  staggers  when  walking  io 
the  dark,     lie  also  has  painliil  feeling  about  the  soles  of  the  feet. 

Silicea  is  quite  similar  to  Pierio  acid.  It  is  useful  iu  nervous  ex- 
haustion where  the  patient  drejids  any  exertion  either  of  body  or  mind. 
When  he  is  warmed  up  to  his  work  he  ain  get  along  pretty  well.  He 
also  has  numbness  in  tlie  toes,  flngers  and  back,  and  the  constipation 
^leculiar  to  Silicea. 

Of  the  remedies  wlijclj  cause  violent  erections  you  may  compar<^  '^■^ 
following:     Cantfuin«,  Pho«phoruSy  Capnicumj   Agaricus,  PuLsn 
Platinum^  Opiuiiif  Ainbra  grisea,  Zfncum,   J^iyaotstiffina,  Pdroselinuui 
and  MuyaUt

SiLiCEA  in  its  crude  state  is  inert.  It  is  insoluble,  and  hence  has  very 
little  effect  on  the  system.  When  potentized  according  to  the  formula 
of  Hahnemann  it  bec<^mes  one  of  the  most  valuable  drugs  in  our  ma- 
teria medica.  It  is  a  grand  illustration  of  the  efficacy  of  iMDtentiza- 
tion. 

The  great  and  important  effect  of  Silicea  lies  in  the  nutritive  changes 
which  are  made  by  it.  As  nutritive  changes  are  more  evident  in  the 
wing  child  than  in  the  adult  you  will  find  Silicea  symptoms  appear- 
ing mostly  in  childreu  from  infancy  up,  not  that  it  is  coot  mind  icatctl 
in  the  adult,  but  its  use  is  shown  more  evidently  in  the  young.  The 
child  then  is  imperfectly  nouMshetl,  not  from  defective  quality  of  oour- 
isbment,  but  from  defective  assimilation.  The  head  is  disproportion- 
ately large;  the  fontanel les,  e8|)ecially  the  anterior,  are  open ;  the  body 
is  small  and  emaciated,  with  the  e.\ception  of  the  abdomen  which  is 
round  and  plump,  as  i.s  often  the  wise  in  scrofulous  children.  The  head, 
including  the  scalp,  neck  and  face,  is  covered  with  an  offensive  sweat. 
The  face  is  pale,  waxen,  earthy,  or  yellowish.  The  bones  are  |K>orly 
developed,  as  are  also  the  muscles,  consequently  the  child  is  slow  in 
learning  to  walk.  Silicea  is  es|)ecially  adapted  to  rachitic  children. 
The  tibrous  parts  of  the  joints  are  inflamed,  swollen  or  ulcerated.  This 
gives  the  joints,  e8|K*cially  the  knees,  a  knob-like  appearance. 
^^L  Silicea  is  complementary  to  Thuja,  esjMN.'ially  in  nervous  affections 

WK  and  for  the  bad  effwts  of  vaccination.  Whatever  we  may  my  in  favor 
I  of  the  necessity  of  vaccination  we  do  know  that  this  operation  may  be 

I  followed  by  unhappy  symptoms,  and  that,  too,  when  the  purcj^t  of  virus 

^^  lias  been  used.  Hence  at  times  you  have  to  counteract  the  bad  effects 
^f  that  may  follow  the  operation.  We  know  that  in  Paris  some  30,0()0 
P  or  40,000  children  were  vaottinated  af\er  each  were  given  a  dose  of 

^_        Sulphur,  which  prevented  the  outbreak  of  any  otlier  disease  than  the 
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vact'iiua  il><it.     If  sucli  had  eflTei'tft  as  ery>;i|U'la*^,  convulsions  or 
rhcpa  should  fullow,  then  you  will  give  Silicca,  which  will  cure  the  oiae." 
Thuja  itself  is  complementary  here,  and  comes  in  very  well  for  diar- 
rlnpu  following  vamn;i(ion,an>l  also  aWich  the  vaccination  fever  U  liij-li 
Pustules  lil^f  ())ose  of  small-poX|  together  with  a  rash,  ai>|"  •"•  >''  ••  ►  r 
body. 

You  notice  that,  to  the  right  on  the  l)oanl,  I  have  placed  Mereuriu*, 
prefixed  hy  a  *'  crescendo  "  mark.  That  means  that  jMercurius  does  not 
follow  well  after  Silicea.  Their  syraptomatoloj^ies  arc  seemingly  similar, 
and  yet  they  do  not  seem  to  agree,  although  Silicea  will  antidote  some 
of  the  effects  of  mercury,  but,  as  potentize<l  njcdicincs,  they  do  not 
follow  each  other  well,  hence  you  must  be  careful  in  da^iiling  between 
the  two  clrngs. 

FhtorJe  acid  antidot»?8  the  over-use  of  Silicea  in  Iwne  affcctiooa. 

Ilcjtftr  also  antidotes  some  of  the  eflfects  of  Silicea. 

We  are  now  ready  to  take  np  the  effects  of  the  drug.  First,  on  cel- 
lular tissue.  Silicea  has  long  jjeen  known  as  a  valuable  Arw^  becauw 
of  its  allinity  for  cellular  tissue.  It  produces  inHammation  of  thi«  vart 
tissue  of  the  body,  an  inflammation  which  progresses  to  suppuration  and 
suppunitlon,  too,  which  is  rather  indolent  or  sluggish  in  ty|R*,  not  neces- 
sarily malignant  but  tending  rather  to  j>er|>etuate  itself  and  Ijecome 
chronic.  The  case  tendi^  rather  towards  chroniiity  than  towards  reso- 
lution. The  termination  of  the  Silicea  cellulitis  then  is  in  suppuration 
which  is  [Kjrsistent,  in  ulceration  which  is  also  pernistent,  or  in  indura- 
tion. You  nwy  have  it  indicatetl  in  any  one  of  these  forms.  1  have 
already  illustrated  this  in  the  application  of  Silicea  to  the  tonsils,  wbeo 
these  glands  suppurate  and  refuse  to  heal.  You  will  see  it  also  in  Uie 
treatment  of  boils  or  furuncle?,  furuncles  which  recur  in  cropland  which 
do  not  heal  readily,  but  c«)ntinue  to  discharge  a  rather  thin  watery  and 
even  ichorous  pus,  usually  having  a  foul  odor,  oi'  even  thick  pus. 
Silicea  may  frequently  l)e  suggested  as  a  remedy  to  prevent  boils,  on 
account  of  its  tendency  to  province  inHammation  of  the  connective  tisaue. 

So,  too,  it  would  be  suggested  in  that  dread  di->ejL«c,  cnrbtxnclc,  par- 
ticularly when  it  is  situated  between  the  shoulder  ajid  nape  of  tl"  rwL-. 
a  common  site  for  carbuncle. 

Silioea  may  also  l>e  iiseil  for  induration.  For  instance,  following  the 
treatment  of  boils  and  al)6cos8es,  or  other  inflammations  of  the  kind 
involving  the  parenchyma  of  an  organ,  you  may  have  plastic  exutla- 
tioo,  giving  you  inflammation  with  induration.  This  induration  tends 
to  lM^  absorbed  under  Silicea, 
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TIB  cttt^t  plncTS  Silicea  alongsUle  of  GraphUvs,  Gz'upliiti'S  heiu^  a 
drug  you  will  remember  which  tends  to  absorb  induruteil  surfaoea, 
even  going  so  far  as  to  effect  the  obliteration  of  cicatrices. 

The  Fame  has  been  said  of  Phi/tohccat  but  I  think  that  ihn  laek^  * 
contirmation.     It  certainly  lacks  the  confirmation  that  Graphites  has 
bad. 

8<)D)etin)es  you  will  find  that  Silicca  is  unsuccessful  in  these  indura- 
tions. Then  a  dose  of  Sulphur^  interpolated,  makes  tlic  8ilicea  act 
better. 

In  ulceration  we  find  Silicea  useful.  In  fact  it  may  be  given  with 
good  result  in  all  forms  of  ulcers,  both  l>enign  and  raalijji^nant.  Its 
dir*tinctive  features  are  ulcers  from  bone  diseases,  as  caries  or  necrosis, 
ficrofulous  ulcers  which  ap|>ear  abojit  joints,  ulcers  which  appear  in  the  . 
back  from  vertebral  caries,  and  ulcers  which  appear  about  the  hip  in 
hip-disease,  particularly  if  counecting  with  fistuhe.  The  pus  is  thin 
and  onensivo,  and  often  mixed  with  blood  and  sometimes  with  little 
l^articles  looking  like  cheese.  ^There  is  very  little  tendency  to  heal 
fiponlaneously.  These  ulcers  are  relieved  by  warm  and  aggravated  by 
cold  applications. 

Silieeu  acts  upon  the  bones.  We  find  it  indicated  in  scrofulous 
children  where  the  bones  are  curved  ;  where  spinal  curvature  is  present. 
Not  only  is  it  indicated  in  lateral  curvature,  but  where  there  is  caries 
of  the  vertebral  colunin  itself. 

It  may  also  be  indicated  in  disease  of  the  hip-  or  knee-joint,  when 
tlie  discharges  are  thin  and  offensive,  and  when  tliere  are  fistulous 
tracks  opening  into  the  joint.  The  |>atient  is  of  a  scrofulous  diathesis, 
and  presents  the  constitutioftal  characteristics  that  I  have  already  men- 
tion as  belonging  to  the  Silicea  patient.  In  addition  to  the  symptoms 
there  enumerated,  the  Silicea  patient  may  have  an  offensive  foot  sweat, 
and  this  tends  to  make  the  toes  sore  and  even  raw.  Sometimes  there 
may  be  an  offensive  axillary  sweat.  I  believe  that  the  best  reme<ly  for 
axillary  sweat  is  Pftrolaim.  The  child  also  has  tendency  to  swelling 
of  the  glands  which  suppurate.  Now  with  these  symptoms  there  is 
marked  aggravation  from  touch,  a  peculiar  susceptibility  to  touch, 
in  fact.  I  would  here  compare  it  with  Lfichcnis.  The  patient  d<.>es  not 
want  you  to  touch  him.  I  dwell  on  this  symptom  for  two  ri'ttstms; 
ne  is  tliat  it  helps  you  to  differentiate  from  the  closely  allieil  lime 
llts,  and  the  other,  because  it  illustrates  a  property  of  Silicea  which 
you  will  see  when  we  come  to  speak  of  its  action  on  the  nerves. 

Let  us  now  stop  to  compare  Silicen  with  its  related  remedies.    Aac^ 
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J^ciiila  h.ts  oflTvniiivc  disclxarges  from  the  booes.  It  is  cIUtiiigiiLrh.-i.l, 
how«'\'er,  by  the  intolerable  soreness  aroand  the  alcer.  For  iostanoe, 
in  caries  of  the  tibia,  with  an  external  outlet  and  dbcharging  pi»,  tho 
imrts  an^und  the  nicer  are  so  eore  and  tender  to  the  tonch  liiat  the 
patient  cannot  bear  the  dreeeing . 

Phwtphoruui  is  very  similar  to  Silicea  in  bone  disease.  It  restttoblei 
it  in  abscess^  particularly  in  mammary^  abscess,  with  fistnloos  openings. 
It  Is  gimilar,  too,  in  the  caries  of  bone,  particularly  in  necrosis.  Phus- 
phoruji,  like  Silioea,  has  this  over-excitability  of  the  nervous  by«teni. 

PUitinum  mnr.  is  also  a  valuable  drug  in  caries  of  the  l>on«> 

Another  is  AiupiMturUf  which  is  particularly  useful  in  cmt'ivs  ut  mc 
long  Ixjncs,  as  the  humerus,  tibia,  femur,  etc. 

Sirontianq  carbonica  is  especially  useful  in  caries  of  the  femur  with 
coix     ■  iter}' diarrhfjea. 

('  J  salt  is  rich  in  carbonate  of  lithium,  and  is  very  Qsefhl 

for  symptoms  precisely  like  those  of  Silicea,  namely,  carious  uhrrs  or 
ulcers  al)out  joints,  such  as  occur  in  hip-disease  or  in  caries  of  the  ver- 
tebne.     The  discharge  is  acrid  and  excoriAting. 

Sulphur f  Calcareaf  and  LycojxxUnm  are  similar  to  Silicc«  in  the 
scrofulous  diseases  of  children.  The  distinction  between  C'alairtn  and 
Silicea  is  as  follows:  The  Calcarca  head  sweat  is  confined  to  the  «f-'^" 
and  is  mur  rather  than  ofiensive.  The  feet  also  are  damp  from  s  ■ 
but  the  sweat  does  not,  as  in  Silicea,  make  the  feet  sore  or  raw.  Cal- 
carea  lacks  the  sensitiveness  to  touch  of  Silicea. 

In  this  sweating  of  the  head,  the  body  being  dry,  Silioea  is  exactly 
opposite  to  liktis  tox.f  which  has  sweating  of  the  body,  the  head  being 
dn. 

The  mncous  membranes  do  not  escape  the  action  of  Silicea.  We 
have  otorrhoBa,  the  discharge  from  the  ear  being  offensive,  watery,  and 
curtly;  that  is,  you  find  whey-like  curds  in  it.  Often  you  find  the 
membrana  tympani  |)erforated  with  discharge  of  pus  thence,  containing 
little  pieoea  of  bone,  the  result  of  involvement  of  the  mastoid  process 
by  the  disease. 

There  w  keratitis,  especially  with  teiulency  to  the  formation  of 
sloughing  ulcers.  These  ulcers  sloujrh  and  perforate  the  cornea  like 
those  of  AUnc  aciti  These  in  the  Siliceji  child  are  not  vascular,  so 
there  is  not  much  infiltration  of  the  surrounding  tia^ues.  Hypopyon  is 
pref^nt.     The  litis  are  swollen  and  covcretl  with  suppurating  styes. 

The  nose  is  affected.  Silioea  is  especially  useful  in  nasal  catarrh 
when  ulcers  exist  on  the  mucous  membranes,  and  these  discharge  a 
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tliin,  l)loocly  excoriating  matter;  or  they  may  be  dry,  and  then  there  i» 
annoying;  dryness  of  the  nose.  It  Is  also  useful  when  the  catarrhal 
prm-ets  extends  backwards  and  involves  the  outlets  of  the  Eustachian 
tul)e<t,  producinj;^  an  intolerable  itching  and  tingling  in  this  locality. 

We  also  find  Silicea  inillcatcd  in  some  forms  of  hay-asthma,  espe- 
cially that  which  begins  with  itching  and  tingling  in  the  noee  and  vio- 
lent sneezing  and  exc«3riating  discharge  from  the  nose. 

Silicea  has  also  an  action  on  the  lungs.  It  produces  hoarsenesB  and 
roughness  and  dryness,  with  a  tickling  cough  which  seems  to  come 
from  the  supra-sternal  fos-sa.  (liuinex  crispus  also  has  this  cough.) 
There  is  also  a  feeling  as  if  a  hair  were  lying  in  the  throat,  larynx  or 
trachea.  The  cough  is  excited  by  cold  drinks,  as  under  Rhus  tax.,  by 
tlie  very  act  of  speaking,  as  in  Phosphonut,  Rumejc,  Ambra  griftuiy  etc., 
and  worse  at  night  when  lying  down,  just  like  Rumex,  Pho»phoru8, 
and  Lycopodiuui,     Sometimes  it  ends  in  the  vomiting  of  mucus. 

Silicea  is  useful  in  the  suppurative  stage  of  tuberculosis,  when  the 
cough,  at  first  dry,  becomes  loose,  with  the  expectoration  of  offensive 
muco-pufl.  You  will  find  it  of  great  service  in  the  phthinis  mucosa  of 
old  i)eople.  After  great  exertion  the  patient  expectorates  nasty  pus, 
which  is  horribly  offensive.  Silicea  will  not  cure  these  cases.  It  can 
only  |>alliate, 

Phellandrinm  aquaticum  is  an  excellent  reme<ly  in  tlie  last  stages  of 
phthisis  when  the  expectoration  is  terribly  pffensive. 

I  would  advise  you  to  remeraljer  Capsicurn  for  bronchial  catarrh 
when  the  breath  is  not  offensive  except  during  the  cough.  You  know 
that  the  Capsicum  patient  is  of  lax  fibre  and  caunot  get  up  the  cxjiee- 
toration ;  so  some  of  it  lies  there  and  undergoes  decomposition.  The 
air  of  ordinary  expiration  is  not  offensive,  but  an  soon  as  the  patient 
brings  that  from  the  vety  depths  of  the  lungs,  the  offensive  odor  be- 
comes quite  marked. 

In  tonsillitis,  Silicea  is  indicatetl  when  the  tonsils  have  suppurated 
and  discharged  and  refuse  to  heal.  R^pccially  is  it  indicated  when  this 
condition  occurs  in  rachitic  children. 

In  the  Silicea  diarrhoea  the  stools  are  offensive  and  usually  painless 
and  lientcric.  The  child  vomits  its  food.  These  symptoms  are  asso- 
ciat(.fl  with  (he  characteristic  skin  lesions  and  constitutional  peculiarities 
which  go  to  make  up  the  Silicea  child. 

The  wnstipation  of  Silicea  is  of  this  character.  Stool  partially 
escapes  from  the  rectum  and  titen  seems  to  slip  Imck.  1  think  that  this 
symptom  is  easily  explaine<l.     There  is  defective  expulsive  power  on 
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the  part  of  the  rectum.     With  a  great  deal  of  fltraiiiinj:  the  i*tc 
partly  pushed  down.     When  the  bearing  down  eeasofe  then  it  t»Iip«*  bac 

Next  you  have  to  remember  the  action  of  Silicea  on  the  nervous  <;\'s- 
tem.  It  has  here  a  very  peculiar  effect,  which  wa.s  pointed  out  first  by 
Dr.  Dunham.  It  causes  a  tendency  to  paralvftia  and  jiaralytic  weak< 
nesB.  Here,  too,  the  trouble  scem8  to  be  due  to  defective  nutrition  of 
the  nerves  tiiemselves,  both  in  the  brain  and  spinal  conl.  Then  ymi 
will  have  to  remember  it  as  a  remedy  in  paralytic  weakness  a<!compa- 
nying  disease  of  the  spinal  column.  Often,  with  this  condition,  there 
ia  the  pwuliar  constipation  I  have  just  described.  With  all  the«ie  jiani- 
lytic  troubles  there  is  au  over-susceptibility  to  nervous  stimuli.  The 
senses  are  morbidly  keen.  The  brain  and  spine  cannot  bear  even  an 
ortlinary  concussion  or  vibration.  The  surface  of  the  body  is  tender 
and  seuitilive  to  the  touch.  Cold  aggravates  the  pymj)tom'i  and  heai 
relieves. 

Silicea  may  be  given  in  convulsions  of  an  epileptic  character,  with 
woll-murkctl  anr:i,  when  it  starts  from  the  solar  plexus,  as  in  /'    *        ! 
Ntix  vomica.     The  attacks  are  also  said  to  come  in  c«*rt;iin  pba- 
moon.    The  patients  are  worse  from  any  overstrain  of  the  mind  or 
emotions. 

The  headache  of  Silicea  is  of  a  nervous  character.  It  is  provoked 
by  any  excessive  mental  exertion.  Then  it  is  usually  supraorbital  and 
is  genendly  worse  over  the  right  eye.  It  is  worse  from  any  noise,  m«>- 
tion  or  concussion,  and  better  from  \NTapping  the  head  up  warmly.  It 
is  not  the  pressure,  but  the  warmth,  that  relieves.  Sharp,  tesiring 
pains  rise  from  the  spine  into  the  head.  At  the  height  of  the  paroxysm 
there  is  apt  to  be  nausea  and  vomiting  from  sympathetic  involvement 
of  the  stomach. 

You  should  here  compare  Menifanthes,  Paris  quadrifoUa  and  Mag^ 
ncBia  mur,  Menyanthes  was  tirisk  confirmed  by  Dr.  Diinhain.  It 
lias  a  peindiar  headache  coming  from  the  nape  of  the  neck,  over  the 
head.  There  is  a  bursting  pain,  as  if  the  membranes  of  the  brain  were 
tense  and  were  pushing  the  skull  open.  This  is  relieved  by  preanure 
rather  than  by  warmth. 

Paris  qitadrJfoHa  has  headache  of  spinal  origin,  which  arises  from 
the  na{)c  of  the  neck  and  produces  a  feeling  as  though  the  head  W«re 
imraen.s4.ly  large. 

Sb'ontiana  mrh.  produces  headache  coming  up  from  the  nape  of  the 
neck  and  spreading  thence  over  the  liead.     It  is  just  exactly  like  the 
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headache  of  Silicea.  You  will  tave  to  distinguish  hj  the  collateral 
symptoms. 

There  are  other  nervous  symptoms  produced  by  Silicea.  The  patient 
has  vertigo,  which,  like  the  pains,  seems  to  rise  from  the  spine  into  the 
head.  It  also  causes  difficulty  in  balancing.  He  has  a  fear  that  he 
will  fall  and  always  to  the  left.  Speech  is  somewhat  confused.  He 
finds  it  difficult  to  grasp  the  exact  expression  he  wishes,  and  this  even 
in  ordinary  conversation.  Sluggishness  is  a  contraindication  of  Silicea 
in  nervous  conditions.  You  cannot  use  it  in  torpid,  flabby,  nerveless 
persons.  Remember  that  exactly  the  opposite  is  the  case  with  disease 
of  the  lower  tissues. 

Silicea  acts  just  as  powerfully  on  the  spine  as  it  does  on  the  brain, 
causing  general  motor  weakness.  ,  Here,  too,  it  is  attended  with  the 
same  irritability.  The  neck  is  stiff,  causing  headache.  This  stiffness 
of  the  neck  is  not  from  cold,  not  from  rheumatism  of  the  various  mus- 
cles, but  from  spinal  irritation.  The  small  of  the  back  aches  as  if 
beaten  or  pounded.  The  patient  complains  of  pains  about  the  coccyx, 
and  cramps  such  as  one  experiences  after  sitting  a  long  time  or  after 
riding  a  long  time  over  a  rough  road.  The  legs  tremble.  They  weary 
when  one  moves,  particularly  in  the  morning.  *  Loss  of  animal  fluids 
particularly  aggravates  the  symptoms.  For  instance,  seminal  emission 
or  coitus  causes,  or  is  followed  by,  bruised  aching  all  over  the  body. 
There  may  also  be  symptoms  of  the  spine  which  indicate  locomotor 
ataxia.  The  fingers  feel  stiff,  with  loss  of  power  in  them.  The  part 
of  the  body  on  which  he  lies,  goes  to  sleep. 

Silicea  is  useful  in  chronic  rheumatism.  It  is  one  of  the  remedies 
on  whicii  to  depend  in  treating  hereditary  rheumatism.  Particularly 
are  these  pains  in  the  shoulders  and  in  the  joints,  all  of  which  are  worse 
at  night  and  worse  when  uncovering. 

A  related  remedy  here  is  Ledum,  which  has  exactly  the  opposite 
aggravativ>n  to  Silicea.  The  patient  is  worse  from  covering  up.  The 
symptoms  usually  extend  from  the  £eet  upwards.

To-day  we  take  up  for  study  the  last  of  the  acid  remedies.  I  refer 
to  Arsenious  acid,  or  Arsenicum  album.  It  has  quite  a  number  of  con- 
cordant remedies  and  quite  a  string  of  antidotes.  Its  complementary 
remedies  are  Phosphorus  and  Allium  sativa. 

Arsenicum  album  comes  to  us  quite  thoroughly  studied,  both  as  a

Nitric  acid  as  a  chemical  substance  need  scarcely  be  explained  to 
you,  as  you  know  its  properties  so  well.  I,  therefore,  pass  on  to  con- 
sider its  use  as  a  medicine.  You  know  its  effects  on  the  tissues,  stain- 
ing the  skin  a  dark  yellowish-brown.  It  is  a  highly  corrosive  acid, 
eating  into  the  flesh.  Hence  it  has  been  used  for  the  removal  of  warts, 
tumors,  ukrers,  and  exuberant  granulations. 

It  acts  very  powerfully  on  the  mucous  membranes,  and  has  a  par- 
ticular affinity  for  the  outlets  of  mucous  surfaces  where  skin  and  mu- 
cous membrane  join.  Hence  you  will  find  its  symptoms  about  the 
mouth,  lips,  nostrils,  meatus  urinarius,  and  anus;  in  fact  wherever  skin 
and  mucous  membrane  come  together,  there  has  Nitric  acid  a  promi- 
nent action. 

As  an  illustration,  we  find  it  useful  in  stomacace  or  ulceration  of  the 
mouth.  Now,  keeping  up  the  character  of  the  drug,  this  stomacace 
will  present  its  most  violent  symptoms  about  the  lips.  There  will  be 
blisters  aiid  vesicles  on  and  around  the  lips  in  connection  with  the  sore- 
mouth.  Ptyalism  will  be  present,  particularly  in  ca-ses  that  have  l>een 
abused  by  mercury.     So,  too,  you  will  find  that  the  diarrhoea  is  asso- 
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ciatecl  with  sor<  ik-ss  and  rawness  of  the  anas.     Even  dsBurcs  mmj  be 
present,  as  I  huv«'  already- said. 

The  characteristic  discharges  produced  hy  Nitric  acid  are  ofTenATC, 
tliiu  and  excoriating,  and,  if  purulent,  are  of  a  dirty  yellowisli-greea 
color,  and  not  at  all  laudable. 

The  ulcers  calling  for  Nitric  acid  are  offensive  and  chanwtcristicalljr 
irregular  in  outline,  and  tend  to  dip  deeply.  That  is  a  sunV'ii'nt  dis- 
tinction from  the  ordinary  preparation  of  Mercurius,  which  pnxluccs  a 
superficial  flat  ulcer.  These  ulcers  of  Nitric  acid  are  very  apt  to  Ijc 
filled  with  profuse  exuberant  granulations.  They  blee<l  nwlily  from 
the  slightest  touch.  Even  the  dressing  that  you  apply  makes  the  ti'  - 
bleed.  The  pains  are  of  a  sticking  character,  as  if  splinters  were  sti< '. 
into  the  affected  parts.  They  are  often  ass<x'iated  with  burning  pains. 
The  ulcers  arc  worse  from  the  application  of  cold  water.  Nitric  acid  is 
particularly  indicated  in  syphilitic  ulcers  after  abuse  of  mercury,  and 
also  in  those  of  a  scrofulous  character  after  Catcarca  has  failed. 

Another  evidence  of  the  olfensiveness  of  the  exhalations  and  apore- 
tions  in  Nitric  acid  is  found  in  the  urine,  which  has  a  strong  odor,  very 
much  like  tliat  of  the  horse.  It  probably  contains  an  ext**s99  of  bip- 
puric  acid.  This  symptom  is  most  highly  developed  in  Bcuznw  add. 
So  characteristic  is  it  in  that  drug  that  you  will  find  it  curing  in  a 
great  variety  of  diseases  when  tliat  symptom  is  present. 

The  stools,  too,  show  the  putridity  of  Nitric  acid.  Tliey  are  very 
offensive,  and  are  green  in  color,  and  in  children  contain  lunijw  of  caseiii. 
They  aie  also  slimy  from  excess  of  mucus  secretion  and  are  associated 
with  much  straining;  the  tenesmus  here  closely  allies  it  to  Mercurios. 
At  other  times,  particularly  in  scrofulous  children,  the  stwls  are  pale 
from  deficiency  of  bile,  and  pasty  and  sour  as  well  as  otren>jive. 

Nitric  acid  affects  the  mucous  membranes,  producing  catarrhs.  We 
find  it  indicated  in  oor\za,  particularly  when  it  is  associated  with  some 
malignant  disease,  as  scarlatina  or  diphtheria.  In  nasal  diphtheria,  Nitric 
acid  is  one  of  the  chief  remeilics.  The  discharge  from  the  noee  is  watery 
and  very  offensive,  excoriating  every  part  which  it  touches.  If 
examine  the  nose,  you  will  find  that  there  is  a  well -developed  wl... 
de|)osit  there.  Another  symptom  which  is  very  characteristic  as  aooom* 
panying  theae  conditions,  is  intermittent  pulse.  If  the  membrane  is 
also  in  the  throat,  you  will  have  fcetid  cnlor  from  the  throat  too.  The 
child  will  complain  of  a  feeling  a**  though  there  was  a  splinter  aticking; 
in  the  throat.  This  is  a  general  characteristic  of  Nitric  acid,  a  sensa- 
tion as  of  a  fish-bone,  splinter,  or  piece  of  glass  sticking  in  the  afieeted 
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part.  This  runs  all  through  the  pymptomatolngy  of  the  reme«ly.  You 
find  it  in  the  ulcers,  and  you  find  it  ia  the  rectum  associated  with  Hip 
fiituhr  Hud  piles,  and  you  find  it  here  in  the  throat 

Nitric  acid  is  here  very  similar  to  its  complement.  Arum  iriphylhun^ 
ii^hich  like  Nitric  acid  causes  this  excoriating  discharge  frora  the  wysQ 
tnakiog  the  lips  sore ;  the  corners  of  the  mouth  crack,  the  child  cannot 
open  its  mouth  on  account  of  the  soreness. 

Another  reraetly  is  Muriatic  acid,  which  has  tliin  excoriating  dis- 
charge from  the  nose,  intermittent  pulse  and  Ios8  of  appetite. 

Another  effect  of  Nitric  acid,  and  one,  too,  in  which  it  has  noauperior, 
is  its  use  to  remove  the  bad  effects  of  mercury.  The  particular  symp- 
toms which  call  for  it  in  this  condition  are  these  :  Irritability,  restlessness 
and  mental  anxiety.  This  irritability  amounts  to  cursing  and  swearing. 
There  are  also  j>erio.<teal  pains,  ophthalmia,  inflammation  or  ulceration 
of  the  cornea,  with  tendency  of  the  ulcers  to  perforate,  hardne?»of  hear- 
ing from*  catarrh  of  the  middle  ear  and  Eustachian  tube,  ptyalism, 
ulcers  in  the  throat,  caries  of  bones,  particularly  of  the  mastoid  process 
of  the  temporal  bone,  dysentery,  etc. 

It  is  particularly  adapted  to  secondary  more  than  to  primary  syphilis, 
and  more  especially  adapted  to  secondary  syphilis  after  the  abuse  of 
mercury.  Chancres  have  even  returned  and  are  phagetlenic.  There 
is  great  soreness  in  the  bones  at  night,  particularly  in  the  bones  of  the 
head  and  along  the  shins,  and  this  is  worse  from  every  change  in 
the  weather.  On  a  damp  day,  he  will  have  a  boring  pain  in  the  bones. 
Ulcers  appear  in  the  throat  or  on  the  surface  of  the  body,  and  these  are 
characteristically  irregular  in  outline.  Warts  develop,  and  tliese  are 
almost  always  more  or  less  pediculatcd.  There  are  yellowish-brown 
spots  or  copper-colored  spots  all  over  the  body.  There  is  great  de- 
bility with  sweat  and  exhaustion. 

When  mercury  has  been  abuse*!, /7*/>ar  is  probably  the  L»ost  antidote 
we  have.  When  mercurial ization  js  conjoined  with  syphilis.  Nitric 
acid  is  the  preferable  remedy. 

Nitric  acid  may  be  needed  in  the  treatment  of  phthisis.  There  ar« 
Budden  rush  of  bUKxI  to  the  chost,  and  decided  hectic  (ever,  which  iodicates 
ulceration  of  the  lungs  from  breaking  down  of  tubercles.  The  chcBt  is 
extremely  sore  to  the  touch.  The  patient  suffers  from  frequent  hapmor- 
rhagefi  from  the  lungs,  the  blood  Iwing  bright  re<l  and  profuse.  There 
is  great  dyspnoea,  so  that  the  patient  cannot  talk  without  getting  out  of 
breath.  There  are  also  momiog  hoarsenees,  exhausting  phthisical  diar- 
rhcea,  worse  in  the  moruing,  and  sharp  Btitcbes  through  the  right  che^t 
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to  tlic  scapula.  The  pulse  is  intermittent.  The  least  attempt  at  exertif 
causes  palpitation  of  the  heart  and  dyspncDa.  The  sweat  comes  partica' 
larly  at  night  and  towards  morning  and  exhausts  the  patient  vety  mutfh. 
The  skin  is  apt  to  be  cold  towards  morning.  He  is  chilly  on  ^'tting 
into  \hh].  Heat  aimea  in  flashes,  or  it  ia  only  in  the  hands  and  C*>iyt. 
The  skin  is  of  a  tickling  character  and  seems  to  annoy  hirn  all  night. 
You  hear,  on  examination,  loud  rales  all  through  the  chest,  and  the  ex- 
pectoration is  offensive,  bloody  and  decidedly  purulent,  and  of  a  dirty 
green  color,  not  being  yellowish-green  and  laudal)le  ai»  you  find  under 
Lyeopodium  and  PuhatUla.  Sometimes  the  cough  ia  loose  and  rattling 
in  character.  The  patient  is  usually  of  thin  build  with  dark  hair  and 
eyes. 

Nitric  acid  is  very  often  indicated  in  phthisis  after  Qilcarca  ostrtarum 
or  Ka/i  cnrb.  Calcarea  ia  especially  suited  to  leucophlegmatio  patients. 
The  face  is  pale  and  sallow.  There  is  sorenc&s  of  the  chost  which  is* 
very  much  aggravated  by  touch  or  pressure.  The  cough  ia  loow  and 
rattling.  Diarrhoea,  if  present,  is  worse  in  the  evening.  Hoarsone*^, 
though  persistent,  is  painless.  When,  however,  the  Calcarea  conditioa 
has  run  into  the  acid  debility.  Nitric  acid  is  one  of  tlie  very  best  reme- 
dies to  follow.  It  does  not  often  cure  but  it  relieves  and  prolongs  life 
for  years. 

Still  another  application  that  we  may  make  of  Nitric  acid  is  in  typhoid 
fever,  particularly  in  the  ulcerative  stage,  that  is  when  Peyer's  |>atches 
have  begun  to  ulcerate.  You  will  find  the  patient  greatly  e\I 
The  characteristic  indications  for  Nitric  acid  an»  tho&e :  Stools  :r 
slimy  and  oflensive,  and  sometimes  purulent,  the  pus  coming  from  the-^ 
ulcers,  and  there  is  profuse  briglit  retl  hjemorrhage  from  the  bowt'l>*, 
with  faiuling  on  the  slightest  motion.  The  tongue  is  either  white  and 
studded  with  vesicles  or  little  sore  spota,  or  it  is  brownish  and  dry. 
We  have  well-marked  pneumonic  conipli(*ations.  There  seems  to  be 
threatening  paralysis  of  the  lungs,  which  you  know  is  by  no  means  an 
uncommon  thing  in  typhoid  fever.  This  incipient  paralysis  of  th^  lungs 
is  expremed  by  loud  rattling  of  mucus  in  the  lungs.  The  pulse  in  such 
OflfleA,  you  will  find  to  he  intermitting  at  every  third  beat. 

Now  do  not  forget  3/ow/ti«,  Phoyphonta,  AfUimo}tium  (cui.,  Antmi' 
cum  and  Cupmrn  and  other  remedies  that  1  have  mentioned  in  this 
connection. 

In  ha»morrhago  from  the  bowels  during  typhoiil,  you  may  also  re- 
mem  Ikt  Alumrfif  which  is  useful  wlien  there  are  largi?  clotn  pa^^tnl. 

Aratniown  ia  called  for  in  this  biuraorrhage  from  the  bowels  when  the 
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flow  consists  of  dark  watery  bloodj  and  is  associated  with  anxiety  and 
restlessness. 

We  find  ^amawu'/w  indicated  when  there  is  a  dark  venous  flow,  with- 
out anxiety.     Sometimes,  the  blood  is  dark  and  pitch-like. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Lepiandra,  which  is  useful  in  typhoid  fever 
with  symptoms  of  a  bilious  character,  when  the  stools  consist  of  black 
blood,  looking  like  pitch. 

Hydrocyanic  Acid. 

f  Spasms;  epilepsy;  tetanus. 
Cholera. 
Scarlatina. 
Heart;  cough. 

Hydrocyanic  acid  acts  upon  the  cerebro-spinal  nervous  system,  and 
particularly  upon  the  medulla  atid  upper  portion  of  the  spinal  cord. 
It  produces  convulsions  which  are  very  much  like  those  of  the  fully- 
developed  epileptic  attack.  Dr.  Hughes,  of  Brighton,  England,  re- 
commends it  as  a  specific  for  epilepsy.  This,  of  course,  it  is  not.  To 
cure  this  disease,  you  will  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  symp- 
toms of  each  case,  and  prescribe  accordingly. 

Hydrocyanic  acid  also  produces  a  tetanus  which  resembles  very  much 
that  produced  by  Nux  vomica.  The  body  is  stiffened  and  thrown  back, 
cramp  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  like  Cicuta ;  breathing  comes  in  par- 
oxysms, the  jaws  are  set,  there  is  foaming  at  the  mouth,  but  the  face  is 
flushed. 

It  is  also  useful  in  convulsions  during  severe  attacks  of  illness,  when 
the  face  is  blue,  and  the  prostration  is  very  great.  There  are  gasping 
breathing,  clutching  at  the  heart,  and  livid  color  of  the  surface  of  the 
body. 

You  may  also  give  Hydrocyanic  acid  for  very  severe  cases  of  pros- 
tration, with  approaching  paralysis  of  the  brain  and  lungs,  and  when 
there  is  gurgling  from  the  throat  to  the  stomach  when  swallowing. 

In  cholera.  Hydrocyanic  acid  is  to  be  placed  by  the  side  of  Camphor, 
being  indicated  in  marked  collapse  with  sudden  cessation  of  all  dis- 
charges, as  vomiting  and  purging. 

In  scarlatina  it  is  indicated  in  almost  hopeless  cases  of  a  malignant 
type,  in  which  the  rash  is  livid  from  the  very  beginning.  The  feet 
are  almost  always  cold. 
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Hydrocranic  acid  may  be  given  for  the  cough  of  heart  diMsM 
it  16  re6ex  from  organic  chauge<)  in  the  heart,     it  may  ah«o  be  naed  fo 
the  dry  tickling  cough  of  consumptives. 

You  may  prefer  LtmroceragMB^  for  the  <irv,  t'^-in-  ..li-li  of  <-<in- 
samptives,  worse  at  night.  You  may  also  give  Ii  {'»r  ro^J^:ll  with  .-x- 
peetoration  which  contains  little  specks  of  blood  scattered  through  iL 

Picric  Acid. 

i'icric  acid  causes  at  first  some  congestions.  These  are  soon  followed 
by  weariness  and  mental  inaofivity,  ahowing  how  intensely  the  remedy 
attacks  the  vital  forces.  This  weariness  progresses  from  a  slight  feel- 
ing of  ilitigue  on  motion  to  complete  paralysis.  It  is  accompanied  by 
iodiiference  and  want  of  wiJl-power  and  desire  to  lie  down  and  rest. 
Animals,  poisoned  with  this  acid,  were  alfecteil  with  |>aralysis  of  the* 
liind  legs,  with  slow  breatliing  and  great  miiiicular  weaknesa.  At  the 
auto{nies  made  on  tiiem^  tJie  cortex  cerebri,  the  oerel)ellum,  mcilulla 
oblongata  and  spinal  cord  were  found  reduced  to  a  soft,  pulpy  nuuM, 
tliat  was  dark  brown  in  color,  and  loadc<l  with  little  shining,  greasy 
particles.  The  urine  was  rich  in  phosphates  and  uric  acid,  and  |KX>r  in 
sulphates  and  urattfs.  Albumen  and  sugar  were  also  found  in  iJiC  urine. 
The  liver  was  i'ull  of  fat  granules. 

Th«*e  syniptouifi  and  pathol<3gical  observations  bes])eak  the  use  of 
Picric  acid  in  iliseases  of  the  brain  and  spinal  conl.  To  give  it,  wo 
nee<l  not  wait  until  paralysis  has  set  in.  We  may  fiml  it  usi-fnl  in 
typhoid  conditions  and  also  in  conditions  of  bruin  \\\^  when  the  mind 
has  been  over-worked.  In  the  latter  affection,  brain  fag,  Picric  acid  is 
one  of  our  best  remedies. 

It  is  also  useful  in  neurastlibnia.  You  will  find  dull  headache  with 
aggravation  from  the  slightest  attcmjit  at  using  the  mind.  This  may 
1>e  in  the  forehead  or  in  a  still  worse  place,  in  the  occiput,  ami  may  then 
extend  down  the  spine.  The  patient  complains  of  feeling  constantly 
tired  and  heavy.  Any  attempt  to  study  brings  on  anew  thes*e  symptoms 
of  the  brain,  and  also  develops  burning  along  the  spine  and  very  great 
weakness  of  the  legs  and  buck,  with  soreness  of  the  muscles  and  joints. 
Bomctimes  sleep  is  restless  and  disturlK-d  by  priapismic  erections.  With 
these,  of  course,  tliere  will  be  frequent  seminal  emissions.  Sometime* 
you  will  find  severe  pains  in  the  neck  and  occiput  going  up  tn  the 
supniorbitul  notch  or  foramen,  then  exlendiug  doWn  into  the  eyes. 
There  are  hot  feeling  in  the  lower  dorsal  region,  and  aching  and  dr«^- 
ging  iri  the  lumbar  region,  which  is  worse  from  motion.     On  awaking 
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from  a  sleep  the  patient  has  a  tiretl  aching  in  the  lural>ar  region.  The 
U^  are  heavy  and  at  the  same  time,  weak.  With  this  heaviuesj*  of  the 
feet,,  he  gonietiracs  oomplains  of  doll  frontal  headache,  Sometiraea 
he  complains  of  numbness  and  crawling  in  the  legs,  with  trembling 
and  with  pricking,  as  if  from  needles,  lie  has  tingling  of  the  li|je, 
formication  about  the  he^d  and  crawling  as  of  ants  over  the  surface. 
The  least  exertion  ciiuscs  prostration.  He  also  has  vertigo,  worse  when 
he  stoops,  walks,  or  goes  up-stairs.  •  He  has  headaches  with  4^11  throb- 
bing, heavy,  sharp  pains,  worse  from  study  or  movement  of  the  eyea, 
and  better  from  rest,  the  oiK-n  air,  or  binding  the  head  tightly.  The 
pupils  are  dilated.  Sparks  appear  before  the  eyes,  which  may  even 
smart  and  burn.  Thick  matter  forms  in  the  canthi.  The  eye  aymp- 
toms  are  worse  from  artificial  light.  Accompanying  the  congestion  of 
the  head  is  nose-bleetl.  The  nose  is  full  of  mucus.  The  patient  can 
breathe  only  when  the  mouth  is  open.  The  saliva  is  either  frothy  or 
stringy.  The  taate  iu  the  mouth  is  like  that  of  the  acid  itself,  sour  and 
bitter.  The  throat  feels  rough  and  scraped,  better  fn:>m  eating  and 
worse  from  empty  swallowing  and  worse  after  sleep.  There  ia  thick, 
white  mucus  on  the  tonsils.  On  swallowing,  the  throat  feels  so  sore  that 
it  almost  seems  as  if  it  would  split.  Sour  eructations  may  accompany 
the  fronted  headache.  Now  these  gastric  symptoms  may  accoujpany  the 
brain  fag.  Nausea,  which  is  worse  about  five  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  worse  when  attempting  to  rise.  He  also  complains  of  pressure  and 
weight  about  the  stompch.  He  wants  to  belch  but  does  "not  seem  to 
have  the  power  to  do  it.  The  irritating  effect  of  the  drug  is  further 
shown  by  diarrhoea  with  stools  which  are  thin,  yellow  and  sometimes 
oily,  with  a  great  deal  of  burning  and  smarting  at  the  anus  with  pros- 
tration and  unsuccessful  urgiqg  to  stool.  The  kidneys'  are  congested. 
The  urine  has  an  abnormally  high  specific  gravity  and  contains  sugar. 
It  is  also  albuminous.  The  conjunctivae  are  yellow,  just  as  you  find  in 
jaundice.  Papules  appear  on  the  face  and  turn  into  small  boils.  T1j€ 
feet  are  apt  to  be  cold.  These  then  are  the  main  symptoms  of  Picric 
acid.     Now  let  us  study  those  of  a  few  of  its  related  remedies. 

Phosphorus f  like  Picric  acid,  causes  fatty  changes  in  the  blood,  kid- 
neys, brain  and  spinal  cord.  Both  remedies  meet  in  sexual  excesses  and 
priapism  and  both  may  be  indicated  in  brain  fag ;  both  have  oongestive 
^  vertigo  and  crawling  and  tingling  sensations  hire  and  there  over  the 
b<Kly.  The  distinction  lies  princii)ally  here:  Phosphorus  causes  more 
irritability  with  the  weakness,  as  displaytnl  by  oversensitiveness  to  all 
external  impressions.     Phosphorus  altni  has  backache,  with  feeling  as  if 
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tlie  back  would  break  on  any  motion  and  with  burning  epofs  in 
back,  better  on  rubbing. 

Nttx  vomica  resembles  Picric  acid,  somewhat,  in  the  brain  fug  and  in 
the  gastric  symptohis,  in  the  sour  eructations,  in  the  aggravation  tov 
morning  and  in  the  inability  to  study. 

Oxalic  acid,  more  tlian  Phosphorus,  resembles  Picric  acid  in  the  ex- 
treme picture  of  wpinal  softening.     There  are  weakness  almut  the  loin* 
and  hipB,  of  coui-se,  extending  down  the  lega,  and  numbness  in  the  liark. 
Picric  acid  has  more  heaviness  and  Oxalic  acid  more  numbness.     Th« 
legs  are  apt  to  be  bkii»h  and  cold.    The  patient  complains  of  paroxysmaJ 
of  dyspncea.     Another  mymptom  and  one  indicative  of  spinal  meningitiiif  j 
is  intense  inflammatory  pain  all  through  the  back.    A  general  symp- 
tom of  Oxalic  acid  is  pains  coming  in  small  spots  and  greatly  aggrfr-J 
vatod  on  thinking  of  them. 

Another  rem€<ly  closely  related  to  Picric  acid  is  Sulphur.  This 
causes  ooagestion  of  the  lumbar  spine.  So  intense  is  this  ecmgestion 
that  pnraplegia  results.     There  is  retention  of  urine. 

Fltoffphoric  acid  suits  cerebro-*?pinal  exhaustion  from  over-work. 
The  lea«t  attempt  to  study  causes  heaviness,  not  only  in  tlie  head  but  in 
the  limbs.  * 

Argentum  niiricum  has  backache,  worse  when  first  rising  from  a  i 
and  l>etter  from  moving  alwut,  with  trembling  weakness  of  the  limbs^J 
fear  of  prnjet-ting  corners,  etc.,  etc. 

Alumina  is  indicated  in  cases  somewhat  like  tjiose  calling  for  Picrio 
acid,  but  is  distinguished  by  the  pains  in  the  spine  as  though  a  hot  iroo 
had  iKf'n  thrust  into  the  part.  The  patient  staggers*  whrn  walking  in 
the  dark.     He  also  has  painful  feeling  about  the  soles  of  the  feet. 

SUicca  is  quite  similar  to  Picric  acid.  It  Is  useful  in  nervous  ex- 
haustion where  the  patient  dreads  any  exertion  either  o(  Innly  or  mind. 
When  he  is  warmed  up  to  bis  work  he  can  get  along  pn-lty  well.  Ho 
also  has  numbness  in  tlie  toes,  fingers  and  back,  and  the  consti(»atioD 
peculiar  to  Silicea. 

Of  the  remedies  which  cause  violent  erections  you  may  compare  the 
following:  Caniharia^  Phosphorus^  Cnpsicum,  AgarictM,  PuIjKitilia^ 
Platinum^  Opium,  Ambra  grisca,  Zinowrif  PhysoHtigina^  Pdroselinv 
and  M^gale, 
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SILICBA.

SiLiCEA  in  its  crude  state  is  inert.  It  is  insoluble,  and  hence  has  very 
little  effect  on  the  system.  When  potentized  according  to  tlie  formula 
of  Hahnemann  it  becomes  one  of  the  most  valuable  drugs  in  our  ma- 
teria medica.  It  is  a  grand  illustration  of  the  efficacy  of  {K>tcntiza- 
tioD. 

The  great  and  important  effect  of  Silicea  lies  in  the  nutritive  changes 
which  are  made  by  it.  As  nutritive  changes  are  more  evident  in  the 
growing  child  than  in  the  adult  you  will  find  Silicea  symptoms  appear- 
ing mostly  in  children  from  infancy  up,  not  that  it  is  contraindicatcd 
0  in  the  adult,  but  its  use  is  shown  more  evidently  in  the  young.  The 
child  then  is  imperfectly  nourished,  not  from  defective  quality  of  nour- 
ishment, but  from  defective  assimilation.  The  head  is  disproportion- 
ately large ;  the  fontauelles,  esrpecially  the  auterior,  are  open  ;  the  IkxIv 
is  small  and  emaciated,  witli  the  exception  of  the  alxlomeu  which  is 
round  and  plumj),  as  is  often  the  case  in  siTofulous  children.  The  head, 
including  the  s<-alp,  neck  and  Oice,  is  covered  with  an  offensive  sweat. 
The  face  is  pale,  waxen,  earthy,  or  yellowish.  The  bones  are  poorly 
dcvelopcfl,  as  are  also  the  muscles,  consequently  the  child  is  slow  in 
learning  to  walk.  Silicea  is  especially  adapted  to  rachitic  children. 
The  fibrous  parts  of  the  joints  are  inflamed,«BwolIen  or  ulcerated.  This 
gives  the  joints,  es|>ecially  tlie  knees,  a  knob-like  appearance. 

Silicea  is  complementary  to  Thuja,  esj^eci^lly  in  nenroua  affections 
and  for  thebad  effects  of  vaccination.  Whatever  we  may  say  in  favor 
of  the  necessity  of  vaccination  we  do  know  that  tliis  o|)eratiun  may  be 
followed  by  unhappy  symptoms,  and  that,  too,  when  the  purent  of  vims 
has  been  used.  Hence  at  times  you  have  to  counteract  the  l>ad  effects 
that  may  follow  the  o{>eration.  We  know  that  in  Paris  some  30,000 
or  40,000  children  were  vaccinated  after  each  were  given  a  duse  of 
Sulphur,  which  prevented  the  outbreak  of  any  other  disease  tlian  the 
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vaccinia  itsolf.  If  such  bad  effects  as  erysipelas,  convulsions  or  diar- 
rhcea  should  follow,  then  you  will  give  Silicea,  which  will  cure  the  ca*<». 
Thuja  itself* is  complementary  here,  and  comes  in  veiy  well  fur  dinr- 
rhcea  following  vaccination,  and  also  when  the  vaccination  fever  i.s  hij^h. 
Pustules  like  those  of  small-pox,  together  with  a  rash,  upjM*;ir  all  ovrr 
body. 

You  notice  that,  to  the  right  on  the  board,  I  have  placctl  Mcrrni  iu-. 
prefixed  by  a  **  crescendo  "  mark.  That  means  that  Mercurius  tl<M*s  n-t 
follow  well  after  Silicea.  Their  symptomatologies  are  seemingly  similar, 
and  yet  they  do  not  seem  to  agree,  although  Silicea  will  aiitidote  ftome 
of  the  eilects  of  mercury,  but,  as  potentized  mctlicines,  they  ilo  Dot 
follow  tiich  other  well,  hence  you  must  be  careful  in  deciding  between 
the  two  drugs. 

Fluorif*  acid  antidotes  the  over-use  of  Silicea  in  bone  affections. 

IIi'jHir  also  antidotes  some  of  the  effects  of  Silicea. 

We  are  now  ready  to  take  up  the  effects  of  the  drug.  First,  on  cel- 
lular tissue.  Silicea  has  long  l>een  known  as  a  valuable  drug  because 
of  its  affinity  for  cellular  tissue.  It  protluccs  inflammation  of  this  vast 
tissue  of  the  body,  an  inflammation  which  progresses  to  suppuration  and 
suppuration,  too,  which  is  rather  indolent  or  sluggish  in  ty|H%  not  neces- 
sarily malignant  but  tending  rather  to  perpetuate  itself  and  IxxHiuie  % 
chronic.  The  case  tends  rather  towards  chronicity  tlian  t^iwards  reso- 
lution. The  termination  of  the  Silif^ea  cellulitis  then  is  in  suppiinttioo 
which  is  jjersistent,  iu  ulceration  which  is  also  pei-sistent,  or  iu  indura- 
tion. You  may  have  it  iudicated  in  any  one  of  these  forms.  I  have 
already  illustriitcil  this  in  the  application  of  Silicea  to  the  tonsils,  when 
these  glands  suppurate  and  refuse  to  heal.  You  will  see  it  also  in  the 
treatment  of  boils  or  furuncles,  furuncles  which  recur  in  crops  and  which 
do  not  heal  readily,  but  continue  to  discharge*  a  rather  thin  watery  and 
even  ichorous  pus,  usually  having  a  foul  otlor,  or  even  thick  pujs, 
Silicea  may  frequently  be  Suggested  as  a  remedy  to  prevent  boils,  oo 
account  of  its  tendency  to  produce  inflammation  of  the  connective  tisBiie. 

So,  too,  it  \fould  be  suggeste<l  in  that  dread  disease,  carbuncle,  par- 
ticularly when  it  is  situated  between  the  shoulder  ami  nape  of  the  nock, 
a  common  site  for  carbuncle. 

Silic^'H  may  also  l)eused  fbr  induration.  For  instiuue,  following  f!i* 
treatment  of  boils  and  abscesses,  or  other  inflammations  of  the  kmd 
involving  the  parenchyina  of  an  organ,  you  njay  have  plastic  exuda- 
tion, giving  you  inflammation  with  induration.  This  induration  tetida 
to  be  absorbed  under  Silicea. 
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Thi8  effect  ]>laces.Silicca  alongside  of  Graphites,  Grapliites  beln^  a 
drug  you  will  rcmcinber  which  tends  to  absorb  induratw!  surfM<.i€S, 
even  going  so  far  as  to  efl'ect  the  obliteration  of  cicatriees. 

The  game  has  been  said  of  PhijioUtcca^  but  I  think  that  this  Itvks 
confirmation.  It  certainly  lacks  the  confirmation  that  Graphitci?  has 
had. 

8<jmetimcs  you  will  find  that  Silicea  is  unsuccessful  in  thes«*  indura- 
tions. Then  a  dose  of  Sulpliw\  interjK)lated,  makes  the.  Sillrt-u  uct 
better. 

In  ulwration  we  find  Silicea  useful.  In  fact  it  may  be  given  with 
good  result  in  all  forms  of  ulcers,  lx>th  benign  and  malignant.  Its 
distinctive  features  are  ulcers  from  bone  diseases,  as  caries  or  necrosis, 
scrofulous  ulcers  which  ap{>ear  about  joints,  ulcers  which  appear  in  the 
back  from  vertebral  caries,  and  ulcers  which  appear  about  the  hip  in 
hipdisease,  particularly  if  connecting  with  fistulie.  The  pujj  is  thin 
and  offensive,  and  often  mixed  with  blootl  and  sometimes  with  little 
particles  looking  like  cheese.  There  is  very  little  tendency  to  heal 
spontaneously.  These  ulcers  are  relieved  by  warm  and  aggravated  by 
cold  applications. 

Silicea  acts  upon  the  bones.  We  find  it  indicated  in  serofulous 
children  where  the  bones  are  curved  ;  where  spinal  curvature  is  present. 
Not  only  is  it  indicated  in  lateral  curvature,  but  where  there  is  caries 
of  the  vertebral  column  itself. 

It  may  also  be  indicatetl  in  disease  of  the  hip-  or  knee-joint,  when 
the  discharges  are  thin  and  offensive,  and  when  there  are  fistulous 
tracks  opening  into  the  joint.  The  patient  is  of  a  scrofulous  diathesis, 
and  presents  the  constitutional  characteristics  that  I  have  already  men- 
tion as  belonging  to  the  Silicea  patient.  In  addition  to  the  symptoms 
there  enumerated,  the  Silicea  patient  may  have  an  offensive  foot  sweat, 
and  this  tends  to  make  the  toes  sore  and  even  raw.  Sometimes  there 
may  be  an  offensive  axillary  sweat.  I  believe  that  the  best  remedy  for 
axillary  sweat  is  Petroleum.  The  child  also  has  tendency  to  s^velling 
of  the  glands  which  'suppurate.  Now  with  these  symptoms  there  is 
marked  aggravation  from  touch,  a  j)ei"uliar  susceptibility  to  touch, 
in  fact.  I  would  here  compare  it  witli  LacJiesis,  The  patient  does  not 
want  you  to  touch  him,  I  dwell  on  this  symptom  for  two  n-jwms; 
one  is  that  it  helps  you  to  differentiate  from  the  closely  alliitl  lime 
salts,  and  the  other,  because  it  illustrates  a  pro{>erty  of  Silicea  which 
you  will  see  when  we  come  to  spiik  of  its  action  on  the  nerves. 

Let  OS  now  stop  to  compare  Silioca  with  its  related  remedies.     AsO" 
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JailAa  has  offensive  discharges  from  the  hooes.  It  is  cU«tingnigih«l, 
however,  by  the  intolerable  soreness  around  the  ulcer.  For  itwtaooc, 
in  Oirieg  of  the  tibia,  with  an  external  outlet  and  discharging  piw,  the 
parti)  aroand  the  ulcer  are  so  sore  and  tender  to  the  touch  thai  ibe 
patient  cannot  l)ear  the  drestsiitg. 

Phogpfiorus  is  very  similar  to  Silicea  in  bone  disease.  It  rogemMw 
it  in  absoen,  particularly  in  mammary  abeocsA,  with  fistulous  openinga. 
It  is  flimiJar,  too,  in  the  caries  of  bone,  particularly  in  uvrrosi;).  Vhud- 
pbornsy  like  Siiioca^  has  this  over-excitability  of  the  nervous  syiteoi. 

Platinum  mur.  is  also  a  valuable  drug  in  caries  of  the  iMnea. 

Another  ia  Angwdura^  vhich  is  particularly  useful  liLi^ri^^i  of  the 
long  lx)nes,  as  the  humerus,  tibia,  femur,  etc. 

Stroidiana  carbonicti  is  especially  useful  iu  caries  of  the  fi^inur  with 
coexisting  watery  diarrltGea. 

Gftiysburif  gall  i%  rich  in  carbonate  of  lithium,  and  is  very  useful 
for  symptoms  precisely  like  those  of  Silicea,  namely,  carious  ulcers  or 
ulcers  al>out  joints,  such  as  occur  in  hip-ilisease  or  in  caries  of  the  ver- 
tebra*.    The  discharge  is  acrid  aiul  excoriating. 

Stiljthur,  Oalcarea^  and  Lj/t^ojjotliuin  are  similar  to  Silicea  in  the 
scrofulous  diseases  of  children.  The  distinction  between  Calcarea  and 
Bilioea  is  as  follows :  The  Calcarea  bead  sweat  is  confine<l  U)  the  scalp, 
and  is  sour  rather  than  offensive.  The  feet  also  are  damp  from  sweat, 
but  the  sweat  does  not,  as  in  Silicea,  make  the  feet  sore  or  raw.  Cal- 
carea lacks  the  sensitiveness  to  touch  of  Silicea. 

In  this  sweating  of  the  head,  the  body  being  dry,  Silicea  is  exactly 
opposite  to  lihug  iox.,  which  has  sweating  of  the  body,  the  head  boing 
dry. 

The  mucous  membranes  do  not  escape  the  action  of  Silicea.  We 
have  otorrho3a,  the  du^harge  from  the  ear  being  offensive,  watery,  and 
curdy ;  that  is,  you  find  whey-like  curds  in  it  Often  you  find  the 
membrana  tymfiani  perfonited  with  discharge  of  pus  thence,  oontaioing 
little  piec«3  of  bone,  the  result  of  involvement  of  the  mastoid  process 
by  the  disease. 

There  is  keratitis,  especially  with  tendency  to  the  formation  of 
sloughing  ulcers.  These  ulcers  slough  and  perforate  the  cornea  like 
those  of  Aitrlc  acid.  Th«*se  in  the  Silicea  child  are  not  vascular,  w 
there  is  not  much  infiltration  of  die  surrounding  tissues.  IlyiMjpyon  is 
present.    The  lids  arc  swollen  and  covered  with  suppurating  styes. 

The  nose  is  affected.  Silicea  is  ©iix^Mally  useful  in  na-sal  mtarrh 
when  ulcers  exist  on  the  mucous  membranes,  and  these  dischargi*   » 
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tliin,  blocnly  excoriating  matter;  or  they  may  bo  dry.  and  then  there  18 
artnoying  dryness  of  the  nose.  It  is  also  useful  when  the  catarrhal 
pnx?ess  extends  bapkwards  and  involves  the  outlets  of  the  Eustachian 
tulxs,  producing*  an  intolerable  itching  and  tingling  in  this  locality. 

We  also  find  Silicea  indicated  in  some  forms  of  hay -asthma,  espe- 
cially that  which  begins  with  itching  and  tingling  in  the  nose  aijd  vio- 
lent sneezing  and  excoriating  discharge  from  the  nose. 

Silicea  has  also  an  action  on  the  lungs.  It  pnjduces  hoarseness  and 
roughness  and  dryness,  with  a  tickling  c<iugh  which  seems  to  come 
from  the  supra-sterual  fossa.  {Rumex  cri»pu8  also  has  this  cough.) 
There  is  also  a  feeling  as  if  a  hair  were  lying  in  the  throat,  !ar\-nx  or 
trachea.  The  cough  is  excited  by  cold  drinks,  as  under  Rhus  iox.^  by 
the  very  act  of  speaking,  as  in  Phosphor ug^  RavifXy  Ambra  ^riwea,  etc., 
and  worse  at  night  when  lying  down,  just  like  Rumex ^  Phosphojits^ 
and  Li/copoclium.     Sometimes  it  ends  in  tlie  vomiting  of  mucus. 

Silicea  is  useful  in  the  suppurative  stage  of  tuberculosis,  when  the 
cough,  at  first  dry,  becomes  loose,  with  the  expectoration  of  oifensive 
muco-pus.  You  will  find  it  of  great  service  in  the  phthisis  mucosa  of 
old  people.  After  great  exertion  the  patient  expectorates  nasty  pus, 
which  is  horribly  offensive.  Silicea  will  not  cure  these  custss.  It  can 
only  palliate.  * 

Ph^llandrium  arjuaticum  is  an  excellent  remedy  in  tlie  last  stages  of 
phthisis  when  the  expectoration  is  terribly  oflTensive. 

I  would  advise  you  to  remember  Capsicum  for  bronchial  catarrh 
when  the  bseath  is  not  offensive  except  during  the  oough.  You  know 
tliat  the  Capsicum  patient  is  of  lax  fibre  and  cannot  get  up  the  expec- 
toration; so  some  of  it  lies  there  and  undergoes  decomposition.  The 
air  of  ordinary  expiration  is  not  offensive,  but  as  soon  as  the  patient 
brings  that  from  the  very  depths  of  the  luogs,  the  offensive  odor  be- 
comes quite  marked. 

In  tonsillitis,  Silicea  is  indicated  when  the  tonsils  have  suppurate<l 
and  discharged  anil  refuse  to  heal.  Especially  h  it  indicated  when  this 
condition  occurs  in  rachitic  children. 

In  tlie  Silitrea  diarrhceti  the  stools  are  offensive  and  usually  painless 
and  lienteric.  The  child  vomits  its  focxl.  These  symptoms  are  aaeo- 
ciatwl  with  the  characteristic  skin  lesions  and  constitutional  pet'uliurities 
which  go  to  make  up  the  Siliwa  child. 

The  constifMition  of  Silicea  is  of  this  character.  Stool  partially 
escapes  from  the  rectum  and  then  seems  to  slip  back.  I  think  that  thift 
syDiptom  is  easily  explained.    There  is  defective  expulsive  jxiwer  on 
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the  part  of  the  rectum.     With  a  great  deal  of  strainiti);^  tlw  st<"  ' 
partly  pushed  down.     When  the  bearing  down  ceases  ther»  it  slii>s  lxi'*i». 

Next  you  have  to  remember  the  action  of  Silicea  on  the  nervous  sys- 
tem. It  has  here  a  very  peculiar  effect,  wliieh  was  pointwl  out  first  by 
Dr.  Dunham.  It  causes  a  tcndcnty  to  paralysis  and  paralytic  weak- 
ness. Here,  too,  the  trouble  seems  to  be  due  to  defective  nutrition  of 
the  nerves  themselves,  both  in  the  brain  anil  spinal  cortl.  Then  you 
will  have  to  remember  it  as  a  remedy  in  paralytic  weakness  accompa- 
nying disease  of  the  spinal  column.  Often,  with  this  condition,  there 
13  the  peculiar  constipation  I  have  just  described.  With  all  the<>e  para- 
lytic troubles  there  is  an  over-susceptibility  to  nervous  stimuli.  The 
senses  are  morbidly  keen.  The  bniiii  and  spine  c;inuot  lK»ar  even  an 
ordinary  concussion  or  vibration.  The  surface  of  the  body  is  tender 
and  sensitive  to  the  touch.  Cold  aggravates  the  symptoms  and  heat 
relieves. 

Silioea  may  be  given  in  convulsions  of  an  epileptic  character,  with 
well-marked  aura,  when  it  starts  from  the  solar  plexus,  as  in  Bnfo  and 
Nux  vomica.  The  attacks  are  also  said  to  come  in  certain  phages  of  the 
moon.  The  patients  are  worse  from  any  overstrain  of  tlie  mind  or 
emotions. 

The  headache  of  Silicea^is  of  a  nervous  character.  It  is  provoked 
by  any  excessive  mental  exertion.  Then  it  is  usually  supraorbital  and 
18  generally  worse  over  the  right  eye.  It  is  worse  from  any  noiHC,  mo- 
tion or  concussion,  and  better  from  wrapping  the  head  up  warmly.  It 
18  not  the  pressure,  but  the  warmth,  that  relieves.  Sharp,  tearing 
pains  rise  from  the  spine  into  the  head.  At  the  height  of  the  pan>xysai 
there  is  apt  to  be  nausea  and  vomiting  from  sympathetic  involvement 
of  the  stomach. 

You  should  here  compare  MenymilheSf  Paris  quadnfolia  and  Mag* 
rifsia  mnr.  Meoyanthes  was  first  confirmed  by  Dr.  Dunham.  It 
has  a  pw^uliar  headache  coming  from  the  najie  of  the  neck,  over  the 
head.  There  is  a  bursting  pain,  as  if  the  membranes  of  the  brain  were 
tense  and  were  pushing  the  skull  open.  This  is  relieved  by  pre^ure 
rather  than  by  warmth. 

Paris  ffiKuiri/olia  has  headache  of  spinal  origin,  which' arises  from 
the  naf>e  of  the  neck  and  pro<luces  a  .feeling  as  though  the  head  were 
immensely  large. 

SirojUiftna  carb.  produces  headache  coming  up  from  the  nape  of  the 
neck  and  spreading  thence  over  the  head.    It  is  just  exactly  like  the 
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headache  of  Silicea.  You  wilt  have  to  distinguish  by  the  collateral 
symptoms. 

Tliere  are  other  nervous  symptoms  produced  by  Silicea.  The  patient 
has  vertigo,  which,  like  the  pains,  seems  to  rise  from  the  spine  into  the 
head.  It  also  causes  difficulty  in  balancing.  He  has  a  fear  that  he 
will  fall  and  always  to  the  left.  Speech  is  somewhat  confused.  'He 
finds  it  difficult  to  grasp  the  exacj  expression  he  wishes,  and  this  even 
in  ordinary  conversation.  Sluggishness  is  a  contraindication  of  Silicea 
in  nervous  conditions.  You  cannot  use  it  in  torpid,  flabby,  nerveless 
persons.  Remember  that  exactly  the  opposite  is  the  case  with  disease 
of  the  lower  tissues. 

Silicea  acts  just  as  powerfully  on  the  spine  as  it  does  on  the  brain, 
causing  general  motor  weakness.  Here,  too,  it  is  attended  with  the 
same  irritability.  The  neck  is  stiff,  causing  headache.  This  stiffness 
of  the  neck  is  not  from  cold,  not  from  rheumatism  of  the  various  mus- 
cles, but  from  spinal  irritation.  The  small  of  the  back  aches  as  if 
beaten  or  pounded.  The  patient  complains  of  pains  about  the  coccyx, 
and  cramps  such  as  one  experiences  after  sitting  a  long  time  or  after 
riding  a  long  time  over  a  rough  road.  The  legs  tremble.  They  weary 
when  one  moves,  particularly  in  the  morning.  Loss  of  animal  fluids 
particularly  aggravates  the  symptoms.  For  instance,  seminal  emission 
or  coitus  causes,  or  is  followed  by,  bruised  aching  all  over  the  body. 
There  may  also  be  symptoms  of  the  spine  which  indicate  locomotor 
ataxia.  The  fingers  feel  stiff,  with  loss  of  power  in  them.  The  part 
of  the  boily  on  which  he  lies,  goes  to  sleep. 

Silicea  is  useful  in  chronic  rheumatism.  It  is  one  of  the  remedies 
on  which  to  depend  in  treating  hereditary  rheumatism.  Particularly 
are  these  pains  in  the  shoulders  and  in  the  joints,  all  of  which  are  worse 
at  night  and  worse  when  uncovering. 

A  related  remedy  here  is  Ledum,  which  has  exactly  the  opposite 
aggravation  to  Silicea.  The  patient  is  worse  from  covering  up.  The 
symptoms  usually  extend  from  the  feet  upwards.

To-day  we  take  up  for  study  the  last  of  the  acid  remedies.  I  refer 
to  Arsenious  acid,  or  Arsenicum  album.  It  has  quite  a  number  of  con- 
cordant remedies  and  quite  a  string  of  antidotes.  Its  complementaiy 
remedies  are  Phosphorus  and  Allium  saliva. 

Arsenicum  album  comes  to  us  quite  thoroughly  studied,  both  as  a 
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ru9  18  taken  for  a  long  time  you  will  find  at  first  tliis  hyix^ramia  of  tlo 
liver.  That  organ  is  consequently  enlarged  with  the  attendant  symp- 
toma,  well-marked  sorenera  and  jaundice.  The  bUxAs  are  apt  to  bo 
grayish-white,  showing  the  absence  of  the  Het^retion  of  bile.  The  abdo- 
men l>e<K)rae«  decidedly  tympanitic.  By  and  by,  the  jaundice  increjises 
to  an  alarming  extent,  the  puhe  becomes  weak  and  thread-like.  These 
aympioms  are  traceable  to  two  causes:  First,  the  inevitable  altonitions 
in  the  bloo<l  which  Phmpborus  producen;  and  secondly,  the  p<)i^soning 
of  the  bhxHl  by  the  retention  within  it  of  the  elements  which  go  to 
make  bile.  These  have  a  deprcnsing  effect  on  the  heart,  making  the 
pulee  slow  or  else  weak  and  thread-like.  If  you  examine  the  liver  at 
this  stage,  you  find  that  it  is  U'ginniiig  to  atrophy,  tlii^  atrophy  tleix-nd- 
ing  upon  destruction  of  the  hepatic  oella  proffer  and  increaae  of  the 
Ptronja  of  tht'  liver.  Tlie  connective  tissue  framework  of  the  liver  haa 
undergone  infiamraatory  increase.  The  pressure  which  this  exertn  on 
the  hepatic  cells  cau^^es  their  destruction.  Thus  we  have  what  has  been 
termed  cirrhtitiis  of  the  liver.  Then  comes  ascites,  and  you  find  vari- 
cose veins  coursing  all  over  the  alxlomen.  The  ictei*oid  symptoms 
increa.'^e,  and  finally  death  ensues.  The  blooti  l»ecomef4  S'l  |Mii)s<)ne<i  that 
the  (latient  goes  into  the  delirium  whi4'h  I  have  already  des<!ribed.  The 
urine  may  be  highly  albuminous  in  these  cases. 

Phosphorus  is  useful  in  acute  yellow  atrophy  of  the  liver,  a  condition 
which  it  also  produces. 

Agnin,  it  may  be  useful  in  fatty  degeneration  of  the  liver  as  a  8e<pjel 
of  lieart  <li>euse.  It  may  also  be  indicated  in  waxy  liver  dependent 
«|>«)n  long-lasting  bone  disease,  as  caries  of  the  vertebra  or  of  tlie  hip- 
joint, 

Ph»»«ph«>ru9  is  also  indicated  io  hepatitis  when  suppuration  ensues 
with  hectic  fever,  night  sweats,  enlargement  in  the  right  hypochon- 
drium,  aoti  marked  soreness  over  the  liver. 

The  jaundice  of  Phosphorus  is  not  functional  in  origin,  but  is  iudi<'a- 
tive  of  organic  disease;  it  is  associated  with  amemia,  with  brain  disease, 
with  pregnancy  or  with  malignant  diseases  of  the  liver. 

Phosphorus  has  a  marked  action  on  the  alimentary  tract.  The  tongue 
18  ooHteil  white,  ami  this,  as  under  Bryonia^  is  more  along  the  mid<lle 
of  the  organ.  With  bilious  artw'tions  the  ti»ngue  is  mKited  yellow  ;  io 
typhoid  afle<tiond  it  is  brownish  or  blackish  and  very  dry.  Here  it  Is 
very  much  like  Hhxut.  The  throat  nuiy  be  inflamed,  particularly  tiie 
uvulii.  White,  transparent  mucuft  cx)IlecLs  in  the  thrnat.  The  |iatient 
is  very  hungry,  particularly  at  night.    This  symptom  may  almost 
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araonnt  to  htilimy.  (Tliat  w  a  pvmjvtnni  whioli  iinlicntcs  IMMi-iphoniH 
in  oliill.M  and  fever.)  Ho  wakeB  ii[>  liuii^rryutitl  lies  awakt*  uniil  lie  gvta 
something  to  eat.  There  is  longing  for  ooM  tilings,  ico-erearn,  ioe- 
water,  etc,  CM  HmkI  seems  to  relieve  until  it  gels  warm  in  tin*  stomach, 
when  there  appears  the  ehanicteristic  vomiting  of  the  renietly.  Phos- 
phoruH  may  cure  vomiting  in  chnmic  dyspepsia  when  there  w^wh  to  be 
simple  exhaustion  of  the  stomach.  Perhaps  the  inner  surfa<'e  iif  the 
vis<'Us  is  coated  with  niucns,  thus  preventing  the  action  of  the  gastric 
juice  on  the  f<»od. 

We  also  find  Phosphorus  useful  in  spasmodic  stricture  of  tliecBloph- 
agus,  especially  at  its  cardiac  end.  F<kxI  seems  to  go  down  n  tvrtnin 
distance  and  then  is  violently  ejecte<l. 

Coming  to  the  stomach  itself,  we  find  Phosphorus  indicated  in  that 
very  dangerous  disease,  perforating  ulcer  of  the  stomach.  We  find  it 
there  indicated  hy  the  pain,  by  the  vomiting  of  food  as  so(»n  as  SMral- 
lowed,  and  by  the  vomited  matters  containing  a  dark,  grumou>«,  nemi- 
solid  sul>stanee  looking  like  coffee-grounds. 

We  also  find  Phf^sphorus  indicated  by  these  same  symptoms  in  oin- 
eer  of  the  stomach,  particularly  when  it  is  about  to  paw  into  the  stage 
of  ulceration. 

Pliosphorus  is  one  of  the  few  remedies  that  act  on  the  |»ancreas.  It 
is  esfKvially  nwful  if  there  be  fatty  degeneration  of  that  organ.  The 
symptoms  indicating  it  here  are  the  gastric  symptoms  just  enuroerateH^ 
and  oily  stool.  Sonietini(«  the  stool  looks  like  frogs'  spawn,  or,  to 
8|)eak  more  ac<*urately,  like  cooked  sago.  It  may  a\m  be  rememl>ered 
in  dial»ett«  mcllitns  an<l  Bright's  disease  when  these  have  been  preoedwi 
or  are  acc4>m|)anie<l  by  disease  of  the  pancreas. 

The  intestinal  tnict  is  attacked  I'y  Phosphorus  almmt  as  violently  as 
it  is  by  Arsenicum.  It  produces  constipation,  the  character  of  which  I 
have  alr«idy  explaine<l  to  ycMi.  It  also  pro«luces  diarrhcea.  The  stooU 
may  be  profuse  and  watery  and  worjH?  in  the  morning.  Here  it  runa 
against  Sulphur  and  PodophyUum,  It  also  produces  green  mucous  stoolsi, 
worse  in  the  morning.  The  8tof>|s  are  apt  to  contain  un<iig<*<ttHl  f<M>d 
and  are  very  debilitating  to  the  patient.  We  Hud  Pli<»sphoru>*  indicatetl 
in  cholerine,  or  diarrhcea  occurring  in  time  of  cholera  epiilemic*.  Paral- 
ysis of  the  bowels  is  also  pnMluceti  an«l  cure<l  by  Phosphorus,  particu- 
larly wheu  the  lower  portions  of  the  Ih)wcIs,  the  colon  and  nvturo  are 
aflre<;te<J.     TJie  anus  seems  to  stand  wide  open  and  exudes  moisture. 

In  diseases  of  the  urinary  organs  Phosphorus  is  a  first-olafls  ramailjr. 
li  is  to  Ui  thought  of  in  the  diseases  classed  under  the  general  taraiy 
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Brijjilit'!'  cH«ic»as<?s.  It  is  useful  in  fatty  or  in  amyloid  rlegfucnitiou  ui 
the  kiilncy?*,  es|)ocially  if  ii.*«o<Mjittt!  with  a  similar  piithith^giwil  ootiili- 
tton  of  the  livtr  and  of  the  right  or  venous  heart,  with  the  wusMtjuent 
symptoms  of  venous  stn£^nati(»n  nn«l  venous  hypcnemia  in  ditTerent 
organs,  with  owlema  of  the  lungs  an<l  ail  the  symptoms  of  pulmonary 
engorgement  whi<h  indicate  pneumonia.  The  urine  ctmtains  epithelial, 
fatty  or  waxy  ca«ts. 

Phosphorus  may  run»  htcmorrliJiges  from  any  part  of  the*  \hm]\\  par- 
ticularly from  the  lung»j  and  stomach  when  associated  with  Britjlit's 
disease. 

Pho^plloruH  in.  a  dc<.ided  irritant  to  the  sexual  organs  in  either  mx, 
prmhicing  nymphomania  in  the  female  and  Pityriasis  or  unf'ontrollahle 
flexual  desire  in  the  male. 

Tt  does  not  afTect  the  female  organs  very  proniincntly.  The  men- 
strual discharges  seem  to  lie  alterefl.  They  are  often  more  pr(»fuse  and 
long-histing.  There  is  always  a  weeping,  sad  mood  at  that  time.  The 
menRtnial  bhw>d  is  pale.  It  is,  hmvever,  more  when  the  menses  are 
checked  that  we  find  Phosphorus  indicate<l ;  amenorrha?a  when  men- 
struation l)ecomes  vicarious;  that  is,  when  blood-spitting,  epistax is  or 
hsEimaturia  ensues. 

In  diseafre*  of  the  mammary  gland  Phosphorus  is  especially  us4.'fu I 
when  al»<ce**o->»  have  formed.  The  inflamc<l  glan<l  has  an  erysipelatous 
appcuratjce.  Red  streaks  start  from  the  o|H»ning  in  the  abscess.  The 
pus  disi'hargod  is  not  laudable,  but  is  of  a  thin,  water)',  irhorons  char- 
a<ier.     Here  it  is  wm piemen tary  to  SUicea. 

Next  we  take  uj>  the  action  of  Phosphorus  on  the  respiratory  pas- 
sage's. In  nasal  catarrh  we  do  not  find  it  often  indicated  except  it  be 
chronic  catarrh  or  o»ena.  Then  it  is  indicatc<l  by  the  ^-olor  of  the  dis- 
chargt?,  which  in  green  mucus  and  blood-streaked.  Green  mucus  not 
blrHwI-Htreakeil  does  not  often  recpiire  Pho-^phorus. 

NttHid  polypus,  when  it  blee«Js  much,  calls  for  Phosphorus.  It  may 
also  he  used  in  polypi  of  the  eare  or  utems.  Other  reme<]ics  to  be 
thought  of  here  are  Ihici'ium,  Oilctirea  and  Sanf/uhmria. 

On  the  larynx  it  acts  more  prominently  than  any  other  remedy  we 
have.  It  pro<lu(tfs  inflammation  of  the  larynx.  The  symptoms  indi- 
cating it  here  are  hofirM*ness,  which  is  usually  worse  in  the  evening,  at 
whifh  time  it  may  amount  to  aphonia,  and  extreme  sensitiveness  of  the 
larynx.  The  patient  is  worsH?  from  talking  or  ctnighing.  It  hurts  the 
larynx  for  him  to  cough  or  talk,  so  sensitive  is  it  to  the  vibrations  thus 
])nx)uced. 
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It  rIso  causes  catarrhal  or  membranouR  croup.  It  is  not  usually  imli- 
oatetl  here  in  the  beginning.  But  it  actij  a^^  a  sort  of  prophylactic  to  pre- 
vent the  return  of  the  disease.  It  is  useful  also  in  advaucotl  cnam  of 
croup  when  the  cerebro-spinal  system  is  giving  out,  ju8t  as  we  found  in 
typhoid  states.  ThuH  there  are  aphonia,  rapid  winking  of  strength,  c-oUl 
clammy  sweat,  rattling  breathing,  fiunken,  pale  face  and  dropping  of 
the  lower  jaw.  The  pulse  in  such  cases  is  weak,  thready  arnl  intermit- 
lent.  In  this  group  of  symptoms  Pho.s|)hnrns  is  very  Munlar  to  Lyoo- 
{Kxlium. 

You  fin<l  Phosphorus  Jodiratwl  \u  tra«'heitis  arid  lironchitis,  espix'.ially 
in  tall,  slender  persons  of  rather  tuberculous  habit  or  tendency,  rather 
inclined  to  stoop  awl  to  be  hollow-cliestetl.  The  cough  is  jwirticu- 
larly  worse  on  going  from  the  warm  room  into  the  cnld  air,  or  in 
changes  from  warm  to  cold.  It  has  dry,  tickling  cough  I'ausetJ  by  irri- 
tation in  the  larynx  and  beneath  the  sternum.  In  extreme  cases  it  is 
asscwiated  with  tremor  of  the  whole  body,  so  nervously  weak  is  the  pa- 
tient. It  is  frequently  accompanied  by  almost  intoleral)le  pain  in  the 
larynx  from  laryngi»id  catiirrh,  by  splitting  pain  in  the  head  just  as  you 
found  under  Bryoniay  and  by  burning  rawness  down  the  larynx  ami 
trachea.  There  is  tightness  across  t!ie  upper  third  of  the  lung^.  Now, 
a  word  of  caution  rt'H|HMting  this  tightne^.  It  is  not  a  feeling  aa  from 
a  band  around  the  ch&it,  but  as  though  the  Jungs  themM^lves  weiie  con- 
stricted. 

The  relation  l»etween  the  fauoes,  larynx  and  trachea,  a4  a  starting 
point  for  cough,  has  l>pen  aptly  mapped  out  by  Dr.  Dunham  and  care- 
fully distributee!  among  three  remedies.  For  instance,  BeUadonna  acta 
upon  the  fauces.  It  causes  dry,  tickling,  teasing  cough.  Tiie  throat 
is  bright  red  and  the  tonsils  enlargwl. 

Going  further  down,  you  find  tickling  in  the  suprasternal  fiii«sa« 
Every  change  in  the  breathing  causes  cough.  This  condition  call?  for 
Rnmex, 

When  the  irritation  extends  down  still  further,  into  the  bronchi,  then 
Phosphorus  betHjraes  the  remedy. 

We  fiml  Phosphorus  indicated  in  a  great  variety  of  coughs.  Thna 
it  la  asefut  in  stomach  or  hepatic  cough  coming  on  after  the  patient  eata, 
and  starting  from  tickling  at  the  pit  of  the  stomach.  It  is  alw)  indicated 
in  cough  made  worse  by  the  entrance  of  a  stranger  into  the  nwra  ;  thia 
lH*ing  purely  a  reflex  nervous  symptom.  It  is  also  calle<]  for  in  cough 
provoked  by  strong  odors.     In  fact,  perfumes  or  anything  that  will 
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listnrb  the  balance  of  the  nervous  system  will  bring  on  cough  under 
Pjiosuhorusi. 

Phofiphorus  iH  indicated  in  bronchitis  or  bronchial  catarrh,  whether 
the  disease  involves  the  bronchial  tubes  high  up  or  whetJier  it  exteufis 
down  into  the  bronchioles.  The  symptoms  are  as  follows  :  Cough  with 
tearing  pain  under  the  sternum  as  if  something  were  being  torn  lo<jse ; 
8utfr>cative  pressure  in  the  upper  part  of  the  chest,  with  cimstriction  of 
the  larynx.  You  will  also  find  the  lungs  to  be  engorged  with  blood, 
mucous  ralep  through  the  lungs,  panting  and  labored  resj)iration  and 
even  emphysema.  The  sputa  are  of  various  kind.  Thus  we  may  have 
bloody  and  mucous  sputum.  Very  characteristic  is  sputum  consisting 
of  yellowish  mucus,  with  streaks  of  blood  running  through  it.  It  may 
be  rust>colored  as  in  pneumonia;  or  it  may  be  purulent  and  have  a 
sweetish  or  salty  taste. 

In  pneumonia,  Phosphorus  is  indicated  when  the  bronchial  symptoms 
are  prominent.  Then  it  is  almost  certain  to  Ije  the  remedy.  It  does 
not  cause  hejmtization  of  the  lungs,  so  that  it  would  not  lie  indicate<I 
when  the  lung  or  lungs  are  in  a  complete  state  of  hepatization.  But  it 
may  be  iudicate<l  for  ty|thoid  symptoms  in  the  course  of  pneumonia 
(tlicsc!  symptoms  I  have  already  given  to  you),  especially  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  period  of  dej>osit  and  in  the  early  part  of  alisorption,  that 
is  just  when  hepatization  is  coming  on  and  ju'^t  when  it  is  going  off. 
There  is  great  dryn^  of  the  air-pojwages,  with  burning,  excoriating, 
raw  feeling  in  the  upper  part  of  the  chest. 

In  tubennilosis  you  find  Phosphorus  particularly  indicated  in  youths, 
and  by  this  expresfiion  I  mean  both  young  men  and  women  who  have 
grown  too  rapidly,  who  have  delicate  skin  ;  long,  silky  eyelashes  and 
who  are  of  ea^y,  graceful  manners.  The  mental  development  is  excel- 
lent, yet  they  have  not  the  physique  to  support  this  keennens  of  mind. 
Particularly  is  it  indicated  if  they  have  an  hereditary  tendency  to 
consumption  or  have  had  bone  diseaxes  in  early  chihihootl.  Thn 
early  symptoms  you  will  notii-e  ai*e  these:  The  putient  Ciitches  cohi 
easily  ;  ho  suifers  from  rush  of  blood  to  the  chest ;  he  has  the  above- 
mentioneil  <?on8triction  across  the  rhest  with  every  little  cold ;  paina 
thnnigh  the  ajwx  of  the  left  lung ;  patient  cannot  lie  on  the  left  side  ; 
aphonia;  dry  cough;  hectic  flush  of  the  cheeks,  particularly  towards 
evening;  opproHsion  of  the  client  at  night,  forcing  him  to  sit  up; 
empty  feeling  at  tlie  pit  of  the  stomach,  particularly  in  the  forenoon  at 
ten  or  eleven  o'clock;  he  awakous  hungry  at  night,  feeling  that  he 
must  eat  and  that  be  would  faint  if  he  did  not.     Finally,  the  hectic 
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icver  grows  inmv  |ir<Mninont.  Tlicre  i.s  ra))I<l  formation  of  vomifie  or 
cavities  in  llie  liiiijLp*.  TlK-se  are  the  indir^atioiis  for  Plin^jilioru.s  in 
pneumonia  and  I  must  supplement  tli*  m  with  a  warn  inn;.  Unlebii  you 
give  the  <lru^  cautiously,  you  preei|»it.ate  what  you  would  prevent.  Be 
certain  that  jt  is  tl»e  remeily,  and  do  not  give  it  too  oftfu  or  ynti  will 
l)a.slei)  the  process  you  are  auxious  tu  avoid.  I  would  not  iidvise  you 
to  give  Phosphorus  in  well-marked  tuWrculous  patients.  Tf  tulH*rcle« 
have  been  deposited  in  the  lungs,  you  should  hesitate  Iw^fore  giving  it, 
unless  the  "  picture"  calling  for  it  is  so  strong  that  you  i^nnot  p<i«sil>ly 
make  a  mistake. 

I  may  say  that  the  same  is  true  also  of  Sulphur.  Suljihur  is  adapdil 
to  the  ou'^et  of  the  disease.  Then,  a  dose  or  two  allow*-*!  U)  net  will 
frequently  head  these  symptoms  off.  But  after  tul>erokw  have  been  de- 
posited, you  must  be  careful  how  you  use  the  <lrug. 

I  would  next  siy  a  few  words  about  the  action  of  Phosphorus  on 
the  heart.  It  is  particularly  indicate*!  in  affections  of  this  organ  when 
the  right  side  of  the  heart  is  invt»lve<l  more  than  the  left.  Its  symptoms 
point  more  to  the  l>ad  results  that  folhnv  disease  of  the  right  heart  llmu 
disea.'^e  of  the  left  ;  in  a  word,  venom  filagnalion.  It  is  suitetl  to  all 
forms  of  palpitation  ;  palpilatlon  from  emotion,  as  from  the  sudilen  en- 
tnince  into  the  room  of  an  uue.\pectcd  visit<>r,  welcome  or  unwelcome; 
from  motion ;  and  also  fr<)m  rush  of  blocnl  to  the  chest.  Particularly 
does  this  latter  occur  in  the  rapidly  growing  young. 

Phosphorus  must  al^o  l»e  rememlxTCil  in  endocarditis,  in  which  disease 
it  is  often  forgotten.  Particularly  is  it  intlicateil  when  eudm-anlitis  or 
myocarditis  occurs  during  the  course  of  acute  iutlammatory  rheumatism 
or  during  pneumonia, 

Phosphortis  is  also  useful  for  fatty  degeneration  of  the  heart.  You 
distinguish  it  from  Arsenicum  by  the  involvement  of  the  righl  heart, 
by  venous  stagnation  and  puffincss  af  the  fsu*e,  parti4'ularly  uu«ler  the 
eyelids.  Arscni<  urn  has  moi-e  symptoms  of  the  left  hoirt,  tnore  oppns- 
sion  of  the  chest  in  breathing,  more  orthopno&i,  and  more  anasarca  or 
general  dro|)8y. 

Phosphoru.^  acts  upon  the  bones.  We  find  this  illustrated  in  the 
necrosis  of  the  lower  jaw,  formerly  so  common  among  matchmakers. 
The  fumes  of  the  Phosphorus  cause  necrosis  of  the  lower  and  some- 
times of  the  uppor  jaw.  You  may  a^k  is  this  not  a  local  effect  pro- 
duced by  inhalation  of  the  fumes.  If  it  is  a  local  effect,  why  d<jes  it 
affect  by  prefej^ncc  the  lower  jaw"?  Why  not  the  upper?  Then,  too, 
when  |K>rsonfl  have  been  j>oisoued  by  eating  Piiosphorus,  if  necrosia  re- 
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sultA,  it  h  the  lower  jiiw  tliat  is  aSeoted,  tliu?;  Mhnwing  you  that  the  drug 
haa  a  sjM'cial  uffioity  for  ibis  hone.  It  is  to  be  retneml)eretl  in  i/aries  or 
nocnwis  of  the  lower  jaw.  This  yoii  sometimes  meet  with  from  teeth- 
ing or  from  an  inflameil  or  suppiiniting  gland.  PliosphorusatltH'ts  other 
l>one8  UH  well  liS  the  lower  jaw,  however.  We  fintl  it  ni»t  infrecjuently 
iudicatetl  in  caries  of  the  vertebra  io  scrofulous  children.  The  con- 
comitant symptoms  have  to  decitle  the  remedy  for  you.  For  instance, 
the  child  is  of  the  characteristic  Phoj^phorus  build.  There  is  diarrhcoa, 
worse  in  the  morning,  much  like  that  of  Salfthur,  the  stool  containing 
undigested  food.  There  is  tendency  to  involvement  of  the  lungs.  For 
instance,  the  patient  catches  cold  easily,  with  marked  tendency  to  bron- 
chitis. Still  further,  we  may  be  called  upon  to  use  Phosphorus  in 
caries  (kf  the  vertebra  when  the  inflammation  has  extended  inwanis  and 
involvtil  tlic  spinal  cord  itself.  This  you  notice  to  be  expressed  first 
by  burning  in  certain  portions  of  the  &pine.  The  patient  cannot  toler- 
ate any  beat  uear  the  back.  A  hot  sponge  on  tlie  back  causes  him  to 
wince.  There  will  l>e  a  feeling  a.s  of  a  Iwind  anmnd  the  body.  The 
difficulty  in  walking  increases  until  finally  the  child  cannot  walk  at  all. 
There  ia  often  partial  loss  of  control  over  the  sphincters. 

Pho!*phorus  also  afiects  the  joints,  the  hi{>>  and  knee-joints  in  parti<!U- 
lar.  llem*e,  it  may  Ix;  indicated  in  morbus  rx>xarius  or  in  white  swell- 
ing, both  common,  as  you  know,  iu  scrofulous  children.  Here,  too, 
ynu  have  to  8e|>arate  it  from  the  other  antij>sorifs  by  the  general  symp- 
toms. I  would  say,  for  your  guidance,  that  Phoe*phoru8  fwlongs  with 
Silicea  and  seems  to  complement  it.  It  ia  useful  when  Silicea  has  been 
partially  successful  in  thetn;  joint -diseases. 

Fistulse  in  the  glands  and  altout  the  joints  are  apt  to  form  with  Plios* 
phorus.  These  fistulous  ulcers  have  high  edges  from  exuberant 
granulations,  the  purulent  discharge  being  rather  thin  and  ichoroua. 
Around  the  ulcer,  Phosphorus  ha^,  proliably  more  than  Silicea,  an 
erysipelatous  blush  often  radiating  as  iu  Uclladonna.  There  will  fre- 
quently be  burning, stinging  |>tiins,  well-inarke<i  hectio  fever  with  night 
sweat,  diarrhcB^i,  and  anxiety  towartis  evening. 

These  mme  symptoms  apply  to  inflammation  of  the  mammary  glands 
when  there  are  flatulous  ulcers,  as  iu  Silicea,  but  distinguished  from  that 
reme<ly  by  the  erysipelatous  blush. 

Burning  and  stinging  painn  also  suggest  Apia  but  Apia  doe^  not 
cause  deep-seated  suppuration,  such  as  that  iu  the  parenchyma  of  an 
ofgan« 

Next,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  alxmt  the  action  of  Phosphorus  on  the 
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eyen.  While  it  may  not  he  the  bc*t  romedy  for  aflTtvtions  of  the  ex- 
ternal parlH  «>f  the  eye,  it  certainly  dot's  lead  the  list  for  di.seabed  invol- 
ving the  dee[K»r  titructiirert  of  that  organ,  m*  the  retina,  chow>i<l  and 
vitreous  humor.  It  is  parti(Mjlarly  in  nervous  aflections  of  the  ej'e, 
that  we  find  Pho6[>horus  indicated,  and  hy  "  nervous"  1  mmn  Mong- 
ing  to  the  nerves  of  the  eye.  Thus  it  i.-*  suitefl  to  hy|>eru*inia  of  the 
choroid  and  retina,  which  may  even  result  in  retinitis  or  «'hor«ii«liii!^,  and 
when  it  does  »o  result,  it  is  apt  tii  bo  a  serious  trouble.  ViM<»n  is 
greatly  lessened.  The  patient  sees  all  sorts  of  abnormal  colors,  black 
spots  in  the  air  and  gray  veils  over  things,  it  seemg  as  if  hv.  wjis  con- 
stantly looking  through  a  mi-t  or  fog.  Objei'ts  lo<jk  red.  L<^tters  ap- 
pear red  when  rt'iidlfig.  That  symptom,  I  iK'lieve,  is  under  no  olhtr 
remedy  than  Phosphorus.  Other  remedies  have  red  vision,  but  untler 
Pho«iphorus  alone  h  it  that  in  reading,  the  letters  look  rod. 

Tliis  rcTut'dy  is  also  indicj»(e<rl  iu  n.tinitis  accompanying  kidney  aSeo- 
tions,  retinitis  albuminnrica. 

It  tuny  also  l)e  imlicated  in  retinitis  with  suppression  of  menses  or 
«ome  other  uterine  or  ovarian  disorder.  When  you  have  an  eye  affec- 
tion to  deal  with,  do  not  forget  that  the  eyes  are  not  the  whole  body 
Rememl>er  that  lesion  in  the  eye  may  have  hh  a  starting  point  disease 
in  some  other  jjart  of  the  bcxly.  Thei*efore  in  making  your  prescriptioa 
do  not  forget  to  look  for  any  constitutitmal  8yii){itoms  that  may  be 
prcfient. 

We  also  find  Phosphorus  indicatwl  in  either  amblyopia  or  asthenopia, 
particularly  when  assot^iated  with  Briglil's  disease  or  restihing  fri>nj  hns 
of  fluids  When  the  ^mtient  attempts  to  read,  letters  blur  ami  run  to- 
gether and  the  eyes  smart  and  burn.  It  is  usfful  in  amblyopia  occur- 
ring after  typhoiil  fever,  f*exual  exi-es^-^es  or  hiss  of  tluitls.  It  is  alno 
fiaited  to  blindtieKs  alter  light ning-Btroke.  In  these  cases  the  patient 
almost  always  m-cs  a  gret-n  halo  around  the  candle  light. 

1  would  like  to  8;iy  that  Phosphorus  will  retard   the  growth  of  catn 
ract.     Other  remedies  tliat  may  suggest  themselves  in  this  conditioa 
are  Si/trrti,  Contnm,  Sfcafe  and  Niitrum  mttr. 

In  addition  to  producing  overseusitiveness  to  sound,  as  already  men* 
tione«l,  Phosphorus  has  the  opposite  effect,  deafnuss  or  hardni«a  of 
hearing  part icultirly  to  the  human  voice.  We  have  exactly  the  oppo- 
site ttymptom  under  If/natia,  This  deafness  may  l)e  purely  nervous  as 
after  typhoi<I  fever.  It  may  also  indicate  the  drug  in  congested  statca 
wheu*the  hardness  of  hearing  is  associated  with  buzzing  and  roaring  in 
the  ears. 
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Phoftphorua  acte  on  the  bloocl,  destroying  its  coagulability.  Thas  it 
is  that  small  wounds  bleed  much.  I  think  that  these  are  the  words  of 
the  symptom  as  Hahnemann  gave  it  to  us.  The  way  that  he  found 
that  to  be  characteristic  of  Phosphorus  was  this :  One  prover  noticed 
that  when  he  pricked  his  fingerjt  did  not  stop  bleeding  readily.  Hah- 
nemann put  this  down  as  a  possible  symptom  of  Phosphorus.  Ijater, 
a  patient  came  to  him, and  descrilxjd  the  totality  of  her  sympt(»ms. 
She  had  this  bleeding.  He  gave  her  Phosphorus,  which  cured  her. 
Since  then,  this  drug  h&s  been  used  many  times  for  this  hteraorrhagic 
diathesis.  Lache^is  has  a  similar  symptom,  but  has  not  been  so 
thoroughly  confirmed  as  has  Phosphorus. 

Phosphorus  is  also  indicated  in  hfemutemesis.  This  may  be  vicari- 
ous as  from  a  suppressed  menstrual  flow,  or  it  may  result  from  simple 
congestion  of  the  stomach,  or  even  from  organic  disease  of  the  stomach, 
particularly  open  canc*er  or  round  ulcer  of  the  stomach.  The  vomited 
matters  contain  dark  grumous  substances,  looking  like  coffee-grounds. 

Phosphorus  may  also  be  used  in  hcemoptysis,  when  indicated  by  the 
symptoms  already  given. 


LECTURE  LIV. 


THE  PREPARATIONS  OF  ANTIMONY. 


Wk  take  np  for  fdmly  to-day  two  of  tin*  pivparations  of  anirmony, 
Antinwnium  crudum  and  Anthnrniititn  tariaricam.  The  term  Antiniu- 
Ilium  criuliim  doej*  not  imply  that  it  is  th**  inetalUc  antimony  but  ihat 
it  ih  the  ore,  the  form  in  which  it  xa  most  tVe()iH'ntly  t'tmnd  in  nature. 
Antimoniiim  larturicum  t8  a  compound  salt,  the  tiirtrate  of  antimony 
and  potiLsh.  There  are  other  Antimony  propurntions  usoil  in  metlioine, 
but  we  tihall  only  consider  the  above- nameil  as  they  are  the  most  im- 
portant. 

Autimony  exert?  a  depreseiu}^;  inHuenoc  on  lite  heart  and  circulation. 
Refipiration  too  is  disturbed  by  it,  and  in  the  tnajorlty  of  cases,  perspi- 
ration is  increased.  The  ticxt  important  seat  of  action  of  aniimony  is 
the  mucoufi  membranes,  particularly  that  of  the  alimentary  canal.  It 
causes  nausea,  vomiting  and  purjj^in^,  with  fainfr>e.s<<  ami  relaxation. 
The  vomited  mutters  you  will  tind  at  lirst  to  consist  of  mucus  and  fmnj. 
I^ter  they  contain  bile  and  finally,  bloo<l.  It  is  not  l»e«iuse  antimony 
has  a  special  effect  ou  the  liver  that  we  have  this  bilious  votnitinj^,  btit 
because  it  causes  a  regurgitation  of  bile.  Cram|»s  otx-ur  in  the  iimbh. 
These  are  accorapanieil  by  purging  and  thus  you  have  a  jierfwt  picture 
of  collapse  such  as  you  find  in  cholera  or  choh*ra  morbus.  Now,  tho 
emetic  properties  of  antiracmy  are  not  loful.  Experiments  have  lieen 
made  by  which  the  stomach  lias  lieeu  exterminate<l,  a  bladder  place^l  in 
its  position,  and  antimony  injectetl  inU>  the  blood.  Retching  will  en- 
sue and  yet  there  is  no  stomacii.  It  acts  through  the  puuumogaMirio 
ners^cs. 

Antimony  wmII  cause  convulsions.  This  cHjnvulsive  atrtion  is  trace- 
able to  disturbaucx?  in  the  circulation  at  the  bsise  of  the  bruin. 

The  lungs  become  engorge*!  with  bloo<l  by  any  preparation  of  anti- 
mony. It  is  said  that  hepatization  of  a  portion  of  the  organ  may  follow 
]>oi.M)ning  l>y  it,  es|jec^ially  by  its  tartrate.  This  has  bt^eu  doubled  of 
late.  It  has  been  claimed  that  this  so  allied  hepatiziiti<»ii  \vii>  in  ri-aUtv 
atalci'tiVHis, 

You  also  find  antimony  causing  emphysema,  particularly  of  the 
burdens  oi^  the  lungs. 
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Animals  feci  on  antiinonic  acid  will  have  fatty  de-jeiieration  of  the 
liver,  heart,  etc. 

The  skiu  is  attacked  by  the  antimonies.  The  irritation  they  here 
produoe  is  rather  slow  and  tardy,  but  the  result  is  very  characteristic. 
There  will  be,  at  first,  slight  re^lness;  this  is  followed  by  development 
of  papules,  and  these  papules  boi'onoe  pustules.  Pustular  eruptions  are 
very  characteristic  of  antimony,  particularly  of  the  tartrate.  These 
pustules  resemble  the  eruption  of  smull-pox  so  much  so  that  Antimo- 
nium  tartaricum  has  been  &uggeste<l  us  a  remedy  in  that  disease. 

Antimony  \a  particularly  useful  when  pustules  appear  about  tlie 
genital  organs,  whether  they  be  syphilitic  or  not. 

While  the  preponderance  is  in  favor  of  Autimouitim  tartaricum  for 
pustulation,  Aotimonium  criidum  carries  off  the  palm  for  horny  eX' 
creficenccs  and  callositiefe  on  the  feet  and  bands. 

We  will  now  consider

In  the  alwve  schema  I  have  place<l  no  com|)lementary  reme<ly  to 
Antimonium  crudum.  Scilfd  has  Uvn  said  to  l>e  complementary  to  it, 
but  I  have  Dot  satisfied  myself  that  fluch  is  the  case. 

When  Antimonium  crudum  is  indicaletl,  we  find  mental  symptoms 
quite  prominent.  It  is  frequently  used  in  children  when  they  are  cross 
and  peevish.  They  will  not  even  permit  themselves^  to  be  looked  at. 
If  an  aidult.  the  patient  is  sulky  or  sad,  almost  like  the  Pulsatilla 
patient.  In  some  ca>es,  there  is  a  slightly  erotic  condition  of  mind, 
connectt^^l  with  sexual  erethism.  The  |>atient  l>ecomes  ecstatic,  and  fan- 
cies that  some  beiiutiful  female  is  the  object  of  his  sentimental  love. 

In  children,  this  |)ecvish  mental  stale  is  associated  with  nausea,  hot 
and  reil  face,  and  irregular  pulbc.  The  child  is  particularly  croee  when 
washed  in  culd  water,  but  oot  so  much  in  warm  water.  Now,  the 
symptoms  oflen  occur  in  children  in  assiociation  with  gastric symptoma. 

The  gastric  symptoms  of  antimony  are  very  well-marked.  It  is 
Huited  to  gastric  catarrh,  whether  it  be  d€velope<l  from  cold  or  from 
iinpro|>er  food.     In  tlie  first  place,  the  tongue  is  coated  white,  ami  this 
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coatirijy;  is  apt  to  l>e  spread  uniformly  over  the  wlxiU-  dopHum  of  the 
tonjrue.  It  has  well  J>een  conipaiXHl  (<>  u  c*<->at  of  whitewash.  The  tnng;uo 
may  l)e  dry,  and  often  is  so,  iis  in  Bryonia.  Sometiroes,  we  find  this 
white  ef>atinga'<suminga  sliglitly  yellowish  tirii^e,  e»«|K^ially  on  the  lack 
part  of  the  tongue.  At  other  tinier,  you  will  find  the  borders  of  the 
tonirue  sore  and  red ;  often,  there  is  in  the  pharynx  an  acrumuiation 
of  yellowish  muous.  There  are  nausea  and  vomiting  ;  the  latter  \&  very 
prominent,  and  occurs  as  soon  a^^  the  «hil<l  eats  (»rdrink8.  AntimoDiufU 
cruduni  is  e!9pe<MaIly  useful  in  vomiting  from  overloaded  stomach  ;  fn»ra 
eating  indigestible  sulifitanw* ;  after  the  abuse  of  fat  food,  arid?,  sour 
wines,  vinegar,  etc,  or  from  the  exoc»ssive  heat  of  summer.  The 
vomited  matters  contain  fiMxl ;  or,  in  the  oa-se  of  very  young  chiMrv^n, 
they  oonsi&l  of  cnnlled  milk.  The  apjx'tite  Is  in)|>aired.  There  romy 
be  eolic,  in  which  case,  there  is  almott  always  a  dc(>4»sit  of  llthic  acid 
in  the  urine.  The  bowels  are  affected  also;  there  is  often  diarrhoaa; 
the  ftonl  is  watery,  and  contains  little  lunifw  of  ftecal  matter.  Thi» 
diarrhcea  is  made  worse  by  vineg-ar  and  other  acids,  by  c<dd  Iwthing, 
and  by  overheating.  If  there  is  constipation,  as  there  may  l>e  and  often 
is  when  vomiting  predominates,  the  stools  will  consist  of  white,  hard, 
and  dry  Ium[>s  that  l<M>k  like  uii<ligcstcd  eunl.  In  older  persons,  par- 
ticularly in  the  aged  (for  Antimonium  crudum  suit8  \hM\\  ends  of  life), 
we  have  an  alternation  of  constipation  and  diarrhoea  :  tlie  »tuol  in  r<vn> 
Btipation  consisting  of  hard,  dry  hinij»s;  tJiat  in  diarrhoMi,  of  water  roixei] 
with  foH^t  lumps. 

Now  let  us  make  aome  distinctions  In-tween  Antimonium  crudum 
and  its  concordant  rcmedien.  ACthu^a  cynapium  is  our  mainstay  ftw 
vomiting  of  ciirdle<1  milk  in  infants  during  dentition,  or  at  other  timeic 
The  vomited  mattei*s  come  with  a  '*  ruHh,"  and  the  vomiting  exhatislA 
the  little  patient  He  then  falls  into  a  sleep  frt>m  which  he  a«iiktii<t 
hurigry.  In  Antimonium  crudum  the  child  is  hinigry  as  soon  as  it  rids 
itself  of  the  milk.  JCthiisa  is  suitetl  to  severe  casi-s  that  have  bevn 
prastrated  by  a  long  course  of  bad  diet,  by  summer  complaint,  or  by 
the  irritatiem  of  teething.  I  have  known  -^^thusa  to  relieve  the  \m\t\ 
and  sorenens  in  the  gums  of  teething  chiMren  when  vomiting  is  a  promi- 
nent syntptoin. 

Like  Antimonium  crmlum,  Ipeencwmha  has  vomiting  aAer  a  meal, 
after  ctiughing,  and  after  acids  ;  and  hence  it  is  suited  to  similar  cases. 
But  the  I|>eeacuanha  usually  has  more  nan^ea  than  has  the  other.  Vom- 
iting and  retching  predi)minate  in  Antimonium  crudum,  and  nausea  in 
I|)ecacuanha.    Then,  tix>,  the  latter  remedy  usually  baa  clear  or  UightJy 
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cositcti  tongue;  wliereas  the  former  requires  a  thick,  white  coating  of 
'llml  org:in, 

Bryonki  is  diinilur  to  Antimoniuiu  cruiluni.  It  has  white  tongue, 
dry  mouth,  juhI  fon^tipiitiori.  It  is  suited  to  gastric  catarrh  from  over- 
eating in  |K.'riM)ns  of  irritable  temperament.  The  Bryonia  tongue  ia  a 
little  ditfereiit  from  that  of  Antimoniura  crudum,  in  that  it  id  white 
down  the  mi<hlh»,  the  edges  not  Ijeing  coated.  Then,  too,  the  Bryonia 
i^tool  is  lai"ge,  hani,  dry,  and  brown.  If  there  is  diarrhcea,  the  atiml  \s 
offensive  and  watery,  an«l  •tmelln  like  old  cheese. 

Still  another  remedy  U  Pulsatiita.  Here  we  find  rertemblanceri  in  the 
Btate  of  miml.  We  have  bi>th  remetlicfl  i^lle<l  for  in  giistric  ailmt^its 
from  the  use  of  jM)i"k.  But  Pulsatilla  ban  not  the  characteristic  vomit- 
ing of  Antimony,  and  the  9tool  of  Pulsatilla  is  usually  greenish,  or 
yellowish-green,  an<l  slimy.  It  is  eH|)eoially  suited  to  cases  after  indul- 
geni-e  ia  mixM  diet,  ite-iTe:im,  rako,  pawtry,  etc. 

Antimonium  crudum  acts  u|M»n  the  skin,  proilucing  thick,  horuy 
calloftiticH  in  this  tisMie.  It  ih  often  indicated  in  eczematous  eruptions, 
when  the  ^kin  is  of  this  character. 

It  aJM)  has  a  marked  action  on  the  nails,  causing  deficient  growth. 
If,  after  an  ai-cident  which  has  split  the  nail,  the  latter  doew  not  boul 
readily,  but  growNcracketl  au<I  thick,  Antimonium  crudum  will  muke  It 
grow  as  it  (^hou!d.  I  have  aI»o  U8«x]  the  drug  sllccc»^sfully  in  tlie  treat- 
ment of  split  hoof,  in  the  case  of  my  own  hon^el 

Children  in  Antimonium  crudum  often  have  a  crusty  sort  of  eruption, 
in  which  the  crusts  are  of  a  honey-yellow  color.  They  are  thick,  just 
m  we  ha.ve  seen  with  the  callosities.  The  affect»xl  portions  of  the  iskin 
crack  readily.  This  is  particularly  well-marked  alwuit  the  ufwtrils  and 
c<»rners  of  the  mouth.  Now,  I  know  of  one  »•«•*€  of  diphtberiu  cured 
by  Antimonium  crudum  when  the  symptoms  were  tliese:  The  child 
was  very  crost* ;  whining  and  crying  simply  Ix^nut:^  it  was  hioke<l  at; 
this  wa*  esiMfinlly  so  ou  awaking  from  sleep;  there  were,  also,  these 
crusts  around  the  nostrils  and  in  the  corners  of  the  mouth.  Anlirao- 
nium  crudum  not  only  removed  these  but  cure<l  the  diphtberia. 

The  eyes  are  inflametl.  ThfV  are  woi-s4'  from  any  bright  glare,  as 
the  sunshine,  or  the  glare  of  a  bright  fire,  here  n-minding  you  of  i/<rr- 
curiiut.  It  is  dislingul^hj**!  friun  UniphUeH  by  the  fmt  that  the  rawness 
18  ctmfined  to  the  cauthi,  whereas  untler  Gniphlit^  the  ititlamnuition 
involvi-s  the  whole  boriler  of  the  litis. 

On  the  female  genital  organs  Antimonium  crudum  has  stune  actiou. 
It  is   UHi'ful  in  prula|(sus  uteri  when  tliere  is  cout>tant  bearing-down 
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feelinof,  as  if  something  were  piishinpj  out  of  the  vajjina,  arul  !•  i 
ovi.T  flie  ovarian  region,  particularly  wlien  the  mensffs  have  Iw  i 

pirssefl  hy  eold  bathing.     The  lencorrhoea  is  watery  and  eontsiin**  little 
lunifvs. 

There  is  one  more  use  of  Antiraonium  eruilum  to  njention  anil  we 
are  done  with  it,  and  that  is  in  adults  who  are  torrnpntnl  with  gout 
It  is  esperially  useful  when  gout  has  Ixx'ome  constitutional.  Then*  will 
Ix*  gouty  nodes  in  many  of  the  joints.  It  here  helps,  providt-*!  lh»Tv 
are  the  gastric  symptoms  characteristic  of  the  remedy  pre^^nt,  but  not 
otherwise.

Anthnnniiim  tartaricum^  or  Tartar  einefiCfOS  it  is  als4)  (^lle<l,  is  a  com- 
pound salt  of  antimony  and  potitsh,  both  of  which  substances  deprcM 
the  circulation.  Hence  yon  will  expect  to  see  symptoms  tine  to  thM 
cause  intensified  under  Antimonium  tartaricum.  It  causes  more  wejik* 
ness  of  ihc  heart  and  lungs  than  does  Antimony  itself. 

Under  Antimonium  tartaricum  we  tind  the  h«id  W3nfuse<!,  with 
warmth  of  the  forehead  and  confused  feeling,  as  if  the  patient  ought 
to  sleep.  This  drowsiness  is  worse  in  the  foren(M)n.  Often  then*  i»  a 
headache,  with  sengiition  as  if  a  band  were  tie<l  anuind  the  forehead. 
Thie  is  a  iHjmmon  headache  in  passive  congestion  of  the  brain.  You 
find  it  mu\er  Oel^anium,  J/crcun««,  Carbolic  {triti^ Sulphur ti\n\\  several 
other  remedies.  Cool  air  and  moving  about  seem  to  i>righten  the  pa- 
tient up.  Bathing  the  hea<l  relieves;  this  is  rather  contniry  to  Anti- 
monium crudum.  There  is  sometimes  throbbing,  particularly  iu  the 
right  side  of  the  hea<l.  Still  another  form  of  headache  is  drawing  in 
the  right  temple,  extending  down  and  into  the  jaw-ljone.  This  M  a 
sort  of  rheumatic  tearing  {min  in  the  periosteum.  If  the  patient  \a  a 
child  we  note  an  unwillingness  to  Ik?  hniked  at  or  touch«'«l.  If  you 
persist  in  your uu welcome  attention  it  will  have  convulsions.  On  awak- 
ing from  sleep  the  child  seems  stupid.     Vertigo  is  often  an  aoooiapaiii* 
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inent  of  the  Anlimoninm   tartaricuin  ailment;  this  vertigo  seems  to 
alternate  with  drowsiness. 

We  often  fimi  Antimoninm  tartaricura  indicated  in  causes  of  sup- 
pressed eruptions  when  (here  result  these  symptoms  of  the  head.  Par- 
tifularly  is  it  called  for  when  the  eruption  of  scarlatina,  measles  or 
variola  doe*  not  come  out  properly,  or  has  been  re|»elled  ;  then  we  have, 
in  addition  to  the  symptoms  I  have  already  mentioned,  great  ilifhciilty 
in  hreathing.  The  face  is  bluish  or  purple,  the  chiltl  becomes  uuu-e 
and  more  drowsy,  and  twitches.  There  is  rattling  breathing.  All  of 
these  symptoms  indicate  a  desperate  case,  Antimonium  lartaricum  will 
frequently  restore  the  eruption  and  save  the  child.  N«)w,  these  symp- 
toms that  I  have  nientioneil  acci>mpany  two  grand  8et»  of  phenomena 
for  which  Antimonium  tartaricum  may  be  useful,  namely,  pulmonary 
and  gastroenteric  aflections. 

For  cliildren  it  is  an  invaluable  drug  In  diseases  of  the  chest.  Ynu 
find  it,  for  instance,  indicate<l  in  whooping-cough",  and  in  fact  in  any 
cough,  whether  from  ilentition  or  other  causes,  when  the  cough  is  pn>- 
vokcil  whenever  the  child  gets  angry,  which  is  very  often.  Ealing 
brings  on  the  cough,  which  culminates  in  the  vomiting  of  mucus  and 
food. 

Again,  there  is  another  form  of  chest  trouble  in  which  it  is  indicate<l. 
A  nurxing  infant  suddenly  lets  go  of  the  nip|)le,  and  cries  as  if  out  of 
breath,  and  seems  to  be  l>etter  when  held  upright  and  carrie<l  about. 
Now,  this  is  the  beginning  of  capillary  bronchitis.  There  <fre  tine  hul>- 
crepitant  rales  all  through  the  chest.  Antimonium  tartaricum  here  nip8 
the  whole  disease  in  the  bud,  and  saves  the  child  much  suffering. 
Again,  there  is  another  form  of  cough  in  which  it  may  be  u*ed.  There 
is  marked  wheezing  when  the  child  breathes.  The  cough  Sf»unds  loo»«o, 
and  yet  the  child  raises  no  j>hlegm.  This  symptom  increa*ie9  until  the 
chihl  grows  drowsy.  Its  head  is  hot  and  b:ilheil  in  sweat.  The  cough 
then  grows  Irss  and  less  frequent.  The  pulse  is  weak,  Syniptom>k  of 
cyanosis  app<'ar  The  quicker  in  these  cases  you  give  Antimonium  tar- 
laricnru  the  iM-ttcr  for  your  patient. 

Now  for  a  few  of  the  concordant  remedies  in  tJiese  cases.  I  will  first 
say,  in  addition  to  what  I  have  already  said,  that  AnliuKmium  tartari- 
cum is  also  indicate<l  in  atfections  of  old  people,  and  |»flrti('Mlnrly  in 
orthopn<ea,  or  threatening  paadysis  of  the  lungs  in  the  ngetl.  You 
hear  loud  rattling  of  phlegm  in  the  cheat,  and  yet  the  patient  I'annot 
get  up  the  phh'gm.     Here  Bartfta  carb.  is  complementary  to  Antimo- 
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oioD  tare,  and  oAeo  WMwewli  when  the  imuer  mncdT  ooij  partsuj 
reiievai 

.fyetaatanka  oAen  precedes  AntiiDOiiium  tartaricom  ta  catarrli  of  tht 
cheat  m  children.  Lood  rales  are  heard  throogh  the  chat.  Whtm 
thcj  eoo^  thej  gag,  but  raiw  bat  little  phlegm. 

Id  this  threaten iog  panljiH  of  the  longa  JOQ  oaaaf  eoaipare  Aati- 
Dooiajn  tartaricom  with  sevenl  other  dmgt;  with  Luekam,  whkh 
has  aggravatino  wbeo  aroosiog  from  ak«p;  with  Ka&  k^fdrioAmm^ 
eapeciBJIjr  when  there  b  cedema  palmoaum  and  a  great  deal  of  ratlllB^g 
of  moous  in  the  chnL  What  little  spatom  ••  raind  it  fitothf  aaid 
greenbh,  lookioig  like  soap-eoda* 

Carto  veg,  also  eaita  these  caaoBy  but  here  the  rattling  it  aeeooifamed 
hy  cold  breath  and  by  ooldocaa  of  the  lowif  eztremitiea  from  the  locK 
lo  the  koeei. 

JfoaeAttt  io  paimljraiB  of  the  langft,  when  there  ia  loml  rattlioig  of 
mocos  and  the  patieoC  ta  reatleaa.  It  ia  espedal  W  io4]i«3aiefl  after  typhoid 
fever.  The  pcdse  grows  las  and  lem  strong,  and  fimdij  the  pafiet 
gom  into  a  syooope. 

Alw>,  do  not  forget  ^aunontttm  oar6.  in  this  ooodition. 

AntHoonium  tart,  is  iodic^teil  in  the  saphyxia  at  the  b^naing  of 
life,  asphyxia  iieonatomm,  when  there  ia  rattling  of  nocna  to  tha 
throat.  Lauroc^ramu  ia  meful  m  the  attphyxia  of  oew-bom  ehtldica 
when  there  ia  great  blueoefls  of  the  face,  with  twitching  of  the  maselu 
of  the  face,  and  gasping  witiiout  really  breathing. 

Antimoniuiu  tartaricom  produces  a  p<:;rfect  picture  of  plenro-poen- 
mofiia.  Certain  portions  of  the  lungs  are  [laraJyzed.  Fine  rala  are 
heard,  vvtm  over  the  hepaticed  {>ortiont<'.  There  is  gri^tt  oppr^(»ioo  of 
breathing,  {larticularly  towanU  mornini^.  The  fiatient  must  sit  up  in 
order  to  breathe.  It  may  aldo  be  iudii^ated  in  bilious  pn«runi<inia,  that 
in,  pneumonia  with  hepatic  congestion  and  with  well-marked  tctrraiL 
The  pit  of  the  stomach  ia  very  sensitive  lo  touch  or  preaaore.  Tbov 
are  meteorism,  nausea  and  vomiting.  It  may  be  used  in  the  pocaaioain 
of  drunkards  with  these  complications. 

Aotimonium  tartaricum  produces'  pustules  very  nearly  identical  with 
those  of  small-pox,  lienoe  it  may  I>e  a  very  useful  rrmody  in  thai  di»- 
esae.  It  is  very  useful  in  the  ix>ginning  Itrfore  the  eruption  app«arBy 
and  the  {latient  has  a  liry  teasing  cough,  which  under  other  ctrmsi- 
•tanoes  might  suggest  Bryonia.  Here,  however,  you  aboald  give  Anti- 
monium  tart.,  because  it  covers  all  the  symptoms.  It  suits  the  ooogh 
and  also  the  reason  for  the  cough.     It  also  suits  the  e3re  sympto— 
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which  occur  during  eruptive  diseases,  as  small-pox,  scarlatina,  measles, 
etc. 

In  diseases  of  the  intestinal  tract  we  find  it  indicated  by  the  follow- 
ing symptoms :  Nausea  with  great  anxiety,  eructations  tasting  like 
rotten  eggs,  and  drowsiness.  The  vomited  matters  are  green  and  watery, 
and  sometimes  frothy,  and  contain  food.  The  vomiting  itself  is  asso- 
ciated with  trembling  of  the  hands,  and  is  followed  by  drowsiness. 
Vomiting  and  purging  may  take  plaw,  with  every  symptom  of  col- 
lapse, coldness  of  the  surface,  the  hands  and  feet  are  like  ice,  and  the 
stools  are  profuse  and  watery.  Here  you  have  an  almost  prfei^t  picture 
of  Verainim.  The  distinction  between  the  two  remedies  is  that  Vera- 
tnim  has  more  cold  sweat  on  the  forehead,  and  Antimonium  tart,  more 
drowsiness. 

When  Antimonium  tart,  has  produced  pustules,  the  antidote  is  Conium.

We  l)egiii  this  rooming  with  the  study  of  Mercury  and  its  comliioa- 
tion».  Moreury  has  long  lieen  known  and  used  as  a  medicine  in  the 
old  whool  of  practice.  lb*  abuse,  when  given  in  excess  or  iiia|ipropri« 
ately,  lum  rendered  it  a  very  unpopular  remedy  among  the  laity.  There 
are  many  physicians  in  the  sio-called  old-echool  practice,  who  have  en- 
deavorifl  to  obtain  for  Mercury  a  sulistitute  which  would  answer  the 
Sftnic  pur|M>sc  without  deleterious  results.  They  have  l>een  more  or 
lesH  BmxwsHful,  but  they  have  never  really  obtained  anything  ct^uivalent 
to  that  n-metly  in  its  genuine  u.sefulnesg.  Of  late  days,  there  an?  not 
so  many  allopathic  physicians  who  give  the  gre^it  dos*-*  of  Mercury 
that  UHed  to  be  so  common.  This  caution,  in  \i»  a<l ministration,  is  do 
evidence  of  improvement  of  the  medical  world,  st'ientificnily  K|K»aking, 
but  only  that  they  have  Ijeen  driven  to  this  course  by  their  unfortu- 
nate reHults  and  by  jwpular  clamor.  There  are  many  physicians  who 
are  afraid  to  let  their  }>atients  know  that  they  are  taking  mercurials. 
The  eclectic?»  have  suljstitutixl  such  plants  as  Podophyllum  and  Lep- 
(iindra  for  Mercury,  G«|K?ciuUy  in  liver  affections. 

We,  of  the  homoDopathic  school,  are  not  afraid  to  uue  mercurials, 
l)ccau*4e  we  do  so  according  to  a  fixed  law,  guided  by  their  effectik  uti 
the  human  system;  therefore,  we  are  not  in  any  danger  of  the  l>ad 
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rc?ult5>  which  follow  ovenloeiing  or  mi%i|i|>Iication  of  the  ilrui;.  You 
notice  that  I  have  placed  on  the  boanl  a  iminl>er  of  mercurial  prepjira- 
tions.  All  of  the;*e  have  »ome  me*lieinal  projwrties,  but  wc  have  not 
the  time,  nor  will  it  be  projjer,  to  dwell  on  them  all.  Our  main  oiyect 
is  to  treat  of  the  principal  actionH  of  Mercury  in  general,  and  tlien  to 
teach  you  the  principal  diameter istics  which  will  enable  yon  to  prefer 
one  of  these  preparations  rather  than  others.  From  the  general  chara<'t<T 
of  the  [latient,  yon  know  that  he  need-,  w^me  merciiria!  preparation  and 
you  want  to  know  wliich  one.  Wc  have  here  tw<»  preparations,  Mcr- 
curius  vivus  and  solubilis,  that  I  have  plactnl  on  the  same  line.  I  do  not 
know  enough  to  separate  them  symptonmtically .  The  provings  have  Iwen 
se|>arately  placed  in  Allen's  Enci/riojiCtdia^hKii  I  have  not  been  ul)le 
to  separate  them.  These  preparations  are  the  quicksilver,  or  metallic 
Menniry,  and  the  Soluble  Mercury  <»f  Hahnemann.  Mercurius  sm>1u- 
bilis  is  not  a  pui*e  mercurial  preparation.  It  contains  some  ammonia 
and  some  nitric  acid.  There  are  only  traces  of  nitric  add,  however, 
and  yet  these  traces  must  modify  its  symptomatology  somewhat,  but  to 
what  ilegive  I  do  not  know.  The  provings  of  "  the  8olubili»"  are  ex- 
cellent. They  are  complete,  much  more  so  than  thjise  of  quick*'ilver. 
These  latter  are  collectetJ  more  from  poim>ning  cases  and  frora  clinical 
cases  than  from  actual  pmvings.  If,  then,  the  symj»toms  are  clearly 
placed  in  the  Knrych^Krtlia  under  Soluble  Men-ury,  I  would  adviseyon 
to  use  that  pix'paration.  Ik'low  the  Mcrcurius  vivus  and  stilubilis  on 
the  board,  we  have  two  preparations  of  Mercury  with  cljlorine.  Next 
comes  Mercurius  aceticus,  of  which  we  have  but  few  symptocus  Next 
wc  have  the  two  Iodides  of  Mercury,  which  are  very  important.  The 
Binio<Hde  is  red,  the  I*n>toio«lide,  yellow.  Then  we  have  the  Cyanide 
of  Mercury.  Next  we  have  Cinnabsiris.  which  is  the  Sulphide  of  Mer- 
cory.  Beneath  this  we  have  the  Sulphate  of  Mercury  and  then  the 
Mercurius  prapcipitatus  rnl>er.  Ofthes<%  we  have  but  few  symptoms. 
CinnalMiris,  the  two  Iodides,  the  cornjsivus,  the  st>lubilis  and  the  vivus 
■re  the  most  frequently  usetl. 

You  see  here  on  your  right,  a  list  of  antidotes  to  Mercury.  That  is 
in  Itself  evidence  of  the  numerous  ill-etl«vts  which  may  result  from  its 
abuse.  They  are  not  all  e<jually  well  iuilit-j^tetl.  As  \  mentione*!  the  other 
day,  Hepar  is  the  most  im{M)rtant  anti<loto  for  Mercury  and  also  for 
many  of  the  other  metals.  It  is  ui<»ful  for  the  mental  sympt«>tns  that 
may  follow  a  course  of  Mercury,  the  anxiety,  distress,  and  even  the 
9uioidal  mood;  also  for  the  bone  pains,  sore  mouth,  ulcers  and  the 
castric  symptoms. 
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Nitric  (icifl  is  particularly  to  he  romembcp<?«l  wlioii  the  lowt  i  m-h  ^ 
are  attaeke<],  as  the  perioeteiim,  the  bonea  and  the  fihrtnm  ti>-ii«-v  1  Ik* 
patient  hafi  Imne-pains  worse  at  night,  aching  in  the  sbino  in  flamp 
weather,  nloer-i  in  the  tfiroat  ;  particularly  if  seconJary  syphilis  is  cocn- 
plicaUKl  by  mercurial  iH)iHoni ng. 

(Xnehona  is  Haid  to  antidote  the  chronic  })tyalisni  produced  by  Mer- 
cury. 

Dulcamara  haa  been  gucoewfully  Uf?otl  lor  the  salivation  of  Mercury, 
parti<iilarly  when  it  is  aggravated  with  every  damp  change  in  tho 
weather. 

Kali  hf/ffriofUcttin^oT  the  Io<Jide  of  Pola&sitiin,  i-^  ii  will  known  anti- 
dote for  Mercury,  and  has  come  into  practice  of  late  yearn,  and  is  given 
by  both  schools  of  medicine  very  extensively,  wliether  the  case  bo 
ftvphilitic  or  not.  Like  Nitric  acid,  it  is  purticnlurly  indicated  when 
syphiliH  and  Mercury  combine  to  make  the  |iutient  sick,  |i}irticnlarly 
when  the  lower  order  of  tissues  are  involve*!,  as  the  bones,  the  |>erioi>- 
teiim  and  the  glands  ;  when  there  is  tlie  well-known  r^yphilitic  owena, 
thin  watery  discharge  from  the  nose  making  the  up|x^r  lip  sore  an<l 
raw.  You  will  find  it  the  l)eet  drug  we  have  for  the  repeated  catarrhs 
which  may  fMJhtw  the  abuse  of  Mercury.  Every  little  ex |>osure  to  a 
damp  atmosphere,  or  even  to  cool  air,  causes  coryza.  This,  remember,  is 
a  ca.se  of  mercurial  poisoning  which  the  Io<lide  <»f  Potassium  is  to  anti- 
dote. The  eyes  are  hot,  and  watery,  and  swollen.  There  arc  neuralgic 
pains  in  one  or  Iwth  cheeks,  the  nr>se  fi»els  stulfccj  up  and  is  swollen, 
and  discharges  at  the  same  time  a  profuse  watery  sjidjlingi-orywi.  With 
these  symptoms  there  is  more  or  less  sore  tlm>at.  These  symptoms  re- 
cur at  every  fresh  ex|>osure.  There  is  warcely  any  drug  which  will 
cure  these  cases  quicker  than  will  hxlide  of  Potassium. 

There  is  anothersalt  of  |Htta.sh  that  has  an  anti<lotal  relation  to  Mer- 
<'ury,  and  that  is  Kali  rhlmurum.  This  is  just  as  effieirnt  an  anti<Iot« 
when  the  poison  has  developer!  a  sort  of  scorbutus,  and  the  gunin  are 
spimgy,  soft,  and  bleed  easily;  there  are  uleers  of  an  aphthous  char- 
acter in  the  mouth  ami  throat,  and  fnetor  of  the  brmth. 

Aurum  has  next  mention.  This  we  find  particularly  tralhil  for  in 
tho  suicidal  mania  which  may  develop  after  a  course  nf  M«*n'ury,  and 
alao  for  the  caries  of  the  bones,  particularly  of  the  lione«  of  the  {talate, 
now,  etc 

Atajcetida  also  comes  in  as  a  drug  to  l>e  thought  of  in  the  botie 
affections  developed  by  Mercury.  Here  you  have,  as  a  charncterimio 
distinguishing  it  from  the  others,  extreme  seoMitiveofsn  around  the  dt>»- 
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ClUied  |>ortion  of  Ijone.  For  instance*,  in  llie  c-a.se  of  an  ulcer  oommuni- 
mting:  with  a  r>arioiiM  tibia,  the  f>art8  are  so  sensitive  that  the  patient 
can  Hoarcely  l>ear  the  drewing  tJiat  you  apply.  You  will  find  that  the 
tiiittues  are  firmly  adherent  to  the  lx)ne  for  8oroe  little  distance  around 
the  iiitlanied  |>«)rtion.  Then,  too,  you  find  AHaftetida  sometimes  indi- 
oate<l  fur  iriti«  following  raercurialization.  Herv,  to  difitinguish  it  from 
other  remedies,  you  have  the  same  characteristic,  extreme  sorenefifl  of 
the  l>oneft  around  the  eye. 

JSUtphimyrla  is  an  antidote  for  Mercury,  and  in  rather  bad  cases,  too, 
when  the  Aystem  is  very  much  depreciated  by  the  mereuri*!  poiHon. 
We  find  the  patient  wa.stin>;  away,  and  Hallt»\v,  dark  ringH  around  the 
eyes,  well-marke<l  mercurial  mouth  and  thnjal,  witJj  !*l>ongy  gum?*, 
tongue  flabby,  ulcers  on  the  tongue  and  iu  the  throat,  and  well-marked 
Intne  pains. 

Liichatiif  is  an  occasional  antldoto  for  i^oine  of  the  symptoms,  but  there 
are  no  <«pecial  characteristics. 

lofline  comes  in  as  an  antidote  wlifu  the  glands  are  atrecleil. 

Mfzeteum  is  an  ex<"ellent  antidote  when  the  mercurial  {Ktijioniiig  has 
invaded  the  nervoua  Hystem  and  neuralgia  has  developed.  This  nou- 
nilgia  n)ay  npjK^r  in  the  face,  in  the  eyes  or  in  any  part  of  the  body. 

Ltijstly,  we  liHVe  Sfitlhiffia, 

Menury,  it  is  well-known,  enters  into  loose  combination  with  the 
tissues  of  the  Inxly.  It  has  Iteen  f(»und  in  every  tissue  and  may  be 
excreteti  by  almtist  every  rhuunel.  Il  luis  been  found  in  the  p<'rspira- 
ti«jn,  urine,  bile,  fitit*  and  saliva.  It  has  cveu  been  foun<l  in  the  child 
•in  utero,  and  again  in  the  nursing  infant,  when  the  drug  has  Ijcen 
taken  by  the  mother.  I  said  that  the  combination  of  Mercury  with 
the  tissues  is  a  loiise  one,  by  which  1  nieau  it  is  easily  displaceii.  If 
a  |)ersim  ia  poisoned  with  Mercury,  it  will  itc  readily  displacetl  by  one 
of  the  aUne  remedies.  It  is  only  the  rhnmic  custt^  that  newl  alarm 
you,  and  the  cure  of  which,  you  may  tlespair  of.  When  mercurializa- 
tion  i^  combined  with  other  poisons  as  with  syphilis  and  scrofula,  tlan 
you  will  have  greater  difticulty. 

The  .symptoms  of  |M»isoning  by  Mercury  may  Ijc  Mateil  as  thwk? : 
After  ex|M».sure  to  the  [loi^uai,  the  patient  h:is  a  nitlifr  dis!i;rreeable  iMh>r 
to  the  brealh,  that  i.H  a  sickening  sort  of  o<lor  hanl  to  descrtlie  but  easy 
to  rememlN'r.  There  is  also  a  S4»rl  of  nu'tullic  taste  complained  of.  Tht>>e 
are  very  etirly  symptoms  ami  a.sK*rt  ihiMusxIve?*  long  In^foi-e  the  wi:ll- 
kuown  chnnicteriMtioi  of  the  drug  ap|K>Mr.  The  |iatient  feels  languid 
and  ia  frequently  sick  at  his  stomach.     He  vomits  his  food  without  any 
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•pfMieot  auam,  Hk  fux  hwtwnwi  ntber  pUe,  with  dark  lii^  wsmmd 
tbe  e3r«s  ^  ^P  •"  n^«r  li^  amI  porplkli.  He  nmnplil—  «f  Wil. 
ptrticiilaHjr  in  iJie  foreliead  nnd  down  (lie  root  of  ibe  dub*:.  He  cmiuMt 
bear  cJir  wsnntli  of  Uie  bed.  Aa  •ooo  m  be  gets  wm  in  brtl,  b»  erhfi 
and  iMJfiA  reuirn.  Then  hb  ncmth  bf^pnt  to  feel  tore.  The  wmcoi 
nxtmbnioc  beooaMa  poiTed,  ewollen  «Ad  redder  thmn  oatarmL  Tb«  aU* 
vsnr  {i^Undfk  bcgia  to  eecfcie  nore  npidlr  and  tbe  n»cMsib  l^  6l{ed  with 
miiva,  wbieh  it,  bowerer^  ooraial  in  ila  enapoaaioo.  In  a  more  nd» 
viim«d  caae,  il»e  Mliva  beeomea  viltaied.  It  ia  no  loogvr  tbe  pore 
aeerefioa^for  tbe  glands  are  orenrurkni.  Tlie  bmtb  becumes  BMire 
and  OMire  oAeanive,  tbe  guma  swell  and  are  teixler  to  toocb,  and  tbe 
tmtb  bcoona  Iogm.  A  dark  red  line  poneiitnea  appcara  oo  tbe  gfima 
belour  tbe  ittitu  Later,  tlie  gums  groir  apoQgj  and  vellowi&li- wbiie  and 
aWmtc  him]  di^rbarge  an  offV-nhive  matter.  Tbe  tongue  awelb  and 
readily  takien  the  imprint  of  tiie  teeth.  Tl»e  gUods  tben  become  in- 
volvod  and  you  find  more  or  leas  titmefaic'tioo  of  the  pamtMl  and  oer- 
vira)  ^lun^lit.  If  you  were  ti>  Untk  into  the  mouth  at  thi)^  ^t.i^«,  riti 
would  find  the  o))«uiug  of  Stem/s  tlucl  mi  mnd  iuflaiiRd  ami,  in  s«im« 
caeeM,  even  uloentied*  Other  glamU,  too,  nn.*  afffrteU.  Wc  fiml  the  |ian- 
creaa  attac*k«i  Ijy  M»*n-ury.  The  liver  ulstt  corner  iu  for  a  olmre  of  tbe 
|w.!-j»n.  You  are  pntUihly  awiire  that  the  liver  has  U-en  stti<i  to  be 
4II  itjJ  by  Mercury,  and  that  alhtputhin  physician*  have  Iktu  aoci»- 
tomcd  to  give  blue  mas8  or  calomel  in  almuet  every  attack  of  **  liver- 
.  I »laiiit.*'  Quite  recently,  sevenil  eminent  physicians  in  the  old  sicb«.tol 
I  '  <lrt!liire'l  tiiut  Mercury  chxis  not  increase  the  flow  of  bile  and  hence 
ut  not  u*^'ful  for  torpi<i  liver;  but  however  that  may  l)e,  it  is  certaii^ 
that  Mercury  jIow  uffi'ct  the  liver  in  one  way  or  another.  It  has  cau^^ed 
catarrh  of  the  duo«lenuai,  ami  thi«  catarrh  has  extendeiJ  aloug  the  bile- 
duct  into  the  liver.  Thi^  i:$  a  form  of  trouble  which  frccpiently  causes 
jniintlice,  an«l  a  form  loo,  for  which  Mercury  is  UK^ful.  It  h?«s  alao 
pnMlu<*ed  and  cured  he{)atitiK,  |mrticularly  when  one  or  more  alii^xstsea 
have  forme<l  in  the  liver.  Individual  susceptibility  varies  thi'se  Kynip- 
toniH  considerably.  You  will  Hud  that  it  is  more  dilTtcult  to  i^alivato 
childn'U  than  adultM.  Some  |)ersonM  are  8alivate<l  by  very  small  quan- 
titii-ii,  while  it  ih  difficult  to  aflect  others.  The  s^Tofiilous  arc  very 
»erioui»ly  afft^ited  by  Mercury,  a^s  you  all  know. 

The  n)i»re  remote  Hymptom.s  of  mercurial  |K)i8iiniii;^  :ir«'  thi-r*e:  Von 
will  lind  lliut  the  bl«MMl  l>ec<inies  impoveriMhiHl.  The  albumen  and  fibrin 
of  that  fluid  are  affected.     They  are  dimiui»hed,  and  you  find  in  their

place,  a  certain  fatty  sulvitancc,  the  w>mpoisition  of  whi<li  I  <lo  not  ex- 
actly know.  Consequently,  a»  a  prominent  syraptom  the  Ixxly  wastes 
and  emaciates.  The  patient  miffere  from  fever  which  is  rather  hectic 
in  i  1*4  character.  The  |K»rio8teiHu  becomes  affected  and  yon  then  have  a 
characteristic  group  of  mercurial  pains,  Ix^ne  \yaU\s  worse  in  changes  of 
the  weather,  worse  in  the  warmth  of  the  l>ed,  and  chilliness  with  or  after 
stool.  The  jnkin  becomes  rather  of  a  brownish  hue  ;  ulcen^  fnrm  par- 
ticularly on  the  li'gft  ;  they  are  8tubh<irn  ami  will  not  heal.  The  jwitienf 
i8trouble<l  with  Aleeple#^neiw  and  ebullitions  of  blood  at  night ;  he  i»\hi 
and  cannot  sleep;  he  is  thrown  quickly  into  a  perspiration,  which  per- 
spiration gives  him  no  relief.  The  entire  system  suffers  aUf»  and  you 
have  here  two  series  of  symptoms.  At  first,  the  patient  lH'<*<)ruc&  anxious 
and  pestleas  and  cannot  remain  quiet ;  he  changes  his  position  ;  he  moves 
about  from  |ita<?e  to  place ;  he  seems  to  have  a  great  dcsil  o\'  anxietv 
about  the  heart,  pnecordial  anguish  as  it  is  terme<l,  particularly  at  night. 
Then  in  another  series  of  symptoms,  there  are  jerkings  of  the  Hnil»s, 
making  the  patient  appear  as  though  he  were  attackcil  by  St.  Vitu*' 
dance.  Or,  you  may  notice  what  is  more  common  yet,  trembling  of  the 
hands,  this  tremor  being  altogether  beyond  the  control  of  the  patient 
and  gradually  spreading  over  the  entire  brnly,  giving  you  a  resemblance 
to  {>aralysi8  agitans  or  shaking  |«ilsy.  Finally,  the  patient  be<'ome« 
|)aralyzed,  cannot  move  his  limlM^  his  mind  becomc^s  Io»t,  and  he  presents 
a  perfect  picture  of  imUnrility.  He  does  all  sorts  of  queer  things.  He 
sits  in  the  c<irner  with  an  idiotic  smile  on  his  face,  playing  with  straws  ; 
be  is  forgetful,  he  cannot  rememlx?r  even  the  mont  ordinary  evi^nts.  He 
becomes  disgustingly  filthy,  and  eats  bis  own  excrement.  In  fact,  he 
ia  a  |)erfect  Idiot.  Be  careful  how  you  give  Mercury,  it  i*  a  f  rcijcherous 
medicine.  It  seems  often  indi(*ated.  Yuu  give  it  and  rt'lieve ;  but  yoiir 
patient  is  worse  again  in  a  few  week.9  and  then  you  give  it  again  with 
ntlief.  By  and  by,  it  falls  you.  Now  if  I  want  to  make  a  jH'rinMn<'ut 
cure,  for  instance  in  a  scrofulous  child,  I  will  very  seldom  give  him 
Mercury ;  should  I  do  so,  it  will  be  at  least  only  as  an  intercurrent 
remedy. 

I  have  placetl  on  the  Ixtard  in  tabular  form,  a  list  of  the  mercurial 
salts  together  with  the  part.H  of  tlie  ImkIv  on  which  they  net.  Wherever 
you  notice  tlie  cross,  you  know  thai  the  prejiaraiion  act^  on  tiie  |»art  of 
the  Ixxly  plattxl  on  that  line  under  the  heading  of  Mcn-urius  vivus. 
This  table  is  only  a  convenient  form.  There  is  nothing  practical  or 
acicotific  in  it. 
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Taking  Mcrcuriiis  vivus  as  a  type  of  the  whole,  oh  an  individual 
rerneily  in  fact,  we  find  that  it  i«  indlriitcd  in  |x'r«on!*  who  are  of  a 
scrofulous  habit,  whether  of  syphilitic  conetitution  or  not,  in  whom  the 
ghimlular  svHtem  is  active.  This  glanduhir  activity  shown  itnelf  in  two 
ways.  In  the  first  place,  we  may  have  a  condition  simulating  plethora. 
Id  more  advanced  stagee,  we  may  fiml  Mercuriua  indi('ate<]  in  enlargetl 
glands  with  emaciation  and  <lofirit»ncy  of  blood.  We  find  Mcreurius, 
too,  indieatetl  iu  scrofulous  children  who  have  unusually  large  heads 
with  o|>en  footanelles,  particularly  the  anterior  fontanelles.  They  are 
slow  in  learning  to  walk,  the  teeth  form  im[>erfectly  or  slowly,  the  liraba 
are  apt  to  be  cold  and  damp,  and  there  is  a  damp  clammy  feeling  to  the 
limbn.  You  may  di&tinguiBh  from  Qiicarea,  SiUcea  and  Sulphur  by 
ihetie  charat'tcrititica :  The  head  is  inclined  to  perspire  in  the  Mercuriue 
ca8c  but  the  por»pinition  is  offensive  and  oily.  It  is  not  a»  oAcn  indioatcfl 
a»  Calairea,  Silicea  or  Sulphur,  nor  la  it  U8  certain  or  as  permanent  io 
its  efleiJta.  Hut  it  may  come  in  as  a  remedy  to  ])artially  relieve,  and  it 
may  l>e  indi<!at('<J  a»  an  intercurrent  remedy  in  a  course  of  treatment 
with  Sulphur,  when  the  latter  reruedy  ficems  to  fail.  You  will  find  the 
Mercurius  ()atient  illustrating  plethora  with  anxiety  and  reBtloeBaeai, 
toHMug  alxjut,  moving  fn^m  place  to  plaa%  It  is  one  of  the  remedies 
useful  for  norttiilgia  or  home-hick nc^s.  The  patient  becomes  anziooa 
and  irritable.     This  anxiety  seems  as  if  it  were  iu  tiie  blood,  that  is,  it 
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I  mlway.s  atteodeil  with  eljuUitioo^  of  blood.     That  distinguishes  it  from 
Other  renK-dics. 

The  congestions  of  Mercurius  indicate  it  after  Belladonna.  There 
are  reseuiblances  be-twwn  the  two  rerae(lie»,  which  have  l>eeii  well  wo- 
firmed  eliniailly.  It  often  follows  Belladonna  in  in  flam  mat  ions,  even 
in  inHum [nation  of  the  meninges  of  the  brain  when,  as  under  Bella- 
doanu,  there  are  the  same  haaty  s|)eeeh  and  the  quick  nervous  talking; 
the  child  talks  so  rapidly  that  one  word  runs  into  another.  Its  manner 
is  jutil  as  <juick  and  nervous  m  its  speech.  You  will  tind  the  face 
Musheil  very  much  as  in  Belladonna,  but  yoo  have,  in  addition,  tn  dis 
tinguish  it  from  that  remedy,  glandular  swellings,  aud  tendency  to 
sore  mouth. 

You  find  Mercurius  often  indicated  in  catarrhal  or  gastric  fevers 
when  the  face  is  puHbd,  when  the  throat  is  8Wi>llen,  l)oth  internally 
and  externally,  from  involvement  of  both  glands  and  cellular  tissue; 
when  there  are  aching  |)ains  in  the  jointA,  which  are  rendered  worse  by 
the  warmth  of  the  l>ed  and  are  not  relieved  by  sweat.  In  addition  to 
this  you  almost  always  tind  that  there  is  a  tendency  to  catarrh  of  the 
l>owels.  This  is  charact<Tized  by  slimy  blo<xly  stool,  accom|^nied  by 
great  tenesmus*,  this  tenesmus  not  ceasing  after  stool.  Here,  too,  you 
find  Meri-'urius  to  follow  Belladonna. 

"VVe  tind  Mcnuirius  indicated  in  hseraorrhages.  It  is  often  called 
for  in  nose-bleed  or  epistaxis,  particularly  when  tlie  blood  coagulates 
and  hangs  from  the  nostrils  like  icicles.  This  is  a  useful  hint.  Sup- 
pose that  in  a  full-biooiled  patient,  a  lioy  at  the  age  of  fifteen  or  six- 
teen, when  congestions  are  so  frequently  noticed,  or  that  in  a  scrofulous 
child,  nose-bleed  appears.  You  have  given  Belladonna,  Hamamelia, 
aud  Erigerou,  and  have  failed  to  check  it.  The  blood  is  quite  bright, 
and  runs  in  streams.  Me<iicine8  do  not  stop  it.  Then  comes  this 
Mercurius  condition.  You  give  that  remetly  and  cure,  not  only  that 
attack,  but  you  prevent  the  return  of  others.  The  same  indications 
apply  to  uterine  hwmorrhage  or  raenorrhagia  when  the  flow  is  proftise, 
dark  and  clotted.  Then,  if  the  other  symptoms  agree,  glandular 
swelling,  sore  mouth,  etc.,  Mercurius  is  certain  Ut  l>c  the  remedy. 

We  finti  Mercurius  often  indicafetl  in  pneumonia.  Here  it  requires 
that  the  right  lung  be  aff'ected,  and  that  there  are  also  icteroid  symp- 
tonvs.  The  skin  is  yellow.  There  is  sharp  stitching  pain  tlmmgh  the 
lower  portion  <»f  the  right  lung.  There  will  be  other  sym plums  pctii- 
liar  to  pneumonia  present,  but  these  need  not  be  specified  se{>amtely. 

Wo  find  it  indicated  in  peritonitis,  and  here  it  follows  Bella<lonua 
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when  HiipjuiratifMi  has  commeiKxil  arnl  you  have  tymnanitic  jilMloimen, 
»ome  evMentf  of  enii>*ion,  whirh  will  he  pnrtly  serous  jiti*!  partly  puni- 
lent,  Bweati  rigore,  etc.  Here  Mertnirius  comes  in  and  prevents  the 
further  spread  of  the  suppnnitive  procew*. 

Another  condition  in  which  we  may  uw  Mercurius  is  one  of  in6nm- 
mation  in  which  suppuration  has  occurred,  whether  the  discaae  b« 
\h}\],  h  tonwillitiw,  or  any  other  form  of  inflan)mntion.  We  here  find 
Mcrcurins  conne<*te<l  witii  an  interesting  little  groiip  of  nitnlicimB 
which  you  will  use  very  often;  they  are  Belindnnnn^  Hrpnr,  Mrrcunus^ 
and  LacheMft,  To  these  we  may  also  add  SUirra  and  ^inffthur.  We 
prefer  Belladonna  in  the  beginning  of  inflammation  as  in  tori.'^itlitb. 
The  throat  is  hright  reiJ  and  swollen,  and  there  are  difficulty  in  swaHow- 
ing  fluids,  and  sharp  jmins  through  the  tonsils. 

You  should  change  to  Ihpar  when  the  sharp  sticking  pains  and 
chills  iridii^te  the  Ix^inning  of  suppuration.  It  may  prevtMit  suppu- 
ration when  given  in  the  incipiency  of  that  process. 

McrcurhtJi  is  suite*!  to  a  still  more  advanced  state  whm  pus  luis 
formed  and  you  wish  it  evacuated.  If  you  give  it  too  smm  you  will 
spoil  the  case.  Mercurius  does  not  prevent  the  formation  of  pus,  but 
rather  fav(»rs  it.  In  felons,  if  it  is  given  low,  it  will  gtiuerally  favor  the 
rapid  formation  of  pus, 

SUicea  follows  I[epar  l>etter  than  does  Mercury  when  pus  continues 
to  discharge  and  the  wound  refuses  to  hejd.  In  some  of  these  chmw, 
the  benefit  under  Silicea  will  cease.  Then  a  dose  or  iw  "f  ^nlMl.nr 
will  excite  reaction  and  the  Silicea  can  effet^t  a  cure, 

Lacheftin  is  indicate*!  when  the  pus  degenerates  and  Ijecomes  of  a  dark, 
tliin,  oflfensive  character, 

Mercurius  vivus  we  find  indicated  in  inflammations  in  and  aUtut 
the  eyes,  usually  of  scrofulous  or  8yphilitic  origin*  We  find  that  the 
patient  suffers  from  the  glare  and  heat  of  the  fire,  conserpiently  he 
jivtiids  the  fire  and  warm  rooms.  You  sometimes  find  it  imlii'att.tl  in 
blepharitis  of  men  who  work  in  and  about  fires,  as  foundrymen.  The 
(tains  are  usually  worse  >it  night.  The  lids  are  thickened,  espifiully  ut 
their  tarsal  edges,  and  the  eyes  discharge  a  thin  acrid  muci»-puf<.  This 
makes  tlie  cheeks  sore,  and  you  find  little  pimples  scattere<l  over  llj« 
cheeks.  Ulcens  may  form  on  the  cornea.  Thei>e  ulcers  are  n^nally 
superficial,  and  have  an  opaque  look  as  though  pus  were  betwi'eu  liic 
corneal  layers.  In  syphilitic  iritis  Mercurius  solubilis  will  be  s<>in<s 
times  indicated  when  there  is  hypopyon.  Now  let  us  dijrtinguiidi  b^. 
Iween  this  and  other  pre[>arations  of  Mercury. 
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TIm'  BinitKlule  of  Mercury  is  iiulii-atttl  in  inriamnuitions  of  the  eye. 
The  tiytii|>(<)int$  are  very  !<itnilttr  Ut  those  of  **  viviis,"  but  thcru  in  more 
gtuiuliilur  swelling  under  the  BitiicHlule. 

The  ProttiHKiide  Is  more  frw|uently  irnllfattd  in  eye  diHeases  than  ui 

the  Biniodide.     It  is  culled  for  in  eorneul  ulcers,  whieh  look  as  if  they 

*  had  l)een  chiiiiMHl  out  with  the  6n^r  nail.     There  ih  u^uully,  when  it 

ift  the  remedy,  u  thiek  yellow  coating  on   the  ha.se  of  the  tongue,  tlie 

anterior  porlitm  l»eing  cletm  and  red. 

Macurltts  f/ii/r/jt,  or  calomel,  Is  Nclectetl  more  by  Ita  general  symp- 
toms,  wliich  are  these:  It  is  indicated  in  scrofulous  children  who  arc 
pale,  and  who  have  swelling  of  the  cervical  and  other  glands.  The 
fikin  i»  rather  flabby  and  ill-nourished.  The  flabby  bloatedne«  and 
pallor  are  the  indications  for  calomel. 

Next  to  this  we  have  Bichloride  of  .Men-nry  or  MenuriuH  c*>rro''ivu8. 
ThiH  is  indicate<]  in  infla»nmatory  nymptoniH  of  the  nioht  violent  char- 
acter. There  Ia  no  mercurial  that  prtkluoeii  such  intense  symptoms  a- 
does  the  Bichloritle.  It  pnnliHvs  burning  agoni/Jng  |»aiuH,  with  rurM 
excesHive  photophobia,  and  profuhC  excoriating  lachryniation,  makintr 
the  cheeks  sore,  almost  taking  the  t<kin  off,  m  excoriating  is  it.  Thei 
aj'e  tearing  jMiins  in  the  botjc^i  around  the  eye.  There  is  uUrmtion  of 
the  cornea,  with  tcntlcncy  to  perforation.  In  such  caeses  you  will,  as  a 
matter  of  wurse,  have  hy|M)pyon.  Mercurius  corn^ivus  is  almost  a 
s|)eci(i(r  for  byphilitic  iritis.  If  the  sympttuns  of  the  case  do  not  jwint 
to  some  other  drug  as  the  remetly,  you  should  give  it  in  this  disease. 
If  you  <'h<x>se  to  use  atropia  locally,  do  so  in  order  to  prevent  the 
adhesions  which  will  otherwise  almost  inevitably  take  place  in  these 
cases.  You  will  also  find  Mercurius  oorrosivus  indicated  in  retinitis 
aibuniinurica. 

CiunafHiriM  is  next.  That  is  a  remedy  for  a  variety  of  inflammations 
of  tilt'  eye.  I  will  only  give  you  one  symptom  for  it,  and  that  is  pain 
wliich  sh<K)ts  acn>ss  the  cvc  from  canthus  to  caiilliiis,  or  HXMns  ti>  go 
arnaud  tlie  eye. 

Next,  the  action  of  Mercury  on  the  nose.  We  find  Men-urius  vivus 
indicxiteil  in  catarrhs  of  the  nose  and  tlmuit,  which  are  provokc<I  by 
dam)),  chilly  wither  and  by  the  dump  cool  evening  air.  The  nose 
itches  and  burns  and  feels  fetnfFc<l-up;  with  this  there  is  thin  wryzn. 
The  throat  feels  raw  and  sort'.  There  is  aching  in  the  varioiis  joints. 
These  are  the  symptoms  wliich  will  iudiiiite  .Mercurius,  liotfi  as  to  their 
exciting  cause  and  as  to  the  symptoms  present.  You  may  have  with 
these  a  hot  feeling.     The  fjuHi  flushes  up  and  geta  red,  perspiration 
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brwiks  out  but  il  <^iv<'s  no  rvlief.  Tbore  is  another  form  f»i  ronza 
whieli  you  may  give  M«*rriiriu.H,  and  lliat  is  when  tlie  cold  ie>  **rijK'," 
when  the  diR>hargt«  from  ihc  no»e  is  yellowiish-green,  thick,  and  muco- 
purulent. 

Here  it  rival;*  PxdttaliUay  which   is  also  useful  for  thp«e  thick,  yel- 
lowish-green nasal  discharges,     Pulsatilla,  independently  of  ita  other* 
symptoms,  is  distinguished    by  the  fact  that  the  discharge  is  never 
irritating,  but  is  perfectly  bland. 

You  are  also  to  distinguish  Mercurius  from  Nux  vomica^  which  b 
suited  to  coryza  caused  by  cxj)0sure  to  dry  cold,  and  when  there  are 
soreness,  roughness,  and  a  harsh,  s<!raped  feeling  in  the  thnmt.  Mer- 
curius always  has  a  smarting,  raw,  or  sore  feeling. 

l^ow  the  throat  symptoms  of  Mercurius  vivus  may  lead  you  at  times 
to  think  of  it  in  diplitheria.  Think  of  it  as  much  as  you  ehoftse,  but 
think  of  it  only  to  reject  it.  It  is  n«it  indicatetl  in  diphlheriii.  I  <lu 
not  believe  it  indicated  even  in  diphthcritis.  But  there  are  pre|xira- 
tlons  which  may  be  use<J  here.  \Ve  tii*st  notice  the  Men-urius  bin- 
i<Mlatus,  Both  the  Biuiodide  and  the  Protoimli<le  of  Mert^uryure  indi- 
cated in  diphtheritic  sore  thruat,  or  even  in  true  diphtheria.  The 
Biuiodide  is  of  use  when  the  membrane  is  on  the  left  side,  when  the 
left  tonsil  is  inflamed  antl  there  is  a  yellowish-gray  membrane  forming 
there.  The  glands  of  the  neck  are  swollen.  There  is  also  some  in- 
volvement of  the  cellular  tissue  around  the  throat.  The  patient  may 
have  an  accumulation  of  slimy  or  sticky  mucus  iu  the  moutli  aud 
throat.  The  symptoms  are  worse  fmm  empty  swallowing.  The 
simple  attempt  to  swallow  saliva  excites  more  pain  than  docs  the  swal- 
lowing of  food. 

The  Protoiodide  of  Mercury  is  more  to  be  thought  of  when  the 
depasit  I>egin8  on  tlie  right  side  of  the  throat,  with  swelling  of  the 
glands  in  the  neck  and  with  the  accumulation  of  this  tenacious  mucus 
in  the  throat.  Here  there  is  almost  always  present  that  thick,  yellow, 
dirty  coating  on  the  base  and  poKterior  part  of  the  tongue,  the  tip  and 
sides  c»f  that  organ  Ix-ing  re<l.  These  two  remedies  are  often  imlicatiid 
in  diphtheria  and  diphtheritic  sore-throat. 

Next  you  will  n<»tice  the  Cyanide  of  Mcrctiry,  which  is  a  combina- 
tion of  hydrocyanic  acid  ami  mercury.  We  have  in  this  drug  one  of 
the  very  Iwst  remedies  in  diphtheria,  eepivially  when  it  is  of  a  trne 
adynamic  or  malignant  ty|K\  V^y  rea'jon  of  the  presence  of  the  prua^ic 
acid  you  will  find  it  indicated  in  casce  in  which  the  fmtient  is  very 
much  prostrated  from  the  beginning.     The  puin.'  is  quick.     It  may  be 
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Tiigb  as  130  or  140,  unci  it  hsw  no  volunu.'  t<»  it  tit  nil.  The  mem- 
brane at  tinst  is  white,  fovering  the  velum  pulnti  an«l  toii?iilg.  Tlve 
glands  8CKM1  begin  to  swell,  however,  and  then  the  membrane  beeomes 
<Iftrk,  threatening  even  to  grow  g{mgrrnnu^».  Weakness  \h  ejctrerae. 
The  breath  is  t'optid.  There  is  In^s  of  appetite.  The  tongue  U  «>ute<l 
brown,  or,  in  sevci-e  rai!e=,  even  blaek.  No-se-bhed  sctH  in,  an<l  thi.'* 
you  know  is  a  dangerous  sym|)t«»m.  It  may  also  Ik>  use<l  in  di|>htheria 
of  the  larynx.  Tlie  ex|>e<'torntion  is  thiek  and  n»|>y.  There  is  harsli, 
burking,  eroupy  eough,  with  dyspncea.  Here,  too,  the  Cynniile  of  Mer- 
cury has  saved  life,  but  it  will  not  always  do  go. 

You  will  notice  its  reseud>lanee  to  Knli  h'whromk'mw  in  diphtlieritic 
croup.  The  reseniblantMj  lies  in  the  po?jition  nf  the  iliscjise,  that  is,  in 
the  larynx  and  in  the  thiek,  tough,  tenacious  ex|K>ctoration.  The  dis- 
tinction lies  in  this:  The  Cyanide  of  Men-ury  has  gn-at  weakness. 
Now  this  weakness  is  not  a  simple  pmstration  which  .^houhl  n>me  fn>m 
the  efforts  of  the  child  at  breathing.  It  is  due  to  )H)isoning  of  the 
bhxKl,  which  is  represenle<l  by  the  blueness  of  tlie  surfai'c,  coldness  of 
the  extremities,  and  quick,  w«*ak  [iids*\  If  vmi  Ii;iv«^  not  tl>H>(%  Kali 
bichromieum  is  to  l>e  preferre*!. 

Cinuahans  is  a  reme<ly  not  oAen  thought  of  in  <Miiarrlial  tr<Mil»l«^. 
It  is  indic:ite<l  in  na.^ul  catarrh  when  tfiere  is  great  pre^^^un^  at  the  root 
of  the  nose,  a  feeling  a^)  though  something  weighty  wa^  pix^ssing  on  the 
nose,  a  heavy  pair  of  spec'taclcB  for  instance.  We  alao  fre«piently  find 
throat  symptoms  with  this  fe>rm  of  t-atarrh.  The  throat  is  swollen  and 
the  tonsils  are  enlarge<l  and  reildt-r  than  normal.  There  is  great  dry- 
ness in  the  throat,  and  this  is  more  annoying  at  night,  waking  the 
patient  from  sleep,  Rcmeml>er  this  sensation  across  the  bridge  of  the 
no!^e  and  the  chara<  ler  of  the  throat  symptoms  in  connection  with  it. 
These  symptoms  may  occur  in  the  syphilitic,  in  the  scrofulous,  or  in 
permnis  in  whom  tl»«Te  is  tendency  to  catarrh.  We  have  fouml  Cin- 
nabaris  of  use  in  the  sore  throat  of  scarlatina,  which  is  often  diph- 
tberilic  in  its  character,  when  there  \»  quite  an  accumulation  of  string)* 
mucus  in  the  |M>sterior  nares.  That  symptom  being  prominent,  Cinna- 
baris  will  be  the  rcmwly  for  the  emergency. 

I  have  used  MvreuriiiB  corrosiriui  8uocei»fully  when  the  accumulation 
of  mucus  in  the  nose  is  quite  thick  ;  in  fact,  almost  like  glue.  In  eome 
cases  of  syphilitic  disease  of  the  nose,  you  tind  Mcrcurius  corrosivus 
indic:itc<]  from  the  fact  that  the  olcers  pcrf«>rate  the  septum  of  the  nose. 
In  these  oist«  there  are  burning  pains,  the  discharges  are  acrid,  corrod- 
ing the  tissues  over  which  they  flow. 
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TIr*  tlirnat  ?^}'nijitMfii*i  of  Mert'uriiis  corroslvijs  nre  v<^ry  violent.  I 
ran  conceive  of  eases  where  it  woiil<I  l>e  re<mire<l  in  clinhthrrifi,  ami  yet 
I  Imve  never  given  it  in  thtil  disea^.  The  nvnia  is  swollen,  rUmgnttci 
;in<l  very  dark  t*e«l.  There  h  Intense  burning  in  the  thn>at,  jn^t  iu» 
intense  in  fuet  as  that  of  Armninun  allmm^  ArMrnirum  iofhtum  df  Qtp^- 
cwn.  This  burning  pain  is  rendere«l  intolerable  by  any  external  press- 
ure. It  is  aoeompaniefl  by  violent  eonstrirtion  of  tlu*  thrfmt.  Any 
attempt  to  swallow,  Ije  the  matters  swallowetl  solid  or  liquid^  causes 
violent  spasm  of  the  throat,  with  the  immediate  ejection  of  the  «olid  or 
liquid. 

You  here  reeognize  a  resemblance  to  BcUa^lonna  in  th«  -p:t"ii.»«lic 
character  of  the  symptoms.  Mercurius  wirrosivus  is  at  once  diAtin- 
guii^hed  from  Belladonna  by  the  inflammator)'  tendency  of  the  *«yrnp- 
toms  as  indicated  by  these  extreme  burnin;j^  pains.  Thus  it  has  the 
♦•onj'trietive  (pinlity  of  the  B<*ll!«h»nna  yVi/x  tin*  most  intense,  d*^ met ivo 
inflummation  of  the  throut.  Y«»u  n»ay  further  distinguish  between  the 
two  remc?<|{es  by  the  pulse.  In  Meniiriuscnrrosivus  the  pulse  is  quick, 
weak,  and  irregular,  and  not  full  an«l  Mrong  Ji»  under  Belladonna. 

Next,  a  won!  or  two  about  the  Mercuries  in  their  actioo  on  the 
genitals  and  the  glands.  The  Mereuri**s  have  long  l)een  nsei!  in  the 
treatment  of  syphilis.  MereuriuH  Bolubilid  or  vivus  is  indittited  in 
jtrimary  syphilis  for  the  so-cadled  soft  chancre  or  chancroid.  The 
ulcemtion  is  sujierncial  rather  than  dee)i,  and  the  l>aHe  of  the  sore  has 
a  <lirtA',  larduceons  nppeartince.  Mercurius  sol.  has  pnMlueetl  hUrb  an 
ulcer  as  this,  and,  therefore,  it  ought  to  cure  it.  The  sore  throiit  which 
otlten  ushers  in  the  syphilitic  i'ewi^r  six  or  eeven  weeks  after  the  appear- 
ance of  the  prlmiiry  lesion,  is  also  found  under  Mercuriiis  )M)lubilis. 

The  loiVuhi*  of  Mnrury  are  the  pnlerable  rfmeilicM  for  the  Hunterian 
or  hanl  chancre.  Tliat  is  u  fwrm  of  uloer  which  the  Protoiodide  and 
Bini(xlidc  liuve  l>oth  pnMluee*!,  tli«'reforc  they  will  cure  it.  There  is 
DO  necessity  whatever  for  such  external  applications  as  caustics,  for  the 
pP0|>er  internal  rcmwly  if  it  docs  not  entirely  prevent  the  ousel  of  sec- 
ondary fiymptojus  will  at  lejist  lessen  their  inlensi  y. 

Mercuriiut  coiTwlnut  is  to  bi.*  preferre<l  to  any  of  the  drugs  n»eM- 
tioned  for  syphilitic  symptoms  when  the  ulceration  is  very  destructive. 
The  uWr  is  f»erpiginous;  it  has  a  ragg***!  etige,  eating  out  and  destroy- 
ing in  a  few  chiys  nearly  half  the  penis. 

8cct»ndary  syphilis  may  l>e  treate<l  with  fnie  or  the  other  of  these 
preiNirations,  if  the  drug  has  not  been  abused  in  the  primary  aUffi^^ 
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Merc'urius  soliibills  very  quickly  helps  those  eyphiUKkrins  on  the  paliDS 
of  tfio  hands.     They  are  reel,  itch  slightly,  and  scale  off. 

Keturiiing  to  Merciirlus  vivu»,  I  want  to  say  a  few  words  concerning 
its  use  ill  diseases  of  the  liver.  The  tongue  is  ooated  a  dirty  yelJowish- 
while,  and  takefl  the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  There  are  scorbutic  symp- 
toms frttpienlly  present.  The  gums  ulcerate  and  become  spongy. 
There  la  a  f<ietid  or  disagreeable  odor  from  the  mouth.  The  skin  and 
conjunctiva  have  a  well-marked  jaundiced  or  icteroid  hue.  There  is 
tendency  to  rush  of  bUxxl  to  the  head.  The  region  of  the  liver  is  sore 
to  the  touch.  The  abdomen  is  rather  tympanitic  and  Hwollen,  particu- 
larly acr»>ss  the  epiga.strlum  and  in  either  hypochondrium.  The  patient 
caitnot  lie  on  the  right  side.  You  will  find  the  liver  enlurge<l  and 
often  indurated.  The  etools  are  either  clay-oolore<l,  from  absence  of 
bile,  or  there  are  yellowish -green  bilious  stools,  passed  with  n  great  deal 
of  tenesmus  and  followe<i  by  a  "  never-get-done"  feeling. 

Mercury  is  indicated  in  dysentery,  especially  when  it  occurs  in  a 
leason  when  warm  days  are  followed  by  cold  nights. 

NtLt  vomica  has  many  resemblances  to  Mercurius,  but  it  differs  in 
that  the  pains  and  tenesmus  usually  oeaae  after  stool ;  whereas,  with 
Mercuri»i8  they  continue  after  stool. 

Avonite  ofien  precetles  the  exhibition  of  Mercury  in  the  weather  I 
have  spoken  of,  hot  days  followe*!  by  c«ild  night^^.  In  the  incipient 
stages, such  troubles  mny  be  chcckal  by  Aconite.  If  Aconite  fails,  then 
Mercurius  will  be  indicated.  Often,  after  the  tenesmus  and  blood  have 
oeascti,  and  the  mucus  still  |)erhi}*t8.  Sulphur  will  be  the  remcily. 

There  is  another  remedy  to  be  rememliered  in  ci>nnection  with  Mer- 
cury in  bilious  troubles,  and  that  is  I^eptundra.  Both  of  them  have 
Uiese  yellowish-green  stools,  and  stools  black  like  pitch,  and  horribly 
offensive  stools.  The  distinction  lien  here:  I^eptanclra  has  urging  to 
6t*M>l,  griping  continuing  after  stool,  but  not  the  tenesmus.  Ijepi^ndra 
frequently  has  dull,  aching,  buruing  pains  iu  the  posterior  portion  of 
the  liver. 


LECTURE  LVr. 


THE  NOBLE  METAL&-AURUM. 


In  this  group  we  have  Auruvi  metdllieumy  Aurum  murialicHm^  Ar~ 
ffcrUum  fftdiilUcum,  Ar(/erUnmvifricum,PifttinHm,aiu\  PnUwIium.  There 
ar^,  also,  two  or  three  (►thers  of  which  we  know  hut  lilth*. 

Aurum  aixi  Argetituni  have  inanv  !«ymptotn«  in  c^onimon^  and  yeH 
their  distinctive  characteristics  are  sufficient  to  enahle  you  to  Keparst* 
them  readily  in  practice.  I  will  give  you  the  general  distinctions  Ix'twepn 
the  two  drugs  Ijefore  I  consider  thera  individually.  Gold  affi-i^ts  more 
the  circulation  of  the  blood.  It  also  acts  on  the  mind,  pHwlucing  erao- 
ttonal  symptoms.  Now,  hy  this  I  mean  that  if  you  i\m\  sympttmis  of 
the  nervous  system  in  Aurum,  they  will  Ik*  foUnwed  hy  Hymptoms  of 
the  circulation  as  the  primary  or  most  im|M>rtant  quality.  Argentum 
has  more  symptoms  of  the  respiratory  organs  and  int4*lle<'tual  {»art  of 
the  mind.  With  Aururn,  wc  have  tendency  to  hy|>enemia  ;  in  Argen- 
tura  mnre  nervous  phenomena;  only,  Aurum  seems  to  attack  the  hones. 
We  find  very  few  5ympt«Hns  <»f  Argentura  indicating  it  in  boue  afiec- 
tions.  The  latter,  however,  causes  an  arthralgia,  or  neuralgic  paios  in 
the  joints.  It  also  attacks  the  cartihigcs  of  joints.  For  instance,  you 
find  Argi^ntum  inetallicum  tisi*ful  in  the  arthralgic  paius  of  women  who 
Buffer  from  prolapsus  uteri.  They  cjuj  M*arcely  move  their  joints,  and 
yet  a  mo«*t  can.'ful  investigation  shows  no  rheumatic  inflammatiiin. 

.Aurum  suits  in  scrofula  with  re<lnes8  of  the  face,  thus  keeping  up 
the  tendency  to  hyperemia  or  fuUH-ss  of  the  bhxKlveswjls.  In  these 
scrofulous  cases,  you  will  find  that  the  opacities  and  uloers  on  the  cor- 
nea are  surrounded  by  wcll-filled  bl«Kjdvessela  ;  here  again  ihe  hyper- 
R?mic  quality  of  the  drug  is  well  brought  out. 

Argentum  suits  in  chlorosis.  It  alfects  the  oxidizing  |)ower  of  the 
blood ;  it  shrivels  the  bo<ly.  Aurum  atfwta  the  distribution  of  the 
blcKxl,  giving  us  fulness  or  hy})orffimia,  whereas  Argentum  affects  its 
quality,  rendering  it  incapable  of  fully  carrying  oxygen.  Hence  all 
jjofLs  of  the  b<Kiy  Ijeffime  dwindled  from  malnutrition. 

Silver,  and  especially  it»  nitrate,  coagulates  albumen,  and  thie  \b  the 
reason  why  the  latter  htis  Wn  used  locally  for  so  many  yeans  aa  a 
caiiMio.     When  applicil  with  moisture  to  animal  tis^^ues,  it  immediately 
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coagulates  tlie  albuminous  portions,  and  so  tends  to  destroy  whatever 
process  is  going  on.  Its  action  does  not  extend  deeply,  however,  on 
account  of  the  formation  of  this  layer  of  coagulated  albumen. 

Argentura  Nitricura  more  than  the  metal  itself,  causes  gastro-enteric 
inflammation,  very  much  like  Arsenic.  In  poisoning  cases  it  also 
seems  to  affect  the  epithelial  layers.  For  instance,  when  animals  that 
have  l)een  fetl  on  it  for  quite  awhile  die,  the  epithelial  layers  in  all 
parts  of  the  body  seem  to  \ye  more  or  less  destroyed.  That  is  the  reason 
why  you  find  it  of  use  in  cancer  and  in  haemorrhages,  in  both  of  which 
conditions  the  epithelial  structures  are  diseased.

Aurum  is  a  remedy  of  not  very  extensive  application,  but  still  it  is 
well  marked  in  its  limited  sphere.  Its  antidotes  are  principally  i/epar, 
BcUadonnay  and  Mercurius.  I  am  not  positive  that  there  is  a  comple- 
ment to  Aurum.  Now,  in  studying  the  action  of  this  remedy  we  are  to, 
keep  in  mind,  first,  this  one  pnmiinent  quality,  its  power  of  producing 
hy|>enemia;  and,  secondly,  its  action  on  the  emotional  mind  more  than 
on  the  intellectual. 

First,  let  us  study  the  hyi)enemia  of  Aurum.  We  find  this  in  every 
part  of  the  Ixxly  on  which  it  may  act.  It  affects  the  heart,  causing 
incresiseil  activity  of  that  viscus.  This  increasetl  activity  of  the  heart 
is  indicated  by  incrtused  force  of  the  hetirt-stroke,  just  as  you  fin<l  in 
pure  cardiac  hy[>ertroi)hy  without  dilatation.  As  a  result  of  this  in- 
crejtsetl  action,  the  heart  enlarges,  and  you  have,  secondarily,  hy|>er- 
trophy  of  the  heart.    Consecutive  to  this  trouble,  you  have  a  list  of 
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ftvinptoms  that  are  very  chanuteri-^tic.  The  hings  fire  tixi  full  of  bluod, 
or  hyi»er«iinie.  Thl»  eomlilion  ih  exhihileil  in  tlils  manner:  The 
patient  on  attempting  to  walk  up  hill,  or  use  any  little  exertion,  feels 
Qn  though  there  were  a  ornshing  weight  under  the  sternum.  He  fet?lB 
that  if  he  rliil  not  stop  walking  the  blooil  would  bun^t  through  the 
ohest.  Aurum  relieves  this  kind  of  a  rase  very  nicely.  Aceortling  to 
Knfka,  Aurum  niuriatioum  is  here  preferable  to  the  metullicum. 

It  is  here  very  nimilar  to  Ammonium  cxiib.,  which  has  thi;*  cruHhiug 
weight  on  the  Bternum ;  but  this  reuKnly  has  m<»re  tendency  to  Niin- 
nolcnit',  and  U  better  suitetl  to  venous  fulness  than  is  Aurum. 

Tiii.-*  condition  of  the  heart  nece*»arily  causes  hy|H'nemia  in  mju  r 
orgaust.  We  find,  for  iu>^tant^,  this  tendency  to  ru-sh  of  bltMHl  Ui  the 
hejul  aggravated  by  mental  hilwr,  becaune  study  always  increase**  tiic 

I iMit  of  bltHxl  m  the  lirain,  if  there.'  is  any  leudency  to  cerebral  wm- 

u  i'»n.  There  is  a  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  hcnd,  ucttmiiKinietl  with 
roaring  in  the  ear^.  The  hciid  feels  sore  and  bruised,  and  the  mtitd  is 
cntifiijietl.  Sparks  or  ttasljes  of  light  before  the  eyes  i*how  jjn-ssupe  on 
the  retinal  vessels.  The  face,  in  extreme  cases  of  congest i«in,  i»  rather 
blonteil,  and  has  a  glassy  look.  Still  further  evidence  of  the  hy|K'nemia 
in  the  eye  is  di!>playe<l  by  the  ophtlialm«>scope.  You  find  a  sensation 
in  the  eye  :is  though  It  were  being  pushed  out,  with  a  certain  amount  of 
tension  there.  Two  errors  of  vision  may  be  as^KX'iated  with  these 
symptoms  ;  eitlier  ho  sees  double,  or  he  suffers  fn^m  what  is  known  aa 
half-8ig|jt.  Now,  tJiesc  symptoms  are  suggestive  of  hy|M?ra!mia  of  the 
brain,  which  may  occur  from  various  causes,  among  the  moHt  promi- 
uent  l)eing  overwork  with  the  eyes,  and  persistent  use  of  the  eyes,  or 
working  in  hot  places. 

(iluuroma  may  suggest  Anrura. 

In  scrofulous  ophthalmia,  we  frequently  find  .\urum  indicated,  if  there 
are  pn><<'nt  these  .symptoms  of  congt^^tion.  The  bliK)dve*tsels  are  very 
much  inJLvted  ;  pannus  is  present ;  great  vascularity  being  characteristic 
in  these  cases  nd ling  for  Aarnm.  In  addition,  you  will  find  profuse 
s«'ttlding  lachrymation.     The  eyes  are  very  sensitive  to  the  touch. 

Aurum  may  be  used  in  f'ases  of  syphilitic  iritis  when  the  eye  isdcctd* 
ediy  worse  from  touch.  There  is  a  very  characteristic  sorcnen  around 
the  eye,  as  if  in  the  Ixmes.  £s|>ecial]y  is  it  Indlcatod  inHYphiliticGsaeB 
lifter  the  abuse  of  mercury. 

In  retinal  congestion,  you  should  cora{>are  with  Aurum,  Defhfionna^ 
Gfoiioin  and  Su/jthur, 

In  syphilitic  iritis,  with  that  sore  bruisol  seiiHation  arouud  the  ejeft. 
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compare  Amfaiida.  This  remedy,  however,  has  leps  of  that  pcnsitive- 
nes8  around  the  eyes.  You  may  also  cotnpare  here,  Mcrcurius  corrosi- 
vuM  and  Nitric  add. 

The  noee,  too,  is  congested!  and  han  a  red  knobby  tip,  greatly  dis6gnr- 
ing  the  face.  This  may  exist  as  a  sequel  to  the  long  indulgenee  in  al- 
cohol, or  it  may  \k*  found  in  children  as  aaymptom  of  scmfula.  If  the 
latter  is  the  case,  it  is  often  accompanied  by  the  characteristic  catarrh 
for  which  Aurnm  is  the  remedy. 

Ill  na^ul  ciitarrh  or  o/^ena  it  is  indicated  when  the  nostrils  are  sore 
and  cracked.  There  is  fwtid  nasal  discharge,  often  accomf>anicd  by 
caries  of  the  nasal  bones.  There  is  ulceration  of  the  «M>ft  parts  with 
perforation  of  the  nasal  septum.  It  is  esiKKiallv  iiu!i<*:it.-d  in  cas(^  of 
scrofulous  or  mercurio-syphilitic  origin. 

The  Aunim  symptoms  of  the  ears  are  not  very  num»Touti  but  are 
suggeastivc.  The  cars  are  congested  and  you  find  roaring  in  the  cars,  as 
I  suggested  a  few  moments  ag<j.  Further  than  this,  you  find  great 
sensitiveness  to  noises.  Now,  it  is  sometimes  indicatefl  in  catarrh  of 
the  middle  ear.  In  these  ims!*,  you  note  a  foptid  otorrhoea.  In  a<ldi- 
tion  to  this,  you  will  very  likely  find  the  membrana  tympani  seriously 
damaged.  The  extiTnal  auditory  meatus  and  the  mastoid  prMTss  of 
the  temporal  bone  become  afleetotl  by  direct  spread  of  the  disease. 
There  are  boring  pains  in  the  mastoid  pnx'CMs.  The  trouble  may  pro- 
gresB  to  caries.  I  have  already  shown  you  illustrations  of  this  effect  of 
Aurum  on  the  lioneiiv.  You  noticed  that  it  was  indicated  in  iritis  with 
{>ains  in  the  bones  around  the  orbits  ;  and  you  know  also  that  it  atVccts 
the  nasal  lx)ncs,  producing  carios  there. 

In  this  alTtf'tion  of  the  mastoid  process,  yiincacidiA  the  nearest  ally 
to  the  Aurum  metallicum. 

For  simple  soreness  or  inflammation  beginning  in  the  mastoid  cells, 
Capninim  has  won  some  laurels,  but  for  (^ries  of  tliis  process,  Auruniy 
SUic^a,  and  Nitric  acid  are  the  best  remedies. 

Aurnm  has  some  throat  symptoms.  The  tonsils  are  apt  to  be  red 
and  swollen,  and  the  i^arotid  gland  on  the  affected  side  feels  sore,  as  if 
contuscil.  The  hard  palate  may  l>e  carious.  With  all  tlii«,  there  is  a 
mert'uriid  or  syphilitic  hUtory.  I  have  dwelt  on  these  symptoms  be- 
cause they  are  those  which  Aurum  has  most  frequently  removed. 

Hetuniing  to  the  circulatory  disturbances  of  Aurum,  we  find  a  hyper- 
smiaofthe  kidneys.  This  is  shown  in  the  beginning  by  simple  in- 
crease in  the  amount  of  urine  passed.  I5y  and  by,  the  kidneys  begin  to 
undergo  fatty  degeneration.     The  urine  then  grown  scanty  and  albumin- 
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mm,  w  thtn  mmj  he  gtmtmhr  or  mnheoBi  kidaej.  JUammwS^  mt^4 
waj  plod  n  tlieK  oic..  nnlen  tb^  rmftl  tnmlile  is  mmmmWt  in  «ina 
imrtaftotioo.

Theatoobareofagim^ifiharMhjr- 
wbtte  Qolor  fram  deftctive  anooat  of  bOe^aad  we  have  here  aa  to 
almost  aJI  ailaMota  tn  wbich  A  arum  ia  the  lefaedv,  a  peculiar  5tate  of 
the  eaiotioaal  raind,  a  aieJaodioljr  or  a  low-spiritedoeoa,  which  I  shall 
deaeribe  to  yoa  pmentlj. 

Tbe  langsalaoaie  hyperccnic  There  ia  great  oppreiioa  of  the 
cheat  wbicb  is  wofse  at  nigbt,  particularl  j  ia  the  fint  part  of  the  night ; 
it  is  wone  fnHn  proloRgi*d  exercise,  from  protuogeJ  walking.  The  bee 
BiajT  be  porple.     Io  extreme  i-anes^  syncope  aia^  take  place. 

Ob  the  female  ofg^pa,  we  fiod  Aortim  acting  powerfully,  caa«ngooa- 
geitioo  of  tlie  otema.  The  uterus  beeomes  pfoUpsed  from  its  greai 
wdjghL  It  i»  enlarged  from  chrooio  ooflgeatioo.  This  is  tbe  form  of 
proUpsos  wbii^  Auram  will  cure,  and  no  other.  Tbe  ordiuary  nmie* 
dies  for  proiapaua,  toch  aa  Lilium  or  Nux  vomica,  cannot  r%*lieve  tbia 
case,  because  tbe  prolapaas  is  not  die  maio  chamcteristic  The  cause 
of  the  pr«>la|MU8  i»  the  weight  of  the  organ  and  not  the  relaxation  of  the 
lignmcfita  or  weakness  of  the  general  ^^tem. 

There  is  anotber  sale  of  gold  which  has  been  soooeasfallj  sohatitiitad 
for  Auriitn  metallicum  in  tiicse  casen,  and  that  is  Auruaa  muriniicMm 
natronatum.  This  has  been  n.%ed  in  tbe  second  and  third  poteooicB  for 
prolafMHHl  and  indurated  uterus. 

Auniro  has  some  very  chamcterUtic  mental  syroptoma.  In  almost 
all  caf¥t»  in  «vhich  it  is  tlie  similimum,  there  is  present  a  meJancbi.ly  with 
dispoiiilion  Io  weep,  or  with  a  feeling  ufnelf-condem nation,  tm  if  he  was 
not  fit  to  Wvii.  This  feeling  of  seir-ojiiiIemDation  or  worthlevitiean  may 
amount  to  d(^]>air,  ^omctimeH  even  taking  the  form  of  religious  mania. 
He  prays  all  tbe  time.     He  ia  uure  that  he  is  going  to  he  ooiMieraacd« 
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He  hits  suurulal  thoughts,  if  he  does  not  make  actual  attempts  at  suicide. 
With  all  this  there  is  a  great  deal  of  mental  anguish,  which  mental 
anguish  is  associated  with  prsecordial  distress,  by  which  I  mean  distressed 
feeling  referred  to  the  canliac  region.  In  addition  to  the  melancholy^ 
Auruin  also  [mnluces  weakness  of  the  memory.  Decided  anger  may 
also  be  charjct eristic  of  the  remedy.  Any  contradiction  or  dispute  ex- 
cites the  patient  furiously.  He  becomes  red  in  the  face  and  his  pug- 
nacity is  aroused.  Mental  lal)or  becomes  irksome  to  the  patient.  He 
is  very  apt  to  suffer  from  headaches  which  are  of  a  congestive  character 
as  has  already  been  described. 

Next,  we  have  to  study  the  action  of  Aurum  on  the  bones.  This  I 
will  dismiss  in  a  very  few  words.  It  is  useful  in  caries  of  the  cranial 
bones,  and  of  the  bones  about  the  nose  and  |)alate,  particularly  afler  the 
abuse  of  mercury,  whether  the  case  be  syphilitic  or  not.

Argextum  NiTRK'tTjr,  OF  the  Nitrate  of  Silver,  in  itn  action  on  the 
brain  andHpinefurnihho.s  \\f\  with  a  list  of  symptoms  that  leail  tothenncaf 
the  remedy  in  many  forms  of  nervous  disease  from  simple  nervous  de- 
bility to  fiill-flwlgcd  locomotor  ataxia,  or  paralysis.  Among  the  anom- 
alous sensatious  which  it  cauj-es  arc  the  following,  which  are  character- 
istic of  tJio  drag.  A  very  common  general  Hvmptom  which  may  be 
present  in  the  headache,  ovarian  affections  and  in  many  other  diseases, 
is  this,  a  feeling  as  if  the  bmly  or  some  part  of  the  body  were  ex|Kinding. 
In  the  case  of  headache,  the  patient  han  a  Hensation  ha  if  the  head  were 
enormously  large.  Sometimes  with  the  ovarian  |»ainR,  the  patient  says 
that  she  feels  aa  if  there  were  an  immeuKj  swelling  in  the  si^lo  atTcvted  ; 
and  yet  an  examination  hhows  no  enlargement  of  the  puiuful  organ. 
We  find  thia  symptom  under  several  other  drugs,  very  prominently 
under  Ar;i;ontum  nitricum,  however.  Again,  vertigo  is  almcwt  always 
present  wlieu  it  is  the  romwiy.  This  VL*riigo  is  aHSocialeti  with  generrd 
debility  and  trembling  from  nervous  weakness.  The  {mtient  staggers 
and  reels  an  if  he  were  intoxicated.  The  vertigo  is  *o  seven^  at  times 
that  he  becomes  momentarily  blind  inaa-^ociation  with  mental  confusion, 
buzzing  in  the  ears,  nausea  and  trembling.  The  patient  suffers  frt>m 
mental  anxiety.  He  is  very  impulsive.  He  must  ite  always  busy  and 
yet  he  accompllsheH  nothing.  He  makett  fre^pient  errors  of  perception. 
He  hurries  restloswly  al)out  to  fullil  an  eng:igement,  thinking  that  be 
will  be  too  late,  when  in  reality  he  has  an  hour  or  so  more  than  is  neccs- 
«iry.  In  t«omc  «is«.'s,  there  is  profouml  melancholy.  The  patient  fears 
that  he  has  some  incunible  dii^ease  of  the  bniin.  He  constantly  makes 
mistakes  as  to  his  estimation  of  distances.  For  instance,  when  walking 
the  street,  he  dread?*  to  pass  a  street  corner,  because  the  corner  of  the 
house  seems  to  projtxt  and  he  is  afraid  that  be  will  run  against  iu     All 
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these  errors  are  tmcwiMe  to  imperfect  ctM^rdination  of  muscle.  This  hi>t 
is  no  imaginary  sym|»tom,  Jt  has  t>ec'U  met  wilh  a  numlxr  of  tiriu^i  ami 
it  h««  J)een  cure<l  hy  tlie  Ar^ntum  nitricum. 

This  (lef»^*tive  e<M")rdimition  of  museles  is  a  lUdtniiRJit  sytii|>toiii  in 
the  dinfawe  known  as  hx'omotor  ataxia,  for  (he  treatment  of  whi«'h  allo- 
patlis  have  long  em{)l«»yed  Argentuin  nitricum  as  a  nutst  valuable 
remedy.  Weal.«iO  may  use  it  when  the  following;  .Hytnptomsare  |»re.Henl : 
The  pntietitstAggei*s  in  the  dark  or  when  liis  eyei*  arc  flosc*!.  The  legis 
are  weak  and  the  calves  feel  hrnised  as  after  a  long  journey.  There  is 
a  feeling  of  soreness  in  the  lumlio-sacral  region  ;  alsn  pain  in  the  small 
of  the  l>ark,  very  iseverc  when  ri.sing  from  a  sittitig  |M»sture,  but  rather 
relieved  hy  walking.  Zincum  h  also  l>et(er  from  walking  ami  worse 
from  sitting.  The  difference  lietween  the  two  reme<lies  is  that  Argentum 
nitricum  has  pain  when  rining.  Sometimess,  there  it*  pain  in  the  sacro- 
iliac symphyneR,  a  feeling  as  if  the  hont!S  were  loose  there.  Here  it  is 
similar  to  ..fiicWw  hippo<*4tiitamun.  Another  symptom  which  I  would 
like  to  s{v?cialize  is  trenjhling  of  the  hands,  which  cauBes  the  patient  to 
drop  thing!*.  He  is  very  nervous  at  night.  When  he  does  sleep,  he 
has  all  sorts  of  liorri  hie  dreams.  These  nervous  symptoms  are  es|)ccially 
worse  at  eleven  A.M.  So  you  see  that  Sulphur  is  not  the  only  remedy 
that  has  this  eleven  a.m.  aggravation. 

You  will  at  once  see  the  resend)lance«  between  Argentum  nitricum 
and  Kali  bromalnm  and  Natrutn  7nur.  That  trembling  weakness  w^itli 
p'llpitation  is  the  exact  counterpart  of  the  Xafrum  mur,  condition. 
This  fwrful  and  apprehensive  mood,  this  imagining  that  he  cannot 
pajss  a  certain  point,  reminds  you  of  Kali  bromaium. 

But  there  are  less  severe  symptoms  that  will  call  for  .\rgentum  nit- 
ricum, and  one  of  them  is  what  we  may  »ndl  funclinnal  [anilysis,  such 
as  follows  exhausting  diseases,  post-diphtheritic  paralysis,  for  example. 
Orhnnium  is  here  a  concordant  reme«ly  of  .Vrgentum  nitricum. 

Other  nervous  aft'ections,  for  whieh  we  may  Uf»e  Argentum  nitricum 
are  the  following :  It  is  one  of  the  ^>est  remetlieii  we  have  for  heini- 
crania.  This  is  not  a  simple  neuralgia.  It  is  a det(»-seated  neurotic  dis- 
eaWi  and  by  some  is  supposc<l  ti)  U*  of  epileptic  nature,  1 1  (xmjes  ^>eri<Kli- 
cally;  for  its  relief  the  remedy  under  eonsi<leration  is  one  (►f  the  Ijest. 
There  is  frcfpicntly  boring  pain  in  the  hea*l,  whirh  i«  worse  in  the  left 
frontal  eminence.  This  U^ring  is  relievwl  by  tight  bandaging  of  the 
heoiiy  hence  the  wearing  of  a  tight-fitting  silk  hat  relieves.  It  ia  ex- 
cite<l  by  any  mental  emotion  of  an  unple.ii-int  kind,  or  by  anything  that 
depreciates  the  nervous  system,  as  li»!is  of  Huid."*,  li«s  uf  sleep  or  mentjil 
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8traln.  Sometirae-s,  the*  |>aiiLS  become  so  sevoro  lluU  llu?  imtieut  U«ct 
|jis  sen.«es.  The  paroxysms  frtHjtiLMitly  cultijiniitt!  iti  vnniiting  of  bile 
or  sour  fluid. 

There  is  another  form  of  hnulaflie  which  is  mo^rly  ruMinil^i'*  au«l 
for  whioh  Argcntum  nitriiuim  is  the  remedy.  The  Imjih^s  of  tlie  head 
feel  as  if  they  were  separating,  or  the  head  feels  a»  if  it  were  en<>riiJOiwly 
lar^e.  The  paius  alxmt  the  head  increase  to  such  a  dc^n*e  that  the 
patient  alrao$t  h>ses  her  senses.  These  attack?  end  in  vomiting,  pn>lijibly 
to  recur  onou  more  within  a  few  minute**  or  an  hour. 

AVe  also  find  Argentum  nitricura  indicated  in  pnwopalgia,  particu- 
larly when  the  infraorbital  branches  of*  the  fifth  pair  and  the  nerves 
going  to  the  teeth  are  affected.  Tiie  pain  is  very  intens<i  and  at  iU 
height  is  accompanied  by  unpleasant  sour  ta-^te  in  the  mouth.  The 
pains  are  of  the  same  character  as  those  already  descril>ed  for  the  hen/i- 
crania.  I  do  n«>t  l>elieve  that  this  sour  taste  in  the  mouth  is  of  gastrio 
origin,  but  I  think  that  it  is  due  to  some  abnormality  or  disiurlmnce  in 
the  gustatory  nerves.  The  face,  in  almost  all  these  cases,  is  pale  and 
sunken,  rather  sallow  than  pure  pale,  ami  in  extreme  cases,  when  the 
bhwd  is  very  much  affected,  the  surface  of  the  body  is  of  a  dark  muddy, 
leaden  hue. 

We  also  find  Argentum  nitricura  indicatc<]  in  that  troublesome  dis- 
ease gnstralgia,  a  nenroeis  of  the  stomach.  It  is  e8[>ecially  indicated  in 
delicate  nervous  women.  The  gastralgia  is  excite<l  by  any  emotion,  by 
loss  of  sleep  and  frequently  at  the  catamenial  jK-rio*!.  There  is  a  feel- 
ing in  the  stomach  as  though  there  was  a  lump  there.  This  is  some- 
times acoom|>anied  by  gnawing  ulcerative  pain  referred  to  the  pit  of  the 
stoujach.  From  this  siwt,  pains  radiate  in  every  directi«)n.  These 
IKiins  seem  to  increase  and  decrease  gradually,  just  as  under  Stannum, 
With  this,  there  is  apt  to  be  intense  spasm  of  the  muscles  of  the  chwU 
The  patient  cannot  Ix'ar  to  have  a  handkerchief  approach  the  mouth, as 
it  would  caii*e  dyspn*pa.  The  [wiient  cannot  Ixjar  the  least  fornl  bci'ause 
it  makes  this  jmin  worse.  Sometimes,  the  pain  is  relieve*!  by  liending 
double  and  pressing  the  hand  firndy  into  the  stomach.  The  j)ar<»xysnM 
end  with  a  vomiting  of  glairy  mucus  which  can  Ik'  drawn  into  strings, 
or  what  is  more  common,  they  are  arcom|)anicd  with  enormous  accumu- 
lation of  wind.  The  patient  for  a  long  time  ininnnt  Iwlch,  but  when  he 
does  eucccetl  in  so  tloiug,  the  flatus  comes  in  an  enormous  volume.  This 
IS  often  aceomivanied  with  general  tremor,  and  a  nervous  feeling,  or  by 
a  sensation  as  if  lie  was  l>eing  squi*<'z«il  in  a  vice. 

The  nearest  ally  to  Argentum  nitricum  here,  is  Bittmuth^  which  is  in- 
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diciitinl  10  pure  nervoiis  j^'^tral^ia.  The  main  di.>tino(it>i»  Ik'Iwwh  it 
and  AfgL'Otuiu  iiitrifum  i'^  'm  titr  vdinltinur.  •Tu^.t  sl^^  '^oon  jl-^  HmxI  toucliea 
the  stomacli,  it  i«  ejected. 

Anotlior  niTVoua  disease  in  vviiich  Ar^eiUtwii  oitricuiii  irf  iii<)iaUeii 
is  epile|xsy.  The  8tn>ng  indi(^iting  hivmptoni  for  Silver  nitrate  is  this  : 
For  days  or  hoiirM  before  an  attack,  the  piipil»  are  dilate<l.  AAer  the 
attack,  the  patient  i«  very  restleas  and  lian  trembling  of  the  haruls.  It 
U  e»|recially  indicated  inepilcpy  caujscd  by  fright  or  in  tliat  which  ctjines 
on  thiring  menstruation. 

It  may  also  be  usetl  for  puerjMjral  convulsions,  when  between  the 
attacks,  the  patient  is  very  rtstlebs,  and  toHsing  about,  now  on  one  side 
and  now  on  the  other. 

Nitrate  of  Silver  is  also  indicate<l  in  angina  pectoris.  The  patient 
complains  of  intense  pain  iu  the  chejit  and  about  the  heart.  He  can 
hardly  breathe. 

We  also  find  it  indicated  in  pure  nervous  asthma.  There  are  present 
B))asms  of  the  respiratory  muscles.  The  dye»pnoea  in  great.  A  crowded 
room  produces  or  aggravates  this  dyspnoKi. 

Leaving  now  the  action  of  Argentum  uitrlcura  on  the  nervous  sys- 
tem, we  come  to  its  use  in  inflammations  and  ulcenitious.  First  of  all, 
under  this  head,  we  will  consitler  it  in  discitses  of  the  eye.  Nitrate  of 
Silver  cures  purulent  opiithubnia,  and  by  this  term  I  mean  any  influm* 
mation  of  the  lids  or  eyes  which  develojw  ulcemtion  or  pns.  This  pus 
is  thick,  yellowish  and  blaud.  It  is  useful  in  ophthalmia  niH^nutnrum 
when  the  pus  is  of  the  chanicler  just  menti<»ned  and  is  pn>fu.«e.  £^]^e- 
cially  is  it  called  for  uAer  the  failure  of  Ptd»atlUa  or  one  of  the  mercu- 
ries. 

You  may  also  use  it  for  the  purulent  ophthalmia  of  adults  with  pus 
of  this  chantcter.  Like  Pulsatilla,  the  symptoms  are  relieved  iu  tlie 
o|M'n  air  and  become  int«>lenible  in  the  warm  nK>m. 

In  purulent  ophthalmia,  PnUatilla  stands  very  closely  allic<l  to  Ar- 
gentum nitricura.  You  will  notice  tlmt  both  have  profuse,  thick,  bland 
purulent  «lis(*harg«.'  and  IhMIi  have  relief  from  the  cool  open  air.  It  him 
been  <letcrmine<l  clinically  that  when  Argentum  nitricum  ceases  to  act, 
a  d<*se  of  Pulsatilla  interi>olaIed,  hel|>s. 

You  may  also  use  Argentum  nitricum  in  bU-pharitis  when  there  are 
thick  crusts  on  the  lids,  suppunttion  anti  induration  of  ti^ue.  Even 
the  cornw  has  bc<?tjme  aircil*il  by  the  contiiuici]  inflammatiou.  The 
heat  of  the  fire  makes  the  jiotient  a  great  deal  worse.  This  syniptom 
you  also  find  under  J/crcun'iM. 
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Gnmuljir  conjunctivitis  also  calls  for  Argentimi  nilricum.  The 
conjun<"tivii  if*  almost  scarlet,  no  red  is  it,  ami  there  is  prnfup^e  muco- 
purulent discharge. 

Iihiu<  tax.  is  very  similar  to  Argentum  nitricuiii,  \n\{  it  hnn  more 
8paNmo<lin  symptoms.  There  is  8ptL'<m<Mlii!  <'h>*ure  of  the  eyelids  and, 
when  you  fone  them  <»|>en,  hot,  scalding  tears  gu.sh  forth,  and  these 
cau*ie  pimph^  around  the  inflameil  eyes. 

Kujihrama  is  similar  in  gnmular  lids;  it  <liners  from  Argentum 
nitricum  in  this:  The  purulent  discharge  is  exouriatitig  and  there  is,  in 
addition,  excoriating  lachrymation. 

Kreosote  may  l>e  usetl  in  inflamnjation  of  the  eyelid;*,  wlnMher  in  the 
infant  or  tlie  adult.  There  is  a  discharge  of  hot,  scahling  tears  from 
the  eyes,  occurring  etirly  in  the  mMrning. 

Argentum  nitricum  may  be  useful  in  jisthenopiu  from  want  of  accom- 
modation.    Even  the  coarsest  kind  of  work  strains  the  eyes. 

Coming  now  to  the  mucx)ns  meird)rane  of  the  m(Mith  and  throat,  we 
find  Argentum  nitricum  prfklucing  a  <hirk  re<l  ap|»i'an\neeof  the  fauces. 
Thick  mucus  collects  in  the  throat  and  the  patient  conj]dain.«i  of  a  Hen- 
Bation  as  of  a  splinter  there.  With  all  thi^,  there  nniy  be  uhreration. 
The  cause  may  be  mercury,  syphilis  or  scrofula.  The  pa]»illa'  of  the 
(ongue  are  elevated.  The  gums  are  tender  and  bleeil  readily,  hut  are 
very  seldom  swollen,  thus  giving  you  a  distinction  between  it  and  Mer- 
curius. 

The  larynx  suffers  from  the  action  of  Argentum  nitricum.  Tliere  tft 
nmco-purulent  sputum,  seeming  to  come  from  the  posterior  wall  of  the 
larynx.  There  is  also  niarUe<l  hoarseness!  ami  smnn'times  even  Iuih  of 
voice.  Singers  frecpieutly  complain  of  a  feeling  as  if  'li-  n-  w-n-  •...m... 
thing  clogging  the  vocal  organs. 

Mangamim  is  similar  to  Nitrate  of  Silver,  causing  laryngeal  symp- 
toms, particularly  in  pneumonic  or  tulxTcular  piitients.  The  htmnn'- 
ncs«  is  usually  worse  in  the  morning  and  grow's  better  as  they  sucf<nnl  in 
hawking  up  lump  of  mucus.  The  Manganum  j^mtient  has  cough  fmm 
loud  raiding,  with  painful  <lryne^  an<!  ronghness  of  the  larynx.  The 
cough  is  usually  relieved  by  lying  down. 

Selenium  is  also  similar  to  Argentum  nitricum. 

Pari»  fjuadn/oliu  is  a  neglected  drug  in  laryngeal  affcctirins,  \\*e 
find  it  indicated  when  expectomti«»n  is  mii-,tly  miticnl  in  the  nj(»rnit»ij 
And  when  it  is  green  and  tenacious. 

Nitrate  of  Silver  may  be  tuted  in  ulceration  of  the  cervix  of  the  ut«uiija

when  it  is  onlar^e«l    and  imliiraUfl,  with    ropious   yellow,  corrodinp 
K'ucorrhien  ami  fre^juent  ble€<Iing  fnnn  tlie  iKiints  of  ulceration. 

Next,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  action  of  Argcntum  nitricum  on  th» 
kidneys,  because  attention  is  not  paid  to  this  action  of  the  dniji^.  I  think 
tluit  it  was  Pr.  Preston,  of  Norristown,  who  used  the  <lrug  mostly  in 
such  casefi.  He  gave  it  very  fre(]uently  in  nephralgia  from  congchtion 
of  the  kidneys  or  from  |>assagc  of  calculi.  The  face  is  of  a  rather  dnrk 
hue  anil  lias  a  dried-up  look  ;  there  is  dull  aching  aero«is  the  small  ot 
tlie  back  and  also  over  the  region  of  the  bladder.  The  urine  bums 
while  passing  and  the  urethra  feels  as  if  swollen.  There  U  sudden 
urging  to  urinate.  The  urine  is  dark  and  contains  bhxKl,  or  eW  rcnu! 
epithelium  and  uric  acid  depasit.  It  is  esjiccially  useful  when  Can- 
tharin,  which  it  resembles,  fails. 

Nitric  acid  is  to  be  thought  of  for  urinary  cjilculi  when  the  urine 
contains  oxalic  acid  and  when  that  substance  Ls  the  principal  ingnilient 
of  the  stone. 

Lastly,  I  have  to  speak  of  the  action  of  Argentum  nitricum  on  the 
lK)wels.  Here  it  is  very  similar  to  Arsenic.  The  stools  are  green  and 
shreddy  and  consist  of  blwul,  slime  and  epithelium.  This  is  often 
asBQciated  with  tJie  dis^'hai^e  of  a  greaU  de:il  of  flatus  and  is  often  pro- 
voked by  the  use  of  sugar.  Es|>ecially  is  it  indicated  when  diarrlnea 
follows  any  excitement  or  when  the  imagination  has  been  playetl  U|M>n. 
The  bowels  are  apt  to  move  as  soon  as  the  leitst  fwKl  or  <lrink  is  taUin. 

In  cholera  infantum  it  is  indicated  in  children  who  are  thin,  dric<J-iip 
looking,  almost  like  mummies.  The  legs  are  apparently  nothing  but 
skin  and  liones.  The  stools  are  green  and  slimy,  with  noisy  flatus,  and 
are  worse  at  night, 

Nafrum  viur,  is  the  proper  reme<ly  to  antidote  the  abase  of  Argen- 
tum  nitricum. 

A  RG ENTUM    M ETALLICL  tf . 

Argentura  metallicum  produces  spasms  which  simulate  those  of  epi- 
lepsy. The  attacks  are  followetl  by  delirious  rage.  The  patient  jumj)s 
about  and  tries  to  strike  those  near  him. 

It  prcKluces  sfmsrao«lic  |ittin  in  various  parts  of  the  l)ody ;  thus  it 
gives  rise  to  {min  in  the  head,  whi<*h  gradually  increjises  and,  after 
reaching  its  acme,  siid<lcnly  ciiksi's.  This  pain  is  usually  on  the  lefl 
side  and  is  often  assncMated  with  vertigo.  The  patient  is  extremely  tor- 
getful.  The  heart  muscle  sympathizes  in  these  neuralgic  pains.  Thns 
there  will  be  8|>asmo<lio  twitching  of  the  heart  muscle,  particularly  when 
the  patient  is  lying  on  his  back. 
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Now  the  debility  which  naturally  follows  h  very  easily  understood 
if  you  remember  one  quality  of  the  Argentum  metallicum,  and  that  is 
its  acti(m  upon  joints.  It  has  a  particular  affinity  for  the  cartilages  of 
joints.  Thus  we  find  general  debility,  with  brui^^wl  feeling  in  the  small 
of  the  back  from  the  weakness  of  the  spine,  genenil  weariness  forcing 
the  patient  to  lie  down  to  obtain  rest.  The  knees  are  particularly  weak. 
There  will  l)e,  not  a  true  articular  rheumatism,  but  an  arthralgia,  with 
pains  of  tlie  same  character  as  those  of  the  head.  All  these  symptoms 
are  common  enough.  We  find  them  in  nervous,  hysterical  women  and 
in  men  after  loss  of  fluids,  particularly  semen. 

Argentum  metallicum  acts  upon  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  throat 
and  larynx.  It  produces  a  copious  exudation  of  mucus  in  the  larynx. 
This  exudation  is  of  pure  mucus,  not  purulent  or  not  serous,  but  look- 
ing just  like  boiled  starch.  It  is  associated  with  burning  and  rawness 
in  the  larynx,  which. rawness  and  burning  are  excited  by  talking  and 
protracted  use  of  the  voice.     The  mucus  is  easily  expectoratetl. 

Argentum  metallicum  acts  upon  the  left  ovary,  causing  bruised  pain 
in  that  organ,  and  sometimes  a  feeling  as  though  the  ovary  was  grow- 
ing large.  This  is  a  purely  subjective  sensation.  Associated  with  this 
bruised  pain,  there  is  often  a  prolapsed  uterus.

PLATINA,  PALLADIUM,  AND  ALUMINA. 

Platina.

The  action  of  Platina  is  to  be  studied  under  three  headings, 
namely :  The  mental  symptoms,  its  action  on  the  nervous  system  in 
general,  and  its  effects  on  the  sexual  organs,  it  acting  u|>on  both  the 
male  and  the  female  organs.  The  Platina  patient  is  rather  haughty 
and  proud,  egotistical.  She  seems  to  look  down  u|K>n  every b(xly  and 
everything  as  beneath  her  (Lycopodium  has  haughtiness).  There  is 
often  accom|>anying  this  mental  crondition  a  pecuh'arity  of  vision ;  ob- 
jects l(K)k  smaller  to  her  than  natural.  Platina  also  produces  a  pecu- 
liar excitation  of  the  mind  and  of  the  whole  nervous  system.  Every- 
thing seems  strange  to  the  patient.  Things  seem  horrible  to  her.  In 
her  imagination  she  sees  ghosts,  demons,  etc.  Here  it  resembles  Kali 
bromaium  and  Hyoscyamus,  both  of  wiiich  have  this  symptom.  When 
she  enters  her  own  home,  objects  appear  strange  to  her  ;  .she  does  not 
know  where  she  is.  At  other  times,  the  patient  is  decidedly  melan- 
choly. She  thinks  that  death  is  near  at  hand  and  she  fears  it.  Here 
it  is  very  much  like  Arsenic  and  Aconite.  Aconite  predicts  the  hour 
or  time  of  death,  but  otherwise  the  two  drugs  differ  immeasurably. 
She  may  have  a  decidedly  hysterical  mood,  with  alternation  of  attacks 
of  laughing  and  crying,  especially  when  these  are  respectively  inap- 
propriate. Now  these  mental  symptoms  seem  to  de|)end  upon  excite- 
ment in  the  sexual  sphere.  The  genitals,  particularly  those  of  the 
female,  are  acutely  sensitive.  There  is  constant  titillation  or  ting- 
ling in  the  sexual  organs,  internally  and  externally.  This  excites  the 
unfortunate  victim  to  such  a  degree  as  to  province  that  horrible  disease 
known  as  nymphomania.  (When,  as  will  sometimes  happen,  nympho- 
mania occurs  as  the  result  of  worms  escaping  into  the  vagina  and  there 
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exciting  irritation,  Oala<fium  is  the  ronit'cly.)  The  patient  seiem^  <n 
have  the  strength  of  a  giant.  She  wishes  to  embrace  everyUnly, "  Thir:^ 
nymj)homaniac  ftviiiptouid  are  accompanied  bv  prolapus  with  indura- 
tion of  the  uterus,  just  like  Aumvi,  The  ovaricH  are  very  sensitive, 
and  are  the  seat  of  burning  pains.  Platina  has  even  succee<Ji'd  in 
curing  ovaritis  when  pua  has  formed,  and  Hcpar  and  Liichms  have 
been  iuflufBcient  to  effect  ib*  evacuation.  The  raensea  are  too  early  anil 
too  profuse,  and  oonsiHt  of  dark  clotted  blood.  They  are  accompanied 
by  spasms,  or  by  painful  bearing-duwn  in  the  uterine  region.  Now 
these  Bpaiinis  of  Platina  are  quite  frequently  met  with  in  hysterical 
Bubjeclfl.  They  consist  of  a  sort  of  tetanic  rigidity  with  trisrau»«,  and 
this  alternates  with  dyspucea. 

This  menstrual  flow  of  l*latina  bringH  to  mind  two  or  three  other 
remedies,  whleh  are  here  tleserving  of  mention.  Orocua  hai  dark  or 
black  clotted  flow,  with  or  without  miscarriage,  and  aswciated  with  a 
eensation  as  if  there  was  something  moving  around  in  the  abdomen. 

ChamouiiUa  has  profuse  dark  clotted  menstrual  flow,  but  itB  mental 
symptoiiH  are  ditterent  from  those  of  Platinum. 

Miffrfutium  and  Sub'ma  have  bright  rtxl  partly  clotted  blood. 

Bdlofhnna  like  Platina  has  a  sensation  in  the  forehead  as  if  all 
would  come  out;  face  burning  rctl ;  bearing  down  in  uteru;*,  etc. ;  but 
in  Belladonna  the  pains  come  and  go  sudtleuly,  and  the  flow  is  bright; 
or,  if  dark,  it  is  offensive  in  o<lor. 

The  Platina  patient  often  suffers  from  neuralgia  in  variims  part^ 
of  the  body.  These  neunilgias  are  very  easily  studied  on  account  of 
their  well-marked  characteristic  symptoms.  The  pains  are  of  a  cramp* 
ing  character,'and  cause  numbness  and  tingling  in  the  parts  affected. 
You  Hnd  them  frecjuently  in  the  head.  There  will  be  pain  at  the  root 
of  the  noiW  n-s  though  the  jmrt  were  squeezecl  in  a  vicv,  and  this  is  fol- 
lowe<!  by  tingling  and  numbness,  which  will  indiiuite  to  you  that  it  ift 
in  the  course  of  the  nerves  that  this  syraplom  liif.  The  pain?*  increase 
gradually,  and  dei^ease  just  as  gnidually  as  fhey  rame,  as  you  will  find 
under  JStannum. 

Now  in  these  neuralgic  symptoms  the  nearest  remo<ly  we  ii;jv<*  to 
Platina  is  BrUadonjui.  lo  both  remedies  tiiere  is  decidinl  congfslit>n 
of  the  head,  with  bright  rctl  face  and  delirium,  but  the  gnidually  in- 
creasing, and  just  as  gradually  decreasing,  (tains  distinguish  Platina 
froiu  Belladonna. 

Oajmcum  is  suited  to  patients  of  lax  fibre  who  suifer  from  b;miing 
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punpent  pain  in  the  face,  worse  from  the  slightest  dniught  of  air, 
whether  warm  or  coIJ. 

VerhiMcum  is  indicattnl  io  prosopalgia  when  tiicre  is  a  cni»hinjj  as 
with  tonga  in  the  |>ainful  parts,  wor5*c  from  talking,  sneezing,  change 
of  tem}>erature,  and  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  4  f.M. 

Arsenicum  has  proj^opalgia,  with  darting  neetlle-Iike  bnrning  pains. 

I  have  yet  a  few  words  to  say  about  the  action  of  Flatina  on  the 
male  system  generally.  We  find  it  indicatetl  for  the  ill-etfects  of  pre- 
j)ul)ie  ma&tnrlwtion.  It  is  called  for  by  the  melancholy  and  thi?  sheepish- 
look  that  the  children  have.  Also  when,  as  a  result  of  this  unnatural 
vice,  SjHisra^  of  an  epileptiform  character  appear.  The  yuuth  hus 
hollow  eyes  and  yellow  hkin.  During  the  attack,  the  face  ifi  pale  and 
sunken,  in  fact,  it  may  be  so  at  all  times.  Con.<iciousness  is  not  often 
lost.     The  limbs  are  usually  drawn  up  and  spn-atl  apart. 

It  may  also  be  used  for  bpasma  during  laljor,  Teetliing  children 
may  require  Platina  when  ihey  are  anfiemic  and  pale ;  the  jaw8  are 
locked,  and  after  the  h\)c\\,  tlie  chihl  lies  on  its  l>ack  with  flexeil  legs 
and  knees  widely  separated.  The  fepasms,  both  in  ailulla  and  children, 
alternate  lietween  convulsive  actions  and  opisihotonoH. 

Women  require  Platina  in  convuUions  when  they  have  profuse  dark 
menses,  and  are  proud  and  haughty,  etc. 

Platina  nisy  also  U*  used  in  hysterical  spasms  or  spasms  caused  by 
nervous  excitement,  when  they  are  precetled  or  followed  by  constriction 
of  the  opsophagus  and  ix-spiratory  end>arrasynient,  a  sort  of  Jihthnia  in 
other  words;  sudden  arrest  of  breathing  when  walking  againnt  the 
w^ind.  In  this  last  symptom,  it  is  similar  to  (kilcarea  ostrearam  and 
Ar»enicwn,     Movchus  is  similar  to  it  in  hvateria. 

In  its  alxiominal  symptoms,  Platina  very  much  resembles  Pliiiubutu, 
and  it  has  been  used  very  successfully  for  the  cure  of  tlie  well-known 
colic  produced  by  the  latter  remedy.  Like  Plumbum,  Platina  priK 
duces  a  constifuition  from  inertia  of  the  bowels.  Ic  is  attended  with 
fre<pient  unsucccsfiful  urging  to  stool.  The  stools  when  |iaHt>cd  seem 
to  l)c  like  putty  or  glue,  and  adliere  tenaciously  to  the  anus.  It  iias 
been  highly  rei'<»mmendi'<l  for  the  constipation  of  emigrants. 

The  Chloride  of  Ptatinutn  has  only  one  symptom  that  I  care  to 
mention,  and  that  is  caries  of  the  tarsus.  You  may  use  it  in  syphilitic 
cases,  or  after  the  abuK*  of  mercury. 

Platina  has  some  action  on  the  female  genital  organs,  as  I  have 
already  intimated.  It  is  useful  in  ooaea  of  indurated  and  prolajised 
uterus,  asso<riated  with  continual  pressure  in  the  groins  and  back ;  parts 
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are  painfully  sensiiive  to  toiicli.  Tl>e  j)alieut  exhibits  sensilivenesw, 
even  vaginismus,  iluring  eiHtus. 

In  imiiinitc<l  uteru:^  compare  Sepia^  Aiirum  (which  has  tnore^uiridal 
mania),  An/enfuni  nitricum  anil  Hrloninn. 

F<»r  SL'nnitivcness  to  CK'>itus  compare  Sejiin^  BcHatlnnna  (from  ilry 
vagina),  Krcmote  (when  followe«l  hy  bliKwly  flow),  Ffrnim^  Ntitntm 
THur,f  ApU  (when  associateil  with  stinging  in  ovaries),  Thuja^  etc.. 

PALLADnT\f. 

Palladium  ia  of  use  principally  for  its  action  on  the  femnle  genital 
organs.  Its  characteristic  mental  symptoms  seem  to  fintl  origin  in  the 
sexual  symptoms,  and  form  with  the  latter,  a  useful  ami  pnvi^c  grtnip 
for  practical  use.  The  patient  is  inclined  to  weep.  She  suGTers  from 
mental, excitement,  particularly  in  company.  She  alwnya  hits  an  ng- 
gravation  of  her  symptoms  the  day  following  an  evening's  entertain- 
ment. She  is  easily  put  out  of  humor,  and  is  then  inclined  to  use 
pretty  strong  language.  She  imagines  herself  very  much  neglecti'd, 
and  as  she  attaches  great  importance  to  the  good  opinion  of  oi hers,  this 
annoys  her  very  much.  The  Platina  woman  is  very  dilTlTcnt.  She 
is  egotistical  in  another  form.  Under  Palladiun>,  pride  is  easily  wounde^l. 
In  Platina  the  patient  is  haughty  and  egotisticsil ;  she  hxiks  down  on 
others  as  not  l>eing  gootl  enough  for  her. 

Palladium  has  a  very  characteristic  headache  which  makes  the 
patient  very  irritable.  It  extends  ncros*  the  top  of  the  ht-ad  from  ear 
to  ear.  Tlie  face  is  sallow,  with  blue  rings  arounil  the  eyes.  There 
are  also  nausea,  usually  worse  in  the  evenings  and  very  acid  eructa- 
tions. The  lK)weIs  are  constipated,  the  stoids  often  being  whitish  in 
color. 

We  come  now  to  the  spei^ial  nterine  uyraptoms  of  Palladium,  and 
these  we  tind  (piite  numerous.  They  are  as  follows:  Sorenew  in  the 
abdomen  with  downward  pressure,  a  veryctimmon  symptom  in  uterine 
diseases;  pain  in  the  uterus  und  bladder  after  any  exertion  during 
the  day ;  knife-like  cutting  pains  in  the  nteru9,  which  are  relieve*! 
after  stool;  constant  tired  feeling  in  the  small  of  the  Imck ;  bUc 
is  so  liretl  that  she  actually  reeU;  shefeela  drowsy  ;  *he  complains  that 
she  fecl»  »ore  and  bruised  all  over;  heaviness  as  from  lead  deeply 
sentitl  in  the  pelvis,  worse  from  any  exertion,  and  worse  stantling; 
walking  is  much  less  irksome  to  her  than  is  standing;  lying  on  the  letl 
ffide  relievew;  swelling  in  the  region  of  the  right  ovary  with  sJiooting 
pains  from  navel  into  the  pelvis,  and  with  this  there  is  bearing  down, 
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relieved  by  rubbing.  These  local  symptoms,  together  with  those  of 
the  mind,  make  up  the  complete  Palladium  picture. 

Argenticum  vieldUicum,  like  Palladium,  has  affections  of  the  ovaries 
and  uterus.  It  is  useful  in  prola|>sus  uteri  when  accompanied  by 
symptoms  of  the  left  ovary.  The  special  characteristic  sensation  in 
Argentum  metallicum  is  a  feeling  as  though  the  left  ovary  was  grow- 
ing enormously  large. 

Still  another  drug  is  Lilium  tigrinum.  This  resembles  Palladium 
and  Platinum  both,  and  you  will  have  to  keep  these  three  remedies 
together  in  your  minds.  They  all  have  irritability,  "easily  angei-ed," 
and  "  things  don't  go  right,''  but  only  Palladium  has  thid  over-sensi- 
tiveness to  offenw,  and  only  Platinum  has  hauteur. 

Ili'lonias  is  also  similar  to  Palladium.  It  has  the  irritability,  the 
soreness,  and,  above  all,  a  feeling  of  "  tiredness."

Alumina  is  a  form  of  pure  clay  and  is  known  as  argilla.  Accord- 
ing to  Hering,  the  symptoms  which  Hartlaub  obtaine<l,  are  not  pure, 
iHt-tiustHl  he  simply  washed  his  pre()aration  of  clay,  while  Hahnemann 
subjected  his  to  a  red  heat. 

You  notice  by  the  table  on  the  board  that  I  have  placed  Bryonia 
as  the  complement  of  Alumina.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  gastric 
symptoms.  These  drugs  follow  each  other  well  in  gastro-enteric  affec- 
tions. Bryonia,  also,  acts  as  an  antidote  to  Alumina,  as  does  also 
Chamnmilla.  I  have  placed  several  of  the  concortlant  remedies  with  a 
few  words  in  parentheses  to  indicate  the  points  of  resemblance.  Thus 
Pulsatilla  is  marked  with  chlorosis  and  ozsna,  showing  that  in  these 
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two   affections   particMilarly,   P\ihntUla    is   (•ociconlunt   willj    AJiintT 
ThtMi  you  uoticf  tlmt  Plutufnim  is  similar  to  it   in   colic,  uiid  AVr  arnl 
Sitlpfiur  ill  spinal  afTections,  etc. 

Ahiriiiiiu  act-H  lw>«.t  tii  a^l  |»er^ns  of  spare  habit*;,  who  an*  mthcr 
wrinklc<i  and  dricLl-up  looking,  or  in  girls  at  pnlierty,  esjKH'ially  if 
they  are  chlorotic,  ancl  also  in  delicate  nr  scnffnlous  chihlrtn,  pnriiru- 
larly  children  who  have  l)eon  artificially  tV*<l,  that  is  nonrishctJ  by  the 
niativ  varieties  of  baby  foods  w^ith  which  the  mjirket  ix  i;lt]ltt-J. 
Such  children  are* weak  and  wrinkled;  nntrition  is  dcci<le«ny  defec- 
tive. The  Ix)wel8  are  inactive.  This  constipation  is  clmnicterii^tir. 
There  is  a  great  deal  of  urging  to  stool  even  though  the  fiiv'cs  Ik*  soft, 
showing  you  at  once  that  the  inactivity  of  the  bow«"ls  is  the  ninin  influ- 
ence at  work  in  ite  causation.  Here  we  have  it  exactly  like  Bryonia. 
The  child  suffei-s  from  oziena  or  chronic  na^al  c^ilarrh,  wiili  n  great 
deal  of  dryness  of  the  nose.  This  you  know  by  the  dry  snifHing 
sonnd  wliich  the  child  makes  in  breathing  through  its  nose.  Th«'  child,  . 
too,  when  teething,  may  suffer  from  strabismtis.  This  conn's  from 
weakness  of  the  internal  rectus  muscle  of  the  affected  eye.  This  symp- 
tom is  sometimes  curable  by  o|>eration,  anil  when  it  is  so,  this  method 
is  prefendde  to  any  surgical  procedure.  Sometimes  it  follows  worm**. 
Then  Vina  is  the  remedy  ;  when  it  comes  from  brain  irritation,  Bc/la- 
dnnna  ;  and  Cyclamai  when  from  menstrual  or  gjistric  irregidnrilies. 

The  Alumina  patient  Is  very  low-«pirited  and  inclined  to  weep,  like 
Pulsatilla,  and  this  low-spiritedness  is  Wf»rse  on  awaking,  here  resem- 
bling LnchemSf  PuhaiUla,  Srpiiif  etc.  At  other  times  you  find  th»t 
patient  tmiibled  with  an  apprehensive  state  of  mind,  a  fear  that  he  will 
go  crazy,  ami  this  is  an  exact  counterpart  of  Cnloarea  ostrvarumf 
Jofiiue,  etc.  This  sliowsyoii  the  irritable  state  of  brain  fibre.  Another 
pectiliarity  that  may  l)e  present,  particularly  in  hysteria,  is  suicidal 
tendency  when  the  j)atient  sees  blood,  or  a  knife,  or  soraetliing  of  that 
kind. 

Men  in  whom  Alumina  is  useful  are  liypocJionilriaml.  There  U  a 
great  ileal  of  lassitude  and  indifference  to  lal>or  or  work.  An  h<Mir 
seems  to  them  half  a  day.  They  are  excceilingly  peevish  ami  fi-etful ; 
and  here  you  find  Alumina  rivalling  Nux  cornica  and  also  Bn/onta. 

Now,  on  the  right  of  the  lM>ard,you  will  notice  several  bcadtngs  under 
which  1  projHise  to  consider  Alumina.  First,  what  changes  are  made 
ill  the  bIcMui  by  Alumina?  I  cannot  tell  you  how  it  alters  tlie  bUxxf, 
but  there  ore  disfsases  of  tlie  blood  to  which  it  is  applicable,  and  it  m 
convenient  here  to  bring  thecie  to  your  notice.     We  Bud  it  indicated  in 
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anfemia,  and  also  in  chlorosis,  especially  in  young  girls  at  puberty, 
when  the  menses  are  pale  and  scanty,  and  there  is  an  abnormal  craving 
for  certain  indigestible  articles,  such  as  slate  pencils,  chalk,  whitewash, 
etc.  The  leucorrhoea  to  which  they  are  subject  is  usually  transparent, 
or  else  is  composed  of  yellowish  mucus,  which  is  profuse,  sometimes 
running  down  the  limbs  to  the  feet,  and  quite  ropy  and  tenacious.  This 
exhausts  them  very  much,  because  it  is  rich  in  albumen.  With  these 
symptoms,  you  will  almost  always  find  the  mental  states  that  I  have 
given  you. 

Now  in  nervous  affections.  Alumina  has  been  used  in  nervous  affec- 
tions of  a  very  grave  character.  Boenninghausen  used  the  metal  Alu- 
minium for  the  following  symptoms  in  that  dreader!  disease  locomotor 
ataxia:  Frequent  dizziness;  objec^ts  turn  in  a  circle.  There  may  be 
ptasis,  diplopia  or  strabismus  present.  The  patient  cannot  walk  in  the 
dark  or  with  his  eyes  closed  without  staggering.  He  feels  as  if  he 
were  walking  on  cushions.  There  is  formication,  or  sensation  as  from 
creeping  of  ants  in  the  back  and  legs.  The  nates  go  to  sleep  when 
sitting.  The  heels  become  numb  when  walking.  He  has  a  feeling  in 
the  face  as  though  it  was  covered  with  cobwebs,  or  as  though  the 
white  of  an  egg  had  dried  on  it.  He  also  may  complain  of  |>ain  in  the 
back,  as  though  a  hot  iron  were  thrust  into  the  spine.  Those  are  the 
symptoms  indicating  Alumina,  and  those  are  the  symptoms  which  letl 
Boenninghausen  to  Aluminium,  and  enabled  him  to  cure  four  cases  of 
the  disease. 

Next,  the  mucous  membranes.  Alumina  is  a  unique  drug  here.  It 
acts  in  a  limited  but  very  well  describeil  class  of  cases.  It  causes  un- 
mistakable dryness  of  the  mucous  surfaces.  If  you  keep  that  fact  in 
mind  you  can  explain  all  the  symptoms  which  it  causes.  You  have  at 
once  tlie  key  to  its  dyspepsia,  nasal  catarrh,  sore  throat  and  constipation. 
There  is  dryness  of  the  mucous  membranes.  After  a  while,  there  is 
formation  of  mucus,  which  is  thick,  yellow,  and  very  difficult  of  de- 
tachment. I^t  me  show  you  a  few  illustrations  of  this.  In  the  eyes, 
for  instance,  we  will  have  it  indicated  in  blepharitis  particularly,  with 
great  <lryncss  of  the  conjunctiva.  The  lids  feel  stiff;  the  lids  crack,  so 
dry  are  they.  The  nearest  analogue  here  is  Graphites^  which  has  the 
same  symptom,  only  it  has  more  bleeding  than  has  Alumina. 

Alumina  is  useful  in  asthenopia  fn>m  irritated  conjunctivsB ;  also  in 
granular  lids  and  chronic  blepharitis. 

For  <lry  eyes,  Allen  recommends,  also,  BerberiSy  Naintm  carb.,  and 
Ndirum  stdph. 
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Eyes  dry  on  reading,  Croctis,  Argnvium  nUricnm. 

Drooping  eyelids,  Nux  moschata,  S^piUf  HhuH. 

Alumina  also  has  loss  of  |M)wer  over  the  internal  rectus.  Here  it  is 
like  Conhunj  i?u^a,  and  NcUrum  mur.  The  latter,  according  to  Wood- 
yatt,  is  the  best. 

In  nasal  catarrh,  you  will  find  Alumina  indicated  in  oliildren  with 
great  dryness  of  the  nose,  formation  of  scalw  and  remotely,  thick,  teua- 
cious  yellow  phlegm  or  mucus,  which  is  difficult  of  removal. 

The  cough  indicating  Alumina  is  dry  and  9j>asmndic.  It  is  wortie  in 
the  morning  when  the  patient  coughs  until  he  detaches  a  small  amount 
of  tightly  adherent  mucus,  when  it  is  better  for  a  while. 

You  find  it  indicated  in  disease  of  the  throat,  in  a  relaxed  <*(iudition 
the  mucous  membranes,  too,  just  that  condition  you  meet  with  in  cler- 
gyman's sore-throat.  The  throat  is  dark  re<l,  the  uvula  vl  !. 
Hoarseness  appears  worse  in  the  morning,  with  a  feeling  as  of  a  ,  r 
in  the  throat  when  swallowing.  This  last  symptom  you  find  altio 
under  Ilcjxiry  Argenluvx  nllncum  and  Xitric  acUL 

The  mucous  njembrane  of  the  stomach  is  dry,  and  tlierefore,  there  \a 
defective  secretion  of  gastric  juice.  Here  you  have  the  same  dyspoptda 
aa  is  curable  with  Bryonia.  The  distinctive  symptoms  for  Alumina 
are  these :  There  is  a  feeling  of  constriction  along  the  ca-wpliagus  whi^n 
swallowing  food.  The  patient  is  always  worse  from  eating  potatoift ; 
that  is  a  good  syni|)tom  for  Alumina.  There  is  aversion  to  meat  and 
a  craving  for  indigestible  substances.  The  liver  is  sensitive  to  touch, 
and  there  are  stitching  pains  in  that  organ,  as  under  Bryonia.  You 
find  tlie  already  described  constiption  with  urging  to  stool,  even 
though  the  stool  be  not  <lry  and  hard.  Piles  itch  and  burn,  and  art- 
moist. 

Next,  we  consider  the  action  of  Alumina  on  glands.  Here  I  have 
only  one  symptom  for  yon,  and  that  is  the  use  of  the  drug  in  trcjiting 
buboes.  You  may  give  it  in  gonorrha'ul  bubo  when  there  exists  with 
it  a  yellowish  gonorrhcetd  discharge,  with  burning  and  itching  along 
the  urelhni,  |)4irticularly  at  the  meatus. 

Lastly,  the  skin.  Alumina  acts  on  the  skin  just  as  it  does  on  the 
mucous  membranes,  prtKiucing  dryness  and  harshness  of  the  skin  ;  as  a 
consequence,  we  find  it  indiLtite(J  in  rough,  dry  eruptions,  which  cnick 
and  may  blee<i,  although  not  often,  and  which  itch  and  burn  intoler- 
ably, and  are  worse  in  the  warmth  of  the  bed. 

You  will  rwrjill  here  that  Aiyetitum  niiricum,  Nux  vomica,  and  Sul^ 
phuVf  are  similar  to  Alumina  in  spinal  afiections. 
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You  will  find  Mercurius  the  most  similar  remedy  to  Alurmna  in  the 
treatment  of  bubo. 

Alumina  has  been  used  as  an  antidote  to  the  colic  caused  by  Plum- 
bum.

The  symptoms  ol'  Plumbum,  or  lead,  may  he  studied  from  its  main 
property,  that  is,  ib*  teudeocy  to  cause  oonstrictioo  of  mu8<rular  fibre, 
both  voluntary  and  involuntary.  It  will  cause  this  contrnction  of 
muscles,  and  it  will  also  cause  contraction  of  the  blcHxl vessels,  InK-nusc 
it  affects  the  involuntary  or  non-striatetl  muscular  fibres.  The  first 
symptom  that  usually  follows  poisoning  by  lead,  whether  taken  by  the 
Btomach  in  slow  doses,  as  in  case  of  drinking  water  impregnuUtl  wilh 
it,  or  whether  by  iuhalatioo,  as  in  the  case  of  painters,  is  h*ad  colic,  and 
this  consists  of  horrible  griping  cramp-pains,  with  retraction  of  the 
alxlominal  walls,  making  the  abdomen  concave  rather  than  c«mvex. 
There  is  understotxl  to  be  spasm  of  the  rwli  muscles;  jw  these  an*  c-on- 
tracts!,  of  cx)urse  they  draw  the  alxlominal  walla  in.  Pain  radiates*  in 
all  directions,  generally  following  the  ct>ui-se  of  the  nerves,  somi'limei* 
causing  delirium  when  extending  to  the  brain,  dyspnani  when  involving 
the  chest,  retraction  of  the  testicles  when  oxtendiug  in  that  direction, 
and  violent  cramps  in  the  legs  when  reaching  the  nerves  there.  With 
this  colic  there  is  obetinate  coustijxation,  and  in  some  cases  ^  v*  n  siiTco- 
rueeous  vomiting. 

This  colic  is  antidoted  by  Aluminaf  Alum,  Platina,  Opium^  Nux 
vomica,  or  Belladonmi,  and  is  prevented  by  alcohol. 

Next,  the  symptoms  of  Plumbum  that  are  of  a  {laralytic  character. 
The  first  characteristic  symptom  here  is  wrist-drop  from  paralysis  of 
the  extensor  muscles  of  the  wrist.  This  Plumbum  has  cured  when  it 
ban  arisen  frc.n  other  causes  than  lead-|>oisi»ning.  This  paralysis  extenda 
to  other  parts  of  the  body,  always  involving  extensor  muscles  !a 
preference  to  flexors.  There  ap)K>ars  on  the  Ixirder  of  the  gum«  a  blue 
line,  known  as  the  gingival  line.     It  is  ctiused  by  the  sulphur  tJiat 
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exifftR  10  the  tartar  on  the  teeth  eornbinirjg  with  the  leatl  in  the  I)!<xh1- 
vt8«<el.H,  aiitl  ibrming  a  deposit  of  insoluble  tfiulphidc  of  lead.  A»  I  htive 
s*iid,  the  puralvrtift  extends  and  involves  other  iwirts  of  the  bo<Jy,  and 
il  en  you  l»ave  this  to  characterize  it :  Paraly^-i?,  with  atrophy  of  (he 
of!ecte<l  pans,  hence  due  to  true  ori^nic  changes.  Thu*  you  find 
IMumhiiin  indicated  in  paralysis  of  organic  origin ;  in  (laralyt^is  from 
ditHai<«  of  the  fipinal  a:!^!  when  that  nervous  structure  has  undergone 
fatty  <legeneratton  or  bclerosis. 

Plumbum  huits  ver\'  nicely  that  disease  known  as  multiple  wrebro- 
Fpinal  sclerosis.  It  is  indicated  by  this  symptom :  Tremor,  followe<1 
by  paralysis. 

\\'c  often  find  Plumbum  indicated  in  paralysis  with  amtracturo. 

Progressive  oiuitcular  atrophy  may  alao  call  for  Plumbum. 

I^-ad  tends  to  })i*cKUice  non-development  of  the  uteru8.  We  may 
therefore  fin«l  it  in<lic:ited  in  cases  of  tendency  to  abortion.  The  foetus 
in  ulero  grows,  but  the  muscular  fibres  of  the  uterus  do  not  develop  in 
propt^rtion,  hence  the  uterus  is  no  longer  able  to  accommodate  the 
growing  fcetus  and  abortion  ensues. 

Sometimes  we  find  Plumbum  indicated  in  delirium,  this  delirium 
alternating  with  the  colic.  It  is  very  much  like  that  of  Bdliuhnna  ; 
the  |Kilt<<nt  bites  un<l  strikes  at  thohe  near  him,  but  it  differs  from  that 
of  Bcllailnnnu  in  this:  There  is  tremor  of  the  head  and  hands,  and 
yellow  mucus  collects  about  the  mouth  atid  teeth.  The  delirium,  more- 
over, alternates  with  colic,  which  is  not  the  case  in  Itelladoniia. 

Oiher  <'erebnd  dislurbaiucs  frt»m  leail-|H>isoning  are  not  common, 
but  still  tiie  following  may  be  met  with:  Insomnia,  severe  headache, 
either  iH<cipital  or  frontal,  with  fir  without  vertigt) ;  noises  in  ears ; 
(liisordiTitl  vision  ;  <lipl(»pia  ;  a»uaiiro»i)H ;  contnuHiou  of  pharynx,  tJiough 
liquids  are  swallowe<l  in  gul{is  and  greetlily  ;  mind  weak,  morose^  and 
sud  ;  preceded  by  albuminous  urine. 

Plumbum  has  fixH|uently  cause^l  epilepsy.  The  characteristic  symp- 
toms which  indicnte  it  are  these:  Alniot>t  (mraly  tic  heaviness  of  the  leg> 
U'fore  the  attauk,  and  paralysis  and  prohmgeil  snoring  sleep  afterwards. 
It  is  especially  iudiaiteil  in  convulsions  from  cerebral  selerudis  or 
tumor. 

In  constipation  you  may  use  Plumbum  when  there  is  present  tlic 
retraction  of  the  alxlomen  already  mentioninl,  and  when  there  is  marked 
s)Hisni  or  contraction  of  the  sphincter  arii.  There  is  urging  to  stool, 
and  tJie  patient  complains  of  a  M^nsatiou  as  though  a  string  were 
drawing  the  onus  up  into  tlio  rectum. 
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In  its  action  on  the  kidneys  Phimhuin  pnxliifes  ^nujular  degenera- 
tion or  cirrliosis  of  those  organs.  Then*  is  very  little  dropsy  or  albu- 
minuria, but  a  marked  tendency  to  urtemic  oonvulbions.

Stannum  is  a  drug  that  Las  not  many  symptoms,  henoe  it  can  be 
dif»po!*e<l  of  very  quickly.     Its  complement  is  PitlnntUla. 

The  «SVrt>»n«m  patient  i.s  u><ually  sad  and  lachrymose,  just  like  Pul- 
Hatilla.  Crying  usually  makeo  the  patient  worse.  This  low-spirited- 
ness is  found  in  the  lung  trouhles  for  whiih  Stannum  is  your  remr«<!y. 
Thi«  is  rather  different  from  tlie  usual  mental  Ftate  of  c<in^umptivea, 
who,  you  all  know,  are  generally  hopeful,  a!. flOBt  to  the  last  hour  of 
life.  Stannum  is  particularly  itjdi<-ated  when  they  are  low-Hpiritc*!, 
hence  it  is  rarely  indicated  in  true  tul>erculo8is.  The  woman  for  whom 
Stannum  is  indicatetl  is  also  nervous  and  weak ;  Bt)  nervous,  irritable, 
and  we:ik  is  she,  that  nhe  becomes  anxious  and  has  palpitation  <if  (he 
heart,  even  from  so  little  exertion  as  giving  directions  concerning  her 
houftehold  affaire.  This,  nervous  exhaustion  is  cxhibittKl  in  variima 
ways;  it  is  particularly  inducetl  when  the  patient  goes  down  titaire,  more 
than  when  aw^nding.  She  feels  as  if  she  could  nut  walk  down  slaim, 
or  an  if  she  hail  not  sulficient  .strength  in  her  limlw.  You  may  see 
this  exhaustion  in  another  way :  The  patient  does  not  complaia  much 
al»ont  walking,  biit  on  trying  to  sit  d«»wn  she  fairly  drojit*  into  the 
chair.  That  is  not  an  imaginary  symptom.  You  will  meet  it  iu 
Uterine  affectitms. 

In  the  menUiI  symptoms  you  may  compai*e  Stannum  with  Sutrum 
tnui*.,  Pnlmti/fa,  and  Srpia.  Natrum  mur.  has  a  melanchoK',  sad, 
weeping  uuxkI.  Consolation  seems  to  aggravate.  On  trying  to  com- 
fort him,  he  becomes  enraged^ 

The  Pulsatilla  patient  i|  of  a  mihl,  tearful,  yielding  dii^iMisilioD.    Slie 
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rather  likes  consolation.  She  has  scanty,  delayed  menses,  while  Stannura 
has  the  opposite. 

The  Sepia  |wticnt  has  sadness  concerning  her  own  health,  while  she 
exhilnts  great  indiflerenee  to  her  family.  She  is  easily  offended  and  is 
inclined  to  be  vehement. 

In  this  relaxation  of  tissue,  pro<lueing  goneness  or  weakness,  we  have 
several  remeilies.  First  of  all,  when  you  find  patienU  are  weak  from 
talking,  compare  the  following  remedies,  Oooculus,  Vcntiruin  alb.f  Snl- 
phnr  and  Ckikareu  ontycarum. 

For  the  functional  paralysis  that  may  come  from  fatigue  or  from 
mental  emotions,  compare  with  Stannum,  Q>oci*/iM,  IgncUUif  PhoMphonts, 
NiUrum  mur.,  an<l  CoUinsonia. 

TheStannuui  patient  is  troubles!  with  disonJered  digcstiim,  otherwise 
called  dy8[>epsia.  There  are  Oiiusea  and  vomiting  in  the  morning,  or 
the  odor  of  cooking  caui^s  vomiting.  This  la.st  symptom  is  a  particu- 
larly  strong  imlication  for  Stannum,  especially  in  women.  There  ia 
weak,  gone  feeling  in  the  stomach,  as  in  Sepia;  also  bitter  ta**te  in  the 
mouth.  The  rectum  U  inactive.  Much  urging  is  require*!  to  evacuate 
even  a  soft  stool.  The  face  is  apt  to  be  pale  and  j^unken,  with  dark 
rings  around  the  eyes.  These  symptoms  indicate  debility,  with  whi<'h 
women  suflfer  and  they  are  the  symptoms  of  worms.  They  may  call 
for  the  exhibition  of  Stannum  when  worms  are  present.  It  may  be 
indicated  even  when  convulsions  result-  from  the  irritation  of  these 
parasites,  thus  placing  it  alongside  of  Cina,  Arleminia^  etc. 

Men  may  reipiire  Stannum  when  they  are  hyjxx'hoiidriacal.  They 
have  gastrulgic  pains  which  com|)el  them  to  walk  about  fur  relief,  and 
t'  y  are  so  weak  that  this  exercise  is  very  fatiguing  to  them.  The 
tongue  is  coate^l  yellowish. 

The  Stannum  (latient  suffers  from  prolajxsus  uteri.  This  prolafisua 
so  oficn  calls  for  Stannum,  that  Dr.  Ki'-hanl  llughi*s  generally  finds  it 
useful  for  simple  prola}>sus  uteri.  You  will  timl,  u^i,  that  under  Stan- 
num the  vagina  is  prolafised.  These  prolajisyus  symptoms  are  wor&e 
(luring  »to4>I-  The  menses  are  always  profuse.  The  leucorrhoea  cor- 
responds with  the  prevailing  character  of  the  <lrug.  It  is  yellowish  or 
el.*4c  it  is  clear  mucus,  and  is  always  associatetl  with  unbearable  weakness. 
The  patient  is  so  weak  that  she  can  scarcely  move  alK>ut.  So  great  is 
the  prostration,  that  on  dressing  In  the  m(»rning,  she  h;is  to  sit  down 
si'veral  limes  to  rest.  There  is  trembling  of  the  arms  and  legs.  The 
limbs  feel  as  heavy  as  lead.  This  weakneas  is  always  worse  when  de- 
Mending,  aa  when  going  down  staira  or  aaiuming  a  sitting  {>osture. 
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Those  uterine  symptoms  may  Iw  as.H<xMato<l  with  weak  or  j^om  ji-.img 
in  the  oliest.     The  patient  feels  {?<)  weiik  she  «iii  8c«ni'ly  tjilk. 

As  somewhat  similar  to  Slanniiiii  in  prolapsus  uteri  with  n^^:rttvation 
of  symptoms  during  stool,  you  may  rememlxM'  A»/f>/j/iy//am,  whieh  han 
prolapsus  uteri  with  diarrlia'a.  Thr  ^JimiI  is  usiiallv  er''<'0  and  comea 
with  u  rush. 

As  you  might  expect,  a  patient,  ho  thoroughly  wcakene^l  ha  to  the  ner- 
vous system  as  is  the  iStannnni  patient,  must  sulfer  from  neuralgia.  The 
general  characteristio  guiding  you  to  its  use  is,  tfif  jHiirui  increitsr  and 
diTirasc  slowly.  They  are  especially  liable  to  oceur  in  the  course  of  the 
supra-orbital  nerve.  With  this  character  to  the  pain,  we  find  Stnuntim 
useful  in  |»rosopalgia  following  intermittent  fever  and  abuse  of  <piiuiiic. 

In  the^  pains  that  increase  and  decrease  slowly,  the  nearest  remudius 
are  Plathia  and  StroiUiana  c^irb. 

Epilepsy  luus  bwn  trealinl  with  Stannum,  particularly  when  rcAex 
froni  alKlotninal  irritation  as  from  the  prej*euce  of  worms  in  the  ia- 
testinal  csinal.  The  jmticnt  ha«  a  pale  facte  ami  dark  rings  around  the 
eyi.*»f  and  colic,  which  is  relieved  by  pressing  Hrndy  on  the  alHloineu. 
If  the  child  is  old  enough  to  describe  hia  seusationSi  he  will  complain 
of  a  sweetish  taste  in  the  mouth. 

Next  the  action  of  Stannum  on  mucous  mcrabrani.-s.  When  it  ia 
the  remedy,  you  find  that  there  is  cijpious  secretion  from  the  mucoua 
membranes.  This  is  bland  and  unirritatingand  is  yellowish  oryellow- 
isli-greon  ;  hent^,  it  is  a  mucopurulent  secretion.  Sometimes,  altlKuigh 
not  so  often,  this  mucus  is  tenacious,  viscid  and  intermixed  with  blood. 
The  mucus  collects  very  rapidly  in  the  chest  and  is  quite  easily  expec- 
torated, with  threat  relief  to  the  patient.  The  oppression,  the  weakDCfie, 
ami  the  tightneiv^  of  the  ch(»^t  are  all  relieviHi  when  this  sputum  ia 
ruined.  The  voice  which  is  husky  and  hoarse,  seems  to  Ix:  raised  in 
pitch  by  this  expectoration.  Dyspnrca,  t<Jo,  is  dix'idedly  Ix-tter  nf 
ex j>trt oration.  The  cx»ugh  is  very  annoying  and  teasing.  It  is  \\ 
at  night  and  is  excited  by  talking  and  walking  rapidly.  The  {laticut, 
in  addition,  complains  of  that  weakm-ss  of  the  ch(.«t.  It  seems  as  if 
he  had  no  strength  tlnrf  \\|iahv«r.  T)^>[iiHi'a  i'(»iin'.s  tm  wors*'  towards 
evening. 

Now  thcfK?  are  the  symptoinn  which  indicate  Stannuiu  in  t^use^  of 
Deglecttxl  cold.  They  alsii  suggest  the  drug  in  what  has  liccn  verj 
pro|)erly  termed  t^tarrhal  phthisis.  There  is  marki-d  hectic  fever.  The 
chilU  oorae  characteristically  at  ten  oVIock  in  the  morning.  Towards 
evening  the  j>atient  becomes  Hushed  aud  hot,  with  aggravation  of  hi* 
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evtuploins  on  any  exertion.  At  lu^ht  he  has  profuse  sweat,  which  is 
partk'uhirly  worse  towaitls  four  or  five  uVhK'k  iu  the  morning.  Let 
me  Bay  here  thnt  in  (his  heirtic  fever,  with  chili  at  ten  o'clock  in  6w 
morning,  I  have  several  times  tried  Natrum  mur.,  but  wifliout  obtain- 
ing any  benefit  from  it. 

Stanniim  is  a  remeily  which  you  must  select  with  great  care,  or  it 
will  Biirely  iIisap|)oint  you.  You  must  have  the  weakoeas  present. 
When  you  find  Stannum  inr>ufficieut  iu  catarrhal  phthisiu,  you  niuy 
think  of  the  following  remedies: 

Siiict'a  ih  intlJL-ated  in  eatarrhul  as  well  ji.s  in  true  tuljercular  phthisis 
when  there  is  cough,  which  is  increase*!  by  rapid  motion.  There  ia 
copious  rattling  of  phlegm  in  the  chest.  The  ex|iect*)ration  is  more 
purulent  than  that  of  Stiuinum.  There  are  usually  vomicse  in  the 
lungs.  You  will  find  Silicea  freciuently  indicated  in  the  catarrhal 
phthisis  of  *»ld  people. 

Photfjfhonut  must  often  be  carefully  eompartd  with  Stannuni,  as  the 
two  rt'UJc«lics  are  frequently  miisUsed  for  each  otJier.  Both  have  hoarse- 
neas,  evening  uggravatiitn,  weak  chot,  cough,  copious  sputum,  hectic, 
etc  Phosphorus  has  more  blood  or  blood-streaks,  tightness  across  the 
chest,  etc. 

Saieffd  is  a  drug  which  produces  great  soreness  in  the  walls  of  the 
chest  and  great  accumulation  of  clear  albuminous  mucus  which  is 
dif?icult  of  expectoration.  These  symptoms  are  often  accompanied 
by  pressure  on  the  chest  as  though  the  lungs  were  pushed  back  to  the 
8]ylne.  It  is  especially  indicated  in  fat  persons  of  lax  fibre.  This 
Senega  contains  Senegin  or  PolygaJic  acidy  which  is  identical  in  com- 
position with  Saponin f  the  active  principle  of  the  Qu.Ulaya  ttnponaria. 
This  also  provinces*  the  same  kind  of  relaxed  cold  as  the  Senega  does. 

Coccus  cacU  is  useful  in  whooping  cough,  with  vomiting  of  great 
ropes  of  dear  albuminous  mucus.  It  may  be  useful  in  catarrhal  phthisis 
when,  with  this  ropy  phlegm,  there  are  sharp  stitching  pains  under  tlie 
clavicli^. 

BaUam  of  Pnti  is  indicateil  in  catarrhal  phthisis  by  copious  purulent 
ex|H>(T(onilion,  We  know  but  little  concerning  this  drug.  We  must, 
therefoR',  iwlopt  the  expedient  of  selecting  it  by  a  process  of  exclusion. 

Vcrbft  mnta  or  the  Eryodiciion  Culijornintm  is  intlicutcd  when  there 
is  asthtiiatic  breathing  from  accnmnLifion  of  mucus.  There  arc  con- 
siderable emaciation  and  fever. 

Amoni>  other  remctlies  with  muih  phlegm  on  the  chest  are,  Auttmo- 
nium  crudwm  uud  tarUnrictim,  OuwMmiUa,  BeUaJonna,  Calcarra  odrff 
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arumf  Calcarea  phosphorica  and  Ipecactuinha  (in  children),  Lyeopodium, 
Sulphur,  Pho8phoru8f  Balaam  of  Peru  (purulent  sputum)  Hepar,  Seiiia, 
Yerba  aanta  (fever,  emaciation,  asthma  from  mucus),  Copaiva  (profuse 
greenish-gray,  disgusting-smelling  sputa)  ;  Illicium  anmiium  (pus,  with 
))ain  at  third  cartilage,  right  or  left) ;  Pix  liq.  (purulent  sputum  ;  paio 
at  left  third  costal  cartilage);  Myosotia  (copious  sputa,  emaciation, 
night  sweat). 

In  pleurisy  you  find  Stannum  indicated  by  sharp,  knife-like  stitches 
beginning  in  the  left  axilla  and  extending  up  into  the  left  clavicle. 
Sometimes,  they  extend  from  the  left  side  down  into  the  abdomen. 
They  are  worse  from  bending  forward,  from  pressure  and  on  inspiration. 

Stannum  is  sometimes  used  in  functional  paralysis  arising  from 
onanism  or  from  emotions.  Sometimes  persons  of  the  weak,  nervous 
temperament  I  have  described,  are  so  affected  by  emotions  as  to  lose  the 
power  of  motion.  Here  Stannum  compares  with  StaphUagria  and 
Nairum  mur.

Cuprum  metallicum  and  Cuprum  aceticum  are  used  interchange- 
ably by  many  physicians  as  having  the  same  symptomatology.  The 
original  idea  of  those  who  proposed  the  substitution  of  the  latter  for  the 
former  was  based  on  the  supposition  that  the  acetate  of  copper  is  soluble^ 
while  the  metallic  copper  is  not.  This  applies,  of  course,  to  the  crude 
drug,  but  not  to  the  potentized  preparations. 

Copper  has  for  its  complement  Calcarca  ostrearum.  It  is  antidoted 
by  sugar  and  albumen.  Ilepar,  as  a  general  antidote  to  the  metals, 
comes  into  play  as  a  dynamic  antidote,  as  do  also  Belladonna  and 
Stravionium.  Copper  possesses  considerable  interest  as  a  prophylactic 
in  disciise.  Workers  in  copper  seldom  contract  Asiatic  cholera.  Here 
it  resembles  Sulphur.  Unlike  Sulphur,  however,  it  is  a  remedy  for 
the  symj>toni8  of  cholera.  It  is  indicatetl  for  the  following  symptoms : 
Intense  coldness  of  the  surface  of  the  body,  blueness  of  the  skin,  cramps 
of  the  mnst'les,  the  muscles  of  the  falves  and  thighs  are  drawn  up  into 
knots.  There  is  considerable  distress,  referred  by  the  patient  to  the 
epigastrium,  and  this  is  associated  with  most  intense  dyspnoea.  So 
intense  is  the  dyspnoea  that  the  patient  cannot  bear  his  handkerchief 
apprtKichei]  to  his  face;  it  takes  away  his  breath.  Now  this  picture  of 
Cuprum  seems  to  place  it  between  Camphor  and  Argentum  nitricum. 
Camphor  h:is  symptoms  of  collapse,  like  Cuprum  ;  and  Argentum  nitri- 
cum has  terrible  distress  in  the  epigastrium  with  dyspnoea.     It  differs 
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from  Camphor  in  this:  Camphor  hicks  the  prominence  of  the  crarrp*! 
which  are  ever  prt's<^nt  in  the  rx>llapse  of  Cuprum. 

There  is  another  com!  it  ion  in  which  Ctiprum  may  t»e  u»m*(1,  ami  that 
18  in  the  uraemin  or  ura?mic  convulsions  following  cholera,  Tlie  char- 
acter  of  these  convnlsions  will  appear  in  a  few  minutes  when  I  speak 
of  the  nervous  symptoms  of  the  renie<1y. 

We  find  Cuprum  inditrated  in  chloroBis,  after  the  abuse  of  iron.  The 
symptoniH  are  worsie  in  hot  weather. 

We  ali^o  find  it  indicated  in  fever  with  marke<J  tendency  to  freqtMnt 
relapses;  hence  in  a  sort  of  relajwing  fever.  It  is  not  the  specific 
relapsing  fever,  hut  nither  a  fever  in  which  the  relapses  are  the  nc^ult 
of  defective  nmction. 

Cuprum  when  bdten  in  large  dcMses,  prwluces  an  inflammatory  iY>lir, 
presenting  a  comhination  of  neurotic  with  inflammatory  symptoms; 
theee  are  gaetnventerio.  Wc  find  the  alHlomen  as  hani  as  a  stone;  the 
bowels  are  at  fii^t  obstinately  constipated,  the  constipati<)n  U'lng  suc- 
ceeded at  times  by  bhvKly  g:re*'nish  watery  stools.  The  vomiting  is 
terrific  and  is  spasmodic  in  its  character.  It  seems  to  l>e  relieved  by  a 
drink  of  cfdd  water.  Here  it  is  ver^'dlflTcrent  from  Aramicum,  Vrratntm 
and  other  remctlies.  Now  what  takes  place  in  this  group  of  sj'mptoma? 
In  the  firnt  place,  Cuprum  not  only  acts  upon  the  l)owels  inflaming 
lliem,  but  it  acts  upon  the  nerves,  causing  constrietion  of  tibrc,  particu- 
larly of  the  involuntary  muscular  fibres,  as  in  the  bli>o<  I  vessels,  and 
with  this  we  have  direct  irritation  ]>rcKlu(ing  inflammation.  Now,  to 
clearly  uiidenxtand  the  character  of  Cuprum,  you  must  remember  the 
other  side  to  this  picture.  This  condition  is  stxm  followed  by  collapse 
with  great  prostration,  from  which  it  is  exceetlingly  difticult  for  the 
]:nitieut  to  rally.  Thus  we  liave  as  a  remote  symptom  of  (^iprum,  ami 
one,  too,  which  has  t>een  greatly  neglectitl,  laik  of  reaction.  We  have 
Men  that  quite  a  numl>er  of  remedii^  are  useful  in  \\m  <'«>ndition.  We 
all  know  that  Sulphur  may  often  be  us«l ;  we  luive  learneil  nnder  what 
cireiimMnnces  Carbo  rvij.  is  calksl  for;  that  L<iurocn(n<UM^  Wilrritin 
and  Amhra  ffri»ea  are  suiteil  in  some  nervous  temperaments;  f>iy>jricr<m 
in  flabhy,  lazy  individuals  of  lax  fibre,  nnd  Pmrlmun  in  well-niarke*! 
j>8oric  nisi*s.  But  here  we  have,  when  Cuprum  is  the  n^misily,  a  ten- 
demy  of  all  the  symptoms  to  rela[»se.  I>pecMally  is  it  an  in<ltcation 
when  this  lack  of  rea<'tioi>  oceurs  in  p<'rsoiis  who  nr«*  thoroughly  "run 
down"  by  i>ver-taxing  lM>th  IwnIv  uud  mind.  I  know  of  a  case  in 
which  Cuprum  prevented  paralyttis  of  both  legs,  atid  this  was  the  iinli- 
cation,  overtaxing  of  ImjIJi  brain  an<l  Ixxly. 
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So,  too,  in  pneiimoniB,  we  may  have  to  use  Cuprum  to  bring  alwut 
reaction  before  the  appropriate  remedy  will  cure.  It  is  indicateil  by 
sudden  suffocative  attacks,  with  coldness  of  the  surface  of  the  b<xly, 
with  great  prrwtration  and  dyspnopa  disproportionate  to  the  amount  of 
solidification.     The  IkhIv  is  covere<l  with  a  cold  viscid  sweat. 

The  main  action  of  Cuprum  and  that  which  will  call  for  its  most 
fre<|uent  use  in  practice,  is  on  the  nervous  system.  We  find  it  indi- 
cated, for  instance,  in  spasms  with  affections  of  the  bniin,  as  in  ^leuin- 
gitis.  No  renmly  in  the  materia  niedica  excels  it,  and  very  few  equal 
it,  in  this  dire<'tion.  We  find  it  indicated  when  there  has  been  an 
eruption  siippressc<l,  whether  that  be  scjirlatina,  measles  or  er3'si|>elas. 
The  symptoms  which  call  for  it  are  these:  Delirium  of  a  violent  char- 
acter ver\'  much  like  tliat  of  Bella<]onna,  the  patient  bites  the  offered 
tumbler,  loquacious  delirium  on  awaking  from  slwp,  or  on  becoming 
conscious  he  api>ears  frightene<l.  Here  it  is  the  exact  counterpart  of 
Stramonium.  But  it  is  a  far  dee|)er  acting  reme<ly  than  Stramonium. 
The  convulsions  usually  start  from  the  brain  with  blueness  of  the  face 
and  lips,  the  eyelKills  are  rotate<I  and  there  are  frothing  at  the  mouth 
and  violent  convulsive  symptoms,  es|x»cially  of  the  flexor  muscles. 
The  convulsion  is  followed  by  deep  sleep.  Now  this  spit^in,  es|)ecially 
if  epileptic,  may  be  ushewil  in  by  a  violent  shriek  or  cry.  There  is 
grin<ling  of  the  teeth. 

Cuprum  is  indicated  not  very  frequently  in  neuralgia,  but  it  may 
sometimes  be  used  in  sudden  attacks  of  neuralgia  with  active  conges- 
tion affecting  the  nervous  supply  of  the  involuntary  muscles. 

Oijti'um  arncnicosum  I  have  used  in  the  thinl  |)otency,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  Dr.  J.  H.  Marsden,  for  neuralgia  of  the  aUIominal  viscera. 
I  have  prescril)ed  it  in  cases  in  which  no  other  remetly  seemed  to  be  in- 
dicated, and  1  l)elieve  with  excellent  success.

Zinonni  nietallicum  is  the  zinc  preparation  we  mos^t  frequently  nse. 
You  will  notit-e  the  very  petniHar  fact  that  two  preparationH  containing 
stryonnin,  Xux  vomira  ninl  hpiutia^  hold  nppojiite  relntionn  to  Zinc. 
I(fnat,ia  follows  Zinc  well,  and  may  even  act  qa  an  antithite  to  its  effect* 
on  the  nervous  system.  Nux  vomica  tends  rather  to  increase  the  effect» 
of  Zinc,  in  fact  is  inimical  to  it.  Hcpar  alno  antidotes  Zinc,  as  h  does 
every  other  metal.  It  i^  a  safe  remedy  to  fall  hm^k  on  in  c;iseH  of  me- 
tallic poisoning  when  the  ftymptoms  point  to  no  Bpecial  antidote. 

I  have  had  map|KHl  out  on  the  IxMird  something  of  the  Rphere  of 
action  of  Zinc.  I  wish  to  impresH  on  you  all  that  thi^  is  not  placed 
here  as  an  exhaUHtive  analysts  of  the  remedy,  nor  in  it  inteniied  to 
teach  you  that  yon  are  to  use  Zinc  only  in  the  diseases  here  name<). 
Thist  tabltf  18  only  for  convenience  nake,  to  give  a  sort  of  starting  point 
around  which  you  may  grou[>  the  symptoms  of  the  remedy. 

In  )K»iM)nou8  doni^  the  salts  of  Zinc  caa^c  formication,  that  is,  a  neu- 
8ation  as  of  ants  crcc]>ing  over  the  IkmIv.  This  creeping  or  tingling  is 
relieved  l»y  ruhhing  or  by  proAsure.  There  is  even  a  tremulous  vibra- 
tion all  through  the  body.  This  is  ex))erienced  by  tlie  patient,  an<l  i« 
noticed,  too,  by  jhe  f>b«erver.  Later,  there  appear  fainting  spellM,  with 
a  great  deal  of  numbness  and  deuthly  nausea.  Am  BO<in  as  water  touches) 
the  stomach,  it  is  vomited.  This  is  increaf^ed  by  acltlH,  so,  if  any  one 
should  give  the  patient  vinegar  or  lemou-jui<*e,  it  only  adds  to  his  tor- 
ment by  increasing  the  nausea.  With  all  this,  there  is  vertigo.  The 
head  reels,  the  vyi-a  feel  as  if  they  were  being  dmwn  t«igether,  and 
there  is  hard  heavy  pressure  at  the  root  of  the  nose.  These  symptooM 
are  followe<l  by  convulsions  and  j»tupor,  and  finally,  if  the  poi^i^n  cnn- 
not  be  antidotcd,  by  deafh.  I  would  warn  yon,  to<^i,  if  you  meet  with 
such  a  case  of  iM»isouing,  do  not  give  wine  or  otlier  stimulants,  for  erery 
symptom  of  Zinc  from  hesul  to  foot  is  made  worse  by  wine. 

Other  remedies  having  aggravation  fr<^>m  driidving  wine  are  lUiodo' 
drndron,  Ghnoin^  Nitx  vomica^  Seisiiiumf  Ledum^  Fluoric  acid^  Antimo- 
nium  crudum  and  PulMiiiUn, 

Glonoin  has  congestive  headache,  made  worse  by  wine, 

Lcdvvi  is  indicated  in  drawing  pains  in  the  joints,  made  wone  by 
drinking  wine.

Fluoric  acirl  has  npj^ravation  from  red  wines. 

Anthnonium  cnidum  is  suited  to  the  bad  effects  of  Rheniflh  sour  wines. 

Workers  in  Zinc,  after  ten  or  twelve  years*  exposure,  suffer  from  the 
f()lIowing  symptoms:  Pains  in  the  liack  ;  sensitiveness  of  the  soles  of 
the  f(^t ;  formication,  numboess  and  eoldnens  of  the  le^;  sensation  as 
of  a  l>and  around  the  abdomen  ;  cramps  and  twitching  of  the  murtcles. 
Reflex  excitability  is  inorease<I  so  that  irritation  in  one  part  of  the  body 
will  produce  violent  jerking  in  another.  Muscular  sensibility  is  les- 
sened, hence  the  patient  staggers  when  his  eyes  are  closed,  or  when  he 
is  in  the  dark.  There  are  muscular  tremors  which  almost  simulate 
those  of  shaking  palny.  Still  later,  the  gait  becomes  stiff,  motions  are 
spasmodic.  From  involvement  of  the  sympathetic  nervous  system 
there  are  antemia  and  progressive  and  general  emaciation. 

In  studying  Zinc  as  a  reme<Iy,  we  are  to  remember,  then,  that  it  is  a 
meilicine  which  acts  prominently  on  the  nervous  system.  This  influ- 
ence, which  it  has  on  the  nervous  tissue,  is  one  rather  of  depression 
than  stimulation.  It  weakens  the  cerebro-spinal  nerves,  and  also  those 
of  the  sympathetic,  or  ganglionic  nerves  more  accurately  called.  It  is, 
therefore,  to  be  used  in  those  <liseas€s  in  which  there  is  weakness  of  the 
nervous  system.  One  very  useful  wudition  in  which  we  may  employ 
this  drug  comes  under  the  secomi  heading,  undeveloped  di>ease  fn>ra 
enervation.  By  that  I  mean  that  Zinc  is  an  invaluable  clrng  when  the 
patient  is  nervously  Uxi  weak  to  develop  a  disease,  and  hence  he  suffers 
all  the  consequences  of  hidden  disease,  or  disease  spending  its  force  on 
the  internal  orgajis.  To  give  you  an  illustration  of  this  in  exanihema- 
tons  diseases,  we  find  Zinc  called  for  in  scarlatina,  or  in  measles  when 
tlie  eruption  remains  undevelo|)ed.  As  a  re^iult  of  the  non-<levelop- 
ment  of  the  disease,  the  brain  suffers,  as  we  shall  see  presently. 

Now,  as  another  evidence  of  this  nervous  condition  of  non-reaction, 
we  find  pains  in  tlie  ovaries  which  are  relieved  during  the  menstruid 
flow.  Occasionally  you  will  find  Zincum  indicatetl  in  catarrhal  ajsthma. 
This  asthma  is  accoraj>anied  by  great  constriction  of  the  chest  {Cad- 
mium 8n/ph.f  Kafi  chhr.  and  CacUut  ^.),  and  is  relieved  as  soon  as  the 
patient  can  expectorate.  So,  too,  in  the  male  organs  there  is  a  local 
irritation  which  roay4)e  the  re»*ult  of  spinal  irritation,  or  s<'lf-abu8c. 
This  irritation  is  relieved  by  a  seminal  discharge. 

Again,  during  dentition,  from  failure  to  develop  tl»i*  t«Mtli,  tin-  child 
has  slow  pulse,  sei'ming  to  come  in  long  waves;  it  is  dmwsy,  and  lies 
witli  the  l)ack  of  the  head  pressed  deeply  into  the  pillow,  with  the  eyes 
balf-cloecd  and  squinting,  the  face  paie  and  rather  cuol,  or  alternately 
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rod  antl  pale.  The  child  gives  forth  loml  irit>,  in>i  tx.ictly  ihr  <»i 
cephalique,  but  something  akin  to  it,  with  tretnhling  all  ovit,  boring 
the  fingers  into  the  nose  (as  you  find  under  Oinaf  Arum  tHf^hyllum^ 
Veratrmn  and  a  few  other  remedies),  or  pulling  nervoiiKly  at  the  dry, 
parrhed  li|>fl.  Tiiat  will  remind  you  of  Aruiii  triphylluiii,  loo.  There 
will  be  automatic  motion  of  different  parts  of  the  body,  unitally  the 
arms  and  hands,  and,  particularly,  ri»Mtle.ns,  fidgety  movements  of  the 
feet.  That  last  is  a  very  strong  indication  for  Zincuut.  If  t»till  ooo- 
Bcious  enough  to  take  water,  he  drinks  it  hastily.  In  extreme  cam^  the 
aWlomen  is  hot  and  sunken,  and  the  sttKils  and  urine  involuntary.  la 
milder  brain  symptoms  we  find  the  child  delirious,  as  if  frightened  oo 
awaking.  It  seems  to  know  no  one.  It  rolln  the  head  from  side  to 
side.  It  may  have  convulsions,  with  anxious  screams  and  springing 
up  out  of  l>ed,  gnashing  the  tiotli  and  rolling  the  eycH.  The  child  is 
exceetlingly  orotss  and  irriliible  before  the  atLick,  with  hot  Ixxly  and 
great  restlessness,  particularly  at  night. 

Zincum  may  l)e  indicaleil  in  chorea  or  St.  Vitus*s  dance,  whenci\ns<L'<l 
by  friglit  or  suppressed  ernptionn,  espe<'ially  when  tlie  general  health 
sufiTers  very  much.  There  are  great  depression  of  spirits,  and  irrita- 
bility. 

Still  anotlRT  form  of  cerebral  trouble  calling  for  Zinc  is  meningittn. 
Her^^  it  is  indi«ited  when,  in  the  beginning  either  of  a  case  of  rheu- 
niutism,  or  in  fact  from  any  cause,  you  find  these  sharp,  lancinating 
pains  through  the  head  ;  they  are  worse  from  wine,  or  from  anything  that 
slimulafes.  There  are,  al«w»,  pressing,  tearing  pains  in  the  occiput,  par- 
ticularly ul>out  the  l)ase  of  the  bruin ;  and  these  pains  seem  to  shoot 
through  the  ryes,  and,  synipatlieticjdiy,  into  the  teeth.  There  is  a  very 
distressing,  cramplikc  \mm  at  the  root  of  the  nose,  jnst  as  we  found  in 
the  poisoniog  symptoms.  Now  these  symptoms  will  suggest  Zinc  to 
you  in  quite  a  variety  of  ailments,  but  es|)cclally  in  meningitis  aritfing 
from  the  non -development  of  an  eruption. 

So  you  find  Zincum  indicate<l  in  scarlatina  with  the  brain  syniptoma 
that  I  have  mentioned,  and  with  the  following  additional  symptoms: 
Tlie  eruption  is  imperfectly  develo|)ed ;  the  skin  is  rather  livid;  the 
child  is  restless  and  delirious,  or  else  quiet  and  .unconscious ;  even  in 
the  smooth  or  Sydenham  scarlatina,  Zinc  may  supplant  Belladonna  liy 
reason  of  this  enervation  of  Uie  child.  A  still  worse  case  than  thb 
may  (N!cur,  and  still  Zincum  l)e  indicated,  and  that  is,  wheix*  the  sl^io 
is  bluish  and  cold,  the  body  is  heavy,  and  the  pulse  is  almost  thread- 
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like,  it  b  so  wciik  and  volumelcss.  Let  us  now  compare  Zinoum  with 
other  remetlies, 

Ciipt^tm  has  cerebral  symptomg,  convulsions  with  soreiiming  out, 
cleudiinj:;  of  the  thumh  iiitt*  the  palm  of  the  hanil,  hoping  of  the  liead 
into  the  pillow,  and  predominant  ^paism  of  the  flexor  muscles;  llie  face 
is  usually  re<l,  or  even  purple  ;  the  teeth  are  clencjied  ;  the  ehihl  foams 
at  the  moutli;  it  awakens  from  its  sleep  frightened,  and  does  not  know 
anylxxly  about  it,  jTist  as  in  Zincum  and  Stramonium.  All  these  syrap- 
toms  in  Cuprum  are  the  result  of  a  suppressetl  eruption.  In  the  Zinc 
they  are  due  to  an  undeveloped  eruption.  The  symptoms  are  more 
violent  under  Cuprum;  tliey  are  more  like  those  of  active  iuflamma- 
ti(ii). 

In  the  Bdhulonna  scarlatina  the  case  is  different.  Belladonna  is 
indiaite<l  in  the  smooth  variety  of  scarlatina,  in  the  early  stages.  The 
,  vomiting  is  violent,  and  the  cerebral  symptoms  prominent.  There  are 
screaming  out,  wild  look  about  the  eyes,  and  redness  of  the  face.  The 
throat  is  bright  red  and  swollen,  and  the  tongue  coveretl  with  elevated 
paiiillu?;  the  patient  springs  up  from  sleep  screaming,  and  clings  to 
thr>8e  about  it.  Suppose,  however,  this  case  goes  on,  and  the  rash  d»^»es 
not  come  out;  the  child  becomes  pale  and  livid  ;  it  rolls  its  head  in  the 
]>i!low,  grinds  its  teeth,  and  screams  out  whenever  you  move  it,  and 
the  feet  are  restless ;  then  Belladonna,  Cuprum,  or  Laehesis  will  do  no 
g<M»d  ;  no  remetly  but  Zinc  will. 

If  the  case  gi3es  on  in  spite  of  Zinc,  and  the  skin  becomes  livid  and 
Cold,  the  pulse  flliform,  Cmnphor  may  still  bring  about  reaction,  es- 
IH-cially  if  there  is  cold  sweat. 

In  some  ca*es  Vrratnim  nibum  will  come  in. 

In  still  others,  I  would  have  you  rememl^er  Jlydrocynnic  acid, 

Cafearea  ostrecirtim  is  often  forgotten  in  scarlatina.  It  is  to  be  placed 
alongside  of  Zinc,  particularly  in  scrofulous  children,  when  the  rash  is 
either  undeveloped,  or  el^e  receilcs  leaving  the  face  unnaturally  pale 
and  bloatetl. 

Zincum  is  indicated  in  several  forms  of  headache.  One  of  thera  is 
a  stinging,  tearing  hemlache,  worse  in  the  side  of  the  head,  greatly  in- 
creaMil  by  wine;  this  hesidache  is  also  worse  after  dinner.  S>metime8, 
you  will  find  Zinc  indicated  in  otjstinate  |>ain  in  the  head,  olistinate  in 
itn  persistence,  yet  intermittent  in  its  quality,  now  very  severe,  and  nt»w 
fading  away«  but  continually  returning.  It  is  ulso  imiicated  for  pre:«- 
sure  on  the  top  of  the  hettd,  increaned  after  diimer. 

You  will  also  find  Ziocum  indicateil   in   hydnx^ephuloiii,  following 
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cholera  infjintura.  The  child  rolls  its  hoad  ;  it  nwulceiw  from  sleep  an 
if  iViglitetied,  and  looks  around  the  njotii  ferrifRnl ;  the  oot'iput  h  apt 
to  be  hot  and  the  forehead  rather  cool ;  there  is  grinding  of  the  teeth  ; 
the  eyeflare  sensitive  to  the  lipht,  and  are  fixed  and  staring;  the  t'acc.  is 
sunken  and  pale,  or  alternately  red  and  pale;  the  no>se  iH  dry  ;  there 
IB  jerking  of  the  muscles  during  sleep;  an<l  last,  but  not  leiint,  there  w 
oon»*tant  fidgety  motion  of  the  feet.  In  hy<lrocej>haloid,  Zincum  is 
closely  allied  to  Calcarca  phos. 

Next,  I  would  like  to  Kpeak  of  the  aiHion  of  Zincura  on  the  spioc. 
Zinc  is  a  good  remeily  in  diseiises  of  the  spine  of  a  functional  character, 
ee|x*cially  in  spinal  irritation.  The  symptoms  which  call  for  it  are 
these:  First  and  foremost,  dull,  aching  pain  about  the  last  tlorsal  or 
first  lumbar  vertebra,  and  this  is  worse  when  the  patient  is  sitting  than 
it  is  when  he  walks.  That  symptom,  I  can  assure  you,  is  a  gotxl  indi- 
cation for  Zinc.  I  think  that  very  nearly  the  sanje  symptom  is  fi>und 
under  Sfp'm,  It  is  not  situated  in  the  same  lo4*ality,  however,  but  has 
the  same  aggravation.  It  is  als4)  found  cfiaracteristically  under  KobalU 
This  backache  under  Zincum  is  associated  with  burning  along  the 
Apine,  which  burning  I  believe  to  be  purely  subjective  and  not  congeft* 
tive  in  character.  We  also  find  under  Zinc,  trembling  of  the  limbs, 
with  a  feeling  as  if  they  were  ab<mt  to  Im?  paralyze<l ;  su<lden  spa^^modic 
bursting  sensation  about  the  heart ;  the  heart  sei'ms  to  lie  beating  regu- 
larly, A'hen  it  suddenly  seems  as  if  it  would  burst  through  the  chent ; 
constriction  of  the  chest  causing  shortness  of  breath  ;  the  pulse  ij*  slow, 
or  weak  and  irregular;  wcaknef*s  or  goneness  in  the  stomach  at  II 
A.M.  This  last  symptom  you  will  also  fin<l  under  Pfu)ifphuntM,  A'o- 
frvm  carb.^  Sulphur,  aiu\  ImVtHm, 

Zincum  is  also  in4licalc<l  in  paralysis  frf)ra  softening  of  the  brain, 
following  suppressetl  foot-sweat,  with  vertigo,  trembling,  numbntsw  and 
formication.  These  symptoms  are  relicvc<l  by  friction,  and  greatly 
aggnivate<l  by  wine.     There  may  l>e  marked  ptosis  with  this  paralyaia. 

In  these  paralytic  afletrtions  Zincum  is  similar  to  Pho^pliorwi  and 
Plumbum.  It  is  similar  to  Phosphorus  in  that  both  rem<'<li<«s  suit  canei 
of  enervation  and  of  softening  tif  the  brain  with  the  aceom]iunying 
trembling.  Phosphorus  lias  not  the  aggravation  from  wine  nor  ibe 
ptoetis. 

Plumbum  has  nearly  the  same  symptoms  as  Zinc,  but  there  is  added 
to  these,  impaired  nutrition,  or  atrophy  of  the  panilywil  part.  Thrn* 
will  be  paina  in  the  atrophied  liml>s,  alternating  with  colic 

Now  a  word  or  two  aa  to  some  local  effects  of  Zinc,  atid  wc  wm  unvo 
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lone  with  tho  reme<ly.  First  of  all^  we  fiti<l  it  in<Ucatc<l  in  some  iini*c- 
tions  of  tlic  eyes;  for  instance,  in  atnl)lyopia  which  is  acconi^ranied  by 
severe  hL-tiihiche,  which  is  probably  dependent  upon  some  organic 
change  in  tlie  bruin  or  its  meninges,  and  with  severe  pain  at  the  root  of 
the  noi^e.  The  pains  are  partimlarly  worse  at  the  inner  cauthus  of  each 
eye.     The  pupils  are  contracteil. 

We  may  also  use  Zinc  for  opacities  of  the  cornea, /ol lowing  re|)eated 
and  long-lasting  attacks  of  inflammation  of  that  membrane.  TUe  liest 
prej>Anition  here  is  Zincnm  fnt/j>huricum. 

Pterygium  may  be  removetl  by  Zinc,  particularly  if  there  are  smart- 
ing and  stinging  pains  at  the  inner  canthus. 

Zinciim  iti  also  useful  for  granular  lids.  Zincum  sulphuricum  is  here 
preferable  to  the  metallicum. 

It  is  al^o  indi'-ated  in  prosopalgia  when  the  pains  are  severe  and  are 
accompanietl  by  blueness  of  the  eyelids. 

Ziocum  has  marked  gastric  and  hepatic  symptoms.  It  produces 
bitter  taste,  which  is  referred  by  the  [xitient  to  the  fauces.  As  soon  as 
a  s^K)onful  of  water  reaches  the  stomach  it  is  tjccted.  Heartburn  is 
present,  and  this  is  increased  by  wine  and  also  during  pregnancy. 
When  occurring  during  pn^gfmncy  it  is  apt  to  be  actrompauied  by  vari- 
cose veins  of  the  legs.  Hunger  is  particularly  manifesteii  towards 
no4m.  Zincum  also  affects  the  liver.  You  will  tind  retonle<l  in  the 
original  provings  a  symptom,  the  exact  latiguage  of  which  I  have  foV' 
gotten,  but  which  is  in  subt^tance  this:  There  is  a  feeling  as  of  a  hard 
tumor  in  the  neigh Imrhooil  of  the  umbilicus,  and  this  is  acecun|Hiuieil 
by  griping  pains.  This  symptom  has  led  to  the  use  of  the  drug  in  en- 
largement of  the  liver. 

Zincum  affects  the  al)domeii  something  like  Plumbum,  priMlucing 
griping  pains  about  the  navel,  with  most  obstinate  coustipation.  This  is 
atx^mipnnied  by  a  great  dejd  of  pressure  backwards,  as  though  the  alxlo- 
raen  was  being  drawn  liack  towani  the  spine.  Now  in  almost  all  cases 
in  which  Zincum  is  useful  you  will  find  that  the  preilominant  pn-ssure 
is  on  the  sidta  of  the  abdomen  ;  so  it  must  affect  principally  the  ascend- 
ing and  the  desoendtng  culou.  The  urine  often  contains  bltKKl ;  it  is 
sometimes  turbid  and  loam-colored,  and  has  a  yellowish  sediment.  The 
patient  cannot  pass  urine  unless  he  sits  crose-legged,  and  that,  too, 
though  the  bladder  l>e  full. 

The  cough  of  Zinc  is  siiasmtxlic,  as  if  it  would  draw  the  chest  in 
pieces.  The  sputum  may  be  blcxidy.  This  is  particularly  notice*!  just 
before  or  during  a  menstrual  pericKl.     It  is  also  aggravate<l  by  eating 
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sweet  things.  You  will  sometimes  find  Zincum  helping  in  children, 
who,  every  time  they  cough,  put  their  hands  on  the  genital  organs. 

In  its  action  on  the  male  genital  organs  Zincum  is  similar  to  Oonium. 
It  is  indicated  in  spermatorrhoea  following  long-lasting  abuse  of  the 
genital  organs,  with  great  hypochondriasis.  The  face  is  pale  and 
sunken,  with  -blue  rings  around  the  eyes.  There  is  great  local  irrita- 
tion. The  testes  are  drawn  firmly  up  against  the  external  ring.  It 
differs  from  Conium  in  that  the  latter  remedy  lacks  the  excessive 
irritability. 

Zincum  is  also  useful  in  diseases  of  the  female  organs,  especially  for 
irregularity  in  the  menstrual  function,  particularly  when  it  is  associated 
with  ulceration  of  the  cervix  uteri  and  boring  pain  in  the  left  ovarian 
region.    All  the  symptoms  improve  at  the  onset  of  the  menstrual  flow. 


LECTURE  LXI. 

PBRRUM  AND  THE  MAGNESIA  SALTS. 

Ferrum  Metalucum.

Ferrum  has  two  complements,  Cinchona  or  China,  and  Alumina, 
Ferrum  and  Alumina  are  complementary  in  chlorosis;  and  Ferrum 
and  Cinchona  in  anaemia  from  loss  of  animal  fluids. 

Now  the  best  antidote  I  know  of  to  Iron  is  Pulsatilla,  And,  as  good 
fortune  will  have  it,  Pulsatilla  also  antidotes  Cinchona,  which  is  so  fre- 
quently given  in  combination  with  Iron  by  old  school  physicians. 

Ferrum  acts  best  in  young  persons,  male  or  female,  who  are  subject 
to  irregular  distributions  of  blow!.  The  cheeks  are  flushed  a  bright  red, 
giving  them  an  appearance  of  blooming  health ;  and  yet  this  is  only  a 
masked  plethora.  When  they  are  unexcited  and  quiet  they  are  apt  to 
be  pale  and  the  face  has  an  earthy  color.  Among  the  evidences  of  this 
irregular  distribution  of  blood  we  have  the  following  symptoms :  Vio- 
lent hammering  headache,  which  is  usually  periodical  in  its  return  and 
worse  after  twelve  o'clock  at  night ;  nose-bleed,  with  bright  red  flush- 
ing of  the  cheeks;  the  nose  is  filled  with  dark,  clotted  blood  during  an 
attack  of  catarrh ;  asthma,  associated  witli  an  orgasm  of  bUxMl  to  the 
chest,  and  which  is  worse  after  12  p.m.,  at  which  time  the  patient  must 
sit  up  and  uncover  the  chest.  He  uncovers  the  chest  to  get  cool,  and 
sits  up  in  onler  to  breathe.  Ferrum  is  also  suited  to  haemoptysis,  espe- 
cially in  young  boys  or  girls  who  are  subject  to  consumption  and  who 
are  just  in  the  incipient  stages  of  phthisis  florida.  Almost  all  these 
symptoms  are  excited  by  any  emotion  and  are  accompanied  by  great 
fatigue,  despite  the  appearance  of  health.  Even  the  neuralgiir  which 
Ferrum  may  cure  has  fulness  of  the  bloodvessels  as  a  concomitant  con- 
dition.    This  neuralgia  is  excited  by  washing  in  cold  water,  especially 
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after  being  overheated.  The  pains  are  of  a  throbbing  character,  :mi.1 
are  worse  at  night.  Abuost  all  of  tlicse  symptoms,  Ixth  the  oongt>i i'Mis 
and  the  pains,  are  relieved  by  slowly  walking  abf^iiL  Now  you  may 
nnderstand  the  action  of  Ferrura  if  you  rememlxT  tIii'»one  quality  of  tb« 
drug.  It  has  the  power  of  dilating  the  bloodvessels,  probably  by  dimin- 
ishing the  action  of  the  vasomotor  nerves ;  hence  you  do  not  find  a  full 
bounding  pulse,  an  under  A(f)nite,  but  a  full,  yielding  pulse.  You  will 
find,  when  Ferrura  is  iudicatetl,  that  the  walls  of  the  alxlomen  are  ««>rc, 
a»  if  bruised.  This  is  due  not  to  inflammation,  but  to  dilatation  of  the 
bloodvessels.  This  places  Ferrum  alongside  of  Gelsemium  and  separ- 
ates it  fn>m  Aconite. 

We  have  next  to  study  Ferrum  as  a  cblorotie  remedy.  We  do  not 
use  Ferrum,  or  at  least  we  should  not,  as  allopathic  physicians  tlo  in 
chlorosis,  because  in  this  disease  there  is  a  defective  amount  of  iron  in 
thebliM)*!.  That  ia  not  the  homoeopathic  principle  for  giving  the  drug. 
The  homcBopathic  principle  is  16  correct  the  defective  supply  of  hsema- 
tin  which  lies  back  of  the  want  of  iron  in  the  bloml.  This  deficiency 
is  due  not  to  waut  of  iron  in  the  food  taken  l>ut  to  want  of  |K)wcr  on 
the  part  of  the  system  to  assimilate  it.  Therefore  Ferrum  is  not  Ou 
reme<ly  in  chlorosis.  It  may,  however,  be  indicated  in  that  dlvsM 
when  the  following  symptoms  are  present:  lu  the  first  place,  in  a  gipo- 
eral  way,  it  is  ciilleti  for  in  erethistic  chlorosis ;  that  ii»,  chlorortis  with 
erethism  of  blcHxI.  It  is  usually  aggravat«}<l  during  the  cold  weather, 
less  so,  however,  than  it  is  during  warm  weather.  The  face  ia  oniiua- 
rily  of  a  pale,  waxen  or  ejirthy  hue  and  subject,  at  every  little  emotion^ 
to  Hush  up  reti.  The  slightest  emotion  of  pleasure  or  distnce*,  the  sud- 
den entrance  of  any  one  into  the  ror>m,  the  meeting  of  a  stranger  and, 
in  fact,  anything  (hat  is  cah-ulatcd  to  disturb  the  mind,  caunes  fiushing 
up  of  the  face.  The  cheeks  become  briglit  red.  Now  this  is  not  a  true 
plethora;  it  is  a  mat^ked  ciLse.  The  face  is  really  of  an  earthy  hue,  but 
flushes  up  on  ally  little  emotion.  The  stomach  is  nlways  out  of  order, 
the  {mtient  being  subject  to  gastralgia  and  heavy  pressure  in  tJte  region 
of  the  stomach.  With  this  there  is  a  feeling  as  if  something  rulle»l  into 
the  throat  and  closed  it  like  a  valve.  There  is  great  aversion  to  meat, 
and,  in  fact,  to  anything  that  is  realty  nourishing.  Food  has  little  or 
no  taste.  The  patient  has  fre<pient  spells  of  uausea,  which  come  a« 
aoon  aa  he  eats,  or  periodically  at  12  p.m.  Here  it  reminds  one  of 
ArHeiiwum.  Much)Us  membniuus  are  tibmirmally  pale.  For  iniitanoe, 
the  verniili(»n  of  the  li()s  is  exchanged  for  a  simple  pale  pink.  In  tiid 
ouaeof  a  male  patient  the  glans  peuis  Is  shrivelled  and  white,  alaMM  m 
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p&le  as  the  prepuce.  So,  too,  the  cavity  of  the  mouth  and  t!ie  gums 
are  aluiont  white,  showing  thin  bliKxllesHncAt).  The  mensem  are  profuse 
and  oonsiflt  of  watery  and  lumpy  blood,  and  are  attended  with  labor- 
like p«in  in  the  abdomen.  The  ptient  is  very  inactive;  it  is  with 
great  clVort  that  slie  can  stir  herself  out.  She  is  relieved  by  exercise. 
She  \»  chilly  during  most  of  the  day,  with  bright  red  flushing  of  the 
cheeks  in  the  evening.  There  is  palpitation  of  the  heart,  with  well- 
marked  bellowA  murmur.  The  bloodvessels  all  over  the  body  throb 
violently.  Sometimes  the  antemia  progreasee  so  far  that  the  patient 
becomes  affected  with  onlema  of  the  feet 

The  Ferrura  patient  i(»  subject  to  frequent  congestive  headaches,  with 
pulsating  |>ain  in  tlie  bead,  worse  usually  after  midnight.  The  face  is 
6ery  red  during  the  attack,  and  the  feet  are  cold.  It  is  here  very  moch 
like  Btfiadonna,  but  is  indicated  in  a  very  different  class  of  cases  from 
those  culling  for  that  remedy.  Such  patients  always  complain  of  ver- 
tigo or  dizziness,  which  is  worse  when  they  rise  sud<lenly  from  a  lying 
to  a  sitting  |K>iture.  Walking  over  a  bridge  or  by  some  running  water 
or  riding  in  a  car  or  carriage  also  causes  this  vertigo.  These  are  the 
CMOS  in  which  you  will  find  Ferrum  to  succeed.  An  English  physician 
hti8  adviifctl  that  Ferrum  be  adniinistere<i  after  a  meal  iu'^tetvl  of  before. 
Ue  thinks  it  acts  better  then.  I  do  not  know  whether  this  is  so  or  not.. 
Another  use  that  we  may  make  of  Ferrum,  arii<ing  frdfn  its  tendency  to 
prtNluce  ebullitions  of  blooii,  is  in  phthisis  Horida.  It  is  indicated  in 
young  |»eople  who  are  subject  to  tulx'Pculosis,  here  rivalling  the  welU 
known  IMiosphorus.  It  is  indiratecl  more  than  Phosphorus  when  there 
is  this  apparent  plethora,  with  great  oppression  of  the  c)ic»t  fD>m  any 
little  exertion.  The  nostrils  dilate  and  work  hard  with  the  efforts  to 
breathe.  There  Is  frequent  epLstaxis  or  nose^bleeil,  and  also  hiemnptyHtH, 
the  blood  being  bright  red  and  coagulated.  The  (rough  is  of  a  dry, 
teasing  <'humcter,  and  Is  made  worse  after  drinking  anything  warm. 
It  i^  iiHUully  as8oi'iHteil  with  bruised,  sore  feeling  in  the  client,  and  with 
dull, aching  pain  iu  tlu;  occiput.  In  addition  to  this  erethistio  phthisis, 
we  may  have  Ferrum  indicatetl  later  in  the  «i«e  when  eX{)ectoration  is 
purulent  ami  greenish  und  1i:l>  u  vcrv  bad  <Klor,  :ind  i»  niixtHi  with  bliMxl 
Streaks. 

This  reminds  me  of  a  salt  of  Ferrum,  Fa-rum  p/tonphoiivum.  This 
is  a  remedy  which  was  suggested  by  SchCi^ler  in  all  cum*s  of  intlamma- 
tion  before  exudation  haa  taken  place.  He  bases  his  prescription  on 
the  combined  elfectsof  Ferrum  and  Phosphorus.  Ferrum  phos.  stands 
midway  between  Aconite  and  Gelsemium.     In  fact  it  develops  that 
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!*tnge  of  inflammation  which   tho  |»atl»oloirists  dt^crilx;  ns  imiicatnl  by 
enlargement  of  the  blo<:Hlvefsels,  with  jMir«.'«i}<  of  the  vano-motor  nervcB. 

Schus*sler  proposed  Ferrum  phos.  as  a  8iit>«eititute  for  Aconite.  It  has 
been  given  8o  many  times  that  I  now  offer  it  to  you  with  th(**e  <{uali- 
ficntions.  The  indieations  for  Ferrum  phos.  are  these:  The  piilne  is 
full,  round  and  soft;  the  inflammation  has  not  yet  {^one  on  to  exuda- 
tion; the  diwharge,  if  it  is  a  mucous  surface  that  is  affecteil,  is  bhxid- 
streaked.  In  other  words,  the  condition  callinj^  for  it,  is  surcharging 
of  the  bhxKl vessels.  If  a  patient  with  phthisis  should  take  cold,  and  so 
become  gi'eatly  prostrated,  and  have  this  bliMHl-ntreake<!  e.x|>e<'toralion, 
Ferrum  phos.  even  in  the  two  hundre<Uh  potency  will  quickly  quiet 
the  pulmofutry  etjo^estion.  S<i,  too,  in  the  secondary  congi>sii<»n  follow- 
ing pneumonia.  The  right  lung,  for  instance,  is  inflametl,  when  sud- 
denly the  left  becomes  congestL*d.  Here  Ferrum  phos.  again  acts.  Or, 
again,  on  a  warm  summer's  day,  a  child  is  expo«»etl  while  jK-rspiring, 
and  the  perspiration  is  checked.  In  consequence  of  this,  iuHamniation 
of  the  bowels  sets  in.  The  stools  are  watery  and  blo<xJy.  '  Here,  agJiin, 
is  a  case  for  Ferrum  phos.  In  the  lx*ginning  of  dysentery,  Ffrrurn 
phoa.  never  does  any  good  if  there  is  tenesmuB.  Then  you  will  have 
to  give  Merciiriu^  or  some  other  remedy. 

We  may  use  Ferrum  metallicum  itself  in  diarrhoea.  The  f>tool« 
contain  undigested  food,  and  come  so  soon  as  the  patient  attempts  to 
eat.  In  summer  complaint  of  chiltlren  or  cholera  infantum,  wr  find 
these  symptoms  recurring  quite  regularly  or  pcritKlically  just  after  mid- 
night, when  the  licnteric  stimls  may  Ix?  accompanied  by  {>cno<lical 
vomiting.  These  symptoms  of  Ferrum  place  it  with  Cinchona  and 
Anienic  iu  a  little  gnjup  of  diarrlura  rcmeilics  and  rather  in  a<1vance 
of  Oleanfier,  this  la^^t-named  drug  being  indicatiMl  when  the  licnteric 
stools  ooinir  hours  aHer  eating.  For  instance,  the  child  ptSBiss  one  day 
that  which  he  had  eaten  the  day  l>efore.  With  Cinchona  uid  Ar9mic, 
the  stool  appears  more  al\er  than  «biring  eating. 

ArffetUum  nUrieum  may  also  be  thought  of  in  these  esses  of  diar- 
rb<Ba.  It  seems  as  if  the  child  had  but  one  bowel,  and  that  extended 
from  mouth  to  anus. 

In  uterine  hcBraorrhages,  Ferrum  is  nseful  when  there  is  a  flow  of 
bright  red  blood,  often  mixed  with  coagula,  and  this  is  asAociated  with 
a  grcit  deal  of  Hushing.  The  face,  which  is  ordinarily  earthy  and 
sallow,  be<x)me9  bright  red  and  llusheil,  breathing  beeomtM  rapid  and  a 
littla  labored,  just  as  it  is  iu  fpeeae.  The  pulse  itself  is  very  much 
iuoire(i<)ed  jji   frequency  and  m  streugth.     Ferrum   in   htismorrhagea 
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seems  to  etand  iMHween  Cinchoim  ami  Ifx^ao.  Like  Cinchona,  it  is 
suited  to  very  much  |m>strttte<l  easeM  in  |>ersous  naturally  anaemic.  It 
is  allied  to  Ipecac,  in  the  bright  red  gu.<^hing  flow  of  blood  and  the 
diflSciiIty  of  breathing. 

Ijtecac,  suits  hieraorrhage  that  conies  with  a  gush.  It  may  be  a&so- 
ciateil  with  nausea  and  it  may  not,  but  there  is  very  apt  to  be  louil, 
hurried  breathing. 

I>airtly,  Ferrum  is  imlicated  in  intermitting  ty[)e**  of  fever,  par- 
ticularly after  the  abuse  of  quinine.  You  find  during  the  heat,  di.v 
teniiion  of  the  bloodvessels,  particularly  about  the  temples  and  face, 
tlirolibing  headache,  enlargement  of  the  spleen,  and  even  dropsy.

Magnesia  ia  much  uned  in  one  form  or  anotlier  by  allopaths  a;p  a 
pargative  medicine.  When  thus  abused,  several  results  may  follow. 
The  wnstijmtion  for  which  it  has  been  prescribed  may  be  made  worse, 
when  Nux  romica  will  have  to  lie  prescribed. 

lilu-um  is  also  to  be  given  for  the  abuse  of  Magnesia  when  diarrbcea^ 
with  sour,  slimy  stool  and  tenesmus,  results. 

Piiimtitia  may  be  useful  in  some  symptoms. 

ColocytUh  is  calle<l  for  in  esse  griping  (>ains  result  from  aboae  of 
Magnesia. 

ChnmomiUa  is  indicated  when  Magneaia  caases  neuralgia. 

Almiiwt  all  the  symptoms  of  Magnesia  carb.  seem  to  centre  around 
the  action  of  the  drug  on  the  gastro- intestinal  organs.  Ail  other  symp- 
toms  de|)end  upon  this  action  more  or  lera,  or  else  are  secondary  in  im- 
portance. To  descrilK?  the  Magnesia  carb.  {latient  to  you,  I  must  say 
that  the  drug  acts  on  both  adult  and  child.  If  the  patient  is  a  child, 
you  will  find  it  puny  and  sickly  from  defective  nourishment;  milk  is 
refuse<l,  or  if  taken,  causes  pain  in  the  stomach,  or  ia  iiax^ed  undigested. 
The  child  is  hubject  to  frequent  griping,  colicky  pains  which  are  very 
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much  like  thf>«o  of  Coloei/ufh.  The  chihl  tlraws  its  limW^  up  to  relieve 
these  aixlominal  imins.  The  8t<x»ls  are  charactoriMtically  sour,  gnxD, 
and  slimy,  and  are  preceded  by  much  irriping  and  rumbling  in  the 
l)o\vels,  and  have  lieon  very  aptly  w>njpare<l  in  appearance  to  the  f*cum 
on  a  frug-|)ond.  Sometimes,  when  the  ^tiMil  is  not  exactly  diarrhaMc, 
it  looks  OH  though  there  were  lumpn  of  jelly  in  it.  In  severe  ctMes,  you 
will  find  the  child  |>oorly  nourishe<l  and  its  mouth  full  of  aphthous 
ulcers,  which  are  simply  indications  of  the  impoverished  state  of  the 
system  fr«>m  defecrtive  nutrition.  With  these  symptoms  you  i-nn  9« 
how  Magnesia  carh.  may  be  used  for  marasmus  in  children.  Thent 
are  several  drugs  which  are  here  very  similar  to  Magnesia  c^irb,  and  it 
will  be  well  for  us  to  wnsider  them. 

In  the  first  place,  Mugnesia  carb.  is  similar  to  Coioctptth^  in  that  it 
has  griping,  folicky  pains,  doubling  the  child  up,  but  it  is  <]iHtingiii»heiJ 
from  that  remerly  by  the  green,  slimy  stool. 

Still  greater  is  the  resemblance  l»etween  Magnesia  carb.  and  Rheum, 
Here  the  resemblanw  lies  in  the  sour,  slimy  st<Mj|.  The  former  is  the 
dee|)er  acting  rcme<ly  of  the  two,  and  if  you  are  in  doubt  as  to  which 
to  give,  Rheum  should  prei-eile,  I  must  say  that  Rheum  is  a  nither 
treacherous  reme<ly.  With  the  sour,  slimy,  frothy  sto«>ls  it  has  grip- 
ing colic  and  twitching  of  the  muscles  of  the  face  and  fingens  during 
sleep. 

ChamomWa  resembles  Magnesia  carb.  in  many  caoea,  particularly  io 
dts«^se8  of  children.  In  b<ith  remedies  anxiety  and  restleesneas  are 
prominent.  But  in  Chamoniilla  there  is  a  yellowish-green  stool,  looic- 
ing  like  chopped  ^gs.  Both  remeilies  have  relief  from  moving  aboat, 
and  both  have  griping  pains  Iwfore  st<x)l,  and  both  have  irregularity  in 
fee<ling  Jis  a  cause  of  the  illness. 

Magnesia  carb.  is  also  similar  to  OJcami  wtrearum.  Both  have 
eour  stool,  rejection  of  milk,  and  iraj^erfect  nourishment  of  th«?  l»r»<ly. 
Cahtirea,  however,  mav  readilv  be  distiuiiuished  from  the  «»tht?r  by  llw. 
sweat  on  the  head,  face,  and  scalp,  by  tiie  damp  aind  cold  feet,  and  by 
the  enlargement  of  the  abdomen. 

If  the  Magnesia  carb.  patient  is  an  adult,  we  may  have  some  of  the 
following  symptoms  to  guide  us:  The  gastric  and  hepatic  symptoma 
predominate.  The  patient  suffers  fn»m  what  hiw  lieen  lermeil  acid  dys- 
pepsia. Fo(xi,  such  as  cablwge  and  potatoes,  and  starchy  fo«Mj  generally, 
are  indigestible  in  such  cases.  Pn*gnant  women  may  nnjuire  Magiitasia 
carb,  when  they  sutfer  fmm  toothache,  and  when  the  pains  are  worse 
at  night  and  fort*  the  fmtient  to  get  up  and  walk  alM»ut. 
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There  is  anotliiT  reme<1y  wliiolj  1  shall  nieiitioH  in  this  connet^tioo, 
one  whi<'h  vou  would  hjinlly  think  of.  Some  yen rs  «go,  it  miiy  be 
twenty,  a  physician  of  this  city  was  treating  a  la<ly  in  the  first  months 
of  pregnancy  who  miffcretl  terribly  fri)m  tixithnrhe.  Fie  gave  h*»r 
Magnesia  carb.  and  other  remedies.  Still  the  pain  continued.  Dr, 
Lippe  was  called  in  consultation,  and  he  thought  of  JiafanJiiti^  which 
lias  t(X)thaelie  at  night,  (Hmifwlling  the  patient  to  get  up  and  walk  abiiut. 
You  can  reniemWr  these  two  remetlies  then,  and  you  may  phu'e  iheio 
with  Chamomlliay  which  is  complementary  to  Magnesia  airb. 

The  menses  are  usually  late  and  scanty,  and  they  have  this  pecu* 
liarity :  They  flow  more  at  night  or  on  first  rising  in  the  morning. 
This  is  true  whether  they  be  profuse  f»r  scanty.  In  all  the  Magne&ia 
salts  the  menstrual  flow  is  dark  or  black,  alm(«st  like  pitch. 

Magnesia  carb.  also  has  some  relation  to  rheumatism,  tn  artivti(»ns  of 
the  muscles  and  joints.  It  is  suitable  for  rheumatUm  in  the  right 
shoulder.  It  also  has  rheumatic  pains  in  the  limits,  which  are  worM 
after  a  long  walk,  l>etter  from  warmth,  and  worse  in  l»e«l. 

Sanfiuiitaria  is  similar  to  Magnesia  carb.,  in  that  it  has  rheumatism 
aflecting  the  right  deltoid  muscle.  Several  years  ago  I  m^ed  Sangui- 
naria  quite  a  nuinl»er  of  times  without  any  eflect,  and  I  Iw^'ame  so  dis- 
gusted with  it  that  I  announce<l  to  the  claft^  that  I  did  not  believe  iu 
it.     Within  a  week  after  that  I  had  two  cases  prom[)tly  cured  by  it 

JVM.r  mcMrcAa/<i  is  indicated  in  rheumatism  affecting  the  lell  delt<iid. 

There  arc  two  case6  of  cataract  on  re<i:)r<I  as  having  been  caretl  by 
Magnesia  carb.

The  next  remedy  of  which  I  shall  speak  is  the  Chloride  of  Magnesia 
or  Magnesia  mur.  This  remedy  acts  (mrticularly  on  women  and  ci)il> 
dreOi  especially  in  hysterical  women  and  in  scrofulous  children. 

It  »  indicated  in  women  who  suffer  frtmi  h\>tcrical  paroxysms,  with 
the  following  symptoms:  After  dinner  the  patient  is  KMsed  with  nausea, 
trembling  and  fainting  spi^lls.  Thew?  oc<*ur  after  dinner  Ix'canse  that 
is  the  principal  meal,  and  more  is  eaten  then  than  at  other  times.    The 
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patient  is  anxious  and  re<itlefis,  and  in  alwayn  made  woree  from  tm^Dtal 
exertion.  The  headart)e»  are  describei]  an  oongestive,  with  sensation  as 
of  l>oiling  water  in  the  eranitim.  The  pains  are  referral  to  the  temp1e0 
and  M^m  to  be  relieved  by  firm  preKsure  with  the  hands.  They  are 
also  better  from  wrapping  the  head  up  warmly.  The  patient  aUo 
comphtint^  of  a  sensation  as  of  a  ball  rising  from  the  stomach  into  the 
throat-  This  is  relieved  by  eructation.  This  shows  that  the  aocuma- 
lation  of  gas  in  the  stomach  i8  the  cause  of  this  reflt'x  symptom.  She 
also  has  bimring  down  in  the  uterine  region  and  uterine  s{Nismii.  The 
menjjes  are  black  and  pitch-like,  and  are  accompanied  by  |>ain  in  the 
back  when  walking,  and  in  the  thighs  when  sitting.  She  al«>  has 
leucorrhoea  after  every  stool,  or  following  the  uterine  6{>a8mH.  In 
nearly  all  these  cases  in  which  Magnesia  mur.  is  indicated,  you  will 
find  characteristic  constipation,  in  which  the  stools  are  {uLSsed  with 
great  difiieutty,  l>eing  composed  of  hard  lumps,  or  they  are  so  dry  that 
they  crumble  as  they  pass  the  anus.  If  you  find  that  symptom  prt*«»ot 
with  the  uterine  symptoms,  you  may  be  sure  that  Magnesia  mur,  will 
help  the  patient. 

In  other  cases  we  find  the  liver  affected.  Magnesia  mur.  is  one  of 
our  best  remedies  for  liver  disease.  The  liver  is  enlarge^l  and  tl»© 
aWlomen  bloated.  There  are  pains  in  the  liver,  which  are  worst*  fn^m 
toiH'h  or  from  lying  on  the  right  side.  The  tongue  is  large,  cooled 
yellow,  and  takes  the  imprint  of  the  teeth.  You  will  see  at  on<!C  how 
this  resembles  Mrrcnrius.  The  feet  are  often  ceilematous  from  inlrr- 
ferenoe  with  the  portal  cin^ilution,  aud  there  are  palpitation  of  th« 
heart  and  dyspnrea,  lK>th  of  these  last-named  sympt«»ms  l>eiiig  rt*fli*x 
symptoms  from  the  hepatic  disorder.  You  will  also  find  this  crum- 
bling stool.  Frequently  we  find  Magnesia  mur.  indicatet]  in  the 
enlarged  liver  of  children  who  arc  puny  in  their  growth  and  rarhitic. 
They  suffer  too  from  skin  atrectious.  They  have  what  is  known  as 
tinea  ciliaris,  an  eruption  which  occurs  at  the  rtxits  of  the  hairs,  par- 
ticularly of  the  eyelide.  The  hairs  drop  out.  A  scaly  eruption  apji^ara 
around  the  hairs,  the  skin  uhx'rates,  and  the  hairs  drop  out.  With  thi§ 
tinea  there  are  pimples  on  the  face,  and  acrid  oza>na,  with  nxincss  and 
swelling  and  scaliness  of  the  uoee.  With  these  symptoms  there  is 
sweat  of  the  feet. 

A  general  characteristic  of  Magnesia  mur.  belonging  to  either  men 
or  women,  is  palpitation  of  the  heart,  which  is  worse  when  the  patient 
is  quiet,  and  better  fn«n  moving  about.  That  symptom  has  Im^cu  con- 
firmed  many  times.     Then   tln*re  is  anotJier  hynipt«»m  whi<h  mimrH 
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frequently  in  women,  and  that  is  inability  to  pass  urine  without  pressing 
on  the  alxlominal  walls. 

The  analogues  of  Magnesia  mur.  must  be  studied  here,  or  else  you 
will  not  be  able  to  separate  it  from  similarly  acting  drugs.  We  find 
that  in  uterine  spasms,  CaulophyUum  and  Actea  racemom  act  like 
Magnesia  mur.  I  must  say  that  I  believe  CaulophyUum  leads  the 
list.  1  know  of  no  other  drug  which  produces  such  continued  spas- 
modic condition  of  the  uterus  unless  it  be  Secale. 

Silicea  ought  to  be  mentioned  as  similar  to  Magnesia  mur.  in  the 
treatment  of  scrofulous  children.  Both  remedies  have  sweating  of  the 
feet,  enlarged  liver,  rachitis,  and  ozsena.  The  difference  lies  in  this: 
The  Silicea  patient  has  offensive  smelling  sweat,  both  of  the  feet  and 
of  the  head.  That  is  one  good  distinction.  There  are  many  others. 
There  is  a  resemblance  between  the  headaches  of  the  two  remedies. 
Silicea  and  Magnesia  mur.  both  have  headache,  relieved  by  wrapping 
the  head  up  warmly. 

Jlercurius  is  similar  to  Magnesia  mur.  in  liver  affections.  It  is  dis- 
tinguished from  the  latter  by  its  diarrhoea,  with  tenesmus,  or,  more 
exceptionally,  with  gray  or  ashy  stool. 

Also  similar  to  Magnesia  mur.  is  JVe/m,  which  is  useful  in  congestion 
of  the  liver  when  there  is  a  feeling  as  of  weight  and  pressure  in  the 
right  hypochondrium.  The  liver  is  found  to  be  enlarged.  The  patient 
finds  relief  by  lying  on  the  right  side.  I  may  say  that  the  Magnesia 
salts  have  been  placed  with  Zinc  as  remedies  acting  on  the  nervous 
system.     This  fact  led  Sch ussier  to  Magnesia  phos.  as  a  nerve  tonic. 


LECTUKE  LXII. 


BARYTA  CARB.,  STRONTIANA  CARE.,  AND  LITHIUM  CABB. 


Bar\'ta  Carbonica. 

Barium  an<l  Btrontium  are  very  closely  related  to  eaoh  other  ehirni- 
cally.  Of  tl»e  elements  tljemftelvea  we  have  no  proving.  The  rurii- 
nates  of  thcBe  have,  however,  been  proved,  aa  have  alwo  the  Muriate 
and  Sulphate  of  Baryta.  Baryta  is  somewhat  of  a  poison.  There  are 
not  nijiny  awes  of  poisoning  by  it  on  record,  because  it  is  rarely  used 
in  domestic  practice. 

Baryta  i^rl).  ban  Antimonium  tartariciim  as  its  complement,  particn- 
larly  in  the  complaints  of  old  j)€ople. 

Animals  poisone<l  with  Baryta  carb.  exhibit  some  irritation  of  tbe 
alxlominal  nr^ns,  re-semb!iug  great  inflammation  there,  with  incrtAiiMl 
peristaltic  action  of  the  bowels.  The  h«^rt,  too,  is  affectwl  by  it,  ibe 
animal  apparently  dying  from  |>araly>iis  of  the  cardiac  mnscle.  Tbi» 
paralysis  happens  in  systole.  Its  action  is  here  very  much  like  that  uf 
Digitalis.     So  much  for  the  toxic  action  of  Baryta. 

In  all  it.s  ^symptomatology,  we  find  Baryta  oorn«p<iiiding  to  tlie  ex- 
tremcH  of  life,  age  and  childhixxl ;  to  old  age,  when  there  are  mental 
symptoms  and  Ixwlily  weakness,  and  to  children,  when  there  is  in  addi* 
tion,  scrofula.  The  child  to  whom  we  may  give  Baryta  eflectively,  ia 
almost  an  imbecile.  He,  very  unnaturally,  shown  no  desire  to  play;  he 
sits  in  a  comer  d<iii>g  nothing.  He  cannot  rememlnT  well,  and  m  slow 
in  learning  to  talk,  to  mid,  and  to  undernt^ind.  This  slowness  in  learn- 
ing to  talk  does  not  come  from  defect  in  the  apfianitus  of  sftecch,  the 
tongue,  for  instance,  but  it  is  the  result  of  mental  weakness.  The  child 
is  rather  emaciate<l,  with  the  exception  of  the  abdomen,  which  is  large. 
The  face,  also,  is  bloated.  He  may  have  a  voracious  a p|X'tite,  but  fond 
is  not  apprttpriated  by  the  system,  because  of  the  diseaMe«l  condition  of 
the  mesenteric  glands.  Adults,  e^j>ecinlly  old  people,  have  a  nther 
pecHiliar  aversion  to  strangi'rs,  and  shun  the  approach  of  any  unfamiliar 
face.  They  seem  to  have  n  fear  of  the  pres^ejice  of  others.  They 
imagine  that  they  are  being  laughed  at.  They  are  ensily  ang(«r>xl  aod 
aufler  from  cowardice.     Y<mi  nil  luivr  .seen  >itMil:ir  hvinptnins  tn  tlii»^» 
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m  persons  of  a  lialf-imbecile  state  of  miuci  from  disease,  whether  in  old 
age  or  in  early  life. 

Yoa  may  u»e  Barj'ta  carb.  for  oW  (people  when  they  sufTcr  from 
|)aralyj»is,  iwirticularly  paralysis  following  npoplexy.  Very  fixfjueiuly 
in  old  |>eople,  the  brain  shrinks  and,  as  the  jskull  dues  not  yield,  there 
would  be  a  vacuum  fornie<i,  were  it  not  that  an  effusion  of  senim 
takes  place.  This  is  follower!  by  a  more  or  less  severe  paralysis.  You 
will  find  in  such  cases,  that  the  paitient  Is  cliildish,  and  hjw  loss  of 
memory,  trembling  of  the  limbs,  and  well-marked  paralysis  of  the 
tongue.  Baryta  carb.  is  one  of  the  few  remedies  that  cause  positive 
purnlysi!4  of  (he  tongue.  You  will  see  these  jwretic  symptoms  shown 
also  in  fhihlren  of  this  hall'-imlx'cile  character  of  which  I  have  s|>4iken. 
The  moutti  is  kept  partly  opi'n  and  the  saliva  runs  out  freely.  The 
child  has  a  silly,  vacant  look,  showing  at  onco  that  it  is  non  compos 

Both  tlie  Muriate  and  the  Carbonate  of  Baryta  may  be  used  in  mul- 
tiple sclerosis  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord.  This  is  not  an  uncommon 
dii'ease  in  infants  and  children. 

When  associated  with  the  symptoms  just  enumerate<J,  you  may  uae 
Riryta  for  non-development  of  the  brain  in  early  chlldhocKl.  The 
Chloride  of  Barj'ta  has  been  used  by  old  school  phy^iiians  for  this 
sclerosis,  and  with  more  or  less  success. 

The  reme<ly  which  most  resembles  Baryta  here,  is  Qjiufticunu 

The  use  of  Baryta  in  catarrhs  demands  attention.  It  is  one  of  the  be^t 
remedies  we  have  for  the  tendency  to  tonsillitis,  particularly  in  scrofu- 
lous children.  Every  little  exjxisure  to  damp  or  cold  weather  awakens 
anew  the  inflammation  of  the  tonsils.  This  is  not  a  simple  H4>re  throat, 
a  swelling  up  of  the  muc*ous  lining  of  the  fauces  with  trouble  in  !«wal- 
lowing,  but  it  is  an  actual  inflammation  of  the  tonsils  with  formation 
of  pus.  In  these  cases  you  will  find  enlargement  of  the  glands  in  the 
neck,  under  the  jaw,  and  behind  the  e-ar.  It  is  one  of  our  remeilies  to 
prevent  the  return  of  this  cata.^'trtiphe.  It  changes  the  constitutional 
tendencies  of  the  ftatient.  It  is  thus  more  the  remedy  fur  the  effwts  of 
the  trouble  than  for  the  acute  symptoms.  The  lotral  symptoms  for  the 
throat  are  princi|ially  these:  The  right  side  of  the  throat  is  worse  than 
the  left,  juMt  as  you  tind  under  Belladonna  ;  the  throat  feids  worse  from 
empty  nwallowing.  In  rt^ference  to  tonsilliii)*,  I  frequently  use  the 
same  prescription  that  I  employ  in  dijdilheria,  iianuly.  a  gurgle  of 
alcohol  and  water.  This  seeniH  to  nrmove  the  aci'umulation  of  phlegm 
from  the  throat.

Barjia  b  also  called  Ibr,  for  a  ebranie  ooagh  oeeorring  in  stnuBooa 
or  scrofoloas  ehfldren  with  swdIIoi  giaodB  and  enlarged  tooaila.  Ererjr 
little  exposure  to  oold  or  damp  eanaes  hfdarlw^  haekacbe  and  diar- 
rbcea.    Here  Baryta  is  similar  to  Dvieamara. 

We  finl  fiaiyta  alao  indicated  in  ok!  people  who  hare  what  ia  known 
as  snllbeative  catarrh,  with  ortbopooea.  I  think  jroo  can  andecstawl 
this  when  joo  raDemher  the  infloeooe  of  Baryta  on  the  rolontary  and 
inroluntary  mnacBlar  ftbras.  It  paralrsss  theni.  lo  old  people,  the 
chest  is  reiy  mack  weakened.  Th«T  gr(  ■  catarrh,  which  b  not  so 
aevere,  hot  appears  soddenlr  in  the  night  There  is  difficuhj  of 
breathiog,  and  bloeoeas  of  the  ittf^y  etc.  fiarjta  earb.  tfl  one  uf  the 
ren»edi«>$  that  oome  in  aAer  the  failure  of  Antitmomium  InrtariemmL 

We  also  find  Baryta  earb,  of  use  for  the  fatty  tumots  which  ooea- 
atonally  appear  here  and  tiiere  over  the  body.  It  is  very  easy  to  re- 
move thcs^  with  the  knife.  But  it  is  ronch  better  to  core  them  br 
mcdidne,  tf  yoa  can  do  so. 

In  talM»  mesenterica,  Baryta  is  indicated  wlien  there  an?  present,  in 
addition  to  the  foregoing  ftymptora**,  th«»  following:  Food  wh«^  swal- 
lowed, seems  to  pass  over  sore  spots  in  the  cesophagus.  There  is  always 
pain  in  the  stomach  aAer  the  child  eats.  The  st<x)l  is  sometimes  andi- 
gested.  With  this,  you  find  the  abdomen  bard  and  swollen,  and  an 
ofleoinve  sweat  on  the  feet,  just  as  you  find  in  Siliccn. 

Now,  there  are  remedies  which  may  be  compareil  with  Baryta  »a 
fc^m  of  disease.  Iodine  is  similar  to  Baryta  in  that  it  i:s  suiiabU  w 
torpid  cases.  The  complexions  of  the  patient  in  the  two  retnedies  are 
different.  The  Iodine  [mtient  has  a  dark  c<:>roplexion,  dark  hair  aitd 
eyes,  and  sallow  skin.  There  is,  too,  extreme  hunger.  If  you  obaenrt 
the  child  carefully,  you  will  find  it  anxious  and  fretful,  until  he  eatis 
which  relieves  him  for  the  time  being ;  and  yet  be  grows  thin  des^pito 
the  quantity  of  food  consumed.  Then  there  is  a  mental  syni|i<om 
which  iM  almost  always  present  when  you  find  loiline  indicated  in  tabes 
mcsenterica,  and  that  is  intolerable  cronoees,  which  is  even  worse  than 
that  Ijelonging  to  Anthiutnium  crudum. 

Calcaira  j)ho»phoHca  is  imlicated  in  children  who  are  wcak-oiioded, 
who  cannot   walk,  although  they  are  old  enough  to  do  so,  who  are 
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linxious  nnfl  restless  in  their  manner,  and  who  snffer  from  defective 
'wweoiis  growth.     The  bones  are  thin  and  brittle. 

Like  Barytu,  the  Sillcea  patient  suifers  from  damp  changes  in  the 
weather.  He  also  has  offensive  gweiit  and  general  emaciation  with  the 
exception  of  the  alxlomen.  The  difference  between  the  two  remediea  lies 
principally  in  the  mental  symptoms.  The  Siiicea  child  is  oU^tinate 
and  self-willetl,  and,  too,  hh  head  is  disproportionately  large  to  the 
size  of  the  Iwly. 

Caiearea  iod.  is  similar  to  Baryta  in  some  cases  with  enlarged  glands, 
particularly  when  there  are  enlarged  tonsils  which  are  filled  with  little 
cry[>ts  or  jvockett*. 

Conitnn  is  suiftHl  to  cnlargtHl  tonsils  without  any  tendency  fo  siippn- 
ration. 

ImcHc  acid  ha*  copious  swwiting  of  the  feet,  but  it  is  not  otVensive. 

For  the  offensive  f(K)t  sweat,  corajmre  6V//W0,  Thvja,  XUrU*  «ciV/, 
Kafi  carb.,  Oraphiiea  and  Carbo  veg. 


Strontiana  Carboxica. 

Strontiana  carbonica  hos  a  few  symptoms  that  are  of  imp(»rtance. 
It  has  more  effect  on  the  circulation  than  has  its  relative  Baryta.  *  We 
have  as  characteristic,  flushes  in  the  face,  and  violent  puKntion  of  the 
arteries.  It  may  be  useful  in  case  of  threatening  apoplexy  with  vio- 
lent congestion  of  the  head,  with  hot  and  re<^  face  every  time  the  [latient 
walks.  Mere  exertion  incnswce  the  circulation  upwards  towanls  the 
head.  Some  erethism  is  shown  in  the  chest  in  some  patients.  There 
is  a  smothering  feeling  about  the  heart.  They  cannot  rest ;  there  is  a 
feeling  as  of  a  load  00  th«  chest.  These  are  the  congcntive  symptoms 
of  the  heart,  longs  and  head  \vhich  suggest  Strontiana  carb.  The  pecu- 
liarity which  will  distinguish  ther^  symptoms  from  those  of  any  other 
remedy,  is  that  with  these  symptoms,  which  may  occur  at  the  clintaxis 
when  fla.<^hes  of  heat  are  so  common,  you  will  find  that  the  head  symp- 
toms are  relieved  by  wrapping  the  head  up  warmly,  just  aA  you  find 
under  tSittcm  and  under  MugntMa  mur.  The  {mtients  cannot  l)ear  the 
least  draught  of  air;  therefore,  despite  this  congestive  tendency,  they 
wrap  the  head  np  warmly,  though  it  may  muse  |»erspi ration.  It 
certainly  does  resemble  Stltcea^  in  that  both  remedies  have  conjrest ion  of 
the  head  relieved  by  wrapping  the  h«id  up  warmly.  The  Siiicea  c*in- 
gestion  heeros  to  come  up  the  spine  and  go  into  the  head.  That  is  not 
characteristic  of  Strontiana  oarb. 
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Another  ofToct  that  we  find  oauscHl  Uy  Sirontiana  oarb.  and  oup, 
for  whioli  it  in  not  often  us<h1,  is  <liiirrinjea,  whirh  in  woi^e  at  ni^lit  and 
which  has  this  peculiar  urgent  character :  The  patient  is  !*oanrly  olT 
the  vessel  before  he  has  to  return.  It  ia  better  towanU  morning  at 
three  or  (bnr  o'clock. 

Strontiana  earb.  haa  a  marked  action  on  the  Iwnes.  It  has  a  particular 
affinity  for  the  femur,  causing  swelling  and  carieB  of  that  bone  ;  u»*ually 
in  scrofulous  children.  Tliia  trouble  is  often  ai**<K'iute<i  with  the 
diarrlxjea  just  detucribed. 

Strontiana  carb.  causes  an  erujjtion  which  very  much  resembles  that  of 
sycosis.  Hence  it  has  been  given  for  a  sycotic  eruption  on  the  face  or 
other  parts  of  the  boily,  and  which  is  moit<it,  iiiid  itches  and  burtin. 

Another  peculiarity  of  the  drug  and  tlie  last  one  I  care  to  mention  is 
its  effects  in  chronic  sprainn,  particularly  of  the  aidde-joint  when  l>oth 
Arnica  and  litita  have  faiieil.  The  long  interference  with  the  cin*ula- 
tion  has  produced  some  oedema  about  the  joint. 


Lithium  Carbonicum. 

Lithium  carl),  has  not  a  very  extensive  range  of  action.  It  in  par- 
ticularly useful  in  atiectiona  of  the  jointi«.  It  does  have  very  much  de- 
preciating effect  on  the  vital  forces.  It  is  efficacious  in  rheumatii^m  and, 
above  all,  in  some  forms  of  gout.  In  its  provings,  debility  is  noti<-e«I 
only  in  connection  with  or  as  a  sort  of  sequel  of  the  joint  atVectioi».  Of 
the  various  organs  attacked  by  Lithium  carb.,  (he  most  impc»rtant  io 
the  order  of  their  importance  are  tlie  heart,  stomach,  kidneys  and  blail- 
der.  The  mucn^us  membranes  are  also  affi*c'led  by  the  drug.  At  tirxl, 
they  are  unduly  dry ;  and  this  dryness  is  followwl  later  by  thick  mucous 
secretion.  The  skin  does  not  esca^ie.  It  is  attacketi  by  erythema  with 
itching  of  the  skin.  This  ap|>eart»  particularly  aU^ut  the  joints  and  is 
very  ann<)ying.  It  is  particularly  noticed  uKing  with  rhtMiuiati^m. 
Further  than  this,  Lithium  earb.  may  pro<iuee  nnighneusof  the  skin  and 
an  eruption  aUiut  the  face  resembling  Iwrbers*  itch. 

Studying  now  tiie  symptoms  of  the  drug  with  this  general  autioo  be- 
fore us,  we  ffnd  confusion  of  the  head,  headache  on  the  vertex  and  oa 
the  temples,  worsts  on  awaking,  the  eyes  puinas  if  sore,  and  difliiijlly  in 
keeping  the  eyeliila  o|)en.  This  vertex  headache  and  f«oren««*  of  the 
eyes  follow  suppr^^ion  of  the  men**es.  The  {>atient  has  pain  from  the 
letl  temple  into  the  orbit  of  tliat  aiide,  relieved  while  eating  and  vroiwi 
after  eating. 
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A  very  characteristic  symptom  of  the  retina,  or  rather  of  vision,  is,  the 
right  lialf  of  objects  vanishes. 

In  keeping  with  its  effect  on  roacous  memhrane^,  vre  find  the  dnig 
cauHnp  conjunctival  asthenopia,  just  as  th">e8  Alumina.  The  conjunctiva 
of  both  lids  and  eyeball,  is  painiully  dry  and  the  eyes  feel  sore  when 
the  patient  read^. 

The  nose  is  affected,  too,  in  the  Lithium  proving,  being  swollen  and 
red.  Sometimes,  there  is  dryness  of  the  nu«4e  when  in  the  house,  and 
mucus  dropping  from  it  when  in  the  open  air;  or  mucus  seems  to  hang 
in  strings  from  the  posterior  nares.  Another  symptom  of  Lithium  is 
sensitiveness  of  the  mucous  membrane  when  the  inspired  air  is  unduly 
cold. 

Lithium  cures  a  cough  which  seems  to  come  from  a  certain  spot  in 
the  throat. 

There  is  a  form  of  gastralgia  which  Lithium  will  cure.  Itisaocom- 
panied  by  pain  in  the  left  temple  and  orbit,  which  is  better  by  eating. 

Lithium  has  some  effect  on  the  bowels.  Drinking  chocolate  or  cocoa 
\^' ill  cause  diarrhoea.  • 

Lithium  irritates  the  neck  of  the  bladder.  This  you  know  is  often  a 
symptom  of  rheumatic  patients.  The  urine  is  turbid  and  flocculent. 
The  pains  extend  down  either  ureter  and  into  the  spermatic  cords  or 
testicles,  and  are  followed  by  red  urine  with  mucous  deposit. 

Id  the  female,  you  find  Lithium  carb.  Indicated  when  the  menses  are 
late  and  scanty.  The  provers  found  that  all  the  symptoms  awompuny- 
ing  the  irregularity  in  menstruation  were  on  the  left  side. 

Now,  we  will  consider  the  rheumatic  symptoms  of  Lithium  carb.  in- 
cluding under  this  head,  those  of  the  heart  also.  I  have  succeedeil  in 
several  instances  in  relieving  chnmic  rheumatic  |>atlcnt.s  by  this  remeciy. 
The  symptoms  which  iodicate  the  drug  are  these  :  Rheumatic  soreness 
ulMuit  the  heart.  Valvular  <le|»osits  will  be  found  in  many  Instances. 
Mental  agitation  causes  (luttering  of  the  heart.  Very  marked  is  the 
j>ain  in  the  heart  when  the  patient  liends  forwards.  The  cardiac  mus- 
cle is  evidently  Irritatefl,  for  we  find  shocks  or  jerks  al>out  the  heart. 
The  cardiac  pains  are  relieved  when  the  patient  urinates. 

Now  the  8ympt«>m8  of  the  body,  joints,  and  limbs.  TendernesB  with 
swelling  and  occasional  redness  of  the  last  joints  of  the  fingers,  clumsi« 
ness  in  walking  from  unwicldiness  of  the  muscles;  intense  itching  on 
the  Hides  of  the  feet  and  hands  without  any  ap|)anait  cause.  The  fwins 
in  the  joints  are  usually  worse  in  the  knee*,  anklft-,  and  finger-joints. 
The  whole  Uidy  feels  stiff  and  sore  as  if  beaten.     Pains  go  down  the 
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limbfl.  The  whole  body  increases  in  weight  and  becomes  puffy.  I  may 
say  that  this  puffiness  is  not  due  to  a  healthy  fat,  but  is  a  flabby  condi- 
tion which  belongs  to  all  the  alkalies. 

Gettysburg  spring  water  which  contains  carbonate  of  lithia  is  very 
efficacious  in  scrofulous  children  when  there  are  ulcers  about  the  joints, 
as  in  Pott's  disease,  and  hip-joint  disease,  when  there  are  offensive  pus 
and  diarrhoea. 

This  character  of  the  catarrh  of  Lithium  carb.  in  which  the  inspired 
air  feels  cold  is  also  found  under  Kali  bicL  and  Coraliium  rubrum. 

Kali  bichromicunij  Sepia^  and  Teucrium  have  catarrh,  with  expectora^ 
tion  of  solid  chunks  from  the  posterior  nares. 

In  valvular  de|)osits  in  the  heart  you  may  compare  Lithium  carb. 
with  Ledum  J  Kalmiay  and  Benzoic  acid,  the  latter  remedy  being  selected 
by  the  offensive  character  of  the  urine. 

Zincurtiy  Conium  and  Aurum  have  sudden  jerks  or  shocks  about  the 
heart. 

In  rheumatism  and  gout,  you  may  compare  Kalmia  and  Calcarea 
oatpearum,  which  resemble  Lithium  in  the  rheumatism  of  the  finger- 
joints. 

When  there  are  nodular  swellings  in  the  joints,  compare  CcUoarea 
ostrearum,  Benzoic  acid,  Lycopodiunif  and  Ammonium  phos.

We  have  on  the  boanl  to-day  several  of  the  salts  of  ammonia,  the 
Carbonate  of  Ammonia  or  Ammonium  carb..  Caustic  Ammonia  or  Am- 
mx^nium  causticum,  Muriate  of  Ammonia  or  Ammonium  muriaticum  and 
Phosphate  of  Ammonia  or  Ammonium  pho»pkoricum.  The  ammonium 
salts  taken  as  a  class,  we  find  best  suited  to  rather  fat  and  bloated  persons. 
Ammonium  carb.  is  particularly  indicated  in  fat  flabby  individuals  of 
indolent  dis|K)sition  who  lead  a  sedentary  life.  This  is  very  different 
from  Nux  vomica  and  Sulphur  both  of  which  are  indicated  in  com- 
plaints arising  from  sedentary  habits.  But  Ammonium  carb.  is  espe- 
cially indicated  in  fat  lazy  individuals. 

Ammonium  mur.  is  best  indicated  for  fat  sluggish  individuals  ])ar- 
ticularly  when  the  adipose  tissue  is  mostly  distributed  over  the  trunk, 
the  legs  being  dispro{)ortionately  thin.  That  is  the  distinction  that 
may  be  made  between  the  Carbonate  and  the  Muriate. 

The  salts  of  ammonium  exert  a  considerable  influence  over  the  blood. 
Thus  if  Ammonium  carb.  is  taken  for  awhile,  there  will  be  pnxluced 
symptoms  simulating  those  of  scurvy.  There  will  be  htemorrhages 
from  the  mouth,  nose  and  bowels,  showing  you  that  there  is  a  disinte- 
gration of  the  blood.  The  muscles  become  soflt  and  flabby  and  there 
is  well-marked  tendency  to  emaciation. 
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We  fin<l  that  all  the  salts  of  ammoinum  act  powerfully  ou  the  mucoai 
membranes,  of  which  tlsaue  every  one  of  them  irnxJuoei*  intlammation. 
This  inflammation  is  of  a  violent  character,  starting  Avith  a  simple  feel- 
ing of  burning  and  niwnoss,  progressing;  to  a  complete  iutlammatiiiD  of 
the  mucous  meinlmme  and  ending  in  the  destruction  of  the  epithelium, 
which  |m>€1b  off  in  layerH  an<]  leaves  a  raw,  burning  ulcerate*!  surface. 
It  1*8,  tl»en.  not  to  be  wondereil  at,  that  the  salts  of  Ammonia  have  woo 
considerable  praine  iu  affections  of  the  nosse,  throat  and  larynx  and 
somewhat  of  the  lungs. 

The  ammonium  wilts  also  have  an  impre^Hion  on  the  nkin.  When 
opplitnl  hx^ally,  there  is  produce<I  a  simple  erythema  fulK)we<l  !)y  der- 
matitis and  Bome  little  swelling.  Scmju,  however,  an  eruption  appears 
and  tills  varies  with  the  diflerent  ammonium  ealls.  It  is  at  fir^t  papular, 
then  vesicular  an<l  finally  advancing  to  ulwration.  ThehO  coiulitioas 
are  common  to  ail  tlie  ammonium  preparations  of  which  \Si'.  have  any 
knowledge. 

Thernpeutically,  the  salts  of  ammonium  are  antagonizttl  by  Vrratruin 
viridej  Digitals,  Aconik,  and  other  cardiac  ^datives. 

Their  action  is  favored  by  heat,  Opium ^  Iodine ^  Vdla'iattf  AiMj<£(ida, 
Alcohoij  etc.

We  will  first  study  Ammonium  carb.  I^et  me  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Carbonate  of  Ammonia  may  be  antidotcd  by  Oun- 
phor;  and  some  of  its  symptoms  by  Arnica, 

Despite  the  apparent  resemblance  bctwi*en  Carbonate  of  Ammonia 
and  iMchfJtia,  these  two  drugs  have  bei'ii  found  to  be  inimical. 

Ammonium  carb.  may  be  studied  from  its  action  on  the  blood.  As 
I  have  already  said,  its  prolonged  use  pro<luccs  a  scorbutic  condition. 
The  vital  |M)wers  are  weakened.  Htemorrhages  of  dark  fluid  blocxl 
api)ear.  There  is  degeneration  of  blood  tissue.  The  niust-lcs  lic^x^ime 
soft  and  flabby.  The  teeth  loosen  and  the  gums  ulcerate.  With  thoc 
scorbutic  symptoms,  there  is  developed  also  a  hectic  form  of  fever. 
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I  now  tiike  up  the  Indicntions  for  Ammonium  carb.  in  urtemia. 
TIh^ho  symptoms  which  I  am  alx)ut  to  give  you,  are  very  important. 
They  are  not  only  characteristic  of  Ammonium  carb.  in  ursemia,  but 
also  in  any  other  disease  in  which  thia  remedy  may  be  indittited.  We 
may  find  them  present  in  scarlatina  with  decomposition  o(^  the  blood 
and  also  in  heart  disease.  Now  for  the  symptoms :  You  will  find  Ammo- 
nium carb.  indicated  for  Bomnolenoe  or  drowsiness  with  rattling  of  lar^ 
bubbles  in  the  lungA,  grasping  at  Hocks,  bluish  or  purplish  hue  of  the 
lijMi  from  lack  of  oxygen  in  the  blood,  and  brownish  color  to  the  tongue. 
You  recognize  in  these  symptoms,  some  conditicm  of  blood-poisoning 
from  the  presence  of  carlxinic  acid.  This  may  be  in  ursemia,  or  it 
may  Iw  in  catarrh  of  the  lungs  or  in  any  other  disease  in  which  tJjere 
is  rleiicient  oxygenation.  The  nearest  analogue  here  is  ArUimonium 
Uirlancum. 

A  similar  condition  obtains  in  Arnica  in  typhoid  states  when  the 
patients  are  drowsy  and  heavy,  and  fall  asleep  while  answering  ques- 
tions. 

With  the  symptoms  just  enumerated,  yon  oan  remember  Ammonium 
carb.  for  oedema  of  the  lung^  or  emphysema. 

Ammonium  ciirb.  is  also  of  use  in  poisoning  by  charcoal  fumes. 
Amkyi  is  sonietimes  of  use  in  these  cases,  as  is*  also  BoviMa. 

Still  another  use  we  may  make  of  Ammonium  carb.,  and  one,  too, 
that  would  Imnlly  suggest  itself  to  you,  is  in  the  beginning  of  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis.  Sometimes,  in  the  beginning  of  this  dit^ease,  the 
patient  is  stricken  down  by  the  violence  of  the  poison  and  falls  into  a 
stupid  non-reactive  state.  He  is  cold,  and  the  surface  of  the  liody  is 
cyanotic.  The  pulse  is  very  weak.  In  just  such  cases,  you  should 
give  Ammonium  carb.  which  will  bring  about  reaction.  Then  you 
may  select  some  more  specific  remedy  which  will  cure  the  trouble. 

I  would  now  like  to  mention  the  action  of  Ammonium  carb,  on  the 
heart.  This  drug  is  u^ful  in  dilatation  of  that  organ.  The  patient 
suffers  when  ascending  a  height,  as  when  going  up  stairs  or  up  a  hill. 
He  al(»o  suffers  intolerably  in  a  warm  room.  He  frequently  has  congh 
which  is  accompanied  by  bloody  sputum.  There  is  palpitation  of  the 
heart  with  dys^pnoea  and  retraction  of  the  epigastrium.  You  may  also 
ftn<l  cyanotic  symptoms  present. 

Ammonium  carb.  is  also  indicated  in  pneumonia  when  there  is  great 
debility,  together  with  symptoms  pointing  to  the  formation  of  heart 
clot. 

It  is  also  indicated  in  chronic  bronchitis  with  atony  of  the  broncliial 
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t«ibe«,  this  atony  favoring  CMtiphy^ema.  There  are  copiouH  acmniQtft- 
tion  of  mucQ.s  in  the  lungs,  (iihiUition  of  the  bronchial  tulxw,  and  a>tlenia 
pulmonum.  The  patient  in  these  cases,  \n  weak  and  slug^^ii&h  in  UU 
movements,  eoughs  continually,  but  rjiistf.>*  either  not  at  all  or  with  prtat 
difficulty.  Drowsiness  or  even  some  tlelirium  with  mutterinj;  m.ny  I* 
present. 

Another  use  we  may  make  of  Ammonium  carh.  is  in  scarlatina,  it 
is  undoubtedly  a  useful  remedy  in  the  treatment  of  thi«  di^ase,  even 
when  of  a  rather  malignant  type.  We  find  that  it  produces  a  ra»b  r*- 
eembling  that  of  scarlatina,  but  wljich  in,  however,  of  a  miliary  chaniclfr. 
The  throat  is  swollen  internally  and  cxleniidly  with  enlargement  of  the 
glands  externally,  and  with  bluish  or  dark  red  swelling  of  the  toosila. 
The  neck  externally  is  engorged,  that  is,  there  h  in  addition  to  the 
swelling  of  the  cervical  lymphatics,  inflamcnation  of  the  cellular  ti«Rue. 
The  nose  is  often  obstructetl,  particularly  at  night,  causing  the  child  to 
start  from  its  sleep  as  if  smothering.  Fre<piently,  it  has  to  lie  with  its 
mooth  wide  o|)en  in  order  to  breathe.  The  child  is  drowsy  and  may 
even  go  into  a  stupid  sleep.  VVe  frefjuently  find,  too,  an  cnlargetnent  «>f 
the  right  parotid  gland. 

Let  us  now  stu<ly  some  of  the  concordant  remedies  of  Ammonium 
carb.  in  this  disease.  First  of  all  Belladonna,  Between  this  remedj 
and  Ammonium  carb.,  the  ref^emblance  is  only  ap|iarent.  Both  remedies^ 
have  right  side  of  the  throat  affected,  bright  rwl  nixli,  scarlatina  and 
drow^siness.  But  the  distinction  between  the  tw<i  lies  in  this:  There  ia 
in  Ammonium  carb.  a  miliary  eruption  on  the  skin,  which  Belladonna 
has  not.  The  throat  in  Ammonium  carb.  is  of  a  darker  retl  than  in 
Belladonna,  and  the  drowsiness  is  more  cumplete.  The  drowsine*"  "f 
the  latter  remedy  alternates  with  either  wildnt«ss  or  starting  fn)m  s\-  p, 
or  restless  delirium  or  crying  out  in  sleep.  In  Ammonium  carb.  the 
patient  is  in  a  state  of  simple  somnolence.  The  starting  from  sleep  is 
not  from  irritation  of  the  brain  but.  from  stoppage  of  the  child'?*  breath- 
ing. 

There  is  some  resemblance  between  Amuxitiiuni  carb.  ami  Aj-i 
that  l>oth  remedies  have  miliary  rash,  and  both  are  in<li(^t4Hl  iu 
tyjies  of  sc'Jirlatina  with  somnolence.  Apis  iias,  however,  more  dni(>- 
sicftl  symptoms  present.  Whenever  it  is  the  reme<ly,  you  will  find 
ptiRiness  of  the  throat  and  ceflema  of  the  uvula.  But  you  will  eLm) 
find  inflammation  or  irritation  of  the  meninges  of  the  bmin  in  Api^, 
indicated  by  the  sudden  shrill  crying  of  tlie  child.     This  ia  a  sudden 
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'plint'k  and  not  a  raerc  start  as  if  frigbteoetl.  There  is  rolliug  of  the 
heat]  in  the  pillow. 

Lachfsisy  though  apparently  similar  to  Ammonium  carb.  in  scarla- 
tina, is  really  inimical  to  that  n^medy.  It  re^mhlfs  Ammonium  carb. 
in  the  bliieneBS  of  tlie  surface,  in  the  sKimnolence,  in  tlie  engorgement 
of  the  neck  and  in  the  dark  red  or  bluish  swelling  of  the  throat. 
Lacliesin  has  almost  always,  if  not  always,  that  extreme  w>nsitivenesfl  of 
the  Hurface,  so  that  ihc  patient  cannot  bear  to  have  anything  touch  ihe 
neck.  Then,  too,  Laehe»iis  afleets  more  the  left  side  and  Ammonium 
carb.  the  right.  This  sensitiveness  of  Lachesis  in  not  the  same  kind 
of  soreness  that  you  find  in  other  remedies,  as  in  Apis.  This  symptom 
is  here  due  to  a  hy[)enesthetic  wndition  of  the  spinal  nerves*  ramifying 
through  the  affl'cted  part.  Firm  pressure  does  not  aggravate,  altliough 
a  light  touch  will. 

Hhu8  tox.  is  similar  to  Ammonium  carb.,  in  that  Uitb  remedies  have 
dark  throat  and  both  have  drowsiness.  It  is  the  left  parotid  gland 
that  is  most  likely  to  be  aflTwteil  under  Rhus  ;  with  Ammonium  carb., 
it  is  the  right.     There  is  more  restlessness  under  Rhus. 

Next,  the  action  of  Ammonium  carb.  on  the  mucous  membranes. 
This  remedy  is  useful  in  nasal  catarrh.  The  nose  is  stop|>etl  up  at 
night;  the  patient  wakens  gapping  for  breath.  lie  is  worse  nl  tliree 
or  four  oVUx-k  a.m.  The  cough  is  dry  and  tickling,  aswxiated  with 
hoarseness  and  with  a  greAt  deal  of  oppression  from  mucus  in  the  cht*t. 
The  nostrils  are  sore  and  raw  and  someHraes,  in  children,  there  is  a  dis- 
charge of  bluish-colored  mucus.  This  symptom  is  also  found  under 
A'ftii  hiohromicum  antl  Ambra  grisca.  At  times  the  corywi  is  scalding, 
excorialitjg  the  upper  lip,  with  burning  in  the  throat  and  along  the 
trachea.  There  is  a  feeling  as  of  a  lump  in  the  thrtiat.  Dry  night 
cough  comes,  which  seeras  to  threjitcn  suflij<«tion  ;  copious  flow  of 
saliva  with  conscf|Ucnt  ex|MK*toration  ;  l>ejUing  like  a  pulse  in  the  chest. 
Ammonium  carb.  is  particularly  suited  to  wlnfrrcntnrrhs-  The  sputum 
IS  slimy  and  contains  S|>eck8  of  bloo<l. 

In  the  3  A.M.  aggravation  of  Ammonium  <;arb.,  you  may  compare 
the  Kali  salt;^. 

In  this  cjitarrh,  with  stoppage  of  tlic  nose,  excoriating  dis<»harge  and 
rawness  down  the  sternum,  there  are  a  few  drugs  which  I  would  have 
you  compare.  One  of  thefie  is  the  Ammonium  caujtlirum,  which  is  one 
of  the  best  remedies  in  the  whole  materia  nu<lica  for  aphonia,  es})ecinlly 
if  there  be  present  the  burning  rawni-ss  in  the  throat. 
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Cauttticum  niu\  Curbo  ivv/.,  arc  very  similar  to  Ammoniam  carb.,  h 
this  niwneay  and  burning  <lo\vn  the  Htenuim. 

Lfturocnanuis  ims  that  expectoration  containing  little  Bpecksof  blood. 

Ammoniiinn  ear)).  ha8  also  been  used  for  spruins  when  the  injoned 
joint  18  hot  and  puinful. 

Here  you  may  compare  Arnica^  Siifpharic  acid  aud  Ammonium  tnttr.

As  I  have  already  explained  to  ynn,  Aramoninm  mur  Ls  Buited  to 
ftlnggish  f)er?ons,  M'ho  are  rather  corpulent  af<  lo  the  body,  but  <n«'pro. 
portionately  thin  as  to  the  liml)6.  Like  the  Curlionate,  it  produ^^ew  vio- 
lent inflammation  of  the  muc<ius  membranes.  It  alwo  dinturbrt  the 
circulation  of  the  blnod.  The  face  re^ldena  during  a  sliort,  auiinatc^ 
conversation,  especially  »o,  as  you  might  expect,  in  a  warm  rucmi. 
There  are  ebullitions  of  blood,  violejU  throbbing  in  all  the  arterif-*,  tu>- 
companicd  by  anxiety  and  weakness,  as  if  paralyzed.  The  ihtvchm 
system  suffers  too,  from  the  action  of  Ammonium  mur.  There  i»  « 
certain  pcritxlicity  of  symptoms,  as  shown  in  the  chills  and  fever.  The 
paroxysms  return  every  seveu  days.  There  are  many  other  symptonM 
of  the  nervous  system;  especially  do  we  find  this  chanM'terwtic:  P*iin 
in  the  left  hip,  as  if  the  tendons  were  too  short;  this  mak»«  the  |Kitir*nt 
limp  when  walking.  While  s^ittiRg  there  is  gnawing  referrt*d  lo  iIm! 
bones, 

Sciatica  is  very  readily  cured  by  Amnionium  mur.  when  ibe  s<yrop- 
toms  call  for  it.  The  pains  are  worse  wliile  the  patient  is  sitting,  iwMue- 
what  relieved  while  he  is  walking  and  entirely  relieve*!  when  he  lie* 
down. 

Ammonium  mur.  has  also  been  used  for  the  neuralgic  paios  which 
may  <x?cur  in  the  stumpa  of  amputated  limlxs. 

Ammonium  mur.  is  also  useful  for  tearing,  stitching  |)ainH  from 
ulceration  iu  the  heels,  worse  at  night  in  betl  aiul  l>etter  from  rublung. 

Other  remedies  attacking  the  heels  are,  PulMitiUa,  CauAitutn,  J/im^ 
ganuMf  Antimonium  cruduM^  Ztedum,  GraphiUM^  Natrum  «ir6.,  and 
Aflinvi  crpn.  fiohina  is  particularly  suitable  iu  plethoric  womco  who 
Mitfcr  from  what  they  call  rhetinutic  ihilamtuatiun. 
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Vm^ru/m  is  an  excellent  remedy  in  rlieuraatic  ])atients  when  the 
heels  are  affectetl  and  the  patient  cannot  bear  any  weight  on  the  h«cls. 
In  addition  to  this,  you  will  find  that  Mangannra  is  indicated  when  the 
rheumatic  symptoms  come  in  dark,  almost  hluish  spots. 
AfUimonium  eiiiftum  is  useful  in  soreness  of  the  heel.-?, 
Lfduvi  palunfre,  Graphites  and  Nufruvi  rarb.,  cause  blisters  on  the 
heels. 

Afiium  rrpn  cures  ulcers  on  the  heel,  when  develope<l  by  friction  of 
the  shoe  or  slo<'king. 

Ammonium  nmr.  has  some  influence  on  the  joints.  It  causes  a  feel- 
ing of  constriction  in  these  parts.  It  is  one  of  the  remedies  that  have 
l)een  used  in  the  treatment  of  chronic  sprains.  It  also  affects  the  fibrous 
tissues  about  the  joints.  Thus  it  is  one  of  the  remedies  when  there  is 
contraction  of  the  hamstring  tendons.  When  the  patient  walks  these 
seem  to  be  drawn  tight.  This  symptom  is  relieved  on  contlnueil 
motion. 

On  the  teraale  organs,  Ammonium  nuir.  acts  more  powerfully  than 
does  Ammonium  carb.  It  has  a  great  many  symptoms  referred  to  the 
inguinal  and  Iiypogastric  regions,  which  would  suggest  the  use  of  the 
drug  in  uterine  and  ovarian  diseases.  For  insUmce,  the  patient  com- 
plains of  tensive  pain  in  one  or  the  other  groin.  Sometimes  this  symp- 
tom is  described  as  a  feeling  a**  if  she  had  gj»rained  herself.  There  are 
stitches,  cutting  and  soreness,  or  what  is  more  characteristic  than  all,  a 
8traine<l  feeling  in  the  groin,  which  forces  the  patient  to  walk  bent. 
That  is  an  in<licution  which  leads  to  Ammunium  mur.  in  the  treatment 
of  deviations  of  the  uterus  and  also  in  ovarian  diseases.  You  will  Hnd 
in  almost  all  these  cases  the  characteristic  muriate  stool,  crumbling  as 
it  (msses  the  anus.  We  have,  too, a  characteristic  leuconhrea  attending 
the  symptoms,  a  brow^i  and  lumpy  or  else  clear  and  albuminous  leucor- 
rha?a,  which  follows  every  urination. 

Ammonium  mur.,  iu  that  feeling  as  if  sprained  in  the  groin  iu  women, 
finds  its  counterpart  in  several  other  remeilies;  in  ^n(ic<2,  which  has 
that  same  St  mi  netl  feeling  in  the  groin;  in  ApiSy  which  has  it  all  the 
way  across  the  hy|>oga»trium,  with  a  sensition  as  if  the  skin  were  tight 
or  .-itretchetl. 

^^L  Next^  we  have  to  consider  the  action  of  Ammonium  mur.  on  the 

^^"        mucous  membranes.     Beginning  with  the  nose,  we  find  that  it  causes 
t  ctiryza.     'J'he  tKi»e  is  *' stopfKMl-np  "  more  at  night  than  in  the  daytime. 

^H       One  n«>4tril  ie  asually  stopjied-up  at  a  time;  there  is  an  excoriating, 
^^       watery  di>«chttrgf  from  the  uoe^,  which  makes  the  inside  of  the  nostrils 
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and  iipfKT  lip  sore.  The  throat  is  s^woilcn  8o  that  tlio  [mtient  cannot 
opeu  his  mouth.  The  mouth  and  throat  art*  filled  with  a  viK?iil  jihlvgm, 
wbich  th»?  patient  ex|)el8  with  great  diflfirulty.  There  U  Uirobbing  in 
the  tonsils.  This  is  characteristic  of  Aramoniiim  mur.  It  U  a  ajrop- 
torn  which  may  suggest  it  io  tonsillitis  or  in  scarlatina,  when  thefaocuil 
symptoms  are  so  severe  as  to  produce  almost  complete  stnuigling. 

The  chest  symptoms  arc  hy  no  means  unimportant  in  Aramoniam 
mur.  We  find  a  cough  which  may  accompany  the  foregoing  synipKmiii 
or  which  may  be  separated  from  them.  The  cough  is  verj'  violent  and 
seems  to  excite  the  salivary  glands,  for  during  it  the  mouth  fills  with 
saliva.  Hoar^ness^  with  btirning  and  rawness  in  the  larynx  riece»> 
sarily  l)elong  to  such  an  acrid  remedy  as  Ammonium  mur.  ColdocM 
between  the  shoulder-blades  uceonipanics  the  chest  aSectiona,as  in  brttn- 
chitis  and  phthisis.  The  |>atient  al.«o  complains  of  heaviness  in  the 
chest.  This  is  also  noli<:!e<i  in  the  Ammonium  carb.,  where  it  is  aaao- 
ciated  with  burning.  Sometimes  the  patient  will  describe  his  aenaatioo 
to  you  as  a  feeling  as  of  a  lump  in  the  chest.  Again,  he  will  - 
of  certain  spots  in  the  chest  which  burn,  throb  and  l>eat 
pulse. 

Ammonium  mur.  may  be  used  in  chronic  conge«.tii»n  of  the  liver. 
Depression  of  s])irits  aarompanics  the  disease  and  the  sttKils  ar«*  '".  it.-l 
with  mucus. 

Ammoxium  Puosphoricum. 

1  have  one  or  two  symptoms  of  Ammonium  phosphoricum  to '^-tv 
you.     It  has  been  succctsfully  used  in  the  treatment  of  constituii   :  i 
gout  when  there  arc  nodes  or  concretions  in  the  joints.     It  is  not  to  be 
iwed  for  the  acute  symptoms,  not  for  the  twinges  of  pain,  but  when  the 
disease  has  l)ecome  systemic,  and  when  conc^eti^ns  of  urate  of  mhU 
ap|)ear  in  the  joints.     The  worst  case  of  this  kind  I  ever  saw  was  thai 
of  a  man  who  had  l)een  bctl ridden  fifteen  years.     He  showed  me  n  ' 
which  was  filled  with  these  concretions,  which  he  had  picked  out  oi 
joints.    They  varied  in  size  and  lo<jked  like  lumps  of  chalk.     Some  of 
th€K  same  concretions  c*ould  be  seen  under  the  skin  and  along  the  ieo- 
donn.     His  hamls  were  twisted  out  of  shape.     His  (eet   also   were 
affected.     He  had  a  cough,  which  finally  killed  him,  and  he  expecto> 
rated  from  the  lungs  these  lumps  of  urate  of  soda.     Ammonium  pbos. 
relieved  him  for  awhile.

There  areqaite  a  number  of  the  salts  of  lime  which  have  been  more 
or  less  proven.  The  first  one  on  the  list  \b  Calcarea  ostrearum,  or  the 
lime  of  oystere.  This  pre|>aration,  which  was  given  to  us  by  Hahne- 
mann, waa  proven  as  Carbonate  of  Lime  or  Calairca  carbonica.  It  was 
obtained  from  the  middle  stratum  of  the  o\^ter-shell,  where  Hahnemann 
f*iip|Ki8ed  he  could  secure  a  perfectly  pure  s[KTimen  of  the  carlwnate  of 
lime.  Chemically  sf)eaking,  this  is  not  a  pure  carbonate  of  lime,  for  it 
must  contain  some  of  the  animal  matter  belonging  to  the  oyster.  More- 
over, it  always  contains  a  trace  of  Calcarea  phos.  You  will  thus  see 
the  reason  why  Dr.  Hering  propoeed  to  call  it  Calcarea  ostrearum 
instead  of  Calcarea  curbonica.  Ca/carea  couHtha  i&  the  ordinary  caustic 
lime.  Cafcarea  fluorica  waB  proven  by  Dr.  Bell  of  Maine.  Of  it  we 
have  a  fewsymptom.%.  It  is  one  of  Schfiiwler's  twelve  tisMue  remedies. 
This  combination  of  fluoric  acid  with  lime  givea  us  a  very  powerful 
drug  in  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  osseous  system.  I  have  already 
related  to  you  a  case  in  which  Calcarea  fltiorica  noted  well  in  necrosis  of 
the  jaw.  We  shall  also  tind  it  a  useful  drug  in  bone  tumors.  Calcarea 
phwtphoriea  is  also  a  valuable  drug. 

It  should  be  your  duty  and  your  pleasure  to  know  the  distinctions 
between  these  various  salts  of  lime,  and  especially  between  Calcarea 
oetrearum  and  Calcarea  phosphorica.  They  are  not  indicate*!  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  caaes.  When  one  is  indicated,  the  other  cannot  be. 
They  are  not  diflficult  to  distinguish,  so  I  think  we  will  be  able  to  make 
the  ne(.<eHsarv  distinctions. 

One  chapter  in  the  history  of  Calcarea  phosphorica  is  of  some  little 
interest.  Some  years  ago  a  preparation  for  the  cure  of  a  certain  dis- 
ease was  put  on  the  market  in  Europe.     It  soon  gained  quite  a  repu- 
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tation.  After  awhile,  cures  effwte*!  by  it  hcMiame  le^s  atnl  Ir^-*  in<jtic 
Fiiiallj^a  wealthy  man  who  faileil  to  be  eiire<l  by  the  prejmnttioci,  Rueil 
the  company  for  deceiving  him.  Analysis  of  the  preimmtimi  Ux^me 
neoGBsary.  The  main  in^^^redient  was  found  to  l)e  phosphute  of  lime. 
In  the  beginning  the  manufaeturers  used  the  phosphate  of  lime  fn>m 
bones;  but  later  they  found  a  cheaj)er  way  of  making  it  in  the  labora- 
tory, and  without  using  bones  at  all.  The  company  claimed  tliat 
phosphate  of  lirae  is  phosphate  of  lime,  no  matter  how  mii<lf  or  where 
found.  That  there  is  a  ditference  between  the  phosphate  of  lime  m 
obtained  from  the  chemist's  laboratory,  and  from  the  Ikhh's  of  nnimtiljt, 
18  shown  by  the  difference  in  therapeutical  efficacy  of  the  two  prc{Mi* 
rations,  as  illustrateti  in  the  above  ca,se  and  many  others. 

Caloarea  sulphurica,  or  the  Sulphate  of  Lirae,  is  anotlter  one  of 
Schussler's  remedies.  It  was  proven  by  one  of  the  students  of  the  New 
York  College.  Schils«ler  claims  that  Calcarea  sulphurini  art«  energeti- 
cally in  curing  suppuration  and  in  removing  the  tumefaction  of  boila. 
The  proving,  while  not  positive,  rather  favnrs  this  iilciu 

All  the  8alt>^  of  lime  act  prominently  in  the  direction  mentioned  on 
the  board.  They  all  affect  the  nutrition  of  tlie  bo<iy,  hence  they  are  of 
great  use  in  infancy  and  chiKllio«Ml,  when  growth  must  Iwairomplishcfl. 
They  favor  the  development  <if  bones  and  other  tis^suea.  You  will  find 
tJiat  some  of  them,  the  ostrearum  axu\  phonphorioa,  cause  ansemia  when 
pushed  to  the  extreme.  They  all  affect  the  glandfl  and  they  all  act  on 
the  bones. 

Calcarea  Ostreaklm. 

Calcarea  ostrearum  is  a  drug  that  may  come  into  use  in  almost  cvtiy 
form  of  disease,  and  is  second  only  in  imfH^rtance  to  Sulphtir.  Yod 
will  re<»ll  that  it  ia  not  a  |>erfcctly  pure  cariH)imtc  of  lime,  but  con- 
tains st)me  phoBphate  of  lime  and  some  organic  mutter  from  the  boily 
of  the  oyster.  Chemicrally  it  differs  but  Blightly  from  the  carl>onale  of 
lime  made  in  the  laboratory. 

Calfjirea  ostrearum  is  united  to  CAf^  in  which  there  in  tlritMivf 
growth,  hence  it  is  a  very  necejwary  remetly  in  childhotxl  an<l  iu  infancy. 
The  Caluirea  oHtrearum  patient  is  fat  and  plunip,  rather  of  a  blo«tc<l 
than  of  a  solid,  hanl  fat.  The  face  is  rather  |)ale,  oooAHionally,  h»m- 
ever,  tiushing  up  retl.  Usually  the  color  is  of  a  watery  or  chalky  paU'- 
neafi.  The  child  is  slow  iu  ita  movements.  It  is  oot  active,  nerviui% 
or  quick,  as  we  find  in  the  ca»e  of  the  Sulphur  child.  (in>w(h  in 
irregular,  eo  that  the  head  is  disproportionately  large  (o  tb^  r»f  ..f  «bi» 
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'  IxKiy.  This  defect  is  one  of  osseous  growth  ;  thus  you  find  the  fontn- 
nelles  renminiug  open,  particularly  the  anterior  foutanelle.  The  hUIo- 
men  is  large  and  has  been  compared  to  an  inverted  saucer  or  Win. 
The  features  are  rather  large,  and  the  lips,  particularly  the  upper,  are 
swollen.  Dentition  is  slow.  The  scalp  sweats  profusely,  parti<'ularly 
dnring  sleep.  This  is  not  usually  a  warm  sweat,  nor  is  it  a  cold  sweat ; 
bat  it  is  cool  from  natural  evaporation.  When  the  child  awal<ijs,  you 
notice  the  pillow  damp  or  wet  for  some  little  space  around  the  head. 
The  feet  are  often  cold  and  clammy.  (Do  not,  however,  be  de<.ieive<i 
by  this  symptom,  for  there  are  some  children  who,  by  wearing  too 
warm  a  sticking,  will  have  sweaty  feet.)  Such  patients  suffer  from 
)>artial  sweating  of  still  other  parts  of  the  body.  That  is  in  itself  an 
almost  certain  symptom  for  Calcarea  ostrearum.  Thus  it  may  affect 
the  chest  or  knees  when  all  other  parts  of  the  bo<ly  may  be  perfectly 
dry.  Now  from  this  extreme  picture,  we  may  have  the  op|M>site  con- 
dition, one  of  great  emaciation.  The  skin  hangs  flabby  and  in  folds. 
Despite  this  emaciation,  the  abdomen  remains  abnormally  large.  Such 
childreu  are  scrofulous,  and  it  ii«  genuine  scrofula,  for  which  Cal(«»rea 
ostrearum  is  indicated.  There  is  another  form,  which  is  tubercular  in 
its  character,  and  in  this  f«)rm  we  have  Phosphorus  indicated.  We  find 
the  same  swelling  of  the  glands,  the  same  indolent  ulceration,  ami  the 
same  difBcnlty  in  learning  to  talk  and  walk,  but  the  patient  has  a  deli- 
cate, refiuctl  skin,  and  the  features  are  sharp  and  rather  hamlsorae. 
The  eyelashes  are  long  and  silky,  and  the  hair  dark  and  glossy.  Thi» 
is  the  kind  of  scrofula  which  will,  if  not  neutralize*],  ultimately  end  ia 
consumption  of  the  lungs. 

As  the  Calcarea  child  grows  older  it  is  slow  in  teething.  It  may 
even  have  fever  or  convulsions  attending  the  tardy  eruption  of  the 
teeth.  Scrofulous  inflammation  of  the  eyes  is  almost  always  present. 
There  are  pustules  on  the  tv>rnca,  and  these  threaten  to  destroy  that 
membrane.  The  parts  about  the  ulcer  are  very  vascular.  The  child 
dreads  artificial  light  in  particular,  although  it  CDraplains  bitterly  of 
the  daylight  hurting  its  eyes  on  awaking  in  the  morning.  The  dis- 
charges from  the  eyes  are  apt  to  be  bland.  The  «>rnea  is  left  more  or 
less  opaque  by  the  ulceration.  Calcarea  has  often  been  used  after  the 
]l)siden(<e  of  the  acute  symptoms,  to  remove  tbe  corneal  opacity  and 

^he  chronic  thickening  of  the  cyeli<ls. 

There  is  a  remedy  which  is  siuular  to  Calcrarea  ostrearum,  and  that 
is  Saccharum  officinale.  This  drug  has  bein  proved  on  several  [persons, 
and  has  many  con firma lions.     It  is  indicated  in  childreu  who  are  laige- 
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Unil^fl,  fat  autl  bloated,  with  a  lenclcticy  to  dropsy.  If  hits  pnj«lo<vl 
opjicity  of  (he  coruea  and  it  tuight  to  c.tirc  it.  The  mental  states  whM*li 
lca<l  nic  to  the  use  of  Cane-sugar  arc  these:  The  cJiilil  is  dainty  and 
capricious ;  he  cares  notljing  fur  suhstantia!  food  but  want*  little 
"  nick-nacks;"  he  is  always  cross  and  whiiiing,  and  if  old  enough  he  is 
indolent  and  does  not  care  to  tiocupy  himself  in  any  way.  Kverylbing 
seeni8  to  be  t^x)  much  trouble  to  him. 

You  will  find  that  in  the  eye-symptoms,  Calcarea  acts  belter  after 
Sufjjhur  than  before.  It  is  suited  to  advanced  ca-ses  that  arc  ftloggitih 
and  refuse  to  i^act  to  Sulphur.  Hiihnemann  notiw<l  that  Cab-area  |mr- 
ticulurly  followe<i  Sulphur  wlien  th<rc  was  tendency  to  dilatation  of 
the  pupils. 

Another  remedy  which  holds  a  relation  to  Calcarea  ostrcaruni  in 
scroliilous  and  tubercular  ailments  is  Xiirh  acid.  Thiw  must  l>e  sub- 
stituted for  the  Calcarea  if  the  ulcers  on  the  cornea  bei'ome  ag<rrav«(»«d, 
and  threaten  to  |)erforute  or  destroy  the  cornea. 

The  Calcarea  children  are  subject  to  eruption  on  the  skin,  puniiu- 
larly  eczema.  This  eczema  is  cjuite  characteristic,  too.  It  appears  on 
the  scalp,  with  a  tendency  to  spread  downwards  and  over  the  face, 
PVcquenlly  it  ap|H?ars  in  patcln-s  on  the  face  or  scalp,  form*  '  '. 
crusts  which  are  «>ftcn  white,  like  chalk  deposits.     Another  ,       i 

which  may  suggest  Calcarea  is  this:  The  child  scratches  itA  bead  on 
awakening  from  skn'p.  The  change  from  sleep  to  activity  seeniB  to 
produce  itching  of  the  ^.xisting  eruption. 

We  find  in  tliese  scrofulous  children  calling  for  Calcarea,  iufUmma* 
tion  of  the  external  ear  or  auditf»r)'  canal,  and  also  of  the  middle  ear 
or  cavity  of  the  tympanum.     First,  Calrarea  pnxluces  thickenin?^     ••" 
the  nncmbrana  tynipani,  with  all  the  symptoms  of  defective  hci 
There  are  humming,  roaring  and  buzzing  in  the  ears,  all  defiendeni 
upon  the  abnormal  presisure  on  the  chain  of  bones.     The  otorrh<£a  Itaii 
a  sort  of  pippy  or  fatty  ap^H'anince.     It  is  [>urulent,  but  it  also  ha«  a 
pappy  appearance,  looking  just  like  chewed-up  paper.     Now,  oo  clcaod- 
ing  the  external  car  of  this  pus  and  looking  at  the  membrana  f 
you  find  it  p^-rforatetl  from  previous  iiiHammation.     You  wil 
edge  of  the  rupture  thickened  and  granular,  and  you  way  even  notice 
a  tendency  to  the  formati»>n  of  |K»Iypi. 

Here  Calcarea  is,  acc<jrding1o  the  best  authorities,  to  be  followed  by 
SUicea,  if  the  uloeration  becomes  very  indolent  and  will  not  heal  dciipiCe 
the  exhibition  of  lime.  The  Siliceti  patient  has  a  bead  dUpro]i4irtioi]- 
ately  large  to  the  rc^t  "C  the  ImmIv.     The  sweat  appears  on  the  whole 
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head  and  face  nither  than  on  t\\p  scalp  alone,  and  th»-»  frMit-sweat  causes 
Bortncss  of  the  feet.  These  symptoms  you  will  rwall  trora  our  loctnre 
on  Silicea. 

Attending  thf^e  inflammation'}  of  the  eyes  an<l  (>ars  with  Calcarcn  \vc 
may  have  scrofulous  enlargement  of  the  lymphatic  glands  of  the  neck, 
axilla,  etc.     These  are  hard  and  firm,  and  yield  very  alnwly  to  metlicinc 

We  have  aN*  '    ->■  oas(>s  a  coryza  or  chronic  nawi!  catarrh.     The 

winj;;^  of  tiie  u<  liickencd.     There  is  apt  to  he  a  moist  scurfy 

eruption  about  the  DostrilA.  There  is  an  offensive  odor,  as  of  rotttu 
egg«,  from  the  nose.  The  now  is  slopped  up,  with  thick  yellow  pus. 
The  patient  of^en  has  nose-bleed  in  the  morning. 

Now,  if  the  Calcarea  children  are  attacked  with  summer  complaint 
or  a  genuine  cholera  infantum,  you  will  find  these  symptoms  of  the 
digestive  orgnns;  Tliere  will  be  an  unusual  craving  for  c^g*.  Why 
this  is  I  do  not  know;  it  may  be  l)ecjuis€  of  tiie  sulphur  in  the  egg*i. 
This  i*  a  very  common  symptom.  Milk  di!«agree«.  As  soon  as  they 
take  it  they  vomit  it  in  »our  csikes  or  curds.  That  U  a  strong  symptom 
for  Calcarei^.  Or  the  milk  may  pa^^s  by  the  bowels  in  white  cunlle<l 
lumps.  There  are  ravenous  ap[>etite  and  thirst,  the  latter  being  worse 
towards  evening.  The  diarrhoea,  too,  is  won*c  toward  evening,  lliu?i 
^Mng  di??iingui^hed  from  Siifphur.  The  t*t(»ols  are  greenish,  ajid  nmv 
l^ntuin  undigested  frKxl.     They  are  more  or  less  watery  and  eom 

In  these  symptoms  Calcarea  cHtrcanim  is  Hmilar  to  two  or  three  otlirr 
drugft.  One  is  the  ^KtfuuKt  cyuapiumy  or  i'onVn  jmrslcy.  This  h*  indi- 
cateil  in  vomiting  of  children,  when  they  vomit  everything  they  drink, 
partii'ularly  milk,  which  is  cjwtwl  in  white  or  yellowish  or  greenish 
curdt^  This  vomiting  exhausts  the  child,  so  that  it  goes  to  sleep  :tf 
once. 

Still  another  remedy  is  Antimontum  erudnm^  which  has  this  contli- 
lion:  After  ntirsinjr,  the  child  vomits  its  milk  in  little  white  curds, 
but  rcfu-M-s  to  unrsc  aflerwanls;  the  ^-Kthu^a  patient,  on  the  contrary, 
wants  to  nurse  again.  There  is  also  the  characteristic  diarrhoea  of  .\n- 
timonium  crudum,  which  will  help  you  to  distinguish  other  ca.«^  that 
call  for  Kre*iS(tte.  If  this  remedy  had  no  other  symptom  than  the 
following  it  would  still  lie  invaluable,  and  could  not  be  replaced.  The 
stomach  is  so  weak  that  it  cannot  retain  or  digest  food,  so  that  food  is 
vomited  either  immtHliately  or  hours  atW  eating. 

Phoiiphofus  and  Arsenicum  should  also  be  compared  in  this  vomiting. 

Again,  we  may  find  Calcarea  ostrcarum  indicatnl  in  acute  hydro- 
cephalus in  the  early  stages.     Here,  as  in  many  other  r^scs,  it  acts  par- 
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ticiilarly  well  after  Sulphur.  It  may  eveu  do  good  when  syroptonm  of 
efiusiou  are  presoiit.  It  is  indicated  mainly  by  the  gerioml  <NiM«.iitii- 
tional  symptoms  prwent  in  the  case. 

In  those  cases  you  frequently  find  tliat  it  follows  the  j.r«viuti^  um-  iu 
Belladonna.  You  are  called  to  attend  one  of  tlje»e  {mmh.  Yon  find 
tlie  patient  with  hot  head,  flushed  face,  atarting  in  sleep,  and  you  give 
him  Bella«lonna,  which  relieves.  In  a  few  days  a  rela|)»e  «K!t'urs,  again 
you  give  Belladonna,  and  this  time  it  fails.  Thii*  intj'rmittency  of  the 
diiicaae  shown  that  it  is  not  a  Belladonna  t^a^e.  Then  you  have  to  iirlect 
another  drug,  which  is  s<^melimes  Sulphuriiu<\  very  frecpiently  Cahmn^ 
tlie  latter  esj>ecially  if  the  patient  be  the  chamcteristic  CaK'area  child. 
Belladonna  and  Caloart^a  are  complementary,  particularly  in  nfTcctiou't 
of  children,  in  l)raiti  troubles  and  in  dentition. 

Again,  we  may  tind  Calcairea  oslroarum  imlioitiHl  later  in  life,  nt 
puberty.  Here  it  is  more  frequently  itidiuite<l  witli  giri^  (hnn  with 
boys.  We  find  it  called  for  at  tlie  time  tor  the  onset  of  the  mensie*, 
wlien  they  are  delayeil.  The  girl  is  apparently  plethoric,  and  snflvn* 
fn^m  congestions  of  the  head  and  client.  She  is  fat  and  upfiitrently 
robust,  but  if  you  were  to  examine  the  blood  of  such  n  pntient  yoa 
would  find  it  di!*pro(H)rtionately  full  of  white  bhiod-corpuscles  or  U*u- 
cocytes.  She  c<iniplains  of  jmlpitation  of  the  heart,  <lysipm«i  and 
headache,  worse  when  ascending.  Calcarca  will  bring  on  the  menstrual 
flow,  and  will  relieve  all  these  symptoms. 

Again,  y«iu  may  find  it  useful  at  pul>eriy  for  similar  symptoms  when 
tuberculntsis  of  the  lungs  threatens.  The  |)aticnt  has  this  dyspnon, 
pal|>itatiou  and  rush  of  blootl  to  the  chest  on  asiiMuling,  and  even  hirm- 
orrhages  from  the  lungs.  Theiv  is  dry  cough  at  night,  whicii  l)cconn« 
loose  in  the  morning.  The  patient  has  ft'ver,  which  is  worse  in  th« 
evening,  with  partial  sweat  and  sorcmiss  of  the  che«t  to  touch,  thin 
soreness  being  worse  l>cneath  the  clavicles.  Digestion  is  greatly  dij»- 
turbe<l.  The  patient  cannot  eat  any  fat  fo<xi  Avitliout  becoming  *ick. 
There  is  chronic  tendency  to  diarrhcea,  and  with  it  prolapsus  ani.  So 
you  see  Calearea  is  a  companion  to  Phosphorus,  but  there  is  n  difTen  ncc 
l>etwe^n  the  two  remedies.  The  ditlerence  is  expresserl  in  thtvs*'  few 
symptoms.  In  Calearea,  you  find  the  patient  st-rofulous  and  fat,  ami 
his  or  her  past  history  shows  the  well-marked  scrofulous  symptomii!  of 
Calearea,  As  children  they  have  been  slow  in  teething,  have  hmi 
slowly-cloeing  fontanelles,  and  ofteu  there  is  yet  remaining  diNpropor- 
tionate  swelling  of  the  upper  lip. 

Ou  the  other  hand,  tl»e  Phosphorus  patient  is  tilendnr  uud<kvergrowii, 
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tnll  for  luT  yr'nrs,  nnd  narrow-che«terL  She  has  ii  fine  grain  <»f  liMue, 
ml  her  than  Tat  ami  coarse  as  in  Calrarea. 

CalciiPMi  is  indicated  late  in  phthisis  when  la rgi*  cavities  are  forming. 
It  ni'tfi  |wirticularly  ui>on  the  right  hing  about  iti*  middle  third.  There 
will  be  pain  in  the  mid^lle  of  the  right  side  of  the  chest ;  loud  mnciw 
rAles  are  heard  all  over  the  chest»  «if  course*  worse  <»n  the  right  s»ide. 
Expectoration  is  pumlent,  yellowish-green  and  MikmIv.  The  patient 
has  great  repugnance  to  animal  food,  as  meat,  which  pftsses  undigcsteil. 
Emaciation  pmgrei**iefl,  Rweat  increaaefl^and  the  m^'usis,  if  it  is  a  female, 
l>ecorae  checked.  These  are  the  symptoms  calling  for  Calcarca  in 
lul»ercnlosi8. 

Still  later  in  life,  we  find  Calcarea  indicated  for  the  ailments  of 
women,  particularly  for  irregulariiies  in  raenstruatioo.  It  is  e«|Ki'ially 
indicated  when  the  menstrual  flow  \h  too  fn^pKnt,  connng  every  two 
or  thn»e  weekn,  and  ia  profuse,  amounting  almost  to  a  mcnorrhagia. 
The  flow  ia  provoked  by  over-extrtion  or  by  emotions.  The  patient 
complaina  of  fiweating  of  the  h«ul  and  coldnefw  of  the  fec»t. 

One  of  the  best  remetlieB  I  know  of  for  ortlinary  profuj^e  menstrual 
flow,  coming  frequently  and  yet  without  any  ilecidetl  cxmstitutional 
character  by  which  to  judge  the  case,  i«  TriHium  pcmiuliim,  esjw- 
ciaily  if  the  flow  exhausts  the  patient  very  mu<'h.  I  have  never 
^ivea  it  in  any  potency  l>iit  the  sixth.  That  has  been  Hifficif-nt  in  all 
my  eases. 

In  suppressio!)  uf  the  menses  Calcarca  has  several  con«H»rtlant  r*!me- 
diej*.  Bei/atlonnn  is  suitable  when  there  are  hyji*'nernia,  rush  of  bKnid 
to  the  head,  subjective  feeling  of  ooldnea^  wakefulnei^s,  and  throbbing 
alHiut  the  temples. 

Grhmttum  is  indicated  in  nifn-^trual  suppn-ssion  wlirn  tlum  is  a 
drowsy  apathetic  state. 

Ghnoin  is  an  admindde  remetly  when  then^  is  violent  throbbing 
alwut  the  head,  and  particularly  if  the  urine  is  allniminous,  as  it  may 
be,  from  congestion  of  the  kidneys. 

Aconite  is  indicated  for  suppression  of  menses  fn>m  violent  emotion^ 
«8  fright. 

Still  other  drugs  called  for  under  these  last-named  circumstances  are 
ArJca  8fAcaia  and  Lyropntltum^ 

The  leucorrhopa  of  ("alcjin^  (wtrearuni  is  rather  profu«%  with  <'<inH}d- 
enible  itchingand  burning,  and  i»s  generally  milky,  purulent  and  yellow 
or  thick  in  appearance.  It  is  especially  indieated  for  leuoorrhoja 
occurring  before  puberty,  even  in  infants. 
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Another  n'mc"<ly  lliat  I  Ijiive  fuuiul  very  valuable  in  the  liMi'Mirh'Wi 
of  little  girls  is  (knthphyUamj  when  the  diM^harge  i»  prula-*:  aiid 
wetikens  the  child  very  iiitirh. 

C'aleurea  ostrearuui  is  useful  in  diseuses  of  the  niiile  sexual  organs. 
It  is  one  of  that  little  group  of  remedies,  X«ix,  Sulphur  and  Calcarca, 
first  suggestetl  by  Jahr  for  sexual  weakness  arising  froju  niasturljatiun 
or  other  excesses  in  sexuul  indulgence.  Culcarea  is  indicate!  when 
there  is  excessive  sexual  desinr,  hut  this  sexual  desire  b  more  mental 
than  physical — -that  is,  there  is  mure  passit)U  than  the  obje<:tive 
concomitants  of  passion.  Erections  are  diminisiie<l  or  imjxTfeet  during 
coitus,  emission  is  itiiperftH^t  or  premature.  Cahrarea  is  also  indicated 
when  after  abuses  (»f  this  kind,  a  raan  settles  down  to  a  moral  and 
quiet  life.  His  sexual  power  is  of  the  character  just  destTibed,  anil 
its  gmtiHcation  is  followed  by  these  e^ymptoms :  Vertigo,  headacbe  and 
Wivikness  in  the  knws. 

In  milder  ctiscs,  which  have  not  lieen  traced  to  so  d«««p  an  origin  as 
defective  nutrition,  you  will  find  Dioscorra  all-sufficient  for  the  ex<!M«- 
t»ive  lot*  of  semen  with  weakness  of  the  legs,  particularly  about  the 
knees. 

In  old  men  who,  having  e[>cnt  their  youth  and  early  mjinh<X)«l  in  the 
practice  of  excfcisive  venery,  are  just  as  excitable  in  their  sexual  pa«^ina 
at  sixty  as  at  eighteen  i»r  twenty,  and  yet  they  are  physic-ally  im|Mitent, 
Agnun  (vistus  is  a  good  remedy. 

We  may  use  Cah-aroao^trearum  from  its  action  on  the  nervous  syHteni. 
It  is  indiciitetl  in  nervous  fevers,  even  in  typhtiid  fevers,  in  thelx-ginning 
of  the  disease,  with  these  symptotus:  The  patient  falls  intoa  troubUnJ  M»rt 
of  sleep  an<l  dreams  of  some  perplexing  subje<t  which  awaken?  him.  He 
ngiiiti  goes  to  sleep  and  dreams  of  the  same  thing.  As  soon  as  he  divna 
his  eyes,  he  sees  |>ersons,  objei'ts,  etc.,  which  disappear  as  Boon  as  he 
o)>enK  them.  Later,  in  the  courte  of  typhoid  fever,  about  the  se«<oud 
wi*rk,  you  will  find  C/alwirea  owtrearum  indicttted  when,  for  iantanc*, 
the  nish  will  not  appear  and  the  patient  goes  into  a  sort  of  stupor. 
The  aUiomcn  swells  and  bct\>mefi  more  tympanitic.  The  patient 
biMiomes  very  restless  ami  anxious  nnd  distressed  although  he  oisiy 
b<^  unconscious.  He  cries  out,  twil<ln«  and  gras|>s  at  Hocks.  The  UkIv 
may  l)c  too  hot  and  the  lind)s  cold  and  clammy.  There  may  be 
diarrhuM  or  <M)iKHti|M<tIun  prtnent.     He  starts  up  frt>m  ^I'  '  Un^kA 

alMMtt   him   as   if   frightened.      A  drug   which    Lh   coihj  rv   to 

Cnlcarca  here  is  LijCopodmmfiXw  symptoms  kA'  which  luiv.  i    -  u   i-  i  .^ 
mentioned. 
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age  that,  we  may  make  of  Calcarea  ostrearura  in  nen*ou8 
aft'eiHioHf*  is  one  wliich  would  not  appear  from  a  jiUjKTficia]  stmly  of  the 
drug,  and  thut  is  its  application  in  iu^mnia.  The  sleeplessue^  that 
calls  for  thi?«  remttly  does  not  consist  simply  in  lyinp  awake  an  hour  or 
two,  hut  it  IS  that  kmg  wakefulness  which  is  the  precursor  to  some 
disea>»e*  and  the  accompaniment  of  others.  For  instance^  during 
chiidl)ed  a  woman  cannot  sleep.  In  such  cases,  you  have  this  <ikiss  of 
Bymploms:  She  has  the^e  visions  on  closing  the  eyes;  she  starts  and 
t\vitchci!i  at  every  little  noise,  and  is  beside  herself  with  anguish.  The 
tongue  gets  dry.  She  borders  on  the  state  of  acute  mania.  Calcarea 
ofttrearum,  particularly  in  the  thirtidh  potency,  given  every  three  hours 
during  tlie  day,  almost  invariably  produces  a  desire  to  sleep  the  next 
niglit.  How  does  Calcarea  produce  it?  Like  opium,  caffeine  or 
chloral?  No;  but  by  bringing  alwut  a  healthy  sleep.  Still  an<>ther 
use  of  Calci^rea  ostrearura  is  in  that  unhappy  affection,  delirium  tre- 
mens. It  is  indicated  when  there  are  pretty  much  the  same  symptoms 
as  I  have  mentioned  for  the  insomnia,  particularly  with  visions  of  rats 
and  mice  and  of  horrible  objects,  which  terrify  tlie  patient.  lie  talks 
deliriously  about  fire  and  murder.  He  has  a  constant  fear  that  he  is 
going  crazy. 

Calcari^  ostrearum  seems  to  be  able  to  cure  epilep*:y,  not  so  much 
the  paroxysms  theniKelves,  as  to  aid  in  the  change  «>f  constitution  by 
whi<'h  this  dreadful  tlisease  may  be  cured.  The  aura  which  precedes 
the  attack,  in  some  wises  begins  in  the  solar  plexus  ami  moves  upwards, 
and  the  patient  is  at  oncv  thrown  into  convulsions  (that  Ixing  charac- 
teristic of  Nux  vomica^  Bufoy  and  SUicea),  In  tome  cast*,  it  feels  as  if 
a  mouiK  were  running  up  the  arm.  In  still  othenj,  the  aura  may  go 
from  the  epigastrintn  down  into  the  uterus  or  into  the  limits.  The 
causes  for  the  Calc*area  ostrearum  epilepsy  are  fright,  8upprcss»ion  of 
some  olminic  eruption,  and  also  exoewea  in  vcnery.  It  follows  Sulphur 
very  well. 

You  are  apt  to  tliink  first  of  Sulphur  for  thi*  sensation  as  of  a  mouse 
creeping  uj)  the  arm;  the  symptom  is  just  the  same  in  Sulphur  and 
Calcarea  ;  the  causes,  also,  are  the  same,  viz.,  excessive  venery  and  sup- 
prfe^iion  of  an  eruption.  Cah'urett  is  particularly  indicated  if  Sulphur 
dofi^  not  cure,  or  if  the  pupils  do  not  dilate  aiVr  the  use  of  Sulphur. 

For  the  pan)xysms,  Ihfflro<*t/<wte  arid  U  a  useful  <lrug. 

ArieinUui  rulfjarU  is  indiciilcd  in  cases  which  have  arisen  from  fright, 
ftod  in  which  the  attacks  are  duplicated. 
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If  imli^tion  starts  the  trouble  AVc  comU^i  U  the  fir^t  nMutnly  to  be 
thought  of,  especially  if  the  aura  startij  in  the  epii^strium  nrni  «|»r*^U 
upward)*. 

Cilciiroa  ofltrearum  is  useful  iu  diseases  of  the  Umir'',  :jmi  in  curvi- 
turea  of  the  spine,  e.sj»ccially  for  curvatures  in  the  doi^sal  rr^iou  in  chil- 
dren who  are  slow  In  learning  to  talk  and  walk,  who  are  weak  at  the 
aoklen,  and  turn  their  feet  iu  or  out  uucording  to  the  nuiJii'h*  that  are 
weakened.  Tliere  is  a  remedy  which  has  l>een  suggested  forthi-*  weak- 
noraof  die  legs  which  I  have  never  been  able  to  confinn,  and  that  is 
Ptnuft  Sfflvefitrl^.  This  is  said  to  have  cured  emaciation  of  the  lower 
extreuiiticH,  with  tiirditiess  iu  learning  to  walk  in  scrofulous  chiUirvn. 
Calearea  ostrearum  is  also  indicated  in  affections  of  the  joints;  for  iiH 
etauce,  in  white-swelling  and  in  hij>-joint  ilisense.  It  is  indic:ited  to  the 
second  stage  of  these  diseases,  when  abscesses  have  forraetl. 

Now  you  must  learn  to  distingciish  between  Calearea  and  Si/icea^ 
To  the  superficial  observer  the  cases  are  very  similar  ;  but  there  are 
some  differences  which  you  may  note.  In  the  first  phwr,  the  Silicea 
patient  has  sweat  about  the  whole  head,  and  this  sweat  has  a  sour  or 
offensive  odor ;  the  head  is  unduly  grown,  the  rest  of  the  body  Iwing 
rather  emaciated  ;  the  sweat  of  the  feet  in  Silicea  is  apt  to  l>e  <  ''* 
and  produces  soreness  between  the  toes  an<i  on  the  soles  of  the  i 
face  is  rather  of  an  earthy  or  yellowish-waxen  hue.  The  Silicea  child 
is  nervous  and  excitable,  rather  than  sluggish  as  is  the  case  with  th«j* 
Calearea  ostr^imm  patient.  Silicea  has  the  same  imperfect  nufition 
from  defective  assimilation  that  Calcan.'a  has.  There  seems  to  he,  ia 
the  Siliwa  child,  a  decided  weakness  of  the  cerebro-spinal  nervous  8y»- 
teni ;  and  yet,  with  this  weakness,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  irrita- 
bility, so  that  it  is  made  worse  by  any  external  impressiou.  Tlias,  if 
there  is  any  tendency  to  epilepsy,  any  little  emotion  will  lend  to  throw 
it  into  convulsions.  There  is  more  tendency  to  ulceration  in  Silioc« 
than  yoti  find  in  Cnhairea.  The  discharge  from  these  uhrrs  is  not  a 
healthy,  laudable  pus,  but  it  is  mther  thin  and  excoriutin*:. 

Calciir^i  ostrearum  is  of  service  in  rhcunjatism.  The  •.ymjuorns  in- 
<li«Uiiig  it  are  thi'se:  Rheumatic  atfections,«iused  by  working  in  water; 
rheumatism  of  the  muscles  of  the  back  and  shoulders.  afWr  fitilut^e  of 
Rhus.  It  is  also  indicated  for  gouty  mwhisities  alwuit  the  fingers.  It 
may  also  be  useful  in  couHtitutional  gout,  and  in  arthritis  deformans. 

lihwi  tox.  seems  to  lie  the  lx«l  remedy  we  have  for  lumbagt>,  whether 
the  pains  arc  better  fmni  motion  or  not.  It  seems  to  have  a  special 
affinity  for  the  deep  must-les  of  the  back. 
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Calcarea  fluotica  is  a  good  remedy  to  follow  Rhus  in  chronic  cases ; 
for  lumbago,  worse  on  b^inning  to  move  but  improving  on  continued 
motion. 

Sacale  comutum  is  indicated  for  sudden  "catch"  or  "kink"  in  the 
back. 

Ntix  vomica  is  called  for  in  rheumatism  of  the  back,  when  the  [^tient 
is  unable  to  turn  over  in  bed  without  first  sitting  up.

OALCAKEA  PHOSPHORICA  AND  HEPAR. 


Calcarea  Pho^phorica. 

I  Cincliona,  Zinc,  Phosphorus  (hydrocephaloitl

The  mmpleraontary  <lrugs  of  Ca]can»ii  phtw.  an^Zinc,  Jixtla  gm- 
veolens,  and  Sulphur,  Zinc  you  will  find  c<im[derncntnrv  to  Calcarva 
phosphorioi  in  hydroeephaloid  ;  Ruta  in  afll'C'tions  of  the  joints  and 
periosteum;  and  Sulphur,  pretty  much  as  we  found  under  Gdian'a 
ostrearura. 

Now,  there  arc  many  symptoms  that  nrerornnion  to  Iwth  tlni-.-  pr>  (>- 
anitions  of  lime.  It  is  not  a  little  j>erplexing  at  titne*^,  in  a  i".!-*'  whlih 
SGcras  to  call  for  lime,  to  decide  which  one  of  these  prepa rations  we 
should  give.  Perhaps  I  «^n  give  you  illMinrtions  enough  to  enable  you 
lo  judp'.  To  determine  the  effiiiiicy  of  Cal<*arra  phohphorica  you  must 
re4ncml>er  it«  ingredients,  lime  and  phosphorus,  and  you  will  M>e  how 
they  are  modified  in  their  chemiail  comhlnation,  so  that  while  we  have 
some  resendjlanie'^  to  Calearea  and  others  to  Phosphorus,  \vc  have  fttill 
other  symptoms  which  belong  to  the  combination,  Calcarea  phoHphorica 
and  which  are  fount!  neither  in  Calcarea  nor  in  Ph(X'^]>h(>rus  alone. 

Calcai-ea  phos.  seems  esi{>ecially  called  for  in  defective  nutrition, 
hence  it  is  often  useful  in  childhood  as  well  as  at  puberty  and  in  ex- 
treme  old  age.  Beginning  with  the  infant,  we  shall  find  it  of  in- 
estimable  service  when  the  child  is  thin  and  emaciated,  with  .sunken, 
ratJier  Hubby  abdomen,  and  preilih|)osctl  to  glandular  and  iMseous 
dist^ttse.  The  head  is  Iarg«',  and  l>oth  fontanel  les  ait^  o|)cn.  The 
cranial  bones  are  unnatunilly  thin  and  brittle.  The  teeth  develop 
tiirilily.  We  have  curvature  of  the  spine.  The  chih!  !><  slow  in  htirning 
to  walk,  and  the  spine  is  ^  weak  that  it  cannot  snpfxirt  the  UmIv.  Tbo 
neck  is  so  thin  and  weak  that  it  cannot  8uj>|w»rt  the  hcJid,  whi^h  falU 
whichever  way  it  happens  to  be  inclined.     The  child  v..riilf^  mWU  i-  r. 
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sistontly,  whether  it  be  the  breast  milk  or  that  urlifi<'i:illy  pn?pare<!  fnMii 
the  cr3\v.  It  6uf!l'rs  from  colic a<\er  every  fee«ling.  The  siool}*  ure  oft^n 
green,  slimy,  and  lienteric,  and  are  acctHnpauied  by  tlie  jinssage  of  a 
great  deal  of  ftrtid  flatu8.  Sttraetinies,  the  stool  is  verj*  profus*e,  watery, 
and  h<»t.  In  cholera  infanlnm,  the  stools  may  be  of  the  character  nien- 
tionwl,  or  they  may  present  a  flaky  appearance  fnuii  the  admixture  of 
a  small  portion  ofpiis.  There  is  in  this  cholera  infantum  great  ema- 
ciation of  the  whole  bo<ly.  The  little  face  is  pule,  and  die  pruminent 
parts  of  the  bo«ly  are  cold.  There  is  craving  for  baton  or  hara. 
Mentally,  these  children  are  very  much  depressetl,  so  that  they  are 
slow  of  comprehension.  They  seem  to  l>e  stupid.  Even  cretinism  may 
be  develojHid  by  the  continued  use  of  Calcarea  phosphorica.  This  will 
plai«  it  in  your  mind,  alongside  of  Baryta  carh,^  in  mental  BymptomB. 
As  the  child  grows  in  years,  any  e.\}iosure  to  dampne^<^  or  wet  causes 
a  feeling  of  general  aching  or  soreness,  particularly  when  the  child  is 
moveil.  The  leiist  motion  is  unl^earable.  Do  not  give  Bryonia  in  such 
case  as  this,  because  the  patient  is  worse  from  motion.     Do  not  be 

aisled  by  this  aggravation  from  motion.  It  is  not  here  a  symp- 
tom for  Bryonia,  for  it  indiwites  (he  incipient  symptoms  of  rachitis. 
Every  little  exposure  produces  a  feeling  of  heat  all  over  the  body.  The 
|>erio?^tcum  ami  the  articulations  arc  irritated  and  inflamed,  and  cause 
this  nggi-avation  from  motion.     You  will  find  Calcarea  phof?phoric«  an 

icellent  remedy  to  prevent  rachitis.     If  it  fails  you,  you  may  still  far 

ack  on  SilU'ea. 

This  scnhilivene$»  to  dampness  enables  us  to  use  Calcarea  phos.  in 
disea^^es  of  adults.  This  I  consider  au  important  qualitiitition  of  the 
drug.  Thus  it  is  indiisited  in  women  with  a  feeling  of  weakness  and 
dibtrctes  referred  to  the  hypogastrium  with  uterine  displawmeuts,  and 
worse  by  passage  of  cither  stool  or  urine.  Hh|)ecially  is  it  indicated  in 
women  whose  jointis  ache  in  every  change  of  the  weather.  This  quality 
separates  it  from  other  siniilarly-acting  drugs.  The  uterine  symptoms 
are  aggravatwl  by  this  change  in  weather.  That  symptom  is  promi- 
nent in  Calciirea  phosphorica,  more  su  in  fact  than  in  either  Calcarea  or 
Phosphorus.  PhuHjthunut  has  the  gone,  weak  feeling  in  the  hypogas- 
trium, just  like  Calcarea  plius.,  but  the  mcxlality  just  mentioned  is 
al»senL 

So,  to<i,  we  may  use  Calcarea  phot*,  in  rheumatism  appearing  in  any 
change  of  weather.  On  e.xjiosui*c  to  dampness  we  iim]  stitFue*  of  the 
netrk,  achijig  and  soreness  in  the  limbs  and  wandering  pains  Uiroiigh 
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the  limbs,  particularly  nmurnl  tlu'  sacnil  rojrion  and  down  the  leg*.     All 
these  symptoms  appear  with  every  change  of  weather. 

Another*  use  of  Calearea  ph<w.  ari.ses  from  \iA  action  on  joints 
refer  to  its  use  in  the  treatment  of  fractures.  Wlicrever  bonei*  form  a 
suture  or  joint,  there  Calearea  pho8.  has  an  action.  Wc  fiud  it,  for 
inManee,  causing  pains  along  the  sagittal  suture.  Again,  where  the 
sacrum  unites  with  tlic  iliac  bonon,  forming  the  sacm-iliac  wympliyse*, 
tfierc  Calearea  plio^iphorica  prcKluces  pain.  1?,  during  pregnancy,  a 
woman  complaius  of  pain  in  thiH  looility,  Calearea  photiphorica  on^ht 
to  help  her. 

Now  when  there  is  a  sort  of  artificial  suture,  as  there  is  at  the  p 
of  coaptation  of  broken  bones,  there,  also,  Calearea  plu"te.  ha,i  an  ai  j 
In  »ome  cases  the  fractured  ends  may  fail  to  unite;  you  give  Calearea 
]vhoHphorica,  which  stimulates  the  formation  of  callus.     It  14  better  to 
use  a  low  potency  of  the  drug  in  this  case. 

In  this  re9|>ect,  Calcirea  phos.  compares  favorably  with  Symphytumf 
which  is  also  used  for  non-union  of  fracture,  particularly  when  the 
trouble  is  of  nervous  origin. 

We  have  yet  another  use  for  Calearea  phosphorica,  and  that  is  for 
Bchoolgirls,  particularly  when  they  get  near  the  age  of  pul»erty  and  they 
are  excee<lingly  nervous  and  restless.  They  want  to  go  away  from 
home,  and  when  away,  they  want  to  oome  kick  again.  They  suffer 
fn)m  headache  when  at  school.  They  develop  slowly  and  are  chlorotic. 
We  may  use  Calearea  phosplutrica  in  chihtren  who  are  sufTering  from 
marasmas.  They  have  the  jieculiar  cmving  and  the  diurrluea  that  I 
have  already  deocribed.  The  face  is  white  and  pale,  or  eJ«e  nallow. 
The  circulation  is  so  imperfect  that  the  ears  and  nose  are  cold.  Th«**e 
cafiefi,  too,  have  that  inability  of  the  ucck  to  supperf  tlic  \iv:u\  of  \vlil<  h 
1  have  already  s|)oken. 

There  is  a  resemblance  between  Calearea  phosphnrii-a  and  CiiwJumiL, 
The  hitter  may  prevent  this  extreme  picture  if  you  give  it  for  the  fid- 
lowing  symptoms:  When,  from  the  frequency  of  the  dis^'hargfc*,  the 
child  becomes  drowsy  and  exhausted  ami  has  cold  face.  In  thcMP  cnwv, 
the  administration  of  Cinchona  will  bring  the  child  np  and  pr%*vent 
the  tHjuditioo  calling  for  Calearea  phos. 

On  the  other  hand,  you  will  fiud  Calearea  phos.  U>  give  placet*  to  Zinc 
when  you  have  the  Zinc  symptoms  that  I  have  alrcjidy  given  ; 
ing  of  the  head,  grinding  of  the  teeth,  cold  pale  face,  hot  ocvipm 
motion  of  the  feet,  etc. 
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In  ngi;;ravati()n  frura  <LXi»osure  to  wet  we  maj  compare  Duioamara, 
Siltceaf  Sulphur  and  Cuusticutn. 

It  hi  highly  importnnt  to  l>e  able  to  didtiuguUh  between  Calcarea 
ostrearura  and  Calcareu  j»hos|>liori<'a.  This  you  can  do  by  comjmriog 
the  d«:'^'riptions  I  have  given  you  to-day  and  yesterday.  C'Hlearea 
ostreorum  has  an  enlarged  nlHlomen;  Calcarea  phoe.  ha8  flabl)y  alxlo- 
men,  from  tlic  admixture  of  phonphorus  with  the  lime.  In  cholera 
infantum  Calcarea  ostrearum  has  craving  for  eggs;  Calcarea  pho8.  for 
salt  or  smoked  meats.  The  Cahraren  ostrearum  stools  are  bometimes 
green,  but  generally  watery,  white  and  mixed  with  curd*.  The  Caj- 
ctirea  phos.  diarrhoea  has  green,  slimy  or  hot  watery  stools  accompanied 
by  foetid  flatus.  Calcarea  ostrearum  has  particularly  the  anterior  fon- 
tanelie  remaining  o|)en  ;  Calcarea  phos.  has  both  anterior  and  posterior 
fontanel  les  open.

Next,  we  will  consider  Hepar  itulphuria  oalixtrea.  This  is  really  an 
impure  calcium  sulpliidei  coDtaioing  traces  of  the  sulphide  of  lime, 
org:inic  matter  |H>«iibly  and  very  likely,  too,  minute  proportion  of  the 
phosphate  of  lime,  since  it  is  made  from  the  middle  hiyer  of  the  oyster 
shell  and  flowers  of  sulphur.  Hepar  has  st)me  action  on  the  nerves. 
It  is  to  be  remembered  as  a  drug  that  causes  os'er-sensitiveneNi  of  the 
nervous  system.  Pain  w-ems  to  Ik?  intolerable  to  the  patient,  and  may 
even  cause  fainting.  An  inflamed  |>art  feels  sore  anil  bruised,  ami  can- 
not bear  tlie  touch  of  the  hand  or  even  of  a  dressing.  I  mention  this 
as  a  universal  characteristic  of  the  drug.  I  have  often  given  He|>ar  for 
c<»ld-bores  in  the  corners  of  the  ii{>s  when  they  were  al)out  to  suppurate, 
ill  inflammation  of  the  eyes  and  in  styes  and  {>implcs,  when  there  waa 
present  this  extreme  sensitiveness  to  touch. 

Menfally,  the  He|Mir  patient  is  rather  sad  and  low-spirited,  particu- 
larly in  the  evening.  At  times  there  is  an  impulse  to  suicide.  While 
walking  in  the  (>]ten  air  tiie  patient  feels  discourageil  and  cross,  and  is 
annoyed  by  the  rec<illectiun  of  all  die  past  unpleasantnestws  (hat  have 
figure<l  in  his  previous  life.  Memory  is  weakened  so  that  he  forgets 
words  and  localities. 
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Hepar  is  indicatcti  Id  neuralj^ia,  particularly  of  iho  riglit  Ride  nf  fh^ 
face,  after  the  abuse  of  mercury  and  after  tlio  unsu<TfssfnI  exhibition 
of  Bc'lhidonna,  which  seemed  inditmtcd,  piirticiihirly  iiAor  cx|wi«nnL»  to 
dry,  told  wind*!.  In  the  neuralgia  and  other  nerv«>UH  *iympfom«  Ilrpfir 
lM*lonj;8  with  Brliadoima,  SUicea  and  Sutphnr.  It  fn^juiMitly  follow* 
Belhidonua^afl  I  have  told  you;  and  from  Silie»aand  Sulphur ycwi  may 
distlingui^h  it  by  the  other  Hymptorns.  A  Hvmptom  in  e(Minof'fion  with 
thr  fuenlal  irritability  of  the  patient  that  I  have  nut  ni*!nlion«*d  is  h«>ty 
spee<^h  and  ha.sty  actions.  We  6nd  precisely  the  same  Ryniptoni  under 
IVIIuthtnna.  "  Hjusty  speech  and  hasty  tlrinkin^  *'  U  th**  way  the  .-<\ m:.- 
tom  reads  under  the  latter  remedy.  We  find  it  aho  unth-r  /x/rA.  -^ 
Duiwmara  and  Sulphui\  To  show  you  that  this  is  a  genuine  symp- 
tom, I  will  mention  the  case  of  a  physician  on  the  other  j«ide  of  the 
ocean,  who  cui-etl  a  eafie  of  hysterical  mania  with  this  one  symptom  to 
guide  him.  The  patient's  8|)eech  was  liasty  and  words  rolled  out  in 
profusion.  The  clinching  symptom  was  that  ahe  had  taken  a  great 
deal  of  men-nry.     Ilepar  cured  the  menfal  nmtlition  completely. 

We  next  have  to  con.sidtr  Ilepar  as  a  remwly  in  inilammatiim.  It 
is  suited  to  inflammations  of  a  crou|)oijs  form  and  inHammation  with 
suppuration.  In  all  the  inflammations  and  eon^rstion**  in  which  lie- 
par  i.s  ihe  remedy,  you  will  find  that  there  is  extreme fiens^itivenev*  of  the 
a(recte<l  part  to  touch.  This*  is  80  characteristic  that  it  must  be  pre*«ent 
more  or  Ichh  permanently  before  He|>Jir  may  be  the  remedy.  The  part* 
feel  brui:<ed  and  yore,  like  a  boil.  Thin,  as  I  have  alrea<!y  Hiil*!.  vmi 
can  carry  through  all  the  Hepar  inflammations. 

For  instance,  in  ophthalmia,  or  inflammation  of  the  eyes  or  lids,  you 
will  fin<l  that  the  eyelids  are  swollen  and  feilematous,  and  somelinu*, 
too,  suppurating  styes  will  form.  With  this  there  is  »  bruii^lp  mm 
sensation.  The  patient  cannot  bear  any  touch  to  the  eye;  neither  mn 
he  lK»ar  the  <Ndd  air.  Cold  air  and  cold  applications  tncreii>a»  the  >mf- 
fering,  and  here  you  have  a  g<HDd  indieaiiou  sepaniting  it  frxmi  Mer\ni- 
riu8*  So  again  in  inflamomtion  of  the  ear,  whether  of  the  cxtiTnal 
auditory  meatus  or  of  the  middle  ear,  you  will  find  the  same  sorcnen  lo 
the  wliglile8t  touch. 

We  And  He|Hir  indicated  in  earache  when  suppuration  impends, 
after  litlttuhmnay  Chamomiiia  or  PulsalUla.  It  is  seldom  indicated  in 
the  In^inning. 

We  find  these  same  characteristics  of  the  inflammation  prei^ent  in  the 
cory/ji.  The  none  ia  swidlen  and  8ore  to  the  touch,  ea]iecially  in  the 
in.si«le  of  the  ahe  or  wings  of  the  nose. 
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So  again  in  face-ac!ie,  the  bones  are  exquisitely  Bensitive  to  any 
pressure.  These  are  all  illuHtnitions  of  the  character  of  the  dnig.  I 
need  not  multiply  tlieru,  because  they  oeeur  iu  any  ]Mirt  of  the  body  in 
whioh  inflammation  occurs. 

If  suppuration  occurs  as  the  rts^ult  of  the  inflammation,  we  have 
Hcpar  indicated  and  excrcisinj^  a  double  function.  If  you  give  it  in  a 
high  potency  when  the  thn)bl»in|j;,  stabbing  pairw  in  the  afK-cte*!  part 
and  the  general  rigor  show  tlje  onset  of  iutlamtnation,  it  may  prevent 
the  whole  trouble.  In  other  cjusch,  you  st«e  that  suppuration  is  De(!«6Aary 
and  so  you  wisli  to  liasten  tiie  process.  Then  yon  give  Hepar  low.  In 
tonsillitis  and  in  boils,  particularly  in  the  former,  He[>ar  is  indicatetl 
after  Belladonna  when  the  latter  does  not  succeed  in  reducing  Lite  in* 
ilammation  before  suppuration  c«:Mnnjcnccs.  I  will  simply  remind  you 
here  that  I  have  already  mentioned  the  distinctions  Iretween  Belladonnii, 
Hepar,  Mcrcurius,  and  Silicca  in  this  class  of  dise:tses. 

Now  if  the  inflammation  becomes  croupous,  we  may  have  Ilcpar  in- 
dicated, wliethcr  it  be  the  throat,  larynx,  bowels  or  kidneys  that  are 
involvcil.  The  symptoms  which  indicate  Hepar  in  croupous  intliimma- 
tion  of  the  larynx  are  these:  After  exposure  to  dry,  cold  winds  the 
patient  Itecomes  hourse,  with  whistling  breathing.  Kespiration  is  so 
diffionll  that  the  chiUl  throws  its  head  far  back  in  onler  to  straightt'U 
the  air-passages.  The  cough  is  hard,  barking,  and  ringing,  and  at  tlie 
same  time  accompanie<l  by  rattling  of  mucus.  S<i  sensitive  is  the  child 
to  i-old,  that  the  least  ex|)osure,  even  uncovering  an  arm  or  a  foot,  re- 
excites  a  sjx'll  of  coughing.  Thus  you  see  the  extreme  sasceptibility  of 
the  fMitient  to  cold  air.  Hepar  is  especially  intlicate<i  when  the  cough 
is  w««*se  towanls  morning.  Otx'asionally  Hejwr  may  be  given  for 
cough  which  cK-curs  l>efore  midnight,  but  then  it  must  be  moist  and 
not  drv. 

You  will  see  from  these  symptoms  that  Hejiar  follows  rather  than 
prr*"cdes  Aconite  and  Sj>ongia.  vlco>u7«"  is  iudicateti  in  the  b<^inning 
of  croup  when  there  arc  gnsat  anxiety,  high  fever,  and  distressed 
breathing.  I  would  advise  you  to  tx>ntinue  the  Aconite  some  time 
after  the  symptoms  have  been  relieved,  lie^-siuse  these  cases  are  very  a|)t 
to  rela|>se. 

If,  however,  Aconite  fails  and  the  cciUgh  gets  worse  the  next  night, 
Spongia  is  usually  the  rcme»ly,  eppecrially  if  there  are  dry,  hani  cough, 
anwing  respiration,  little  or  no  ex|>ectonitiou,  and  starting  up  from 
sleep  choking- 

If  tt>wartli.  morning,  although  there  is  increased  secretion  and  moist 
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sound,  Uie  croupous  symptoms  still  continue,  thou   the  iT(-e  ca!!-*  fur 
Hepar. 

Bromi'ne  usually  follows  Ilepar  when  the  latter  is  unable  to  remove 
the  exudate.- 

Another  use  of  Hepar  was  made  by  Kafka,  and  that  is  in  Bright's 
diaeaae  following  scarlatina.     Ue  was  led  to  this  by  the  power  of  the 
drug  l*^  protluce  fibrous  or  croupous  exudations.     Hepar  has  succetHlt 
in  the^  cascH  many  times,  so  that  it  must  iiave  some  action  on  the  kid*^ 
oeyu.     Kafka  gives  it  af\er  scarlatina  when  the  urine  bcc?omcs  albu- 
minous and  dropsy  ap{)ears. 

Next  we  have  to  consider  Hepar  in  ordinary  catarrhs,  or  what  i«(j 
roramonly  called  a  "cold"  with  aching  through  the  bo<Jy,  Hcf 
should  be  here  placed,  not  as  a  remedy  useful  in  the  incipienc)%  but  for 
the  advanced  stage  of  "cold."  If  it  be  given  at  the  comnjcn<x*raent,  it 
l're<|iicJ>tly  spoils  the  case,  whetljer  it  be  one  of  coryza  or  of  f*ore-lhro«t, 
because  it  is  more  suitable  to  what  has  been  termed  "a  rii^tened  oold" 
when  phlegm  has  formed.  When  the  patient  swallows,  there  is  a  8ea*J 
satioa  as  if  he  were  swallowing  a  tisli-bone,  or  as  if  there  were  som«^^ 
thing  sticking  in  the  throat.  Sometimes  he  will  describe  the  scnaatioo 
as  if  thei*e  were  a  crumb  of  bread  or  toast  sticking  in  the  throat.  Thi* 
symptom  allies  Hepar  with  MercnrhiSf  Aitric  acidf  Argentum  ni^nctim, 
and  AlHinimi,  These  colds  for  which  HejMir  is  the  reme<ly  are  re- 
excited  by  any  exposure.  It  is  often  indicated  when  the  abuse  of  mer« 
cury  has  developed  in  the  system  a  susceptibility  to  ciild. 

In  afctions  of  the  lungs,  we  find  Hepar  indicated  in  two  or  three 
classes  of  disease.  We  find  it  called  for  in  pneumonia,  especially  dur> 
ing  the  stage  of  resolution.  It  comes  in  late  in  the  disease  (and  n-  * 
the  beginning)  when,  during  resolution,  pus  forms  and  you  have  pp 
suppuration  instead  of  the  Dorniul  resolution.  Hepar  ought  also  to  be 
inclicaied  in  croui)ous  pneumonia.  Here,  as  in  all  other  croupous  in- 
flammutions,  it  is  called  for  late  in  the  disease. 

You  may  also  give  Hepar  succeasfnlly  in  the  treatment  of  that  fright- 
ful disease,  pulmonary  tuberculonis,  when,  with  the  de|H>8it  of  tuK-nl«*i 
in  one  or  the  other  apex,  you  have  a  dry,  hard  a>ugh,  with  pHnluction 
of  mucus  It  here  frefjuenlly  follows  iSpongia.  It  may  bring  about 
aV)St)rption  of  the  tuliercnlous  de|Hiiiit. 

In  glandular  dise:ise,  He|mr  is  indic:ttcHl  in  the  stage  of  suppuration, 
when  the  inrtaiaumiiou  lias  gone  on  to  the  ft»rtnaiion  of  pus.  You  will 
ftnd  it  esptHMally  useful  in  the  treatment  of  bubo,  whetlier  veneitml  or 
not,  ©specially  afier  the  abuse  of  mercury.     Even  old  l)ul,»oc8  remotiH 
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iog  open  after  mercury  and  dis<.'hai"ging  continually,  sonietiioes  heal 
under  HejMir. 

It  is  not  unoommnD  to  find  ca^e?  of  indigestion  embraced  under  the 
name  dysjwfwia,  which  have  resiuUed  from  a  long  wmrae  of  mercurial 
treatment  by  physicians  of  the  dominant  school.  Hepar,  as  one  of  the 
antidotes  to  mercury,  will  sometimes  cure  these  cases.  Sometimes  a 
cure  is  imposj^ible.  Still,  I  think,  relief  is  always  obtainable  frt>ni  one 
remedy  or  another.  We  may  also  find  Hepar  indicated  in  dyspejwia, 
independently  of  this  cause,  by  the  following  symptoms :  There  are 
usually  a  sour  taste  in  the  mouth  and  a  longing  for  strong  tasting  sub- 
stances, for  alcoholic  drinks,  for  wines,  for  acids,  and  for  condiments  uf 
various  kinds.  These  seem  to  relieve  by  stimulating  the  stom:ich  ;  so 
it  ia  the  purely  atonic  form  of  dyspepsia  in  which  Hepar  is  indicated. 
There  is  hunger,  a  gnawing,  empty  feeling  in  the  stomach  in  the  fore- 
noon, a  longing  for  something  to  eat.  This  craving  for  food  shows  the 
atouio  condition  of  the  stomach.  At  other  times,  although  eating  does 
him  gootl  and  increases  his  general  strength,  yet  it  produces  a  fulsome- 
ncriS  about  the  stomach.  He  cau  bear  no  pressure  about  the  epigiu*- 
trium.  Sometimes  there  is  burning  in  the  stomach  from  congestion  of 
that  organ.  The  bowels  are  usually  constipated.  Urging  to  st<xil  is 
often  ineffectual,  although  the  fieces  be  not  abnormally  hard. 

With  ^/^anm  the  stool  is  large,  brow^n  and  dry;  it  is  not  neces- 
sarily so  with  Hepar. 

In  Niix  vomica  the  consti{>ation  is  of  a  spasmodic,  fitful  urging  and 
not  ineffectual. 

In  these  dyspeptic  symptoms,  Hepar  seems  to  be  complementary'  to 
icicAr^w,  in  that  lioth  have  this  condition :  Any  kind  of  food,  no 
matter  how  wholesome,  provokes  indigestion, 

Hepar  must  not  be  forgotten  in  the  marasmus  of  children.  Stand- 
yig  10  it  does  between  Sulphur  on  one  side  and  Calcarea  on  the  other, 
ilB  a  Combination  of  these  two,  it  must  here  be  of  value.  The  symptoms 
which  lead  you  to  Hepar  in  tlie  complaints  of  children  are  tJiese:  There 
seems  to  be  this  same  weakness  of  digestion  ;  they  cannot  manage  their 
food,  no  matter  how  well -selected  it  may  be.  If  they  arc  old  enough, 
they  will  tell  you  the  symptoms  that  I  have  already  mentioned.  If 
you  give  them  any  strong  substance,  as  a  preparation  of  beef-tea,  they 
will  show  signs  of  enjoying  it  very  rau<.*h.  Diarrhoea  is  present,  and  is 
usually  worse  during  the  day  and  after  eating  The  stools  may  be 
greenish  or  slimy,  undig<!ste<i,  or  white  and  sour;  this  last  is  a  very 
important  symptom.    The  whole  child  may  smell  sour.     The  most 
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prominent  remaiie!*  for  sour  stools  are  Miiffn^Aia  carb.y  xxtxi  it 
Calcarcn  odrainim^  then  Jltinir^  and  lastly  Rheum. 

The  symptoms  for  Witum  are  as  follows:  Sour  stool ;  the  whole  child 
smells  sour;  tlie  stools  are  frequent,  brown  an<l  frothy,  ami  attefidcd 
with  a  greiit  deal  of  straining  and  crying. 

If  the  liver  is  involved  under  Hepar,  we  find  soreness  and  stitchn 
in  the  region  of  that  organ.  The  stools  then  l>e('orae  elay-oolored  or 
even  white. 

The  .'^unie  eondition  is  found  in  the  bladder  that  we  have  already 
noti(^  in  the  reetum,  viz.,  atony  of  the  mutscular  ct^ats.  Hence,  when 
urine  is  voided,  it  passes  very  slowly ;  it  drojis  almost  perpend icuUrly 
from  the  meatus  urinarius  instead  of  being  ejected  with  8orne  loni'.  It 
takes  the  patient  some  time  to  empty  his  bladder.  If  with  this  trouble 
of  the  bladder  you  find  wetting  of  the  bed  a\  night,  He|mr  is  the 
remeily.     It  is  not  often  indic^ateil  in  this  condition,  however. 

The  ulcers  which  rail  for  Hepar  are  very  sluggish  and  are  iodoleot 
in  their  healing.  They  have  an  odor  like  that  of  old  cheese.  They 
are  rather  superficial  and  often  serpiginous.  The  dii^charge  is  bk 
and  purulent.  They  have  this  to  characterize  them, extreme  seoaicii 
ness  of  the  l>order  of  the  uU*eration. 

The  action  of  Hepar  on  the  skin  is  important.  In  the  fii^t  pliic«, 
pr<Kliices  a  oouflition  of  non-healing.  Every  little  scratch  of  the  ^kin 
BUpptirates.  The  same  is  also  found  in  Merouritut,  ChamoinUia,  > 
and  Lj/cnpo(iium,  It  also  prfMhu^s  a  moist  eruption  in  the  folds ui  ti.. 
pkin.  It  is  ul,s«»  indii-ated  in  uiuist  eruj)tit»nH  about  the  joints.  Wla-n 
Hepar  is  callwl  for  in  eczematous  eruptions  which  have  a  purulent  dl*- 
eharge,  we  find  it  indic-jited  by  tliese  8ymj)loms:  .After  the  abuse  of 
stdves  or  ointments  containing  zinc  or  men^-ury,  and  the  eruptiou  it_ 
worse  in  the  morning  and  accompanie<l  by  itching. 

Hepar  is  an  antidote  to  metallic  |>oi!JoDing  generally,  but  cs{icciaUjr' 
to  mercury  and  iotlide  of  potiissiuui. 


preparations  of  soda  are  quite  8imilar,  both  chetni<tilly  and 
medicinally,  to  lljose  of  potash,  yet  this  aimilarily  is  not  sirIi  that  I  hey 
may  not  frjilow  the  potash  salts.  We  will  see  that  Kali  carh.  is  com- 
plementary to  Nafrum  mw.  in  some  of  its  symptoms.  It  seem*  that 
the  waits  of  so*la  are  indicated  particularly  in  complaints  that  arise 
every  summer  or  in  the  spring.  Hot  weather,  electric  changes  iu  the 
atmosphere,  or  the  direct  ravH  of  the  sun  give  rise  to  various  ailments. 
For  instance,  we  find  Natrumcarb,  useful  fur  chn^nic  Jieadaehe,  trace- 
able to  exposure  to  the  raya  of  the  sun.  Under  Natrum  mur,j  we  find 
great  debility  in  summer;  the  patient  feela  as  though  he  would  faint 
away  when  walking  in  the  sun. 

The  soda  salts  used  in  our  materia  medica  are  Carbonate  of  Soda  or 
Natrum  carb.^  Chloride  of  iSfnlium  or  Natrum  mur.j  Arseniate  of  So«la 
or  Natntm  ^r«m»Vo*fMm,  Sulphate  of  Soda  or  Natrum  sulph.^  Phosphate 
of  Soda  or  Nairum  phonphoricuvi^  and  Borax. 


Natrum  CARBOXicusr. 

Natrum  carbonicum  is  the  first  preparation  of  sotia  we  have  to  con- 
sider. It  is  much  used  in  the  allo|>atbic  school  of  practice  as  a  remedy 
for  acidity  of  the  stomach.  It  is  also  used  by  the  ph^^sicians  of  that 
school  in  eczema;  for  instance,  in  a  case  iu  which  there  is  chronic 
thickening  of  the  skin,  the  affectefl  (larts  are  bathed  in  carbonate  of 
soda.  No  doubt,  it  relieves,  but  it  cannot  cure,  unless  it  happens  to  be 
the  inditntetl  remwiy,  in  which  case  it  will  cure  as  well  as  palliate. 

Carbonate  of  soda  has  also  been  intro<lucetl  into  practice  as  a  remedy 
for  burns. 

In  our  practice  the  drug  claims  a  high  place,  being  something  of  a 
polychrcst.  Its  most  prominent  action,  or  seat  of  action,  seems  to  be 
on  the  stomach  and  bowels.  Many  of  ita  symptoms  spread  from  this 
central  point  of  attack. 

For  instance,  we  will  find  that  it  has  mental  symptoms  pointing 
quite  plainly  to  hypochondriasis.  We  find  the  patient  deprcssitl  and 
exceedingly  irritable.     This  is  especially  noticed  after  a  meal,  purticu- 
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lurly  at'tor  flimiLT,  which  is  usually  the  henvi».st  nioal.  Tlic  <lfgr»»« 
hy|K>chon<lria.sis  set^nis  t<:)  be  measured  hy  the  stage  of  tligc»^(u)n  Joit 
aB  fooil  pasdes  out  of  the  stomach  into  the  duodonniU|  thU  hy|Hx;hon- 
driacal  moml  lessens,  and  continues  to  do  so  as  the  OkkI  get.-*  further 
down  into  llie  Uiwels.  You  will  Hnd  mwh  a  patient  det'idc<lly  nv«Rie 
to  society,  even  to  his  own  family.  The  intligcstion  is  more  marked 
after  a  vegetiible  diet,  particularly  starchy  food^.  The  indij^twlion  U 
accompanied  by  sour  eructations,  water-brasli  and  by  retc^iung  in  th<» 
morning,  with  spasmodic  contraction  of  both  te^iphnj^ns  and  stomach, 
with  little  or  nothing  coming  to  the  mouth  witli,  j)erhaps,  copi<Miit  wili- 
vation.  The  aUloinen  is  hard  and  swollen,  aspecially  so  after  CAliog. 
Tiiere  is  accumulation  of  flatus  in  the  abdomen,  and  this,  when  jiA'^wtsd, 
18  noticed  to  be  fcetid.  There  is  a  sort  of  griping  colic  just  After  a  meal. 
The  sftool  is  diftioult  to  expel  although  not  especially  hard.jui^l  n^  we 
found  in  ILimr  last  week,  and  as  we  find  still  more  markwl  in  Srjtiat 
which,  by  the  way,  is  complementary  to  Natram  carb. 

At  other  times,  the  patient  suflers  from  diarrhoea.  The  .Mi»ol  w 
pa(>c$;cent  or  watery,  with  violent  urging.  This  characlerii^lic  of  the 
6oda  salt&,  you  will  find  to  \ye  quite  general.  You  find  it  aU)  in  lUt 
Natruni  sulph.  It  seems  to  lie  due  to  the  purgative  effect  of  the  moiU 
ithclf.  Wine  in  such  cases  as  this  causes  faiutnc^s  and  vertigo,  iMi 
agreeing  with  the  patient  at  all. 

In  these  gastric  and  nervous  symptoms,  we  find  the  ncanv^t  analogue 
to  Natrum  carb.  in  Sfpui,  which,  as  I  have  mentioned  a  few  moments 
ago,  IB  also  it»  complement.  We  find  in  both  remedies  this  aversion  to 
society  and  indiflcrcnce  to  one's  own  family.  We  find,  too,  that  both 
remedies  have  sour  eructations  and  the  fi»riiiatiou  of  foetid  ga)«  to  the 
abdomen.  I  remember  curing  a  case  of  dybpep»*ia  with  Sepia,  in  whicli 
there  were  very  few  gastric  symptoms,  nothing  more  than  a  fccllog 
of  discomfort,  but  the  mental  symptoms  were  prominent  ami  nlwayn 
ushered  in  an  attack  of  indigestion.  The  patient,  a  hwly,  l)e<'am«!  io- 
difTereut  to  her  business  affairs  aud  also  to  her  friends.  She  became 
exoossively  irritable.  She  would  hardly  tolerate  even  a  civil  question 
addressed  to  her.  Sepia  entirely  cured  this  patient  after  she  had  beea 
six  or  seven  years  under  allojmthic  treatment.  This  shows  you  huw 
the  mental  symptoms  of  Sepia  come  in,  to  enable  you  to  decide  for  it  ■# 
the  remedy.  Natrum  carb.  has  alnio^t  precisely  the  Siime  claM  of 
symptoms.  It  may  not  be  s^j  often  indicated,  but  nevcrthele«»,  it  oocMi 
in  t«j  supplement  Sepia  when  the  general  symptoms  are  those  of  Sciiia 
rather  than  those  of  the  former  remedy.     Natnim  carb.  has  rmther  dis- 
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tension  of  the  alMJomen,  witli  fulness  and  hardiie^*,  like  all  alkaliet*, 
while  Sepia  has  more  goneness  and  empty,  sinking  feeling,  which  food 
does  not  fill  up,  except,  perhaps,  at  supper.  Natruin  carb.  haa  one 
exceptit>n  to  the  fulness  of  the  ab<lomen,  and  that  it?,  at  ten  or  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  morning  the  patient  feels  anxious  and  weak,  very  much 
as  you  find  under  loflhie^  but  eating  relieves  this  and  proiluces  disteu- 
8ion. 

Then,  again,  you  should  remember  Natrum  rarb,  in  connection  with 
Ntuc  vomica.  Both  remedies  imve  this  retching  in  the  morning.  This 
symptom  is  strongest,  however,  in  Nux  vomica.  You  are  often  called 
upon  to  give  Nux  voraic-d  when  it  ixN'urs  in  pregnant  wnmenj  or  after 
a  debauch,  etc.  Then,  too,  you  find  Natrum  carb.  parallel  with  Nux 
vomica  in  this  hypochondriasis.  You  must  oom|Mire  the  two  remedies 
carefully  before  you  decide  which  you  will  give. 

AVe  shall  see,  too,  that  Natrum  mnr.  will  have  to  be  compared  with 
Natrum  carb.  It  is  necessary  to  distinguish  between  the  two  because 
they  are  lx»th  soda  salts. 

Evidence  of  the  effect  of  Natrum  rarb.  on  the  nervous  system  is 
shown  by  the  electric  changes  in  the  atmosphere.  Thus  we  find  it 
causing  nervousness  or  anxiety,  which  is  worse  during  a  thunder  storm. 
These  symptoms  occur  indc|>endcntly  of  the  timi<lity  which  bt^hmgs  to 
somcjK'oplcduring  thunder  storms,  at  which  times  they  secrete  themselves 
in  the  cellar,  tetc.  They  are  due  to  the  direct  effect  of  the  electric  changes 
in  the  atm«>Hphcre  on  the  nervous  system,  precisely  as  we  find  in  oth«  r 
remwlies,  notably  in  Phospfu^nis,  Rhododendron ^  Siiicca  Viud  Pdrokum 
80  nervous  and  restless  may  tbe  Natrum  carb.  patients  become,  that 
playing  on  the  piano  makes  them  worw  arul  aggravates  their  cfimplnint.s. 
It  i.H  not  only  the  music  that  has  this  effect,  but  the  efforts  they  use 
and  the  [Mwition  they  take.  This  is  a  common  symptom  in  hystcricsil 
women.  They  get  very  nervous  from  playing  on  the  piano  or  from 
hearing  music. 

Another  property  of  the  Natrum  carb.  is  its  use  in  ill-effects  of  pum- 
n>er  weather  ;  this  is  ci>mmon  to  all  the  soda  salts.  We  find  Natrum 
carb.  indicate<l  when  there  is  a  great  deal  of  debility  oanse<l  by  the  heat 
of  summer,  |uirlicularly  when  the  patient  is  subject  to  chronic  headaches, 
which  are  worse  every  time  he  exi)Ortes  himself  to  the  heat  of  the  sun. 
Natrum  carb.  is  particularly  i-albnl  for  in  the  chronic  effects  of  sun>trtikc. 
It  may  have  been  )*ears  past  that  the  patient  was  overcome  by  the  hc:it ; 
and  now  with  the  return  of  hot  weather,  he  suflpps  from  heada<-h«^. 

Natrum  carb.  also  weakens  the  nervous  Hystem  in  another  direction. 
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We  find  it  exhibiting  great  debility,  which  h  marketl  witli  «v( 
tioD  OD  the  part  of  the  patient.  His  walk  l)ecoiiie8  iin*<tett«ly  ;  any  lillle 
obstruction  on  the  pavement  ctauf^eis  him  to  fall,  llh  unkicH  turn  in 
when  he  atteraj>ts  to  walk.  I  have  a  patient  in  go(xl  hwilth  who  \iaa 
had  five  fal!s  within  one  year,  and  for  these  nwidents  I  c«n  find  no 
reason.  The.**e  are  the  cas<«  that  require  u  remetly,  not  for  the  cflwH* 
of  the  full,  but  to  tone  up  the  Joints  or  niiiwlos.  Other  reme<lio»  bcHidm 
Natrnm  carb.  having  this  weakness  of  the  ankles  in  children  an-  StJ- 
phurie  acid,  Causticurjif  Sufphurf  unil,  perhaps,  Pimui  gyh'calnj*.  I 
mention  this  last  remedy  with  reserve,  for  while  it  \n\s  l>een  highly 
recommended  in  our  literature  for  weak  leg«,  it  has  failed  in  a  number 
of  cases. 

You  will  find  that  Natrura  carb.  will  relieve  soreness  of  thefwt,  and 
particularly  of  the  soles,  accompanied  by  swelling  of  those  parts.  You 
may  also  use  it  for  ulcers  on  or  about  the  heels  after  a  long  walk. 
This  symptom  brings  to  mind  a  {xx^uliur  ciroumstancH;  that  I  wuald 
like  to  mention.  Certain  reme<lies  have  an  afTinily  for  certain  part**  of 
the  bo<ly.  A  soldier  who  had  been  manhing  a  great  dcil  hml  two 
ulcers,  one  on  the  heel,  tlie  other  on  the  instep.  Nalrum  carb.  c^ired  tb« 
one  on  the  heel  but  not  the  one  on  the  instep,  which  was  aftrrwarda 
cured  by  Lycopodium.  Lxfcopodium  acts  on  the  instep  and  Natrum 
carb.  on  the  heel.  The  same  thing  you  note  all  over  the  body.  Tbrre 
arc  drugs  that  act  on  the  right  tonsil  and  not  at  all  on  the  left.  Yo« 
find  some  remedies  which  act  on  the  great  toe  and  not  at  all  oo 
others. 

On  muctms  membranes,  too,  we  find  Natrura  carb.  exerting  cofu«M]- 
erable  j>ower.  The  crude  drug  has  l>een  known  to  produtx*  in  work- 
men engager)  in  its  manufacture,  small  uh^ers  on  the  c^^orueu.  (jiven 
internally,  it  has  cured  small  otjrneal  ulcers  or  phlyctenules!,  with 
great  jdiotophobia  and  stinging  juiins  ;  particularly  are  tliuete  syroptoiM 
marke«l  in  scrofulous  children. 

The  catarrhs  curable  by  Natrum  carb.  arc  not  commonly  met  with, 
but  when  they  do  occur,  there  is  no  drug  that  catj  take  it.*«  yXnv*:^  Tbie 
coryza  is  fluent,  and  is  provoketl  by  the  least  draught  of  ttir,and  secn]»  to 
have  a  periodical  aggravuticm  every  day.  It  is  entirely  ri'licvtil  by 
sweating.  Chmnic  i«scs  of  nasal  catarrh  or  oziena  even  call  for 
Natrum  carb.  when  we  find  thick  yellowish-green  discharge  from  the 
nose,  or  hard  fcetid  lumps.  The  tip  of  the  nose  is*red,  the  skiu  pevU 
off!  You  find  not  infrequently  when  Natrum  carb.  w  indimtct],  that 
there  will   be  accumulation  of  mucus  in  the  posterior  nanus,  or  in  the 
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fir^T"'  tli^  morning,  cauHng  "litrnming"  an<l  hawking  until  it  is 
raised.     This  in  a  very  c5omiuon  &yniptom  in  all  the  alkalies. 

The  cough  (teems  to  have  its  aggravation  whenever  the  patient  enters 
a  warm  room,  iinil  is  attemltHj  with  purulent  grt'cn  spiiiuui  of  a  salty 
tartte.  Among  other  renioilies  which  have  this  cough  worse  in  a  warm 
room,  Bryonia  stands  foreraf«t. 

Natrutu  carh.,  as  I  have  already  told  you,  is  ol'len  used  in  the  tn^t- 
ment  of  eczema.  It  seems  to  liave  a  |iarticiilar  affinity  for  the  dorsa 
of  the  handb.  The  t^kin  there  becomes  rough,  dry,  and  chapped. 
Here  again  you  find  Sepia  oomjwring  well  with  Natrum  carb.,  being 
particularly  indiaitctl  for  this  form  of  eruption  when  there  are  little 
nUx'rs  alniut  the  juintsof  the  hands.  Natrum  carb.  also  cures  her|»elic 
eruptions  with  yellow  rings. 

On  the  genital  organs  Xatrum  c^rb.  has  some  efllcct.  Parlicnlarly 
do  we  find  it  indicateil  in  diseases  of  females,  when  there  is  pressure 
across  the  hyp<jgastrium  as  if  everything  was  being  pushed  out.  If 
you  make  an  examinalitMi  in  these  tiises,  you  will  tind  the  us  utrri 
indurated  and  misshapen.  There  is  considerable  congestion  of  a  passive 
kind  in  the  uterus,  causing  pulsation  there  during  and  after  coitus. 
The  extra  influx  of  blood  caused  by  sexual  erethism  brings  about 
this  pulsation.  The  leuwrrht^i  which  Xatrura  carb.  causes  is  thick  and 
yellow,  and  sometimes  has  a  putrid  odor,  and  ceases  after  urinating. 

There  h  another  use  you  may  make  of  Natrum  carb.,  and  that  is 
when  lal>or  |»ains  are  weak  and  cause  a  great  deal  of  angui^^h,  tremor, 
and  perspinition  with  ^x^ry  pain,  and  are  relieve*!  by  gentle  rubbing. 

We  also  find  Natrum  carb.  to  be  one  of  the  remedies  useful  for 
ex[>elling  mcilcs  or  the  products  of  a  false  conoeptioo. 


Natrum  Sllfhuricum. 

Natrum  Bulphuricun)  would  hai'dly  have  been  used  by  members  of 
oar  iichool  had  it  not  been  alluded  to  by  Grauvogl  as  the  central 
rerae<ly  for  his  hydrogenoid  constitution,  that  is,  a  constitution  which 
ieA»  every  change  from  dry  to  wet,  a  constitution,  too,  which  amnot 
tolerate  6ea  air ;  nor  can  (mtients  with  this  constitution  eat  plants  that 
thrive  near  the  water.  They  led  l)est  on  a  dry  day.  It  is  this  con- 
stitution in  which,  acc«»rtling  to  Grauvi>gl,  the  gtjnorrhfcal  poison  ia 
most  pernicious.  It  finds  here  the  richest  soil  in  which  it  m:iy  grow 
rank.  Therefore  he  claims,  that  if  gont>rrha»a  occurs  \i\  such  u  wnsti- 
tutioD,  to  cure  the  {mtient  not  only  of  the  lo(ail  gonorrheeal  discharge, 
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but  of  the  constitutional  eflrect«i,  the  constitution  must  be  ultcnxJ. 
he  does  with  two  remedies,  yatmm  Hulph.  and  Thvja. 

You  will  find  Natrum  sulph.  a«pecially  indicatefl  for  ailments  whi<h 
are  cither  aggravated  or  dependent  upon  dampness  of  the  wntthor,  or 
dwelling  in  damp  houses.  You  may  think  of  Natrum  sulph.  bI.-m*  iu 
the  sycotic  constitution  of  Hahnemann  or  the  hydrogenoid  of  Gmu  vt>gl. 
It  may  even  be  necessary  to  give  this  remedy  when  there  is  no  buU) 
or  urethral  discharge  to  be  seen. 

There  is  a  kind  of  phthisis,  not  a  true  tul>ercuhj8i9,  which  flpj»«irR  in 
those  who  have  this  constitution.  The  cough  is  attendeci  with  mu<'o- 
purulent  exjiectoration,  loud  rales  are  heard  through  the  durst,  ami  the 
seat  of  inflammation  seems  to  be  the  lower  lobe  of  the  left  lung.  Thf» 
patient  complains  of  pain  about  the  ninth  and  tenth  ril>s  on  the  Irft 
side. 

Natrum  sulph.  also  acts  on  the  stomach  and  abdomen.  It  prtxluce^ 
a  great  deal  of  flatulence,  belching  after  eating,  eructations  U*ing 
tasteless  or  sour.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  rumbling  of  wind  in  th« 
bowels,  particularly  in  the  right  side  of  the  abdomen,  probably  in  tin* 
ascending  colon.  We  find,  too,  a  stdmmte  jmin  in  the  ih*«vcaval  ivgimi, 
Iwcaupe  it  has  some  adion  on  that  jMirtion  of  the  intestinal  tract.  Ar^mi. 
ciatinl  with  this,  there  is  diarrhoea,  which  comes  on  regularly  in  ibe 
morning,  and  returns  quite  regularly  each  day.  Much  wind  is  pa*^ 
with  the  stools.  It  is  distinguished  fmni  Sulpbnr  by  this:  With 
Natrum  sulph.  the  diarrhoea  coniem  on  more  in  the  forenoon  aHcr  getting 
up,  whereas  with  Sulphur  it  hurri<»s  the  patient  out  of  ImxI. 

Natrum  sniph.  is  also  useful  in  affections  of  the  left  hifKJoint  fn 
patients  of  this  hydrogenoid  con«*titution.  The  juiina  arc  WMn«o  at 
night,  and  arouse  the  patir-nt  from  hh*«'p.  TIk-v  i^-nso  \\\i<i\  In  iun»< 
over  in  bed. 

StUihf/ia  is  useful  f>r  hip  di>H'a.s<-  in  -  .  omlary  or  in  inhvnl»-d  -      ' 
lis,  with  pains  in  and  through  tifu  tiip,  worse  at  night  tind  u<  r-. 
wet  weather. 


LECTURE  LXVII. 

NATRUM  MXJRIATICUM.

To-day  we  b^in  our  study  of  Natrum  muriaticum  or  commoxi 
table-salt.  This  has  always  been  held  up  to  us  as  an  opprobriam 
against  medicine,  and  as  a  confirmation  of  the  fallacies  of  homoeopathy. 
A  physician  once  said  to  me  :  "  What !  will  you  use  a  substance  whioh 
is  used  in  almost  every  food  and  call  it  a  medicine,  and  say  that  you 
obtain  good  effects  from  it?"  I  can  assure  you,  gentlemen,  as  I  assured 
him,  that  Natrum  mur.  is  a  nie<licine,  and  I  can  assure  you,  too,  that 
that  very  man  aAcrwards  became  a  warm  advocate  of  the  medicinal 
virtues  of  Natrum  muriaticum.  I  tell  you  that  when  you  potcntize  a 
drug  you  will  find  that  you  no  longer  have  to  dci)end  upon  the  ordi- 
nary laws  of  dietetics,  hygiene'or  chemistry,  but  you  step  into  a  realm 
which  is  distinct  from  the  laws  of  chemistry  and  of  physics.  Medi- 
cines are  then  no  longer  subject  to  the  coarser  laws. 

Natrum  mur.  was  re-proved  by  the  Austrian  pro  vers,  a  company  of 
physicians  who  made  heroic  provings  of  some  drugs,  some  of  tliem 
dying  from  the  effects  of  their  provings,  so  large  and  powerful  were 
the  doses  of  the  medicines  they  took.  One  of  the  provers,  whose  name 
I  have  forgotten,  said,  when  he  published  his  provings  of  Natrum 
mur.,  that  the  higher  potencies  of  the  drug  produ(?etl  the  most  symp- 
toms, and  these  symptoms,  moreover,  were  more  valuable  than  those 
produce<l  by  the  low.  It  is  true  of  Natrum  mur.  as  of  most  other 
drugs,  that  the  high  potencies  act  best. 

You  will  notice  on  the  board  that  I  have  placi-d  Ar(/entum  nilricum 
and  Apis  as  complementary  to  Natrum  mur.     Arf/entum  nitricum  holds 
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a  complementary  nlation  to  Natrura  mur.  It  alwi, at  tlrn«>,  :mu<ioT<'.. 
It  arts  as  a  chemical  or  as  a  dynannc  antidote  a(XN)riling  to  thf  qimntitr 
of  the  drug  taken.  The  relation  between  Apis  and  Natrum  mar.  i* 
particularly  evident  in  tlie  tnnitment  of  chills  and  fever,  an«l  >*kin  jiffV«- 
tions.  Salt  is  one  of  the  suhstances  used  to  antidote  the  |M)i.s4)notw 
cffecjta  of  l)ee-8tings. 

When  Natrum  mur.  has  been  abused  :is  a  coniliment,  Swc^t  j*pirih  of 
nitre  may  Ix*  use<]  as  a  succesanil  antidote.  Some  other  effects  of 
Natrum  mur.  are  antidotcd  by  Arsenicum,  and  still  others  by  Pfu)t' 
phonm.     I  do  not  now  recall  any  remedy  inimiiid  to  Natrum  mur. 

Natrum  muriaticura  or  Chloride  o(  Sodium  may  bo  consideretl  fir«t 
in  its  physiological  relations,  so  that  we  may  learn  something  of  iXA 
value  as  a  me<licinc.  It  enters  into  every  tissue  of  the  Ixxly,  eveii  into 
the  enamel  of  the  teeth.  Sjieakin^  now  physiolofficnlly,  it  l«  nTjardwI 
as  a  stimulant  to  the  various  tis-»ues  into  which  it  enters.  It  exists  in 
quite  considerable  quantities  iu  the  various  humors  of  the  eye,  partic- 
ularly in  the  aqueous  humor  and  crystalline  lens,  and  also  in  the 
vitreous  humor.  It  has  lieen  said  that  its  t^inction  here  is  to  pr»«5««Tve 
the  transjMirency  of  the  respective  tissues,  Virchow,  in  his  Patholoy*f, 
quotes  an  authority  who  gave  Chloride  of  .S«)dium  to  dogs  until  \w 
prcwluccd  opacity  of  the  rfy«tallinc  liiis.  irmrf,  on{:ira«(  imw  !»- 
produced  by  Nalrum  mur. 

Chloride  of  8<Klium  in  the  stomaoii  stimulate*  tligci^tiuu  and  thi&,  l«»»», 
within  the  l)ounds  of  physiology.  It  stimulates  digi'stion  in  various 
ways.  First,  it  promotes  the  flavor  of  food.  We  all  know  how  in- 
sipid certain  articles  of  diet  are  unless  sailed.  We  know  from  physi- 
ology that  if  a  substance  has  its  taste  enlianoed,  its  dig<'stibility  is  alsi 
iooreased.  That  which  is  agreeable,  digests  more  nadily  than  that 
wbid)  is  unsavory.  Salt  also  acta  on  the  stomach  itwlf  by  favoring  the 
secretion  of  ga-^trlc  juice.  Salt  acts  on  the  gland?-  pnKlucingan  increa**' 
in  the  glaiulular  set^etions.  Thus  we  find  it  acting  on  the  sudorifii' 
glands  and  also  on  the  mucous  glands. 

Schu*«ler  argut-s  that  salt  is  excreted  throii^-h  the  mucus.  Tliat  i- 
true.  Thereftirc  he  f<iys  that  as  salt  lias  a  lunction  here,  it  must  \*r  thr 
remedy  for  all  catarrhs.  That  is  too  sweeping  a  conclusion  for  so  lim- 
itcnl  a  premise.  It  is  true  that  if  you  examine  healthy  mucus  you  will 
find  that  it  contains  considerable  salt.  It  is  true  also  that  Chloride  of 
Sodium  produ<>ea  an  exccAsive  flow  of  normally  constituted  munis. 
From  this  you  may  take  a  useful  hint.  Wherever  you  fin<l  a  witarrh 
with  a  copious  secretion  of  clear  normal  mucus,  there  Natrum  nmr.  nau 
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come  in  as  a  remedy.  We  find  it  acting  also  on  the  scbac'eous  glands. 
These  little  glands  are  quite  numerous  in  certain  parts  of  thebtxly,  par- 
ticularly around  the  wings  of  the  nose  and  the  cheeks.  Their  function 
is  to  luhricate  the  skin.  Nalrum  mur.  stimulates  these.  The  skin  be- 
comes oily  in  appearance.  We  Dotic?e  this  particulaijy  in  the  face,  in 
the  scalp,  and  more  tfian  likely,  in  other  parts  of  tlic  body. 

Salt  also  has  a  stimulating  effect  on  the  nervous  system,  kcepinj;  up 
its  tone.  Muscular  tone  is  also  favored  by  the  presence  of  salt  within 
the  tissues  of  the  muscles.  This  brings  me  to  hint  to  you  that  common 
salt  may  be  used  as  an  external  application  in  weaknesses  of  the 
muscles  and  nerves  that  favor  deformities  of  the  limbs.  When  you 
first  notice  that  a  child  is  walking  on  the  side  of  its  feet,  or  when  you 
meet  with  a  case  of  post-di|>htheritic  paralysis,  you  may  use  friction 
with  salt  to  great  advantage.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  it  will  cure  all 
deformities,  for  some  arise  from  inflamraatinu  of  the  anterior  gray 
coroua  of  the  cord.  Chloride  of  Sodium  umnot  cure  then,  for  tliia 
trouble  is  due  to  organic  disease. 

Again,  we  may  fre(|uently  use  salt  in  the  form  of  the  sitz  bath,  for 
obstinate  amenorrhcea. 

We  tihall  frefjuently  find  Xatrum  nuir.  indiciited  when  the  bl(M>d  is 
im|>overi>rhed.  The  nutrition  of  the  whole  system  therefore  suffers. 
We  find  it  itidicated  in  anasraia,  particularly  in  anoBmia  provoked  by 
loss  of  fluids,  hence  often  with  women  who  suffer  from  menuirual  dis- 
ea.se  and  with  men  who  suffer  from  loes  of  semen.  We  shall  often  find 
it  indicated  io  scorbutic  states  of  the  system  when  the  patient  suffers 
more  or  less  from  scurvy.  It  is  quite  likely  that  the  prolonged  use  of  salt 
meat  is  a  common  cause  of  scurvy.  In  these  cases,  the  mouth  becomes 
soR',  ulcers  form  on  the  tongue  and  on  the  gums,  and  the  breath  has  a 
foetid  ixlor.  The  tongue  presents  a  mapinnJ  ap|>eanince.  This  symp- 
Umi  we  find  in  other  remedies, as  Araenwum,  liiiwt  tox,^  Kali  bicJiromi- 
cum  and  Taraxaitim. 

Again,  as  a  result  of  this  impoverishraent  of  the  blood,  we  find  the 
nervous  system  suffering  secondarily. 

Nat  rum  mur.  may  be  given  for  the  following  symptomatic  indica- 
tions :  The  {mticnt  is  emaciated,  and  this  emaciatioo  is  very  marked. 
The  skin  is  rather  \m\tA\  and  dry  and  of  a  yellowish  hue.  The  patient 
feels  greatly  exhausted  from  any  little  exertion  of  mind  or  b<xly.  On 
account  of  the  anaemia,  wo  have  the  circulation  readily  excited  so  that 
every  little  exertion  produces  throbbing  all  over  the  body.  The  patient 
suffers  frequently  from  palpitation  o^  the  heart,  and  this,  too,  is  excited 
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by  every  emotion.  It  is  often  (lescTil)C'<l  liy  iIk-  piifiiMJt  a^  a  HcriMition  as 
thougli  a  bird's  wing  were  fluttering  in  the  lefl  oliest. 

Mentally,  we  find  thewe  patient-s  sad  and  tearful.  Yoii  will  seldom 
find  Natruni  mur.  indi<3ated  in  chronio  nffix'tioim  nnicK**  there  is  this 
low-tipirited  condition  of  the  mind.  The  patient  seems  to  1)0  made  worse 
by  any  attempt  at  condolence.  Conflolatiou  may  even  make  lier  angry* 
This  tearful  condition  i8  accompanied  by  palpiuilion  of  the  heart  and 
intermittent  pulse.  Now,  this  intermittent  puif^'  does  not  nt*cc-«arily 
imply  organic  diacase  of  tlie  heart,  but  simply  a  nervously  w€ak 
heart. 

At  other  times,  you  will  find  the  patient  decideilly  hypoohondriaijal, 
just  as  we  have  already  found  with  Natrutn  carb.  This  hy|MK'hondri- 
aais  is  directly  associate<l  with  indigestion,  aa  in  Natrum  carb.  Bat 
there  18  this  difference:  With  Natrum  mur.,  the  remedy  under  consider- 
ation, this  !iypochondria.sis  keeps  step  with  the  degree  of  confilif*alinn. 
Dot  alone  with  the  indigestion,  as  in  the  other. 

In  a«ldition  to  thin  melancholy  mood  we  alwi  have  irritability  dt  v.  !- 
oped  by  Natrum  mur.  The  patient  becomes  angry  at  every  little  triit*-. 
He  stores  up  in  his  mind  every  little  real  or  imaginary  offence.  He 
wakes  up  at  night  with  palpitation  of  the  heart  and  can  not  go  to  sleep 
again,  because  past  unp!e:isant  events  mrcupy  his  mind. 

Now  in  these  mental  symptoms,  Natrum  mur.  run*  agjiinst  se\*eral 
drugs.  One  of  these  is  PafrnfifUiy  which  is  the  most  lachrymoe^e  n>medy 
of  our  materia  raeilica.  But  Pulsatilla  Inis  rather  a  tender,  yielding 
dispof^ition,  that  likes  consolation.  The  nioi-e  you  ctmflole  her,  the  bet- 
ter she  likes  it. 

Sepia  is  more  similar  to  Natrum  mur.  iliiin  is  Tulsatilla,  in  tiiat  In  mi. 
remedies  have  this  low-spirite<lne8s  and  vehement  angry  disposition 
combined.  Both  have  Indian-like  hatrcc]  of  those  who  have  injured 
them.  In  fact  the^e  remedies  are  complementary  to  each  other.  The 
Sepia  patient,  however,  has  marketl  iudiflTercnce  to  her  houi*ehi«M 
aflkira. 

The  patients  who  suffer  from  these  mental  symptoms  callintr  for  Na» 
trum  mur.  are  generally  chlorotic.  They  sutTer  from  leuco^^ythseroia. 
The  menses  are  often  lato  and  scanty  or  else  cease  altogether.  Wbeu 
the  raenscfl  have  not  entirely  ceased  and  are  scanty,  they  are  accoropa> 
nied  by  such  marked  symptoms  as  these  :  Decided  increase  of  the  nd- 
ness  Ijefore  menses ;  palpitation  of  heart  which,  loo,  is  apt  to  l>e  of  this 
fluttering  variety,  and  throbbing  headache,  which  headache  LiHitiooca 
pentisteutly  after  the  menstrual  i>eriod.     The  Natrum  mur.  patient  fra- 
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quently  suffers  too  from  uterine  ilisplaoomenfs.  She  has  quite  charao- 
toristically  proliipstis  uteri,  which  is  purticularly  induced  when  she  gets 
up  in  the  morning.  The  symptom  reads,  "  When  she  gets  up  ia  the 
morning,  ^he  must  sit  dowu  to  prevent  prolaphiis."  Tliia  in  a  func- 
tional diijcaae  altogether.  Tliere  is  no  organic  change  in  the  uterua^  but 
there  is  great  relaxation  in  the  ligaments  wliidi  support  that  organ.  As 
she  arisen  in  the  morning,  ix'laxed  instead  of  refreshed  after  her  night's 
sleep,  the  uterus  falls  and  she  has  to  sit  down  to  prevent  this 
dragging.  You  will  find  these  uterine  symptoms  accompanied  by  back- 
ache and  deoideil  spinal  irritation,  which  ia  greatly  relieved  by  lying 
flat  on  the  l>ack  or  by  pressing  a  pillow  firmly  against  the  back.  That 
I  have  eonfirratxl  over  and  over  again  for  Natrum  niur.  In  ad<lition, 
you  will  have  a  characteristic  symptom  of  the  bladder  that  is  jast  as 
often  present  as  is  the  prola|>sus  itself,  and  that  is,  cutting  in  the  urethra 
after  urination.  That  symptom,  I  have  seen  succe*rully  applied  many 
times.  Backache  and  morning  aggravation  are  symptoms  which  will 
aid  you  in  the  selection  of  Natrum  mur. 

Natrum  mur.  produces  a  headache,  worse  from  any  ase  of  the  mind. 
In  the  mornijig  on  awaking,  there  is  throbbing,  montly  in  the  forehiuid, 
a!4  if  from  many  little  hammers  beating  in  the  head.  This,  too,  is 
wort*  from  any  use  of  the  mind.  The  pain  is  so  severe  at  times  as  to 
make  the  {tatient  almost  maniacal.  With  this  kind  of  headache,  the 
tongue  is  dry  and  almost  clings  to  the  roof  of  the  mouth,  although  it 
may  look  moist  when  put  out.  There  is  great  thirst.  The  pulse  is 
almost  always  intermittent.  This  helps  you  to  distinguish  it  from  its 
complement,  Sepia,  which  has  a  similar  symptom.  1  do  not  want  you 
to  forget  that  sharp  headache  of  Sepia,  that  sharp  jxiin  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  brain,  ap|>arently  in  the  meninges,  shooting  upwaixls.  The 
patient  mn  bear  neither  light  nor  noise.  The  pain  is  usually  attended 
with  nausea  and  vomiting  as  a  secondary  symptom. 

Natrum  mar.  also  produce's  a  headache  simulating  that  of  Bryonia; 

sharp  stitching  about  the  head  and  sore  bruiseil  feeling  about  the  cyo- 

alls,  especially  when  the  eyi-s  are  moved.     I  may  say  that  these  Iteud- 

^aches  of  Natrum  mur.  are  particularly  eommou  in  school  children  at 

the  age  of  ten  or  eleven. 

Oalcarea  osirearum  is  also  a  good  rerae<ly  here. 

You  may  have  occasioo  to  use  Natrum  mur.  in  ciliary  neimtlgia, 
especially  when  the  pains  arc  periodical^  rcturuiug  from  sunrise  to  sun- 
aet,  being  worse  at  mid-day. 
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Spif/elia  is  a  drug  whioh  also  hjw  headaolie  or  ciliary  neuralgia,  ix>ming 
and  going  with  the  sun  and  worse  at  mid- day. 

Oelsemium  and  Glonoin  have  not  so  much  neuralgia  as  throbbing  in 
the  hcad»  which  grows  worse  and  worse  with  the  sun. 

Natrum  mur.  also  can»ea  headache  with  partial  blindness;  her**  •♦ 
reBembles  Kali  hichrtmiicum.  Iris  and  Catuttioum. 

Natnira  mur.  has  a  very  |X)werfiil  influence  on  the  various  |X)rtiomof 
the  eyes.  Now,  all  over  the  botly,  the  drug  produces  wcakiie?«  of  the 
muscle».  This  is  especially  manifest  in  the  musi^les  of  the  evefl.  The 
muflclea  of  the  lids  feel  stiff  when  moving  them.  I^tteni  blur  and  roo 
together  when  !(X»king  steadily  at  them,  as  in  rending.  Y«»u  <*ee  that 
there  is  marked  a>'theiiopiiu  Natrum  mur.  i&  especially  inditntt^d  whm 
the  internal  recti  muscles  are  affected.  Thene  a8thenoj)ic  symptonui 
depend  upon  a  general  break-down.  The  8pine  is  weak  and  irrifatw!, 
digestion  is  slow  and  imperfect,  and  nutrition  is  not  jls  rapid  or  tu*  <i»ni- 
plete  as  it  should  be. 

Another  form  of  eye  disease  in  which  Nntnim  nnir.  is  indicnte^I,  i» 
scrofulous  ophthalmia.  You  will  be  called  upon  to  ur<.*  the  drug  in 
such  cases  when  nitrate  of  silver  has  I^een  abused.  There  are 
smarting  and  bnrtiing  pains  and  a  feeling  as  of  sand  beneath  the  lid*. 
The  tc^rs  are  acrid  and  there  is  very  market!  spasmodic  closure  of  the 
eyelids.  You  can  hardly  force  the  lids  apart.  Ulcers  form  on  the 
cornea.  Tlie  eyelids  themselves  are  inflamed  and  agglutinated  in  the 
morning.  In  ad<lition  to  tht^seeye  symptoms,  these  scrofulous  children 
witti?r  from  eruptions  particularly  marke<l  at  the  border  of  the  hair. 
Scabs  foriD  on  the  scalp  and  from  these  there  oozes  a  corrosive  matter. 
There  are  moist  scabs  in  the  angles  of  the  liiw  and  wings  of  the  none, 
and  with  these,  emaciation. 

In  scrofulous  ophthalmia  you  should  compare  with  Natrum  mnr., 
Argentum  nitricum,  Arttenicum  and  Orophite». 

For  scalitt  in  the  corners  of  the  mouth  atjd  wings  of  the  nose,  com- 
pare AnV\i}uniiuni  orudum^  Graphites  and  CaiiMicum. 

Natrum  mur.  also  causes  half-sight.  Here  you  should  compare 
Auntm,  LiOiium  mrb.,  [jyoopodinm  and  Titaniunu 

Natrum  mur.  acts  on  the  mucous  membranes.  We  find  it  indicated 
in  catirrh  with  mucous  secretions  abnormal  in  quantity  rather  than  in 
quality.  This  hypersecretion  of  mucus  is  ac«'ompanii'd  by  paroxysma 
of  Hueezing.  Fluent  alternateK  with  dry  cr^ryza.  Every  exp(«*ure  to 
fresh  air  gives  tlie  patient  cold.  The  wings  of  the  nrtse  are  a(»t  to  be 
•ore  and  ^usilive.    There  is  almost  always  in  the  Natrum  mur.  catarrh^ 
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I088  of  smell.  Natrura  raur.  w  one  of  the  be«t  remedies  for  hawking  of 
mucus  from  the  throat  in  the  morning,  when  the  symptoms  call  for  no 
other  remeiiy. 

The  tonsils  are  often  very  r(\\.  Tlie  uvula  i-  ♦loii^utiti,  jirobuljly 
from  relaxation  of  its  muscles.  There  is  a  e«ji»-tant  jfi'ling;  as  of  a  plug 
in  the  throat.  The  patient  chokes  easily  when  swallowing.  The 
tongue  is  coated  in  insular  |>atche^. 

The  cough  arises  from  the  accumulation  of  clear  mucus  in  the  }>06te- 
rior  nares,  pharynx  and  larynx.  Of  course,  there  is  hoari»enes8. 
Another  form  of  cough  calling  for  Xatrum  mur.  is  ei»ugh  arising  fn>m 
tickling  in  the  throat  or  at  the  pit  of  the  stomach.  This  kind  of  cough 
is  accompanied  by  bursting  headache,  here  reminding  one  of  Bri/oma, 
and  sometimes  by  involuntary  spurting  of  urine  as  we  find  under  5a7/a 
and  Causticum,  and  often,  too,  by  .stitches  in  the  liver. 

Xatrum  mur.  has  markeil  action  on  the  male  genital  organs.  It 
causes  great  weakness  of  these,  giving  rise  to  seminal  emia$ion8  during 
sleep.  These  are  followed  by  debility  and  great  weakness.  The  geni- 
tal organs  are  grwitly  relaxed.  Wet  dreams  may  even  occur  after 
coitus.  That  may  seem  to  you  an  anomalous  symptom,  but  it  is  not. 
During  the  act  of  coitus,  ere<^'tions  are  not  ■>lroiig  and  the  ejaculation  of 
semen  is  weak  or  even  absent.  The  consei^uence  is,  there  is  not  an 
entire  emptying  of  the  seminal  vesicles.  There  is  still  irritation  re- 
maining there.  When  the  man  goes  to  sleep,  this  irritation,  by  reflex 
action,  excites  lascivious  dreams.  As  consequences  of  the  excessive 
seminal  loss,  we  find  backache,  night-sweat,  weakness  of  the  legs  and 
the  melancholy  which  is  characteristic  of  the  remetly.  Natrum  raur.  is 
not  alone  among  the  stxla  salts  iu  this  class  of  ailments.  Ndfriim  phas, 
M'as  proved  by  gentlemen  in  this  college.  They  had  seminal  emissions 
every  night.  At  first,  there  seemeti  to  be  erethism  with  lascivious 
dreams  but,  later,  emissions  took  place,  one  or  two  in  a  night,  without 
any  scneatiou  whatever.  These  were  followed  by  weakness  of  the  back 
and  by  trembling  of  the  knees,  which  felt  as  though  they  would  give 
way. 

You  will  find,  too,  that  gonorrhcea  is  curable  by  Natnira  raur.,  espe- 
cially when  chronii*.  The  discrharge  is  usually  clear  (it  may  be  some- 
times yellowish).  There  is  well-marked  cutting  in  the  urethra  after 
urination. 

Nutrition  is  greatly  imjmired  under  Natrum  mur.  as  I  have  already 
told  you.  Emaciation  is  mnrke<l  in  almost  every  t-aae  in  which  it  is 
the  similimum.     We  may  make  use  of  this  fact  in  children  who  suffer 
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IVom  marasmus  from  defective  nourishment.  They  are  thin,  particu- 
larly about  the  neck.  They  have  a  ravenous  appetite^  and  despite  thin, 
they  grow  thin,  at  Ipast  they  do  not  grow  fat.  Mere  you  find  it  com- 
parable with  lodiiiey  but  the  pe<?'jliar  emaciation  of  the  nwk  dij»pro|K«r- 
tionate  to  that  of  the  \nAy  is  suffident  to  distinguish  it  from  that  dm;*. 
In  addition  to  this  you  may  have,  at  times,  weli-marketl  thirst.  The 
child  craves  water  all  the  time.  This  is  what  the  laity  term  inwanl 
fever.  There  is  constant  heat  and  dryness  of  the  mouth  and  throat 
which  the  water  relieves.  If  there  is  constipation  when  Natrura  raur. 
is  the  remedy,  there  is  a  very  characteristic  st<tol,  hard,  dilliculi  '■  \ 

fissuring  the  anus,  and  as  a  wnseqiieiiee  there  is  blee«liug  with  t 
Of  course,  smarting  and  soreness  is  the  result  of  tJiis  laceration  of  the 
anus. 

Natrum  mur.,  like  the  other  salts  of  soda,  is  a  first-class  remedy  in 
the  treatment  of  dy8|>epsia.  We  find  it  indicated  when  farinaceoua 
food,  particularly  bread,  disagrees.  The  symptom  reuls,  "  He  is  avcn%e 
to  bread  of  which  he  was  once  fond."  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  crav- 
ing for  oysters,  fish  and  salty  food  or  for  bitter  things.  After  eating, 
the  patient  is  very  thirsty.  There  is  a  distressed  indcj^rribable  feiding 
at  the  pit  of  the  stomach.  This  is  relieved  by  tightening  the  clothing, 
just  the  opposite  to  LachcsU  and  TJcpiir^  anil  precisely  the  same  as  Ff»ono 
acid.  The  constipation  which  I  have  described  causes  hypochondriaaia. 
The  patient  is  low-spirited  and  ill-humored,  and  this  mental  condttioo 
seems  to  keep  pace  with  the  ilegrec  of  constipation.  When  fhe  l>oweU 
are  moved,  the  mind  is  relieved.  You  must  use  this  symptom  rationally. 
Those  who  have  been  accustome<l  to  taking  purgative  f  '"  '  will 
almost  always  feel  badly  if  their  Ixjwels  remain  costive  h".^  i  iho 

usual  time.  They  have  dull  headache,  nasty  taste  in  the  mouth,  etc^ 
and  when  the  bowels  move,  they  feel  lx»ttcr.  Here  Ntu-  voinicti  \a  the 
reme<ly.  It  is  not  often  that  undisturbed  constipation  produces  thi* 
condition  of  mind,  but  when  it  does,  Natrum  mur.  is  the  remedy. 

We  find  Natrum  mur.  indicated  in  affections  of  the  coarser  ti- 
for  instance,  of  the  skin.  I  have  already  tohl  you  how  it  affcci- 
fiebttceous  glands.  We  find  that  it  produees  urticaria.  The  itching  - 
very  annoying.  It  occurs  about  the  joints,  particularly  about  the  anklr^ 
Wheals  form  on  different  parts  of  the  body  and  thow*  itch,  smart  and 
burn.  Es{>eciaIIy  do  we  find  Natrum  mur.  indic^ited  when  thcM 
symptoms  accompany  intermittent  fever,  or  occur  aiVer  exposure  to 
damp  cold,  es|x>cially  at  the  seaside.     Exerciac  uakea  this  DettJi>«ttb 
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intolerably  worse.  Just  here  we  find  Xatnim  mur.  complementary  to 
Apis. 

Apis  is  an  excellent  remedy  in  the  treatment  of  urticaria,  but  it  is  not 
80  good,  I  have  found,  in  the  treatment  of  the  chronic  form  of  the  dis- 
ea.«*e.  Here  we  have  to  use  other  drugs,  as  Xatrum  mur.,  and  above  all 
Caloarea  ostrearum. 

There  is  anotlier  form  of  eruption  yet  to  be  thought  of  for  Natrum 
mur.,  and  that  is  herpetic  eruptions.  Thus,  we  find  particularly  char- 
acteristic of  Natrum  mur.,  what  are  called  hydroa-labialis.  They 
are  little  blisters  which  form  on  the  borders  of  the  lips  and  which 
accompany  every  marked  case  of  chills  and  fever  indicating  Natrura 
mur.  Tliey  are  akin  to  what  are  commonly  known  as  fever  blisters. 
HepaVf  Natrum  mur.  and  Bhus  <ar.,  are  the  remedies  which  have  this 
symptom  most  marked.  Arsenicum  also  has  it.  In  the  very  begin- 
ning of  these  cold  sores,  the  application  of  camphor  will  stop  the 
trouble.  If,  however,  they  are  well  advanced,  Hepar  relieves  them 
and  prevents  their  return.  Camphor  is  not  a  curative  remedy,  but 
Hepar  is. 

Herpes  circinatus,  a  variety  of  ring-worm,  calls  for  Natrum  mur. 
Other  remedies  for  this  trouble  are  Sepia^  Baryta  carb.y  and  Tellurium. 

Another  form  of  eruption  calling  for  Natrum  mur.,  is  eczema,  which 
appears  in  thick  scabs,  oozing  pus,  and  matting  the  hair  together,  a 
crusta  lactea  in  fact. 

Lastly,  I  come  to  speak  of  the  well-known  application  of  Natrum 
mur.  to  intermittent  fever.  There  it  shares  the  honors  long  accorded 
to  Cinchona  and  Arsenic.  Natrum  mur.  is  to  be  considered  when  the 
chill  comes  characteristically  between  ten  and  eleven  a.m.  The  chill 
begins  in  the  small  of  the  back  or  in  the  feet.  It  is  accompanied  some- 
times by  thirst,  and  by  aching  pains  all  over  the  Inxly.  Sometimes, 
urticaria  complicates  the  case.  Fever  is  usually  violent.  Thirst  in- 
creases with  the  heat.  The  headnche  becomes  more  and  more  throb- 
bing. So  severe  is  this  cerebral  congestion  at  times,  that  the  patient 
becomes  delirious.  By  and  by,  sweat  breaks  out  quite  copiously  and 
it  relieves  the  headache  and  also  the  other  symptoms.  This  is  the  chill 
curable  by  Natrum  mur. 

When  chill  occurs  at  10  a.m.,  as  a  result  of  hectic  fever  or  phthisis, 
Sfannum  is  to  be  used  and  not  Natrum  mur. 
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BORAX  VENETA. 


Stapliisagrla,  Mercurins.

Borax  is  the  bilK)rate  of  soda.  As  a  nicdicino^  it  won  its  firvt  laurels 
io  the  nursery,  where  it  has  hmg  hten  used  in  the  treat ravnt  of  nan 
uipplc^  and  children's  .sore  motitli.  Like  all  |x>i)ular  riMiioiIi<.'«i,  it  has 
V»€en  greatly  abused.  Homteijpalhy  has  rescued  it  from  the  nur-<rv 
and  now  offers  it  to  the  profession  as  a  medicine  of  great  value,  t» 
when  it  may  and  when  it  may  not  be  ustnl.  Underlying  llii»*  -";• 
mouth,  which  seems  to  l>e  the  keynote  for  the  use  of  Borax,  ib  a  svhit  lu 
or  constitution  which  will  permit  of  the  soi^  mouth,  that  if,  an  illy- 
nourished  system.  Thus  the  infant  becomes  pale  or  of  an  «arlhy  hue, 
its  flesh  grows  soft  and  flabby;  it  cries  a  great  deal  when  it  nfir 
screams  out  during  sleep  and  awakens  clinging  to  its  mother  i 
frightened  by  a  dream.  The  child  is  excessively  nerv(>us,  ao  much  so, 
that  the  slightest  nol^,  the  mere  ruffling  of  paper,  or  a  di^'tant  heavy 
noise,  will  amuse  and  frighten  it.  This  nervous  excitability  (piu)i6e» 
the  pains.  For  instance,  in  the  earache,  you  will  find  that  eaHi 
paroxysm  of  pain  causes  the  child  to  start  nervously.  This  earaclie  is 
accomj>anie<l  by  soren»-s.s,  swelling  and  heat  of  the  ear,  juHl  aa  yoo 
find  in  BcUadonimy  PuUatiila  and  ChamomlJa,  There  ia  a  mQ<!ouA  or 
muco-purulcnt  otorrho^ii.  Borax  is  diHtingnishe<l  from  the«e  similar 
remedies  by  this  character  of  llie  nervousness,  this  starting  with  the 
pain  or  with  slight  noises,  by  the  paleness  of  the  faiv  an«l  above  all  by 
another  well-proved  symptom,  the  child  dreails  a  downward  motion. 
Thu>«  if  the  little  one  is  soundly  asleep  in  its  mother's  arm»  and  she 
makes  the  attempt  to  lay  it  down  in  its  crib,  it  gives  a  »>tart  and  awaken«i. 
If  she  attempts  to  carry  it  down  stairs,  it  will  cling  to  ber  u  if 
afmid  of  falling.     This  muM  not  be  confoundinJ  with  the  excitability 


of  other  medicines  as  Chamomilla  aixl  Belladonna.  It  is  not  the 
motion  that  awakens  the  child.  The  child  will  not  awaken  if  it  is 
moved  without  any  downward  motion.  It  must,  then,  be  the  down- 
wanl  motion  that  arouses  it.  The  nnison  for  thin  is,  that  the  child  is 
suffering  from  cerebral  ansomia  and  this  downward  motion  oauM^a  (aeU 
log  as  though  it  were  going  to  fall.  This  symptom  may  aUo  be  utilised 
in  adults,  as,  for  example,  in  the  caseof  invalids  who  have  been  ordered 
to  take  horseback  rides,  hut  who  cannot  do  so,  because  when  the  horse 
lets  them  down,  they  feel  as  if  they  were  in  torture.  You  will  also 
find  that  ladies,  at>cr  some  exhausting  disease,  cannot  use  a  nx-king- 
chair,  bectiuse  when  they  rock  backwards,  they  feel  as  if  they  would 
tumble. 

•  The  digestion  in  the  Borax  ca«»e  is  impaired,  as  you  might  infer  from 
the  defective  nutrition.  Colic  precedes  the  diarrhcea,  in  the  chiM  I  am 
describing.  The  sUwls  are  usually  green,  or  they  may  be  soft  and 
yellow,  but  they  always  contain  mucus.  Here  you  have  another  illus> 
trution  of  the  affinity  of  Borax  for  rauc«.nis  membranes.  Aphthous 
inflammution  of  the  mouth  appears  as  a  cijuo^mitant  of  the  diarrhcea. 
Aphthfe  form  in  the  |K»nchcs  on  the  inside  of  the  cheeks,  on  the  tongue 
and  in  the  fauces.  The  mouth  is  hot,  which  the  mother  notices  when 
the  child  takes  hold  of  the  nipple.  The  mucous  niembnme  arounil 
these  aphthie  bkcnls  easily.  The  child  let.*  go  of  the  nipple  and  cries 
with  pain  and  vexation,  or  else  refuses  the  bi'east  altogether. 

Similar  to  Borax  are  the  following  remedies:  First,  Bryonia  ;  this 
remedy  has  caused  and  has  cuit^  infants'  w)re-inouth.  But  tht*  charao 
teristic  symptom  in  Bryonia  is  this :  The  child  i-^ifuses  to  nurse  or  makes 
a  groat  fuss  about  it,  but  so  soon  as  its  mouth  is  mois(ent*<l,  it  takes 
hold  of  the  nipple  and  nurses  energetically.  Is  not  this  in  keeping 
with  the  character  of  Bryonia?  Those  of  you  who  know  anything  of 
that  drug  will  remember  how  dry  the  mouth  is,  and  how  devoid  of  secre- 
tion is  the  mucous  tract.  Hence,  when  the  mucous  meujbrane  of  the 
mouth  is  moistened  the  child  nurses  at  once. 

Mercunm  comes  in  as  a  sul)etitute  for  the  Bomx  when,  with  the  sore 
mouth,  there  is  very  often  salivation.  Water  dribbles  from  the  child^s 
mouth.  The  diarrhcea  Is  accompanied  by  welUmarked  tenesmus. 
These  are  sufficient  distinctions  between  Mercury  and  Borax, 

Again,  you  must  remember  a  forgotten  remedy  and  that  is  ^Ethusa 
cyiutjjiumj  or  the  fiiol's  parsley.  This  is  to  be  preferred  when  the  colic 
and  crying  are  aooompanied  by  the  violent  vomiting  clmructerisiic  of 
tbia  drug. 
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Another  remwly  is  Arum  Irlphtjtium.  Tlii.i  is  rwwlily  ilivlin.-ui^ji.^! 
from  Borax  hy  ihe  violent'e  of  the  .symptoms.  The  inflainm  in -n  •! 
the  mouth  is  exeec<lingly  violent  and  is  acx'ompanied  by  Hmn.  -  uhl 
scabs  arounil  the  mouth  ami  nostrils. 

Another  cM)mmon  baby  symptom  in  the  Borax  case  is  that  the  infant 
screams  before  urinating.  The  urine  when  paased  is  hot  and  has  a  pe^ 
culiar  pungent  fcDtid  rnlor.  Now  this  is  not  to  be  confounrled  with 
gravel,  which  is  not  uncommon  in  little  chiklrcn  and  which  will  call 
for  SarsafKirUla,  Lijcopodiumy  Benzoic  acid,  etc.  ;  but  it  is  the  equiva- 
lent of  the  inflammations  of  other  mucous  membranes,  so  that  it 
compares  with  AconUef  Ccinihari^  and  another  excellent  baby  n  '  ' 
Pdrrmdinum.  Do  not  forget  this  last-named  drug.  It  is  not  - 
mentioned  in  our  materia  medicas,  yet  it  is  an  excellent  remedy.  You 
should  give  PdrowHnnm  for  conditions  very  similar  to  tho«?  callii^ 
for  Borax  when  there  is  sudden  violent  urging  to  urinate.  It  may  be 
indicated  even  in  gonorrhoja  when  this  sudden  urging  is  present. 

Passing  from  child  to  adult,  we  find  that  although  the  aphthous  coo- 
dition  is  still  n)ariter,  we  still  have  many  of  the  other  symptoms  of  Borax, 
the  same  difficulty  in  digesting  focnl,  the  same  weaknctis,  anil  the  mueoas 
membranes  still  the  point  of  attack.  We  find,  for  instance,  the  con- 
junctiva, particularly  the  palpebral  portion,  aliecttKl  by  Borax,  giving 
you  soreness  especially  marked  along  the  l>orders  of  tlje  lid!<.  The  eye- 
lashes grow  inwards  instead  of  outwards,  and  irritate  the  eyeball.  Yoa 
should  remember  it  as  a  reme<ly  which  will  sometiuics  help  in  trichtaski 
or  "  wild  hairs  "  and  here  you  should  compare  it  with  GraphiU^. 

The  nostrils  ulcerate  in  the  Borax  cafte,  causing  a  great  deal  of  sore- 
ness, j>ain  and  swelling  of  the  tip  of  the  nose. 

On  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  throat,  we  find  Borax  having  an 
action,  being  indicated-,  like  all  tlie  soda  salts  ^^^  accumulatioo  of  mums 
there.  But  umler  Borax,  this  mucus  is  tough  and  difficult  of  detach- 
ment. 

The  leucorrho^  of  Borax  is  clear,  copious  and  albuminous.  Lik« 
all  the  other  eecretiona  of  Borax,  this,  too,  has  an  unnatural  warmth 
or  heat  to  it. 

The  action  of  Borax  on  the  lungs  must  not  be  forgotten.  We  find 
it  indicated  when  there  is  cough  which  is  accompanieti  by  sharp  sticking 
pain,  worse  through  the  up[>er  part  of  the  right  cheat.  So  »harp  are 
tb«6e  pains  that  they  make  the  [>atit'nt  catch  his  breath.  The  expecto- 
ration has  a  sort  of  musty,  mouldy  odor.  You  can  often  use  Bitrax  iu 
lung  troubles  and  eveu  io  phthisis  wheu  these  symptoms  are  prcsieoL 
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Lastly,  \vc  have  to  mention  a  few  symptoms  of  the  skin.  The  skin 
is  unhealthy;  every  little  cut  or  scratch  suppurates  readily.  There  is 
itching  of  the  skin,  particularly  on  the  backs  of  the  fingers,  here  being 
something  akin  to  the  dorsal  eczema  of  Nati-um  carb.  Little  ulcers 
form  about  the  joints  of  the  fingers. 

The  best  remedy  we  have  for  these  small  ulcers  about  the  joints  is 
Sepia. 

Lastly,  Borax  has  been  used  in  erysijielas  of  the  face,  particularly  of 
the  checks.  The  distinctive  character  of  the  drug  is  a  feeling  as  though 
there  were  cobwebs  on  the  face. 

I  would  advise  you  to  caution  your  nurses,  if  you  can  do  so,  not  to 
use  powdered  borax  every  time  the  child  has  a  sore  mouth.  It  may  do 
harm,  if  it  is  not  indicated.  I  think  that  I  have  noticed  after  this  use  of 
the  drug,  tliat  the  bowels  suffer,  and  the  child  grows  paler  and  dwindles 
rapidly,  which  it  did  not  do  before  the  meddlesomeness  of  the  nurse. 


LECTURE  LXIX. 


SALTS  OF  POTASH. 


ToXfCOl/XJiCALJ.Y,  potash  may  be  of  some  interest  to  you,  when,  W 
awidi'jit,  caustic  pota^li  is  Bwalloweil.  It«  great  aflinity  for  water,  rnakcts 
it  attack  thp  tissues  with  great  avidity,  produriiij^  v«?ry  rlitp  c?<*harf>tic 
effects.  It  has  more  power  to  |>enetrate  the  tifisuc*  than  have  acme  of 
the  other  causti<^,  nitratf  of  silver  for  iu5«tance,  liem-e  it  lias  l>een  m^lected 
aBthecauHtie  for  use  wlien  it  is  desired  to  n?ach  far  into  liie  parenchyma 
of  a  part;  bb  in  the  treatment  of  carhiincle,  when  a  large  portioo  of 
tissue  has  become  gangrenous  and  a  slough  must  be  produced,  canstic 
potash  is  used.  The  tissues  tJiu*  acted  u[Min  have  a  gjreasy  apfiearance, 
which  is  due  to  the  formation  of  a  soap  made  fivnn  the  combination  of 
the  fats  with  the  pota^ii.  Thus  it  diflers  materially  in  itA  action  from 
the  mineral  acids,  which  make  the  tissues  dry  and  dark,  alm<»!*t  like  a 
mass  of  tinder. 

When  swallowed  by  accident,  for  it  is  seldom  use<l  for  suicidal  pur- 
pases,  the  effects  of  cau>*tic  jM>tash  are  violent.  It  causes  such  virdent 
contraction  of  the  stomach  that  what  little  of  it  gets  that  fur  is  imme- 
diately ejected  by  violent  vomiting.  If  the  amount  of  cnu«tic  taken  it 
sufficient,  it  causesa  brownish  film  over  the  mucous  mcnibnuu*,  «»rth«*re 
may  be  spots  here  and  there,  in  the  mouth  and  throat  which  arc  tlcnud*^! 
of  their  epithelium.  The  inflammatory  process  may  incn?nse  to  «ich 
an  extent  that  these  spots  ulcenite,  and  as  they  heal  tiicy  form  cir-ritnVial 
tissue  with  the  subsef|uent  unfortunate  contraction  and  strictun:  of  tiui 
part. 

The  antidotal  treatment  to  such  aocidents  is  both  chemical  and 
mec*hanica1 ;  chemical  to  relieve  the  effects  of  the  drug,  and  mechanical 
to  relieve  the  trouble  that  remains.  Vinegar,  Icmon-juicx?  and  larp? 
draughts  of  mucilaginous  drinks  are  mostly  relied  upon  to  relieve  tbt 
acute  fyraptoms  of  this  p(»l*oning. 

But  there  are  many  cases  of  slow  poisoning  with  the  potash  salts, 
particularly  when  our  allopathic  friends  use  bromide  of  pcitaflsinm  so 
extensively.  We  therefore  have  the  chronic  effectn  of  this  to  treat, 
TIm>^«'  tnav  reciuire  to  antiihttf  flufn-    TLii'ir,  uKIrli  in  an  Hiifl«hif»»  tn 
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the  metalft  in  general;  Sulphur^  and  other  remedies  may  be  cnllwl  fur 
acfortling  to  the  symptrmis  present. 

It  !>aft  l^een  <k'terrnlrie«l  hv  oxjkTiments  on  mammals,  that  pot^tsh,  }>ar- 
ticiilarly  the  carlMinute,  acts  puralyxingly  on  the  muj^cles.  This  actHjimta 
for  the  general  woakneKs  whioh  t>elnngs  lo  all  poljisih  preimrations. 
This  priralyzing  efft-^-t  is  very  manifest  in  the  case  of  the  heart  mnsrlo, 
which  l)ecome8  early  aft*ecte<l  in  poisoning  with  potash,  the  animal 
eventually  dying  with  the  heart  in  diastole,  that  is,  the  heart  is  widely 
(lilattti  at  the  moment  it  ceases  to  boat.  With  this  hint,  you  would 
expect  to  find  |)otaAh  saltw  of  une  in  great  musi-ular  wcjikneMt,  in  what 
has  been  terme<l  panwis,  such  exhansiitui  a8  acc<^n>panies  oonvalesoence 
from  protracte*!  disease  as  typhoid  fever. 

We  have  it  on  the  authurity  of  Dr.  Mrrm-;  inii  mtishroom<*  contain 
a  large  iwrrenfage  of  pota.sh,  and  are  therefore  to  be  recommended  ad 
an  article  of  diet  in  casc«  of  exhaustion. 


Kau  Bromatitm. 

The  first  potash  preparatl<»n  we  will  ifmsiiler  is  Kali  Bromufum  or 
IJrcaiide  of  Pota^ium.  We  fiml  that  this  drug  is  antJ<loted  by  He^mr 
mainly.  It  has  some  few  an&logotis  or  concordant  romtxlie^,  Ambra 
f/rith'n^  HijoHoynmuM^  Stntmouium^  Tnrmtuln  and  Mygnlc, 

Bromide  of  Potn.«8ium  arts  mainly  upon  the  nervous  system  and  actji, 
t(K),  in  two  oj>^>osire  directions.  Primarily  it  decreases  n*Hcx  action; 
»e«.M>ndarily,  it  depreswes  the  mind.  This  projwrty  of  the  drug  lo 
f  inotlify  reflex  action  has  led  to  iti«  extravagant  use  in  the  tn'atment  of 
tpilepy.  It  is  givrn  in  pr<»gre.ssively  increa^ting  tloses  unlit  the  system 
18  affectetl  by  what  is  known  as  broniism.  When  the  system  has  Ih>- 
jorne  s:iturate<l  with  the  drug,  then  it  is  discontinue*!  for  awhile.  The 
Srst  effect  of  the  drug  seems  to  t>e  to  iniTirasf  n'fh'x  action,  particularly 
n'flex  motor  action,  and  it  is  on  this  qimlityof  the  Bromide  of  Potassium 
that  U»e  allopath  bashes  his  prescription.  Every  little  disturbun(«  in 
the  periphery  of  the  nerves,  every  little  alteration  in  the  function  of  an 
organ,  is  at  once  reflected  to  the  nervous  ct'utres,  and  pnicJuces  some 
other  disturbance,  cither  an  un<'onifortablc  sensjitiun,  twitching  of  mus- 
ch^,  anxiety,  heatlache,  or  even  aksolute  convidsions.  This  is  tlie  first 
condition  of  the  Bromitlc  of  Potassium.  You  know  that  this  is  the 
starting  point  of  alnjost  all  convulsions.  Witncs*  for  in^ttance,  a  case 
of  i'<*him|>sia,  where  th«^  pres.sun*  of  the  child  on  some  of  the  nerves  in 
the  pelvis  or  agaiiL^t  an  undilating  os,  caucus  spasms;  or  still  aootlicr 
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caso,  where  some  iudigastlble  fiiibstancc  in  the  Rtomach  producxs  ooq> 
vuIsionR.  This  rcuiiiuirt  you  at  otic<e  of  Stranioniufn,  in  which  a  |jri|^hl 
light,  by  afft'cliiig  the  retina,  reflects  the  irritation  U^  ilin  braiu  aad 
caiiHCH  convuUions. 

As  a  result  of  this  oversetiHitiven&<8  to  external  impre^ioni^,  we  have 
quite  a  iHinihcr  of  diaraeterisiicd  of  the  Brouiiile  of  PoUihwiunj.  Many 
of  these  aitr  symptoms  of  the  «lnj^  oalliuy;  for  its  exliibilion  iu  acute 
mania,  when  there  are  slceplesftuc^iifi  and  Mrange  imaginations.  'Hie 
pMticnt  imagines  that  lie  will  be  poisoned ;  thai  he  is  purNue^l  by  worae 
demon  ;  that  he  is  liated  by  every l>otly,  or  that  his  honor  U  at  stake. 
Some  such  imjiression  acts  on  the  mind  irresistibly,  and  4'aU'^e»  him  to 
report  to  violent  [jrocedures  ;  thus,  lie  will  try  to  commit  suicide  io 
or<lcr  to  avoid  the  supposed  danger.  All  this  time,  the  pupils  are 
dilutetJ,  and  llie  face  briglu  retl  and  expres^^ive  of  angtiish  and  fear. 
The  body  trembles,  and  the  muscles  twitch  in  various  j>art»  of  the  bcjdy. 
You  see  how  this  resembles  HyoHcyavxiis^  both  lieing  parallel  remediea 
in  this  form  of  disease. 

Kali  bromatum  has  also  acted  very  well  in  the  night-terrors  of  cbil* 
dren,  when  from  ovcrexeitcment  of  the  brain,  whether  it  lie  reflex  from 
dentition  or  worms,  or  even  from  affection  of  the  brain  itself,  the  child 
shrieks  out  in  its  sleep,  and  if  old  enough,  will  i-onjplain  of  ^et-iog 
hol)gobliu«,  ghosts,  or  something  of  that  kind.  K\en  when  that  xym[»- 
tom  occurs  in  imi>ending  dropsy  of  the  brain,  Bromide  of  f\.t  i  -slmn 
may  be  the  reme<iy. 

Wc  have  another  condition  calling  for  Kali  bromatum,  and  this  seintis 
to  Imj  an  irritiibility  of  the  nerves,  not  only  of  the  bniin,  but  of  the 
whole  l>ody.  This  irritability  is  expressetl  \yy  the  following  symptom : 
The  patient  is  nervous,  and  cannot  sleep,  and  feels  letter  when  eugagrd 
at  some  work.  He  is  cither  busy  playing  with  his  fingers,  or  he  i« 
walking  about,  or  in  some  way  <xi'uj)ying  his  min<l  or  IwwJy  in  nome exer- 
tion ;  then  he  feels  bettor.  Simple  slecph^sness  will  not  l»c  relievtjd  by 
Kali  bromatum,  unless  there  is  this  relief  fmm  activity  or  motion. 

In  this  respect  I  fiml  it  similar  to  lareutuin,  which  also  ha^  tJiis 
Irritation  of  the  periphery  of  the  nerves  relieve»l  by  exercise  and  by 
rubbing.  The  patient  plays  with  her  drrss,  or  with  her  watch -<liain, 
as  if  to  work  off  this  over-irritation  of  the  peripheral  uervfs*.  Kveii  in 
the  OBM  of  the  headache  of  this  remetly,  the  patient  rutto  (he  beoul 
against  the  pillow  for  relief. 

Another  renmly  which  is  similar  to  Kali  bmraatum  in  tiiis  over-ex- 
citability, is  .'iJA^m  (fruicaf  which  has  this  same  scnsitivenistct  to  exier- 
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nal  impressions,  the  slij^h test  influence  causing  exoiternont  and  difficulty 
in  breathing.  Amhra  grisea,  however,  almost  always  has  some  sort  of 
vertigo  associated  witli  its  other  symptoms.  It  is  a  very  quick-acting 
drug. 

Conversely  to  thia  primary  action  of  Kali  bromatum,  we  have  an- 
other, one  of  great  depresHion  of  the  cerebro-spinal  nervoua  system. 
Thus  we  find  it  producinj^  absolute  h>ss  of  memory.  The  patient  can- 
nut  remember  word^  particularly.  AsstH'iatctl  with  thia  symptom,  we 
find  a  distressing  melancholy  ;  everything  looks  dark  and  gloomy.  He 
carft*  nothing  for  anybiKly  or  for  his  owupation.  This  condition  of 
things  often  follows  excesses  in  venery,  in  wiiich  ca-se  Kali  broiuatnru 
is  an  excellent  remedy. 

There  is  also  a  sort  of  ataxia  devcluped.  The  pariont  <eetns  to  be 
unable  to  manage  his  U*gs  as  he  should.  There  are  numbness  an<l  ting- 
ling in  the  legs  and  in  the  spine;  this  symptom  being  accompanie<l,  in 
the  first  stages,  by  an  increase  in  the  sexual  appetite,  but  as  the  case 
advances  it  is  associate<l  with  absence  of  ereclii>u  and,  too,  frecjuent 
nightly  emission  of  semen,  thus  iucrea.>»ing  the  melancholy. 

You  will  ^m\  Bromide  of  Potiissium  indicateil  for  business  men  wlio 
have  worked  long  and  hard,  who  have  ]>oreil  over  difficult  pri)blem3 
until  they  have  this  dizzine&s  this  staggering  when  they  walk,  anil  this 
benumbed  feeling  in  the  brain.  It  was  only  yesterday  that  I  pnrscribe<l 
it  for  a  business  man  on  Third  Street,  who  has  l)een  working  himself 
almost  to  death.  I  expect  that  it  will  relieve  him  promptly  and  effect- 
ually. He  said  tliat  when  he  had  been  working  at  his  IxHiks  he  would 
get  a  numbness  In  the  back  of  the  heiid,  and  a  certain  indescriljtd)l© 
lerrifiLtl  feeling,  as  though  he  was  going  to  lose  his  senses.  Good  re.*ults 
might  also  be  obtnine<]  in  this  case  by  the  gidvanic  current,  the  }M)sitive 
electriMle  Ixin^  applieil  to  the  cervical  region  and  the  negative  on  the 
vertex.     But  Kali  hromatum  will  give  a  more  permanent  relief. 

Now,  a  wonl  about  Kali  bromatura  as  an  anti-epileptic  reme«ly.  I 
do  not  believe  that  it  ever  curwl  epilepsy.  In  almost  all  cases  in  which 
it  has  been  given,  it  has  not  cured  but  simply  suppresscil  the  disease, 
and  thus  has  produced  a  worse  condition  than  the  one  previoasly  exist- 
ing, namely.  Imbecility. 

Kali  bromatum  produces  hsions  of  the  skin.  Its  long-continued  use 
gives  rise  to  little,  hard,  dark  red  papules  on  the  face,  surrounde«l  by 
little  vesicles,  and  ending  in  suppurati<»n.  We  may,  therefore,  use  the 
drug  in  arne,  particularly  that  resulting  frum  niiisturUition. 

Another  form  of  eruption  which   the  Kali  bromatum  produces  is  a 
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livid  blotch  na  large  as  one's  thiirubrmil,  covert^d  wilh  saUw,  am]  htLV» 
ing  in  its  centre  a  yellowl'^h  api^earance  as  if  it  were  supi^umtinji.  Afiet 
awiiile  it  does  suppurate  xmd  discharge,  leaving  a  central  diiirr»*»ii»a, 
something  like  that  of  the  smull-pox  pustule. 

Still  a  third  form  of  eruption,  is  an  ec»>nia  which  evitlently  aritet 
from  the  action  of  Kali  hroniiituni  tm  the  scbai^court  or  *nd<»rifrroiif 
glands,  causing  an  alwc^ss  in  each  of  thcjsc^and  developing  a  jhtmIv  erup- 
tion. 

Kali  Hvdriodicum. 

The  Iodide  of  Potassium,  or  Kali  hydriodicura,  (hie»  not,  like  the 
Bromide  of  Potassium,  act  on  the  higher  tisisues  of  the  Ixnly.  It  Metnt 
to  affect  more  the  lowest  tissues,  as  the  fibrous,  acting  purtlcidarly  on 
the  periosteum  and  the  connective  tissue  wherever  they  may  Im  found.  It 
attacks  the  nervous  tissues  ultimately,  probably  by  involving  the  D«a- 
rogHa.  The  tend«'iiey  of  the  drug  is  to  prcwluci'  infillratitm,  x»  that 
when  it  is  thoroughly  indicated  you  will  almost  always  lind  an  ir-lema- 
tons  or  infiltrated  state  of  the  part  affccte«l.  Some  of  the  8ym|itonu 
pro<iuoed  by  Irxlide  of  Potassium  arc  due  dinvtiy  to  the  I«»<linr  which 
it  contain").  For  instanw,  what  is  known  as  itHline  intoxii^tion  may 
be  develo|>cd  by  the  drug.  The  }>atient  exhibits  a  great  deal  of  aoxietT 
alK)ut  the  heart,  the  face  is  flushed,  the  head  ia  hot,  and  the  patient  very 
talkative ;  in  fact,  he  acts  pretty  much  the  same  as  would  a  man  under 
the  partial  iniluence  of  lirjuor. 

The  headache  which  Kali  hydriotlicura  causes  is  one  of  the  external 
head,  probnbly  from  the  action  of  the  drug  on  the  apr.i  '       "    !i« 

occi  pi  to-frontal  is  muscle,  because  thei-e  appear  hartl  bn   ^  !••« 

on  the  scalp  and  these  pain  excessively.  This  may  be  a  remote  symp- 
tom of  syphilis  or  of  mereurialization,  or  it  may  api)ear  in  a  |iatieot 
with  the  rheumatic  diathesis. 

Ill  uffections  of  the  eyes  Kali  hydriodicum  is  called  for  fvrincipallr 
by  the  violence  of  the  symptoms,  especially  in  syjihilitic  iritis  after  the 
abuse  of  mercury.  Now,  if  mercury  hits  not  beeii  alvusM.'d,  I  do  not 
consider  the  L^lide  of  Potassium  to  be  the  best  remedy.  ^  there  is 
any  lK?st  rcmt^ly  for  iritis  it  is  MemLnus  corrosii'iu.  We  mar  al*o 
use  Kali  hydriodicum  for  inflammation  involving  both  choniid  and 
iris,  the  rt*sult  t)f  syphilis.  More  externally  we  find  pu-^tMlnr  kcmtifK 
with  chemosis,  es{)ecially  after  the  abuse  of  mercur\ 

Coming  next  to  the  nose,  we  have  the  followiiv: 
Iodide  of  Potaasinm :  Corywi  or  catarrh,  tK^urriug  «.  ^  ,         i!* 
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who  have  been  inercurializod ;  every  little  cold  or  exjioFure,  or  every 
damp  day  causes  the  nose  to  l^ecome  red  and  swollen ;  an  acrid  watery 
discharge  flows  from  it,  and  the  eyes  sninrt  and  lachrrmatc,  atid  beoomo 
puffed.  The  patient  is  alternately  chilly  and  hot,  the  urine  Is  high- 
colored  (oA  the  patient  expresses  it)  and  scanty,  and  there  is  usually 
some  sore  throat.  Every  exposure  provokes  a  return  of  these  eym|>- 
tomn. 

Kali  hydriodicum  also  cures  this  tliin  excoriating  nasal  discharge 
when  it  api>CAra  aa  an  inheritance  from  syphilitic  parent*.  The  oftena 
which  it  cures  is  either  scroftilmip,  syphilitic,  or  mercuriul,  or  a  comhi- 
nation  of  all  of  these.  The  discharjre  may  be  either  thiu  and  acrid,  or 
elae  thick,  green,  and  offensive,  and  attended  with  burning  sensation  in 
the  nose  and  even  perforation  of  the  nasial  bones. 

Next,  the  action  of  loditle  of  Potaissium  on  the  lungs  and  heart:  It 
is  not  a  little  singular  that  all  the  pre|)arations  of  Mercurius  protluce 
sharp,  stitching  pain8  thr«>ugh  the  lungs  (through  either  the  right  or 
left  lung,  and  t^hcKiling  in  dilferent  directions),  and  ihat  llie  very  best 
antidote  to  mercurj'  also  pro<luces  stitching  pains  through  the  lung«, 
particularly  through  the  sternum  to  the  back ;  worse  from  any  motion. 
Now»  there  are  two  exactly  opfiosite  conditions  in  which  Io«lide  of 
Potassium  is  to  be  here  thought  of.  One  of  these  is  in  pneumonia,  in 
which  disease  it  is  an  excellent  reme<ly  when  hepatization  has  com- 
menced, when  the  disease  localizes  itself,  and  infiltration  begins.  In 
such  cases,  in  the  absence  of  other  symptoms  calling  distinctively  for 
Bryonia,  Phosphorus,  or  Sulphur,  I  would  advise  you  to  select  eitiier 
Iodine  or  Imlide  of  Potassium.  It  is  also  called  for  when  the  hepati- 
zation is  so  extensive  that  we  have  cerebral  congestion  or  even  an  eflii- 
Bion  into  the  brain  as  the  result  of  this  congestion.  Now,  the  symptoms 
in  these  erases  are  as  follows:  First,  they  begin  with  very  ret!  fai«,  the 
pupils  are  more  or  lets  dilate<l,  and  the  patient  is  drowsy;  in  fact, 
showing  a  picture  very  much  like  that  of  Belladonna.  Yon  will,  in 
all  probability,  give  that  remedy,  but  it  does  no  good.  The  patient 
grows  worse,  the  breathing  becomes  more  heavy,  and  the  pupils  inac- 
tive to  light,  and  you  know  then  that  you  have  a  serious  st*rous  t?llusion 
into  the  brain,  which  must  be  checkei)  in  a  short  time  or  the  patient 
di(^  AVhy  did  not  Belladonna  cure?  He  who  w«»ul«l  pn«s<'rilK»  by 
the  symptoms  alone  in  tins  case  would  fail,  becatLse  he  hns  not  tak<>n 
the  totality  of  the  case.  The  tntuble  did  not  start  in  the  brain.  Tlie 
orrebral  symptoms  are  swondarv  to  othfrs.  What,  then,  is  th*-  primary 
trouble?     Yon  put  your  car   lo  I  he  patient's  ilirst,  :in<l   yi)yi    find  one 
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or  both  lungs  consoliduted  ;  hence,  tlie  blood  cannot  circulate  through 
the  lungs  as  it  t^liould,  and  the  diflercnt  organs  in  the  Ijody  beoome 
congested.  80  until  you  have  proved  that  Belladonna  hoa  produaad 
such  a  condition  you  cannot  expect  it  to  do  any  good. 

Another  condition  in  which  we  may  use  Iodide  of  Pota^i^ium  ia  in 
pulmonary  anlcnia,  thus  again  showing  you  the  infiltration  producible 
by  tli£  drug.  This  is  almost  always,  as  you  know,  a  secondary  trouhlt 
The  expectoration  look^  ju^t  like  soapsuds,  only  it  is  apt  to  be  a  little 
greenish. 

We  may  also  have  Kali  hydriwlicum  indicated  in  phthisii*  pulnionali-s 
particularly  if  there  is  prcs<mt  tliia  same  sort  o(  frothy  expcetoratioD, 
Dight-sweats,  and  loose  stools  in  the  morniog.  The  cough  is  of  a  vio- 
lent racking,  tearing  character,  and  is  \von*e  in  the  morning,  thus 
keeping  up  the  character  of  the  |K)tahh  salts,  to  have  aggravation  of 
che^t  Hymptijms  from  two  to  five  o'clock  in  the  morning.  I  may  say 
that  these  symptoms  of  the  lungs  are  often  consecutive  to  Brigbt*s  di*- 
earte,  in  whicli  disease  Kali  hydriodicum  may  be  the  remedy. 

Yei'ba  aania  is  used  by  eclectics  for  phthisis  of  catarrhal  origin.  It 
is  used  empirically.  There  is  a  gentleman  who  has  a  tend<^ncy  Co 
catarrhal  asthma,  with  thickening  of  the  bronchial  tul)e8  and  oontitaot 
oppfca^ion  of  breathing.  I  I  rented  him  for  a  year.  Sulphur  fieeroed 
to  be  indicated,  but  was  given  with  only  partial  relief.  Finally,  I  gave 
him  Yerba  santn  in  the  tincture.  It  so  far  rclicVKl  him  that  everr 
morning  he  cotjghed  up  a  ipiantity  of  sputum,  and  tlicru  then  followed 
a  freedom  of  breathing  he  had  not  had  for  years. 

Tlie  action  of  Kali  hydriodicum  on  the  heart  is  also  olj:t: 

It  protluces  a  horrible  smothering  feeling  alxjut  the  hrart,  n..„ ^ 

the  patient  from  sleep  and  compelling  him  to  get  out  of  be«l.  This 
symptom  is  also  found  under  Lnchcsis,  Kali  bichromicumy  Lnctuai, 
Enphra»iay  GraphUes,  and  some  others. 

It  is  also  useful  for  repeated  attacks  of  endocarditis  or  perimrditts  of 
rheumatic  origin.  There  are  sharp,  darting  pains  in  the  heart,  woiso 
from  any  motion,  and  particularly  bad  from  walking. 

In  diseases  of  the  ;»pinc,  you  will  tind  Kali  hydrimricum  indicated  by 
these  symptoms:  Feeling  as  if  the  small  of  the  back  were  living 
squeezed  in  a  vice;  bruiswl  pain  in  the  lumbar  region  and  dlf^*  '  m 
walking;  spinal  meningitis  with  aMkinu  (tr  cxudntion,  pjirtiiol  ;; 

of  syphilitic  origin. 

When  gummatous  tumors  involve  the  nervous  tissuos,  ludide  of 
Potassium  is  your  only  ho[)e.

It  may  also  be  of  use  when  rheumatism  involves  the  spine  and  para- 
plegia results.  In  these  cases  I  think  that  it  is  the  neuroglia  that  is 
attacked. 

It  may  still  further  be  used  in  rheumatism  of  the  joints,  particularly 
of  the  knee.  The  knee-joint  is  swollen  and  has  a  doughy  feel ;  here 
again  you  see  the  tendency  of  the  remedy  to  produce  infiltration  of 
tissue.  There  is  no  fluctuation  to  be  detected.  The  skin  al>out  the 
inflamed  joint  is  apt  to  be  spotted,  and  the  pains  are  of  a  gnawing, 
boring  character,  and  are  worse  at  night. 

In  sciatica,  you  may  give  Kali  hydriodicum  when  the  pains  are  worse 
at  night,  and  from  lying  on  the  affected  side,  and  when  the  trouble  is 
of  mercurial  or  syphilitic  origin. 

You  will  find  that  the  Iodide  of  Potassium  will  help  you  in  the 
treatment  of  the  so-called  contracted  kidney,  especially  when  of  mercu- 
rial origin. 

Iodide  of  Potassium,  like  all  the  potash  preparations,  produces  an 
eruption  of  a  papular  or  of  a  pustular  character.  Especially  do  these 
appear  on  the  scalp  and  down  the  back ;  when  they  heal  they  leave  a 
cicatrix. 

You  may  also  remember  Iodide  of  Potassium  as  a  remedy  for  tertiary 
syphilis,  particularly  rupia. 

The  best  antidote  to  Iodide  of  Potassium  is  Hepar. 


LECTURE  LXX. 
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To-day,  I  simll  lecture  on  Kali  bichromicum,  or  the  Bichromate  ol 
Potusli.  You  would  expect,  ia  a  drug  having  the  comhination  of  t hit 
one,  to  ohtain  not  only  the  results  of  potash,  which  fiirma  the  l»>«c  of 
the  salt,  but  also  the  modifying  influence  of  the  chromic  aciil.  Yoo 
will  find,  therefore,  that  while  there  arc  evident  general  n.*^'nd>lttnor« 
to  the  other  Kalis,  there  are  decided  differences  arising  from  the  acid 
combine<l  with  it.     Chromic  acid,  as  you  probably  well  1.  'a 

higldy  irrittiting  acid.     It  is  a  powerful  cscharotic,  destroy  i;  _  i;d 

tissue  very  rapidly,  and  penetrating  quickly  into  the  jwirt,  and  so  pn>- 
ducing  a  deep  ulcer  or  sore. 

Kali  bichromicura  is  a  dnig  wliich  acts  generally,  although  not 
exclusively,  tyn  fat  i>erson8,  es|>e*'ially  on  fat,  chubby  children  more 
than  on  adtdts.  We  find  that  it  postjcs^ea  great  virtues  in  inflammation 
of  mucous  surfaces,  with  tendency  to  plastic  exu<latiou  and  i»eicudo- 
membrane.  It  attacks  mucous  membranes,  caujiing  at  first  indam- 
mation  of  these,  violent  in  cliaraeter  and  asscxjiated  with  a  great  deal  of 
redness  and  swelling,  and  at  firtit  a  production  of  an  excesfHve  amouoi 
of  mucus,  from  over-action  of  the  mu<?ijwrou3  glands.  This  exoeE«ive 
mucous  secretion  is  very  rapidly  turned  into  a  fibrinous  exudate;  henoe 
there  w  a  tendency  to  the  formation  of  false  membranes. 

This  chai*acter  of  the  exudation  on  mucous  surfacea  givea  ur  tbe 
well-known  charaoteristio  of  the  Bichromate  of  Potash,  disohar^^  are 
ropy  and  stringy.  This  symptom  is  true  of  the  coryza.  It  i»  true  of  the 
discharges  in  pharyngitis  and  laryngitis,  and  it  is  true  of  the  vomited 
matters  in  gastric  catarrh.  It  also  applies  to  the  leucorrhtea  and  also  to 
the  gk'cty  discliarge  from  the  ui-ethra,  which  may  sometime  call  for 
Kali  bicfiromicum.  Illustrations  then  of  this  general  cliaraetefii4ic  of 
the  drug  are  not  wanting  in  auy  jmrt  of  the  body.  We  find  even  io 
scnif'ulous  children,  for  whase  diseases  Kali  bichromicum  is  adta  an 
cxi%ilent  drug,  this  san»e  (juality  to  the  muct^us  dischargtrn.  For 
instance,  it  is  indicated  in  intlaminutidn  of  the  middle  csir,  |iartictjIaHy 
when  it  affects  the  membruna  lympaui.  Tin  re  is  uloemtion  Dot  only 
of  the  membrana  tympani,  but  also  of  the  muouua  surface  of  the  mkkUe 
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ear.  The  dLstinction  l)etwoen  Kali  hiclironiiouru  an<l  other  remedies  in 
these  ca^es  is  that  the  discharge  is  teiiaciou'*,  string\'  and  purulent. 
With  this  there  will  be  earache,  with  pains  of  a  sharp  stitching  ehanictcr 
which  shoot  up  into  the  head  and  down  into  the  neck.  You  will  find 
the  glands  of  the  neck  swollen  and  also  the  parotid  gland  on  the  affecteil 
side.  This  beoonies  large  and  indurateil,  and  pains  shoot  from  the  ear 
down  and  into  tlie  swollen  parotid. 

In  diseases  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  throat  we  find  this  same 
character  to  the  exuiiation.  Thus  in  diphtheria  we  find  Bichromate  of 
Potash  indicated  under  two  or  three  contingencies.  It  may  be  a  remedy 
when  diphtheria  a!*.^unies  the  croupous  form.  The  membrane  is  cpiite 
thick  aiul  is  decide<lly  yellow-lo<jking,  like  wash-leather.  The  discluirges, 
M'hether  coming  from  the  nose  or  throat,  or  both,  are  decidedly  stringy. 
This  has  been,  in  my  mind,  a  sufficient  distinction  l^etween  Kali  bichro- 
inicuni  and  the  Iixiides  of  Mercury.  When  I  am  giving  Iodide  of  Mer- 
cury in  diphtheria,  so  soon  as  I  find  that  tlie  expectoration  bocomea 
BtriDgy  I  change  to  Kali  bichromicum,  if  it  suits  that  condition,  and  also 
1>ecause  it  may  prevent  the  extension  of  the  disease  to  the  larynx.  Al- 
though in  general  Kali  bichromiinim  is  suited  to  rather  sthenic  types 
of  infhimraation,  yet  we  have  indications  enough  to  prove  that  it  may 
be  suite<l  to  the  atlynamic  cases  also. 

The  Jadidc.  of  Mercury  is  to  l)e  thought  of  in  diphtheria  when  the 
membranous  deposit  is  more  or  less  profuse,  involving  the  touails  and 
jKislerior  nares.  The  glands  in  the  neck  are  swollen.  The  tongue  is 
coated  dirty  yellow.  There  is  excessive  production  of  niucu.^  in  the 
throat,  causing  a  great  deal  of  "hawking." 

AVe  find  Kali  bichntmicum  iudia\te<l  in  still  other  forms  of  iaflain- 
roatiou  of  the  throat  than  diphtheritic.  Thus  it  is  called  for  in  folli- 
cular pharyngitis.  The  follicles  of  the  throat  become  hyperirophied 
and  liM>k  like  little  tultercles  on  tlie  pharyngeal  walU.  Tiiese  dis- 
charge a  white  chi-esy-likc  mass,  which  when  crushed  betwec*n  the 
fingers,  gives  forth  a  feet  id,  disagreeable  odor.  Thefie  are  attended  by  a 
feeling  of  roughness  and  dryneis  in  the  throat  and  at  times  by  an 
act^umulation  of  tenacious  mucus.  You  will  find  this  disease  a  stubliorn 
one  to  treat.  \u  adilition  to  Kali  bichromicum,  it  will  be  well  enough 
to  n^memlxT  Ilepar,  KaU  chioricum  (especially  when  there  is  a  greut 
^^L  deal  of  fcetor  of  the  braith)  anil  ^I^cuHh  hipiH^coMtanumj  or  the  horse- 
^^P  cfaestnut.  iKsuIis  n-scmbles  Kali  bichromicum  very  clofsely,  but  lackd 
■  the  tenacious  stringy  mucus.  There  is  dry,  rough,  burning  feeling  in 
I         the  throat  and  pharynx  aod  yet  do  awelllng.    The  face  is  sallow  and 
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dipjt'Stion  is  slow.  There  is  teiult?noy  to  portal  roni^tion,  a«  sliown  by 
deep  throbbing  in  the  bypochondrium,  and  cun.Hli|KitH)n  and  b«f«nor« 
rhoidi?. 

In  other  ca>»e8  you  will  have  Nhx  vomica  indicated  by  welUknoirn 
eyniptonip,  which  I  ne^-d  not  here  rojMMit. 

Still  utlior  ojiftos  call  tor  .SVca/<*  cornuhivif  which  has  hawking  up  of 
these  little  follicular  exudates. 

AVe  Imve  Kali  hichromiouni  indicatcnl  in  yet  anotlier  fnrni  of  tlmeii 
disease  which  !«  neither  scrofulous  nor  cronpoii*  nor  diphihtriiic^  but 
Byphllitic.  Uloers  form  od  the  fauces  and  tend  to  perforate.  The 
surrounding  mucous  purface  is  of  a  ooppcry-red  color. 

It  is  also  indicated  in  na«al  catarrh.  It  produces,  at  firnt^  dr}'0««  of 
the  nasal  mucous  membrane  with  tickling  in  the  n^e  and  MiMH^xtng, 
these  being  es[)ccially  marke<1  in  the  open  air.  The  secrHiou  from  the 
nosse  is  ropy  and  stringy  and  often  collects  in  the  jMintrrior  nare*.  It 
may  or  may  not  l>e  offensive. 

At  other  times,  as  in  oxa?na,  there  are  dist^harg^s  from  the  no^triU  or 
posterior  uares,  conhisling  of  plug*',  or  clinkers,  hh  they  are  wmiHimnii 
called.  Lura|)a  of  hard  gretMi  mucus  are  haukttl  from  th««  iHncteriiir 
nart«,  particularly  in  the  morning.  At  other  tiroes  (often  in  syphilitic 
cases)  you  will  find  ulcei*9i  which  carry  out  the  jjorforaiinj;  rlinractrr 
of  Chromic  acid  and  tend  to  pcrft>nite  the  parts  on  which  fhcy  arc 
locale<l. 

Kali  hicbromicum  is  indicated  in  true  membranous  croti p.  It  <\vt<^ 
Ixst,  although  not  exclusively,  light  haired,  fuir-c<iniplrxioned  cbildn-n, 
who  are  rather  fat  and  chubby.  The  cough  has  a  decidwily  metallio 
sound.  It  has  more  than  the  mere  bark  of  mtnrrbal  croup.  The 
fauces  you  will  generally  find  quite  red,  th<;  tonsils,  perhaps,  arc  «om^ 
what  red  and  a  little  swollen.  The  cough  seems  to  des(vn«l,  that  ix,  the 
rattling  g<X!S  down  lower  and  lower  until  it  aj)pan.'ntly  rcjicho*  the 
up|>er  part  of  the  epigastrium,  or  rather  the  lower  thin!  of  thc^ternura, 
the  irritation  of  the  cough  seeming  ti»  start  from  there.  In  thi*  posi- 
tion, as  well  as  in  the  thn)at,  there  seems  to  be  a  smothering,  opprewive 
sensation ;  breathing  becomes  very  lab<tred.  The  child  has  «>mother- 
ing  spells,  annising  it  from  sleep,  clinking.  The  whole  cht-st  heaves 
with  the  efforts  at  respiration.  The  membrane  forms  quite  thickly  in 
the  larynx,  narrowing  its  lumen.  The  rxiH'i'tonifion  is  tough  and 
Btringy,  and  pcrfiai>«  mucous,  and  contains  pie<x's  l«»oking  like  boiled 
maccaroni.  The  jwitient  is  worse  in  tlie  morning  fn)m  three  to  6ve 
oVIock.     Sometimes  there  is  a  tendency  in  these  cbi«i  of  cnMip  to  ex- 


tcml  dnwn^ms  and  involve  tJie  frflohca,  and  ovon  t1j«»  hrondii,  ^nviiip 
rise  to  wliat  has  bt«en  tornu'd  croupous  broni'liiti.s.  This  is  not  a  vtry 
common  diseaj«e,  but  it  i-*  an  cxf'wtllngly  dangerous  one.  I  rcMneral>er 
treating^  a  putifnt  wlio  afW  takinjr  Kali  bichromiciiin,  fXpivtoralM 
pieo<«  lr»oking  like  vermicelli  and  having  nuineroiis  little  branches, 
prolmbly  cants  of  the  rami  Heat  ions  of  the  bronchial  tubes. 

One  of  the  remedies  fttllowing  Kali  bichromirum  well  in  throat 
and  crou|>ou.s  diseases  is  IjuchesU,  It  Hiiits  jwrticularly  when  the  spas- 
modic  ooiijErfi  becomes  so  violent  as  to  canwe  choking  spells,  and  when 
the  patient  drrtps  off  to  sleep,  he  awakens  as  if  Bmothering.  Kali 
bichromicum  has  modi(ie<l  the  inflammation,  but  has  not  Hucceetle<i  in 
preventing  spasm  of  the  throat.  Then  Lachesiw  comes  in  and  relieves 
the  remaining  symptoms.  Then  should  the  cn)upo«i8  symptoms  in- 
crease, you  may  return  to  Kali  biohn^^micum. 

There  is  alno  a  resemblame  between  Mercuriwt  cyanntwi  and  Kali 
bichromicum  in  diphtheritic  croup. 

Kaolin  is  very  useful  for  meml»ranon«  croup  when  it  extends  down- 
wanls,  and  when  one  of  the  characteristic  symptoms  is  inten-je  soriMU'Ss 
alon^  the  trachea  and  upper  (>art  of  the  chent 

The  niurous  mendirane  of  the  stomach,  too,  fails  under  the  iniluenre 
of  Kali  bichromicum.  The  drug  is  so  irritating  that  it  causes  gastritis. 
Thus  it  prmluces  gastric  symptoms  varying  in  severity  all  the  way  from 
those  of  sintple  indigestion  to  those  of  malignant  <lis*'ase  of  the  stomach. 
In  the  milder  forms  of  dyspepsia  we  fin<l  it  indicate*!  when  thej*e  is 
headachi',  the  pain  usually  l)eing  supra-nrbital.  This  may  b«'  |H.Ti<Kli- 
cnl  in  its  return,  but  is  particularly  excited  by  gastric  irritation.  Al- 
though it  is  neuralgic  in  its  character,  it  is  reflex  from  gastric  irrita- 
tion. Another  fi>rm  of  headache  which  is  asstjciated  with  these  gastric 
symptoms  is  one  of  a  |>eculiar  kind.  The  jmtient  is  afl'ected  with  blind- 
ness more  or  less  marked,  objci^ts  l>ecome  ol»s<-ure<l  and  less  distitut,  the 
headache  then  liegins.  It  is  violent,  anrl  is  attended  by  aversion  to 
light  and  to  noise,  and  the  sight  returns  as  the  headache  grows  worse. 
1  have  met  with  that  9ympt(»m  in  ray  practice  four  or  five  times.  1 
have  found  the  same  symptoms  precisely  given  under  GehaniuM^  but 
I  have  never  used  that  drug  under  theee  circum.stanws,  so  I  have  not 
crjnfirme<l  it.  There  are  quite  a  numl»er  of  remedies  having  blinding 
headache,  but  Kali  bichmmicum  is  the  Ijest  of  them.  We  have  Cans- 
ticum  sometimes  indicated  for  blindness  with  the  heailache,  but  not 
diroiuishing  as  the  hiwiache  iooreaaes.     We  also  find  it  under  NnUrum 
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mur.,  7rw  irrslcft/or^  Pforinum,  n\u]  SUlcca.  Ill  the  latter  n^ruMiv  liu* 
blindness  cfjmi'S  ai'tvr  tlio  liou*lacln'. 

With  this  hi'a<ht(*he  of  Kali  hichromirum  the  face  is  apt  to  be  Wol'-hml 
and  bloated,  and  rovfntl  wilh  pimples  or  a<*ne.  It  im  alwi  nallow  and 
yt*lb»wi!^h  as  it'  the  patient  were  bilious.  Tfie  \vhit<*8  of  the  i*y«"«  an- 
yellow  and  a  little  puffi^l.  The  tongue  is  thick  and  broad  and  •^'al- 
loped  on  its  etljj^es,  its  though  it  had  taken  the  imprint  of  the  tirth. 
The  stomach  seerns  to  swell  up  iramedialely  after  a  full  meal,  ju<t  like 
Jjijcopodium.  The  bowels  are  constipated,  or  else  there  i?*  early  morn- 
ing diarrhrea,  as  you  find  under  Sulphur^  liumex,  ///'yo7u<i,  and  Xatrvm 
sulph.  The  stools  are  water\',  and  are  f«)llow».H|  by  tetie^mu%.  Tbwe 
are  some  of  the  gastric  symptoms  which  will  yicbl  to  Kali  bichroniicam. 
They  are  particularly  apt  to  occur  after  excessive  beer  drinking.  Kali 
bichn>roi<"nm  is  one  of  the  best  remetJies  for  the  chronic  cflVcta  of  ex- 
cessive indulgent^  in  l>eer  and  ale. 

We  also  find  Kali  bichroraieum  pro<lueing  gjtntritis,  herein  very 
much  resembling  Arftenicum,  The  voiniti.'<l  matter  is  w>ur,  anfl  in 
mixed  wilh  clear  muens.  You  see  how  Kali  bichromicnm  everywhert 
excites  an  over-production  of  mucus.  The  vomit  may  be  bitter  from 
admixture  of  bile.  It  is  renewed  by  every  attempt  at  wring  or  drink- 
ing, and  is  itssooiateil  with  a  great  deal  of  distress  and  burning  ruwnt*« 
al>out  the  stomach.  With  this  kind  of  vomit  you  may  give  Kali 
bichromicum  in  the  vomiting  of  drunkards  and  in  the  round,  pi^rfor- 
ating  ulcer  of  the  stomach. 

ill  dysentery,  Kali  bichromicum  is  soraetiinea  indicated.  The  dU- 
ease  occurs  periodically  in  the  spring  or  in  the  early  |iart  of  the  sum- 
mer. The  stools  are  brownihli  and  watery,  and  mixe<l  with  bloml  and 
attended  with  great  tenesmus.  The  distinctive  symptom  is  the  jijkju'ar- 
ance  of  the  tongue,  which  is  dry,  smooth,  red,  and  cracked. 

In  its  action  on  the  skin.  Kali  bichromicum  causes  first  of  all,  a  r.i-h 
which  very  much  resembles  that  of  measles.  Kali  bichromii-uui  has 
been  given  in  njeasles  with  these  symptoms:  II  is  partjcnlarly  indi- 
cated after  Pu/ndfiifn.  The  latter  remedy  is  eiiitwl  for  the  milder 
symptoms,  the  former  for  the  more  severe.  The  inflammation  of  ih« 
eyes  grows  worse  with  the  formation  of  vesicten  or  pustules  on  ur  about 
the  cornea.  The  meibomian  glamls  or  other  structures  of  the  lid^ 
ulcenite,  t^o  that  the  lids  agglutinate,  and  (here  is  more  or  lesH  purulent 
discharge  from  the  eyes.  The  ears,  t«x),  become  involved,  and  there  b 
a  discharge  from  the  ears  of  quite  otFensive  pna.  There  are  aIho  vio- 
lent, stitching  {xiins  which  extend  from  the  ear  to  the  roof  of  the  mouth 
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ami  to  the  parotid  gland  on  the  afftvted  side.  The  external  auditory 
meatus  is  greatly  swolleu.  Kali  bichromicum  is  one  of  the  best  reme- 
dies we  have»  when  measles  is  associated  with  these  ear  Kymptoms  and 
swelUngof  the  glands,  with  sharp  \mn»  shooting  tVora  the  ears  into  the 
glands.  There  is  also  diarrhoea  which  resembles  that  of  Pulsatilla, 
but  differs  from  the  latter  in  the  presence  of  flight  tenesmus.  The  rash 
is  the  same  as  we  find  in  nearly  every  casie  of  measles.  In  a  general 
way,  we  may  say  that  it  retieml)lea  Pulsatilla,  only  it  is  Pulsatilla  much 
worse.  It  haa  the  simple  catarrh  of  Pulsatilla,  watery  or  more  com- 
monly ycllowiiih  greeo  secretioun,  made  worse  aud  even  advancing  to 
ulceration. 

Wc  next  find  Kali  bichromicum  like  all  the  potash  salts  pniducing 
IKipules.  These  papules  are  hard,  and  tend  to  enlarge  and  develop  into 
pustules.  In  extreme  cases  these  pustules  may  even  develop  into 
uh-crs. 

We  have  also  developed  by  Kali  bichromicum  symptoms  resembling 
those  of  sycos^is.  This  places  the  drug  alongside  of  Thujas  PulmtiUa^ 
and  SdrmiMiHlla,  We  find  scabs  on  the  fingers,  often  about  the  nails, 
and  also  on  the  corona  of  the  glans  |>eni8.  There  is  a  gleety  discharge 
fnmi  the  urcthni,  which  is  very  often  stringy,  thus  keeping  up  the  gen- 
eral action  of  Kali  bichromicum  on  mucous  membranes.  Ulcers  hook- 
ing like  chancres,  and  tending  to  eat  deeply  rather  than  spread  super- 
ficially, form  about  the  glans  penis  and  prepuce.  In  addition  to  these 
symptoms  you  must  have  the  iufiammation  of  the  nose  and  throat  of 
the  character  already  described,  with  perforating  ulcers  atiectiug  even 
the  bones. 

Kali  bichromiium  is  also  mlle<l  for  in  inflammations  of  the  eyes; 
this  intlnmmatiuii  Ijcing  rather  imlolent  in  character.  There  is  lack  of 
reactive  power,  so  that  ulcers  form  which  progress  slowly  and  show  but 
little  tendency  to  heal  of  their  own  accord.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
conjunctivitis,  whicli  may  be  of  scrofulous  or  of  sycotic  origin.  The  lids 
are  swollen  and  agglutinated,  es|)ecially  in  the  morning,  with  thirk, 
yellow  matter,  and,  to  keep  up  the  indolent  character  of  the  remeily, 
you  find  very  little  photophobia.  Sometimes  we  find  chemoisis  with 
these  cases. 

You  will  find  that  iritis,  whether  syphilitic  or  not,  may  call  for 
Kali  bichromicum.  It  is  indiaited  not  in  the  beginning  but  late, 
when  there  Iwis  been  exudation  |H>hteriorly  between  the  iris  and  cry«ial- 
liuc  lens,  causing  adhesions  of  these  structures  to  each  other.     These 
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exudations,  if  not  too  great,  will  Ik»  al>*<orlKHl  under  the  action  of  Kali 
bichromieum.  Characteristic  of  this  iritis  is  indolence.  There  i«  little 
or  no  photophobia  and  not  a  very  decided  redness  attending  the  to* 
fljimniation.  This  is  a  general  hint  whicri  will  guide  you  to  Kali 
bieliromicum,  and  will  save  you  the  memorising  of  lem  charact»fristic 
symptoms.  Do  not,  therefore,  forget  the  indolence  of  the  ulceration, 
the  absence  or  deficiency  of  inflammatory  redness,  and  the  dispropor- 
tionate absence  of  photophobia. 

We  next  come  to  the  action  of  Kali  bichromieum  on  the  chent.  It 
is  indicatixJ  in  bronchitis,  particularly  if  the  glands  are  involved.  IV»> 
teriorly,  on  either  si<le  of  the  spinal  coluojn,  you  find  dulnrw  on  prr- 
cu88ion.  The  cough  is  of  a  hard,  barking  character,  almui^t  as  in  cnwip. 
It  seems  to  start  from  the  epigastrium.  The  exiMsi'tonition  is  genrrnlly 
of  a  stringy  character.  Sometimes  it  consists  of  bluish  lumps,  and  i» 
attended  with  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  of  breathing,  arising  mechani- 
cally from  thickening  of  the  lining  membrane  of  the  bronchial  tube*. 
This  cough  is  almost  always  made  worse  after  eating,  anrl  is  Iwrtter 
when  warmly  wrapped  up  in  bed.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  tceling  of 
tightness  in  the  epigastrium. 

You  must  also  n'memlwr  Kali  bichromieum  as  a  reroc<ly  indicated 
in  asthma  dependent  tJj>on  bnjncliie<rtiL'*ia.  The  bronchial  tubco  are 
fillcil  up  with  this  tough  tenacious  exudation.  liut  we  Hnd  Kali 
bichromieum  indicati*d  in  another  form  of  asthma,  which  is  worse  frooi 
three  to  four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  eaul  is  especially  liable  to  retura 
in  the  winter  weather,  or  in  summer  time  when  chilly.  The  patient  ia 
oompelled  to  sit  up  in  bed  in  order  to  breathe.  Relief  comes  when  the 
patient  raises  stringy  mucus.  This  kind  of  asthma  calls  for  Kali 
bichromieum,  whether  the  patient  be  stout  or  thin.  If  you  have  tbii 
after  midnight  aggravation  and  relief  from  sitting  ap  and  beodiog 
forward,  and  from  the  expectoration  of  stringy  mucus,  you  have  a 
certain  reme<ly  in  Kali  bichromieum.  Here  is  it  a  perfect  complemeot 
to  Arsenicum,  which  has  nearly  the  same  symptoms,  but  lacks  the 
tenacious  sputum.  The  low  piUencies  have  been  most  successful  in  the 
treatment  of  asthma.  The  high  potencies  have  not  faile<l,  but  in  all 
of  the  literature  that  I  have  l>ecn  able  to  see,  the  low  |x>teucicB  have 
seemed  to  be  the  most  8ucce?»ful.  Whether  this  is  true  or  not,  1  do 
not  know.  I  only  give  you  the  facts  aa  1  fiod  them,  that  you  maf 
judge  for  yourselves. 

liBstly,  i  have  to  apeak  of  the  use  of  Kali  bichromieum  ia  rli«a- 
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matism,  particularly  in  rheamatism  which  occurs  in  spring  or  sum- 
mer weather,  when  there  are  cool  days  or  nights.  The  smaller  joints 
seem  to  suffer.  Thus  we  have  pains  about  the  fingers  and  wrists  more 
than  in  any  other  part  of  the  body.  Pains  wander  from  one  part  of 
the  body  to  another.  Gastric  and  rheumatic  symptoms  alternate.  I 
have  had  several  instances  in  which  I  have  been  able  to  confirm  this 
characteristic  of  the  drug.

CAUSTICUM. 


Causticum  is  evklenlly  a  potash  preparation,  but  its  ejcaet  <'omp<>i*>- 
tion  I  do  not  know.  Haimemonn  was  not  al>1e  to  define  it,  and  chrmiitts 
Mtice  hift  time  luive  n(»t  im'ii  able  to  tell  of  what  it  is  compoiseil.  Nrvff' 
thelesH  it  is  a  miiqiie  remedy,  and  i.s  one  that  we  cannot  do  without  in 
practice.  The  drug  ih  conveniently  studied  under  the  hcacl^  plmx*<I  oo 
the  board.  '

It  hafl  a  tendency  to  cause  paralysis  and  <?pasmodic  symptdUi 
rheumatism,  affections  of  the  mucous  mcmVirnncs,  and  diseases  of  iht 
skin  and  organs  g^nertilly.  You  will  recjdl  the  fact  that  there  is  so 
inimical  relation  l>etwcen  Pho»phoru^  and  Causticum.  Those  reinedi«s 
do  not  follow  vivAi  other  well,  althmigh  imlicated  in  the  same  cla«  of 
diseaees.  This  is  to  be  retuem!)cred  parhrulnrlv  l>y  f!in>M»  who  use  the 
higher  and  medium  potencies. 

The  main  power  of  Causticum  is  the  firj*t  one  on  the  lis.i,  the  para* 
lytic  weakness  which  the  drug  exhibits.  This  paralytic  tendency  is  a 
genuine  |M)tash  weakncs^^.  Causticum  is  es|)ecially  suited  to  (latients 
who  are  timid,  nervous  and  anxious,  and  full  of  fearful  fancies,  far- 
ticularly  in  the  evening  at  twilight,  when  shadow*  grow  longer  aod 
fancy  more  rife.  The  child,  for  instance,  is  afraid  to  go  to  l>ed  in  the 
dark.  This  applies  not  to  the  unfortunate  child  who  entertains  tb«n 
fears  by  reason  of  faulty  education,  but  to  the  child  who  is  afraid  as 
the  result  of  nervous  disease.  As  an  adult,  the  |>atient  is  apprebeosive 
that  something  is  about  to  happen,  or  ho  feels  c^mscience  fitrickcn  m  if 
he  had  committed  some  crime.  When  closing  his  eyes,  he  sees  frightful 
images.     This  is  no  new  8ymi>toni  to  you,  as  you  will   nx-sill   It  for 
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several  remedies.  The  patient,  especially  if  a  woman,  is  apt  to  hn 
tearful  ami  melancholy.  The  face  is  a  eorreet  picture  of  the  mental 
condition,  and  is  expressive  of  thin  low-^pirite*!  state.  The  face  is  apt 
to  lie  sallow  ami  Hckly  looking.  Tlie  |>titient  U  cither  taciturn  and 
distrustful,  or  is  im^lined  to  fits  <»f  anger,  with  R'olding,  This  is,  nn 
you  know,  by  no  means  dissimilar  to  the  Phosphorus,  and  yet  you 
must  not  make  the  mistake  of  giving  one,  when  the  other  is  indic^te<l. 
Memory  fails.  Any  attempt  at  mental  labor  is  followed  by  untoward 
symptoms,  such  a*  stitches  in  the  temples  when  reading  or  writing,  feel- 
ing of  tension  in  the  head  ami  se:dp,  particularly  in  the  furehead  and 
about  the  temples.  This  is  worse  in  the  evening,  and  also  on  awaken- 
ing from  sleep.  Here  again  it  is  very  similar  to  Phosphorus,  which  also 
has  that  feeling  of  tension.  The  (Kitient  also«  has  a  rather  odd  sensa- 
tion, and  one  that  is  not  frequently  met  with,  and  that  is  a  feeling  a^ 
though  there  were  an  empty  space  iK'tween  the  brain  and  the  cranial 
bones.  This  ia  relieved  by  warmth.  As  otld  as  thU  symptom  may 
seem  to  you,  it  is  not  t«K)  uncommon  for  you  to  make  note  of.  Our 
materia  nudica  is  not  over  rich  in  this  direction,  and  so  we  ought  to 
utilize  every  such  sympt*)ra  that  we  can  get. 

The  vertigo  of  CauHticum  is  that  which  belongs  to  an  exciietl  bniin 
and  spine,  such  as  we  find  in  the  incipiency  of  paralysis,  and  even  of 
locomotor  ataxia.  There  is  a  tendency  to  full  either  forwards  or  side- 
ways. There  is  with  this  vertigi*  a  constjint  tceling  of  anxiety  and 
weakness  of  the  head.  The  sight  is  bedim uicd  as  though  the  patient 
were  looking  through  a  fog.  Now  concomitant  with  these  bi-uin  symp- 
toms you  have  the  following  symptoms,  one  or  two  of  which  might  to 
be  present  in  order  to  make  the  picture  complete.  The  skin  in  these 
CAM'S  is  apt  to  be  dry  and  hot,  and  there  is  almost  always  constipation, 
whi<'h  constipation  is  quite  characteristic.  It  is  attendetl  with  a  great 
detil  of  urging,  prolmbfy  from  defective  expulsive  elTort  in  the  rcct^d 
mu-tcruiar  fibri-s,  with  redness  of  the  face  antl  fidness  of  the  bUKxl- 
vcssels.  This  symptom  is  very  common  in  weak  persons  and  in  chil- 
dren when  they  are  nervously  debilitated. 

Very  characteristic  of  the  drug  is  paralysis  of  s;ingle  parts  or  of 
Btngle  nerves.  Thus  you  may  have  to  use  it  in  paralysis  of  the  facial 
nerve,  particularly  when  it  is  the  result  of  exposure  to  dry  cold  winds. 
It  may  also  be  Ciilletl  for  in  ptasis,  when  the  result  of  the  same  cause. 
Causticum  is^till  further  cjillcd  for  in  paralysis  of  the  tongue,  when 
di^lutitiou  and  spewh  are  more  or  less  destmyed,  paralysis  of  the  lips, 
and   in  glosso-pharyngeal  paralysis.     In  this  liust-named  disease,  you 
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t-itmnt  t'.\|H'<t  (mult  itii|ti'ov(iinMit  from  any  rerne<ly.  Tli<-  i;irvii\  iiu«) 
the  bhiililer  may  be  attui^koi].  TIiohc  are  illuHtratioaH  of  (be  liioil 
(lalsios  which  como  within  the  niiig«  of  Causticiim.  These  partljMi 
nmy  be  (uiu.se<l  either  by  deep-seateJ  nervous  ditiea^,  or,  very  chanic- 
U,*ri*tically,  by  exposure  to  cohl,  jKirticuhirly  to  the  inteooe  cold  of 
winter,  when  the  patient  is  of  the  rheuenatic  diatheniii. 

Acomie,  like  Causticuni,  is  useful  iu  paralynetj  which  are  traceable 
lo  exposure  to  cold,  especially  to  dry  cold  winds.  Aci^uite  suitji  well 
in  the  beginning,  and  Causticuni  more  when  the  paralysis  haa  become 
chronic  and  refuses  to  yield  to  the  Aconite. 

Ulnut  tox.  and  I)ulcamani  compare  favorably  with  Causticum  for 
paralysis  of  rheumatic  origin,  provoked  by  exptwure  to  a  damp  and 
cold  atn)0!*pljerc»  particularly  when  there  have  been  chanj^ft^  from 
tolerably  warm  to  c>old  and  wet  days.  Dulcamara  18  suited  to  the 
U^Ljinning  of  bucIi  casesj,  and  not  when  the  trouble  becomes  chronic. 
RhuH  tox.  ia  suited  to  chronic  cases. 

You  may  also  find  Causticum  indicated  in  punilyHJ.s  whirh  arista 
from  apoplexy  ;  it  is  not  lulled  for,  for  the  immeiliatc  n*i*ull!»  oi  the 
stroke,  not  for  the  oongestion,  nor  for  the  extKlation,  but  for  the  remote 
Hymj)tom«J,  when,  after  al><rjrption  of  the  eftu.se<l  bl«>od  hiw  taken  place, 
there  yet  remains  purulysis  of  the  opposite  gide  oi'  the  b4Kly. 

Causticum  may  l>e  af)plied  in  diseases  of  children.  It  is  ituited  to 
chJUIren  of  a  scrofuhms  habit  in  wh<»ra,  though  emaciated  gcnrrally  and 
|uirticularly  alMMit  the  feet,  tlie  aUlomen  is  large  and  tume6c«l.  Thry 
are  slow  in  learning  to  talk.  There  is  a  tendency  to  scrofulous  inilnui- 
mation  of  the  eyes,  wal)*  form  alxmt  the  tarsi,  the  conjunctiva*  l>econir 
injected,  and  the  cornea  inflamed.  There  is  a  constant  f«r<*ling  am  uf 
sand  licneath  the  eyelid.-^.  An  eruption  appears  about  the  M-ntlp,  r^|Ms 
daily  behind  the  ears,  ntaking  this  portion  of  the  skin  raw  and  t*xcMH 
piatc<l.  The  dis<^harge  is  slii^bt  iu  cpiautity  and  sticky  in  chanu't^r 
Often  there  is  otorrlHC.i,  |>uruienl  in  itn  character.  The  child  sturobli-> 
when  it  attempts  to  walk.  The  cause  of  this  symptom  will  be  found 
in  disease  o(  the  brain  or  spine.  The»e  cases  do  not  reix)ver  rapidly. 
There  is  defecrtive  nutrition  in  the  whole  nervous  system.  You  nju*l 
instruct  your  {miicntH  that  hygienic  measures  roust  be  oUtrrvctl  in  con* 
jnnciion  with  me<li<!inal,  and  that  you  can  promise  a  cure  if  they  will 
but  be  patient  with  you. 

Other  remedies  which  may  be  thought  of  here  are,  first,  StUfJiuric 
aoidf  which  is  a  gtM^I  remedy  for  this  weakness  or  giving  way  of  the 
ankles;  another  is  Sulphur ^  and  still  another,  SUicea. 
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Still  turtluT,  as  illubtratiiig  the  paralytic  eftect  of  CauHtioum,  wc  find 
it  eatiKiiig  apiioiiia  or  ruilurf  of  tlie  voiw.  This  may  or  may  Dot  he 
»itarrlial.  It  ib  associated  with  i^i-eat  weakueiu  of  the  laryngeal  miw- 
cl(*,  which  seem  to  refuse  their  offiw.  This  is  often  the  case  in  phthinls 
and  in  laryngeal  trouhles,  whether  of  a  tuljercular  nature  or  m>t.  The 
paralytic  tendency  la  further  illu»trateil  in  the  cough.  The  patient  ia 
unahle  to  exjiectorate.  Just  as  under  Sepia,  Dmnera^  Kali  c^trb.,  Ar- 
nica and  a  few  other  reujedies,  the  patient  HUcx-et'd.-*  in  raia^ing  the  npu- 
tuni  80  far,  wlien  it  slips  liuck  iuto  the  pharynx.  The  renuxly  al»o  has 
thiij  as  (characteristic:  The  patient  cannot  cough  deep  enough  tor  relief. 
In  additicm  to  these  paretic  symptoin;*  in  catarrhs  you  may  also  add  the 
following:  Rawness  and  burning  down  the  throat  and  trachea,  feeling 
OS  if  these  parts  were  denudeil,  ami  hoarseness  with  aggravation  in  the 
morning.  At  this  time,  also  (consistent  with  the  action  of  the  potash 
salts  generally),  there  is  aei'umulation  of  mucus  in  the  fauces  and  larynx. 
The  sputum  often  tastes  greasy  aud  soapy.  Drinking  cold  water  seems 
to  relieve  the  cough.  Accompanying  the  cough  you  find  pain  over  the 
hips,  and  this  is  very  characteristic,  and,  ttM>,  the  c<»ngh  is  often  asso- 
ciated with  involuntary'  spurting  of  urine.  This  last  symptom  is  very 
characteristic  of  Causticum.  It  is  also  fouud  under  Natrtim  mur.  and 
Scitki. 

In  the  laryngeal  symptoms  it  is  necessary  to  make  &  distinction  be- 
tween Caujsticutn  and  PhoHphorua,  One  |K»int  of  diflerencc  is  that 
Phosphorus  often  has  evening  aggravation  of  the  hoars<'nc«3j  Causti- 
cum  han  aggravation  in  the  morning.  Both  have  this  nervous  weak- 
ness. One  symptom  I  have  often  found  indicating  Phosphorus,  ami 
that  ifl,  extreme  ttensitiveu&«  of  tiie  box  of  the  larynx.  The  patient 
dreads  to  cough,  because  it  aggravates  the  laryngeal  soreness.  He 
drefide  to  talk  for  the  same  reason.  Relief  from  cold  drinks  is  found 
only  under  Causticum. 

Mure  similar  to  Causticum  yet,  \s  Carbo  vtg.  Here  yoti  can  make 
DO  mistake,  liecause  l>oth  drugs  follow  each  other  well.  If  you  do  make 
the  mistake  of  giving  one  of  these  when  the  other  in  intlitaileil,  you  will 
not  injure  your  |iatient  any  more  than  from  the  delay  causetl  by  your 
imj>erfect  seh«ction.  Both  reme<iies  have  this  rawneas  atid  sorenebs 
down  the  throat;  lH»th  have  hoarseness,  Carbo  veg.  having  aggravation 
in  the  evening  and  Causticum  in  the  morning.  The  former  iw  ifulicated 
after  ex|Kisure  to  dititip  evening  air;  the  latter  after  dry,  ci>ld,  severe 
vrinter  weather. 

Enpaiorium  pfrjotiutuin  is  very  similar  to  Causticum  in  that  it  causes 
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hoarseness  woi*9e  in  the  morning.  Both  remedies  nre  intlittitcid  in  infla- 
enza  with  aching  all  over  the  bmly,  but  Eu(>utortum  htm  moru  wor*r«e«^ 
in  the  ehest  than  it  has  burning  and  rawness. 

In  tlio  hoarseness  of  singers  or  thme  who  exert  iheir  voit?<sJ  a  great 
deal»  CaUfeticum  r(Membles  (Jrtiphltrs  and  Stfcninm. 

In  dome  cai^es,  when  Causticum  fails  in  chronic?  hoiir!«ent«8  wome  in 
the  morning  or  evening,  Sulphur  is  an  all-suf!i<'ient  nnm-tly. 

Still  another  kind  of  cough  for  whi«'h  you  may  giv<>  CiiUNticam  U 
one  which  improves  up  to  a  certain  point  and  then  remuirw  stAtiouory, 
getting  neither  better  nor  worse. 

Causticnm  is  a  good  remwly  for  buzzing  and  ronring  in  the  ears,  or 
tinnitus  aurium,  when  sounds  reivho  unpletisantly  in  theenrs.  A  vuice 
which  is  of  an  ordinary  tone,  sounds  loud,  and  rcC'chix's  in  the  rnr  with 
unpleasant  confusion.  When  Caus(i<um  is  the  nnnnly,  ihcsM-  symp- 
toms may  be  concomitant  with  catarrh  of  the  thniut  involving  IIm*  EitMa- 
chian  tul>e.  They  may  also  besym|itoins  of  Meniere's  disiww,  of  whii^i 
affection  I  once  cured  a  case  with  Causticum. 

There  is  a  drug  which  you  mny  compare  h<*re,  nn«l  that  is  Salic^ic 
axndy  which  has  caused  and  cure<l  ^feni^re*s  <liscase. 

You  may  also  (X)mj»are  Carbon  tiyulphblc  and  the  well-knowu  0*«- 
chona. 

We  find  Causticum  indicated  in  involuntary  urination  or  enurcfti?, 
especially  in  children.  It  is  especially  csdled  for  when  the  accident 
occurn  during  the  first  sleep.  The  tr(»uble  Is  aggravntwl  in  tlie  wintrr 
and  ceases  or  becomes  more  moderate  in  aumnjer.  Tl^e  urine  is  enfie- 
cially  liable  to  escape  involuntarily  during  the  day  in  winter,  as  tlic 
result  of  any  excitement. 

For  nursing  women  we  may  use  Causticum  when  over-exertion  i»r 
loas  of  sleep  threatens  their  supply  of  milk.  This  make*)  them  very 
low-spirited,  and  they  are  apt  to  have  this  sallow,  sickly  complexion 
which  is  characteristic  of  Causticum. 

Causticum  may  be  used  in  spasmo<lic  diseases,  even  in  convul 
Thus  it  may  lie  used  in  epilepsy,  particularly  in  ta  petit  ma/.     V> 
walking  in  (he  ojK'n  air,  the  patient  falls,  but  so<in  recovers.     I)  . 
the  unconscious  stage,  the  fiatient  passes  urine.     It  may  even  be  ux.^1 
when  the  attacks  are  of  a  convulsive  nature,  especially  whiti  iIm^v  nnir 
at  the  new  m(s>n.     Now  you  are  not  to  consider  that  the  ni'"»ij  h:L>  any- 
thing to  do  with  these  epileptic  attack^.      It   is  only  the  laws  whirh 
govern  the  relation  of  the  planets,  which  regulate  the  tides  and  have  to 
du  wifh  th»'  |HTiodicitv  nf  natim'  l'timtmIIv  tlmf  al-xi  nntJv  to  tin*  iiiimhi 
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and  to  the  disturhances  within  the  huinun  body;  80  it  is  that  some 
symptoms  are  worse  at  new  moon,  others  at  full  moon ;  some  at  the 
rise  and  others  at  the  fall  of  the  tide.  It  doen  not,  therefore,  follow, 
herau^e  the  patient  Ls  worse  every  time  at  new  moon,  that  the  moon 
causes  the  aggravation.  Caustioum  is  moreover  indicated  in  e|>ile|)8j 
when  it  is  e«nne<*ted  with  menstrual  irregularities,  and  also  when  it 
oo^urs  at  the  age  of  pulK-rty.  In  these  Bymptomd  Causticum  is  closely 
allie<l  to  Ca/ca/ra  ostn-tinim, 

Causticum  is  indicated  in  ehorea  when  the  right  side  of  the  l>o<ly  is 
afftH'ted  more  than  the  left.  The  muscles  of  the  im-e,  tongue,  arm  and 
leg  are  all  involved  in  the  disorderly  movements.  When  the  patient 
attem|)ts  to  speak,  words  seem  to  l»e  jerked  out  of  the  mouth.  The  pa- 
tient is  anxious  and  restless  in  bed  at  night.  He  must  sit  up  and 
change  his  position.  He  involuntarily  throws  the  head  about,  and 
finally  he  falls  ask-ep  exhausted.  During  sleep  the  h*gs  and  arms  are 
oi^nstantly  **  on  the  go." 

Iia«*tly,  we  may  be  ealletl  upon  to  use  Caustioiim  in  rheumatism, 
es|K.HMally  when  the  joints  are  stiff* and  the  tendons  shortened,  drawing 
the  limbs  out  of  shape.  It  is  frequently  indicated  in  what  has  l)een 
terme<l  rheumatoid  arthritis.  Rheumatic  pains  attack  |)articularly  the 
articulation  of  the  jaw.  They  are  worse  from  cold  and  are  rtlicvc^l  by 
warmth. 

Now  you  will  have  to  distinguish  Causticum  here  from  several  other 
remedies.  Rhuatox,  also  has  rheumatism  from  exposure  to  cold.  Some 
of  the  distinctions  l)etween  it  and  Causticum  I  have  already  given  you. 
There  is  yet  another  good  one.  Rhus  tox.  has  restlessness  and  relief 
from  motion  all  the  time.  In  Causticum  the  restlessness  only  occurs  at 
night. 

Quaiojcam  ia  to  be  preferred  to  Causticum  and  follows  that  remedy 
well  when,  in  either  gout  «>r  rheumatism,  there  are  wjntractions  of  the 
tendons,  drawing  the  limljs  out  of  sha{>e,  aggravated  by  any  attempt  at 
motion,  particularly  if  there  arc  well -developed  gouty  nodosities  in  the 
joints. 

Colocynlh  is  to  he  rememliered  for  articular  rheamatiam  when  the 
joints  remain  stiff  and  unwieldy.  The  pains  in  the  affected  parts  are  of 
a  Ixiring  character. 

Causticum  also  acts  on  the  skin,  one  of  its  mr»t  characteristic  nymp- 
toma  being  warts.  It  is  useful  in  the  cure  of  these  hy|iertrophios  of  the 
papillae  when  they  occur  on  the  hands  or  fa«^.  I  remember  once  giving 
Causticum  to  a  child  who  had  two  warts  on  the  under  eyelid.     At  the 
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end  of  the  third  week  after  taking  the  remedy  there  was  a  string  of 
warts  over  the  inner  canthus  of  the  other  eye.     I  believed  that  these 
resulted  from  the  Causticum.     Of  course,  I  8top{)ed  the  medicine.     At 
the  end  of  several  weeks  more,  all  the  warts  had  disappeared,  and  the  , 
child  has  had  none  since.     This  shows  you  that  Causticum  really  pro-| 
duces  and  cures  warts.  i 

Causticum  may  be  called  for  in  colic  after  the  failure  of  Colocynth. 
The  pains  are  of  a  griping,  cutting  character,  and  are  relieved  by  bend- 
ing double.  Particularly  do  you'  find  pains  of  this  character  suggest- 
ing the  drug  in  menstrual  colic.  Previous  to  the  menses,  these  colicky 
pains  appear,  and  are  associated  with  tearing  pains  in  the  bock  and 
limbs.     All  the  sufferings  cease  entirely  at  night. 
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To-day  I  will  study  with  you  Carbonate  of  Potash,  known  in  our 
nomenclature  as  Kali  carb.  This  is  complementary  to  Carbo  veg.  and 
similar  to  it  in  many  forms  of  disease,  particularly  in  lung  inflamma- 
tions. Sometimes  when  one  fails,  the  other  completes  the  cure;  hence 
the  origin  of  the  complemental  relation.  We  have  quite  a  number 
of  analogues  to  Kali  carb.,  some  of  which  have  been  placed  on  the 
board.  We  will  have  occasion  to  refer  to  some  of  these  as  we  go  on. 
There  is  also  somewhat  of  a  complemental  relation  between  Kali  carb. 
and  Phosphorus. 

Kali  carb.  exerts  an  influence  over  the  manufacture  of  the  blood, 
quantitatively  as  well  as  qualitatively.  This  is  fihown  in  the  anaemia 
which  the  remedy  causes.  This  is  illustrate<i  by  the  following  symptoms : 
Frequent  chilliness;  every  time  the  patient  goes  out  of  doors,  he  be- 
comes chilly  if  the  air  is  in  the  least  cool,  not  having  the  normal  resis- 
tance to  temperature;  quite  consistent  with  this  anaemia,  there  is  throb- 
bing in  the  bloodvessels  all  through  the  body.  This  not  plethora,  but 
only  an  appearance  of  plethora.  It  is  associated  with  local  congestions 
which  are  really  aneemic  in  origin;  the  blood  being  normal  volumetri- 
cally,  but  is  not  as  rich  in  red  corpus(;les  as  it  should  be.  The  conges- 
tion to  the  head  is  associated  with  humming  in  the  ears.  The  patient 
suffers  from  vertigo  when  he  turns  his  head  rapidly,  or  from  riding  in 
a  carriage,  or  from  anything  that  diminishes  the  supply  of  blood  to  the 
brain.  The  patient  suffers  from  weakness  of  sight,  esi)ecially  following 
excessive  sexual  indulgence. 

Again,  we  find  Kali  carb.,  by  reason  of  this  anaemia,  indicated  afler 
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severe  or  protrHcted  ilistusfs.  It  tims  iK^comes  iHHifnl  fur  ih**  wiMkn* 
following  lulK)r  or  alwrtion  wlieii  wo  have  the  following  j«ymptoiiu«: 
There  is  a  very  troublesome  backache,  »  weak,  lame  feeling  in  the 
email  of  the  l>ack,  whir-h  nmkc«  wsilking  very  <liflicu1t  to  the  |mtii?tit ; 
the  patient  suffers  from  cough  and  fre<juenl  sweating  at  night.  Y«ni 
find  persistent  discharge  of  bhKxl  from  the  uterus.  The  urine  i*  luwlcd 
with  urates.  This  latter  symptom,  this  excess  of  umtiv,  sli»»w«  ijniit 
waste  of  tissue,  and  is  evi<lence  of  the  exhaustion  which  Knii  cmrb, 
causes  and  cures. 

You  will  recall  that  I  mentioned  Kali  carb.  as  a  drug  which  c«uj«r» 
great  exhaustion  in  the  muscular  system,  and  it  is  frc(|Uently  in  tfaii 
kind  of  exhau.'*tiun  tiiat  the  urates  are  excessive  in  the  urine. 

Kali  carb.  acts  not  only  on  the  voluntary  m«s<'le»,  ImiI  on  th«?  hmrt 
also.  The  heart  becomes  weakened  when  it  is  indicati'<I,  and  y^ui  (hut 
have  a  pulse  which  is  irregular  or  intermittent,  or,  lieing  rapid,  is  very 
weak.  Now,  this  character  of  the  pulse  in  Kali  carb.  will  qualify 
every  disease  in  which  you  may  use  the  drug.  It  is  a  characteristic  of 
the  drug  which  lies  at  the  very  root  of  its  symptoms;  therelbrt*,  you 
will  seldom  find  Kali  carb.  indicated  when  (here  is  a  full   rt>und  (kiIih^ 

This  condition  of  the  urine,  in  which  it  is  l<»ade<l  with  uraif^  m*  evi> 
dence  of  exhaustion  from  disease,  is  also  found  under  nthcr  remcdic«. 
Perhaps  the  best  remedy  in  the  materia  nuslicji  for  this  symptom,  other 
things  i>eing  equal,  is  Cnuaficum.  Remeral)er  that  this  assertion  is  Co 
be  qualified.  A  symptom  of  this  chamctcr  has  not  the  same  valoe  M  s 
symptom  of  the  mind  would  have.  It  is  chanirteristic  in  its  pUce,  antl 
yet,  if  sym[)toms  more  characteristic  of  the  case  indicate  another  dmgpj 
then  you  should  not  think  of  using  Causticum.  SupjMjsc  you  have  • 
patient  whose  other  symptoms  are  those  of  Kali  cjirb.,  for  example,  m 
woman  after  c(3ntinement  with  backache,  sweat,  and  other  s)  in{iti)ma  iif 
im|K»nance,  then  you  may  give  Kali  carb.  with  satijifuclion.  But  if 
you  have  a  patient  with  no  prominent  symptoms,  and  with  tbift  exoeft- 
ttive  de(M)«^it  of  urates  in  the  urine,  Causticum  will  help  you  out. 

Still  another  remedy  for  this  symptom  is  Senna,  which  is  (in*!  of  the 
best  remtnlies  in  the  materia  me<iica  for  simple  exhaustion  with  exoe»- 
sive  niirogenoUH  waste. 

The  particular  combination  of  symptom^)  that  we  have  under  Kali 
carb,,  the  sweat,  the  backache  and  the  weakness,  are  found  in  no  otlier 
remeily.     It  acts  as  well  with  the  high  an  the  low  |KitencieB. 

You  may  also  remember  the  JltfjtojjhoftjjhiU  of  Litntf  which  ooiBe> 
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near  to  the  Kali  carb.  iu  the  excessive  sweating,  weakness  and  pallor  of 
the  skin. 

You  may  aldo  remember  as  akin  to  Kali  carb.,  Pmrinum,  which,  as 
you  have  ahfady  learueil,  is  eminently  useful  in  eonvalescence  fW)m 
disease  when  there  is  great  weakness,  protuse  sweat  an<l  in  addition  a 
mental  state,  a  perfect  hopeJessness.  The  patient  despairs  of  perfect 
recovery. 

Next,  let  us  look  at  the  action  of  Kali  carb.  on  the  nervous  system, 
Viewetl  mentally,  the  patient  is  excessively  peevi-sh  and  nervous  and  is 
very  easily  startled.  You  often  find  this  in  women.  They  are  startled 
by  imaginary  hallucinations,  they  imagine  that  sf)me  one  is  in  the  nxim 
or  some  figure  comes  before  tlie  mind  and  tantalizes  them.  EsjR't'ially 
is  this  anxietj'  manifesteil  on  any  noise  as  the  mere  shutting  of  a  d<K»r 
or  window,  particularly  if  the  noise  be  unexj)ectetl.  They  are  noi  rmly 
startled  as  many  healthy  persons  would  be  under  similar  circutnstanci*8, 
but  ihey  are  frightenetl,  are  driven  into  a  fit  of  trembling.  You  will 
sometimes  find  the  intellect  seriously  impaired  when  Kali  carb.  is  indi- 
cate<i.  The  patient  does  not  seem  to  care  for  anything.  Thirt  in<liff«'r- 
ence  is  aiiso<?iated  with  great  Ixxlily  exhaustion.  When  qne^tioneil,  the 
]mtient,  usually  a  female,  dt>es  not  seem  to  know  exactly  what  to  say 
or  what  she  wants.  The  condition  Iwnlers  somewhat  on  that  of  Phos- 
•phoric  acid,  but  still  the  apathy  of  the  two  remedies  is  not  exactly  the 
same.  Kali  carb.  has  not  a  sensorial  a^iathy,  but  it  has  exhaustion  too 
great  to  frame  their  answers  to  your  questions.  You  will  frequently 
find  these  symptoms  of  the  mind  calling  for  Kali  carb.  in  puerjieral 
mania  and  iu  pueri>eral  fever. 

Again,  we  find  that  spasms  may  occur  as  a  symptom  of  the  nervous  sys- 
tem under  Kali  carb.  The  patient  does  not  h«se  consciousnet**  during  the 
convulsions,  hence  the  remedy  is  not  indicrated  in  true  epilepsy;  but  it 
may  Ije  indicated  in  puerperal  eclam|3sia",  the  spasms  seeming  to  pass  off 
with  eructations  of  wind. 

The  spine  suflers  severely  in  the  Kali  carb.  patient.  In  addition  to 
the  iKukache,  already  mentionctl  as  the  result  of  antemia  or  of  abortion, 
we  have  spinal  irritation  which,  by  the  way,  is  just  as  vague  a  symptom 
us  is  any  other  of  a  grniTal  character,  as  headache.  You  nuisH  always 
know  what  cause's  this  spinal  irritation.  Docs  it  come  from  loss  of  tluid;*, 
from  brain  tnajbles,  from  emotional  causes, or  what?  In  the  Kali  carb. 
jiaticnt  you  will  tiiid  it  frequently  oivurring  with  the  uterine  symp- 
toms. Thus  you  will  have  procure  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  though 
there  were  a  hcnivy  weight  pushing  down  there.     There  are  aUo  bear*' 
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ing  down  in  the  uterine  region  during  the  menses,  burning  along  the 
spine,  cBiwcialiy  along  the  right  side  of  the  spine.  This  is  not  a  real 
congestion.  It  is  merely  a  auhjective  sen-nation  caused  hy  irritation  of 
the  posterior  spinal  nerves.  The  backache  is  worse  while  the  patient 
is  walking.  She  feels  so  exhausted  that  she  must  drop  into  a  chair  or 
support  herself  in  some  way.  Sometimes,  you  find  in  the  morning,  a 
piil<satitig  in  the  small  of  the  hack,  quite  akin  to  the  pulsations  oofur- 
ring  in  other  parts  of  the  ho<ly.  Here  the  drug  is  qtiite  analagous  to 
Sepia  and  the  well-known  Cimicifuga.  This  pulsating  and  drawing 
backaclie  is  particularly  relieved  when  the  patient  lies  down.  This 
suggests  a  comparison  between  Kuli  curb,  and  Natrum  tmir.  You  will 
recognize  at  once  the  resemblance  in  the  spinal  symptoms,  the  spinal 
irritation,  the  backache  and  the  relief  from  lying  down.  Natrum  raur, 
has  partittularly  relief  by  lying  flat  on  the  back  with  firm  pressure. 
Further  llian  this,  yon  will  find  these  two  drugs  phiying  into  each 
other's  hamls  in  the  treatment  of  amenorrhtea.  Hahnemann  says  that 
Kali  carl),  will  bring  on  the  menstrua!  flow  when  Natrum  mur.,  though 
indicate*!,  fnils. 

I  once  (iire<l  a  singular  backache  with  Kali  carb,  A  very  nervous 
patient  came  under  my  treatment  for  dyspepsia.  She  said  to  nie: 
"  There  is  somctlirng  very  strange  about  my  case.  Every  time  I  eat  a 
meal,  I  suffer  for  half  an  hour  or  more  with  most  intense  j)ain  in  the 
back."  This  was  certainly  an  odd  symptom.  I  did  not  know  where 
in  the  materia  medica  to  find  it.  I  hunted,  and  I  found  under  Kali 
carb.  this  symptom  ;  Pain  in  the  spine  while  eating.  I  gave  her  Kali 
carb.,  wliieli  cured  her  completely. 

On  the  mucous  membranes,  Kali  carb.  acts,  causing  quite  a  series  of 
catarrlial  symptoms.  We  may  give  it  in  corvza  witli  hoarseness  or  loss 
of  voice.  The  patient  catches  ciild  at  every  little  exposure  to  tlie  fre«h 
air.  This  is  a  very  strong  symptom  of  Kali  rarb.  Tlie  Kali  carb, 
patient  has  a  tendeney  to  obesity  and  is  rather  weak  in  muscular  de- 
velopment. With  the  catarrhal  symptoms  of  this  remedy  there  often 
oi-ciirs  a  setisutton  in  the  throat  as  though  there  were  a  lump  there, 
which  must  be  swallowed.  The  neck  is  stiff  and  the  uvula  elongntu<l. 
There  are  stinging  pains  in  tlic  throat  when  swallowing  just  ai*  marked 
as  under  Apis. 

Sometimes  we  have  a  more  chronic  form  of  catarrh  in  the  nose;  the 
nasal  passages  are  olistructed  and  the  patient  can  only  l>i"eathe  with  the 
mouth  o]K*n.  This  obstruction  is  relieved  in  the  o(>en  air,  but  returns 
80  soon  as  the  patient  enters  a  warm   room,     Tliere  is  eitlier  a  <li»- 
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charge  of  foetid  green  mucus  or,  in  the  morning,  the  nose  is  swollen 
and  red  and  there  is  hloody  discharge.  There  is  a  sticking  sensation 
in  the  pharynx  as  from  a  fish-bone  lodged  there  whenever  the  patient 
catches  cohl.  This  is  a  good  symptom  for  Kali  curb.  You  will  find 
it  in  Alleti'a  Encydopcedla  in  large  type. 

Now,  in  addition  to  these  symptoms,  there  is  almost  always  accumu- 
lation of  mucus  in  the  pharynx.  The  patient  "  hawks  and  hems  "  in 
the  morning.  This  hawking  is  found  under  every  alkali,  but  this  one 
peculiarity,  sensjition  as  of  a  fish-hone  in  the  throat  as  soon  as  he 
"catches  cold,"  with  the  hawking,  is  found  under  no  other  remedy. 
Hepary  Nitric  acidj  Aiumeiij  Carho  veg.^  and  Arf/mtum  nitricum  all 
have  this  sensation  as  of  a  splinter  or  fish-bone  in  the  throat. 

In  coughs,  we  sometimes  find  Kali  carb.  of  use.  The  cough  is  of  a 
paroxysmal  character,  and  is  accompanied  by  gagging  and  by  vomiting 
of  sour  phlegm  and  of  food.  This  suggests  the  use  of  Kali  carb. 
in  whooping  cough,  in  which  disease  it  has  been  very  successful.  Boen- 
ninghausen  has  given  us  a  characteristic  symptom  for  Kali  carb., 
namely,  a  little  sac  filled  with  water  between  the  upper  lids  and  eye- 
brows. You  will  often  meet  with  that  symptom.  I  would  warn  you 
not  to  confound  it  with  a  similar  condition  which  is  in  no  particular 
pathological  at  all,  and  that  is  a  certain  looseness  of  the  tissues  in  this 
locality  occurring  in  persons  advanced  in  ycjirs. 

Now  for  the  action  of  Kali  carb.  on  the  lungs.  We  find  it  indicated 
in  bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  phthisis  pulmonalis.  I  will  give  you  the 
symptoms  calling  for  it  in  these  separate  states  as  we  go  on.  The  most 
characteristic  symptom  of  all,  and  one  which  runs  through  the  symp- 
tomatology of  the  drug,  is  stitching  pains  which  are  prominently  located 
in  the  walls  of  the  ohest.  They  are  made  worse  by  any  motion,  but 
unlike  J?/*yon/«,  they  come  at  all  times  independently  of  this  aggrava- 
tion. They  occur  characteristir-ally  in  the  lower  third  of  the  right  lung, 
going  through  the  chest  to  the  Ixick.  They  may  occur  all  over  the 
chest,  but  that  above  mentioned  is  their  most  frequent  site.  Then,  too, 
they  are  erratic  and  wander  all  over  the  body.  Here  it  reminds  you  of 
Kali  hichromintm,  Pulm(i/la,  and  Sulphur. 

Kali  carb.  is  Indicated  in  infantile  pneumonia  or  capillary  bronchitis 
when  the  following  symptoms  are  present:  Intense  dyspncea; 
although  there  is  a  great  deal  of  mucus  in  the  chest,  it  is  raised  with 
diflSculty.  The  child  is  so  oppressed  that  it  can  neither  sleep  nor  drink. 
Breathing  is  whec/.ing  and  whistling  in  character,  and  the  child  has  a 
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choking  ooncjh.  Yon  .s}»oiild  here  f4Mii|i;u(i  Kali  t-jiib.  carefully  with 
Anhmoniiira  tartarieum  unil  t!ms  tletermine  whicl)  suits  the  case  best. 
One  cauuot  be  the  renvecly  when  the  other  ia  indicateii. 

In  jihtliisis,  Kali  carb.  \h  inclicated  when  the  constitution  fjivors  it. 
The  putient  has  a  bloatetl  alkaline  look  to  the  face.  Tl»ere  are  also 
present  these  well-define<l  stitching  pains  through  the  chest  and  over 
the  IkmIv,  with  flic  pulliiH's^  of  tlu'  upper  eyelids.  Cough  is  difficnlu 
The  palient  cannot  get  u[>  the  sputum.  He  raises  it  partly,  when  it 
slips  backwards  into  tlie  pharynx.  Now  if  you  examine  this  expecto- 
ration, you  will  Bud  that  it  is  often  bloody  and  that  there  are  little 
globule'*  of  pus  scattercrl  through  it.  There  is  an  aggrjivation  of  all 
the  gyiui)toras  from  three  to  five  o'clock  in  the  morning.  This  hour  of 
aggravation  belongs  to  all  the  potash  salts.  There  is  also  a  very  stub- 
born sensation,  namely,  chill ini*ss  at  noou. 

Kali  carb.  is  imlicated  in  cardiac  inflammations,  in  endo-  and  peri- 
caniitis  when  the^e  sharp  stitching  pains  are  characteristic.  Do  not 
give  it  too  soon  in  the  case.  It  is  not  an  early  renKHly  in  ttanliac  dis- 
ease. It  is  iiuliaitetl  ratiier  late  when  there  is  a  ticposit  on  the  canliac 
valves. 

We  find  tlicie  same  stitching  fniiiis  under  Kali  carb.  in  backache,  a 
very  stubl>i>rn  form  of  rheumatism.  The  same  symptom  applies  in 
case  of  impending  miscarriage  and  during  labr^r;  sharp  stitching  pains 
in  the  lumlinr  region  shotting  iUnvu  from  the  buttwks  into  the  thighs. 
Tiie  same  kitid  of  pain  suggests  this  remedy  in  nephritis. 

Lastly  in  conne<'tion  with  the  stitching  |>ains,  I  want  to  refer  you  to 
its  application  in  puerperal  fi'ver  of  the  mctritic  form,  that  is,  when 
metritis  is  a  prominent  concbtion.  There  are  sharp,  stabbing,  cutting 
pains  in  the  alMlomcn,  the  alxlomen  is  bloated  and  distended,  and  the 
urine  is  dark  and  scanty,  the  [lulse  is  rapid  but  feeble,  and  you  have 
present  the  state  of  mind  desfribwl  in  the  early  part  of  the  lecture. 

One  more  syniptoni  and  we  are  done  with  the  drug,  and  that  is  its  us© 
in  dyspei>sia.  You  will  find  it  called  for  in  indigestion,  particularly 
in  old  pers()rjs,  in  those  who  have  lost  a  great  deal  of  vital  fluids,  when 
there  is  an  empty  \veak  feeling  in  the  stomach  before  eating  and  hloat- 
edness  after  eating,  especially  after  soup  or  coffee.  There  are  sour  eruc- 
tations, heart-burn,  and  utieasy  nervous  feeling  when  hungry.  You  seti 
then  that  Kali  carb.  is  a  remedy  imlii^ated  in  agrt^it  variety  of  diseases. 
It  is  a  drug  much  neglected  in  practioe,  for  much  the  same  reason  that 
many  other  remedies  are,  Ixjcause  the  hurried  and  careless  physician  falls 
into  routinism.
